Tbb  historical  chiptef  of  oOr  Ikst  volame  brought  down  the  hUtorf 
of  Oade  t6  the  treaty  concluded'  at  Lucknow,  November  lOtb,  1801. 
We  now  lay  before  odr  readers  the  principal  occurrences  that  took  place 
Jn  the  provinces^  cedjsd  to  the  honourable  the  East  India  company  by 
4faat  treaty^  with  the  measures  adopted  for  the  settlement  (if  the 
country^  under  British  authority,  during  the  administration  of  lieute- 
nant-governor the  honourable  Henry  Wellesley. 

The  peculiar  character  of  the  people  of  the  ceded  provinces,  and  the 
x>b8tractlon  that  might  be  naturally  expected  to  the  final  settlement  of 
the  country,  under  the  British  government,  'from  the  vizier  and  his 
dependents^  required  the  constant  presence  of  an  active  and  vigilant 
•uthority,  until  the  foundation  of  the  new  arrangements  should  be 
firmly  established. 

The  discretion,  fii:mne8S^  and  judgment^  evinced  by  the  honourable 
Henry  Wellesley,  in  conducting,  to  a  happy  termination,  the  treaty 
ibr  cedi&g  those  provinces  (o  the  British  government^  and  the  experience 
which  he  had  acquired,  as  a  conunissioner,  in  the  settlement  of  Mysore^ 
ot  which  the  court  of  Directors  of  the  honourable  the  East  India 
company  had  expressed  their  public  approbation, — combined  with  the 
authority  which  he  derived  from  his  near  connection,  and  confidential 
'  intercourse,  with  the  governor-general.  Marquis  Wellesley^  rendered 
him  the  fittest  person  for  the  temporary,  but  arduous  and  responsible. 
chtitge,  of  presiding  over  the  provisional  government  of  f^e'  ceded 
districts,  and  of  planning,  and  carrying  into  effect,  an  efficient  system 
of  admintstretion^  in  all  lu  details,  with  the  aid  of  such  of  the  com* 
pany*s  civil  servants  as  were  best  qualified,  by  talent  and  experience^  to 
co-operate  with  ban.  In  the  quality  of  commissioned^. 

On  the  day  that  the  governor-genera)  ratified  the  treaty  of  Lucknpw^ 

(Notember  Uth^  1801}  he  notified  to  Mt.  Wellesley   his   intentioa

•n  the  2istj  the  naweub  vUler  issued  the  mcmmsj  .letters^  jta:.tfail

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aumiK*  toconiider  theniselvet  aocooDtable  to  the  British  govaransenV 
forthefuture  jammat  of  the  ceded  districts  f  and^on  the  23d^  Mr.  Welles* 
lej  quitted  Locknow/  to  make  preparations  for  undertaking  his  chai^gpt. 

A  sense  of  public  duty  alone  could  induce  Mr.' Wellesley  to  exchange 
the  confidential  intercouriie^  and  comparative  ease  of  his  official  situa* 
tion  of  private  secretary  to  the  g&i^emar-^gmwndi  for  the  arduous  and 
peiplexing  one  of  chief  magistrate^  in  an  unsettled  and  discontented 
province;  to  combat  the  prejudice  of  established  customs  ;  the  artifice 
and  treachery  of  the  vizier  and  his  dependants ;  and  the  responsibility 
attached  to  so  important  a  tru^t>  as  well  in  India  as  in  Evropb.} 

Mr.  J.  Leslie,  A.  Seton,  and  J.  Fombelicj  three  of  the  dompany'f 
civil  servants,  were  the  commissioners  appointed  to  assist  the  governor* 
general  in  council,  and  the  lieutenant-governor,  in  the  Ibrmation  of 
laws  and  regulations,  adapted  to  the  state  and  condition  of  the  ceded 
provinces,  and  to  superintend  the  adhiinistration  of  .those  laws  over  % 
great  extent  of  countt/,  and  bver  a  race  of  people  unaccustomed  to 
regular  order  or  law,  and  habituated  to  sutfer  and  to  commit  the  utmost 
excesses  of  violence  and  oppression.  ITo  six  collectors,  and  theit 
registen,  was  coidmitted  the  charge  of  ascertaining  the  resources  pf  the 
countiy,  and  of  settling  a  system  of  land  revenue,  in  all  its  details,  and 
tollecting  that  revenue,  with  the  ^duous  office  of  judge  and  magistrate 
ever  this  turbulent  peopfe. 

The  state  of  the  currency  'of  a  recentlyacquired  territoiy  is  aa 
object  of  die  first  consequence  to  the  administration,  whether  (^onsio 
dered  as  one  of  the  mediums  of  commercial  intercourse,  or  the  means 
of  defiaying  the  current  exp^Ases  of  the  state.  The  oppressive  and 
ruinous  course  pursued,  under  Assoph  ul  Ihwla,  and  the  present 
ncivauh  viiier,  drained  the  country  of  specie  )  the  efibrts  of  the  Indus* 
trioua  were  paralized)  comfnerce,  thoc^h  not  entirely  ruined,  wap 
nearly  at  a  stand  3  the  revenues  of  the  state,  arisix^  as  well  fi-oov 
land,  as  the  taxe^  were  collected  with  the  utmost  difficulty,  and  thf 
soul  of  commercial  speculation,  mutual  confidence,  was  unknown./ 
Mintt  had  long  been  established  in  several  cities  of  the  eeded  province|»

course  of  exchange,  and  circulating  the  same  coins  again 

The  lieutencnt-governor  restricted  the  establishment  at  mints,  to^  the 
cities  of  AUahabad  and  Bareilli^,  and  fixed  the  standard  value  of  the 
currency;  bankers  and  merchants  brought  in  large  quantities  of 
.  bullion  for  coinage;  commercial  speculations  were  set  on  foot^  and 
mutual  confidence  revived.  There^  is  no  country  in  which  the  business 
of  money  exchanging  is  better  understood  than  in  India :  the  trade  of  a 
shrtf,  or  banker,  is  reduced  to  a  science,  the  knowledge  and  practice  of 
which  affords  employment  to  thousands. 

The  city  of  BarellTy  was  fixed  on  for  the  residence  of  the  lieutenant- 
governor  and  commissioners)  but  as  it  did  not  contain  any  building! 
eonvertible  into  dwelling  houses  for  their  accommodation^  they  werv 
under  the  necessity  of  residing  in  tents,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city^ 
daring  a  eonsidsrable  part  of  the  most  inclement  season  of  the  year;  and 
were  subjected  to  considerable  expense,  on  account  of  the  public  ser^ 
vice,  §tx  tents,  carriages,  and  cattle ;  for  the  removal  of  their  family 
establishments,  from  former  places  of  residence  to  fiareilly ;  extra 
servants,  finr  public  and  domestic  purposes ;  erecting  habitations,  tbm 
principal  article  of  which  were  only  to  be  had  from  the  presidency,  or 
the  company's  intermediate  stations ;  and  the  common  necessaries  i>f 
life  being  dearer  at  Bareilly  than  in  the  lower  provinces. 

The  lieutenant-governor,  at  the  desire  of  the  governor-general  itk 
council,  reported  on  the  extraordinaiy  allowances,  independent  of  their 
salary ,^  which  was  fixed  on  th^  same  scale  of  proportion  as  officers 
of  similar  rank  in  the  lower  provinces,  to  which  the  commissioners,  and 
other  officers,  appOinted^to  the  ceded  provinces,  were  justly  entitled,  on 
account  of  these  extra  expenses.  To  commissioners  J2CX),  collectors 
Goo,  assistants  200,  registers  200,  sicca  rupees  per  month,  from  tba 
date  of  their  respective  appointments  to  the  end  of  the  current  year. 

During  the  Mqghnl  government,  when  trade  and  manufactures  were 
antirely  neglected,  the  revenue  of  the  ceded  provinces,  arising  almost 
(pntirely  firom  land,  amounted  to  two  cr^es,f  andjijly  lacs  of  rupees  $ 
end  this  ooontiy,  when  ceded  to  the  British  government,  produced

seventy-Jour  rupees,  including  ilie  land  revenue  and  taxes. 

Tlie  cause  of  this  defalcation  in  the  revenue  was  to  be  found  in  the 
vicious  administration  of  the  late  governments  ;  it  was,  therefore,  reason- 
able to  expect  that  a  contrary  course  of  proceeding  would  produce  a  pro- 
gressive increase  of  revenue.  In  the  first  settlement  of  the  juouna^  on  aa 
equitable  scale,  between  the  company  and  the  farmers,  it  was  necessary 
to  pay  scrupulous  attention  to  the  assets  of  the  country,  so  as  not  to 
continue  the  oppressive  and  ruinous  'system  of  the  late  administrations,  by 
extending  the  period  to  a  distant  time  in  the  exhausted  districts ;  or,  by 
tettling  at  the  present  value,  to  relinquish  the  just  claims  of  the  com- 
pany to  a  proportional  share  in  the  increased  assets  to  be  reasonably 
expected  in  the  ensuing  years. 

A  discretionary  power  was  vested  in  the  collectors,  for  forming  settle- 
ments upon  a  progressively  increasing  jumn(ia,  in  all  cases  where  the 
actual  state  of  the  cultivation,  and  the  means  possessed  by  the  cultivators 
of  increasing  their  assets,  might  appear  to  render  it  desirable:  and,  ia 
all  cases,  where  it  could  be  done,  the  village  settlemtots  were  made 
under  their  immediate  inspection,  after  obtaining  the  best  informatioa 
upon  the  dorols,  or  estimates  received  from  the  tehsuldars.*  In  other 
cases,  fnuch  of  the  year  having  elapsed,  the  settlements  were  concluded 
on  the  same  terms  as  those  of  the  lafit  year.  Bat  a  triennial  settlement 
was  fixed  on  by  the  lieutenant-governor,  as  the  most  equitable  jomma 
for  the  districts  to  which  these  considerations  did  not  apply. 

The  collection  of  sayrf  was  found  to  be  expensive  to  government^ 
end  highly  vexatious  and  oppresive  to  the  merchants  and  traders;  while 
the  receipt,  on  account  of  government,  bore  a  veiy  inconsiderable  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  levied  by  the  duty:  the  sayr  was  therefore 
abolished,  and  a  regular  custom-house  duty  established  In  the  ceded 
provinces,  by  which  there  was  a  vast  savmgto  the  state^  in  the  r^uction 
of  sayr  establishments ;  and  it  also  produced  an  immediate  increase  of 
commerce. 

Thei  line  of  fronUer  of  the  West  quarter  was  intersected  by  the 
TAL00X.S  OF  PowiA,  and  other  pergannah*8  of  the  vizier's  reserved 
territory,  containing  upwards  of  twenty  villages }  which  formed  a  Penin- 
sula in  the  ceded  province  of  Etawah,  surrounded  by  the  company** 

pergcBinabft, 
*  Htsd  noa  ef  villafet.         i  Tryiiit  duNts* 
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peigimnabi,  MeerYaboo,  Gbyswa,  and  Ghurwarra^  in  two  of  which 
(Bvssora  and  Boikut)  was  an  organized  banditti,  of  upwards  of  400 
men,  who  had  regular  agents  constituted  for  the  receipt  and  disposal  oC 
their  plunder,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  t^eir  lawless  pro* 
fession.  Their  vicinitj  enabled  them  to  commit  depredations  oq  the 
company's  subjects,  and  itscape  into  the  nawaub  vizier*s  reserved  terri- 
txny,  where  the  company's  officers  had  not  autbority  to  pursue  them  ; 
which  gave  the  police  officers  a  £iir  pretext  for  conniving  at  their  prac* 
tices,  by  which  they  shared  in  the  booty. 

There  was  no  way  to  put  an  effectual  stop  to  these  malpractices,  but  b/ 
subjecting  this  lawless  district  to  the  British  government :  application  was 
made  to  the  nawaub  vizier  to  exchange  it  for  lands  situated  in.  such 
place  as  should  mutually  accommodate  both  states  ;  to  which  his  excel- 
hocy  immediately  consented,  and  this  hitherto  inconigible  district  was 
soon  reduced  to  obedience. 

The  trade  of  the  river  Jumna  was  formerly  yery  extensive,  but  the 
insecuri^  of  the  navigation,  from  the  hordis  of  banditti  that  infested 
its  faanks>  in  the  ceded  provinces,  and  the  oppressive  and  arbitrary 
exactions  during  the  late  administratbns,  reduced  it  so  much,  that  the 
present  duties  scarcely  paid  the  expense  of  collection. 

To  restore  and  secure  this  source  of  revenue,  guard  boats  were 
established  at  different  places,  and  a  considerable  addition  made  to  the 
Sebnndy  corps,  in  the  Doab,  for  enabling  the  collectors  of  Euwah  and 
Allahabad  to  furnish  guards.  Encouragement  was  held  forth  to  the 
importers  of  cotton,  and  other  roerchandite,  from  the  MahraUa 
country,  to  copvey  their  property  through  the  company's  possessions;  by 
this  river;  and  the  resident  at  Etowah  was  diiected,  by  the  lieutenant* 
governor,  to  transport  the  investment,  he  was  charged  to  provide  for  the 
oompany,  by  the  same  conveyance. 

When  the  project  for  opening  the  navigation  of  the  Jumna  became 
geoeraliy  known,  the  city  of  Allahabad,  which  is  situated  on  the  con^ 
flnenoe  of  that  river  with  the  Ganges,  is  the  natural  emporium  of  the 
western  and  northern  trade,  and  is  also  the  resort  of  pilgrims  from  all 
parts  of  Hindustan,  as  well  for  trade  as  devotion,  assumed  the  appear- 
aooe  of  a  flourishing  commercial  capital.  In  a  short  time  upwards  of 
Coo  warehouses  were  erected  by  merchants  from  Benares,  and  the 
reserved  dominions  of  the  vizier  y .  a  wide  field  for  commercial  specula- 
litti  opened^  for  furnishing  the  company's  investmenta  of  piece  goods, 

•ugar. 
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SQgar^  and  opidm>  from  BextWly,  Mow,  and  Aceeam^har^  and  eotCo* 
from  Elawah,  and  other  places  for  the  China  market,  at  prices  conai* 
derably  under  what  that  artlde  was  usually  famished  at  Bombay. 

The  country  between  Nujebabad  and  Hurdwar,  to  the  extent  of 
upwards  of  200  square  miles,  was  a  depopulated  desert^  OTerron  bj^ 
woods  and  marshes,  which  rendered  the  climate  unheaHhy  :  this  exten- 
rive  tract  of  land  could  only  be  reclaimed  by  individual  exertion,  and 
the  lieutenant-governor  took  advantage  of  a  local  circumstance  to 
encourage  settlers  for  the  cultivation  of  the  country,  and  the  purposes 
of  commerce.  In  Hurdwar  one  of  the  greatest  fairs  in  India  is  held  j 
within  three  miles  of  which  he  erected  a  Gunge  Ghaut  and  Seray } 
wHh  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  merchants  and  traders,  resort* 
ing*to  the  ^ir  :  this  measure  succeeded  beyond  expectation ;  an  exten« 
iive  town  is  rising  in  this  hitherto  barren  waste ;  the  whole  of  which 
will  soon  be  brought  into  a  productive  state  of  culttvation  and  pros* 
penty. 

Bait,  in  all  ages,  and  in  all  countries,  has  been  considered  a  proper 
subject  of  taxation  $  in  the  ceded  provinces  foreign  salt  fbrmed  the 
general  consumption^  dw  trade  in  which  was  confined  to  a  few  principat 
merchants,  whose  capital  enable  them  to  support  a  partial  monopoly^ 
regulate  the  prices  and  supplies  agreeable  to  their  own  views  and 
interests,  and  elude  the  tax,  by  the  facility  afforded  to  the  dandestine 
introduction  of  that  article,  through  the  province  of  Benares,  from 
Bogbilcmid  and  Bundikund.  The  transfer  of  Ihis  monopoly  to  the 
British  government  would  secure  a  regular  and  plentiful  supply  for 
Consumption,  and  produce  a  considerable  revenue,  without  materially 
enhancing  the  price  to  the  consumers. 

A  proclamation  was  issued,  on  the  6th  Hovember,  1602,  prohibttinf 
the  further  inti  oduction  of  salt  into  the  ceded  provinces,  by  indivf- 
duals,  after  a  given  day ;  and  permitting  the  sale  and  export  of  salf 
imported  for  four  months  previous  to  that  period. 

The  superintendence  of  the  supplies  and  sales  of  sak  was  placed 
under  tlie  commercial  residents,  and  an  agent  appointed  for  purchasing. 
In  the  Mahratta  country,^  supplies  for  the  general  consumption  of  Oude  t 
reports  were  regutetly  furnnlied  to  government  of  the  supplies  of  salt 
stored  ;  as  well  as  the*  effect  of  the  monopoly  upon  the  current  prices 
of  that  article  tSroughout  the  couniry  j  from  which  it  appeared,  as 
"mtA  as  from  the  best  iofonnaHoD,  that  by  extending  the  mooopo1]f 

to

The  oeofidenoe  inspired*  and  protecttop  afforded  to  trade  ipd  mannH 
fa9tei?«,  since  the  ceded  provinces  canoe  under  the  immediate  snperin^ 
.  le^aoe  of  the  British  go?ernmenf »  indneed  9  number  of  merchant^^ 
iesidta|;  at  Hgtraas^  K^utchora,  aod  other  phices  to  the  westward,  ta 
fTK^ose  to  the  resident  at  Etawah*  removing  with  their  families  ^from 
the  oppqiite  side  of  the  Jumnai  into  the  ceded  provinces,  and  establish- 
l9g  the  general  maricet  for  cotton  at  £tawah  :  th^  liecitenant<-governor, 
4W4re  of  the  important  advantages  to  th^  conntry  from  this 
«^ang9ment,  Elected  the  resident  at  jStAwah  to  ^ord  them  every 
poMiblf  epcporageqfieQt  and  protection. 

The  commercial  resident  at  Bareilly  was  directed  to  superintend 
ibP  ptireb^se  of  an  investment  of  pi^oe  goods,  amounting  to  four  Mcs 
^  rnpeei  i  ^  the  resident  «t  Benares  an  investment  in  piece  goods,  * 
eNlfffi  ftmi  ^g^9  ft4  tiiiun,  </fur  kcs  of  rupees,  and  to  furnish  an 
WprtQQpat  of  sallies  to  hQ  forwarded  to  the  court  of  directors  of  the 
l^t  India  eofupaey,  ^lang  with  the  report  of  the  rc^rter-geoeral  oa 
e3^ter94  commerce*  to  enable  tbe  court  to  judge  of  the  advantage^ 
eqtpeetant  from  ax)  angn^entatioi)  of  their  investments  in  piece  goedi^ 
ai^r,  Q$i^m,  and  caUon  %fmK  from  the  ceded  provinces. 

The  evils^revailing  in  F^rruckabad  pressed  closely  on  the  attention 
f^  the  lieatenant^governor;  the  mal-admiuistration  of  the  late  nawaubs 
vaa  greatly  increased  by  the  disputes  and  waut  of  confidence  subsiniog 
between  the  present  nawaub,  Imdaud  Hoossein  Khan,  (a  minor  now 
tmrly  of  fge)  a^d  hif  ui¥de,  the  max^iager  during  bis  minority  of  Kbirrud 
Mond  Khan. 

They  waited  on  the  govemor-'general,  at  Benares,  in,  the  latter  end  of 
1801,  with  muto^l  complaints.  The  nawaub  charged  the  mana^^ei 
with  varioQ#  acts  of  mal«administratioB,  and  claimed  the  right  of  beja ^ 
elated  on  the  nmsnnd,  and  of  .appointing  a  minister  of  his-  own  choice 
fpr  conducting  the  aflbirs  of  his  goyeroment;  Khirrud  Mund  Kbw,  on 
the  oth^  hand,  compl^iofd  of,  the  obstacle^  opposed  to  the  doe  adminis* 
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tration  of  affairs,  by  the  coooteraction  of  the  nawaub,  ind  bit  ^rofligaM 
associates,  with  his  own  inability  to  discttarge  the  duties  of  his  station, 
if  his  authority  wat  not  supported  by  the  active  interference  of  British 
power :  the  governor-general  referred  them  to  the  lieutenaot'^ovemor 
of  the  ceded  provinces,  to  inqnire  into,  ifnd  decide  upon  theif  mutnal 
grievances.  In  March,  J  802,  the  lieutenant-governor  received  instruc*' 
tions  from  the  supreme  government,  to  cqnfer  with  the  natVaub,  Imdaud 
H>)nssein  Khan  (whose  minority  had  now  expired),  and  the  manager, 
Khirrud  Mvnd  Khan,  on  the  affairs  of  the  province,  to  direct  their  atten- 
tion to  the  eviis  arising  frofti  the  vicious  and  inefficient  system  of  admi- 
nistration prevailing  in  the  country,  the  insubordination  of  the  people, 
the  impossiblhty  of  preventing  the  state  from  ruin,  and  the  consequent 
destruction  of  themselves  and  families,  if  the  present  cour^  was  pur* 
sued  5  .with  the  little  chance  of  effecting  an  alteration  fdr  the  better,  by^ 
any  measure  but  that  of  pla'ctng  the  civil  and  mMitary  administration  of 
the  country  in  the  hands  of  the  British  governinent ;  which  measure  wai 
absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the  tranquillity,  and  secure  the  pros^ 
perity  of  their ovrn  territories. 

For,  to  abandon  the  administration  of  a  province,  situated  like 
Furruckalad,  (surrounded  by  the  ceded  provinces,  and  wkhtn  seventy 
miles  of  the  frontier,  inhabited  by  Paians,  the  braveisC  and  mostimroly 
description  of  Moslems)  to  the  young  nawaub,  whose  disposition* 
naturally  depraved,  was  rendered  still  more  dissolute,  by  long  ^ssocbtion 
with  men  of  the  most  abandoned  principles,  who  had  gained  an  entire 
ascendun( 7  over  his  mind,  would  hazard  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  the  contagion  would  spread  over,  and  disturb  the  tranquillity  of  thq^ 
Erltish  possessions. 

Ii!  llij  beginning  of  May,  1802,  several  conferences  were  held  in* 
Bareilly,  between  the  nawaub,  the  manager,  and  the  lieutenant-gover- 
nor, and  continued  to  the  4th  June,  when  the*  following  treaty  was 
signtj;  by  the  honourable,  the  lientenant-governor,  and  the  nawaub 
Imdaud  Hoosseln  Kiian  Behauder  Naser  Jung. 

AiUdn  lit.  Ii  IS  hereby  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  the  province  of 
FurrnAabaii,  and  its  dc^ndencies,  shall  be  Ceded,  in  perpetual  sove^ 
reign  ty,  to  the  hor^urable  cbe  East  India  company,  from  the  commence- 
ment of  rhc  fuo'ict  year,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  ten,  the  Nawauk 
tKinsferring  to  the  company  his  right  and  propeity  in  the  same. 
2nd.  With  a  view  of  pro\  i  ioj  fo.  the  maitit  -nance  at^d' dignity  of  the 
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Mtwanby  Iindaud  HocMein  Khan  Behauder,  it  if  agreed  he  tball  receive 
amontUy  allowance  of  nine  thousand  rupees,  (or  one  lack|  and  eight 
Aoosand  Tuples  annuallfO  which  allcmaace  ahall  be  continued  to  btf 
hein  and  successon^  and  ihall  not  be  snbjected  to  any  dtminution  from 
any  cante  whatioever.  And  It  is  farther  agreed,  that  the  said  Nawaub 
shall  be  treated,  on  all  oocasit>ns>  with  the  attention,  respect,  and  honour 
doe  to  his  rank  and  situation,  and  as  a  friend  of  the  firittsh  government. 

3d.  The  honourable  lieutenant  engages,  that  two  thousand  rupees 
yearly  shall  be  allowed  for  the  expenses  of  Emann  Barrah,  and  that  ibm 
amount  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  rupees  yearly,  for  the  payment  of 
the  allowances  to  the  separate  mehauls  of  the  late  Nawaub  Mozuffuc 
Jong,  hitherto  paid  by  Oinroa  Beguro,  shall  be  distributed  hereafter  by 
the  Njwaub,  who  shall  delivor  the  receipts  for  the  same  to  the  company** 
office,  provided  it  should  be  found  that  these  allowances  have  not  been 
regularly  paid  by  Omrao  Begum. 

4tb.  In  compliance  with  the  Nawaub*8  desire,  the  gardens,  formerly 
the  property  of  his  father,  the  village  Sereyah  Nearautpoor,  the  for« 
fisited  houses  in  Furruckabad,  and  the  property  of  Bannee  Sauheb,  ahall 
be  considered  as  bis  exclusive  property,  if  there  should  appear  to  be  n» 
other  persons  legally  entitled  to  such  property. 

5th.  As  the  detailed  list  given  in  by  the  Nawaub,  of  famity  owineo- 
tions  and  attendants,  under  the  head  of  pensioners,  and  the  list  delivered 
in  by  Khlrmd  Mmid  Khan,  are  in  many  respects  different)  and  as  it  ia' 
the  intentfOB  of  the  Br]tii|(i  government,  that  prbvinion  should  be  mad* 
Jbr  penrana  whoae  clatma  to  pentioiw  shall  ajppear  to  be  well  founded ;  ir 
is  ha€bf  agreed,  that  the  rights  of  the  different  clumants  shall  be  en* 
foiled  into  by  the  civil  officer  appointed  by  the  British  government,  ia 
ooDJoDctioo  with  the  nawaub,  and  that  sunnnds  shall  be  granted  under 
Iheir  joint  seals  and  signatures^  agreeably  to  which  sunnnds  the  pen- 
sioaen  sioU  be  paid  by  the  nawaub^  who  will  deliver  theur  receipts  t» 
tte  oompany*!  civil  officer. 

Ml.  Tbe  cu<hority  of  the  court  of  Adawlut  shall  not  extend  to  ibm 
pemm  of  the  nawaub  5  but  as  his  connections  and  dependants  are  undo* 
&ied,  and  as  it  is  the  object  of  the  British  government  to  introduce  a 
finr  and  impaftial  administration  of  justice  throughout  the  province  of 
Fiamickabad,  it  is  agreed,  that  whatever  complaints  may  be  preferred 
aiSaiost  any  of  the  nawaub*^  dependants^  shall,  in  the  first  Instance,  bm

ilate  or  •tatoas :  the  jaghvritits  and  peiukmen  were  well  pleased  at 
noeivi^  dteirallowaoces,  free  Irom  tbepecaktion,  extortion^  'and  muty 
pvaetiacd  by  offieen  of  natWe  goremmeato  on  the  dependants  of  the 
ooort)  nnivenal  tatisfacfion  prevailed  in  the  country  at  die  ehangpaa 
effected ;  except  with  those  unprincipled  persom,  who  had  wormed 
thenaelTes  into  the  fivear  of  the  jogng  nawaab,  bf  ao  ohteqaiooa  eon- 
descensioo  in  admioifteiing  to  all  Mt  exoessei  i  and  whoie  hopes  of  fbtore 
greatness  rested  on  the  plunder  of  their  oouotry,  when  employed  OBdea 
bis  adoitsistration. 

Tbe  Keutenant-gevemor  recommended  to  the  scprenoe  government  the 
appointroeat  of  a  person  to  reside  at  Furrockabad,  as  their  agent  hn 
superinteaduig  the  payment  of  pensions^  collecting  the  revenue,  and 
mvestiga^ing,  in  conjunction  whh  tbe  nawaub,  (as  per  article  5  of  the 
treaty)  the  titles  of  several  jaghirdars  and  pensionera.  Mr.  GrAaaos 
Mercer  was  appointed  to  that  important  sitoaiion  i  but  the  authority  of 
j«dge  and  magistrate  still  vested  in  tlie  collector  of  Etawah. 

The  eenfidance  of  the  x^tmindmrs,  furm^n,  and  ryots  of  this  pre* 
vinoe,  ja  the  protectioB  and  eneouragemeot^  tbe  British  goveranoent^ 
prodaoed  an  immediate  rise  of  oeariy  eoe-foorth  in  their  pro(iosals  fiir 
the  jonuna,  of  Che  first  year;  which  was  collected  without  the  slightest 
appeaianoe  of  distoibanoe,  while  for  several  prior  years,  at  the  season  ef 
eaUeeticg  the  mvenne^  there  were  constant  revolts }  and  the  cdleetienf 
eaaid  only  be  made  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  $-^a  coavineio^ proof  ef 
wte  aaay  be  efiected  by  a  mild  and  efficient  system  of  govenuaent,  on 
a  lerocioos  and  hitherto  nntrectshis  people,  who  eonstantly  resisted  every 
eCirt  «f  tlMir  fimner  nders,  for  introdaeing  refi»rmation  in  the  police  of 


The  naiMMd>,  at  an  inlervsew  with  the  henonrable  the  lieuleaant. 
geeemer,  shortly  previous  to  the  time  his  exeellen^  resigned  Ae  ge« 
vemment  of  the  ceded  provinces,  expressed  himself  highly  gratified  by 
ire  eirangeaaeats  which  had  taken  plaeei  and  his  respectable  appearance, 
narreoaded  by  his  fiunily  and  dependants,  fiwied  a  tnaa  critarian  le 
jndgeef  tiie  truth  of  his  dedaralMn. 

9m  pronftatiiig  a  6ne  lolereonrae  amoag  tW  people  of  the  naonn 
ieednliyalbo0t  Condtp^ot  carf  MoUkund,  wtMchistbusly  inha* 
I  lianftaivil-CiMnKNr  aslfl|ilh|nd  periedieaKma,  ta  whiah  he 
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Ktit  part  of  the  company's  iovestment  in  woollens  and  metals^  under 
the  superintendence  of  proper  officers :  the  fairs  are  numeroosly  attended 
by  traders  from  the  surrounding  coaiitry,  and  a  new  mart  is  opened  for 
•irculatiog  the  company's  coniQiodities  in  their  newly-acquired  territories, 
and  introducing  them  into  the  adjacent  states ;  a  spirit  of  commercial 
•nterprize  is  awakened  in  the  people )  and  the  best  information  will  soon 
be  obtained  of  the  resources  of  the  country. 

Several  zemindars  in  the  ceded  provinces,  with  wliom  the  lieutenant- 
governor  mnde  no  settlement  the  first  year  those  provinces  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  British  government,  but  whose  jomma  ahd  sayr  duties 
were  continued,  as  returned  by  the  nawaub  vizier's  aumils,  manifested 
a  disinclination  to  come  to  an  equitable  settlement  for  the  jumma  and 
layr  duties  of  their  respective  zemindarles,  at  the  time  of  settling  for  the 
second  year.  Bugwunt  Sing»  rajah  of  Sassnee  and  Bldjeghur,  in  the 
Doab,  whose  power  and  influence  placed  him  at  the  head  of  this  descrip- 
tion 6f  landholders,  gradually  raised  himself  to  power  and  consideration, 
through  the  weakness  of  the  governments  of  the  late  nawaub  viziers,  by 
whom  he  was  allowed  to  retain  two  strong  mud  forts,  and  twenty  thou- 
sand followers,  which  enabled  him  to  enforce  arbitrary  exactions  from 
travellers  and  traders,  passing  through  his  talook,  and  successfully  resist 
the  orders  of  the  former  government  of  Oude.  Emboldened  by  snccessfbl 
resistance  to  the  orders  of  the  former  supreme  government,  he  refused 
to  separate  the  sayr  duties  of  his'zemindary  from  the  jumma,  and  pro- 
posed for  both  a  rent  less  than  half  the  value.  The  collector  of  Euwah 
(in  whose  district  this  talook  is  situated)  ofiered  him  the  jumma  and  sayr 
duties  considerably  under  the  actoal  value,  but  refused  to  treat  for  them 
separately }  and,  as  Bugwont  Sing  would  not  depart  from  his  proffisred 
leroEis,  tlie  Collector  did  not  feel  huuself  justified  in  sacrificing  the  jott 
demands  of  the  company  without  the  consent  of  the  honourable  ths 
iieutraant-governor,  to*  whom'  be  communicated  the  particulars  of  the 
case,  with  his  opinion  oa  it,  and  the  data  on  which  this  opinion  was 
founded* 

The  lieatenaat-governor  informed  Bugrwunt  Sing,  that  he  was  awars 
•f  the  advantageous  oSan  already  made  to  him  by  the  collector  of 
Etawab,  firom  which  the  British  government  would  not  depart^  and,  in 
eaaehedidnot  think  proper  to  accede  to  those  terms,  to  resign  possessjon 
of  the  forts  of  Sassnee  and  Bidjeghur,  to  a  party  of  British '  troopr 
whkdi  would  be  detached  for  the  poipose  of  oocupyii^  those  places;'  an4 

that 
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lhtt«refaial,  ordelaf  in  flatting  the  British  troops  into  poiseaiiooof 
the  forts  most  be  considered  and  treated  as  9n  nnequiyocal  act  of  rtbel- 
lioD  against  the  juit  authority  of  the  British  government. 

Bugwant  Sing  peremptorily  refused  taking  the  sayr  duties  but  on 
his  own  terms,  and  signified  his  willingness  to  resign  the  forts*  A  party 
of  British  troops,  under  the  cocncnand  of  a  British  officer,  arrived  at 
Sassnee ;  the  rajah  suffered  the  officer,  and  part  of  the  troops,  to  enter 
the  outward  gate,  and  used  rarious  artifices  to  induce  him  to  ente^  tho 
inner  fort  without  the  troops,  which  he  peremptorily  refused,  as  contrary 
to  practice  on  such  occasions.  An  hour  was  spent  iu  messages  betweea 
the  officer  and  the  rajah,  when  a  shot  was  suddenly  fired  from  the  fort* 
and  the  officer  desired  to  retire,  which  he  did  under  a  discharge  of  artiU 
lery  and  small  arms  from  the  fort.  The  question  now  at  issue  was  not 
the  common  case  of  landlord  and  tenant,  but  whether  an  ovei^grown 
chieftain,  who  had  in  tho  most  treacherous  maimet  commenced  rebel* 
lion,  should  escape  with  impunity,  and  retain  in  his  hands  the  cert»n 
means  of  future  resistance,  and  dictate,  at  the  point  of  theaword,  his  owo 
terms  of  obedience;  or,  the  supreme  government,  by  chastising  his 
audacity,  prevent  a  recurrence  of  similar  resistance  in  other  vassals,  Tba* 
latter  was  considered  the  most  proper  course  of  proceeding  by  tb# 
lieutenant-governor,  the  commander-in-chief.  Lord  Lake,  and,  finally, 
by  the  supreme  government.  ^Therefore,  on  the  12tb  December,  180^, 
a  large  force,  under  the  command  of  lieutanant-colonel  Blur,  waa 
ordered  to  besiege  the  fort  of  Sassnee,  and  con>menoa  active  operations. 
The  garrison  defended  the  place  bravely,  and  made  several  sorties,  but 
were  always  repulsed  with  great  slaughter.  On  the  15th  Janpary, 
1803,  the  breach  was  considered  practicable,  an  assault  made  and  sup- 
ported with  great  gallantry,  and  the  Sepoys  sustained  a  galling  fire  on  Hm 
laddere  with  the  utmost. steadiness;  bnt,  owing  to  the  sinking  of  th» 
ladders  in  the  mud,  the  attacking  party  was  forced  to  retire,  with  th« 
loss  of  some  valuable  officers.  General  St.  John  arrived  at  the  siege 
with  a  considerable  reinforoeoient,  and  assumed  the  command.  Several 
outposts  were  successfully  stormed,  but  the  garrison  continued  an  obtti- 
aate  defence.    • 

.  The  commander-in-chief,  aware  of  the  importance  of  reducing  tUa 
Ibrtresa,  repaired  to  the  siege;  and,  observing  that  the  batteries  wem 
placed  too.distant  from  the  fort  to  produce  all  the  desired  effisct,  ordarad 
the  ai^roaches  to  be  continued,  and  battaries  arepfed  two  hundred  yarda 
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Merer  the  fert,  whick  vai  now  inveited  m  doie  it  pouiUe.  Ptofaoi. 
^  waft  made  for  itormiag  the  place>  when  the  giiiTiton,  tdciog  advan- 
tage of  the  darkoett  of  the  oigbt  of  the  llth  Feb.  evacuated  the  fan, 
end  escaped  without  lost  or  discovery. 

The  ooaunaixler-ia^chief  garrisoned  Satsneej  and  proceeded  to  the 
fort  of  Bu^eghmr,  then  commanded  bj  the  KiUMar  R^ak  Ram  CMUt, 
a  servant  of  Rt^ah  Rugumni  Siag ;  when  tiumnoned  to  surrender, 
he  refused,  except  by  the  order  of  Bogwam  Sing,  and  desired 
^me  sufficient  to  have  hit  master's  directions  for  the  gnidanceof  bit^own 
conduct :  this  Wat  treated  as  it  tfaould  be  }  operations  commenced,  and 
the  fort  was  gallantly  defended.  On  the  nig^  of  the  fifth  day,  the 
garrison  wat  very  early  discovered  evacuating  the  fort;  the  partnit  was 
continued  for  several  miles,  great  numbers  were  killed  and  taken  pti- 
foners  ^  but  the  principti  leaders  effected  their  escape  into  the  Mahratta 
eountry.  In  taking  pottestion  of  the  fort,  a  magaaioe  of  powder  ex* 
^loded,  by  which  a  very  meritorioBs  ofieer,  li€UiintuU''Col9nei  Gm-don,  of 
the  artiUery,  several  Sepoys,  and  oOkts  were  killed. 

A  proclamation  wat  isined  ofiering  a  rewaid  for  the  apprehension  o£ 
Bugwnnt  €ing$  and  his  eMsate  oonfitcated  to  the  use  of  the  Britith  go* 
temmenty  a  settlement  for  whkh  vras  made  fer  three  years,  at  upwardt 
iit  one  kc  of  rupees  per  year. 

fiy  (be  reduction  and  final  cxpultion  of  this  leficaclory  chieftain,  the 
^ttiet  of  die  soflvounding  conntiy  wat  preterved  ^  and  other  teaAiodaia, 
who  had  already  evinced  imeqoivocai  symptoms  of  disafiection,  prevented 
from  breaking  out  inio  open  rebellien  j  and  the  settlement  oi  the  ensuing 
jnmmathfOttghent  the  ceded  provtacet  effected,  and  the  coUectioos  made 
without  disturbance.  The  aAir  of  Sastnee  was  the  last  occurrence  or 
note  in  the  ceded  proytnoes,  in  the  adminittratlon  of  Mr.  WeUesiey, 
who,  having  secured  the  gradual  improvement  of  the  countiy,  by  a  mU4 
attd  eqoittMe  syaiem  for  the  adHHnistration  of  juitice,  the  coUection  of 
Ibt  revenues,  the  management  of  oommeicial  a^irs,  and  Che  happinest 
and  prosperity  oi  the  people,  consulting  in  aH  his  measures  the  high 
Ch»acter  and  integrity  of  the  Brilsth  government,  resigned  the  situation 
of  lieutenant-governor  of  those  provinces,  and  quitted  India,  on  hit 
ifetumto  Europe^  Hi  March,  1MB.  His  conduct,  in  thip  importantsituation, 
feoeived  the  unqualified  approbation  of  the  court  of  dinctor^  and  ef  thr 
kin^t  government  |  and,  on  his  resignation  of  hit  charge,  addrentes  of 
the  most  cordial  and  retpeetlbl  'descrlptioD  were  preaented  to  him  by  ;ill 
flie  respectable  nativatj  and  European  gentkaen j  who  had  been  tubjeei 
to  hit  authority. 
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The  interest  which  was  excited  in  the  public  mind, 
hy  the  inquiry  that  disclosed  the  circumstances  of  th# 
negotiation  between  the  Supreme  Government  in  India 
and  the  Nawaub  Vizier  of  Oude,  induced  the  late  Mr* 
Campbell  to  defer  the  subject,  of  which  he  gave  notice 
in  vol.,  7  of  this  work,  relative  to  ^*  the  circumstances 
which  led  to  the  war  with  Holkar,  and  the  detail  of  its 
military  operations/'  The  History  of  Oude  being 
now  concluded,  as  far  as  it  is  connected  with  the  papers 
presented  to  the  honourable  the  House  of  Commons,  in 
the  course  of  that  inquiry,  we  intend,  in  the  next 
yolume,  to  fulfil  "the  engagement  of  the  late  Editor  to 
the  Public*,

tiie  2d  April,  the  crew  saved. 

Lieutenant  Ramsay^  of  the  hon. 
company's  cruizer,  the  Queen^ 
joined  by  the  Lively  schooner/  and 
Barbara  pattaniar,  chased  a  pirate, 
ofFPuttnmfort,  Isle  of  Bate;  it  fal- 
ling a  calm  the  pirate,  by  using  his 
oars;  gained  on  the  Queen  ;  Lieu- 
tenants Hall  and  Maxfield  gal- 
lantly volunteered  to  continue  the 
chase  in  the  Barbara^  and  came  up 
vith  him  at  midnight.  A  most 
sanguinary  engagement  com- 
menced^ which  lasted  two  hours 


and  a  half  within  small  pistol  shot ; 
the  pirate  refused  quarter  to  the 
last,  and  stink  along  side  of  the 
Barbara.  The  pirate  was  a  galli- 
vatt  of  140  tons,  mcunted  three 
twelve  pounders,  and  other  guns^ 
and  was  manned  with  thirty-fiTe 
men,  twelve  of  whom,  including 
the  Serang,  were  killed.  There 
was  onboard  the  plunder  of  several 
vessels,  consisting  of  20,000  ru- 
pees in  specie^  several  bales  of 
silk,  &c.  &c.  the  whole  of  which 
went  down  with  her. — Fifteen  of 
the  crew  were  saved.

Supreme  Cottrt. 
Sessions  of  Oyer  and  Terminer)  or 
general  gaol  delivery,  before  the 
Hon.  Sir  Henry  GwilUm,  Kni, 
Peter  Macdonald  was  tried  for 
the  wilful  murder  of  Anka,  a  na- 
tive   of  Mysore.     The   circum- 
stances disclosed  on  the  trial  were 
briefly  these.    The  prisoner,  who 
belongs  to  H.  M.   12th.  Regt.  of 
foot,  which  were  then  marching 
through  Mysore,  was  one  of  three 
stragglers  who  remained  behind  in 
^e  village  afler  the  regiment  had 
marched.    It  appeared  that  be  had 


malicrously  and  wantonly  fired 
away  twenty-one  rounds  of  ball 
cartridge,  one  of  which  was  dis- 
charged at  a  number  of  natives 
sitting  in  a  choultry,  but  fortu- 
nately without  doing  them  any 
injury  j  he  afterwards  went  up  to 
a  man  who  was  at  t^ork,  picking 
paddy,  in  the  front  of  his  house^ 
and  demanded  some  toddy.  The 
man  told  him  he  had  none,  upon 
which  he  put  his  musquet  to  bis 
shoulder,  and  shot  the  unhappy 
native  through  the  neck,  of  which 
he  died.    On  this  evidence  he  was 

found 
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found  guilfy  ^  murder,  and  was 
immediately  condemned  to  suffer 
death,  which  sentence  was  carried 
iino  execution  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing last.  An  immense  concourse 
of  people  attended  to  witness  this 
awful  scene. 

James  Stevens,  matross  of  ar- 
tillery, was  indicted  for  the  wilful 
murder  of   Lutchoomy,  a  native 
woman,  his  servant,  at  Futtypore, 
near  Hydrabad,  by  giving  her  se- 
veral blows  with  his  hst,  and  after* 
wards  kicking  her;  by  which  she 
languished   and    died.       It    was 
proved  on  the  trial  that  the  priso- 
ner,   who    was    intoxicated,    had 
used  the  deceased  in  the   brutal 
manner  set  forth  in  the  indictment ; 
but  as  the  surgeon  who  exaihined 
the  body  after  death  could  not  posi- 
tively swear  that  the  blows  were 
the  cause  of  her  death,  (although 
he  admitted  that  they  might,  from 
the  effect  of  concussion)  the  learned 
judge  informed  the  jury,  that  they 
could  not    legally  find   a  verdict 
against  the  prisoner  for  murder.  He 
was   accordingly  acquitted.     But 
before  he  was  taken  from  the  bar, 
'     ,the  judge  addressed  him  to  this 
e^ect: — Although  you  aredismissed 
from  the  bar,  yet  your  case  is  one  of 
the  many  I  have  known,  where  the 
verdict  of  acquittal  is  no  discharge 
of  the  crime.    You  are,   I  fear, 
answerable  to  God  for  the  life  of  a 
fellow  creature;  you,  contrary  to 
the  discipline  of  military  service, 
got  into  a  beastly  state  of  intoxica- 
tion,  and  did  then  wantonly  and 
maliciously  beat,  and  kick  a  de- 
fenceless  woman,    your    servant, 
and  consequently  under  your  pro- 
tection, by' which  brutal  conduct 
I  more  than  suspect  she  lost  her 
life. — May  the  escape   you    have 
had  operate  suitably  on  your  mind, 
and  lead  you  to  seek  forgiveness  fpr 
your  great  offence  from  that  God, 


before  whom  you  must  one  day 
answer  for  the  life  you  have  de* 
stroyed.  A  man  in  your  situation, 
aa  a  soldier,  is  doubly  culpable  in 
the  commission  of  such  a  crime. 
It  is  contraiy  to  military  discipline, 
and  such  conduct  tends,  as  far  ai 
was  in  your  power,  to  subvert  the  - 
authory  of  the  company's  govern^ 
ment  in  India,  by  alienating  tbm 
affection  of  the  natives  from  the 
British  nation.  You,  and  such  aa 
you,  are  sent  into  this  country  to 
preserve  order,  and  to  afivid  pro- 
tection to  those  very  persons,  whom 
too  many  of  you  insult,  injure, 
oppress,  and  destroy.  It  wouU 
well  beconoe  you  to  return  to  the 
prison,  and  there  join  in  Sprayer 
with  the  clergyman,  who  is  at  this 
moment  in  attendance  on  the  un- 
happy culprit  who  ^oon  must  suffer* 
£ndeavor  to  assist  him  in  the  re- 
pentance of  his  crimes,  afford  him 
all  the  consolation  in  your  powei^ 
and  by  acts  of  kindness  and  atten- 
tion towards  him,  may  vou  render 
yourself  acceptable  in  the  sight  of 
God,  and  thereby  expiate  some  of 
the  load  of  guilt  that  now  attaches 
to  you.  Take  warning,  and  be 
ever  ready  to  prevent  miiichief 
amongst  your  comrades,  and  re- 
member, if  ever  you  appear  again 
at  this  bar,  what  has  been  disclosed 
here  against  you  this  day  will  not  be 
forgotten. 

James  Moran,  a  private  soldier 
In    H.  M.    80th    regiment    was 
tried  for  manslaughter.  It  appeared 
in  evidence,  that  thedeceas^,  Wil- 
liam M'Kenzie,  had,  in  presence 
of  five  soldiers,  struck  the  priso- 
ner, who  was  at  the  time  asleep  la 
his  cot,  three  or  four  hard  blows 
with  a  stick,  upon  which  Moran, 
who  is  a  cripple,  rose  irom  his  bed, 
and  told  M'Kenzte  he  did  not  wish 
to  have  any  thing  to  say  to  him. 
M'Kensie  struck  turn  agaia;  upon 

which 
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which  the  prisoiier  gave  him  one 
blow  with  his  cratch  upon  the 
belly,  by  which  such  internal  in- 
jury was  done,  as  to  occasion  his 
death.  The  jury  by  direction  of 
the  learned  judge,  thinking  the 
jnisooer'a  assault  to  have  been  rather 
m  the  nature  of  self-defence  ac- 
quitted him.  The  Judge,  however, 
•everely  reproved  the  soldiers,  who 
had  quietly  stood  by,  and  had  al- 
lowed a  man  to  receive  three  or 
four  blows  while  in  a  defenceless 
itate^  hst  asleep  on  his  couch,  and 
aaid  he  considered  them  as  more 
answerable  for  the  life  of  the  de- 
ceased than  the  prisoner  who  had 
been  tried,  and  he  was  sorry  to  find 
their  conduct  had  undergone  no 
investigation  in  the  regiment. 

Shaik  £rim,  who  had  been 
charged,  on  the  Coroner's  inquest, 
with  the  wilful  murder  of  Hem- 
aing,  late  a  sepoy  in  the  1st  bat. 
22d  regt  native  infantry,  was 
acquitted  for  want  of  sufficient 
evidence.  The  blow  which  killed 
the  deceased  was  supposed  to  have 
been  inflicted  by  order  of  the  pri- 
•oner,  yet  it  could  not  be  brought 
home  to  him,  as  the  man  who  ac- 
tually struck  it  had  absconded; 
and,  although  a  reward  wasofiered^ 
bad  hitherto  eluded  all  pursuit. 


Moonepan,  a  servant  in  die«m«« 
ploy  of  Benjamin  Roebuck,  Esq. 
was  found  guilty  of  stealing  two 
silver  forks,  the  property  of  R.  A. 
Maitland,  Esq.  whibtin  attendance 
on  his  master  at  dinner,  at  the 
house  of  the  latter. 

Betty  and  Jose,  were  both  found 
guilty,  the  first  of  teloniously  steal- 
ing two  strings  of  pearls,  and  se- 
veral other  articles  of  wearing  ap- 
parel;  the  property  of  her  mistreaaj 
Comal  Trepooty,  sind  the  latter  for 
receiving  the  same  articles  know- 
ing them  to  have  been  stolen. 

Purchay,  was  convicted  of  steal- 
ing two  wooden  folding  doors,  the 
property  of  major-gen.  Collins. 

Areapootran,  a  lascar  in  the 
company's  service,  was  found  guil- 
ty of  stealing,  from  the  gun  car- 
riage yard  in  the  black  town,  seve- 
ral pieces  of  iron,  the  property  of 
the  honourable  East  India  com- 
pany. 

Raman,  late  a  servant  in  the 
employ  of  major^eneral  Pater,  was 
convicted  of  stealing  a  chair,  the 
property  of  his  master.  The  above 
six  Datives  were  ordered  to  be 
transported  to  Prinee  of  Wales's 
Island,  five  for  jKven,  and  one  for 
fourteen^  years.

The  recorder  alddresaed  the  jury 
in  a  ahcnt  bat  appropriate  speech, 
with  a  few  oljservatioDs  on  the 
nattire  of  the  crimes  that  were 
to  cQtne  under  tlieir  consrde- 
ration ; — the  first  was,  that  of  child 
raorder/a  crime  which  his  Lord- 
ship observed  was  of  a  yery  pecu- 
liar beinoos  nature,  and  heing  io 
«teity  perpetrated  without  detec- 
tion, in  a  very  extensive  population, 
it  required  every  exertion  to  put  a 
stop  to  it ;  the  second  crime  was  for 
firing  leaded  fire  arms  into  a 
gentleman's  tent,  on  the  Esplanade ; 
and  the  last  was  for  an  intention  of 
waylaying  two  foreign  gentlemen, 
who  were  suitors  in  the  court  of 
the  recorder.— On  both  these 
subjects  his  Lordship  made  several 
very  pointed  observations;  after 
which,  the  grand  jury  proceeded 
to  examine  the  evidence  against 
a  Kalkee  woman,  charged  with  the 
wilfiil  murder  of  a  Suckoo,  female 
infent,  and  after  having  retired  for 
some  time,  •  returned  ''A  Tme 
BilL- 

The  grand  jury  also  found  a  bill 
against  Lieutenants  Macquire  and 
Canty,  ibra  conspiracy,  to  way- 
lay, assault,  and  otherwise  ill  treat 
two  Dutch  gentlemen,  of  the  name 
of  Vandersloot.  on  the  night  of 
die  21tc  February  last.  When 
they  were  pat  to  the  bar,  and  a 
jniry  chosen,  the  hon.  company's 
council  addressed  the  jury  at  some 
length,  observing  that  it  could  not 
fiui  to  be  exdvmely  painfol  to  him  ^ 
in  the  discharge  of  his  public  duty 
to  be  obliged  to  call  their  attention 
to  the  conduct  of  persons  whose 
proftssioo  placed  them  in  the 
nmk  of  gKitlemeo,  while  their 
■ctkaisd^raded  that  jcharacter^  and 


were  a  disgrace  to  the  cloth  which 
they  had  t^  honour  to  wear.  That 
the  jury  would  be  of  his  opinion, 
with  respect  to  the  conduct  about 
to  be  detailed  he  could  not  have  a 
doubt ;  indeed,  it  resembled  more 
the  deportment,  of  desperate, 
unprincipled,  and  lawless  ruffians, 
ready  to  perpetrate  any  enormUy, 
than  that  of  firidsh  officers,  whose 
praise  it  Is  to  excel  as  much  in 
dignified  propriety  of  conduct 
towards  each  other  and  their  follow 
citizens,  as  in  those  qualities  of 
military  skill  and  courage  which 
exalt  their  coantry*s  reputation,  and 
their  own,  in  the  eyes  of  their  ene- 
mies. The  persons  mentioned  in  the 
indictment  as  the  objects  of  brutal 
attack  and  violence,  were  also 
gentlemenof  Cochin,  who  formerly 
held  the  rank  of  surgeon  and  major 
in  the  Dutch  service.  Their  object 
in  coming  to  Bombay,  was  ro 
obtain  redress,  by  legal  means,  for 
wrongs  which  they  and  their 
family  conceived  themjielves  to 
have  sustained,  when  the  regiment 
to  which  Lieutenant  Cauty  belongs, 
was  quartered  at  Cochin — wroiiga 
of  a  most  outrageous  nature,  and 
in  which  they  accounted  that 
gentleman  a  principal  actor.— 
They  had  accordingly  commenced 
a  suit  against  him,  which  was  still 
pending ;  and  it  greally  aggravated 
the  guilt  of  the  conduct  charged 
in  the  indictment  that  the  defen- 
dants made  no  secret  of  its  being 
in  revenge  of  those  proceedings, 
that  they  had  formed  the  resolu-. 
lution  of  assaulting  the  Messrs* 
Vandersloots  in  the  dead  of  night, 
on  the  King's  highway,  and  for 
that  purpose  to  watch  their  return 
to  their  own  house,  which  ia 
in  the  woods,  about  a  mile  from  the 
Fort.  Having  laid  this  atrocious  plan 
for  the  gratification  of  their  private 
malioej  they  lamentably  forgot  the 
epithet 
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c^tbet  which  is  said  to  be  assumed 
hy  one  of  them,  by  thinking  a 
considerable  reinforcement  neces- 
sary before  they  ventured  on  the 
grand  attack  of  two  unprotected 
and  defenceless  strangers.  To 
obtain  an  additional  body^  they 
lepaired  to  a  tent  where  some 
1»rother  officers  were  at  dinner,  and 
having  dismissed  the  native 
attendants,  proceeded  to  unfold 
their  base  and  nefarious  design,  and 
to,  solicit  aid  in  carrying  it  into 
execution .  The  eloquence  of  their  ^ 
Talour  was  so  captivating,  that  they 
at  first  obtained  an  assent  to  their 
proposal,  but  on  second  thought  the 
gentlemen  who  they  had  waited 
upon,  conceived  it  quite  as  proper 
and  becoming  to  remain  at  home. 
Whether  they  were  informed  of 
this  defection  from  their  number 
or  not,  did  not  appear ;  certain  it 
was,  that  they  themselves  (accom- 
panied by  one  whpse  youth,  and 
inexperience,  seemed  to  have 
placed  him  under  the  complete 
controul  of  persons  anxious  to 
reduce  him  to  the  degraded  level 
6{  their  own  depravity,}  proceeded 
most  gallantly  to  the  woods,  not 
only  armed  with  sticks,  and 
bludgeons,  but  with  fire  arras 
likewise  ;  and  tliat  the  King's  and 
hon.  company's  uniform  might  not, 
for  the  first  time,  hm  worn  by 
midnight  atoassins,  they  had  the 
grace,  or,  more  properly  speaking, 
the  precaution,  to  sally  forth  dis- 
guised in  colored  clothes.  To 
the  last  hour-  of  their  lives 
they  probably  would  have  reason 
to  be  thankful  to  providenee  that 
by  some  meads  or  other  the 
Dutchmen  passed  to  their  own 
hono^  without  being  perc^eived  ;  for, 
if  a  rencontre  had  taken  place, 
nothing  seemed  more  probable 
than  that  blood  would  have  been 
spilt,  and  he  could  tell  Mr.  Mac- 


guire  and  Mr.  Cauty  this,  that  if  a 
life  had  been  lost  in  the  affi-ay, 
however  little  it  might  have  been 
I  heir  intention  to  cairy  things  to 
that  extremity,  it  would  have  been 
murder  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  and 
as  sure  as  God  created  them. 
attd  hied,  they  should  have  both 
stood  at  the  bar  where  they  were 
now  placed  to  take  their  trial,  and 
answer  for  their  conduct  with  their 
lives.  But  though  such  a  fate  had 
been  averted,  it  would  be  the  duty 
of  the  Jury,  and  their  satis&ction 
also,  to  shew-  their  sense  of  what 
had  actually  happened,  by  finding 
a  verdict  fur  the  conspiracy  to 
assault,  if  the  case  on  that  head  was 
made  out  against  them.  It  would 
then  be  for  the  court  to  assert  its 
insulted  dignity  by  its  sentence  on 
such  offenders ;  persons  who  appear 
to  have  set  all  law,  all  order,  all 
decency  at  defiance,  and  who  had 
been  too  long  suffered  to  infest 
society,  and  to  insult,  and  outrage 
the  virtuous  and  peaceable  part  of 
the  conununity.  Their  career  ha 
hoped  was  drawing  towards  its 
close,  and  it  would  always  afford 
him  the  highest  gratificatioa  to 
reflect  that  he  had  contributed  in 
some  degree  to  accelerate  its  termi- 
nation. The  evidence  that  was  now 
adduced  fully  confirmed  every  part 
of  Mr.  Thriepland's  statement.  It 
particularly  appeared  that  the 
prisoners  carried  loaded  fire  arma 
to  the  woods  along  with  them,  and 
an  expression  of  Mr.  Macguire's 
was  positively  sworn  to,  that  "  If 
the  Dutchmen  proved  Obshropulous 
he  bad  a  pair  of  Peppers  at  their  ser- 
vice. **  In  the  defence  it  was  attempt* 
ed  to  be  shewn  that,  though  a  purpose 
of  the  kind  mention^  in  the 
indictment  had  been  entertained  at 
an  early  part  of  the  evening,  it  had 
been  abandoned  before  the  party 
set  out  for  the  woods,  where  their 
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«Dlf  attractioD  was  a  Punch  hoofle, 
at  which  ancommon    good  ham 
could  be  procured  for  supper>  while 
die  expected  attack  of  Pariar  Dogs, 
m  thdr  progress  thither,  afforded 
an  excuse  for  proceeding  armed. 
TTiis    defence,    however,     having 
.  altc^ether  failed,  the  Jury,  after  a 
raost    eloquent,    and     impressive 
chargefirom  the  Hon  the  Recorder, 
returned  a  Verdict  of  guilty  against 
both  defendants.     Mr.  Thriepland 
then  moved  that  they  might  stand 
committed,  which  was  ordered  ac- 
cordingly ;  and  that  they  be  brought 
up  to  receive  sentence  oo  the  30th 
instant.     On  which  day  the  court 
being  moved  for  judgment  on  the 
part  of  the  crown,    and  nothing 
having  been  alleged  to  arrest   the 
same,  or  in  mitigation  of  punish- 
ment, except    the  sentence   of  a 
Conrt  Martial,  published  the  day 
before  by  which  it  appeared  that 
both  defendants  were  dismissed  the 
service  for  a  different'  offence,  the 
Hon.  the  Recorder  addressed  them 
to  the  following  effect : 
Brtam  M&cguieb  and  Gbor«b 
Cauty. 
Ton  have  been  convicted  of  the 
offence   of  conspiring  to  waylny, 
and  assault,  by  night,  two  unariDed 
foreigners,  John  and  Jacob  Van- 
dersloot,  and  it  appears  that  you 
lay  in  wait  for^  them  to  execute 
your  design  with  the  assistance  of 
two    other    persons^     all    of  you 
anned  with  bludgeons,  pistols,  or 
motets.     Your   avowed   motive 
fer  this  barbarous  project  of  revenge 
«ai>  that  one  of    these    foreign 
gentlemen  had  brought  an  action 
Bguntt  one  of  you  in  this  Court. 
••-The    observations    which    yoa 
liave    now   made   -on     the   evi- 
deooe  in  support  of   this  charge 
woold  have  been  too  late  even  if 
tiiey  had  been  new  or  important. 
I  am  not  the  jvdge  of  evidence— 


That  is  the  province  of  the  Jury, 
and  afler  their  verdict  I  can  see  only 
with  their  eyes,    and    bear    only 
with  their  ears.     But  in  fact  you 
have  now  only  repeated  the  obser- 
vations which  you  made  on  your 
trial,  which  1 1    then  stated  to  the 
jury,  and  which' they  did  well  to  dis- 
regard.   It  is  now  therefore  my  duty 
to  pronounce  the  judgment  of  this 
court   upon    you,    and    I   should 
content    myself    with   the   above  » 
statement  of  the  nature  and  circum- 
stances of  your  offence,  if  I  were 
not  induced  to  make  a  few  obstfr 
vations    by    some    faint  hope   of 
being  useful  to  you,  and  by  a  strong 
sense  of  the  duty  which  any  man 
of  experience  owes  to  the  nume* 
rous    inexperienced  young    men, 
who  are.  deprived  so  early  of  paren- 
tal guidance,  and  who  may  see  in 
your  deplorable,  but  most  instruc- 
tive example,  how  easily    convi- 
viality may  degenerate  into  excess, 
and  how  infallibly  habitual  excess, 
with  its    constant  attendant,  bad 
society,  leads  to  socfa  unhappy  situ- 
ations as  those  in  which  you  now 
stand.  I  know  d)at  the  brutish  vice  of 
drunk  etiness,  with  all  the  noisy  and 
turbulent  vices  which   follow    in 
her  train,  has  a  false  exterior  of 
spirit  ana  manliness,  which  some- 
times seduces  weak  and  ignorant 
boys,  not  that  this  can  be  said  in 
this  case.    A  plan  for  overpower- 
ing two    defenceless    men   under 
cover  of  darkness,  with  more  than 
double  their  number,  armed  with 
deadly  weapons,  can  have  nothing 
attractive  to  any  but  such  as  are 
''tl)e   stain   of  manhood  and  of 
arms/'  But  I  know  that  the  mischie- 
vous character   from  which  such/ 
acts  spring  sometimes  dazzles  and 
allures  inexperienced  eyes.       Let 
me  rub  off  a  little  of  the  varnish 
which  hid^  from  them  its  defor- 
saity.    A  disposition  to  engage  in 
quarrels 
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quairelsj  and  brbib,  is  not^  as  they 
may  suppose,  a  mere  excess  of  the 
martial  spirit  which  is  to  actuate 
them  on  greater  occasions.  It  is 
the  very  reverse  of  it.  It  is  as 
«iinmilitary  as  it  is  unsocial  and 
immortal.  It  is  an  offence  against 
the  tirst  principU  which  holds 
armies  together.  It  is  a  violation 
of  that  prompt,  eager,  active 
obedience  to  authority,  ftr  mora 
necessary  in  armies  than  in  any 
other  bodies  of  men,  and  without 
which  they  roust  speedily  degene- 
rate into  a  ferocious  rabble.  One 
of  the  greatest  and  wisest  men  has, 
in  one  comprehensive  sentence, 
concentrated  every  thing  that  eaa 
be  said  on  the  relation  of  an  army, 
to  the  internal  order  of  the  state. 
*'  An  armed,  undisciplined  body  is 
dangerous  to  liberty*  An  armed, 
undisciplined  body  Is  dangerons  to 
society  itself.'*  Much  more  is 
thi«  turbulent  disposition  incon* 
sistent  with  the  peculiar  character 
of  a  British  Soldier  That  which 
'  ditEtiaguishes  him  not  only  from  a 
mere  ruifian,  but  a  mercenary  slave, 
is,  that  he  has  taken  up  arms  to 
protect  the  righu  of  his  fellow 
citizens,  and  to  preserve  the 
public  quiet.  He  is  an  armed 
miuister  of  the  Jaws,  and 
we  expect  from  him  a  peculiar 
affection  and  veneration  for  those 
oaumedia wsand  magistrates  whom 
be  has  girt  on  hU  sword  to  guard. 
Ever)'  true  soldier  must  have  too 
great  a  reverence  for  the  noble 
virtue  tif  courage  to  sully  and 
ttegrade  it  by  the  wretched  fhiys 
of  sottish  ratlians  It  is  reserved 
for  nobler  objects  ^  he  will  not 
prostitute  it  on  such  ignoble  and 
vile  occasions.  True  tbrtitude  is 
too  serious,  too  grave,  too  proad  a 
ouality  to  endure  such  degradation, 
ouch  vices  are  naosc  unofficer- 
liko    becauso    they    are    most 


uogentlemanlike.      As     long   as 
courage  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
distinctive  qualities  of  a  gentleman, 
so  long  must  the  profession  of  arms 
bedegardedas  the  depositary,  and 
guardian  of  all    the  feelings   and 
principles  which  constitute  the  cha- 
racter. A  gentleman  is  a  man  of  more 
refined  feelings,  and  manners,  than 
his  fellow  men.    An  officer  is,  or 
ought  to  tie,  peculiarl3»and  eminently 
a  gentleman.    But  there  is  nothing 
so   low  or  vulgar  as  the  fame  of  a 
Bully,  and  the  renown  o^  midnight 
brawls.    They  imply  every  quality 
of  a  highwayman  but  his  courage  j 
and  they  very  often  lead  to  his  fate. 
In    considering    the    punishment 
to  be  inflicted  on  you,  I  observe  that 
fou  build  some  hopes  of  mercy  en 
your  dismissal  fbom  the  service  by 
a  court  martiil  for  other  oflences. 
As  these  offences  have  proceeded 
from  the  same  wretched  vice  oi 
disposition  which  has  placed  you 
at  this  bar,  I  am  not  unwilling  to 
consider  them  as  part  of  the  visita- 
tion    which     your     mischievous 
turbulence    has    already    brought 
upon  you,  and  therefore  as  some 
justification  of   mild  punishment 
to  a  court,  which  eagerly  looks  out 
for  such  justifications.    It  has  been 
myfate,in  thisplace,  to  be  obliged  to 
justify  the  lenity,  rather  than  the 
severity  of  the  penalties  inflicted 
here.    I  think  it  is  likely  to  con- 
tinue so.    I  have  m6re  confidence 
in  the  certainty  than  in  the  severity 
of  punishment.  I  conceive  it  to  be 
the  first  duty  of  a  criminal  judge 
to  exert  and  to  strain  every  &culty 
of  his  mind  to  discover,  in  eveiy 
easil,  the  smallest  possible  qnanti^  ^ 
of    punishment     that  may      be 
efibctualfor  the  onds  of  amendment 
and   example ;   I  consider    every 
p^ng  of  the  criminal  not  necessary 
for  these  objects,  as  a  crime  in  the 
judge.     And  in  conformity  with 
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these  prindples^  I  was  enjployed  in 
cooddering  the  mildest  jadgmeot 
which  public  duty  would  allow  me 
to  prcmoaiice  on  you,  when  I 
learned,  frem  undoubted  authority, 
that  your  thoughts  towards  me 
were  not  quite  of  the  same  nature. 
I  was  credibly,  or  rather  certainly 
iofonned,  that  you  had  admitted 
iato  your  minds,  the  desperate 
prqiect  of  destroying  your  own 
lives  at  the  bar  where  you  stand, 
and  of  signalizing  your  suicide  by 
the  previous  destruction  of  at  least 
one  of  your  judges.*  If  -  that 
murderous  project  had  been 
executed,  I  should  have  been  the 
fint  British  magistrate,  whoever 
stained  with  his  blood  the  bench 

00  which  he  sat  to  administer 
justice.  But  I  can  never  die 
better  than  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duty, — ^When  I  accepted  the  office 
of  a  minister  of  justice,  I  knew 
that  I  ought  to  despise  unpopularity 
and  slander,  and  even  death  itself. 
Thank  God  I  do  despise  them,  and 

1  sdemnly  assure  you,  that  I  feel 
more  compassion  for  the  gloomy 
and  desperate  state  of  dpinds,  which 
could  harbour  such  projects,  than 
resentment  for  that  part  of  them, 
which  was  directed  against  myself. 

It  is  my  duty  to  remind  you  that 
your  despair  is  premature  and 
groundless. — At  your    age,  in   a 


new  society  where  yon  may  not 
be  followed  by  the  remembrance 
of  your  fiiuhs,  you  may  yet  atone 
for  them,  and  again  regain    that 
itadon  in    society  to  which   the 
fond  hopes    of  your    unfortunate 
relatiens  had  probably  at  parting 
destined  you.  ,  Ihe    road  which 
leads  back  to  c^racter  and  honor 
is,  and  ought  to  be  steep,  but  ought 
not  to  be,  and  is  net  inaccessible. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  any  of  the 
comrades    of    voor    excesses    be 
present,  any  of  those  who    hav« 
been    arrested  on   the  brink    of 
destruction  by  their  penitence  or 
by  their  timely  fears,  or  by  fortu* 
oate  accidents,  or  by  the  mercy 
of  others,  I  most  earnestly  conjure 
them  never  to  forget  the  situatioa 
in  which  they  this,  day  see  you.-— 
Lest  those  who  stand  take  heed  lest 
they  fall.    The  declivity  is  slippery 
from  the  place  where  tbey  stand 
to  that  where  you    lie  prostrate. 
I     should     consider     myself    at 
Indelibly  disgraced  if  a  thought  of 
your  projects  against  me  were  to 
influence   my  judgment.

—A  fine  portrait  of  Sir  John  An- 
stmtber,  Bart,  has  been  placed  in 
the  Court  House  in  this  town, 
agreeably  to  a  resolution  and  re- 
quest of  the  grand  jury  in  Decem- 
ber last.  The  likeness  of  that 
excellent  and  upright  magistrate  is 
remarkabl)'^  striking,  and  when  we 
say  that  the  picture  ib  one  of  the 
best  cilbrts  of  the  pencil  of  Home, 
we  render  more  copious  display  of 
the  merits  of  this  noble  painting 
unnecessary.  The  principal  figure 
is  represented  in  his  robes,  sitting 
in  liis  chair  as  chief  justice,  his 
right  hand  resting  on  a  book,  to 
which  he  seems  to  have  been 
recently  referring.  The  regalia  of 
otTice,  booLs,  papers,  &c.  are  dis- 
posed with  nmch  judgment,  and 
though  numerous,  do  not  confuse 
or  fatigue  the  eye.  A  few  natives 
are  introduced,  one  of  wliom  is 
particularly  well  drawn.  He  ap- 
pears fixed  in  profound  attention, 
and  his  countenance  is  strongly 
expressive  of  the  admiration  with 
which  he  is  inspired  by  the  wisdom 
and  dignity  of  the  Chief  Justice. 
This. magnificent  picture  is  equally

Madras. — Occurrences  for  June. 


Madras, — The^  American  brig 
Ann,  capt.  Robertson,  belonging  to 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  was 
wrecked  on  the  night  of  Tues- 
d^,  ISth  inst.  on  the  Palicat  reef. 
The  captain,  finding  himself  to 
leeward  of  this  port,  attempted  to 
beat  to  windward,  and  supposing 
the  vessel  to  be  far  to  the  north- 
ward of  the  reef,  he  stood  into 
seven  fathoms  water  and  then 
tacked;  but  before  the  sails  were 
trimmed,  the  vessel  struck.  An 
anchor  was  then  carried  out  astern, 
and  in  about  two  hours  the  vessel 
was  hove  off,  but  so  much  damag- 
ed as  to  go  to  the  bottom  imme* 
diately.  The  boats  were  hoisted  out 
in  time  to  save  ibe  crew  ;  the  cap- 
tain, chief  officer,  and  five  sea- 
men, got  into  the  long-boat,  and 
the  second  officer  and. three  sea- 
men, into  the  pinnace^  witli  a 
small  quantity  of  water  and  provi« 
sions.  The  two  boats  continued  toge- 
ther, rowing  and  towing  to  wind- 
ward until  the  night  of  Thursday, 
when  they  parted  company  in' a 
squall  of  rain  ;  nor  has  the  long- 
boat  since    been  heard  of.     On 


Saturday  evening  the  pinnace 
came  in  sight  of  tlie  shipping 
in  the  roads,  and  about  ten  o'clock, 
perceiving,  as  they  thought,  a  place 
on  which  little  lurf  obtained,  they 
fatally  attempted  to  land,  when 
the  boat  broaching  to,  filled  with 
water.  One  man,  a  sailor,  James 
Ward,  was  saved ;  he  remained  the 
whole  of  the  night  on  two  of  the 
pinnace's  oars,  and  was  tsken  up 
in  the  morning  by  the  catamarans. 
The  brig  was  laden  with  Ma- 
deira wine,  bound  to  Madras,  and 
sailed  from  Madeira  in  Febffuaiy 
last. 

Few  years  elapse  m  whichTri-> 
chinopoly  is  not  severely  visited  by 
the  elementary  powers,  when  ia 
a  state  of*  commotion ;  but  thm 
storm  of  last  May  exceeded  by  far 
any  of  the  preceding  in  continu- 
ance and  violence.  Hail  stones 
&11  as  lai^ge  as  pigeons*  eggs,  the 
wind  was  irresistible,  the  lai^gest 
trees  were  torn  up  by  the  roots^ 
and  such  a  number  of  houses  are 
unroofed,  that  the  place  appears 
to  be  one  heap  of  rubbish.

Lord  George  Stuart,  in  the 
Duncan,  captured  a  French  priva- 
teer of  fourteen  guns,  the  day  she 
left  the  isle  of  France,  which  was 
retaken  and  destroyed  by  the  Semi- 
lante  French  frigate,  close  in  with 
Bombay.  Lord  G.  sent  in  a  flag  of , 
truce  to  general  de  Caen,  governor 
of  the  isle  of  France,  proposing 
an  exchange  of  prisoners,  taken  by 
his  lordship,  which  was  positively 
refused. — Captain  Flinders  is  per- 
mitted to  reside  with  a  private 
family,  but  all  the  other  En- 
glish prisoners  are  treated  very  illi- 
berally. 

-  Tl4  Semilante,  French  frigate, 
destroyed  a  valuable  Arab  ship, 
ailing  as  a  reason  for  this  con- 
duct that  she  had  British  officers 
on  board. 

The  French  privateer,La  Bellona, 
cap^in  Castain,  captured  the  Lady 
William  Bentinck,  captain  Hunter, 
and  the  Orientj^captain  Ramsay,  in 
lat.  11.  23  N.  ang.  long  81.  30.  £. 
Captain  Hunter  reports  that  the 
prisoners  on  board  the  Bellona, 
experienced  the  most  liberal 
treatment.  He  was  allowed  to  go 
on  board  an  Arab  ship,  bound  to 
Madras,  and  when  leaving  the 
Bellona,  captain  Castain  gave  him 
a  purse  of  thirty  dollars  to  pay  his 


expences :

of  war  at  Trincomalee,)tothe  atten* 
tion  of  captain  Hunter,  to  whom 
captain  Hunter  has  since  given  the 
thirty  dollars ;  and  the  right  hon.

causes:  First,  from  being  led  into  a 
situation  of  danger,  and  afterwards 
from  the  unavoidable  accident  of 
the  hon.  company's  ship  Streatham 
numing  on  board  of  her,  and 
thereby  rendering  her  ungovera* 
able,  hy  carrying  away  her  larboard 
braces  $  and  we  are  further  of 
opinion,  that  every  possible  exer- 
tion was  made  by  the  captaip, 
offipers,  and  passengers,  to  save 
her  after  she  got  ctesr  of  ths 
rocks,  and  that  the  saving  any  part 
of  the  treasure  was,  in  the  ship's 
perilous  situatiot),  entirely  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  steady  and  firm 
perseverance  of  the  captain,  offi* 
cen,  and  crew.  The  commodore, 
therefbre,'feels  it  his  duty  to  oj9er 
this  testimony  of  approbation  to 
captain  Birch,  and  his  officers, 
for  their  manly  endeavours  to  save 
the  ship,  the  ship's  company,  and 
treasure,  after  the  ship  drifted 
from  the  rocks ;  be,  at  the  same 
t  B  timc^ 
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time/  thinks  It  right  to  express  his 
thanks  to  captain  Moring^  of  the 
Comet,  for  his  persevering  cxer- 
tiiins  in  saving  the  lives  of  the  pas- 
sengers, officers,  and  crew  of  the 
ship  in  her  perilous  situation,  and 
also  tp  the  other  commanders  who 
afforded  any  assistance  and  comfort 
to  those  who  had  the  misfortune 
to  be  in  the  Britannia  when  she 
strack.

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most  respectable  gentlemen  at  the 
presidency,  requesting  him  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  British  inhabitants, 
for  the  purpose  of  publicly  express- 
ing tlieir  unfeigned  sorrow  at  the 
loss  sustained  by  the  country  in  the 
death  of  the  late  right  hon. 
William  Pitt;  with  which  the 
sheriff  was  pleased  to  comply,  and 
appointed  Wednesday  the  ISth, 
for  the  meeting  3  when  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  were  entered 
into. 

Resolved. — 1st.  That  the  Bri- 
tish inhabitants  of  Bombay,  yielding 
to  nope  of  their  felh^w  subjects  in 
loyalty  to  their  king,  and  attach- 
ment to  their  native  land,  do 
deebly  deplore  tl)e  irreparable  loss, 
which  both  have  sustained  by  the 
death  of  the  right  honourable 
William  Pitt,  Uie  most  distin- 
guished supporter  of  the  throne, 
and  the  liberties  of  his  counir}'. 

2d.  That  they  are  anxious  to 
offer  (in  common  they  doubt  not, , 
with  all  ranks  and  classes  of  dieir 
countrymen  at  home,)  an  early 
tribute  of  veneration,  for  the 
memoiy  of  so  virtuous  and  illus- 
trious a  statesman— at  once  the 
pride  of  England,  and  one  of  the 
chief  ornaments  of  his  age. 

3d.  That  to  perpetuate  the  sense 
entertained  ot  the  inestimable 
blessings  which  have  resulted,  even 
to  the  remotest  parts  of  the  Bri- 
tish empire,  from  his  able,  upright,

The  conduct  of  the  late  Dutch 
governraent  of  this  islaod,  to  their 
Romau  Catholic  subjects,  was  the 
most  tyraDDical  and  oppressive  \ 
and  though  these  measures  were 
never  acted  on  since  the  island 
came  into  our  possession,  still  they 
hung  in  terrorem  over  the  heads  of 
tliis  numerous  and  peaceable  body 
of  people.  A  regulation  of  the 
26th  May,  I8OO,  removes  there* 
straints  under  which  they  laboured, 
and  places  them  on  a  level  with 
tht$ir  fellow  subjects.  This  mea^- 
isure,  wise  as  it  is  humane,  must 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  coun- 
try, stiengthen  the  executive,  and 
attach  those  people  to  our  interest 
by  the  strong  tie  of  gratitude,  and  a 
sense  of  tlieir  improved  situations 
under  the  British  government. 

It  being  his  majesty's  most 
gracious  intention,  that  all  persons, 
who  inhabit  the  British  settlements 
in  this  island,  shall  be  permitted 
liberty  of  conscience,  and  the  free 
exercise  of  religious  worship, 
provided  they  can  be  contented 
with  a  quiet  and  peaceable  enjoy- 
ment  of  the  same,  without  giving 
offence  to  government, — and  it 
appearing,  that  the  Roman  Catho- 
lics, who  are  a  numerous  and 
peaceable  body  of  his  majesty's 
subjects,  are,  by  several  laws 
passed  under  the  late  Dutch 
government,    rigorously   excluded 


from  many  important  privileges 
and  capacities  $  and  that,  although 
these  laws  have  not  been  acted 
upon  in  all  cases  by  his  majesty's 
government,  yet  that  they  are  still 
unrepealed,  and  a  cause  of 
anxiety  to  those  who  profess  th« 
Catholic  religion,— 

The  governor  in  council  enacts 
as  follows.  First. — The  Roman 
Catholics  shall  be  allowed  tbo 
unmolested  profession  and  exercise 
of  their  religion  in  every  part  of 
the  British  settlements  on  the 
Island  of  Ceylon. 

Second.— They  shall  be  admitted 
to  all  civil  privileges    and    capa**  - 
cities. 

Third.— All  marriages  between 
Roman  Catholics,  which  have  taken 
place  within  the  said  settlements 
since  the  26th  of  August,  1795, 
according  to  th^  rites  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  church,  shall  b« 
deemed  valid  in  law,  although  the 
forms  appointed  by  the  latd 
Dutch  government  hiive  not  been 
observed. 

Fourth.— This  regulation  shall 
take  effect  on  the  4th  day  of  Jane 
next,  that  day  being  the  anniver-» 
sary  of  his  majesty's  birth  day. 

Fifth. —  Every  part  of  any  law, 
proclamation,  or  order,  which 
contradicts  this  regulation  is  herebj 
repealed.

The  Jhllomng  cop^  of  a  Letter 
reeewed  frw  Captain  Jndrem 
Barclay,  dated  the  1st  of  July, 
1806,  is  published  for  genertd 
infarmaAm. 

Sir,-— Induced,  IVom  having 
touched  at  St.  David's  Island,  in 
the  North  Pacific  Ocean,  in  our 
way  to  China,  in  the  Mangles,  and 
not  knowing  of  any  correct  account 
yet  being  obtained  of  their  dmiger, 
natives,  &c.  I  beg  permission  to 
present  you  with  a  short  description 
and  a  small  chart  of  them. 

The  latest  account  given  of  them 
is  by  capt.  Williams,  when  com- 
manding the  honourable  com- 
pany's ship  Thames  -,  he  saw  them 
on  his  passage  home  fix)m  China, 
coming  the  £astem  route,  and 
places  them  from  latitude  I.  S.  to 
O.  55.  S.  their  longitude  from 
134  17>£.  to  134.  25.  £.  which^ 
at  the  distance  he  passed  them^ 
must  be  considered  as  very  ac- 
curate ^  by  a  good  observation  at 
noon,  when  dose  in  with  them, 
we  made  the  centre  of  the  reef  to 
be  on  O.  54  S.  and  by  one  at 
Jtfargett*s  chronometers.  No.  2€9, 
whcMMB  race  had  been  regular  for 
npwards  of  two  years,  134  20  £• 
The  full  eatent  of  the  reef  and 
islands  is  above  fourteen  miica 
North  and  South,  and  their  breadtii 
£ast  and  West  five  miles. 

Captain  Williams  not  passing 
close  enough  to  perceive  the 
danger  on  which  they  are  situated, 
or  what  refireshments  might  be 
procured,  I  considered  the  first 
ao  object  of  some  moment,  as  the 
Eastern  passage  to  (China  in  all 
probatMlity  may  be  more  frequented 
than  formerly  by  the  Bengal 
shipping,  should  the  cotton  tr^e 
ineaease. 

The  islands  are -very  low,  and 
ships  fiiUing  in  with  them  in  the 
night,  woultl  be  close  in  beioro» 

they 
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they  permved  the  land,  and  if  not 
acquainted  with  the  danger^  m^ht 
attempt  a  passage  between  them^  in 
which  case  the^  would  unavoidably 
run  on  the  reef;  as  they  are  situated 
upon  one  entire  shoal,  that  it  is  not 
possible  for  a  boat  to  pass  between 
the  islands.  The  view  of  the  reef 
on  which  they  are  placed^  was 
taken  from  the  mast  head,  from 
whence  the  eye  couid  eiLtend  over 
the  whole  space  of  both  islands 
and  reef;  therefore  can  vouch  for 
its  accuracy. 

The  natives  came  off  in  great 
numbers,  and  on  approaching  near 
the  ship,  performed  extravagant 
sestures,  and  held  forth  a  long 
harangue,  which  neither  our 
Malays,  or  any  other  person  on 
board  undentood,  after  which  they 
made  no  scruple  in  coming  on 
board,  and  freely  parted  with  their 
ornaments  of  dress,  and  cocoa-nuts, 
ibr  pieces  of  iron  hoops  or  old  nails. 

Their  dress  consisted  of  a  treble 
string  of  coral  stones,  and  shells 
robnd  the  waist^  a  narrow  pieoe  of 
cloth  up  between  the  legs,  made 
out  of  the  fibres  of  cocoa-nut,  a 
tortoise  shell  round  the  right  wrist, 
two  square  pieces  of  mother  of  pearl 
auspended  round  the  neck  by  hair, 
one  piece  hanging  down  the  front 
of  the  body,  and  the  other  down 
the  back,  a  collar  round  the  neck 
•T  fish  teeth  and  black  coral;  this 
was  the  dress  of  the  men^  and  the 


only  diflerence  we  perceived  in  that 
of  the  women,  was  a  aroall 
mat  tied  round  the  waists  which 
reached  as  low  as  the  knee« 

The  natives  of  these  islands  are 
particularly  well  proportioned  and 
robust,  their  features  regular  and 
manly,  some  of  them  so  symmetri- 
cal, that  I  was  astonished,  having 
never  seen  any  to  equal  them  in 
either  Asia,  Africa,  or  America; 
there  is  not  the  least  resemblance 
between  them  and  the  Malays,  or 
the  inhabitants  of  New  Guinea, 
nor  can  I  form  the  smallest  conjec- 
ture firom  whence  these  islands 
could  have  been  first  inhabited ; 
their  only  produce,  and  chief  food, 
is  the  cocoa-nut,  (fish  excepted^) 
coosequendy  but  little  refieshments 
can  be  obtained  by  touching  at 
them  i  and  water,  if  any  to  be 
procured,  I  conceive,  must  be 
brackish,  from  the  low  situation, 
and  small  extent  of  the  islands. 
Anchorage  there  is  none,  as  you 
have  50  fathoms  cldse  to  the  edge 
of  the  reef  J  a  quantity  of  mother 
of  pearl  might  be  collected,  but  I 
question  if  sufficient  to  induce  a 

ship  to  touch  fYHT. 

I  conclude,  with  begging  your 
forgiveness  for  this  liberty,  on  so 
trifling  a  subject,  and  remain.

Whereas  mistakes  are  frequently 
committed  by  native  merchants 
and  others,  relating  to  the  cus- 
toms to  beobserved  in  accepting, 
presenting  and  protesting  bills 
of  exchange,  the  following  regu- 
lations firamed  upon  the  general 
opinion  of  the  merchants  of  this 
place,  are  published  for  the  in-  * 
formation  of  those  whom  it  may 
concern. 

1st. — A  bill  ought  to  bear  the 
.  names  of  thie  drawer  and  of  the 
persons  upon,  and  in  favour  of 
whom  it  was  drawn,  the  time  it  is 
payable,  in  what  specie,  and  of 
the  value  that  has  been  received, 
either  in  cash  or  in  goods,  or 
|)laced  on  account  or  otherwise. 

2d.— The  holder  of  a  bill  ought 
to  present  it  for  acceptance  with 
the  shortest  delay  possible. 

3d. — In  case  a  bill  is  not'  ac- 
cepted, the  holder  will  cause  the 
same  to  be  presented  once  more  by 
s  notary  public,  and  if  no  such 
person  is  in  the  place,  the  non- 
acceptance  is  to  be  certified  by  a 
public  officer,  or  at  least  by  two 
witnesses,  who  shall  always  be  two 
of  the  principal  inhabitants* 
.     4th.-«WheD  a  bill  is  protested. 


or  its  non-acceptance  certified,  the 
holder  shall  immediately  advise  the 
drawer  thereof,  and  cause  the  pro- 
test, and  certificate  obtained  in 
lieu  of  it,  to  be  noticed  to  him. 

N.  B.  The  holders  of  such  a  bill 
may  keep  it  until  six  or  at  furthest 
ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  the 
tinie  it  would  have  been  due,  if 
accepted,  in  order  to  see  whether 
the  circumstances  do  not  change, 
but  in  that  case  it  must  be  protested 
again  for  non-pa) ment,  and  then 
returned  with  the  second  protest  to 
his  agents,  who  shall  give  timely 
notice  thereof  to  the  drawer,  and 
proceed  immediately  against  hint 
for  the  recovery  of  bis  money, 
interest,  costs,  and  damages. 

5th.— If  a  bill  of  exchange  liaa 
been  accepted,  the  holder  ought  to 
present  the  same  for  payment  bv 
soon  as  it  l)ecomes  due,  observing 
that  the  day  of  acceptance  and  the 
day  the  time  expires  are  not  re* 
ceived ;  for  example,  a  bill  payable 
thirty  days  after  Vight,  accepted  1st 
of  April,  is  only  payable  on  the  2d 
of  May  next. 

According  to  the  Dutch  custom, 
sue  days  of  grace  or  feivour  are 
granted  to  the  holder  of  an  accept-  .

The  number  of  robberies  and 
or  her  offeni'es  which  have  of  late 
been  committed  in  different  parts 
of  the  BritUh  settlements  on  this 
bland,  render  it  necessary  that 
some  police  regulations  should  be 
immediately  fnade- The  governor 
in  council  therefore  enacts  as  follow : 

IsL — ^Tbere  iihall  be  one  or  more 
bead  men,  called  police  officers,  in 
in  each  <^ the  villages  within  the 
Briti'^h  settlements  on  this  island. 

2d — Every  police  officer  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  agent  of  reve- 
nue and  commerce  for  the  province 
to  which  he  belongs. 

3d. — He  shall  give  soch  security 
as  the  9gisnt  of  revenue  and  com- 
meroe  shall  deem  adequate,  before 
be  leceiveahis  appointment. 

4th.— He  shall  be  called  village 
Tidann  of  the  place,  and  his  ap- 
pointnoeDt  shall  continue  during 
pleasiire  only. 

5cb^— He  shall,  during  the  con- 
tinoaoce  of  his  appointipent,  be 
exempced  from  all  other  govern- 
ment strvicej  except  that  which 
Woogg  to  hit  office. 

Odi.— He  fhAU  btff  the  power 


of  arresting,  searching  the  houses 
of  all  such  persons  in  his  village, 
as  are  either  suspected  by  hifnself  or 
accused  by  others,  of  having  com- 
mitted any  offence. 

•  7th.— He  shall  in  the  shortest 
posHible  time  after  he  has  arrested 
any  person,  send  him  to  the  nearest 
justice  of  the  peace  with  an  ola, 
mentioning  tlie  time  at  which  the 
person  was  arrested. 

8th. — He  shall,  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble after  he  has  searched  any 
house,  send  a  report  to  the  nearest 
justice  of  the  peace  of  all  that 
he  has  done  upon  the  occasion,  and 
of  the  reasons  which  induced  him 
to  search  the  house. 

9th. — He  shall  be  severely  pa- 
nished,  if,  upon  an  inquiry  made 
by  the  justice  of  the  peace,  it 
should  appear  thatheeitherariested, 
or  searched  the  house  for  the  pur« 
pose  of  extorting  money. 

10th. — Hetihall  have  the  power 
of  calling  upon,  in  the  name  of 
the  king,  every  inhabitant  of  his 
own,  and  of  the  neighbouring  vil- 

*  lages,  and  also  upon  all  the  neigh- 
bouring policevidanns,  to  aid  him  in 
the  execution  of  his  duty. 

11th. — Every  person  who  shall 
refuse  to  aid  him  when  so  called 
upon  in  the  name  of  the  king,  thall 
be  punished. 

12th  — Heshallbe  allowed  lOper 
cent  upon  all  stolen  property  which 
heNhali  discover  and  bring  tothejus- 
tice  of  the  peace,  provided  that  he 
arrests  and  convicts  before  the 
proper  tribunal,  and  one  of  the 
persons,  who  shall  have  been  guilty 
of  stealing  the  said  property. 

13.«*No  person  shall  exercise 
the  trade  of  a  silversmith,  without 
having  first  given  security  to,  and 
obtained  a  license  from  the  agent 
of  revenue  and  commerce*  of  the 
province  in  which  he  resides. 

14th.— No  person  exercising  the 
trade  of  a  ailversmit)!  shall  mend, 

alter. 
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alter,  or  melt  any  silver  or  gold 
thing  whatever,  without  first  shew- 
ing it  to  one  of  the  police  officers 
of  his  village. 

15th. — No  person  shall  either 
give  or  receive  in  pawn  any  gold 
or  nlver  thing,  without  first  shew- 
ing it  to  one  of  the  police  officers 
of  his  village. 

I6th.— This  regulatihn  shall  be 
in  force  in  every  village  and  town, 
within  the  British  settlements  on 
this  island,  excepting  the  towns 
and  forts  of  Colambo,  Jaffiia, 
Galle,  Matura,  Negombo,  and 
Trincomalee,  for  which  places  ano* 
ther  proper  regulation  will  be 
made.

slavery  heard  by  the  courts  ot 
Land-Raad,  that  **  wheresoever 
the  decision  of  our  said  courts 
respectively  shall  be  against  the 
partar  alleged  to  be  a  slave,  there 
shall  be  from  such  decision  an  ap- 
peal to  us  in  our  lesser  court  of 
appeal  3  bdt  where  the  decision 
shall  have  been  in  favour  of  the 
person  so  alleged  to  be  a  slave, 
such  decision  shall  be  final  and 
without  any  appeal,  and  the 
alleged  slave  shall  thereupon  be 
for  ever  free," 

And  whereas  great  inconve- 
niences have  frequently  arisen 
fi'om  the  observance  of  this  clause, 
his  excellency  the  governor  in 
council  is  hereby  plea^  to  annul 
the  same^  and  to  enact  that  in  fu- 
ture an  appeal  shall  be  allowed  in 
all  cases  whatsoever,  where  the 
properly  of  slaves  ■  may  be  con- 
cerned, from  the  provincial  courts 
to  the  high  court  of  appeal,  pro- 
vided the  value  of  the  slave  b  of 
an  appealable  amount.

The  La  Piedmontese  captured 
the  hon.  company's  ship  Warren 
Hastings,  captain  Larkins,  off  the 
Cape  of  Good-Hope,  after  a  gal- 
lant action  of  three  and  half  hours 
hard  fighting,  in  which  the 
Frenchmen  were  several  times 
beat  off  in  attempting  to  board. 
The  Warren  Hastings  had  several 
of  her  crew  killed  and  wounded,  her 
fore,  and  mizen  masts  shot  arway, 
and  was  so  disabled  as  to  make 
further    resistance   impracticable. 
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Od  captain  Larkin$*8  arriving  at 
the  Isle  of  France^  general  de  Caen, 
as  a  compliment  to  bis  bravery^ 
olfered  him  a  cartel  to  India,  or 
Europe,  the  latter  of  which  he 
acce|;wted,  and  at  the  island  of 
Saioc  Helena  made  the  following 
afiidavit  :

The  ship  Fame,  one  of  the  first 
divisions  of  country  ships  of  this 
season  for  China,  was  captured,  on 
the  21st  June,  off  Acheen  Head,  by 
the  Semillante,  French  frigate,  and 
sent  to  the  Isle  of  France,  under 
the  care  of  a  French  lieutenant,  2 
junior offioers,eight  French  seamen, 
and  one  marine;  and  12  lascars  ' 
from  the  Semillante.  There 
remained  on  board  the  Fame,  of 
her  crew,  Mr.  Thompson,  3d  officer, 
and  about  two^^thirds  of  her 
Lascars.  The  Frenchmen  put 
into  the  Mahe  Islands  for  water, 
and  here  Mr.  Thompson  formed 
the  daring  resolution  of  retaking 
the  ship>  which  he  effected  while 
the  French  officers  were  employed 
in  taking  a  meridian  altitude  :  they 
w^re  seised  by  thf  Lascars,  and 
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their  hands  being  t 'ed  behind  their 
backs,  were  secured  ;  the  seamen 
and  marine  shared  the  same  fate. 
Mr.  Thompson  having  thus  got 
J)ossession  of  the  ship,  treated  his 
prisoners  with  the  greatest  kind- 
ness and  attention,  and  in  13  days 
after  her  recapture  arrived  ,  safe  in 
Bombay. 


An  Arab  ship  arrived  with  th* 
iirst  Lieut,  and  crew  of  the  bon. 
company^  cruizer  Grappler, 
captured  on  the  Malabar  coasts 
after  a  smart  brush  of  a  few 
minutes,  by  the  Piedmontese 
French  frigate,  captain  Eperon,  of 
44  guns  and  4  50  men.

having  on  board,  as  passengers,  Mr. 
Lodowick  Detz  and  attendants. 
In  eight  day s  they  reached  Parcellar, 
^here  they  anchored,  and  early  on 
the  same  morning  two  of  the  crew, 
Inchee  Baha,  and  Inchee  Arras, 
attacked    and  murdered  Moham- 


med Cundoo,  and  Mr.  Detz,  and 
hove  them  overboard  \  they 
intimidated  the  crew,  and  roada 
them  proceed  with  the  vessel  to 
Perach,  where  the  murderers  went 
on  shore,  taking  with  them  two 
young  lads,  Adam  and  Duol» 
natives  of  Malacca  \  and  plundered 
the  prow  of  ICOO  dollars: — ^Tbc 
remainder  of  the  people  (ten  men. 
and  a  woman)  immediately  mad« 
sail  for  this  island  and  arrived  safe. 


Bengal. — Occurrences  for  October^*  1 806. 


Sir  Arab  ships  were  boarded  off 
Ceyion  by  the  Piedmontese  French 
frigate,  and  plundered  of  cash, 
provisions;  &c.  &c.  one  ship  was 
iefc  without  a  cask  of  water. 

The  ship  Sidney  was  lost  on  a 
•hoal  in  lat.  S.  20.  8.  and  145 
40.  £. 


One  of  the  Dutch  East  India- 
men,  captured  hy  the  Greyhound 
and  Harrier,  was  formerly  the 
Lucy  Maria,  of  this  port,  cooi^ 
manded  by  captain  Walter  Dawes^ 
who  two  years  ago,  in  ^on8equefkc^ 
of  a  contagious  disease  bre^aktogr 
out  in  the  ship,  on  her  voyage  froo^ 
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-lience  to  China,  which  so  reduced 
the  crew,  as  to  obJige  captain 
Dawes  to  bear  up  for  Batavia, 
where    the    ship    was   of  course 


taken  posession  bf  by  the  enemy. 
Captain  D.  and  the  greater  part  of 
the  crew  fell-  a  sacrifice  to  that 
insalubrious  clime. 


Madras. — Occurrences  for  October ^  1806* 


Reports  are  in  circulation  of  a  very 
dangerous  insurrection  amongst  the 
Javanese  at  Chenhon-;  that  the 
Dutch  at  Batavia  detached  a  large 
force  to  the  assistance  of  the 
garriv>n,  consisting  of  Javanese 
and  French,  and  .that  the  former 
(above  1000  noen)  went  over  to 
the  insurgents.

Christopher  Cole,  to  his  excellency 

rear  Admiral  sir  Edward  PeUew, 

Bart,  Commander  in  Chief,  ^c. 

tSfc,  dated  H.  M,  ship  Cuiloden, 

at  sea  Sept,  25,  180(}. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to 
yon  the  capture  of  TEmiline,  ship 
corvette,  of  18  guns  and  150 
men,  by  H.  M.  ship  under  my 
command,  after  a  chase  which 
lasted  two  days  and  a  night.  At  two. 


A.  M.  on  the  25th,  we  got  posses^ 
sion  of  her,  close  oii  the  shoals  of 
Point  Gtiadavter  >  we  found  that 
we  bad  driven  her  on  shore  the 
night  before,  and  that  she  bad 
hove  overboard  1^  of  her  gtins, 
and  had  lost  her  anchors  and  boats 
before  she  got  afloat  again. 

The  Strathspey,  capt.  Grapt, 
botind  to  China  with  rice,  ran  on 
shore  in  the  straits^  of  Cologne,  bat 
not  in  a  dangerous  way:  while  the 
crew  were  exerting  themselves  to  get 
her  oil*,  a  number  of  Malay  prows 
put  off  from  the  shore,  took  posses- 
sion of  her,  and  forced  captain  Grant 
to  <iigu  a  deed  to  them,  whereby  he 
relinquished  the  vessel  andcai^o. 
Cnpiain  G.  speaks  the  Malay 
language,  which  operated  greatly 
in  saving  his  own  lifeand  the  crew's. 
The  Malays  succeeded  in  getting 
the  ship  o&,  and  carried  off  all  her 
cargo,  and  every  thing  that  was 
moveable.  Application  was  made 
to  the  admiral,  who  immediately 
dispatched  a  ship  to  Cologne,  and 
the  Strathspey  was  recovered. 

The  Spanish  ship  San  Raphael, 
of  10  guns  and  47  men,  laden  with 
a  valuable  cargo  from  Manilla, 
is  captured  by  the  Wellesky, 
captain  CampbelL 


Pbinceop  Wale8*s  Islaxd. — Occurrences  for  OcM806* 


Penafig,  June  2d.— The  Portu- 
gncze  ship  Luz,  captain  Da  Costa, 
tVomGoa,  entered  the  harbour  with 
a  flag  at  lier  main-top-gallant-mast- 
head, as  a  signal  that  there  were 
passengers  ot  rank  on  board. 

Their  excel Leucies  senhor  Ber- 
nardo Alexio  de  Fana>  governor 
of  Macao,  and  senhor  Antonia  de 
Mendensa,  governor  of  I'imor, 
landed,  and  were  invited  by  H. 
E.  the  governor,  to  a  ball  and 
'supper^  on  the  aDniver&ary  of  his 


majesty's    birth    day. A  brig, 

mounting  14  carnage  guns  and  six 
swivels,  under  white  colours, 
entered  the  harbour  from  the 
southward.  The  masterattendant's 
boat,  as  usual,  proceeded  aboard^^ 
and  returned  with  three  Javanese, 
who  reported  that  the  vessel  was 
named  the  Ajax,  and  formerly 
comroamled  by  captafn  Monken- 
berg,  belmiged  to  ihe  Dutch  East 
India  company  at  Samarang,  had 
sa'kled  from  thencetf  bout  8  months 

fince 
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since  for  Temate,  to  cruize  off 
the  Islands,  touching  at  Macasser 
on  their  way  ;  in  about  two  months 
they  reach^  Macasser,  where  tliey 
remained  a  month;  the  captain, 
officers^  and  European  part  of  the 
crew,  12  In  n^imber,  treated  them 
very  ill,  with  constant  abuse, 
punishment,  and  almost  starvation ; 
that,  unable  to  bear  this  treatment, 
they  unanimously  resolved  to 
destroy  them,  and  carry  the  vessel 
to  a  British  port. 

Pour  days  after  leaving  Macasser, 
when  at  anchor^  on  a  >bank,  about 
midnight,  the  Dutchmen  all 
asleep,  they  murdered  every  one. 


and  threw  them  overbo&rd  ;  they 
then  searched  the  vessel  tor  the 
papers,  which  they  destroyed, 
apprehensive  of  their  leading  to 
a  discovery  should  ^  they  fall  in 
vnih  any  Dutch  vessel ;  that  they 
made  sail  lor  this  Island,  with 
intention  of  delivering  up  the  ves- 
sel to  government :  about  six  weeks 
after,  they  rejiched  what  they  sup- 
posed Lingin,  and  sent  the  boat 
with  four  men  on  shore  for  provi- 
sions, which  not  reluming  they 
sailed  from  thence  about  six  weeks 
ago.  Soon  aifter  anchoring,  the 
hon.  capt.  Cochrane  proceeded  on 
boatd  and  took  possession.

-     Address  to  Sir  Henry  Russet. 

The  native  inhabitants  of  Cal- 
cutta having  expressed  a  wish  to 
present  to  Sir  Henry  Russel  an 
address  of  congratulation  on  hi3 
appointment  to  be  chief  justice  of 
the  supreme  court,  Wednesday, 
the  29th  of  October,  was  fixed  for 
the  purpose.  At  twelve  o'clock  on 
thut  day.  Sir  Henry  Russel,  ac-, 
companred  by  Sir  John  Royds,  tl»e 
gentlemen  of  the  bar,  and  the  offi- 
cers of  the  supreme  court,  entered 
the  grand  jury  room,  and  was  re- 
ceived by  an  uncommonly  nume- 
rous and  respectable  assemblage  of 
the  principal  native  inhabitants  of 
Calcutta. 


Sir  Henry  Russel  took  bis  placa 
near  the  end  of  the  room,  when 
the  following  address  was  read  and 
presented  to  him  in  three  lan- 
guages.

Gentlemen,  —  I  receive  with 
great  pleasure  your  congratulations 
on  my  appointments  to  the  office 
of  chief  justice,  and  undertake  the 
duties  of  1t  with  more  confidence 
in  myself,  knowing  that  I  possess 
yours. 

The  judges  are  sent  here  by  the 
king  to  administer  justice  impar- 
tially. I  have  sworn  that  I  will 
do  so.  My  duty  therefore  to  Gocl« 
and  my  duty  to  my  sovereign,  rQ- 
quire  that  I  should  faithfully  pef- 
forro  my  duty  towards  you.  I  w»U 
discharge  the  important  trust  re* 
posed  in  me  to  the  utmost  of  my 
ability ;  and  whatever  may  be  de* 
fective  in  me,  will  be  supplied  by 
the  wisdom  and  learning  of  the 
judges,  with  whom  I  shall  have 
the  honor  to  act. 

I  am  very  much  flattered  by  your 
"wish  to  preserve  a  remembraaae 
of,  me,  and  will  certainly  sit  for 
the  portrait  which  you  desire. 
Whenever  it  shall  serve  the  pur- 
pose of  bringing  me  to  your  recol- 
lection, let  it  also' remind  you  of 
this  assurance,  that  I  most  ear- 
nestly wish  for  the  prosperity  and 
happiness  of  this  couutry,  and 
pray  that  it  may  ever  be  secured 
by  the  protection  of  mild  and 
equal  laws. 

Hekry  Russbl. 
Sir  Henry  Russel  then  received 
the  compliments  of  the  natives, 
who  were  assembled,  and  the  cefe.* 
mony  was  concluded  with  the  usual 
distribution  of  Paun  and  Utter. 

The  Tellicherry,  formerly  an 
extra  ship,  which  earned  convidls 
to  Botany  Bay,  proceeding  from 
thence  to  China,  was  lost  on  the 
passage  thither:  all  hands  saved.

As  captaiQ  Henderson  was  re- 
suming from  the  country  in  his 
palanquin^  about  a  quarter  after 
ten  in  the  evening,  he  was  stopped 
by  two  Europeans  armed  with 
bayonets  j  one  of  them  broke  the 
lanthorn  and  extinguished  the 
light;  and  the  other  seized  the 
foremost  bearer,  and  placing  his 
bayonet  to  his  breast,  threattMied 
him  with  instant  death  if  he  moved 
or  spoke.  When  captain  Hender- 
son heard  the  lanthorn  break,  and 
at  the  same  time  the  palanquin 
•top,  he  concluded  that  the  boy 
carrying  the  light  fell,  but  was 
soon  convinced  of  his  mistake, 
the  palanquin  door  being  thrown 
open,  and  feeling  a  bayonet  pre- 
sented at  his  breast  with  dreadful 
imprecations,  and  threats  of  instant 
death  if  he  did  not  deliver  his 
tnoQey.    Captain  Henderson  rea- 


soned with  the  villain,  telling  him 
he  had  no  money,  and  that  he  must 
be  well  aware  that  gentlemen  in 
this  country  never  travel  with  mo- 
ney about  tiMem ;  and,  if  he  was 
not  satisfied  with  his  declaration,  he 
might  search  him,  which  the  fel- 
low accordingly  did,  at  the  same 
time  telling  captain  Henderson, 
if  he  offered  to  atir  he  would -in- 
stantly stab  him.  Having  satisfied 
himself  that  he  had  no  money,  he 
took  away  his  wdtch,  and  made 
off  with  the  booty,  saying  **  Damn 
the  old  fellow,  as  he  b'^s  got  no 
money,  it  is  not  worth  while  to 
take  his  life." 

This  daring  rqbbery  was  cona* 
mitted  in  a  much  frequented  road, 
at  an  early  hour.  Captain  Hender- 
son >vas  attended  by  six  bearers, 
and  a  missaul  to  carry  the  light.

His  lordship  then  addressed  the 
-Grand  Jury  in  a  short  speech,  on 
the  nature  of  the  crimes  in  the 
calendar.  One  of  the  bills,  he  ob- 
served, was  for  a  roisdemeanoc  la 
offering  a  bribe  ;  •  and  he  had  no 
hesitation  in  informing  the  grand 
jury  that  this  was  an  pSeoce  at 
common  law^  and  that,  the  ofierer. 
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lis  well  as  the  reeeirer,  io  such 
cases^  was  liable  to  punishment. 
l*he  grand  jury,  having  gone 
through  the  different  hills,  were 
discharged.  - 

The  grand  jury  found  a  bill 
against  Baltagee  Dhurrumsett,  for 
stealing  a  silver  watch:  he  was  put 
to  the  bar  and  tried.  The  petty 
jury,  without  retiring,  brought  in 
a  verdict  of  guilty.  The  recorder 
immediately  sentenced  him  to  two 
years  hard  labour  in  the  docks  of 
Bombay. 

The  indictment  in  the  case  for 
bribery  being  traversed,  the  trial  for 
this*  offence,  which  we  believe  has 
never  before  become  the  subject  of 
public  prosecution  in  this  country, 
stands  over  till  next  sessions. 

John  Ryan  and  John  Burn,  two 


privates  in  tlie  artillery  corps,  were 
put  on  their  trial  for  highway  rob- 
bery on  captain  William  Hender- 
son 5  after  the  whole  of  the  evi- 
dence was  gone  through  for  the  pro- 
secjitioo,  the  honourable  recorder 
summed  up  the  whole  of  the  evi- 
dence in  a  very  masterly,  clear,  ai;d 
perspicuous  manner,  and  delivered 
an  able  charge  to  the  jury,  after 
which  they  retired,  and  returned  iu 
15  minutes  with  a  verdict  of 
Guilty  against  John  Ryan;  and 
John  Burn  Not  Guilty. 

After  a  most  soleiiui  and  im- 
pressive exhortation  from  his 
lordship,  John  Burn  was  dis- 
charged J  and  John  Ryan  was  sen-  * 
tenced  to  be  transported  to  New 
South  Wales  for  the  term  of  his 
natural  life. 


Bengal. — Occurrences Jbr  Decemher^  J806.

Calcutta,^^On  the  7th  instant, 
minute  guns  werefired  from  the  fort, 
on  account  of  the  death  of  bis  ma- 
jesty. Shah  Atlum.  the  great  Mogul, 
or  emperor  of  Delhi,  to  the  number 
ofeighty-two,corresponding  with  his 
age ;  and  immediately  after  a  royal 
salute  was  fired  for  the  succession 
of  his  son,  Akber,  to  the  throne. 
His  late  majesty.  Shah  Allum,came 
to  the  throne  in  the  year  1 762,  and 
'  terminated  a  long  and  disastrous 
reign  of  forty-four  years,  on  the 
16th  November  last. 

His  excellency  the  Persian  am- 
bassador visited  the  arsenal  in 
Fort  William,  and  appeared  highly 
gratified  with  the  armoury,  &c. 
froni  whence  he  was  escorted  to 
the  foundery,  where  preparations 
were  made  for  casting  :  his  excel- 
lency expressed  much  satisfaction, 
in  viewing  a  sight  to  him  so  novel. 


Chain  moorings  are  laying  dowu 
to  secure  shipping  abreast  of  Cal- 
cutta ;  by  this  method  ships  will 
be  less  liable  to  drift  than  in  the 
ordinary  way  of  mooring  their  un- 
der fours,  with  their  own  anchors. 

The  charge  for  laying  at  the 
moorings  is,  for  ships  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  tons,  per  mouth 
sicca  rupees  two  hundred. 

For  ships  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred tons,  per  month,  sicca  rupees 
two  hundred  and  fifty. 

M.  Berthollet,  of  Paris,  pub- 
lished  a  receipt  for  preserving 
water  at  sea  fresh  for  any  length 
of  rime. 

The  following  letter  of  Captain 
Krusenstern  (a  Russian  gentleman 
employed  on  a  voyage  of  discovery) 
to  the  Academician  Scubert,  is 
particularly  recommended  to  tlH» 
attentiou 
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attention  of  all  captains,  and  com* 
maAders  of  ships. 

"  I  have  succeeded  in  keeping 
thtt  water  which  we  had  on  board, 
not  only  "drinkable,  but  fresh,  and 
free  from  every  kind  of  bad  taste, 
during  -the  whole  course  of  our  long 
navigation.  During  my  stay  at 
Copenhagen  a  journal  fell  into  my 
bands,  in  which  I  found  a  receipt 
recommended  by  a  French  chemist, 
to  hinder  water  from  spoiling; 
this  is  simply  to  burn  the  inside  of 
the  cask.  Tlie  idea  undoubiediy 
is  not  new,  for  it  is  employed  on 
board  Of  most  ships  of  war.  But 
the  thing  is  only  half  done,  and 
consequfnlly  very  trifling  benefits 
are  derived  from  it.  I  sent  on  shore 
fifty  casks,  which  I  airected  to  be 
thoroughly  burnt  within,  as  di- 
rected by  the  French  chemist. 
Our  passage  to  Teneritfe  was  too 
short  to  rely  on  as  decisive  of  the 
experiment.  But  I  had  every 
reason  to  be  fully  convinced  of  it 
during  the  long  pas&age  we  made 
to  Brazil.  I  then  took  the  pre^ 
caution  of  making  the  greater  part 
of  our  casks  be  burned,  and  I  can 
assure  you  that  as  far  as  Washing* 
ton  Isles  we  never  experieiiced 
the  slightest  corruption  in  the  wa- 
ter. If  by  chance  it  got  any  dis- 
agreeable smell,  it  was  always  in  a 
cask  that  had  not  undergone  this 
operation — We  continued  our  voy- 
age from  thence  towards  Kams- 
diatka.  ^  It  is  impossible  that  this 
astonishing  preservation  of  water, 
which  never  before  happened  in 
apy  long  voyage,  can  be  ascribed 
to  any  thing  but  this  method  of 
firing  the  casks. 

I  kave  besides  nsed  another  pre- 
caution. It  is  a  custom  at  sea,  in 
ships  of  war,  to  fill  the  casks  with 
sea  watqr  as  soon  as  they  are  empty, 
for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the 
trim  of  the  ship.    But  the  conse- 


quence of  this  is,  that  the  good 
water  which  is  takeii  m  atierwards 
spoils  very  fast.  In  order  to  avoid 
this  inconvenience  I  have  never 
taken  in  sea  water,  rather  submit- 
ting to  the  slight  inconxen.euve  of 
unequal  loading  ;  and  in  this  way 
I  have  preserved  tite  iicalih  of  my 
crew. 

On  my  arrival  at  Japan,  I  re- 
newed the  experiment,  and  xiiadp 
it  be  executed  stiU  more  petlectly 
than  before.  The  succcs* .  vias 
unitbrm,  and  the  etteci  sitil  mono 
bt.-nsibie.  The  French  cheir/ist  to 
whom  we  owe  this  impt/nani  t)e- 
nefit  on  our  \oyage.  will  rericnuiy 
feel  satistuction  in  leiirniiit<  me 
complete  s>ucceNS  of  hij*  recti {>t. 
I  shall  only  remark  that  it  is  e.s^eu- 
tial  to  keep  the  cask>  most  ix-r- 
fectly  clean,  and  carefully  to  vrash 
th.era  before  they  are  filled  anew. 

A  party  ot  gentlemen  com- 
menced tiie  hunting  seaoon  a  tew 
days  ago,  in  the  neigh bourluHHi  of 
Harrah,   with  unusual  .success. 

Two  tygers  (a  m.Ueaod  female,) 
and  a  number  of  hogs  were  kiJed. 

It  is^ pleasing  to  regard  amuse- 
ments when  they  tend  to  general 
utility  3  in  this  country  all  ranks 
hail  the  huntsman  as  their  friend 
and  protector^  in  whose  sport  there 
is  combined  the  safety  of  the  pub- 
lic and  the  security  of  property. 

Speculation  in  rice  for  the  China 
market,  this  season,  is  amended 
with  very  considerable  loss.  The 
Canton  price  is  about  five  rupees 
per  bag,  which  is  very  little,  more 
than  half  the  cost  price  and 
charges  oh  its  arrival  in  Canton, 
when  sent  from  Calcutta. 

The  very  low  price  of  rice  at 
Canton,  when  the  Gil  well  sailed, 
will,  we  apprehend,  be  attended  with 
loss  to  many ;  for  2^  dollars  at  210 
rupees  per  hundred  dollars  is  about 
five  rupeas  per  bag^  and  we  under- 

stand 
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stand  cost  and  charges   to  China 
come  to  about  nine  rupen  per  bag; 
Speculations  in  grain  to  China  are 
alwa)s  hazardous  from  the  fluciua- 
tioD  in  the  China    market.     Bat 
nine  rapees  per  l>ag,  or  4jr  rupees 
per  mauiid,  is  a  very  high  price,  and 
sbeivs  a  I  all  events  that  ships   in 
India  are  na\  igated  much  too  dear 
for  transporting  grain   to    such  a  ' 
distant  market,  and  therefore  that 
the  trade  to  China  in  India  ships^ 
mtisi  be  limited  to  more  precious 
articles.     However,  as  there  is  al- 
ways    some    demand    for    grain, 
aoxMig  the  Malays,  it  must  prove  a 
ressooable    speculation     to    make 
Penang  an  entrepot  or  magazine  for 
rice  and  wheat,  and  the  Chinese 
couldi  in  case  of  scarcity,   carry  it 
in  their  own  junks.   In  short,  some 
such  means   might  be  devised  by 
appropriate  regulations  at  Penang, 
to  make  it  a  free  port,  by  adopting 
the  warehousing  laws  for  grain  of 
all  kinds,  cotton,  and  opium.    Ihis 
would  enliven  the  intercourse  with 
China,  and  enable  Bengal  to  draw 
much  greater  sums  from  thence, 
for  the  balance  of  trade,  would  be 
entirely  in  favour  of  this  country, 
and  Penang  would  be  greatly  bene- 
fited by  it.     In  short,  it  would  have 
the  effect  of  opening  new  sources 
of  wealth  both  to  British  merchants 
resident  there  and  in  Bengal  ■,  and 
prove   the  absurdity  of  Mr.  John- 
stone's remark,  that   Penang  was 
Dot  worth  40001. 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  state,  for 
the  information  of  our  readers  in 
the  indigo  line,  that  the  Arabs 
make  rather  considerable  purchases 


of  indigo,  and  that  they  pay  from 
140  to  l60  rupees  per  maund,  for 
thoiie  kinds  which  are  rather  depre- 
ciated in  England ;    viz.  ordinary 
blue  and    coppery.  »  About    fifty 
years  ago,  Arabia    was    furnished 
from  Surat  with  indigo,  made  in 
tlie  vicinity  of  that  city  ;  in  Guz* 
zt-rat,   and    perhaps    from    Agra. 
Bengal   now    engrosses    both   the 
indigo  and  cotton  trade,  which  for- 
merly tlourished  at  Surat,  and  this 
demonstrates     the     extraordinary 
mercantile  oeconomy  of  Hindustan. 
Indigo  and  cotton  come  to  Calcutta 
from  the  northern  provinces  mostly 
by  water,  and  formerly  they  were 
transported   to  Surat  by  land  car- 
riage, on  bullocks.     It  is  curious 
to  contemplate    the    situation    of 
Calcutta  and    Surat,    in     Arrow- 
smith's  large  map  of   Hindustan, 
carrying  In  mind  at  the  same  time 
their   relative    importance    as    the 
staple  towns  for  the  foreign  com- 
mercial relations    of  the    interior 
provinces. 

The  navigation  in  India  is  too 
expensive  for  conveying  grain  to  a 
distant  market;  this  must  limit

(reluming  home  laden  with  returns 
to  a  conbiderable  amount)  about 
two,  A.  M.  then  going  at  the  rate 
of  five  knots,  she  struck  on  a  reef 
of  rocks,  at  the  south  end  of  the 
•traits  oi  Billiton,  lat.  3.  40.  M. 
together  wiih  a  Dutch  brig  which 
had  been  taken  during  the  voyage  ; 
the  boats  were  immediately  hoisted 
out,  and  ever  endeavour  to  get  the 
shipofi^^  but  without  efffct,  as  in 
aboat  two  hours  after  the  stern 
went  down  in  five  fathoms ;  find- 
ing every  attempt  to  save  the  ves- 
sel fruitless,  the  crew,  with  five 
Javanese,  taken  from  the  prize 
brt^  were  diviv'ed  into  three  boats ; 
Captain  Sinclair,  Mr.  Robert 
Sharp,  fourth  mate,  with  eleven  of 
xlie  crew,  in  ihe  piunance ;  after 
undergoing  the  greatest  distresses 
froni  want  of  water  and  provisions 
citder  a  scorching  sun,  without  an 
awiming  or  any  thing  to  cover 
tbem.  fell  in  with  the  General 
Baird,  captain  John  Harford, 
fjght  ^2Lyy  after  leaving  the  wreck, 
w^ho  supplied  them  liberally  with 
every  thing  requisite  for  their  fur- 
ther prpgress  to  Malacca.

of  a  shoal,  on  which  the^  ship 
General  Wellcsley  struck,  on  her 
passage  from  the  straits  ui  Macas« 
sar  to  Pontiana,in  lat.

45  £.  ol  Green- 
wich. 

At  six  A.  M.  the  body  of  Can-- 
matta  bore  £.  the  south  extremity 
of  Larotto>  S.  E.  by  £.  di^ant  eight 
or  niue  leagues,  in  twenty  fathoms ; 
at  15  minutes  before  ten,  A.  M. 
the  ship  running  at  the  rate  of 
seven  and  a  half  or  eight  knots  an 
hour,  the  man^  at, the  mast  head 
caljed  out  rocks  under  water,  right 
a  head  ;  but  before  the  helm  could 
be  shifted,  either  to  port  or  star- 
board the  ship  struck  with  a  most 
violent  shock,  laying  her  over  at 
the  same  time  considerably  ;  not;' 
withstanding  this,  however,  she 
passed  between  the  rocks  without 
losing  much  of  her  way  5  the  rocks 
were  apparently  five  or  six  feet 
under  water,  and  eight  or  ten 
fatlioms  distant  from  the  larboard 
side  of  the  ship,  the  same  on  the 
starboard  side ;  some  of  them 
covered  with  only  three  or  foot 
feet  of  water. 

From  the  violence  of  the  shocks 
we  were  apprehensive  the  ship 
might  have  eyperienced  some  ma- 
^terial  dan^age ;  but  on  sounding 
the  pump,  found  she  made  no 
water.  When  the  Wellesley  struck, 
she  was  in  the  track  laid  down  in 
I^wry  and  Whittle's  map^  as  being 
perfectly 
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periectly  clear  and  void  of  shoals, 
with  regular  soundings  of  20.  18. 
and  seventeen  fathoms }  and  the 
track  of  several  ships  laid  down 
in   them;  hauled  off  N.   N.  W.

with  only  six  fathoms  on  it,  then 
deepened  suddenly  into  thirteen,

Mr.  Dunlop,  late  chief  officer 
of  the  Anne,  captain  Dare,  states, 
that  the  Anne  foundered  in  a  vio« 
lent  fy phoon,  off  the  coast  of 
Cochin  China;  the  captain  and 
all  the  crew  perished,  except  him- 
self and  three  lascars. 

Two  French  cruizers  have  cap- 
tured a  great  number  of  British 
ships  on  the  coast  of  Sumatra, 
which  have  been  sold  in  the  Isle  of 
France  much  under  their  value. 
The  following  are  of  the  number, 
and  were  richly  laden;  either 
with  opium,  &c.  or  the  returns  of 
such  cargoes:  we  have  to  regret 
that  all  the  opium,  consigned  to 
Sumatra  this  season,  or  the  returns, 
have  found  their  way  into  the  ene- 
my's port.

Sessions  of  Oyer  and  Terminer. 


On  the  4th  the  quarterly  ses- 
sions of  oyer  and  terminer  were 
opened  by  the  hon.  Sir  James  Mac- 
intosh, knt.  and  his  associates  Paul 
Shewcraft,  Esq.  mayor,  and  Patrick 
Hadow,  Esq",  alderman,  when  the 
following  gentlemen  were  sworn  of 
the  grand  jury :

I'be  hon.  the  recorder  having 
shortly  stated  the  nature  of  the 
crimes  which  tlu?  kalendar  contain- 
ed, the  jury  retired,  and  soon  after 
returned  with  a  true  bill  against 
JuIaJ,  syrang,  Rufeck,  tiudal,  and 
Kussab  and  Munoo,  lascars,  being 
part  of  the  Danish  brig  Latrta,  for 
an  assault  on  board  that  vessel,  while 
prosecuting  her  voyfige  on  the  high 
seas,  about  fiiiy  miles  distance  from 
Bombay.  The  prisoners  were  found 


guilty ',  but  in  consequence  of  some 
favourable  circumstances  in  the  case 
of  Munoo,  lascar,  the  jury  recom- 
mended him  to  mercy.  The  hon. 
the  recorder  immediately  sentenced 
Julal,  syrang,  to  six  months*  hard 
labopr  in  the  docks  of  Bombay,  with 
a  label  on  his  breast,  in  the  native 
language,  descriptive  of  his  offence, 
and  Rufeek.  tindal,  and  Kussab, 
lascar,  to  the  same  punishment  for 
four  months.  Munoo,  from  the 
regard  paid  to  the  jury's  recom- 
mendation, was  dismissed,  after  a 
suitable  admonition,  on  entering  in- 
to a  recognizance  to  keej^  the  peace. 
The  grand  jury  having  likewise 
foind  a  true^bill  against  Mawjee 
Cajah,  for  murder^  he  was  placed 
at  the  bar  j  but  it  appearing  that  he 
was  a  MussulmaA,  arid  not  a  Hin- 
du, as  described  in  the  indictment, 
Mr.  Thriepland  moved  to  quash  the 
proceedings  5  which  being  assented 
to,  as  of  course,  another  bill  was 
immediately  found  against  the  same 
person.  His  trial  was  put  off  to  a 
future  day. 


Madras. — Law  Reports. 


On  the  21st  January,  a  session 
of  oyer  and  tern^ner,  andgeticral 
gaol  delivery,  was  held  at  Fort  St.. 
George,  which  closed  the  day  fol- 
lowing. 

Thomas  Robinson,  a  private  in 
his  Mi'jesty's  bOih  regiment  of  foot, 
w^s  found  guilty  of  the  murder  of 
corporal  Singleton,  of  the  same  re- 
giment, and  received  sentence  of 
death. 

Vencatasawmy  was  found  guilty 
of  a  rape,  and  received  sentence  of 
death  j  but  we  understand  that  his 


case  will  be  referred  to  his  majesty 
in  council; 

John  Hickey,  a  private  in  his 
majesty*s  34th  regiment,  found 
guilty  of  manslaughter,  to  be  fined 
and  imprisoned  one  month.' 

Seven  natives  having  been  found 
guilty  of  grand  larceny,  were  sen- 
tenced to  seven  years  transportation 
to  Prince  of  Wales's  Island.  One 
native  to  be  transported  for  fixe  5 
four  for  a  lesser  period  -,  three  to  be 
whipped,  and  discharged ;  and  34 
were  discharged  by  proclamation.

"  The  duty  imposed  upon  the  pa- 
tron and  visitor  of  the  College  of 
Fort  William,  of  addressing  its  as- 
sembled officers  and  students^  on 
the  occasion  of  the  annual  disputa- 
tions, becomes  a  tervice  of  cordial 
gratification,  when  a  review  of  the 
,  general  conduct  of  the  institution 
and  of  the  labours  of  its  students 
enables  him  to  address  you  in  the 
language  of  applause  and  approba- 
tion. But  the  satisfaction  of  ex- 
pressing the  sentiments  of  praise  on 
these  occasions  is  augmented  by  the 
re6ection,  that  the  merits  which 
demand  it,  at  once  afford  a  proof 
of  the  actual  attainment  of  the  ob- 
jects of  .this  institution^  and  justify 
a  confident  expectation  of  its  con^i^ 
Ducyl  prosperity  and  success.  Re- 
Tiewing  the  public  examinations  of 
the  past  year,  I  am  happy  to  ob- 
serve the  attention  which  has  been 
afforded  to  that  important  branch  of 
study,  the  vernacular  language  of 
Bengal,  and  the  general  proficiency 
which  has  resulted  from  it,  beyond 
the  experience  of  former  years.  A

the  study  of  the  Persian  language, 
which  has  uniformly  been  cultivated 
with  distinguished  diligence  and 
success,  has  equalled  the  proficiency 
of  former  years.  I iiave  great  plea- 
sure in  being  enabled  to  state,  that 
the  diligence  and  attention  of  all  the 
professors  of  the  college,  in  pro- 
moting and  assisting  the  study  of 
those  branches  of  knowledge  which 
they  respectively  superintend,  has 
been  such  as  to  demand  the  expres-

'  particulariy  distinguishedj  I  deem 
it  an  act  of  justice  to  name  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen  : — Mr.  Robert 
Brown,  Mr.  Robert  Thomas  John 
Glyn,  and  Mr.  Henry  Ellis.  Al- 
though these  gentlemen  have  not 
been  attached  to  the  college  one 
year  and  a  half,  Mr.  Brown  has  at- 
tained the  first  rank  in  the  Persian, 
and  the  third  in  the  Hindostanea 
classes  ;  and  Mr.  Glyn,  the  first  in 
the  Hindostanee,  and  the  second  in 
the  Persian  classes ;  and  have  re- 
ceived degrees  of  honour  in  both 
those  languages.  Mr.  Ellis  haa 
attained  the  second  rank  among 
the  students  of  the  language  of  Ben- 
gal, and  has  received  a  degree  of 
honour  in  that  language.  I  notice 
also,  with  peculiar  satisfaction,  the 
great  proficiency  of  Mr.  Brown,  in 
the  useful  acquirement  of  the  art  of 
Persian  and  Nagree  writing.  With 
reference  to  the  short  duration  of 
their  studies,  I  consider  it  my  duty 
to  notice  the  meritorious  example 
of  these  gentlemen,  as  a  subject  of 
general  imitation.  Exclusively  of 
the  gentlemen  above  named,  Mr. 
Romney  and  Mr.  Clark,  among  tho 
students  now  9bout  to  leave  the 
college. 
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college,  have  been  distinguished  by 
degrees  of  honour,  and  the  former 
of  these  gentlemen  has  manifested 
an  extraordinary  degree  of  skill  in 
the  art  of  Persian  writing.  I  am 
happy  to <avail  myself  of  thispcca- 
ston,  to  manifest  the  satisfaction  I 
derive  from  the  proficiency  which 
these  gentlemen  have  acquired  in 
the  objects  of  their  respective  stu- 
dies. Among  the  gentlemen  now 
about  to  leave  the  college,  I  am 
concerned  to  observe  the  names  of 
some,  whose  proficiency  in  the  pre- 
scribed studies  has  not  been  propor- 
tioned to  the  period  of  their  resi- 
dence in  the  college,  and  to  the  ad^ 
vantages  which  it  has  afforded  them . 
To  these  gentlemen  I  earnestly  re- 
commend the  exertion  of  their  en- 
deavours to  retrieve  the  deficiencies 
of  their  anterior  application,  as  the 
means  by  which  alone  they  can  rea- 
sonably expect  to  pjyiicipate  equally 
with  others  in  the  benefits  and  dis- 
tinctions of  the  public  service.  To 
the  gentlemen  who  have  meritori- 
ously profi  ted  by  the  opportunities  of 
study  afforded  to  them  in  the  college 
of  Fort  William,  and  who  are  now 
about  to  engage  in  the  line  of  the 
public  service,  I  recommend  an  as- 
siduous attention  to  the  preservation 
and  improvement  of  the  advantages 
which  they  have  acquired.  Their 
diligence  and  application  in  the  col- 
i  lege,  afibrd  a  presage  of  successful 
assiduity  in  the  duties  of  the  situa- 
tions to  which  they  may  be  appoint- 
ed, and  of  that  distinction  and  pros- 
perity which  attend  the  honourable 
efforts  of  zeal,  industry,  and  ability. 
To  the  students  who  remain  in  the 
college,  I  recommend  an  emulation 
of  the  merits  of  those  gentlemen 
whose  assiduity  and  acquirem^ts 
have  entitled  them  to  the  distinction 
of  public  approbation  and  reward!. 
Under  the  recent  arrangements  for 


,  the  regulation  of  the  college,  their 
early  transfer  to  the  duties  of  the 
public  service  will  depend  upen 
their  proficiency  in  the  prescribed 
objects  of  their  studies,  and  their 
future  interests  wiU  be  materially 
promoted  or  impeded  in  the  degree 
in  which  they  may  qualify  them- 
selves, by  the  successful  prosecu-* 
tion  of  their  studies,  for  the  laboure 
of,  an  official  situation.  The  ar- 
rangements to  which  I  haveadvert-» 
ed,  and  which  embrace  a  limitation 
of  the  objects  of  study  prescribed 
by  the  original  institutes  of  the  col- 
lege of  Fort  William,  are  founded 
on  the  preparatory  coll^iate  insti- 
tution established  in  England,  under 
the  immediate  patronage  of  the  hon. 
the  court  of  directors.  The  pur- 
pose of  that  institution  is,  to  afford 
to  gentlemen  destined  for  the  civil 
service  of  the  company  an  early 
opportunity  of  acquiring  those 
branches  of  knowledge  which  the 
service  requires,  and  which  are  more 
easily  attainable  in  England  than  in 
this  country,  and  of  becoming  ini- 
tiated in  the  elements  of  chose  stu- 
dies for  the  attainment  of  perfection 
in  which  the  college  of  Fort  Wil- 
liam is  exclusively  calculated.  The 
objects  of  the  college  of  Fort  Wil- 
liam, therefore,  must  derive  per- 
manent support  and  assistance  from 
the  institution    of  the    college  at 

.Hertford.  .Upon  these  principles  of 
co-operation  the  arrangements  for 
the  regulation  of  the  college  of  Fort 
William  have  been  finally  deter- 
mined by  the  authority  of  the  court 
of  directors,  which  has  now  con- 
firmed the.  intimation  conveyed  to 
you  in  my  address  at  the  last  public 
assembly  of  the  officers  and  students 
of  the  college,  that  the  Oriental  se- 
minary founded  in  England  was 
not  intended  to  supercede  the  col- 
lege of  Fort  William,  but  ymild  be 
directed 
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directed  to  support  the  efficiency  of 
this  institution,  and  to  accelerate  its 
operation.  Of  the  literary  labours 
of  the  past  year  in  the  college  of 
Fort  William,  my  attention  has 
been  attracted  to  the  following 
works  :  A  Persian  translation  of  the 
Hedaya,  now  in  the  press.  The 
publication  of  this  work  may  be 
expected  to  afford  essential  assist- 
ance both  to  the  honourable  Com- 
pany's servants,  and  to  the  natives 
of  this  country,  in  the  study  and 
application  of  the  Mahomedan  law. 
A  concise  view  of  the  Copernican 
system  of  astronomy,  the  labour  of 
Moulavee  Abool  Khyr,  and  exe- 
cuted under  the  tuition  of  Dr.  Wil- 
liam Hunter,  the  secretary  to  the 
council  of  the  college,  whose  emi- 
nent proficiency  in  various  branches 
of  science  and  Oriental  study,  and 
whose  zeal  and  ability  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  station, 
and  in  the  execution  of  literary 
works  which  have  engaged  his  ta- 
lents and  attention,  demand  a  pub- 
lic testimony  of  applause  and  appro- 
bation. It  may  be  expected  that 
tliis  useful  and  ingenious  compila- 
tion will  be  followed  by  other  ele- 
mentary works,  calculated  to  dif- 
fuse among  the  natives  of  India  the 
knowledge  and  advantage  of   the 

improved  sciences  of  Europe. 

When  I  had  last  the  honour  of  ad- 
dressing you,  I  noticed,  with  sen- 
timents of  merited  applause,  an 
elementary  analysis  of  the  laws  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  British  territories  in  India,  the 
work  of  Mr.  John  Herbert  Har- 
rington. I  am  happy  to  learn  that 
'Mr.  Harrington,  notwithstanding 
his  important  official  avocations,  has 
continued  his  labours  in  the  prose- 
cution of  that  useful  work,  with  the 
same  ability  and  success  which  dis- 
tinguished its  commencement  5  and 
^  understand,  that  previously  to  the 


publication  of  the  second  part  of  the 
analysis,  (that  which  relates  to  cri- 
minal law)  Mr.  Harrington  proposes 
to  prefix  to  it  a  view  of  the  Maho- 
medan criminal  law,  as  modified  by 
the  regulations  of  government,  con- 
stituting an  important  and  valuable 
addition  to  the  original  work.  Al- 
though my  duty  merely  requires 
that  I  should  notice  the  works  which 
are  undertaken  and  executed  under 
the  auspices  of  the  college,  I  can- 
not refuse  myself  the  gratification 
of  adverting,  on  this  occasion,  to 
the  recent  publication  of  a  work,  ex- 
ecuted by  Mr.  Edward  Colebrooke, 
the  second  judge  of  the  court  of  ap- 
peal and  circuit  for  the  division  of 
Patna,  entitled,  "  A  Digest  of  the 
Regulations."  The  great  practical 
utility  of  this  work,  in  facilitating 
not  only  a  reference  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  applicable  to  every  sub- 
ject of  internal  arrangement,  trial, 
and  adjudication,  but  also  the  ac- 
quisition of  an  accurate  and  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  the  system 
under  which  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions are  administered ;  and  the  in- 
dustry, judgment,  and  ability  ma- 
nifested in  the  execution  of  that 
work,  entitle  its  ingenious  and  high- 
ly respectable  author  to  distinguish- 
ed commendation.  On  an  occasion 
which  demands  a  review  of  the 
progress  of  study  in  the  college  of 
Fort  William,  my  duty  requires  me  * 
to  advert  to  the  general  conduct  of 
the  students,  which,  under  the  ope- 
ration of  the  original  principles  of 
this  institution,  equally  with  the 
progress  of  erudition,  is  a  subject  of 
vigilance  and  observation ;  and  I 
am  happy  to  find,  that  no  instances 
of  deviation  from  the  paths  of  virtue 
and  morality  have  occurred  of  a  na- 
ture to  require  animadversion,  and 
that  the  general  conduct  of  the  stu- 
dents is  entitled  to  the  praise  of 
rectitude  and  propriety  5  I  am  con- 
V  cerncd. 
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cerned  however  toremark  that  the 
injunctions  so  repeatedly  issued 
on  the  subject  of  economical  ex- 
penditure, have  not  received  from 
the  students  in  general  that  degree 
of  attention  which  their  import- 
ance demands.  1  observe  with  re- 
gret, that  ^veral  of  the  students 
who  are  now  about  to  quit  the  col- 
lege, are  barthened  with  debts  to  a 
considerable  amount,  and  that  many 
among  those  of  the  remaining  stu- 
dents, trom  whom  the  prescribed 
declarations  have  been  received, 
have  considerably  exceeded,  in  their 
expenditure,  the  amount  of  their 
allowances.  I  have  reason  also  to 
believe,  that  the  same  remark  is 
applicable  to  the  large  proportion 
of  the  students,  whose  declarations 
have  not  been  obtained.  As  the 
allowances  granted  to  the  students, 
while  f  attached  to  the  college,  are 
BufHcient  for  every  purpose  of  com- 
fort and  reasonable  indulgence,  no 
Talid  plea  can  b«  assigned  to  justify 
an  habitual  excess  of  expenditure 
beyond  the  limit  of  the  established 
allowance.  Independently  of  the* 
personal  distress  and  embarrassment 
attendant  on  an  accumulation  of 
debt,  the  interests  of  the  govern- 
ment may  eventually  be  exposed  to 
hazard,  in  the  persons  of  its  officers, 
by  the  consequences  of  that  state 
of  dependance  in  which  every  in- 
dividual is  more  or  less  involved  by 
the  "pressure  of  accumulated  debt. 
In  every  point  of  view,  therefore, 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  those  who 
preside  over  this  institution,  to  en- 
force, by  every  practicable  means^ 
the  observance  of  a  just  and  neces- 
sary economy,  in  the  expencea  of 
the  students.  For  these  reasons  I 
think  it  proper  to  declare,  that,  in 
a  general  poipt  of  view,  I  shall  con- 


sider an  accumulation  of  debt,  as 
oounterbalaiKing,  in  a  material  de- 
gree, whatever  merits  the  students 
may  possess  in  other  respects,  and 
.that  in  ail  cases  in  which  a  compe- 
tition of  claims  may  arise,  between 
students  of  both  descriptions,  the 
preference  will  be  given  to  those 
who  have  confined  their  expendi- 
ture within  the  limit  of  their  allow- 
ances. I  have  recently  had  occasion 
to  renew  the  existing  injunctions 
upon  tlxis  subject,  and  I  deem  it 
necessary  thus  publicly  to  require 
from  the  students  remaining  in  the 
college,  a  strict  atiention  to  those 
injunctions.     This  single  subject  of 
unavoidable    animadversion,    does 
not  preclude  nse  from  the  satisfac- 
tion of  expressing  the  high  opinion 
which  I  entertain  of  the  general 
spirit  of  industry  and  propriety  of 
conduct  which  prevails  among  the 
students,  and  of  the  success  of  this 
institution  in  the  most  material  ob- 
jects of  its  establishment,  As  those 
objects  are  inseparably  connected 
with  the  most  essential  interests  of 
the  government  of  this  empire,  the 
prosperity  of  the  college  of  Fort 
William  must  ever  be  a  subject  of 
anxious  solicitude  to  ray  mind.  My 
vigilant  observation,  therefore,  will^ 
continue  to  be  directed  to  the  con-^ 
duct  of  the  students,  in  the  prose- 
cution of  their  studies,  and  in  their 
>  observance,  neglect,  or  violation  bf 
the existmg  laws  end  institutions; 
and  I  shall,  on  every  occasion,  sup- 
port the  efificient  operation  of  those 
salutary. provisions  which  are  calcu- 
lated to  promote  and  reward  the 
merits  of  industry,  emtilatton,  and 
propriety  of  conduct,  and  todiscou-^ 
rage  the  vices  of  indolence,  neglect^ 
and  immorality  among  the  student* 
of  the  college  of  Fort  William.

Your  lordship's  whole  conduct^ 
sines  your  arrival  in  India,  but 
more  especially  during  the  continu- 
ance of  war,  has  justly  endeared 
you  to  each  individual  of  this 
army.  Your  personal  gallantry, 
activity,  and  decision,  at  the  most 
critical  periods  in  the  field,  by  ani- 
mating and  inspiring  all  ranks, 
have  not  only  been  the  primary 
cause  of  an  uninterrupted  success^ 
but  the  re[i)embrance  of  so  glorious 
and  honourable  an  example,  must, 
for  ever,  excite  in  this  army  a  spirit 
•f  emulation,  uoore  than  sufiicient 


to  prove  the  acknowledged  superi- 
ority of  our  arms.  V^g  also  feel 
ourselves  forcibly  called  upon  to 
express  the  high  opinion,  respect, 
and  veneration,  entertained  by  us 
of  your  lordship*s  administratioo« 
during  the  period  of  your  services, 
in  which  justice  has  ever  been 
tempered  with  lenity  j  and  the 
meritorious  officer,  as  well  as  the 
unfortunate  sufferer  by  the  chances 
of  war,  however  unsupported  by 
interest,  has  found  a  sincere  friend, 
and  the  reward  of  his  services. 
The  more  we  contemplate  your 
lordship's  public  character  in  this 
point  of  view,  the  more  deeply 
we  are  impressed  with  those  regrets, 
which  we  must  ever  feel  for  your 
lordship,  as  the  supporter,  protec- 
tor, and  father  of  this  army.  The 
beneficial  effects  of  your  lordship's 
humane  attention  to  the  welfare 
and  happiness  of  the  natives,  are 
obvious  throughout  their  provinces, 
originally  Conquered  by  your  arms, 
and  finally  maintained  in  a  most 
difficult  and  dangerous  crisis,  solely 
by  your  wisdom,  justice,  and  mo- 
deration. From  this  fortress,  a  great 
and  lasting  monument  of  your 
achievements,  we  are  now  to  take 
leave  of  your  lordship  with  our 
sincere,  and  most  cordial  wishes 
for  your  lordship's  health,  and  safe 
return  to  your  native  land  ;  where 
we  fervently  hope,  that  yet  higher 
honours,  and  the  applause  of  a 
grateful  country,  will  greet  your 
lordship's  arrival.

Lord  Lake,  Commander  in  Chief 
of  the  British  Forces  in  India. 
My  Lord, — We,  the  British 
inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Delhi, 
impressed  with  the  sincerest 
feelings  of  respect  and  attachment 
to  your  excellency,  beg  leave  to 
approach  you,  on  the  occasion  of 
your  intended  return  to  Europe,  to 
request  your  acceptance  of  our 
warmest  wishes  for  your  future 
prosperity  and  happiness.  In 
common  with  the  rest  of  our 
countrymen,  we  feel  those  sen- 
timents of  admiration,  which  the 
splendid  and  successful  exertions 
of  your  excellency  must  ever 
inspire.  If  any  thing  can  give 
additional  glow  to  those  feelings,  it 
is  the  interesting  peculiarity  of  our 
present  situation,  where  every 
surrounding  object  serves  to 
impress  .  them  upon  our  hearts. 
Among  the  many  brilliant  achieve- 
ments of  your  excellency,  none, 
perhaps,  has  a  higher  claim  to 
admiration,  than  the  glorious  and 
decisive  victory  at  Delhi }  by 
which  you  completely  annihilated 
the  power  of  the  Marhattas,  and 
the  influence  of  the  French  in  the 
Dooab;  delivered  the  venerable 
Shah  Aulum  from  a  state  of  thral- 
dom and  oppression  ;  and  bestowed 
upon  the  natives  of  these  provinces 
those  blessings  of  protection, 
security,  and  regular  government, 
of  which  they  had  so  long  been 
deprived.  It  is  in  view  of  the  field 
where  that  ever  memorable  battle 
was  gained,  th,at  we  now  addreit 
you.  But,  it  is  not  in  the  field 
alone,  that  your  claim  to  the  grate- 
ful applause  of  your  admiring 
country,  is  to  be  found  j  no  sooner 
l^ad  you  gained  this  important 
victory,  than,  pausing  from 
conquest,  you  hastened  to  the 
palace  of  the  unfortunate,  monarch. 
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who  had  loDg  been  the  Tictim 
of  typpresftion  ;  to  sooth  his  wound- 
ed mind  >  'to  relieve  his  distress, 
to  restore  him  to  a  situation  oif 
dignity  and  honor.  It  is  under  the 
walls  of  the  palace  where  that 
monarch  resided,  and  where  his 
son  and  successor  enjoys  the  liberal 
support  of  the  British  government, 
that  we  now  address  you. 
Whether,  therefore^  we  contem- 
plate your  heroic  achievements 
in  the  field,  or  whether  we  advert 
to  the  milder,  gentler  glory,  with 
which  those  achievements  were 
followed  up,  and  behold  you 
devoting  the  pauses  between  your 
victories,  to  ^  the  amiable  and 
interesting  office,  of  administering 
consolation  to  royalty  in  dfstress, 
we  f^\  equal  cause  te  venerate 
and  admire ;  and  we  are  persuaded 
that^  in  thus  adverting  to  the 
talents,  the  virtues,  and  the  suc- 
cessful energy  of  your  excellency, 
we  express  the  feelings  of  all, 
re-echo  the  general  voice,  and 
anticipate  the  language  of  poste- 
rity. Upon  the  present  occasion, 
it  were,  perhaps,  unseasonable  to 
dwell  upon  the  beneficial  effects  of 
the  manner  in  which  your  excel- 
lency employed  the  extensive  poli- 
tical powers  delegated  to  you  by 
that  great  and  enlightened  states- 
man. Marquis  Wellesley,  under 
whose  auspices,  after  leading  your 
troops  to  conquest  and  to  glory, 
you  intix)doced,  as  far  as  was  then 
practicable,  the  mild  and  relieving 
system  of  the  British  government ; 
and,  by  substituting  security, 
protection,  and  justice,  for  anar- 
chy, rapacity,  and  oppression,

Tlie  delivery  of  the  unfortunate 
Shah  Aulum  from  oppression,  and 
the .  restoration  of  that  monarch 
to  comfort  and  to  dignity,  will 
remain  perpetual  monuments  of 
the  liberality,  humanity,  and  jus- 
tice of  the  British  government. 
My  services  found  their  highest 
reward  in  the  success  of  these 
measures  which  the  Marquis  Wel- 
lesley  confided  to  my  execution ; 
and  it  must  ever  constitute  to  ray 
mind  a  proud  reflection,  that  my 
name  will  remain  associated  with 
many  important  events,  in  the 
administration  of  that  distinguished 
statesman.  When  I  consider,  that 
that  some  of  the  British  inhabitants 
of  Delhi  have,  themselves,  ren- 
dered to  their  country  the  most  im- 
portant services,  and  that  their 
situation  enables  them  to  appre- 
ciate more  fully  than  others,  the 
extent  and  value  of  my  etertions, 
I  feel  peculiarly  gratined  by  the 
praise  with  which  they  have  ho- 
noured me,  and  by  the  interest  in 
my  future  happiness,  which  they 
expressed  with  such  warmth  and 
animation.

The  loss  recently  sustained  at 
Batavia,  by  the  attack  of  the  Bri- 
tish squadron,  upon -the  harbour 
and  shipping,  fell  chiefly  on  indi- 
viduals, one  of  whom  lost  property 
to  the  amount  of  300,000  dollars. 
The  Batavians  have  advice  of  the 
nomination  by  king  Louis  of  a 
new  governor,  and  officers,  civil 
and  military,  to  that  settlement, 
wnose  arrival  is  hourly  expected. 

The  ship.  Lady  Barlow,  captain 
Allan  MacaNgill,  sailed  from  this 
port  for  Port  Jackson,  New  South 
Wales,  in  Mai  ch,  1 804,  and  remain- 
ed several  months  on  t^e  coasts  of 
New  Holland  and  New  Zealand. 
FVom  Port  Jackson  she  proceeded  to 
England  J  thence  to  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  and  arrived  here  early 
in  this  month.  In  all  these  changes 
of  climes  and  seasons,  the- health 
of  the  crew,  consisting  of  upwards 
of  fifty  natives  of  India,  was,  by  ■ 
the  attention  of  the  captain  and 
officers,  so  well  preserved,  that 
only  two  casualties  occurred  during 
this  protracted  voyage  of  three  years. 

The  ship,  Be.isey,  and  brig, 
Jane,  of  this  port,  captured,  some 
time  ago,  on  the  West  Coast, 
were  retaken  by  their  crews,  and 
carried  safe  into  an  English  port.

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energy  will  mark  their  conduct, 
as  have  heretofore  so  highly  ex.alted 
their   character.      On    the    27th 
instant,    at  five   o'clock*  in    the 
evening,- the  reginaent  marched  in, 
by  the  Fort  St.  George  gate,  to 
"  the  Fencible  march  5"  and  drew 
up  in  line,  in  front  of  the  artillery 
barracks,  facing  the  Fort  Square  : — 
His  majesty's  .94th  regiment  were 
under  arms  in  o|>en  order  to  rece'.ve 
them,  near  their  barrack<; ;  their 
right  extending  towards  the  artil- 
lery barracks.      On   the  right  ho- 
nourable the  governor's  entering  the 
parade,'  the  bugles  sounded  *'  the 
preparation  to  advance  ;"  and  the 
band  and  drums  striking  up  **  the 
grenadier's  march."    the   fencible 
regiment  moved  the  parade  ;  (field 
and  staff  officers  dismounted,  the 
commanding  officer  and  adjutant 
only  excepted)  drew  up  in  open 
order,  opposite  his  majesty's  94th 
legiment,  their  right   to  the  Furt 
Square  ^    and    baluted    the  '  right 
honourable  the  governor.        I'he 
grenadiers    of     his   majesty  94th 
regiment   then    advanced    to  the 
front  of  the  fencible  regiment,  the 
colours  of  which  were  delivered  to 
.  them  by  the  commanding  officer, 
the  band  playing  "  Britons  strike 
home  :" — ^The  following  energetic 
address  was    then     mavie  by   his 
excellency  th^e  commander  in  chief. 
Colonel  Taswell,  — •  The   right 
honourable  the  lady  William  Ben- 
tinck  has  done  me  the  great  honour 
to  depute  to  me  the  expression  of 
her  feeling  on  the  present  oixasion, 
while  she  receives  from  yoin*  hands 
the  colours,  which,  two  years  ago, 
were  presented  by  her  ladyship  to 
the  1st  battalion  of  Madras  fenci- 
bles.     Lady  William  Bentinck  has 
requested  me  to  signify   to  you, 
that,    at   the    time  she    had    the 
bonopr  of  presenting  the.se  colours 
to  the  battalion  under  your  com** 


mand,  she  cherished  a  confidence, 
that  she  was  entrusting  them  to 
the  care  of  those  who  would  do 
justice  to  so  sacred  a  charge ;  her 
ladyship's  expectations  have  been 
most  amply  fulfilled,  as  in  the 
public  prints,  she  has  had  repeated 
opportunities  of  perusing,  (and 
with  no  small  degree  of  satisfac- 
tion) such  flattering  , testimonies, of 
the  discipline,  regularity,  and 
appearance  of  the  Madras  fenci- 
bles.  Her  ladyship  feels  consider- 
able regret,  that  circumstances 
have  rendered  the  farther  scrvicea 
of  this  corps  unnecessary  ;  but  she 
entertains  a  fiall  conviction,  that, 
in  the  hour 'of  emergency,  the 
same  laudable  spirit  of  patriotism 
which  actuated  gentlemen  to  sacri- 
fice marT)'  private  comforts,  and 
subject  themselves  to  various  in- 
conveniences, in  the  public  cause, 
would  again  urge  them  to  come 
forward }  and,  in  the  necessity  of 
such  an  event,  lady  Williani  Ben- 
tinck begs  leave  to  assure  colonel 
Taswell,  and  the  officers  of  the 
regiment,  that  she  will  feel  a 
pride  in  being  the  instrument  of 
restoring  ^their  colours  to  the  Ma- 
dras fencibles.

their  consequence  has  been  pre- 
served as  perfect,  as  at  the  period 
of  their  having  been  entrusted  to 
our  charge^  and  that  this  respecta- 
ble 
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ble  corps  has  been  ever  awake  to 
the  distiDguished  favor,  and  honor- 
able notice  of  your  lordship. 

The  officers  of  the  regiment  be* 
ing  then  ordered  to  the  centre,  in 
fece  of  the  colours,  colonel  Tas- 
well  addres!»ed  t()em  as  follows  :-— 
*'  Assembled  here  as  companions 
in  the  last  act  of  our  present  mili- 
tary duties,  to  pay  our  'unfeigned 
respects  to  the  departing  banners 
under  which  we  have  served,  I 
trust  there  is  not  one  amongst  us, 
who  will  not  be  sensible  in  some 
degree  to'  their  loss.  The  honor- 
able attention  that  is  now  paid  to 
them,  must  be  flattering  to  us, 
under  the  persuasion  that  had  they 
been  displayed  in  the  face  of  a  foe, 
we  should  have  done  them  that 
credit,  to  which  they  have  the 
claim,  and  that  eur  invariable  re- 
gards to  pledges  so  sacred  have  in- 
sured th^  confidence  thus  placed  in 
us,  as  lUiewise,  that  on  no  other 
occasion  should  we  have  surren- 
dered them  with  satisfaction  to 
ourselves}  especially,  if  we  look 
back  to  the  impressive  moment  of 
their  possession,  and  hold  in  our 
zninds  the  high  character  of  the 
personage  who  conferred  upon  us 
that  honor.  It  must  be  gratifying 
to  us  to  view  their  present  resigna- ' 
tion,  as  an  honorable  trust  5  to  b(B 
restored  to  the  first  regiment  of 
Madras  fencibles,  should  they  be 
ever  required  in  .their  country's  ser- 
vice I  and  that  in  the  mean  time, 
they  are  to  be  lodged  in  the  public 
repository  of  military  honors,  tfie 
grand  arsenal  of  our  government, 
1  cannot  take  my  leave  of  so  valu- 
lible  a  body,  without  marking  my 
regard  and  affection  to  them,  which 
is  the  consequence  of  that  steady 
and  constant  readiness  they  have  so 
gicpf  rally  shewn,  in  the  execution 
of  their  duties  while  under  my 


command*  For  this,  they  have  my 
most  sincere  thanks,  and  my  warm- 
est wishes  that  they  may  hereafter 
experience  the  full  tribute  due  to 
their  exemplary  characters,  in 
their  future  military  walk  ;  placing 
the  most  implicit  &ith  in  this,  I 
now  quit  them  with  a  satisfaction, 
which  compensates  in  some  mea- 
sure for  their  loss  at  an  event  and 
moment,  that  cannot  be  ever  ef- 
faced from  the  memory  of  their 
zealous  associate,  and  mostfith- 
ful  friend." 

The  two  centre  companies  of  the 
fencible  regiment  then  wheeled 
back  and  formed  a  street,  through 
which 'the  grenadiers  of  H.  M. 
94th  regiment  passed  with  the  cO' 
lours  towards  the  arsenal,  the  band 
{paying  the  appropriate  tune  of 
*^  Farewell  to  Lochaber"— and  the 
regiment  firing  three  vollies.  Co- 
lours having  passed  the  street 
formed  by  the  centre  companies, 
they  wheeled  into  line  and  took 
close  order;  when  the  regiment 
marched  to  *'  the  British  grena- 
diers," round  the  right  honorable 
the  governor  in  their  retreat  from 
the  fort;  passing  the  line  of  H. 
M.  94tb  regiment. 

Dangers  and  small  Islands. 

In  the  N.  £.  ArchipelagQ  of 
Madagascar,  which  are  net  laid 
down  in  any  charts,  lately  pub- 
lished. 

1^— At  15  or  18  miles  in  the  N. 
N.  ^.  of  Remira  Island,  there  are 
two  small  islands  very  near  each 
other,  on  which  H-  M.  sloop  the 
Spitfire  was  lost  in  the  year  1801, 
the  21st  of  August,  the  longitnde 
£.  observed  by  captain  Campbell 
was,  on  the  soothem-most  island, 
54^  9/ as''.  Latitude  south  4^  55. 

2^— At  four  miles  in  the  N.  W. 

by 
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bj  N.  of  Remira  Island  there  is  a 
reef. 

3®— At  15  to  18  miles  to  the 
southward  of  the .  island  of  Arott, 
there  is  a  coral  reef. 

4®— At  18  mil^  in  the  W,  S. 
W.  of  the  island  of  Poivre,  there 
is  a  small  island  of  sand. 

5®— ^In  the  middle  of  the  chan- 
nel between  La  Digue,  and  PrasHn 
islands,  there  are  two  rocks  near 
each  other,  at  the  edge  of  the 
water. 

6° — At  one  and  a  half  mile  to 
the  east  of  the  rocks  called  the  Chi* 
meney,  on  the  bank  of  the  Sey- 
chelles, between  Praslin  and  the 
Mahe  islands,  there  are  several 
rocks  at  the  water*s  surface,    on 


which  the  French  frigate  the  Rege- 
neree,  was  very  nearly  lost,  being 
in  chase  of  a  vess«l,  when  she 
struck. 

7^. — At  one  and  a  half  mile  dis- 
tant from  the  same  Cbimeneys,  in 
the  N.  £.  there  are  also  several 
rocks  just  under  the  water. 

8**. — At  one  and  a  half  mile  to 
the  N.  W.  of  the  Mamelles,  there 
are  several  rocks. 

9^— In  the  S.  S.  E.  of  Cosmo- 
ledo,  from  the  eastermost  part  of 
it,  to  the  distance  of  twenty-four 
te  twenty-seven  miles,  may  be 
seen  the  island  Astore,  the  exist- 
ence of  which  was  doubted  ;  it  is 
six  miles  in  ci/cumference,  and  is 
in  lat.  south,  iV.  12'.

Bombay  Castle,  Feb.  10, 1807. 
Upon  the  occasion  of  the  return 
io  England  of  colonel  Reynolds, 
the  governor  in  council  feels  a  sa- 
tisfaction in  expressing  his  v^t^  fa- 


vourable sense  of  that  officers  long 
and  distinguished  services.  Enter- 
ing immediately  on  his  arrival  in 
India,  in  the  year  1772  on  active 
^rvice,  he  continued  during  the 
course  of  the  twelve  following 
years,  in  the  honorable  discharge 
of  his  professional  duties,  includ- 
ing those  of  an  engineer,  on  the 
arduous  field  operations  of  that  pe- 
riod, against  the  Mahrattas,  and 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  from  the  reduc- 
tion of  Broach  till  the  attacks  on 
Dubhoy  in  1780,  at  which  he  was 
wounded  j  and,  thereafter,  on  ser- 
vice, with  general  Goddardat  the  re- 
ductioa  of  Ahmedabed,  tlie  siege  of 
Bassein,  and  the  capture  of  Aroaul, 
and  on  the  opcasion  of  the  general's 
memorable  retreat  from  the  Ghauts 
to  Panwell,  at  which  arduous  crisis 
colonel  Reynolds  was  attached  tp 
the  rear  guard  of  that  army,  and 
was  twice  wounded,  and  having 
subsequently  proceeded,  in  com-, 
mand  of  a  detachment  of  six  gre- 
nadier 
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nadier  companies  of  native  infan- 
try,, to  join  general  Mathews  on 
the  service  of  1783  and  1784  in 
the  province  of  Canara,  had  thence 
the  opportunity  of  bearing  a  very 
creditable  share  in  the  lengthened 
and  gallant  defence  of  Onore, 
which  was  not  given  up  till  the 
peace  of  1784.  During  the  next 
hostilities  with  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
colonel  Reynolds  was  attached  in 
the  year  1792,  to  the  staff  of  the 
late  major-general  Hartley,  in  the 
capacity  of  quarter-master-general, 
and  in  the  confidential  charge  of 
the  intelligence  department;  his 
able  and  useful  services  on  which, 
gained  to  this  meritorious  officer 
the  approbation  and  thanks  of  that 
eminent  military  commander,  and 
accomplished  statesman,  the  late 
ever  to  be  lamented  marquis  Corn- 

'   wallis. 

Between  the  year  1784  and 
1792,  and  since  the  conclusion  of 
the  peace  of  Seringapatam,  colo- 
nel  Reynolds  has,  ift  his  official 
station  of  surveyor-general,  been 

'chiefly  engaged  by  the  extensive 
surveys  of  himself,  and  native  as- 
sistants, in  the  sedulous  acquisition 
and  arrangement  of  the  most  ac- 
curate materials  for  the  construc- 
tion )of  a  general  map  of  Indiai  on 
the  most  extensive  scale,  the  resulc 
of  which  be  is  now  returning  to 
offer  to  his  honorable  employers, 
and  to  his  country,  in  a  work  that 
(to  say  the  least  of  it)  will  for 
magnitude  of  conceptions,  and  ex- 
tent of  geographical  information, 
be,  if  ever  equalled,  not  easily  sur- 
passed. •

Sir,— It  is  «?ith  the  greatest  con- 
cern I  have  to  inform  you,  of  one 
of  the  most  unaccountable  trans- 


actions that  has  ever  t^ken  p\acm 
in  a  public  service,  and  through 
Which  I  am  still  detained  at  this 
place  with  the  Sylph,  and  the  ho- 
norable the  governor's  packet  ;  but 
the  assistance  I  have  received  from 
lieutenant  Dean,  of  the  Mercury, 
will  enable  me  to  proceed  on  my 
voyage  to-morrow  morning. — On 
the  niomingof  the  l/th  January, 
I  went  on  board  at  half  past  nine, 
A.  M.  with  the  packet  for  Bussora, 
not  being  able  to  get  over  the  inner 
bar  before  that  day,  from  the  N. 
W.  wind  keeping  the  flcwd  tide 
to  flow  ;  on  my  acrival  on  board,  I 
was  astonished  and  surprized  be- 
yond measure  to  find  my  officer, 
lieutenant  Cox,  had  quitted  the 
vessel  about  one  hour  before,  with  a 
large  boat,  he  had  forcibly  taken, 
belopging  to  the  Sheik  of  Bushire, 
(which  had  come  along  side  for  a 
few  sail  needles)  to  attack  four 
large  dows  that  were  at  anchor, 
about  five  miles  to  the  southward 
of  the  town.  Immediately  on  my 
arrival  on  board  I  hoisted  the  en- 
sign, and  fired  four  giuis,  to  en- 
deavour if  possible  to  bring  him 
back,  he  being  then  about  three 
miles  from  the  vessel,  but  no  at- 
tention was  paid  to  it,  (the  pilot 
had  got  the  vessel  under  weigh 
about  ten  minutes  before  I  was  on 
board)  I  then  furled  all  sail,  an- 
chored, and  fired  three  more  guns, 
to  shew  him  it  was  not  my  inten- 
tion to  follow  him,  hoping  it  would 
have  the  desired  effect ;  however, 
no  notice  was  taken  of  it,  and  he 
still  went  on  for  the  boau  ^  finding 
that  was  the  case,  I  immediately 
got  under  weigh,  and  set  all  sail  to 
go  to  his  assistance,  and  bring  him 
back  if  possible.  After  standing  to 
the  S.  W.  for  about  half  an  hour, 
we  were  obliged  to  tack  and  stand 
to  the  northward,  (this  was  about 
half-past  ten  A.  M.  the  wind  W. 

N. 
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N.  W.)  at  the  time  he  had  fired 
severdi  shot  at  them,  they  had 
only  returned  one  *;  whether  it  was 
my  standing  to  the  northward,  or 
what,  1  do  not  know,  but  heat  that 
time  Jett  them  and  stood  on  shore. 
The  boats  got  under  weigh  and 
stood  to  sea  i  unfortunately  shortly 
after  I  was  obliged  to  tack  again 
to  the  southward  to  clear  the  bar, 
he  again  stood  tor  the  boats,  when 
they  wore  round,  and  in  a  few  mi- 
nutes he  fell }  I  was  then  obliged 
to  run  for  the  inner  road  again, 
having  nothing  left  to  detend  the 
Syl{>h,  in  case  they  should  come 
and  attack  me,  as  they  would  see 
by  the  crew  that  had  fallen  into 
their  hands,  the  state  the  vessel 
must  have  been  left  in.  One  of 
the  unibrtunaie  men,  a  Lascar,  was 
picked  up  yesterday,  who  had  been 
pierced  in  three  places  by  a  pike. 
We  are  now  on  the  look  out,  to 


pick  up  more  when  they  float,  as  I 
have  not  a  doubt  but  every  man  has 
lost  his  life.  -  William  Bruce,  Esq. 
was  on  the  beach  at  the  time  with 
a  glass,  and  he  informed  roe  on  the 
fall  of  our  boat,  they  jumped  on 
board,  and  he  believed  they  piked 
every  man.  It  happened  opposite  his 
country  house,  about  one  mile  from 
the  shore.

Actions  so  conspicuous,  if  ever  they 
are  equalled  in  this  country,  can 
never  be  surpassed.  Nor  have 
the  warmest  emotion  of  our  hearts 
&iled  to  be  awakened  by  the  exalted 
benevolence  of  your  lordship's 
mindj  which  hath  embraced  the 
future  fortune  and  prospects  of  all 
tliose^  gallant  and  meritorious 
officers,  whose  severe  wounds  in 
the  public  service  have  disabled 
them  for  the  more  active  duties  of 
the  field ;  and  thus  left  an  impres- 
sion of  gratitude  and  admiration  on 
the  Bengal  army,  which  no  timei 
can  ever  efface  ^  and  which  v^ilX 
follow  to  his  native  country,  acconf- 
panied  by  prayers  for  his  lasting 
happiness^ 
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happiness,  a  commander  in  chief, 
whose  great  and  glorious  character 
has  so  deservedly  rendered  him  ad- 
mired, respected,  honoured,  and  be- 
loved.

daigneuse on  the  occasion  before 
stated.  And  having  heard  the  evi- 
dence of  the  officers  and  others  of 
his  majesty's  ship  Dedaigneuse, 
who  were  called  before  the  court, 
in  substantiation  of  the  charges  pre- 
ferred against  him,  and  having 
heard  the  prisoner's  defence,  and 
having  very  maturely  and  delibe- 
rately considered  the  same,  with 
every  possible  attention,  they  are 
of  opinion,  that  the  charges  there- 
in stated  are  not  proved  -,  and  that, 
from  the  testimony  of  the  eviden- 
ces who  have  been  examined  before 
the  court,  the  conduct  of  captain 
William  Beauchamp  Proctor  ap- 
pears to  have  been  marked  by  the 
greatest  zeal  and  anxiety  for  his 
Majesty's  service ;  and  that  the  ma- 
noeuvres of  the  Dedaigneuse,  while 
in  the  presence  of  the  enemy,  were 
directed  with  judgment  and  skill, 
very  honorable  to  the  character  of 
captain  William  Beauchamp  Proc- 
tor. The  court  do  further  consider, 
that  the  ficape  of  the  enemy's  ship 


entirely  resulted  firom  the  bad  sail- 
ing of  ills  majesty's  ship  Dedaig- 
neuse, and  that  no  blame  what- 
ever is  to  be  attached  to  captain 
William  Beauchamp  Proctor,  oa 
that  occasion .  The  court  do,  tliere- 
fore,  honorably  acquit  captain 
William  Beauchamp  Proctor  of 
the  chaises  preferred  against  him ; 
and  he  is  hereby  honorably  acquit- 
ted of  the  same  accordingly.

With  iron  ordnance^  an  extra  num- 
ber of  bullocks  will  be  allowed, 
equal  to  a  third  of  the  number 
which  is  fixed  for  brass  ordnance. 

14.  That  the  commanding  offi- 
cer of  artillery  at  the  presidency, 
or  at  the  subordinate  stations,  the 
quarter-master-general,  or  his  de- 
puty, where  they  may  happen  to 
be,  and  at  other  places,  the  quarter- 
masters of  corps,  with  such  otlier 
officers  as  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  senior  officer  at  the  station, 
shall  be  the  general  inspectors,  and 
examiners  of  all  the  elt'phants  and 
bullocks,  received  into,  or  retained 
in,  the  service,  and  will  be  held 
responsible  that  none  but  proper 
cattle  are  permitted  to  remain  in 
it.

15.  It  is,  however,  to  be  un- 
derstood, that  casual  sickness  shall 
not  be  considered  as  a  sufficient 
cause  of  rejection,  and  that  a  rea« 
sonable  time,  not  exceeding  one 
month  for  bullocks,  and  ^  three 
months  for  elephants,  shall  always 
be  allowed  for  the  recovery  of  cat- 
tle coming  off  a  ma^ch,  before  a 
sentence  of  rejection  is  passed  on 
them.  In  all  cases  where  sickness 
is  alleged  for  the  absence  of  the 
elephants,  or  bullocks,  at  muster, 
the  commanding  officer  shall  ascer- 
tain that  the  elephants  and  bullocks 
actually  exist.

16.  That  the  contractor  shall 
keep  in  cantonments,  and  at  fixed 
stations,  one  driver  for  every  four 
bullocks,  and  one  sirdar  for  every 
forty  bullocks,  whether  carriage 
or  draught. 

]  7.  That  for  bullocks,  whether  . 
carriage  or  draught,  when  actually 
inarching  within  the  company's 
dominions,  or  those  of  their  allies, 
an  increased  number  of  drivers 
shall  be  kept,  in  tlie  proportion 
altogether  of  one  driver  to  every 
two  bullocks,  and'  one  sirdar  foj* 
every  forty  additional  drivers.

22.  A  forced  march  is  ex- 
plained to  be»  when  the  distance 
shall  exceed  ten  coss  in  fine  wea- 
ther, and  eight  coss  in  bad  weather, 
in  the  twenty-four  hours  :  over- 
loading is  explained  to  be  when 
the  weight  shall  exceed  by  two 
maunds>  (excla<>ive  of  the  pad,  and 
other  necessary  gear)  the  regulated 
weight  of  twenty  maunds  for  an 
elephant,  and  by  ten  pounds 
weight  (exclusive  also  of  the  pad, 
and  other  necessary  furniture)  the 
regulated  weight  of  210  pounds 
for  a  bullock.  The  pads  and  ne- 
cessary furniture  to  be  as  follows :

Excess  of  labour  is  explained  to 
be,  when  elephants  or  bullocks 
shall  be  actually  employed  as 
draught  or  carriage,  more  than 
nine  hours  in  bad  weather,  and 
twelve  hours  in  ordinary  weather^ 
in  the  twenty-four  hours. 


23.  All  casualties  are  to  be 
noticed  in  the  returns,  that  the 
contractor's  accounts  may  be  passed 
only  for  the  number  of  elephants 
and  bullocks,  and  the  periods  of 
the  month  for  which  they  have 
been  effective,  and  in  serviceable 
condition. 

24.  The  contractor  shall  engage 
to  furnish  each  bullock,  in  canton- 
ments, or  at  any  fixed  station, 
with  two  .seers  of  gram  per  day, 
each  seer  being  equal  to  eight 
Calcutta  sicca  weight,  forty  such 
seers  making  one  niaund,  equal  to 
eighty- two  avoirdupoise  pounds  ; 
and  with  a  quantity  of  straw  or 
other  dry  cut  fodder,  not  less  than 
ten  seers  weighed  dry  j  and  the 
contractor  shall  incur  a  penalty  of 
fifty  sicca  rupees  a-head  upon  each  • 
bullock,  when  it  shall  be  proved 
before  a  committee  of  officers, 
that  they  have  received  a  short 
allowance  of  gram,  or  fodder, 
through  the  neglect  (or  other 
cause)  of  the  contractor,  or  his 
agents  ;  the  gram  and  fodder  shall 
be  served  out  to  the  cattle  in  the 
presence  of  one  or  more  European 
non-comnMSsioned  officers,  who 
shall  see  the  provender  duly 
weighed  in  its  dry  state,  before  it 
is  served  out  to  the  cattle,  report- 
ing the  same  to  the  commanding 
officer,  for  the  information  of  the 
commander  in  chief,  or,  in  his 
absence,  for  that  of  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  troops  under  this 
presidency. 

25 .  The  contractor  shall,  more- 
over, engage  to  furnish  at  the  cur- 
rent bazar  price,  to  be  certified 
by  the  commanding  officer,  one 
extra  seer  of  gram  for  each  bul- 
lock, when  actually  marching,  or 
employed  with  the  artillery  at  their 
annual  practice ;  such  extra  allow- 
ance is  not  to  commence  until  the 
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date  of  actual  inarch,  but  to  be 
given  equally  on  halting  days  ;  and 
is  to  be  drawn  for  in  a  contingent 
bill,  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  otiicer  commanding 
the  detachment,  and  the  officer 
under  whose  charge  the  bullocks 
may  be,  of  the  quantity  of  extra 
gram  which  1^  been  actually 
furnished, 

26.  All  elephants  which  shall 
be  retained  in  the  service  from  the 
present  existing  contract,  and  all 
such  as  shall  thereafter  be  received 
into  the  service,  are,  as  soon  as  sur- 
veyed and  approved  of,  to  be 
marked  in  such  manner  as  govern- 
ment, or  the  commander  in  chief, 
may  direct ;  and  the  contractor  is 
to  be  held  Vesponsiblie,  to  the  full 
amount  of  his  contract  penalty, 
that  he  does  not  sell,  exchange, 
or  otherwise  dispose  of,  any  ele- 
phant, which  shall  have  b^n  re- 
ceived into  the  service  until  the 
same  shall  be  condemned,  or  re- 
gularly discharged  from  the  service. 

27.  Every  bullock,  tendered 
by  the  contractor,  and  approved  of 
for  the  service,  is  to  be  marked  on  the 
haunch,  in  the  presence  of  the 
ojfiicer  approving,  with  the  mark 
of  the  united  company,  D.  for 
draught,  and  C.  for  carriage,  with 
two  figures  to  denote  the  year  when 
admitted  into  the  service,  thus  06, 
for  the  present  year. 

28.  No  elephants  or  bullocks 
are  to  be  at  any  time  hired,  or 
employed  by  the  contractor,  for 
the  purpose  of  fiilfilling  his  en- 
gagements, which  are  either  di- 
rectly, or  indirectly,  the  property 
of  any  ofificer  in  the  service,  under 
the  penalty  of  sonaut  rupees  1,000 
for  every  elephant  and  sonaut  ru- 
pees fifty,  for  everyy  bullock,  so 
hired  or  employed. 

29.  Should  government,  or 
the  commander  in  chief,  or,  in  his 


absence,  the  senior  officer  com- 
manding the  troops,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  government,  find  it 
necessary,  during  the  period  of 
the  contract,  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  elephants,  or  of  draught, 
or  carriage  bullocks,  whether  the 
same  shall  have  been  originally  pro- 
posed as  the  fixed  establishment, 
or  pnay  have  been  afterwards  aug- 
mented, under  the  provision  con- 
tained in  the  28th  article  of  the 
present  advertisement,  it  shall  btt 
in  their  opinion  to  do  so,  the  com- 
pany giving  to  the  contractor,  in 
writing,  one  month*s  notice  of 
such  inrentiou,  and  of  the  number 
to  be  reduced. 

30.  Should  any  increase  in  the 
nuinber  of  elephants  or  bullocks 
be  required,  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  the  contractor,  who 
shall  undertake  to  supply  them  at 
the  rate  of  ten  elephants,  and  of 
two  hundred  bullocks,  within  three 
months  from  the  date  of  requisi- 
tion, and  to  feed,  and  find  atten- 
dants for  them,  at  the  rates,  and 
on  the  terms  specified  for  those  of 
the  establishment,  which  will  be 
hereafter  fixed  by  government. 

31.  No  new  elephants  either 
to  supply  the  present  deficiency, 
if  any,  or  to  replace  casualties,  or 
to  increase  the  establishnent,  will 
be  received  into  the  service,  except 
such  as  from  Chittagong,  or  the 
^country  to  the  southward  and 
eastward  of  that  province. 

32.  The  contractor  shall  ap- 
point his  own  agents,  either  licens- 
ed Europeans,  or  natives,  at  the 
different  stations,  and  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  their  due  execution 
of  every  part  of  his  engagements. 
He  shall  notify  thei]:  names  to  the 
commander  in  chief,  or,  m.  his  ab- 
sence, to  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  troops  under  the  prt^bldeucy  i 
to  the  commaoding  officers  it  the 
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respective  stations^  and  to  the  mi- 
lltary  auditor- general ;  and  tlie 
the  official  signatures  of  those 
agents  shall  1^  binding  on  the  cod- 
tractor. 

33.  The  bills  and  vouchers,  for 
one  month  complete,  are  to  be 
sent  to  the  military  paymaster-ge- 
neral, who  is  immediately  to  trans- 
rait  them  to  the  military  auditor^ 
general,  in  whose  office  they  are 
to  be  inspected,  checked,  and  re- 
turned in  ten  days  after  they  shall 
have  been  received,  that  they  may 
be  re-delivered  to  the  contractor. 

34.  The  contractor's  bills  are 
then  to  be  paid  at  the  option  of  the  . 
contractor,  either  in  Calcutta,  by 
the  pay-master  to  the  artillery  and 
garrisons,  or  by  bills  of  exchange 
drawn  on  the  provincial  treasuries, 
ivhich  will  be  obtained  upon  appli- 
cation, for  that  purpose,  l>eing 
made  to  the  military  pay-master- 
general. 

35 .  Escorts  are  to  be  furnished, 
when  applied  for,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  station  at  which  the  escort  may 
be  required.  If  refused,  the  con- 
tractor may  appeal  to  the  com- 
mander in  chief,  whose  decision 
shall  be  iina). 

36.  The  breaking  in  carriages, 
eighteen  in  number,  are  to  be  de- 
livered over,  upon  survey  made 
by  directions  of  the  commanding 
officers  of  stations,  in  good  order, 
and  condition,  to  the  new  con- 
tractor, he  engaging  to  deliver 
them  at  the  expiration  of  his  con- 
tract, in  the  like  rate.  The  con- 
tractor will  be  allowed  sicca  rupees 
150  per  annum,  for  keeping  each 
breaking  in  carriage  in  constant 
repair,  and  replacing  it  when  neces- 
sary. The  number  of  breaking  in 
carriages  to  be  eighteen,  as  at  pre- 
sent, (subject,  however,  to  sudi 
increase  a9  may  hereafter  be  thought 


necessary)  six  to  be  kept  at  the 
presidency,  six  at  Cawnpore,  and 
six  at  Futtyghur,  unless  directed 
to  be  stationed  elsewhere,  by  the 
commander  in  chief. 

37  The  bullock  sheds  shall  be 
delivered  in  good  condition  to  the 
contractor,  who  shall  engage  to 
keep  them  in  constant  repair,  and 
return  them  in  theisame  good  state 
at  the  expiration  of  his  contract  j 
and  he  shall  furni^  sheds  for  all 
bullocks  additional  to  the  establish- 
ment hereafter  to  be  determined 
on,  allowing  a  space  of  ten  feet  by 
four,  for  each  bullock,  and  such 
additional  sheds  shall  likewise  be 
delivered  in  good  condition  at  the 
expiration  of  his  contract.  In  con- 
sideration  of  an  annual  allowairce, 
for  that  purpose,  of  sonant  rupees 
2,500. 

39.  .The  cattle  are  to  be  exer- 
cised as  the  commander  in  chiefs 
or,  in  his  absence,  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  troops  under  the  pre- 
sidency, or  the  commanding  of^ 
cers  of  the  respective  stations,  witn 
his  approbation,  shall  direct. 

39.  The  proposals  are  to  spe- 
cify the  rate  per  month,  in  sonant 
rupees,  at  which  the  contractor 
will  engage  to  feed  and  keep  the 
establishment  of  elephants,  and 
bullocks,  whether  draught  or  car- 
riage, complete ;  and  supplied 
with  attei^dants,  with  the  usual 
number  of  pads,  saddles,  ropes, 
and  all  other  the  usual  gear  ;  taking 
upon  himself  the  risk  of  all 
casualties. 

40.  That  the  new  contract 
shall  be  restricted  to  a  time  of 
peace,  and  that  whenever  the 
elephants  and  bullocks  shall  pro- 
ceed on  service  into  an  enemy's 
country,  the  company  will  appoint 
an  agent,  or  agents,  to  take  charge 
of  the  number  of  elephants  and 
bullocks^  which  shall  be  so  sent  on 
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service,  with  their  proper  number 
of  attendants,  which  the  contrac- 
tor must  engage  to  transfer  with 
them,  and  the  contractors  engage- 
ments shall  cease  and  determine, 
as  to  these  cattle,  until  they  shall 
again  return  int6  the  company's 
dominions,  or  those  of  their  allies  ; 
and  government  shall,  at  all  times, 
'  be  at  liberty,  on  giving  one  month's 
notice  to  the  contractor,  to  take 
such  number  of  elephants  and 
bullocks  as  they  may  chuse  from 
the  contractor,  and  his  engage- 
ments, so  far  as  relates  to  the  num- 
ber of  elephants  and  bullocks,  so 
taken  from  hims  shall  cease,  un- 
til they  shall  again  return  into  the 
company's  dominions,  or  those  of 
their  allies,  or  until, the  contractor 
shall,  by  orders  from  government, 
have  replaced  according  to  the 
condition  of  the  20th  ajticle,  part 
or  the  whole,  of  the  elephants  or 
bullocks,  which  shall  have  been 
thus  taken  into  the  immediate 
management  of  an  agent  of  go- 
vernment It  is,  however,  to  be 
understood,  that  the  contractor 
will  be  only  expected  to  receive 
such  cattle  as  may  have  been  de- 
livered over  to  the  charge  of  an 
agent,  as  shall  upon  previous  sur- 
vey be  found  serviceable. 

41.  Should  the  company's  ter- 
ritories, or  those  of  their  allies,  be- 
coine^  at  any  time,  the  theatre  of 
war,  by  the  invasion  of  a  foreign 
enemy,  or  by  internal  commotion, 
the  elephants  and  bullocks,  with 
their  proper  attendants,  before  pro-^ 
vided  by  the  contractor,  and  then 
servii^,  or  tliat  may  afterwards 
servo,  in  the  territories  so  invaded, 
shall  be  taken  from  the  contractor, 
and  put  under  the  care  of  an  agent 
as  before  specified,  so  long  as  those 
territories,  or  any  part  of  them, 
shall  continue  to  be  the  theatre  of 
war,  or  be  occupied  by  hostile 
amiies. 


42.  The  terms  proposed  are 
not  to  be  considered  as  extending 
to  the  circumstance  of  an  ^ctoal 
femine,  in  which  event  relief  is  to 
be  afforded  to  the  contractor ;  and 
in  order  to  define  the  circumstances 
under  "^hich  tlie  contractor  may 
claim  such  relief,  it  shall  only  bo 
demanded  by  him  when  the  price 
of  coarse  rice,  or  otlah,  shall  so 
far  exceed  the  rate  of  thirty  seers 
per  rupee,  and  of  gram  the  rate  of 
twenty-four  seers  for  the  rupee,  at 
any  station,  as  to  produce  a  diffe- 
rence to  the  contractor  of  moro 
than  sonant  rupees  500  per  month, 
upon  the  whole  expence  of  feeding 
the  elephants,  and  of  200  sonaut 
rupees,  upon  the  whole  expence 
of  feeding  jhe  bullocks,  at  that 
station,  the  evidence  of ^  such  dif- 
ference or  loss,  shall  be  ascertained 
by  certificates  of  the  average  price 
of  the  coarse  rice,  ottah,  or  granij 
(which  certificates  the  contractor 
at  any  time  may  require  from  the 
commissaries  of  bazars,  where  there 
are  any)  allowing  each  bullock  to 
receive  two  seers  of  gram,  and 
each  elephant  fifteen  seers  of  ott^, 
or  rice,  a  day  ;  the  certificate  must 
run  in  the  following  words,  and 
be  countersigned  by  the  command- 
ing officer  on  th6  spot : — *'  I  do 
hereby  certify,  that  the  average, 
wholesale  price  of  the  under-men- 
tioned coarse  r2(:e,  ottah,  or  gram^ 
for  the  month  of  has  been,  at 

this  station,  and  in  the  adjaceat 
country,  as  follows:— 
Oram  Boot  per  mauod

Rice  cease  per  maund 
Ottah  per  maond

**  Commiuary  oF  Bazars.**      * 

Where  there  maybe  nocommis^ 
sary  of  bazars  present,  the  certU 
ficates  are  to  be  granted  b^r  that 
commanding  ofiScer  only. 

43.    The  foregoing  terms,  most- 
be 
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be  underBtood  to  apply  to  all  ele- 
phants, and  draft  and  carriage 
bullocks,  which  may  be  employed 
in  time  of  peace  only,,  in  any  of 
the  territories  immediately  subject 
to  the  Bengal  presidency,  as  well 
as  in  any  of  those  of  the  allies  of 
the  honourable  company. 

Individuals  who  may,  however, 
be  desirous  of  offering  terms  for 
feeding  and  supplying  elephants, 
and  dratt  and  carriage  bullocks, 
and  for  victualling  European  troops 
in  the  Bengal,  and  ceded  provinces, 
are  at  liberty  tp  ofler  separate  rates 
for  victualling  troops,  and  main- 
taining elephants  and  cattle  to  the 
westward  cf  the  Jumna. 

VICTUALLING   CONTRACT. 

I'he  proposals  for  victualling  the 
European  trcxips  are  to  specify  the 
rates  at  which  the  contractor  will 
ena:age  to  victual  ihose  troops,  on 
half,  and  on  full  batta,  resjwctively, 
in  the  manner,  and  on  tlie  con- 
ditions hereunto  annexed. 

CONDITIONS. 

1.  The  contractor  shall  engage 
to  supply  the  European  troops  now 
employed,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  employed,  under  this  presidency, 
during  the  existence  of  his  con- 
tract, with  the  following  provisions 
and  necessaries,  viz.  one  pound, 
full  weight,  of  good  beef,  or  mut- 
ton, exclusive  of  bone,  to  every 
£uix>pean  soldier,  employed  in  the 
field,  for  each  day*s  provision  ;  the 
ordinary  allotment  shall  be  one 
bullock  to  forty  men,  when  beef 
is  served,  and  one  sheep  to  eight 
xnen,  when  mutton  is  served ;  also 
one  pound  of  bread,  or  one  seer 
of  nee  V.  be  must  likewise  engage 
to  supply  to  every  European  soldier 
two  drams  of  good  rum,  of  the  quan- 
tity of  forty  drams  to  the  gallon, 
also  one  chattack  of  salt,  and  two 
•eers  of  firewood,  when  on  full 
bttta;  and  two  earthen  pots  every 


morning,  when  on  a  march,  t« 
every  mess  of  five  men,  and  one 
arrack,  or  rum,  pot  to  every  com- 
pany; but  on  such  allowance  of 
pots,  whatever  is  to  be  made  when 
the  troops  are  in  quarters,  except- 
ing .to  the  recruits  on  their  first 
landing. 

2.  The  contractor  must  further 
engage  to  supply  every  European 
soldier  in  cantonments,  or  garrison, 
and  not .  upon  duty  in  the  field, 
alternately,  on  one  day,  the  quantity 
of  provisions,  salt,  and  firewood, 
without  the  quantity  of  liquors 
before-mentioned;  and,  on  the 
ensuing  day,  the  liquot  without 
the  provisions,  salt,  and  firewood^ 
and  so  on  alternately  3  the  liquor 
and  provisions,  salt,  and  firewood, 
on  every  other  day,  during  the 
time  the  troops  shall  continue  in 
cantonments,  or  garrison;  includ- 
ing the  troops  in  garrison  at  Fort 
William,  which  shall  be  supplied 
during  the  months  of  April,  May, 
June,  July,  August,  and  Septem- 
ber, on  such  alternate  days  as  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  meat 
provisions,  &c.  with  mutton  meat; 
and,  during  the  remaining  six 
months  of  the  year,  good  qiutton 
and  beef  provisions  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  them  alternately,  that  is 
to  say,  one  day  mutton,  and  the 
ensuing  third  day  beef,  and  so  on, 
alternately,  for  each  and  every  day 
of  such  last-mentioned  six  months, 
on  which  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  meat  provisions.  The  pro- 
visions, so  supplied,  are  to  be  of 
good,  and  wholesome  quality,  and 
such  as  shall  be  approved  of  by 
ofi[icers  and  surgeons  of  the  said 
troops. 

3.  The  contractor  roust  further 
engage,  that  if,  at  any  time  during 
the  exrstence  of  his  contract,  the 
several  species  of  provisions,  or 
any  of  thero^  cannot  be  procured, 

he 
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be  will  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid, 
to  eacb  of  the  soldiers,  in  lieu  and 
stead  thereof,  the  following  several 
sums  of  money,  that  is  to  say,  in 
case  no  beef  or  mutton  is  to  be 
bad,  sonaut  rupees  6  10  8  being 
two-thirds  of  the  full  batta,    or 
monthly  allowance,    and    sonaut 
rupees  3   5  4  being  one-third  of 
the  batta,  or  monthly -allowance ; 
and  the  same  in4)roportion  to  the 
soldiers  on  half  batta,  in  case  of 
the  failure  of  rum,  and  for  the 
purposes  of  fulfilling  the  articles 
of  agreement  before- mentioned  on 
his  part,  he  shall  be  bound  to  keep 
a  sufficient  deputy*  either  a  native 
or  a  licensed  European,  with  every 
detachment  of  the    troops    with 
which  there  may  be  a  pay  of  Eu- 
ropeans, consisting  of  seven  men  or 
upwards^to  comply  withthe  demands 
of  the  commanding  officer,  of  such 
detachment,  according  to  the  sti- 
pulations of   the    contract.      No 
privilege   shall    be   considered  as 
annexed    to    this    agreement,    of 
vending,  or  distributing  rum,  ar- 
rack, or    any    spirituous    liquors, 
except  as  above  provided  for.  It  is 
to  be  understood,  that  the  charges 
of  the  contractor  are  to  be  restricted 
(according  to  the  rates  of  his  con- 
tract) to  the  number  of  men  who 
shall  appear,  by  the  vouchers  pre- 
scribed by  the  fifth  article  of  this 
advertisement,  to  have  been  vic- 
tualled by  him,  and  the  contractor 
shall  not  be  entitled,  as  directed 
by  minutes  of  council,  dated  the 
5th  of  December,  1788,  to  draw 
the  batta  of  any  non-commissioned 
officer  or  private,  and  consequently 
he  will  not  be  expected  to  pay  the 
batta  either  of  men  in  the  hospital 
or  otherwise. 

4.  Should  any  provisions,  fur- 
nished by  the  contractor  for  the 
European  troops,  be  judged  by  the 
officers  of  inspection^  sudi  as  ought 


not  to  be  served  to  the  troops ;  in 
such  case  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  station  shall  be  authorized 
to  direct  such  part  or  parts  thereof, 
to  be  destroyed ;  and  for  such  part 
or  parts  thereof,  the  contractor  shall 
not  only  not  be  entitled  toany  indem- 
niiicatiqn ;  but  he  shall  further  be 
bound  to  pay  to  each  soldier,  for 
whom  good  and  wholesome  pro- 
vision tf  shall  not  have  been  furnished, 
according  to  the  monthly  rate  of  so* 
^aut  rupees  6 10  8,  being  two-thirds 
of  full  batta,  and  in  case  of  any  Al- 
lure in  rum  he  shall  pay  to  each  man 
one-third  of  full  batta,  at  the  rate 
of  sonaut  rupees  3  5  4  per  month. 

5.  The  vouchers  for  victualling 
are  to  specify  the  number  of  men  • 
victualled,  and  the  number  of  days 
certified  according  to  the  form  now 
in  use,  and  signed  by  the  quarter- 
masters, or,  in  their  absence,  by  the 
adjutants  of  European  battalions, 
and  by  the  commandants,  or,  in 
their  absence,  by  the  adjutants  of 
native  battalions;  for  the  Serjeants 
of  these  corps  or  detachments,  by 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  de- 
tachment, and  for  the  supernume- 
raries in  Fort  W'dliam^  by  the  fort- 
major  :  and  if  any  retrenchment 
shall  be  made  on  account  of  incor- 
rect returns,  the  officer,  who  shall 
have  signed  such  return,  will  be 
answerable  to  the  contractor  for  the 
amount  so  retrenched . 

6.  The  contractor  will  receive 
payment  for  the  victualling  charges 
in  one  monthly  bill  at  the  presidency, 
as  is  provided  in  respect  10  the  con- 
tract for  elephants  and  bullocks; 
and  the  same  accommodation  will 
be  allowed  for  the  victualling,  as 
for  the  elephant  and  bullock  con- 
tract, of  bills  of  exchange  for 
such  part  of  the  amount  as  he  may 
require  at  the  out  stations. 

7.  l'hat,with  a  view  of  having  the 
best  liquor  served  out  to  the  soldiers, 

tht 
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the  contractor  sliall  be  bound  to 
buy  from  the  company,  at  the  rate 
of  twelve  annas  a  gallon,  all  the 
spirits  which,  under  his  engage- 
ments, shall  hereafter  be  served  out 
to  the  troops ;  government  will  take 
care  that  such  rum  shall  not  be  less 
than  three  years  old,  and  the  con- 
tractor shall  be  bound  under  a  pe- 
nalty of  sonaut  rupees  10^000  to 
serve  out  the  rum  so  received  of 
the  company,  and  no  other.  The 
spirits  shall  be  kept  in  store  rooms, 
of  which  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  station  shall  direct  a  staff 
officer  to  keep  one  key,  and  the 
other  key  sliall  be  kept  by  the  con- 
tractor, or  his  agents. 

8.  The  contractor  shall  engage,

Extract  from  a  letter  from  the  ho^ 
nor  able  the  court  of  directors, 
dated  the25ih  of  May^  I798. 
Pak.  105.  "  You  will  have  ob- 
served by  our  dispatches  from  (line 
to  time,  that  we  have  invariably 
manifested,  as  the  occasion  requi- 
red, our  disposition  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  Indian  literature  3  we 
understood  it  has  been  of  late 
years  a  frequent  practice  among  our 
servants,  especially  in  Bengal,  to 
make  collections  of  Oriental  manu- 
scripts, many  of  which  have  after- 
wards been  brought  into  this  coun- 
try. These  remaining  in  private 
hands,  and  being  likely  in  a  course 
of  time  to  pass  to  others,  in  which 
probably  no  use  can  be  made  of 
them,  they  are  in  danger  of  being 
neglected,  and  at  length,  in  a  great 
measure,  lost  to  Europe,  as  well  as 
to  India.  We  think  this  issue  a 
matter  of  greater  regret,  because 
we  apprehend,  that  since  the  decline 
of  the  Mogul  empire,  the  encou- 
ragement tbrnierly  givenT  in  it  to 
Persian  literature  has  ceased,  that 
hardiy  any  new  works  of  celebrity 
appear,  and  that  few  copies  of  books 
of  established  character  are  now 
made ;  so  that  there  being  by  the 
accidents  of  time,  and  the  exporta- 
tion of  many  of  the  best  manu- 
scripts, a  progressive  diminution  of 
the  original  stock,  Hlndoostan  may 
at  length  be  much  thinned  of  its 
literary  stores,  without  greatly  en- 
riching Europe.  To  prevent  in 
part  this  injury  to  letters,  we  have 
thought  that  the  institution  of  a 
public  repository  in  this  country  for 
Oriental  writings,  would  be  useful, 
and  that  a  thing  professedly  of  this 
kind,  is  still  a  biblioihical  deside- 
ratum here.  It  is  not  our  meaning 
that  the  company  should  go  into 
any  considerable  ezpence in  forming 

a  col- 
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a  collection  of  Eastern  books,  but  we 
think  the  India  house  might,  with 
particular  propriety,  be  the  centre 
of  an  ample  accumulation  of  that 
nature,  and  conceiving  also  that 
gentlemen  might  chuse  to  lodge  va- 
luable compositions,  where  they 
could  be  safely  preserved,  and  be- 
come useful  to  the  public,  we 
therefore  desire  it  to  be  made 
known,  that  we  are  willing  to  allot 
a  suitable  apartment  for  the  purpose 
of  an  Oriental  repository,  in  the 
additional  buildings  now  erecting 
in  Leaden  hall-street,  and  that  all 
Eastern  manuscripts  transmitted  to 
that  repository,  will  be  carefully 
preserved  and  registered  there." 

106'.  "  By  such  a  collection  the 
literature  of  Persian  and  Mahome- 
dan  India,  may  be  preserved  in  this 
country,  after,  perhaps,  .it  shall^ 
from  further  changes,  aiid  the  fur- 
ther declension  of  taste  for  it,  be 
partly  lost  in  its  oiHginal  seats." 

107.  "  Nor  would  we  confine 
this  collection  to  Persian  and  -'Ara- 
bian manuscripts.  The  Sanscrit 
writings,  from  the  long  subjection 
of  the  Hindoos  to  foreign  govern- 
ment, from  the  discouragements 
their  literature  in  consequence  ex- 
perienced, and  from  the  ravages  of 
time,  must  have  suffered  greatly  ; 
we  should  be  glad,  therefore,  that 
copies  of  all  the  valuable  books 
which  remain  in  that  language,  or 
in  any  ancient  dialects  of  the  Hin- 
doos might,  through  the  industry  of 
individuals,  at  length  be  placed  in 
safety  in  this  island,  and  form  a 
part  of  the  proposed  collection.** 
Extract  from  a  letter  from  the  Ao- 
norable  the  court  of  directors, 
dated  the  5th  of  June,  J  805. 
Par.  26.  "  In  our  public  letter 
of  the  25th  of  May,  1 798,. para- 
graphs 105,  106,  and  107,  we  in-

our  Oriental  repository  in  the  addi- 
tional buildings  tiien  erecting  in 
Leadeiihall-street,  and  that  ail 
Eastern  manusciipts  transmitted  to 
that  repository,  would  be  carefully 
preserved  and  registered  there."

General  Orders  by  the  Governor-General  in  Council. 


Fort  William,  April  17,  1806. 
The  governor-general  in  council 
has  been  pleased  to  extend  the 
eontract  and  agencf  with  Mr. 
Fairlie  for  victualling  the  European 
tibop6>  and  maintaining  the  army 
cattle,  belonging  to  the  establish- 
ment of  this  presidency,  on  theprc 
sent  terms  and  conditions,  till  the 
1st  of  August  next,  with  excep- 
tion to  the  troops  and  cattle  sta- 
tioned in  Bundlecund,  and  the 
westward  of  the  jumna,  which 
Mr.  Fairlie  is  to  continue  to  pro- 
vide for  on  agency.

tracts  from  the  genend  letter  from 
the  honourable  the  court  of  direc- 
tors, dated  23d  October,  1805, 
be  published  in  general  orders.

(1805)  resolved  to  appoint  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  cadets  for 
the  infantry  on  your  establishment. . 

3.  "  We  have  also  resolved  to 
appoint  twenty-eight  assistant-sur-  ^ 
geons  for  your  presidency ." 

4.  *'  We  shall  also  appoint

when  they  are  reported  qualified."

16.  "  We  have  further  resolved, 
that  the  following  salaries  be 
annexed  to  the  chaplains  at  the 
other  stations,  viz.    ■ 

17.  "  To  the  chaplain  to  the  gar- 
rison of  Fort  William,  and  to  each 
of  the  chaplains  at  the  military  sta- ' 
tions  within  the  provinces,  current 
rupees  lO,00O per. annum, 

18.  ''To  the  chaplains  at  tk^ 
military  stations  in  Oude,  current 
rupees  12,000  each ;  the  above, 
as  you  will  perceive,  are  higher 
than  the  salaries  formerly  annexed 
to  those  stations.*' 

20.  ''  On  examining  into  the 
allowances,  at  present  drawn  by 
the  chaplains,  as  stated  in  the  book 
of  military  establishments  on  the 
SOth  April,  1803,  we  observe, 
with  much  surprise,  that  the  chap- 
lain at  the  Cawnpore  station  re- 
ceives, in  addition  to  the  allow- 
ances as  such,  allowances  nearly 
to  a  similar  amount  as  acting  chap- 
lain 
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lain  to  each  of  the  two  king's  regi- 
ments of  dragoons  stationed  there, 
thus  multiplying  threefold  the 
allowance  intended  to  serve  for 
the  performance  of  duties  appli- 
cable to  all  the  troops  which  should 
at  any  time  be  attached  to  that 
station. 

21 . ''  In  like  manner  we  observe, 
from  the  same  documents^  that 
one  of  the  chaplains  at  Calcutta, 
(Mr.  Limrick)  is  called  acting 
chaplain  to  his  majesty's  22d  regi- 
ment of  foot,  and  receives  as  such 
sicca  rupees  5d4  12  per  month,  in 
addition  to  the  allowances  drawn 
by  him  as  civil  chaplain. 

22.  *'  We .  are  not  able  to  trace 
upon  your  records  any  authority 
for  these  multiplied  allowances  : 
we  observe,  indeed^  on  your  mi- 
litary consultations,  of  the  30th 
September,  1802,  that  a  reference 
was  made  frona  the  office  of  audit 
on  a  claim  of  this  nature,  from  the 
reverend  Mr«  Auchmuty,  in  conse- 
quence of  his  officiating  as  chap« 
lain  to  two  regiments,  on  which 
in  your  letter  to  the  adjutant-gene- 
ral, communicating  the  auditor- 
general's  r^wrtfor  the  information 
of  the  commander  in  chief,  you 
expressed  your  intention  to  direct 
the  double  allowance  to  be  discon- 
tinued, but  previously  wished  to 
be  favoured ,  with  the  commander 
in  chiefs  sentiments ;  these  senti- 
ments, however,  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  furnished  -,  at  least  we 
do  not  find  they  have  been  re- 
corded. 

23.  "  We  consider  these  extra 
allowances  as  totally  repugnant  to 
to  the  regulations  of  the  service, 
and  to  our  intentions  in  fixing  the 
talariet  to  the  chaplains  at  military 
stations,  which,  as  already  ob- 
served, were  meant  to  remunerate 
the  performance  of  religious  duties 
fer  every  corps  attached  to  those^ 


stations  ^  they  were  likewise,  as 
you  remarked  on  the  occassion 
labove  -  mentioned,  inconsistently 
with  the  principled  laid  down  in  his 
majesty's  warrant,  of  th^  23d 
September,  1796,  as  quoted  by  the 
military  auditor-general,  in  his 
letter  of  the  22d  August,  1802, 
and  in  every  view  of  the  subject, 
they  appear  to  us  to  be  an  unrea- 
sonable and  profuse  expenditure  of 
the  public  money. 

"  24.  We,  therefore,  positively 
direct,  that  all  additional  allow- 
ances, of  the  nature  in  question, 
shall  forthwith  cease,  and  that  the 
chaplains  of  stations  be  restricted 
to  the  salaries  herein  before  direct- 
ed, to  be  annexed  thereto  firom 
receipt  of  these  our  orders,  which 
salaries  are  to  be  in  full  of  all 
emoluments  fh)m  the  company. 

25.  "  We  have  resolved  that 
henceforward  a  gradation  of  rank 
shall  take  place  in  the  clerical 
establishment  at  our  several  pre- 
sidencies, and  that  this  shall 
he  regulated  by  seniority  of  ap- 
pointment frpm  the  lowest  to  the 
highest  stations  of  emolument, 
unless  there  shall  be  some  reason- 
able objection  thereto." 

The » preceding  orders  of  the 
hon.  the  court  of  directors  respect- 
ing chaplains  are  to  take  effisct 
from  this  date.

their  public  duties,  they  should 
state,  as  fully  and  circumstantially 
as  may  be  practicable,  the  nature 
of  the  service  required  to  be  per- 
formed; leaving  it  to  the  com- 
•  manding  officer  to  judge  of  the 

strength  of  the  force  which  should 
be  employed  in  the  execution  of 
the  duty  in  question.  .  By  these 
means,  the  responsibility  of  calling 
in  the  aid  of  the  military  will  rest 
entirely  with  the  civil  magistrnte, 
and  the  allotment  of  the  force  w^ll 
depend  upon  the  commanding  offi- 
cer, who  must  necessarily  be  the 
best  judge  of  the  question.  At  the 
teme  time  it  is  essential  it  should 
be  understood,  that  officers  com- 
manding corps  or  detachments  in 
the  different  districts,  are  not  em- 
powered to  exercise  any  discretion, 
either  in  granting  or  withholding 
military  aid,  whenever  applications 
may  be  regularly  made  to  them,  by 
the  magistrate,  for  guards  or  de- 
tachments for  the  maintenance  of 
the  peace,  or  for  the  support  of  the 
general  police  of  tlie  country.  In 
order,  however,  to  prevent  the  em- 
ployment of  military  force,  except 
m  cases  of  actual  necessity,  the  go- 
vernor-general in  cpuncil  is  pleased 
to  direct,  that  the  magistrates,  in 
•  '  the  ceded  and  conquered  provi  nces, 
be  required  to  report  to  govern- 
ment, whenever  they  may  deem  it 
necessary  to  call  in  the  aid  of  the 
military  in  support  of  the  civil 
power.  The  governor-general  in 
council  observes,  that  an  order  to 
the  effect  of  that  above  stated,  was 
issued  to  the  magistrates  in  the 
/  ceded  provinces,  under  date  tl)e 
.  30th  June  last.  It  being  essential, 
however,  oi^i  every  ground,  to  re-- 
strict  the  employment  of  military 
force  to  cases  of  absolute  necessity, 
the  governor-general  in  council  is 
pleased  to  desire,  that  the  magis- 
r   :trates  of  the  ceded  and  conquered. 


provinces  will  give  the  strictest  at- 
tention to  the  orders  now  issued  to 
them. 

On  the  principle  above  stated,  the 
governor-general  in  council  like- 
wise resolves,  that  whenever  the 
magistrates  may  require  perma- 
nent guards  for  the  protection^  of 
the  public  cutcherries,  of  the  jails, 
of  the  treasuries,  or  for  other  pur- 
poses, they  furnish  the  officer  com- 
manding the  corps  or  detachments 
from  which  the  guards  are  to  be 
furnished,  with  the  necessary  in- 
formation respecting  the  nature  of 
the  duty  to  be  performed  j  leaving 
it  to  the  commanding  officer  to  de- 
termine^ on  a  consideration  of  the 
information  so  obtained,  regarding 
the  strength  of  the  guards  required.

the  station  of  the  garrison  of  Fort 
William. 

With  a  view  more  effectually  to 
carry  into  effect  the  orders  and  in- 
tentions of  the  honorable  the  court 
of  directors  respecting  chaplains, 
the  governor- general  in  ooondU  is 
pleased  to  determine,  that  all 
chaplains  of  this  establishmeot 
shall  be  eligible  to  be  appointed  ei- 
ther, to  the  civil  or  military  stations, 
where  chaplains  are  permanently 
allowed,  and  that  they  shall  be 
appointed  to  the  stations  to  which 
superior  salaries  are  annexed  ac- 
cording to  seniority  in  all  practica-  ^ 
ble  cases,  '^  unless  there  shall  be 
some  reasonable  objection  thereto,*' 
conformably  to  the  principle  pre- 
scribed in  the  25th  paragraph  of 
the  honorable  court*s  letter. 

The  governor-general  in  council 
will  recommend  to  the  honorable 
the  court  of  directors  to  admit  to 
the  benefits  of  pensions  and  fur- 
lough, the  chdplains  belonging  to 
this  presidency,  after  they* shall 
have  served  in  India  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  honorable  oourt, 
whether  they  shall  have  served  the 
whole  of  that  time  at  a  militaiy  > 
station  or  npt. 

Chaplains  being  already  ap-

The  governor-generalin  council 
has  already  expressed  in  the  general 
orders  issued  under  date  the  6th  of 
May  last,  the  high*  sense  which 
he  entertains  of  the  distinguished 
merits  and  services  of  the  whole 
of  the  forces  of  his  majesty  and 
the  honorable  company,  employed 
during  the  late  war,  under  tjie  per- 
sonal command  and  direction  of  his 
excellency  the  right  honorable  lord 
Lake.  But  on  the  occasion  of  the 
^  embarkation  of  his  majesty's  25th 
regiment  light  dragoons,  which 
formed  a  part  of  those  forces,  for 
the  presidency  of  Fort  St.  George, 
the  governor-general  in  council 
considers  it  to  be  an  obligation  of 
his  public  duty,  to  apply  the  ex- 
pression of  his  admiration  and 
applause  specifically  to  the  merits 
and  services  of  that  corps.  The 
'  general  orders  issued  by  the  right 
honorable  lord  Lake  on  the  5ih 
ultimo,  on  t^e  occasion  of  the  de- 
parture of  his  majesty's  25th  regi- 
ment of  light  dragoons  from  Cawn- 
pore,  records  (in  language  recipro- 
cally honorable,)  a  public  testimo- 
ny of  the  exemplary  exertfons, 
zeal,  and  gallantry  of  that  regiment 
under  his  lordship's  direction,  in 
the  memorable  battle  of  Laswaree, 
and  on  every  other  occasion  which 
has  offered  of  distinguishing  itself, 
during  the  period  of  his  lordship's 
command  in  India.  It  remains, 
therefore,  only  for  the  ^governor- 
general  in  council  to  express  his 
cordial  participation  in  those  senti- 
mentSj  and  his  sincere  r^et  at  the 


approaching  departure  of  that  dis- 
tinguished regiment,  and  the  go- 
vernor-general in  council  unites  in 
the  just  conviction  expressed  by 
his  lordship,  that  in  whatever  quar- 
ter of  the  globe,  the  services  of  the 
regiment  may  be  required,  the  spi- 
rit and  ardent  zeal,  which  have 
ever  characterized  the  25th  dra- 
goons, will  support  it,  in  tho 
hour  of  difficulty  and  danger,  and 
ensure  it  that  success,  which  must 
ever  be  the  result  of  valour  and 
steady  discipline.

As  the  contractor,  according  to- 
the  terms  of  his  agreement,  is  not 
to  victual  Europeans  at  stations  or 
outposts  where  the  number  of  non- 
commissioned officers  and  privates 
do  not  exceed  seven  j  in  all  such 
cases,  the  batta  of  the  Europeans 
is  to  be  drawn  and  included  in  the 
same  pay  abstract  in  which  their 
subsistence  shall  be  drawn,  and 
paid  with  tbe  subsistence  to  the 
men,  with  exception  however  of 
the  batta  of  the  sick  men  in  the 
hospital,  which  is  not  to  be  drawn, 
as  their  diet  and  other  necessaries 
will  be  furnished  by  the  surgeon, 
who  is  entitled  to  an  allowance  for 
those  purposes.  The  governor-ge-' 
neral  in  council  hereby  calls  the 
attention  of  commanding  officers 
of  stations,  posts,  and  detachmeott 
of  the  army  to  the  section  of  mos* 
ters  published  in  minutes  of  coun- 
cil in  the  military  departments, 
dated  22d  August,  1796,  and  di- 
rects that  the  monthly  muster  rolls 
of  elephants,  camels,  draft  and 
carriage  bullocks,  shall  l)e  trans- 
mitted with  the  other  muster  re- 
turns of  the  troops,  by  the  mus- 
tering officers,  direct  to  the  mili- 
tary auditor-general.  The  gover-

Instances  having  occurred  of  offi- 
cers embarking  for  Europe  on  fur- 
lough, and  on  retiring  from  the 
service,  without  complying  with 
the  regulations  of  government, 
which  direct "  that  officers  and  sur- 
geoD9  proceeding  on  foreign  ships 


shall  forward  to  the  secretary  to 
government,  certificates  from  the 
captains  or  pilots  specifying  the 
dates  of  dispatch  or  departure  of 
ships  respectively,*'  the  comman- 
der-in-chief directs,  that  the  strict- 
est attention  be  invariably  paid  to 
those  directions  in  future,  by  all 
commission  officers,  surgeons,  as- 
sistant-surgeons, chaplains,  or 
others,  belonging  to  any  depart- 
m«it  of  the  army,  who  ,  may  be 
permitted  to  embark  either  for  Eu- 
rope, or  elsewhere,  on  furlough, 
or  to  retire  from  the  service,  on 
board  of  foreign  or  other  ^ips  that 
may  not  be  dispatched  by  the  civil 
officers  of  government.  Duplicates 
of  such  certificates  to  be  sent  to 
the  adjutant-general's  office  at  Fort 
William.  And  all  officers,  sur- 
geons, or  assistants,  who  may  be 
permitted  to  visit  other  presiden- 
cies, or  to  proceed  to  sea,  for  the 
benefit  of  their  health,  are  directed 
to  report  the  date  of  embarkation, 
the  name  of  the  ship  on  which 
they  proceed,  and  the  date  of  their 
return  <o  the  presidency,  to  th\i 
town  major,  and  to  the  adjutant- 
general  af  Fort  William.  Officers, 
surgeons,  assistant-surgeons,  chap- 
lains, or  warrant  officers,  who 
may  arrive  at  the  presidency  from 
Europe  5  or  on  leave,  or  duty  from 
other  stations,  are  also  reminded  of 
the  necessity  of  reporting  their  ar- 
rival to  the  town-major,  and  adju- 
tant-general, and  are  strictly  en- 
joined always  to*  report  in  like  man- 
ner the  date  of  their  departure  from 
the  presidency.  All  officers  and 
assistant  surgeons,  appointed  to 
corps  in  the  first  instance,  are  also 
directed  to  make  similar  reports 
on  proceeding  to  join  their  corps. 
Lieutenant  Scott,  of  the  2d  batta- 
lion 5th  regiment,  is  ordered  to  do 
duty  with  the  Ist  battalion  of  thtt 
regiment^  untUthe  i^thofDec.  next,

be  determined  on  as  soon  as  the 
present  rates  can  be  revised  and 
equitably  adjusted,  without  any 
claim  whatever  to  commission.

2.  The  deputy  pay-master  who 
may  be  charged  with  the  payment 
of  the  troops  and  stations  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  Jumna,  shall  also 
act  as  commissary  of  supplies  to 
magazines  and  stations  to  the 
westward  of  that  river. 

3.  The  deputy  pay-masters  %re 
bound,  in  consideration  of  the 
salaries  they  receive,  and  of  the 
above  rates  which  will  be  fixed  oa 
a  just  and  adequate  calculation,  to 
furnish  such  quantities  of  the  stores 
therein  specified,  as  shall  be 
required  of  them  within  one  month, 
at  farthest,  from  the  date  of  the  re- 
quisition, unless  satisfactory  reasons 
shall  be  produced  for  further  delay, 
under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  the 
rated  value  of  every  article  that 
shall  not  have  been  delivered  with- 
in that  period  of  time. 

4.  In  order  to  ascertain  the  time 
within  which  it  is  incumbent  on  « 
deputy  pay-master  to  furnish  the 
articles  required  of  him,  he  shall, 
whenever  an  Indent  is  presented 
to  him,  in  his  capacity  of  commis* 
sary  of  supplies,  and  that  the  stores 
are  not  supplied  forthwith,  indorse 
if  accepted,"  and  add  the  date  of 
presentment. 

5.  Stores  supplied  in  any  con- 
siderable quantity  are,  in  every 
practicable  case,  to  undergo  a 
regular  survey,  agreeably  to  the 
esublished  rules    of  the   service 
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previous  to  their  being  received 
into  the  magazine,  and  in  case 
when  a  survey  shall  not  have  been 
practicable,  as  on  occasion  of  any 
sudden  emergency,  from  a  want  of 
officers,  or  from  the  supplies  being 
too  inconsiderable  to  require  a 
particular  survey  of  them,  the 
commissary,  deputy  commissary, 
or  other  officer  in  charge  of  the 
magazine,  is  himself  to  survey  and 
minutely  examine  the  stores,  to  see 
that  they  are  in  quality,  weight,  and 
measure,  conformable  to  what  is 
required  by  the  indent,  and  that 
they  are  in  every  respect  in  good 
condition  and  adapted .  to  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were 
indented  for. 

6.  The  survey  report  is,  along 
with  the  indent  on  which  the 
stores  were  passed  by  the  military 
board,  to  be  tacked  to  the  deputy 
pay-master's  bill,  and  forwarded 
with  it  as  a  necessary  voucher,  to 
the  office  of  the  military  auditor 
general, 

7.  In  cases  when  stores  shall 
have  been  supplied  on  emergent 
indents,  under  the  authority  vested 
in  commanding  officers  of  stations, 
without  the  previous  sanction  of 
the  military  board,  such  indents, 
accompanied  by  the  deputy  pay- 
roaster's  bills  for  the  stores  so 
supplied,  vouched  in  the  manner 
directed  in  the  6th  article,  are  to 
be  transmitted,  through  the  regular 
channel  of  the  brigade  major  of  the 
station,  to  the  secretary  of  the 
military  board,  for  the  purpose  of 
being  "^ubniitted  for  their  sanction. 

8.  Wbon  the  indents  shall  have 
been  passed  by  the  board,  they  will, 
tocrether  with  the  bills,  be  forwarded 
to  the  office  of  the  military  auditor 
general,  nf  which  due  intimation 
will  be  given  lo  the  deputy  pay- 
pi.ister  by  the  secretary  of  the 
piilitary  board., 

9.  If  any   deputy    pay-maste^ 


shall,  in  his  capacity  of  commis- 
sary of  supplies,  furnish  stores 
without  authority  of  the  right 
honourable  the  commander  in 
chief,  or  the  military  board,  (except 
in  cases  of  emergency,  which  are 
provided  for  by-  the  7th  and  15th 
articles)  he  shall  not  be  held 
entitled  to  make  any  charge  against 
the  company  for  stores  so  furnished, 
and  the  military  auditor-general 
shall  reject  all  such  bills  as  may 
be  presented  to  him  for  stores 
supplied  without  either  of  the 
authorities  above-mentioned,  .  or 
without  the  emergency  of  the  case 
requiring  that  they  should  be  so 
supplied. 

10.  The  deputy  pay-masters  are 
however  authorized  to  comply  with 
the  indents  of  the  ordnance  officers 
in  charge  of  magazines  for  such 
articles  as  may  be  requisite  to 
complete  the  proportions  of  petty 
stores  allowed  to  be  issued  to 
quarter-masters  by  the  general 
orders  of  13th  September,  and  14th 
November,  179^,  taking  care  that 
the  quantities  .  issued  on  such 
indents  do  not  exceed  the  regulated 
allowances,  and  that  the  indents, 
with  the  receipts  of  the  ordnance 
officers  for  the  contents,  are 
transmitted  regularly  every  month 
to  the  military  board  office  for  the 
sanction  of  the  military  board. 

11.  The  supplies  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  deputy  pay-masters 
are  to  be  confined  to  the  wants  of 
the  magazines,  and  not  to  extend 
to  the  engineer  department,  or  tliat 
of  the  quarter-master-general. 

12.  The  commissaries,  deputy- 
commissaries,  or  other  officers  in 
charge  of  'magazines,  are  to  be 
furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  list  of 
stores  to  be  supplied  by  the  deputy- 
pay -master  at  the  diffijrent  stations 
of  the  army,  by  which  their  indents 
on  the  deputy  pay-master  are  to  be 
regulated,  and  they  are  positively 

enjoineq 
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SDJoined  not  to  indent  on  theih 
for  any  article  not  specified  therein, 
except  in  cases  of  absoluts necessity, 
of  which  necessity  the  military 
board  are  to  be  ju^es  in  the  first 
instance.  The  indents  and  bills 
for  all  such  Bxtra  articles  shall  be 
made  out  separate  from  thosb  for 
stores  authorised  to  be  furnished 
'by  the  deputy  pay-master,  and  the 
rates  at  which  the  articles  are 
charged  by  the  deputy  pay-master 
must  correspond  with  his  actual 
bona  fide  disbursements,  (which 
must  be  certified  to  be  so  upon 
honor,)  the  bills  for  which  are  to  be 
accompanied  by  the  original  bill  or 
receipt  for  the  sum  paid  for  them, 
and  to  be  attested  by  the  following 
declaration  :  ^'  1,  A.  B.  do  hereby 
declare  upon  my  honor,  that  the 
articles  charged  for  in  this  bill  have 
been  purchased  by  me,  on  the 
public  account,  at  the  rates  speci- 
fied 5  that  I  do  not  directly  or 
indirectly  derive  any  emolument 
from  their  purchase ;  and  that  I 
have  endeavoured,  to  the  best  of 
my  power,  to  procure  them  on  the 
most  reasonable.

13.  The  agent  for  the  supply 
of  milit^  stores  at  the  presidency, 
and  the  deputy  pay-masters  acting 
in  their  capacity  of  commissaries 
of  supplies,  being  the  only  persons 
autherised  to  Ornish  any  article 
of  military  stores  3  commissaries, 
deputy  commissaries,  or  other 
officers  of  ordnance,  shall  on  no 
account  act  as  commissaries  of 
supplies  of  stores }  nor  on  any 
occasion  what#vtf  be  concerned  in 
purchasing  or  procuring  military 
stores  j  the  regulations  of  the 
service  placing*  them  in  their 
proper  situations  of  officers  of 
custody,  check  and  controul  in  the 
department  to  which  they  belong. 


14.  The  list  tf  stores  and  their 
rates  to  undergo  revision  every  two 
y^rs. 

1 5.  Indents  on  the  commissary 
of  supplies  shall  not  include  any 
article  which  the  commissary,  or 
other  officer  of  ordnance,  shall 
have  it  in  his  power  to  make  up- 
from  the  materials  in  the  maga- 
zine under  his  charge,  or  which  he 
may  be  able  to  procure  from  a 
neighbouring  depot  or  magazine  ; 
provided,  however,  the  purpose 
for  which  such  articles  are  required 
is  not  of  an  emergent  nature,  or 
that  the  service  would  be  liable  to 
be  prejudiced  by  the  delay  that 
could  attend  a  requisition  on  another 
depot  or  magazine,  in  all  such 
cases  the  discretion  of  the  officer 
commanding,  and  the  rules  of  the 
service  which  provide  for  public 
emergencies  must  be  the  guide/ 

l6v  It  is  however  expected,  that 
commissaries,  and  officers  of 
.ordnance,  in  charge  of  magazines, 
will  prevent  the  necessity  of 
having  recourse  to  the  com- 
missianes  of  supplies,  for  Europe, 
and  other  articles  not  in  the  list  of 
stores  which  they  are  authorised  to 
supply,  and  which  are  usually 
sent  from  the  grand  arsenal  of  Fort 
William  to  the  different  magazines, 
by  foreseeing  the  probable  demand 
there  will  be  for  such  articles,  and 
by  making  timely  applications  to 
the  military  board  for  the  requisite 
supplies,  as  well  as  by  keeping 
themselves  informed  of  the  state  of 
magazines  within  their  reach. 

17.  Until  a  new  table  of  rates 
can  be  prepared  for  the  different 
stations  of  the  army,  deputy  pay- 
masters are  to  continue  to  furnish 
the  usual  stores  according  to  tha 
rates  heretofore  allowed.

Ordered  that  the  following  con« 
ditioDS  of  the  agreement^  entered 
iato  by  government  with  Mr.  Fair- 
lie,  for  the  supply  of  military 
stores,  &c.  and  with  Messrs.  In- 
glis,  Raitt»  and  Co.  for  the  supply 
of  chumani,  be  published  in  general 
prders. 

The  stores  are  to  be  supplied  on 
iodents  passed  by  the  military 
board,  setting  forth  the  specific 
jmrposes  for  which  they  are  re- 
ijuired ;  and  the  contractor  or  con- 
tractors are  obliged  to  furnish  the 
several  articles  of  stores,  if  of  less 
cost  thaq  sicca  rupees  5000 :  with^ 
in  one  month  after  the  indent  or 
iodents,  passed  by  the  military 
board,  for  such  stores,  shall  have 
been  presented  by  the  public  ofii- 
per  or  department,  for  whose  use 
they  may  be  required;  if  the 
stores  be  of  the  value  or  cost,  of 
sicca  rupees  5000 :  within  two 
months^. and  if  the  value  or  cost 
of  the  stores  be  sicca  rupees  10,000 :

The  contractor  is  bound  to  fur- 
nish the  commls^ry  stores,  and 
garrison  store-keeper,  wkh  lists  of 
theWticles  which  he  shall  frotil 
time  to  time  offer  to  deliver  int6 
the  arsenal,  or  garrison  stores,  iti 
which  lists  are  to  be  expressed  the

All  risque* and  expense  attending 
the  provision,  transportation,  and 
custody  of  the  stores,  tintil  they 
shaU  have  been  approved,  and  re- 
oeircd  oa.sur\:ey  and  inapection« 
by  the  proper  eff&cen,  shall,  in  all 
cases,  and  under  all  circumstances, 
be  borne,  by  the  contractor,  and 
not  by  the  honofvble  company  ;  on 
the  other  hand,  no  unnecessary  de- 
Jay  is  to  attend  the  reception  of  the 
stores  from  the  cotitractor.j  it  being 
the  duty  of  the  commissary  of 
stores,  garrison  store-keeper,  exe- 
cutive officers,  barrack-master,  and 
agent  fpr  gun  carriages  and  powder 
barrels,  in  their  respective  depart- 
ments, to  make  the  requisite  ap- 
plication to  have  committees  of 
survey  appointed  for  the  inspection 
of  stores,  whenever  they  shall  be 
texkieted  by  the  Contractor*  . 


The  indents  of  the  contractor, 
after  they  shall  have  been  complied 
with  by  him>  and  indorsed,  "  re* 
ceived  serviceable,"  by  the  officer 
for  the  use  of  whose  department 
the  stores  may  have  been  supplied,^ 
are,  together  with  a  duplicate,  or 
authenticated  copy  of  the  survey 
report  of  the  stores  so  supplied,  to 
be  tacked  to  his  bills  for  the  same, 
and  together  with  them  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  military  auditor-ge* 
neral,  by  whom  they  will  be  passed^ 
conformably  to  the  contract  rates, 
and  to  the  prescribed  mode  for  ad- 
justing accounts  in  the  miltUiry 
department.

Considerable  expense  having 
been  incurred  by  government,  in 
permitting  officers  holding  the  tem- 
porary and  nominal  appointments 
of  brigadiers  to  draw  the  "  supe- 
rior iMtta,'*  and  also  an' extraor- 
dinary personal  allowance  under 
the  denomination  of  ^'  brigadier's 
allowance/'  djiring  the  same 
period  of  time,  under  tha  mis- 
conception of  the  orders  and 
inteptions  of  government  upon 
that  subject,  the  govemor-gweral 
in  council  deems  it  to  be  proper 
to  notify  in  public  orders,  that 
whenever  the  public  service  shall 
hereafter  require  the  nomina- 
tion of  brigadiers  to  command 
brigades  of  the  army,  they 
are  to  receive. an  extra  persomd 
allowance  equal  to  "  brigadier's 
allowance,"  viz.  sonaul  rupees 
twelve  per  diem  for  the  perform- 
ance of  that  duty,  but  no  supe- 
rior batta.  In  the  event  of  any 
of  the  officers,  who  shall  hereafter 
be  appointed  brigadiers,  being  pre-

'*  The  paymaster-general  is,  after 
the  do^  of  every  year*s  books,  to 
furnish  accounu  current  to  any 
person  who  may  have  received,  by 
the  order  of  the  board,  or  otherwise, 
advances  on  account  of  military 
charges,  and  have  neglected  settling 
them  previous  to  the  balancing  of 
the  military  books.** 

The  governor-general  in  couhcil 
aUo  deems  it  proper  to  direct,  that 
the  account  current  of  every  officer, 
flg«nt^  or  contractor,  who  may 
kiave  received  advances  of  cash,  by 
order  of  government,  or  otherwise, 
ahall  be  adjusted  by  the  military 
paymaster-general,  immediately 
after  the  military  books  of  the  past 
year  shall  have  been  balanced,  when 
tlie  military  paymaster  -general 
•ballproceed'to  recover  the  balances 
that  may  appear  to  be  due  on  these 
accounts  respectively.  In  cases, 
however,  when  it  may  be  necessary 
to  transfer  the  balance  of  the  past

In  all  cases  of  casualty  ari- 
sing firom  death,  discharge,  transfer 
to  other  corps,  or  to  the  non-effec- 
tive establisliroent  of  any  European 
non-commissioned  offiQeror  pri- 
vate, or  of  any  native  officer  or 
soldier  of  cavalry,  infantry,  pioneers, 
or  artDlery  lascars,  to  whom  cloth- 
ing may  be  due,  the  officer  com- 
manding the  corps  in  which  such 
casualty  occurs,  shall  draw  from 
the  paymaster  of  the  station,-  in 
separate  abstracts  for  each  year,  ac- 
companied by  a  roll  of  the  names 
and  rack  of  the  persons  to  whoui 
clothing; 
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clothing  is  due,  the  valae  of  such 
clothing,  according  to  the  contract 
rates,  which  be  shall  pay  to  the 
officers  or  soldiers  discharged  or  re- 
moved, or  to  the  heirs  of  deceased 
soldiers,  on  their  receipts  prior  to 
their  quitting  the  corps.  Duplicates 
of  such  abstracts  and  rolls  shall  ac- 
company the  monthly  returns  of 
corps  to  the  adj  utan  t-general  'sofficj, 
and  a  general  roll  of  payments  for 
the  preceding  year  sh^U  be  annually 
transmitted  nrom  each  corps  and  de- 
partment, on  the  1st  of  January,  to 
the'  same  olfice.  The  paymasters 
of  stations  shall  enter  all  payments 
made  on  account  of  arrears  of 
clothing  to  European  or  native 
corps.,  on  a  separate  account ;  copy 
of  which,  accompanied  by  the  ab- 
stracts as  vouchers,  they  shall  regu- 
larly transmit  tothemilitary  pay  mas- 
ter-general, who  will  carry  the  whole 
to  the  annual  debit  of  the  off-reckon- 
ing fund  for  the  years  specified  in 
the  abstracts.  In  no  case  are  native 
troops  to  be  allowed  to  quit  the 
corps,  to  which  they  may  be  at- 
tached, until  the  claims  shall  hare 
been  adjusted.

"  The  right  hon.  lord  Lake  hay-i 
ing  taken  his  departure  from  Fort 
William,  for  the  purpose  of  return- 
ing to  Europe,  feels  himself  now 
called  upon  to  perform  the  last  act 
of  public  duty  in  his  situation  of 
commander-in-chief  in  India,  l^ 
recording  his  final  testimony  of  tho 
character  and  conduct  of  the  armjr 
of  India,  and  of  all  the  officers  and 
soldiers  who  have  served  under  his 
command,  in  attempting  the  dis« 
charge  of  that  duty,  his  lordship 
feels  it  difficult  either  to  do  justice 
to  them,  or  to  his  own  feelings^ 
under  the  mixed  sensations  of  pride 
and  regret,  inseparable  firom  the 
occasion  of  contemplating  their  me* 
rits,  and  of  bidding  adieu  to  officer* 
and  men,  collectively  and  individn* 
ally,  endeared  to  him  by  habits  of 
intercourse,  and  the  mutual  exer« 
don  of  the  spirit  of  professional  en- 
terprize  during  the  long  period  of 
six  years,  for  the  most  part  passed 
amidst  the  vicissitudes  of  climate/ 
and  the  laborious  duties  of  the  field, 
in  the  service  of  their  king  and 
country.  The  merits  .and  the  ser- 
vices of  the  army,  and  of  all  the 
officers  and  troops  engaged  in  the 
late  arduous  war  in  India,  have  . 
been  so  repeatedly  and  so.  empha- 
tically expressed  and  recorded  bf 
the  supreme  government  of  the  Bri- 
tish possessions  in  Asia  $  and  the 
gratitude  and  applause  of  tho  com- 
t  K.S 
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tnander-In-cbief  have  been  so  fre- 
quently called  forth  to  express  his 
admiration  of  the  gallant  spirit  of 
euterprize  and  exertion  of  the  offi- 
cers,  the  steady  discipline  and  un- 
daunted valour  of  the  troops^  that 
the  commander-in-chief  feels  any 
endeavour  of  his  to  add  to  their  re- 
putation>  would  only  tend  to  lessen 
its  estimation,  in  proportion  as  the 
attempt  must  &11  short  of  the  praise 
which  it  deserves.  It  therefore 
only  remains  for  his  lordship  to  ex- 
press once  mare  his  most  sincere  and 
D«irty  thanks  for  the  distinguished 
honour  which  he  has  derived  from 
the  gallant  exertions  and  splendid 
successes  of  the  Rritish  army  in  In- 
dia, and  to  record  that  testimony 
which  his  personal  observation  and 
experiencei  ddnng  the  period  of 
six  years,  entitles  him  to  pronounce, 
that  the  approbation  which  has  been 
bestowed  on  them  has  been  most 
eminently  deserved,  and  that  they 
have  established  a  just  and  un- 
doubted claim  to  the  best  rewards 
which  can  be  bestowed  on  them  by 
a  grateful  government.  The  com- 
mander-in-chief feels^  that  to  as- 
cribe any  peculiar  merit  to  the  con- 
duct by  which  the  officers  and  sol- 
diers, his  countrymen,  have  been 
actuated  beyond  what  might  attach 
to  their  distinguished  valour  and 
noble  perseferance,  during  a  long 
and  arduous  war,  would  be  felt  only 
as  a  negative  compliment ;  but  he 
finds  it  difficult  to  do  justice  to  the 
merits  of  oar  native  soldiers,  who 
have  -encountered  eveiy  danger 
with  the  most  exemplary  valour, 
who  have  submitted  to  eveiy  hard- 
ship^ and  privation  with  the  utmost 
fortitude  and  perseverance,  and 
who,  to  promote  the  cause  in  which 
they  were  engaged,  have,  on  many 
occasions,  made  a  cheerfol  and 
leady  sacrlfioe  of  every  habit  and 
prqudioe  which  they  have  bcea 


taught  to  regard  as  most  dear  and 
inviolable.  If  any  weight  can  at- 
tach to  his  success,  or  any  influence 
be  derived  from  the  acknowledged 
national  benefits  that  have  been 
justly  ascribed  to  the  fortitude  and 
valour  of  the  Rritish  army  in  India, 
during  the  period  of  his  command, 
the  commander-in-chief  will  esteem 
it  the  greatest  honour,  and  the 
highest  gratification  of  his  life,  to 
employ  that  weight  and  influence 
in  promoting  the  interests  and  ex- 
alting the  character  of  that  gallant 
army,  to  which  he  now  subscribes 
his  affectionate  fahbwel.  The 
remainder  of  his  days  will  be  enli- 
vened by  the  recollection  of  thoso 
public  services  which  obtained  for 
him^he  approbation  of  his  king  and 
country ;  and  his  lordship  will  never 
cease  to  cherish  the  afectionato 
remembrance  of  the  companions  of 
his  glory,  and  the  promoters  of  his 
success,  during  the  eventful  period 
of  his  long  command  in  India."

With  a  view  to  prevent  confii- 
sion  in  the  adjustment  of  accounts, 
the  right  honourable  the  governor 
In  council  is  pleased  to  direct,  that 
all  advances  of  money  on  other 
payments  to  the  gentlemen  in  the 
military  or  medical  departments, 
arriving  from  England  at  tliis  pre* 
fidency,  shall  be  issued  through 
the  following'channels.  To  assist- 
ant stirgeons  on  tlie  establishment 
at  Fort  St.  George,  through  the 
secretary  of  the  medical  board. 
To  cadets  on  the  establishment  of 
Fort  St.  George,  through  the 
officer  commanding  the  cadet  com<* 
pany,  or  the  officer  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  them  at  tlie  presi- 
dency. To  assistant  surgeons,  and 
padets  belonging  to  other  presiden- 
cies, through  3ie  town  major  of 
fort  St.  Qeorge. 

Fort  St.  George,  May  6, 1806. 
The  right  honourable  the  gorer-  ' 
nor  in  council  having  considered 
with  attention  the  situation  of  cer- 
tain descriptions  of  staff  officers  on 
the  establishment  of  the  army 
under  the  presidency,  who,  from 
the  offices  which  they  fill,  are  not 
liable  to  take  the  field,  conse([uent-» 
iy  should  not  be  considered  as 
amenable  to   muster    the  camp 


equipage  of  their  respective  ranks^ 
nor  entitled  to  draw  regimental 
tent  allowance.  Of  this  description 
of  officers,  the  right  honourable 
the  governor  in  council  considers 
the  military  staff  attached  to  hiro« 
self,  (not  inclusive  of  the  com- 
mandant of  the  body  guard)  all 
military  residents  at  native  courts, 
the  military  auditor-general,  his 
deputy  and  assistants;  the  secre- 
tary, deputy  secretary,  and  assist- 
ant to  the  secretary  of  the  military 
board,  the  deputy  paymaster-general 
to  his  majesty^s  troops  -,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  medical  board  and 
their  secretary  ;  the  commissary  of 
storeis  at  the  arsenal  of  Fort  St. 
George;  all  fixed  commissaries 
and  deputy  commissaries  of  stores^ 
and  subordinate  stations  j  all  town 
majors,  fort  and  town  adjutants; 
the  agent  for  furnishing  military 
stores  at  the  presidency ;  the  pay- 
master  of  stipends  and  his  assistant 
at  VeMorej  the  medical  store- 
keeper  at  the  presidency  j  assistant 
surgeon  at  the  dispensary;  sur- 
geons of  the  male  asylum,  luna- 
tic and  native  hospitals;  Black^ 
Town  jails  and  St.  Thome;  all 
fixed  garrison  surgeons ;  in  short, 
no  description  of  officers  in  pub- 
lic fixed  situations  are  to  be  con- 
sidered as  etititled  to  tent  allow- 
ance. This  indulgence  having 
been  extended  to  the  army  with 
the  exclusive  view  of  facilitating 
its  movements,  which  in  the  in- 
stances before  stated  does  not 
apply  ;  all  officers,  therefore,  of  the 
descriptions  to  which  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  this  order  applies,  will 
only,  from  the  1st  June  next,  draw 
the  house  and  office  rent  already 
allowed  to  them  under  the  autho- 
rity from  government ;  and  such 
ofiScers  as  are  not  in  receipt  of 
house  rent  will,  for  the  "above 
period,  draw  it  conformably  to  the 
regulation^ 
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regnlalioDS  ettablished  under  this 
liead  at  the  ptesidencj^  and  at 
aobordinate  stations  when  not  pro- 
vided with  quarters  at  the  public 
expanse.  This  order  in  no  shape 
affects  the  staff  of  th^  commander- 
in-chiefy  nor  the  offices  of  the 
adjutant  quarter-master-general  of 
the  army,  or  subordinate  officers 
in  those  departments,  or  other 
public  officers  who  may  be  con- 
sidered liable  to  take  the  field  with 
the  army,  or  to  move  about  from 
one  station  to  another  on  duty,  as 
in  the  instances  of  barrack  masters 
jand  judge  advocateti,  &c. 

The  right  honourable  the  gover- 
nor in  council,  having  resolved 
that  all  officers,  in  certain  fixed  staff 
situations,  who  are  not  liable  to 
tajce  the  field,  shall  draw  bouse 
rent  in  lieu  of  tent  allowance, 
from  the  first  of  the  ensuing 
month  ^  and  his  lordship  in  council 
having  given  due  consideration  to 
the  rates  of  house  and  office  rent, 
formerly  allowed  at  subordinate 
.  Btattons,  viz.  pagodas  five  per 
month,  indiscriminately  to  all 
ranks^  (a  sum  by  no  means  suffi- 
cient to  enable  oflicers  of  rank  to 
procure  suitable  accomroodaiion) 
has  been  pleased  further  to  re- 
solve, that  field  officers,  in  situa- 
tions above  described,  shall  draw, 
as  bouse  rent,  pagodas  fifteen, 
office  rent,  pagodas  five  per  month ; 
captains  in  such  situations  to  be 
permitted  to  draw  pagodas  ten  as 
house  rent,  and  pagodas  five  per 
month  £or  an  office;  %ubaltems> 
in  such  situations,  pagodas  ten  per 
month,  for  house  and  ofiBce  rent. 

The  rates  of  house  rent  at  the 
presidency  and  its  dependencies 
to  continue  as  usual,  viz.  field 
officers,'  pagodas  twenty ;  captains, 
pi^odas  fifteen;  and  subalterns, 
pagodas  eight  per  month.    Oifice 


rent  to  be  fixed  by  the  right  ho* 
nourable  the.  governor  in  council^ 
on  application  from  the  parties^ 
according  to  the  nature  and  extent 
of  duty,  which  the  officer  apply- 
ing may  have  to  discharge.  These 
allowances  are  only  to  be  drawn  by 
staff  officers,  who  are  not  provided 
with  quarters  or  office  at  the  pub- 
lic expense,  and  the  abstracts  or 
bills  in  which  they  are  included^ 
are  always  to  be  supported  by  a 
certificate  from  tne  barrack  master^ 
in  the  following  words:—''  I  do 
hereby  certify,  that  the  officer, 
drawing  house  (or  office)  rent  as 
above,  is  not  provided  with  a  pub- 
lic quarter,  and  that  tbete  are  none 
to  fa«  had  for  his  accommodation, 
(or  that  of  his  office)  at  this  sta- 
tion." In  the  absence  of  the 
barrack-master,  the  certificate  is 
to  be  signed  by  the  public  staff 
officer  of  the  station,  or  where 
there  i»  no  offieer  of  this  descrip- 
tion, by  the  commanding  officer 
on  the  spot.

May  31,  1806.— The  present 
allowance  of  six  fanams  per  day 
to  each  man,  commanders  of  ships, 
on  which  European  troops  may  bd 
sent  from  one  port  to  another,  being 
found  totally  inadequate  to  the 
expense  of  victualling  them,  the 
right  honourable  tb€  governor  in 
council  has  been  pleased  to  resolve, 
that  an  allowance  of  ten  fanams 
per  day,  on  account  of  each  Euro- 
pean, shall  be  paid  by  government 
to  the  commander  of  any  ship  in 
which  troops  may  be  ordered  to 
proceed  from  any  port  dependent 
on  the  presidency  of  Fort  St. 
Georg'',  provided  the  troops  shall 
be  victualled  at  the  expense  of  the 
commander^ 
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commander,  oi;  owner^  of  the  said 
ship.

The  right  honourable  the  go- 
vernor in  council  has  great  satis- 
faction in  publishing  the  following 
extract  of  a  letter  addressed  to  this 
government,  by  the  honourable  the 
governor-general  in  council,  and  in 
fitating  the  cordial  concurrence  of 
his  lordship  in  council  in  the  sen- 
timents expressed  by  the  governor- 
general  in  council,  in  regard  to  the 
meritorious  conduct  of  the  officers 
and  troo{)s  of  this  establishment, 
who  were  employed  in  the  field 
during  the  operations  against  Jes- 
wunt  Rao  Holkar. 

*'  On  the  occasion  of  withdraw- 
ing the  armies  of  the  establishments 
of  the  several  presidencies  from  the 
duties  of  the  field,  and  placing 
them  in  the  cantonments,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  conclusion  of  the 
iate  honourable  and  advantageous 
peace  ^-ith  Jeswnnt  Rao  Holkar, 
wa  discharge  a  satisfactory  obliga- 
tion of  our  public  duty  in  convqr- 
ing  to  your  lordship  in  council  the 
expression  of  the  high  sense  we 
entertain  of  the  distinguished  con- 
duct of  the  officers  and  men  of 
that  portion  of  his  majesty's  and 
the  honourable  company's  forces, 
attached  to  the  presidency  of  Fort 
St.  George,  which  has  been  em- 
ployed on  active  service  during  the 
last  contest.  Under  every  trial  of 
fatigue  and  difficulty  incident  to  a 
protracted  term  of  a  military  ser- 
vice in  countries  recently  exposed 
to  tlie  injuries  of  famine  ;  and  the 
ravages  of  war,  the  officers  and 
troops  of  his  majesty's  and  the 
honourable  company's  service,  em- 
ployed under  the  presidency  of 
Fort  St.  Geor^,  have  manifested 


an  exemplary  degree  of  fortitade, 
activity,  and  militaiy  discipline  | 
and  in  the  execution  of  the  mili- 
tary operations  which  required 
their  services,  their  conduct  has 
been  distinguished  by  every  quality 
of  perseverance,  gallantry,  and  skill, 
which  can  tend  to  elevate  the  repu- 
tation and  establish  the  ascendency 
of  the  British  arms.  We  request 
that  vour  lordship  in  council  will' 
be  pleased  to  direct  the- communi- 
cation of  these  sentiments  to  the 
officers  and  men  of  his  majesty's 
and  the  honourable  company's 
forces  of  the  presidency  of  Fort  St. 
George,  engaged  in  the  duties  of 
the  field,  during  the  late  contest 
with  Jeswunt  Rao  Holkar." 

June  17/ A,  I8O6.— The  right 
honourable  the  governor  in  coun- 
cil is  pleased  to  publish  in  general 
orders  the  following  regulations, 
which  have  been  established  for  the 
guidance  of  the  chaplains,  serving* 
under  the  orders  of  this  presidency. 

Be^tdadonsfoT  the  chaplo&ns  serv- 
tng  under  the  presidenctf  of  Fort 
St.  George. 

1.  Every  chaplain  shall  read 
divine  service  every  Sunday  morn- 
ing to  the  Europeans,  civil  and 
military,  residing  in  the  garrison 
to  which  he  is  appointed,  when 
the  whole  of  the  morning  prayer 
is  to  be  read,  and  a  sermon  to  be 
preached. 

2.  The  chaplain  is  to  apply  to 
the  commanding  officer,  oc  the 
chief  civilian  in  authority,  to  allot 

•  any  convenient  room,  which  can 
be  spared,  for  the  pUrpose  of  di- 
vine worship,  should  no  regular 
church  be  established  at  the  station 
or  garrison  to  whieh  a  chaplain  is 
appointed ;  and  if  no  such  buildiog, 
or  room,  can  be  spared,  he  is  to 
apply  to  the  commanding  officer, 
requesting 
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veqaesting  that  a  range  of  tents 
may  be  pitched  for  this  express 
purpose  every  Sunday  morning. 

3.  Should  the  clergyman  re- 
ceive any  hinderance  in  the  dis- 
cJiarge  of  his  duty;  should  the 
Europeans  not  attend  divine  ser- 
vicei  or  shops  be  opened  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  the  clergyman  is  to 
make  the  same  known  (according 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  a  civil  or 
military  nature)  to  the  command- 
ing officer,  or  senior. civil  servant, 
in  writing,  and  request  his  inter* 
ference  to  prevent  such  irregula- 
rity in  future;  and  in  the  event  of 
such  complaint  not  being  duly 
noticed  by  the  commanding  officer, 
or  senior  civil  servant,  be  is  to 
forward  a  copy  of  bis  complaint  to 
the  senior  chaplain,  to  be  laid  be- 
fore the  right  honourable  the 
governor  in  council. 

4.  Christmas  day,  and  Good 
Friday,  aVe  to  be  kept  holy,  and 
the  usual  solemnities  of  the  church 
duly  observed  on  these  holidays. 

5'  If  from  indisposition  or 
other  causes,  divine  service  should' 
not  be  performed  by  the  clergyman 
at  the  appointed  times,  a  letter  is 
to  be  addressed  to  the  senior  chap- 
.lain,  accx»unting  for  the  omission. 

6y  The  practice  of  baptizing 
in  private  houses  is  to  be  avoided 
by  the  chaplain  as  much  as  possible, 
and  the  clergymen  is  to  attend 
at  the  place  appointed  for  divine 
service  every  Saturday  at  noon, 
for  the  purpose  of  baptizing  sol- 
dier's children ;  however,  this  is 
not  to  be  coasidered  as  author iziog 
the  clergyman  to  decline  attending 
at  any  time  or  place  to  administer 
private  baptism  to  such  infants  as 
may  be  in  a  weak,  or  precarious 
state  of  health. 

7.  The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
AUpper  is  to  l>e  publicly  adminis- 
ter^ four  times  in  the  year^  pro- 


vided there  are  a  sufficient  number 
of  pro))er  communicants  desirous 
of  receiving  it,  ^and  it  is  to  be 
proclaimed  on  the  Lord's  day  next 
before  Christmas  day,  Easter  day, 
Whitsunday,  and  the  13th  Sunday 
after  Trinity. 

8.  Clergymen  having  obtained 
the  right  honourable  the  governor's  ' 
permission  to  marry  tho6e  jn  the 
higher  ranks  of  life,  and  that  of 
the  chief  civil,  or  military  officer 
on  the  spot,  to  marry  those  in  the 
inferior  orders,  aje  to  direct  the 
attendance  of  the  parties  at  the 
church,  or  place  allotted  for  divine 
service  in  canonical  hours ;  and  at 
such  time  and  place  only,  the  mar- 
riage ceremony  is  to  be  performed, 
eicept  in  cases  of  emergency ;  and 
in  all  such  cases,  the  c^use  for 
deviating  from  this  regulation  is 
to  be  noted  on  the  back  of  the 
marriage  certificate  forwarded  to 
the  senior  clergyman. 

9.  Women  are  to  be  churched 
on]y  in  the  face  of  the  congrega- 
gation  and  during  public  prayers. 

10.  Fgnerals  ^fe  to  be  appoint- 
ed either  at 'half  past  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  or  half  past  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  the 
clergyman  is  to  attend  at  the  latter 
time  if  he  receives  notice  of  the  ' 
funeral  before  three  o'clock  p.  m. 
but  if  the  notice  arrive  after  that 
hour,  the  interment  is  to  take 
place  at  half  past  six  o'clock  on  the 
morning  following ;  cases,  how- 
ever, may  occur  which  may  re- 
quire a  deviation  from  this  general 
rule. 

1 1 .  Attention  is  to  be  paid  by 
clergymen  to  those  seasons  set 
apart  for  the  fasts,  festivals,  and 
other  solemuiiies  appointed  by  the 
church,  and  they  are  particularly 
to  use  their  influence  in  prevent- 
ing public  amusements  in  the  holy 
week  (commonly  called  passion 
week.)  12. 
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12.  It  is  a  bounden  duty  <^ 
every  clergyman  to  make  frequent 
visits  to  the  sick  Europeans  in  the 
hospital,  to  pray  by  those  who 
wish  for  snch  consolation  in  their 
last  moments,  and^  where  it  may 
seem  proper,  to  administer  th^ 
sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper. 

13.  No  clergyman  is  to  carry 
on  any^  trade  or  traffick  whatso- 
ever, directly  or  indirectly. 

'  14.  The  general  order  issued 
by  government  on  the  27th  of 
March,  1805,  is  to  be  strictly 
attended  to,  regarding  marriages, 
baptisms,  and  funerals,  and  the 
certificates  which  are  to  be  for* 
¥rarded  to  the  senior  chaplain,  are 
to  be  made  out  in  the  exact  form 
prescribed  by  that  G.  O.  by  deigy- 
men  as  well  as  civilians  and  com- 
manding officers. 

15.  The  junior  clergy  shall 
answer  all  enquiries  made  by  the 
aenipr  chaplain  of  Fort  St.  George, 
on  the  state  of  religion  iti  their 
respective  stations,  &:c.  &c.  and 
point,  out  to  him,  for  the  informa* 
tion  of  govemoient,  any  irregu- 
larities they  may  observe  in  their 
neighbourhood,  tending  to  disturb 
the  peace  of  society^  and  to  sub- 
vert the  principles  of  true  religioti 
and  virtue  -,  and  also  regularly  re- 
port, at  the  expiration  of  every 
ttkvet  months,  on  the  progress  of 
their  ministiy  to  the  senior  chap- 
lain. 

16.  The  senior  chaplain  is  to 
communicate  to  government  all 
matters  relative  to  £e  church,  taxd 
all  communications  from  the  ju- 
nior clergy  are  to  be  addressed 
to  government  through  the  senior 
chaplain,  in  order  that  he  may  make 
actch  remarks  thereon  as  he  may 
think  proper;  however,  the  se- 
nior chaplain  is  not  hereby  autho- 
rized to  keep  back  any  letter  which 
may  be  forwarded  to  him. 


17.  The  senior  chaplain  diall 
from  time  to  time  visit  the  subor- 
dinate garrisons,  for  the  purpose 
of  reporting  such  observations  to 
government  as  he  may  conceive 
of  consequence  to  the  cause  of 
religion  in  this  country. 

Fort  St.  George,  June  27,  1809. 
The  right  honourable  the  gover- 
nor-general in  council  is  pleased 
to  direct,  that  all  paymasters,  and 
garrison  store-keepers,  in  the  civil 
service  of  the  honourable  company^ 
appointed  to  do  duty  as  members 
of  military  coroimittees,  shall  take 
relative  rank  with  officers  of  the 
army,  according  to  the  following 
table  of  presidency  established  by 
the  honourable  court  of  directors. 
Senbr  merchants,  lieutenant-colo- 
nels, junior'  merchants,  majors, 
factors,  captains,  writersj  and  subal- 
terns. His  lordship  in  council, 
however,  further  directs,  that  the 
paymaster  shall  not:  in  any  case 
take  rank  of  the  officer  command- 
ing the  station  at  which  he  may 
reside. 

The  right  honorable  the  gover- 
nor in  council  having  resolved  that 
no  fire  arms,  ammunition,  or  mi- 
litaiy  stores  of  any  description, 
shall  be  purchased  or  sold  by  any 
individual  residing  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  government  of  Fort 
St.  George,  (with  the  exception  of 
regular  shop  keepers,  who  may 
import  from  England,  small  arms, 
battie  powder,  swords  or  dirks,  for 
sale  to  their  customers)  does  hereby 
order  and  direct,  that  all  indivi- 
duals having  any  ordnance,  fire 
arms,  ammunition,  or  military 
stores,  which  may  be  intended  for 
sale,  (with  the  exception  above 
stated)  shall  deliver  the  same  at 
the  arsenal  of  Fort  St.  Geoi^, 
when  a  receipt  will  foe  granted  by 

the 
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the  officer  of  goverament*  Tho 
individuals  will  be  reimbarsed  by 
the  government  in  the  iiill  value 
of  all  articles  so  delivered.  It  is 
the  desire  of  his  lordship  in  coun- 
cilj  to  obviate  the  inconvenience 
which  the  regulation  might  produce 
to  individuals  who  may  require 
arms^  ammunition,  &c.  for  the 
protection  of  ships  or  other  vessels, 
that  may  be  employed  in  trade.  It 
is^  therefore,  hereby  notified,  that 
articles  will  be  supplied  from  the 
arsenal,  when  it  may  be  conve- 
nient, under  the  usual  authority 
of  government  and  the  military 
board.

FortSt.Oeon[^,  Oct.  10^  1806. 
On  the  occasion  of  the  intended 
tetum  of  his  majesty's  19th  regi- 
ment of  light  dragoons  to  Europe, 
the  right  honorable  the  governor  in 
council  feels  the  greatest  satisfac- 
tion in  testifying,  in  the  most  public 
manner,  his  highest  approbation  of 
the  conduct  of  that  distinguished 
and  valuable  corps.  From  the  pe- 
riod of  the  arrival  of  his  majesty's 
19th  dragoons  in  India,  in  the  year 
1782,  until  the  present  time,  that 
regiment  has  shared  in  almost  every 
action  of  difficultv  and  of  glory, 
in  which  the  Britisn  arms  have  been 
engaged  during  that  long  and 
eventful  interval,  and  has  deserv- 
edly established  a  degree  of  reputa- 
tion seldom  equaUed,  never  sur- 
passed. His  lordship  in  council 
deems  it  unnecessary  at  this  mo- 
ment to  enumerate  the  various  in- 
stances in  which  his  majesty's  19th 
dragoons  have  rendered  the  most 
important  service  to  their  covntiy : 


but  the  glory  acquired  by  that  re- 
gimen t  in  the  field  of  Assaye,  and 
the  important  advantages  which  re- 
sulted from  iu  bravery,  discipline,, 
and  activity,  on  a  late  memorable 
occasion,  an  instance  which  can- 
not be  omitted,  and  which  can  ne- 
ver be  obliterated  from  the  annals 
of  this  country,  or  from  the  me- 
mory of  the  British  nation.  His 
lordship  in  council  was  pleased,  by 
a  general  order  under  date  the  27  th ' 
August,  1865,  to  confer  a  particu- 
lar mark  of  his  lordship's  approba- 
tion on  his  majesty's  7^^^  regi* 
ment,  at  the  period  of  the  embark- 
ation of  that  distinguished  corps 
for  Europe,  by  granting  to  the  offi- 
cers a  donation  of  three  months 
full  batta.  Impressed  with  similar 
sentiments  on  the  present  occasion, 
hiff  lordship  in  council  has,  in  consi* 
deration  a£  the  long  and  brilliant 
services  of  his  majesty's  19th  regi- 
ment of  dragoons,  resolved  to  ex- 
tend to  the  officers  of  that  xcigi- 
ment  a  donation  of  the  same 
amount,  which  is  accordingly  di- 
rected to  be  paid  previously  ta 
their  departure.

F^ura.  2.  ''  By  our  letter  of  the 
10th  July  last,  you  were  informed 
that  we  had  taken  into  serious  con- 
sideration the  state  of  our  artillery 
corps  in  India,  relative  to  the  esta- 
blishment of  field  officers  attached 
to  the  battalions ;  and  of  the  refe- 
rence made  to  the  late  marquis 
Cornwallis  on  the  subject  of  an  in- 
crease of  thafe  establishment. 

3.    "  Wa 
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3.  '^  We  have  learned,  by  a 
coinmuntcatioD  from  G.  A.  Robin- 
sou,  esq.  the  private  secretary  to 
the  late  governor-general,  that  his 
Iprdship  bad  discussed  the  sabject, 
and  from  a  conviction  of  the  pro- 
priety and  fairness  of  the  measure 
we  had  submitted  to  his  considera- 
tion, had  determined  to  adopt  it. 
We  conclude,  however,  from  the 
ever  to  be  lamented  death  of  the 
noble  marquis,  so  soon  after  bis  ar- 
rival in  Bengal,  no  steps  had  been 
taken  to  give  efFect  to  his  lordship's 
sentiments. 

4.  **  Under  these  circumstances, 
as  our  conviction  of  the  expediency 
and  jastice  of  the  augmentation 
remains  unaltered,  and  as  in  their, 
letter  of  the  25th  July  last,  thego- 
I'emor-gcneral  and  council  very 
strongly  recommended  an  increase 
of  field  officers  to  the  artillery, 
with  a  view  to  prevent  the  slow 
promotion  and  frequent  superces- 
fiions  of  the  officers  of  that  corps, 
we  now  direct  that  a  second  lieu- 
tenant-colonel, and  second  major, 
b6  added  to  each  of  the  artillery 
battalions  in  our  service  at  the  se- 
veral presidencies;  and  that  the 
necessary  prohiotions  do  accord- 
ingly take  pla^e  on  receipt  of  oar 
orders.  And  in  consideration  of  tlie 
great  delay  that  has  unavoidably 
occurred  in  tliese  promotions,  and 
of  the  augmentations  made  to  the 
infantry  and  cavalry  regiments  in 
1804  and  1805,  by  which  the 
hardships  complained  of  by  the 
artillery  ofBcers  respecting  their  re- 
lative promotion  to  those  of  the 
other  corps  of  the  array,  have  been 
increased  in  a  considerable  degree, 
we  have  resolved  that  this  new  es- 

^  tablisbment  ojf  field  officers  for  the 
artillery  shall  be  considered  as  tak- 
ing effect  from  the  21st  September, 
1804,  at  which  period  four  regi- 
ments  of  oative    ioiSmtry    were 


added  to  each  of  the  armies  of 
Bengal  and  Fort  St.  George. 

6.  "In  r^rd  tp  allowances, 
we  can  only  permit  of  the  diffe- 
rence of  pay  being  drawn  by  the 
officers  of  artiilery,  to  be  promoted 
from  the  21  st  September,  1804,  iu 
consequence  of  our  present  orders."

The  right  honorable  the  gover« 
cor  in  council,  in  conformity  to 
orders  received  from  tiie  supreme 
government  in  India,  directs  tl^at 
the  Ist  regiment  of  native  fenci- 
bles  shall  be  disembodied  on  the 
2dth  instant,  and  that  the  regimen- 
tal staff  shall  be  discharged  from 
that  date.  His  lordship  in  council 
takes  this  opportunity  of  publish- 
iog>  in  general  orders,  his  perfect 
approbation  of  the  conduct  of  the 
native  fencibles,  from  their  first 
formation  to  the  present  period; 
and  is  pleased  to  declare  lieutenant- 
colonel  Taswell  to  be«  entitled  to 
his  particular  acknowledgments,  as 
well  for  having  formed  and  disci- 
plined so  valuable  a  regiment,  as 
also  for  having  been  the  means  of 
rendering  an  essential  benefit  to  the 
public  service,  by  transferring  to 
the  regular  establishment  a  large 
proportion  of  well-disciplined  and 
exemplary  men.  His  lordship  in 
council  issdso  pleased  to  publish,  in 
general  orders,  his  acknowledg- 
ments to  the  field  officers,  and  to 
the  other  officers  of  the  corps,  for 
their  useful  and  voluntary  services. 
His  lordship  in  council  directs,  that 
the  same  gratuity  as  in  former  years 
'  f hall  t)e  given  to  the  European  ofti- 
cerij  and  that  a  donation  of  one 
month's  pay*  shall  be  is:>aed  to  tbe 
native  officers  and  men,  *as  also  to 
the  non-commissioned  staff  and 
followers  of  the  regiment,  as  a 
mark  of  bis  lordship's  approbation. 


His  lordship  in  council  directs,  that 
tbe  colours  of  tlie  native  fencibles, 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  armory 
of  Fort  St.  George,  and  that  the 
officers  of  the  regiment  shall  re- 
tain the  commissions  of  their  pre- 
sent rank,  with  the  exception  of 
such  of  them  as  may  not  be  willing 
to  serve  on  any  future  occasion  in 
the  same  capacity  3  sudh  officers 
will  be  permitted  to  resign-  their 
commissions,  on  submitting  a  re- 
quest to  that  effect  to  the  right  ho- 
norable the  governor,  through  the 
channel  of  their  commanding  offi- 
cer. His  excellency  the  comman- 
der-in-chief will  be  pleased  to  give 
the  necessary  directions  for  receiv- 
ing the  volunteers  for  the  2d  batta- 
lion of  the  25th  regiment  of  native 
infantry,  and  for  taking  charge  of 
the  arms  and  military  stores  of  the 
1st  regiment  of  native  fencibles. 
His  excellency  will  also  be  pleased 
to  assign  to  the  native  commis- 
sioned and  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers of  the  native  fencibles,  who 
may  volunteer  for  the  2d  battalion 
of  the  25th  regiment  of  native 
infantry,  the  rank  which  they  at 
present  enjoy  in  the  former  corps. 
Lieutenant-colonel  Taswel  will, 
fully  explain  this  order  to  the  offi- 
cecs  and  men  under  his  command. 

Feb.  24,  1807. 
The  right  honorable  the  governor 
in  council  having  resolved  to  reduce 
the  battalions  of  native  infantry, 
extra  to  the  regular  establishment 
of  this  presidency,  is  pleased  to 
direct,  that  the  Tanjore  provincidi 
battalion  shall  be  discontinued  from 
the  returns  of  the  army  from  the 
last  day  of  the  present  month  A 
donation  of  one  month's  pay  will 
be  given  to  the  narive  commis- 
sioned, non-commissioned  officers, 
and  privates,  and  followers  of  the 
Tanjore  provincial  battalion,  on  its 
reduction 
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redaction,  as  a  mark  of  the  appro- 
bation with  which  the  government 
has  viewed  their  services.  In  fur- 
ther testimony  of  the  approbation  ^ 
of  the  government  of  the  services 
of  this  corps,  the  native  commis- 
sioned, non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates  of  the  battalion  will 
have  an  option  of  remaining  in  the 
regular  service  of  the  company 
with  the  rank  they  respectively 
hold,  should  they  be  willing  to  be 
80  transferred  to  the  2d  battalion  of 
the  24th  regiment  of  native  infan- 
try, in  which  they  will  be  received 
with  the  full  claims  to  future  bene- 
fit resulting  from  their  former  ser- 
vice i.n  the  Tanjore  provincial  bat- 
talion. Captain  Butler  will  fiilly 
explain  this  order  to  the  corps. 

March  17,    I807.— The  right 
honourable  the  governor-general  in 
council  has  been  pleased  to  resolve, 
that  from  the  1st  of  the  ensuing 
month,  an  allowance  shall  be  made 
to  military  paymasters  at  out-sta- 
tions, in  lieu  of  quarters  and  offices 
hitherto  kept  up  at  the  expense  of 
government  3  paymasters  will,  ne- 
vertheless, be  permitted  to  occupy 
the  public  buildings,  which  have 
been  usually  allott^  to  them,  un- 
der an  engagement  to  bear  all  the 
expensea^which  may  be  necessary 
to  preserve  such  buildings  in  the 
same  state  of  repair  in  which  they 
may  be  at  the  time  they  are  de- 
livered over  by  the  barrack-master.

represented  to  the  right  honourable 
the  governor  in  council,  that  much 
inconvenience  to  the  public  and  to 
individuals,  as  well  as  great  con- 
fiision  in  the  adjustment  of  pay- 
masters* accounts  have  arisen  from 
a  miscontruction  and  neglect  of 
orders  about  transfer  vouchers, 
which  are  contained  in  the  5th  pa- 
ragraph of  the  16th  section  of  the 
printed  code  of  regulations,  pub- 
lished by  government  on  the  8th  of 
September,  1801. 

2.  In  order,  therefore,  to  re- 
medy the  evils  represented,  and 
with  a  view  to  accommodate  details 
and  individuals,  T^hen  absent  from 
their  corps^  the  right  hon.  the  go- 
vemot'  in  council  has  been  pleased 
to  cancel  the  paragraph  of  the  code 
above  stated,  and,  in  lieu  thsreof, 
to  publish  the  follovnng  regulations, 
to  which  all  officers  commanding  , 
stations  or  corps,  public  staff  offi- 
cers, and  paymasters,  are  hereby 
most  positively  enjoined  to  pay  the 
strictest  attention. 

3.  Details,  not  under  an  Euro-' 
pean  officer,  and  individuals  of 
whatever  rank,  when  temporarily 
absent  from  their  corps  upon  duty, 
furlough,  or  sick  certificate,  are  to 
be  returned  as  such  in  the  muster- 
rolls;  and  their  pay  b  to  be  drawn 

in 
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in  the  abstracts  of  the  corps  to  ^iiich 
they  belong. 

4.  The  amount  of  pay,  thus 
drawn  for  absentees,  is  to  be  re- 
turned to  the  paymaster,  who  will 
grant  bills  at  sight,  either  for  a  part 
or  the  whole,  as  may  be  required, 
on  the  military  paymaster-general, 
and  in  favour  of  the  commanding  or 
public  staff  officer  of  station,  where 
the  absentees  may  happen  to  be  at 
the  time.  These  bi lis  are  to  be  for- 
warded bytlie  officers  commanding 
corps  to  the  stations  where  their  ab- 
sent men  may  be,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commanding  or 
public  staff  officers  at  those  stations 
to  lose  no  time  in  drawing  from  the 
paymaster  ihe  amount  ot  the  bills, 
and  paying  the  parties. 

5.  In  the  case  of  an  European 
coin  missioned  officer  Absent  from 
kis  corps,  the  bill  for  the  amount 
of  his  pay  may  be  made  out  in  his 
own  favour,  and  transmitted  direct 
to  him  3  but  it  is  to  be  observed, 
that  every  voucher  hitherto  required 
is  to  be  considered  equally  necessary 
in  future  to  warrant  the  issue  of  pay 
and  allowances  >  and  that,  therefore, 
in  cases  when  the  regular  reports 
of  muster  of  camp  equipage  may 
not  have  been  received  (which  is 
likely  oFteii  to  occur)   the  tent  al- 

•  lowance  for  each  month  is  not  to  be 
drawn.  The  want  of  a  certificate 
of  last  payment  must  in  like  man- 
ner prevent  any  pay  being  issued, 
until  the  receipt  of  such  voucher, 
•when  the  arrears  will  become  is- 
suable in  the  following  month. — 
OfHcers  absent  from  their  corps* 
who  may  have  their  camp  equipage 
."with  them,  will  therefore  be  par-* 
ticutar  in  transmitting  to  their  corps 
the  regular  reports  of  muster  as 
early  as  possible  in  each  month,  to 
prevent  the  inconvenience, which 
they  must  otherwise  be  put  to. 

6.  Paymasters  are  hereby  di- 


rected  to  grant  bills,  as  stated  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs,  taking- 
care  to  insert  in  each  the  purpose! 
for  Mrhich  it  has  been  drawn ;  and 
the  paymasters  at  the  stations  where 
the  absentees  may  be,  are  directed 
to  discharge  such  bills  at  sight,  tak- 
ing credit  themselves  for  the  z* 
mount,  and  debating  the  military 
paymaster-general.  The  paymastei" 
ot  Fort  St.  George  may  grant  bills 
for  the  pay  of  men  absent  from  ih6 
presidency,  but  he  is  on  nb  account 
to  pay  any  bills  of  that  description, 
which  will  always  be  discharged  to 
the  general  treasury^ 

7.  As  bills  transmittdd  by  post 
are  liable  to  miscarriage,  paymas- 
ters are  directed  to  grant  them  ia 
triplicate ;  the  first  and  second  to 
be  tbrwarded  by  commanding  of^ 
ficers  the  same  day  on  which  they 
received  them,  but  under  separate 
covers,  and  the  third  as  soon  after 
as  may  be  convenient.  ;  The  com- 
manding or  public  staff  officer  of 
the  station  is  immediately,  on  the  , 
i^ceipt  of  the  first  and  second  bills, 
to  present  them  to  the  pa}'master« 
who  having  paid  them,  will  trans- 
mit the  first  by  letter  to  the  mili- 
tary paymaster-general,  the  second 
along  with  his  account  currentas  a 
voucher  5  and  the  third,  which  is 
also  to  be  delivered  to  him,  he  is 
to  retain  as  a  record  in  his  office,  to 
refer  to  in  case  of  accidents  hap*  ^ 
pening  to  the  other  two. 

8.  As  it  is  desirable,  however, 
that  officers  and  men  absent  from 
their  corps  should  receive  theirpay 
as  early  as  practicable  after  it  be^ 
comes  due,  commanding  or  public 
staff  officers  of  stations  are  autho-* 
rised,  in  the  event  of  the  bills  not 
arriving,  to  take  up  cash  on  their 
receipts  from  the  paymaster  at  the 
time  the  regular  troops  of  such  sta- 
tions may  be  paid,  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  absentees ;  and  they  will 
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adjust  the  amount  with  him  mrbeu 
they  shall  have  received  the  bills,  as 
directed  in  thepreceding  paragraphs 
of  this  order.  Such  transaction  be- 
ing considered  as  a  matter  ofac- 
Gommodacion  between  the  com- 
manding or  public  staff  officers  and 
paymasters  of  stations,  and  solely 
for  the  convenience  of  absentees,  is 
on  no  account  to  appear  in  the  dis- 
bursements of  paymasters. 

Q,  In  the  event  of  the  death  or 
desertion  of  any  European  or  native 
soldier,  (including  native  commis- 
sioned 'officers)  when  absent  from  ' 
his  corps,  and  for  'whom  full  pay 
may  have  been  drawn  and  remit- 
ted, agreeably  to  these  orders,  it  is 
directed,  that  the  commanding  or 
public  staff  offic«ir  of  the  station,  to 
whom  the  remittance  was  made, 
do  immediately  report  the  circum- 
stance to  the  officer  commanding 
the  corps  to  which  the  deceased  or 
des^er  belonged.  He  is  then  to 
take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  re- 
turning the  surplus  pay,  4  arising 
from  the  casualty,  by  the  same 
mode  in  which  it  was  conveyed  to 
him,  viz.  by  a  bill  on  the  paymas- 
ter of  the  station  where  the  corps  is 
serving  in  favour  of  the  officer  com- 
manding it,  who  will  thereby  be 
enabled  to  meet  the  retrenchment, 
which  must  unavoidably  take  place 
on  that  account. 


'  10.  The'  rqwrts  of  the  casual- 
ties  above  alluded  to,  are  invari- 
ably to  be  annexed  to  the  tnuster- 
roUs  of  the  companies  which  they 
concern. 

1 1 .  Officers  absent  in  Europe, 
or  at  any  of  the  other  presidencies, 
and  officers  on  the  staff,  or  em« 
ployed  in  situations  which  prevent 
them  from  joining  their  corps,  are 
nqt  to  be  included  for  pay  in  the 
abstracts  of  their  troops  or  compa- 
nies; but  their  names,  rank  and 
stafi*,  designationsj  are  to  be  in- 
serted as  heretofore  in  the  muster- 
rolls  and  pay  abstracts.  Officers  of 
the  two  latter  descriptions  are  to 
draw  Qieir  regimental  and  staff  al- 
lowances in  separate  abstracts  from 
the  paymasters  of  stations  where 
they  may  be  employed,  and  the 
anoount  of  the  regimental  abstracts 
is  to  be  entered  in  the  paymasters* 
disbursements,  under  the  beads  of 
those  corps  to  which  the  staff  offi- 
cers belonged. 

.  12.  The  foregoing  regulations 
are  to  be  considered  to  take  effect 
from  the  1st  of  April  next.

(the  major-general)  would  consider  him- 
self bound  in  honour  to  protect  hhn, 
and  would  provide  for  and  promote 
liim  at  some  future  opportunity  ;"  or 
words  to  that  efTect,  such  statements 
being  a  falsehood,  derogatory  to  the 
character,  and  subversive  of  the  autho* 
lity  of  the  commander  of  the  forces, 
and  a  breach  of  the  rules  and  articles 
of  war. 

5d.  For  behaviour  dertgatory  to  the 
character,  and  subversive  of  the  autho- 
rity, of  the  said  major  Honner,  as 
commanding  officer  of  hia  majesty's 
l9th  rcg'ment,  In  having,  on  or  about 
the  13th  of  Septe-nber  last,  given  one 
or  moe  b  ows' or  shoves  to  captaiu 
Lawrence,  of  the  9th  regiment  in  the 
mess-room  of  the  said  egimeitt,  and 
in  presence  of  officers  and  men  of  that 
corps,  being  a  breach  of  the  rules  and 
articles  ot  war. 

Sd.  For  having,  in  breach  of  the 
rules,  and  articiea  uf  war.  given,  on 
about  the  25th  of  August,  1804,  when 


seiiior  captain  of  his  ma|Clty*s  19tli 
regiment  in  the  mess-room  of  tint 
corps,  one  or  ntore  blows  or  shoves,  to 
captain  (then  lieutenant)  Robson,  of 
the  said  regiment,  for  which  conduct 
an  apology  was  made  by  major  (then 
captain)  Honner,  to  captain  (then 
lieut.)  Robson,  in  presence  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  omcers  composing 
thegarnson  of  Trincomalle,  assembled 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  it  read,  and 
which  was  couched  in  the  following^ 
term  or  terms  to  this  e^Tect. 

Officers  of  the  garrison  of  Trinco- 
malle, I  now  beg  leave  thus  publicly 
to  express  my  sincere  concern,  at  having, 
a  few  evenings  since,  been  guilty,  in 
this  mess-room,  of  highly  improper 
conduct,  and  disturbing  the  society  of 
those  present,  for  which  I  now  apolo- 
gize, with  an  assorance  of  avoiding,  in 
future,  a  repetition  of  any  thing  of 
the  like  nature.  But  you,  Lieutenant 
Robson,  in  particular,  1  address  myself, 
and  request,you  will  receive  this  acknow- 
ledgment sf  a  full  sense  of  my  unpardona- 
blebehaviour,  at  that  time  t9  you,  which 
I  hope  will  be  buried  in  oblivion,  and 
also  declare,  that  I  entertain  the  most 
perfect  respect  for  your  character,  both 
as  an  officer  and  a  gentleman. 

The  court  having  found  the  prisoner 
guilty  of  the  first  charge,  as  also  of  the 
second,  but  they  are  of  opinion,  that, 
in  so  acting,  major  Honner  had  no 
intention  to  insult  captain  Lawrence, 
and  was  not  actuated  by  anger  towards 
him. 

And  the  court  having  found  the 
prisoner,  major  Honner,  goilty,  as 
above,  of  breaches  of  the  rules  and 
articles  of  war,  have  adjudged  him  to 
be  cashiered/ 

I  am  to  acquaint  you,  that  bis  ma- 
jesty has  approved  of*  the  sentence  of 
the  court-martial,  but,  in  conside'ra- 
tion  of  I  ecommendation  of  the  court, 
in  the  letter  addressnd  to  the  go^ernor, 
and  under  all  the  v  ircumstances  of  the 
case,  major  Honner  having  a  wife  and 
large  fajuily  at  Ceylon,  and  the  wife 
being  the  daughter  of  an  old  and  de- 
g^^ving  officer,  who  fell  fighting  in  his 
majesty's  service,  hif  majesty  has  been 
graciously  pleased  to  direct  that  a  majo- 
rity of  in<autry  shall  be  disposed  of,  for 
the  benefit  ot  the  wife  and  family  of 
the  said  major  Honner. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  desir*,  that  you

and  have  adjudged  him,  the  said  captaia 
Madge,  to  be  reprimanded  in  the 
severest  and  most  public  manner,  at 
such  time  and  in  such  mode,  as  to  his 
majesty,  in  his  wisdom,  or  to  the  com-  ' 
mander  of  the  forces  on  Ceylon,  may 
seem  most  meet  and  fitting. 

I  am  to  acquaint  you,  that  his  ma- 
jesty has  approved  of  the  sentence  of 
th^  court-martial,  but  as  it  appears, 
under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
that  captain  Madge  stands  in  an  equal* 
degree  of  guilt  with  Major  Honner,  the 
king  has  thought  fit  to  direct  that  it  be 
intimated  to  Captain  Madge,  that  his 
majesty  docs  not  consider  him  a  fit  per- 
son to  Dear  his  majesty's  commisston,  and 
that  he  should  retire  from  the  service, 
selling  his  commission  at  the  regulated 
price. 

You  will  be  pleased,  therefore,  t6 
take  the  necessary  measures  for  carry- 
ing the' same  into  effect,  acquainting  me 
with  the  day  on  which  the  sentence  is 
made  known  to  the  prisoner,  as  from 
that  day  he  will  cease  to  receive  pay  in 
his  majesty's  service.

$*  In  the  time  of 'the  late  nabob 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah  the  amount  of  the 
kists  was  four  lacks  sixty-two  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty  three  rupees, 
the  delay  and  the  importunity  that 
constantly  occurred  in  obtaining  payment 
of  that  amount  need  not  be  lold.  In 
toy  lime  the  increase  that  has  been  made 
to  the  kist  is  well  known  to  you ;  you 
have  likewise,  no  doubt,  heard  what 
heavy  additional  expenocs  I  wassubjected 
to,  e»clu&ively  of  the  kists,  on  account  of 
donations^  &c.  and  the  augmentation  of 
pensions  and  jsghires  of  various  persons. 
To  answer  all  these  heavy  demands  upon 
me  is  very  difficult ;  I  am  constantly  in 

'  fear  and  apprehension^  lest  on  account  of 
the  want  of  -resources  to  ypply  all*  these 
l^cavj  cxftn€e9  any  delay  should  occui 


in  the  liquidation  of  the  kists,  and  WKf 
good  faith  be  consequently  impeached. 

With  regard  to  what  you'  wrotey 
advising  me  to  refrain  from  lavishing 
money  up^n  low  people,  I  consider  it  as 
J  mark  of  your  friendship ;  but  how  can 
I  uke  upon  me  to  discbarge  all  these 
heavv  demands  unless  adequate  resources 
are  oevised  for  the  purpose.

5th  of  Rujeb,  23d  November,  1800. 

1.  I  have  been  honoured  with  vour 
excellency's  lettec  of  B^th  of  Juan- 
roaudee  ul  Sannee,  with  its  enclosure, 
and  should  have  replied  10  it  before,  buv 
was  prevented  by  want  of  leisure  to  eixer 
so  fully  into  every  part  of  it  as  I  wished* 

e.  The  professions  which  jjjpur  excel- 
lency makes  of  undeviating  Ippi  im(dicit 
attention  to  (he  recommendation  of  lord 
Wellesley  I  have  the  most  perfect  re- 
liance in,  because  they  must  be  founded 
on  a  conviction  in  your  <^xcellency's . 
mind,,  that  they  originated  in,  and  are 
dictated  solely  by  a  regard  for  your 
excellency's  happiness,  for  the  improve- 
ment and  prosperity  of  your  excellency's 
government^  and  for  the  immediate  and 
permanent  security  of  your  dominions 
against  all  contingencies. 

3.  Although  when  I  applied  to  yoar 
excellency  for  the  payment  of  the  kist, 
and  for  the  money  on  aceount  of  the 
additional  troopst  it  had  been  due  some 
days,  yet,  considering  the  punctuality 
which  marks  your  excellency's  payments^ 
I  should  not  then  have  troubled  you 
had  it  not  been  for  the  heavy  demands 
00  the  treasury  in  consequence  of  the 
relief  of  the  troops.  The  balance  oa 
account  of  the  Allahabad  fortifications, 
your  excellency  knows,  was  due  nine 
months  ago:  but  adverting  to  tho 
extraordinary  expences  your  excellencf 
was  exoosed  to  m  the  payment  of  the 
arrears  due  to  the  troops  disbanding,  and 
not  having  immediate  occasion  for  the 
money,  I  sufieitd  it  to  remain,  and  only 
pow  called  for  it  because  the  exigenpea 
of  the  company's  govemmeot  requtied 
this  resource. 

4.  Your  excellency  observes,  that 
the  difficulty  with  which  the  colleaions 
are  made  is  no  secret,  as  well  as  that  they 
are  not  ^ectod  without  much  exertioa 
and  ex^nients,  ano  that  on  thia  account 
apprehensions  are  frequently  excited  tit 
yoor  cxccUcocj'i  breaiti  Icitio  a  time 

of 
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pf  emergency  the  resources  of  yonr 
excel ieocy,  not  keeping  pace  with  that 
emergency,  some  imputation  may  fall  on 
your  excellency,  and  that  until  your 
excellency  could  be  satisfied  of  the 
Mlequacy  of  the  fiiods,  you  could  not 
take  the  responsibility  upon  yourself. 

5.  This  ob&erration  of  your  excel- 
lency comprehends  two  propositions, 
which  I  shall  separately  reply  to ;  the 
first  part,  namely,  the  dimculty  of 
tealizing  the  collections,  might  lead  to  a 
long  dissertation  upon  the  civil  adminis- 
nation  of  your  excellency's  government ; 
I  shall,  however,  at  present  satisfy  myself 
with  an  observation,  that  not  only 
difficulties  are  experienced  with  some  of 
the  old  aumils,  but  that  very  settlement 
with  new  aumils  is  concluded  for  a 
diminished  jumna.  This  defalcation 
of  vour  excellency's  revenue  is  indeed 
as  abundant  a  cause  for  alarm  as  an  indif 
potable  proof  of  errors  in  some  parts 
of  the  administratiooy  since,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  your  excellency's 
domifiiOQs  have  been  visited  with  no 
calamities  of  scaspns,  and,  through  the 
terror  of  the  English  troops,  have  been 
free  from  the  ravages  of  war.  It  is  true 
that  the  evils  did  not  commence  in  your 
excellency's  time,  but  are  the  growth  of 
nany  ycaiai ;  it  is  equally  true  that  they 
are  not  to  be  remedied  in  an  instant;  bat 
if  instead  of  beiq^  diminished  since  your 
excellency's  accession  they  are  increased, 
I  know  not  kow  your  excellency's 
servants  can  acquit  themselves  of  blame ; 
and  unless  a  dificrent  system  be  pursued, 
not  only  your  excellency  may  apprehend 
the  failure  of  resources  to  discharge  the 
company's  kist,  and  the  expences  of  the 
new  troops,  but  the  English  government 
be  impressed  with  similar  fears. 

The  other  preposition  arising  out  of 
your  excellency's  observation  is,  that 
your  excellency  cannot  take  upon 
yourself  the  responsibility  of  meeting 
ctnergencies ;  which  I  conclude  means 
that  your  excellency  camiot  provide 
liinds  for  the  additional  trooDs.  The 
letters  to  your  excellency  trom  lord 
Wellesley,  of  the  5th  November,  1799, 
and  of  the  9th  February,  s8oo»  so  fully 
establish  the  right  of  the  company  to 
augment  theirforces  within  your  cxcellen- 
qr's  dominions,  to  whatever  extent  the 
'  British  government  in  India  may  judge 
requisite  to  the  permanent  security  of 
the  common  interests,  and  also  the 
obligation  by  which  yoor  excellency  is 
bound  to  defcay  this    expencc  pf  any 


force  which  the  British  government  shall 
deem  aecessary  for  the  clt^tivc  protection 
of  your  excellency's  dominions,  that  it  is 
only  necessary  now  to  devise  some  plan 
which  shall  give  perfect  utisfaction  to 
the  British  government  respecting  the 
payment  of  those  troops. 

In  conformity  to  your  excellency's 
desire  I  once  attended  at  the  {xilace  for  the 
purpose  of  coiicerting  with  you  the 
means  of  providing  funds  for  the  addi- 


pleasure,  give  my  attendance,  and  your 
excellency  may  rely  on  receiving  my 
utmost  assistance  and  candid  advice ;  and 
having  no  other  motive  in  view  than 
the  ioteresu  tnd  advantage  of  the  two 
states,  your  excelleiicy  may  be  assured 
that  the  cotmsel  which  on  this  and  on  - 
every  other  occasion  I  ofier,  isdietated  by 
the  unbiassed  judgmeat  and  uoderstan*' 
ding  which  God  has  been  pleased  to 
bestow  upon  me.

Answers  to  the  five  propositions  in  • 
separate  paper  originally  contained  in  a 
letter  dated  the  tnd  JumoMdee^ul 
Saqnee. 

The  necessity  of  augmenting  the  . 
English  troops  in  these  dominions  havinc 
been  as  clearly  proved  by  a  variety  ct 
ficts  as  the  naht  of  doing  so^  to  the 
extent  which  the  government  in  India 
should  think  proper,  "for  the  permanent 
defence  of  these  dominions  against  alt 
enemies,  is  established  by  the  treaty^  as 
well  as  the  obligation  of  your  excellency 
ro  defray  the  expences  of  them  ;  lord 
Welleslcy,  in  his  Icuer  to  your  exceU 
lency  of  the  5th  November,  through 
every  part  of  it  inculcates  the  necessuy 
of  carrying  t&at  measure  into  effect  or 
speedily  as  possible. 

'  His  lordship  also  apprized  your  excels 
cncy  in  that  letter  of  bis  determinatioii 
to  make  an  immediate  augmentation,  and 
added,  that  though  he  could  not  imme<^ 
diately  furnish  tk^  full  number  of  additi<« 
onal  troops  which  are  necessary  to  tha 
effectual  security  of  your  excellency's 
dominions,  yet  he  was  so  deeply 
impressed  wiih  the  necessity  of  carrying 
the  measure  into  effect  as  speedily  as 
possible,  that  your  exdellency  might  rely 
on  his  lordship's  making  eveiy  practicably 
exertion  to  complete  the  proposed  force 
at  SO  early  %  period  «f  timeai  shouid 
s  yladiP 
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place  your  excellency's  coontfy  beyond 
me  reach  of  surprize  either  from  foreign 
or  domestic  enemies* 

The  plain  inference  from  this  infor- 
ttation  is,,  that  his  Lordship,  though 
fttlly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of 
to  augmentation  to  the  full  extent  pro- 
posed, sent  at  first  only  a  pare,  because 
a  pare  only  was  then  disposable,  and  not 
that  the  delay  in  introducing  the  remain- 
der had  any  connection  with  the  dis* 
mission  of  your  own  troops. 

It  was,  it  is  truCy  supposed  that  your 
excellency  would  be  enabled  to  defray 
riie  expence  of  the  additional  troops  by 
the  dismission  of  the  greatest  part  of  your 
own,  and  ir  was  my  hope  that  great  pro- 
irress  might  have  been  made  ^n  the  dismis- 
sions before  the  remainder  of  the  pro- 
posed augmentation  yhould  arrive  in  cbese 
dominions,  and  I  cannot  but  add  that 
raioctions  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  have 
taken  place  might  bog  ago  have  been 
accomplished  had  your  excellency  cor- 
^ally  joined  with  me  ia  giving  execu- 
tion to  the  plans  proposed. 

Answer  ad*  The  dissadsfiK:tion  of 
the  Rassallahs  at  the  orders  for  the  dis- 
■issioD  of  half  the  horsemen,  and  the 
resistance  of  some  of  them  19  the  mea- 
sore»  instead  of  bein^  brought  forward 
as  ail  argument  agaimt  tbe  dismission 
of  the  whole,  ougot  to  be  considered 
n  an  additional  motive  for  it,  sioce  it  is 
ao  additional  proof  of  their  insolence 
and  disobedience.  Tbe  inutility  of  Jihe 
liorsemen  tn  their  preseot  state  being 
univenally  confessed  by  tbe  Aumils, 
the  dismission  of  them  cannot,  with  an^ 
Ttason,  be  pleaded  aa  an  excuse  for  the  &i- 
lore  of  their  collections;  on  the  contrary, 
aa  a  plan  whkh  I  submitted  tO)fOur  excel- 
lency would  furnish  them  with  useful, 
leiective,  and  obedient  meii^  instead  of 
lisaSecied,  disorderly,  aod  fictitious  ineOf 
their  meant  of  realizing  the  collections 
would  be  proportionally  increased. 
^  -  8*  I  have  not  heard  oS  any  disturbances 
ia  the  oountiv  in  consequence  of  tbe 
disadissions  wnich  have  hitherto  taken 
place,  and  I  am  confident  that  there  is 
BBore  danger  and  more  mischief  to  the 
conniiy'  to  be  api>rehended  from  their 
being  continued  in  your  excellency's 
•ervice  than  in  their  dismission*  Such 
of  them  as  have  good  claims  from  long 
and  faithful  service  would,  in  your 
axceilency*s  justice  and  liberality,  meet 
»  provision  for  life*  or  until  otherwise 
employed;  and  I  must  again  repeat  an 
•bservation  which  I  made  to.  yaur  excel- 
Icnc]^  that  in  the  execution  of  a  general 


reform  it  would  be  becoming  jenr  exceK 
lency  to  consider  the  situation  of  your 
own  subjects  in  preference  to  foreigners* 

4.  A  paper  which  I  presented  to  your 
excellency,  with  Lord  Wcllesley's  let- 
ter  of  the  5th  November,  tj^f  con* 
tained  a  statement  of  the  precise  num- 
bers of  the  additional  force  which  hia 
lordship  judged  necessary  foi  the  efiec-* 
tual  protection  of  ^our  excellency's  domi- 
nions, together  with  the  expence  of  each 
description  of  troops.  It  b  not  pos« 
sible  to  foresee  whether  any  exigenciea 
i^ay  in  times  hereafter  arise  to  render  • 
further  occasional  or  permanent  force 
necessary,  but  if  your  excellency  b  desi« 
roua  of  stipulating'  for  the  permanent 
defenc^  of  your  dominions  on  certain 
conditions,  in  a  manner  that  shall  be 
satis&ctory  to  both  parties,  I  shall  ba 
ready  to  deliberate  with  your  excellency 
npon  such  a  plan. 

5*  The  pecuniary  embarsassmentt 
experienced  by  the  tormer  government 
arose  not  from  the  warn  of  resources  to 
defray  the  necessary  expences,  but  from 
an  early>dissipation  and  vraat  of  economy. ' 
This  dissirauon  and  expence  being  carried 
beyond  tbe  means  of  supplyin^^  them, 
and  the  expences  never  diminished, 
though  the  resources  were  unequal  to 
them,  recourse  was  had '  to  the  ruinous 
plan  of  borrowing  ntoney  at  an  exor- 
bitant interest^  which  swallowed  up  all 
the  levenues. 

In  the  enumeiation  of  your  excel- 
lencv's  increased  expences  J  do  not  per- 
fectly comprehend  wbat  is  meant  by  pre- 
set; if  it  means  a  small  gratuity  to  your 
excellency's  troops  on  your  accession* 
it  ceased  with  ine  occasion,  and  is  not 
a  permanent  chat)^.  If  her  highnesa 
the  begum*s  jaghire  be  increased,  it  is 
not  augmented  to  the  degree  she  pos- 
sessed at  the  beginnit^  of  Asoph  ul 
Dowlah's  reign,  and  besides,  provides  for 
many  expences  which  every  motive  of 
justice  and  respect  for  your  anccsiors  * 
would  compel  your  excellency  to  dis- 
charge. I  know  not  whose  salary  haa 
been  increased  since  vour  excellency's 
accessbn,  but  some  of  toe  expence  which 
your  excellency  was  bound  to  by  tbe 
treaty,  is  now  done  away ;  for  inaunce, 
the  pension  to  the  vizier  Ally.

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^]FOar  corKtpondenee  since  the  com- 
neQcemeat  of  the  reform  to  the  vizier's 
milituy  cttablishmeDU,  my  attention 
hat'  been  particubuly  directed  to  the 
decbration  made  by  bis  cxceliencv  in 
iiit  letter  to  you  of  the  spth  of  Jum* 
madee  ul  Sanne,  relative  to  a  probar 
bility  of  a  £iilure  on  his  excellency's 
jNUt  io  providing  the  necessary  funds  for 
the  regular  pyment  of  the  additional 
trooDi  famished  within  the  last  year 
for  UK  defeace  of  his  excellency's  domiv 
nions. 

s.  If  the  alarming  crisis  be  now  ap- 
proaching in  whicb  his  cxcelFency  can 
op  longer  fulfil  his  public  engagements 
to  the  company,  this  calamity  must  be 
imputed  principally  to  his  excellency's 
oeglea  of  my  repeated  advice  and  ear- 
nest represenutions.  The  course  of 
your  correspondeiKC  manifests  that  the 
exertion  of  his  excellency  in  the  reform 
of  his  own  useless,  dangerous,  aud 
expensive  military  esublishments,  espe- 
cially of  his  cavalry,  has  by  no  means 
kept  pace  with  my  efforts  to  place  the 
lecariiy  of  his  excellency's  person  and 
government  beyond^the  reach  of  forci£;n 
and  domestic  danger.  The  ausmentcd 
charges  arising  from  the  additional  British 
Ibrce  specified  in  the  dispatch  to  you 
from  the  SecreUry  in  the  secret  depait- 
sneoc,  of  the  5th  of  November,  1790, 
would  have  been  amply  provided  for 
by  the  amount  of  the  reductions  which 
night  have  been  effected  in  bis  excel- 
lency's establishment,  if  his  excellency 
lud  vigorously  and  cordially  co-operated 
with  me  in  the  salutary  and  economical 
neasuie  of  disbanding  bis  own  undis- 
ciplined, licentious,  and  disaffected  > 
ODopt. 

8-  I  tm  perfectly  satisfied  that  every 
exertion  hte  Dcen  employed  by  yoa  to 
accelerate  the  execution  of  my  orden, 
and  that  his  excellency's  systematic  coun- 
teractioa  is  the  sole  cause  of  the  delays 
whkk  have  arisen  ;  his  excellency  hav- 
ing^ to  my  knowledge,  used  every  ^ 
means  within  his  j)ower  to  frustrate 
the  progress  of  a  reform  which  he 
iiimself  had  invited,  and  which  he 
had  declared  to  be  indispensable  to  the 
•ecttrity  of  his  ptrsoo,  aod  to, the  pros- 
perity of  his  dominions« 

4«  The  natural  consequences  of  such 
a  pt^icy  on  the  part  of  the  vizier  are  now 
necessarily  ielt  by  his  excel lencv;  and 
it  is  now  become  the  duty  of  the  Bri- 
^h  goveramcoi  to  iotcrposc  effBCUially 


fi^r  the  orotecfioo  of  his  intcfcitik  U 
well  as  those  of  the  company,  which 
are  menaced  with  common  and  speedy 
destruction  by  the  rapid  decline  Si.  the 
general  resources  of  his  exceUencT'i 
dominions. 

5.  The  vizier  is  already  apprized  that 
I  have  long  lamented  the  various  defects 
of  the  system  by  which  xht  affairs  of  b\$ 
excellency's  governmeni  arc  administered* 
Conscious  of  the  same  dcfccw  his  excel- 
lency has*  rrncatcdly  expressed  a  wish  to 
reform  them  by  the  assistance  of  the  Bri- 
tivh  government.  I  have  never  beenindif. 
fercnt  to  bis  excellency's  wishes  on  this 
subject,  or  insensible  of  the  urgeni 
necessity  of  an  effectual  change  in  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  Oude« 
but  circumstances  well  known  to  you 
have  bithcrtp  prevented  me  from  exe- 
cuting all  tbc^  dictates  of  my  duty,  with 
respect  to  that  distressed  country,  and 
have  compelled  ne  to  limit  my  efforts 
to  a  partial  reform  of  his  excellency's 
military  establishmenu,  providing  tor 
the  Security  of  his  excellency's  domi- 
nions and  government,  to  the  extent 
of  furnishing  an  cfBcient  and  respect- 
able force  for  their  defence  and  support, 
and  of  commencing  a  proportional^ 
reduction  in  his  excellency's  military 
establishments. 

6.  It  was  always  evident  that  theta 
precautions  must  prove  fruitless  if  the 
defects  in  the  civil  .administration  of 
Oude  should  be  suffered  progreuively 
to  impair  the  fundamental  resources 
of  the  state.  The  continuance  of  the 
present  system  for  a  much  longer  period 
of  time  will  not  only  render  his  excellency 
unable  to  discharge  the  subsidy  on  account 
of  the  additional  txoops,  but  will  exhaust 
the  resources  of  the  country  to  such  a 
dczree  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of 
realizing  the  former  subsidy. 

^.  The  causes  of  this  increasing  defal- 
cation of  revenue  are  mianifest,  and  daily 
acquire  nrw  strength.  Had  the  terri- 
tories of  Oude  been  subject  to  the  fre* 
quent  or  occasional  Ndevastations  of  an 
enemv,  had  they  been  visited  by  unfa- 
voiirable  seasons,  or  by  other  calamiiic* 
which  im^ir  the  public  prosperity,  the 
rapid  decline  of  the  vizier's  fl^nuet 
might  be  imputed  to  other  caaKs  tbaa 
a  defective  administration;  but  no  sucly 
calainitous  visiutions  have  afflicted  the 
province  of  Oude;  while,  io  c5nsb- 
quence  of  the  protection  which  it  derive^ 
ttom  the  presence  of  the  British  forces. 
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it  has  been  maintaihcd,  together  with  all 
'  the  coinj|3auy's  posscsiions  on  this  side  of 
India,  m  the  uninterrupted  enjoyment 
of  peace.  A  defective  administration 
of  the  government  is  ihcrefoic  the  only 
cause  which  can  have  pr(»duced  so 
xnarkea  a  diffrTCQCe  b/iween  the  state  of 
fcis  excellency's  dominions,  and  that  of 
the  contiguous  tcnitorics  of  the  com- 
pany. While  the  territories  of  the 
company  have  been  advancing  progres- 
sively during  the  last  ten  years  in  pros- 
perity, population,  and  opulence,  the 
dominions  of  the  vizier,  although  enjoy- 
ing equal  advantages  of  tranquillity  and 
security,  have  rapidly  and  progressively 
declined. 

,  8.  The  operation  of  these  evils  has 
not  commenced  with  the  i^ovcmntent  of 
Saadut  Ali ;  ihtj  necessarily  flow  from 
the  sy&tem  of  administration  which  existed 
at  the  period  of  his  excellency's  acces- 
sion to  the  Musnud.  But  none  of  these 
evils  have  been  diminished  under  his 
excellency's  government;  on  the  con- 
trary, their  oaity  increase  and  aggrava- 
tion are  notorious,  and  must  be  pro- 
gressive to  the  utter  Tuiii  of  the  resources 
of  Oude,  unless  the  vicious  system  of 
the  native  administration  of  the  country 
be  'immediately  abandoned.  In  place 
of  inveterate  and  |;rowing  abuses  must 
be  subiti^uied  a  wise  and  henevolent  plan 
of  government,  calcul^ed  to  inspire  the 
people  with  confidence  in  the  security 
of  property,  and  'of  life ;  to  encourage 
industry ;  to  protect  the  fruits  of  honest 
labour ;  and  to^  establish  order  and  sub- 
mission to  the  just  authority  of  the  state, 
on  the  solid  foundations  or  gratitude  for 
|>enefits  received,  and  expectation  of 
(Continual  security. 

9.  The  vizier  must  now  be  prepared 
for  the  active  and  decidcil  interference 
of  the  British  government  in  the  affairs 
of  his  country.  His  excellency  has 
repeatedly  complained  to  me,  and  to  the 
British  resident  at  his  court,  of  the 
ruinous  condition  of  the  internal  goveni- 
ment  of  Oude.  He  has  repeatedly  and 
earnestly  solicited  my  direct  interference, 
and  has  declared  such  interference  to  be 
indispensably  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  effecting  a  coropUte  reform  in  his 
affdirs.  In  the  month  of  November. 
1799*  bis  excellency  was  so  convincea 
of  V^e  inc  urable  defects  of  his  govcrn- 
ynent,  and  of  his  own  uitrr  inability  to 
administer  it,  that  he  signified  to  me, 
in  the  most  formal  manner,  his  deliberate 
ll|B^ffuxi»4opu>dcKCQ|d  from  the  Mm* 


nud,  and  to  return  into  private  life,  fie 
solemnly  avowed  (not  in  a  moment  t^ 
temporary  anxiety  and  vexation,  but  after 
the  most  di  liberate  reflection),  **  that 
his  mind  was  utterly  withdrawn  from  tha 
*•  Government  of  a  people  who  were 
*^  neither  pleased  with  hiro,  nor  he  with 
*'  them,  and  with  whose  evil  dispositions, 
•*  cmnitv,  disobedience,  and  negligence, 
•*  he  was  compicK'ly  disj^ustcd.*'  This 
resolution,  so  deliberately  adopted,  was 
suddenly  abandoned;  but  the  cause  of  so 
sudden  a  change  in  his  excellency's  reso- 
lution cannot,  unfortunately,  be  traced 
to  any  improvement  in  the  general  admi-  • 
nisiratlon  of  his  affairs,  to  any  aug- 
nu'uiation  of  his  mearu  of  conducting 
the  government,  or  to  the  consequent 
establishment  of  reciprocal  confidence 
and  attachment  between  his  excellency 
and  his  people.  Could  any  other  fact 
be  alleged  to  favour  such  an  inference  it 
would  be  totally  precluded  by  bis  excel- 
lency's recent  statement  of  the  condition' 
of  his  revenues,  and  by  recent  and  aggra« 
vated  symptoms  of  the  most  alarmin|; 
disaffection  towards  his  person  and  govern- 
ment. 

10.  His  excellency's  life  has  been 
lately  attempted  under  circumstances  of 
the  most  formidiible  description;  active 
and  general  support  has  been  afforded 
by  his  subjects  to  the  imposter  who  lately 
assumed  the  name  of  Vizier  AUi ;  and 
the  acknowledged  temper  of  his  exceU 

.lency's  people,  combined  with  the  state 
of  his  government,  exposes  his  situation 
every  hour  to  increased  anxiety,  embar- 
rassment, and  hazard. 

11.  Having  maturely  considered  these 
circumstances  with  the  attention  and 
deliberation  which  the  importance  of  tht 
subject  requires,  I  am  satisfied  that  no 
effectual  security  can  be  provided  against 
the  ruin  of  the  province  of  Oude,  until 
the  exclusive  management  of  the  civil 
and  military  government  of  that  tountry 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  company, 
under  suitable  provisions  for  the  main- 
tenance of  his  excellency  and  of  his 
family  ;  no  other  remedy  can  effect  any 
considerable  improvement  in  the  resour- 
ces of  the  state,  or  can  ultimately  secuce 
its  external  safety  and  internal  peace. 

le:  Under  this  conviction,  and  with 
a  view  to  the  preservation  of  the  com- 
mon interests  of  the  company  and  of  the 
vizier,  I  have  determined  to  propose  to 
his  exceHency  a  new  treaty  and  arrange- 
ment similar  to  that  concluded  in  Novem- 
bcr^  S799,  between  the  company  and 

bis 
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hU  bighnett  the  rajah  4>f  Tanjorc^  and 
alio  conformable  to  the  plan  of  the  treaty 
proposed  to  his  excellency  by  one,  in  my 
letter  of  the  gth  Februaiy,  1800,  at  the 
period  of  hit  excellency's  proposed  abdi- 
cation of  the  eovemroeni ;  a  copy  of  the 
treaty  with  the  njah  of  Tanjore  is  en- 
closed. I  desire  that  you  will  frame, 
from  the  articles  of  that  treaty,  and  from 
the  treaty  submitted  to  the  vizier  in  the 
month  of  December,  1799,  the  pbn 
•f  such  an  arrangement  as,  while  it 
shall  cfEcctually  secure  all  the  political 
hehefits  described  in  the  eighth  paragraph 
«f  this  dispatch,  shall  also  consult,  a&  tar 
as  may  be  compatible  with  that  priixiary 
object,  the  inclination  and  prejudices 
of  the  vizier.  Having  framed  such  a 
treaty  you  will  submit  it  to  his  excel- 
lency, and^  at  the  same  time  you  will 
•arncstly  exhort  him  to  consider  the  pro- 
positions contained  in  the  new  arrange- 
snent  with  calm  and  dispassionate  deli- 
beration. 

13.  If  his  excellency  should  manifest 
a  disposition  to  adopt  the  general  frame 
of  the  pro(K>sed  arrangement,  but  should 
appear  desirous  of  introducing  any  par- 
ticular modifications  into  the  proposed 
treaty,  you  will  receive  whatever  pro- 
positions his  excellency  may  offer  for  that 
purpose,  and  you  will  communicate  them 
to  nae  without  deby,  adding  such  obser- 
vations as  may  occur  to  you  for  my 
information. 

14.  On  the  other  hand,  if  his  excel- 
lencv  should  unfortunately  be  persuaded 
by  the  interested  councils  of  evil  advisers, 
aSsolutelv  to  reject  the  proposed  treatjf, 
you  will  then  proceed  to  inform  his 
excellency,  in  firm  but  respectful  lan- 
guage, that  the  funds  for  the  regular 
payment  of  the  subsidy,  to  the  full 
•xtcm  of  the  augmented  fbrce^  must  be 

e:ed,  without  a  moment  of  delay, 
ond  the  hazard  of  failure. 
^  15.  f^or  this  purpose  you  will  require 
bis  excellency  to  make  a  cession  to  the 
company,  in  perpetual  sovereignty,  of 
such  a  portion  of  his  territories  as  shall 
be  fiiUy  adequate,  in  their  present  impo- 
verished condition,  to  defray  those  indis- 
pensable charges.  This  cession  must  be 
named  upon  the  sameprinciDle  which 
bas  formed  the  basis  of  the  late  treaty 
between  his  highness  the  soubadar  of  the 
Deccan  and  the  company,  by  which  his 
faiehneM  has  ceded  to  ibe  company,  in 
iiill  sovereignty,  a  country  rat^  at  the 
wonul  revemie  of  sixty-two  lacks  «f  ru- 


pees in  commutation  for  a  subsidy  of 
about  forty  lacks  of  rupees. 

16.  With  respect  to  the  countries  to 
be  ceded,  it  is  sufficiently  evident  that 
no  other  portion  of  the  vizier's  domi- 
nions possesses  so  many  political  advan- 
tages as  would  be  derived  to  the  com- 
pany from  the  possession  of  the  Doab. 
The  cession  of  that  province,  including 
the  tribute  from  '  Furruck'^bad,  must 
therefore  be  required  in  the  first  iiisunce. 
In  selecting  the  other  districts  which 
may  be  necessary  (after  deducting  the 
charges  of  collectidii)  to  complete  the. 
amount  of  augmented  subsidy,  it  will 
be  advisable  to  regulate  the  ciemand  in 
such  a  manner  as  shall  place  the  vizier 
beyond  the  reach  of  foreign  connections 
and  foreign  dangers.  For  this  purpose 
the  new  possessions  of  the  company 
should  be  so  arranged  as  to  surround 
whatever  territory  may  remain  to  his 
excellency ;  with  this  view  the  countiv 
to  be  acquired  in  addition  to  the  Doan 
must  be  Kohilcund.  The  cession  of 
these  two  provinces  may  be  made  with 
less  violence  to  the  pride  or  prejudices 
of  the  vizier,  inasmuch  as  they  were 
actually  added  to  the  possessions  of  his 
family  by  the  British  arms.  In  this 
respect  the  arrangement  pro|X>sed  to  tht 
vizier  is  similar  to  that  concluded  with 
the  nizam ;  the  greater  part  of  the  coun- 
tries recently  ceded  to  the  company  by 
the  nizam  having  been  originally  acquired 
from  the  power  of  Mysore  by  the  assi*> 
tance  of  the  company. 

17.  If  the  present  produce  of  these 
two  provinces,  after  deducting  the  char- 
ges of  collecting,  should  be  deemed  une- 
qual to  the  amount  of  subsidy  to  be  de- 
naycd,  the  deficiency  must  be  sought  in 
the  countries  bordering  on  ihe  district 
of  Juan|X)dr,  and  for  this  purpose,  either 
Azim  Ghur  or  Gonickpoer,  or  both, 
mus^  be  required. 

18.  Under  %iKh  an  arrangement  the 
territories  which  would  remain  to  the 
vizier  would  probably  be  sufficiently 
protected  by  the  position  which  the  corn- 
pan)  *s  troops  wouia  necessarily  occupy 
for  the  defence  of  the  ceded  countries, 
and  no  disision  of  military  force  wouici 
be  required  for  the  express  purpose  of 
protecting  the  vizier's  lerniory;  the 
continuance,  however,  of  a  regiment  of 
native  infantry  at  Lucknow  might  be 
expedient,  as  a  protection  to  ibe  perbon 
of  the  vizier,  and  a  security  for  the  peace 
of  the  city.    If  at  «iy  time  the  state  di 
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bis  excellency's  remaining  tern  tones 
should  require  the  picsence  of  any  part 
oi  the  British  force,  you  would  be  em- 
powered to  i&sue  the  requisite  orders  for 
that  purpose. 

19.  l(  the  vizier  should  manifest  a 
disposition  to  accede  to  the  first  proposal, 
contained  in  paragraph  ti  of  this  dispatch, 
the  transfer  of  *ihe  government  will  ht 
Considerably  facilitated  by  tho  early  adop- 
tion of  effectual  measures  fbr  the  purpose 
of  coociliating  the  minds  of  all  pet  sons 
whose  interests  or  personal  consideration 
nay  be  affected  by  the  dissolution  of  the 
exist iiig  government;  witH  this  viuw  it 
trill  be  proper  that  suitable  stipends,  or 
|)ensions,  should  be  settled  on  the  prin- 
cipal nobles  and  officers  at  present  depeiv-  - 
dent  on  the  court  of  Lucknow,  as  well 
as  on  all  military  officers  of  rank,  and 
particularly  on  those  of  the  cavalry,  who 
may  lose  their  employment  in  conse- 
quence of  the  change  of  government, 
or  of  the  reduction  of  the  actual  militaiy 
establishments  of  Oude ;  accordingly  you 
vill  stale  for  my  information  and  ulti- 
mate orders,  your  icntiments  with  regard 
to  the  per&ons  for  wboin  it  may  be  expei- 
dient  and  just  to  provide,  and  you  will 
suggest  the  amount  and  mode  of  the 
provision  to  be  made  for  the  several 
classes  or  descriptions  of  daimants.  In 
•  the^  mean  while  if  the  state  of  the  nego- 
tiation with  the  vizier  for  the  relinquish- 
tnent  of  the  civil  and  miUtary  adminis- 
tration of  his  dominions,  accordiftg  to 
the  plan  of  the  treaty  of  Tanjore,  should 
require  your  attention  to  the  object  of 
providing  ior  individuals  before  you  can 
receive  any  detailed  instructions  from 
me  on  the  subject,  you  will  promul- 
gate, in  th9  most  distinct  manner,  such 
general  and  mrticular  assurances  in  the 
same  of  the  British  government  as  shall 
•ppe««r  to  you  calculated  to  tranquillize 
the  minds  of  those  affected  by  the  change 
of  the  tdministration. 

so.  "In  considering  the  measures  to 
f>e  adopted  with  tbe  views  stated  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  it  will  occur  to  vou 
that  no  proceeding  can  be  more  calcu- 
lated to  conciliate  all  descriptions  and 
classes  of  people,  than  a  liberal  attention 
to  the  religious  eatablishments  and  chari- 
table foundations  of  the  country.  I 
accordingly  authorize  you,  in  the  case 
supposed,  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
for  affording  to  the  people  of  Oude  the 
most  ample  satisfactioo  on  this  subject ; 
•nd  I  doirc  that  y<SQ  will  famiib  me 


with  a  statement  of  such  public  endo^r* 
mcntsof  both  the  Hindoo  and  Mohammer 
dan  religion,  as  you  may  proper  to 
confirm  or  to  extend. 

21.  You  will  receive  from  the  secre- 
tary in  the  secret  department  a  Iciicr  from 
me  to  his  excellency  the  vizier,  explana- 
tory of   the   measures   necessary   to   be 
adopted  under  these  orders;    you  will. 
dchyer  my   letter    to  hat  excrllency  af 
soon  as  you  may  find  a  seasonable  oppor- 
tunity attcr  the  receipt  of  tiii&  clispaich.

Licutenant-colon-cl  Scotf  has  furni&bedf 
mc  with  copies  of  the  leitcri,  aud  with 
a  report  of  the  different  conference^ 
which  have  lately  passed  between  your 
excellency  and  him,  on  the  suhLcct  of  the 
subsidy  pa)^'ablc  by  your  excellency  oq 
account  of  the  additional  British  troopf, 
of  which  you  have  recently  received  tne 
aid  for  the  protection  of  your  excellent 
cy's  dominions,  itv  conformity  to  the 
treaty  of  1798,  and  to  my  letter  addressed 
to  your  excellency  on  the  5th  Nov.  j  799* 

Your  excellency  has  di&tiiictly  and 
repeatedly  admitted  the  existence  of  those 
dangers  which  I  have  endeavoured  to 
'remove  by  a  seasonable  augmentation  of 
the  efficient  military  strength  of  Oude  j 
and  I  have  already  demonstrated' the  right 
and  duty  of  the  Bii'i^h  government  to 
secure  the  external  defence  and  internal 
tranquillity  of  your  exceilLncy*s  donii« 
nions  by  such  an  augmentation.  '   '" 

I  have  also  proved  the  obli^tion  tq 
which  your  excel 'ency  is  subject*  by 
treaty,  of  providing  the  necessary  fundi 
for  the  punctual  discharge  of  the  ex- 
pence  incident  to  the  augmented  force* 
and  your  excellency  \iZi  not  contested  the 
justice  or  necessity  of  the  motives  aiw| 
principles  which  have  regulated  my  pro- 
ceedings on  these  occasions. 

But  although  your  excellency  has  not 
coinrovertcd^  any  of  the  principles  oa 
which  this  important  measure  has  bced 
founded,  I  observe,  with  infinite  con* 
cern^  that  you  have  suggested  the  pro* 
bability  of  a  failure  on  your  part  in  prp* 
viding  the  necessary  fundt  for  the  regu* 
lar  iayaieiu  of  the  addiudoal  troops,  tur* 

oished 
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nii&ei  witbln  tbe  last  yar  for  the  defence 
of  your  excellency's  dominions. 

If  the  alarming  crisis  be  now  approach- 
ing  in  which  your  excellency  can  no 
longer  fulfil  your  public  engagements  to 
the  companVf  it  will  be  matter  of  addi- 
tional regret  to  me  that  your  excellency's 
neglect  of  my  repeated  advice  will  prove 
the  principal  cause  of  j^our  distress. 
Your  excellency's  exertion  in  the  reform 
pf  your  owQ^  useless,  dangerousi  and 
rxprnsive  military  establishments,  espe* 
cially  of  your  cavalry,  unfortunaifly 
bas  not  kept  pace  with  my  efforts  to 
place  Che  security  of  |rour  excellency's 
]person  and  government  beyond  the  reach 
of  every  danger,  foreign  and  domestic 
The  augmented  charges  arising  from  the 
additional  British  force,  8^fr>*i:'il  in  my* 
letter  to  your  excllcncy  of  ihe  5th  No- 
vember, 1799»  would  have  been  in  a 
great  degree  provided  for  by  the  amount 
bf  the  reductions  which  might  have 
l>ecD  effected  in  your  own  establish  men  t, 
if  your  excellency  had  vigorously  and 
ccrdially  co-operated  with  me  in  the 
salutary  and  economical  measure  of  dis- 
banding yopr  own  undisciplined,  licen- 
tious, and  disafiected  troops. 

Your  excellency,  however,  having 
pursued  a  course  entirely  opposite  to  your 
interests  and  to  my  advice,  by  counter- 
acting to  the  utmost  of  your  power  the 
progress  of  a  reform  which  you  had  de- 
clared (o  be  indispensable,  the  natural 
Consequences  of  such  a  policy  are  now 
necessarily  felt  by  you,  and  it  is  now 
become  my  duty  to  interpose  effectually 
for  the  protection  of  your  interest,  a« 
yrell  ai  those  of  the  company.  But  in 
reviewing  tbe  actual  state  of  your  ^iffairs, 
your  excellency  has  now  publiclv  ad- 
mitted the  existence  of  additionaf  evils 
of  the  utmost  magniuide,  and  of  tbe 
onost  alarming  tendency. 

It  appears  by  your  excellency's  state- 
ment, not  only  that  you  are  embarrassexl 
by  the  continuance  of  the  charge  of  a 
large  portion  of  your  own  troops,  but 
that  the  general  resources  of  your  domi- 
nion actiially  declined  with  a  rapidity 
menacing  the  joint  interest  of  yoMf  ex- 
cellency and  of  the  company,  in  the 
province  of  Oude^  with  utter  and  speedy 
desnruction. 

Your  excellency  is  already  apprized 
that  I  have  long  lamented  tne  variops 
defecttof  tbe  system  by  which  the  affairs 
of  your  government  are  administered ; 
cooccious  of  the  same  defects,  your  excel- 
Ifocy  has  reptatcd^y  cxptctffid  a  wiih  fxa 


the  advice  aiid  assistance  of  th^  Briiisk 
government  in  correcting  them  ;  I  have 
never  been  indiffererit  to  your  exccllency'a 
wishes  on  this  subject,*  or  insensible  to 
the  urgent  necessity^  of  an  effectual 
change  in  the  administration  of  the  af- 
fairs of  Oudc.  —  Circumstances  suffi- 
ciently known,  to  your  excellency  havo 
hitherto  prevented  me  fiom  executing 
all  the  dictates  of  my  duty  with  respect 
to  t  h  at .« isue.<)  sed  coun  t  ry .  I  ha  ve  n  i  t  her* 
to  been  compelled  to  limit  my  effcrta 
to  a  partial  reform  of  your  excellency'* 
military  establishments;  providing  fof 
the  security  of  your  excellency'i  domi- 
nions and  government  to  the  cxt(;nt  of 
furiiishing  an  efficient  and  res^ctabla 
military  torce  for  their  6<  icnvc  and  &up- 
poTtj  and  of  commencing  a  proportionate 
reduction  in  your  excellency's  military 
establishments. 

It  was  always  evident  that  thes*^  pre- 
cautions must  prove  fruitless  if  tbe  de* 
fectsof  fhe  civil  administration  of  OudQ 
should  be  suffered  progressively  to  impair 
the.  fundamental  leseurces  of  the  sute* 
The  contii.uduce  of  the  present  sy^teoi 
for  a  longer  period  will  nor  only  rendec 
your  excellency  unable  to  discharj^e  th* 
subsidy  on  account  of  the  additional 
troops,  but^fhe  rc»ources  of  your  excel* 
lency's  country  will  be  exhausted  to  sued 
a  degree  us  to  preclude  the  possibility  of 
your  discharging  tbe  former  subsidy. 

Your  excellency  has  observed,  that 
tbe  difficulty  with  which  the  collections 
are  made  is  no  secret.  This  alarming 
fact  has  never  been  a  secret  |p  me  ;  I  am 
equally  well  apprized  that  these  difiiculiiet 
are  experienced  not  only  with  aumilt 
loi)g  established  in  the  country,  bui  that 
every  settlement  with  a  new  aumil  ia 
concluded  for  a  diminished  jummaj  tbe 
causes  of  this  increasing  defalcation  of 
revenue  are  equally  notorious,  and 
daily  acquire  new  strength*  Had  your 
excellency's  territories  been  subj|ecc  to 
the  frequent  or  occasional  devastations  of 
tbe  enemy;  had  they  been  visited  b^ 
uufavourable  seaaoos,  or  by  other  calami* 
ties  which  impair  the  public  prosperity, 
the  rapid  declioe  of  your  reveouct 
might  be  imputable  to  other  causes  than' 
evil  administration.  Bttt»  under  tho 
favour  of  providence,  no  such  visitations 
bave^affliaed  the  provinces- of  Oodt, 
while  the  powerful  protection  of  the 
Oritish  forces  has  maintained  your  excel* 
lency's  dominions,  ifigether  with  ail  the 
company's  possessions  in  this  quarter  of 
IiMiiii^  ceCMKC  from  the  lavages  o£  war, 
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in  the  enjoyment  of  oodisturbed  tran- 
ooillity  m  peace.  ^  What  other  causes 
man  evil  •drointitration  can  have 
produced  so  marked  a  diflerencc  between 
the  sure  of  yoor  excellency's  dominions 
and  that  of  the  contiguous  territories  of 
the  company?  While  the  company's 
territories  have  been  advancing  pro- 
gressively, during  the  last  ten  years,  in 
protperi^,  popubtion,  and  opulence, 
your  excellency's  dominions,  enjoying 
equal^  advantage  of  tranquillity  and 
^  aecurity  with  the  possessions  of  the 
company,  have  rapidly  and  progressively 
declined.  The  operation  of  these  evils 
did  not  indeed  commence  with  your 
exccUoncy's  government;  thev  necessarily 
flow  from  the  system  of  aaministration 
which  existed  at  the  period  of  your 
excellency's  accession  to  the  musnud. 
But  none  of  these  evils  have  been 
diminished  under  your  excellency's 
government;  their  dailv  increase  and 
aggravation  is  evident  to  tne  whole  world, 
acknowledged  by  yourself,  and  must 
be  progressive  to  the  utter  ruin  of  the 
resources  of  Oude,  unless  the  vicious 
fystem  of  your  government  be  immedi- 
ately abanaoned.  In  place  of  inveterate 
and  growing  abuses,  must  be  substituted 
a  wise  atid  benevolent  plan  of  govern- 
ment, calculated  to  inspire  your  excel- 
lency's subjects  with  confidence  in  the 
security  of  property  and  of  life,  to 
encourage  industry,  to  protect  (he  fruits 
of  honest  labour,  and  to  establish  order 
and  submission  to  the  just  authority  of 
the  state,  on  the  solid  foundations  of 
gratitude  for  benefits  received,  and 
axbectation  of  continual  security. 

1  must  again  remind  your  excellency^ 
that  you  have  repeatedly  complained  to 
me,  and  to  the  resident,  of  .the  ruinous 
condition  of  your  internal  government ; 
you  have  repeatedly  and  earnestly  solicited 
my  direct  interfereiice,  and  you  have 
declared  it  to  be  indispensably  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  complete 
reform  in  your  a&iit.  In  Aogost.  1798, 
.your  excdlency  informed  me  that  the 
frame  of  your  governnient,  which  had 
for  a  long  period  of  time  been  very  loose 
and  confused,  was  become  in  **  tne  last 
degree  ineffective  and  irregular ;"  adding 
a  request,  that  1  would  instruct  the 
company's  reaident  at  Lucknow  to  afford 
your  excellency  his  effectual  aid  in 
establishing  your  authority  on  a  new  basis. 
In  June  1799,  you  repeated  to  me,  by 
letter,  the  assurances  of  your  anxiety  to 
u  Muihliaha  fyitematic  tcttkmeat  m  tlw 


'*  country,  and  of  the  military,  for  prai* 
"  moting  the  security  and  ease  of  the 
"  ryots ;  the  prosperity  of  the  country, 
"and  the  tranq^uillity  of  the  people;" 
and  yoa  again  required  **  that  the  resident 
*'  might  be  ordered  to  assist  you  in  all 
"  matters,  to  the  end  that  you  might  be 
'*  thereby  enabled  to  carry  on  the  affain 
'*  of  your  government  in  a  manner  to 
"  produce  ease  and  satisfaction  to  your 
**  mind.*'  In  the  month  of  November* 
I  TOO,  your  excellency  was  so  convinced 
or  tne  incurable  defects  of  your  govern- 
ment, and  of  your  own  utter  inability  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  it  any  '  longer, 
that  you  signified  to  me,  in  the  most 
formal  manner,  your  deliberate  determi- 
nation to  descend  from  the  musnud,  and 
to  return  into  private  life.  You  so- 
lemn ly  avowed,  not  in  a  moment  of 
temporary  anxiety  and  vexation,  but  after 
the  most  deliberate  reflection,  *'  that 
**  your  mind  was  utterly  withdrawn  from 
**  the  government  of  a  people  who  were 
"  neither  pleased  with  you,  nor  you  with  > 
"  them  ;  and  with  whose  evil  disposi- 
'*  tions,  enmity,  disobedience,  and  neglU 
"  s^cnce,  you  were  completely  disgusteid.'* 
This  resolution,  adopted  with  so  much 
deliberation,  was^  suddciily  abandoned* 
I  should  have  rejoiced,  if  the  suddea 
change  of  your  highness's  resolution 
could  have  been  traced  to  any  improve- 
ment in  the  general  administration  ci  your 
affairs,  to  any  augmentation  of  your 
means  of  conducting  the  government, 
and  to  the  consequent  establishment  of 
reciprocal  confidence  •  and  attachment 
between  your  excellency  and  your  people. 
But  this  hope  is  precluded  by  your 
excellency's  own  recent  statement  of  the 
condition  of  your  revenues,  and  the 
renewed  and  aggravated  symptoms  of  the 
most  alarming  disaffection  towards  your 
excellency's  penon  and  government. 
Your  excellency's  life  has  lately  bees 
attemptefd  tinder  circumstances  of  the 
most  formidable  nature;  active  and 
general  support  has  been  afforded  by  your 
■objects  to  'an  imposter  who  recently 
assumed  the  name  of  vizier  Ally,  and  thia 
acknowledged  temper  of  yoor  people, 
combined  with  the  state  of  your  govern- 
ment, expose  your  situation  every  hour 
to  increased  hazards*  anxiety*  and 
embarrassment. 

Having  maturely  considered  the  ttatt 
and  condition  of ;  Oude,  with  all  the 
attention  and  deliberation  due  to  the 
importance  of  the  subject,  1  am  satisfied 
that  DO  ti^ciiial  leciiriiy  can  be  takes 
^  agaiwt 
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4^iDSt  the  ruiD  of  that  country,  until 
your  excellency  shaU.  transfer  to  the 
exclusive  management  of  the  company, 
the  civil  and  military  government  of 
your  excellency's  dominions,  under  such 
conditions  as  may  effectually  secure  the 
affluence  and  honour  of  your  excellency, 
and  of  your  illustrious  fimily.  I  am 
convinced  that  ho  other  remedy  can 
materially  or  permanently  improve  the 
resources  of  the  state,  or  ultimately 
secure  its  external  safety  and  internal 
peace  and  order.  Under  the  companjr's 
management  your  subjects  would  enjoy 
the  rights  of  property,  the  honest  and 
vigorous  administration  of  justice,  and 
the  security  of  life ;    the  benefiis  of  a 

Srovident  and  just  government,  ^  now 
iffused  from  Bengal  to  the  fromierof 
Oude,  might  be  extended  over  that 
declining  couotiy ;  and  the  resouices  of 
the  state  would  revive  with  the  vigour  of 
the  government,  and  with  the  happiness 
of  the  people. 

ynder  tnit  conviction  I  have  com- 
municated to  lieutenant-colonel  Scott, 
in  derail,  my  ideas  relative  to  the  measures 
nccessaiy^  to  be  immediately  adopted, 
with  a  view  to  the  preseirvation  of  the 
common  interests  of  your  excellency, 
find  of  the  company ;  and  I  earnestly 
exhort  your  excellency,  as  you  value  the  , 
happiness  and  prosperity  of  your 
subjects,  the  permanent  tranquillity  of 
your  mind,  and  your  security  from  the 
disaffection  of  a  suffering  people,  to 
consider  the  propositions  whicn  lieu- 
tenant-eolonel  Scott  will  state  to  ypu^ 
with  calm  deliberation. 

If  your  excellency  should  be  unfor- 
tunately persuaded,  by.  the  interested 
views  of  evil  advisers,  to  reject  the 
proposals  which  will  be  inade  to  you  by 
lieutenant-colonel  Scott,  it;  is  my  duty 
to  inform  your  excellency  that  the  funas 
for  the  regular  payment  of  the  subsidy, 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  aiigmented 
force,  must  be  placed,  without  a 
moment  of  delay,  beyond  the  hazard  of 
failure.  I  must  therefore  immediately 
TCpresent  to  your  excellency  the  absolute 
necessity  of  making  a  perpetual  cession 
to  the  company  of  such  portion  of  your 
excellency's  territories  as  shall  be  ade- 
quatp  to  defray  those  indispensable 
charges.  His  highness  the  Sopbadar 
of  the  Qeccan  has  lately  ceded  to  the 
company,  in  full  sovereignty,  a  couitiy 
▼ieldme  an  annual  revenue  of  sixty-two 
bcks  ot  rupees,  in  commutation  for 
fohfidy.     A  similar  anangenent  with 


your  excellency  is  absolutely  onavoidabte^ 

unless  you  should  prefer  my  first  propo* 
sition,  under  any  modification  which 
lieutenant-colonel  Scott  may  be  autho* 
rized  to  make  to  you  /or  the  securityi 
honour,  and  affluence  of  yopr  family. 

I  have  furnished  lieutenant-colonel 
Scott  with  my  instructions,  relative  to 
the  line  of  territory  which  it  will  be 
advisable  that  your  excellency  should 
relinquish  to  the  company,  in  the  event 
of  your  preferring  such  an  arrange* 
ment. 

I  request  your  excellency  to  be 
satisfied  that  the  whole  courK  of  events 
in  Oude,  since  your  accession,  has 
rendered  it  my  indispensable  duty  to 
adhere  with  firmness  to  the  tenor  of  this 
letter,  as  contamiog  principles  from 
which  the  British  government  never 
can  depart ;  nor  caii  your  excellency 
receive,  with  surprise  or  concern,  a 
resolution  naturally  resultinfi  from  yoof 
own  reiieratrd  representations  of  the 
confusion  of  your  affairs,  and  of  your 
inability,  either  to  reduce  them  to  order, 
or  to  conciliate  the  alienated  affeaions  Qt 
your  discontented  people,

Para,  i  The  absence  of  the  vizier 
on  an  hunting  excursion,  about  fifte^ 
miles  from  Lucknow,  and  the  celebrz^ott 
of  the  festival  of  the  £de,  which  fol- 
lowed almost  immediately  after  his 
excellency's  return,  induced  me  ^  to 
postpone  for  some  days  the  execution 
of  the  commands  contained  in  your 
lordship's  letter  of  theesd  of  Januaiy. 

s.  Having;  solicited  an  interview 
with  the  vizier  on  the  i6th  instant,  the 
day  succeeding  the  celebration  of  the  . 
£(le,  I  presented  your  lordship's  Jetter 
to  his  excellency,  and  after  acquainting 
him,  rhat,  in  conformity  to  your 
lordship's  orders,  I  had  prepared  certain 
propo^itioiis  for  his  excellency's  con- 
sideration, I  delivered  to  him  a  draft 
of  .1  treaty  in  the  Persian  language. 

3.  I  observed  to  his  excellency,  that 
the  subjects  treated  of  in  vour  lord- 
ship's letter  were  of  the  hn;ncst  impor- 
tance to  the  preservation  of^the  interests 
of  the  two  states,  to  the  prosperity  of 
this  couotjyi  and   to  his  cx^Uency's 
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owa  ease  and  fijeace  of  mind;  and  I 
exhorted  his  excellency  to  deliberate 
opon  the  propositions  now  offered  to  hit 
consideration,  with  a  calm  and  dispas- 
•ionate  mind,  unbiassed  by  the  undi* 
jested  and  insidibus  opinionf  of  self- 
uterested  counsellors. 

A.  I  noticed  ihac  the  paper  which  I 
liad  presented  to  his  excellency  was  in 
the  shape  of  a  draft,  and  that  if  his 
excellency  acquiesced  in  the  fundamenul 
prtncipUs  of  the  proposition,  I^  would, 
at  any  time  and  place  which  his  excel- 
kncy  mj^ht  be  pleased  to  appoint, 
discuss  with  him,  personally,  the 
ftipul^tons  in  the  subsidiaiy  anicles* 

^.  I  observed  that  many  of  the 
Articles  imposed  a  heavy  expence  apon 
the  company,  which  could  only  be 
Iwme  by  nis  excellency's  full  acquicacence 
in  the  principle  of  the  plan ;  and  I  took 
tbia  occasion  to  call  to  his  excellency's 
■ccollectioii,  that  a  large  sum  of  money 
vas  still  due  to  the  company,  on  ac- 
count pf  the  extra  troops  employed  in 
liis  dominions  durins  the  time  ot  their 
threatened  invasion  oy  Zcroaun  Shah, 
and  tne  disiuibances  created  by  vaier 
Ally*  If  your  lurd&hip  had  not  hitherto 
srgcd  the  payment  oi  it,  it  was  purely 
in  consideration  of  the  demands  upon 
Ills  excellency's  treasury  for  the  dis- 
charge of  arrears  to  the  disbanded  troops: 
but  as  the  right  of  the  company  to 
■  reimbursement  of  the  rxpcnces actually 
incufied  on  the  above  account  was 
incooiestible,  it  was  only  by  theimme* 
^te  adoption  and  execution  of  the  first 
proposition  that  your  lordship  could, 
ID  ^ustice^  to  the  company,  reUnquish  a 
claim  which  wf»  so  just  and  reasonable. 

6*  The  only  question  asked  by  his 
excellency  wjs,  whether  the  pl^  com- 
prehended a  definite  provbion  for  the 
additional  troops.  He  gave  me  the 
assurance  of  having  a  conversation  with 
jne  as  soon  as  Sc  should  have  fuUv 
considered  the  contents  of  your  lordship's 
]^er,  and  the  propositions  contained 
in  the  oa^rlhad  presented  to  him. 

7.  li  IS  impossible  for  me  to- form  a

o.  I  do  myself  the  honour  of  en- 
closing to  your  lordship  an  £nglish  copy 
of  the  draft  of  the  proposed  treaty ;  and 
having  in  a  separate  paper  offered  obser- 
vations and  explanations  upon  the  several 
articles,  I  shall  only  express  to  your 
lordship  my  assurances,  that  the  full 
measure  of  my  zeal  and  reflection  has 
been  exerted  to  frame  the  propositions, 
upon  such  a  plan  as  'should  ensure  the 
extensive  benefits  which  your  lordship  haf 
in  view,  and  at  the  same  iime  be  cal- 
culated, as  far  as  is  consistent  with  these 
objecis»  to  render  it  accepuble  to  the 
vizier.

Preamble^ 
Whereas  by  the  treaty  and  connection 
now  subsisting  between  the  united  com* 
pany  of  merchanu  trading  to  the  East 
Indies,  and  his  excellency  the  nawaub 
vizier  ul  Mumalick  2^meen  ud  Dowlah, 
Nazim  ul  Mulk  Saadut  Ally  Khaa 
Bcbader  Mobarez  Jung,'  the  interests  of 
the  two  states  are  hecome  one  and  inac* 
parable :  And  whereas  it  is  tndispensablei 
lor  the  preservation,  of  the  common 
interests,  that  a  system  of  administratioo 
should  be  established  in  the  dominions 
of  the  said  vizier,  which,  whilst  it  shaU 
ensure  to  the  state  the  full  and  just 
revenues  and  resources  of  the  countrv^ 
shall  be  calculated  to  inspire  the  people 
with  confidence  in  the  security  of  pro- 
perty and  of  life ;  to  protect  the  fruits 
of  honest  labours  to  promote  and  10 
extend  commerce;  and  to  establish  order 
and  submission  to  the  just  authoitty  of 
the  state  on  the  solid  foun<Ution  of  gra- 
titude /or  benefits  received,  and  expect 
tation  of  continual  security :  and  whereat 
the  said  salutary  and  important  objects 
«WBOt  be  obtained  ochcnvise  than  by  the 
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direct  interposition  of  the  wiidonif  jas^ 
tJcCf  and  honour  of  the  British  govcm- 
neotf  the  following  treaty  is  now  entered 
into  by  the  most  noble  the  marquis  Wei* 
ksley,  K.  P.  sovcrnor-gcnecal  in  coun- 
cil, on  behalf  of  tlic  said  united  com- 
pany on  one  part,  and  by  his  excellency 
the  said  vizier  on  behalf  of  himself  and 
hia  heirs  for  ever,  on  the  other,  for 
vesting  in  the  said  company  in  all  times 
to  come,  the  administration  of  the  civil 
and  military  goveminent  of  Oode,  and 
iu  dependencies. 

Anicle  ist.— The  aawaub  Saadut  Ally 
Khan  Behader  hereby  vests  in  perpe- 
tuity the  sole  and  exclusive  administration 
of  the  civil  and  militaiv  government 
of  all  the  territories  ^ncf  dejiendencies 
•f  the  state  of  Oude,  together  with  the 
foil  and  entire  right  and  title  to  the 
levenues  thereof  (subject  to  the  payment 
'  ef  a  certain  sum  hereafter  specihed,  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  said  vizier,  and 
the  support  of  his  dignity)  in  the  Hon. 
East  India  coigpany,  ana  his  excellency 
hereby  empowers  ine  said  company,  or 
their  09vemmcot-gencral  of  Bengal,  to 
cjureise  for  ever  all  the  powers,  autho- 
rities, and  rightt  appertaining  to  the  said 
goveniment. 

Article  and. — The  said  company  shaH 
possess  for  ever  the  power  and  authority 
of  constituting  and  appointing  officers 
for  the  collection  of  the  reveru^s,  of 
establishing  courts  for  the  regular  admi- 
nistratioa  of  civil  and  criminal  justice, 
and  of  enforcing  and  carrying  into  effect 
the  decrees  and  sentences  of  the  said 
courts. 

Anicle  jd— Thccounsso  established 
thall^  be  constituted  of  officers  to  be 
appointed  by  the,  governor-general  in 
council  of  Bengal  For  the  time  being, 
and  shall  in  no  instance  whatever  be 
aubjected  to  the  controul,  authority,  or 
interference  of  the  said  nawaub,  but  shall 
be  conducted  according  to  such  ordi- 
nances and  irgu^aiions  (tniroed  with  a  due 
regard  to  the  existing  laws  and  usages 
•t  the  country)  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  enacted  and  published  by  the 
faid  governor-general  in  council. 

Article  4th. — The  revenues  of  the

of  a  certain  subsidy,  amounting  to  seven-* 
ty-six  lacks  of  rupees  per  annum :  And 
whereas  by  tbc  said  treaty  the  said  vizier 
engages  to  defray  the  expence  of  any 
additional  troops  which  shall  at  any 
time  be  found  necessary  for  the  defence 
of  Oude  (and  actually  now  pays  a  sum 
monthly  on  that  account)  it  is  hereby  sti- 
pulated and  agreed)  that  the  aforesaid 
subsidy,  and  allowances  on  account  of 
additional  troops,  shall  for  ever  cease. 

Article  6ih.^It  is  hereby  stipulated 
and  agreed  on  the  pan  of  the  said  com- 
pany, that  the  sum  of  lacks  of  Luckf- 
now  sicca  rupees  annually,  shall  be  allot- 
ted for  the  maintenance  and  support  of 
his  excellency  the  vizier  and  his  own 
immediate  family,  which  sum  shall  be  at 
the  free  and  full  disjKual  of  tbr  sarid  vizier^ 
and  shall  be  paid  by  instalments  of  Luck- 
now  sicca  rupees  per  month  from  ' 
the  company's  treasury  at  Lucknow^ 
without  any  deduction  of  batta  or  ex<- 
change,  and  subject  to  no  charges  of  any 
kind  whatever;  and  it  is  h^rreby  further 
stipulated  and  agreed  on  the  part  of  the 
said  company,  that  the  said  sum  of 
lacks  of  rupees,  without  aav 
abatement  or  diminution  thereof,  shall 
descend  by  wav  of  inheritance  to  the 
legal  heirs  and  successors  of  the  said 
nawaub,  and  be  held  and  considered  at 
a  perpetual  provision  for  the  said  hcira 
and  successors,  and  the  dependents  of  the 
family. 

Article  yih.— The  stipend*  and  pen- 
sions assigned  to  the  princes  and  begums 
of  the  family  of  his  nAjesty,  Shah  Aluow 
residing  at  Lucknow  and  Benares,  to 
the  widow  of  the  late  nawaub,  Asof  ul 
Bowlah,  and  to  the  reputed  children  of 
the  said  nawaub,  Asof  ul  Dowlah,  shall 
he  no  longer  chargeable  to  the  said  vizier* 
And  the  most  noble  the  marquis  Wel- 
Icsley,  governpr-general,  on  the  part  of 
the  £ast  India  company,  does  hereby 
engage  that  these  stipends  and  pensiom 
shall  be  faencefonb  paid  by  the  companVy 
and  that  a  suitable  maintenance  shall  oe 
established -for  the  sons  of  Sujah  ist 
Dowlah,  for  whom  a  provision  mav  noc 
be  included  in  the  jagnire  of  her.  nigb* 
nessac  Fyazabad. 

Article  8ih.  —  The  jagbire  whicb 
were  or  have  been  granted  by  the  nawaubc* 
Sujah  ul  Dowlah,  Asot  ul  Dowlah, 
and  his  excellency  the  present  nawaub, 
(which  have  not  by  any  means  revcned 
to  the  state,}  shall  remain  in  the  iull  poc- 
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•essioo  tod  enjoyment  of  the  persons  to 
whom  tbey  were  originally  granted,  du- 
ring their  riespcctivc  lives,  unless  some 
commutation,  satisfactory  to  all  parties 
concerned,  shall  hereaftcF  he  agreed  upon. 
The  ^  inhabitants  and  residents  of  all 
descripitona  on  the  said  jaghecrs,  being 
however  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  courts  which  will  be  established  for 
the  administration  of  civil  and  criminal 
justice.  It  is  however  stipulated,  that 
from  and  after  the  day  of  January, 
1801,  hi&  excelleiK]^  the  vizier  shall  not 
grant  or  consign  m  jagbire,  to  any  person 
persons  whatever,  any  portion  of  the 
lands  or  territories  of  Oudc,  or  its 
dependencies. 

Article  9th. — The  nawaub,  Saadut  Ally 
Khan,  shall  not  be .  responsible  for  any 
debts  contracted  by  the  late  nawaub, 
Asof  ul  Dowlah. 

Anicle  loth. — His  excellency  will 
not  correspond  with  any  foreign  power, 
without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of 
the  governor-general  in  council. 

Article  nth,— »The  nawaub,  Saadut 
Ally  Khan,  shall  on  all  occasions,  at  all 
times,  and  in  all  places,  be  treated  with 
a  respect  due  to  his  dignity  and  situa- 
tion, and  a  sufficient  body  of  the  com- 
pany's troops  shall  be  allotted  for  the 
protection  of  his  person  and  palace. 

Article  leth.— As  the  delcocc  of  the 
dominions  of  Oude  against  foreign  ene- 
mies, and  the  maintenance  of  the  inter- . 
nal  tranquillity  and  police  of  these  coun- 
tries, will  dissolve  solely  upon ,  the  East 
India  company,  his  excellency  the  na- 
waub, Saadut  Ally  Khan,  engages  not  to 
entertain  or  employ  in  bis  service  any 
armed  men  beyond  the  number  of 

for  the  purposes  of  state.  This 
nuipber  of  armed  men,  or  any  portion 
of  it  which  his  excellency  may  be  pleased 
to  maintain,  shall  be  at  his  own  cost  and 
•xpencc. 

Article  13th. — All  tne  cannon,  arms, 
and  military  stores,  whether  deposited 
at  Lucknow,  or  in  any  of  the  fortresses 
or  arsenals,  or  elsewhere  within  his 
excellency's  territories,  shall  be.  delivered 
to  the  company,  with  the  exception  of 
such  cannon  as  his  excellency  may  wish 
to  retain  for  the  purposes  of  state,  and  of 
such  arms  as  shall  be  re<}uisite  for  the 
guards  immediately  about  his  person. 

'Article  14th. — In  complaints  brought 
before  an3r  of  the  couru  of  i  usiice  to  be  esta- 
blished, in  which  it  shall  appear,  either 
by  the  application  of  his  cxccUeocv  the 
wiier,  Qt  the  reprctentation  %i  the  cciai- 


dant,  at  or  before  the  dme  of  giviog  m 
an  answer,  or  by  the  petition  of  the 
complainant,  that  both  parries  are  rela- 
tions of  his  excellency,  the  investigation 
of  such  complaint  shall  in  the  first  in- 
stance be  referred  to  the  vizier.  Any 
complaint  against  his  excellency's  rela- 
tions, by  persons  of  a  different  descrip- 
tion, shall  in  the  first  instance  be  pre- 
ferred to  his  excellency  by  the  company's 
rcprcscnutive.  His  excellency  hereby 
engages  to  order  an  immediate  investi- 
gation to  be  made  by  the  person  whom 
he  iiiay  appoint  to  dispense  justice 
amongst  his  own  relations,  or  in  case 
the  parties  should  desire  it,  to  order  the 
dispute  to  be  referred  to  a  proper  arbi- 
tration, his  excellency  engaging  to  bring 
it  to  a  direct  issue,  and  to  carry  the  sen- 
tence or  reward,  if  iinfavourable  to  his 
relations,  into  immediate  execution. 

Article  15th.— It  is  hereby  stipulated

and  his  excellency  will  issue  orders 
to  his  aumils,  and  to  all  his  civil  and 
military  officers  in  any  shape  concerned 
in  the  collections  of  the  revenues,  to 
make  over  the  district  or  districts  under 
their  resbective  charges,  to  such  persons 
as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor- 
general  in  council  to  the  management 
of  the  same,  and  also  to  deliver  over  to 
the  persons  so  appointed  all  records, 
accounu,  and  official  papers  belonging 
to  their  respective  kutchenes,  or  offices. 

Article  i6ih.  — The  whole  of  the 
reveiiues  and  collections,  of  whatever 
kind,  accruing  to  the  state,  shall,  from 
the  period  aforesaid,  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  aforesaid  company;  and 
the  governor-general,  on  the  fart  of  the 
said  company,  hereby  epgages  to  dis- 
charge all  just  arrears  of  Mlary' and  par 
which  inay  be  really  due  to  persons  ofaU 
descriptions  on  the  civil  andmiliury  esta- 
blish menu,  up  to  the  day  of  transfer, 
or  grow  and  become  due  to  them  respec- 
tively so  Ipng  as  they  shall  continue  to 
be  in  the  service  ;  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner the  governor-general  engages  to  dis- 
charge au  arrears  of  stipends  which  ma/ 
be  due  to  persoiis  now  actually  on  hia 
excellency's  pension  list.  If  upon  clo- 
sing the  account  of  the  fiisly  year  ieo8, 
it  shall  appear  that  any  balance  of  the 
revenues  (bom  the  time  the  adminis- 
indoa  of  uon  wn  coomitted  to  the 
compuxyjr 
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ciNfipiiny)  remains  with  the  company, 
(after  deductiog  the  expence  of  collec- 
tion, and  taking  credit  for  the  monthly 
kists,  and  the  monthly  payinents  due 
CXI  account  of  the  additional  troops,  and 
for  the  auma  disbursed  on  account  of 
arrears  of  salary  lo  the  civil  and  military 
establishmcnu,  and  of  pensions  as  afore- 
said) the  said  balance  shall  be  made 
over  to  the  vizier;  and  if  the  collections 
and  revenues  realized  by  the  company 
do  not  eoual  in  amount  the  issues  made 
on  the  above  accounu,  the  said  nawaub 
shall  be  answerable  for  the  deficiency  out 
of  the  funds  in  hispossession.  ^ 

Artitle  jyth.— The  nabob  vizier  enga- 
ges to  furnish  the  company  with  accu- 
rate statements  of  the*  arrears  due  to  the 
civil  and  military  establishments,  and 
to  indiyidiials  on  the  pension  list;  with 
the  original  engagements  of  the  several 
aumils  and  renters,  and  also  with  correct 
accounts  of  the  wausil  baukee  in  every 
iliatrict  and  department.

Obaervatioos  on  tha  Draft  of  the  Treaty. 

PRKAMBLB. 

The  preamble  is  intended  to  set  forth 
the  incfispensable  necessity  of  the  pro- 
posed transfer,  for  the  preservation  of 
the  common  interests  of  the  two  allied 
states,  and  to  enumerate  the  most  striking 
advantages  which  would  result  to  the  coun- 
tr3r  from  the  administration  of  the  civil  and 
military  governmenu  being  committed 
to  the  hands  of  the  company.  If  the 
vizier  should  concur  in  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  proposed  arrangement, 
the  preamble  may  be  so  modelled  as  to 
make  it  appear  that  the  transfer  is  not 
merely  a  voluntary  act  on  his  excellency's 
part,  but  originating  in  and  founded  on 
a  positive  solicitation  from  him,  that  the 
governor-general  should  assume  the  ma- 
■agement  of  the  country  for  the  welfare 
and  happiness  of  the  people. 

Articles  ist,  &4f  3d,  4ih.  —  These 
articles  vest  in  the  company  the  exclu- 
sive adininistration  of  the  whole  govern- 
rocor,  judicial,  revenue,  and  military; 
and  the  endeavour  has  been  to  frame 
them  with  a  precision  which  shall  leave 
no  room  fbc  future  contention  as  10  the 
leal  meaning. 

Article  ^th.— The  stipulation  in  this 
arttckf  whiAh  ciloaNa  tha  viaicr  from 


the  payment  of  the  subsidy,  and  allows . 
aoccs  on  account  of  the  additional  troops, 
is  a  natural  consequence  of  his  devolving 
upon  the  company  the  full  and  entire 
right  and  title  to  the  revenues  of  Oude 
and  its  dependencies. 

Article  6th.— It  is  difficult,  if  not  al- 
most impracticable,  to  devise  a  cnt^rion 
on  which  to  establish  an  allowance  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  vizier  and  his 
family,  which,  abstracted  from  other 
considerations,  should  correspond  with 
his  excellency's  desires  and  expectations, 
on  the  solid  ground  of  subsuntial  pecu- 
niary sacrifices,  and  which  should,  at  the 
same  time,  be  an  equitable  charge  upoa 
the  reveniics,  consistent  with  the  heavy 
burthens  imposed  upon  the  conlpany  by 
subsequent  articles. 

In  the  former  reign,  and,  I  understand* 
the  same  rule  is  still  observed,  although 
great  reductions  have  been  made  in  al- 
most the  whale  of  the  departments, 
there  was  no  less  a  sum  than  seventy* 
nine  lacks  of  rupees  annually  appropriated 
to  the  expenditures  of  the  vizier,  imdcff 
the  following  heads:-—

It  will  be  observed,  that  most  of  these 
items  of  expenses  appertain  to  the  pri- 
vate and  personal  charges  of  the  vizier, 
and  the  maintenance  of  his  household ; 
but  a.s  every  necessary  disburseroentp 
with  the  exception  of  esubli^hments  for 
his  sons,  is  separately  provided  for  upon 
a  Urge  scale,  it  may  be  presumed,  that 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  immense 
sum  in  the  first  article,  which  was  squan- 
dered away  by  the  nawaub,  Asof  ul  Dow- 
lah,  has,  together  with  other  savinga 
from  reductions  in  various  parts.of  tha 
establishmcnu,  been  hoarded  up  by  bia 
successor. 

Thia  denand  of  a  mm  equal  to  the 
aggregate 
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•ggregate  amouot  of  the  above  articlei, 
or  in  ^ny  degree  approximating  to  it, 
may  be  contcsteJ  by  varioua  forcible 
trgumenu. 

If  the  resources  of  the  country  dnnt- 
nish,  or  the  necessary  -expenditures  for 
contingent  or  permanent  purposes  in- 
crease, it  could  neither  be  reasonable 
nor  admissible,  that  the  vizier' should  set 
apar,  for  his  own  priv&te  ute,  an  undue 
portion  of  the  revenues,  whilst  the  state 
^ras  exposed  to  serious^  pecuniary  em- 
barrassments and  distress.  In  such  cases, 
to  far  from  looking  to  an  augmented 
accumulation  of  wealth,  it  would  be 
incumbent  on  him  to  draw  upon  his 
private  treasury  to  answer  public  de- 
mands, and  also  to  retrench  every  sopcr^ 
fluous  expense.  This  is  not  a  case  of 
supposition,  but  the  actual  and  acknow« 
Icdged  state  of  affairs  at  this  present  pe- 
fiod. 

Debts  to  a  considerable  amount,  con- 
tracted during  the  government  of  his 
predecessor,  remain  unpaid;  the  means 
of  saiisfying  these  just  demands  can  only 
be  derived  from  the  surplus  of  the  re- 
venues. 

To  assume,  as  a  position,  the  certainty 
of  a  surplus  of  revenues,  after  the  ex- 
pences  of  collections,  and  every  otiier 
public  disbursement  should  be  provided 
for,  and  to  appropriate  that  surplus  as  a 
maintenance  lor  the  vizier,  would,  in  the 
first  instance,  be  indefinite,  must  become 
▼artable,  and  inight  prove  fallaciotu. 
Besides,  if  the  income  of  his  excellency 
depended  on  the  surplus  of  the  revenues, 
he  might,  notwithstanding  any  stipula- 
tions to  the  contrary,  with  some  plausi- 
bility, claim  a  controul  over  the  expen- 
ditures, and  would,  dotibtlessly,  cavil  at 
the  introduction  of  every  new  establish- 
ment attended  with  expenscy  and,  at  all 
the  acts  of  the  British  government  for 
the  improvement  of  the  country,  and 
relief  of  the  inhabitams,  which  might 
operate  as  a  temporary  diminution  of  the 
f  revenues,  thougn  they  would  ultimately 
ehsure  their  increase. 

His  narrow  views  might  not  discover 
their  tendency^,  and,  at  all  events,  no  fu- 
ture improvement  would,  in  his  mind« 
be  a  compensation  for  the  loss  of  imme* 
dtate  advantage. 

Inftuenced  by  the  same  reasoning,  it 
appeared  to  my  judgment,  after  the  dul- 
lest deliberation,  most  advisable  not  to 
ntkr  any  participation  in  the  surplus  of 
the  revenues,  but  to  assign  a  fixed  aiMi 
p^irtMk  Mia  of  money  lor  the  maiatc* 


nance  of  the  vizier  and  hit  &mily,  mde« 
pendent  of,  and  entirely  unconnected 
with,  the  fluctuatioos  in  the  reaoulrcea 
of  the  country. 

Wishing  to  extract  from  the  rizier 
some  disclosure  of  bis  own  expectations, 
the  amount  of  the  sum  ia  left  blank  9 
and  it  shall  be  my  endeavour  to  fix  it  oir 
a  standard  which  shall  not  bear  too  heavy 
on  the  revenues,  and  be  regarded  as  a 
sufficient,  and  even  liberal,  provision 
for  the  vizier  and  his  own  immediate 
family* 

In  fixing  the  amount,  it  raittt  be  recol^ 
lected  that  his  excellency  bas,  amongst 
a  numerous  family  of  children,  six  sonr 
grown  to  the  age  of  manhood,  on  aoine 
of  whom  a  monthly  allowance  of  from 
six  to^en  thousand  rupees  is  now  settled  $ 
and  the  expectationa  of  the  othen,  ic 
may  be  concluded,  are  directed  to  similar 
establishments. 

The  extensive  wealth  which  (be  vizier 
has  accumulated  under  the  protectioo 
of  the  British  government,  andof  whicb 
he  is  left  in  the  entire  possession,  may 
fairly  be  opposed  to  a  demand  jfor  aa 
exorbitant  stipend;  it  may,  however, 
on  the  other  hand,  be  regarded  rather 
as  the  disposable  property  of  the  person 
who  makes  the  first  sacrifice,  than  as  a 
permanent  provision  for  future  suc- 
cessors. 

In  discussing  this  important  point, 
I  cannot  dismiss  from  iny  oomemplation 
the  growing  expenses  01  every  Kioham- 
medan  family,  and  the  heavy  burthena 
which  each  generation  leaves  10  the 
succeeding ;  and  although  no  fixed  iom, 
within  any  reasonable  bounds,  can  be 
adequate  to  maintain,  in  perpetual  afflu- 
ence, a  progenv  increasing  beyoixi  all 
European  calculation,  yet  I  feel  that  ic 
ia  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  the 
British  nation,  and  the  justice  and  libe* 
rality  of  Lord  Wellesley's  government, 
that  the  stipend  should  he  regulated  upoo 
a  scale,  which,  with  proper  managemcmi 
shall  promise  to  preserve  the  desoendanta 
of  the  vizier  in  a  suitable  sute  of  lespec* 
ubili^. 

Under  all  considerations  of  thia  ex- 
tremely delicate  question,  I  piesniM 
that  a  sum  less  than  thirty  lacM  of  iv^ 
^ce»  annually  cannot  be  ottered  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  vizier  with  any  ^  of 
his  concurrence.  And  with  the  view  of 
affording  him  satisfisction  as  to  the  dura* 
tion  oC  the  sum  which  may  be  fixed; 
as  also  to  give  him  the  credit  of  attend* 
ing  to  the  mtiutm  of  fau  poateriryt

I  kave  judged  it  expedient  to  guarantee, 
by  the  treaty,  the  cootinuance  of  what- 
ever fum  may  be  esiabliahcd,  without' 
abatement  or  diminution,  to  fait  legal 
hein  and  socceiion. 

Even  in  the  enjoyment  of  such  an 
income  the  vizier  would  find  it  necessary 
to  make  considerable  retrenchments  in 
the  state  establishments,  by  which  many 
old  servants  and  dependants  of  the  &mily 
would  be  dismissed  firom  their  employ- 
meois;  should  his  excellency  urge  this 
af]^ment  in  support  of  a  more  extensive 
stipend,  I  shall  have  no  difficulty  in  assu- 
riiig  him,  that  it  is  not  only  consonant 
to  Lord  Wellesley's  principles  of  justice* 
hot  forms  a  part  of  my  instructions  from 
his  lordship,  to  take  into  consideration 
the  aitdittloii  of  persons  of  that  descrip- 
tion, and  establish  a  ipaintenance  for  ■ 
such  as,  from  character  and  services, 
may  have  eouitable  claims  to  a  provision 
for  liiie;  ana  though,  by  this  means,  the 
pension  list  may  be  constdenbly  swelled, 
yet  it  will  be  more  for  the  advantage  of 
the  company  to  take  upon  themselves  an 
expense  which  will  gradually  diminish, 
than  to  include  it  in  •  stipend  which 
most  continue  in  perpetuity^ 

Article  7th.-<-The  stipends  to  the 
princea.  ana  begums  of  the  family  of  his 
majesty.  Shah  Allum,  with  the  exception 
of  six  thousand  rupees  per  month  to  the 
prince  at  Lucknow,  are  included  in  the 
subsidy  now  paid  by  the  vizier.  Were 
the  maimenan^e  of  the  reputed  children 
of  Asop  ul  Dowlah  {for  whom  a  pro- 
vision is  stipulated  in  tne  existing  treaty) 
left  to  the  vizier,  the  slender  sum  now 
aniened  for  their  support  would  gra- 
dually diminish,  and  be  ultimately  done 
away.  Although  the  annual  sum  of  one 
lack  and  a  half  is  ostensibly  fixed  for  the 
support  of  the  vizier's  brothers,  yet  it  is 
with  infinite  di£BcuIty  that  they  qbtain 
their  respective  portions;  and  Lam  con- 
vinced tnat  fx>  measure  in  the  present 
anangement  could  be  viewed  with  greater 
satisfiKtion,  or  afford  more  popularity  to 
Lord  Wellesley's  government,  than  that 
of  taking  those  distressed  personages  un- 
der his  immediate  protection. 

Article  8th.—  It  seemed  leasooable, 
and  is  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  the 
instriKtions,  in  order  to  tranquillize  the 
minds  of  persons  cyf  distinctioo,  that  the 
lagbeen,  granted  bj^  a  competent  autho- 
rity, shoum  remain  in  the  possession  and 
enjoyment  of  the  persons  to  whom  they 
were  originally  consi^ncd^  during  their 
icspective  Uvea*  Thia  lupolation  will, 
.Vol.  9. 


besides,  be  gratifying  to  the  vizier,  who 
has  recently  bestowed  a  jagheer  on  his 
mother.' 

Article j9tb. —  Under  the  circumstatKe 
of  the  vizier  having  laid  by  large  sums 
or  money  out  of  the  revenues,  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  the  former  pnnce 
mieht,  in  rigorous  justice,  be  chargeable 
to  nim ;  but  as  by  an  article  in  the  for- 
mer proposed  treaty  he  was  released  there- 
from,  I  thought  it  not  advisable  to  omit' 
a  concession  so  congenial  to  his  passion 
of  avarice. 

Article  lothrf-^The  measure  of  com- 
mon prudence,  and  copied  from  the 
treaty  above  alluded  to. 

Article  1 1  ih.— The  former  p5<rt  of  this 
article  is  a  matter  of  course,  and  the  lat- 
ter evinces  an  attention  to  the  safety  of 
the  vizier's  person,  which  may  be  plea- 
sing to  bis  excellency. 

Article  laih.— The  liinitation  of  the 
number  of  armed  men  is  necessary,  as 
well  on  the  source  of  prudence  as  to  in- 
dicate that  the  stipend  to  be  assigned  to 
his  excellency  could  not  be  on  a  scale 
which  should  admit  of  considerable  ex-  . 
penditures  on  account  of  useless  troops. 

Article  iQth.-^^His  excellency  can  have 
no  use  for  the  cannon  and  arms,  and  they 
might  fall  into  the  hands  of  improper 
people. 

Article  i^th.— Some  exemptions  from 
the  iurisdiction  of  the  courts  to  be  esta- 
blished was  essential  to  the  situation  of 
the  vizier,  in  the  territories  of  which  he 
will  siill  hold  the  title  of  sovereign.-— 
His  palace,  however,  being  in  the  open 
city,  and  his  followers  and  dependents 
residents  in  that  city,  the  exemption 
could  not  be  extended  to  them  witn  any 
hope  of  introducing  and  mainuining  an 
emcient  police ,  it  is,  therefore,  liinited 
to  his  relations ;  and  some  inconvenience 
will  probably  arise  even  from  this  con- 
cession. 

Article  15th.—  Remains  to  be  filled 
up. 

Article  i6ih.— This  part  of  the  ar- 
rangement was  of  considerable  difficulty. 
After' maturely  weighins  the  different 
modes  which  occurred,  the  one  adopted 
seemed  the  most  free  from  objection. 

If  the  company  had  taken  toe  reventiet 
of  the  current  year  from  any  particubr 
date,  it  would  have  been  fair  tluit  arrean 
of  every  description  ahould  have  been 
cleared  off  to  ttiat  date ;  but  experience 
of  the  disposition  of  the  vizier  kd  me 
to  appriliend,  that  if  the  discharge  of 
such  aneart  were  Icfi  to  faift  «jwcllcacy» 
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not  only  motives  of  avarice,  but  a  desire 
to  embarrass  and  to  throw  the  country 
into  confusion  might  have  interposed  to 
prevent  a  fair  adjustment;  immediate 
tumults  would  have  broken  out  amongst 
the  tioops,  and  uaiversai  dissatisfaction 
have  prevailed  amongst  all  descriptions 
•f  persons  to  whom  any  thing  was  d>x ; 
and,  ultimately,  the  company's  funds 
might,  of  necessity,  have  been  applied  to 
appease  disorder,  and  to  fulfil  justice 

Although  there  are  near  itz  months 
of  the  FuUy  year  to  run,  it  is  only  in 
the  four  ensuing  months  that  ki&ts  are 
payable  by  the  Aumils  ;  and  as  the  kists 
are  usually  divided  into  ten  parts,  ilz 
parts  out  of  the  ten  have  ahcady  been 
realized ;  the  amoiint,  therefore,  of  the 
remaining  four  might  not  have  been 
adequate  to  the  subsidy,  and  demands 
on  account  of  the  addinonal  troops,  and 
to  the  other  actual  expenses  which  the 
company  would  be  exposed  ta  Superadded 
to  this,  the  revenues,  even  in  the  interval 
of  completing  and  executing  tbe  treaty, 
might  nave  been  anticipated  through  a 
connivance  with  the  aumils. 

If  the  company  had  taken,  with  the 
revenues,  the  obligation  of  discharging 
the  arrears,  the  burden  would  have  been 
intolerably  heavy,  and  the  last  observa- 
tion in  the  preceding  paragraph  peculiarly 
applicable. 

If  the  day  of  transfer  were  proloiig^ed 
to  the  end  of -the  year,  and  the  viztcr 
left  in  the  full  enjoyment  and  receipt  of 
the  revenues  until  that  period,  as  it 
*  would  be  in, vain  to  expect  the  arrange- 
ment should  be  kept  secret,  every  de* 
scription  of  aumil,  renter,  and  zemindar, 
would  have  endeavoured  to  evade  the 
payment  of  his  dues  to  a  government 
that  was  shortlv  to  be  dissolved ;  a  cir- 
cumstance whicD  wouki  not  have  simply 
affected  the  revenues  of  this  year,  but  in 
its  consequences  and  effects  might  have 
been  felt  in  making  new  settlements. 
The  company's  troops  could  alone  have 
been  employed  to  enforce  payments,  and 
the  aumiis  would  have' exerted  all  their 
endeavours  to.  engage  them  in  the  most 
oppressive  and  odious  acu ;  the  discharge 
oisarrears  would  have  been  left  in  the 
atate  above  described,  with  an  accumu- 
lation upon  them,  since  his  excellency 
would  have  been  inclined  to  receive 
eveiy  thing,  and  to  disburse  as  little  as 
possible. 

The  mode  proposed  secures  the  com- 
pany from  loss ;  nor  can  it  be  deemed  as 
in^siog  an  hardship  upon  the  vizicri 


jiince-the  payment  of  all  arrean  is  jattly 
chargeable  to  him,  and  since  the  surplua 
of  revenue,  if  there  be  ariy,  is*  to  be 
applied  to  his  use  and  benefit.  Whether 
on  closing  the  accounts  to  the  end  of  the 
year  there  be  a  surplus  or  not  may  be 
questionable;  but  the  probability  of 
tnere  being  one,  after  all  acts  of  justice 
shall  be  fulfilled,  is  ^ater  by  the  com- 
pany's assuming  the  immediate  manage- 
ment, than  if  it  were  continued  to  the 
vizier,  because  the  reductions,  in  the 
military  expenses  at  least,  would  be 
sooner  commenced,  and  accelented  with 
greater  vigour.

My  Lord,— Para  i  •  Having,  as  I  did 
myself  the  honour  of  informing  your 
lordship  in  my  address  o£  the  i8th  f eb* 
ruary,  presented  to  the  vizier  on  the  i6tii 
of  that  month,  your  lordship's  letter, 
together  with  the  draft  of  a  proposed 
treaty,  I  abstained  from  any  further  com- 
munication with  his  excellency  on  the 
subject  until  the  S4th,  on  which  day  I 
waited  upon  him  at  the  garden,  where 
he  was  then  residing. 

&.  Although  the  interval  between  the 
delivering  of  tne  papers  and  this  visit,  was 
ample  for  his  excellency  to  have  fully  . 
deliberated  on  the  propositions  tubmitted 
to  him,  and  to  have  come  to  a  decision 
on  the  fundameotll  principle  of  the  pro- 
posed treaty,  yet  the  object  which  I  had 
in  view  from  the  visit  was  not  so  much 
an  expectation  of  obtaining  a  final  answer 
as  a  desire  to  enter  more  largely  into  the 
subject  than  I  could  do  before  his  excel- 
lency had  perused  your  lordship's  letter, 
and  the  draft  of  the  proposed  treaty,  and 
the  further  desire,  if  I  discovered  his 
excellency  not  disposed  to  accede  to  the 
treaty  under  such  modifications  as  be 
might  suggest,  and  could  be  admitted, 
of  pressing  upon  his  consideration  the 
extent  of  country  to  be  ceded  to  the 
company  in  perfietnal  sovereignty,  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  regular  payment 
of  the  subsidy  to  the  full  amoimt  of  the 
augmented  force. 

3.  His  excellency  having  informed  tne 
that  he  had  read  your  lordship's  letter 
with  the  deliberation  which  the  impor- 
tance of  the  subjects  treated  of  demanded, 
and  was  preparing  an  answer,  I  thought 
it  expedient,,  after  expatiating    on    the 

innu- 
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tmrnmerable  benefiti  which  would  result 
to  the  country  from  the  adoption  of  the 
fint  plan  proposed  by  your  lordshipf  and 
on  the  $ecunty  which  the  treaty  waa  cal- 
culated CO  mxd  for  the  honour  aad 
.affluence  of  himself  and  family,  to  call 
to  his  excellency's  recollection  that  part  of 
your  lordship's  letter  which  so  sironely 
enforces  the  absolute  and  unavoidable 
neoeasity  of  a  cession  of  a  portion  of  bis 
excellency's  territories  to  the  company, 
adequate  to  defray  the  full  cxpences  with 
which  his  excellency  would  be  charged 
on  the  completion  of  the  proposed  aug- 
mentation ot  force. 

4.  I  stated  to  his  excellency  that  the 
amount  of  the  sum*to  be  thus  provided 
for  was  upwards  of  a  crore  and  twenty 
lacks  of  rupees  annually,  and  that  the 
territory  to  be  ceded  must  consequently 
be  equal  in  its  produce  to  that  sum,  ex- 
clusive of  cxpences  of  collections. 

5.  His  excellency  promixd  to  have  a 
further  conference  with  me  on  the  subject 
in  two  daySf  and  accordingly^  honoured 
me  with  a  visit  on  the  26th  of  February. 

6.  His  excellency's  conversation  of 
that  day,  though  it  did  not  amount  to  a 
positive  rejection  of  the  first  proposition, 
discovered  an  unreserved  repugnance  to 
the  accepuuce  of  it;  the  argumenU 
which  he  used  being  such  as  the  present 
poasession  of  power*  and  the  pride  of 
nmily  would  naturally  suggest,  I  shall 
ixx  intrude  a  detail  of  them  upon  your 
lordship;  but  I  cannot  omit  a  declaration 
given  1^  his  excellency  to  anob&crvaiion 
mm  me,  that,  if  he  made  some  sacri- 
fice to  his  feelings*  it  would  be  abun- 
dantly compensated  by  the  satisfaction 
which  he  would  derive  from  being  a 
witness  of  the  increasing  prosperity  of 
die  cocmtry,  and  of  the  hippiness  which 
his  subjects  would  enjoy  under  the  ma- 
nagement of  the  British  government ; 
fais  reply  to  this  was  unqualified  and  unequi- 
iFoca!,  that,  under  the  ctrcumktanccs  in 
which  be  should  be  placed,  the  contem- 
plation of  these  things  would  not  afford 
the  smallest  gratification  to  his  mind. 

7.  His  excellency  observed,  that  he 
had  recently  perused  a  letter  of  advtec, 
written  by  lord  Cornwallis  to  his  prede- 
cessor, which,  though  it  contained  strong 
recommendations  for  the  mtroduction  of 
Various  reforms  in  the  d liferent  btiinches 
of  govemmeat,  left  the  execution  of  the 
proposed  measures  to  the  hands  of  the 
vizier  and  hh  ministers,  and  that  at  that 
sarnie  time  the  subsidy  to  the  company, 
which  did  not  amount  to  half  of  the  pre- 


sent  subsidy^  was  with  difficulty  paid* 
whilst  the  greatest  ic^Iairty  had  marked 
his  own  payments.  To  this  I  replied* 
that  as  none  of  those  salutary  reforms 
recommended  bv  lord  Cornwatii^  had 
been  adorned  cither  by  his  predecessor 
er  himself,  a  concliuiou  was  fairly  to 
be  drawn  that  either  the  advice  was  un- 
availing, or  the  power  of  exeaiiing, 
Wdnting.  That  his  excellency  had  fre- 
quently confessed  his  own  inability  to  ^ 
introduce  order  into  his  govcnunent* 
and  wassosensible  of  the  difficulties  with 
which  he  was  encompassed,  that  he  had 
deliberately  and  formally  authorized  and 
desired  me  to  communicate  to  your  lord- 
^ip  his  determinatioo  to  withdraw  him- 
self from  them.  That  though  his  ob- 
servation in  regard  to  the  punctuality  of 
his  payments  was  p^Tfectly  true,  \ct  aa 
acknowledgment  wh  ch  he  had  rcctnily 
made  of  the  probability  of  a  failure  in  his 
resources,  joined  to  thr  known  decay  of 
his  revenues,  impo&<-d  theoblij;atlon  upon 
your  lordship  ofendCbV  During  thoroughly 
to  correct  the  evils  Ax^d  defects  whicn 
pervaded  every  ptrt  ol  liis  alministration 
and  dominions ;  or  if  unfortunately  his 
excellency  should  not  eODCur  in  the  plan 
proposed  by  your  lordship  for  so  complete 
and  comprehensive  a  reform,  of  prevent- 
ing the  rnn  rests  of  the  company  from 
bemg  involved  in  the  general  ruin,  by 
securing  funds  for  the  regular  payments  of 
the  subsidy. 

^  8.  His  excellency  observed,  that  when 
the  failure  acii. ill)  took  place  it  would  be 
sufficiently  early  to  denidud  security ;  the 
reply  was  obvious,  that,  if  your  lordship 
waited  that  fatal  period,  it  would  not  be 
within  the  reach  of  human  wisdom  or 
power  to  retrieve  the  affairs  of  an  ex- 
hausted and  depopulated  country. 

9.  His  excellency  then  remarked  on 
the  proposed  eaabhshment  of  courts  of 

i'listice,  and  pretended  r^ suppose  that  be 
limself  would  be;  amenable  to  them,  and 
compelled  to  make  his  appearance  bffotv 
them.  I  referred  to  the  treaty,  which 
<  exempted  his  excellency  and  his  relauons 
front  the  jurisdiction  of  these  coorts,  but 
added,  tlut  it  would  be  wholly  unpmcti- 
cnble  to  preserve  peace  aixl  good  order 
in  Che  city  of  Lackuow  wiilioot  a  firm 
police* 

10.  After  a  long  conversation^  his 
excellency  desired  that  t  would  some  olher 
day  give  trim  an  explanation  of  the  prin* 
ciplcs  of  the  second  proposiuonj  rh« 
espbnation  I  tdd  him  wunid  be  aoMed 
vn  a  few  woidi^  lod  hi4  «Blcn4  vpon  it. 
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when  he  requested  I  would  poitpone  the 
•abject  10  a  future  day,  and  took  his 
leave. 

11.  Yesterday  I  waited  upon  bit 
excellency,  and  presented  him  with  a 
sketch  in  writing  of  the  second  propo- 
sition; after  his  exoellency  had  perused 
it  I  informed  him  that  your  lordship, 
With  a  View  of  placing  the  terriu>ries 
which  Would  remain  to  him  put  of  the 
reach  of  foreign  enemies,  had  in  the 
first  instance  made  choice  of  the  countries 
coifstiiuting  the  frontiers,  the  whole  of 
his  possessions  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Granges,  and  the  province  of  Rohilcund  ; 
his  excellency  noticed  that  to  respect  to 
Rohilcund  there  would  arise  somealterca* 
tion  in  fixing  the  amount  at  which  jc 
should  be  rated  i  when  the  conquetc 
was  made  of  one  part  of  that  province 
the  annual  revenue  amounted  to  sixty 
lacks  of  rupees,  and  the  portion  of  the 
Kohina  Jaghire  resumed,  on  the  dis- 

'^rbancesofGholaum  Mohammed,  was 

.  Chen  estimated  at  eleven  lacs,  and  that 
the  revenues  mieht  be  again  increased  to 
that  standard.  '  Fully  instructed  by  your 
lordship  on  this  head,.  I  plainly  informed' 
his  excellency  that  the  countries  to  be 
ceded  to  the  company  must  be  received 
according,  ta  thetr  present  produce,  and 
added,  that  if  herea&er  the  revenues 
iirere  improved,- it  would  be  through 
the  wisdom  of  the  company's  govern- 
ment,^and  the  good  management  of  their 
servants ;  but  that  such  an  improveineBt, 

,  under  the  present  system,  was  entirely 
kopeless. 

IS.  Vour  lordship  had  so  fiiUy  dwelt 
upon  his  excellency's  former  desire  of 

.  relinquishing  the  government,  that  I  only 
adverted  to  the  circumstance,  in  the  ex- 

,  pectation  that  the  mention-  of  it  might 
{XMsibly  lead  to  a  renewal  of  that  propo- 
sition; it  did  not  however  produce  th^ 
effect.  ^        * 

13.  Since  writing  the  afovegoing,  his 
excellency  has  sent  me  i^  letter  to  your 
lordship's  address,  which  contains  not 
only  a  peremptory  rejection  of  tfie  first 
proposition,  but  an  explicit  declaration 
that  be  cannot  consent  to  the  dismcm- 
bennent  of  any  part  of  his  possessions. 

14.  Reflecting  upon  the  commtini- 
cation  of  your  lordship's  sentiments  to 
the  vizier,  in  the  close*  of  the  letter  to 
his^  excellency,  and  npon  the  commands 
which  your  lordship  has  laid  upon  nqp, 

-  in  the  event  of  his  excellency  being  per- 
suaded to  reject  the  treaty,,  I  shoiUa  not 
Aink  I  fulfilled  my  duty  to  your  lordihip 


were  I  to  forward  his  excellency's  letted 
without  previously  resionstratii^  wtt|t 
^im  on  ^tbe  contents  of  it ;  for  Which 
purposA  It  is  my  intention  to  wait  upOB 
his  excellency  to-morrow  morning.

Sketch  of  the  second  Proposition. 

The  annual  subsidy,  payable  by  the 
oawaub  vizier  to  the  company,  is  seventy- 
six  lacks  of  rupees. 

The  annual  amount  of  the  expences 
of  the  full  augmented  force  which  it  is 
thought  necessary  to  staiioa  in  his  excel- 
kncy's  dominions  for  their  permanent 
defence,  is  fifty-four  lacks-  twelve  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
nspees.  In  eider  that  the  fund  lor  the 
regular  payment  of  these  two  sums, 
amounting  to-  one  crore  thirty  lacks 
twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twen^r- 
nine  rupees,  may  ^  be  placed  beyond  the 
hazard  of  failure,  it  is  mSispensable  that 
his  excellency  make  a  cession  to  the 
company,  in  perpetual  sovereignty,  of 
a  portion  of  nis  territories,  the  pioduce 
of  which,  according  to  their  preseni 
Jumma,  after  deducting  expences  of 
collections,  shall  be  equal  to  the  said  sum 
of  1,30,12,929  rupees.  The  territories 
to  be  ceded  to  the  company  in  perpetiul 
sovereignty  will  be  subject  to  the  exclu- 
sive government^  authority,  and  manage- 
ment of  the  said  company  and  their 
officers. 

The  company  will  defend  the  terri- 
tories which  remain  to  bis  excellency 
the  vizier  sgainst  all  foreign  enqnies; 
and  in  cases  of  disturbances  arising  with- 
in his  excellency's  dominions,  a  portion 
of  the  British  force  most  conveniently 
situated  will,  on  application  from  his 
excellency  to  the  resident,  be  ordered  to 
march  into  his  excellency's  dooiioiona 
/for  the  purpose  of  quelling  such  disturb 
hances.  No  demand  whatever  will  be 
.  made  upon  the  treasury  of  hu  excellency 
on  account  of  troops  90  supplied,  nor  on 
account  of  a  bilure  in  the  revenues  of 
the  ceded  districts,  arising  from  tmh" 
vouiable  seasons,  from  the  calamities  of 
war,  or  from  any  cause  whatever.

My  dear  Sir^-Lord  Wellesley  hat 
«eceived  your  official  dispatch  of  the  6th 
inManr.  and  has  been  made  acquainted 
with  toe  contents  of  his  excellency  the 
▼izier's  letter,  which  reached  me  on  the 
flight  of  the  I4thr— His  lordship  it  pre^ 
paring  instructions  for  you,  and  a  repiv 
to  his  excellency's  letter,  both  of  which 
will  be  dispatched  to  you  in  the  course 
of  a  few  days;  his  lordship,  however^ 
deeming  it  advisable  that  you  should  be 
apprized  as  early  as  possible  of  his  gene- 
ral sentiments  and  mtentionsi  in  order 
that  you  may  be  prepared  to  act  in  con- 
formity to  them  as  occasion  m^  arise, 
has  directed  me  to  state  them  to  you  in 
the  form  of  a  private  communication. 
r  ^  His  lordship  considers  a  territorial  ces- 
■ion  an  object  of  too  much  importance, 
and  our  rij(bt  to  demand  it  too  well  found- 
ed, to  relinquish  the  attempt ;  it  is  theis<> 
lore  his  lormhip^s  intention,  at  a  future 
period,  to  (>ress  that  demand  upon  bis 
excellency  with  increased  urgency ;  with 
this  view  his  lordship  desires  tnat  you 
will  not  sufier  his  excellency  to  con- 
aider  the  measure  as  abandonea.  but  that 
you  will  keep  the  q^uestion  alive  i|mil  you 
shall  be  instructed  to  press  it  upon  his 
excellency  with  renewed  earnestness. 

The  two  points  which  his  lordship  is 
anxious  should  be  immediately  insisted 
on  are,  6nt  the  payment  of  tne  arrears 
due  from  his  excellency  to  the  extra 
yooDs  serving  in  Oude  from  November 
>79o,  to  this  time,  and,  secondly,  the 
funher  reduction  of  his  excellency's 
anfiy. 

With  rtgard  to  the  first  |x>int,  you 
will  have  observed  that  bis  excellency  in 
his  late  letter  to  the  governor-general 
acknowledges  the  Justice  of  the  claim, 
and  consents  to  fulm  it. 

Hitherto  his  lordship  has  been  dis- 
posed to  consider  this  claim  in  the  light 
of  a  contingent  resource;  had  his  lord- 
ship considered  it  u  a  resource  for  the  • 
relief  of  the  public  exigencies  his  lord- 
ship would  long  since  have  oressed  his 
excellency  for  payment;  under  the  dis- 
jpOtitioD  which  hu  excellency  has  now 
snanifested,  his  lordship  deems  any  lon- 
gerforbearaaceunnecessaiv,  andiianxions, 
«^thoot  a  momeiit  of  odayi  to  secure 


the  foil  benefit  of  so  seasonable  a  sopplf 
in  the  present  embarrassed  state  of  the 
public  fioances. 

His  lordship  therefore  desires  that  you 
will  insist  upon  his  excellency's  instan- 
taneous discharge  of  the  arrear:  — the 
proper  officers  are  employed  in  framiiig 
the  account  upon  the  principles  stated  in 
yoiu  private  letter  to  colonel  Kirkpatrick 
of  igth  Ofctobcr,  1799.  The  account 
will  be  traiismitted  to  you  shortly;  in 
the  mean  time  this  commmunicatioa 
of  his  lordship's  sentiments  will  enable 
you  to  coinmence  the  requisition  for  pay* 
ment,  which  bis  lordship  desires  you 
will  not  fail  to  urge  with  every  degree  of 
earnestness  and  perseverance. 
^  If  the  uigenc^  of  this  just  demaiid  should 
induce  tbe  vptier  to  relax  the  obstinacy 
of  his  objections  to    a  permanent  and 

Sneral  arrangement  of  the  a&irs  of 
ude,  founded  on  eithci'  of  tbe  pro- 
positions deuiled  to  you  in  the  governor- 
general's  instructions  of  the  asd  January, 
1801,  his  lordship  is  satisfied  tnat  you 
will  not  fail  to  avail  yourself  of  any  such 
favourable  turn  in  his  excellency's  mind ; 
but  the  false  and  artful  character  of  the 
iiabob  requires  that  you  should  be  jpecvk 
liarljf  cautious  to  preclude  the  4>ossinility 
of  his  endeavouring  to  delay  the  pay^ 
ment  of  a  demand  whicn  he  hat 
admitted  to  be  just,  by  pretending  .a  dis- 
position to  commute  these  arrears  for 
tenitorial  cession,  or  for  any  other 
arranttment. 

With  regard  to  the  second  point,  the 
reduction  of  his  excellency's  remaining 
troops,  his  lordship  observes  that  hit 
excellency  has  himself  fomished  the 
strtsngest  probable  ground  for  insisting 
upon  that  point,  by  the  principle  d> 
dared  in  his  last  letter  to  the  gover- 
nor-general— that  the  funds  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  additional  British  forces 
stationed  in  Oude  most  be  sought  in. the 
leduciion  of  his  excellency's  own  troops. 

His  lordship  is  extremely  desirous  tnat 
this  important  object  should  be  comr 
pletelv  effected  at  the  earliest  possible 
period  of  time,  and  has  accordingly 
directed  me  to  request  that  you  will  im- 
mediately  urge  its  completion  with  the 
utmost  degree  of  earnestness,  and  wfih 
the  force  and  advantage  which  his  excel- 
lency's recent  declaration  enables  you  to 
command.

My  Lord.— 1,  In  the  letter  which  I 
did  myself  the  honour  of  addressing  to 
your  lordship  yesterday,  1  comnuni- 
<CJtcd  my  intention  of  waiting  upon  the 
Vizicr  this  morning  for  the  purpoie 
of  remonstrating  wjtn  his  excellency  on 
the  contents  of  the  letter  which  he  had 
prepared  in  reply  to  the  one  from  your 
lord^ip.  It  is  with  extreme  mortifica- 
tion and  concern  I  now  inform  your 
lord»hip»  that  all  the  arguments  used 
and  enforced  by  me  to  prevail  on  his 
cxcellcr.cy  to  qualify  or' withdraw  his 
rejection  of  both  the  propositions  have, 
proved  inc*ffcctual ;  under  which  circum- 
stance I  have  with  this  dispatch  transr 
milted  his  excellency's  letter  to  the  Per- 
sian translator. 

2.  The  reasoning  with  which  I  intro- 
duced the  subject  was  deduced  from  your 
lordship's  letter  to  his  excellency.  I 
referred  to  that  part  of  it,  which  in  the 
event  of  his  excellency  being  unfor- 
tanately  persuaded  to  reject  the  first 
proposition,  insists  upon  the  absolute 
necessity  of  a  cession  of  a  portion  of 
Jiis  teritories  sufEcient  to  defray  the  rx- 
pencc  of  the  subsidy  to  the  extent  of  ihe 
lull  an^mcnted  force ;  and  adverting  to 
the  firm  assurance  contained  in  the  last 
paragraph,  I  intreated  his  excellency  to 
rcflfcr  upon  ihe  sentiments  which  would 
arise  in  yoiir  lorrUhip's  mind  on  the  un- 
qualified refuk  1  ui  an  arrangement  which 
your  lordship  had  declared,  in  the  most 
solemn  manner,  was  dictated  by  a  sense 
'  of  duty,  and  from  the  principle  of  which 
the  B.iti&h  government  could  never 
dcpiT . 

3-  In  a  long  conversation,  in  which 
bis  excellency  introduced  the  usual  topics 
of  the  mal>adininistr;)tion  of  the  former 
government,  and  of  the  disordered  stale 
of  the  country  on  his  own  accession, 
the  only  rcmarlc  worthy  of  being  com- 
municated to  your  lordihip,  either  from 
its  novelty  or  its  tendency,  was,  that  the 
cession  of  the  territory  required  would 
produce  very  heavy  lo  ses  to  his  future 
resources,  which  he  explained  by  advert- 
ing_  to  the  provinces  being  received  at 
their  present  diminished  produce.  In 
addition  to  the  argument  \vliich  I  had  be- 
fore used  on  this  subject,  I  endeavoured 
to  demonstrate  that  the  reverse  would  be  ^ 
the  case  in  respect  to  the  large  portion  of  ^ 


the  territory  to  be  transferred  now  hel4 
by  Almas  Ally  Khan. 
■  4.  The  vigour  of  that  anmil,  I 
observed,  by  which  the  I>ooab  had  been 
brought  to  and  maintained  in  any  sort  of 
order,  and  the  produce  of  it  raised  to 
the  highest  jumma  of  which  it  is  capa- 
ble, was  daily  decaying  to  such  a  decree 
that  Almas,  sensible  of  his  own  ma- 
bility  to  perse^rein  his  former  exertions, 
was  anxious  to  be  released  from  the 
charge.  The  turbulent  spirit  of  the 
inhabitants,  though  restrained,  was  not 
subdued;  and  whenever  the  period 
arrived  when  his  excellency  should  be 
obliged  to  commit  the  management  of 
the  Dooab  to  the  hands  of  other  aumils, 
he  must  look  to  a  diminution  of  the 
present  revenues;  and  even  if  Almas 
couid  be  persuaded  to  retain  the  charget 
which  I  had  reason  to  believe  he  would 
not,  beyond  the  present  year,  the 
Zemindars,  taking  advantage  of  his  knowi^ 
iml>ecilttv,  would  withhold  the  payment 
of  the  ir  rents. 

5.  Finding  his  excellency  resolute 
against  my  remonstrances  and  arguments, 
I  concluded  with  informing  him,  that 
having  fulfilled  every  duty  of  friendship 
and  regard  to  his  excellency,  I  should, 
since  he  persevered  in  the  desire*  transmit 
his  letter  to  your  lordship ;  but  that  it 
now  remained  for  me  to  fuTEl  my  duty 
to  your  loi-dship  by  making  a  formal 
demand  on  his  excellency  for  a  cession  of 
territory,  in  conformity  to  your  lordship's 
commands,  and  to  the  sketch  which  I 
had  submitted  to  his  excellency's  coiui- 
deration;  and  I  bcjg  leave  to  acc^uaint 
your  lordship  that  m  pursuance  of  that 
declaration  I  shall  immediately  prepare 
this  formal  reuuisition.

I  bad  the  honour  to  receive  your  Iqrd- 
ship's  friendly  letter  through  neuteoant- 
colonel  Scott,  on   the  2d   of  Showaul 
(or  ),  and  I  have  fully  underr 

stood  the  whole  of  its  contents. 

Your  lordship  writes,  that  "  vour 
'*  lordship  had  learned  with  great  alarm 
"  and  concern,  from  my  letters  to  col. 
'*  Scott,  the  probability  of  a  failure 
"  in  providing  for  the  charges  of  the 
**  increased  force  which  had  been  fur- 
•'  nUhcd 
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*^  pished  the  precediog  yeir  for  the  pro- 
*^  tcction  of  my  country." 

M''ith  a  vifcw,  therefore,  to  remove 
vour  lordship's  concern  on  that  head,  I 
he^  leave  to  state  as  follows : 

The^  occasion  of  my  writing  to  that 
cBect  in  my  commumcatioos  with  colo- 
nel Scott  was  this : 

Your  lordship  formerly  wrote  to  me, 
desiring  that  I  would  communicate  what- 
ever was  upon  my  mind  to  colonel  Scott, 
freely  ana  without  reserve,  as  an}^  con- 
cealment and  reserve  in  communicating 
my  sentiments  to  colonel  Scott,  who  was 
the  medium  of  intercourse  between  the 
two  states,  would  be  productive  of  em- 
barrassment and  impediment  in  our  mu- 
tual concerns. 

Therefore,  whereas  in  your  lordship's 
farmer  letter  it  was  written  th^t,  *'  By 
**  means  of  this  reform  I  should  obtain 
funds  for  the  discharge  of  the  whole 
•*  of  the  expences  of  the  company's 
**  additional  troops;**  and  whereas  in 
yotiT  lordship's  second  letter  it  was  writ- 
ten ^  thatf  **  For  the  purpose  of  pro- 
<<  viding  for  tb«  additional  expences 
*'  which  were  now  become  indispensably 
"  necessary  for  the  defence  of  my  coun- 
'*'try,  without  adding  to  my  encum- 
"  brances,  it  would  be  sufficient  to  dis- 
"  band  the  mutinous  battalions  in  my 
**  service;*'  and  whereas  in  the  letter 
from  his  excellency  sir  Alured  Clarke, , 
it  was  Written  that,  '*  Economy  would 
"  not  be  the  least  of  the  advantages 
**  resiilting  to  mc  from  a  reform  in  my 
**  military  establishment ;"  and  whereas* 
at  the  close  of  the  statement  of  the  addi- 
tional force  which  colonel  Scott  delivered 
to  me  by  your  lordship's  orders,  it  was 
written  that,  "  The  charges  of  the 
*'  additional  troops  were  to  be  provided 
"  for  by  the  disbanding  of  my  own." 

Therdfore»  since  the  resources  pro- 
vided by  disbanding  my  troops  were 
inadequate  to  siipply  the  expences  of  the 
company's  (additioiial;  forces  (in  confor- 
mity to  your  lordship*s  desire  thatl  would 
unreservedly  communicate  my  sentiments 
to  colonel  Scott  upon  all  subjects),  it 
became  necessary  for  me  to  state  those 
circumstances  to  colonel  Scott;  that  is, 
to  desire  that  in  conformity  to  the  several 
writings  (above  quoted]  he  would  pro- 
vide toe  necessary  resources. 

In  the  course  of  these  conferences  and 
communications,  however,  no  impedi- 
ment of  affairs  occurredi  and  no  failure 
or  deficiency  whatever  was  experienced 
ui  the  diacharge  of  the  cxpcoccs  of  the 


new  troops,  and  in  the  paymest  of  the 
kists  of  the  fixed  subsidy.  On  the  con- 
trary, those  cxpencea  and  kists  were 
punctually  paid;  accordingly  the  kist  of 
the  fixed  subsidy,  and  the  charges  6f  the 
additronal  troops,  have  been  completely 
paid  to  the  end  of  January,  1801,  and 
colonel  Scott  has  expressed  his  acknow- 
ledgments on  the  occasion.  ^  ^ 

As  my  consent  to  the  first  proposition 
is  alfojcihcr  impracticable  (accorditigly 
I  have  already,  written  an  ample  reply  to 
that  proposition),  and  as  it  isimpossible  for 
me,  with  my  own  hands,  to  exclude 
myself  from  my  patrimonial  dominioui 
(for  what  advantage  should  I  derive  from 
so  doing?)  this  therefore  is  a  measure 
which  I  will  never  adopt. 

With  respect  to  what  your  lordship 
writes  about  providing  a  territorial  re- 
source for  the  payment  of  the  British 
troops,  since  I  have  not  in  any  way 
delayed  or  neglected  to  discharge  the 
kisu  for  the  expences  of  the  troops, 
but  have  paid  tbem  with  punctuality, 
where  is  the  occasipn  for  requiring  any 
territorial  resource ;  1  cxpct^t  to  derive 
the  most  substantial  profits  from  brinf(- 
ing  into  a  flourishing  condition  this  coun- 
try, which  has  so  long  been  in  a  state  of 
waste  and  ruin ;  by  a  separation  of  terri- 
tory my  hopes  of  these  substantial  pro- 
fits would  be  entirely  cut  off,  and  a 
great  loss  would  accrue.  How  then  can 
I  consent  to  any  territorial  cession.  ? 

Cokmel  Scott  has  also  verbally  commu- 
nicated to  me  the  demand  for  |he  expen- 
ces incurred  by  the  company  at  the 
period  of  Zemaun  Shah's  approach.  ^  I 
am  ready  to  discharge  the  exijcnces  which 
were  fairly  and  actually  iticurred  by  the 
company  upon  that  occasion.  I  will 
reimburse  those  expences  from  whatever 
resources  and  in  whatever  mode  it  may  be 
practicable. 

It  is  equally  a  subject  of  astonishment 
and  concern  to  me,  that  whereas  ulder 
the  former  government  the  payment  of 
the  kists,  though  so  much  smaller  in 
amount  than  the  present,  was  censtantly 
kept  in  arrear  durine  three  or  four 
months,  the  jumma  of  the  country  was 
diminishing  yearly,  and  yet  no  such  pro- 
positions were  brought  forward,  they 
should  be  agitated  under  the  govern- 
ment of  a  friend  who  hopes  for  every 
thing  froni  your  lordship's  kindness; 
who  is  anxious  to  obey  you,  and  to  mani- 
fest the  steadiness  ot  his  attachment; 
who  punctually  pays  the  full  amounwof 
the  lusts,  ootwitbstviding  their  increased 
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MDoant,  and  who  hiu  conformed  to  yoar 
lordship.  At  all  events,  upoo  your 
lordship  I  rest  my  hopet  of  prosperity*. 

This  is  subsuntially  my  reply  to  your 
lordship's  letter,  which*  With  a  view  to 
remove  your  iordtbip's  concern,  I  have 
hastily  committed  to  paper,  and  now 
transmit  to  your  lordship.  I  am  about 
to  draw  up  a  particular  answer  to  every 
article  (ot  your  lordship's  letter.)  If 
your  lordship  be  desirous  of  a  detailed 
reply,  he  pleased  to  intimate  the  same, 
and  I  will  in  a  very  short  space  of  time 
transmit  such  a  reply  to  your  lordship.

My  Lord, — I  do  myself  the  honour  of 
transmitting  to  your  lordship  copies,  in 
English  and  Persian,  of  a  memorial 
which  I  this  morning  preKnted  to  the 
vizier. 

s .  A lihough  his  excellency's  rejection 
of  the  proposition  for  transferring  to  the 
company  the  exclusive  administration  of 
the  civil  and  military  government  of 
Oudeis  conveyed  in.  terms  so  direct  and 
pmitive  al  to  leave  little  hopes  of  his 
oping  prevailed  uponi  by  any  persuasions 
or  argumeutsi  to  alter  his  sentiments, 
yet,  that  no  opportunity  might  he  omitted 
of  drawing  his  mind 'to  a  re-con^ide- 
ration  of  the  subject,  I  thought  it 
afivi^able,  in  the  commencement  ol  the 
paper,  to  refer  to  the  grounds  of  your 
lordship'*  proposition,  and  to  place,  in  a 
distinct  but  coiKise  point  of  view,  those 
parts  of  the  draft  of^thc  treaty  which  are 
the  most  striking,  and  the  most  interesting 
to  his  excellency. 

3.  After  tne  comprehensive  view 
which  your  lordship  had  taken  of  the  em- 
barrassed situation  of  the  y^ier,  and  of 
the  baneful  system  of  administration  under 
which  the  aflairs  of  his  country  are 
governed,  it  would  have  been  superniioias 
in  me  to  have  introduced  any  observations 
on  the  subject,  had  not  the  recent 
demands  from  almost  every  quarter  for 
troops  to  assist  in  the  collections  and  the 
operations  of  an  aumil  within  &ix  miles 
of  the  capital,  furnished  the  instant 
qccasion  for  animadverting  upon  the 
rigorous  and  destructive  measures  practised 
for  extorting  the  rents,  and  for  draA'ing  a 
conclusion,    that    persevcnucc  in  such 


measarcs  matt  inevitably  and  ripidiy 
exhaust  the  country  of  iu  inhabitanu,  ana 
consequently  of  its  resources* 

4.  Upon  the  fullest  reflection  as  to  the 
mode  of  making  the  formal  requisition  to 
the  vizier  for  the  cession  of  such  a  portioii 
of  Kis  territories  as  shall  be  adequate 
to  the  payment  of  the  subsidy,  and  the 
ezpences  of  the  additional  troops,  it 
appeared  to  my  judgment  that  it  could 
in  no  shape  be  ^o  forcibly  introduced 
as  under  a  reference  to  particular 
passages  of  your  excellency's  letter  to  the 
vizier. 

5.  I  cannot  rrject  the  hope  that  the 
vizier  will,  on  reflection,  he  convinced 
of  the  neceuity  of  affording  the  security 
required  by  your  lordship  in  regard  to 'the 
funds  for  the  payment  of  ihe  subsidy  and 
tbq  additioiial  troops;  for  though  hii 
excellency  in  his  letter  to  your  lordship 
declares  that  he  cannot  alienate  any 
of  his  possessions,  yet  yoar  lordship 
would  have  noticed,  that  the  style  and 
terms  of  that  declaration  are  less 
abaolute  than  his  refusal  of  the  first 
proposition. 

6.  It  ii  not  consistent  with  the  vizier's 
character  and  disposition  to  acquiesce 
either  promptly  or  handsomely  in  anv 
propositions  which  are  made  to  nim  ;  his 
object  is  to  delay,  and  he  may  possibly 
indulge  the  hope  of  procuring  a  relaxation 
in  the  terms  upOii  which  the  countries  are 
to  be  ceded  (  in  this  view  it  is  not 
improbable  but  that  his  excellency, 
notwihtsunding  the  formal  demand  which 
has  now  been  made  upon  him,  may  defer 
giving  any  explicit  answer  ontil  your 
lordship's  sentiments  upon  the  contents 
of  this  letter  may  be  made  known  to 
him. 

7.  His  excellency  this  morning 
complained  of  indisposition,  in  presen- 
ting the  memorial  to  him,  I  iherefbre 
confined  myself  to  request  that  he 
would  peruse  th^  last  part  of  it,  which 
he  did  in  my  presence,  but  without  giving 
any  answer,  or  making  any  observation 
upon  it.

On  the  sd  of  Shawal  I  did  myself  the 
honour  of    presenting  to    your  excel- 
lency a  letter  from  hit  escelleocy  the 

mon 
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lliott  noble  the  marquit  Wellesley, 
jgovenkor^genenl*  logctncr  with  a  draft 
of  a  proposed  treaty,  prepared  in  con- 
formity to  instructions  from  his  lordship. 
His  lordship  in  that  letter,  after  taking 
a  comprehensive  view  of  the  embarrassed 
titoation  of  yoiy  excellency,  and  of  ihe 
distresied  condition  of  Cade»  declares 
his  perfect  conviction  that  security  apinst 
the  ruin  of  this  country  can  on^  be 
aflbrded  by  the  adoption  of  the  plan 
fvoposed  for  your  excclletKv't  considera- 
tion. His  lordship  proceeds  by  informing 
yoor  excellency,  that  if  your  excellency 
should  unfortunately  be  persuaded  to 
reject  the  proposals  which  1  was  ordered 
to  make  to  your  excellency,  the  funds 
for  the  regular  payment  of  the  subsidy, 
to  the  full  extent  ot  the  augmented  force, 
must  be  placed  without  a  momenc  of 
delay,  beyond  the  hazard  of  failure,  and 
thit  to  this  end  it  is  indispensable  that 
your  excellency  cede  to  the  company 
such  a  portion  of  your  excellency's 
territoiiei»  as  shall  be  adequate  to  defray 
these  necessary  charges ;  and  his  lordship, 
satisfied  that  it  is  only  by  caarying  into 
effect  one  of  these  plans  that  the  important 
interests  of  the  companvt  u  connected 
with  Oude,  can  be  placed  on  a  solid  and 
secure  foundation,  concludes  by  assuring 
your  excellency  that  it  is  his  indispensable 
duty  to  adhere  with  firmness  to  the  tenor 
of  bis  letter,  as  containing  priiKiples 
from  which  the  British  government  can 
never  depart. 

Every  day's  transaction  in  the  interior 
of  the  country  furnishes  fresh  proof 
that  the  confiision  and  abuses  which 
wsvail  throughout  your  excellency's 
oominioBs  are  so  inveterate,  and  daily 
increase  to  such  a  degree,  that  they  must 
in  their  effects,  as  predicted  by  hit 
CKcellency  the  most  oMc  the  govemor- 

Sneral,  rapidlv  impair  the  resources  of 
t  sute.  What  can  render  necessary 
•och  a  number  of  troops  as  ate  daily 
called  for  to  assist  in  the  collection  of 
the  revenues  but  the  existence  of  the 
vicious  system  of '  administration  which 
destroys  all  confidence  between  the  ryots 
and  the  officers  employed  to  collect  the 
icnts.  I  learn  from  ao  officer  command- 
ing a  detachment  at  Gobramow, 
furnished  at  your  excellency's  request, 
that  theaumil  is  exerting  himself  to  seize 
a  number  of  Zemindars,  and  that  in 
consequence  they,  vrith  their  ^milies, 
and  the  inhabiianu,  have  deserted  the 
villages,  which  the  aumil  propoiesto 
fctinflaaiea.    If  such  violent  measures 


for  extorting  tht  tevenucs  are  practised 
under  the  walls  of  your  excellency's 
palace,  how  great  must  be  the  oppression 
at  a  distance  r  How  soon  must  the 
country  become  exhausted  and  depopa- 
laicd?  and  under  such  circumstances 
upon  what  a  precarious  tenure  stands  the 
punctual  Payment  of  the  kobsidy  to  the 
company  r 

In  the  several  conversations  which  1 
have  had  the  honour  to  hold  with  your 
excellency,  since  the  delivery  of  the 
letter  from  his  excellency  the  most  noble 
the  governor-general,  and  the  draft  of 
*  the  treaty,  it  was  my  aim  to  press  upon 
your  excellency's  consideration  the 
mnumerable  benefits  which  the  proposed 
arrangement  was  calculated  to  produce  ; 
this  treaty  imparts  to  the  inhabiunts 
of  these  countries  the  inestimable  blessings 
enjoyed  by  the  subjects  of  the  company 
under  a  wise  and  equitable  govenhnent  3 
it  effectually  and  permanently  secures  the 
affluence  and  honour  of  yout  excel lencv 
and  bmily  on  the  surest  oasis,  the  faiin 
of  the  British  government.  In  pursuance 
of  the  solicitude  which  the  cotnpany'i 
government  has  ^  ever^  shown  for  tha 
welfare  and  happiness  of  your  illusiriotis 
house,  the  treaty  places  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  company  the  sens  of  your 
deceased  father,  and  the  widow  t»f  yout 
late  brother,  and  also  provides  a 
maintenance  for  his  reputed  children. 
In  that  spirit  of  justice  and  liberality 
which  marks  the  conduct  of  tba ' 
company's  government  in  all  its  tians- 
actions,  it  continues  the  possession  of 
Jaghires  to  persons  in  the  present,  enjoy* 
ment  of  them,  and  to  the  pensioners  of 
the  state  the  enjoyment  of  tneir  pensions^ 
thereby  securing  to  those  persons  who 
had  deserved  well  of  your  fimily  the 
rewards  which  had  been  conferred  upon 
them.  It  exonerates  your  excellency 
fnmn  a  heavy  but  just  butthen-^he 
payment  of  the  debts  of  your  predecessor  ; 
and,  lastly,  as  I  informed  your  excellency 
thai  the  draft  was  open  to  such  modib- 
catioiis  consistent  with  the  fundamental 
principle  of  the  arrangement  as  your 
excellency  should  suggest,  the  treaty 
might  be  made  to  comprenend  any  further 
regulations  which  should  occur  to  your 
excellency's  wisdom  for  givingsatis^tioa 
to  the  minds  of  the  higher  orders  of  yoor 
excellency's  subject^  and  security  to  the 
lower* 

It  would  have  aflbrded  me  the  highest 
satisfaction  had  Tour  excellency's  mag- 
aantmity   and    love  for  your  sabiects  - 

coable4- 
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enabled  me  to  communicate  to  his  excel- 
leocy  the  mopt  noble  the  goveinor- 
gencral  your  fxceliency's  acquiescence  in 
a  plan  which  embraces  the  complete 
leform  of  the  whole  administration)  and 
applies  an  eifrrrua^  remedy  to  the  evils 
which  pervade  every  part  of  these 
dominions.  Although  your  excellency's 
lejeciion  of  the  treaty  deprived  me  of 
.  that  gratificacion,  yet  it  never  entered 
mjr  mind  that  your  excellency  would  in 
answer  to  the  letter  from  his  lordship, 
declare  that  you  could  not  consent  to 
cede  a  portion  of  your  territories  ade- 
quate to  iheexpcnces  of  the  subsidy,  and 
the  ^d^ition^I  troops. 

Notwithstanding  I  had  eiideavoored  In 
former  conversations  to  demonstrate  to 
jrour  exrellency,  by  reference  to  part*  of 
bift  lordship^s  letter,  that  in  the  event  of 
your  excellency's  refusal  of  the  first  plan, 
•  cession  of  a  portion  of  your  excel lencv's 
territories,  equivalent  to  the  subsidy^ 
and  the  cxpence  of  the  additional  troops, 
was  indispensable,  yet  on  the  perusal  of 
your  excellency's  letter  to  his  excellency 
the  most  noble  the  ^overnor-|(eneral,  i. 
was  impelled,  by  various  considerations, 
to  exert  all  my  endeavours  to  divert  your 
excellency  from  making  the  communi- 
c^ion,  and  for  this  purpose  solicited  an 
interview. 

In  the  conveisation  which  ensued,  after 
again  referring  to  that  part  of  his 
lordship's  letter  which  sutes  the  necessity 
of  security,  in  respect  to  the  funds  for 
defraying  the  subsidy,  and  the  expence  of 
the  additional  troops,  I  placed  before 
your  excellency  his  lordship's  declaration 
of  ^c  impoiisibility  of  nis  departing 
from  the  prop- wed  arrangement,  together 
with  your  «"X  t-llency's  dissent  from  ir, 
and  inrr-^ied  your  excellency  to  reflect 
how  surh  adverse  scatimenta  were  to  be 
reconciled. 

Your  excellency  was  at  this  time  in 
possession  of  a  sketch  of  the  pro:->osed 
arrangements,  and  I  bad  acquainted  your 
excellency  with  the  line  of  tciritory 
which  his  lordship  bad  thought  it 
desirable  should  be  relinquished  t«  the 
company ;  I  stated  ihii  the  countries 
firs!  to  be  received  were  the  Dooub,  and 
all  your  excellency's  (XMsessions  on  the 
other  &ide  of  the  Ganges,  and  the 
prcivince  of  Kultair-;  I  explained  to 
Taur  excellency  that  his  lordship's  reason 
for  selecting  these  p-irtiotn  of  your 
doininicjns  was  because  they  constituted 
the  frontier  from  which  danger  could 
approach  yoac  ezcelleocy'i   tcrritoriesi 


and  that  the  defence  of  that  frontier  by 
the  company's  troops  consequently 
secured  the  territories  which  would 
remain  to  your  excellency  against  the 
atucks  of  foreign  enemies;  ami  I  drew 
to  your  excellency's  recollection  that 
these  countries  did  not  originally  belong 
to  your  ancestors,  but  vfere  added  to  tbe 
family  possessions  b/  the  power  of  the 
British  arms. 

In  reply  to  an  observation  from  your 
excellency,  that  if  the  countries  to  be 
ceded  were  taken  only  according  to  their 
present  produce,  the  resources  of  the 
country  would  sustain  heavy  losses ;  I 
endeavoured  to  demonstrate,  that,  in 
respect  to  the  Dooab*  the  reverse  would 
be  the  case,  the  present  Jumma  of  which 
is  at  as  high  a  rate  at  can  be  cx|)ected, 
and  the  collections  only  secured  by  tbe 
rigorous  administration  iiitroduced  aud 
maintained  by  Almas  AU  Khan.  But 
that  Almas,  sensible  of  the  decap  of 
his  constitution,  and  his  inability  to 
persevere  in  the  necessary  exertions,  was 
earnestly  desirous  of  relinquishing  the 
charge  :  and  that  whenever  you?  exceU 
lency  committed  the  management  of- the 
Dooab  to  another  aumil,  or  rather  aumiU* 
you  must  lay  your  account  to  a  diminutioa 
of  income  from  it.  In  respect  to  tbe 
reduced  Jumma  of  Bareilly  and  Rehr, 
I  contended  that  no  hope  could  reasonably 
be  enteruined  o(  any  improvement  uader 
the  present  system ;  and  that  if  ever  the 
produce  was  raised  to  the  standard  it  bore 
when  these  two  districts  came  into  the 
possession  of  your  excellency's  family, 
or  near  to  that  standard,  it  could  only  be 
by  the  wise  and  just  regulations  which 
would  be  established  by  the  British 
government,  aud  executed  by  their 
servants. 

All  my  remarks  having  proved  ineffec- 
tual to  induce  vour  excellency  to  with- 
draw the  xefusal  of  a  cession  of  territory, 
I  concluded  with  observing,  that  baving 
fulfilled  every  duty  of  irieodthip  and 
regard  to  your  excellency  by  the  expos- 
tulations which  I  had  made,  it  now 
remained  £or  me  to  fulfil  the  duty  which 
I  owed  to  my  own  government,  by 
demanding  from  your  excellency,  in 
conformity  to  lord  Wellesley's  com- 
mands, a  portion  of  your  excellent y's 
territories  adequate  to  cover  tbe  subsidy 
and  the  expence  of  the  additional  troops, 
•  In  pursuance  of  this  declaration,  and 
of  the  orders  which  I  have  received,  I 
now,  in  the  name  of  his  excellency  the 
moat  ooblc  the  marquia  Wellesley, 
govcioor- 
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governor-general,  require  that  your  ex* 
cellency  make  a  cession  to  the  company, 
in  perpetual  sovereignty,  of  such  portion 
of  your  te^itories  as  shall  be  adequate, 
according  to  their  present  produce,  after 
deducting  the  ezpence  of  collections,  to 
the  subsidy  and  -to  the  charges  of  the 
additional  troops;  the  former  amount- 
ing to  76  lacks  of  rupees  per  atmumf  and 
the  latter  to  54  lacKs  twelve  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  making 
the  aggregate  sum  of  one  crore  thirty 
lacks  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  rupees. 

The  Whole  of  yotir  excellence's  pot- 
fessions  on  the  other  side  of  the  Ganges, 
including  the  districts  of  Areil  •  Maun- 
dab,  and  the  Dooab,  with  its  depen- 
dency, Furruckabad,  the  Soubah  of 
^areilly,  and  the  district  of  Rchr,  with 
every  part  of  the  province  of  Kuldair 
in  your  excellency  s  possession,  being 
within  the  line  of  territory  which  the 
most  noble  the  eoyeiDor-gencral  thinks 
it  advisable  should  in  the  first  instance 
be  transferrod  t*  the  company,  I  beg 
)eave  to  express  mv  earnest  desire  that 
your  excellency  will  be  pleased  to  fur- 
nish mt  with  a  statement  of  the  present 
gross  jumroa  of  these  places  respeaivcly, 
S^ether  with  a  statement  of  the  expen- 
ses of  collections,  that  it  qiay  be  seen 
how^  far  the  present  produce  of  these 
provinces,  after  deducting  the  expeuccs 
f>f  collections,  shall  be  equal  to  the  sums 
required.

Sir, — I  have  the   honour  to  acknow- 
ledge the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  tbc 
i7tn  instant,  together  with  the  copy  of 
an  extract  of  a  letter  from  the  rcsideiit 
at  Luckuow  enclosed  in  it. 

In  compliance  with  the  orders  of  hit 
excellency  the  most  noble  the  governor- 
general  in  council  I  have  prepared  the 
enclosed  statement  of  tbe  ai  rears  due  by 
his  excellency  t!ic  vizier  for  extra  troops 
employed  in  Oude,  between  the  ist  of 
Novenibcr,  1798,  and  the  1st  of  Novem-^ 
her,  1799.  The  statement  •f  the  expen- 
ccs  ot  each  corps  is  formed  oti  the  prin- 
ciple tufigested  by  colonel  Scon,  of 
'*  including  ev<:ry  fixed  and  coiuiiigent 
**  cxpenceTcr  buildings,  camp  equipage, 
"  8cc,"  and  the  number  and  description 
of  corps  are  also  taken  from  colonel 
Scott's  statement,  with  the  addition  of 
his  majesty's  27  h  regiment  of  dragoons, 
accordit)g  to  the  directions  contained  ia 
your  letter. 

The  calculations  for  the  expences 
of  the  corps,  specified  in  the  statement, 
are  made  on  the  supposition  that  the  corpi 
wcic  complete,  and  thouch  this  may  not 
be  accurately  true  in  all  instances,  yet 
the  deficienries  were  rertainly  small,  and 
for  them  a  very  librral  allowance  is  made 
by  the  admission  of  colonel  Scott's  cal- 
culation of  the  fixed  establishment  for 
Oude,  provided  for  by  the  subsidy. 

Colonel  Scott  states  the  establishment 
to  be  four  companies  of  artillery,  with 
their  lascars,  which  he  estimates  at  1,100 
men; — Two  regiments  of  native  cavalry, 
1,000;  — One    regiment  of   European 
infantry»  1,000 ;  five  regiments  of  native 
infantry,  10,000. — ^Tot<il,  13,100. 
But  theuumber  of  fighting  men  on  the  esta- 
blishment of  these  coips  is  as  follows:

WritUm  the  Stb  of  Aprils  1801, 
I  have  had  the  honour  to  receive  your 
excellency's  letter  (recapitulating  that 
received  14th  March).  The  general 
spirii  and  tenor  of  this  commauication 
from  your  excellency  have  excited  my 
serious  concern  ;  your  excellencv's  con- 
duct on  this  important  occasion  nas  beeo 
as  unexpected  as  it  has  been  evidently 
incompatible  with  your  approved  chsh* 
racter  for  wisdom,  prudence,  and  attach- 
ment to  the  company.  The  magnitude 
of  the  questions  discussed  in  my  last 
address  to  your  excellency,  the  alarmiiig

fictttabmicted  to  mr  obKrvation,  ind 
ih^  necessary  cooclusioDs  deduced  from 
thcMe  facts,  and  from  your  own  reiteraicd 
declarations,  might  have  been  expected 
to  have  engaged  your  cxceUency's  deli- 
berate and  sincere  attention,  and  to  \i9ve 
induced  you  to  eriter  into  the  subject  of 
my  propositions  with  a  spirit  of  candour 
and  justice.  With  wnat  sentiments* 
tbent  must  my  mind  be  affected  when 
I  perceive  that  your  excellency  has  met 
my  anxious  endeavour  to  avert  the  evils 
now  menacinj^  your  dominidns,  not  by 
an  open  and  distinct  consideration  of  the 
alternative  proposed  to  you,  but  by  a 
•todious  suppression  of  the  most  material 
facts  of  the  case;  by  an  erroneous  repre- 
sentation of  the  only  argument  which 
you  have  noticed,  and  by  an  evident 
desifin  to  evade  the  irresistible  inference 
resulting  from  your  excellency's  former 
.communications  both  with  colonel  Scott 
and  with  me?  Deeply  lamenting  the 
temper  and  disposition  of  mind  in  which 
your  excellency  appears  to  have  entered 
into  this  most  arduous  discussion,  my 
most  painful  regret  has  been  occasioned 
by  the  conclusion  of  your  excellency's 
letter,  in  which  you  have  peremptorily 
i^eaed,  without  qualification!  both  the 
propositions  which  I  had  submitted  to 
your  choice,  for  the  nreservation  of  the 
combif^d  interests  of  the  Company  and 
of  your  excellency  in  the  province  of 
Oude. 

The  unhappy  counsels  which  have 
induced  your  excellency  to  adopt  this 
precipitate  and  inconsiderate  measure 
leave  me  no  alternative  but  that  of  be- 
coming an  inactive  spectator  of  the  ruin 
*  of  your  excellency's  and  of  the  honour- 
able company's  /interests  in  the  province 
of  Oude,  or  of  resorting  to  the  most 
decisive  steps  for  the  purpose  of  averting 
those  evils  which  must  inevitably  flow 
from    your    excellency's   adherence  to 

aapiiarent  determination  of  rejecting 
the  pro^itions  which  I  have  sub- 
mitted to  your  consideration. 

In  my  last  letter  to  your  excellency, 
I  reviewed  the  embarrassed  situation  of 
your  affairs,  and  the  distressed  condition 
of  your  country;  and  I  expressed  my 
unalterable  conviction,  that  no  efPectaal 
security  against  the  ruin  of  the  general 
interests  of  the  province  of  Oude  could 
be  provided,  otherwise  than  by  the  adop- 
sion  of  the  first  plan  proposed  for  your 
excellency's  consideration. 

I  further  informed  your  excellency* 
that  if  >ou  should  unfortupately  be  per- 


suaded to  reject  that  salutary  and  advan- 
tageous DToposalff  the  funds  for  the  pay-i 
mem  ot^the  subsidy  must  be  placed, 
with6ttt  a  moment  of  delay,  beyond 
the  hazard  of  failure ;  and  I  concluded 
by  deckiring  to  your  excellency  my  deter- 
mination to  adhere  with  firmness  to  the 
tenor  of  that  letter*  as  containing  prin- 
ciples from  which  the  British  govern- 
ment never  could  depart. 

I  lament  that  the  ficts  and  conclusions 
detailed  in  that  letter  should  not  have 
convinced  your  excellency  that  my  de- 
termination was  the  result  of  the  most 
mature  reflection,  arising  from  a  deli- 
berate and  dispassionate  conviction  of  an 
insuperable  necessity,  and  confirmed  by 
your  excellency's  own  representations, 
and  by  the  progressive  experience  of 
every  hour ;  and,  consequently,  that 
a  decision  formed  with  such  deliberation, 
founded  on  such  principles,  and  directed 
to  such  objects,  would  not  be  relin- 
quished with  levity  or  precipitation. 

Your  excellency  has  not  controverted 
one  of  the  facts  or  principles  upon  which 
that  determination  was  founded.  Recent 
events  have  enforced  the  spirit  of  both ; 
and  have  manifested  that  the  issue  of 
these  propositions  must  ultimately  involve 
the  fate  of  your  fertile  but  decaying 
dominions,  the  secuiitv  of  th<;  com- 
pany's provinces,  and  the  happiness  of 
a  numerous  and  industrious,  but  suffer- 
iiig  people. — Intrusted  with  the  charge 
otsuch  extensive  interests,  I  am  resolved 
never  to  recede  from  any  measure  evi- 
dently demanded  by  the  exigency  of  my 
arduous  duty. 

I-  therefore  now  declare  to  your  excel- 
lency, in  the  roost  explicit  terms,  that 
I  consider  it  to  be  my  positive  duty  to 
resort  to  any  extremity  rather  than  to 
suffer  the  further  progress  of  that  ruin 
to  which  the  interests  of  your  excel Icncv 
and  the  honourable  company  arc  exposed, 
by  the  continued  operation  of  the  evils 
.and  abuskcs  actually  existing  in  the  civil 
and  military  administration  of  the  pro- 
vince of  Oude. 

With  this  view  I  have  repeated  my 
former  instructions  to  lieutenant-colonel 
Scott,  and  I  have  directed  him  again  to 
offer  the  two  propoiitioiis  contained  iu 
myJast  letter  ro  5'our  excellency's  most 
serious  consideraiion. 

I  trust  that  your. excellency,  in  your 
answer  to  this -letter,  will  signify  your 
acciuiescence  in  one  or  other  o\  the  pro- 
positions submitted  to  you  ;  and  1  emcr« 
uin  a  confident  hope  of  haviiig  the  satis- 
faction 
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faction  to  learn  by  your  nr xt  dtspatch 
that  the  necessary  arrangernents  have 
actually  been  commenced,  if  not  con- 
cluded, for  carrying  into  effect  that  pro- 
position which  may  be  most  acceptable. 
CO  you.  I  have  judged  it  expedient  to 
introduce  these  general  obaervationa  at 
the  commencement  of  this  letter  for  the 
purpose  of  impressing  your  excellency 
with  a  solemn  conviction  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  occasion,  and  with  a  just 
sense  of  my  fixed  and  unalterable  reso- 
lution to  apply  an  effectual  remedy,  with- 
out delay,  to  the  existing  abuses  in  the 
province  of  Oude. 

I  now  proceed  to  reply  more  parti- 
cularly to  the  statementr  contained  in 
your  excellency's  letter,  of  the  ; 

the  manner  in  which  your  excellency  has 
combined  the  several  extracts  which  you 
have  been  pleased  to  quote  from  my 
correspondence,  and  from  the  letters 
of  sir  Alured  Clarke  and  of  lieutenant- 
colonel  Scott,  together  with  the  infe- 
rence-which  you  draw  from  those  papers, 
would  warrant  an  a(iprebension  tnat  the 
substance  and  spirit  of  all  your  excel- 
lency's late  communications  to  lieutenant- 
Golond  Scott,  relative  to  the  failure  of 
your  resources,  had  entirely  escaped  your 
memory.  Your  excellency  has  hitherto 
described  your  embarrassments  to  have^ 
arisen  not  merely  from  the  charge  of 
that  part  of  your  excellency's  troops 
which  you  have  thought  fit  to  continue 
in  your  service,  but  principally  from 
the  defective  state  of  the  collections, 
and  from  the  ruiiKxis  condition  of  the 
country.  Independently  of  your  excel- 
lence's repeated  acknowledgment  of  the 
dechne  of^your  resources  and  revenues, 
and  of  the  evils  and  abuses  which  per- 
vade every  branch  of  the  admtnistiation, 
your  excellent^,  in  your  letter  to  lien- 
tenant-colonel  Soott,  of  the  s^t  (advert- 
ing to  the  means  of  providing  funds 
for  the  payments  of  the  subsidiary  force) 
has  distmctly  sated  that  voor  appre- 
hension of  the  failure  of  the  necessary 
funds  arose  not  from  ^  the  continued 
charge  of  your  own  useless  and  dangerous 
troops,  {the  immediate  reduction  of 
which  was  obstracted  solely  by  your 
excellency's  intervention)  hot  nom  the 
necariotts  stite  of  the  collectioqs.  I 
oere  transcribe  your  exoellency's  expres- 
sions from  that  letter : 

*'  The  state  of  the  collections  of  the 
**  country  is  not  unknown  to  you ;  you 
**  know  with  what  difficulties  and  cxer- 
**  tions  they  aie  lealizedi  and  hence 


"J  frequently  feel  a  groat  degree  of 
'*  solicitude  and  apprehension,  knowing 
*'  that  occasions  of  exigency  often  sud- 
*'  deoly  jpresent  themselves,  lest  if  I 
'^  should  tail  at  a  season  of  exigency  in 
**  making  the  necessary  provision,  my 
"  responsibility  should  be  impeached ; 
••  I  therefore  ¥rrote  to  you  tnat  until 
'*  I  was  secure  of  resources  to  answer 
"  the  demands,  I  could  not  become 
**  responsible.  Accordingly,  Jye  Sookh 
'*  Roy  has  been  directed  to*  prepare  a 
''  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
**  country  (with  respect  to  its  resources) ; 
"  you  shall  be  informed  when  it  is  ready, 
<*  and  you  can  then  come  and  inspect  11, 
**  and  in  concert  devise  resources,  for  the 
"  additional  demands,  according  to  the 
**  actual  asseu."  Again  in  the  same 
letter  your  excellency  states,  "  I  am  con- 
**  stantly  in  fear  and  apprehension,  lest  on 
^*  account  of  the  want  of  resources  to 
'*  supply  all  these  heavy  expeoces,  any 
*'  delay  should  occur  in  the  liquidatioo 
**  of  the  kists,  and  my  good  faith  be 
I'  consequeiuly  impeached."  By  this 
just  and  candid  decnration,  your  excel- 
lency has  directly  admitted  the  notorious 
and  undeiiiable  fact,  that  the  appre- 
hended failure  of  your  resources  u  to 
be  ascribed  to  the  precarious  realization 
of  your  revenues,  and  to  the  declining 
assets  of  the  countiy.  This  declaration 
on  the  part  of  your  excelleoc)r  is  a  clear 
admission  that  the  security  ot  the  united 
interesu  of  your  excellency  and  the 
bonooFsble  company,  in  providing  for 
the  defence  of  your  excel  lenor's  terri- 
tories, is  exposed  to  imminent  hazard. 

Your  excellency,  however,  in  the 
letter  to  which  I  now  reply,  appears  to 
have  lost  sight  of  the  facts  thus  expli- 
citly avowed;  and,  entirely  omittio^all 
reference  to  the  declining  state ofthe 
collecrions,  and  to  the  abusive  admi- 
nistration of  the  government  of  CXide, 
yon  now  seem  disposed  to  rest  your  com- 
plaint solely  on  the  charges  of  that  re- 
maining portioa  of  your  troops,  whose 
dismission  from  vour  service  has  been 
delayed  exclusively  by  your  own  nnfor- 
tunate  and  erroneous  policy,  in  diiect 
opposition  to  mv  advice. 

I  admit,  witn  real  concern,  that  your 
excellency's  embarrasnnents  are  jgready 
aggravated  by  your  determinaQon  to 
retain  in  your  service  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  those  licentious  and  disonierly 
troops,  whose  disaffection  has  been  proved 
in  every  hour  of  trial,  and  whose  mrbo- 
leai  spirit  hai  lepeatedly  violated  the 
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peace  of  (be  coaotiy,  aod   endaogcred 
your  authority,  and  your  life. 

It  is,  however9  a  source  of  great  satisfac- 
doD  to  me  to  reflect,  that  the  removal  of 
this  cause  of  embarrassment  is  within  your 
excellency's  own  power;  and  I  have 
directed  the  resident  to  take  the  most 
effectual  means  of  affording  immediate 
relief  in  this  respect,  by  accelerating  the 
dismission  of  the  remainder  of  your 
excellency's  troops.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  whatever  accidental  counteraction 
or  difficuh)r  mav  have  occurred  to  (>re- 
▼ent  the  resident's  success  in  completing 
the  proposed  reduction  of  your  excel* 
lency's  troops,  will  now  be  altogether 
removed,  and  that  jour  excellency  will 
henceforth  unite  cordially  and  zealously 
with  lieutenant-colonel  Scott  in  the  final 
and  complete  accomplishment  of  a  mea- 
sure, the  delay  of  which  your  excellency 
now  declares  to  be  the  principal,  if  not 
the^  sole,  cause  of  your  embarrassments. 
It  is  indeed  evident,  that '  the  resources 
expected  from  the  reduction  of  your 
trooos  cannot  prove  effectual  while  your 
excellency  shall  continue  to  dela^r  the 
dismission  of  so  large  and  expensive  \ 
part  of  your  militarv  establishments. 

But  I  must  recal  to  vour  excellency's 
recollection  the  ^t  w^ch  you  have  so 
emplntically  acknowledged  on  former 
occasions^  <hat  the  principal  source  of 
all  yoor  difficulties  is  to  be  found  in  the 
state  of  the  country.  I  have  repeatedly 
represented  to  your  excellency  the  effecu 
of  the  ruinous  expedient  of  anticipating 
the  collections ;  the  destructive  practice 
of  realizing^  them  by  force  of  arms,  the 
annual  diminution  of  the  jumma  of 
the  country,  the  precarious  tenure  by 
which  ihc  aumils  and  farmers  hold  their 
possesnoQS,  the  misery  of  the  lower 
<  classes  of  the  people^  absolutely  exclu- 
ded from  the  protection  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  the  utter  insecurity  of  life  and 
property    throughout   the   province    of 

Your  excellency  has  not  only  admitted 
the  existciice  of  these  inveterate  evils, 
hut  has  solicited  the  aid  and  interference 
of  the  British  governmeiit,  as  the  only 
mode  of  effectual  remedy. 

The  transactions  of  every  day  in  your 
excellency's  dominions  furnish  additional 
proof  that  these  evils  augment  to  such  an 
alarming  degree  as  miut  speedily  impair 
the  resources  of  the  state,  and  must 
frustrate  all  your  excellency's  efforts  to 
fulfil  your  engagements  witu  the  British 
govermnentt 


Your  excellency  has  recently  seen, 
within  a  £bw  miles  of  your  capital,  an 
aiimil  eniploying  the  miluary  force  under 
his  commaiid  to  seize  a  number  of  Ze- 
mindars; who,  with  their  families  and 
the  inhabitants!  have  desened  the  vills- 
ees  which  the  aumil  pro|)Oied  to  destroy 
by  fire. 

If  such  violent  means  of  extorting 
the  revenues  are  employed  under  the  walu 
of  your  excellency's  palace,  what  mutt 
be  the  condition  of  your  more  remote 
subjects  ?  From  such  a  lystem  the  gene* 
ral  desolation  of  the  country  must  rapidly 
ensue  ;  and  while  the  revenue  and  popu- 
lation of  the  districts  are  failing  in  every 
direction,  on  what  foundation  rests  the 
security  for  the  payment  of  the  subsidy 
to  the  company  ? 

An  immediate  alteration  in  the  system 
of  nianagemcnt  affords  the  only  hope  of 
providing  either  for  the  security  of  the 
company's  military  funds,  or  for  any 
other  interest  involved  iu  the  fate  of 
Oude. 

The  necessity  ofrsuch  a  change  your 
excellency  has  repeatedly  admitted,  and 
vou  have  accompanied  that  admission 
by  an  acknowledgment  of  your  iltter 
inability  to  carry  into  effect  this  indis- 
pensable reform.  If  any  other  pitx>f 
were  required  of  your  excellency's  ina- 
bility to  introduce  such  an  effectual  re- 
form, that  proof  is  to  be  founds  in  the 
progressive  and  hourly  aggravation  of  all 
the  inveterate  evils  and  abuses  of  the 
former  government,  notwithstanding  the 
solicitude  which  your  excellency  has 
upon  all  occasions  professed  for  the  attain- 
ment of  an  improved  system  of  adioi- 
nistration. 

Under  these  circiunstances,  to  intio- 
duce  a  wise  and  lenient  system  of  admi- 
nistration, to  diffuse  happiness  and  pros- 
perity among  your  subjects,  to  restore  the 
vigour  of  your  resources,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  internal  and  external  secu- 
rity aqd  tranquillity  of  the  country, 
what  means  remain  but  the  subitimtion 
of  the  company's  managemeqt  in  place 
of  abuses  which  your  excellency's  nuids 
cannot  cootroul. 

It  woiild  be  vain  and  fruitless  to  at- 
tempt this  arduous  task  by  partial  inter- 
ference, or  by  imperfect  modifications 
of  a  system  of  which  every  principle  is' 
founded  in  error  and  impolicy,  and 
every  instrument  tainted  with  injustice 
and  corruption. 

After  long  and  mature  eonsideiatioo, 
I  offer  to  your  excellency  a  teacwal  of  my 
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former  declaration,  "  that  the  province  of 
**  Oude  cannot  otherwise  be  preserved 
*'  than  by  the  gradual  and  rc^lar  operation 
*'  of  a  system  of  administration  founded  on 
*'  principles  of  si/bstamia)  justice  and  of 
**  comprehensive  policy,  and  enforced  by 
*'  all  the  power  and  energy  of  the  British 
"  JKO^Crnmcnt." 

The  complete  introduction  of  the 
British  athority  and  management  in  the 
civil  as  well  as  military  administration  of 
the  whole  province  of  Oude  would  evi- 
dently combine  more  advantages  to  every 
party  interested  in  the  piospeiity  of  that 
country  than  could  be  obtamed  by  any 
other  arrangement.  By  the  stipulationi 
which  form  a  part  of  the  first  of  the  two 
propositions  oifered  to  your  excellency's 
acceptance,  your  exGetlency  would  be 
lelieved  from  the  cares  and  hazards  of  a 
aituation  to  which  you  have  declared 
younelf  to  be  unequal. 

Effectual  provision  would  be  made  for 
your  comfort,  affluence,  and  dignity,  and 
for  the  situation  of  voar  family  ;  the  sons 
of  your  deceased  ffther,  ihe  widow  of 
your  late  brother, and  his  reputed  children, 
would  be  maintained  from  the  resources  1 
of  the  state ;  the  existing  pensions  and 
jaghires  would  be  continued  to  the  per- 
sons now  entitled  to  those  provisions ; 
-your  excellency  would  be  exonerated 
from  a  heavy  but  just  burthen,  the  debts 
of  your  predecessor. 

The  happiness  ol  your  subjects  and  pros- 
perity of  your  country  would  be  estab- 
lished on  a  durable  basis ;  the  hazard  of 
&ilure  in  the  resources  of  the  country, 
and  the  danger  of  internal  commotion, 
and  of  external  attack,  would  no  longer 
excite  alarm  i  but  whatever  may  be  your 
excellency's  sentiments  with  respect  to 
the  first  proposition,  the  right  of  the 
company  to  demand  a  cession  of  territory, 
adequate  to  the  security  of  the  funds  ne- 
cessary for  defraying  the  cxpence  of  our 
defensive  en^gements  with  your  excel- 
lency, is  indisputable. 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  to  your 
excellency  a  more  distinct  view  of  the 
company's  right  to  demand  a  cession  of 
territory,  I  shall  here  state  some  of  the 
leading  principles  on  which  that  right  is 
founded.  The  evils  and  abases  of  the  ex- 
iiting  systein  of  administration  have  gra- 
dually impaired  the  resources  of  the  state, 
and  these  causes  of  decay  in  the  revenue 
of  the  country  most  continue  to  operate 
with  increased  and  accelerated  effect,  and 
ultimately  must  disable  your  excellency 


from  fulfilling  your  pecuniary 
ments  with  the  company.  ^ 

This  argument  is  suniciently  proved  by 
the  acuial  state  of  the  country  and  govern  - 
ment 

In  your  last  letter  your  *  excellency  hat 
indeed  omitted  your  accustomed  com- 
plaints of  the  state  of  the  country  and 
government ;  but  your  excellency's  re- 
peated declarations  to  lieutenant-colonel 
Scott,  and  to  me,  respecting  the  coiifused 
condition  of  your  affairs,  and  the  distress 
and  decline  of  the  country,  added  to  the 
notoriety  of  the  fact,  justify  a  serious  ap- 
prehension of  rhe  approaching  failure  of 
those  resources  on  which  the  security  for 
the  payment  df  the  subsidy  must  de- 
pend. 

The  punctuality  of  your  excellency's 
present  payments  neither  diminishes  these 
apprehensions,  nor,  in  any  degree,  affccu 
the  rights  of  the  company  to  a  satisfac- 
tory security  against  the  operation  of  evils* 
of  which  tnc  existence  is  evident  and  the 
effect  certain;  to  refrain  from  demaruiine 
adequate  security  until  the  resources  <n 
the  country  shall  actually  have  failed, 
would  be  to  defeat  all  expectation  of  at- 
tainirig  the  security  to  which  the  company 
is  entitled. 

The  resources  which  had  been  found 
inadequate  to  the  regular  payment  of 
the  subsidy,  must  prove  still  more  insuf- 
ficient to  supix)rt  the  additional  burthen 
of  a  heavy  arrear.  Your  cxccllemy,  in- 
deed, has  pledfl;ed  your  private  resourcea 
in  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  state, 
for  the  payment  of  the  arrears  of  subsidy  ; 
but  the  extent  of  your  private  resources 
is  uncertain,  and  while  that  species  of 
security,  from  its  nature  roust  be  fiuctua- 
ting  and  precarious,  it  must  also  depend 
on  the  resources  of  the  country,  and  con* 
sequently  must  be  affected  by  the  same 
causes  which  produce  a  failure  in  the 
payment  of  the  subsidy.  Neither  the  letter 
nor  the  spirit  of  the  existing  treatv  could 
justi^  the  British  goverment  in  delaying 
the  demand  of  sati>fac(ory  security  to  a 
period  of  time  when  such  a  demand  roust 
prove  altogether  nugatory  ',  the  inteotkm 
of  the  contracting  parties  could  not  have 
been  to  pledge  their  faith  to  an  impractica- 
ble and  truiiless  stipulation.  At  the  time 
when  the  treaty  was  concluded,  your 
excellency  considered  yourself  to  be 
hound  to  secure  the  company  against  the 
evilcffecuofa  failure  of  the  payment  of 
the  subsidy  ;  your  excellency's  acct uioa 
to  the  musoud'afforded  a  strong  hope  that 

your 
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^urpradence  and  exertions  would  im- 
prove the  resources  pf  the  country  to  a 
degree  amply  sufficient  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  subsidy  against  any  hazard  of 
failure.  ^ 

The  disappointment  of  those  hopes  can- 
not exonerate  your  excellency  from  a 
responsibility  which  the  altered  stato  of 
circumstances  has  rendered  more  urgent. 
The  inieniion  of  the  British  govenment  • 
could  not  have  been  to  confine  its  claim 
of  security  to  a  period  of  time  when  the 
resources  of  the  country  should  be  inade- 
quate to  the  pa)'ment  of  the  subsidy,  and  to 
relincjuish  that  claim  when  the  approach- 
ing failure  of  those  resources  should 
hazard  the  irretrievable  loss  of  that  im- 
portant branch  of  the  company's  revenue. 
This  right  of  demanding  satisfactory  secu- 
rity is  not  confined  to  the  extent  of  the 
established  sum  of  seventy-six  lacks  of 
rupees.  It  is  equally  applicable  to  the 
funds  necessary  /or  defraying  the  cx|>enccs 
of  the  additional  force.  The  necessity  of 
stationing  the  additional  force  in  Oude 
has  been  proved  already,  and  the  conse- 
quent right*'  of  the  company  under  the 
existing  treaty,  arise  from  ihat  necessity; 
entertaining  these  sen tinu-ms,  and  having 
satisfied  my  judj^racnt  of  ihcjii*.iice  and 
necessity  of  the  measmes  founded  up<m 
them,  1  was  deeply  concerned  to  read 
the  um|ualified  peremptory  expres-sions 
by  which  your  excellency  hui  sigmfied 
your  absolute  rejection  of  hoib  my  propo- 
sitions and  especially  of  the.firsr.  Your 
excellency  will  be  plea^d  ro  recollect  that 
this  proposition  is  tbundcd  upon  your 
own  deliberate  and  formal  declaration, 
that  you  were  utterly  unable  to  adininisrer 
the  affairs  of  your  gpvcrmcnt  ;  that 
*'  your  mind  was  utterly  withdrawn  from 
'*  the  goverment  of  a  people  who  were 
**  neither  pleased  with  you,  nor  you  with 
**  then) ; and  with  whose  evil  disposuion»» 
•'  enmity,  disobedience,  and  neoligence, 
•*  you  were  completely  disgusted.'*— 
The  fi  St  proposition  mir;ht  seem  to  be 
acceptable  to  a  prince  vho  had  declared 
his  determined  re8olut:onio  abandon  the 
cares  and  hazards  of  public  life,  to  descend 
from  the  musnud,  and  to  return  to  a. 
private  station. 

Your  excellency  must  expect  me  to 
express  some  degree  of  surprise,  that, 
under  a  manifest  and  encreasing  aggra- 
vation of  all  those  circumstances  of  vex- 
aiioo  and  difficulty,  of  embarrassed  re- 
sources, of  internal  discord,  of  popular 
stisconient  and  disaffection,  your  excel- 


lency should  now  decline  to  enter  into  amr 
discussion  of  your  former  resolution :  and 
although  you  originally  solicited  my  at- 
tention to  your  desire  of  resigning  the 
exercise  the  government,  at  a  moment 
when  your  abdication  was  entirely  un- 
expected by  me,  that  you  should  now 
reject  every  possible  modification  of 
your  own  su;;gesiion,  pcrcmiorily  de- 
claring that  your  **  consent  to  thb  tirrt 
"  proposition,  is  aliojeiber  impracti- 
"  cable." 

I  have  already  adverted  to  the  inference 
which  your  excellency  has  drawn  from 
the  punctuality  of  your  pay  men  ts, 
"  that  the  necessity  of  territorial  security 
*'  is  wholly  precluded.**  Your  excel- 
lency must  have  observed  that  my  solici- 
tude is  directed  to  future  events,  and  to 
the  nccessaiy  and  inevitable  consequences 
of  the  distressed  condition  of  the  couniry, 
and  of  the  encreasing  defalcation  of  the 
public  resources.  '1  hat  your  exceltencv 
will  continue  to  discharge  with  put>c- 
tualiiy  the  current  ivistsof  subsidy  as  long 
as  you  can  (U-rive  sums  tor  the  payment 
of  them,  from  the  resources  of  yo\jr 
country,  I  am  fully  convinced  ;  but  nn- 
der  the  ruinous  sys-.em  of  the  existing; 
administration,  under  the  operation  ot*  < 
the  evils,  abuses,  and  op^Tressions,  whidi 
pevaii  throuj^hout  your  country,  on  what 
security  docs  yourexcellcncy  rely  for  the 
permanenre  ot  those  resources  fiom 
which  alone  your  excellency  is  now  en- 
abled to  fu-.iiU  your  pecuniary  en^^age- 
roenrs  with  the  com|}any  ?  Your  excel- 
lency has  virtually  destroyed  the  force  %^ 
any  argument  founded, en  the  punctuality 
of  your  past  payment j,  by  admitting  the 
ruinous  siatc  ol  the  country,  by  acknow- 
ledi;ing  your  apprehension  of  an  iniperf- 
dinv$  latlure  Ot  your  resources,  and  Inr 
declaring  your  own  iiKom()etcRcy  to  le- 
move  the  causes  ot  these  cvtls. 

Yourexcellcncy  in  your  last  letter,  it 
pleased  to  state  *'  that  you  expect  to  de- 
"  rive  air  pie  profits  fiom  bringing  inio 
**  a  flourishing  condition  this  country 
**  which  has  so  long  been  in  a  state  oif  i 
«*  waste  and  rum-** 

From  an  early  prriod  after  yourexceU 
lcncy*s  accession  to  the  musnud,  down  to 
this  dav,  yourexcellcncy  has  never  ceased 
to  complain  of  the  disorders  and  confu- 
sion cxistirg  in  your  dominions.  Hitherto 
no  effort  has  been  made  on  \  our  pari  to 
improve  the  system  of  your  civil  admi- 
nistration, or  to  avert  the  evils  ai;d  dangers 
of  which  you  have  expressed  your  appre- 
hciision^ 
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heittion,  and  of  which  you  have  rqieac- 
cdiy  experienced  die  effects.  It  hai  al- 
ways been  evident  to  roe,  that  those  mis- 
cbie£i  were  insurmountable  by  any  exer- 
tion of  your  excellency's  power.  Under 
a  similar  im|;>rcasion  your  excellency  has 
deliberately  avowed  your  despair  of  intro- 
ducing any  effectual  reform  into  th^  sys- 
tem of  your  administration  ;  but  now, 
under  the  pressure  of  accumulated  em- 
barrassments! without  any  increase  of 
power,  without  any  additional  roeaiuof 
auingt  without  any  change  of  principle 
or  practice,  your  excelleqcy  suddenly 
announces  an  expectation  of  ample  pn>- 
fits,  by  bringing  the  country  into  a  flou- 
rishing condition.  Can  your  excellency 
then  reasonably  hope  to  induce  me,  by 
this  unsupported  assertion,  to  rest  the 
interesu  of  the  company  in  the  proriice 
of  Oude,  on  a  foundation  so  precarious 
and  insecure  as  the  expecutioo  of  an  im- 
provement, obstructed  by  the  whole  sys- 
tem of  your  gbverninentt  and  by  every 
relative  circumsunce  in  the  state  of  your 
a&irs  ?  Your  excellency  asserts,  that  your 
expectation  of  ample  profits  from  the 
country  will  be  entirely  "  cut  off,"  and 
4hat  a  heavy  lou  will  accrue  to  your  ex- 
cellency from  what  you  have  termed  a 
separation  of  your  territory.  Would  it 
then  be  a  separation  of  vour  territory  to 

glace  a  poruon  of  your  dominions  in  the 
inds  o(  those  with  whose  interest  your 
own  are  indissolubly  united  ?  Whose  jua- 
tice  placed  you  upon  the  musnudt  and 
whose  power  now  supports  you  in  that 
exalted  sution  ?  Would  it  be  a  separa- 
tion of  tcrriiorv,  and  a  heavy  loss  of  profit 
to  youf  excellency,  to  consent  to  an  ar- 
rangement, under  which  the  wise  and 
benevolent  administration  of  the  honour- 
able company  would  call  forth  all  the 
resources  of  a  ceded  country,  and  would 
apply  them  to  the  defence  of  your  re- 
maining dominions,  while  the  happiness  • 
and  prosperity  of  the  people  would  be 
effectually  secured  ? 

A  territorial  cessioii  would  meet  your 
excellency' s  explicit  desire,  contained  io 
the  following  extract  from  your  excel- 
lency's letter  to  colonel  Scott,  of  the  t9tti 
of  Jemaudy  Oussannee. 

'*  Let  asseu  be  pointed  out  and  fixed 
**  once  for  all,  for  the  realization  of 
"  what  it  is  intended  to  deinand,  so  that 
*'  henceforth  all  cause  oCanxiety  upon  that 
**  head  may  be  removed  for  ever,  and  no 
"  questions  of  increase*  nor  any  alter- 
**  cation  ever  after  arise  s  for  these  re- 


**  peated  alterdatioas  are  productive  of 
"  anxiety  and  vexation*" 

Your  excellency  hat  anttciptted  ia 
these  words  a  powerful  aigymeiK  in  fa- 
vour of  a  teiritorial  grant.  By  this  mear 
sure  the  assets  for  the  realization  of  what 
it  is  intended  to  demand  will  undoubtedly 
be  fixed  ooce  for  all;  henceforward  aU 
cause  of  anxiety  on  that  bead  will  be 
effuitually  removed,  andno  queaiion,  nor 
any  altercation,  can  arise. 

The  traa  of  territory  proposed  to  be 
coied,  from  the  circunwtaDCca  of  its  sita- 
aiion,  will  form  a  barrier  ^(gainst  the  at- 
umpts  of  any  external  enemies  to  disturb 
the  tranquillity  of  your  excellency's  re- 
mainmg  po8sessions«  while  the  improved 
and  flourishing  state  of  die  country  under 
the  British  admtnistratioQ  will  relieve 
your  excellency  from  all  apprehension  of 
the  turbulence  and  disaffection  of  the 
2^mindars  in  that  quarter. 

As  the  districu  to  be  ceded  will  be  taken 
at  the  amount  of  their  actual  junima,  your 
excellency's  finances,  so  far  from  stuTer-  . 
ing  by  the  proposed  commutation^  would 
benent  in  proportion  to  the  amount  by 
which  the  aaual  collections  from  those 
districts  are  inferior  to  their  present  jiufr* 
ma. 

With  regard  to  the  expectationif  which 
your  excellency  may  entertain  of  increas- 
ing the  produce  ot  those  districts,  your 
excellencv  ia  aware  that  the  jumma  of  a 
consideiaole  portion  of  them  is  alreadv 
fixed  at  as  high  a  rate  as  can  be  expected, 
and  that  the  collections  have  been  secured 
solely  by  the  ability  and  exertions  of 
Almas  Ally  Khan. '  The  infirmities  of 
old  age  and  sickness  have  indoced  him  to 
become  desirous  of  relioquishioff  that 
charge,  and  whenever  your  excellency 
shall  commit  those  districts  to  other  aa- 
mils  you  must  expect  a  diminution  in  the 
amount  of  the  collections. 

With  regard  to  the  jumma  of  the  re- 
maining districu  no  hopes  can  be  reason- 
ably entertained  that  it  can  be  raised  to  the 
standard  which  it  originally  bore  when 
those  districts  passed  into  the  possession  of 
your  excellency's  family,  unless  the  intro- 
duction of  the  wise  and  equiuble  admi- 
nistration of  the  British  government 
should  afford  such  a  prospect. 

In  addition  to  these  arguments,  it  nsay 
be  observed  that  the  honour  and  digni^ 
of  your  excellency's  government  will  nof, 
in  any  degree,  be  compromised  by  this  ai^ 
ringement,  as  the  territory  proposed  to  be 
ceded  was  added  to  the  ^XNSCtsions  of  your 
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txccllency  by  tiie  aki  of  the  British  arms, 
and  was  not  the  original  possession  of  your 
excellency's  ancestors. 

Your  excellency  has  lately  beheld,  in 
the  conductor  his  highness  the  Soubabdar 
of  the  Deccan,  an  example  of  the  beneficial 
commutation  of  pecuniary  payments  of 
subsidy  for  a  territorial  ce&ion,  ahhoueh 
the  hazard  of  failure  in  his  highness's 
territorial  resources  bore  no  proportion  to 
the  dangers  which  menace  the  most 
alarming  defalcation  in  those  of  your  ex- 
cellency's country ;  yefhis  highness  wisely 
considered,  that  by  securing  the  fundis 
for  the  payment  of^  the  subsidiary  force 
beyond  the  hazard  of  failure^  he  provided 
the  most  effectual  security  for  the  protec- 
tion and  prosperity  of  hisdominions,  under 
circumstances  of  infinitely  greater  urgency, 
and  of  more  confirmed  necessity.  I  trust 
that  your  excellency  will  not  neglect  to 
to  profit  by  this  salutary  example. 

I  have  thus  stated  to  your  excellency 
the  benefits  and  objects  of  each  of  the 
two  propositions  submitted  to  you.  I  have 
endeavoured  to  demonstrate  to  your  excel- 
lency the  superior  security  and  advanta- 
ges offered  by  the  first  proposition  to  your 
excellency,  to  your  family,  and  to  your 
peoole.  I  have  explained  the  right  of 
the  honourable  company  to  require  clFec- 
lual  and  satis&ctory  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  subsidy  against  all  future  hizaid 
of  failure;  and 'I  have  proved  that  no 
other  security  can  be  effectual  or  satisfac- 
tory than  an  absolute  and  perfect  assign- 
ment of  territory ;  and,  therefore,  that  if 
^ur  excellency  should  unfortunately  per- 
sist in  declining  the  first  proposition,  the 
second  will  become  iinavoidable.  I  now 
repeat  mv  anxious  hope  that  your  excel- 
lency will  not  refuse  the  benefits  offered 
lo  yoor  accepunce  by  the  advantageous 
and  honourable  provision  of  the  fint  oro- 
position  ;  at  the  same  time  it  is  my  duty 
a^in  to  declare  to  yoor  excellency,  that, 
ifyoa  should  onhapipily  be  induced  to 
persist  in  your  rejection  of  that  salutaiy 
arrangement,  it  is  my  unalterable  .resolu- 
tion never  to  recede  from  the  just  and  in- 
dispensable demand  of  territorial  security. 
1  snallt  accordingly,  wait  with  the  utmost 
anxiety  t*  hear  from  lieutenant-colonel 
Scott  that  your  excellency  has  accepted 
one  or  other  of  the  oropositions*  ' 

I  am  tmich  gr^itihed  to  be  informed  by 
your  excellency,  that  you  are  prepared 
to  discbarge  the  large  arrears  due  on  ac- 
count of  tne^additiovial  troops  serving  in 
the  proviiKe  of  Oude.  Lieutenant-colo- 
nel Scott  has  received  my  directions  to 


present  the  account  to  yomr  excellency, 
and  as  the  charges  therein  stated  have 
beon  actually  incurred,  for  a  considerable 
period  of  lime,  in  the  necessary  defence 
of  your  excellency's  dominions,  1  trust 
that  your  excellency  will  defray  the 
amount  without  delay. 

It  is  nccs&sary,  on  this  occasion,  to  com- 
municate to  your  excellency  my  decided 
opinion,  that  a  proportion  of  the  ex- 
ses  attending  the  embassy  of  caj^aio 
Malcolm  and  of  Mchedy  Ally  Khan  into 
Persia,  is  justly  chargeable  to  your  excel- 
lency's account.  The  primary  object  of 
both  these  embassies  was  the  security^  of 
your  exc(  Ucncy's  dominions,  by  averting 
the  long  threatened  invasion  of  Zemaim 
Shah. 

Mehedy  Ally  Khan  was  actually  essen* 
tial  in  exciting  the  government  of  Persia 
to  aidgMahmood  Shah  in  the  recovery  of 
his  possessions,  and  Zemaun  Shah  has,  ia 
consequence,  been  diverted  from  carrying 
into  effect  those  designs  against  your  ex- 
excellency's  possessions,  which  nave  re* 
cently  been  disclosed  by  the  papers  found 
in  the  palnce  of  the  late  Tippoo  Sultaun. 

Captain  Malcolm  has  been  employed 
in  negotiating  an  arrangement  at  the 
court  of  Persia,  calculated  to  prevent  any 
return  of  the  same  danger  to  your  excel* 
Icncy  *s  dominions.  The  amount  of  these 
charges  shall  be  hereafter  stated  to  your 
excellency.  Your  excellency  will  admit 
the  obligation  upon  you  to  discharges 
proportion  of  the  cxpences  incurred  fof 
the  express  purpose  for  averting  from  you 
excellency's  territories  the  dangers  of  • 
formidable  invasion.  Bulriii  the  event  of 
your  excellency's  acceptance  of  the  first 
proposition,  I  shall  be  ready  so  take  into 
consideration  an  equitable  modification  of 
the  just  demands  of  the  company  upoi» 
you,  as  well  on  account  of  the  arrears  of 
subsidy  for  the  additional  force  aervinff 
in  Oude,  as  on  account  of  the  charges  ot 
both  embassies  to  Persia;  these  demands^ 
in  the  case  supposed,  may  admit  of  consi- 
derable abatement. 

Your  excellency  signifies,  "  That  it  it 
**  equally  a  subject  of  astonishment  and 
**  concern  to  you,  that,  whereas  under 
"  the  former  government,  the  payment  tm^ 
"  the  kists,  though  so  much  smaller  in 
•*  amountthan  the  present,  was  kept  con- 
**  stantly  ip  arrear,  and  the  jumma  of 
"  the  country  diminishing  yearly,  and 
*'  yet  ix>t  such  propositions  fmeanmg  the 
•*  territorial  cession)  were  brought  foi^ 
"  ward,  they  should  be  agitated  uode0 

••your 
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^  yoor  excellency's  government  Dotwith- 
*'  standing  the  puoctuality  of  voar  ray- 
**  nentt.**  But  the  long  delay  wnich 
has  occurred  in  tdaikio^  the  rec^oisition  of 
a  territorial  security,  is  an  evident  prooF 
that  the  British  government  was  not  dia- 
posed  to  make  it  until'it  became  indispen- 
sabW  necessary.  It  has  never  been  de- 
nied that  the  same  evils,  now  the  subject 
of  complaint,  have  existed  for  a  long 
course  of  3^$  in  the  province  of  Oude. 
In  proportion  to  th^  extent  and  continu- 
ance of  the  operation  of  such  causes  of 
ruin,  thei^  effect  is  more  to  be  apprehend- 
ed, and  the  necessity  of  a  remedy  is  be- 
come mere  urgent  and  indispensable. 
Your  excellency's  peculiar  friendship  and 
attachment  to  the  company  mi^ht  he  ex- 
pected to  render  you  peculiarl)r  interested 
in  facilitating  the  success  of  this  necessary 
arrangement.  These  considerations  have 
contributed  to  confirm  my  determina- 
tion to  effectuate  the  completion  of  the 
afiirs  of  Oude,  white  your  excellen- 

?'  if.  seated  00  the  musnud ;  for,  while 
am  convinced  that  these  saluary  mea- 
suret  may  derive  great  advantage  from 

n  excellency 's  co-operation,!  am  equal- 
^  itisfied  that  they  will  ^oid  to  secure 
your  own«.happiness  and  the  prosperity 
of  the  coiintry ;  I  am  sinceiely  anxious 
for  the  attainment  of  both  objeas ;  but 
the  prosperity  of  the  people  of  Oude 
must  be  the  invariable  object  of  your  ex- 
cellency's solicitude,  and  of  the  compa- 
ny's care. 

With  regard  to  your  excellency's  pto- 
potal  of  transmitting  a  detailed  reply  to 
my  former  letter,  1  beg  leave  to  inform 
ycMir  excellency,  that  any  detailed  reply, 
cither  to  that  letter  or  to  this,  appears  to 
sne  unnecessary ;  confidently  expecting 
that  your  excellency  will  aflbrd  the  most 
acceptable  and  indisputable  testimony 
which  you  can  furaiso,  of  your  real  at- 
tachment to  the  couotiy,  as  well  as  of  your 
wisdom  and  prudence,  and  of  your  regard 
for  the  interest  of  your  family  and  of  your 
people*  by  diapatching,  in  reply  to  this 
niendly  renwnatiince,  a  letter  containing 
yoor  excellency's  unequivocal  acceptance 
of  one  or  other  of  the  propositions  which 
have  been  proposed  to  you. 

At  all  events,  lieut-colooel  Scott  has 
leceived  full  powers  to  act  in  any  exieency, 
without  further  reference  to  me.  I  rely, 
however,  00  your  excellency,  to  unite 
cordially  with  colonel  Scott:  in  a  final 
•nd  satiflfactory  adjustment  ot  all  difficul- 
tiaiy  acoQidiiig  to  the  tenor  of  one  or 


other  of  the  propotitions  mbmittei  to 
your  consideration.

instructions  for  the  regulatioD  of  your 
conduct. 

3.  His  lordship  directs,  therefere* 
that  you  will  take  the  earliest  oppor- 
tcuiity  of  delivering  his  lordship's  letter, 
and  that  until  your  receipt  ot  his  lord- 
ship's specific  instructions,  tyou  will 
regulate  your  negotiation  with  his  excel- 
lencjr  the  vizier  by  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  his  lordship's  letter.  Those  iastrac* 
tions  will  be  transmitted  to  you  in  the

Sir,— Par.  1.  I  have  received  your 
several  letters  noted  in  the  margin,  and 
the  Persian  translator  has  laid  before  me 
a  translation  of  the  letter  from  bis  excel- 
lency the  vizier,  in  reply  to  mine  to  his 
excellency  of  the  28d  January. 

£.  The  temper  and  disposition  of  mind 
in  which  his  excellency  appears  to  have 
entered  into  the  discussion  of  the  impor- 
tant subjects  of  my  lettter  to  his  excel** 
lency  of  the  sad  January,  and  the  gtoe* 
ral  spirit  and  tenor  of  his  reply  to  that 
letter,  have  excited  my  serious  concern. 
His  excellency's  conduct  on  this  occasion 
has  been  as  unexpected  as  it  has  been 
evidently  incompatible  with  thedifi[nity 
of  fass  station^  with  the  interests  c?  his 
^vcroment 
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loveroineQt  and  people,  and  with  the 
gratitude  due  from  him  to  the  company. 
^  3.  The  magnitude  of  the  questiont 
discu^sd  in  my  letter  to  hia  excellency, 
the  alaiming  facts  submitted  to  his  obser* 
vation,  and  the  necessary  conclusion 
deduced  from  those  &cts,  as  well  as  from 
his  excellency's  reiterated  declarations, 
might  have  been  expected  to  engage  his 
excellency's  deliberate  and  sincere  atten- 
tion, and  tm^  have  induced  him  to  enter 
into  the  subject  of  my  propositions  with 
a  spirit  of  candour  and  justice. 

4.  But  his  excellency  has  met  my 
anxious  endeavours  to  avert  the  evils  now 
menacing  his  dominions,  not  by  an  open 
and  distinct  consideration  of  tbe  alter- 
native proposed  to  him,  but  hy^si  studious 
suppression  of  the  most  material  facts 
of  the  case,  by  an  erroneous  representa- 
tion of  the  only  argument .  which  he 
has  noticed,  and  by  «an  evident  design 
to  evade  the  irresistible  inference^  resuTt- 
»e  finomall  "the  former  communications 
which  have  passed  with  his  excellency 
since  the  commencement  of  my  admi- 
nistration. 

5.  The  artliil  and  uncandid  manner 
in  which  his  excellency  haa  combined 
tbe  sevoral  extracu  which  he  has  quoted 
from  my  correspooclence,  and  from  your 
letters  and  those  of  sir  Alured  Clarke, 
together  with  the  inference  which  his 
excellency  attempts  to  draw  from  those 
papers,  manifests  a  design,  on  the  part 
of  his  excellency,  to  evalde  the  substance 
and  spirit  of  all  his  communications  to 
you,  relative  to  the  failure  of  hu  resour- 
ces. 

6.  His  excellency  has  totally  suppressed 
aU  reference  to  the  acknowledgment 
which  he  has  repeatedly  and  explicitly 
made,  particularly  in  his  letter  to  you 
of  the  sgth  Jemaundy  Fossang  is  15,  of 
the.  defective  state  of  the  collections, 
of  the  ruinous  condition  of  the  countiy, 
and  of  the  evils  and  abtises  which  fxr- 
vade  every  branch  of  the  administnttion 
of  Oode.  His  excellency  now  confines 
bis  complaint  solely  to  the  pfessure  of 
the  charges  arising  from  the  continuance 
of  that  remaining  portion  of  his  own 
troops  whose  dismission  from  his  service 
have  been  delayed  exclusively  by  his  own 
nnlbrtunate  and  erroneous  policy,  in 
direct  opposition  to  my  advice,  and  to 
your  assiduous  representations. 

7.  His  excellency's  embarrassmMsts 
must  certainly  be  aggravated,  in  a  hi^h 
degree,  by  his  determination  to  retain  in 
hb  service  10  considerable   a   portion 


t)(  those  liceatious  and  disorderiy  tiooM 
w^ioie  disaffection  has  been  proved  In  the 
vtry  boor  of  trial,  and  whose  turbulent 
spirit  has  repeatedlv  vblated  the  pttCd 
of  his  countnr,  defied  his  •  mjmakff 
and  endangered  bu  life. 

8.  It  is,  however,  a  source  of  utit' 
faction  to  me  to  reflect,  that  the  removal 
of  this  cause  of  embarrassment  is  withia 
his  excellency's  own  power.  His  excel* 
lency's  assertion,  that  his  embarrassmenta 
have  arisen  from  the  charges  of  that  pare 
of  his  own  troops  which  he  hascootuiue4 
in  his  service,  will  enable  you  to  renew, 
with  peculiar  advanuge,  your  recom* 
mendation  to  his  excellency  to  dismiss 
those  troops  without  further  delay  ;  and 
I  accordingly  direct  you  to  urge  hi^excd- 
lency  with  the  utmost  earnestness,  assi- 
duity, and  pcneverance,  to  cany  into 
immediate  effect  this  important  and  iodia* 
pensable  measure. 

9.  You  will,  however,  be  careful  to 
avoid  any  aigumcnt,  or  any  proceeding, 
which  might  induce  his  excellency  to 
construe  your  earnestness  upon  this  point 
into  an  admission  of  the  truth  ot  bia 
excellency's  assertion  respecting  the  sole 
cause  of  his  embarrassments ;  nor  will 
you  encourage  any  expectation  in  hia 
excellency's  mind  that  my  public  dut^ 
can  permit  me  to  rest  satisfied  with  hia 
excellency's  adoption  of  my  advice  in 
the  single  instance  of  disbanding  the  re^ 
mainder  of  his  disorderly  troops,  while 
all  the  complicated  evils  resulting  froa 
the  vicious  system  of  the  civil  adninis- 
tration  of  his  government  shall  continne 
in  full  operation. 

10.  The  fiicts  and  conclusions  detailed 
in  my  last  letter  to  his  czcelleiKy  ought  ■ 
to  have  convinced  him  that  my  deter- 
mination, as  expressed  in  that  letter, 
was  the  result  of  the  most  manure  reflec- 
tiooj  arising  from  a  delibeiate  and  dis- 
passionate conviction  of  the  existence 
of  an  insuperable  necessity,  and  confirmed 
by  bis  excellency's  representations,  and 
by  the  progiesstve  experience  of  evcnr 
hour.  A  decision  formed  with  sucn 
deliberation,  founded  on  such  principles, 
and  directed  to  such  objects,  cannot  be 
relinquished  with  levity  or  precipitation* 

1 1 .  His  excellency  has  not  controverted 
one  of  the  facts  or  prindplea  on  which 
the  determination  was  founded*  Recenc 
events  have  enforced  the  spirit  of  both, 
and  have  manifested  that  the  issue  of 
all  the  propositions. which  I  submitted 
to  his  excellency's  acceptance,  in  my 
tetter  of  tbe   sed  January,  must  alti- 
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nately  involve  the  fate  of  bis  excellqp- 
cy*s  fertile,  but  declining  dominions,  the 
security  of  the  company's  contiguous 
provinces,  and  the  happiness  of  a  nume- 
rous and  industrious,  but  suffering  peo- 
ple. 

IS.  Intrusted  with  the  charge  of  such  ex- 
tensive interests,  I  am  resolved  never  to 
recede  from  any  measure  evidently  de- 
manded by  the  exigency  of  my  arduous 
duty ;  and  I  consider  it  to  be  my  posi- 
tive duty  to  resort  to  any  extremity  ra- 
ther than  to  juffer  the  further  proeress 
of  that  ruio  to  which  the  interests  of  his 
excellency  and  of  the  honourable  com- 
pany are  exposed  by  the  abuses  actually 
existing  in  the  civil  and  military  admi- 
nistration of  the  province  of  Oude. 

ig.  His  excellency  has  not  only  admit- 
ted the  existence  ot  these  evils,  but  has 
solicited  the  direct  aid  and  interference 
^  of  the  British  govemmenti  at  the  only 
~  mode  of  effectual  remedy. 

14.  The  transactions  ot  every  dav  with- 
in his  excellency's  dominions,  furnish 
Additional  proof  that  thcie  evils  augment 
to  such  an  alarming  degree  as  must 
speedily  impair  the  resource!  of  the 
state,  and  must  frustrate  all  his  excel- 
lency's effbru  to  fulfil  his  engagements 
to  the  British  government.  The  violent 
measures  recently  adopted  by  one  of  his 
zcellency'i  aumils,  in  ths  neighbourhood 
of  Lucknow,  for  the  purpose  of  extort- 
ing the  revenue,  exhibit  a  forcible  ex- 
ample of  the  oppressions  which  pervade 
his  excellency's  dpminions,  and  which 
•re  probably  aggravated  in  proportion  to 
the  distance  from  the  seat  of  government* 
13.  An  immediate  alteration  in  the 
fysttm  of  management  affords  the  only 
hope  of  providing  either  for  the  security 
of  the  company's  military  funds,  or  for 
tny  other  interest  implicated  in  the  des- 
tiny of  Oude. 

16.  The  necessity  of  such  a  change 
his  excellency  has  repeatedly  admitted ; 
he  has  accompanied  trat  admission  by  an 
acknowledgment  of  his  own  otter  ina- 
bility to  carry  into  effect  this  indis-' 
pensable  reform. 

17.  Under  these  circumstaocei,  to 
introduce  a  wise  and  lenient  rjrstem  of 
administr^ioD>  to  diffuse  happintssand 
prosperity  among  the  inhabitants  of  his 
excellencys  dominions,  to  restore  the 
vigour  of  the  public  resources,  and  to 
provide  for  the  internal  and  external 
security  and  tran^illitv  of  the  countryi 
ao  course  now  remains  but  the  direct  sub- 
ititutioQ  ^f  the  company's  management 


ill  place  of  abuses  which  no  exertion  of 
his  excellency's  power  can  enable  him 
to  contrbl. 

18.  It  would  be  vain  and  fruitless  to 
atteinpt  this  arduous  task  by  panial 
interference,  or  by  iinperfect  modifica- 
tions, of  a  system  of  which  every  principle 
is  founded  in  error  and  impolicy,  and 
every  instrument  uinted  with  injustice 
and  corruption. 

19*  The  experience  of  every  hour 
has  served  to  confirm  the  truth  of  my 
former  declaration,  "  that  the  province  of 
**  Oude  cannot  otherwise  be  preserved 
"  than  by  che  gradual  and  regular  opera- 
"  tion  of  a  system  of  administration. 
"  founded  on'  principles  of  substantial 
**  justice  and  of  comprehensive  policy* 
"  and  enforced  by  all  the  power  and 
*♦  energy  of  the  British  government." 

&o.  The  complete  introduction  of  the 
British  authority  and  management  in 
the  civil  as  well  as  the  military  adminis- 
tration of  the  whole  province  of  Oude, 
would  evidently  combine  more  advan- 
tages to  every  party  interested  in  the 
prosperity  of  that  country  than  could  be 
attained  by  any  other  arrangement. 

£1.  By  the  stipulations  which  form  a 
part  of  the  first  of  the  two  propositions 
offered  to  his  excellency's  accepunce* 
his  excellency  would  be  relieved  from 
the  cares  and  hazard  of  a  situation  to 
whith  he  has  declared  himself  unequal, 
efiectual  provision  would  be  made  for 
his  excellency's  comfort,  affluence,  and 
digiiity,  and  for  the  situation  of  his 
family. 

&8.  The  stipends  of  the  familes  of 
Suiah  Dowlah,  and  Asoph  ul  Dowbh, 
and  the  existing  pensions  and  jaghires  of 
persons  now  entitled  to  those  provisions, 
would  be  continued  and  secured,  and  his 
excellency  would  be  relieved  from  die 
heavy,  but  just  burthen  of  the  debts  of 
his  predecessor. 

£3.  The  happiness  of  his  subjects,  and 
the  prosperity  of  the  country,  woald  be 
established  on  a  durable  basis ;  the  hazard 
of  &ilure  in  the  resources  of  thecouiury^ 
and  the  danger  of  internal  conusotiooi 
and  of  external  attack,  would  be  effectu- 
ally precluded. 

S4.  Under  the  second  proposition » 
although  his  excellency  would  be  effec- 
tually secured  ^^nst  the  attempts  of  any 
external  enemies  to  disturb  the  tran- 
quillity of  his  possesttoos,  be  would  still 
be  exposed  to  all  the  hazards  of  internal 
disconi  and  popular  disaffection ;  and 
although  the  dangers  which  mw  menancc 
a  failure 
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a  failutp  in  the  payment  of  the  tubtid/ 
would  be  effectually  precluded,  the 
evi  Is,  abuses,  and  oppressions)  of  the 
civil  administration  would  continue  to 
operate  with  considerable  violence  in 
the  territory  remaining  in  his  excellency's 
hands. 

25.  The^  foregoing  comiderations 
have  determined  me  to  make  another 
effort  to  o5tain  his  excellency |s  consent 
to  the  terms  of  the  first  proposition.^ 

s6.  If  his  excellency  should  persist  in 
his  rejection  of  that  salutary  arrangement, 
the  same  considerations  must  confirm 
my  resolution  to  adhere  to  the  just 
and  indispensable  demand  of  territorial 
lecority. 

27.  I  accordingly  direct  you  to  avail 
yourself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  to 
Ecnew  the  negotiation  intrusted  to  your 
charge  by  my  instruaions  of  the  22d 
January.  The  fiDie^oing  observations 
will  suggest  the  requisite  argumenu  for 
the  support  of  the  first  proposition  in 
prefeience  to  the  second.  You  willthere- 
urejpreti  this  important  point  upon  his 
excellency  with  the  utmost  degree  of 
eamesiness  ;  and  you  will  endeavour  to 
obtain  his  excellency's  consent  to  enter 
into  a  negotiation  for  the  conclusion  of 
a  treaty  upon  the  basis  of  that  which 
you  have  already  proposed  to  him,  or 
with  such  moaifications  as  you  have 
been  authorized  to  make*  or  as  circum- 
stances may  appear  to  j^ou  to  render 
advisable,  without .  departing  from  the 
general  tenor  and  spirit  of  my  instructions 
upon  that  head.  In  discussing  this  subject 
h  will  be  proper  to  remind  bis  excel* 
lency,  ihtl  tbe  nrst  proposition  is  founded 
00  hia  own  deliberate  and  formal  declara- 
tioii— that  be  was  utterly  unable  to 
administer  tbe  a&irt  of  his  government 
—that  *'  his  mind  was  utterly  withdrawn 
**  fipom  the  government  of  a  neople  who 
"  where  neither  pleased  with  him,  nor 
'*  he  with  them;  and  with  whose 
<*  evil  dispositions,  enmity,  disobe- 
**  dienoe»  and  negligence,  he  was  com- 
"  pletely  disgosted." 

28.  Yott  will  further  express  to  bis 
excellenqr  my  suiprixe,  that  under  a 
flwniBSt  and  increasing  aggravation  of  all 
thdte  circamnanoes  of  vexation  and 
difficulty,  of  embarrassed  resources,  of 
internal  dixord,  and  of  popular  dkcon- 
tent  and  diaffection,  which  originally 
iodnoed  him  to  make  a  formal  avowal  of 
Us  own  incapacity  and  disqualification, 
his  excellency  should  now  decline   to 

r  into  any  ditcuaiioo  of  hit  fomcr 


resolution ;  and  although  he  originally 
'  solicited  my  attention  to  his  desire  of 
resigning  the  exercise  of  the  government, 
at  a  moment  when  his  abdication  was 
entirely  unexpected  by  me,  that  he  should 
now  reject  every  possible  ihodification  of 
his  own  suggestion,  peremptorily  decla^ 
Hng,that  his  consent  to  the  first  proposition 
is  altogether  impracticable. 

2^.  Should  nis  excellency,  however, 
persist  in  his  absolute  rejection  of  that 
proposition,  it  will  then  become  your 
duty  to  impress  on  his  excellency's  mind 
the  unavoidable  necessity  of  his  acquies- 
cence in  the  second  proposition,  at 
founded  upon  the  most  indisputable 
principles  of  right  and  justice. 

J|o.  With  uie  view  to  assist  your 
^  gment  in  stating  to  bis  excellency  the 
right  of  the  comnany  to  demand  territo* 
rial  security  for  the  payr^ent  of  subsidy, 
I  shall  here  advert  to  some  of  the  leading 
principles  on  which  that  right  is  founded. 

31.  The  evils  and  U)uses  ot  the 
existing  system  of  administration  in  Oude 
have  gradually  impaired  the  resources  of 
the  state,  and  these  causes  of  decay  in  the 
revenues  of  the  country  must  continue  to 
OMrate  with  increased  and  accelerated 
effect,  and  ultimately  must  disable 
his  excellency  from  ^  fulfilling  hia 
pecuniary  engagements  with  the  companv. 

32.  This  argument  is  sufficiently 
proved  by  the  actual  state  of  the  countiy 
and  government;  his  excellency  has, 
indeed)  in  his  last  letter  omitted  his  ac- 
customed complaints  6f  tbe  state  of  the 
country  and  government ;  but  his  repeated 
declarations  to  you  and  to  me,  respecting 
the  confused  condition  of  his  affairs,  and 
the  distress  and  decline  of  his  country, 
added  to  my  positive  knowledge,  and  to 
the  public  notoriety  of  the  foct,  justify  a 
serious  apprehension  of  the  approaching 
failure  in  the  resources  on  which  the 
security  for  the  payment  of  the  subsidy 
must  depend. 

33.  The  punctuality  of  his  excel- 
lency's present  payments,  on  which  hia 
excellency  fpunds  a  conclusion,  that  the 
necessity  of  a  territorial  cession  ia 
altogether  precluded^  neither  dimtntshet 
the  apprehension  or  his  speedy  fiiilure, 
nor  in  any  degree  affiects  the  ri^ht  of  th« 
company  to  a  satisfactory  security  against 
the  operation  of  evils,  of  which  tht 
existence  is  evident,  and  fhe  effect 
ceruin.  It  is  evident,  that  to  refrain  from 
demanding  adequate  security,  until  tht 
resources  of  tbe  country  shall  actually 
have  failed,  would  be  to  defieat  all  expec- 
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ttuon  of  attainiDg  tlie  secarity  to  which 
the  conrany  u  eotitled.  The  resource! 
which  nad  been  found  inadequate  to 
the  regular  payment  of  the  subsidy 
must  prove  still  more  insufficient  to 
support  the  additional  burthen  of  a  heavy 
arrear. 

34 .  His  excellency  has  indeed  pledged 
his  private  resources,  in  addition  to 
the  resources  of  the  state,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  arrears  of  his  subsidy,  but 
the  extent  of  his  excellency's  private  re- 
sources is  uncertain,  and  while  that  spe- 
cies of  security,  from  its  nature,  must  be 
fluctuating  anid  precarious,  it  must  also 
depend  on  the  resources  of  the  country, 
and  consequently  must  be  affected  by  the 
same  causes  which  produce  a  failure  in  the 
payment  of  subsidy . 

35.  Neither  the  letter  nor  the  spirit 
of  the  existing  treaty  could  justify  the 
British  government  in  delaying  the  de- 
mand ofsatisfactory  security  to  a  period  of 
time  when  such  a  demand  must  prove  al- 
together nugatory.  The  intention  of  the 
contracting  parties  could  not  have  been  to 
pledge  their  faith  to  an  impracticable 
and  fruitless  stipulation.  At  the  time 
when  the  treaty  was  concluded  his  excel- 
lency considered  himself  to  be  bound  to 
secure  the  company  against  the  evil  effects 
of  any  possible  failure  in  the  payment  of 
the  subsidy* 

36.  On  his  excellency's  accession  to 
the  musnud,  a  hope  was  entertained  that 
his  excellency  would  improve  the  resour- 
ces of  the  country  to  a  degree  amply  suffi- 
cient to  secure  the  payment  of  the  subsidy 
Igainst  aov  hazard  of  failure. 

^7.  The  disappointment  of  that  hope 
cannot  exonerate  his  excellency  from  a 
responsibility  which  the  altered  state 
of  circutDstaDces  hae  rendered  more 
urgent. 

38.  The  intention  of  the  British  go- 
vernment could  xmt  have  been  to  confine 
iis  claim  of  security  ro  a  period  of  time 
when  the  resources  of  the  country  should 
be  inadequate  to  the  payment  of  the  sub- 
iidy,  ana  to  relinquish  that  claim  when 
the  approaching  failure  of  the  public  re- 
sources should  hazard  the  irretrievable 
loss  of  that  important  branch  of  the  com- 
pany's revenue. 

^,  This  Aght  of  demanding  security 
is  not  copfin^  td  the  extent  of  seveoty- 
|ix  lacks,  the  amount  of  the  former  sub- 
tidy:  it  is  equally  applicable  to  the 
^odi  oecessarr  for  defraying  the  expen- 
ccs  of  the  additional  force.  The  ne-r 
(Cfsi^  ox  stationing  the  additional  force 


in  Oude  is  indisputable,  and  the  con<« 
sequent  rights  of  the  company,  under 
the  existing  treaty,  arise  from  that  ne» 
ccssity. 

40.  Whatever  may  be  my  confidence 
that  his  excellency  wdl  continue  to  dis« 
charge  with  punctuality  the  current  kisu 
of  subsidy,  while  he  can  derive  fiinds 
for  the  payment  of  them  from  the  resour-  , 
ces  of  his  country,  I  caniiot  forget  that 
the  ruinous  system  of  the  existing  adminis- 
tration»  and  the  destructive  operation  of 
the  evils,  abuses,  and  oppressions  which 
prevail  throughout  his  country,  deprive 
this  excellency  of  all  permanent  security 
for  the  stability  of  those  resources  from 
which  alone  lie  now  derives  the  means  of 
fulfilliDg  his  pecimiary  engagemcnis  with 
the  company. 

41.  His  exccllcnc}'  has  virtually  de« 
stroyed  the  force  of  any  argument  founded 
on  the  puiictuality  of  his  past  payments, 
by  admitting  the  ruinous  state  of  hit 
country,  by  acknowledging  the  appre- 
hension of  an  impendinjg  failure  of  his 
resources,  and  by  declanng  his  own  in- 
competency to  remove  the  causes  of  those 
evils. 

42.  With  a  view  to  evade  a  compli- 
ance with  the  proposition  for  a  territorial 
security,  his  excellency  has  announced,  in 
his  letter  to  me,  an  expectation  of  deriv- 
ing  ample  profits  from  oringingthc  coun- 
try into  a  flourishing  condition.  From 
an  early  period  after  liis  exccUencj^'s  ac« 
cession  to  the  musnud,  down  to  this  day, 
his  excellency  has  never  ceased  to  com* 
plain  of  the  disorders  and  confusion  exist- 
nig  in  his  dominions ;  but  hitherto  no 
effort  has  been  made  oh  his  excellency's 
panto  iinprove  the  system  of  his  civil  ad- 
ministration, or  to  avert  the  evils  and 
dangers  of  which  he  has  expressed  his  ap- 
prehension, and  of  which  he  has  repeat* 
edly  experienced  the  effecta.  It  has  al- 
ways been  evident  to  me,  that  those  mis- 
chiefs were  insurmountable  by  any  exer- 
tion of  his  excellency's  power.  Under 
a  si  miliar  impression  his  excellency  has 
deliberately  avowed  his  despair  of  intro- 
ducing any  effectual  reform  into  the  sys- 
tem of  his  adininistration :  after  such 
a  course  of  experience,  and  after  such  plain 
and  repeated  confessions,  under  the  pres- 
sure of  accumulated  embarrassments, 
without  any  increase  of  power,  without 
any  additional  means  of  action,  without 
any  change  of  principle  or  practice,  his 
excellency,  at  this  moment,  suddenly  an- 
nounces an  expectation  of  ample  profits, 
by  bxiqgiog  the  conouy  into  a  floorishing 

coodiuon. 
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•(Odtuoa.  Hii  tiaXkocf  cannot  tea- 
aonably  hope  to  induce  me,  by  thit  an- 
ftttpported  ttaertioo,  |d  icst  the  interests 
ortlM  company  in  the  province  of  Oude 
on  a  foundation  so  precarioas  and  insecure 
as  the  expeaation  of  an  improvement 
obstructed  by  the  whole  system  of  bis  go* 
venmient,  and  by  eveiy  relative  circom* 
stance  in  the  state  of  bis  affairs. 

43*  His  exceUlency  has  further  stated, 
that  his  expectation  of  ample  profits  from 
the  country  would  be  entirely  cut  off, 
and  thata  heavy  loss  would  accrue  to  him 
nom  what  he  has  termed  a  separation  of 
baa  territory. 

44.  His  excellency  cannot  justly  ap- 
ply this  phiase  to  an  arrangement  which 
.would  place  a  portion  of  bis  territory  in 
the  hands  of  thoae  with  wboae  interests 
hit  own  are  indiswlnbly  united,  whose 
justice  placed  him  00  the  musnud,  and 
whose  power  now  supporu  him  in  that 
exalted  snition.  He  canntot  reasonably 
consider  it  aa  a  separation  of  territory, 
and  a  heavy  loss  10  him^  to  consent  to  an 
arrangement  under  which  the  wise  and 
benevolent  administration  of  the  honour- 
able company  would  call  forth  all  the  ve- 
aonrcea  of  the  ceded  country,  and  would 
apply  them  to  the  defence  of  his  remain- 
ing dominions*  while  the  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  the  people,  subject  to  the 
company's  govemment»  would  becffiec- 
tually  secured. 

45*  As  the  districu  to  be  ceded  will 
be  taken  at  the  amount  of  their  actual 
iuinma»  his  excel lency^a  finances  would 
le  improved  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
by  wnich  the  actual  collections  firom  dbe 
districts  are  infitrior  to  their  present 
jumma. 

46.  Yon.  have  demonstrated  to  his 
excellency,  in  your  memorial  of  the  16th 
March*  thjB  advantage  which  his  excellen- 
cy would'  derive  with  respect  to  the  de- ' 
Knee  wad  security  of  his  dominions  from 
the  local  position  of  the  districts  proposed 
to  be  ceded,  and  you  have  proved  the  fal^ 
bey  of  the  illusory  expectation  professed 
to  oe  entertained  w  his  excellency,  of  in- 
€ieasin|(  the  produce  of  those  (tistricts 
under  his  own  management.  ^ 

47.  In  discussing  this  subject  with  his 
excellency,  you  will  not  fail  to  place  the 
nme  ^iguments  in  the  stroogest  point  of 
view. 

48*  In  your  diacnssions  with  his  ex- 
cfllencir  you  will  advert  to  the  example 
o£  his  oifthiiess  tne  Nixam  on  a  similar* 
thfHiKh  less  urgent,  occasion ;  and  you 
will  state  to  his  cxodleocy  that,  although 


the  hazard  of  failure  in  the  Niaim*s  terri- 
torial revenues  bore  ix)  proportion  to  the 
dangers  which  menace  the  most  alarming 
defalcation  in  the  revenues  of  Oude,  yet 
the  Niaam  wisely  considered,  that  by  se* 
coriitt  the  funds  for  the  payment  01  the 
subsidiary  force  beyond  the  hazard  of  fti- 
lure,  wwera  territoriajj^rant,  bis  highness 
provided  the  most  effectual  aecunty  for 
the  protccti(Hi  and  prosperity  of  bis  domi* 
nions  in  the  Dcccan. 

49.  You  will  convey  to  the  nawaub 
vizier  my  confident  expectation,  that  under 
circumstancea   of  infanitely  ereater  or* 

Sency,  and  of  more  confirmea  necessity* 
is  excellency  will  not  neglect  to  profit  by 
this  salutary  example.  In  my  reply  to  hia 
excellency's  last  letter*  whicn  had  already 
been  transmitted  to  you  by  the  Persian 
tianslator,  I  have  entered  into  a  detailed 
discussion  of  the  preceding  topics,  and  I 
have  disclosed  to  his  extelkncy  my  unal- 
terable resolution  never  to  recede  from 
the  demand  of  territorial  security,  if  lie 
shpuld  still  persist  in  rcjectiQg  the  terdU 
of  the  first  proposidon . 

50.  Under  this  decided  determination, 
any  further  reference  to  me  from  Oude  is' 
unnecessary;  I  therefore  impower  you 
to  act  under  the  instructions  contained 
in  this  letter,  without  waidng  for  addi- 
tional orders. 

51.  If,  therefore,  his  excellengr 
should  persist  in  rejcctini;  both  proposi- 
tions, you  will  inform  him  that  any  further 
remonstrance  to  me  upon  this  subject  will 
be  unavailing : — that  you  are  directed  to 
insist  upon  the  immediate  cession  of  the 
territonal  ptopused  to  be  transferred  to 
the  company ;  and  that  in  the  event  of  bis 
excellency's  refusal  to  issue  the  tiecessaiy 
orders  for  that  purpose,  you  are  autho- 
rized to  direct  the-liritish  troops  to  march 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  autho- 
rity of  the  British  government  within 
those  diairicts. 

59.  I  trust,  however*  that  the  argu- 
inents  which  I  have  addressed  to  his  ex- 
cellency, and  which  von  will  personally 
enforce,  according  to  ihe  tenor  of  this  dia» 
patch*  will  induce  his  excellency  to  con- 
form to  one  of  the  two  propo^titiotis  sub- 
mitted to  his  consideration,  and  that  no 
necessity  will  occdr  of  resorting  to  extre- 
mities for  the  security  of  the  company's 
rights,  and  for  the  preservation  of  we 
combined  interests  ot  thp  two  states  in 
the  province  of  Oude. 

53.  I  was  much  gratified  to  be  in- 
formed, by  his  excellency's  last  letter,  thai 
he  is  prepired  to  discharge  the  aneais  due

on  accoom  of  the  additional  troops 
aerving  in  the  province  of  Oude.  You 
have  already  been  furnished  with  the 
documents  necessary  to  enable  you  to 
prepare  a  statement  of  those  arrears,  and 
you  have  received  the  commanicatioD 
of  my  ordera  to  require  his  excellency's 
immediate  discharge  of  the  amount. 

54.  It  is  my  decided  opinion,  that  a 
proportion  of- the  cxpcnces  attending  the 
embossy  of  captain  Malcolm,  and 
Mehcdy  Ally  Khan  into  Persia,  is  justly 
chargeable  to  his  excellency's  account. 
Th<;  primary  object  of  both  those  em* 
basiies  was  tne  security  of  bis  excellency's 
dominions,  by  avcning  the  long-threat- 
ened invasion  of  Zemaun  Shah. 

5.5.  Mehcdy  Ally  Khan  was  dis- 
patched to  Persia  for  that  por.pose  by  the 
government  of  Bombay,  1798,  and  was 
actually  successful  in  exciting  the  govern- 
ment of  Persia  to  aid  the  prince  Mah- 
mood  Shah  in  the  recovery  of  his  pos- 
sessions ;  and  2^maun  Shah,  was  in  con- 
sequence, diverted  from  carrying  into 
effect  those  designs  against  his  excellency's 
possessions  in  Oude,  which  have  recently 
Deen  disclosed  by  the  papers  found  in 
the  palace  of  the  late  Tippoo  Suluun. 

56.  Captain  Malcolm  has  been  em- 
ployed in  negotiating  an  arrangement 
at  the  court  of  Persia  calculated  to  pre- 
vent any  return  of  the  same  danger  to 
his  excellence's  dominions.  His  excel- 
lency canix>c  justly  dispute  the  obligation 
to  dischane  a  proportion  of  the  expences 
incurred  for  the  express  purpose  of^avert* 
ing  from  his  temtories  the  danger  of  « 
formidable  invasion. 

57.  You  will  hereafter  be  famished 
with  a  statement  of  those  charges ;  in  the 
mean  time  I  desire  that  you  wul  commu- 
nicate to  his  excellency  my  intention 
of  making  this  demand, 

58.  You  will  however  inform  his 
excellency,  that  in  the  eveiit  of  his  accep- 
tance of  the  first  propositioii  I  shall  be 
ready  to  take  into  consideration  an  equi- 
table modification  of  the  just  demand  of 
the  company  upon  him,  as  well  as  on 
acccount  of  the  arrears  of  subsidy  for  the 

'  additional  force  serving  in  Outie,  as  on 
account  of  the  charges  of  both  embas- 
sies to  Persia;  and  that  these  demands 
(in  the  case  supposed)  may  admit  of  con- 
sideiable  abatement.

My  Lord,— Par.  u  I  have  the  honour 
to  aoijuaint  your  lordship,  that,  on  the 
Both  instant,  I  presented  to  the  vizier  tbe 
letter  from  your  lordship  to  bis  excel* 
lency,"tradsmirted  to  me  in  the  Persian 
translator's  dispatch  of  the  9th  instant. 

fi.  In  delivering  your  lordship's  letter 
I  merely  confined  myself  to  recommend- 
ing the  important  subjects  discussed  in 
it  to  his  excellency's  most 'serious  and 
dispassionate  reflection,  and  to  the  ex- 
preuion  of  my  hopes  that  his  excellency 
would  speedily  c6mmunicate  to  me  his 
choice  of  one  of  the  two  propositions 
again  offered  for  his  excellency's  accept* 
ance. 

3.  A  sUght  indisposition  ¥Hth  which  the 
vizier  was  affecteu,  and  the  intervention 
of  the  celebratioo  of  the  £de,  preventeti 
me  firom  requiring  another  private  con- 
ference with  his  excellency  until  the 
ft6th  instant. 

4.  At  that  conference  his  excellency 
pleaded  in  excuse,  for  not  having  pre- 
pared an  answer  to  your  lordship's  utter, 
his  late  and  continued  indisposition,  which 
had  disqualified  him  from  engaging  in 
so  arduous  an  undertaking.  Conceiving 
firom  this  opening  of  the  conversation 
that  his  excellency,  inattent^re  to  your 
lordship's  remonstrances,  was  disposed 
to  evade  a  decisive  answer  on  the  two 
specific  propositions,  I  referred  him  to 
that  part  of  your  lordship's  letter  which 
represents  a  detailed  reply  as  unnecessary ; 
and  after  expatiating  on  the  superior 
advantages  of  the  first  plan,  concluded 
by  acquainting  his  excellency,  that  it 
was  a  duty  incumbent  on  tiie,  in  com- 
pliance with  vour  loniship's  instructions, 
to  ofFer  to  nim  a  second  tinie  the  two 
propositions,  and  to  require  of  his 
excellency  to  signify  to  me  his  assent  to 
one  of  thiem. 

5.  The  language  of  his  excellency's 
reply,  though  studiously  reserved,  was 
nut  of  •  nature  to  indicate  the  intention 
of  an  open  and  direct  acceptance  to 
either  of  the  propositions ;  it  professed 
acquiescence  to  your  lordship's  pleasure 
in  points  where  it  might  he  practicable, 
and  regret  where  his  consent  could  not 
be  voluntarily  given. 

6.  Finding  it  impMsible  to  extrxt 
from  his  excellency  a  verbal  communi- 
cation of  his  sentiments,  I  determined 
to  address  a  ktter  to  him  which  should 
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be  cakalated  to  produce  aa.  answer 
«Urect  to  the  point  of  the  two  propo- 
•itioot.  The  translatjpn  into  Persian  of 
m V  uuended  letter  was  nearly  completed, 
wnen  I  received  one  from  hi*  excdlcncyi 
acquainting  mc  that  it  was  in  his  contem- 
plation to  prepare  a  reply  to  your  lord- 
afaip'a  letter*  and  desiring  that  1  would 
»CDd>  for  hia  perusal,  the  two  projXMitions. 

7.  The  object  of  his  intimation  and 
desire  beiii^  evidently  to  amuse  me,  since 
it  was  owing  to  his  cuellency's  own 
particular  request,  in  order  to  avoid  the 

-mttltiplication  of  papeis  on  a  subject  of 
such  importance,  that  the  propositions 
were  not  a  second  time  submitted  to  him 
in  writing,  the  reCei}>t  of  his  excellency's 
letter  made  no  alteration  in  the  suUsiance 
of*  mine  to  him,  which  was  this  day 
delivered,  accompanied  by  copies  of  the 
two  propositions.  G>pies  of  it  in  Eng- 
lish and  Persian,  together  with  a  copy 
and  translation  of  his  exeellcncy's  latter 
to  me,  I  have  the  honour  to  uansmit 
with  this  dispatch, 

8.  Should  his  excellency  offer  to  me 
a  letter  for  your  lordship,  either  eludioj^ 
an  acceptance  of  either  of  the  proposi- 
tions, or  absolutely  rejecting  both,  I  shall 
think  it  my  duty  to  resist  the  dispatch 
of  it  bv  the  most  forcible  aigumenta 
that  fchall  occur  to  me.  Amongst  which, 
I  shall  submit  to  his  excellency's  reflec- 
tions, whether,  if  his  perseverance  in. 
refusing  both  propositions  should  compel 
your  lordship  to  resort  to  decisive  steps 
tor  (he  purpose  of  averting  those  evus 
which  must  ineviubly  flow  from  such  a 
deicrminaiion  in  his  excellency,  it  will 
not  be  consistent  with  your  lordship^t 
wisdom,  energy,  and  comprehensive 
justice,  to  reject  all  measures  for  the 
improvement  of  the  resources  of  his 
country,  and  for  pronioting  the  happiness 
and  security  of  its  inhabitants,  which 
•hou)d  be  partial  in  their  extent,  and  con- 
fined in  their  eficcts;  and  to  adopt  that 
plan  which  combinet  the  most  advantages 
to  every  party  interested  iA  the  prospenty 
of  Oudc,  and  which  in  its  operation, 
would  be  sure,  general,  and  eflectual. 

9.  I  was  inclined  to  have  introduced 
this  reasoning  in  the  letter  ik>w  ad- 
dressed to  his  excellency ;  but  wished  to 
make  trial  of  another  etfort  for  procuring 
his  acquiescence  to  the  fint  proposition, 
before  giving  his  excellency  cause  ta 
suppose  that  the  hope  of  it  was  aban-

Par.  .1.  It  is  now  nine  days  since  I  did 
myself  the  honour  of  presenting  to  your 
excellency  a  letter  from  his  excellency 
the  most  noble  thegoverDor«general. 
.  8.  The  poinu  discuned  in  that  letter, 
whether  viewed  as  connected  with  the 
prosperity  of  this  country,  as  eventually 
aflecting  the  happiness  of  your  excellency, 
or  as  involving  the  imereats  of  the  aoin- 
pany  in  Oude,  are  of  such  magnitude 
and  importance,  that  I  cannot  allow  my- 
self, to  suppose  that  they  have  not  en- 
gaged >t»or  excellency's  most  serious  and 
deliberate  reflection. 

3.  It  was,  however,  with  extreme  sur- 
prise and  concern  that  I  learned  from 
your  excellency's  conversatioa  of  the 
's6th  instant,  that  you  had  not  come  to 
any  determination  on  the  subject  of  hit 
lordship's  letter.  The  two  propositiona 
famiairy  stibmitted  to  your  excelleacy^a 
consideration  are  therein  renewed  in  so 
decided  and  solemn  a  manner,  that  it  ia 
iin possible  for  your  excellency  to  con- 
ceive that  a  second  rejection  of^both  can 
be  accepted  as  an  answer  to  the  alter- 
native proposed. 

4.  Upon  this  consideration,  there- 
fore, in  again  offering  to  youreicellent)^, 
in  compuaocc  with  iJk  orders  of  the 
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noit  noble  the  covfcrnor-general,  the 
two  above-mentioned  propositions,  I 
most  entreat  that  your  excellency  will 
not  consider  them  as  submitted  ror  the 
purpose  of  your  preparing  excuses  for 
declining  both ;  but  that  you  may  be  plea- 
sed to  signify  to  me  which  ot  the  two 
has  your  excellency's  preference;  and 
«s  delay  cannot  weaken  the  causes,  the 
motives,  or  4be  principles,  upon  which 
theae  propositions  are  founded,  but  must 
inevitably  create  serious  embarrassroentsy 
I  am  satufied  that  your  excellency's  wis« 
dom  and  penetration  will  see  the  pro- 
priety and  necessity  of  signifying  to  me, 
DOth  speedily  and  cordiaUy,  your  assent' 
to  one  of  the  propositions. 

5.  The  supehor  advantages  of  the 
first  proposition,  as  embracing  the  com- 
plete reform  of  those  evils  and  abuses 
which  pervade  every  part  of  your  excel- 
lency's dominions,  and  the  continuance 
and  progressive  ^  aggravation  of  which 
menace  their  ruin  and  desolation,  are 
fill  I V  demonstrated  in  his  lordsbip*s  seve« 
ibI  letters. 

6.  It  is  my  most  earnest  hope  that  his 
lordship's  reflections  on  this  subject  will 
make  such  an  impression  on  your  excel- 
lency's mind,  a«  to  induce  your  excel- 
lency CO  adopt  the  principle  of  that  plauy 
which  in  its  operation  would  be  sure  and 
effectual  to  the  ends  in  view.  In  which 
case,  I  shall  be  ready  to  discuss  with  your 
excellency  any  modifications  which  may 
suggest  tnemselves  to  your  excellency's 
wisdom^  in  respect  to  the  inferior  arti- 
cles of  the  proposed  treaty.

several  conferences  with  the  vizier  on  the 
Mibject  of  the  negotiation  on  foot,  and  it 
it  with  satisfKtion  I  acquaint  your  lord- 
ship that  after  I  had  nearly  relinquishjcd 
the  hope  of  obtaining  his  excellency's  ac* 
quiescence  in  either  of  the  prooositioos  a 
prospect  is  at  length  opened  nis  excel- 
lency's discussing  with  me  the  arnnge- 
ments  of  a  territorial  cession. 

8.  In  a  conversation  with  his  excel- 
lency on  the  cd  instant,  he  assured  me 
that  he  had  perused  and  reflected  upon 
all  the  argumenu  and  reasoning  contained 
in  your  lordship's  letter,  with  every  dqgree 
of  deliberation  of  which  his  mind  was 
capable ;  and  that  with  the  most 
earnest  desire  to  accede  to  your  loidship's 
wishes,  and  to  be  g;overoed  by  your 
lordship's  advice,it  was  impossible  for  nimt 
whatever  might  be  the  consequence  of  bia 
refusal,  and  which  he  was  sensible  would 
be  unfavourable,  to  consent  to  proposi- 
tions which  must  bring  obloquy  on  bit 
character,  and  the  effects  or  which 
would  be  transmitted  to  his  posterity. 

9.  With  a  mind  apparently  so  dete^ 
mined  and  prepared,  to  meet  consequeo* 
ces,  further  reasoning  and  remonstrances 
might  seem  to  be  fruitless;  still,  however, 
as  his  excellency  mieht  have  overlooked 
some  circumstances  o?  an  imediate  as  well 
as  a  remote  tendency,  I  thoj|ght  it  advi- 
sable to  state  to  him  that  I  had  yet  some 
observations  in  reserve,  the  tenor  of 
which  might  convince  his  judgment,  that 
he  would  consult  his  own  renutattoo  and 
happiness,  as  well  as  the  solid  interests  of 
hia  tamily,  more  by  the  immediate  adop- 
tion of  one  of  the  plans,  especially  the 
first,  than  by  a  tenacious  adherence  to 
sentiments  of  mistaken  pride* 

4.  His  excellency  professed  a  readi- 
ness to  listen  10  any  aigumentt  I  had  to 
urge;  bat  as  the  observations  which  it 
was  in  my  contemplation  to  offer  weie  of 
tome  dehcacy ,  I  was  fearful  lest  it  should 
happen,  that  in  a  convi^tsation  they  might 
not  be  delivered  with  full  force,  or  in 
language  sufiBciently  ciutioas,  and  there- 
fore informed  his  excellency  that  they 
would  be  committed  to  writing  in  the 
course  of  the  day,  and  that  I  thoiM  wait 
upon  him  with  them  the  next  momii^. 

5.  Having  on  the  fid  instant  presented 
the  i»aper  of  observation^  with  a  pre&ce» 
assuring  his  excellency  that  th^  were 
the  dictates  of  my  own  penonal  liriendship 
and  regard,  I  entreated  he  would  pemae 
then  IB  my  picicDcei  ia  oidcr  that  I 
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might  afford  anv  explanations  which 
night  be  required.  His  excellency,  desi- 
roos  of  reneciing  on  them  at  leisure, 
declined  the  proposition,  bat  assured  nie 
that  it  should  occasion  the  deUy  of  only 
one  dav,  as  he  would  breakfast  With  me 
the  follow inf:  morning.    Copies  of  the 

Fsper  above-mentioned,  in  English  and 
eraian,  are  herewith  inclosed  for  your 
lordship's  information. 

6.  In  the  afternoon  his  excellency  lent 
for  my  moon&hce,  and  by  his  hands  return- 
ed to  me  the  paper,  with  request  that  I 
would  arrange  the  subject  matter  of  it  un- 
der distinct  heads,  m  which  form  he 
would  reply  to  ^ach  article  separately,  I 
immediately  informed  bis  excellency, 
through  the  same  channel,  that  the 
papera  contained  facts  and  argnroents 
arranged  in  as  connected  a  manner  as  pot- 
tible ;  that  I  had  smbinitted  it  to  him  with 
a  view  6f  aiding  his  judgment  on  the 
Questions  before  bim,  witbopt  wishing 
ror  an  answer,  and  that  if  there  was  any 
part  of  it  of  doubtful  meaning,  or  the 
tendency  of  which  he  did  not  undentand, 
the  moonshee,  who  had  vmtten  and  car- 
ried back  the  paper,  would  furaish  expla^ 


7.  His  excellency  then  engaged  the 
in(x>nshee'in  a  long  conversation,  which 
though  it  professed  submission  to  what- 
ever measures  your  lordship  might  de- 
tennine  to  carry  into  effect,  endra  with 
a  declaration  that  he  could  not  of  his 
own  accord  consent  to  either  of  the  pro- 
positions. 

8.  At  the  close  of  the  evening  a  note 
firom  Mulavy  Suddon  required  the  attend-  ^ 
ance  of  the  moonshee  this  morning,' 
whenhia  excellency,  after  rejecting  m 
the  most  onqualitaeid  terras,  the  nrst 
propoaition,  £livered  a  Reluctant  oonient 
to  toe  territorial  cession  on  certain  condi- 
tional stipulations,  which,  with  my  coo- 
currence,  he  would  submit  to  me  for  coo- 
aidention  ;  his  excellency  at  the  nme 
time  declared  that  those  stipulations  were 
not  of  a  tendency  to  make  a  compliance 
with    them    impracticable,     but  were 


chiefly  calcubied  to  render  the  arrange- 
nent  final  and  conduaive. 

0.  It  is  probable  that  the  atipulations 
will  coatend  for  a  diminution  of  the  sum 
diarg^  00  aocoont  of  the  additional 
troops,  and  for  a  higher  viloation  of  the 
countries  to  be  ceded  than  their  preaent 
jiimma  admita  of ;  it  is  also  probable 
that  they  may  be  directed  to  the  exeidae 
of  hia  own  cxcloaive  authority  in  t|he 
tenitories  which  lemaia  to  hii  excellency; 


nor  is  it  impossible,  notwithstanding  his 
excel Irncy's  assurances,  that  they  may, 
designodly,  be  of  a  nature  so  inadmis- 
sible as  to  preclude  any  negotiation  upon 
them. 

10.  I  have  pressed  for  the  imme- 
diate delivery  of  the  stipulations,  and 
on  the  receipt  of  them  snail  be  enabled 
to  judge  whether  his  excelleiKy  is  sin- 
cerely disposed  to  carry  through  the 
arrangements,  or  whether  the  stipu- 
lations are  conceived  in  a  spirit  of  di^ 
simulation  and  artifice  to  render  his 
acceptance  of  the  alternative  necessary.

Earnestlv  solicitous  that  your  excel- 
lency should  consider  the  important  sub- 
ject now  before  you  in  every  possible 
view  in  which  it  can  be  i>laced,  and  aa 
some  observations  of  an  immediate,  aa 
well  aa  of  remote  tendency,  may  Imre 
escaped  your  excellency's  discernment. 
I  shall  in  the  sincerity  of  my  heart,  and 
oat  of  pure  friendship,  submit  to  your 
excellency's  cool  and  candid  reflectioa 
a  few  points  which  have  suggeated 
themselves  to  mv  mind;  thev  will 
chiefly  be  addressed  to  your  excellency's 
feelings,  as  a  warm  and  grateful  friend 
to  the  company,  and  as  the  father  of  an 
illustrious  femily,  whose  future  happi- 
ness and  affluence  may  be  ultimately 
affected  by  your  exceflency's  determi- 
nation upon  the  preaent  question. 

It  is  not  unknown  to  your  excellency 
that  the  disposal  of  these  coufitiies,  many 
years  ago,  devolved  on  the  company  ^r 
right  ct  conquest,  and  that  the  gene- 
rosity of  the  coMpany*a  govermnent 
restcwed  them  to  your  nther,  althouf^ 
he  had  opposed  them  in  arma  in  aid 
of  ^he  case  of  a  man  who  had  tieache- 
rously  imbrued  hia  hands  in  the  blood 
of  many  of  their  respectable  and  ansua- 
picioos  servanta« 

The  anhies  of  the  company,  ioba&> 
auently,  defended  the  doaunioDS  which 
UKy  had  bestowed  upon  your  &ther 
against  the  Mahrattaa  and  RohiUaha, 
and  altimately  added  to  those  dominiooa 
levenl  ponesuooi,  whether  oooadered 
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in  respect  to  iheir  produce  or  as  a  line 
of  defence.  Ai  the  demise  of  your 
illastrious  father  the  same  power  con- 
ytyed  and  confirmed  these  dominions 
to  his  legal  successor  ;  yfSur  excellency's 
own  succession  was  marked  with  siill 
stronger  efforts  of  their  power  and  de- 
monstrations of  their  justice. 

In  a  sudden  and  critical  juncture, 
vizier  Ally,  with  the  sanction  and  con- 
currence of  many  respectable  persons, 
was  exalted  to  the  musniid;  but  no 
sooner  was  his  title  ascertained  tq  be 
defective,  than  the  company  voluntarily 
hazarded  a  contest,  aad  their  reputation 
for  political  consistency,  in  support  of  the 
cnhts  of  yourexccUencv. 

I  have  not  introduced  this  recital  of 
£fcu  with  a  view  of  erecting  on  them 
tclaimsto  your  excellency's  gratitude, 
but  to  draw  this  forcible  and  undeniable 
conclusion  from  them,  namely,  that 
that  power  which  has  in  so  many  instan- 
>ces  (usposed  of  the  government  of  a 
country,  must  not  onty  be  wannly  inte- 
l«sted  in  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  its 
inhabitants,  but  that  it  is  a  moral  duty 
and  obligation  upon  them  to  exert  their 
utmost  ^orts  to  promote  and  secure  those 
objects. — ^Have  not  your  excellency's 
sQDJects,  suffering  under  the  severest 
oppression,  a  ri«it  to  arraign  the  jtisiice 
^  that  power  which,  having  delivered 
them  over  to  the  hands  of  a  soveieigo, 
wmaiiu  a  careless  spectator  of  the  aggra- 
vated misery  of  their  condition ;  and  will 
not  the  iwhole  world  concur  in  reproach- 
ing the  British  government,  and  in  ascrib- 
ing to  their  supineness,  the  ruin  of  one 
oTtbe  fairest  portions  of  Htndostan  P 

When  it  is  further  considered  that  the 
interesu  of  the  company  are  so  intimately 
blended  with  the  wel&re  and  security  of 
Oudcj  that  the  ruin  of  this  last  countzv 
nast  inevitably  menace  the  companyls 
possessions,  all  the  principles  of  pro^ 
dence,  of  right,  and  of  moral  obii^ 
tton,  combine  to  constitute  the  necessity 
imposed  upon  liis  excellency  the  most 
noble  the  gji^ernor-general  of  anrer^ng 
that  fatal  periodi  nor  ought  it  to  surprise 
your  excellency  that  his  lordship,  coovia- 
eed  by  experience  of  the  impossibility  of 
tht  evils  and  abuses  prevaihng  in  Oude 
being  surmounted  by  dtn  exertion  of 
your  excellency's  power,  should  propose 
the  complete  introduction  of  the  Btitish 
authority  as  the  only  possible  means  of 
preserving  the  united  interesu  of  your 
e:iccUeocy  and  thecoopuiy  in  Onk. 


It  is  evident  that  your  excellency's 
resources,  even  if  they  were  to  suffer  no 
diminution,  cannot  bear  the  present  bur- 
then of  the  company's  additional  force^ 
and  of  the  continued  charge  of  so  useless 
and  expensive  a  part  of  your  own  mili^ 
tarv  establishments  as  the  horsemen. 
Whatever  reluctance  your  excellency 
may  feel  in  dismissing  these  people,  and 
whatever  may  be  your,  motives  for  ob- 
structing that  mea^urr,  ^he  execution  of 
it  is  indispei)sable.  If  your  excellency 
continues  punctual  in  discharging  the 
subiidy  to  tn«:  company,  will  there  not  bo 
a  deficiency  to  answer  other  just  demands? 
and  will  tnere  not  arise  from  that  defi- 
ciency tumults  and  disorders  in  the  milituy 
branch  of  your  establishmenu,  and  dis- 
affection and  disgust  in  the  civil  brandies  ? 
This  deficiency  can  only  be  provided 
a^inst  by  reducing  every  .part  of  the 
military  establishment  that  is  not  abso- 
liuely  requisite.'  Should  your  excellency 
apprehend  any  odium  from  the  exercise 
•f  this  just  ngbt,  or  any  mischievous 
consequences  from  the  execution  of  it, 
the  immediate  adoption  of  the  plan  pro- 
posed will  transfer  ihc  act  from  yourself 
to  the  company.  They  will  undenake  it 
without  the  fear  of  reproach^  and  with  a 
determination  to  provide  for  such  of  the 
officers  as  from  character  and  conduct 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  maimcnance ;  but, 
at  all  events,  the  completion  of  the  re« 
ductions  most  be  pursued. 

The  substitotion  of  the  company's 
troops  in  the  room  .of  your  own  must 
inevitably  occasion  tome  embarrassmentt 
in  collecting  the  revenues  under  the  ex* 
isting  system  of  force.  Although  the 
assistance  of  the  company's  troops  is  ever 
readily  afforded  for  maintaining  and  en- 
fbreing  the  authority  of  government,  yet 
they  cannot  be  Jt  the  exclusive  disposal 
of  the  aumils,  nor  panicipatert  in  their 
«u  of  oppression.  Whilst  I  know  that 
such  is  not  your  excellency's  wish,  and 
that  your  commands  are  iu  direct  oppost* 
tiou  to  such  n  use  of  the  company^ 
tioopsyyetyourescelleticymustbe  satis- 
fied, that  whilst  that  system  of  foi«e  is 
suffcxed  to  have  existence,  the  aumils  will 
plead  the  want  of  military  assistance  at  an 
excuse  for  a  fisilure  in  their  reventies. 

I  shall  DOW  address  myself  to  yom 
excellency's  fiselingf,  as  tfaefidier  of  m 
illustrious  house. 

I  have  ahwly  stated  to  yoweBcelleocy, 
that  all  the  principles  of  pradedce,  or 
iight»ud  qi  mtnl  obligitiODf  deom 
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tbat  ihe  company  should  tnterpow  their 
direct  and  active  authority  for  lemcdy  iog 
the  evils  and  abuses  existing  io  Oude. 
If,  on  your  excellency's  accession  to  the 
SDUsnud,  they  did  not  assume  that  interfe- 
rence, it  was  in  the  strong  hope  that  your 
excellency's  wisdom,  prudence,  and  exer- 
tions, would  have  been  successfully  ap^ 
plied  to  reduce  to  order  this  distracted 
country.  These  hopes  bciof^  disappointed, 
can  any  reasonable  expectation  be  formed 
of  their  being  realized  under  another  suc- 
cessor? and  can  it  be  conceived  that  the 
company's  forbearance  will  be  continued 
under  such  unpromising  circumstances, 
or  rather  under  a  certainty  of  an  aggrava- 
tion of  evils  which  must  ultimaicly  ter- 
minate in  the  ruin  of  the  company's  in- 
terests in  Oude  ?  Will  it  not  then  be 
a  part  of  wisdom  and  paternal  care  in 
your  excelleacy,  whilst  seated  on  the 
musnud,  to  concur  aiKi  assilt  in  framing 
ao  arrangementfWhich  shall  secure  to  your 
fismily  and  po&terity  the  most  solid  and 
lasting  advantages  r  The  co-operation  of 
jour  excellency's  wisdom  and  experience 
would  improve  and  perfect  the  proposed 
plan ;  the  sacnfice  which  yonr  excellency 
would  make  to  your  feehngs,  the  respect 
and  consideration  due  to  the  exalted  situ- 
ation which  you  fill,  would  liave  their 
follest  influence  on  the  stipulations  of  the 
|4an  ;  the  company  will,  upon  ail  occa- 
iioDS,  act  with  scrupulous  justice  and  ex- 
. tensive  liberality;  bat  what  successor 
could  claim  or  expect  in  his  own  person 
those  beoefiu  which  your  excellency' a 
-adoption  of  the  plan  would  transmit  to 
him? 

Having  offered  my  friendly  opioions 
Oq  the  first  plan,  I  shall  now,  in  the  same 
apirit  of  friendkbip,  proceed  to  the  se- 
cond. 

The  right  of  the  company,  under  the 
circumstances  of  an  acknowledged  appre* 
lieosion  of  the  failure  of  resources,  and  a 
certainty  of  the  approach  of  that  event, 
to  demand  security  tor  the  funds  necessaiy 
lor  defraying  the  expence  of  their  dcfien- 
aive  engagements  wuh  your  excellency, 
it  demonstrated  in  his  lordship's  letter  by 
incontrovertible  arguments,  deduced  from 
the  principles  of  the  soundest  reason  and 
justice. 

A  cession  of  territory  adequate  to  the 
liinds  is  the  only  security  which  can  be 
aatisfiKioiy  ;  and  whilst  this  act  would 
fuqiish  the  security  required,  it  would 
relieve  your  excellency  from  all  future 
demamis,  and  all  anxiety  would  ba  cfiec- 
toally 


I  shall  now  offer  to  your  excellency's 
reflection  one  more  observation  :*-if 
your  excellency's  perseverance  in  refusing 
both  propositions  should  compel  his  ex- 
cellency the  most  noble  the  governor- 
general  to  resort  to  decisive  steps  for  the 
purpose  of  aveniag  thos^  evils  which 
must  inevitably  flow  from  such  a  detef- 
mination  in  yuur  excellency,  I  entreat 
your  excellency  to  consider  whether  it 
will  not  be  consistent  with  his  lordship'a 
wisdom,  energy,  and  comprehensive 
justice,  to  reject  all  measures  for  the  im* 
provement  ol  the  revenues  of  this  coun- 
try, and  promoting  the  happiness  and  se- 
curity ot  lU  iiihabitanis,  which  may  be 
partial  in  their  extent  and  confined  in 
their  effects,  and  to  adopt  that  plan  which 
combines  most  advantages  to  everyparty 
interested  in  the  prosperity  of  Oude, 
and  which  in  its  operation  would  be  auce« 
general,  and  effectual.

fl.  Ill  the  letter  which  I  did  myaelf 
the  honour  of  addresnng  to  yotu-  lordship, 
on  the  4th  instant,  I  reported  the  state  of 
the  negotiation  to  that  day  ;  and  though 
the  vizier,  in  a  visit  he  made  to  me  yes* 
terday,  declined,  on  the  plea  of  indispo- 
sition, to  engage  in  a  discussion  of  the 
terins  and  arrangements  of  the  territorial 
cession,  yet  I  have  every  confidence  tiiat 
the  consent  given  by  his  excellency  to 
the  measure  will  preclude  the  necessitjf  of 
resorting  to  those  extremities  for  securing 
the  company's  rights,  authorized  by  your 
lordship,  in  the  event  of  hu  excelleuey's 
refusal  of  both  propositions* 

3 .  The  just  preference^  ^ivai  by  your 
lordship  to  the  propoaition  tor  traiinerof 
the  administxation  of  the  civil  and  mili. 
lary  governments  of  Oude  to  the  excluo 
sive  management  of  the  company,  the 
solicitude  expressed  by  your  lordship 
for  the  attainment  of  thepbject,  and,  if  I 
.may  be  allowed  to  add,  my  own  anxipty 
for  the  accomplishment  of  it,  as  well 
from  a  sense  oi  duty  to  your  lordship  as 
from  the  strongest  conviction  in  my  mind 
of  its  superior  advantages,  formed  a  cona« 
bioatioo  of  the  most  powerful  motives  to 
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actuate  my  conduct  throughout  the  nego- 
tiation. 

4.  Impelled  by  the  irresistible  force  of 
these  motives,  I  trust  your  lordship  will 
believe,  that  every  possible  endeavour 
which  zeal  could  dictate  has  been  inces* 
lantly  exerted  to  procure  his  excellenc'ys 
consent  to  the  first  proposition,  and  that 
they  were  not  relaxed  until  the  impracti- 
cability of  succeeding  was  decidedly  mani- 
fest. 1 

5.  Ilia  excellency  has  promised  a 
conference  with  me  to-morrow,  which  I 
trust  will  lead  to  a  detail  of  the  arrange- 
ments ;  the  result  of  it  I  shall  tSke  the 
earliest  opportunity  of  communtcaiing  to 
your  lordship.

Extract    of  a  letter  firom  Mr.  Scort, 
'    resident  at  Lucknow,  to  the  marquia 

Wellesley,  dated  Lucknow,  9th  May, 

1801. 

So  fully  sensible  have  I  always  been  of 
the  superior  advantages  which  would 
result  to  everv  party  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  Ouoe,  from  the  adoption  of  the 
pfoposition  for  tranaferrine  the  admi- 
aistration  of  the  civil  and  militaty  govern- 
ments of  this  country  to  the  exclusive 
management  of  the  company,  and  so 
clearly  do  I  foresee,  and  deeply  lament,  the 
effbcu  of  a  continiiaiice  of  the  vizier's  ad- 
ministration in  the  part  ^  of  the  countiy 
which  will  remain  to  him,  whether  re- 
lative to  the  mass  of  inhabitants,  or  to 
individuals  deoendeiit  on  his  country,  that 
I  trust  your  lordship  will  give  credit  to 
the  assurance  which  I  have  taken  the  li- 
berty to  offer,  that  my  endeavours  to  ob- 
tUD  the  vizier's  acquiescence  to  the  first 
proposition  were  unceasing,  and  not 
abated  until  the  impossibility  of  procuring 
>  it  was  decidedly  manifest.  Every  duty 
which  I  owe  to  your  lordship  and  the 
{Niblic,  every  feeling  of  sensibility  for 
others,  and  of  anxiety  to  be  assistant  in 
the  execution  of  so  great  a  work,  impelled 
me  to  bbour  the  accomplishment  ot  it  by 
the  exertion  of  all  my  faculties. 

S.  If  the  success  has  not  been  equal 
to  the  earnestness  which  actuated  by  en- 
deavours, I  have  still  sonie  consolation  in 
re£eccing  that  the  wisdom  and  energy  of 
yonr  lordship,  whilst  they  sccura  the 
company's  interest  in  Oode,  will  rescue  a 
large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
coontry  from  the  grievous  oppressions  un- 
4er  which  they  labour. 


^.  In  discutsiDg  the  detail  of  the  ten> 
ronal  cession,  occasions  may  occur  for 
pressing  the  vizier's  acceptance  of  the  first 
proposition,  by  dwelling  on  its  advan- 
tages, and  by  demonstrating  that  it  would 
relieve  him  from  some  embairasoienta 
which  the  conditions  of  the  territorial 
cession  may  produce.  These  occasions 
shall  always  he  embraced,  and  punoed  to 
the  utmost  extent  of  which  they  may  be 
capable,  although  I  can  scarcely  enter- 
tain a  hope  of  elfecting  any  change  in  a 
resolution  apparently  so  ued  and  deter- 
mined. 

5.  My  design,  in  thus  addressing  your 
lordship  unomcially,  is  to  ofier  to  y«ur 
lordship's  consideration  some  points,  con- 
nected with  the  territorial  cession,  which 
have  suggested  themselves  to  my  mind  ia 
contemplating  the  arrangement. 

6.  The  countries  to  be  received  Ob 
the  western  side  of  the  Ganges  are  com- 
pletely bounded  and  separated  firom  the 
remaining  parts  of  the  vizier's  dominions 
by  that  nver,  and  it  would  be  advisable 
that  the  limitt  of  the  countries  to  be  ceded 
on  the  eastern  side  should  be  ascertained, 
if  possible,  by  some'  natural  boundaries. 
In  this  view  it  was  my  intenrion  to  have 
taken  what  is  called,  in  Rennet's  map«  the 
river  of  Gawrah  for  this  boundary.  This 
would  include  a  small  tract  of^  coantiy 
to  the  southward  which  does  not  proper^ 
belong  to  Rohilnmd,  but  would  exclude  a 
large  tract  to  toe  northward ;  and  though 
probably  in  the  actual  land  revenue  no  loss 
would  be  susUf  ned,  yet  the  town  of  Peli- 
beat  being  a  great  mart  for  trade  firom  tho^ 
hills,  I  am  unwilling  to  relinquish  that 
source  of  commerce,  which  may  probably 
be  improved  to  a  considerable  and  benefi- 
cial extent ;  I  shall  ondeavour,  however, 
to  comprehend  the  whole  of  the  cocmtiy 
lying  to  the  westward  of  the  above-menti- 
oned river,  without  relinquishing  anj^  to 
the  eastward,  as  it  will  secure  the  naviga- 
tion of  it  to  its  junction  with  the  Ganges 
opposite  Kinnoge. 

X  7.  Some  alterations  wtll  doubtlessly 
be  necessary  in  the  commercial  treaty; 
but  as  it  may  require  long  and  deep  consi- 
deration to  arrange  every  part  of  a  sub- 
ject so  intricate,  it'appearsto  me  that  the 
only  stipulation  immediately  necessa^ 
will  be  for  the  free  and  undisturbed  navi- 
gation of  the  river  Ganges,  where  it 
forms  the  mutual  boundaries  of  the  two 
states ;  that  is,  that  each  party  shall  engage 
to  prevent  their  zemindara^  situated  as 
above,  from  obstructing  the  passage  of 
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boto  proooedifis  ap  and  down  the  river, 
and  from  demanatng  dories  on  beau  which 
pot  CO,  in  either  oTthe  coontrief,  withoat 
intention  of  bndtng  their  goods. 

8.  The  pfCKnt  mode  H  collecting  the 
teveooei*  and  the  total  want,  throughout 
f  he  ooontiy*  of  any  establidied  courts  of 
jostioe«  or  of  any  authority  to  decide  in 
diiptttet  of  piopertv  between  individuals, 
or  in  demands  mane  by  the  aumils  ufXMi 
the  zemindars,  the  adjustment  of  which 
is  affected  by  the  power  which  each  can 
lespecrively  command,  are  circomsunces 
well  known  to  your  lordship.  What 
■Bode  of  government,  what  system  of  re- 
venue, ani  what  administiatioo  of  justice 
shall  be  introduced  into  the  ceded  coun- 
tries, in  the  first  instance ;— whether  it 
ahall  be  the  whole  code  of  regulations 
now  established  for  the  company's  domt- 
nionst  or  whether  a  system  not  lo  widely 
difleitnt  from  the  one  which  has  prevailed 
in  those  countries  for  such  a  length  of  time 
but  the  principles  of  which  thul  be  calcu- 
lated to  lay  a  foundation  for  the  gradual 
intfoducrion  of  the  ordinances  and  regula* 
tions  framed  for  the  government  of  the 
companv's 'possessiiDns,  are  poinu  which 
the  wisdom  and  penetration  of  your  lord* 
ahip  will  decide. 

.9.  It  is  geoeiallv  understood,  and 
nay  be  confidently  believed,  that  the 
whole  of  the  collections,  made  in  the 
country,  are  neither  carried  to  the  treasuiy 
of  the  state,  nor  appear  io^  the  aumirs 
public  accounts,  but  that  a  portion  is  ap- 
propnaied  to  the  private  advantage  of  the 
aumil,  who  may  in  fact  be  regarded  as 
a  contiaccor,  bound  to  pay  a  certain  sum 
to  the  govenuient,  but  limited  in  his 
collections  by  no  defined  or  settled  rent- 
roll  furnished  from  any  department  of 
government;  the  amount  collections  is 
.  consequently  at  bis  own  will,  and  as  go- 
verOment  has  rarely  interfered  in  or  in- 
spected the  conduct  of  the  aumils,  this 
aniount  Ins  been  regulated  according  to 
the  conscience  or  strength  of  the  aumil- 

ae.  The  papers,  therefore,  which  will 
be  fornished  hem  the  vizier's  offices  will 
not  exhibit  a  true  statement  of  the  collec- 
rions  which  are  made  in  the  countrjes« 
this  can  only  be  gremed  by  the  aumils  ; 
Mid  though  Almas  Ali  Khan  might  foel 
aone  appiehensions  in  disclosing  the  real 
aute  of  his  collections,  lest  he  might  be 
called  upon  for  balances,  yet  it  is  possible 
that  under  assurancea  of  secrecy  he  may  be 
prevailed  upon  to  produce  his  private  ae- 
connis.  I  do  not  at  pcesent  enterutn  the 
MdBe  hopes  frmtt  Mina  Mehedy»  the  an* 


mil  of  Bareilly,  who  will  probably  feel 
the  lots  of  his  situation  more  severely 
than  Almas  will,  orceitainly  ought  to  do» 
after  the  repeated  declarations  which  be 
has  made  to  me  of  a  desire  to  relinquish 
the  maoag^cment  of  the  Dooab,and  his  ap> 
parently  sincere  solicitations  for  my  assist- 
ance to  release  him  from  the  charge. 

11.  C0UI4  the  whole  of  the  private 
accounts  be  obtaioed,  they  would  not  for- 
nisb  a  true  criterion  to  act  upon,  since 
the  aumils  may  not  have  used  their  power 
with  impartiahty,  moderation,  or  discre- 
tion, it  being  a  practice  among  tbem  to 
make  up  from  the  weak  what  they  cannot 
enforce  from  the  strong ;  even  Almas,  on 
the  frontiers  of  the  Dooab,  has  often  been 
obliged  to  compound  with  a  powerful  ze- 
mindar. 

12.  With  the  exception  of  the  two 
great  jaghircs  of  the  nawaub  Almas  Ali 
ICban  in  Rohilcund,  and  of  the  nabob 
Findad  Hussein  Khan,  in  Furruckabad,  I 
do  not  believe  there  are  many  of  conside- 
rable aanountpotsesied  by  other  persons  ; 
but  the  land  tree  of  rent,  under  the  deno- 
mination of  charity  lands,  andmaafy,  aro 
supposed  to  ba  to  a  large  extent,  and  the 
titles  to  which,  particularly  the  last,  in 
manjr  instances  doubtfoU  and  in  many 
invalid,  by  having  been  granted  tm  the 
sole  authority  of  the  aupsil;  a  strict 
iovestifption  into  the  validity  of  these 
titles*  in  the  first  iiitroduction  of  the 
company's  administration,  would  require 
to  be  managed  with  great  integrity  and 
delicacy. 

15.  There  is  a  little  more  than  three 
months  remaining  of  the  Fuslv  year,  a 
consideration  which  of  itself  will  urge  me 
to  prosecute  the  arrangements  of  the  ter- 
ritorial cession  with  the  utmost  rigour, 
and  to  accelerate  its  completion  to  the 
utmost  of  my  power,  in  order  that  the 
administration  of  the  company  may  be 
introduced  into  the  ceded  countries  by 
the  time  the  period  shall  arrive  for  mak- 
ing the  settlements,  which  is  usually  a 
month  before  the  commencement  of  the 
new  year. 

14.  In  the  foregoing  I  have  purposely 
omitted  aiiy  mention  of  the  penal  laws, 
that  I  might  not  interrupt  the  thread  .of 
the  observanons  00  the  civil  administra- 
tion. The  existence  of  any  penal  laws,  ia 
this  country  is  fiiintlv  tractd,  and  the  exe- 
cution of  them  feeble  in  the  last  degree. 
The  total  impunity  with  which  murders 
and  robberies  are  now  frequently  com- 
mitted, and  if  noticed^  generally  punished 
with  a  short  ivprisonnieoc,  or  a  light  fine 
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onljr)  is  certainly  no  Mieuinent  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  want  of  a  police  to  guard 
the  lives  and  properties  of  the  inhabitants; 
and  although  men  perpetrating  these  acts 
cannot  be  insensible  to  the  criminality 
of  them,  yet  inveterate  habiu,  and  the 
•disposition  of  the  people,  may  possibly 
require  -that  ihe  penalty  attending  the 
commission  ol  certain  crjmes  should  be 
promulgated,  and  made  generally  known, 
before  the  penal  code  is  enforced  in  its 
fullest  strength. 

15.  The  promptitude  with  which  the 
natives  of  these  countries,  especially  theMa- 
homedans,  draw  their  swords  in  personal 
quarrels,  which  not  uncommonly  termi-  ' 
nate  in  the  death  of  one  of  the  parties,  is 
particularly  applicable  to  the  above  obsei^ 
vation. 

16.  I  am  fully  sensible,  my  lord,  that 
IQ  the  observations  which  I  have  taken 
the  liberty  to  submit,  1  have  offered  little 
to  remove  any  difficulties  which  may  pre- 
•ent  themselves,  and  that  very  material 
points  are  omitted.  The  last  defect  I  shall 
endeavour  occasionally  to  supply,  and  in 
respect  to  the  first,  my  chief  object  has 
been  to  set  to  view  some  circumstances 
which  are  immeditely  connected  with  the 
acquisition  and  takmg  possession  of  the 
Geded  countries.

My  Lord,— I  have  the  honour  to  ac- 
quaint four  lordship,  that  on  the  loth  in- 
itant  the  vizier  delivered  to  me  a  paper, 
containing  several  articles  of  requests  or 
stipulations,  but  immediately  after^  my 
leaving  him  sent  a  message,  desirine 
that  a  copy  of  it  might  not  be  transmitted 
to  your  lordship,  it  being  intended  onlv 
as  a  foundation  for  a  conversation  witn 
Inc. 

%,  On  an  examination  of  this  paper* 
^  I  feand  that  many  of  tht  requestt  had  not 
the  least  connection  with  the  territorial 
cession,  aAd  that  one  of  them  was  entirely 
subversive  of  the  fundamental  principles 
of  it,  by  requiring;  that  the  countries  to 
be  ceded  should  be  received  at  an  ancient 
Jumma,  or  that  an  aunil  nominated  by 
his  excellency  should,  under  the  orders 
and  superintcndeiKC  of  an  ameen,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  company's  government, 
wake  the  collections  of  the  coumrics  to 


be  set  apart  as  security  for  the  demands  of 
the  company. 

3.  I  immediately  prepared  an  answer 
to  that  article  of  the  pajper,  and  Commu- 
nicated to  the  vizier  my  intention  of  wait- 
ing 00  his  excellency  on  the  12th  instant, 
in  reply  to  which  message  bis  excellency 
to  call  upon  me. 

4.  In  a  long  conversation  00  that  day^ 
after  I  had  demonstrated  that  the  stipula- 
tions above-meotxcmed  would  neither  an- 
swer the  purposes  of  the  proposed  arrange* 
ment,  nor  could  be  supponed  on  any  prin- 
ciples of  reason  or  justice,  his  excellency 
declared  his  consent  to  cede  to  the  com- 
pany westward  of  the  Ganges,  together 
with  the  whole  of  his  possessions  in  Ro- 
hilcund,  but  expressed  a  hope  that  your 
lordship,  reflecting  on  the  extent  of  coun- 
try ceded,  and  the  portion  which  would 
remain  fo  him,  would  be  satisfied  with 
these  territories,  although  the  present 
produce  of  them  might  not  be  equal  to 
the  aggregate  sums  of  the  fixed  subsidy, 
and  the  expences  of  the  additional 
troops. 

5.  I  informed  his  excellency,  that 
until  furnished  with  aij  accurate  state- 
ment of  the  present  i  produce  of  those 
countries,  with  the  expenses  of  collec- 
tion, it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  judge 
how  far  they  would  be  adequate  xb  cover 
the  pccaniary  demands  of  the  company  on 
his  govemmcDt,  and  that  my  instrociions 
from  your  lordship  would  not  suffer  me  to 
yield  |  any  abatement,  ^  oor  encourage 
a  hope  of  your  lordship's  consenting  to

6.  The  actual  produce  of  these  coun- 
tries, according  to  information  which  I 
am  possessed  of,  the  accuracy  of  which, 
however,  cannot  be  vouched  for,  is  esti- 
mated as  follows:

To  which  may  be  added  custooos,  tayec 
oolkctioDs,  and  dntia  gn  pilgrimsj,  at 
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AHaiiabady  estimated  at  two  lacks,  mak* 
ingan  aegrcgatc  sum  of  one  crore  twenty* 
two  lacks  and  ten  thousand  Lucknow 
sicca  rupees,  falling  short  of  the  demand 
of  the  vizier  near  eight  lacks.  The  Jum- 
roa  of  the  country  which  would  remain  to 
bis  excellency,  according  to  the  informa- 
tion before  me>  may  be'  estimated  at  one 
crore  and  ten  lacks. 

7.  The  above  estimated  sums,  how- 
ever, arc  the  gross  jumma^  without  any 
seductions  on  account  of  expcnccs  of  coU 
lections;  those  under  the  prcstfht  system 
may  nearly  be  confined  to  the  pay  of  the 

.  troops,  there  being  little  allowed  on  ac- 
count of  civil  establishments,  which  are 
defrayed  from  the  excess  of  money  coj- 
lecied  by  the  aumils  beyond  that  what  is 
carried  to  the  public  treasury,  consequent- 
ly the  vizier,  if  he  dispense  with  the  erea- 
testpartof.the  company's  troops,  which 
1  understand  to  be  bis  intention,  will  be 
at  -a  considerable  expcnce  for  some  sort 
of  armed  men  to  realize  his  collections. 

8.  Another  point  contended  for  by 
bis  excellency  was  an  abatement  .of  the 
^demand  on  account  of  arrears,  and  a  re- 
duction of  it  to  the  sum  of  seventeen  lacks 
first  mentioned.  I  repeated  to  him  the 
explanations  of  the  cause  ef  the  dificrcnce 
formally  given  in  writing,  and  took  the 
occasion  to  state  that  diminution  of  that 
demand  was  one  of  the  benefits  which 
would  result  to  his  excellency  from  his 
acceptance  of  the  first  proposition;  but 
that  his  lefiisal  of  it  precluded  everv  hope 
of  .a  concession  on  Chat  point.  His  ex- 
cellency) however,  seemed  determined 
to  solicit  the  interposition  of  your  lord- 
ship's liberality  to  release  him  from  a  part 
of  that  arrear,uut  promised  to  commence 
paying  a  i3oriion  of  it  immediately.  Hav- 
ing yet  paid  only  three  lacks  of  rupees  on 
account  of  last  month's  kist,  it  will  be  some 
time  before  he  fulfils  that  promise. 

9.  These  are  struggles  which  it  might 
be  foreseen  his  excellency  would  resort 
to ;  but  I  am  prepared  by  your  lordship's 
instructions  not  to  yield  to  them  in  anv 
degree.  There  was  another  point  whicn 
his  excellency  pressed  with  a  peculiar  ear- 
pcstoesft— an  engagement  which  should, 

'  in  iu  terms,  render  the  arrangement  filial 
and  permanent ;  which  should  secure  him 
from  future  demands ;  which  should  en- 
sure to  him  the  independent  exercise  of 
an  exclusive  authority  in  the  remaining 
part  of  his  dominions^  and  which  should 
transmit  those  dominions  to  his  posterity 
with  the  same  exemptions,  auihority>  and

10.  Altl^ough  I  personally  gave  his 
excellency  ample  satisfaction  on  that  heat),  - 
he  this  morning  deputed  to  me  niolavy 
Suddun,  who  proposed  two  questions  on 
the  part  of  the  vizier;  one  was,  from 
what  C9use  the  demand  of  a  territo- 
rial cession  exceeded  in  amount  the 
monthly  patyments  at  present  made  on  ac- 
count of  tnNadditional  troops?  and* the 
other,  whcthcr^^puld  take  upon  myself 
to  grant  the  security  required  by  his  excel* 
leiicy  in  regard  to  the  stability  of  the  ar-. 
rangement,  and  other  points  connected 
with  that  stability  ? 

,  II.  The  answer  to  the  first  question 
was  plain — that  of  the  additional  force  in- 
tended by  your  lordship  for  the  security  of 
these  dominions  a  portion,  viz.  two  regi- 
ments of  cavalry  and  a  corjts  of  artillery 
had  not  yet  arrived.  In  discussing  this 
point  the  molavy  proposed  that  these  two 
regiments  should  be  dispensed  with. 

12.  In  answer  to  the  second  question, 
I  informed  the  molavy,  that  if  his  excel« 
lency  consented  to  the  cession  of  as  much 
country  as  would,'  according  to  its  pre- 
sent produce,  after  deducting  the  expen- 
ces  of  collections,  completely  cover  the 
company's  demands  on  account  of  the  old 
subsidy  and  the  charges  of  the  additional 
troops,  I  would  engage  for  the  security 
which  he  required,  but  that  I  could  not 
enter  into  an  eneagement  of  the  sort  under 
a  reservation  oiany  part  of  the  ternioiy 
required. 

13.  A  private  conversation  with  mo- 
lavy Suddun  ^  i  had  long  desired ;  for 
though  I  had  instructed  my  moonshee  to 
embrace  any  opportunities  which  should 
present  themselves  of  exciting  the  hopes 
and  fears  of  the  molavy,  and  had  so  far  ob- 
tained, through  that  channel,  a  promise 
of  assistance  in  the  present  nego,iation,  as 
to  lead  me  to  place  some  dependence  on 
bis  exertions,  yet  I  was  solicitous  of  dis- 
covering, from  this  advice,  the  real  senti- 
ments of  the  vi;ucr  on  the  first  propo- 
sition, and  of  furnishing  him  with  argu- 
ments for  removing,  the  objections  if  pos- 
sible. 

14.  After  a  cautious  prefece^  I  intro* 
dueed  the  subject  of  the  nrst  proposition , 

-  and  extracted  Trom  the  molavy,  that  the 
motives  which  chiefly  determiified  the 
vizier  against  an  acceptance  of  it  were  the 
disrepute  which  wooid  attach  throughout 
Hindostan  to  the  voluntary  -relinquish- 
ment of  sovereign  authority,  and  the 
introduction  of  the  English  courts  of 
justice,  whicb  levelled  all  ranks  and  or- 
ders of  mcD. 
I  E  i|.  la 
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15.  In  respect  to  the  first  objection, 
I  stated  to  molavy  SudduD,  that  the  discre- 
dit which  would  attach  to  his  excellency 
from  an  act  which  would  secure  the  hap- 
piness and  prosperity  of  his  peopte  was 
merely  imaginary ;  but  that  m  pursuing 
bis  present  measures,  and  those  which! 
knew  he  had  in  contemphitton  on  the 
completion  of  the  terrimnal  cession,  of 
reducing  the  salaries  of  his  dependents, 
of  abolishing  the  pensionsy  and  resuming 
the  laghires  of  toe  principal  persons  in 
Lucknow,  he  would  ajggravate  the  dis- 
>  tresses  of  that  class  ot  persons^  and  in- 
crease their  present  dissatis&ction  into  in- 
▼eterate  hatred  ;  and  I  begged  the  mola- 
vy to  reflect  which  was  oF  the  most  coo 
sequence,  and  which  in  prudence  ought 
to  DC  shunned,  a  reproach  unjust,  ana  in 
all  events  idle  and  harmless,  or  one  that 
might  be  accompanied  with  the  most  se- 
rious consequences.  The  molavy  seemed 
struck  with  the  argument,  and  promised 
to  urge  it  when  an  occasion  should  allow 
■  of  His  doing  sow 

16.  In  respect  to  the  imroviuctiop  o( 
adawluts,  I  told  the  molavy,  chdt  although 
it  was  the  pride  and  boast  of  the  Briiish 
laws  that  they  admitted  no  distinctions  of 
of  persons,  yet  so  sensible  was  I  of  the 
prejudices  of  the  natives  of  this  country, 
that  in  the  proposed  treaty  his  excellen- 
cy's relatioiis  were  exemptctl  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  justice  to  be 
established;  and  that  if  his  excellency 
required  further  satisfaction  on  that  pointy 
I  would  engage  that  none  of  the  officers  of 

'  the  court  should  enter  within  a  de6ned 
verge  of  his  palace  without  his  previous 
permission. 

17.  I  stated  to  the  molavy  the  extei^c 
of  the  country  to  be  ceded,  the^pecuniary 
demands  now  on  his  excellency,  as  well 
from  the  company  as  from  the  creditors 
of  the  state,  the  relief  which  would  be 

'  afforded  to  his  cxcellencyN  mind  from  bc- 
'  ing  disburthened  of  the  cares  of  govern- 
ment, the  security  to  his  excellency's  per- 
son, his  affluence,  and  his  honour,  and, 
lastly,  the  welfare  and-  happiness  of  his 
subjects,  which  could  only  be  ensured  by 
the  coinpletc  introduction  of  British  jus- 
lice,  wisdom,  and  power. 

18.  The  molavy  said,  that  the  vizier 
wai  convinced  of,  and  acknowledged,  the 
superior  ease  and  tranquillity  which  would 
result  to  him  from  the  adoption  of  the 
first  plan ;  but  that  motives  of  pride  so 
strongly  operated  upon  his  mind,  that 
he  considered  all  endeavours  to  procure 
kis  acquicsdcBce  as  utterly  hopeless. 


19.  Having  noW  related,  in  abstract* 
to  your  lordship  the  subject  of  a  long  con- 
versation with  molavy  Suddun,  I  shall 
take  the  liberty  of  noticing  to  your  lord- 
ship, that  though  I  bad  hom  the  begin- 
ning foreseen  the  great  probability  of  his 
excellency's  stipulating  for  terms  that 
should  render  a^  territorial  cession  conclu- 
sive against  future  demands,  and  that 
should  secure  the  independent  and  exclu- 
sive exercise  of  bis  authority  in  the  re- 
maining part  of  his  dominions,  yet  no 
argument  of  validity  or  utility  against  a 
compliance  occurred  to  my  .nund.  The 
last  treaty  conferred  on  him  that  power; 
any  partial  interference  can  be  of  little 
use;  and  the  security  afforded  to  the 
compauy  for  their  pecuniary  demands 
seemed  to  remove  the  pretence  as  well  as 
necessity  for  such  an  interference.

Sir,->Par.  1.  I  am  directed  by  his  ex- 
cellency the  most  noble  the  governor-ge- 
ijcral  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
several  dispatches  to  his  lordship's  ad- 
dress noted  in  the  margin,  and  to  com- 
inunicate  to  you  the  following  observa- 
tions for  your  guidance  in  conducting  the 
important  negotiation  committed  to  your 
charge. 

_  e.  Although  the  spirit  of  evasion  ma- 
nifested by  his  excellency  the"  vizier, 
after  your  delivery  of  his  lordship's  let- 
ter of  the  .5th  ultimo,  (as  detailed  m  your 
dispatch  of  the  201  h  ultimo)  afford* 
reason  to  apprehend  that  his  excellency 
is  solicitous  to  elude  a  conclusive  adjust- 
ment of  the  pending  negoiiaiiou,  yet  his 
lordship  has  great  satisf£:tion  in  observ- 
ing, by  your  subsequent  dispatches,  that 
his  excellency  has  at  length  been  induced, 
in  some  degree,  to  compromise  his  objec- 
tion to  any  seuiement  wbaieverf  founded 
on  either  of  the  propositions  offered  to 
his  acceptance,  and  has  indicated  a  dispo- 
sition to  conclude  an  arrangv.'mcnt  of  a 
more  definite  nature  than  hithertoappears  !• 
have  been  in  his  excellency's  couicnipU 
tion,  as  his  consent  to  a  conditional  tei  ri- 
torial  cession  admiis  of  bringing  the  hrgc- 
tiaiion  into  a  state  better  calculated  for  the 
attainmeiit  of  the  objects  which  his  lord- 
ship has  in  view. 

3.'  His  lordship  directs  me  to  convey 
to  you  his  lordship's  eotiic  approbation 
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of  tbe  memorial  which  you  addreited  to 
his  excellency  the  vizier  on  the  gd  io- 
Mant. 

4.  I  am  further  directed  tocommu- 
njcace  some  observations  which  appear  to 
his  lordship  material  for  the  future  con- 
liact  of  the  negotiation. 

5.  His  lordship  contiouet  to  feel  the 
tnott  anxious  desire  for  tbe  success  of  the 
finf  proposition,  as  being  in  every  point 
of  view  more  cli|;ible  than  the  second ; 
and  under  this  view  of  the  subject  his 
lordship  relies  on  your  continuing  to  em- 
plojr  every  exercion  of  your  aeal,  talents, 
and  perseverance,  to  demonstrate  to  the 
vizier,  that  tbe  terms  of  the  first  propo- 
ittion,  as  affecting  the  real  dignity  and 
lumour  of  himself  and  his  famil)[— bis 

Srsonal  case  and  safety — the  security  of 
ude,  and  che  happineu  and  pfo>pcrity 
of  his  subjects,  are  far  more  advantageous 
to  him  than  the  arrangements  of  tbe  se» 
cond  proposition  can  m  under  any  admis- 
tihlc  modification  of  them. 

6.  His  lordship  observes  that  the  pro- 
gress of  the  negotiation  will  enable  you 
to  enforce  this  argument  in  various  modes, 
of  which  one  of^ihe  most  effectual  wilj 
fiobably  be  the  indispensable  iciection  of 
of  the  conditions  «nih  which  bis  excel- 
lency proposes  to  accompany  the  cession. 

7.  y/ith  the  view  to  enable  you  to 
apply  this  principle  in  tbe  most  effectual 
nantKr,  and  to  regulate  your  conduct 
daring  the  future  progress  of  the  ncgo- 
-tiaiioo,  bis  lordship  has  directed  me  to 
communicate  to  you  his  sentiments  and 
resolutiona  upon  each  of  the  demands  and 
conditions,  which  his  excellency  haa 
preferred. 

8.  Those  demands  appear  to  he  as 
follows: 

Fint. — ^Tbai  the  countries  to  be  ceded 
should  be  received  at  an  ancient  jumma, 
or  that  an  auihil  should  be  nominated 
by  his  exQcUeucy  to  make  the  collec- 
tions of  the  countries  to  be  set  apart' 
as  security  for  the  company's  demands : 

Secondly.^*That  the  territories  to  be 
ceded  in  comtnutation  for  the  subsidy  be 
limited  to  his  excellency's  possessions 
westward  of  the  Ganges  and  the  district 
of  Rohilcund : 

Thirdly.*— That  the  demand  on  account 
of  arrears  should  be  reduced  to  the  sum  of 
•eventeen  lacks  of  rupees : 

Fourthly.— That  his  excellency  should 
be  guaranteed  by  a  former  obligation  in 
tbe  future  independent  exercise  of  an  ex- 
cluiive  authority  ta  the  rematoing  parts  of 
his  dominioqs. 

IE. 


9.  With  regard  to  the  first,  his  loitl* 
ship  observes,  that  it  is,  as  you  hav« 
justly  termed  it,  subversive  of  tbe  fun* 
danienul  principles  of  the  territorial 
cession,  and  coiisequently  wholly  inad* 
misstble. 

10.  The  second  point  for  which  bb  es^ 
cellency  contends,  namely,  the  limitation 
of  the  territorial  to  be  ceded,  his  lordship 
observes,  is  equally  inadmissible  with  the 
former. 

11.  His  lordship  approves  of  -  yotir 
having  resisted  it,  atid  of  your  having 
discouraged  his  excelleiurjr  from  expecting 
any  relaxation  in  the  original  requisition. 
His  lordship  deems  it  indispensably  ne- 
cessary that  soeh  a  portion  of  his  excel- 
lency's territory  should  be  ceded  as  shall 
be  equal  'to  the  aggregate  of  the  fixed 
subsidy,  and  of  the  expence  of  tbe  addi- 
tional troops,  together  with  the  charges 
of  collection ;  arid  his  lordship  is  of  opi- 
nion, that  to  cover  these  several  charges 
the  revenue. pf  tbe  territorial  cession 
should  amount  at  least  to  one  crore  and 
thirty-five  lacks  of  rupoes.  With  respect 
to  his  excellency's  demand  of  a  reduction 
in  the  amount  of  -arrears  payable  by  his 
excellency  to  the  company,  iiis  loroship' 
deems  it  proper,  with  a  view  to  prevent 
delay,  that  you  should  declare  to  nis  ex- 
cellency, that  it  would  be  inexpedieot 
and  unnecessary  to  transmit  to  his  lord- 
ship any  application  fDr  an  abatement  in 
tbe  demand  for  arrears,  as  you  are  al- 
ready'furnished  with  his  lordship's  fuU 
and  explicit  instructions  upon  that  sub^' 
ject.  In  order  to  aid  the  effect  of  your 
represeniationst  and  to' convince  his  ex- 
cellency that  any  application  to  his  lord- 
ship for  a  relaxation  In  ihe  demand  of 
arrears,  except  in  the  event  of  his  excel- ' 
lency's  acquiescence  in  ^  the  first  propo- 
sition, would  be  unavailing.  His  lord- 
ship has  thought  proper  to  address  a 
letter  to  his  excellency  upon  this  subject^ 
which  will  be  forwarded  to  you  by 
tbe  Persian  traoslatori  by  the  present  dis- 
patch. 

IS.  With  regard  to  the  fourth  point, 
namely,  guaranteeing  to  his  excellency 
the  independent  exercise  of  exclusive 
authority  within  the  territories  which 
will  remain  in  bis  excellency's  possession, 
after  the  territorial  cession  to  tbe  com<« 
pany,  hit  lordship  is  of  opinion,  that, 
coosisrently  with  the  secuiity  and  tran- 
quillity of  ihe  ceded  districts,  it  cannot 
be  conceded  to  the  extent  in  which  his 
excellency  appears  to  expect  it.  Hii 
lordship  is  of  opinion  that  the  local 
situitioQ 
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dtuation  eF  the  vizier's  dominions,  rela- 
tively to  the  position  of  the  company's 
territory  under  the  proposed  airange- 
ment,  would  render  ic  absolutely  neces- 
sary»  in  a*  certain  degree,  to  circum- 
scribe his  excellency's  authority.  Ad- 
verting to  the  relative  position  of -the 
dominions  of  the  two  states,  it  would 
endanger  the  tranquillity  and  security  of 
the  company's  contiguous  territory  to 
permit  the  vizier,  possessed  as  he  would 
still  be  of  an  extensive  tract  of  country, 
and  a  very  considerable  icvenue,  to  ^ter- 
tain  a  large  military  establishment;  and 
adverting  to  the  general  spirit  of  disaf- 
fection, and  the  turbulent  disposition  of 
his  eKcellency's  subjects,  to  the  abuses, 
the  cviU,  ami  the  weakness  of  his  excel- 
lency's administration,  and  to  the  total 
want  of  all.  subordination  among  his 
excellency's  offices,  some  regulations 
of  police  must  be  established  in  his 
excellency's  reserved  dominions  under 
the  controul  of  the  company's  officers, 
lest  the  state  of  his  excellency's  territory 
should  interfere  with  the  internal  tran- 
quilHty  and  good  order  of  that  posKssed 
by  the  company^  His  lordship  directs 
that  his  excellency  the  vizier  be  given 
to  understand,  that  if  an  arrangement 
be  concluded  with  him  on  the  oasis  of 
a  tcrricorial  cession,  he  must  afford  some 
security  to  the  company  upon  these 
points.  With  regard  to  the  former, 
namely,  the  extent  of  his  excellency|s 
military  establishment,  his  lordship  is 
of  opinion  that  it  must  be  restricted  to 
the-  extent  that  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  state,  ana  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  revenues ;  upon  this  sub- 
ject his  lordship  direcu  me  to  state  that 
the  cavalry  in  his  excellency's  service 
must  be  at  all  events  entirely  disbanded. 
With  respect  to  the  second  point, 
namely,  the  introduction  of  regulations 
of  police  under  the  controul  of  the  com- 
pany's officers,  his  lordship  is  notpre- 
pre'd  to  give  any  precise  and  detailed 
instructions;  it  will  therefore  be  neces- 
laiy  for  the  present  merely  to  stipulate 
for  the  ^ight  of  esublishing  such  regu- 
lations, leaving  the  question  oj^en  for 
future  discussion. 

13.  His  lordship  further  directs  me 
to  observe  to  you,  that  the  several  demands 
and  requisitions  above  enumerated  are  not 
to  be  considered  merely  as  arguments 
to  convince  bis  excellency  of  the  supe- 
rior advantages  which  he  would  derive 
under  the  terms  of  the  first  proposition, 
bttt  as  stipulations  indispem<*bly  requi- 


site^ under  any  arrangement  whicli  va^ 
be  concluded  upon  the  principle  of  a  tern*> 
torial  cession ;  and  his  loroship  accord* 
in^ly  directs,  that,  in  the  event  of  your 
being  compelled  to  abandon  all  hope  of 
influencing  his  excellency's  determination 
in  favour  of  the  first  proposition,  you 
will  rigidly  adhere  to  the  instructions 
herein  conveyed  to  you. 

14.  His  lordship  trusu  that  you  haye 
not  yet  pledged  yourself  to  accede  to 
his  excellency's  demand  of  a^  formal 
obligation,  guaranteeing  to  him  and 
his  successors  an  absolute  independeocf 
and  authority  in  the  territories  remaining 
in  his  excellency's  possession  after  the 
conclusion  of  a  territorial  cession  to  the 
company.  The  introduction-  of  such 
absolute  2nd  uncontrouled  authority, 
which,  in  his  lordship's  opinion,  is  replete 
\viih  alarming  consequences  to  the  tran- 
quillity and  good  government  of  the 
company's  contiguous  possessions,  it 
an  object  of  peculiar  solicitude  to  his 
lordship's  roicid;  his  lordship  therefore 
directs,  thatyou  regulate  your  negotiationt 
upon  that  subject  by  the  instructiona 
communicated  to  you  in  this  dispatch. 

15*  On  the  other  hand,  bisloiddiip 
relies  upon  your  zeal  and  discretion  to 
represent  to  his.  excellency  the  benefits 
which  he  will  derive  from  his  concurrence 
in  the  first  proposition  in  the  most  stiik* 
ing  i^int  of  view. 

^  16.  For  this  purpose  his  lordship 
directs  me  to  communicate  the  follow* 
ipg  observations : 

17.  In  the  event  of  his  excellence's 
acceptance  of  the  first  proposition,  bis 
lordship  is  disposed  to  relinquish  at  leas^ 
one  half  oi  the  company's  demand  on 
account  of  arrears  due  to  the  additional 
troops,  and  an  equal  proportion  of  that 
part  of  the.  expences  of  the  embas- 
sies to  Persia  chaigeable  to  his  excel* 
lenev. 

18.  His  lordship  is  disposed  to  believe, 
that  his  excellency's  disinclination  to  the 
first  proposition  is  not  founded  exclu- 
sively in  motives  of  pride,  but  iscon^ 
nected  with  views  of  personal  interest, 
and  that  therefore  it  is  possible,  by  mak- 
ing a  proper  impression  on  his  excel- 
lency's known  avarice,  his  pride  might 
be  reconciled  to  the  measure.  His  lord- 
ship is  disposed  to  make  considerable, 
concessions  with  this  view,  both  to  his 
excellency  and  to  those  who  are  in  his 
confidence,  and  who  possess  the  greatest 
influence  upon  his  conduct.  From  what 
passed  in  the  course  of  your  coofetcnoe 
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•'With  bis  bis  lordship  is  of 

opinion  tbat  the  inflaence  9f  that  minis- 
ter inight  be  u$efull)r  engaged  upon  this 
occasion.  .His  lordship  therefore  recom- 
mends this  suggestion  to  yoar  particular 
consideration. 

19.     With  respect  to  the  objection 
stated  bv  on  the 

part  of  his  excellency  to  the  introduction 
-of  the  system-  of  Jurisprudence,  it  may 
be  observed  to  his  excellency,  that  the 
introduction  of  tha^  system  would  be 
gradual,  and  would  of  course  be  effected 
in  a  manner  the  least  prejudicial  to  the 
-feelings  and  the  prejuaices  of  his  excel- 
lency, his  family,  and  his  subjects.  His 
excellent  sboald  be  informed,  that  the 
equalizing  spirit  of  the  British  code  of 
bws  does  not  pervade  the  judicial  sys- 
tem in  this  country  to  the  extent  which 
his  excellency  supposes.  His  excellency 
does  not  appear  td  be  aware  that  even 
within  the  company's  territories  the 
iudtcial  authority  is  exercised  with  at 
uberal  regard  to  the  religious  habits  and 
prejudices  of  the  various  classes  of  the 
€omrai]y*s  subjects,  and  that  the  most 
ample  immumties  are  granted  in  favour 
of  those  whose  leligtoas  tenets  and 
hereditary  prejudices  would  be  violated 
by  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the  laws. 

so.  On  this  part  of  the  question  it 
-  might  be  tisefiil  to  inquire  of  bis  excel- 
lencjTy  and  of  his  counsellors,  whether, 
withm  the  course  of  their  experience, 
they  have  observed  that  the  subjects  of 
•the  company  are  disposed  to  emigrate 
from  our  territories  for  the  purpose  of 
eniancipating  themselves  from  the  opc- 
'  lation  of  oar  laws — whether  any  number 
of  oar  subjects  has  appeared  to  be  dis- 
posed to  take  refuge,  and  to  seek  for 
peace,  security,  and  toleration,  under  the 
administration  of  his  excellency's  officers, 
or  of  any  other  native  sfeite — ^whether 
'  die  system  of  laws  now  established  with- 
in onr  territorjes  be  not  felt  by^  our  sub- 
sects  to  be  the  safeguard  of  their  persons 
and  propeiti^  as  well  as  the  source  of 
the  most  liberal  toleration  of  all  religious 
&cts  existing  in  any  ^art  of  India — and 
whether  emigrarions  into  the  company*s 
provinces  from  the  contiguous  native 
states,' for  the  express  purpose  of  enjoy- 
ing the  benefits  of  our  laws  and  govern- 
ment, be  not  infinitely  more  f^quent 
than  any  emigration  £rom  any  other  quar- 
ter into  the  dominions  of  any  other  state 
in  India. 

s  1  •    I  now  proceed,  by  the  most  noble 
1^   govcmor'^eoenl's    directioosi  to 


communicate  to  you  his  lordship*s  sen- 
timents with  respect  to  the  districts^which 
constitute  the  territorial  cession.^ 

22.  His  lordship  is  of  opinion  that  it 
'would  not  be  prudent  to  accept  of  territory 
thejactual  gross  jumma  of  which  should  be 
less  than  the  amount  before  stated,  viz. 
one  crore  ^d  thirty-five  lacks  of  rupees. 
His  lordship  considers  the  concession  of 
the  Dooab,  Robilcund,  and  Kyi^gur, 
to  be  indispensable  according  to  the 
enumeration  contained  in  ibe  6th  para- 
graph of  your  letter  of  the  l^th  instant ; 
the  additional  territory  required  to  sup- 
ply the  deficiency,  his  lordship  observes, 
may  be  taken  from  that  part^  of  his 
excellency's  dominions  which  is  con- 
tiguous to  Ghazepore  and  Sircar  Sarun, 
by  drawing  a  line  from  Allahabad  to 
Goruckporc.  This  will  include  that 
part  of  Azimghur  which  indents  the 
province  of  Benares,  to  the  northward 
of  Ghazepore,  and  also  that  portion  of 
the  district  of  Goruckpore  which  indents 
Sircar  Sarun  on  the  westward.  The  pos- 
session of  Azimghur  will  render  the 
company's  territories  to  the  northward 
more  compact,  and  the  addition  of  a 
considerable  portion  of  Goruckpore. 
which,  from  the  uncultivated  st^e  and 
woody  nature  of  the  country,  has  always 
served  as  a  refuge  for  the  turbulent  and 
refractory  zemindan  of  the  company's 
neighbouring  territories,  will  prove  a 
valuable  acquisition ;  the  more  so  as  the 
introduction  of  the  company's  manage- 
ment in  that  desolated  country  may  oe 
expected  to  restore  its  decayed  resources 
to  their  original  standard  of  production^ 
and  to  secure  a  profit  to  the  company 
proportioned  to  the  diflFerence  between 
its  present  low  jumma,  and  that  which 
it  may  be  expected  to  yield  under  the 
saltitary  system  of  the  British  adminis- 
tration. 

23.  Although  his  excellency  the 
governor-general  would  infinitely  prefer 
an  arrangement  framed  upon  the  basis 
of  the  first  proposition  to  any  adjust- 
ment upon  the  princi{)le  of  a  territorial 
cession,  and  iinoer  this  impression  is 
anxious  that  every  possible  effort  should 
be  employed  to  promote  the  success  of 
the  first  proposition,  yet  his  lordship  still 
considers  the  second  to  be  an  arrange- 
ment which  will  secure  benefits  of  very 
great  importance  to  the  British  inicrestSy 
as  well  as  to  the  inhabi^nts  of  Oudc. 
His  lordship  therefore  would  not  wish 
you  (0  hazard  Uie  siicccss  of  the  latter, 
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by  protricuo|(  the  negotiation  in  hoprs 
Cf  obuining  hisexccUcnqr's  acqaiesccnce 
Co  the  terms  of  the  first  propusitioo. 
Ad  verting,  alio  to  the  approaching  clos»e 
of  Fusly  year,  his  lordship  is  aware  of  the 
embarrassment  and  loss  to  which  the  com- 
pany would  be  exposed  by  a  considerable 
proti  action  of  the  period  of  cession .  His 
lordship  therefore  direcu  that  after  having 
given  a  reasonable  trial  to  the  various-  ar- 
guments herein  stated,  for  the  purpose 
of  convincing  his  excellency  of  the  su- 
perior advantages  of  the  first  proposition, 
tod  of  obtaining  his  consent  *  lo  it,  you 
will,  if  unsuccessful,  conclude  the  nego- 
tiation for  the  territorial  cession,  under- 
Itanding,  however,  ihat  the  govenor- 
generalcannbt  consent  lo  relinquish  any 
part  of  the  arrears  of  subsidy,  or  of  that 
proportionof  the  expeiice  attending  the  two 
embassies  to  Persia  which  is  justly  charge- 
able to  his  excellency  as  the  price  of  a 
territorial  cession;  nor  can  his  lordship 

Sermic  the  vizier  to  maintain  an  indepen-^ 
ent  power  with  a  considerable  military 
force  within  the  territories  remaining  in 
hi&  excellency's  possession. 

ft^.  It  must  never  be  forgotten,  that 
the  governor-general's  original  object  was 
not  merely  to  secure  the  subsidiaiy  ftinds, 
but  to  extinguish  the  vizier's  military 
power,  substituting  in  its  place  a  consi- 
derable British  force.  His  lordship  ob- 
serves, therefore,  that  the  entire  extinction 
«f  vizier's  military  establishment,  to  the 
exception  of  such  troops  as  are  indispen- 
sably necessary  for  the  porposcs  of  state, 
and  for  the  realization  of  the  revenues, 
rou>t  be  an  indispensable  condition  of 
every  ar  angement. 

15.  I  am  funher  directed  to  observe 
toyou,  ihaithepowtr  possessed  by  the  com* 
jnny  under  the  existing  treaty,  ofsiatiohing 
the  British  troops  in  any  pan  of  his  exceU 
lency*s  dominions,  must  be  retained  in 
its  full  extent  after  the  cession.  His  ex- 
cell^cy  may  be  permitted  to  -govern  his 
jremainins  territory  without  interruption, 
provided  be  can'  afford  sufficient  security 
to  the  company  against  any  danger  to  the 
tranquillity  of*  the  company's  contiguous 
dominions,  from  the  turbulent  state  of  his 
own.^ 

fi6.  I  am  directed  to  signify  to  you, 
in  the  strongest  terms,  his  lordbhip's  en- 
tire approbation  of  the  great  zeal,  did- 
sence,  and  ability  which,  you  have  mani- 
tested  during  the  whole  course  of  this 
arduous  and  important  negotiarion.  His 
lordship  eotenaios  no  doubt  that  the  con- 


tinued exertion  of  the  same  qaalities  will 
bring  it  to  a  successlul  termination.

By  letters  from  the  residi  nt  I  am  in- 
formed of  your  excellency's  application 
for  a  reduction  of  the  demand  made  by 
colonel  Scott,  under  my  orders,  for  thie 
payment  of  the  arrears  due  by  your  excel- 
lency for  the  addition  of  troops  serving  ia 
Oude ;  your  excellency  is  already  in  pos- 
session of  my  unalterable  seniimcnu  upon 
that  question ;  the  object,  ihereioie,  of 
my  present  address  is  meiely  to  convey  to 
your  Txcellency  a  'confirmation  of  those 
sentiments,  in  order  thai  yoi^i  excellency 
may  not  suffer  the  unneccMary  trouble  df 
a  reference  to  me  upon  a  point  already 
finally  decided,  and  on  which  colonel 
Scott  has  received  full  authority  lo  aa 
withotit  further  orders  from  me ;  as  the 
condition  of  a  lerritorial^cession  I  caoooc, 
consistently  with  my  tense  of  duty,  con- 
cede the  demand  of  an  abatemcot  of  the 
company's  just  and  equitable  claim  to 
the  arrears  of  subsidy,  and  a  proportion 
of  the  rzpences  attending  the  em.bassiea 
to  Persia;  your  excellency's  assent  to  the 
first  of  the  two  propositions  which  I  have 
submitted  to  yourc^eUcocy  could  alooe 
justify  the  relinquishment  oiF  any  part  of 
those  demands.  I  have  deemed  it  neces- 
sary, on  this  occasion,  to  convey  to  your 
excellency  the  confirmation  of  my  senti- 
timems  upon  this  subject,  with  a  view  to 
preclude  the  unprofiuble  delay,  in  the 
conclusion  of  the  pending  negotiations, 
which  would  be  occasioned  by  a  reference 
to  me  for  an  abatement  in  the  demand 
of  arrears  under  any  other  circum- 
stances than  those  of  your  excellency's 
concurrence  in  the  terms  of  the  first  pro- 
position. 

I  have  repeated  my  instnictionf  to  lieu- 
tenant-colonel Scott  ^  according  to  the 
tenor  of  this  letter,  and  I  have  furnished 
him  with  my  orders  for  his  guidance  upon 
every  poit^t^which  hitherto  formed  a  sob' 
jcct  of  discussion  between  your  excellency 
and  him;  I  cheiefore  lefer  your  excel- 
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Icncv  to  lientenaot-coloael  Scott  for  all 
liuucr  ptrticulan.

My  «dear  Sir, — I  have  be^n  Eivoured 
with  your  letter  of  the  l^th  Instant ;  and 
in  reply  to  it  have  the  satisfaction  to  ac- 
quaint lord  Wcllesley  that  the  measure 
of  disbanding  the  Hindostanee  regiment 
has  not  occasioned,  nor  do  I  foresee  that 
it  can  occasion,  any  embarrassment  or  in- 
jury to  the  interestt  commiudl  to  my 
charge. 

The  viaer  is  apprized  of  the  numbers 
and  descriotion  of  the  additional  troop 
which  bis  lordship  has  judged  necessary 
for  the  permanent  defence  of  these  domi- 
nions, as  also  of  the  monthly  and  annual 
ex(>ence.  The  additional  troops  are  four 
re^imentsof  native  cavalry,  sixrcgimentt 
ntnative  infantry,  and  a  battalion  of  ar- 
tillery. His  excellency  has  been  fur- 
nished widi  a  sutement  of  the  som  of 
money  which  the  territorial  cession  is  to 
cover,  amounting  to  a  crore  and  thirty 
lacks  of  rupees;  and  though  he  is  aware 
that  a  portion  of  the  additional  troops 
is  not  yet  arrived  in  his  country,  as  I 
acquainted  his  lordship  in  the  unofficial 
letter  which  I  did  mvself  the  honour 
CO  address  to  his  lordship  on  the  14th 
insunt,  yet  he  has  not  yet  hinted  a  claim 
for  a  reservation  of  territory  on  that  ac- 
count. 

In  respect  to  supplying,  either  tempo- 
rally or  permanently,  the  places  of  the 
Hindostanee  regiment,  I  am  not  aware 
of  any  immediate  riecessity  for  an  addi- 
tional regiment  of  cavalry,  and  the  future 
expediency  of  it  may  much  depend  on 
the^  number  of  the  company's  troops 
which  the  vizier  may  wi&b  to  detain  in 
the  country  which  will  remain  under  his 
government. 

I  had  prepared  a  long  letter  to  his 
lordship,  which  I  purposed  to  have  dis- 
patched to-day,  together  with  a  paper  of 
requests  from  the  vizier,  which,  notwiih* 
standing  my  remonstrances^  his  rxccllcn^ 
had  determined  to  transmit  for^his  loro- 
ship's  consideration,  approval,  and  con- 
firmation. 

'  In  addition  to  the  exercise  of  an  inde- 
peixlcnt  authority  in  his  dominions,  con- 
trouled  only  by  the  advice  of  the  com- 
pany's government,  some  of  the  articles 


seem  directed  to  iniSividaals,  and  in  their 
ineaning  to  amoont  to  nothing  less  than  a 
license,  under  his  lordship's  sanction,  to 
seize  upon  the  property  of  the  hobles  of 
his  coun ;  on  pretexts  of  peculation  to 
confine  or  banish  their  persons;  and  to 
deprive  all  those  who  are  supported  by 
his  country  of  the  means  of  subsistence. 
In  mv  proposed  letter  to  his  lordship  I 
had  declared  that  it  was  not  possible  for 
me  to  ascribe  any  other  nnxives  for  his 
excellency's  perseverance  in  the  desire  of 
having  tne  paper  transmitted,  than  an 
anxiety,  dictated  bjr  avarice,  resentment^ 
and  a  tyrannical  spirit,  to  have  the  pto- 
perw  <^  his  subjeets  at  his  mercy,  or 
to  clog  his  consent  to  the  territorial  cession 
with  stipulations  that  must  jender  that 
consent  fallacious  and  nugafory.  The 
dis^tch  of  the  letter  has  been  deferred  by 
a  visit  from  molavy  Suddun^  deputed  by 
the  vizier  to  confer  with  me  on  the  seve- 
ral articles  of  the  paper.  I  ^ve  the 
nx>lavy  my  opinion  upon  them  as  above 
stated,  and,  indeed,  .as  I  had  formerly 
represented  to  the  vizier  himself.  Hit 
excellency  promises  to  re-consider  them, 
but  as  in  the  two  concluding  days  of  the 
Mohurrum  no  business  is  transacted,  it 
will  be  three  days  at  soonest  before  I 
shall  be  able  to  make  a  communication  to 
his  lordship  on  the  subject.

My  Ix>rd,^Since  I  did  myself  the- 
honour  of  addressing  your  lordship,  oq 
the  14th  instant,  several  conversations 
have  tak^  place  between  the  vizier  and 
me,  and  between  me  and  molavy  Suddunt 
on  the  subject  of  his  excellency's  paper 
of  requests. 

9.  His  excellenc]r  having  been  pre* 
vailed  on  to  engage  in  the  discussion  ol 
a  territorial  cession,  various  consideiationa 
have  excited  my  utmost  anxiety  to  coii- 
clude  the  arrangement  by  the  very  desi* 
.rable  mode  of  negotiation;  but  the  form 
of  the  paper,  as  a  kind  of  preliminary 
engagement,  the  substance  of  some  of 
the  articles  of  it*  and  the  desire  that 
your  lordship  should  confirm  them  by 
your  seal  and  signature,  oppose  very 
serious  impediments. 

3.  That  your  lordship  may  judge  of 
the  difficulties  which  «rise  teic  of  the 

pOlM. 
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penevering  importunities  of  his  excel- 
lency  to  obtain  satisfaction  on  certain 
points,  I  do  myself  the  honour  of  trans- 
mitting to  your  lordship  copy  and  trans- 
lation of  the  paper  in  the  form  it  Was 
last  delivered  to  mc,  after  the'  article 
mentioned  in  my  address  -of  ihe  I4(h 
ins:ant  had  been  withdrawn ;  and  as  the 
explanations  afforded  to  me  in  the  course 
t)t"  my  conversations  have  Ikid  open  the 
aim  and  tendency  of  some  of  the  articles 
which  appeared  involved  in  obscurity, 
1  shall  take  the  liberty  of  offering  a  few 
reflections  on  the  most  embarrassing 
points. 

4.  His  excellency  was  told,  on  my 
first  receipt  of  4 his  paper,  that  the  pre- 
sent negotiation,  bein^  confined  to  the 
single  and  specific  object  of  a  territorial 
cession,  in  commutation  of  the  subsidy, 
the  introduction  of  subjects  in  no  shape 
connected  with  that  object  could  answer 
DO  other  purpose  than  that  of  embar- 
raaing;  the  same  language  might  with 
propriety  have  been  persevered  in,  were 
It  not  that  it  seemed  to  preclude  all  fur- 
ther progress  in  the  negotiation,  as  it 
would  probably  have  induced  his  excel- 
lency  fo  revert  to  his  original  declaration 
of  complete  submission  to  whatever 
measures  your  lordship  might  be  pleased 
to  enforce,  but  without  any  participation 
of  consent  or  assistance  on  his  part. 

5>  Upon  this  consideration  I  thousht 
it  advisable  to  exert  my  utmost  en<&- 
vours  to  convince  his  excellency's  judg- 
ment that  the  transmission  of  the  paper 
vas  useless,  inexpedient,  and  imprudent; 
and  to  oBer  to  him  such  security  for  the 
permanency  and  conclusiveness  of  the 
arrangement,  and  for  the  exercise  of  his 
independent  authority  in  the  dominions 
which  would  ceinain  to  him,  as  ought 
to  have  been  satisfactory,  jnd  probably 
would  have  been  abundantly  so,  did  not 
the  Vequesu  apply  to  particular  cases  and 
individuals,  instead  of^  the  general  affairs 
of  government. 

,6.  To  effect  the  just  object,  I  stated 
fO  his  pxccllcncy  that  many  of  the  arti- 
cles were  of  such  exceptionable  tendency, 
fhat  they  must  not  only  impress  upon 
your  1ord;>hip's  mind  the  most  unfavoui^ 
able  suspicions  of  his  intentions,  but 
would  inevitably  create  the  most  serious 
alarms  amongst  his  principal  subjects, 
•  and  ultimately  impel  them  to  acts  of 
desperation.  To  the  last  part  of  the 
jforcgoing  observation  his  excellency  re- 
plied, that  the  knowledge  ^f  his  possess- 
ing the  powers  which  he  solicitca  would 
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be  ^  the  best  aecarity  for  the  obedience 
of  his  subjects.  I  represented  to  bii 
-excellency,  that  it  would  be  wholly 
inconsistent  with  ^our  lordship's  cha- 
racter and  sense  of  justice  to  sanction  the 
license  which  seemed  aimed  at,  of  seiz- 
ing upon  the  property  of  the  nobles  of 
his  court,  of  confining  and  l»ntshing 
their  persons,  and  of  depriving  all  those 
who  were  supported  at  the  expence  of 
the  state  of  the  means  of  subsisteiKC,  and 
that  conse<}uently  it  was  out  of  the  limits 
of  possibility  to  expect  your  lordship's 
signature  to  the  paper. 

7.  For  the  accomplishment^  of  the 
second  object  I  represented  to  his  excel- 
lency,^ that  a  single  article,  which  I 
intended  to  insert  in  the  treaty,  would, 
answer  every  useful  purpose  of  the  accu- 
mulated stipulations  proposed  by  him  for 
the  permanency  of  the  arraiigementf 
and  would  be  calculated  to  afford  his 
excellency  security  against  future  de- 
mands^ on  account  of  the  company'k 
defensive  engagements  with  his  excel- 
lency's government;  and  that  akhoogh 
the  authority  which  he  now  possessed 
over  his  household  affairs,  subjects,  and 
dominions,  was  ample  for  the  presep* 
vation  of  his  just  rights,  for  the  enforce^ 
ment  of  his  orders  amongst  his  subjects 
and  dependents,  and  for  the  punishment 
of  the  disobedient,  yet  to  afford  him 
still  further  satisfaction  on  this  head, 
the  authority  should  be  confirmed  in  the 
treaty  now  preraring. 

8.  I  accordingly  presented  to  hb 
excellency,  several  days  aflo>  the  tranf* 
lationof  two  articles,  which  I  purposed 
inserting  in  the  treaty,  copies  of  which 
I  hetewith  do  myself  the  honour  of 
enclosing.  His  excellency  expressed  hia 
full  approbation  and  satisfiicdon  of  the 
proposed  articles,  but  they  did  not  em- 
.  brace  in  detail  the  objects  which  he  has 
so  much  at  heart,  and  on  which  I  shall 
now  offer  some  reflections. 

9.  The  first  article  which  relates  to 
the  debts  of  the  state  is  embarrassing, 
in  as  much  as  it  avows  in  spirit,  and 
almost  in  v>*ords,  a  determination  tk>t  to 
discharge  any  part  of  them^  and  requires 
yt>ur  lordship's  direct  confirmation  of 
that  resolve.  Although  the  British 
govemment  has  not  yet  interfered,  nor 
called  ui)on  the  vizier  to  discharge  the 
debts  or  the  state,  yet  your  lordship's 
sense  of  the  obligation  whic^  his  excel- 
lency  owes  to  justice  and  common 
honesty,  to  make  some  arrangement  for 
the    litjuidation  of  those  debts,   is. so 

strongly 
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ttronglf  mamfeited  by  the  proposition» 
uoder  certain  conditions  of  taking  that 
banhen  upon  the  company,  that  his 
cxceHency  looks  with  ccnainty  (o  the 
demvid  being  at  a  future  period  pressed 
upon  him  by  the  influence  and  authority 
of  the  cotnpany's  government;  under 
this  impression  silence  is  not  satisfactory, 
and  nothing  less  will  prove  so  than  a 
direct  assurance  from  your  lordship,  that 
the  company's  goyernment»  not  having 
been  parties  m  the  incurring  of  the  debts» 
nor  made  themselves  responsible  for-  th^ 
payment  of  them,  will  not  interfere  in 
the  settlement  of  them- 

10.  The  second  article  may  be 
legarded  as  resting  on  your  lordship's 
consideration  of  the  financial  circum- 
stances of  this  state ;  the  words,  howevert 
at  the  close  of  it  appeared  so  excep- 
tionable that  I  demanded  an  explanation, 
and  received  both  from  the  vizier  and 
inolayy  Suddun  the  following  inter- 
pretation:— The  disturbances  raised  by 
vizier  Alii  did  not  originate  in  his  excel- 
lency's dominions ;  iad  his  advice  been 
followed,  vizier  AUi  would  not*  in  the 
first  instance,  have  becn^  left  at  liberty, 
and  had  his  subsequent  information^  and 
cautions  been  heeded,  a  more  vigilant 
watch  would  have  been  establishea  on 
the  actions  of  that  assassin.  The  views 
of  vizier  AUi,  I  stated,  were  directed 
particularly  against  his  excellency's  life 
and  empire;  and,  consequently,  as  no 
person  would  be  more  interested  m  defeat- 
ing these  views,  so  no  one  could  be 
more  fiiirlv  charged  with  the  expences 
attending  tne  operations. 

11.  The  rounh  artic^  has  been 
pressed  with  more  than  ordinary  eamest- 
neu ;  but  it  was  not  until  yesterday,  in 
a  conversation  with  the  mobvy,  Suddun, 
that  the  precise  drift  of  it  was  acknow- 
ledgedy  though  I  always  suspected  that 
it  applied  to  the  property  of  the  Begum* 
The  molavy  avowed  the  object  to  be 
such  as^  I  had  suspected ;  and  to  support 
the  justice  of  the  claim,  in  opposition 
to  what  I  had  advanced  relative  to  the 
Mahomedan  laws  of  inheritance  and 
division  of  property^  affirmed,  that  it  was 
well  known  that  the  Begum  possessed 
vast  treasures,  which  had  been  deposited 
in  her  custody  by  Sujah  ul  Dowlah. 
The  extraordinary  and  persevering  sqli- 
citude  with  which  this  article  is  urged 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  supposed 
magnitude  of  the  treasures,  so  capable 
of  gratifying  his  excellebcy's  passion  of 
•varicc;  but  I  cannot  avoid  tuspectiog 


that  the  Begum,  or  her  depepdeutt,  have 
not  been  suf&ciently  careful  in  preserving 
ihe  secret  of  her  highness,  having  womn 
time  ago  proposed  to  constitute  and'ap- 
point  the  company  her  heirs.  In  discuss- 
ing this  anicle  I  took  occasion  to  contrast 
it  with  the  first,  and  asked  the  vizier  by 
what  rule  of  equity  the  payment  of  the 
debts  due  by  the  state  could  be  separated 
from  the  receipt  of  what  was  due  to  it. 

12.  The  fifth  article,  although  an  at- 
tempt made  to  cover  its  direct  aim  by 
the  introduction  of  futurity,  applies,  I 
believe,  to  the  past,  and  particularly  to 
the  confusion  which  prevailed  in  the  pri-, 
vale  treasury,  jewel  office,  and  wardrobe,* 
on  the  demise  of  Asoph  nl  Dowlah,  and 
during  the  short  reigti  of  vizier  Alii. 
Suspicions  are  entertained  that  much 
valuable  property  was  secreted  and  carried 
away  by  the  persons  in  charge;  I  de- 
sired that  the  persons  suspected  mij^ht  be 
pointed  out;  and  deprecated,  in  the 
plainest  language,  the  design  of  involving 
^ery  person  about  the  cotirt  in  vexatioili 
accusations  of  this  natilre. 

13.  The  power  demanded  by  the 
seventh  article  is  a  right  of  government, 
and  the  engagement  of  the  company  to 
protect  his  excellency  a^inst  all  enemies 
IS  a  pledge  for  the  exercise  of  it ;  conse- 
quently, the  panicular  mention  of  punish- 
ing persons  who  shall  disturb  the  peace  of 
the  country,  although  qualified  by  the 
words,  "  on  such  cnmes  being^  proved,'* 
is  wholljr  tmnecessary,  unless  it  aims,  by 
anticipation,  at  some  particuhr  persons 
who  are  supposed  to  be  uixleT  the  pro* 
tectionof  the  English  government. 

14.  Upon  the  eighth  article,  and  se* 
vera!  others  which  relate  to  the  conclu- 
siveness of  the  territorial  cession,  I  shall 
not  trouble  your  lordship  with  any  re- 
marks. 

15.  Upon  the  eleventh  article  I  piv- 
pose  hereafter  addressing  your  lordship 
at  some  length  :  it  coinprehends  two 
points,  a  commercial  arrangement,  ascer- 
uining  the  amount  of  .duties  on  exports, 
and  imports,  and  an  exemption  of  duties 
on  certain  articles  of  supplies  for  the  con- 
sumption of  the  troops,  now  enjoyed, 
not  by  treaty,  but  by  agreement. 

16.  The  thirteenth  article  is  one  of 
the  most  suspicious  complexion,  and  the 
execution  of  it  under  the  sanction  of  your 
lordship's  government  would  be  most 
distressing  in  its  operation  and  conse- 
quences, and  highly  injurious  to  the  Bri- 
tish influence  in  Oude,  as  well  as  to  their 
reputation  for  justice  aiid  disiDtercitedDess. 
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It  is  artlullv  worded,  and  may  aeem 
chiefly  to  allude  to  ditmifliioDi  ia  the 
mrmy,  but  it  in  fact  embraces  all  the  bro- 
thers of  the  vizier,  the  Begum,  and  re- 
puted children  of  the  late  nawaub,  the 
public  servants  of  ROYerament,  especially 
Hussein  .Reu  Khan,,  and  all  persons 
holding  jaghires  or  enjoying  pensions. 
,  Whilst  I  cannot  boast  that  these  salaries 
and  pensions  are  now  discharged  with 
ieg;aranty,  yet  hopes  are  entertained  that 
tb^  more  punctual  payment  of  them  may 
be  ultimately  enforcea  by  the  Influence  of 
the  companv's  government. 
\  17.  AVbethttr  the  intentions  expirssed 
in  the  last  article  of  visiting  the  shrines 
of  holy  men  be  serious,  or  introduced 
only  to  insinuate  his  excellency's  dissatis- 
faction, I  thought  it  aiforded  a  (avourable 
opportunity  of^ again  bringing  forward 
the  desire,  lonf{  ago  avowed  oynis  excel- 
lency, of  retiring  from  the  cares  of  state, 
and  accordinglv  represented  to  bis  excel- 
lency, ftat  tne  immediate  relinquish- 
ment of  the  government,  and  the  nomi- 
nation of  a  successor,  under  the  terms  of 
the  first  proposition,  would  enable  his 
excellency  to  carry  his  design  of  visiting 
holy  places  into  execution  whenever  he 
should  think  proper,  without  any  embar- 
rasments,  in  regard  to  the  selection  and 
appointment  of  a  peiton  to  administer 
the  affairs  of  his  country  during  his  ab- 
sence. His  excellency,  however,  un- 
equrvocally  declared  bis  intention  of  re- 
suming the  reins  of  government  on  his 
return,  and  entreated  that  I  would  drop 
the  subject  of  the  first  proposition. 

iH.  Molavy  Suddun  having  been  deputed 
by  the  vizier,  yesterday  afternoon,  to 
confer  with  me  on  the  several  articles  of 
the  paper,  carried  it  away  for  his  excel- 
lency's further  consideration  ;  and, 
though  I  stated  to  him  that  I  should  re- 
gard bis  excellency's  perseverance  in  the 
in  the  desire  for  transmitting  the  paper 
to  your  lordship  as  amounting  to  a  pre* 
meditated  design  of  clogging  his  consent 
to  the  territorial  cession  with  stipulations 
which  render  that  consent  fallacious  a^ 
nugatory,  the  inolavy  did  not  aflbrd  me 
inuch  nope  that  his  excellency  would 
withdraw  some  of  th«  articles  which  I 
received  in  so  exceptionable  a  light. 

19.  Perhaps,  my  lOrd,  after  the  con« 
ceaioo  which  I  cSBered  to  make  the 
vizier  by  the  two  articles  of  the  treaty, 
the  last  of  which  however  only  confirms 
to  him  the  authority  he  possesses  by  the 
present  treaty,    and  even  that  authority 


aomewhat  qualified,  it  may  be  tfaooght 
that  the  substance  being  given  the  con- 
tention is  now  for  a  shadow ;  and  it  may 
be  further  tbcHigbt,  that  if  some  mode  of 
giving  satisfaction  to  his  excellency,  on 
certain  of  the  pointt,  and  under  ceruin 
modifications,  could  be  adopted,  less  ex- 
ceptionable than  the  one  so  wholly  inad- 
missible which  he  has  proposed,  it  might 
,  be  advisable  to  embrace  it  rather  t&n 
run  the  hazard  of  being  ultimately  com- 
pelled to  resort  to  extremities  for  securing 
what  may  be  obtained  by  the  preferable 
medium  of  negotiation.

Certain  articles  to^  be  submitted  to  the 
.consideration  of  his  excel  leiKV  the  mar- 
quis Wellesley,  to  which  1  trust  hia 
lordship,  by  affixing  his  seal  and  signa- 
tudCf  will  afford  me  satisfaction  re- 
garding the  stability  of  the  points 
therein  mentioned. 

Article  1st. — The  payment  of  th« 
debts  of  my  predecessor,  Asoph  ul  Dow-  / 
lah,  is  not  stipulated  for  in  the  existing 
treaty ;  I  am  moreover  unable  tcf  liquidate 
th^  debts  contracted  in  the  bte  reigii ;  but 
this  is  an  affair  which  will  be  adjusted 
between  the  sute  and  the  crediton  of  the 
late  naw^ub,  and  rt'garding  which  the 
company  are  in  po  shape  responsible,  the 
treaty  being  silent  on  this  subject. 

ftnd.— -The  sum  of  seventeen  lacks  of 
rupees  has  frequently  in  conversation  bcoi 
specified  as  the  amount  of  the  cxtraordi- 
naiy  expencc  incurred  by  the  army  ukins  « 
the  field  to  oppose  Zemaun  Shah,  atad 
suppress  tlie  disturbance  created  by  vizier  . 
Ally;  although  I  formerly  stated  my  in- 
ability to  pay  this  sum,  yet,  to  testify 
submission,  I  am  ready  by  every  means 
in  my  power  to  pay  such  portion  of  the 
above  sum  as  shall  appear  to  be  justly 
chaiireable  to  me. 

3rd. — Whereas  the  increase  of  expencc 
on  account  of  additional  troops  having 
been  deemed  expedient  on  the  sole  ground 
of  preserving  my  dominions  against  the 
ravages  of  2^maun  Sbah  and  others  ;  and 
coitoideriog  that  I  have  consented  to  bear 
this  expence  for  all^  times  to  come, 
whilst  the  company,  in  consideration  of 
this  increase  of  force  have  bound  ihem- 
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ttlfes  to  protect  my  dominions ;  under 
fuch  cifcumstaoces,  the  expence  of  the 
Pentan  embauy  i$  by  no  means  chtrec- 
able  to  mc,  neither  arc  the  extra  roili- 
uiy  expences,  sucb,  for  example,  as  the

&c.  chargeable  to  this  sircar,  charging  the 
pay  and  contingent  expences  of  this  corps 
to  me,  is  a  claim  oeVer  started  unul 
now.  ' 

j|ih.— Whatever  hereditary  rights  of 
this  state  descended  to  the  late  nawaub, 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah,  now  devolve  upon  me 
bis  successor ;  let  me  enjo)f  such  rights 
exclusively,  and  let  all  ihe  inheritance  of 
my  «nceston,  and  the  whol^  of  the  rights 
attached  to  my  family  centre  in  me,  and 
let  no  person  interfere  fc  or  assume  ihem. 

5th.— Should  any  person  have  obtained 
or  hereafter  obuin,  by  breach  of  trust  or 
other  means,  possession  of  specie  or  pro- 
perty belonging  to  this  sircar,  let  no  one 
obstruct  my  taking  back  such  property  or 
•pecie.  ,  r  •     J 

6ih.— Whereas  the  union  and  friend- 
ship subsisting  between  his  lordship  arid 
myself  being  obvious,  1  tnut  from  his 
lordfchip^s  kindness,  th^at  all  letters  passing 
io  and  from  his  lordship  and  the  depen- 
dents of  this  sircar  may  henceforth  be 
carried  on  with  my  knowledge,  and 
through  mr>  since  the  present  practice  is 
apt  to  render  sucb  people  contumacious* 
It  ii  not  my  wish  lo  interrupt  sucb  cor- 
respondence; s^U  1  request  is,  that  in 
consideration  of  the  friendship  subsisting 
between  us,  such  correspondence  should 
be  in  future  carried  on  through  myself 
and  the  resident. 

yth.— Should  any  person  prove  disobe- 
dient to  my  orders,  or  should  any  one

1  oh.— Whenever  and  on  whatever  oc- 
casion I  may  be  in  want  of  troopt,  whether 
to  regulate  the  countiv,  or  to  attend  my 
person,  let  the  resident  command  tfaie 
attendance  of  such  a  portion  of  the  British 
troops  as.  the  exigency  of  the  case  may 
poii^t  out. 

11th.— ^The  company  shall  engage  to 
impose  duties  to  such  extent  only  upon 
goods  passing  from  their  eastern  and  weat« 
era  possessions  as  shall  not  prove  inju- 
rious CO  the  sayer,  or  permit  customs  of 
this  state;  gram  intended  for  the  con- 
sumption of  British  troops,  which  m^ 
at  any  time  be  employed  at  my  desire  in 
the  countries  dependent  on  me,  shall  be 
exempt  firom  duty;  but  all  articles  for 
the  use  of  the  station  of  Cawnpore  ahali 
hereafter  be  subject  to  duties — ^no  exem^w 
tion  from  duties  will  be  granted  to  any 
person. 

iftih. — Whatever  cotpmotions  or  dis- 
turbances, whether  internal  or  external, 
may  aifect  the  compaoy*s  possessions,  let 
the  servants  of  the  said  company  (accord- 
ing to  what  his  lordship  has  written]  he 
alone  responsible  for  the  quelling  of 
them;  neither  shall  this  sircar  have,  in  any 
fthauc,  any  condern  with  the  quelling  of 
sucn  disturbances. 

iS'h. — Some  atrangeme|nt  amongst  the 
servants  of  the  sircar,  tending  to  diminish 
my  expences,  will  become  iiidispensable ; 
and  to  obviate  disturbances,  it  will  become 
necessary  to  return  such  numbers  only  at 
can  be  paid  monthlv  and  regularly ;  this 
arrangement  can  only  be  effected  ny  dis- 
mission, and  I  desire  that  no  intercession 
be  made  for  any  person  whatever. 

i4th.~Let  the  resident,  cordially  ami 
whh  sincerity,  uniting  with  me,  pay  no 
sort  of  attention  to  the  representations  of 
eVent-searching,  self-interested  persons,

sions; and  should  any  circumstance  reach 
his  ears,  observing  the  dictates  of  friend- 
sbip*  let  him  immediately  and  candidly

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15th.— When  the  matten  now  under

16th.— -Whenever  I  may  be  inclined  to 
perform  pilgrimages,  letnohinderancebe 
ofiered  to  my  departaie ;  -  suc)i  excursions 
will  prove  the  source  of  amiuement  to 
me,  and  I  shall  recovermy  wonted  state 
of  health,  which  has  of  late  been  upon 
the  decline.

That  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  foregoing  articles  of  this 
treatv  may  be  clearly  and  distinctly  uoder- 
•tooa,  it  IS  hereby  declared  that  the  ter- 
ritorial cession  being  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy^ 
and  all  expences  for  additional  troops,  no 
demand  whatevever  shall  be  made  upon 
the  treasury  of  his  excellency,  on  ac- 
count of  expences  which  the  honour- 
able company  may  incur  by  assembling 
forces  to  repel  the  attack,  or  menaced  at- 
tack, of  a  tereign  enemy,  on  account  of 
the  detachment  attached  to  hu  excel- 
lency's penon,  on  account  of  troops  which 
may  be  occasionally  furnished  for  sup- 
pressing rebellion  or  disorder  in  his  excel- 
lency's territories,  or  on  account  of  a 
failure  in  tl^e  agrees  of  the  ceded 
districtsi  arismg  from  tmfavourable  sea- 
sons, from  the  calamity  of  war^  or  finom 
any  other  cause  whatever. 

Article.  The  territories  ceded  to  the 
honourable  the  East  India  company  by 
{he  fint  article  of  this  treaty  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  exclusive  management  and 
controul  of  the  said  company  and  their 
officers ;  and,  in  like  manner,  the  terri- 
tories which  will  remain  to  his  excellency 
the  said  vizier  shall  be  lobjcct  to  the 


sole  and  exddsive  management  of  bb 
excellency,  his  heirs,  and  soccessors,  with- 
out any  mterfcrence  on  the  part  of  the 
said  company's  eovemment,  either  in  the 
collections  of  the  revenue,  the  applica- 
tion of  them,  or  odber  affairs  ot  this 
government,  excepting  by  the  interpo- 
sition of  their  advice.

My  Lord, — As  your  lorddiipmsy  pos- 
sibly be  of  opinion,  that  under  the  powen 
which  your  lordship  has  been  pleased 
to  confer  upon  me,  the  necessity 
which  I  have  felt  of  transmitting  the 
▼iziei's  paper  of  reqnestt  to  your  lonlsbip 
did  not  in  reality  exist,  I  shall  take  the 
libertv  of  stating  the  motives  which  in- 
duced me  to  do  so. 

fi.  Whilst  I  could  not  take  upon  my- 
self to  commit  your  lordship's  government 
in  points  of  such  delicacy,  I  Teel  an  ear- 
nest solicitode  that  the  territorial  vnagp' 
ment  should,  if  possible,  ■  be  conclu&l 
by  the  preferable  mode  of  negotittion; 
:  and  it  |occuned  to  me,  that  either  your 
lordship^s  peremptonr  rejection  of^the 
articles  of  such  miodincation  as  your  lord- 
ship^s  wisdom  might  sumst,  would 
induce  his  excellency  wholly  to  retna 
them,  or  be  content  with  such  satisfaction 
on  the  several  points  as  your  lordship 
might  be  pleased  to  aflord.  The  delay 
would  not  be  productive  of  -any  intxmve- 
nience,  since  I  am' now  preparing  die 
treaty,  and  obtainme  materuls  for  asqer* 
taining  the  true  vuue  of  the  countries 
to  be  ceded. 

^.  Since  I  did  myself  the  honour  of 
addressing  your  lordship  on  the  s^  in- 
stant, I  have  femidy  amongst  the  P'tpcn 
of  this  office  a  private  letter  iirom  toe  late 
govemof-gcneral,  containiog  the  follow- 
ing paragraph : 

'*  In  your  private  letter  you  obsertedy 
that  I  omitted  to  furnish  you  vrith  instruc- 
tions respecting  the  late  nabob's  debts;"  ' 
the  following  paragraph  of  my  minute 
of  the  5th  March  will  supply  die  omis- 
sion, and  point  out « the  pioper  line  of 
conduct. 

On  this  subject  (the  debts)4  infonned 
the  nabob,  that  although  the  ardclcs  was 
was  withdrawui  it  was  still  left  to  hia 
equity  to  satisfy  sdch  clainu  ai  he.jnight 
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4ieim  finr  aod  joit,  and  that  io  tim'clait  be 
would,  upOD  ii^uiiyf  probably  find  the 
demands  of  theaDcofrs  lupon  the  late  vizier, 
and  if  ao,  that  it  would  be  his  intereK  not 
to  overtook  them. 

4.  Froar  thia  it  would  appear,  that  a 
atand  bad  been  made  to  an  article  inserted 
in  the  draft  of  the  treaty  with  the  vizier, 
on  his  accession  to  the  musnud,  relating 
to  the  payment  of  the  late  nawaub's  debts, 
and  that  sir  John  §horc  had  satisfied 
himself  with  verbally  consigning  the  li- 
quidation of  them  to  the  justice  of  the 
vixier. 

5.  I  obtained  another  piece  of  infor* 
nation  from  the  molavy  this  morning, 
chat  the  viaier  poiseyd  a  paper,  under 
the  seal  or  signature  of  sir  John  Shore, 
giving  him  hul  authority  to  search  lor  and 
endeavour  to  discover  any  treasury  or 
property  which  might  have  been  emocB- 
2lcd  by  persons  in  charge  of  the  bie 
vizier's  different  departments. 

6.  Not  having  seen  the  paper  I  Can^ 
not  vouch  for  its  existence ;  and  if  it  do 
exist  it  ought  to  be  sufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose expected  from|the  5tb  article  ot  the 
^esent  paper,  without  requiring  a  conf- 
ormation uom  3rour  loidship.  The  mo* 
tivc  of  the  molavy  in  mentioning  the 
paper  was  to  shew  with  what  modeiatioa 
the  vizier  exercised  powers  conferred 
upon  his  excellency,  and  further  to  evince 
with  bow  much  saiieiy  those  now  asked 
might  be  intrusted  to  htm. 

7.  In  the  present  stage  of  the  nego- 
tiation it  might  appear  presumptuous  to 
apeak  of  the  management  of  the  ceded 
countries,  were  it  not  that  tl^e  season  for 
cultivation  fast  approaches,  and,  unless 
some  steps  be  shortly  taken,  it  is  possible 
that  considerable  Iocs  may  be  sustained  in 
the  first  veari  I  think  it  probable,  should 
your  loroship  see  it  advisable,  that  Almas 
AH  Khan  might  be  prevailed  on  to  con- 

'  tinue  in  the  management  of  the  Dooab  for 
another  year,  under  conditions  andsuperin- 
tendence  as  your  lordship  might  prescribe, 
and  the  same  in  respect  to  MirzaMahedv. 
The  advantage  of  siKh  a  measure  would 
be  the  opportunity  thereby  furnished  of 
investigating,  at  leisure,  and  at  a  proper 
•eaMn,  the  condition  of  the  country,  and 
the  amount  of  the  revenues  which  it  niay 
be  capable  of  bearing  in  the  first  in-

5ir,— Para«  s.  I  am  directed  by  bb 
excellency  the  most  noble  governor-ge* 
neral  to  acknowledge  xhc  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  tl^  2sd  instant. 

2.  His  iofoship- directs  me  to  inform 
you,  that  the  tenor  of  that  dispatch  does  not 
produce  any  alteration  in  the  scmimeota 
and  resoluiiona  which  by  his  lordship'a 
command  I  communicated  to  you  in  my 
letter  of  the  S7th  instant.  His  lordship 
therefore  desires  that  you  will  proceed 

.to  carry  those  instructions  into  effect  ac- 
cording to  the  strict  letter  of  them. 

3.  In  particular  his  lord&hip  directa 
that  you  will  insist  upon  his  excellency's 
immediate  liquidation  of  tbe  arrears  of 
subsidy,  a  demand  from  which  his  lord* 
ship  IS  determined  not  to  recede^  except 
under  the  circumstances  of  his  excel- 
lency's  consent  to  the  fint  proposition. 

4.  With  respect  to  the  articles  pro* 
posed  by  his  excellency*  on  the  basis  of 
an  obligation  to  be  guaranteed  by  bia 
lordship's  signature,  sind  tbe  seal  of  tbe 
company,  hu  lordship  directs  me  to  ob- 
serve to  you,  that  the  general  tenor  and 
spirit  of  them  have  excited  his  lordship'a 
extreme  regret  and  indignation. 

5.  His  excellency  must  be  aware  that 
the  demand  of  a  terntorial  cession  is  ■ 
matter  of  rig;ht  which  the  British  govern* 
ment  is  entitled  to  claim  without  any 
corresponding  concession  on  tbe  part  of 
the  company ;  but  were  it  otherwise,  his 
lordship  would  not  consider  himself  justi- 
fied in  affording  the  sanction  of  the  Bri* 
tish  name  to  the  perpetration  of  acts,  and 
to  the  exertion  of  authority,  so  unjust, 
oppressive,  and  aibitsaiy  in  their  nature, 
as  those  which  are  expressed  in  the  docu- 
ment above  adverted  to.  It  is  bis  lord- 
ship's determination,  therefore,  peremp- 
tonl^r  t6  reject  ever^  article  of  those  pro- 
positions, and  to  insist  upon  the  territorial 
cession,  under  the  terms  described  in  bis 
lordship^s  instructions  contained  in  my 
letter  to  your  address  of  the  fiSth  insunt. 

6-  His  lordship  has  thought  proper  to 
prepare  a  statement  of  remarks  upon  the 
sevezal  articles  of  his  exceltencv's  propo- 
sition*; and  when  they  shall  have  been 
rendered  into  Persian,  the  paper  will  be 
transmitted  to  you  for  the  puapose  of 
being  presented  to  tbe  vizier,  as  a  reply 
to  the  extravagant  and  unjustifiable  pre- 
tensions which  his  excellency  has  thought 
proper  to  advance  upon  this  occasion.        ^ 

7.    His  brdship,  however,  does  not 
deem  it  necessary  that  you  sfal>uld  post- 
pone the  intimation  to  bis  excellency  the     , 
vizier  of  his  loidsbip'i  abfolutc  lejcctioo 
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of  all  'the  prop<aed  articlet.  You  wili» 
therefore,  be  pleased  to  convey  this  inti- 
■latibn  to  his  excellency  as  soon  at  pos» 
tible  after  the  receipt  of  this  dispatch,  and 
uq^  his  excellency  to  bring  the  nego* 
tiatioa  to  ^n  immediate  conclusion,  ac« 
cording  to  the  tenor  of  the  instructions 
with  which  you  have  been  furnished. 

8.  With  respea  to  the  two  articles  of 
agfeemem  which  you  have  proffered  to  his 
excellency  the  vizier,  I  am  directed  to 
inform  youy  that  his  lordship  considers  th^ 
first  of  them  ^  entirely  unobjectionable  { 
the  second,  his  lordship  observes,  must 
be  so  modified  as  to  conform  to  the  terms 
upon  which  his  lordship  is  disposed  to 
guarantee  to  his  excellency  and  10  his 
posteri^  the  dominion  of  his  excellency's 
femaining  territorjr*  xiamely,  the  abso- 
lute extinctjoD  of  his  military  power,  and 
the  establishment  of  such  regulatioris  of 
police  within  his  excellency's  dominions 
•s  may  secure  the  possessions  of  the  com- 
pany firom  the  detrimenul  effectt  of  bis 
excellency's  ruinous  and  oppressive  sys* 
iem«of  aaministntion.

His  lordship  difects  that  you  take  an 
early  opportunity  of  presenting  the 
Persian  document  to  his  excellency  the 
vizier,  accompanying  iu  delivery  with 
such  represcnuttons  as  you^  have  been 
directed  to  make,  or  as  the  circumscaocea 
may  render  expedient,  wirhout  departing 
from  the  general  spirit  df  his  loidship's 
instructions.

The  govrrnor-ttcneral  is  precluded,  by 
the  strongest  obligations  of  public  duty, 
from  afiixmg  bis  seal  and  signature  to  tne 
article  communicated  from  the  nabob 
vizier*,  thn^ugh  the  resident  at  Lucknow, 
undar  dale  the  gd  of  Moburnm,  tfii6. 


His  lordship  has  demanded  terntori4 
security  for  the  p«ymeot  of  the  aubsidy 
dtie  by  the  vizier  to  the  company  as  a 
matter  of  right  and  justice,  which  re- 
auired  no  correspoodent  concession  on 
the  part  of  the  company ;  his  lordship, 
therefore,  could  not  enter  into  the  const- 
deration  of  the  preliminary  conditional 
an  ides  proposed  by  the  vizier  in  this  stage 
of  the  transaction,  even  if  the  substance 
of  those  articles  had  been  exempt  from 
objection:  on  the  othefhand,  if  (he  go« 
vernor-general  felt  himself  tq  be  at  liberty 
to  eiiter  into  a  negotiation  respecting  the 
conditions  of  a  territorial  cession,  the 
tenor  of  the  conditions  contained  in  the 
proposed  articles  is  so  objcctiofiablc,  ia 
every  point  of  view,  that  no  consideiation 
would  induce  Jiis  lordship  to  entertain  for 
a  moment  a  project  disgraceful  to  the 
British  character,  ruinous  to  the  authoriiy 
and  honour  of  the  nabob  vizier,  and  in* 
compatible  with  the  dignity  and  security 
of  his  excellency's  parents  and  of  his  rela- 
tions, and  with  the  genersl  happiness  of 
his  subjects. 

The  govemor-geueral  will  not  depart 
from  the  demand  which  he  has  made 
upon  the  nabob  vizier  for  the  payment  of 
the  arrears  due  by  his  excellency  oci  ac> 
count  of  the  additional  troops  which  the 
fafety  of  the  province  of  Oude  has  re* 
quired  the  company  to  station  iti  that 
country ;  and  his  lordship  now  positively 
requires  the  nabob  vizier  to  pay  into  the 
hands  of  the  tesident  at  Lucknow  the 
whole  of  that  arrear,  amounting  to 
without  further 
delay. 

The  company  has  acttally  incurred  and 
defr^ed  the  whole  charge  of  the  addi* 
tionai  troops,  as  suted  by  the  resilient  to 
the  nabob  vister ;  the  right  and  duty  of 
the  company  to  station  the  additional 
troops  in  the  visier's  dominioiu  has 
already  been  fully  proved  and  admitted 
by  the  vizier  himselt;  the  exigency  of  the 
company's  afiain  forbids  further  delay  in 
the  liquidation  of  thb  debt ;  the  governor 

Sneral  therefore  expect  to  learn,  within 
e  coune  of  a  few  days,  that  the  vizier 
his  made  provision  for  the  discharge  of  its 
full  amount ;  and  his  lordship  requesu 
that  no  further  reference  may  be  made  to 
him  00  a  question  already  decided. 

The  governor-general  will  hereafter 
adjust,  in  concert  with  the  nabob  vixcr, 
the  proportion  of  the  expences  of  the 
Penian  embassies,  to  he  charged  to  th« 
vizier;  but  the  govemor-gencial  desires 
that  it  may  be  uodentood  to  be  his  lord* 
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ship's  fix^d  intention  to  intist  on  the 
company's  right  to  rcqifircfrom  the  vizier 
a  due  proportion  ot  that  cxtraordimy 
charge  incurred  for  the  express  purpose 
of  augmenting  the  security  of  his  excel- 
lency's dominioof. 

The  governor-general  has  read  the  rfr- 
mainin^  articles  of  the  nabob  viziei's 
proposition  with  the  utmost  degree  of 
regret;  his  lordship  is  concerned  to  be 
under  the  necessity  of  declaring,  that  the 
nature  of  those  articles  is  such  as  to  im- 
press upon  his  lordship's  mind  the  most 
unfavourable  apprehensions  of  the  nabob 
vizier's  intentions  and  views ;  several  of 
these  articles  betray  the  most  unjustifiable, 
undignified*  and  improvident  jealousy  of 
the  cornpany's  authority  and  power,  espe- 
cially the  6th,  8(h,  15th,  i6(b,  and  i7(b, 
articles. 

From  these  articles  it  appears  that  the 
nabob  vizier  has  already  forgotten  that  the 
safety  of  his  person,  and  the  existence 
of  his  government,  have  been  maintained 
exclusively  by  the  British  power,  and 
by  the  pieaence  of  British  troops.  His 
excellency  now  seems  disposed  to  gratify 
his  unwarrantable  suspicions  at  the  hazard 
of  the  continuance  of  his  authority  over 
his  subjects,  and  even  of  Jbis  personal 
safety,  by  removing  the  British  forces 
from  bis  territories,  and  by  confiding  his 
government  and  his  life  to  those  whose 
treason  had  repeatedly  endangered  both. 

It  would  be  utterly  repugnant  to  the 
Justice. and  humanity  of  the  company  to 
Mpholdthe  various  arbitrary  powers  and 
vexatious  authorities  for  the  esiabtishment 
of  which  the  vizier  has  solicited  the 
sanction  of  the  British  government  in  the 
•  jst,  4th,  ^th  7th,  and  i3ih,  articles. 
The  object  of  those  articles  appears  to 
be,  under  theshelterof  the  British  name, 
to  cancel  all  the  public  debts  of  the  state 
of  OiKie,  to  degrade  and  plunder  the 
ancient  and  venerable  remains  of  the 
httiily  and  household  of  Sujah  Dowlah, 
togetoer  with  whatever  is  respecuble 
among  the  surviving  relations  and  servants 
'of  nabob  Asof>h  ul  Dowlah;  to  involve 
th<  whole  nobility  and  gentry  of  Oude  in 
vexatious  accusations  and  extensive  pro^ 
icriptioos,  to  deprive  the  established  de- 
pendents and  pensioners  of  the  state  of 
she  means  of  subsistence ;  to  frustrate 
cvci^  institution  founded  in  the  piety, 
munificence,  or  charity,  of  preceding 
governments,  and  to  spread  over  the 
whole  coumry  ageneral  system  of  rapa- 
cious confiscation,  artritrary  imprison- 
menti  mA  cruel  bai^ntnc. 


The  governor-general,  in  the  name  of 
the  company  and  of  the  British  natioa, 
not  only  refuses  his  sanction  10  every 
article  cnF  a  system  so  adverse  to  the  wis«> 
dom  and  justice  of  the  ^^eat  nation 
whose  authority  his  lordship  represents 
in  India,  but  his  lordship  hereby  enters 
his  solemn  protest  against  the  evil  and 
odious  councils  which  have  so  hr  per- 
verted the  judgment  of  the  nabob  vizier  as 
to  engage  his  excellency  to  pro^sc  to 
the  governor-general  to  sanction- the  mi- 
scry  and  ruin  of  a  whole  people,  by  the 
signature  of  the  representative  of  the 
British  nation  in  India,  and  by  the  seal  of 
the  English  East  India  company. 

His  excellency  must  be  aware  that  tha* 
slightest  intimation  of  the  existence  of 
such  designs  would  inflame,  to  the  most 
alarming  heights  of  passion  and  despair, 
that  discontent  wl«.ch  his  excellency  has 
so  frtqucntly  represented  to  constitute  the 
cha meter i&tic  spirit  o(  the  people  of 
CXidc. 

The  publication  of  the  articles  tender^ 
ed  by  his  excellency  to  the  governor- 
general,  and  still  more  any  attempt  to 
carry  them  into  effect,  would  inevitably 
occasion  the  most  dreadful  convulsions  in 
the  province  of  Oude,  and  would  for 
ever  alienate  from  his  excellency's  person 
and  government  every  sentiment  of  affec- 
tion, obedience,  or  respect.  The  gover- 
nor-general, therefore,  not  only  expresses 
his  anxious  hope  that  the  piabob  vizier  will 
never  revive  the  project  contained  in  the 
proposed  articles,  but  his  lordship  most 
Cdrnestly  recommends  it  to  his  excellency 
to  exert  every  possible  precaution  to  pre- 
vent the  tenor  of  those  propositions  from 
transpiring  in  his  excellency's  court,  or 
among  any  description  of  his  excellency's 
subjects. 

With  regard  to  the  perraanance  of  any 
settlement  to  be  now  concluded  with  the 
Bri tish government, thearticles already  pro- 
posed ^  the  resident  are  sufficient  for  that 
purpose ;  articles  will  also  be  admitted  fcr 
the  purpose  of  providing  ample  securitv  for 
the  maintenance  of  the'  authority  of  the 
vizier  within  his  remaining  territories,  to 
the  extent  compatible  with  the  general 
safety  of  the  company's  coi^tiguous 
possessions. 

His  lordship  deems  it  unnecessary  te 
add  any  further  observations  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  viziefs  propositions  ;  and  he 
concludes  by  repeating,  in  the  most  ex- 

J)rcss  terms,  his  demand  for  an  immediate 
iqiiidation  of ,  the  arrears  of    subsidy, 
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and  &r  a  speedy  adjastment  of  a  competent 
territorial  KCuriiy.

My  dear  Sii, —  Para,  x.  The  stipu- 
lations which  bis  excellency  the  vizier 
has  proposed  in  his  preliminary  articles, 
binding  the  company  to  mainiain  a  speci- 
fic number  of  British  troops  wiihin  the 
ceded  territory,  and  excludmg  them  from 
his  own,  have  suggested  to  nis  lordship 
the  expediency  of  explaining  to  you  his 
sentiments  respecting  the  state  in  which 
the  company's  defensive  engagements 
are  placed  under  an  arrangement  rounded 
on  tne  basis  of  a  territorial  cession. 

2.  His  lordship  conceives  that  the  ter- 
ritorial cession  imposes  upon  the  company 
the  whole  burthen  of  responsibility  and  ex- 
pence  atteudiiig  the  defence  of  his  excel- 
KDcy's  remaining  dominions,both  luswand 
in  futnre.  That  it  is  an  exchange  of  ter- 
ritory for  protection,  and  is  founded  upon 
a  principle  total Iv  diflerent  from  that 
which  at  the  CQncfusionof  the  treaty  of 
1798  regulated  the  stipulations  respea-' 
in^  the  augmentation  or  decrease  oi  ihe 
British  troops  employed  in  the  province 
of  Oude,  for  the  defence  of  his  excd- 
leocy's  possessions. 

^  3  His  lordship  conceives,  that  under 
the  provisions  of  the  territorial  cession  his 
excellency  the  virier  possesses  no  right  to 
prescribe  either  the  number  or  the  dispo- 
rition  of  the  British  troops  to  be  em- 
ployed in  fulfilling  our  obligation,  of 
which  no  part  o^  the  responsibility  or  of 
the  cxpeuce  rests  with  him.  As  the  Bri- 
tish gciveniment  is  alone  responsible  for 
the  defence  of  the  vizier's  dominions  and 
is  chkfgeable  with  every  expence,  per- 
inat^ent  or  contingent,  attending  that  en- 
gagement, the  British  government  must 
alone  decide  both  the  number  and  dispp- 
•icion  of  the  troops  which  may  be  ne- 
cessary for  that  purpose. 

4.  His  lordship  is  anxious  that  this 
principle  should  be  fully  understood .  by 
Lis  excellency,  whose  right,  under  the 
provisions  of  a  territorial  cession,  to  in- 
terfere in  the  company's  military  arrange- 
ments for  the  defence  of  Oude,  his  lord- 
ship observes,  can  never  be  admitted*

His  Excellency  the  most  qoble  the 
marquis  Wclkslcy,  K.  P.  govemor- 
eeneral,  &c.  &c. 
.  My  Lord, — The  unofficial  letters 
which  I  have  done  myself  the  honour  to 
addre^  to  vour  lordship,  under  dates 
the  14th  and  23d  instant,  will  have  ap- 
prized your  lordship  of  the  cmbarrass- 
mcnu  interposed  in  the  way  of  the  terri- 
torial arrangement,  by  the  vizier's  ob- 
stinate perserverauce  in  submiuin^  a  pa- 
per of  requests  for  your  lordship's  ap- 
proval and  conhrmation. 

Every  argument  addressed  to  usage, 
to  decorum,  and  to  common  sense,  and 
eve^  attempt  to  demonstrate  the  impru- 
dence, inexpediency,  and  inutility,  of 
bringing  forward  sentiments  so  undis- 
guised in  their  tendency  as  are  some  of  the 
articles,  and  sO  incapable  in  their  nature 
of  receiving  your  lordship's  sanction,  ha- 
ying been  repeatedly  urged,  and  exerted 
in  personal  conversations  with  his  excel- 
lency, and  through  the  medium  of  his  con- 
fidential adviser,  molavy  Suddiu,  without 
theeffect  of  prevailing  on  his  excellency 
to  withdraw  them,  1  feel  a  necessity  of 
transmitting  to  yoiu-  lordship  the  paper 
under  the  formality  of  his  excellency's 
seal. 

3.  The  paper  whtf:h  had  been  carried 
away  by  molavy  Suddun,  on  the  sad 
instant,  was  returned  to  me  yesterday, 
eyeoing,  enclosed  in  a  letter  from  the 
vizier.  It  has  undergone  some  slight   al- 

.tcrations  without  any  change  in  substance, 
and  the  heading,  which  required  the 
confirmation  of  your  lordship's  signature 
and  seal,  is  omitted  and  transferred  to  the 
letter. 

4.  I  would  halve  made  another  per- 
sonal effort  to  persuade  his  excellency  to 
withdraw  several  of  the  exceptionable 
articles ;  but  owing  to  his  being  unable  to 
put  on  his  cloaths,  from  some  eruptions 
on  his  body,  he  declined  seeing  me,  and 
deputed  molavy  Suddun. 

5.  Taking  up  his  excellency's  letter 
to  me,  I  observed  upon  a  part  of  it, 
which  bespeaks  the  assistance  of  my 
friendship  and  regard,  that  I  had  ^iv«n 
him  the  strongest  proo£i  of  both  by  the 
stand  which  I  had  made  against  trans- 
miuing  the  paper  to  vour  lordship,  and  ' 
by  the  means  I  had  taken  to  convince  his 
excellency's  judgment  of  the  measure  he 
was  pursuing. 

6.  The  molavy  observed,  that  bis  ex- 
cellency, having  withdrawii  the  articles 
which  requireii  a  diminution  of  the 
amount  of  the  subsidy,  or  that  the  coua- 
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tries  lo  be  ceded  should  be  taken  at  an  . 
Bocient  jumma,  the  points  now  contended 
for  in  no  ^bape  affected  the  interests  of  the 
company,  nor  Weakened  the  security  of 
the  lerritoriai  cession;  and  that  the  pow- 
ers which  he  sought  for  were  in  fact  al- 
ready possessed  by  him,  through .  the  sti- 
pulations of  the  exiting  treaty.  He  fur» 
ther  observed,  that  though  his  excelleocy 
was  determined  to  offer  no  resistance  or 
opposition  to  any  measure  which  your 
lordship  might  think  ptoper  to  enforce, 
yet  it  was  dc&irable»  he  presumed,  that 
the  arraneement  should  be  concluded  in 
an  amicable  manner,  with  the  mutual  con- 
sent of  both  states. 

7.  Conceiving  that  his  excellency 
might  possibly  lay  too  much  stress  on  the 
seotimenc  contained  in  the  last  obser- 
vation, I  explicitly  declared  to  the 
Molavy,  that  however  desirable  might 
be  an  amicable  adjustment^  yet  if  his  ex- 
cellency, under  that  idea,  trusted  to  the 
attainment  of  objects  incompatible  with 
the  dignity,  the  reputation,  and  disintc- 
zcstedness  of  th^  British  governmeiit,  I 
could  assure  hini  that  he  had  not  tairly 
estimated  the  principles  and  motives  of 
your  lordship's  actions.  I  further  noticed 
to  the  Mola^,  and  enjoined  him  to  re- 
peat the  remark  to  cne  vizier,  that  I 
<outd  tx>t  but  enteruin  very  serious 
doubts  whether  your  lordship,  after  per- 
ceiving in  a  paper,  bearing  the  formal  at- 
tesutioQ  of  his  excellency's  seal,  the 
purposes  to  which  his  excellency  intend- 
ed so  apply  his  power,  would  not  be  of 
opinion  thattheexeiciseof  the  exclusive 
auiboritv,  confirmed  to  him  by  one  of  the 
articles  I  had  presented  for  his  considcra- 

'  tion,  could  not  with  prudence  be  entrusted 
to  his  hands. 

8.  .  After  a  long  conversation  the 
Molavy  took  his  leave,  with  a  promise  10 
inform  me  if  any  thing  which  had  pas- 
aed  this  morning  should  induce  his  excel- 
kncy  to  withdraw  or  qualify  the  requests. 
He  has  just  returned,  and  assured  me,  thAt 
his  excellency's  obstinacy  is  unconquer- 
able. 

o.  It  does  not  seem  necessary  that 
I  should  trouble  your  lordship  with  re- 
narks  on  any  of  the  articles  ot  the  paper, 
exceptixM  the  eleventh. 

10.  The  terms  and  expressions  used 
■n  this  article  are  such  that  I  did  not 
thoroughly  comprehend  the  tendency  of 
it,  and  therefore  required  an  explanation 
fiom  his  excelleocy,which  he  gave  to  ihe 
folk)wing  effect  ;<— thai  as  hii  territories 
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would  be  surrounded  bv  those  of  the 
company,-  he  expected  inat  the  rates  of 
custom  and  merchandize,  coming  froiri 
any  pan  of  the  company's  pos^nstons^ 
should  be  regulated  upon  a  standara 
which  would  neither  preclude  the  impor- 
tation of  them  into  bU  country,  nor^ 
when  imported,  prevent  his  levying  a 
duty  upon  them,  and  tbar  a  standard  for 
duties  to  be  levied  by  the  company  on  his 
exports  should  be  fixed  on  the  same 
principles. 

'11.  Under  the  stipulations  of  thft 
existing  commercial  treaty  the  vizier's 
government  is  entitled  to  du'ies  upon  all 
imported  commodities,  wheiher  intended 
for  consumption  in  his  terrironcs,  or  pas-^ 
sing  through  ihein  to  foreign  countries  ; 
and  for  the  collection  of  these  duties  cus- 
toni^houses  are  established  at  fix;d  places. 
18.  The  execution  of  ihestipulatiQn$ 
was  easy,  and  the  consequences  of  then! 
obvious,  when  the  dominions  of  one  state 
commenced  where  the  other  terminated^ 
but  as  the  Ganges  will  now,  lur  an  extent 
of  two  hundred  miles,  form  the  ncuiral 
boundary  of  both  states,  some  modifica- 
tion of  the  treaty  will  certainly  be  cxpc* 
diem. 

13.  On  the  other  part  of  the  eleventh 
article,  which  relates  to  the  exemption  of 
duties  on  provisions  for  the  cousumptioii 
of  the  troops,  after  observing  th«)t  this  ex- 
emption is  not  stipulated  for  by  any  article 
of  the  existing  treaty,  but  rests  on  an 
agreement  entered  into  with  the  vizier's 
ministers,  during  the  governmeiit  of  the 
marquis  Cornwailis,  I  shall  take  the 
liberty  of  troubling  your  lordship  with  a 
few  reflections  thai  have  occurred  to  me 
on  the  usage^  some -of  which  arc  the  re- 
sult of  experience  in  my  present  situation, 
and  some  of  thc«i  arise  out  of  the  change 
of  circumstances  I :ow  in  continiulation, 

14.  The  articles  exempted  from  du- 
ties by  this  agreement  arc. grain,  catiie, 
goats,  shec-p,  ghee,  betel  nut,  and  tobac^ 
CO  ;  and  as  the  consump'ion  of  these  ar- 
ticles, ^y  the  troops,  ai.d  their  numerous 
followers,  puiiicularly  at  the  siation^  of 
Cawnport  and  Fott^ghui,  is  very  coo« 
sidcrahle,  the  revenues  of  ilie  vizier's  go- 
veriintent,  arising  fiom  the  saycr,  are 
aff*ecteJ  in  proportion.  The  u^e  of  pur- 
wunnas,  to  cover  rhew  articles  from  c!uty, 
notwithstanding  alj  the  care  that  m.-Ty  be 
taken,  is  liable  to  much  abuse,  aud  is  a 
source  ot*  frequent  complaints  on  both" 
sides.  It  may  also  be  doubted  whether  the 
company's  government,  or  the  troops,  d^:- 

rive' 
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>xive  an  advantage  in  any  degree  {iropor- 
tion'vi  to  the  losasusttioed  by  the  vizier. 

15.  His  excellency  propotei  that  the 
exemixion  of  duty  on  gram  for  the  con* 
aumption  of  the  trbo^  employed  in 
bit  doininiom,  ihall  still  continue,  but 
ceaae  in  respect  to  the  station  of  Cawn* 
pore  ;  and  although  that  station  only  is 
mentioned,  I  conclude  that  he  embraces 
to  his  design  all  the  troops  which  may  be 
atationed  in  the  ceded  countries. 

16.  The  dominions  of  the  two  stales 
will  be  so  situated  in  respect  to  each 
other,  that  it  may  be  presumed  each 
country  will  have  occasion  to  draw  sup* 
plies ot  grain  an^ various  articles  of  pro- 
visions trom  the  other,  and  there  does 
not  appear  any  good  reason  why  the  com- 
pan;^  s  troops,  or  subjects,  should  enjoy  the 
pivileee  of  exemption  from  dudes,  un- 
less it  be  mutual.  In  addition  t»  this  it 
tnay  be  observedi  that  were  the  exemption 
continued  for  the  troops,  it  would  be  less 
practicable  to  limit  it  to  that  intended 
purpose  than  at  present,  because,  under 
pretence  of  supplies  for  the  troops,  larger 
quantities  than  requisite  for  that  express 
purpose  might  be  covered  by  purwunnas, 
and  the  excess  subsequently  vended  in 
CHher  parts  of  the  country  ;  a  practice 
which  IS  now  cpmplaitied  of  even  whilst 
it  is  capable  of  being  in  a  great  measure 
checked  bv  the  vigilance  of  the  officers  of 
the  vizier  s  government  in  the  vicinity  of 
ihe  cantonments. 

17.  Upon  the  whole,  it  appeare  to  ray 
judgment  that  the  exemption  of  duties  on 
all  articles  of  provisions  designed  for  the 
consumption  of  the  troops  stationed  in  the 
ceded  countries  cannot  be  contended  for, 
altbonsh  it  may  be  expedient  to  stipulate 
for  a  free  intercoone  and  market  for  all 
articles  of  provisioDS  be^i^'een  the  subjccu 
of  the  two  states. 

18.  Tbe  papers  which  I  have  now 
the  honour  to  transmit  to  vour  londship, 
are  copv  and  transbte  of  a  letter  ad- 
dressed By  me  to  the  vizier  on  the  tsd 
instant,  the  (Aject  of  which,  after  several 
ineflectual  conversations  on  the  paper  of  • 
requests,  was  to  discover  .whether  his 
Excellency  was  serious  in  his  desire  of 
having  it  forwarded  to  your  lordship, ''by 
requiimg  that  it  should  be  authenticated 
by  his  aeal ;  copy  and  translate  of  his  ex- 
cellency's letter  received,  yesterday,  in 
reply  to  the  one  above  mentioned ;  and 
the  paper  of  requesu  authemicated  by 
his  excellency's  seal,  with  a  translation 
of  it.  Your  lordship  will  observe  that 
there  is  a  slight  difewncc  in  the  second 


article  as  it  now  stands,  from  that  trtide 
as  contained  in  the  paper  transmitted  with 
my  unofficial  address  to  your  lordship  of 
the  i$d  instant.

What 
your  excellency  requires*  thtt  his  lord- 
ship»  previous  to  the  adjustment  of  the 
terms  of  the  treaty,  should  affix  his  seal 
fend  signature  to  certain  piopositioos,  ia 


widely  different  from 
practice;  there  are,  moieovec,  certain  of 
the  said  propositions  which  do  not  seent 
at  ,aU  fit  subjects  for  discussion,  but 
should  your  excellency  persevere  in  your 
wish  to  have  them  tnnsmhted,  I  shall 
nevertheless,  if  your  excellency  will 
attach  your  seal  aixl  sigiiature  tO  them, 
submit  them  to  the  consideration  of  his 
excellency  the  most  noble  the  marquis 
Wellesley ;  1  must  at  the  same  timfthow* 
ever,  intreat  of  your  excelleocy,  that  this 
circumstance  may  not  in  >Dy  degree 
retard  the  business  in  hand.

To  bcilitaie  the  arrangement  I  withdrew 
the  articles  above  alluded  to,  and  rested 
satisfied  with  the  simple  articles  now 
aent,  which,  unless  I  receive  satis&ction 
upon  them,  mus(.  involve  me  in  per- 
plexity. 

If  the  manner  cX  expression  in  any 
pf  the  artioles  should  appear  to  you 
inconsistent  with  the  respect  due  to  his 
lordship,  alter  them  so  as  to  preserve 
their  meaning,  and  aend  the  paper  back 
to  me  to  be  written  out  £iir,  when  it 
shall  be  leuimed  to  you  withoot  delay ;

by  dismissions,  I  desire  that  no  intercea- 
tion  be  made  (or  any  person  whatever.  .

him  immediately  and  candidly  make  the 
communication  to  me,  without  a  mo- 
ment's delay,  that  an  ecclaircissement 
may  take  place  between  us. 

15th.-- When  the  matters  now  under 
discussion  shall^  have  finally  been  deter-^ 
mined  and  adju&ted,  let  not  his  lord- 
ship prefer  fresh  claims  of  any  sort,  de- 
mand or  increase,  nor,  unless  by  the  inter- 
position of  advice,  interfere  in  any  of  the 
aifairsof  this  sircar. 

i6ih. — Let  the  engagements  en« 
tered  into  between  his  lordship  and  thia 
sircar  be  binding  and  permanent,  and  let 
^such  a  treaty  be  now  drawn  up, 
that  no  governor-general,  who  shall  here- 
after be  appointed  froaa  £urope,  to  take 
charge  of  the  company's  affairs,  may  have 
it  in  his  power  to  alter  or  infringe  upon 
tht  said  treaty.

ment of  as  laive  a  portion  as  possible  of 
this  just  and  indupuuble  claim.  His  lord- 
ship accordingly  desires  that  you  will 
press  this  demand  upon  the  vizier  in  the 
roost  urgent  manner,  and  require  him  at 
least  to  pay  a  considerable  part  without  a 
moment's  delay. 

Tl^e  exigency  of  the  company's  afFnirs 
renders  the  immediate  liquidation  of  a 
large  part  ofthe  arrears  an  oltject  of  the  ut- 
Hiost  importance,  and  one  which  cannot 


be  relinquished,  unless  his  highness 
should  be  induced  to  concur  in  an  ar- 
rangement which  would,  in  a  more  effec- 
tual and  permanent  manner,  relieve  th« 
embarrassed  state  of  the  com^iany's  finan- 
ces; unless,  therefore,  you  should  en- 
tertain a  confident  expectation  of  engaging 
his  excellency  to  accept  the  final  propo* 
sitions  transmuted  to  him  by  order  of  tha 
govemor-geneial,  his  lordj>hip  desiresyou 
will  use  every  endeavour  to  realize, 
without  delay,  a  large  proportion  of  the 
arrears  due  by  his  excellency  to  the  com- 
pany.

Mvlord, — Para.  1.  I  have  the  honour 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  lord- 
ship'^i  commands  through  the  dispatches 
of  the  secretary  to  government,  under 
dates  the  t^th  and  goih  of  May. 

s.  Having  waited  upon  the  vizier 
yesterday  nominal  I  presented  to  bia 
excellency  your  lordsbiu's  \tnrr  on  the, 
subject  of  his  excellency  s  application  for 
an  abatement  in  the  amount  ofthe  arrears 
due  to  the  company,  and,  after  acquaint- 
ing his  excellency  with  the  substance  of 
it,  and  of  your  lord&hip's  unalterable  de-  . 
termination  not  to  relax  from  that  just  de- 
mand excepting. under  the  circumstance 
of  his  consent  to  the  first  proposition,  ( 
made  a  formal  requisition  in  your  lord- 
ship's name  for  the  immediate  payment  oi 
the  large  balance,  two  lacks  of  rupees . 
having  been  received  a  few  days  ago  OQ 
account. 

3*  The  conversation  which  ei)sue4 
being  of  a  very  important  nature,  aa 
lending^  to  discover  some  of  the  vizier'f 
senrimeou,  and  as*seeming  to  put  a  stop 
to  the  progress ef  the  negotiation,  I  think 
it  expedient  to  report  it  to  your  lordship 
in  detail. 

4.  I  stated  your  lordship's  Extreme 
regret  that  all  the  arguments  which  had 
been  used  to  demonstrate  that  the  terma 
of  the  first  proposition  are  far  more  ad- 
vamsgeoos  to  his  excellency,  and  to  hit 
posterity,  than  any  other  arrangement 
could  possibly  be,  should  have  failed  of 
procuring  his  excellency's  consent  to  that 
plan  ;  whilst  hi|  exceUcocy  admitted  that 

Ifat 
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the  principle  of  it  was  calculated  to  pro* 
xno'tc  his  ease  and  peace  of  mind ;  whilst 
he  made  no  objection  to  the  several  sti* 
pulations  of  it  excq^ing  one ;  and  whibt 
ne  had  so  frequently  acknowledged  that 
the  evils  existing  in  every  part  of  his  ad-' 
naintstration  and  dominions  were  incurable 
by  any  exertioni  of  his  own,  it  was  im- 
po::sible,  I  obvrved,  to  conceive  that 
the  rejection  of  the  plan  was  the  free 
result  of  bis  own  mature  judgment,  but 
the  effect  of  that  influence  and  ascendency 
which  certain  interetted  persons  possessed 
over  his  mind,  persons  who  were  actuated 
in  the  advice  wnicb  they  gave  to  him  not 
by  motives  of  regard  for  his  exccitencVU 
honour  or  happiness,  not  by  considerations 
for  the  welfare  of  his  family*  or  his  sub- 
jects, but  by  the-  iurdid  apprehension  of 
Dcin^  deprived  of  ilft'ir  shares  of  the  pe- 
culations on  ilic  public  treasury,  and  of 
the  six}ils  extracted  from  his  subject.  His 
excellency  replied,  that  whatever  were 
>  his  motives  for  reji^cting  the  plaa»  his  de- 
termination wjs  unalterable. 

5.  I  then  proceeded  to  state  to  his 
excellency,  the  observations  which  your 
lordship  had  suggested  in  regard  to  «he 
sntroductioa  of  the  system  of  British 
jurisprudence,  its  gradual  operation,  and- 
the  liberal  toleration  with  which  it  was 
enforced  ;  his  excellency  said,  chat  be 
was  not  unacquainted  with  the  general 
management  of  the  conapany's  country, 
nor  with  the  administration  of  justice  as 
practised  in  their  possessions,  but  that  it 
'vnould  be  tanbecoming  in  him  tocom- 
ntent  en  the  effects ;  the  increased  popu- 
lation in  the  company's  dominions,  the 
improvement  of  the  situation  pf  all  de- 
scnptions  of  people,  and  tb^  happiness 
and  security  whicn  they  enjoyed*  under 
the  company's  gbvemroent,  in  compa- 
rison with  the  subject  of  any  other  state 
in  Hindostan,  were,  I  observed,  the  best 
comments  on  the  effects  of  that  ^ern- 
neht. 

6*  I  then  stated  to  his  excellency  that 
the  general  tenor  and  spirit  of  his  articles 
pf  stipulations  had  excited  the  greatest 
aurprise  and  concern  in  your  lordship's 
breast,  and  that  I  was  commanded  t>y 
your  lordship  to  communicate  to  his  ex- 
cellency your  lordship's  absolute  irejection 
of  the  wnole  of  them;  his  excellency  re- 
plied, that  has  his  paper  contained  con- 
ditions on  which  alone  Kis  consent  to  the 
territorial  cessioh  could  be  granted,  yoar 
lordship's  rejection  of  them  alUiwed  him 
BO  other  alternative  than  that  of  passive 


obedience   to   whatever  mcasores  your 
.  lordship  might  resolve  on. 

7.  To  this  declaration  of  his  excel- 
lency. I  observed  that  the  perseverance 
manifested  by  him.  aj^ainst  all  my  remon- 
strances, iti  transmitting  a  paper\)f  stipu- 
lations which  his  own  good  sense  must 
have  told  him  were  in  their  nature  and 
tendency  wholly  inadmissible,  had  iri- 
duccd  me  lon^'ago  to  represent  to  bis 
exceHcocvj  both'  personal  and  throu|»h 
Molavy  Sudden,  that  his  only  object  m 
brinp;ing  them  forward  vras  to  obtain  a 
refusal,  and  thereby  to  render  his  condi- 
tional consent  to  the  territorial  cession 
iUuscrv,  and  that  his  ready  reoirience  to 
his  former  piotcstation  of  submission  con- 
firmed me  in  the  opinion  that  it  was  an  ex- 
pedient for  that  purpose  onlv^*-hts  excel* 
lency  ^exited  ihdt  such  were  his  motives. 

8.  I  next  proceeded  to  state  to  his  ex- 
cellency the  terms  upon  which  your  lord- 
ship i)  disposed  to  guaranty  to  his  excel- 
lency, ana  (o  his  posterity,  the  dominions 
of  his  excellency's  remaining  territory. 
They  were  enumerated  in  the  following 
order  and  manner  ;  ist.  ^  The  continu* 
ance  of  the  company's  right  to  station 
the  British  troops  in  any  part  of  his  ex- 
cellency's dominioiis;  2nd.  The  restric- 
tion of  his  own  military  establishment  to 
an  extent  absolutely  neoeasary  for  the 
collections  of  the  revenues»  and  for  the 
pur|)Oses  of  state ;  and  ^dly.  The  intro- 
duction of  such  regulations  of  police* 
tinder  the  controul  of  the  company's 
officers,  as  should  be  calculated  to  secure 
the  internal  quiet  of  his  excellency's 
country,  and  tlw  orderly  and  peaceable 
behaviour  of  his  subjects  of  every  descrip- 
tion. 

9.  I  reasoned  upon  the  several  articles 
as  follows  :-»-the  obligation  of  "the  com- 
pany to  defend  bis  excellency's  dominions 
against  all  enemies,  internal  and  exteipal, 
required  and  implied  the  right  compre- 
hended in  the  first;  the  same  obligations 
rendered  an  extensive  ipiltiary  esiablish- 
rocnt  in  his  service  useless,  dangerous, 
and  an  unnecessary  expense ;  the  conti- 
guity of  the  company's  possessions  to 
th«se  of  his  excellency  must  render  them 
susceptible  of  injury  and  disorder,  from 
the  disturbances  and  insurrections  so  fre- 
ouent  in  his  own.  I  moreover  added 
that  unless  the  subordination  of  his  officers, 
and  the  obedience  of  his  subjects,  were 
seciffred  hy  some  wise  and  strong  regu- 
latipns,  it  would  be  impossible  to  calculate* 
with  any  degree  of  certainty,  upon  the 
amoont  of  the  force  that  should  be  appli- 
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tiUe  to  opposr  the  design  of  an  invading 
enemy }  since  a  portion  of  the  company's 
» iroops  might,  under  such  an  cxificnc/, 
be  recjnim  to  preserve  the  internal  tran- 
quillity of  his  dominions. 

10.  His  excellency's  reply  to  this  was 
striking ;  and  whilst  it  is  not  my  intention 
toagi^vate  his  expretfions,  it  is  my  duty 
to  relate  them  as  literally  as  posibte.  The 
power  of  stationing  the  company's  uoops 
10  any  part  of  his  dominions,  he  con- 
ceivcQ,  from  some  former  discoune  with 
ine,  wonld  be  relini|iiishedt  excepting  in 
casei  were  ibe  requisition  might  proceed 
from  himself;  that  the  introductioo  of 
tjiat  as  an  absolute  condition,  toother 
with  the  others,  formed  a  combination  of 
circumsunces  the  objects  of  which  would 
be  open  to  the  comprehension  of  a  child, 
and  that  il  wa^  impossible  for  him  to 
agree  to  a  territorial  cession  cm  such  terms. 

11.  I  in^eated  his  excellency  to  reject 
from  his  mind  such  unjustifiable  suspi- 
cions, and  to  summon  all  the  good  sense 
which  he  possesses,  and  reflect  on  the 
consequences  of  a  refusal^  of  the  proposi- 
tions which  your  lordship  had  prepared 
with  so  much  thought  and  detiberatioci. 
He  said  be  by  no  means  meant  to  impute 
precipitaocy  toyoor  loidshi|i^s  resolution. 
Dttt  if  your  lordship's  reflection  suggested 
measures  to  which  he  could  not  accede, 
the  utmost  which  he  Expected  from  him 
was  passive  submilinob  to  those  measures, 
and  be  added  that  if  your  lordship  would 
give  him  his  dismission,  and  allow  him 
to  proceed  op  his  proposed  pilgnmi^es, 
or  whether  that  waspermittea  or  not,  the 
whole  of  his  territorial  posMssions,  and  of 
his  treasures,  were  at  the  disposal  of  your 
lordship's  power,  be  neither  had  the  in- 
dmation  nor  the  strength  to  resist,  but  be 
could  not  yield  a  voluntary  consent  to  pro* 
poiidons  so  injurious'to  bis  reputation. 

12.  After  remonstrating  upon  such 
language,  as  inconsistent  with  pmdeoce, 

.  with  toe  dignity  of  his  situation,  and 
with  a  doe  regard  to  the  interestt  of  hia  fa- 
mily^ I  uked  his  excel  Iciicy  if  I  was  to 
consider  what  he  had  delivered  as  an  aii- 
swer  to  he  conveyed  to  your  lordship  y  his 
excelVncj^rcplied  that  it  had  been  re- 
peated utdre  than  once  in  the  cou^  df  the 
coovenaiion^  but  that  if  a  further  confirm- 
atioo  of  his  resolution  «was  required,  be 
would  declare  it  on  the  koran. 

13.  Id  speaking  of  the  arrears  of  subsidy 
his  excellency  contended,  that  he  was  not 
bound  to  defray  any  expense  for  additional 
tioopt  bcyood  the  period  of  iheir  being 


assembledtooppose  the  menaced  invasion  . 
of  Zemaun  Snah.  To  demonstrate  the, 
fallacy  of  such  reasoning,  I  asked  him 
what  liciitatbn  of  time  could  be  put  to 
the  views  of  Zemaun  Shah,  and  drew  to 
his  recollection  the  intrigue  of  Ambaiee, 
discovered  by  the  seixure  oi'  vizier  Alli's 
papers;  but  not  to  test  the  justice  of  the 
company's  claim  on  particular  cases,  I 
advertea  to  the  treaty,  and  to  the  reasoiH 
ing  which  hid  been  employed  to  demon- 
strate the  right  of  the  company,  iii  virtue 
of  their  defensive  engagemenu  with  his 
excellency's  govemmeoc,  to  determine 
the  number  of  troops  necessary  fof  tht 

Kotection  of  his  domiuions,  and  the  ob- 
jation  which  he  was  under  of  defraying 
tl^  expenses;  his  excellency,  after  ob- 
serving that  the  excess  of  troops  was  con-^ 
tinned  I  when  vixier  Alii  was  delivered 
op  again,  declared  that  his  treasures  were 
at  your  lordship^s  command. 

14.  In  ex|Ianation  of  bis  excellency'i 
reference  to  aYormier  discourse  with  me» 
relative  to  the  company's  troops  td  be 
sutiooed  in  his  dominiom,  I  must  beg 
leave  to  acquaint  your  lordship,  that  it 
was  always  my  intention  to  preserve  the 
right  of  the  company  in  that  respect,  at 
well  as  to  stipulate  for  the  limitation  of 
troops  to  be  mainuined  by  the  vizier'r 

government.  I  had  been  cautious  in 
rinsing  them  directly  focward  lest  his 
excellency  should  demand  the  cootinu- 
ance  of  a  larger  portion  of  the  company's 
troops  in  his  dominions  than  could  be 
easify  spared  finom  the  necessary  ser- 
vices in  the  ceded  districts. 

15.  Whether  the  vizier  be  actually  de» 
termined  to  adhere  to  that  passive  line  of 
conduct  which  he  fads  so  frequently 
avowed  in  preference  to  yielding  his  con- 
sent to  one  of  the  propositions,  or  whether 
it  be  an  artifice,  founded  00  a  belief  that 
your  lordship  will  refrain  from  having 
recourse  to  extremities,  to  elude  an  ac- 
quiescence, it  is  not  possible  for  me  with 
certainty  to  affirm;  bdit  no  person  could  - 
be  more  apparently  decided  on  a  resoln« 
tioo  thao  was  his  excellency  in  his  convef- 
tion  with  tne  yesterday  morning,  and  not 
satisfied  with  the  declarations  which  he 
had  reiterated  to  myself,  he  sent  for  my 
moosbee  after  my  deparmre,  and  repeated 
to  him  the  same  declarations. 

16.  Molavy  Sudden  is  apprized  of  my 
beine  in  possession  of  authority  from 
your  lordship  to  march  the  troops  into  the 
countries  to  be  ceded,  in  order  to  establish 
the  company's  authority,  and  lonlywith* 
held  the  commuoicilloa  from  his  excel- 
lency 
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Jency  to  ascertain  whether  yonr  lordship's 
remarks  on  his  paper  of  requests  sh^ll 
occasion  any  relaxation  in  his  apparent 
obstinacy. 

17.  I  have  made  several  attempts  to 
open  an  intercourse  with  Ruttun  Cnund, 
but  such  is  the  jralousy  of  the  two  fa- 
vorites in  rrgard  to  each  other,  and  such 
bis  excellency^  vigiiance  over  both,  that 
it  is  impossible  to  procure  a  personal  con- 
vcriation  >^ih  either,  unlcus  he  is  de- 
puted to  me  by  hu  excellency.  I  hope, 
nowcver,  that  I  have  at  length  opened  a 
channrl  for  comrounicaiion  witn  Rui» 
tun  Chund.  In  respect  to  the  mobvv, 
either  h'*  sincerity  or  his  influence  with 
the  viziei  must  be  suspected.  My  moon- 
shec  yesterday  moriiuig,  in  consequence 
of  diicctions  from  me,  enjc^K^l  bim  in  a 
conveisatioii,  when  I  had  rt- tired  with  the 
vizier,  and  informed  him  of  the  light  in 
vrhich  vour  lordship  hjd  viewed  his  ex- 
cellency's paper  ot  requests.  The  mo- 
lavy  made  the  strongest  as^uriinces  of  his 
having  predicted  to  the  vizer  your  lord- 
thip'k  total  disapprobation  of  the  paper, 
and  of  his  having  used,  in  addition  to  the 
argumcniswith  which  I  had  futnished  htm, 
•U  his  powers  of  persuasion  to  retract  the 
requests.  ' 

18.  It  is  my  intention  to  prepare  a 
memorial  to  the  vi^tier,  reciipitulating  the 
substance  of  some  part  of  mv  conversation, 
and  representing  to  his  excellency,  that 
if  he  enteriaini  the  belief  of  evading  or 
poHt pruning  the  settlement  of  the  aif^^irs 
of  hu  coontT>',  under  the  specious  .-.how 
of  snbmjuion,  the  deliberate,  the  de- 
cided, a.)d  repeated  assurances  of  your 
lord>hip*s  u.ialterablc  resolution  to  apply 
an  eHcctaal  remedy,  without  dclavi  to 
the  existing  abuses  in  the  provinre  of 
Oade,  oii^ht  to  satisfy  his  excellency 
that  such  a  belief  must  be  totally  erro- 
neou5,  and  that  should  your  lonlship  be 
.  ultimately  compelled  to  have  n.-^ouroc  to 
extremities  for  preserving  ih*.'  U'jited  inte- 
res's  of  his  excellency  and  ih':  company 
inOudr,  his  exct»r>ency  must  be  respon- 
sible for  any  disorders  and  distuibanccs, 
and  for  any  failure  in  the  rtvcnues,  which 
may  arise  from  the  want  of  hisi  co-opera- 
tion. 

10.  I  have  this  in>tant  receivcil  a  let- 
ter from  th<-  vi'/irr,  siyifij^  that,  probably, 
bis  paper  ot  requt  iis  hud  been  rcnirncd  to 
me  from  y«Ur  U  .ds!i!p,  ai.d  ticiiring 
that  as  it  was  now  a>  le^s,  it  might  be  re- 
stored to  him.  In  k  ply  I  have  informLd 
his  exccllenry  ihd»  ibc  p«per  has  rsot  been 
ireiufQcd,  but  thai  I  was  in  h>>urly  expec- 


tation of  a  statement  of  remarks  which 
your  lordship  has  been  pleased  to  pre- 
pare  upon  it.  *

Sir,— Para.  1.  1  have  received  your 
letter  of  the  8th  instant,  in  reply  to 
which  I  think  it  necessary  to  dispatch, 
by  express,  the  following  iastructions  for 
your  immediate  direction'. 

8.— You  will  persevere,  with  the  ut- 
most degree  of  assiduity  and  firmness,  ia 
requiring  from  the  nabob  vizier  the  in- 
stantaneous liquidation  of  the  whole  ar- 
rear  due  by  his  excellency  on  account  of 
the  au.^mentaiion  of  the  ariny  in  Oude. 
For  this  purpose  you  will  mform  his  ex- 
cellency that  you  nave  received  my  orders 
to  forward  to  me,  by  express,  a  oaily  re- 
port o(  the  sums  paid  into  your  treasury 
by  his  excellency  on  account  of  the  ba- 
lance. You  will  further  apprize  his  excel- 
lency that  if  any  additional  delay  should 
be  created  by  him  in  the  <^scharge  of 
this  just  demand,  you  have  received  au- 
thority and  directions  from  me  to  seques- 
trate a  sufficient  portioi}  of  his  excel- 
lency's revenue  for  the  sitisfacion  of  the 
compat  y*s  claims.  The  various  pretexts 
which  his  tX'.clltncy  now  opposes  to  a 
claim  of  wh.ch^  he  has  repeatedly  ac- 
knowledged the  justice,  reduce  me  to  the 
nece  .%tty  of  proceeding  to  measures  of 
compulsion  foi  the  recovery  of  the  public 
ri;;hi\  entrusted  to  my  charge. 

3.  In  pursuance  of  the  spirit  of  this 
Or«lcr  yen  will  sequestrate  the  revenue  of 
vhatcV'T  dis'rict  will  appear  to  you  to  be 
most  Vt)nvenient  for  inc  purpose,  ohsei* 
vi-  g  that  the  tcmi)oraTy  sequestration  of 
revenue  for  the  discharge  ot  the  anear  of 
a  part  of  the  iutwioy,  u  to  be  kept  com- 
pu  h  ^y  distinct  from  the  permament  icr- 
riroiial  cession  for  the  future  security  of 
the  whole  subsidy. 

4.  I  am  anxious  to  learn  what  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  further  reduc- 
tiofi  oT  the  vizier's  militaiy  force,  and  I 
earnestly  desire  that  you  will  suffer  n« 
consideration  to  delay  for  a  moment  the 
completion  of  that  most  necessaiy  reform; 
it  is  therefore  my  wish  that  you  should 
make  me  a  weekly  report  of  the  progrcaa 
of  the  reduction  oJ  his  excellency's  troops. 
It  may  be  useful  that  the  vizier  should 
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tuiow  that  you  have  received  orden  from 
.  wac  to  this  effect. 

5.  I  entertain  a  confident  expectation 
that  the  remarks  which  I  have  forwarded 
to  you  upon  the  paper  of  requests  late)/ 
received  fr*m  the  vizier,  will  have 
brought  bis  excellency  to  a  sense  of  his 
duties ;  if,  however,  I  should  be  disa|}- 
pointed  in  this  hopct  I  authorise  and  di- 
rect you  to  proceed,  as  soon  as  you  may 
judge  c«nvf  nient,  to  establish  the  com- 
pany's authority  within  the  whole  line 
of  territory  described  in  my  recent  in- 
struct ions«  with  this  addition,  thai,  under 
the  present  ^  circumstances  of  the  case^ 
I  think  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  whole  of  the  twu  districts 
of  Azimghur^nd  Gorurkpoor,  inste^ad  of 
adoptin}^  thL'  pairial  line  of  dcmarcationt 
drawn  through  those  districts  in  my  re- 
cent instructions.    ' 

6.  It  is  become  matter  of  serious 
(oiisideration,  whether  the  conduct  of  ihc 
vizier  may  not  require  the  speedy  adop-  ' 
tion  of  a'  more  compfrt*hemive  arran^t-- 
mem  for  the  complete  «S(-ablishment 
of  the  coinpan^*»  authority  over  every 
part  of  the  territory  of  Oude.  In  the 
meat)  while  the  completion  of  the  ter- 
ritorial cession,  as  stated  in  my  recent 
instructions,  will  facilitate  any  fuithrr 
K-ttlement  which  may  be  deemed  cx- 
pedient^ 

^  7.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  appri- 
•in((  you  that  it  is  my  intention  to  visit 
thr  upper  provinces  during  (he  approach- 
ing season^  and  that  with  this  view  I 
hope  to  be  able  to  embark  on  the  river 
before  the  close  of  the  present  month. 
This  intelligence  will  probably  afford 
the  vizier  a  fresh  pretext  fot  procrasti- 
nation and  evasion,  but  I  desire  that  you 
"will  proceed  to  execute  my  orders  with- 
out reference  to  any  subterfuge  which 
his  excellency  m.ty  hen  after  attempt  to 
practise.  It  is  indeed  doubtful  whether  I 
may  think  it  expedient  cirhcr  to  pay  any 
visit  to  his  excellency,  or  10  receive  any 
from  him  during  toe  actual  crisis  of 
affairs. 

8.  His  excellency's  object  in  desiring 
that  hit  paper  of  requests  should  be  restor- 
ed to  bun  is  sufficiently' obvious.  I  con- 
clude you  have  retamed  an  attested  copy 
of  that  paper  of  which  you  have  sent  me 
the  origmal.  If  it  shouii  become  oeces- 
aary  to  assume  the  districts  without  his  ex- 
ceflency^s  consent,  I  desire  you  to  con- 
sider whether  it  may  not  be  expedient  to 
furnish  the  begum,  Almas  Alii  Khan,

of  suoh  parts  of  that  paper  as  tend  to  dis- 
close the  comprehensive  project  of  con- 
fiscation, proscription,  and  tyrannical  vio- 
lence entertained  by  his  excellency 
against  his  own  family,  uobiluy,  and 
people.

Judge  advisable.

My  dear  sir,— I  have  been  fivoured 
with  your  Icttci  cf  thr  ffh  insu-n'.  In 
convqutnce  of  a  Wiiiten  requisition 
from  lue  to  the  vizi ct, that  h^'  woui'  com- 
mence liquidaiiig  the  compftity^s  dcvatid 
on  him  for  arrears  ol  suhiiHy.  his  ex'-cl- 
lency,  in  the  first  werk  of  thi«  month, 
scut  two  Icit^ksol  rup'^cs  on  ihar  account: 
some  days  alier  he  cMmtncnrrd  p/iving 
th::  kist  for  the  preceding  month,  Dut  as 
the  money  did  not  conic  in  wnh  a  dis- 
p  ch,  or  in  q<i»ntitics  pro^>oriioned  to  the 
heavy  dcina.  ds  upcn  this  treasmy,  and 
as  I  had  reason  to  ^u^pect  thit  hi5  design 
wafc  to  >pm  OIK  iht  timj  until  the  next  kist 
should  be  due,  I  rrpeaied  the  drm:»nd  for 
the  ptyment  of  the  arrears,  and  pressed. 
for  a  more  speedv  discharge  of 'h-  kist. 
His  excellency  affected  ^o  be  hurt  at  be- 
ing called  on  lor  the  payment  of  the  kt^t, 
and  rerur.ied  my  letter,  nuiicin)^  aUo  that 
the  terms  which  I  had  u^ed  in  it,  tn 
giving  a  receipt  for  thr  iwu  l.icks  on  ac- 
count of  the  arrears,  aid  not  correspond 
with  those  which  he  hjd  used  in  sen(iin<; 
the  money.  This  15  one  of.  the  tricks 
which  hi*  excellency  has  frequently  had 
recourse  to  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to 
obtain  some  concession  from  tne ;  they 
have  never  succeeded ;  and  on  the  present 
occasion  I  retutmW  the  letter  with  a  still 
more  peremptory  demand  for  the  pay* 
mrnt  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  ari'enr 
without  a  momnn's  delay.  His  excel- 
lency also  mentioned  in  his  letter  an  in- 
tention of  replying  to  lord  Welleslry's 
letteis,  and  of  preparing  a  rejoinder  to  his 
lordship\ answer  on  his  article  of  requests, 
prrscnied  ro  him  on  the  iiih  ins  ant. 
To  this  intimation  I  replied,  that  I  trust- 
ed hii  excellency'!  answer  to  his  lord- 
ship's 
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ship's  demand  for  the  payment  of  tbe 
arrears  would  be  a  coromflnicatioo  of  his 
Jiavine  discharged  a  considerable  portion, 
and  oT  his  determination  to  continue  the 
payments  without  intermission  until  the 
vhole  debt  should  be  cleared  off;  since 
an  answer  of  any  other  tenor  after  bis 
]ordsbip*s  final  sentiments  had  been  so 
repeatedly  conveyed  to  him  would  be 
only  an  useless  trouble.  On  the  subject 
of  ais  intended  rejoinder  I  replied,  that 
il  was  my  hope  that  his  lofdship's 
remarks  on  his  excellency's  paper  had 
made  such  an  impression  on  his  mind 
as  to  suppress  for  ever  any  further  men- 
tion of  a ;  I  beg  you  will  assure  lord 
Wellesley  that  my  demands  for  the  pay- 
ment of  tht  money  shall  be  unceasing 
and  suited  to  the  dignity  of  his  loid&hip*s 
government. 

The  negotiation  is  now  in  a  state 
which  occasions  me  a  good  deal  of  anx- 
ietv,  arul  this  is  aggravated  by  an  appre- 
hension that  the  endeavours  which  I 
have  used  to  inflaence  the  vizier's  mind 
through  the  agency  of  Molavy  Sudden « 
although  my  arguments,  as  addressed  to 
his  excellency,  were  not  of  a  mollifying 
quality,  have  produced  the  effect  of  bartf 
cning  his  itsolutiooof  passivesubmissioo, 
under  a  conception  that  the  solicitude 
shevrn  to  obtam  his  consent  implies  an 
unwillingness,  if  not  a  repugnance,  10  pro- 
ceed in  the  business  without  it*. 

I  have,  however,  prepared  a  paper 
which  will,  I  trust,  convince  his  excel- 
lency that  he  is  deceiving^  himself  by 
such  an  idea,  and  that  it  is  indispensable 
for  him  to  fesume  the  discussion  of  the 
territofial  cession  with  a  sinceie  and  ear- 
nest desire  of  bringing  it  to  a  speedy  con- 
clusion. 

The  explanation  of  his  lordship's  sen- 
timenu  respecting  the  state  in  which  the 
company's  defensive  engagements  will  be 
placed  under  an  arrangement  founded  on 
the  territorial  cession,  snail  be  duly  legard- 
ed.  I  received  the  proposed  stipulation 
of  the  vizier  in  renrdtothe  constant  mainte- 
nance of  a  qncincmiiobcr  ofBritishtioops 
within  the  ceded  territoiy ,  as  one  of  those 
vexatious  and  childish  articles  which  his 
excellency  has  introduced  for  the  sake  of 
teazing,  and  not  as  one  that  he  would 
think  of  contending  for  when  the  several 
provisions  should  assume  the  shape  of  a 
formal  treaty. 

I  inclose  to  you  a  small  paper  of  intel- 
ligence from  the  vizier's  secret  durbar; 
the  intention  therein  mentioned  of  depu- 
tiifg  Molavy  Sudden,  I  oDdcntaad,  it 


postponed  in  consequence  of  the  fcporta 
now  in  circulation  of  lord  Wcllesley's 
design  of  honouring  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try with  his  presence.  It  has  ever  been  a 
prevalent  desire  of  his  excellencv  to  nego- 
tiate immediately  with  his  lordship,  mA 
whilst  such  an  expectation  exists,  it  will 
be  his  study  to  procrastinate  and  evade  a 
final  arrangement.

TIjc  viiicr  yesterday  communicaiine 
his  sentiments  toMolavy  Sudden,  observed 
that  there  was  much  room  both  for  hopa 
and  fear;  to  which  Molavy  Sudden  answer- 
ed that  as  yet  noihinghaa  been  done,  that 
if  his  excellencv  would  give  him  his  dis- 
missal he  would  proceed,  and  satisfacto- 
rily accomplish  nis  excellency's  aSaira 
and  wishes.  That  he  pledged  himKlf  to 
this  pointy  provided  that  his  excellency 
would  furnish  him  with  such  letten  as  he 
might  wish  to  the  governor-general,  and 
to  the  other  gentlemen,  and  that  he  would 
give  him  his  dismissal ;  his  excellency 
observed  that  he  was  his  hand,  his  tongue, 
and  hiseyes,and  that  if  he  sould  dismiss  him 
he  would  be  able  to  do  nothing ;  that  he 
must  remain  entirely  inactive,  and  that  de- 
rangement wouldensttetohisaiairs$  that  if 
the  pending  negotiation  did  not  oppose  an 
.obstacle,  hewould  certainly  have  allowed 
him  to  go.  Molavy  Sudden  again  repeat- 
edly endeavoured  to  persuade  him,  and 
said,  that  when  the  affair  should  once  pass 
out  of  their  hands,  nothing  could  srter- 
wards  be  done^  his  excellency  answered, 
that  upon  receiving  an  an  Jwer  from  Cal- 
cutta he  would  do  whatever  might  be  ad- 
visable ;  to  which  Molavy  Stidden  ai>- 
swered,  that  nothing  could  possibly  be 
settled  by  writing ;  t£kt  it  was  utteriy  im- 
possible.

2.  Yoa  will  have  observed  by  fail 
lordship's  icttrr  to  you  of  the  15th  instant 
that  he  anticipated  the  effect  open  his  ex- 
cellency the  vizier's  conduct  of  his  lord- 
ship's iotende4vi«t  tothejupper  provinces, 
and  therefore  expressed  a  doubt  whether. 
he  should  think  it  rxpedietit  to  meet  ^is 
excellency  daring  th>j  actual^  crisis  of 
affairs.    As  his  lordship's  conjectarc  re- 

Erding  the  effect  of  his  intended  ioumcy 
B  been  verified,  -his  lordsbip  deems  it 
of  the  utmost  importance  to  remove  from 
his  excellency's  mind  those  impressions 
upon  which  be  (bands  the  hope  of  pro- 
crastination»  or  of  a  relaxation  of  the  de- 

-  mands  which  have  been  made  upon  him* 
His  lordship  therefore  desiroi  that  his  ex- 
tellency  the  vizier  may  be  given  to  under- 

'ttand  that  it  is  his  lordship's  resolution  not 
to  have  any  personal  intercourse  with  him 
until  the  pending  negotiation  shall  have 
been  finally  and  completely  concluded. 
His  lordshio  further  wishes  that  his  excel- 
lency should  understand,  that  it  is  not  hit 
lordship's  practice  to  conduct  political  ne- 
gotiations in  p;?non.  His  lordship  re- 
poses the  fullest  confidence  in  '  those 
officers  whom  he  has  selected  for  the  con- 
duct of  political  affairs,  and  he  considers 
them  fully  competent  to  be  the  agents 
of  his  lordships  views  at  the  several 
courts  where  tbey  are  stationed.  Upon 
this  principle  it  is  his  lordship's  determi- 
nation'to  terminate  the  negotiation  with 
hk  excdlency  the  vizier  through  the  same 
official  channel  by  which  they  have  been 
hitherto  conducted,  and  his  lordship  ac- 
cordingly desires  that  you  will  diligently 
extinguish  every  hope  which  his  excel- 
lency Tffay  entertain  of  any  alteration  in 
the  eqiiitable  demands  of  tne  British  so- 
vemn^nt,  or  of  any  delay  in  their  fulll- 
ment,  foimded  on  his  lordship's  visit  to 
the  upper  stations ;  and  that  you  will  ra- 
ther mention  his  lordship's  journey  as  an 
additional  argument  far  the  necessity  of 
an  immediate  adjustment  of  the  penoing 
ncffiotiationsy  since  his  lordship  is  re- 
solved to  avoid  a  meeting  with  his  excel- 
lency until  they  shall  have  been  finally 
and  completely  closed. 

3.  In  the  paper  of  inielligence  in- 
closed in  your  letter  hit  lordship  observed 
two  passages  of  which  he  is  desirous  of 
reccivina;  an  explanation.  The  first  pa»- 
sage  is  this/  *'  be  (Mdavy  Sudden)  pled^ 
V  ed  himself  to  this  pomt*  provioied  hit 
.'*  czcclko^irooldfttraith  bimwith luch 


'*  letters  as  he  might  wish  to  the  governor* 
"  general,  and  to  the  other  gentlemen, 
'*  &c."  His  lordship  requests  that  yoa 
will  inform  him,  if  you  can,  who  are  those 
gentlemen  to  whom  his  excellency  had 
It  in  contemplation,  to  write  on  such  an 
occasion  as  that  of  sending  an  ambassador 
to  the  representative  of  the  British  govern- 
ment in  India. 

4*  The  other  passage  alluded  to  it 
this  s  **  his  excellency  answered,  that 
**  upon  receiving  an  aoswer  from  CaU 
**  cutia  he  would  do  whatever  might  be 
'*  advisable.'*  His  lord&hip  is  doubtful 
whether  by  this  expression  bis  excellency 
means  an  answer  from  his  lordship  to  an 
intended  remooatrance  on  the  part  of  hit 
excellency,  or  whether  he  adverts  to  any 
other  correspondeiK:e  which  he  holds  with 
persons  residing  at  Calcutta. 
.  5.  His  lordship  recjiiests  that  you  will 
state  for  bis  information^  what  you  may 
know,  or  what  your  opinion  is  upon  these 
two  points.  As  you  may  not  have  re- 
tained a  copy  of  the  paper  of  intelligeoce 
I  have  the  p]eastue  to  retuni  it. 

6.  There  is  another  point  materially 
cotmected  with  the  aubject  of  your  letter^ 
to  which  his  lordship  bat  directed  me  to 
draw  your  attention. 

7.  You  will  no  doubt  be  informed  at 
Lttcknow  of  a  report  promulgated  at 
Calcutu  of  a  change  in  the  ministry  at 
home,  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Pitc 
and  the  duke  of  Portland,  and  the  ap- 
potntment  of  the  speaker  and  the  mar* 
quit  of  Laosdownc  to  their  situations  re- 
spectively. It  hat  occurred  ta  his  lord- 
snip,  that  should  this  report,  Vague  and 
unsnppoRcd  as  it  is,  reach  his  excellency 'a 
ears,  he  may  be  induced  to  believe  that  a 
charge  of  administration  in  India  may  be 
the  consequence,  or  that  his  lordship  may 
think  it  advisable  to  wait  the  sentimentt 
of  his  majesty's  ministers,  upon  the  mea- 
turet  now  under  discussion  with  his  ex- 
cellency ;  and  in  this  cxpecution  his  ex- 
cellency may  be  more  anxious  than  be- 
fore to  procrastinate  a  final  adjustment. 
Hit  lorosbip  therefore  deems  it  proper 
that  you  should  be  prepared  to  discoun- 
tenance any  such  belief  in  the  mind  of  hia 
excellency,  and  that  you  shall  press  the 
final  adjustment  of  the  pending  nego- 
tiations with  increased  eartiettness. 

8.  His  lordship  observes,  that^  you 
haye  already  received  such  repeated  injunc- 
tions on  the  tubiect  of  urging  payment  of 
the  pecuniary  demands  upon  his  excel- 
lency, that  It  is  superfluous  to  add  any 
further  difcctioDS»  the  more  so  as  you 

teem 
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term  to  be  fully  aware  of  his  lordship's 
anxiety  upon  ihat  head,  and  of  the  im- 
portance which  bis  lordship  attaches  to 
the  immediate  and  complete  liquidation  of 
the  amount.

My  lord, — Para,  l.— I  had  the  honour, 
on  the  10th  instant,  to  receive  from  the 
Persian  translator  to  government  the  state- 
ment of  remaiks  which  your  lordship  had 
been  pleased  to  prepare  on  the  vizier's 
paper  of  requests,  and  on  the  nth 
instant  presented  it  to  his  excellency. 

8.  The  obsrrvaiions  wuh  which  I 
accompanied  the  delivery  of  ihat  docu- 
mem  were  intended  to  impress  his  ex- 
cellency with  the  necessity  of  his  re- 
suming the  discussion  of  the  negotiation 
vhich  has  been  so  long  on  foot,  with  a 
sincere  and  earnest  desire  of  concluding 
a  definitive  arrangement  on  ihc  basis  of 
one  of  the  propositions ;  and  it  was  my 
further  aim  to  convince  his  excellency, 
that  if,  under  the  specious  show  of  resig- 
nation, he  hoped  to  po^ktpone  or  evade 
satisfying  the  jUst  demand  of  the  com- 
pai\y  for  lerriional  iiecurity,  he  was  suifer- 
iti^  him«:lf  to  be  deceived  by  the  weakest 
counsels. 

3.  His  excellency  listened  to  my 
rcmirks  with  an  ini^vitie nee  very  unusual 
to  him,  and  his  behaviour,  subsequent  toiny. 
visit  of  th;^  7th  instant,  has  been  Con- 
trary to  his  ordinary  practice  and  desire 
of  a  frequent  intercourse  by  reciprocal 
visits. 

ij.  Perceiving  from  these  circumstan- 
ces, as  well  as  fiom  what  I  understand  to 
be  the  language  of  his  durbar,  that  his 
excellency  is  acting  upon  the  declaration 
which  he  verbally  delivered  (o  me  on  the 
7ih  insiant,of  abMaiiiin^fiomany  partici- 
pation or  c<i-0|.ifration  in  the  iiieM^uies 
which  your  lordship  ini^ht  adopt,  and 
despairing  of  ob'.i4uiiii^  his  consent  to  . 
eiincr  of  ihf  propoainons  ihrouuh  ihc  me- 
dium of  mil  J  |xistMsiop,l  thought  it  indis- 
pensable for  ihc  prtMnotioii  ot  the  interests 
committed  to  my  ch  jrge,  to  address  his  ex- 
cellency in  the  lany^uage  of  strong  remon- 
atraAGC  upon  the  spirit  of  iiivaiioa  wbidi 


governs  his  counsels  add  bis  conduct  m 
regard  to  the  territorial  cession. 

5.  For  this  purpose  I  prepared  a  me- 
memorial  which  was  yesterday  delivered 
to  his  excellency  by  my  moonshecy  in- 
closed in  a  short  letter,  copies  of  both 
which  papers,  iii  English  and  Persian, 
accompany  this  dispatch. 

6.  The  vizier,  previous  to  his  receipt 
of  the  above  paper,  but  whilst  the  moon- 
shee  was  on  his  way  to  the  palace,  sent 
a  message  that  he  would  break^t  with 
me  this  morning ;  his  excellency  ac- 
cordingly came,  but  decliued  engaging 
in  a  private  conversation  on  the  pica,  that 
he  had  nor  perused  my  memorial. 

7.  Alihouj^h  no  doubt  can  exist,  that 
his  excellency  is  now  acting  upon  the  de- 
claration adverted  to  in  the  4th  paragraph 
of  this  dispatch,  yet  it  remains  to  l>e  dis- 
covered whether  he  is  governed  by  a 
sincere  determination  of  meeting  the  con- 
sequence of  a  perseverance  in  his  refusal 
to  adjust  the  terms  of  a  territorial  ces- 
sion, or  whether  he  is  guided  by  a  belief 
that  your  lordship  will  refrain  from  de- 
cisive measures  in  the  event  of  his  per- 
sisting ii  such  a  refusal.  One  object 
of  my  memorial  being  ,to  ascertain, 
if  possible,  by  whicK  of  these  seotimcnu 
he  is  actuated,  I  judged  that  the  commu- 
nication of  my  being  in  )v)ssession  of  your 
lordship's  instructions,  providing  for  the 
event  of  his  excellency's  refusal  to  adjust 
a  conclusive  arrangement,  afforded  the 
most  probable  means  of  obtaining  that 
knowledge. 

8.  If  his  excellency  has  been  actiiig 
under  a  persuasion  that  no  measures  will 
be  pursued  without  his  acquiescence^ 
theab9ve  communication,  by  undeceiving 
him,  yi'iW  probably  induce  him  to  renew 
the  discussion  pf  the  territorial  cession  ;  • 
ir^  which  case,  and  provided  he  engages 
in  the  discussion  with  a  cordial  desire  of 
concluding  the  arrarigement|  I  have  little 
doubt  of  his  consenting  to  the  stipt^latiooa 
regarding  the  right  of  the  company  to 
station  the  British  troops  in  such  parts  of 
his  excellency's  dominioiis  as  stiall  ba 
judged  expedient,  and  of  reducing  his 
own  military  establishment  to  the  compasi 
proposed ;  he  will  probably  also  forbear 
to  renew  ihc  subject  of  his  papers  of  re- 
quests; but  a  long  study  of  his  excel- 
lency's chaiactcr  and  disposition  coo- 
strains  me  «o  express  iiiy  apprchemiony 
that  he  will  contend  against  the  introduc- 
tion into  his  res^nrcd  dominions  of  reguU* 
yoQS  of  police*  unto  the  controul  ol  the

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9ompnij/\6Bktnj  with  a  tenacioumcu 

aot  to  be  relaxed. 
^i    If  on  the  cootrafT  it  has  been  his 

excellency's  design  to  elude  a  territorial 

cession,  aod  it  bef  is  detcrminaiion  to 
■lect  the  consequfflces  of  a  rejection  of 
that  plan,  the  negotiation  will  then  be  at 
a  crisis  when  the  Brici&h  government 
nttst  either  sacrifice  its  jmt  demand  lo 
his  perseverance,  or  resort  to  decisive 
xicasaresfor  the  support  of  them. 

la.  In  the  last  case  supposed,  I  should 
entertain  little  doubt  of  anv  arrdngrment, 
to  whatever  extent  your  lordship  might 
deem  advisable,  being  carried  iato  effect, 
withoQC  throwing  thti  countrv  into  a  state 
of  convulsion  ;  and  the  imroauctionof  his 
excellency's  articles  of  request  in  a  mani- 

'  festo  would,  in  the  eyes  of  the  nobles, 
and  other  persons  aboixf  the  court,  justify 
the  proceeding,  and  reconcile  it  to  their 
minds. .  Should  your  lordship's  measuies 
be  confined  to  the  acquisition  of  ihe  terri* 

-  toiy  proposed  to  be  ceded,  I  conceive  that 
anan^ement  would  be  easily  effected  by 
inyesting  the  aumils  with  khelauts  of 
office  in  your  lordship's  name,  and  sup- 
porting their  authority  by  the  presence  of 
the  company's  troops,  when  the  state  of 
the  country  shall  allow  of  their  marching, 
which  however  will  not  be  at  an  earlier 
periodihan  the  middle  of  September. 

II.  Although  I  have  presumed  to 
oficr' my  Opinion  on  the  facility  of  esta- 
hlisbinji  the  company's  authority  in  these 
coantrics,  to  any  extent  which  shall  be 
judged  expedient,  without  the  consent 
and  aid  of  the  vizier,  yet  so  fully  aatisfied 
am  I  that  your  lordship  would  prefer  the

•  lordship  has  in  view  b>'  the  milder  means 
of  negotiation,  that  I  beg  leave  to  assure 
your  lordship  that  my  most ;ualous  endea-

Not,  however,  prrceiving  any  such 
disposition  in  your  excellency,  I  have,  ia 
the  inclosed  memorial,  stated  such  re« 
marks  upon  the  negotiation  on  foot  aa 
suggested  themselves  to  my  miud,  and  I 
have  at  the  same  time  earnestly  to  rccom« 
mend  that  your  excellency  would  con- 
sider longer  delay  as  highly  inexpedient*

MEMORIAL. 

Presented  to  his  excellency  the  Nawaub 
Vizier  on  the  of  Jane,  1801,^ 

by    lieutenant-colonel  Scutt,  resident 
at  Luckr.ow. 

The  sentiments  and  resolutions  deli* 
vcrcdJ>y  your  excellency,  in  the  conver- 
sation which  I  had  the  honour  to  hold 
with  your  excellency  on  the  7(h  instant* 
seem  to  me  to  have  been  designedly  cal- 
culated to  put  a  stop  to.  the  progress  of 
the  negotiation  which  has  been  so  long  , 
on  foot. 

Charged  as  I  am  bv  the  British  govern- 
ment wiiD  the  conauct  of  a  iitgofiation 
so  important  to  the  combined  interests  o£ 
the  cooapany,  and  of  your  excellency, 
and  seeing  as  I  do  a  fixed  determination  • 
in  your  excellency  to  evade  and  frustrate* 
the  object  of  that  negotiation,  your  excel- 
lency must  not  be  surprised  if,  in  the 
course  oi  the  foUowirg  observations,  some 
of  them  should  seem  to  question  the  wis- 
dom, the  justice,  and  the  sincerity  ot  the 
counsels  by  which  your  excellency  if  g(^ 
vemed. 

The  negotiation  is  now  at  that  crisis 
wherein  the  British  government  most 
either  sacrifice  its  just  demands  to  an  eva- 
sive policy,  or  resort  to  decisive  steps  to 
siippon  its  interesi  in  Oude.  Under  such 
circumstances,  silence,  or  a  disguise  of 
my  sentiments,  would  be  an  unpardonable 
dereliction  of  my  duty. 

In  a  former  paper,  dated  the  3d  of  May* 
I  demonstrated  the  duty  of  the  company 
to  interpose  their  authority  to  rescue  the 
ntim^rous  inhabitanisoi  this  country  from 
the  grievous  and  increasing  oppression* 
which  they  suffer  under  the  admiuistration 
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of  a  prince  wliom  the  power  of  the  com- 
pany nad  placed  over  them  with  evteoiive 
auihority.  For  the  fulfilment  of  this 
duty  his  excellency  the  manjuis  of  Wd- 
Icsley,  governor-general,  with  a  conside- 
ration tor  your  excellency's  ever  exalted 
condition,  with  a  retrospective  reflection 
on  the  spliendour  of  your  ancesiora,  and 
with  a  provident  foresight  for  the  welfare 
and  happiness  of  your  illustrious  &mil>rJof- 
fered  for  your  consideration  a  proposition 
which,  whikt  it  applied  an  ettieciual  re- 
medy to  the  evils  and  abuses  prevailing  in 
Quae,  |>ermancn(ly  secured  the  honmr, 
the  dignity,  and  affluence  of  your  excel- 
lency t  ana  of  your  posterity.  But  his 
lordship,  with  that  wisdom  and  energy 
which  has  marked  all  his  actions  since  he 
assumed  the  management  of  the  British 
affairs  in  In(*ia,  implicitly  declared  10  your 
excellency,  that  if  you  should  be  unfor- 
tunately persuaded  to  reject  that  propo- 
sition which  combined  the  greatest  advaif 
tages  to  all  peraons  concerned  in  the  wel- 
htc  of  Oude,  he  could  not  suffer  the 
company's  iateresta  to  be  involved  in  the 
impendmg  ruin*. 

whilst  your  excellency  admiia  that 
the  principle  of  the  first  proposition  is 
calciilated  to  secure  your  personal  ease  and 
peace  of  mi^ ;  whilst  you  have  made 
DO  objections  to  the  stipulations  of  it, 
excepting  to  one ;  and  whilst  you  have  so 
frequently  acknowled|^d  that  the  disor- 
ders and  mischiefs  extiting  in  every  bianch 
of  your  administnuon  ate  of  a  ma^tude 
not  to  be  overcome  by  any  exertions  of 
your  own  power*  it  is  not  possible  to 
conceive  that  your  rejection  of  the  first 
pfopositioii  is  the  deliberate  and  'dis- 
passionate result  of  your  own  nature 
•  jadgment.  Ic  is  the  tSect  of  the  influ- 
ence and  ascendancy  which  certain  per- 
aoos  possess  over  your  counsels,  persons 
notactoaccd  in  their  advice  by  a  regard  for 

Jour  excellency's  honour,  reouiauoot  or 
appioeast  not  by  any  coosioeration  for 
the  welfine  of  your  excellcticy*i  family 
or  subjeciSy  hot  by  the  sordid  apprefaen- 
sion  of  being  deprived  of  thar  shares 
of  the  peculations  of  the  revenues  of  the 
state,  and  of  the  spoils  extrKted  from 
your  oppwttcd  people.  .^  ^  .  .  . 
On  the  other  hand»  if  the  rnectionof 
the  first  proposidon  be  the  result  of  your 
own  mind,  no  part  of  your  excellency's 
conduct,  since  you  were  exalted  to  the 
musnud,  can  sustain  the  belief  that  it  is 
founded  on  the  only  rational  and  praise- 
worthy motives  for  which  a  retention  of 


power  can  be  coveted,  a. desire  of  esnt* 
ing  it  for  the  security  and  improvement  of 
your  dominions,  and  the  prosperity  of 
your  subjecu ;  although  perhaps,  your  ex- 
cellency is  not  accualomcii  to  near  the  lan- 
guage of  truth,  yet  it  cannot  have  es- 
caped your  reflection  that  an  aumil  let 
loose  on  a  district,  with  no  superitoteB- 
dence  or  controol  over  his  conduct,  with 
DO  other  commands  than  to  pay  into  tfce 
treasury,  %rith  r^ularkyi  the  kuis  sigrecd 
upon,  with  no  secari^  for  the  pcnaa- 
nence  of  his  ntuation  but  what  arises  from 
gratifying  the  avaricious  denands  of  per- 
sons u  office,  or  poaesting  inflooice 
about  the  oooit*  as  no  other  limit  to  his 
tyiaimical  oppressions  and  arbitrary  exac- 
tions than  the  extent  and  efficiency  of  his 
force  :  hence  the  frequency  or  thoie 
tumcdts.  and  of  those  cooteotioas  in  tlie 
mofussti,  which  troops  are  called  iipoo  to 
suppress,  is  to  be  accounted  for. 

It  is  evident  that  in  a  country  where 
there  exists  no  regulations  of  police,  where 
all  sorts  of  crimes,  if  noticed,  are  com- 
promised for  a  fine,  the  lives  and  pro- 
perty of  the  people  are  at  the  mercy  of 
the  oesperate  robber.  It  requires  no  food 
clamours  to  be  informed  that  oenont 
about  the  court,  who  have  long  oerived 
their  only  subsistence  fh>m  the  booiMy  of 
the  state,  must  execrate  the  man  by 
whom  it  is  withheld. 

This  is  the  present  picture  of  Oude. 
and  I  only  desire  that  it  may  beoootiasted 
with  that  of  the  company's  provinces,  to 
show  the  effecuof  that  government,  apd 
of  that  system  of  jurisprudence  which 
your  excellency,  out  of  respect,  refrained 
uom  commentmg  upoo  • 

I  must  DOW  onaeiye  opoo  your  excel* 
Icncy's  conduct  in  regard  10  the  second 
proposttion. 

In  giving  a  consent  to  the  territorial 
cesrion  your  exoelleocy  accomnaDied  it 
with  preliminaiy  and  condttionai  articles, 
and  in  ooporition  to  all  my  remonsuances 
against  the  act  itself,  as  beiiig  contrary  to 
reason  and  usa^,  and  b  defiance  10  all 
my  representattons  agiintt  the  general  sub- 
stance of  these  articles,  your  excellency 
persisted  in  your  desire  of  ha^ng  them 
transmitted  to  his  excellency  the  gover- 
nor-general. 

The  inference  which  I  drew  from  this 
perseverance  was,  that  >*our  excellency 
meant  to  clog  your  consent  with  stipula- 
tions which,  you  were  sensible,  the  wis- 
dom and  justice  of  ihe  British  govern- 
ment could  never  accede  to.  Your  excel- 
lency. 
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Ipocy,  ip  denyiog  ^t  such  was  your  in^ 
temiofiy  in  your  letter  to  mc  of  the  13th 
Mohurruxfi,.  takes  credit  to  yourself  Tor 
having  withdrawn  two  of  the  articles 
which  affected  the  amount  of  the  fu(.ds 
to  be  provided :  so  far  from  considering 
the  retraction  of  these  two  articles  as  a 
concession  on  vonr  excellency's  part  for 
the  purpose  ot  facilitating  the  artange- 
nient,  1  regtrd  it  as  coming  within  the 
scope  of  yourcTEcellency's  scheme  to  offer 
an  appaiCDtly  full  conaentto  the  principle 
of  the  territorial  cession^  but  with  the 
secret  design  of  renderine  that  consent  ntt« 
gau>ry;  for,  whilst  you  left  ihc  other  ex- 
travagant and  unjustifiable  articles  (most 
of  ibcm  unconnected  with  the  territorial 
cession}  as  conditinns  on  which  alone 
your  consent  to  the  cession  could  be 
granted,  you,  in  fact,  declared  that  the 
government  of  lord  Wellesley  must  con- 
descend to  purchase  that  security  for  the 
pavmem  ottbe  company's  subsidy ,  which 
It  has , a  right  to  demand,  at  the  expense 
of  every  thing  that  is  just,  dignified,  and 
faooourahle^i. 

When  your  excellency  was  informed 
'  that  his  excellency  the  most  noble  the  go- 
vernor-general felt  it  his  duty  peremp- 
torily <o  reject  those  stipulatWns,  your 
excellency,  without  hesitation,  recurred  to 
the  declaration  of  passive  submission  to 
any  measures  to  which  his  lordship  might 
be  pleased  to  enforce;  and  although 
many  days  have  elapsed  since  your  excel- 
lency has  been  in  possession  of  his  lord- 
ship^s  sentiioents  at  brge,  on  the  nature 
and  tendency  of  your  p;<per  of  requests, 
and  althoi^n  your  excellency  is  explicitly 
informed,  in  his  lordship's  answer,  that  the 
demand  of  territorial  security  for  the  py- 
ment  of  the  subsidy  is  a  matter  of  right 
and  justice,  which  requires  no  correspon- 
dent a>ncession  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
V^t  yet  your  excellency,  so  far  from 
diaoovering  anjr  inclination  to  resume  wy^ 
.me  the  discussion  of  cither  of  the  propo- 
sitiaosp  talks  of  preparing  a  rejoinder  to 
his  locdsbi|)^s  answer. 

From  this  review  of^our  excellency's 
conduct, {am  warranted  massertingy  that  it 
has  iirom  the  first  been  the  sole  aun  and 
oidcavour  of  your  excellency  to  procras- 
tinate and  elolde  a  definitive  ariangement 
apoD  the  basis  of  either  of  the  proposi- 
tions which  have  been  so  long  under  your 
consideration ;  but  your  exccllenc3r  could 
never  seriously  believe  that  the  right  of 
the  company  to  insist  on  a  tcmtorial 
canon  could  be  latiified  by  your  excel* 


lency's  conditional  consent  to  the  mea- 
sure, and  that  it  would  fall  to  the  ground 
on  the  rejection  of  stipulations  which  you 
might  think  proper  to  propose,  however 
unwarrantable  and  unjust ;  and  as  your 
^cellency  could  not  yourself  cherish' this 
belief>  you  could  hardly  expect  to  im- 
pose it  on  the  ondersunding  of  lord  Wel- 
lesley. 

Your  excellency  declares  that,  akhongh 
you  cannot  give  your  voluntary  consent  to 
either  of  the  plans  under  the  terms  pro- 
posed, you  possess  neither)  the  inclina- 
tion  nor  the  power  to  oppose  the  intro- 
duction of  such  measures  as  his  lordship 
may  think  proper  to  enforce.  This  m 
not  the  langiiage  of  a  manly  submission  to 
tlie  superior  judgment  and  discernment  of 
those  whose  advice  and  assistance  your 
excellency  has  so  repeatedly  solicited,  it 
is  the  concealed  language  ot  a  misplaced 
confidence  in  forbrarance ;  but  if  your 
excellency  entertains  the  hope  of  evading 
or  postponing  the  settlement  of  the  afiairs 
of  your  country,  under  this  specious  show 
of  resignation,  the  deliberate,  the  decided, 
and  repeated-assurances  of  bis  lordship's 
unalterable  resolution  t6  apply  an  effectual 
remedjr,  without  delay,  to  the  existing 
abuses  in  the  dominions  of  Oudc,  ought 
to  satisfy  your  excellency  that  such  a  be- 
lief is  erroneous. 

It  is  undoubtedly  his  lordship's  wish 
that  your  excellency  should  not  only  as- 
sent to  the  measures  proposed,  but  that 
you  should  afford  your  cordial  assistance 
m  carrying  them  into  execution  ;  but  to 
convince  your  excellency  that  his  lord- 
ship's determination  is  not  to  be  divertol 
from  having  recourse  to  decisive  steps 
(should  your  excellency's  perseverance  in 
the  unhappy  counsel  which  you  have 
adopted  reoder  it  indispensable),  I  must 
n6w  explicitly  inform  your  excellency 
that  I  am  in  possession  of  instructions 
under  his  lordsnip^s  signature,  providing 
for  tuchan  event. 

Before  carrying  these  instruotions  into 
effect,  I  feel  it  a  duty  incumbent  on  me 
again  to  call  upon  your  excellency,  in  the 
most  solemn  manner,  to  resume  the  dis« 
cussion  of  the  negotiation,  with  a  sincere 
and  earnest  desire  of  bringing  it  to  a 
speedy  conclusion ;  and  if  your  excellency 
reject  this  solemn  reouisition,  to  protest 
in  the  name  of  the  Brirish  government 
against  those  counsels  by  which  your  ex- 
cellency is  induced  to  neglect  mv  repeated 
remonstrances  on  the  means  which  your 
excellency  h^s  bad  recourse  to  for  evading 
a  conclusive  adjmtmeitt  of  the  terms  of  a 
territofiat 
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territorial  cession,  and  to  declare  tbat 
your  excrllency  must  be  responsible  for 
any  disorders  and  dismrbaiices.  and  for 
any  failures  in  the  revenues,  which  may 
arise  from  the  want  of  your  co-opera- 
tion. 

Your  excellency  desires  that  the  ter- 
ritorial arrangement  may  be  conclusive 
against  future  demands  on  account  of  the 
'  company*^  defensive  engagements  with 
your  excellency,  and  further,  that  the 
dominion  of  tne  territories  which  will 
remain  to  your  excellency  may  be  gua- 
ranteed to  your  excellency  and  your  pos- 
terity by  inc  company,'  wiih  the  inde- 
pendent exeicise  of  your  authority  in 
them. 

On  the  first  point,  ample  security  has 
been  offered  vour  excellency ;  and  the 
maintenance  of  your  exctllency's  autho- 
rity  in  your  remaining  terri^oricR  will  be 
provided  for  to  an  extent  compatible 
with  the  general  safety  of  the  company's 
contiguous  possessions. 

Thelimiiaiioite  le^^ulfcd  areas  indis- 
pensable for  the  security  of  your  excel- 
lency's person  and  government,  as  they 
are  for  the  preser\'ation  of  tTjc  company's 
rights,  and  the  safety  of  ibeir  posses- 
sions. 

The  lobVyjatlon  of  the  company  to 
defend  your  excellency's  domii.ions 
agamst  all  enemies,  external  and  internal, 
iiequiresand  implies  the  continuance  of 
the  power  of  stationing  the  British  troops 
in  such  parts  of  the  country  as  to  the 
judgment  of  the  company's  government 
shall  seem  expedient. 

The  same  obligation  renders  the  main- 
tenance of  a  military  establishment  by 
your  excellency,  to  an  extent  bcyopd 
what  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  col- 
lections of  the  revenues,  and  suitable  to 
the  purposes  of  state,  an  heavy  and  useless 
burden  Upon  your  excellency's  finances, 
whilst  the  want  of  discipline,  of  subordi- 
nation,and  of  attachment  to  your  excellen- 
cy's person  and  government, manifested  by 
the  troops  in  >your  service*  in  various  in- 
stances, attest  the  danger  to  be  apprc- 
.  heoded  from  them^  on  every  occasion  of 
emergcncy,whether  of  foreign  invasion  or 
domestic  tumult. 

Adverting  to  the  relative  situation  of 
the  company's  ixMsessions  with  those  of 
your  excellency,  to  the  general  spirit  of 
disaffection,  and  the  turbulent  disposi- 
tion of  your  excellency's  subjects,  to  ih^ 
abuses,  the  evils,  and  the  weakness  of 
your  excellency's  administration!  there  is 
tkegrcJiteit  cause  for  apprehending  that 


the  state  of  your  excellency's  territofy 
will  interfere  with  the  internal  tranouilltty 
and  good  order  of  that  possessed  by  the 
company.  It  will  moreover  be  impos- 
siblr;  to  calculate,  with  any  degree  of  cer- 
tainty upon  the  amount  ol  the  force 
which  shall  be  applicable  to  oppose  the 
desi|^ns  of  an  invading  enemy,'  since  a 
portion  of  the  company's  troo'ps  may,  un- 
der such  an  exigency  be  required  to  keep 
in  awe  your  own  mutinous  troops  and 
rebellious  subjects. 

To  guard  against  these  dangers  to  the 
company's  possessions,  his  excellency  the 
most  noble  the  governor-general  thinks  it 
his  duty  (o  insist  upon  the  esrablishment  of 
some  regulations  of  police  in  your  ex- 
cellency's reserved  dominions,  which 
shall  be  calculated  to  secure  the  subor- 
dination of  all  your  officers,  and  the 
peaceable  and  oroerly  behaviour  of  your 
subjects  of  ^yery  description.  His  ford- 
ship,  conceiving  that  no  regulationst 
however  wisely  Tramed,  can  fc  put  in 
practice,  and  enforced  by  any  '  persons 
whom  your  excellency  might  select  and 
nominate  to  such  trusts,  proposes  that 
'they  shall  be  carried  into  execution  under 
the  controul  of  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany. 

On  these  terms  his  excellency  the 
most  noble  the  governor-general  is  wil- 
ling to  guarantee  to  your  excelleDcy*  and 
to  your  po:>terity,  your  remaining  territo* 
rial  possessions.

Sir, — Para.  i.  I  am  directed  by  hit 
excellency  the  most  noble  the  governor- 
general  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  oi 
your  letter  of  the  2ist  instant. 

&.  His  lordship  desires  me  to  signify 
to  you  his  entire  approbation  of  the  mea- 
sures which  you  have  adopted,  and  of 
the  firmness  which  you  have  maintained 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  bit 
lordship's  equitable  and  important  vicwt 
at  the  court  of  Lucknow. 

?.  His  lordship  approves  the  metno- 
which  you  addressed  to  his  excellency, 
and  is  disposed  to  hope  that  the  declara- 
tions which  it  contains  will  have  the  effect 
of  convincing  his  excellency  that  how- 
ever great  may  be  his  lordship's  reluctance 
to  proceed  to  extremities,  that  reluctance 
is  insufficient  to  restrain  his  lordship  frpm 
the  adoption  of  whatever  metiureB  may 
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tppear  indi$p(ensat>Ie  for  the  tecun'ty  of 
tde  rights  and  interests  of  the  British 
nation  in  Indja  ;  and  his  lordship  trusts 
that  under  this  impression  his  ezceMcncy 
may  be  induced  to  yiefd  his  acquiescence 
to  the  measure  in  agitation. 

4.  His  lordship  is  anxious  in  a  high 
degree  that  the  proposed  arrangement 
should  be  effected  by  the  means  of  an 
amicable  negotiation ;  and  it  will  probably 
conduccyin  an  essential  degree,tb  this  issue, 
to  extinguish  in  his  excellency's  mind  all 
hope  ofinflDencing  his  lordship's  resolu- 
tion by  withholding  his  consent  to  a  terri- 
torial cession* 

5.  With  this  view  his  lordship  has 
determined  to  direct  his  brother,  the 
honourable  Heniv  Wellesley,  to  proceed 
immediately,  with  the  utnnost  practicable 
expedition,  to  Lucknow,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  confirming  to  his  excellency 
nis  lordship's  determination  to  adhere  to 
his  declared  purpose. 

6.  His  lord&hip  desires  that  you  wi  11 
eiibcr  notify  this  intention,  and  the  ob- 
ject of  it  to  his  excellency,  or  that  you 
will  suppress  all  mention  of  Mr.Wel- 
Icsley's  mission,  according  as  you  may 
judge  most  expedient ;  but  in  neither  case 
are  you  to  relax  your  endeavours  in  the 
mean  time  to  bring  the  negotiation  to  a 
satisfactory  conclusion, 

7.  His  lordship  will  address  a  letter 
to  his  excellency  upon  the  subject  of  the 
hofiourable  Mr.  Wellesley's  mission, 
which  will  be  forwarded  to  you  as  speed- 
ily as  possible,  in  order  to  be  delivered 
eventually  to  his  excellency.

My  dear  Sir,— It  has  occurred  to  his 
lordship  that  his  determination  to  send 
Mr.  Wellesley  on  a  mission  to  the  vizier, 
as  communicated  to  you  in  my  official 
'  dispatch  of  the  30th  ultimo,  may  possibly 
be  considered  by  you  to  indicate  a  dimi- 
nution of  his  lordship's  reliance  00  your 
2tal,  ezeriiom,  or  ability  in  condticting 
the  Dcnding  negotiation  at  the  court  oF 
Lucknow,  notwithstanding  the  un<^Qali- 
ficd  .approbation  which  his  lordship  at 
the  same  moment  bcstoWi  upon  tEt 
irhde  of  yoor  condoct* 
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His  lordship  being  anxious  to  preclude 
any  such  impression  upon  your  mind,  baa 
authorized  me  to  assure  you,  that  the 
measure  in  question  originates  in  motives 
wholly  distinct  from  any  reference  to  the 
character  of  your  proceedings.  His  lord-  . 
ship  is  of  opinion  that  the  zeal,  ability, 
and  prudence  which  yoii  have  manifested 
in  conducting  the  negotiation  committed 
to  your  charge,  could  not  be  exceeded  ; 
and  the  hope  of  producing  a  superior 
impression  upon  the  vizier's  mind  by  the 
delegation  of  Mr.  Wellesley,  is  founded 
solely  on  this  consideration,  that  Mr. 
Wcllcsley's  near  connection  with^  his 
lordship  is  calculated  to  give  additional 
weight  to  his  lordship's  representations, 
and  the  deputation  ot  his  own  brother 
tends  to  convince  His  excellency,  more 
effectually  than  any  thitik  else, (except  the 
peseijce  of  his  lordship  himself,)  of  the 
importance  which  his  lordship  attaches  ' 
to  the  objects  of  the  negotiation,  andf  of 
his  extreme  solicitude  to  attain  them* 
In  fact,  the  sole  put  port  of  Mr.  Welles- 
ley's  mission  is  to  corroborate  your  aas^ 
and  to  add,  b^  the  impression  which  his 
presence  may  be  expected  to  produce,  to 
the  effect  of  your  measures  aitd  your 
representations,  and  to  supply  as  much  as 
possible  the  defect  of  his  lordship'a 
presence..

I.  I  was  yesterday 
morning  honoured  with  the  receipt  of 
your  lordshii^'s commands  of  the  i^tn  in- 
starit,  and  diis  morning  waiied  upon  the 
vizier,  and  made  a  full  and  explicit  com- 
mvinication  to  his  excellency  upon  the 
three  following  points  of  your  lordship's' 
instructions;  namely,  the  instantaneous 
discharge  of  the  large  balance  due 
from  him  fo  the  company  on  account  of 
the  augmentation  of  the  British  force*  in 
Oude;  or  in  the  event  of  the  smallest  de- 
lay, the  sequestration  of  a  sufficient  por* 
tion  of  his  excellency's  revenues  for  the 
satisfaction  of  the  company's  claims,  sdly. 
The  immediate  furtner  reduction  of  bia 
exccltedcy's  i&Llitanr  eiUbltlhmeott*  And, 
»0  «dly. 
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3dl7»  tbc  assumption  of  thedistricticom- 
prencnded  in  the  line  of  territory  proposed 
to  be  received  as  a  permanent  security  for 
the  subsidy,  in  case  his  excellency  should 
DOtliave  evinced  an  earnest  and  sincere 
desire  to  conclude  the  territorial  cession. 
2.  As  his  excellency,  under  various 
fretences,  has  uot  yet  furnished  me  with 
a  complete  statement  oF  the  revenue  of 
the  districts  which  it  \va^  proposed  should 
constitute  the  territorial  assignment,  and 
s«s  1  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  aciuil 
jumma  of  those  districts  would  not  amount 
to  the  sum  of  one  croie  and  thirty-five 
lacks  of  rupec»i  in  'enumerating  the  coun- 
tries to  be  taken  posseS:>ion  of,  I  added 
Baraitch  ;  and  blgnificd  to  his  excellency 
'ihe  above  reason  for  doing  so. 

3.  His  excellency  discovered  nciihcf 
the  emotion  of  surprise  nur  of  concern  at 
the  above  communications,  but  obseved, 
that  if  the  measures  were  to  be  earned 
into  effect  without  his  consent,"  be  hoped 
that  the  continuance  of  hi^  presei  cc  would 
not  be  insisted  on  ;  and  th'at  he  would  be 
j)ermi(ted  tn  fulQl  his  intention  of  pro- 
ceeding upon  the  pilgrimages.  I'o  this 
I  replied,  that  the  idea  of  sanctioning  his 
departure  from  his  dominions,  upon  a 
distant  expedition,  until  some  ariangc- 
ments  should  be  finally  settled,  could  not 
be  taken  into  consideration. 

4.  I  then  acquainted  his  excellency, 
that  there  were  two  modes  of  Jtrar^gcment 
ivithin  bis  excellency's  accepiai^ce,  both 
possessing  infinitely  greater  advantages  to 
Dimsetf,  his  family,  and  all  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Oude,  than  the  territorial  cession. 
One  was  1  suggestion  of  his  own,  and 
had  been  deliberately  submitted  for  your 
lordship's  approval — the  abdication  of  the 
government,  nominating  his  eldest  son 
his  successor.  The  other,  the  transfer  of 
the  administration  of  the  civil  and  mili- 
tary governments  of  Oude,  lo  thctxclu- 
aive  management  of  the  compiiny. 

5.  I  recommended,  In  the  strongest 
manner,  the  first  plan  to  his  excellency's 
adoption ;  subfttiiuting  the  company  his 
successor  in  the  room  of  his  ^n,  as  be- 
ing best  calculated  to  secure  his  own  fu- 
ture personal  ease  and  &dfeiy,  as  well 
as  the  permanent  affluence  of  his  fa- 
iilily.  By  this  arrangement,  I  observed, 
of  constiituting  the  company  his  successor 
^a  condition  however  which  was  not  in- 
iisied  upon),  his  excellency  would  be 
j>ermiiicd  to  carry  away  his  trca:>uie$  and 
jewels,  and  an  equal  and  i impartial  provi- 

•  »ion  might  be  made  for  his  sons,  by  aU 
imting  to  each,  ia  perpetuity,  a  portion 


of  the  sum  which,  it  had  becD  intended  t* 
assign  for  the  support  of  bis  excellency's 
dignity.  Were  liis  son  appointed  succes- 
sor, and  exalted  to  the  musnud,  his  cx^ 
cellency  could  not  be  permitted  to  ap- 
propriate to  himself  the  whole  of  the  trea- 
sures of  the  state,  nor  could  any  separate 
stipends  be  allotted  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  cou:)try  for  the  younger  branches 
of  \he  family,  who  would  m  such  case 
be  dependent  on  bis  t-xcellenc}',  or  the 
bounty  of  the  reigning  prince. 

6.  His  excellency  promised  to  reflect 
on  the  communications  which  I  had  made 
to  him,  and  to  give  me  an  explicit  aiv- 
swer  in  the  limited  time  of  twodays.  He 
expressed,  however,  his  intention  of 
bringing  forward  a  proposition,  connect- 
ed with  the  tenitorial  ccs6ion,  relating  to 
his  own  temporary  ab&cnce,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  visiting  the  shrines  oj  the  Moham- 
medan saints.  I  acquainted  his  rxcel- 
Icncy,  that  though  your  lordship's  in- 
structions did  not  warri^ni  the  delay  of 
an  hour,  yet  I  would  ha^rd  your  lord- 
ship's displeasure,  iu  the  hope  that  hi^s 
excellei;cy  would  i.ow  5ee  the  nctessiiy  of 
brmging  the  ncgotidriuii  lo  au  immediate 
conclusion,  and  wouU  not  attempt  to  ad- 
vance any  proposal  which  in  substance  or 
spirit  could  be  deemed  exceptionable,  or- 
of  a  nature  to  admit  the  smallest  hesita- 
tion in  regard  to  an  acquiescence  in  it. 

7.  This  delay  will  enable  nrc  to  reflect 
and  determine  on  the  mosrpmdent  meai>s 
of  carr)-i(!g  into  effect  your  lordship's 
oiders  lor  the  establishment  of  the  com- 
pany's authority  in  the  line  of  the  terri- 
tory to  be  taken  possession  of,  and  which, 
under  the  circumstance  of  the  present  un- 
favourallc  season  for  the  movement  of 
of  the  troops,  will  be  attended  with 
some  difficulties;  but  I  beg  leave  to  as- 
sure your  lordship  that  no  consideration  ' 
shall  mducc  me  to  delay,  beyond  three 
days,  I  he  requisite  preparations  for  carr)'- 
iog  your  lordship's  orders  on  that  head 
into  execution,  should  bis  excellency's 
proposition  be  indicatory  of  ai.y  farther 
jkubierfugc. 

g.  In  course  of  the  conversation  I 
took  occasion  lo  mention  to  his  excel- 
lency your  lordship's  intention  of  honour- 
ing the  upper  provinces  widi  your  pre- 
sence, adding  your  lordship's  doubt, 
whether  your  lordship  would  think  it  ex- 
pedient, either  to  pay  any  vi»it  to  bis  excel- 
lency, or  to  receive  aiiy  from  him,  during 
the  present  posture  ofaffairs.  I  was  in- 
duced to  make  the  communicition,  as 
well  from  a  consideration  that  it  would  pro- 
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i\ict  a  very  aseiul  effect  on  his  excel- 
lency's inina>  as  in  confirmation  of  an  opi- 
nion which  I  bad  a  few  days  ago  offeicd 
to  his  excellency,  on  an  application  from 
him  to  be  informed  whether  I  had  been 
apprized  of  your  lordship's  intention  of 
visiting  the  upper  provinces.

Sir, — Para.  1.  I  am  directed,  by  his 
excellency  the  most  noble  the  governor- 
general,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  the  S3d  ultimo. 

2.  Adverting  to  the  lenor  of  his  lord- 
ship's instructions  to  you,  communicated 
in  my  letter  of  the  15th  ultimo,  and  to 
the  7th  paragraph  of  your  dispatch  above 
ackhowkdged,  his  lordship  is  led  to  sup- 
pose that  you  have  it  in  contemplHion  10 
take  ineasures  for  the  immediate  occu- 
pation of  the  territory  proposed  to  be  ceded 
to  the  honourable  company,  in  commu- 
tation for  the  subsidy,  notwithstanding  jthe 
difficulties  which  the  present  season  of 
the  year  opposes  to  the  execution  of  this 
measure. 

3.  His  lordship,  however,  combining 
the  consideration  of  those  difficulties  with 
his  solicitude  to  accomplish  the  proposed 
bbject  by  the  means  or  amicable  negoti- 
•rion,  and  the  ho^  which  hia  lordship 
yet  encourages  of  obtaining  his  exccl- 
leocy's  consent  to  a  cession  oi  territory,  is 
dispoted  to  suspend  the  measure  of  esia- 
bW&hing  the  company's  authority  in  ^hose 
districu,  without  bis  exrellehcy's  de- 
clared consent,  until  the  expiraiion  of  the 
rainy  season. 

4.  His  lordship  therefore  directs  that 
you  will,  for  the  pr^ent,  conBne  your  pro- 
ceedings upon  this  point  of  bis  loid&bip's 
instructions  to  an  arrangement  of  the  plan 

,  for  carrying  them  eventually  into  effect  at 
the  close  o?  the  present  season,  and  thut 
in  the  mean  time  you  will  contintie  youc. 
endeavours  to  obtam  his  excellency'i  coo- 
a^nc  to  the  territorial  cession. 


S.  His  lordshifi  entertains  the  hope 
that,  alihoueh  your  individual  txertions 
should  fail  of  success,  the  presence  of  his 
brother,  the  honourable  Nlr.  Wclleslcy, 
whose  mission  was  ix>ticed  to  you  by  bis 
lordship's  command  in  my  letter  of  the 
30th  ultimo,  will  give  additional  weight 
and  ultimate  effect  to  your  negotiations.

Extract  from  the  resident,  colonel  Scott, 

dared  Lucknow,  C7th  June,  1801. 
To  his  excellency  the  most  noble  the  mar» 
ijuis  Wclleslcy,  K.  P.  governor-gene- 
ral, &c. 

Fort  William. 
My  lord,— The  vizier,  in  conformity 
to  the  appointment,  honoured  me  with  -a 
visit  yestL'rd<iy  tnornin^  at  breakfast,  and 
having  retired  with  me  into  a  private  apart* 
mrnr,  produced  a  short  paper  in  the  Per- 
sian language.  It  commenced  witb  a 
distinct  recapitulation  of  the  three  points 
which  I  had  communicated  to  him  on  the 
fi3d  instant,  as  parts  of  your  lordship's 
recent  instructions;  it  then  proceeded  to 
state,  that  his  excellency  would,  under 
certain  conditions,di$charge  tl)c  whole  ba- 
lance of  arrears  due  to  the  company  oa 
account  of  the  augmentation  of  the  iroopa 
inOude;  and  further,  that  his  excellency 
would  nominate  one  of  his  sons,  in  the 
capacity  of  his  temporary  Zonmr  tmtiu^ 
or  deputy,  with  orders  under  his  excel* 
lency's  seal  and  sign:^ure,  to  carry  into 
execution,  after  his  departure  horn  Luck* 
now,  the  further  reductions  of  .the  mili- 
tary establish mcnts,  and  to  complete  th« 
territorial  ces&ion.  The  conditions  wcre» 
that  he  should  be  ]^riniiicd  to  proceed 
xjpon  his  projected  pilgrimages,  and  be 
allowed,  on  his  return,  to  resume  the  go* 
vernmcnt  of  his  reserved  dominions ;  the 
papec  concluded  with  a  strong  assurance 
that  this  proposition  was  not  brought 
forward  with  the  /icw  of  interposing  any 
unnecessary  delay  in  the  final  arrange* 
ment  of  the  territorial  cession. 

I  informed  his  excellency  that  it 


was  impossible  for  me,  under  your  lord* 
ship's  instructions,  to  accede  to  these  or 
any  other  conditional  stipulations.  That, 
admitting  his  excellency's  intemiona  of 
visiting  the  places  proposed  were  sincere, 
9A  no  stCDs  were  to  be  taken  until  hia 
excellency  s  departure,  some  delay  musk 
inevitably  arise  in  delivering  over  the 
ceded  coiiniries,  which  at  tbu  period  o€ 
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tbe  yttt  could  not  be  afiPordfd  withoat 
constdcnble  inconvenience  and  probabie 
lois  of  revenue,  and  that  as  I  could  not  dis- 
cover any  rational  distinction  between  his 
concluding  the  treaty  for  the  territorial 
cession,  and  his  consigning  that  arrangc- 
inent  to  bis  deputy*  ic  appeared  to  my 
judgment  indispensable,  as  vrell  as  most 
dignified,  that  the  treaty  should  be  con- 
cluded with  his  advice  and  assistance,  and 
executed  by  bimielf,  leaving  the  propos.)! 
of  a  temporary  absence  to  be  considered 
and  determined  in  a  personal  conference 
with  your  lordship. 

3.  In  pursuing  the  su)>ject  I  noticed 
to  his  excellency  that  this  was  not  the 
•eaion  of  tbe, year  for  undertaking  the 
voyage  he  proposed,  and  that  doubt  mi^ht 
poniDly  anse  as  to  the  real  places  which 
It  was  m  his  contemplation  to  visit.  His 
excellency^  not  comprehending  that  I 
•lluded  to  the  difficulties  of  getting  out  of 
the  bay,  replied,  that  he  could  wait  at 
Madras  or  Bomba^^  for  tbe  proper  season, 
•nd  that  if  his  design  w^  different  from 
that  which  he  had  signified,  he  would 
liave  proposed  tbe  route  by  land. 

4.  In  discussing  the  subject  of  the 
further  reductions  m  the  military  esta- 
blishments of  this  state  his  excellency 
observed,  tbat  extensive  dismissions  had 
been  efiiectcd  with  his  concurrence  and  co» 
operation,  but  that  he  could  not  consent 
to  uke  any  active  part  in,  or  to  be  a  wit- 
nits  of,  tbe  further  reductions  proposed. 
To  this  I  replied,  that  under  any  circum- 
•tances  whicn  coujd  be  suppssed,  the  com- 

Sletion  of-  the  military  reform  was  so  in- 
ispensable  that  it  could  not  be  delayed 
for  a  moment;  and  I  intreated  his  excel- 
lency to  consider  what  would  be  your 
lordship^s  reflections  and  conclusions  upon 
•o  persevering  and  obstinate  a  resolution 
Jto  mainiain  in  his  service  a  large  body  of 
■seless  and  disorderly  troopi. 

5.  t  called  to  his  excellency *s  4ronsi« 
deration  tbe  predicament^  in.  which  he 
would  be  placed  should  hi«  perseverance 
in  the  unhappy  counsels  wnich  be  had 
adopted  render  it  necessary  to  asiume  the 
slistricts  without  his  consent.  After  re- 
peating and  exhausting,  without  effect, 
every  argament^  which  occtlrrcd  to  me, 
directed  to  manlinesss  and  dignity  of  coi»- 
doct,  to  sincerity  and  to  prudence,  I  ex- 
plicitly declared  to  his  excellency,  that  it 
was  impracticable  for  me,  consistent  with 
nyobligationofobediencetoyourlordship^ 
to  poll  pooeany  longer  the  executionof  your 
lordshp's  order*,  and  that  he  must  expect  to 
k«r»  ia  tha^oaat  af  •  day  or  tw0|4bat{i]ps« 


paratory  measures  were  panuing  hr  takoifi 
possession  of  tbe  districts  to  be  ceded. 

6.  His  excellencjr's  reply  was  in  the 
usual  strain  of  submission,  and  indicated 
a  determination  neither  to  come  to  a  tie* 
finitive  arrangement,  nor  to  co-operate 
and  assist  in  the  measure  of  a  temtorial 
cession,  or  in  that  of  reductions  of  his  re«> 
mainiiig  troops. 

7.  In  the  course  of  the  conversation  I 
observed,  that  if  his  excellency  were 
really  actuated  by  the  motives  which  he 
had  assigned,  a  repugnance  to  bea^pectatof 
to  fiirtaer  dismissions  in  his  army^aend  to 
the  introduction  of  the  company's  autho- 
rity  in  the  districts  to  be  appropriated  as  a 
security  for  the  pavment  of  the  subsidy, 
tbe  acceptance  of  his  own  proposition  tor 
abdicating  the  government,  and  retiring 
within  the  company's  provinces,  nomi- 
nating either  his  son  or  the  company  his 
successors,  would  completely  accomplish 
his  purpose  in  a  manner  highly  satisEK- 
tory  to  your  lordship,  advanngeous  to 
himself  and  family,  and  beneficial  to  all 

Srsons   interested  in  the  prosperity  of 
ude. 

8.  A  short  time  after  hit  excellcncy't 
departure  from  my  house  he  sent  for  my 
moonsbeey  and,  in  cxpUinatioo  of  tome 
words  which  iiad  passed  in  providing 
monejp  fdr  the  payment  of  the  troopt» 
whom  it  might  be  intended  to  dismi#i, 
directed  him  to  infom  me  that  the  troopa 
•were  in  possession  of  assignmenu  on  the 
aumils  for  the  arrears  of  pay  due  to  them. 
This  intimation^  I  conclude,  is  intended 
to  manifest  a  disposition  not  to  throw  any 
impediments  in  the  way  of  the  reductions^ 
though  he  will  take  no  active  part  in  tbe 
execution  of  them. 

9.  I  did  not  omit  to  presa for  the  con* 
tinuance,  wtthout  intermission,  of  pay* 
ments  on  account  of  the  balance  of  arrears, 
and  as  his  excellency  gave  no  positive 
promise  of  continuing  these  paymentt,  I 
thought  it  expedient  to  declare  to  him 
that,  in  tbe  event  of  any  delay,  I  should  be 
compelled  to  have  recourse  to  the  aeqiies« 
tration  ordered  by  your  lordship. 

10.  It  was  my  wish  to  have  retained  id 
my  possession  the  paper  which  the  vixier 
biMd  produced,  but  hia  excellency  had  de* 
clined^Ieaving  it  with  me  on  tbe  pretence 
that  it  was  useless,  under  my  refusal  of  the 
stipulations  it  contained.  Having,  bow« 
ever,  recited  the  substance  of  it  in  the 
first  paragraph  of  this  dispatch,  I  shall 
new  proceed  to  offer  aome  lemarks  upon 
the  proQpdtion,  first,  supposing  it  to 
have  hccQ  o&red  with  iiacerity,  andte- 

coodly^ 
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condly^  examiniogital  aooilier  ittempt  at 
proCTMci  nation  and  evasion. 

1  u  Admitting  the  propoial  to  have 
been  sincere,  it  must  have  oeen  devised 
for  one  of  the  following  purposes,  to  ma- 
nifest to  your  lordship,  to  his  nibjecu, 
and  to  the  worlds  his  excdlency^s  dissa- 
tisfaction at  the  measures  pursuing,  to 
distinguish  one  of  his  sons  by  a  partial  and 
undine  preference)  or  to  seex  the  aid  and 
protection  of  some  forci^  power.  In 
the  first  case  it  is  a  puerile  resentment, 
lirom  an  indulgence  in  which  no  ad- 
vantages to  the  common  interest  of 
the  two  states  could  be  derived,  but 
possibly  some  embarrassments,  both  im- 
ancdiaie  and  remote ;  the  delay  of  his  de* 
parture>  even  for  a  month,  would  at  this 
season  of  the  vear  occasion  some  incon- 
vetiience  in  the  settlement  of  the  coun- 
tries-tp  be  ceded.  On  the  second  sup- 
position it  is  necessary  to  observe,  that  his 
excellency  did  not  specify  which  of  hia 
sons  should  be  selected  for  the  important 
tfpst  of  deputy.  His  eldest  son  possesses 
none  of  his  mher's  regard,  and  has  re- 
«ei>tly  incurred  his  displeasure,  it  may 
tberelbre  be  fairly  presumed  ihat  the 
choice  would  not  have  Allien  upon  him : 
die  SOD,  thouj^h  not  in  the  same  predica- 
ment with  his  eldest  brother,  does  not 
«DJoy  his  father's  fondness  in  any  de* 
me  equa>  to  the  third  son ;  the  object 
th^efore  might  have  been  to  place  the 
third,  son  in  the  immediate  possessioh  of 
the  eovernment,  in  the  hope  of  an  ultimate 
confirmation  in  it,  and  thereby  set  aside 
the  rights  of  primogeniture. 

12.  The  timidity  of  his  excellency's 
disposition,  his*  fondness  for  money,  and 
his  unpopularity,  almost  preclude  suppo- 
sition that  he  would  undertake  any  mea- 
sure wherein  the  exertion  of  an  enterpris- 
ing mind  is  essential,  wherein  the  expen- 
diture of  a  large  treasure  would  be  inevi- 
table, and  wherein  the  attachment  ok  his 
subjects,  or  a  large  proportion  of  them, 
would  be  requisite  for  the  recoveiy  of  his 
power  and  dominions  throtjch  any  foreien 
aid.  When,  however,  f  noticed  the 
possibility  of  his  falling  into  the  hands  of 
some  of  our  enemies,  he  treated  such  a 
contingency  with  perfect  coolness  and  in- 
dtfTerence. 

13,  Although  in  the  two  preceding 
paragraphs  I  have  considered  the  propositi- 
onas  offered  with  sincerity,  yet  tt  is  scarcely 
«nritled  to  such  a  regard;  had  it  been  sin- 
cere, and  unmixed  with  any  sinister  view, 
DO  poatible  end  could  be  aDiwered  by  de- 


clining to  acQust  the  terns  of  the  treaty, 
and  to  ratify  it  by  his  seal  and  signature. 
The  measures  could  not  be  averted,  nor 
could  his  mind  escape  from  any  uneasy 
reflections,  by  the  leservation  of  refusing 
to  execute  the  treaty,  whilst  in' an  instru- 
ment under  his  hand  and  seal  he  com- 
manded his  deputy  to  carrv  the  condi- 
tions of  ic  into  execution;  tne  period  of 
his  departure,  and  the  selection  of  One 
of  his  sons  for  the  office  of  deputy,  would 
furnish  grounds  for  a  protracted  discussion, 
and  most  probably  for  a  rejection  of  the 
proposition ;  and.the  necessity  of  consult*, 
mg  your  Lordship  on  so  extraordinary 
a  proposal  would  inevitably  occasion  the 
further  delay  of  some  days,  which  would- 
have  been  employed  in  devising  new  pre* 
texts  for  evasion. 

14..  There  is  yet  another  sopposition- 
in  regard  to  this  proposition,  which  is, 
that  under  the  pretext  of  visiting  certain 
holy  places  of  resort  his  excellency  may 
conceal  the  intention  of  proceeding  to- 
£ngland;  a  measure  which  uiswell  known 
he  bad  in  contemplation  when  vizier  Ally 
was  placed  upon  the  musnud. 

15.  By  whatever  motive  his  excellency 
may  have  been  influenced  in  bringing 
forward  the  proposition,  it  bears  so 
stroD&ly  the  resemblance  of  a  subterftjge» 
that!  cannot  conceive  it  affords  a  justifi- 
able cause  for  suspending  the  execution 
of  your  lordship's  orders,  which  I  shall 
therefore  proceed  to  carry  into  effect  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible. 

i6.  Although  I  entertain  no  suspicion 
that  his  excellency  will  excite  disturb* 
ances,  yet  as  he  will  be  at  no  pains  to 
conceal  the  impending  reductions  in  the 
cavalry,  nor  his  dissatisfaction  at  the 
measure  about  to  be  pursued,  and  as  the 
capital  is  full  of  idle  and  seditious  Moham- 
medans, and  of  turbulent  soldiers  of  for- 
tune, at  all  times  ready  to  join  in  acts  of 
riotous  violence,  1  have  thought  it  a 
measure  of  common  precautionary  pru- 
dence to  request  of  general  Stuart,  to 
order  the  regiment  which  was  to  have 
marched  from  Cawnpore  on  the  first  of 
the  cmiiing  month,  for  the  relief  of 
the  regiment  on  duty  at  Lucknow^ 
to  commence  its  march  a  few  days  ear- 
lier;  and  it  is  my  intention  to  detain  bot&

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possibility,  wtihouc  the  risk  of  conside- 
rable I0S&  of  revenue*  of  introducing  at 
this  insuint  u  new  ty&ie^i  of  collections  in 
the  countries  to  be  taken  possesion  of,  it 
appears  to  my  judgment  expedient,  and, 
indeed,  the  only  means  of  securing  the 
revenue,  and  o(  obviating  confusion,. to 
continue  to  such  of  the  aumils  who^ic 
attachment  to  the  company  can  be  de- 
pended on,  ihe  management  of  the  se- 
veral districts  of  which  I  hey  have  now  re- 
pectivcly  the  charge.  Wiih  the  view  of 
consulting  Almas  Ali  Khan  on  the  subject ' 
of  retaining  the  manHgement  of  the 
Dooab.  I  had  appomrrd  a  meeting  with 
him  this  morning,  but  indisposition  pre- 
vented his  coming. 

My  dear  sir, — 1  was  this  morning 
favoured  wi.h  )our  letter  of  the  24ih 
instant. 

Piior  to  thr  receipt  of  lord  Wellesley's 
commands  ol  the  i.^ih  June,  I  had  taken 
the  liberty  to  offer  my  opinion  to  the 
vizier,  that  his  lerdship  wouia  not  judge 
ic  suitable  to  vi&it  Luiknow  until  the 
pending  iK'g(»tiaiion  should  be  brought  to 
a -final  dcifiminaiion.  In  my  coiilcrencc 
with  hiN  excellency  of  the  23  J  June  I  in- 
formed hitn  th^t  his  lordship  had  apprized 
me  of  his  intention  to  visit  tne  upper  pro- 
vince's, but  had  expressed  a  doubt  whe- 
ther h<'.  should  think  it  expedient  to  meet 
h\i  excellency  during  the  actual  crisis  of 
aifairti.  I  shall  now  take  the  earliest  op- 
portunity of  arquainting  his  excellency 
with  his  lordkhip's  positive  determination 
not  to  have  any  perM>t*al  interview  with 
Jbisexccllrncv  whiht  any  of  ihc  equitable 
demands  ot  the  Bnusb  government  lemain 
unadjusted. 

7  he  pa^)cr  of  intelligence,  inclosed  in 
my  letter  of  the  ijih  June,  had  been  in 
iny  possession  two  or  ihroc  days  before  it 
Vas  transmiiicd.  and  I  believe  related  a 
conversation  which  bad  taken  place  be- 
tween th<."  7 lb  and  joth,  ihc  period  be- 
tween my  vc  rbal  communication  of  lord 
Wcllesiry.'fi  scniiinents  on  the  vizici's 
paper  oi  requests,  and  the  delivery  of 
his  loniship's  wniten  reply. 

The  answer  fiom  Calcutta  alluded  to 
in  ihatpa(M*r  w«4s,  I  conclude,  the  written 
answer  on  hu  rxcclicDcy*sJcqu«.M.>»  which 
I  had  prepaicd  him  to  expect  fi onWiis 
lorHsFtip. 

It  a\  p-"<ired  to  me,  on  reading  the  paper 
of  in(elii{4cnce,  th.u  the  other  "gentlemen 
to  whom  the  molavy  wished  to  be  the 
bearer  of  letters,  in  terms  which  he 
f  hould  ap^royc)  wcie  the  members  of  the 


supreme  council ;  I  am  not  aware  that  bit 
excellency  holdsany  secret  correspondence 
with  gentlemen  in.  Calcutta,  although 
it  is  generally  believed  that  he  has  a  dawk 
established  between  Benares  and  the  pre- 
sidency, and  Persian  letters  occasionally 
come  for  Molayy  Suddun  in  the  packeu 
of  the  company '»  dawk. 

The  repon  of  a  change  in  the  ministry 
at  hoine  has  for  two  or  three  days  past 
been  in  circulation  at  Lucknow,  but 
whether  it  has  yet  reached  the  cars  of  the 
vizier,  I  am  unable  to  say.  It  shall,  how« 
ever,  be  my  endeavour  to  discountenance 
the  belief  of  it  in  his  excellency's  miAd, 
and  to  pieclude  him  from  building  on  the 
repoit  any  hope  of  relaxation  iu  the  pre^ 
sent  measure*. 

Although  his  excellency  cannot  be  ig- 
norant of  my   having  taken  sups  prepa- 
ratory to  the  esublisbmcnt  of  the  com- 
pany's  authority    in   the  disuicu  to  b< 
appropriated  as  a  security  for  the  subsidy* 
yet  he  has  discovered  no  intention  of  co- 
operating with  me  in  the  arrangement.    I 
sent  for  and  had  separate  conferences  with 
almas  Ally  Khan,  and  Mirza  Mehudy,  in 
which  I  stated  10  them  that  tlie  obttioacy 
of  the  vizier  in  rejectiii^  all  the  goverix>r- 
general**  propositions  (oralfording  security 
to  the  jusi  demands  of  ihe  British  govern- 
ment, had  compelled  his  loidship,   for 
the  pievcrvaiion  of  the  company's  fights 
and  interests  in  Oude,  to  revert  to  the  ex« 
tr^rmc  measure  of  assuming  a  cenain  por- 
tion of  his  excellency's  dominions,  and 
that  as  some  of  the  districts  under  their 
respective  charges  formed  a  large  portion 
ot  that  terriional  assignment*    I   called 
upon  them,  in  ihe  name  of  the  British  go- 
ycinment,  to  exert  all  their  ix>wers-and 
influence  to  maintain  the  distncu  in  pci^ 
feet  tranquillity  and  composure;  they  gave 
me  the  strongest  protestatiou  of  implicit 
submission  10  the  British  covcromcot,  and 
obedience  to  any  orders  tiom  roe;   I  $a* 
tisfied  myself  with  these 'assur?nces,  with- 
out entering  into  the  discussion  of  specific 
engagements  for  continuing  to  them  the 
management  of  their  respective  districts* 
1^0  Almas  I  was  more  communicative^ 
and  touched  upon  the  substance  and  ob- 
jects of  his  excellency's  requestt;  Nlina 
Mehudy  was  probably  informed  of  ibem 
through  Rutten  Chundi  with  whom  he 
is  said  to  hold  secret  conferences.  Having 
this  morning  learned  from  the  vizier,  who 
had  sent  for  my  moonshec*    that  both 
Almas  and  Mirza  Mehudy  had,  with  a 
view  probably  of  conciliating  his  excel- 
lency, made  an  unfair  leport  of  my  con- 
vertattOD^ 
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^Tsalion  by  assigning  to  me  a  declaration 
tbjt  I  wss  proceeding  with  the  privity  and 
apptrobationof  his  excellency,  a  declaration 
which  I  had  never  uttered,  and  which  I 
am  confident,  from  (heir  communications 
to  me,  they  could  not  through  any  mis- 
take have  supposed  proceeded  fro-n  me, 
I  thought  it  expedient  immediately  to  in- 
form his  excellency,  that  so  far  from 
having  given  them  to  understand  that  I 
was  acting  in  concert  with  his  excellency, 
I  had. explicitly  told  ihem  that  his  exccl- 
leocy  had  poiitivcly  refused  his  co-ope- 
ration. 

This  explanation  I  thought  tndispen- 
table j  as  well  in  vindication  of  my  candour 
and  veracity,  as  to  evince  to  his  excel- 
lertcy  my  determination  to  prosecute  the 
necessary  steps  for  establishing  the  com- 
pany's authority  in  the  line  o(  territory  to 
be  ceded  without  his  consent,  should 
he  still  persist  in  refusing  his  acqui- 
escence. 

Although  I  have  not  received  from 
the  vizier  any  further  paynients  on  account 
of  the  balance  of  arrears,  yet  I  hope  the 
assiduity  and  perseverance  with  which  I 
insist  oo  the  full  liquidation  of  that  de- 
mand, will  immediately  procure  another 
payment.

e.  It  is  with  much  pleasure  I  acquaint 
your  lordship  that  no  steps  have  yet  been 
taken  of  a  nature  to  preckide  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  measure  in  agitation  by  the 
means  of  amicable  negotiation ;  on  the 
contrary,  in  a  visit  which  the  vizier 
paid  to  me  the  day  before  yesterday,  at  a 
private  conference  sought  lor  by  me,  the 
discussion  of  a  territorial  cession  was  re- 
sumed, and  his  excellency  was  so  far  pre- 
vailed on  to  engage  in  the  consideration 
of  concluding  and  executing  the  treaty, 
prior  to  his  proposed  temporary  absence, 
as  to  express  a  desire  of  being  furnished 
with  a  draft  of  the  stipulation  ;  I  shall  ex- 
pect with  the  utmost  impatience  the  tr- 
rival  of  your  lordship's  brother,  the 
honourable  Heniy  Wellesley ;  and  in  the 


mean  time  shall  exert  all  my  endeavoiirs  *■ 
to  cultivate  and  improve  the  above  cir- 
cumstance. 

3.  Although  I  by  no  means  admitted 
that  his  excellency's  intended  expedition 
should  be  a  condition  of  the  territorial 
cession,  nor  engaged  for  your  lordship's 
sanction  and  approval  of  that  step,  yet 
I  promised,  that  if  the  treaty  were  con- 
cluded the  stipulation  of  it  shoold  not  be 
carried  into  ctFcct  until  his  excellency 
could  consult  your  lordship,  .either  per- 
sonally or  by  letter,  in  the  wish  whtcli 
be  has  so  repeatedly  expressed  of  bemg 
permitted  to  proceed  on  the  pilgrimages* 
His  excellency,  on  his  part,  desired  that 
his  being  put  in  possession  of  a  draft  of. 
the  treaty  might  not  be  interpreted  into 
an  engagement  to  conclude  it. 

4.  The  draft  of  the  treaty -having  been 
sometime  ago  prepared,  both  in  English 
and  Persian,  a  copy  of  it  in  ihe  latter  lan- 
guage was  yesterday  delivered  to  his  excel- 
lency by  my  moonshee,  and  I  have  the 
honour  to  transmit  copies  of  the  same  to 
your  lordship  in  both  languages. 

5.  His  excellency,  after  the  payment 
on  the  24th  of  June  of  the  eight  lacks 
of  rupees  on  account  of  the  balance  o( 
arrears  of  subsidy  due  to  the  company,^ 
having  desisted  from  further  payments, 
I  thought  it  necessary,  in  compliance 
with  your  lordship's  injunctions,  to  press 
for  the  immediate  liquidation  of  the  whole 
amount  still  due,  and  for  this  purpose  . 
addressed,  on  the  egvh  of  June,  a  letter 
to  his  excellency,  to  which,  on  the  2d  of 
July,  I  received  a  reply,  the  tenor  and 
spirit  of  this  rcplv  appeared  to  me  »o  ex- 
ceptionable thai  I  considered  it  my  duty 
to  repel  the  insinuations  against  the  jut- 
tice  of  the  demand  in  the  strongest  and 
most  pointed  language.  Copies  of  this 
correspondence  are  herewith  inclosed  for 
your  lordship's  information. 

6.  It -was  my  intention,  after  giving 
his  excellency  a  reasonable  time  to  reflect 
on  the  sentiments  and  declarations  pon- 
tained  in  my  last  letter,  to  have  proceeded 
to  the  sequestration  of  the  revenues  of 
some  of  his  excellency's  districts,  in  satit- 
faction  of  the  company's  just  demand  ; 
but  apprehensive  lest  such  a  measure 
might  furnish  a  pretence  to  his  excel- 
lency for  breaking  oif  the  negotiation  for 
the  territorial  cession,  I  have,  tor  the 
present,  satisfied  myself  with  calling  to 
(lis  excellency's  reflection  that  that  niea- 
•ure  of  e3(tremity  for  the  recovery  of 
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•the  public  rigbu>  is  still  impendiog  over 
him,

able  to  tbe  said  coa>pany  by  his  excel- 
lency the  viiicr. 

Whereas  by  tbe  treaty  now  subsist iog 
between  tbe  honourable  the  East  India 
company  and  his  excellency  the  vizier, 
the  said  company  have  engaged  to  defend 
f  lis  excellency's  dominions  agaiiisi  A^  ene- 
mies; and  to  enable  them  to  fulfil  that 
engagement  his  excellency  is  bound  by 
the  aforesaid  treaty  to  pay  the  company, 
.  lui  perjxtuity,  the  annual  subsidy  of  se- 
vcoty-six  lacks  oi  Lucknow  sicca  rupees ; 
and  IS  funher  bound  by  tbe  said. treaty  to 
defray  the  expense  of  any  augmentation  of 
foTQc  which,  in  addition  to  the  number 
*  of  troops  stipulated  in  the  treaty  shall  be

tation of  the  subsidy  and  all  other  sums  of 
money  now  chargeable  .to  his  excellency 
OQ  account  of  the  companv's  defensive  ea- 
ga^emenu  with  his  excelleocy. 

Article  1st. — His  excellency  the 
nabob  vizier  cedes  to  the  honorable  tbe 
£»t  India  company,  in  perpetual  fi0vc« 


reignty,  all  and  every  part  of  his  territorial 

possessions  lying  to  the  southward  and 
westward  of  the  river  Ganges,  as  well  as 
those  withJtkt  the  Doab  and  joining  to 
the  company's  present  possessions,  as 
those  situated  within  the  Poab,  including 
the  drpendaiKy  of  Furruckabad  ;  bis  ex- 
cellency the  nabob  vizier  also  cedes  to  tbe 
honourable  the  East  India  company,  in 
perpetual  sovereignty,  the  subah  o£ 
Bare  illy,  districts  ol  Rchcr,and  all  and 
every  part  of  his  piissessions  situated  in 
the  country  at  KuUair,  commonly  called 
Rohilcund,  together  widi  all  the  powen^ 
rights,  and  privileges,  which,  as  lord  pa(a- 
mount,  he  possesses  over  the  jaghire  of 
Ahmed  Ali  Khan  Behaudcr;  his  excel- 
lency the  vizier  further  cedes  to  tbe  ho- 
nourable the  East  India  company  tbe 
districts  of,  &c. — A  schedule  of  the 
Mehalsso  ceded  is  annexed  to  the  treaty. 

ad.- — Thr  subsidy,  which  by  the  se- 
cond article  of  the  treaty  of  1798  his  ex- 
cellency engaged  to  pay  to  the  com- 
pany, to  cease  for  ever;  and  his  exceU 
iency  is  released  from  the  obligation  of 
defraying  the  expenses  of  any  additional 
troous  which  may  at  any  time  be  requisite 
for  the  protection  of  Oude  ^ad  its  depen- 
dencies, whether  the  countries  ceded  to 
the  comj^ny,  or  of  the  territories  which 
will  remain  in  the  possession  of  his  ex- 
cellency the  said  vizier. 

3d.— The  honourable  the  East  India 
company  hereby  engage  to  defend  the 
territories  which  will  remain  to  his  excel- 
lency the  vizier  against  all  foreign  aind 
domestic  enemies  whatever  ;  provided 
always,  that  it  be  in  the  power  of  the 
company's  government  to  station  the 
BritKsh  troops  in  such  parts  of  his  excel- 
lency's dominions  as  shall  appear  to  tbe 
said  government  most  expedient;  and 
provided  also,  that  his  excellency  shall 
retain  in  his  service  such  a  numner  of 
armed  men  only  as  shall  be  absoluiely 
necessary  for  the  collection  of  the  reve- 
nues, and  such  a  number  of  horsehaen 
and  footmen  abotit  his  persoR  as^  shall  be 
consistent  with  his  djgnity,  and  suitable 
to  tbe  purposes  of  state;  and  .provided 
funher,  that  there  be  established  ihro(j|gb- 
out  his  excellency's  reserved  dominions 
such  a  system  of  police,  under  the  control 
of  the  company's  officers,  as  shall  be 
calculated  to  secure  the  internal  peace  of 
*his  excellency's  cguntry,  and  the  orderly 
and  quiet  behaviour  of  his  subjecu  of 
eveiy  description. 

4ih.  A  detachment  of  the  British

5tb. — Tt^at  the  true  imetit  and  mean- 
ing of  the  1st,  ftcU  Sd,  and  4tb  articles  of 
t(iis  treaty  may  be  cleanly  undertstood,  it 
is  hereby  declared  that  i|ie  territorial 
cession  being  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy,  and 
of  all  expenses  on  account  of  the  compa- 
ny's defensive  engagcmcnu  with  hU  ex- 
ceilcocys  no  demands  whatever  shall  be 
made  upon  the  treasury  of  his  excellency, 
on  account  of  expenses  whicl^  the  ho- 
nourable'copipany  (hay  incur  by  assem- 
bling forces  to  repel  the  attack,  or  mc- 
njiced  attack,  of  a  (breign  enemy,  on  ac- 
count of  the  detachniem  attached  to  .his 
cxcelleDcy's  person,  on  account  of  troops

by agree  to  revive  the  comraercial  treaty

be  dcmanc^cd  from  boais  which  put  to  in 
the  possession  cl  ciiher  of  the  comracifng 
parties,  without  tnicnii^n  of  landing 
ihcir  goods.  It  shall  how«;ver  be  in  the 
power  of  both  governments  to  fix  and 
levy  such  duties  as  ib<y  may  think  pro- 
per on  j^oods  iiupMttd  into,  or  exported 
from,  iheir  respective  dumiinons,  not  ex-  . 
cecding  the  present  usa^c. 

9th.  All  the  articles  of  former  trea- 
ties, for  establishing  and  cementing  the 
union  and  friendship  existing  between 
the  two  states,  are  to  con:inue  in  full 
force,  and  all  the  articles  of  the  treaty 
concluded  by  the  governor  -  gcneraL 
Sir  John  Shore,  Bart,  on  the  part  of 
the  coinpany,  and  his  excellency  the 
nabob  vixicr,  in  1798,  not  annulled  by 
this  treaty,  are  to  rcjpain  in  full  force, 
and  be  binding  on  the  contracting 
parties.

His  excellency  the  most  noble  the 
governor-genrral  having  strongly  urged, 
your  excellency  to  the  immediate  pay- 
ment of  the  arrears  justly  due  to  the 
company's  government,  your  excellency* 
in  the  first  mstanc/,  paid  the  sum  of  two 
lacks  of  rupees,  for  which  a  receipt  was 
granted,  and  having  subsequently  paid 
the  sum  of  four  lacks  of  rupee  ^  from 
your  own  treasury ,and  eight  lacks  through 
Almas  AUi  Khan^I  was  in  hopes  that 
your  excellency  would  have  continued  your 
paymcQU  without  imcnnissioo,  uotil  the 
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whole  sura  should  in  th^  space  oF  a  fcv 
days  have  been  paid  off,  when  a  receipt 
for  the  amount  would  have  been  granted 
io  vour  excellency. 

Perceiving,  however,  that  your  excel- 
lency, contraiy  to  my  expectation,  del  lys 
to  )i(|uidate  this  just  demand,  I  am  con« 
•trained  to  represent  to  your  excellency 
that  if,  in  defiance  of  his  lord^hip*s  rc- 
vnoositranccs  on  this  subject,  your  exreU 
lency  longer  defers  the  |)aymcnt  of  this 
mooey,  I  shall,  in  order  to  realize  it,  he 
compelled  to  sequestrate  a  portion  of 
your  excellency ^  revenue. 

From  his  excellency  the  yiiier  to  lieu- 
tenant-colonel Scott,  resident 
Dated  i9SufFer,ifii6»orend  July,i8oi. 
I  have  received  your  letter  regarding 
the  thirty-eight  lacks  of  lupees  on  account 
of  the  expenses  of  theannyy  and  undrr- 
fttand  the  contents.  Ii  cannot  have  escaped 
your  recollection  that,  upwards  of  a 
twelvemonth  ago,  (when  a  demand  was 
made  upvn  me  for  the  sum  of  seventeen 
lacks  of  rupees,  on  account  of  ihc  ex- 
penses of  the  army  which  took  the  field 
to  oppose  Zemaun  Shah,  and  to  suppress 
the  disturbance  raised  by  vizier  Alii), 
along  with  other  matters,  1  stated  to 
his  excellency  the  most  noble  the  govcr- 
nor-veneral,  my  inability  to  pay  this  sum. 
His  lordship,  daring  this  long  interval, 
not  having  replied  to  the  above  letter,  I 
assured  myself  that  the  plea  of  inability 
to  pay  the  money,  as  well  as  the  other 
requests  which  formed  the  subject  of  the 
above  letter,  had  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  of  by  his  lordship. 

The  demand  having  been  renewed,  I 
have  (up  to  the  present  date)  paid  the 
SHm  of  fourteen  lacks  of  rnp>;es. 
God  knows,  that  as  far  as  lies  in  my 
power  I  have  no  desire  to  act  in  any 
instance  .in  oppoiiiion  to  his  lordship's 
pleasure.  I  am  aware  that  my  doing  so 
would  prove  detrimental  to  myself, 
whilst  I  know  that  my  present  and  futnrq 
prosperity  and  security  dep.:nd  upon  my 
consulting  the  pleasure  of^his  lordship. 

God  lorbtd  that  I  should  harbour  a 
design  of  acting  in  opposirioti  to,  or  in., 
defiance  of,  his  lordship's  pleasure,  but 
in  many  transactions,  proof  being  the 
primary  consideration,  I  unequivocally 
declare  (what  I  have  already  told  you) 
•  that  whatever  sum  of  money  may  by  ar- 
gument be  proved  and  demomtraied  to  be 
claimable  irom  me,  I  will  not  fail  lo  use 
every  excrtioa  within  my  power  to  liqui* 


da*e  the  same,  and  ihall  with  tnocli 
pleasure  send  you  the  cash. 

I  assure  myself  from  your  friendship 
that  you  will  not  again  accuse  me  (who, 
as  far  as  in  me  lies  have  no  such  intention) 
of  acting  in  defiance  of  his  lordship's  plea- 
sure. 

No  person  can  withhold  from  the  com- 
pany their  just  right,  hut  far  less  one  like 
myself,  so  connected  with  them  by  the 
bonds  of  union  and  friendship  that  no  dis- 
tinction of  iaterest  exists  between  us. 

1  do  not  by  any  nianner  of  means  re- 
fuse to  saiisly  this  demand.  Whatever 
sum  of  money  shall  by  argument  and  de- 
monstration DC  provea  to  be  due  from  me 
on  thi<  account,  without  hesitation  shall 
be  paid  ;  without  proof  I  consent  cot. 

From  lieutenant  colonel  Scott  to  the  vizier» 
the  3d  July,  1801. 

The  letter  which  I  yesterday  received 
frofti  your  excellency  in  reply  to  one  ad- 
dressed to  you  on  the  16:  h  of  Suffer,  de- 
manding payment  without  intermission 
of  the  lar^e  balance  of  arrears  on  account 
of  the  additional  troops  serving  in  Oudr, 
leaves  me  no  other  alternative  than  that  of 
sequestrating  a  portion  of  your  excellency's 
levenues  for  (he  liquidation  of  that  just 
demand. 

After  the  plain  and  detailed  account  of 
the  expenses  chargeable  toyour excellency, 
furnished  in  my  letter  of  the  28th  of  Zu- 
koud  ;  after  the  intimation  I  gave  to  your 
excellency  that  that  account  had  been  pre- 
pared in  Calcutta,  and  transmitted  to  me 
by  command  of  his  excellaicy  the  most 
iioble  the  governor-general;  alter  the  sen- 
timents conveyed  to  your  excellency  in 
his  lordship's  letter  of  the  87th  May  laft, 
and  the  peremptory  demand  made  on  your 
excellency  for  the  immediate  payment 
of  the  whole  arrears,  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  38)13*590  rupees,  in  his  lordsbip'a 
answer  to  your  paper  of  requests,  accom- 
panied by  arguments  of  unquestionable 
force  and  validity  in  sup^xMt  of  the  jus- 
tice of  the  claim;  what  further  proof 
can  be  necessary  to  establish  the  com- 
pany's right  to  a  reimbursement  of  ex- 
penses which  have  been  actually  incurred 
by  the  company  in  defence  of  your  excel- 
lency's dominions  ?  and  what  other  mean- 
ing can  be  attached  to  your  excellency's 
desire  of  having  the  justice  of  thecUiin 
established  by  further  proofs,  than  a  di- 
rect accusation  against  the  honour  and  in- 
tegrity of  the  representative  of  the  Briiisti 
goveroment  in  lodiai  and  after  the  com- 
munication. 
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iMnicatioo,  both  penonal  and  in  writing, 
which  I  have  made  to  your  excellency,  of 
his  lordship's  orders,  lo  lequestrate  a'por- 
tioQ  of  your  revenues  for  the  liquidaiioa 
of  the  cofn|j9ny's  just  dctnaod  upon  your 
ex<xllency*s  government,  what  construc- 
tion can  be  put  upon  the  fiesh  excuses, 
brought  forward  by. your  excellency  to 
delay  the  liquidation  of  the  balance,  but 
an  open  defiance  of  the  company's  power? 
.  The  professions  which  your  excellency 
makes  of  an  earnest  desire  to  consult  his 
lordship's  pleasure,  and  to  meet  his 
wishes,  are  becoming  the  gratitudr  which 
your  excellency  owes  to  the  English 
company  ;  for  tne  sincerity  of  these  pro* 
festioos  the  bCst  appeal  is  to  your  own 
conscience,  and  to  the  measures  which 
your  excellency's  peneverance  in  the  un- 
happy counsels  which  you  have  adopted, 
compels  his  lordship  at  this  instant  to  re* 
•on  to^  for  the  prcservaton  of  the  com- 
pany *»  rights  and  interest  in  Oude, 

The  confession  which  your  rzcellency 
makes,  that  opposition  to  his  lordship's 
sentiments  is  fraught  with  detriment  to 
yourxlf,  and  that  on  a  concurrence  with 
nis  lord»hip's  desires  depends  your  present 
and  future  prosperity,  is  also  worthy  of* 
your  excellency's  wisdom  and  prudence, 
aix)  I  sincerely  wish  that  your  excel lcnc>*« 
actions  were  not  at  variance  with  that  con- 
Cession.

My  lord, — ^Whilst  I  pbce  the  highest 
value  on  the  continuance  of  your  lordship's 
good  opinion^  and  on  the  approbation 
which  your  lord&hip  has  been  pleased  to 
bestow  on  my  exertions  and  conduct,  in 
the  negotiation  committed  to  my  charge* 
and  wbiUt  I  offer  to  your  lordship  my 
sincere  acknowledgements  for  the  com-- 
inunicatioo  which  your  lordship  has  been 
pleased  to  authorize  Mr.  Edmonsione  to 
inake  to  me,  of  the  motives  which  have 
induced  your  lordship  to  depute  Mr.

of  his  abilities,  joined  with  the  perfect 
knowledge  which  he  still  pos.sr*s  of  your 
lordship's  sentiments,  will  brin^  the  nego- 
tiation to  a  s^li^Cactorv  couclusiuii. 

Anxious  lu  the  hi^'hesi  dcgi  e,  that 
the  niis!>ion  of  Mr.  Weite>ley  ^ht>uldbe 
as  impressive  in  its  nature,  and  as  com- 
prt'htihsivc  in  us  objci^is  js  possible,  it 
occurs  to  my  jurl(*i'  f*!  t,  should  your 
loni^hlp  not  view  the  picposed  tempforary 
absence  of  the  vizier,  ji  'rthe  tre.ny  shall 
be  concluded  ;)iid  raiiBed,  as  a  measure

K'^inS* 
me  reason  to  suppove  that  his  excellrncy's 
request  of  visiting  the  places  of  holy 
resort  would  be  sarKtioncd  by  vour  lord- 
ship on  certain  conditions,  I  shall  take 
the  liberty  of  informing  his  cx(  cllency, 
that  the  arrangements,  connected  wiih  his 
temporary  absence,  form  one  of  the  objects 
of  Mr.  Welleslcy*s  drpu:aiion.

it,  an  earnest  and  anxious  desire  to  pro- 
mote your  lordship's  views  at  this  court.

My  Lord,— 1.  I  have  the  honour  to 
acknowledfi;e  the  receip:  of  your  lordship's 
commands  through  tne  secretary's  letter 
of  the  2d  instant. 

fi.  With  a  disposition,  such  as  is  thai 
of  the  vizier,  ever  prompt  to  construe  a 
relaxatioQ  of  mcaiures  into  an  abandoi>- 
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inem  of  them,  it  has  required  great  care 
and  caution  to  suspend  the  act  of  etia- 
bli&bing  ihc  company's  authority  in  the 
territory  proposed  to  be  ceded  to  ih^-  ho- 
nounbje  co:npAny,  in  a'  manner  which 
should  leave  a  full  iaipression  on  his  ex* 
€eUeiKy':t  miod,  that  the  object  of  your 
lordship's  views  neither  is,  uor  ever  can 
be  relinquished. 

3*  To  accooiplish  this  purpose,  it  has 
Veen  roy  endeavour,  in  two  conversations 
which  I  have  recently  had  with  the  vizier, 
to  extract  from  him  a  consent  to  the  lerri-  < 
torial  cession,  in  such  terms  as  should 
atUcvv  of  my  making  that  consent  the 
ground  ibr  a  cessation  of  measures 'prei^ia- 
ratory  t/o  the  taking  possession  of  the  ais- 
icicls  to  be  assigned  to  the  comjuny  in 
coinmutatioo  for  the  subsidy,  ancl  on 
which  an  amicable  negotiation,  for  the 
security  of  the  company's  rights  and  in- 
•crests,  could  be  resumed  and  pursued. 

4.  On  the  15th  instaiit  his  excellency 
gave  a  consent  to. the  cession,  but  in  terms 
CO  ambiguous  and  conditional,  that  I  did 
not  think  it  advisable  to  impart  to  him 
either  your  lordship*s  resolution  of  depu- 
ting the  honourable  Henry  Wellesley  to 
hh  court,  or  the  intention  of  suspcaaing 
my  proceedings. 

5.  His  excellency  still  adhered  to  his 
]>roposition  of  a  temporary  absence,  du- 
sing  which  the  ar^ngement  should  be  car- 
ried into  effect  r  and  declared  ihat  a  new 
treaty  was  unnecessary,  the  one  existing 
beiog  sufficient  for  roainuining  the  rela- 
tive obligations  of  the  two  states.  This 
declaration  probably  conceals  a  desire 
of  avoiding  the  introduction  of  any  sti- 
pulations which  shall  circumscribe  his 
authority  in  the  reserved  part  of  his  do* 
minions. 

C.  His  excellency  honoitrcd  me  with 
a  visit  on  the  17th  instant;  and  I  would 
still  have  deferred  a  communication  on 
the  t>#o  poiiits  adverted  to  in  the  4ih  para- 
giaph  of  this  dispatch,  were  it  not  that  I 
could  not  conceive  he  was  unacquainted 
iirith  the  intended  mission  of  Mr.  WeU 
Icslcy,  a  circumstailce  pretty  generally 
known  in  Lucknow,  and  were  not  a  sus- 
pension of  niy  proceedings  sufficiently  in- 
cTicated  by  the  relaxation  in  pri.secuiing 
ihem . 

7.  On  I hese  considerations  I  acquaint- 
ed his  excellency,  that  though  your  lord- 
Sihip  could  never  depart  from  the  demand 
of  territorial  security,  yet,  solicitous  to 
obtain  it  in  the  manner  which  would  be 
^ut  hurtful  to  his  exceUcDcy's  feelings, 


and  least  prejudicial  to  his  c^nsequeiice  hi 
the  eyes  of  his  subjects,  and  of  the  other 
powers  of  Hindosian,  your  lordship  had 
condescended  to  make  aiMther  effort  fior 
the  accomplishaient  of  the  objects, 
through  the  medium  of  the  fjicndly  nego- 
tiation, and  for  this  purpose  had  deputed 
your  lordship's  bxotoer,  the  honouBible 
Henry  >ye)lesleyf  to  his  couat.  With- 
out iaquiring  further  into  the  inlcDt  ^d 
object  of  Mr.  Wellesley's  mission,  his 
excellency'  consulted  me- on  the  cere- 
-  raony  of  meeting  Mr.  Welleslcy,  whence 
I  infer,  through  his  exoelleDcy  affected 
ignorance,  and  even  surprise  at  the  com* 
raunicatioDt  Ithat  he  was  previously  ac- 
quainted with  the  intended  deleeatioo  of 
Mr.  Wellesley. 

8. '  I  gave  his  excellency  to  underetand, 
that  it  w*as  by  do  means  your  lordship's 
with  that  the  oegotiation  should  be  sus- 
pended, or  the  termination  of  it  delayed 
until  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Wellesley ;  on 
the  contsary,  veiy  pressing  considerations 
urged  your  lordsliip  earnestly  to  desire 
that  the  business  should  be  finally  arranged 
and  adjusted,  without  a  moment's  delay,  so 
that  the  districts  to  be  ceded  might  be  ta- 
ken possession  of  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year.  1  judged  it  (peculiarly  ex|)edienft 
to  dwell  upon  this  circumstance  in  the 
strongest  and  most  explicit  terms,  in  or- 
der, if  possible,  to  restrain  his  excellency 
from  demanding  and  receiving  the  usual 
pcishgee,  or  advance  from  i£e  auroils; 
but,  to  convince  him  that  he  could  not 
succeed  by  delaying  or  postponing  the 
arrangement  for  another- year,  I  added* 
that  whatever  jxrplexities  and  incooveni*' 
encies  might  arise  from  taking  possession 
of  the  countries  after  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  tW  would  be  encountered 
immediately  on  the  close  of  the  rainy  sea- 
son. His  excellency  upon  this  informed 
roe,  that  he  had  prepared  the  draft  of  a 
paper,  which  should  be  sent  for  my  consi- 
deration as  soon  as  it  coiild  be  copied.  ^ 

9.  I  cannot  entertain  the  sanguine 
hope  that  the  contenuof  this  paperwiU  lead 
to  anything  conclusive;  but  at  will,  I  trust, 
serve  to  keep  the  negotiation  alive^  until 
the  arrival  of  Mr.  Weltesley ;  and  it  will 
further  enable  me  aj^ain  to  demand  ac- 
curate statements  of  the  revenues  of  dis- 
tricts which  are  to  form  the  territorial 
assignment. 

10.  I  am  DOW  constrained  to  relate  10 
your  lordship  an  altercation '  which  has 
taken  place  betwen  the  vizier  and  me,  on 
a  question  which  involves  the  public 
righuof  die  ootopaoy.    1  was  id  hopes 
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t!»t  the  feflcctkm  and  pnidence  of  the 
vizier  wouM  liave  precluded  the  neces- 
ttty  of  making  a  formal  detail  of  the  cir- 
cuaucancea  to  your  lordship;  but,  as  a 
literary  coricspoodence  baa  taken  place 
on  the  subject,  I  deem  it  expedient  to 
bring  the  whole  to  your  lordship's  no- 
tice. 

11.  In  the  coarse  of  my  conference 
%inth  the  vizier  on  the  15th  instant,  I 
noticed  to  his  excellency^  tnat  no  part  of 
the  kist  for  June  had  yci  been  paid,  and 
that  the  delay  occasioned  me  8on««:  embar- 
faasment;  because,  if  I  reminded  his  ex- 
cellency of  it  his  ^clings  were  hurt,  and 
if  I  waited  till  the  pressing  demands  upon 
the  treasury  compelled  me  to  require  ir, 
bir  excellency  expressed  his  concern  at 
not  being  -earfier  apprized  of  the  public 
wants.  To  my  utter  a&tonishment  his  ex- 
cellency assigned  as  a  reason  for  not  hav- 
ing sent  the  kist,  that  I  had  summoned 
some  of  his  aumils,  and  directed  them  10 
desist  from  making  payments  into  his  ex- 
cellency's treasury.  1  observed,  that  the 
orders  which  I  had  given  to  the  aumils 
were  chiefly  confined  to  the  maintenance 
of  tranifuillity,  and  to  the  encouragement 
of  cultivation  in  their  respective  districts ; 
,  mod  that  in  no  instance  had  I  even  ad- 
vert^ in  the  most  distant  manner,  to  the 
balance  due  to  his  excellency  on  account 
of  the  current  year ;  had  I  even  proceeded 
to  the  extreme  measure  of  assfiming  the  ' 
countries  proposed  to  be  ceded,  his  excel- 
lency was  and  must  be  responsible  for 
the  kist,  and  for  the  expenses  of  the  ad- 
ditional troops  until  the  period  of  collec- 
tions should  arrive.       ^ 

le.  To  a  desire  which  his  excellency 
expressed,  that  I  would  revoke  my  orders 
to  his  aumils,  I  explicitly  told  him  that  it 
was  impossible  to  do  so  on  the  condition 
of  the  payment  of  the  kist,  which,  in 
;he  present  stage  of  the  b:ioiness,  was  a 
matter  totally  distinct  from  the  assump- 
tion or  cession  of  the  territory. 

13.  The  kist  not  having  been  sent 
cither  on  the  15th  or  16th  instant,  at  the 
opening  of  the  conversation  on  the  I7(h, 
I  again  noticed  the  delay,  and  declared  to 
his  excellency  that  I  could  iiot,  consist- 
ently with  my  duty,  engage  in  conversa- 
tion with  his  excellency  upon  tny  other 
lubject,  until  I  received  from  hnu  full 
flMis&ctionin  regard  to  the  payment  of  the 
money  so  unquestionably  the  right  of  the 
-  conspany ;  and  I  persevered  in  this  decl^* 
ratioOf  notwithstandine  his  excellency's 
repealed  attempts  to  change  the  convcr- 
atrtion.    His  excelleacy  having  9t  length 


given  what  I  understood  to  be  a  promise 
of  the  immediate  payment  of  tne  kist. 
we  proceeded  to  otlnir  mpics.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  conference  I  newed  the 
subjea,  when  bis  excelleiiLy  assured 
me,  that  the  public  srrvice  should  sustain 
no  inconvenience  from  the  want  of  mo- 
ney- X 

14.  The  I7ih  passed  a  way  without  any 
intimation  Tespecimg  the  payment  (of  the 
kist ;  but  being  Friday,  on  which  day 
business  is  not  usually  transacted  by  hit 
excellency's  officers,  I  took  no  notice  of 
the  delay.  The  i8(h,  Saturday,  having 
nearly  closed  in  the  same  manner,  I  con- 
sidered it  the  duty  of  your  lordship's  repre-« 
sentative,  intrusted  with  the  care  of  the 
public  rights  in  Oude^  to  make  a  pe- 
remptory demand  on  his  excellency,  in 
your  lordship's  name,  for  the  instanta^ 
neous  discharge  of  the  kist,  and  ex^v-nsea 
of  the  additional  troops  for  June.  1  fur- 
ther considered  the  delay  of  bis  excellency 
in  discharging  this  just  demand  under 
the  above-recitcd  circumstances,  as  so 
nearly  approaching  to  a  wilful  and  prcme.^ 
ditated  violation  of  his  engagementa 
with  the  coinpany,  as  to  warrant  and  call 
for  a  declaration,  on  my  part,  that  unless  I 
received  satisfaction  respecting  the  Kist 
before  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
39th,  1  must  abstain  from  all  personal 
intercourse  and  communication  with  hit 
excellency,  excepting  in  points  whicb 
might  affect  the  tranquillity  of  these 
countries,  until  I  should  be  instructed  by 
your  lordship  in  what  manner  to  act  in  a 
case  of  so  extraordinary  and  unforeseen  an 
exigency. 

15.  It  was  with  the  most  extre^ne  re- 
luctance that,  under  existing  circumstan- 
ces, I  ha(l  recoune  to  a  measure  whieh  I 
foresaw  might  put  a  stop  to  ihe  pending 
negotiation,  until  I  should  be  honoured 
with  your  lordship's  commands ;  but  I 
trust  your  lordship  will  perceive,  that  no 
other  alternative  was  left  to  my  cjioice  for 
obtaining  the  public  rights,  consistently 
with  the  dignity  of  your  lordship's  t^ovcm-. 
ment. 

16.  In  every  point  of  view  in  which 
I  could  place  this  transacti'on,  it  ap- 
peared to  me,  that  the  conduct  of  the 
vizier  miist  be  considered  as  a  manifest  de- 
termination to  set  the  power  of  ihc  com- 
pany's government  at  defiance,  or  to  extort 
undue  and  unbecoming  concessions  from 
its  representative.         "  , 

17.  If  I  had  deprived  tne  viztrr  of  any 
of  the  resources  applicable  to  the  payment 
of  the  kist  for  June,  bis  excellency  might 
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have  had  grpubds  for  declining;  to  du- 
enlarge  it ;  but  Micb  was  not  the  case,  since 
I  neiiber  demando'd  money  from  the 
•uoaili  on  jccoum  of  the  eompany,  nor 
directed  them  to  desist  from  paying  the 
balance  due  'o  (h;  vizicHs  government  on 
account  of  the  current  year ;  the  utmost 
extent  of  my  Dto'nibition  was  a  <.aufion 
fux  to  pay  to  die  vizier  the  pcish^ee  of 
the  ensuing  year. '  If  m  my  proceedings  I  . 
exceeded  ihr  aaihoiity  under  which  I 
acted,  a  re^icsent^^tion  from  his  excel- 
lency would  have  pr(Kuied  redress;  but 
no  action  of  mine  could  justify  his  excel- 
lency in  withholding  the  payment  of  the 
indubitable  rights  of  the  company.  The 
pretext  which  the  vizier  brought  forward, 
in  his  conversation  of  the  I5ch.  allowing 
it  the  full  weight  which  he  attaches  to  it, 
roust  fail  in  the  justification  of  his  conduct, 
for  his  excellency  knew  that  even  the 
terms .  proposed  by  him  of  suspending  my 
proceedings,  though  not  admitted  as  a 
condition  on'  which  the  kisr  should  be. 
discharged,  would  be  fulfilled.  The 
truth  is,  his  excellency  saw  the  emb.irniss- 
inents  to  whi«h  I  should  be  exposed  by 
the  delay  in  the  payment  of  the  kist,  and 
wished  to  obtain  a  public  triumph  over 
me.  But  as  in  maintaining  the  dignity  of 
my  station  I  vindicated  your* lordship's 
government,  I  could  not  compromise  the 
Jatter  for  any  personal  ease  or  conveni- 
ence to  njyself. 

18.  The  embarrassments  I  allude  to 
particularly  relate  to  the  pecuniary -en-' 
gagemcnis  which  I  h>)ve  entered  into 
with  the  shroffs.  In  the  full  expectation 
of  receiving  the  kistdue  from  the  vizier, 
I  have,  to  effect  the  remittance  to  CaU 
cutu,  taken  up  bills  from  the  bankers  to 
tht  amount  of  several  lacks  of  rufxies  , 
more  than  there  were  assets  in  the  trea- 
sury to  discharge. 

19.  The  letter  which  t  intended  ad- 
dressing to  the  vizier  was  prepared  yester- 
day, to  the  end  that  it  might  be  delivered 
10  his  cltcellcncy  early  in  <hc  mornihg. 
Late  in  the  evening  of  yesterday  1  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  his  excellency,  which, 
as  it  required  from  mc  the  performance 
of  an  express  condition  in  order  to  obtain 
(he  kist,  made  no  alieratio'-i  in  my  propo- 
sed  letter  necessary.  It  was  therefore  in- 
closed in  a  second  letter,,  and  they  were 
both  presented  to  his  excellency  at  7 
u'cloCK  this  motning  by  my  mooDshee, 
who  received  an  assurance  that  the  kist 
jbould  be  sent. 

«o.  His  excellency  having  failed  in  a 
promise  of  ih«  saac  nature,  toadc  directly 


ro  myself,  Pthought  it  expedient  to  wak 
for  more  substantial  security  than  hit  as- 
surance, before  I  reported  the  circtun- 
stance  10  your  lordship ;  and  as  the  whole 
day  of  the  i9tb  passed  without  any  inti- 
mation of  the  kist,  I  was  compelled  to 
defer  the  dispatch  of  this  letter. 

fit.  This  morning  I  again  fcnt  my 
moonshf«  to  demand  %om  bis  excoUeocy 
an  explicit  declaration  whether  it  was  his 
intention  to  discharge  the  kist  or  sot.  His 
reply  was,  that  the  money  was  ready,  and 
that  as  «>on  at  I  should  direct  the  auinils' 
vakeels  to  attend  at-  his  durbar,  as  usual, 
the  money  should  be  sent.  Having  never 
in  any  shape  interdicted  the  attendance 
of  the  aumils  or  their  vakeels  on  his  ex- 
cellency, and  as  there  has  not  been  the 
smallest  remission  iri  their  attendance  at 
the  durbar,  the  only  interpretation  which 
I  could  put  upon  the  message  was,  a  de- 
sire in  his  exceUency  that  I  should  pub- 
lish to  the  world,  in  the  most^humiliatioi^ 
way,  that  the  British  govemiDent  had 
abandoned  the  equitable  claim  for  the 
territorial  security.  Feeling  that  such 
pablication  would  be  incompatible  with 
vour  lordship's  views,  and  that  the  vizier 
had  no  right  to  such  a  concession,  I  in* 
stantly  dispatched  the  moonshee  agaiii  to 
require  from  his  excellency  a  categprical 
aucwer  to  myquestiori,  whether  it  was  hia 
intention  to  pay  the  kist  or  not. 

es.  The  inoonshee-  having  returned 
without  bringing  me  any  satisfactory  re- 
ply, I  am  compelled  to  solicit  your  lord- 
&hip*s  instructions  for  ny  conduct  in^  tni« 
momentous  crisis ;  in  the  mean  time, 
should  the  kist  not  be  sent  immediately^ 
I  shall  think  it  indispensable  to  act  up 
to  the  declaration  contained  in  my  lettct 
to  his  excellency,  of  refraining  from  per- 
sonal intercourse  or  communication,  ex^ 
cepting  upon  points  which  may  involve 
the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  country  ; 
and  under  this  suspension  of  intercourse 
between  the  vizier  and  the  British  resi« 
dent  at  his  court,  I  shall  not  think  it  con- 
sistent to  allow  of  any  being  held  by  the 
officen  and  Britij^h  inhabitants  at  Luck- 
ixiw,  excepting  by  such  of  the  focmer  at 
•may  be  on  duty  about  his  excel lency*k 
person. 

23.  To  preserve  the  public  credit,  to 
wantonly  and  unjustly  exposed,  I  shall 
immediately  summon  the  bankers  tp 
whom  the  treasury  is  iridebied ;  and, 
after  acquainting  them  with  my  disap- 
pointment, in  respect  to  receipts  of 
mor)ey,  shall  promise  a  full  interest  on 
their  several  advaocct  until  tbcv  shkll  hm 
liquidated. 
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liquidated.  Should  bis  excelleocy  proffer 
the  pavmcnt  of  the  kist  at  any  time  be- 
tween ne  dispatch  of  ibis  letter  and  the 
receipt  of  your  lordsihip's  commands,  I 
shall  not  think  myself  warranted  in 
refusing  it,  but  shall  demand  an  ade- 
quate mtcrcst  from  the  time  it  became 
due. 

24.  I  khall  now  proceed  to  offer  some 
enervations  on  his  excellency's  letter  to 
me  of  the  i8ih  instant. 

25.  The  accusation  of  my  having 
adopted  measures  for  taking  possession  of 
the  countries  proposed  to  be  ceded,  with- 
out his  consent  and  co-operation,  is  in  con- 
aisient  and  absurd.  His  excellency  was 
repeatedly,  boih  in  writing  and  personally, 
earnestly  solicited  to  grant  his  acquiescence 
10  the  teiritorial  cession,  and  to  assist  in 
the  necessaiy  arrangements;  and  on  his 
final  refusal  to  participate,  was  informed, 
that  he  must  not  he  surpri*cd  if,  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days,  he  should  leain  that 
1  had  taken  preparatory  steps  for  esta- 
blishing the  company's  authority  in  the 
districts  enumerated. 

fi6.  The  assertion  of  my  having  sent 
written  instructions  to  the  officers  com- 
manding the  out-stations,  to  establish  the 
company's  authority,  is  totally  unfounded, 
and  I  shall  call  upon  the  vizier  to  state 
through  what  channel  he  obtained  his  im- 
formation,  or  in  what  act  of  the  military 
be  grounds  his  assertion. 

%rj.  1  he  circumstances  under  which  I 
was  acting,  necessarily,  as  a  measure  of 
common  precaution,  required  that  the 
several  detachments  should  be  maintained 
in  a  state  of  guarded  vigilance;  and  to  this 
point  alone  were  my  instructions  di- 
rected, as  your  lordship  will  be  informed 
by  the  copy  of  my  secret  circular  letter 
herewith  inclosed. 

£8.  Equally  unfounded  is  the  insinua- 
tion of  my  having  prohibited  theaumils 
Irom  attending  his  excellency.  1  he 
only  auroils  present  at  Lucknow  are 
Almas  Ali  Khan,  andMirzaMtthudy;  she 
former  has  completed  his  payments  for 
the  year,  and  received  a  release  from  all 
demands,  and  both  are  unremitting  in 
their  attendance  at  the  durbar. 

89.  The  payment  of  the  kist,  even 
under  the  proposed  condition,  your  lord- 
ship will  observe*  his  excellency  grants  as 
a  favour,  to  prevent  the  affairs  of  the 
company  from  being  embarrassed,  and 
not  as  the  fulfilment  of  an  indispensable 
obligation. 

50,  The  general  tenor  of  the  letter 
ioOicatet*  according  to  tay  comprehen- 


sion, a  belief  that  the  tcTcttorial  cestioQ 
will  not  take  place  this  year,  it  evinces  a 
total  diiregara  to  ths  communicatioa 
which  I  had  made  to  his  excellency  of 
your  lordship's  earnest  desire  that  the  ne- 
gotiation should  be  brought  to  a  final  con- 
clusion without  a  moment's  delay ;  and 
it  contains  an  evasive  departure  from  the 
promise  made  10  me  00  the  ijih  instant, 
of  submitting  to  my  consideration  a  pan 
per  relative  to  the  pending  negotiation, 
a  promise  given  after  his  excellenc^^  was 
made  acquainted  by  me  with  the  mission 
of  Mr.  Welleslcy ;  if,  as  his  excellency 
then  assured  me,  the  draft  was  prepared, 
the  excuse  of  its  length  is  frivolous,  siixre 
it  only  required  to  be  copied. 

31.  I  cannot  conclude  this  address 
without  iexpressing  iny  exrrcmcanxicty  that 
the  latter  part  oi  my  conduct  may  be  ho- 
noured with  youi  lordship's  apjpioval.  I 
confide  in  your  lordship's  libeiality  to 
•wake  ample  allowances  for  the  difficultf 
of  my  situation;  and  I  in  treat  that,  in 
passing  judgment  on  particular  acts,  your 
lordship  will  consider  the  character  and 
disposition  of  the  vizier,  ever  on  the 
warch  to  seize  occasions  for  exaltation, 
u hose* arrogance  would  be  oncontroV- 
lable,  and  demands  extravagant  and  ex- 
orbitant, were  any  contested  points  yield- 
ed to  his  obstinacy. 

39.  The  papers  accompanying  thtf* 
dispatch  are  copy  and  traiislation  of  a  letter 
from  me  to  the  vizier,  dated  the  18th 
instant ;  copy  and  translatioi^  of  a  Wtier 
of  the  same  dnict  cncK^sing  the  above: 
copy  and  transition  of  his  cxcellcrxy's 
letter  to  me  of  the  181  h  instant ;  copy  of 
instructions  to  the  officcis  commanding 
at  out-sfations,  under  the  date  of  th(  s^tb- 
of  June.

It  is  now  the  close  of  the  iH.h  July, 
and  no  part  of  the  kist  for  the  month 
oi' June  has  been  received  ir.to  the  com- 
(lan^'s  treasury.  In  the  conversation 
which  I  had  the  honour  to  hold  with 
your  excellency  yesterday  morning,  (Fri- 
day.) I  understood  that  your  excellency 
had  promised  to  send  tbe  kist  without 
delay,  or  I  should  have' persevered  in  my 
determination  of  not  engaging  with  your 
excellency  in  the  discussion  of  other  sub* 
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jecti.  Fridiy  passed  away  without  my 
receiving  the  kist,  or  an^  intimation  re- 
garding its  being  sent  ;  but  Friday  bemg 
a  day  on  which  your  excellency's  servants 
are  not  accustomed  to  transaa  busineu,  I 
refraiited'from  noticing  the  delay  of  that 
day  )  Saturday,  however,  having  passed 
away  in  the  same  manner,  I  feel  it  a  duty 
•  incumbent  on  me,  intrusted  with  the 
charge  of  the  public  rights  of  the  com- 
pany, to  demand,  in  the  name  of  his  ex- 
cellency the  most  noble  the  govcmor-gc- 
neral,  the  instantaneous  payment  of  the 
kist,  and  the  charges  of  the  additional 
troops  for  the  mouth  of  June. 

In  the  event  of  my  not  receiving  com- 
plete satisfaction  on  this  point,  by  three 
o'clock  in  t(ie  afternoon  of  Sunday,  the 
]9^h  instant,  I  must  report  the  circum- 
stance to  his  excellency  the  governor- 
general  ;  and,  if  compelled  to  make  such 
report,  I  shall  thmk  it  my  further  duty  tb 
refram  from  all  personal  intercourse  or  com- 
munication with  yourexcellency,excepiiog 
on  points  which  may  affect  the  tranquillity 
of  your  exceller>cy*s  dominions,  until  I 
shall  be  instructed  by  his  lordship  how  to 
act  in  a  case  of  so  extraordinary  an  emer- 
gency as  that  of  your  excellency's  wilful 
and  premeditated  violation  of  your  en- 
gagements with  the  company.

Previous  to  the  receipt  of  your  excel- 
lency's letter  of  this  date,  I  had  prepa- 
red a  letter  to  your  excellency,  which  I 
have  the  honour  to  enclose,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  company's  kist.  The  contents 
of  your  excellency's  letter  does  not  rc- 
<]in re  that  any  alteration  should  be  made 
in  the  inclosed  ;  for  the  kist  for  the 
month  of  June,  being  the  undoubted 
right  of  the  company,  the  payment  of  it  is 
wttolly  independent  of  any  proviso  what- 
soevcY,  as  1  have  oftener  than  once,  per- 
sonally, stated  to  your  excellency.

In  the  visit  which  you  paid  me  on 
Wednesday  the  f  d  insuot,  we  had  some 
conversation  relative  to  the  kist,  and  other 
subjects,  to  all  which  I  promised  to  reply 
the  next  conference  we  should  hold  tog^ 
ther ;  accordingly,  having  met  again  oq 
Fiiday  last,  you  acqtiainted  me  with  his 
lordship's  intention  of  deputing  his 
brother,  Mr.  Wellesley,  to  Lucknow, 
in  order  to  afford  roe  certain  explana- 
tions on  the  subject  ot  the  negotiation  ta 
hand. 

In  regard  to  the  kist  which  you  have 
demanded  from  me,  the  case  sands 
thus ; — I  had  firmly  determined  upon 
sending  a  memorial  to  you,  but,  advert- 
ing to  its  great  length,  and  to  the  expect- 
ed arrival  of  Mr.  Wellesley,  I  shall 
content  myself  with  the  following  brief 
remarks. 

In  respect  to  the  kist,  you  well  know 
that  in  opposition  to,  and  in  defiance  of» 
me,  you  have  called  before  you  the  aumits 
and  their  vakeels,  and  without  my  ac- 
quiescence, or  any  oarticipation  ou  my 
part,  you  have  told  them,  tbat  such  and 
such  coumries  belonged  to  the  company  ; 
you  have  desired  them  not  to  use  barsh 
measures  in  realizing  arrears  ;to  be  dili- 
gent in  the  business  of  cultivation,  and 
have  forbid  them  giving  me  thepeisfagee^ 
or  advance ;  and  further,  you  have  discct- 
cd  the  officers  in  command  of  the  troops 
to  establish  themselves  in  the  countries 
alluded  to.  Judge  then,  what  confusion 
these  Circumstances  must  have  given 
rise  to  in  the  country,  and  what  confi* 
dence  the  aumils  can  now  repose  in  me! 
what  disgrace  I  have  suffered  from  this 
difference  which  had  occurred  between 
us,  and  what  pain  this  affair  has  given 
me!    .. 

I  understood  that,  without  my  concur- 
rence or  acquiescence,  you  have  separa- 
ted and  assumed  a  portion  of  my  coxmtTy 
in  jaidad;  responsibility  for  the  kist, 
uiider  such  circumstances,  no  longer  rerta 
with  me ;  and  since  I  am  no  longer  rt^ 
sponsible,  how  is  it  possible  for  me  to 
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iMQvide  the  kite  ?  in  consideration,  how« 
ever,  of  the  present  necessities  of  the 
company,  (although,  under  the  circum- 
•tanccs  of  the  others  you  have  given,  I 
should  be  justifiable  in  delating  the 
payment  of  n)  and  adverting  to  tne  incon- 
veniences which  the  company  would 
suffer, (and  it  is  not  now»  nor  ever  was,  my 
design  to  pat  ihemtoany,)  I  shall  pro- 
vide and  send  the  kist,  upon  this  conditi- 
on ^  that,  since  by  the  orders  you  have 
S'ven,  confusion  has  been  created,  and 
e  aumils,  withholding  the  payment  of « 
the  monev,  are  in  perplexity »  and  at  a 
loss  to  whom  they  are  to  pay  it ;  you, 
therefore,  summons  them  nefore  you, 
and  desire  them  to  continue,  as  usual, 
to^give  their  attendance  on,  and  make 
their  payments  to  me,  for,  without  the 
attendance  of  the  aumils,  money  is  by 
no  means  lo  be  expected  from  them. 
How  can  this  be?  You  first  deprive 
me  of  the  mc^ans  of  collecting  the  reve- 
nues, and  tbej3  call  upon  me  to  make 
psyments. 

In  consideration  of  the  friendship  and 
aaion  subsisting  between  the  company 
and  me,  I  have  no  desire  to  dispute  the 
payment  of  the  kist.  The  moment  that 
you  speak  to  the  aamils,  and  their  depu- 
ties, to  the  above  effect,  (in  order  that 
I  be  satisfied  in  regard  to  my  receipts 
of  cash)  I  shall  provide  and  send  you 
the  kist.  Tbe  expediting,  ordelayingf 
of  thi*  matter  now  rests  with  you.

Whilst  I  deliver  to  yoa  these 
cautionary  instructions,  I  think  it  incum« 
bant  on  me,  in  tbe  most  forcible  manner^ 
to  recommend  the  observance  of  a  perfect 
conciliatory  line  of  conduct  to  persons  of 
all^  descriptions  }  and  an  uncommonly 
strict  attention  to  prevbnt  the  soldierf 
and  followers  of  your  detachment  from 
engaging  in  disputes  with  the  vizier't 
troops,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns 
and  villages,  or  from  doing  any  inju% 
to  their  persons  or  property.

al troops,  until  tne  company's  ofBcers 
shall  have  actually  taken  ptAsession  of  the 
countries  proposed  to  be  ceded  in  com- 
mutation of  these  charges,  and  until 
the  season  of  collections  shall  arrive, 
there  can  be  no  interval  in  which  the  re- 
ceipts of  money  on  the  above  accounts 
can  be  suspended. 

Your  excellency  observes,  that,  "  in 
"  defiance  of  you  I  have  called  the  aumils 
"  and  their  vakeels  before  me,  and  wiib- 
*'  out  any  particif^tion  or  acauiescence 
'*  on  your  part,  have  given  them  such 
*'  and  such  orders."  It  must  be  in  your 
excellency's  recollection  how  often  and 
how  earnestlyf  both  vciballv  and  in  wri- 
ting, I  solicited  your  excellency's  assist- 
ance and  co-operation^  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  territorial  cession  ;  ^  and 
that  on  your  final  refuel  to  participate 
in  thoae  arrangements,  I  told  your  exceU 
Uncy>  that  you  most  not  be  surprised  if| 


in  the  course  of  a  few  dayi,  you  should 
hear  thai  I  had  taken  preparatory  steps, 
for  establishing  the  company's  authonty 
in  the  districts  to  be  ceded. 

The  steps  which  I  did  take  were  as 
cautious  and  as  limited  as  could  be  devised, 
under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and 
the  orders  which  I  gave  to  the  aumils. 
Almas  All  Khan,  and  Mirza  Mchedy, 
were  such  as  naturally  arose  out  of  the 
measure  in  contemplation. 

The  vakeels  whom  I  called  before  me^ 
^wcre  those  of  the  aumils  of  Rebr  and 
Goruckpore,  and  my  communication  to 
them  was  confined  to  the  probability  of  my 
having  occasions  in  a  short  time,  to  trans- 
mit orders  to  their  principals. 

In  enumerating  tne  .orders  given  by 
roe,  your  excellency  asserts  that  I  had 
written  to  the  officers  commanding  the 
troopst  desiring  them  to  establish  them- 
selves' in  the  countries.  I  must  desire 
that  your  excellency  will  acquaint  roe 
through  what  channel  you  obtained  tbia 
information,  or  upon  what  act  of  the 
militaty  you  found  your  assertion;  and 
I  thinK  It  necessary  stedfastljr  to  persist 
in  this  desire,  that  proper  notice  may  be 
taken  of  the  persons  who  have  made  such 
gross  misrepresentatioDS. 

Having  never,  in  the  most  distant 
manner,  prohibited    the    aumils    from 

{giving  their  attendance  upon  your  excel- 
encj,  and  as  they  do  attend  Almas  ^li 
Khan  as.  usual,  Mirza  Mehedy  consiaotlv 
and,  indeed,  as  one  of  your  excellency's 
official  servants,  what  other  constructiont 
can  I  put  on  your  excellency's  desire 
that  I  should  order  them  to  give  their 
attendance  as  xisual,  but  an  extravagant 
wish  in  your  excellency  that  I  sboula,  in 
the  most  humiliaiin^  way,  publish  to  the 
world,  that  the  British  government  had 
relinquished  their  equitable  demand  for 
territorial  security  ? 

From  the  general  tenor  of  your  excel- 
lency's letter,  and  from  the  above  cir- 
cumstance in  particular,  it  appears  to  me 
that  your  excellency  either  yourself  mis- 
conceived the  present  state  of  the  nego- 
tiation t  or  are  desirous  of  deceiving 
others.  If  bb  excellency,  the  most 
noble  the  govemor*gcneral,  in  pure  con- 
sideration Tor  your  excellency's  feelings, 
has  suspended  the  measure  of  assuming 
the  countries  intended  to  be  ceded,  bta 
lordship  has  not,  nor  ever  will  relin- 
quish the  just  demand  for  territorial 
security.  If  his  lordship,  with  the 
view  of  making  another  effort  for  oh- 
taioing  your  excellency's  conaenr,  1ms 
deputed 
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deputed  hit  loniship^s  brother  to  your 
court,  it  is  not  to  compromise  the  affair 
which  has  so  long  been  in  agitation,  it  is 
to  give  weight  to  the  negotiations,  to 
confirm  to  your  excellency  his  lordship's 
unalterable  resolution  never  to  depart 
from  the  demand  of  territorial  security, 
and,  finally,  to  prosecote  the  negotiation 
to  its  intended  conclusion. 

This  being  the  state  of  the  case,  and 
it  being,  as  I  assured  your  excellency, 
the  earnest  desire  of  lord  Wellesley  that 
tbe  negotiation  should  be  concluded  with- 
'Ottt  a  moment's  delay,  it  appears  to  me, 
that  the  best  and  most  saiisiactory  return 
which  your  excellency  can  make  for  the 
forfoeanng  consideration  of  his  lord&hip, 
is  to  engsge  with  me  seriously,  and  cor- 
dially, in  adjusting  the  terms  of  the  tci^ 
ri tonal  cession,  so  thut  the  countries  to  ' 
be  ceded  may  be  transferred  to  the  com- 
pany at  the  commeneement  of  the  new 
year,  and  no  question  be  agitated  in 
regard  to  whom  the  peishghy  is  to  be 
given. 

To  this  end  I  exhort  your  excellency 
to  order  an  accurate  statement  to  be  pre- 
pared of  the  revenues  of  the  districts, 
which  have  been  so  often  mentioned  to 
your  excellency,  according  to  their  pre- 
feotjumma,  and  to  furnish  me  with  the 
paper  relative  to  tbe  territorial  cession, 
which,  in  the  conversation  I  had  the 
honour  to  hold  with  y^u  on  the  17th 
instant,  you  informed  me  was  prepared. 
If  the  draft,  as  your  •xcellcncy  then 
assured  me,  is  ready,  there  cat)  be  no 
reason  for  deferring  to  submit  it  to  my 
consideration' until  the  arrival  of  the 
honourable  Mr.  Wellesley,  since*  as 
I  informed  your  excellency,  I  ain  autho- 
sized,  and  commanded,  by  bis  excellency 
the  governor-general,  to  exert  all  my 
endeavours  to  conclude  the  negotiation 
without  a  moment's  delay,  and  without 
waiting  the  arrival  ,of  his  lordship's 
brother.  At  all  events,  the  production 
of  the  above-mentioned  statement,  and 
paper,  will  enable  me  to  place  matters 
in  a  state  of  preparation  by  the  time  Mr. 
Wellesley  fchall  anive;  and  should  there 
b^  anv  point  of  a  doubtful  ^nature  io  your 
exceliency's  paper,  it  m^y  immediately 
be  submitted  to  his  lordship^s  determi- 
nation. 

Your  excellency  aska—  **  What  dis- 
*•  giace  have  I  not' suffered  from  this 
*'  difference  which  has  occuriird  between 
**  Us  ?  And  what  pain  has  ttot  this  aHair 
**  occasioiiSed  to  y^u?"  Allow  mc  to 
»k,   To  what  is  chif  to  be  ascribed. 


but  to  the  influence  of  those  evil  and 
self-interested  counsels  which  has  pre-* 
vailed  on  your  excellency  to  refuse  your 
consent  to  a  measure,  the  execution  of 
which  will  afford  the  greatest  satisfsction 
to  ydur  best  friends^  and  which  will  pro- 
vide for  the  permanent  security  and  in- 
creasing prosperity  of  these  dominions? 
Let  me  exhort  your  excellency  to  come 
forward  in  a  candid  and  dignified  mannex^ 
and  with  a  sincere  and  earnest  desire  to 
conclude  the  arrangement  of  the  territo- 
rial cession,  to  the  end  that  no  cause  of 
uneasiness,  vexation,  or  altercation,  may 
hereafter  arise. 

And  let  me  further  exhort  your  excel- 
lency to  pay,  without  delay,  the  balance 
of  the  arrears  of  subsidy,  and  to  concert 
with  nne  the  further  indispensable  reduc- 
tions in  your  excellency's  miliary  esta- 
blishments ;  to  the  end,  that  on  the  ar- 
rival of  Mr. Wellesley,  if  the  conditions 
of  the  territorial  cession  cannot  be  ad- 
justed between  your  excellency  and  me, 
that  imponant  object  may  be  entered 
upon  unembarrassed  with  other'  pointi 
or  contention.

To  the  Vizier. 
Written  14th  August,  iSou 
With  the  utmost  degree  of  astonish- 
ment and  concern,  I  received  from  lieu- 
tenant-colonel Scott  information,  that 
your  excellency  had  adopted  the  extra- 
ordinary resolution  of  withholding  the 
future  payments  of  subsidy  to  the  com- 
pany. Under  the  plea,  that  colonel  Scott's 
ordera  to  your  excellency's  aumils,  and 
to  tbe  company's  military  officers,  pR- 
paratory  to  the,  eventual  occupation  of 
tbe  territory  proposed  to  be  ceded,  h«d 
deprived  your  excellency  of  the  mean$ 
from  which  the  subsidy  was  to  be  re- 
alized. Admitting  that  the  orders  issued 
by  lieutenant-colonel  Scott  were  such  a» 
your  excellency  thoixglht  proper  to  dc- 
scrtbe^  they  could  not  be  considered  to 
exonerate  you^  excellency  kom  the  sub* 
sidy  until  the  territories  to  which  those 
orciers  applied  should  have  been  com- 
pletely occupied  by  the  company's  of- 
ficers. The  effect  of  colonel  Sc«tt's 
orders,  even  as  described  by  your  cxce^ 
lency,  could  not  have  impaired  the  re^^ 
sources  for  the  payment  of  the   kisc^ 
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^hicb  had  been  due  before  tbote  orders 
could  po^ibly  have  impeded  any  ex- 
pected receipts  of  revenue  from  your 
excellency's  country.  Still  less  can  the 
intimations  and  instructions  which  lieu« 
tenant<olonel  Scott  actually  gave  to  your 
aumilsy  and  to  the  company's  mifiury 
officen,  be  supposed  to  produce  the 
effect  which  your  excellency  has  been 
pleased  to  ascribe  to  them.  But  if  any 
ooubts  existed  on  this  subject,  they  would 
be  eniirely  removed  by  your  excellency's 

.  acknowledgment,  'that  you  were  actually 
so  possession  of  the  resources  necessary 
for  the  payment  of  the  kist  of  June^ 
at  the  moment  when  you  asscned,  that 
the  measures  adopted  oy  colonel  Scott 
had  deprived  you  of  the  means  of  ful- 
filling your  pecuniary  engagemenu; 
your  excellency's  refusal,  tiMrefore,  to 
continue  jrour  subsidiary  payments  was 
a  direct*  violation  of  treaty,  and,  i  am 
concerned  to  add,  was  aggravated  by  the 
disrespectful  offer  of  discharging  the  dis« 
puted  kist,  under  the  plea  of  relieving 
the  supposed  exigencies  of  the  British 
government,  under  conditions  which 
required  the  British  government  to  sanc- 
tion your  excellency's  violation  of  treaty, 
ind  to  compromise  its  dignity  by  a  public 
retraction  oA  the  measures,  which  a  due 
nigard  for  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
company  had  compelled  the  British  go- 
vernment to  adopt. 

Having  since,  however,  had  the  atis- 
faction  to  learn  that  your  excellency  had 
returned  to  a  due  sense  of  your  .engage- 
ments, and  had  actually  commencecTpay- 

^  nent  of  the  kist  for  June,  I  deem  it  un- 
necessary to  enter  into  any  further  dis- 
cussion of  the  question,  or  to  commu- 
nicate to  your  excellency  the  sentiments 
which  yotir  excellency's  conduct  upon* 
that  occasion  excited  in  my  mind,  and 
the  decisive  measures  which  my  duty 
.would  have  comiiellcd  me  to  adopt,  for 
the  immediate  and  effectual  support  of 
the  rights  and  interests  committed  to  my 
charf^e,  against  the  injurious  efiPects  of 
so  dirtct  a  violation  on  your  excelleiKy's 
part,  of  the  engagements  subsisting  be- 
tween yonr  excellency  and  the  honour- 
able  company. 

I  caiuot,  however,  refrain  from  ex* 
pressing  the  regret  with  which  I  ob- 
secved  the  disposition,  in  this  instance, 
so  iinequivocaily  manifested  by  your 
excellency  to  evade  the  company's  just 
and  equitable  demands,  aiid  to  avail  your- 
self of  i  crisis  occasioned  by  your  an- 
wamntable  oppoiitioQ  to  the  rights  of 


the  company  io  the  expectatioo  that  yo» 
might  successfully  violate  the  fundamental 
principle  of  your  existing  et^gemeniB 
with  the  British  government. 

My  regret  is  iwt  diminished  by  yoar 
excellency's  dereliction  of  pretensions  s(» 
evidently  unjustifiable.  For  it  is  with 
pain  that  I  am  compelled  to  observe* 
that  your  excellency,  in  rdinouishiqs 
your  late  extravagant  claims,  has  not 
a£R)rded  any  symptoq  of  a  dispositioit 
more  favourable  to  the  compaiiy's  inde- 
feasible rights,  and  more  comormaUe 
to  the  spirit  of  your  subsisting  obh'gi* 
tions. 

I  cannot  comprehend  the  causes  of 
your  excellency's  perseverance  in  this 
system  of  conduct,  in  opposition  to  everf 
principle  of  reason,  unless  it  were  pos- 
sible to  suppose,  that  your  ex^llencf 
has  been  persusidrd;  to  believe,  that  I 
shall  ultimately  be  induced  to  abandon 
the  maintenance  t^  the  company's  right, 
whenever  I  shall  have  lost  all  hope  of 
your  excellency's  concurrence  in  the 
arrangements  which  I  have  proposed  for 
their  security.  If  such  be  the  impres- 
sion upon  your  cxcelleix^'s  mind,  it  be* 
.comes  my  duty  to  repeat,  in  the  most 
decided  and  unqualified  terms,  that  my  - 
conviction  of  the  justice  and  equity  o£ 
the  demands,  which  I  have  made  upon 
your  excellency,  remains  nnaltcKd ;  and 
that  no  consideration  whatever,  except- 
ing your  excellency's  concurrence  in  the 
more  wise  and  beneficial  arrangements 
of  the  first  of  the  two  propositions  sub- 
mitted to  you,  can  induce  me  to  lelio- 
9uish  the  iinportant  objects  of  the  pefid- 
ing  negotiation. 

Your  excellency  deceives  youTKlf^  if, 
from  the  temporary  suspension  of  the 
measures  which  I  had  authorized  the  . 
resident  to  adopt,  your  excellency  infers 
the  probability  of  my  relinquishmg  the 
demand  of  territorial  security,  or  of  my 
hesitating  to  adopt  whatever  measures 
may  appear  to  be  necessary  for  die  secu^ 
rityof^  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
honourable,  company.  My  motive  for 
this  temporary  delay  was  a  consideration 
of  regard  for  your  excellency;  I  wis 
averse  to  pursue  measures  of  extiemttf 
while  any  hope  remained,  that  your  ex- 
cellency might  be  induced  to  < 


the  proposed  arrangement  in  a  manner 
niore  consistent  with  justice,  and  with 
the  reladons  sohsisting  between  your 
excellency  and  the  booiourable  comraoy. 
I  accordingly  directed  lieatenant-colooel 
Soott  toinfonn  your  excellency,  as  I  bad 

been 
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been  prevented,  by  the  nrgeocy  of  public 
business,  from  proceeding,  inpenoo,  to 
the  upper  provinces  is  sooo  as  I  in- 
tended, I  had  determined  to  dispatch 
sny  brother,  the  honourable  Henry 
Wellesley,  to  your  excellency,  for  the 
express  purpose  of  confirming  all  the 
sentiments  and  resolutions  which  had 
been  already  communicated  to  your  ex- 
cellency by  colonel  Scott,  and  of  con- 
veying to  your  excellency,  in  the  roost 
decided, manner,  the  conviaion  of  my 
invariable  determination  to  adhere  to  the 
declarations  so  repeatedly  made  to  your 
excellency  upon  the  subject  of  the  affairs 
of  Ottde.  As  your  excellency,  there* 
fere,  had  no  reason  to  entertam,  from 
my  brother's  arrival  at  Lucknow,  the 
moat  distant  expectation,  that  I  could  be 
iudaced  to  ab«idon  claims  so  strongly 
supported,  and  so  indispensable  to  the 
British  interests,  as  those  vhich  have 
been  preferred  to  your  excellency,  I  in- 
dulged a  hope  that  your  excellency 
would  have  afforded  an  accepuble  proof 
lof  your  justice  and  discernment,  by  con- 
senting to  the  proposed'  arranEemcnt, 
without  waiting  tor  Mr.  WellesTey's  ar- 
rival,  but  in  thia  expectation  I  have 
hitherto  been  unhappily  disappointed; 
year  excellency's  conduct  has  disclosed 
a  spirit  of  opposition  not  confined  to  the 
particular  measure  actually  in  agitatioo, 
but  affecting  the  fundamental  principle 
of  your  excellency's  conneaion  witb  the 
honourable  company.  Although  your 
excellency's  erroneous  interpretation  of 
the  nature  and  objecu  of  that  connection 
may  have  prevented  you  from  forroins 
a  proper  estimate  of  the  justice  and 
necessity  of  the  proposea  arrangements, 
yet  uooer  the  circumstance  or  my  re- 
peated and  solenin  declarations  to  your 
excellency,  ir  might  have  been  expected 
that  your  excellency  would  be  convinced 
of  the  sincerity  ot  my  resolutions,  and 
that  ^ou  would  not  expose  yourself  to 
the  discredit  of  compelling  the  British 
government  to  assert  its  rights  in  your 
excellency's  dominions  withoutyour  con- 
sent or  co-operation.  Under  these  cir» 
cuinstances  your  excellency's  conduct 
.can  only  be  ascribed  to  a  fallacious  reli- 
ance on  the  groundless  expectations, 
which  the  ignorance  or  depravity  of  your 
excellency's  advisers  had  excited  in  your 
mind,  it  is  my  duty  to  remove  those 
dangerous  and-  illusory  impressions,  by 
repeating  my  inost  solemn  and  deliberate 
resolution  ueveir  to  recede  from  the  de- 


mands which  I  have  made  on  noandi  to 
incootestibty  just,  and  of  such  extreme 
exigency;  and  by  assuring  y6ur  excel* 
Jency  ibat  no  course  of  events  can  be 
supposed,  either  in  Europe,  or  in  this 
-country,  which  would  render  the  pro- 
posed arrangement  in  Oude  an  object  of 
inferior  imporunce,  or  diminish  the  soli- 
citude with  which  it  will  be  pursued  by 
the  British  government  in  liKiia,  and 
supported  by  the  Britisir  administratioo 
in  Europe. 

1  trust,  however,  that  upon  mature  re- 
flection, your  excellency  will  be  induqpd 
to  wave  your  opposition  to  the  proposed 
■arrangement;  and  that  I  shall  nave  the 
satisfaction  to  learn  that  your  excellency 
has  united  cordially  with  colonel  Scott,  in 
carrying  it  into  effect  before  the  arrival  of 
Mr.  Wcllesle>',  the  remaining  objecu  of 
whose  mission  will  not  theri  be  impeded 
by  painful  and  unnecessanr  discussion- 

in  this  hope  I  trust  that  I  shall  learn 
from  colonel  Scott,  in  the  course  of  a  few 
days,  that  your  excellency  has  completed 
the  discharge  of  the  arrears  of  the  aug- 
mented subsidy,  that  you  have  concluded 
the  terms  of  teiTitorial  cession,  and  adopt- 
ed the  requisite  measures  for  the  final  re- 
form of  your  military  establishment,  by 
reducing  the  remnant  of  your  refractory, 
useless,  and  expensive  troops. 

I  am  now  on  the  ix>int  of  embarking 
from  Calcutta  ;  and  I  shall  hope  to.  Icam 
from  colonel  Scott,  before  I  have  ad- 
*vanced  many  days  on  my  voyage,  that 
your  excellency  has  at  length  returned  to  a 
coune  of  measures  suitable  to  your  cha- 
racter, and  conformable  to  your  interests.

My  Lord,— 1.  I  had  the  honour,  on 
the  27th  iiistant,  to  receive  through  the 
Persian  secretary,  your  lordship's  letter  to 
the  vizier,  dated  the  14 ih  instant,  and  ou 
the  29lh  presented  it  to  his  excellency. 

a.  The  vizier  read  the  letter  in  my 
presence;  but  wishing  to  deliberate  on 
the  contents  of  it  more  at  leisure,  declined 
engaging  in  conversation  with  me  on  any 
of  the  subjects  treated  of ;  and  upon  my 
urging  him  to  enter  seriously  and  coidi- 
ally  m  a  discussion  of  the  terms  of  the  tcr- 
ntOrial  cession,  reverted  to  the  desire 
which  he  had  frequently  i  xpresscd  of  a 
temporary  absence  trom  Oadc  ;  to  which 
I  replied,   that  though  I  had  not  the 
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smallest  authority  for  hazarding  such  an 
opinion,  it  was  not  impossible  that  the 
previous  necessary  arrangement  for  such 
a  measure  might  form  one  of  the  objects 
of  Mr.  Wei Irsley's  mission. 

8.  Yesterday  morning  early  his  excel- 
lency went  out  to  the  Bebypoor,  about 
six  mile»  from  the  citVf  with  an  intention, 
as  I  conceived,  accorciing  to  the  ceremo- 
nial arrangement  concerted  between  us,  of 
b'.'ing  ready  toreceive  your  lordship's  bro- 
ther.  In  the  evening  I  received  a  letter 
from  hts  excellency,  with  a  verbal  desire 
by  the  messenger  who  brought  it,  that  I 
would  read  it  alone,  without  imparting  the 
contents  to  any  person ;  the  substance  of 
it  is  as  follows:  that  his  excellency  having 
determined  to  retire  for  some  time  to  Be- 
bypoor,  had  intended  to  stop  at  my  huuse 
in  his  way  oui,  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
inunicatin^  lO  me  the  motives  which  had 
inducca  him  to  the  above  determinations 
that,  as  I  was  asleep,  his  intentions  were 
at  that  ti.Tie  disappointed,  but  that  he 
would  make  the  communication  when- 
ever I  would  fix  an  interview.  1  returned 
a  verbal  me:>sage,  that  I  woold  ride  out 
early  ihii  morniiig,  and  do  myself  the  ho- , 
DOur  of  waiting  upon  his  excellency, 

4.  I  accordingly  ^ited  on  the  Vizier 
this  morning,  when  his  excellency  opened 
the  conference  by  assuring  me,  thai  your 
lordship'^  recent  letter  had  so  discom* 
posed  his  mind  that  he  had  resolved  to 
leave  his  palace,  remain  at  Bebvptxsr 
until  something  final  respecting  the  a^.iin 
of  Oude  shouid  be  dete/mined  on,  and 
which,  whatever  it  W;*re,  he  intreated 
might  be  efLcted  as  expc'diiiously  as  pos- 
sible. 

^  5.  Viewing  his  excellency**  declara- 
tion  of  an  intention  to  remain  at  Baby- 
poor  as  an  atiempt  to  draw  from  me  an 
entreaty  that  he  would  return  to  his  palace, 
and  not  seeing  any  use  in  yi>'  Idrng  to  such 
a  puerile  artifice,  I  contented  myself  with 
observing,  that  I  could  discover  no  ad- 
vantage eiib'.T  to  bim&elf  or  to  the  busi- 
ness in  contcmplaiion,  by  the  resolution 
which  he  had  taken. 

6-  Oil  the  suhjccc  of  a  speedy  arrange- 
ment I  entered  more  largely,  and  remark- 
ed, that  the  accelerating  a  conclusion  of 
the  ixjiuts  so  long  under  discussion,  rested 
solely  with  himself;  that  he  was  in  pos- 
Ks-ion  of  drafts  of  the  stipulations  con- 
nected wuh  both  propositions  ;  and  that  I 
was  ready  at  the  moment,  or  at  any  time 
whirh  he  would  api^int,  to  <  xamine  and 
canv^ts  the  several  articles.  This  pro- 
duced from  his  excellency  an  expres- 
tioa  of  dotibt  upon  the  expediency  «f 


either  of  the  plans,  which  was  repelled 
by  the  argument  so  often  and  so  strongly 
enforced  by  youi^  lordship,  of  the  justice 
and  necessity  of  the  demand  for  territonal 
security,  to  provide  for. the  pecuniary 
claims  of  the  company  upon  bis  exceh* 
lency's  government. 

*j.  Hts  excellency  then  recuned  to  bis 
desire  of  being  permitted  to  retire  from 
Oude,  and  to  his  determination  not  to 
resist  the  execution  of  any  measures 
which  your  lordship  might  be  pleased  to 
enforce. 

8.  On  the  first  proposition  I  observed, 
that,  admitting  the  wish  expressed  by  liis 
Excellency,  of  a  temporary  or  permanent 
retirement  from  Oude  were  sincere,  it 
would  in  cither  case  be  more  suited  to  the 
dignity  of  bis  situation,  and  to  his  con- 
nection wiih  the  British  government,  as 
well  as  more  advantageous  to  himself  and 
to  his  family,  to  adjust  the  terms  of  bis 
abdication,  or  temporary  absence,  with 
cordiality  and  cheerfulness,  than  to  attempt 
the  execution  of  either  of  those  measures 
by  the  operation  of  ill-bumour  and  dissa- 
tisfaction. 

9.  In  respect  to  bis  determination  not 
to  oppose  the  execution  of  any  arrange- 
ments which  your  lordship  might  rcscdvc 
on,  I  took  occasion  to  shew  how  fallacious 
was  such  a  determination,  by  itistancing 
his  excellency's  resent  refusal  to  discharge 
the  kist.  It  u|X)n  the  very  limited  mca- 
surps  adopted  by'  me,  preparatory  to  the 
occupation  of  the  territory  proposed  to  be 
ceded,  his  excel lenry  had  had  recourse  to 
a  step  which,  bad  he  persevered  in,  must 
inevitably  have  called  from  your  lordship's 
government  the  most  decisive  measures, 
whar  confidence  could  he  place  in  his  own 
resolutions,  contiiiually  worked  upon  and 
weakened  by  the  advice  of  interested 
counsellors,  of  maintaining  a  passive  line 
of  conduct  in  the  event  of  your  lordship's 
being  ultimately  compelled  to  assert  the 
ri>:ht  of  the  British  government  in  his  ex- 
cellency's dominions  without  his  consent 
and  co-operation.  •  His  excellency  had 
already  escaped  one  imminent  danger,  and  I 
trusted  that  the  anxiety  which  he  had  suf- 
fered on  that  occasion,  and  the  reflections 
resulting  from  it,  would  be  a  powerful  cau- 
tion against  exposing  himNclf  a  second 
time  to  so  perilous  a  situation. 

10.  His  excellency  promised  to  deli- 
berate upon  the  reasoning  which  I  bad 
employed,  and  to  give  me  a  final  answer  in 
a  day  or  two ;  but  having  no  expectation 
that  his  answer  will  lead  to  a  conclusive 
arrangement,  and  as  Mr.  Wellesley,  in  a 
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lettef  wfaidi  I  Mod  from  faim  on  my  re- 
turo  from  the  vizier,  expressed  his  deter- 
mioation  to  proceed  immediatefy  to  Luck- 
now,  should  I  think  his  presence  desira- 
ble, I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  ofiRer  to, 
him  my  decided  opinion  that  his  presence, 
under  existing  circumstances,  is  highly 
expedient. 

II.  From  the  reflections  which  suggest 
themselves  to  me  on  the  present  posture 
of  the  negotiation,  and  from  my  know- 
ledge of  the  vizier's  disposition,  it  ap- 
pears 10  me,  that  it  will  be  advisable  to 
commence  our  united  operations  by  treat- 
ing his  excellency's  propositions  or  a  tem- 
porary or  permanent  retirement  as  sincere, 
and  by  entering  into  a  consideration  of 
the  arrangement  and  terms  of  his  absence.

t.  Mr.  Wellesley,  in  an  official  and 
separate  dispatch  of  the  i  ith  instant!^  re- 
ceived this  Jay,  has  borne  the  most  ample 
testimony  to  the  extent  of  the  assistance 
which  he  has  derived  from  you;  and  I 
consider  it  to  be  mv  duty,  on  this  occasion^ 
to  express  my  high  sense  of  your  merits^ 
and  to  return  you  ray  public  acknowledg- 
ments for  your  eminent  services. 

3.  As  a  mark  of  my  favourable  ac- 
ceptance of  your  services,  I  have  this  day 
appointed  you  to  be  one  of  my  houorary 
aides-de-camp;  a  distinction  which  I  have 
reserved  for  such  officers  as  have  proved 
highly  meritonous  in  the  field,  or  in  the 
conduct  of  negotiations  with  foreign 
states. ^ 

It  ^  is  my  intention  that  you  should 
remain  in  the  residency  at  Lucknow, 
which,  under  the  operation  of  the  imbw 
treaty,  will  for  some  yezn  be  a  situation 
of  great  difficulty  and  delicacy.

The  Right  Honorable  LORD  TEIGMMQUTH, 

Called  in  and  examined. 


Ar  wbat  time 'did  your  lordship  suc- 
ceed to  ihc  office  of.  governor-general 
of  liidia  ?~I  believe  about  the  end  of 
October,  171)3. 

At  that  time  did  not  treaties  of  friend- 
ship and  alliance  subsist  between  the 
company  and  the  nabob  vizier  of  Oude? — 
Yes: 

By  those  treaties  were  not  the  company 
bound  1 )  defend  the  dominions  pt  the 
n^bob  agaihsr  all  enemies  ?•— By  the  exist- 
ii  u  ircdiirs  ihey  were. 

For  this  defence  was  not  the  nabob 
hound  to  pay  the  company  an  annual  sub- 
sidy of  fifty  lacks  ot  ruuees? — ^Yes,  at 
the  time  that  is  mentioned,  he  was. 

Was  it  not  clearly  understood  on  all 
•ides,  thai  for  ihi>  *um  the  company  were 
to  defend  htm  efltciuallvt  both  against 
external  attacks  and  internal  commotions  ? 
—It  was  so. 

.  On  the  death  of  Fyzula  Khan,  or  soon 
ifter,  was  it  not  juogcd  necessary  to  make 
a  very  considerable  augmentation  in  the 
British  forces  in  Oude,  and  to  assemble 
a  large  army  to  act  in  concert  with  the 
vizier's  in  Rohikund  ? — I  do  not  recol- 
lect any  augmentation  of  the  coxapanv's 
army  ia  Oude  oo  the  occaiioo  s  pecifica. 


This  army  was  assembled  early  in  the 
year  1794  ?— I  do  not  recollect  the  date; 
the  reqords  will  shew  it. 

Did  not  sir  Robert  Abercrombie,  who 
was  then  commander  in  chief,  leave  Cal- 
cutta, and  go  up  express  to  take  the 
command  otit  ?— Sir  Robert  Abercrom*  ' 
bie  took  the  command  of  the  army  so  as- 
sembled, but  I  do  not  know  whether  be 
went  from  Calcutta  express  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  Rohillas,  and 
the  surrender  of  Mohammed  Khan,  mt 
not  a  very  considerable  part  of  Rohilcuiui 
at  the  disposal  of  the  company  P— I  know 
there  were  certain  terms  agreed  upon  at 
the  time,  but  I  do  doc  recollect  wbat  the 
terms  were. 

Does  vour  lordship  remember  that^ 
considerable  tract  of  country  was  ceded  by 
the  Rohillas,  and  entirely  at  the  disposal  of 
tlia  commander  in  chief  and  the  nabob 
vizicf  ?— I  do  not  recollect  any  thing 
of  it ;  but  if  it  was  so,  it  is  in  the 
records  of  the  company ;  if  it  be  meant 
to  ask,  whether  the  company  bad 
power  to  take  possession  of  the  couat^» 
tb^t  they  cenainly  had,  &om  the  foioe 
they  had. 

In. 
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Ifl  wbtt  maimer,  doa  your  brdsbip 
fcmcmhtr,  was  that  couotrv  disposed  of? 
v-I  do  not  recollect  in  what  manner  it 
was;  it  is  now  eight  years  since  1  left 
India,  and  I  d«  not  lemember  ever  to 
liave  read  those  treaties  since  I  did  leave 
.India;  but  1  believe  there  were  some 
treaties  between  the  nabob  vizieri  aiul  I 
believe  Mohammed  Ali  Khan, or  whoever 
was  at  the  head  of  the  RohiUas.  and  that 
the  company  were  guarantee  to  those  trea- 
ties. 

Was  any  part  of  them  taken  on  bc- 
liaif  of  the  East  India  company?-— I  do 
pot  recollect  ihai  any  -part  was;  but  I 
would  wish  to  refer  to  the  treaties  them* 
selves  on  that  occasion,  which  will  give 
the  circumstances  much  more  coriectly 
than  my  memory. 

Would  your  lordship  have  thought  it 
just  or  politic  to  have  retained  any  portion 
'of -it  without  (he  tree  consent  of  the 
vizier?— That  was  a  question  which 
pever  occurred  to  me  at  the  time. 

But,  exclusive  of  these  territoriesi 
might  not  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
have  been  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the 
company,  i£you  had  judged  it  just  or  ex- 
pedient r—Tne  company,  I  conceive, 
could  not  have  justly  appropriated  to 
themselves  any  part  of  the  property  of  the 
RohiUas.    • 

>  Your  lordship  must  remember  that  a 
very  large  sum  of'money  was  given  by  the 
RohiUas,  into  the  possession  of  rhe  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  army  ? — ^AH  that  I 
remember  is  this,  that  I  think  the  com- 
pany were  in  very  great  distress  for  inoney 
to  pay  their  troops ;  and  that  a  certainsum 
of  money  which  came  into  the  possession 
pf  the  vizier  was  made  over  to  the  resi- 
dent at  I^ucknow,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  troops. 

Ko  part  of  the  treasures  received  from 
the  Rohillas,  or  the  commander  in  chief» 
was  appropriated  to  the  demands  of  the 
company  as  a  roatterof  right?— I  have  no 
recollection  that  there  was  any  such  appro- 
priation. 

Was  not  a  dsnation  voluntarily  made 
to  the  army  by  the  vizier  ?«^I  do  not  re- 
collect. 

In  consequence  of  the  expedition  into 
Kohilcund,  was  not  the  company  put  to 
considerable  expense  ? — The  company 
certainly  must  have  been  put  to  some 
expense ;  to  an  additional  expense. 

Would  your  lordship  have  thought  it 
just  to  demand  the  payment  of  those  ex- 
penses of  the  vizier,  in  addition  toMhe 
^ual  subsidy  of  fifty  lacs  of  rujgeespud 


for  his  defence?— I  think  the  company 
were  bound  hy  treaties  to  defend  the  tern* 
tory  of  the  vizier  from  attacks,  without 
msK Dig  further  demands  from  him  beyond 
the  (my  lacs;  but  would  rather  wish  to 
refer  to  the  treaty,  becau^  I  tecollect  in 
the  treaty  there  was  the  condition,  that,  if 
the  vizier  required  a  larger  force  than  that 
of  two  brij^ades  stationed  in  Rohilcund 
for  his  defence,  he  was  to  pay  for  ihai'de*  ' 
fence,  fiui  I  would-  wish  to  refer  to  the 
treaties,  which  will  speak  much  more 
cofTcctl)'  th.>n  I  can. 

But  if  such  a  demand  had  been  made* 
would  it  not  have  been  limited  to  the  ac- 
tual bona  fide  expense  of  the  pay  and 
bati^,  and  the  customary  allowances  to  the 
troops,  during  the  time  they  were  in  ac* 
tual  service  for  the  nabob  vizier?— Supp 
posing  the  treaty  to  contain  that  stipulation 
which  I  mention,  that  if  the  vizier  requir* 
ed  an  addition  of  troops  beyond  the 
two  brigades  stationed  in  Oudc  for  the 
protection  of  his  dominions,  and  that  &uch 
addition  had  been  made  and  used^  the 
company  would  have  been  entitled,  on  the 
supposition  that  such  a  stipulation  was 
contained  in  the  treaty,  to  be  pJid  for  the 
additional  troops. 

'    The  actual  and  bona  fide  expense  of 
troops  ?— Yes,  I  should  think  so. 

Does  not  your  lordship  think,  that  • 
demand  on  any  other  principle  would  not 
only  have  been  unjust,  but  corHradiciory 
to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  treaty  ?-^I 
kiK>w  not  how  to  answer  that  question, 
aitit  depends  upon  the  terms  oi  the  treaty, 
which  I  do  not  sufficiently  recollect. 

Does  not  your  lordship  think,  that  any 
additional  demand  on  any  other  principle 
would  jiot  only  have  been'  unjust,  but 
contradictory  to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the 
treaty  ? — I  do  not  recollect  that  there  ^ 
were  any  additional  troops  serving  in 
Oude,  nor  that  there  was  any  additional 
demand  made  on  the  vizier. 

Towards  ^e  close  of  the  year  1796  and 
the  beginning  of  1797,  was  not  a  great 
change  made  in  the  constitution  pfthe 
Bengal  Army  ?— I  do  not  recollect  when 
the  alterations  took  place;  there  were 
some  alterations  in  consequence  of  regu- 
lations sent  from  Europe. 

Was  not  it  a  short  time  before  yotir 
lord!>hip  went  to  Lucknow  in  1797  r— I 
think  it  was ;  I  think  the  alterations  took 
place  previotts'to  my  going  to  Lucknow^ 
in  1707. 

Were  not.  those   changes  and   aii^ 

mentations    attended   with    very    const- 

denble   expense. to    the   company?— 

■     Ibc 
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.  be!i«ye  they  were  attended  with  expense 
to  the  company. 

About  this  titne  yoa  went  to  Luck- 
now  ? — I  think  I  went  to  Lucknow  early 
in  1797. 

Was  not  the  object  of  your  visit  to 
represent  to  the  nabob  the  justice  of  his^ 
increasing  the  subsidy,  as  the  changes 
■nd  additions  which  had  been  raade  in 
the  ariny  were  intended  for  the  comioon 
good  of  his  excellency  and  the  com- 
ply ?— No  ;  the  great  object  of  my 
going  to  Lucknow,  was  to  endeavour  to 
prevail  on  the  vizier  to  reform  his  admi- 
mstiation;  at  that  time  also,^I  think  it 
was  about  that  time,  we  heard  of  2>maun 
Shah's  approach  to  Lahore,  and  that  cir- 
cumstance might  have  determined  me  as 
to  the  time  01  going  up. 

Does  your  lordship  mean  that  yoa 
went  with  ariy  other  purpose  than  to 
advise  the  reform  ? —  My  idea  was  to 
endeavour,  by  every  possible  advice, 
represemation,^  and  remonstrance,  to  pre- 
vail on  the  vizier  to  reform  his  adminis* 
tiation. 

Would  your  lordship  have  conceived 
y6urself  warranted  in  making  any  use 
of  menace  or  threats  to  prevail  on  the 
nabob  to  comply  with  your  wishes? — 
I  never  did  make  use  of  menace  or  force 
to  the  vizier. 

During  the  time  your  loidship  was 
present  at  Lucknow,  did  you  represent 
the  justice  of  his  accedine,  at  all  events, 
to  the  increase  of  subsidy? —  I  certainly 
did  represent  to  the  vizier,  I  think,  at 
the  representation  of  the  court  of  direc- 
tors, that,  in  consequence  of  the  com- 
pany having  increased  their  military  esta- 
blishment, which  would  add  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  vizier's  provinces,  be 
should  pav.-a  part  of  it,  and,  I  think, 
he'  agreed  to  pay  for  two  regiments, 
one  of  cavalry,  and  one  of  infantrj^, 
provided  the  expense  of  those  two  regi- 
ments did  iiot  exceed  five  and  a  half  lacs 
of  rupees,  "^ 

In  obtaining  ^at  increase  of  five  lacs 
md  a  half,  no  menace  or  threat  of  any 
kind  was  used  by  your  lordship  ? — Cer- 
tainly not. 

Considering  the  relative  situations  of 
the  vizier  and  the  company,  would  your 
lordship  have  conceived  yourself  war- 
ranted in  making  use  of  any  threat  or 
force  to  conipel  'the  nabob  to  comply 
with  your  wishes?— I  never  did  make 
Qse  of  menace  or  threats;  I  speak  as  to 
the  fact* 


Some  time  previotit  to  your  journey 
to  Luckriow,  were/  you  not  anxious  to 
obtain  from  the  vizier  the  cosston  of  the 
fortress  of  Allahabad  ? — Certainly;  I  was 
very  anxious  to  obtain  the  possession  of  it 
for  the  company. 

Did  not  your  lordship  accordingly  use 
every  efibrt  in  your  power,  by  fair  and 
honourable  means,  to  prevail  on  the 
vizier  to  make  the  cession? — I  vrould 
refer  for  what  I  said  on  that  occasion  to 
>a  report,  that  I  made  to  the  council,  00 
my  negotiations  with  the  vizier,  which 
are,  I  believe,  in  the  second  number 
of  the  papers  printed  by  order  of  the 
house ;  the  purport  of  them,  as  far  as 
I  recollect,  was,  that  finding  the  vizier's 
objections  to  giving  up  the  fort  insu- 
perable by  any  arguments,  and  that 
nothing  but  absolute  intimidation  could 
over-rule  them,  I  limited  my  proposition 
to  his  putting  it  into  a  proper  state  of, 
defence,  and  to  making  it  a  depot  for 
provisions  and  military  jtores^  uiider  the 
superintendence  of  an  engineer  officer 
of  the  company. 

Your  lordship  states,   you  could  not 

revail  upon  him  to  make  the  cession  ?— 
will  refer  to  the  passage  that  will  ex- 
plain it  at  once : —  '*  It  was  my  original 
inteiition  to  endeavour  to  obtain  the  pos- 
session of  Allahabad,  and  if  I  had  seen 
any  probability  of  success,  I  should  cer- 
tainly have  made  a  proposal  to  the  vizier 
to  that  effect;  but  having  learnt  that  his 
objections  were  insuperable  by  anv  ar^u* 
ineiit,  and  that  nothing  but  absolute  in* 
timidation  could  over-rule  theni,  I  limit- 
ed my  proposition  to  the  putting  it  into 
a  proper  state  of  defence,  and  to  making 
it  a  dep6t  for  provisions  and  miliuiy 
stores  of  all  kinds :  to  this  propositioo, 
in  favour  of  which  I  could  urge  the 
fairest  and  strong^t  arguments,  I  found 
the  greatest  opposition  on  the  pan  of  the 
vizier,  unsupported  by  any  assigned  rea- 
son; and  it  was  not  without  much  pet- 
severance,  and  a  disavowal  of  any  inten- 
tion to  ask  for  the  possession  of  ihe  fort. 
that  il  obtained  his  consent  to  it,  and 
to  the  employment  of  colonel  Kyd  for 
forming  the  plan  of  repair,  and  for 
superintending  the  execuion  of  iL"— 
(refer  to  No.  s,  page  30.) 

In  obtaining  possession  of  this  fortietSy 
had  your  lordship  any  pecuniary  advan- 
tage to  the  company  in  view  ? — 
The  question  being  objected  to ; 
[Withdrew. 
The  question  being*  with  leave  of  the 
coQunittce.  witlSnwu : 
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His  Lwdship  toas  a  fain  ealkd  in, 
and  examtned. 

Shortly  after  you  had  takra  charge  of 
the  govcmment,  did  yoa  not  appoint  the 
late  Mr.Cheriv,  resident  at  Lucknow  ?— 
I  appointed  Mr.  Cherry,  I  do  not  recol- 
lect the  time  exactly. 

In  conieqaence  of  tome  interference 
on  the  port,  of  Mr«  Cherry  in  the  nabob's 
affairs*  did  not  the  nabob,  in  the  year 
1796,  addres"  you  very  forcibly  to  have  ^ 
him  removed  P —  I  rethember  thar  Mr. 
Cherry  was  removed,  but  I  do  not  re- 
nember  the  cause  of  it ;  it  was  for  some 
conduct  offensive  to  the  nabob  in  which 
he  had  exceeded  his  authority;  that  is 
placed  on  tbe.rccorus  of  the  company, 
which  will  &hew  the  grounds  of  Mr. 
Cherry's  removal. 

Was  it  not  Mr.  Lumiden  who  suc- 
ceeded him  ? — Mr.  Lumsdcn  succeeded 
Mr.Cherfv  ;  I  would  wish  to  say,  with  re- 
spect to  Mr.Chcrry,who  is  now  no  more, 
that,  though,  I  removed  him,  I  always 
entertained  the  ht^^hcst  opinion  of  his 
abilities  and  integnry. 

Would  your  lordship  have  considered 
yourself  justified  in  cbntinuinj^  a  resident 
after  a  very  forcible  expression  on  the 
part  of  the  vizier,  that  the  r<>sident  had 
incurred  his  displeasure  ?-— I  hardly  know 
how  to  aiuwer  that  question. 

[Withdrew. 

After  S9me  twu  bit  Lordship  *was 

called  in  again. 
If  the  nabob  had  made  a  forcible  re- 
presentation against  the  resident  for  what 
the  nabob  conceived  to  be  improper  in- 
terference, would  your  lordship  havit 
conceived  yourself  justified  in  continu- 
ing the  resident  after  such  expression, 
that  the  resident  had  incurred  his  disr 
'  pleasure  ? — I  will  endeavour  to  answer 
that  question  as  satis^Ktorily  as  I  can. 
If  the  nabob  had  made  a  forcible  lepre- 
sentatiofi  to  me  on  the  subject  of  im-i> 
proper  interference  on  the  part  of  the 
resident,  I  should  have  considered  the 
grounds  of  the  representation,  and  I 
might  either,  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  interference,  have  reprimanded 
the  resident  for  his  improper  inter- 
ference, or  have  recalled  him  ;  it  would 
have  depended  very  much  on  the  circum- 
itanccs  of  the  case;  in  point  of  fact, 
with  respect  to  Mr.  Cherry,  he  was 
temoved  because  his  conduct  had  been 
offensive  to  the  nabob,  though  I  do  not 
recollect  the  mode ;  and  I  do  not  know, 
vheiber  ic  ww  in  comequence  of  a  re< 


cresencation  or  remooMnoce  of  the  na- 
bob,  or  on  ray  own  judgment  of  the 
case;  I  would  wish  to  say,  however, 
it  is  probable  that  I  might,  in  aniwcr  to 
the  nabob's 'representation,  if  I  b?d  not 
thought  the  grounds  of  it  sufficientlv 
strong,  have  once  corresponded  with 
the  nabob  on  the  subje9t,  before  I 
finally  determined  either  one  way  or  the 
other.  , 

Does  your  lordship  not  remember  that 
a  very  short  period  before  Hussein  Reza 
Khan  and  Tickait  Roy,  ministers  of  the 
nabob,  were  dis^^osseiised  of  then  func- 
tions by  the  nabob  ? — I  think  ihcv  were, 
though  I  canitot  speak  as  to  the  date  ; 
but  1  know  that  they  were  dismissed  by 
the  nabob. 

Has  ypur  lordship  no-  recollection  of 
Mr.  Cherry's  hiiving  been  instiuctcd  to 
advise  the  nabob  to  re-instat?  those  mi- 
nisters i)  iheir  employments  ? — I  dc  not 
recollect  any  such  order;  if  any  such 
order  was  given  it  will  appear  on  the 
records.  I  aeain  repeat,  it  i&  eight  ycarg 
since  I  'left  Cidia ;  that  that  country  hat 
engaged  very,  little  part  of  my  attention 
siiice;  that  I  have  scarcely  looked  into 
ai\y  of  the  voluminous  papers  which 
have  been  printed  hy  order  of  the  hoube, 
indeed,  no  f»riher  than  into  »hcte  numr 
hers,  one  and  two,  which  I  have  looked 
into,  that  I  might  be  dblc  to  nWw  my 
recollection  to  give  the  information  the 
l^ouse  might  require ;  that  will  account 
for  my  not  recollecting  many  circum- 
stances  which  may  have  happened. 

Was  not  it  about  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember, 1797,  that  the  nabob  Asoph  ul 
J>owlah  aied  ? — It  was  about  that  time. 

^Vas  he  not  succeeded  on  the  musnud 
by  his  repijted  son  vizier  Ali  ?— Yes,  he 
succeeded  immediately. 

At  what  time  did  your  lordship  con- 
ceive it  necessary  to  leave  Calcutu  a 
second  time  to  visit  Lucknow  ? — I  b&> 
Heve  I  can  refer  to  a  memorandum  ;— 
I  arrived  at  Liicknow  about  the  latter  end 
of  1707- 

Was  not  the  object  of  your  lordship 
to  secure  the  succession  to  rhe  person 
who  had  the  best  right  to  it  ? — I  would 
wish  to. refer  to  the  memoranda  I  have 
here;  I  can  refer  the  hou&e,  and  I  would 
wish  to  refer  the  house,  to  the  docu- 
ment which  explains  my  intebtions  to  go 
to  Luckix)w ;  I  think  it  is  a  minute 
which  is  recorded  in  the  consultationa 
at  Calctuta  on  the  i7ih  of  November, 
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Was  nottbat  one  of  yoar  reasons  to  en- 
quire into  the  person  entuled  to  the  succes- 
noQ  ? — That  certainly  was  not  the  direct 
object ;  I  think  I  stated  to  the  council 
that  I  only  wished  that  I  might  not  be 
I>recluded  fron)  what  had  passed  from  con- 
liderinE  the  circumstances  of  the  succes- 
sion, itcircumstances  should  force  it  upon 
ne ;  I  believe  that  was  what  I  statea  ac 
the  time,  and  which  will  appear  from  a 
minute  which  I  recorded  on  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Bengal  eoveniinen:,  subse- 
quent to  the  17th  of  November,  1797. 

Does  your  lordship  mean  to  say  that 
was  not  one  of  the  objects  of  your  journey 
to  Lucknow  ?— To  the  best  of  my  recol- 
lection it  was  not  a  direct  object,  but  I 
wish  to  refer  to  the  documents  which  ex- 
plains the  object  as  I  have  stated  them  at 
the  time,  which  gave  much  more  satisfac- 
tory infornnation  than  any  whidrl  can 
possibly  give  from  any  recollection. 

Was  not  your  lordship  satisfied,  after 
tbe  most  thorough  examination,  that  Saa- 
Aut  AH  was  the  lawful  successor  of  tbe 
bte  vizier) — I  certainly  was  satisfied. 

Did  any  doubt  remain  on  your  lord- 
•liip*s  mind,  after  the  most  minute  ioves- 
ti|(ation  ?— None  at  all. 

Did   not  Saadut  Ali  prefer  a  claim  to 
the  musnud    almost    immediately    after 
'tbe  death  of  Asoph  ul  Dowlah?— He 
did. 

Did  you  or  not  understand,  that  if  the  * 
claim  was  rejected  it  was  his  intention  to 
proceed  to  England  ? — Certainly  not,  I 
have  no  recollection  of«  having  ever  so 
understood  it ;  to  the  best  of  my  recol- 
lection he  did  not  even  press  his  claim. 

Did  your  lordship  not  think  that  the 
lepatation  of  the  company  had  suffered 
by  the  elevation  of  the  vizier  Ali  ? — I 
certainly  did  think  so. 

Did  you  not  also  think  that  jusdcc  and 
fieht,  as  well  as  the  opinion  of  the  people 
ofOude,  and  the  reputation  of  the  cotn- 
pany,  required  the  elevation  of  Saadut 
Ali  ?— T he  principal  ground  in  my  ap- 
prehension was  justice;  there  were  other 
arguments  which  were  accessary  to  it,  but 
his  elevation  w^  founded  on  the  justice 
of  his  claim. 

•  Were  not  the  expenses,  which  at- 
tended this  measure,  paid  by  S;)adut  Ali 
very  soon  after  his  accession  ? — They 
were  charged  to  Saadut  Ali,  no  doubt  they' 
were  pa|d  by  him  :  there  were  very  consi- 
derable expenses  incurred,  from  the  ne- 
cessity of  having  a  very  large  number  of 
troops  in  the  vicinity  of  Lucki>oW|  and 
those  cxpeosei  Saadut  Ali  paid. 


To  the<4mount  of  twelve  lacks  of  m- 
pees  ?— I  think  to  the  amount  of  twelve 
lacs  of  rupees.^ 

On  your  journey  to  Luckoow,  and 
during  your  stay  there,  did  not  your  lordn 
^ship  understand  that  vizier  Aliy  Waris  Ali, 
Izett  Ali)  and  others  of  his  adherenu^  bad 
taken  away  a  very  considerable  quantity  of 
jewels,  money,  and  other  valuables  fram 
the  deposits  of  Aso)>h  ud  Dowlah  ?— I 
have  no  distinct  recollection  upon  that 
subject ;  but  I  certainly  do  recollect  com- 
plamts,  either  on  my  way  to  Lucknow,  or  • 
afterwards,  that  jewels  or  property,  to  a 
considerable  amount,  were  taken  away 
either  by  vizier  Ali,  orby  his  orders,  or 
by  the  people  in  char^^e  of  them. 

Does  your  lordship  not  remember^ 
after  you  quitted  Luclcnow,  vizier  Ah 
made  an  excursion  to  HyderGhur,  and 
•carried^  away  a  considerable  quantity  of 
arms  ?— I  recollect  bearing  that  he  went 
back  from  Hyder  Ghur,  axKi  I  think  also 
that  I  heard  that  he  had  gone  to  the  jewel 
'  office,  and  taken  some  jewels  out. 

Did  not  your  lordship  in  fact,  after 
vizier  Ali  was  deposed,  recover  back 
some  of  those  jewels  yourself,  aixl  deli* 
ver  them  back  to  Saadut  Ali  ?— I  believe 
that  I  recovered  but  a  very  small  amooot; 
I  know  that  I  spoke  to  Saadut  Ali  on  tbe 
subject,  and  rather  jecommended  him  not 
to  press  the  restitution  of  them  from  vizier' 
Ali :  there  were  some  articles  on  which 
he  seemed  to  place  a  considerable  value, 
probably  of  no  great  value  in  themselves, 
which  I  did  get  back,  but  to  00  conside- 
rable amount . 

^  Had  your  lordship  any  doubt  as  to  the 
right  of  Saadut  Ali  to  recover  back  pro- 
perty so  stolen  ? — I  do  not  recollect  that  I  ^ 
ever  considered  a  question  of  right ;  I 
rather  think  that  in  point  of  rieht  he  was 
intitled  to  them ;  but  consi^ring  that ' 
vizier  Ali  had  been  four  months  nearly 
upon  the  musnud,  and  considering  his 
former  situation,  I  thought  it  would  be 
hard  to  deprive  him  entirely  of  the  jew- 
els: while  he  was  upon  tbe  musnud, 
he  might  have  disposed  them  as  he 
pleased. 

Do  you  not  remember  that  Saadut  Ali 
represented  to  you  very  forcibly,  that 
otncr  persons  about  tbe  palace  had  also  em- 
bezzled, a  considerable  quantity  of  jewels  ? 
— It  may  have  been  so>  but  I  do  not  re- 
collect it. 

Did  ^our  lordship  not  give  him,  either 
veibjllyor  in  writing,  authority  to  search 
for  and  discover  any  treasures  or  property 
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which  mieht  have  been  embezzled  by  per- 
ions  who  had  the  charge  of  the  lace  vizier's 
effects  ?-^I  do  not  recollect  that  I  gave 
any  such  aathority;  I  should  have 
thought  it  would  have  been  uteleis,  for 
that  lie  himself  had  a  right  to  discover 
any  property  which  had  bceo  embezzled. 
Did  your  lordship  not  give  him  an  as- 
surance that  he  should  meet  with  no  op- 
position from  the  British  government  m 
recovering  such  jewels,  species,  or  other 
valuables  as  had    been   conveyed  away^ 

Eiiloincd,  or  stolen> after  the  death  of  the 
te  vizier? — I  do  not  recollect  any  such 
assurance  whatever ;  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
it  was  ootso»  but  simply  that  I  do  not  re- 
collect it. 

Your  lordship  will  not  take  upon  you 
to  say  you  did  not  give  it  ? — No,  I  will 
not  tay  I  did  not,  but  only  that  I  do  not 
recollect  it. 

Are  f  ou  not  aware»  my  lord,  that  the 
late  vizier  had  one  of  the  richest  and  most 
splendid  collections  of  jewels,  specie,- 
docks, '  watches,  and  every  other  such 
kind  of  property  in  the  palaces? — He 
certainly  bad  a  very  large  collection,  but 
of  the  amount  ot  them  I  am  no  judge 
whatever. 

During  your  visit  at  Lucknow,  did  you 
not  see  immense  quantities  of  valuables  of 
eveiy  kind*,  belonging  to  the  late  vizier^ 
publicly  exhibited  m  the  Innah  Kannab, 
and  several  other  places  ? — The  nabob 
had  a  particular  placq,  which  I  once  went 
to  see,  which  contained  a  n^t  number  of 
valuable  articles,  clocks  with  jewels,  and 
a  number  of  other  articles,  but  I  do  not 
remember    ever    seeing    any    particular 

fwels  of  the  nabob,  tunber  than  those 
saw  in  the  dress. 

Does  not  your  lordship  conceive  that 
clocks  with  jeweb,  and  such  other  articles, 
must  have  been  exiremcly  valuable  P — 
They  might  have  been  valuable,  but  I  am 
no  judge  of  the  value ;  they  were  clocks 
iucb  as  I  have  seen  in  this  country,  sec 
with  jewels.  I  knew  that  the  Innah 
Kannah  was  supposed  to  contain  articles 
of  this  kind  to  a  considerable  value,  but  I 
cannot  say  to  what  value. 

Were  they  nor  perfectly  exposed,  and 
not  in  the  possession  of  men  of  great  re- 
spectability ?— I  do  not  recollect  m  whose 
possession  they  were* 

Do  you  not  suppose,  that  after  the 
nabob's  death  it  was  very  etsy  for  the  da- 
lOjgabs,  and  persons  entrusted  with  the  care 
ot  those  palaces,  to  secrete  or  purbin 
flNiny  of  these  valuables  ?— To  a  certain 
eacceot  they  might ;  but  I  suppose  there 


was  a  list  of  all  thope  articIeiL  and  that 
there  were  accounts  kept  of  all  those 
articles,  and  that  a  comparison  of  them 
'  with  the  accounts  would  have  shewn  what 
were  lost,  if  there  had  been  a^y  body  ib 
examine  them. 

In  July,  1801,  when  a  new  arrange- 
ment was  about  to  be  made  between  the 
,  company  and  the  vizier,  the  vizier  request* 
of  your  lordship's  successor,  the  mar- 
quis Wei  lesley,  that  if  any  person  had 
obtained,  or  should  obtain  by  breach  of 
trust  or  other  means^  possession  of  specie 
or  property  belongina  to  the  sircar,  no 
one  should  obstruct  the  taking  it  back — 
Considering  what  has  been  just  stated, 
should  you  have  considered  the  request 
improper,  or  as  opening  a  door  for  plun- 
denng  the  Begums,  Almas,  and  others, 
at  Lucknow  P—1  can  only  say  that  without 
reference  to  the  last  part  of  the  question, 
if  the  vizier  had  made  such  a  proposition 
to  me,  that  the  government  should  not 
obstruct  him  in  recovering  his  lawful  pro- 
perty, I  certainly  could  have  made  no  ob* 
jecnon. 

Among  other  pfaps  for  settling  the  af- 
fairs of  Oudeat  the  time  vizier  Ali's  right 
of  succession  was  disputed,  was  it  not 
suggested  that  the  civil  and,  military  admi- 
nistration of  Oude  should  be  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  East  India  company  ? 
— I  believe  there  was  a  question  of  i^at 
kind  ktatt- 1  and  discussed,  upon  presump- 
tion of  vizier  All's  bcin^a  minor ;  and  I 
believe  it  is  stated  in  a  nimute  which  I  he- 
fore  mentioned,  and  which  is  recorded  in 
thcoroceedinKs  of  the  Bengal  government, 
of  the  17th  of  November,  1797,  ihat  is  all 
1  recollect  on  the  subject. 

Was  not  that  question  discussed  at  Be- 
by  pore? — I  do  not  recollect  that  ihar 
question  was  discussed  at  Bebypore ;  I 
was  referring  to  t  previous  proposition^ 
that  was  stated,  I  thinR,  and  discussed  by 
me  before  I  left  Calcutta.  Previous  to 
placing  Saadut  Ali  on  the  musnud,  I  had 
considered  the  different  modes  of  the  re- 
solution I  thought  it  nccessai  V  to  adopt,  I 
believe  at  Juanpore.  The  diQerent  modes 
by  which  the  influence  of  the  company  in 
Oudc  could  be  supported,  and  possibly 
the  question  now  stated,  may  have  formed 
part  of  the  coiisidcration. 

Was  not  sir  Alured  Clarke  present  at 
all  the  consuUaiions  on  this  subject  ?*— 
sir  Alfred  Clarke  was  at  Lucknow  du- 
ring all  the  tiinc  I  was  there,  and  was  fully 
act^uainted  with  all  the  transactions  in 
which  1  was  engaged.  I  believe  that  I 
have'  in  my  hand  aa  an^cr.  to  the 
questioa 
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qtwftion  I  was  isked  just'  now.  Before 
my  fi^^l  determination  was  adopied,  I 
bad  resolved  on  the  mode  of  giving  cflfecc 
to  the  resolution  which  I  communicated 
to  the  boan^  that  ihe  influence  of  the 
company  shuuld  be  maintained inOudc,  aod 
two  modes  only  occurred  in  effecting  it— 
By  placing  the  cofstrol  over  vizier  Ali  in 
tlie  hands  of  the  begum,  or  by  placing 
the  administration  of  affairs  directly  under 
the  control  of  the  company. 

Had  not  your  lordship  many  great  «nd 
forcible  objections  to  the  placing  the  ad- 
ministration  of  affairs  under  the  control 
of  the  Ea«t  India  company  ? — I  will  an- 
swer that  question  by  reading  an  extract 
of  my  minute,  which  I  chink  an  answer 
to  it :  *'  To  ihe  latter,  that  is  to  the  pla- 
cing the  admiiiist ration  of  affairs  directly 
under  the  control  of  the  company,  the 
objections  were  many  and  ^reat  -,  the  prin- 
cipal of  which,  in  my  opinion,  %vasthe  se- 
rious effect  it  would  have  had  upon  our 
character  for  political  forbearance  and  sin- 
cerity throughout  Hindosun;  at  all  events, 
it  would  only  have  lasted  duiing  the  mi- 
oority  of  visier  Ali.'* 

Did  you  not  conclude  an  agreement 
with  Saadut  Ali,  at  Benares,  before  his 
accession  to  the  musnud  ? — No  agreement 
was  cone luded .  When  t  he  probabi  1  ity  of 
placing  Saadm  Ali  on  the  musnud  first 
occurred,  he  was  at  Benares  and  I  at. 
'  Lucknow ;  there  could  be  no  direct  com- 
Buoicatioii  between  us :  I  transmitted  a 
paper  coiitaining  various  stipulations  to 
Dim  for  his  rejection  or  acceptance  ;  that 
was  returned  to  me,  and  I  think  every 
article  accepted  by  Saadut  Ali. 

Did  not  that  paper  contain  a  condition 
for  assigning  a  tract  of  countrv  to  the 
company,  proportionate  to  any  deHciency 
in  payment  of  the  stipulated  subsidy  ? — I 
have  not  keen  that  paper  since  I  left  India, 
neither  have  I  it  in  my  possession,  but  I 
conclude  it  contained  a  stipulation  ^to  that 
effect,  because  I  see  it  referred  to  in  a 
minute  I  recorded  on  the  5th  of  March, 
1798  ;— a  reference  to  the  paper  would  at 
once  determine  whether  it  contained  that 
attpttlation'or  not. 

Tbii  condition,    when  vour  lordship 
came  to  make  the  treaty  of  Lucknow,  you 
■  rejected,  did  you  not  ?— I  did  reject  it, 
w  reasons  stated  in  that  minute. 

Your  lordship  rejected  it  on  very  ma- 
ture coosideratioo  ?^I  certainly  did  reject 
i(on  mature  constderatiop. 

Was  not  one  of  your  motives  for  reject- 
ing it,  the  extreme  aversion  tnanifesttd 
Vy  the  oaboh  10  tocb  a  ceiiion  ?«->I  be- 


lieve not,  I  do  not  believe  that  I  bad  wtty 
discussion  with  the  nabob  whatever  Oi> 
that  article.  I  can  speak  with  certainty, 
that  the  alterations  which  were  admitted 
in  the  treaty  afterwards  concluded,  were 
not  suggested  by  the  nabob,  but  the  result 
of  discussions  between  myself  and  the  for- 
mer minister. 

\yas  IKK  one  of  the  reasons  the  uni- 
venal  unpopularity  of  such  a  measure  ? 
— I  have  stated  the  extreme  unpopularity 
attending  the  exaction  as  a  motive  with  me 
for  the  relinquishment  of  it. 

Was  not  another  reason  the  general 
apprehension  which  would  be  excited  by 
it  r— That  also  is  stated  by  me  as  a  reason 
at  the  time. 

What  were  those  apprehensions?— 
Without  reference  to  the  anicle  I  can 
hardly  state  what  they  were;  I  menti- 
oned before  I  have  ixx  seen  that  paper 
since  I  left  India:  it  seems  to  contain  a 
condition  assigning  a  tract  of  coiwtry  to 
the  company  in  proportion  to  any  defici- 
ency in  payment  of  the  stipulated  subsi- 
dy, which  was  suggested  by  the  terms  of 
the  treaties  between  the  company  and  the 
nabob  of  Aicot  and  rajah  of  Tanjore;  I 
think  by  the  terms  of  those  treaties  the  aa- 
signment  of  the  counu^  was  only  to  uke 
place  upon  the  failure  in  the  payment  of 
the  stipulations  of  the  nabob,  4ind  in  that 
case  I  suppose  the  apprehensions  to  which 
-I  allude  here,  that  if  we  had  once  got  it 
into  our  possession  we  should  have  kept 
it;  I  cannot  speak  with  certainty  aa  to 
that,  but  I  think  it  probable. 

Did  you  not  think  that  if  the  assign- 
meut  took  place  it  would  be  attended 
with  difficulties  aitd  embarrassments  which 
would  have  rendered  the  apparent  advan* 
tages  in  a  g^eat  measure  nugatory  ?— The 
alignment  in  the  mode  proposed  in  my 
opinion  would,  but  I  cannot  speak  witn 
certainty  as  to  the  mode  in  which  that 
assignment  was  proposed,  for  I  only  speak 
from  a  minute  which  refers  to  it. 

Did  you  not  perceive  also,  that  it  would 
have  required  not  only  the  appointment 
of  civil  officer^,  but  the  assistance  of  a 
military  force  to  carry  it  into  effca?— 
That  appeared  to  me  to  be  the  case  at  tlie 
time. 

Did  not  the  certain  expense  and  pro- 
bable bfoodshed  which  would  conscfi 
qucmlv  > '  Mje,  appear  great  objections  in 
vour  lordship's  mind  to  ibe  project  ?— I 
nave  stated  the  objectioiu  in  thie  mamHB 
to  Which  I  have  already  refcrrcU,  Uiai  ibu 
execution  of  the  stipulation  for  the  assign- 
meat  would  be  attccK^d  with  diiEcultiei 
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•nd  embamssments  thtt  would  hive  ren- 
dered the  apparent  advantage  of  the  sti- 
paladon  in  a  great  measure  nugatory  ; 
that  it  would  have  required  not  only  the 
appointment  of  civil  officers,  but  the  assis- 
tance of  a  military  force  to^  carry  it  irito 
effect;  and  that,  although  it  should  uhi- 
siately  ftirnish  the  security  proposed  by 
it,  the  assignment  would  not  provide  for 
the  timely  payment  of  the  subsidy.  The  ex- 
treme unpopularity  attending  the  exaction 
was  a  further  motive  with  me  for  the  re- 
linquishment of  it,  as  well  as  the  appre- 
hensions which  would  have  been  generally 
excited  by  the  publication  of  it :  theie 
wcie  the  motives  which  induced  me  to  re- 
linquish that  stipulation  at  the  time.^ 

In  lieu  of  tnis  condition,  did  it  not 
occur  to  your  lordship  to  require  a  /mort- 
gage on  the  Dooab,  as  a  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  subsidy  ?-— A$  a  matter  of 
consideration  it  did  occur. 

Was  not  even  this  qualified  measure 
liable  to  similar  and  even  greater  objec- 
tions than  the  other  ?--I  have  stated  that 
measure  to  be  liable  to  similar  and  greater 
objections* 

Did  you  not  in  fact  deem  these  two 
modes  of  security  inadequate  to  the  pur- 
poic,  and  improper? — I  certainly  relin- 
quished them  because  I  deemed  "chcm  im- 
proper, for  the  reasons  which  I  have  stated 
m  this  minute. 

Of  course  you  did  not  intend  to  resort 
to  either  of  them  fcr  security  in  rase  of 
failure  ?--lo  case  of  failure  the  nature  of 
the  securiiy  would  have  been  a  question, 
and  it  certainly  was  left  open  to  the  com- 
pany to  demand  such  securi^  as  they 
would  deem  satisfactory  ;  J  speak  now  of 
the  construction  of  ihe  treaty. 

Had  not  your  lordship  in  contemplation 
some  other  means  to  secure  the  payment 
of  the  kists?— If  security  is  spoken  of, 
I  know  but  three  modes  ot*  security, 
cither  the  responsibility  of  the  shroffs,  or 
bankers  of  Lucknow,  or  an  assi$;nment  of 
territory,  or  a  mortgage  of  territory ;  I 
lecoUecc  no  other  mode  of  security. 

Were  your  opinions  and  views  upon 
these  subjects  known  to  the  vizier  Saadut 
Ali?-Tr.l  do  not  recollect  whether  they 
were  or  were  not,  having  diKussed  the 
conditions  with  bis  former  minister; 
how  far  his  former  minister  communi- 
cated to  him  those  discussions,  I  cannot 
take  upon  me  to  say. 

When  your  lordship  concluded  the 
treaty  of  Lucknow  with  the  vizier  in  1798, 
were  not  you  of  opinion  he  would  find 
coQMdcrablc  difficuity  io  fulfilling  his  pe- 


cuniary engagementi  with  the  coronmr 
for  the  fint  year,  and  perhaps  longer  r — t 
have  ttatedtmy  opinion  that  aucb  would 
be  the  case. 

As  your  lordship* made  the  treaty  with 
him  under  the  impression  that  he  would 
find  difficulty  in  fulfilling  hisengagemeotsi 
could  you  in  justice  have  intended  to  de* 
mand  the  security  stipulated  by  ibe  treaty, 
provided  you  had  discovered  a  di>postiioii 
OD  the  |iart  of  the  nabob  to  make  good  his 
engagements  as  far  as  hewasable?-^!  think 
not;  if  the  nabob  had  failed  in  the  payment 
of  the  stipulations,  I  should  have  endea-  / 
voured  to  have  ascertained  the  cause  of  hit 
failure ;  if  that  failure  had  proceeded  from 
circumstances  which  he  could  iK>t  controlf 
I  siiould  certainly  have  thought  a  reason* 
able  forbearance  due  to  him  in  demanding 
it :  if  from  inattention,  neglect,  or  im» 
provident  management,  I  certainly  should 
nave  remonstrated  with  him,  and  admo> 
nished  him  of  the  consequences  of  hia 
persisting  in  that  conduct. 

Did  not  the  council  at  Bengal,  and  the 
conrt  of  directors,  agree  in  ^o'ur  opinion 
respecting  the  difficulties  which  the  nabob 
would  have  to  encounter  in  making  his 
payments? — I  cannnot  speak  to  that,  be- 
cause I  left  India  within  five  or  six  dava 
after  my  return  to  Calcutta  from  Luck- 
now ;  I  think  I  left  it  on  the  6th  of 
March,  and  the  minute  explanatory  of  tht 
treaty  was  recorded  on  tne  5th. 

Did  not  your  lordship  find  that  the 
council  were  of  opinion  he  would  feel 
considerable  difficulty  the  first  year?— 
All  the  council  knew  on  the  subject  was 
from  that  minute  I  recorded  on  the  5th 
of  March,  in  which,  I  believe,  that  opi- 
nion is  given. 

Was  not  one  of  the  grounds  npon 
which  your  lordship  formed  this  opinion 
respecting  the  nabob,  the  extravagance 
and  prooTgaliry  of  his  two  immediate 
predecf'ssors,  and  the  abuses  consequent 
thereof  in  the  affiiirs  of  Oude  ? — 1  sup- 
pose, in  general,  the  revenues  of  the 
vizier  to  be  in  a  very  considerable  state 
of  embarrassment ;  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Asoph  ul  Dowlah  they  were 
extremely  mismanaged  *,  it  would  re<^ire 
some  time  before  an  efficient  administrai- 
tion  was  introduced,  and,  probably,  at 
first,'  from  those  caoses,  the  nabob 
would  find  a  considerable  difficulty  in 
making  good  hia  payments,  which  were 
heavier  than  those  of  bis  pred^essors, 
increased  to  the  amount  of  twenty  hc% 
besides  other  expenses  he  had  incurred 
during  the  year.  - 
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Does  yau  lordihtp  know  tiie  exact 
Hate  of  h«  property  at  the  time  be  aa- 
oended  the  miunua  ?— If  I  ev^r  heard  it^ 
which  I  do  not  recollect,  I  certainly  have 
totdllv  forgotten  it. 

Was  not  aoother  reason,  that  induced 
your  lordship  to  form  this  opinion,  the 
difficulty  occasioned  by  bis  paying  twelve 
iacs  of  rupees,  amounting  to  144,000/. 
for  the  expenses  of  establishing  him 
upon  th'e  musnud  ?— I  considered  all  the 
expenses  to  which  he  was  liable,  and 
which  he  had  incurred,  as  contributing 
to  the  difficulty. 

Did  your  lordship  know  the  annual 
amount  of  the  jumma  of  the  nabob's 
countiy  at  the  time  yop  formed  the  treaty 
of  Lucknow  in  1798  P-^I  cannot  speak 
to  the  amount  at  that  period ;  but  I  nave 
a  memoraodtmi,  stating  the  amount  of  it 
for  the  year  ifiofi,  FussuUee,  which,  I 
believe,  corresponds  with  from  Septem- 
ber 1796  to  September  lypy,  and  from 
that  memorandum  I  can  state  what  the 
revenue  was. 

Have  the  goodness  to  state  the  same.-* 
1  will  state  it  in  pounds,  as  more  familiar* 
Taking  ten  mpees  to  a  pound,  the  esti- 
mated revenues  were  2,6;[  1,469/.  from 
that  a  considerable  deduction  was  to  be 
made  for  the  payment  of  sutionaiy  troops 
in  the  different  distficu,  known  by  the 
liame  of  Motayene,  being  963,9ao/. 
that  leaves  a  result  of  1,705,549/.;  the 
expenses,  including  the  subsidy  of  fifty 
laca,  ii838>96H/.  leaving  a  balance  of 
486,58 1/;— that  is  not  to  be  understood 
quite  clear ;  supposing  the  nabob  not  to 
be  ia  debt,  that  would  have  been  nearly 
the  surplus  of  his  annual^  revenues, 
on  a  comparison  of  his  receipt  with  his 
expenditure;  but  there  were  several 
other  sums,  ftiterest  of  debts,  and  others, 
which  would  lower  that  sum  consider-  ^ 
ablv. 

What  do  you.  suppose  might  have 
been  the  amount  of  the  ditbursemenis 
of  the  nabob,  the  first  year  after  that 
treaty,  including  the  arrears  due  to  the 
company,  such  debts  as  he  would  have 
to  pay,  the  twelve  lacs  paid  for  his 
elevation,  the  presents,  allowances,  &c. 
which  he  would  have  to  make  upon  that 
occasion ;  the  charges  of  his  household, 
his  civil  and  miutaiy  esublishments, 
the  company's  subsidy ;  in  short,  what 
do  you  aiippoie  would  be,  as  far  as  your 
lordship  cau  form  a  calculation,  the  gross 
amount  of  all  the  nabob,  or  the  state  of 
Oude,  would  have  to  pay  during  the 
fiiit  yaai  ?*-I  never  did  ^ria  any  CiU 


cttlatioQ  ot  what  the  amount  would  be  | 
and  I  know  not  how  to  form  a  calcu* 
lation,  for  his  disbursemenu  might  dif- 
fer very  materially  from  those  of  his  pre* 
decessors;^  1  think  he  was  a  man  liable 
to  make  very  great  retrcnchmena  from 
the  expenses  of  his  predecessors. 

Are  you  not  of  opinion,  that,  for  the 
first  year,  the  disbursements  would  con- 
siderably exceed  the  receipts  ?—  I  cer- 
tainly was  of  opinion,  that,  for  the  finr 
year,  the  nabob  would  find  a  great  dif- 
ficulty in  making  the  payments  to  the 
com|>Rny;  and  I  state  my  reasons— 
the  disordered  state  of  his  revenues,  and 
the  expenses  he  had  incurred  on  his  ex- 
altation to  the  tnusnud. 

Unless  the  nabob  reduced  his  establish- 
ments, are  you  not  dearly  of  opinion  he 
would  find  a  great  difiiculty  in  making 
the  payments  tor  the  first  year? — Cei- 
tainly,  I  think  so,  without  some  redac- 
tion of  his  expenses. 

Even  if  the  reforms,  which  were  ad- 
vised by  the  marquis  Comwallis  and 
yourself,  had  been  introduced,  would 
not  the  nabob  still  have  had  to  pay  quite 
as  much  as  he  could  possibly  afford?— 
The  reforms  recommended,  by  ttie  mar- 
quis Cornwallis  and  mvself,  were  le- 
commcnded  to  the  nabob  Asoph  ol 
Dowlah ;  I  certainly  think  with  a  good 
administration  he  might,  -with  perfect 
ease,  have  paid  the  scipulations  to  the 
company,  and  that  his  erobarrassmoits 
arose  eot^ely  from  the  mal-administratxoo 
of  his  countfy. 

You  moan  the  mal*ad ministration  of 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah  ?—  Your  question 
had  a  reference  to  the  reforms  recom* 
mended  by  lord  Comwallis  and  myself, 
which  were  to  Asoph  ul  Dowlah ;  my 
answer,  of  course,  had  reference  to  the 
same. 

Were  you  not  of  opinion,  that  the 
revenues  of  the  nabob  could-  not,  or* 
at  least,  ought  not,  to  be  incieased 
greatly  ?^I  do  not  know  that  1  formed 
any  opinion  of  the  time,  but  I  thought 
that  some  improvement  might  almost 
immediately  take  place ;  it  probably 
would  be  some  time  before  such  a  sys- 
tem of  administration  could  be  intro- 
duced as  would  produce  any  considerable 
increase. 

Is  your  lordship  of  opinion  that,  by 
any  reform  introduced,  ine  revenues  of 
the  nabob  .^ould  have  been  considerably 
increased  during  the  first  year  ?— Proba- 
bly not  BUiertafly  during  die  fint  year; 
Ithink 
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1  think  that  he  migbt  havt  coDsider^ly 
tcduced  his  expenses. 

Did  you  not  think  the  subsidy  stipu- 
lated to  be  paid  by  the  nabob  vizier  by 
your  treaty,  of  sevtnty-six  lacs  of  rupees, 
ignite  ample  for  the  purpose  of  piovid- 
iiigfor  the  complete  defence  of  Oudc  ?— 
That  involves  another  question  as  to  the 
number  of  troops  necessary  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  country  ;  that  sum  w«is 
Intended  to  cover  the  whole  of  our  cn- 
ffagements  with  the  vixier,  which  were 
fi>r  the  protection  of  hii  country^  the 
expenses  of  the  residency,  and  cvciy 
expense  incident  to  our  connection  with 
the  vizier:  as  to  the  force  which  was 
stationed  in  Oude  I  certainly  considered 
that  a  stationary  force  of  not  less  than 
ten  thousand  mca  was  necessary  for  the 
defence  of  the  country  ^  I  will  ix>t  say> 
that  was  the  whole  which  would  alwavs 
be  necessary,  because  circumstances  might 
reauire  it  to  be  doubled. 

Was  not  the  sum  of  seventy^siz  lacs 
of  rupees  as  much  as  be  ought  to  have 
paid,  comoared  Wtth^  his  probable  re- 
ceipts?—Under  the  circumstances  at  the 
time,  I  thought  it  rather  more  than  he 
uroold  be  able  to  pay  the  first  year;  but 
I  certainly  thought,  by  good  manage- 
ment, he  might  pay  it  very  easily,  for 
I  lecoll^t  very  well  that,  foV  nine  years 
preceding,  I  think  the  year  1787,  the 
average  of  payments  from  the  vizier 
were  stated  by  the  marquis  Corn wal lis 
to  be  eighty*four  lacs  of  rupees  a  year. 

Did  your  lordship  ixx  think  that 
seventy-six  laa  of  rupees  were  as  much 
as  he  ought  to  pay,  compared  with  his 
probable  receipts^  in  any  circumstances, 
tor  the  defence  of  that  country  ?— What^ 
I  considered  was  this ;  the  company  en- 
gaged to  protect  the  dominions  of  the* 
vizier,  they  were  to  proyide  such  a  force 
as  they  deemed  sufficient  to  give  that 
protection,  the  nabob  was  to  pay  for 
uiat  protection ;  pnd  for  other  Expenses 
in  such  connection  the  payment  had  a 
relation  to  the  expenses  we  incurred  by 
our  connexion  with,  and  defending  the 
country. 

Whieo  your  lordship  thought  of  mak- 
ing the  increase  from  fifty-five  to  the 
enormous  sum  of  seventv-six  lacs  of 
rupees,  did  not  you  lordship  think  the 
seventy-six  lacs  ol  rupees  was  as  much 
as  the  nabob  was  enabled  to  pay  under 
any  ciicamstances  for  the  defieoce  of  his 
country?— I  do  not  recollect  that  the 
consideration  of  any  such  circumstances 
wcurred  to  mci  I  state  the  groonda

upon  which  that  seventy-six  lacs  wert 
claimed  from  the  nabob,  that  as  we 
engaged  to  protect  his  country,  we  had 
a  Uir  claim  to  all  the  expenses  of  that 
protection*  and  th^  engagements  depend* 
ing  upon  it ;  and  the  engagement  for 
seventy>six  lacs  was  formed  upon  that 
ground  ;  I  did  not  consider  whether, 
under  any  circumstances,  he  could  pav 
more  or  less ;  but  though  he  might  and 
a  difficulty  to  pay  that  sum  the  first  year, 
I  have  no  doubt,  with  prudent  roatiage^ 
mcnt,  he  might  pay  itwuh  groat  facility, 
possibly  not  the  firs^year,  possibly  a  little 
longer,  I  cannot  say  how  long,  but 
I  do  not  think  that  that  sum  was  exces- 
sive for  the  vizier  (o  pay  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  country,  for  the  protec- 
tion afforded  him. 

Did  not  your  lordship  conceive  that 
the  seventy-six  lacs  of  rupees  was  suf- 
ficent  to  enable  your  lordLhip  to  keep 
up  the  force  necessary  for  the  protection 
ot  Oude  ?-^l  first  of  all  settled  the  force 
I  thought  sufficient  for  the  defence  of 
the  country,  that  force,  under  certain 
circumstances^  was  liable  to  increase  or 
diminution ;  and  if  the  increase  extended 
beyond  three  thousand  men,  the  nabob 
was  bound  to  pay  for  that  increase ;  and 
if  it  fell  below  eight  thousand  men, 
he  was  then  'to  receive  a  diminution  in 
the  subsidy. 

Was  not  sevemv-six  lacs  of  rupees 
sufficient,  in  your  lordship's  estimation, 
to  keep  up  a  force  fully  sufficient  for  the 
defence  ot  Oude?— As  I  have  stated  the 
possibility  of  increase,  I  finesaw  that 
things  might  occur  to  render  an  inarease 
of  that  force  necessary. 

When  your  lordship  went  to  Luck- 
now  in  1707,  did  not  dir  Alured  Clarke, 
who  was  the  commander-in-chief,  attenil 
you  ? — The  second  time  I  went  to  Luck- 
now  Sir  Alured  Clarke  was  there ;  whe- 
ther be  accompanied  me  or  not  I  do  not 
recollect,  but  1  think  he  did. 

Did  not  he  assist  at  all  or  most  of  (he 
consultations  held  at  Lucknow,  and 
afterward:  at  Bcbypore,  which  ended 
in  the  treaty  of  1798  ?—  I  constantly 
communicated  with  Sir  Alured  Clarke 
upon  all  the  circumsuoces  that  cam« 
before  me. 

Did  not  Sir  AluredClarke  sute,  on 
that  occasion,  that  he  thought  the  sum 
of  seventy-six  lacs  too  considerable  a 
subsidy  compared  with  the  resources  of 
Oude  ?— It  IS  very  possible  he  mighty 
but  I  do  not  recollect  it* 

Has 
♦  I 
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Has   jour   lordship    no  recollection 

of    his    stating  bevency-&iz    to   be   too 

;reat  an  increase  from   hfiy-five  and  9 

lalf? — I  do  not  mean  to  say^t  did  not 

take  place,   but  1  have  no  recoUectiun 

of  it. 

In  the  end,  however,  did  not  Sir  Alured 
Claike  highly  approve  of  :be  arran«e- 
znents  proposed,  and  ultimately  earned 
into  efiect,  by  your  lordihipP-^I  have 

00  reason  to  doubt  Sir  A  lured  Clarke's 
•pprobatioo.        x 

Did  he  not  statt  verbally  to  your  lord- 
ship his  high  approval  01  the  measures 
idopted  by  your  lordship,  at  Oude^  seve- 
ral times,  pievious  to  your  lordship's 
departure  from  Calcutta,  for  Europe, 
in  the  beginningof  1758  ?— I  do  not  recol- 
lect whether  Sir  Alured  Clarke  was  in 
Calcutta  at  the  time  I  left  India ;  after  my 
cetum  from  Oude»  I  think,  I  was  not 
pbove  six  days  in  Calcutta  before  I  left 

When  your  lordship  left  India,  did 
rot  the  council  at  Bci>^alf  and  the  court 
cf  directors  also,  approve  of  your  lord- 
ahip's  arrangcmrnis  with  respect  to 
Oiuie  ? — I  certainly  hoped  that  the  court 
of  directors  would  approve  of  it,  and 

1  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  council 
approve  of  it. 

From  the  time  that  you  succeeded  to 
the  coveniment  of  Bengal ,  to  the  death 
of  Asoph  ul  Dowlab,  were  not  the 
fDonthly  kists  generally  in  arrear?— 
The  monthly  kists  were  frequently  in 
•rrear. 

Did  your  lordship  not  understand  that 
the  resident  had  great  difiicnh^  in  ob- 
taining the  payment  of  the  subsidy,  even 
when  it  was  only  fifty  bcs  a  jjear?— 
The  resident  frequently  had  considerable 
difficulty^  in  obtaining  tho  payment  of 
.the  subsidy,  but  I  cannot  say  tnat  it  was 
owing  to  any  dclicicncy  in  the  country. 

Early  in  17971  your  lcr«Lhip  has  stated 
that  you  prevailed  upon  the  hte  vizier  10 
•ugnient  the  subsidy  by  five  and  a  half 
lacs  ? — Yes,  or  to  au  amount  not  exceed- 
ing ihn. 

JDij  not  the  nabob  state  bis  inability 
to  pjy  •'>>y  iQcre;>se  in  the  subsidy,  and 
hi*  extreme  distress  iu  consequence  of 
the  p-.iyircnis  mat^c  to  his  European  cre- 
ditors, I  he  prcccJingycar,  from  the  pri- 
piivaie  treasury  of  Oudc  ?«—  I  do  not 
rcollect  that  he  ever  did  state  that, 
I  think  he  agreed  to  that  proposition. 
wiih  little  difi'xultv,  that  he  did  not 
nv  k?  any  coosidcraple  oppdiupn  to  that 
^oppsitioQ* 


Does  your  lordship  remember  whethef 
he  made  any  ? — The  nabob  ceruinly  did 
make  objections  at  the  time^  but  he  did 
not  persevere  in  ihcm. 

What  were  those  objections  ? — I  can- 
not retollcct ;  I  have  stated  in  the  report 
of  my  transactions  at  Lucknow,  that  he 
did  make  objeaions,  but  that  tho$^c  ot>* 
jcctions  were  not  urged  with  the  same 
obstinacy  as  ip  the  other  points. 

Did  not  your  loidship  represent  to 
him  that  as  the  company  had  undertaken 
his  complete  defence,  his  large  military 
establishment  would  be  useless ;  and  that 
your  lord&hip  considered .  yourself  well 
entitled,  on  the  pri  of  the  company^ 
to  demand  that  increase  ? —  I  recollect 
stating  to  him  that  the  company  were  to 
defend  his  territories,  and  that  the  com- 
pany had  largely  increased  their  miliraiy 
establishment,  and  upon  those  gix-unds 
at  the  particular  recommendation  of  ih«- 
court  of  directors,  I  recommended  to  hmi' 
to  pay  for  those  two  regiments. 

Was  it  not  under  impressions  of  thi^ 
kind  that  the  vizier  was  at  last  prevailed^ 
upon  to  consent  to  the  iocrrasc  of  fiv* 
and  a  half  lacs  of  rupees  ? —  The  vizier^ 
I  suppose,  must  have  yieldedf  to  ths 
argumenu  I  stated  to  him)  I  have  aJr 
signed  an  additional  reason  here,  that  his: 
objections  were  not  ai^  with  the  sams 
o1»tinacy  at  in  the  other  points,  from  an 
Idea,  perhaps,  that  hia  acquiescence  in 
this  insunce  might  induce  mo  to  relajt 
in  otben. 

In  stipulating  to  defend  the  dominions 
of  the  nabob  against  all  enemies,  by  iht 
treaty  of  1798,  did  you  not  mean  that 
the  defence  was  to  be  complete  ?— Cer- 
tainly, 

This  defence  your  lordship  agreed  to- 
afford,  did  you  not,  for  the  sum  of  seven* 
ty-six  lacs  of  rupees  annually  ?— Even* 
tually  liable  to  increase. 

what  proporiioo  docs  your  lordship 
imagine  scventy-six  lacs  of  rupees  bore 
in  1798,  to  the  whole  expenses  of  the 
Bengal  army  P—  I  have  not  the  least 
recollection  of  that,  nor  have  I  any  data 
to  enable  me  to  form  the  calculation. 

In  imdertaking  the  defence  of  Oude 
against  all  enemies,  had  you  not  jo  con- 
templation the  possibihty  of  some  exter- 
nal attacks,  and  of  some  internal  rcbel- 
lioiis? — ^The  protection  granted  to  the 
vizier  by  the  company,  extended  both  to 
external  attacks,  and  internal  commo- 
tioos*  . 

At  the  time  your  lordship  made  thi» 
cakulation^  thai  seventy-six  lacs  of  ru- 
pees. 
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Dzcs  Gfighi  to  be.  paid  by  the  vizier  to 
ihc  company,  did  your  lord&hip  look  to 
the  probability  of  foreign  invasion,  or 
Goincstic  treason  ?— I  have  no  recollec- 
tion that  there  was  reason  to  apprehend, 
at  the  timei  any  foreign  aiuck  or  internal 
commotion. 

Did  not  your  lordship  .make  the  ar- 
rangement with  a  view  to  external  attacks 
or  internal  commotions  ? —  The  in'aty 
I  formed  with  the  vizier  wiis  founded  on 
the  basis  of  former  treaties.  The  first 
treaty  with  the  nabob  of  Oude  was  wih 
bujahDowlah,  in  1765;  he  then  agreed 
to  pay  for  one  brigade,  afterwards  an 
additional  brigade  was  added  under  the 
name  of  the  temporary  brigade,  stationed 
a^t  Futtyghur ;  that  was  recalled  by  the 
9tipulations  of  1781,  and  lord  Corn* 
wallis  prevailed  upon  the  vizier  to  agree 
CO  the  re^siablishment  of  it,  because  he 
did  not  think  one  brigade  sufficient  pro- 
tection for  the  country.  My  treaty  was 
formed  exactly  upon  this  basis;  I  con- 
sidered what  force  might  be  permanently 
necessary  to  be  stationed  in  Oude  for  the 
protection  of  the  country,  without  par- 
ticular reference  to  any  extraordinary 
attacks  from  without,  or  internal  com- 
mctiops. 

In  increasing  the  subsidy  from  fifty- 
five  and  a  halt  to  seventy-six,  bad  not 
your  lordship  .  in  contemplation,  that 
there  might  be  external  attacks,  or  in- 
ternal commotion  ? — I  think  it  was  done 
on  the  calculation  of  what  the  expense 
of  ten  thousand  men  would  be,  and  that 
It  was  intended  10  cover  the  whole  of 
our  expenses  with  Oude*  I  think  it 
left  a  small  surplus,  certainly  not  a  large 
one.  I  speak  to  the  bcjt  of  my  recol- 
lection. 

Were  you  not  of  opinion  that,  with 
the  increased  sum  of  levcnty-six  lact 
annually,  you  could,  except  upon  some 
unforeseen  and  very  extraordinary  occa- 
ftioxi,  provide  for  tne  complete  iiefcnce 
of  Oude  ? — I  considered  the  number  of 
ten  thousand  men  stationed  in  Oude  to 
be,  in  general,  suRicient  for  the  defence 
4>f  the  country. 

Did  you  consider  the  thirteen  thou- 
sand men,  which  the  company  was 
bound  to  provide  in  case  they  should  be 
necessary,  without  any  additional  charge 
upon  the  nabob,  as  sufficient  for  the 
defence  of  his  dominions  ?— I  will  men- 
tion the  grounds  on  which  that  article 
was  inserted.  Id  the  letter  of  lord 
Corn  wallis,  of  April,  1787,  to  the 
wefy  wbco    be   prevailed  upon  the 


vizier  to  agree  to  the  contiDuaace  of  a 
second  brigade  in  Oude^,  the  letter  stated, 
that  if  t\K  number  suffered  aoy  con- 
siderable diminution,  the  nabob  should 
receive  a  proportionate  reduction  of  the 
subsidy.  When  J  stated  three  thousand 
men  increase,  and  two  thousand  men 
decrease,  it  was  with  a  view  to  render 
dt'finitc  that  expression  in  lord  Com- 
walUs's  letter,  of  a  romidcfable  reduc- 
tion, that  that  article  was  inserted. 

Did  you  not,  at  all  events,  think  that 
number  as  many  as  he  couM  defray  the 
expense  of? — It  mi<>bt  be  ne'ccssary  for 
the  nabob  to  station  n<ore  troops  in  Oude, 
in  that  c.ise  he  must  have  defrayed  the 
expense  of  th?m.  ' 

Your  lordship  means,  if  he  applied 
for  more  troops,  thinking  them  neces- 
sary?— No,  1  do  not  think  the  nabob 
was  to  apply  for-  them,  but  that  the 
company  were  to  be  the  judges  of  that 
necessity. 

Ought  not  any  increase  to  have  been 
proportioned  to  the  emergency,  and  la 
have  lasted  only  so  long  as  the  necessity 
existed  ? — I  certainly  should  have  pro- 
portioned the  incieasc  to  the  emer- 
gency, 

Aiid  have  removed  it  when  it  was  no 
longer  necessary  ? — If  it  was  no  longer 
necessary,  I  should  not  have  thought  it 
right  to  burthen  the  vizier  with  the  ex- 
pense of  it. 

Was  it  intended  by  your  lordship's 
treaty,  that  the  company  should  con*  ^ 
stantly  keep  in  the  nabob's  dominions, 
and  at  his  expense,  such  a  force  as  would 
be  adequate  to  the  effectual  protection 
of  the  nabob  in  the  most  extreme  emer- 

fcncy? — ^The  company  were  bound  to 
eep  a  force  never  less  than  ten  thousand 
men ;  if  any  further  force  had  been  ne- 
cessary for  the  protection  of  the  nabob's 
dominions,  the  company  were  bound  to 
supply  it  to  the  utmost  extent  of  their 
means;  but  in  that  case,  the  company 
would  have  had  a  right  to  demand  from 
the  nabob  the  expenses  of  those  troops 
exceeding  thirteen  thousand  men. 

If  they  bad  gone  to  an  indefinite  num- 
ber ?— By  the  terms  of  the  treaty,  if  the 
company  thought  it  necessary  to  station 
a  force  to  the  amount  of  double  the  force 
stationed  in  Oude,  the  nabob  was  bouYid 
to  pay  for  that  force,  so  long  as  it  was 
necessary  for  the  defence  of  ibe  cotmtry  ; 
but  at  the  same  time  I  should  say,  that 
if  it  was  necessary  to  send  such  a  force 
as  would  require  all  the  rcveiiucs  of  the 

vizier. 
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vizier,  he  would  have  been  entitled  to 
some  indulge  nee. 

Your  loidship*s  treaty  unquestionably 
providei  for  the  occasional  augmentation 
of  the  company's  troops  in  the  nabob's 
dominions  ? — I  have  stated  the  grounds 
on  which  that  was  introduced  into  the 
treaty;  it  vras  to  explain  an  expression 
of  lord  Comwallis,  of  a  considerable 
number,  which  I  considered  to  be  too 
indefinite.  ^  ^   . 

Was  this  augmentation  to  be  made 
with  the  joint  concurrence  and  consent 
of  the  nabob  and  the  company ;  was  it 
to  be  made  solely  by  the  directions  of 
the  nabob  ;  or  was  it  to  be  made  solely 
by  the  company  without  the  approbation 
of  the  nabob  at  altP-^I  should  have 
thought  myself  entitled  to  have  judged 
of  the  necessity  without  consulting  the 
nabob,  because  the  whole  conduct  of 
the  political  business  belonging  to  Oude 
was  vested  in  the  company;  the  com- 
pany undertook  the  protection  of  the 
country ;  the  whole  conduct  of  the  pro- 
tection of  the  country  was  left  to  the 
company;  the  internal  regulation  was 
kft  to  himself. 

If  twenty-five  thousand  men  had  gone 
to  the  frontiers  for  mutual  defence,  does 
your  lordship  conceive  that  you  were 
entitled ,  to  call  on  the  nabob  for  the 
expense  of  the  whole  ? — By  the  terms 
oi  the  treaty,  the  nabob  was  bound  to 
pay  for  any  number  of  men  exceeding 
thirteen  thousand  men,  if  it  should  be- 
come necessary  to  augment  the  troops  of 
the  company  in  Oiide  beyond  that  num- 
ber ;  but  as  I  stated  before,  if  it  had  been 
necessary  to  send  a  very  large  force  into 
that  country,  I  certainly  shoo'd  have 
considered  the  equity  of  charging  him 
with  the  whole  force ;  I  speak  of  the 
treaty,  and  of  what  the  equity  of  the 
case  would  require. 

From  what  quarter,  from  which  states, 
and  from  whohi,  did  you,  when  you 
conchided  the  treatv  of  1798,  suppose 
it  possible  for  hostile  attacks  to  be  made 
upon  Oude  ?~- 1  did  not  suppose  the 
probability  of  any    immediate    hostile 

ttCBCkt. 

Did  not  your  lordship  look  to  the 
probable  advancement  of  Zemaun  Shah  ? 
-»I  considered  the  power  of  the  Mah- 
ntcas  with  respect  te  Zemaun  Shah ; 
I  certainly  gave  him  credit  for  an  intention 
fo  visit  India ;  but  I  was  not  of  opinion 
that  he  would  find  it  veiy  practicable, 
at  the  same  time  I  believed  hetptcr- 
laiiied  an  imentkn  to  do  it. 


What  distance  would  Zemaoti  Sfaat 
have  to  march  before  he  came  to  the 
border  of  the  nabob's  country  ?^f  I 
had  foreseen  that  question  would  have 
been  asked  me,  I  could  have  ascertained 
the  distance,  but  I  do  not  recollect  it ; 
but  it  must  be  a  considerable  distance 
from  Lahore  to  the  nabob's  country. 

Does  not  your  lordship  think  it  would 
take  several  weeks  before  he  could  get 
from  Lahore  ?— I  do  not  think  it  would 
have  reouired  several  weeks. 

Would  no  opposition  have  been  inter- 
posed by  any  other  native  state  before  the 
enemy  could  attack  Oude  f — I  think 
there  was  very  little  probability  of  efiec-* 
tual  opposition,  provided  he  came  with  a 
large  army. 

With  the  possession  of  Allahabad, 
Cawnpore,  Fatty  Ghur,  and  Anopshire, 
with  thirteen  thousand  of  the  company's 
troops  stationed  in  Oude,  and  with  the  ta** 
cilities  given  on  all  occasions  by  the 
nabob's  ramily  for  marching  additional 
troops  through  the  nabob's  dominions^ 
when  occasion  required,  does  your  lord- 
ship not  think  even  now,  that  the  com- 
pany possessed  ample  military  power,  not 
onlv  for  the  preservation  of  its  own  influ- 
eno;,  but  for  protecting  Oude  ajgainst  fo- 
reign invasion,  and  securing  it  against 
domestic  treason  f^I  certainly  thoughc 
that  ten  thousand  men  was  in  general  a 
sufficient  force  to  be  stationed  in  Oude 
for  the  protection  of  that  country,  but  at 
the  same  lime  circumstance^  might  arise  to 
render  a  very  considerable  increase  of  that 
force  necessary  ;  as  for  Cawnpore  and 
Futiy  Ghur,  I  know  not  that  th^  added 
considerable  to  our  defence  ;  Allahabad, 
as  it  was  fonified,  might. 

I  ask  whether,  with  the  troops  yoii  had, 
and  the  facility  given  to  the  marching  of 
troops,  your  lordship  did  not^inkthe 
company's  influence  sufficientlycstablisfaed 
in  Oude,  both  for  the  maintenance  of  that 
inflaence,  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
country  against  foreign  invasion  and  do- 
mestic treason  ?— I  certainly  thouaht  the 
force  stationed  in  Oude  to  be  suffideot, 
generally  Ipeaking,  foe  the  protection  of 
the  country,  and  with  re»ect  to  maintain- 
ing the  influence  of  toe  company,  I 
should  think  it  sufficient  for  that  also. 

Are  not  the  compaov  heretofore  al- 
most as  miKh  interested,  by  motives  of 
safety,  in  repelling  any  hostile  atuck  upon 
Ottoe,  as  the  nabob  ninuelf?^Certainly, 
I  should  think  so,  that  the  «ompanv  ara 
nearly  ai  vaxh  ioterestedat  the  nabob. 
^  If 
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If  dMidbre  any  powerfal  chief  or  lUte* 
«  (leclared  eneniy  of  the  British  name, 
should  menace  an  attack  upon  Oude,  were 
not  the  company  bound,  equally  with  the 
vizier,  to  take  cnectual  meaiurea  for  op- 
posing and  repelling  him  ?— Certainly ; 
chev  weie  bound  bv  their  engagements 
with  the  vizier  to  take  an  effectual  provi- 
sion for  the  protection  of  his  territories, 
and  their  interest  was  consulted  by  that 
iieatv  as  much  as  his  was. 

Would  it  not  therefore  be  in  the  high- 
tst  degree  unjust,  if  the  company,  after 
faaYing  by  its  preparations  for  ati  effectual 
resistance,  deterred  the  enemy  from  ap- 
proaching, were  to  demand  of  the  nabob 
immediate  payment  for  almost  the  whole 
of  the  expense  which  those  pVepaiations 
had  cost,  let  it  have  been  ever  so  large, 
compared  with  his  revenues  ?— I  certainly 
ahouid  have  thought  it  equitable  in  the 
company  to  demand  the  expenses  from  the 
nabob  in  a  mode  suitable  to  his  and  their 
convenience. 

When  yoa  agreed  to  defend  Oude  from 
all  enemies,  did  you  not  foresee  the  pos- 
tibiltty  of  some  internal  rebellion  arising, 
which  it  would  be  necessary  to  quell  ? — 
,  I  certainly  did  not  foresee  the  probability, 
but  it  was  a  possible  case,  and  the  troops 
ware  ready  to  quell  any  internal  rebtUiou, 
and  bound  to  do  it. 

Could  your  mind  have  cri^ered  upon  this 
conjecture  without  immediately  recurring 
to  vizier  Ali«  and  to  his  partizans,  as  the 
persons  most  likely  to  be  the  instigators  of 
such  a  rebellion  ? — I  cenainty  did  not  con- 
ceive the  probability  of  any  rebellion 
from  vizier  Ali,  for  no  man  in  Oude 
conceived  him  to  have  a  right  to  the 
musnud ;  I  travelled  at  night  myself  for 
thirty-six  hours,  in  the  confidence  that  be 
had  no  partizans  to  molest  me  ;  so  that  I 
never  conceived  it  at  all  probible  there 
would  be  any  insurrections  from  vizier 
Ali. 

Did  not  your  treaty  therefore,  by  agreeing 
to  afford  this  complete  defence  tor  the 
annual  sum  of  seventy-six  lacs»  virtuaUy 
bind  the  company  to  put  down  such  a  're- 
hellion,  if  such  a  one  should  break  out, 
without  making  aiiy  additional  demand 
for  the  expenses  which  it  might  occasion^ 
~-I  should  have  thought  myielf  bound  to 
quell  any  iiisurrection  whatever  in  the  na- 
bdl^sdominionSyif  the  forcesstationed  there 
were  suffici^t  for  it.  of  coarse  without 
any  demand  on  the  nabob ;  but  if  a  larger 
force  was  required,  the  company  would 
have  had  a  fight,  by  the  treaty,  to  hivq 


demanded  an  additional  nbsidy  for  any 
additional  number  above  tbirteeo  thou- 
sand men. 

If  there  had  been  no  additional  troops 
introduced,  should  you  have  made  an  ad- 
ditional demand  for  the  expenses  incurred 
in  consequence  of  a  rebellion  by  vizier 
Ali  ? — Certainly  not. 

It  is  stipulated  in  your  treaty,  that  if  the 
payment  of  the  seventy-six  lacks  of  rupees 
should  fall  into  arrears,  the  nabob  should 
give  the  company  satisfactory  security  for 
the  ducliarge  of^tuch  arrears,  and  for  the 
regular  pavment  of  the  kisis ;  was  not  this 
security,  however,  to  be  given  only  in 
case  the  payment  of  the  seventy-six  laca 
should  fall  into  arrears  ? — Certainly,  in 
that  case  it  was. 

Was  not  that  exaaly  your  lordship^t 
meaning?— I  think  I  have  explained  that 
matter  before;  the  security  certainly  was 
to  be  required  only  in  case'of  arrears. 

If  this  subsidy  should  have  been  in  ar* 
rears,  the  same  article  of  ^our  treaty  con- 
fines the  security  to  be  given  to  the  pay* 
ment  of  the  arrears  of  mat  subsidy,  and 
to  the  regular  payment  of  it  in  future :  is 
your  lordship  not  of  opinion  that  any  de- 
maiid  for  security  while  the  subsidy  was 
not  inarrears,  ana  forany  other  security  than 
was  sufficient  for  the  discharge  of  arrears 
of  subsidy,  and  for  the  foture  payment  of 
the  subsidy,  would  be  directly  contrary  to 
your  treaty  I— By  the  terms  of  the  treaty, 
m  the  event  of  failure  of  the  nabob  Saadut 
Ali  to  make  good  his  stipulations,  be 
was  bound  to  give  such  security  to  the 
company  as  shouldbe  satisfactory ;  I  con- 
sidered the  treaty  .«o  leave  the  namre  6( 
the  security  to  the  company,  but  it  was 
only  in  case  of  failure. 

Is  your  lordship  not  of  opinion  that 
any  demand  for  securi^,  while  the  sub- 
sidy was  not  in  arrears,  and  for  any  other 
security  than  was  sufficient  for  the  dis- 
charge of  arrears  of  sulnidy,  would  be 
direcdy  contrary  to  your  treaty  ?— The 
treaty  certainly  only  authorises  a  demand 
for  security  in  case  of  failure,  and  of  con- 
sequence It  follows  that  a  demand  for  se- 
curity when  there  was  no  fiiilure,  would 
be  contrary  to  the  treaty. 
.  Wi thout  any  failuret  your  lordship  con- 
ceives such  a  demand  would  have  been 
unjust  f — It  would  have  been  contrary  to 
the  treaty,  certainly,  it  is  only  in  the  case 
of  failure  such  security  was  to  be  demand 
dcd.^ 

It  is  stipulated  in  your  lordship^t  treaty, 
that  the  nabob  shall  possess  foil  authority 
over  his  houiehold  afl^ri,  his  hereditary 
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dominions,  his  troops,  and  his  subjects  ? 
—Those  words  were  expressly  iniroduccd 
bj^  the  nabob  himself. 

Did  be  not  shew  the  strongest  desire 
that  it  should  form  a  part  of  the  treaty  ? 
I  do  not  recollect  whether  he  did  or  not, 
the  proposition  was  mii>tc,  and  it  was  put 
in  ;  I  had  no  objt:ctio'.>  to  the  words. 

Did  you  not  cidmit  ii  im  irs  i'uilcsc  sense 
intended  by  the  n^bo'',  ihar  is*  in  its 
plain,  obviou.%,  and  direct  mcjniny? — 
Certainly  laid. 

Did  tint  th:tt  stipulation  expressly  in- 
clude all  interference  \\\  any  of  rhfic  con- 
cerns, '•xce[)t  by  fricrdly  advice  ? — I 
think  there  were  sonic  circumsiMJCrs  in 
which  an  interfere Ticc  wis  just ili.ibli:  by 
the  treaty,  and  that  wai,  fur  the  piirpp^e 
of  forming  reductions  in  the  eslal)lI^h- 
ment,  as  well  military  as  civil,  as  far  as 
may  be  expedient  for  the  irapojtant  object 
of  securing  the  due  payment  of  the  sub- 
sidy ;  that  was  my  tnterprctJtioa  ai  the 
time,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer. 
,  Although  the  nabob  agreed,  that  In 
order  to  enable  him  to  pay  the  iiv-reascdi 
subsidy  of  76  lacs,  hc^would  mate  such 
reductions,  in  the  superOuous  charges  of 
thepablic  establishments,  servants,  &c. 
as  may  be  rccjuislte,  and  might  be  con- 
sistent with  his  dignity  and  convenience, 
and  thouefr  he  agreed  to  consult  the  com- 
pany, and  in  concert  with  them  devise  the 
proper  objects  of  such  reductions,  and  the 
pest  means  of  eflfectinf;  them,  yet,  was  or 
is  not  your  !ord$hip*s  meaning  and  fair 
intention  that  the  execution  of  it  was 
wholly  with  the  vizier,  and  the  company 
bad  no  other  business  in  it  than  merely  to 
tdvise  ? — ^To  the  best  of  my  recollection, 
the  nabob  was  himself  anxious  that  his 
military  force  should  be  reduced  in  Oude, 
it  was  his  wish,  and  I  think  that  there 
was  a  proposition  made  for  th<>t  speciiic 
purpose;  the  nabob  was  afraid  th^t  a  spe- 
cific proposition  of  that  kind  might  excite 
tlanii,  and  on  some  discussion  with  the 
former  minister,  Tofuzzul  Hussain  Khan, 
I  think  that  article  was  substituted  for  the 
plain  article,  stipulating  a  reduction  of 
the  troops,  and  that  it  was  perfectly  undev- 
ftood  the  company 'should  interfere  for 
.  the  purposes  expressed  in  this  articlei 
so  far  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  payment  under  the 
treaty. 

Was  not  it  your  lordship's  meaning, 
that  the  company's  interference  should 
extend  .to  cnaolc'thc  nabob  to  carry  into 
effect  what  he  seemed  to  your  Iord:»hip  to 
luve  at  heart  f— I  cou^idered  both  the 


nabob's  and  the  company's  sectinty  to  be 
most  increased  by  the rcductionof  a  great 
quantity  of  useless  military  he  had  in  that 
country. 

Those  troops  once  reduced,  did  your 
lordship  look  to  a  time  of  profound  peace, 
no  attack  menaced  from  without,  no 
commotion  from  within,  bad  your  lord- 
ship the  measure  in  contemplation  to  in- 
troduce company's  troops  insitfad  of  those 
disbanded,  and  to  charge  the  nabob  witH 
the  additional  e\i)cnsc  beyond  the  yS 
lacs  of  rupees? — ^Tbosc  considerations  ccr- 
tainlyf never  did  occur  to  roc^  the  case 
never  did  occur  ;  the  treaty  was  signed 
the  20th  of  February.  1  left  Luckcow 
two  davs  after,  and  left  India  the  6th  of 
March  following. 

If  the  nabob  during  yout  lordihip's  go- 
vernment, bad  tSi^banded,  according  im 
the  advice  your  lordship  gave,  certain 
bodies  of  troops  your  lordship  conceived 
to  be  useless  and  unnccessar)-,  in  conse- 
quence of  thelarge  increase  of  the  subsidy 
to  seventy-six  lacks  of  rupees,  would  your 
lordship  have  introduced  m  a  time  of 
profound  peace,  no  menace  of  a: rack 
from  without,  or  commotion  from  within, 
other  troups,  and  claimed  a  payroenc  for 
those  troops  ?  —I should  not  have  thought  it 
necessary  ;  I  conceive  arrangements  with 
respect  lo  the  troops  Height  have  been 
made,  by  which  a  consitlerable  number 
might  have  been  disbanded  without  any 
additional  troops  being  introduced  into 
Oude,  and  I  should  not  have  introduced 
troops  but  for  the  purpose  of  repelling 
external  attack  or  internal  commotion. 

Does  not  this  consequently  in  your 
lordship's  opinion,  reduce  the  direct  in- 
terference to  be  exercised  by  the  company 
in  the  affairs  of  Oude,  to  the  mere  de- 
fence of  the  doiiiiiuons  of  the  naUob 
against  all  his  enemies,  so  long  as  he  con* 
tinued  to  py  the  subsidy  of  seven tv-six 
lacs  annuallv  i^-l  certainly  should  have 
considered  the  company  entided  to  advise 
the  nabob,  and  to  remonstrate  with  him, 
as  far  as  might  be  necessary,  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  administration  of  bis 
affairs,  if  he  was  to  neglect  it  himself; 
that  had  been  the  practice  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  I  should  certainly  have  thought 
myself  authorized  to  continue  that  prac- 
tice ;  as  I  considered  the  interest  of  the 
nabob  and  the  company  both  to  be  essen- 
tially connected  in  the  due  administration 
of  the  aifairs  of  Oude,  I  should  not  bace 
considered  it  any  infringtment  on  the 
treaty. 

Would 
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Would  jrour  lordship  have  introduced 
new  troops  into  Oudc  during  a  period  of 
profound  peace,  and  have  claimed  a  pay- 
,  mrni  frooi  the  nabob  for  those  troops  ? — 
I  should  not  have  thought  myself  entitled 
to  claim  any  additional  subsidy  of  the 
niibob  for  troops  intf educed  into  Oude» 
unless  ibcy  were  required  for  the  protec- 
tion of  his  country. 

H  :d  not  your"  lordship  considerable  op- 
portunities of  forming  a  tolerably  correct 
opinion  of  the  nabob's  personal  character  ? 
i  have  stated  what  my  opinion  was  of  his 
personal  character  from  the  best  informa- 
tion I  could  collect  at  the  time,  and  I 
would  beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  opinion  as 
I  stated  it  at  the  time. 

Did  your  lordship  ever  know  an  in- 
sunce  of  tyranny,  oppression,  orextortion^ 
committed  by  the  naoob  Saadut  A)i  f — In 
/the  short  period  of  one  month  in  which 
fcc  was  placed  on  the  musnud  at  Oude, 
during  which  I  was  with  him,  I  did  not ; 
I  bvive  heard  nothing  of  him  since. 

Hai  your  lordship  heard  since  that  he 
has  ever  commiitcd  an  act  of  tyranny, 
oppression  or  extortion  ? — I  have  had  yery 
little  correspondence  with  India  since  1 
left  it ;  I  havehad  very  little  means  of  ob- 
taining information  from  India,  and  very 
little  inclination  to  obtain  it. 

Was  not  one  of  the  first  acts  of  his  go- 
vernment to  double  the  allowances  of  some 
of  his  family,  and  increase  the  salaries  of 
all  the  rest  ?— I  believe  this  question  is 
correct;  but  I  would  rather  refer  to  my 
own  statement,  and  the  paper  I  delivered 
in. 

Would  not  any  intrigue,  carried  on  in 
the  capital  of  the  nabob  by  the  agents  of 
the  company,  to  procure  the  tfppomtment 
of  a  minister  devoted  ro  their  interest,  and 
hostile  ro  the  nabob,  be  a  violation  of  the 
treaty  of  1798,  in  your  lordship^s  opinion? 
— I  cannot  suppose  the  po«ibility"of  such 
.a  thin;;,  as  thai  Mich  an  mtiigue  should  be 
carried  on  for  such  a  purpose. 
/  Would  not  a  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
company,  requiring  the  nabob  to  reduce 
or  dikbaod  his  own  troops  contrary  to  ne- 
cessity, and  contrary  to  his  inclination,  be 
avioIaiioD  of  the  treaty  of  1798  P 

Withdrew. 

Jftrr  some  umt^  hu  hrdsMp  ivas  called 
in  again. 
Would  not  the  threat  to  seize  a  portion 
of  the  nabob's  territories,  when  there  had 
been  no  deficiency  in  the  (xiyment  of  the 
subsidy,  be  a  violation  of  the  treaty  ? 
—The  right  of  the  company  to  take  pos- 


session of  the  nabob's  dominions  must 
have  arisen  out  of  the  failure  of  the  nabob 
to  complete  his  stipulations;  in  that  case, 
if  he  had  so  failed,  the  company's  govern* 
ment  could  have  taken  that  step  if  that 
failure  had  been  of  that  magnitude,  ai^d 
that  repetition,  that  the  company's  go 
vernment  could  entertain  no  fair  expecta- 
tion that  he  wouM  make  his  payments 
good  ;  I^  think  the  company  would  have 
been  entitled  to  require  either  landed  or 
otbei  security. 

If  there  had  been  no  failure  in  the  pay- 
meiit  of  the  subsidy,  would  it  not  have 
been  a  violation  ofthe  treaty  of  1798^  to 
make  any  demaT\d  for  tefritorial  settle- 
ment ? — The  security  was  only  demand? 
srble  on  failure  in  making  good  the  stipu* 
lations. 

In  the  first  instance,  would  your  lord- 
ship have  been  entitled  to  demand  terri- 
tonal  settlement  without  any  deficiency  I 
— No  ;  without  any  deficiency,  of  course 
I  should  not  have  demanded  such  security, 
but  in  Ciise  of  such  failure. 

Would  not  the  marching  of  troops  to 
enforce  such  demands  be  a  violation  of 
the  treaty  of  179H  ?— That  depends  en- 
tirely on  the  grounds  on  which  that  de- 
ma  r\d  was  made. 

Would  not  the  demand  of  one  crore 
fifteen  lacs  of  rujpees,  without  any  pre- 
vious consent  on  his  part,  and  without  any 
demur  to  pay  the  subsidy  of  seventy-six 
lacs  of  rupees,  be  a  violation  of  the  treaty 
of  1798  ? — I  have  already  stated,  that  the 
company  had  a  right  to  demand  an  in- 
crease of  subsidy  in  proportion  to  an  in- 
crease of  troops  beyond  thineen  thousand 
men,  add   that  the  company  themselves 
were  the   iudgcs  of  that  neccuity ;  aitfl 
whether  that  necessity  had  occurred,  I 
think  I  hHve  given  a  clear  answer  to  the 
ucsiion,  that  the  security  was  only  demand- 
able  in  the  event  ofthe  failure  ofihf  stipula- 
tions, and  that  unless  there  was  that  fai- 
lure, the  :ieriirity  could  not  be  demanded* 
Would  not  the  calling  upon  the  nabob's 
aumils  immediately  to  furnish  supplies  for 
those  troops,  without  the  nabob's  consent, 
be  a  violation  of  the  treaty  of  1798?— 
There  might  be  ceruin  circumstances  of 
exigence  in  which  it  might  be  necessary 
to  call  on  the  nabob  to  furnish  assistance 
to  the  troops  in   marching  though  the 
country,  but  in  general,  the  nabob  would 
have  issued  ordrrs  to  hisauiuils  to  furiiish 
every  assistance  in  their    power  to   ific 
troops ;  but  in  case  of  great  exigency^  I 
should  have  thought  that  a  demand  upou 
the  aumilj  would  have  been  justified.  *

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Would  not  tbc  dentwod  of  the  civil  and 
milicafy  admifiistntioo  of  the  coantiv, 
tboueh  positively  rcfuscil  by  the  nabob* be 
a  vioStion  of  the  treaty  of  1708,  noaneariof 
lubsidy  being  against  him  r-— I  think  the 
concluding  line  of  the  treaty  gives  a  satis- 
£iccory  answer  to  that  quesiioi). 

If  the  Nabob  paid  not  only  regularly 
the  levcnty-ux  lacs  of  rupees,  but  any 
demand  made  for  troops  that  were  intro- 
duced to  repel  foreign  invasion,  do  you 
think  the  company  under  any  pretext, 
under  the  treaty,  could  demand  territorial 
ocssioo  ?  —I  know  no  ground  upon  which 
the  company  ^ould  demand  territorial 
cession,  ^ut  as  a  security  for  making 
good  the  pecuniary  stipulations  in  the 
treaty,  after  failuie  in  the  discharge  of 
them.  Withdrew. 

^Jier  a  feni)  minutes^  the  committei 

luas  resumed;  and  bis  lordobip  nvas 

again  called  in. 

Your  lordsbip  has  stated,  that  under 
the  seventh  article  of  the  treaty  concluded 
by  your  lordship  with  the  nabob  vizier, 
the  nabob  was  bound  to  pay  the  expense 
incurred  by  posting  any  number  of 
troops  in  Oude  beyond  the  number  of 
thirreen  thousand  men  ?^-Ycs. 

In  what  manner  would  that  expense 
have  been  calculated ;  would  not  the  es- 
timate of  the  cjcpense  of  those  troops  have 
been  calculated  upon  the  full  complement 
of  ofiicen  and  men,  and  horses,  and  have 
included  the  average  annual  expense 
of  arms,  accoutre menis,  buildrngs, 
houses,  and  every  oiher  contingent  ex- 
pense ?— I  never  considered  that  question, 
but  I  think  I  should  have  demanded  from 
the  nabob  the  actual  expense  of  those 
troops. 

Should  you  have  included  the  average 
annual  expense  of  arms,  accoutremenis, 
buildings,  bouses,  and  every  other  con- 
tingent expense  ?-*I  should  not  have  con- 
atdered  the  arms  and  accoutre  men  ts«  but 
the  pay  and  baitaof  the  soldiers;  I  do 
not  believe  that  those  things  were  ever 
port  of  the  calculation  at  any  period  1  I 
should  have  looked  probably  to  have  seen 
|)ow  the  expenses  had  been  charged  to  the 
nabob  ;  wnen  the  brigade  was  charged 
at  two  lacs,  60, coo  sicca  rupees  per 
siopth,  whether  that  included  arms  and 
accoQirements  or  not,  I  cannot  say  :  but 
should  have  made  the  demand  proba- 
^bjy  according  totluit  precedent. 

Can  your  lordship  give  the  committee 
an  account  of  ibc  j»tatc  of  the  admini- 
•iration  of  the  nabob's  of  Oude  ?— I 
froiild  rather  speak  gencx^l^y  M10  what  I 


know  of  it ;  all  ilie  papers  primed  by  dbe 
house  sufficiently^  shew  what  the  state  of 
that  coQQiry  was,  that  tu  administratioa 
was  exceedingly  bad  in  all  the  depart-* 
ment,  the  whole  administration  was  as 
bad  as  it  well  could  be  in  all  its  depart- 
ments, and  it  was  the  perpetual  obiea  of 
government  to  fNrcvail  on  the  nabob  to 
make  a  change  m  his  adminisiiation } 
lord  Cornwalltt  had  attempted  it,  and  it 
was  ei|tta11y  urged  by  the  govcnmient 
abroad  and  the  company  «t  home. 

lldve  the  goodness  10  state  iiS  geneial 
operations  in  the  civil,  financial,  judicial, 
and  military  branches  of  the  government*' 
and  whether  the  dcfeas  yonr  loidship  al- 
ludes to  appeared  in  them  \ — In  the  civil, 
financial,  and  judicial,  most  certainly ; 
with  respect  to  the  military  I  know  less* 
but  I  believe  a  great  part  of  the  military 
was  a  very  disorderly  rabble,  requiring 
reformation  as  much  as  any  Other. 

How  were  the  people  disposed  towards 
the  government  of  Oude  \ — I  really  had 
very  little  opportunity  of  forming  an  opi- 
nion on  that  subject ;  they  submitted  as 
they  would  have  dfone  to  any  government . 
1  do  not  suppose  they  could  have  much 
attachment  to  a  government  of  that 
kind. 

Could  the  ordinary  operations  of  govern- 
ment have  been  carried  on  in  any  part  of 
Oude  without  the  support  and  interference 
of  the  nabob's  military  in  every  concern? 
Wuh  respect  to  the  collection  of  the  re- 
venue the  military  were  always  em« 
ployed,  and  to  enforce  authority  in  most 
instances. 

Inform  the  committee  in  what  state  %iras 
ihe  nabob's  military  force  when  your 
lordship  was  in  Oude,  and  whether  to  be 
depended  upon  either  as  an  efficient  body, 
or  a  body  in  whose  fidelity  reliance  could 
be  placed  in  the  moment  of  daiiger  ? — I 
should  have  very  little  opinion  ofthem  as 
an  efficient  body  on  account  of  their  disci* 
pliiie,  but  whilst  the  company's  troops 
were  stationed  in  Oude,  I  shoula  not  have 
doubted  their  allegiance,  excepting  in 
the  event  of  a  powerful  foreign  invasion, 
in  which  case  I  think  it  probable  some  of 
them  might  join  the  invader. 

Does  not  your  lordship  consider  that 
the  isth  article  of  the  treaty  which  your 
lordship  concluded  with  the  nabob  Saadut 
Alt  in  1798,  gave  to  the  British  govern- 
ment the  right  to  require  the  nabob  of 
Oude  to  reduce  the  military  establish- 
ments to  a  scale  as  low  as  might  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  safety  of  both  powers  ?— » 
I  have  already  answered  in  part  that  ques? 
tion,  how  far  I  thought  the  company's  In- 
terference. 
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teHereDce,  and  to  what  object  Decenary, 
I  Slated  in  ibe  explanation  wbicb  I  save  to 
council  in  my  minute  of  tbe  ^tb  of  March, 
and  I  would  rather  refer  to  the  opinion  I 
rave  to  them,  as  more  distinct  than  anv 
ming  I  could  give  on  recollection.  I 
sutc  there,  that  the  lath  article  of  the 
treaty  authorized  the  interference,  on  the 
part  of  the  Company,  in  the  reduction  of 
tbe  superfluous  charges  of  the  public  esta- 
blishment, servantt,  &c. ;  in  order  to 
secure  tbe  payment  of  tbe  subsidy,  I  coo- 
aidered  the  reduction  of  the  nabob's  troops 
in  some  degree  certainly  necessary  to  en- 
able him  to  pay  his  subsidy,  and  I  thought 
tbe  company  authorized  to  interfere  in 
advising  the  carrying  that  measure  into 
execution. 

Does  voor  lordship  conceive  that  tbe 
clause  ot  the  i7th  article  pf  tbe  same 
treaty,  viz.  that  the  same  nabob  shall  poa* 
icss  (ill  authority  over  his  household  af- 
lain,  hereditary  dominions,  his  troopa, 
and  his  subjects,  was  intended  to  prevent 
the  company's  government  from  requiring 
the  nabob  to  make  stich  reductions  of  his 
military  establishments  as  might  be  deem- 
ed advisable*  or  to  intert'cre»  by  their 
advice  or  remonstrance,  in  every  affair 
of  his  government  in  which  it  might  be 
deemed  expedient  to  interfere,  according 
CO  the  orders  of  the  company  ?<*-Takiog 
tbe  two  articles  of  tbe  treaty,  tbe  1£th 
and  the  17th,  I  have  already  sutcd  how 
fir  I  thought  tbe  company's  interference 
under  the  itib  article  of  tbe  treaty  might 

go ;  that  the  interference  to  the  extent  J 
ave  mentionedyNvas  not  precluded  by  the 
last  clause,  but  relative  to  interference  ge- 
lally  under  the  treaty,  what  I  considered 
was  this ;  that,  for  tbe  pir|X)ae  of  pre* 
yailiiy  on  the  nabob  to  mtrodoce  order 
into  Jais  administration,  I  abouki  have 
thought  the  company  iptitled  to  ioierfeit ' 
by  advice,  representation,  and  remon- 
strance; that  had  been  the  invariable 
practice  of  tbe  government  (  but  that  tbe 
internal  admini^ration  of  his  afiairs  was  to 
remaiD  entirely  with  the  nabob,  without 
any  interference  by  the  company:  that 
was  the  principle  settled  by  lord  G>rn- 
wallia  in  1787,  and  was  strictly  adhered 
to.  The  most  pointed  instaiKe  of  my 
owninterfeicficc  which  occurs  to  me,  was 
in  my  attem|Ks  to  prevail  00  Asoph  ul 
Dowbh  to  dumiss  a  very  worthless  person 
who.  without  the  name  or  appointment 
of  the  minister  of  Oude,  executed  the 
^duties  of  that  office  with  absolute  powcr^ 
and  in  a  manner  equally  injurious  to  tbe 
sfiteieit  of  the  oabob  and  uie  proapeiity 


of  the  couDtiy  •    He  did  submit  to  that  at 
n&y  importunity. 

Does  not  your  lordship  conceive,  that 
the  tith  article  of  the  treaty  of  1798, 
gave  to  the  British  government  a  right  to 
require  from  the  naoob's  of  Onde  such 
security  as  should  be  satisfactory  for  the 
discharge  of  existing  arrean,  and  for  the 
regular  payment  of  tbe  renu  due ;  by  ex- 
istmg  arrears,  I  mean  arrears  whether  for 
the  troops  stationed  in  his  country  under 
tbe  second  article  of  the  treaty,  or  for  any 
troops  stationed  there  for  tbe  defeiKe  of 
Oude  beyond  the  iiumbcr  of  tbirteeiV' 
thojusand  men  f — This  article,  in  its  pri- 
mary signification,  had  certainly  only  a 
reference  to  the  stipulation  of  seventv* 
six  laa  of  rupees;  and  they  cenainfy 
were  authorized  by  it  to  rtouire  security 
in  tbe  event  of  failure  on  tne  part  of  the 
nabob;  and  tbe  nature  of  that  securitv  waa 
left  to  the  company's  opinion.  With 
respect  to  security  for  an  increased  &»rce« 
I  should  think  the  priiKiple  of  tbe  treaty 
might  be  &irlv  applied  to  such  a  case  i 
but  as  I  said  before,  whether  I  should 
think  it  right  whether  to  demand  that  in* 
crease  all  at  once,  I  should  certainly  say 
that  I  should  regulate  my  demand  with  a 
▼iew  both  to  the  nabob's  and  the  1 


panv  s  convenience. 

Does  not  your  lordship  conceive  that 
the  sum  of  fifty  lacs  of  rupees  per  aiwum, 
in  addition  to  seventy-six  lacs  of  rupeea 
per  annum,  which  the  nabob  had  bound 
himself  to  pay  by  tbe  third  article  of  the 
treaty  of  179!.  formed  an  amount  which 
it  would  have  been  difficult  for  the  oabob 
of  Oude  to  realize  from  the  country,  and 
to  pay  to  tbe  com{aoy,  under  tbe  existing 
detects  in  his  administration,  without  the 
extensive  reform  of  the  civil  and  military 
establishments  and  expenses  of  the  nabob'a 
government  f— Certainly»  I  think  a  very 
extensive  reform  would  have  been  neces- 
sary to  enable  him  to  pay  that  additional 
aum. 

Your  lordship,  I  believe,  was  ac- 
quainted with  colonel  Scott?— I  bad  tbe 
honour  of  knowing  him  very  well. 

State  to  tbe  committee  your  opinion  of 
his  character  f— Of  his  public  cbaiac* 
ter,  and  bis  character  as  an  officer;  by 
officer  I  do  not  mean  simple  milititry  of-  1 
ficer,  but  an  officer  of  government,  I  had 
the  highest  opinion  ot  his  ioiegri^  and 
abilinr^;  I  can  ao  far  speak  the  opinion  of 
lord  Cornwallis  of  bis  merit :  wooi  I  rf 
turned  to  Bengal  in  1793,  I  iccollea 
lord  Cornwallis  telliiig  me  be  icgietted  be 
had  not  been  sooncf  ao  wcU  acqoaimed 
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ivith  the  merit  of  colonel  ScoLt  as  he  was 
at  thnt  lime.    , 

Whether  yoii  do  not  think,  according 
to  the  dcscripuon  yau  have  j;lvcii  of  the 
distresses  of  ilie  country,  that  the  inm  of 
fifty  lacks  of  rapces,  in  addition  to  the 
seventy-six,  wa»  an  excessive  d(.mji>c! 
made  upon  the  nahob  ? — Whfit  the  siatci)f 
the  country  was  in  i8oi  I  know  not,  be- 
cause I  leu  the  country  \p  March,  1798  j 
if  the  country  was  not'lm].<rov<-d  hciwecn 
March,  1798  and  183 1,  it  ctriainly 
would  have  required  very  extensive  re- 
forms to  enable  the  nabob  to  p:y  that 
sum. 

Supposing  the  countr>'  not  to  h  .v-  im- 
proved, would  not  that  dr.r.and  be  ;in  un- 
reasonable dcrr;md  ? — I  should  have 
thought  it  would  have  been  a  demand 
very  difficult  for  the  nabob  to  pay. 

'Would  that  not  have  l)cen  a  demand 
contrary  to  the  tr«aiy  ? — The  only  justifi- 
able grounds  iijpon  which  the  demand  tor 
the  increase  ot  subsidy  could  be  made, 
whether  five  lacs  or  fifty,  would  arise 
from  the  additioiul  number  of  men  above 
the  thirteen  thousand  si:itionpd  in  that 
countiy  \  wiih  rcsp'^ct  to  the  nabob's  rr^pa- 
citytop*  it;  Icanonly  say  if  the  country, 
in  1801,  was  in  the  same  state  as  in  1798, 
he  would  not  have  been  ^ble  to  pay  it 
without  lar^-e  reibrms  of  his  miliuir)'  and 
civil  estaMiihinents. 

You  h^ve  already  stated,  th.u  the  scvrn-  ' 
ty  six  lacs  W3$  a  ciinsiclcrablc  .sn:n,  and  ihit 
it  would  have  required  very  exteniivc  ic- 
forms  of  his  miiiiary  and  civil  csiabii:*!!- 
luents  to  pay  that  sum  ?— {  do  not  ihihk 
I  said  very  extensive,  but  ccrtai'iiy  it 
would  h^vc  required  some  rcronii^. 

Whether,  when  youpx-imiiK-d  iuio  the 
right  to  the  musiud,  ycu  tntcied  into  the 
examination  in  virtue  of  ihe  general  autlio- 
rity  you  found  yourself  possessed  of,  arising 
oat  of  the  dependence  of  Oadc  on  the 
British  governmv*nt  ?— I  con^itlcrcd  that 
the  goveinrneur,  from  their  simaiion, 
were  competent  to  be  arbitrators  of  the 
ri^ht  of  succession  to  Oude ;  ihe  origin 
of  my  enquiry*  I^  thii>k,  was  s'l^^ested 
by  iiiformaiion  which  I  re<  civcd  iiom  the 
late  minister,  Tofuz-zal  Hu<sein  Khan, 
when  I  was  at  Tuanpojc ;  00  my  approach 
to  Ouclc,  on  the  grounds  of  that  informa- 
tion stated  in  the  p.i;^crs  before  the  house*, 
I  thought  it  my  duty  to  make  the  enquirV 
which  I  did)  it  wd«  a  case  which  seemed 
to  be  unconnected  with  any  positive  trea- 
ties. 

Stnte  your  opinion  wh*^'  fhe  rif^htwas 
on'whicn  you  thought  the  Br  (i^h  gorenK 


ment  possessed  of  the  right  to  arbitrate  on 
the  succession  to  Oude?— The  connection 
between  the  two  countries, was  such,  that 
the  compamr  were  forced  to  assume  the 
authority  of  doing  it;  it  wa$  impossible 
to  leave  the  country  in  the  disordered 
state  in  which  it  would  have  been,  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  nabob  and  of  the  company 
are  so  identified,  that  their  interests  could 
not  be  separated.  ^ 

Was  not  the  hope  you  formed  that  the 
arr»ngcmcDi  you  formed  with  Saadut  Ali 
by  treaty  would  be  permanent  and  answer 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended, 
founded  on  ^n  expectation  that  great  re - 
tienchments  would  be  made  by  the  nabob, 
and  a  better  s>'$tem  of  administration  ii.- 
t reduced  into  his  dominions? — I  was  in 
hopes  considerable  retrenchments  would 
have  taken  place,  1  principally  depended 
on  the  economical  habiuof  Saadut  Ah, 
which  I  thought  would  induce  him  to  re- 
trench every  expense  he  could,  and  that 
the  necessity  was  so  apparent  to  him,  he 
would  set  himself  to  correct  every  abme 
in  the  administration  ;  I  had  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  the  arrange  menu  would  be 
permanent. 

ATter  the  conclu'^ion  of  that  treaty,  ?nd 
the  obligations  the  nabob  was  underio  pay 
a  consiacrahic  siAsidy,  notwithstandmf; 
the  article  which  has  been  alluded  to,  if 
there  was  any  great  probability  of  the  na- 
bob's failure  in  the  payment  of  the  sub- 
sidy, in  case  he  did  not  make  those  re- 
trc#jchments  which  you  expected  bim  to 
mak':,  {o  enable  him  to  fulfil  the  subsidy, 
shrmld  \o\\  i,ot  have  thought  it  a  matter 
of  du«y  10  have  di  mandrd  from  him  some 
other  S'.curiiy,  notwithstar.<iing  he  had 
not  fallen  iiiioarrcar  ?  If  he  had  not  fallen 
into  aireni  1  should  cci:.:iiily  not  have 
thought  the  treaty  auihniiM<.  jny  demand 
for  a  security  until  he  faded. 

Not  speciScally  under  the  trcnty,  but 
under  the  general  duty  of  governor- gene- 
ral presiding  over  In^ia  ? — I  will  endea- 
vour to  expUin  to  the  house  my  Idea  ;  I 
think  Saadut  Ati  would  have  a  right  to 
.expect  to  be  treated  in  the  same  way  as  his 
predecessors;  arrears  had  been  incurred 
of  two  or  three  months  by  his  predeces- 
sor, or  perhaps  four  months-  1  should 
think  he  would  expect  to  be  treated  with 
the  same  kind  of  mdulgence  as  his  pre- 
decessor had;  with  respect  to  demand  for 
security,  I  think  that  demandable  under 
no  other  circumstances  than  the  actual 
f^iluie  of  the  nabob. 

You 
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You  have  mcniloncd  that  there  were 
other  expenses  besides  military,  which 
ihe  seventy-six  lacs  were  intended  to 
cover  ;  state  what  ihcy  were  ? — I  do  not 
recollect"  them  ail,  there  were  some  ex- 
penses of  the  residency  at  Oude,  and  I  be- 
lieve some  pensions  ;  ido  notexactly  recol- 
lect what  they  were;  I  he  furibcrsum,  above 
fifiy  lacs,  was  to  cover  the  whok  ex^^enscs 
of  our  connection  with  Outle. 

Arc  you  of  opinion  that  under  the  im- 
provement, ID  subsequent  years,  the  sub- 
sidy might  have  been  paid  ? — I  think, 
that  with  moderate  retrenchments  in  the 
expenses  of  the  company,  and  with  mo- 
derate improvements  in  the  administra- 
tion, that  in  the  course  of  the  second  or 
third  year,  in  a  moderate  period,  that  sub- 
sidy might  have  been  paid  from  the  reve- 
nues of  Oude  with  facility. 

Do  you  remember  that  S^adut  Ali 
was  guilty  of  excesses  in  liquor  habitually, 
contrary  to  the  law  of  Mussulmen  ?— 

'Withdrew. 

^fier  some  time  bis  lordship  *was  again 
called  in. 
You  have  said,  that  ygi)  put  upon  record 
the  character  of  Saadut  Ali ;  in  that  re- 
cord is  there  any  imputation  of  his  having 
bad  any  habits  of  excess  contrary  to  the 
laws  01  a  Mussulman? — In  that  charac- 
ter, which  1  have  recorded,  there  are 
the  expressions,  **  moral  defects  imptitcd 
to  Saadut  AH;**  by  that  expression, 
moral  defects  is  certainly  meant  intoxica- 
tion ;  but  at  the  sanse  time  he  managed 
them  with  that  degree  of  decency,  tnat 
be  seldom  cx|X)sed  himself  in  public  in 
them.*  I  speak  not  sf  what  waw  at 
Lucknow,  but  of  his  habits  previous  to 
coming  to  Lucknow. 

Do  you  mean  to  say  it  was  with  opi- 
um P— I  mean  it  Wds  with  spirituous 
liquors. 

Did  Saadut  All  wear  a  turban  ? — Al- 
ways. 

Do  you  know  whether  a  turhan  is  or  is 
not  a  distinction  on  which  Mussulmen 
value  themselves  highly,  as  a  distinction 
between  themselves  and  christians? — 
They  value  themselves  upon  iheir  reli- 
gion ;  I  do  not  know  particularly  that 
tney  value  themselves  upon  the  turban ; 
the  Mussulmen  in  general  hold  christians 
in  great  contempt. 

Did  you  ever  hear  a  proverb,  *•  The 
children  of  wearers  of  turbans  be  true  to 
the  wearers  of  turbans  ?*' — I  do  not  re- 
collect any  such  proverb ;  I  speak  of  the 


Mussulmen  as  Muisalmen,  that  they 
have  a  great  contempt  for  christians. 

Did  you  ever  hear  of  a  person  in  the 
rank  of  a  prince,  laying  his  turban  in  the 
lap  of  another,  as  expressive  of  his  laying 
his  whole  authority  there  ?— I  do  not  re- 
collect any  instance  of  that ;  but  I  should 
think  it  a  thing  very  possible  to  happen. 
I  recollect  cxchanoHng  my  hat  for  the 
nabob's  turban ;  tbat  he  wore  my  bat,  and 
1  wore  his  turban  ;  tbat  was  with  Asoph 
ul  Dowlah. 

Did  you  ever  bear  of  Chei(  Sing  lay- 
ing bis  turban  in.  the  lap  of  Mr.  Hastings^ 
as  expressive  of  his  resting  all  his  autho- 
ri<y  there  ? — ^I  oever  heard  it,  but  I  do  not 
doubt  it  J  it  is  a  probable  thing;  it  is 
used  among  the  natives  of  India  freouent- 
ly ,  laying  their  turbans  at  the  feet  ot  their 
superiors,  as  a  mark  of  their  entire  sub- 
mission. 

Do  you  know  that  christians  are  ever 
permitted  to  wear  turbans  where  Mo- 
hammedan governments  are  in  vigour  ?— • 
I  think  I  have  heard  that  tbeyare  permitted 
to  wear  turbans  both  in  flgypt  and  in 
Persia ;  but  there  are  some  particular  co- 
lours which  are  excluded. 

Do  you  think  from  your  knowledj^of 
the  customs  of  that  country,  that  a  Pnnce 
making  a  resolution  never  to  wear  a  tur- 
ban, does  not  express  at  least  an  affliction, 
a  melancholy,  a  sort  of  voluntary  humi- 
liation ?— I  should  ccnainly  thmk  it  ai!t 
humiliation. 

Can  you  state  whether  or  not,  under 
the  administration  of  Saadut  Ali,  the  re- 
venues were  or  were  uot  improved  to 
what  they  had  been  ?-»-I  really  have  it  not 
in  my  power  to  answer  that  question ;  I 
state,  I  was  not  in  India  two  months  a^er 
Saadut  Ali  came  to  the  musnud,  and  I 
have  had  no  opportunity  or  inclination  to 
obtain  any  information  from  that  country 
hardly  since  I  left  it. 

Can  you  take  upon  yourself  to  say  h 
KM  not  so  ?— I  cannot  take  upon  myself 
to  say'  it  was  or  was  not  so. 

You  have  said  that  the  company  were 
to  be  the  judges  of  the  necessity  of  intro- 
ducing new  xxoooi  into  Oude,  whether ifi 
your  opinion,  the  pretence  of  an  nisur^ 
rection  by  a  (ictious  usurper,  and  the  ter- 
ror of  an  invasion  by  a  prince  who  w«s 
dead,  would  have  formed  such  necessity? 
—Certainly  not. 

You  have  stated,  that  when  a  sort  of 
insurrection  took  place  in  1794,  the  com- 
pany was  put  to  considerably  increased 
expense  in  consequence  of  your  army 
moving  to  quell  it ;  whether,  the  com- 
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•  pany*ft  luving  beeo  to  pot  to  that  increat- 
cd  expense,  you  thought  ic  necessary  10 
call  oa  the  Vizier  to  make  an  increased 
payment  to  the  company  in  consequence 
of  increased  expenses  ?~-I  do  not 
think  any  demands  was  mad^  on  the 
vizier  for  those  increased  expenses;  at 
the  same  lime  the  company's  records 
would  show  whether  it  was  or  was  not. 

Probably  your  lordship  may  recollect 
that  io  the  oeginning  of  the  year  1796, 
when  you  proceeded  to  Lucknow,  there 
was  an  apprehension  that  Zemaun  Shah 
intended  to  invade  Nindostan^  and  he 
hai  advanced  to  Lahore,  in  consequence 
of  that  some  of  our  troops  were  called 
fbith^  and  no  doubt  an  increased  expense 
was  incurred  at  that  time ;  was  any  in« 
creased  demand,  made  upon  the  vizier  at 
that  time,  as  far  as  your  lordship  knows  ? 
-^That  was  in  the  latter  end  of  1706,  be- 
cause I  have  a  recollection  that  Zemaun 
Shah  went  back  from  Lahore  the  very 
day  I  left  Calcutta  ;  I  believe  no  demand 
was  made  on  the  nabob  on  thatoccation^ 
I  dp  ix>t  recollect  to  what  extent  the 
troops  were  put  in  moiiony  or  what  wei:e 
the  expenses. 

Bid  your  lordship  ever  neglect  to  de- 
mand from  the  vizier  any  sums  justly  due 
from  him  to  the  company  ?— I  do  not  re* 
collect  that  ever  I  did,  but  I  remember 
when  lord  Comwallis  formed  the  treaty, 
or  rather  entered  into  an  engagement 
with  Hyder  Beg  Khan  on  the  part  of 
Saadut,  there  were  considerable  sums 
due  fironi  the  nabob,  which  lord  Coro- 
wallis  relinquished  at  that  time. 

Your  lordship  was  of  opinion  the  coun- 
try of  Oude  was  defective  in  the  adminis- 
tiation  of  the  revenues,  and  of  the  civil 
sod  judicial  branches  of  the  government; 
4otB  your  lordship  think  the  state  of 
Oadewu  materially  different  from  that  of 
every  othcrMohammedan  government,  ei- 
ther that  of  the  Nizavi's  or  that  of  Nugiff 
Khan  ?— I  do  not  recollect  any  thing  of 
Nugiff  Khan's  governments  with  re- 
spect to  the  nizam's,  that  was  veiy  bad;  I 
cannot  state  how  6r,  that  was  better  or 
worse ;  bat  I  have  00  doubt  in  general 
the  Mohammedan  governments  ate  badly 
•dministeied. 

Is  not  the  administration  adopted  id 
Ouie  the  same  as  in  the  other  oarts  of  the 
Peninsula  of  India  ?— I  think  in  Oude 
there' was  no  iustice  at  all ;  in  other  coun- 
tries I  think  tDere  was  a  regular,  decently- 
cooJucted  court  of  justice.  Justice  was 
at  the  arbitrary  ditcretioo  of  the  officer 
cmployod  bj  the  nabob;  in  lomeMoham* 


incdan  governments  their  is  more  attea- 
tion  paid  to  justice )  I  believe  in  the 
reign  of  Aurungzcbe  particularly  there 
was. 

What  I  wish  to  confine  myself  to,  is 
the  governments  which  have  prevailed 
the  last  hfty  years  ? — ^There  is  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Nizam,  the  government  of 
the  nabob  .of  Arcot,  I  believe  them  all  to 
be  very  bad ;  I  speak  pocitively  to  my 
knowlnlge  of  the  government  of  Oude, 
'  as  well  as  what  lord  Comwallis  has  par- 
ticularly detailed  in  the  first  and  second 
numbers  of  the  papers  before  the  house, 
of  the  abuses,  as  far  as  they  were  known 
tons. 

Your  lordship  has  said,  that  you  had 
not  thought  it  necessary  to  make  a  de- 
mand for  the  increased  expenses  incurred 
by  the  expedition  against  (he  Rohilbs, 
nor  the  troops  intended  to  oppose  Zemaun 
Shah;  you  have  also  stated  that  there  is 
an  uncenainty  in  the  treaty  previous  to 
your  lofdship's  own  treaty,  namely,  the 
stipulation  wuh  regard  to  the  overplus,  or 
the  number  of  troops  below  the  number 
stipulated  by  the  treaty  ;  was  your  lord- 
ship induced  to  refrain  from, asking  for 
the  pa)[ment  of  those  extraordinary  ex- 
penses in  consequence  of  that  uncertainty 
in  the  treaty  ?— I  have  stated  that  I  do 
not  recollect  that  any  demand  was  made 
in  either  casR,  either  for  the  expense  of 
the  preparations  on  the  applehcnsions  of 
Zemaun  Shah's  coming,  or  to  subdue 
the  Rohillas  ;  but  I  do  not  believe  that 
any  additional  troops  were  drawn  into 
Oude  on  either  ot  those  occasions;  I 
believe  the  Vigades  stationed  io  Oude 
were  demanded  sufficient  for  the  Rohilla 
War.  tl  believe  the  company  made  some 
addition  to  their  establishment  gcneially, 
though  1  do  not  recollect  exactly  at  what 
period ;  I  know  a  proposition  nad  been 
made  by  the  commander  in  chief  to  add 
to  the  company's  forces,  on  the  grounds 
'  that  they  were  hardly  sufficient,  but  I  tof 
get  how  far  that  was  carried  into  exe- 
cution. 

You  have  stated  that  the  company  were 
te  be  the  iudges  of  the  necessity  of  in- 
creasing tne  number  of  troops  nejrond 
thirteen  thousand,  did  the  nabob  vizier 
understand  the  treatv  in  that  sense  ?— I 
believe  he  understooa  it  in  that  sense,  for 
he  had  it  a  considerable  time  in  his  pos- 
session before  he  signed  it.  By  the  treaty, 
the  whole  political  conduct  is  left  with 
the  company.  I  conceive  the  line  of 
distinction  to  be  this :  the  defence  of  the 
country,  and  the  management  of  the 
nnliti^l

K>^itical  coDductf  wai  left  exclusively 
with  the  company  ;  there  was  no  corres- 
poodeDce  carried  oq  between  Saadut  AU 
•dd  any  native  princes,  but>with  thf:  con- 
currence of  the  company,  in  fact,  there 
had  been  no  correspondence  for  several 
years  carried  on  between  the  nabob  and 
Scindia,  or  any  other  prince;  it  was  not 
left  to  him  to  make  a  icauisition  for  the 
troops,  therefore  I  think  he  must  have  so 
understood  it. 

I>o  vott  conceive  the  company  were 
entitled  to  send  any  number  of  men  into 
the  territory  of  Oude  with,  or  without, 
the  nabob's  consent  ? — According  to  the 
necessity  of  the  case,  of  which  I  con- 
Aider  the  company  to  be  the  judges. 

lio  you  suppose  the  company  might 
have  sent  any  number  of  troops  into 
Oude  against  the  consent  of  the  nabob  ? 
•— Certtmlv,  if  I  was  satisfied  of  the 
pecessttv  I  should  have  thought  myself 
justified  in  tending  the  troops. 

If  you  should  have  judged  it  necessary 
for  the  mutual  defenec  ami  safety  of  the 
tompany*8  possessions,  and  of  the  na- 
bob's, that  a  Btitish  army  should  be 
nationcd  in  Oude,  or  should  pursue 
opeiauoos  in  that  country,  should  you 
have  thought  that  the  nabob  should  be 
burthcned  with  the  expense  ?^By  the 
treaty,  if  they  were  placed  there  for  the 
defence  of  trie  nabob's  dominions,  he 
was  to  pay  the  expenses  of  all  above 
thirteen  thousaitd  :  at  the  same  time  I 
should  have  thought  it  a  matter  I  ou^ht 
to  judge  of,  how  far  I  ought  to  demand 
that,  thinking  that  those  troops  were 
equally  for  the  protcctioif  of  the  coun- 
try. 

Whether,  •  as  te  permanent  arranjg;e- 
ment,  what  you  have  said  as  to  the  im- 
mediate arrangement  for  the  repulsion  of 
an  enemy,  and  not  for  a  continuance, 
you  should  have  thought  the  nabob 
ought  to  pay  that  in  addition  to  the 
aeventy-six  lacs  ? — I  thought  it  a  matter 
of  equitable  consideration' how  far  I  ought 
to  demand  the  whole  of  the  expense  from 
the  nabob,  supposing  the  additional  ar- 
mies of  the  company,  and  the  consequent 
increased  expense  cnF  them,  to  be  very 
considerable. 

Do  you  think  the  nabob  understood 
the  treaty  in  that  sense? — To  what 
extent  the  nabob's  ideas  may  have  gone, 
I  cannot  say,  but  the  nabob  certainly 
understood  that  he  was  to  pay  for  any 
increase  of  force  in  Oude  beyond  (he 
thirteen  thousand  men;  and  knowing 
lilac  the  dcfituice  of  the  country  was  left 


to  th«  company,  he  understood  that  the 
company  would  be  the  judges  of  that 
necessity. 

When  you  made  that  treaty  with  the 
nabob  of  Oude,  had  you  any  view  to*  ' 
wards  the  requisition  of  any  part  of  the 
territory  of  Oude  for  the  company  ?— 
Certainty,  not  further  than  the  possession 
of  AUdhabad,  which  forms  a  part  of  the 
treaty. 

It  in  the  first  year  after  the  treaty  wai 
concluded,  that  is,  from  the  first  of 
February,  1798,  to  the  first  of  February, 
1799,  it  the  nafatob  paid  the  wbole  of  t&s 
seventy-six  lacs  of  rupees,  twelve  lacs  for 
putting  him  on  the  musnud,  and  six  laci 
towar£  the  expense  of  Allahabad,  would 
not  your  lordship's  apprchepsions  as  to 
the  future,  have  entirely  ceased  ? — If  he 
had  liquidated  it  from  the  produce  of  his 
country,  I  should  say  yes ;  but  if  he  li- 

auidated  it  by  loaii,  I  should  not  hav« 
rawn  that  cooclusbn, 
'  If  firom  the  revenues  of  the  countiy, 
the  nabob  paid  not  only  seventy-six  laca 
of  rupees,  but  the  twelve  lacs  of  rupees, 
and  SIX  which  he  was  not  bound  to  pay 
till  two  years  afterwards,  would  not  your 
lordship^s  apprehensions  as  to  the  future 
have  entirely  ceased?-— I  conceive  h» 
had  property  when  he  came  to  Oudet 
I  conceive  there  was  property  there 
which  he  had  possession  of  when  bt 
succeeded  to  the  musnud  of  Oude,  and 
he  might  have  paid  those  rams  from 
ihose  different  sources ;  if  that  money 
was,  bona  fide,  paid  from  the  resources 
of  the  country,  which  I  should  veiy 
much  doubt  the  abili^  of  the  country  to 
pay  that  year,  I  should  have  fielt  no  ap- 
prehensions. 

Should  you  think  it  possible  that  he 
could  have  twenty  lacs  of  rupees  when 
be  came  to  the  musnud  ? — I  think  I  heard 
he  brought  twelve  lacs  of  rupees  with 
him,  but  I  cannot  speak  with  ceruinty 
to  that. 

Do  ^bu  conceive,  in  the  year  1790, 
immedutely  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
treaty,  a  demand  could  be  made  for  forty 
lacs  of  rupees  in  addition,  without  great 
oppression  to  his  country  ?^  I  do  not 
think  he  could  have  paid  it  from  tha 
revenues  of  the  country,  I  think  he 
roust  have  paid  it  from  other'  sources  % 
I  hardly  think  he  could  have  effected  any 
change  which  would  etiable  him  to  pay 
that. 

If  two  years  after  that,  a  demand  had 
been  nude  for  thirty-eight  lacs  of  rupees 
for  tjroops  serving  against  Zcraaun  Shah, 

and 
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and  a  demand  bad  been  made  in  1800 
for  one  crore  of  rupees,  would  not  your 
lordship  think  it  an  impossibilityfor  the 
nabob  10  f>ay^  it,  without  great  oppres- 
sion on  his  country  ?— ^  He .  could  not 
pay  it  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  coun- 
try. 

Do  you  conceive,  that  before  the  na- 
bob reduced  his  military  establishment, 
and  made  other  reforms,  there  was  a 
posubility  of  his  paying  fifty  lacs  beyond 
the  seventy-six  ?— I  tbink  that  to  enable 
bim  to  pay  the  seventy^ix  lacs  of  rupees 
10  the  companyi  certainly  required  some 
reductions  in  his  establishment,  and, 
of  course,  to  pay  an  additional  sum  of 
fifty  lacs  would  require  a  larger  reduc- 
tion. 

'  Does  your  lordship  think,  till  the 
reduction  took  place,  the  demand 
of  fi^y  lacs  beyond  the  sevent)'-six, 
was  not  an  exorbitant  demand  ? — I  do  , 
iiot  know  the  ground  on  which  it  was 
made. 

Do  you  think  that  the  company  toold, 
on  any  pretence,  except  that  of  raising 
troops  tor  actual  defence,  make  ^  de- 
mand for  troops  beyond  the  seventy-six 
lacs? — I  have  already  said,  I  know  no 
justifiable  ground  of  askir.g  money,  but 
an  additional  number,  of  troops  being 
employed. 

For  the  purposes  of  defence  ?— Yes. 

You  have  stated,  that  bv  loans,  some 
of  those  payments  inignt  be  made, 
what  is  commonly  the  interest  at  which 
such  loans  must  be  borrowed  ? — It  would 
depend  very  much  on  the  character  of  the 
borrower ;  i  think  he  would  hardly  get 
jt  at  less  than  twelve  per  cent. 

Do  you  recollect  thirtv-six  per  cent, 
being  given  by  the  nabob  Asoph  ul  Dow- 
lah  ?— I  do  not  know  what  the  nabob 
might  have  paid ;  the  nabob  Asoph  ui 
Dowbh  would  have  paid  much  more  thaa 
Saadut  Ali  would  have  done,  for  he  had 
the  characte;r  of  being  very  £ur  and  just 
in  his  dealings.

Were  you  not  for  twelve  years  in  high 
official  situation  at  Lucknow  P-~I  do  not 
consider  myself  to  have  been  iu  higk 


official  situation ;  I  was  assistant  to  the 
resident. 

Were  not  you  frequently  acting  resi- 
dent?— Occtfionally. 

From  1787  to  1796,  when  you  quirted 
Lucknow,  was  not  the  fixed  subsidy  £fry 
lacs  of  rupees  ?— It  was. 

Wainot  the  subsidy  often  in  arrears  ?— 
Occasionally  one  montby  or,  perhaps, 
two'  months,  I  do  not  remember  that  it 
was  more. 

Was  not  it  always  in  arrear  one  or  two 
months,  or  more  ?•— I  think  not. 

In  the  year  1793,  towards  the  close  6f 
the  year  immediately  preceding  the  expe- 
dition into  Rohilcund,  do  not  you  recol- 
lect it  was  nearly  five  months  ?— This 
is  a  matter  of  accoiint  I  cannot  charge 
myself  with  any  positive  answer,  but  at 
far  as  my  memory  serves  me  I  sliouid  ^ 
think  it  was  not  at  any  time  five  months 
in  arirar. 

•  Was  any  menace  ever  used  to  enforce 
payment  of  the  arrears  ? — Certainly  not.  • 
Did  it  ever,  during  the  whole  period 
of  your  residing  at  the  vizier's  court, 
enter  into  the  contemplation  of  govern- 
ment to  demand  security  for  such  arrears 
or  territorial  cession,  instead  of  subsidv? 
—It  is  impossible  for  me  to  say  wnat 
was  or  was  not  in  the  contemplation  of 
government ;  but  as  far  &s  I  am  able  to 
judge  of  the  opinions  of  government^ 
from  their  overt  acts,  no  such  thing  was 
in  contemplation. 

Wjiilst  you  were  acting  resident,  or 
employed  under  the  resident,  was  it 
known  to  you  that  any  suok  thing  was 
in  contemplation  in  tne  mind  of  the 
resident,  or  >^as  it  in  your  owa?— It  cer- 
tainly was  never  iu  my  mind ;  it  was  not 
within  my  power  or  my  competence, 
and  I  do  not  believe  it  was  in  the  mina 
of  any  body  else. 

From  the  character  of  Asoph  ul  Dow- 
lah,  do  you  not  believe  he  would  rather 
have  quitted  his  dominions  than  havis 
ceded  any  part  of  his  country?— No^ 
I  do  not  believe  he  would;  I  think, 
like  every  sensible  man,  he  would  havt 
prefencd  a  loM  of  a  part  to  the  loss  of 
the  whole. 

Do  you  believe  any  thing  short  e^ 
force,  iind  the  positive  threat  of  com« 
pulsion,  would  have  prevailed  on  ^ 
vizier  to  have  ceded  any  part  of  his 
countiy  ?— 1  am  equally  clear  he  would 
not  have  ceded  any  part  of  it  volun- 
tarily' 
Were  aot  you  iastructed,  qd  every 
OGca- 
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'•ccasion,  to  conciliate 'the  good  opinioo 
of  ihc  vizier,  ai  the  means  most  con- 
ducive to  maintaining  rbe  English  in- 
fluence in  Oude  ? — The  instructions  to 
ihe  resident  were  to  that  dfFcct.  . 

Were  you  not  at  the  viaier'i  court 
during  the  time  colonel  Harper,  colonel 
Palmer,  Mr.  Ives,  and  Mr.  Lumsden, 
vcrc  residents  at  that  court  ?— I  was  at 
Lucknow  during  all  thj>se  periods. 

Beyond  friendly  advice,  did  you  ever 
know  those  persons  to  interfere  in  the 
domestic^  the  military,  or  civil  concerns 
of  the  vizier  ?—  It  was  the  systcnd  of 
lord  Cornwallis  to  avoid  all  internal  in- 
terference whatever  in  the  affairs  of 
Oude ;  the  same  system  was  i>ursued  by 
lord  Tcignmotith,  and  except,  in  the 
way  of  advice*  which  was  oiFered  in 
veiy  mild,  but,  et  the  same,  in  forcible 
terms  t  1  do  not  believe  any  other  intcr- 
ff  rencc  took  place. 

Would  any  interference  beyond  friend- 
1\  admonition  or  advice,  have  been  war- 
raiiuiblc,  or  admitted  of,  under  existing 
treaties  ? — It  is  impossible  for  me  to  take 
upon  TOvsclf  to  say  what  was  ihc  true 
and  right  construction  of  ihosc  ircaties, 
but  certainly  I  understood  it  to  be  ihe 
system  of  lord  Cornwallis,  and  to  have 
been  enjoined  the  resident  in  Oud--,  tp 
ivoid  all  interference  whatever,  arsd  even 
the  appearance  of  inierff rencc 

By  colonel  Harper,  colonel  Palmer, 
Mr.  Ives,  and  Mr.  t»umsdcn,  was  not 
ihe  vizier,  on  every  occasion,  treated 
with  the  greatest  attention,  dpference, 
and  respect?— Undoubtedly  he  was. 

Towards  the  last  years  of  the  life  of 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah,  was  not  be  exreed- 
iogly  addicted  to  the  use  of  opium, 
intoxicating  drugs,  and  li(|uors? — Re- 
port so  said,  but  I  cannot  speak  of  that 
fact  from  my  own  knowledge.  1  do  not 
believe  that  his  conduct  m  public  was 
such  as  to  give  occasion  to  reproach  or 
scandal. 

JDid  any  of  the  residents,  under  whom 
you  acted,  or  yourself,  when  acting, 
think  it  decorous,  or  proper,  or  jusu- 
fiablc,  to  make  a  representation  of  such 
conduct  to  your  superiors,  the  Bengal  go- 
■  vcrnmciit  ?— Certainly  it  never  fell  wiinin 
the  line  of  my  duty  to  hold  communica- 
tions of  that  nature  with  the  governor- 
gencral  ;  but  if  I  had  imagined  the 
governor-general  to  be  unacquainted 
with  any  part  of  the  character^  of  the 
vizier,  and  that  it  was  of  material  coo- 
isquence  to  the  company's  interest  that 
he  shoidd  be  acijuaintcd  with  such  port 


cf  his  character,  I  should  have  held  it 
my  duty  to  have  sUted  to  him  what  was 
the  ( haractcr  of  the  prince  at  whose  court 
r  resided.  i 

Did  you  know  of  any  such  represen* 
tations,  or  make  any  such  representation^ 
or  report  the  various  defects  so  notoribua 
in  the  character  of  Asoph  ul  DowUh  ta 
the  Bengal  government  r — N«. 

Were  not  those  defects  and  the  prac- 
tices of  Asoph  ul  Bowlah^ell  known 
to  the  marquis  Cornwallis  i'--Whatevef 
was  the  character  of  the  nabob  Asoph 
ul  powlah,  I  believe  it  to  have  been 
perfectly  known  to  the  marquis  Corii- 
wallis  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  I  would 
not  be  uilderstood,  by  my  answer,  as  sub- 
scribing to  an  opinion,  that  the  character 
of  the  nabob  Asoph  ul  Dowlah  was  ^ 
character  such  as  would  be  inferred  from 
the  nature  of  the  question ;  he  may  hav* 
had  his  defects /like  other  persons,  he 
had  also  many  good  qualities,  and 
amongst  others  nor  tlte  lea&i  conspicuous 
was  his  uniform  aiiachmcnt  to  the  Ease 
India  company. 

You  weie  perfectly  aware  that  ihcr« 
were  defects  in  his  character  that  were 
very  conspicuous  ? —  Report  Certainly 
spoke  unfavourably  of  him  in  respect  of 
some  particulars,  whether  that  report  is 
at  all  true  or  not  is  norwitbin  my  com- 
perrncy  to  say. 

WVre  thcv  not  wiib  respect  to  his  mo- 
ral character? — I  know  ot  no  great  mo- 
ral defects  in  hischaiacier. 

I  repeat  again,  was  it  not  perfectly 
understood  at  Lucknow,  during  the  lat- 
ter years  of  his  life,  tha»  he  was  addicted 
to  the  prarticc  of  eaiing  considerable 
quur>ntic.s  of  opium,  and  other  inioxi- 
cafing  drugs,  ihc  produce  of  India  ?— 
I  have  hcaid  such  things  reported.  bui» 
at  the  same  time,  as  1  s-aied  bcforr, 
he  d;d  not  render  himself  liable  to  pub- 
lic reproach  so  far  aS  I  know ;  what  he 
mi>4ht  have  done  in  his  own  house* 
among  his  own  family,  was  scarcely  mat- 
ter for  mc  to  inquire  into,  but,  at  any  rate* 
whatever  1  may  have  heard  1  should  be 
,  very' sorry  to  ^ccal  such  reports  to  public 
memory,  looking,  as  I  do,  with  a  coq- 
ftiderabie  degree  of  reside t  to  the  name 
and  to  the  character  of  Asoph  14I  Do!W' 
lab. 

From  the  means  taken  Hy  the  residents 
of  Lucknow  to  obtain  intelligence  of 
what  passes  within  the  palace,  must  the 
resident  not  know  the  most  trifling  cir- 
cumstances or  occurrence  which  did  take 
place  Mfhthla  the  palace  ? — ^I  believe  not ; 

gen- 
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gendenien  wbo  have  been  in  India,  must 
be  aware  that  whenever  a  perion  arrives 
to  a  contiderable  degree  or  consequence 
in  public  life,  that  consequence  is  mark- 
ed, aiKi  marlced  in  a  manner  not  at  all 
displeasing  to  those  personages,  by  em- 
ploying messengen  to  wait  at  tbeir  seve- 
ral gates,  and  to  pick  up  whatever  intel- 
ligence they  can  learn  either  from  the 
servants  about  the  palace,  or  in  various 
ways;  tfai^is  a  thing  perfectly  usual 
throughout  the  country:  it  is  ixK  con- 
sidered as  an  impertinent  curiosity,  but 
an  homage  paid  to  the  greatness  of  the 
person  who  is  so  marked.  Dependenee  is 
tiot  always  to  be  placed  on  the  reporu  of 
such  persons;  very  accurate  details  of  the 
most  importaiit  matters  arc  sometimes 
acouired  by  this  channel. 

Have  not  What  are  called  the  news- 
mongers, in  India,  admission  within  the 
palace,  and  very  frequent  intercourse 
with  the  people  who  attend  on  the  na- 
bob at  all  periods  the  most  tetired  ?-> 
They  are  known,  and  even  distinguished, 
by  bac^ges,  but  I  do  not  believe  they  are 
admitted  within  the  interior,  and,  at  any 
rate,  they  are  not  admitted^  nor,  in  ge- 
neral, are  males  of  any  sort  admitted; 
within  those  precincts  where  such  trans- 
actions as  the  hoiKxirable  member  alludes 
to  are  likely  to  be  carried  on. 

Will  vou  ilate,  that  it  is  possible  for 
the  nabcN)  to  be  guilty  of  anv  incorrect- 
ness of  any  sort,  without  the  resident 
knowing  it  tf  he  is  a  little  inquisitive  P-^ 
It  depends  on  the  degree  of  ctiriosity  he 
shall  exercise. 

I  mean  to  ask,  whether,  if  he  is  a 
curious  disposition,  any  thing  can  take 
place,  even  if  they  are  not  admitted, 
without  the  residents  knowing  it  ?— 
I  cannot  answer  the  question  directly  in 
the  affirmative;  at  the  same  time  the 
means  that  are  luual  afford  opportimity 
of  obtaining  much  infornfation,  the  same 
means  are  practised  by  Scindia,  and  the 
peishwa,  and  all  the  foreign  powen; 
all  these  have  their  news-writer|,  and 
have  ihdr  hircarrshs  or  messengers^  who 
communicate  with  those  news-writers, 
and  have  equal  opportunity  of  acquiring 
intellicence  with  the  messengers  of  the 
British  resident.  I  hope,  for  the  credit 
of  the  British  government  in  India,  it 
may  not  be  understood  that  there  was 
any  soit  of  prying  into  the  private  re- 
cesses of  this,  or  any  #ther,  prince ;  but 
the  course  adopted  vras  the  usual  course 
Ihreughomt  the  country,  and,  as  I  stated 
bafbrej  a  sort  of  homage  paid  to  greats 


ness,  father  than  proceeding  from  ctifi« 
osity ;  it  was  the  uiiavenal  practice  at  alt 
the  different  courts,  and  by  all  the  dif« 
ferent  powers- 

If  you  had  been  resident  at  Lucknow 
from  the  month  of  January  1799  to  the 
month  of  Oecemfaci  of  that  year,  and 
in  no  single  instance  had  it  come  to  your 
knowledge  that  the  nabob  had  been  ^Ity 
of  an^  incorrectness,  should  not  you  sup- 


Eac  it  almost  impossible  that  he  should 
ve  been  guilty  of  any  incorrectness  ?-^ 
I  cannot  take  upon  me  to  aiuwer  respea* 


ing  any  transactioiis  in  the  year  I79Q* 
•r  to  give  any  optnioa  upon  the  sub- 
ject. 

In  179^,  did  not  a  considerable  armv 
assemble  in  Oude  to  act  in  Rohilcund, 
in  concert  with  the  viziei*s  fbrqes?— * 
I  believe  it  did. 

Was  not  Mr.  Cherry  then  resident, 
and  did  not  he  take  the  field  with  thb 
army,  and  leave  you  in  charge  of  Lock- 
now  ? — He  proceeded  with  the  vizier  to 
the  field,  ana  I  was  left  in  charge  of  an 
einpty  house  only. 

Whatever  was  to  be  done  at  LncknoVi 
were  not  you  left  to  discharge  it  ?-^Yes» 
but  there  was  nothing  to  be  done,  for  the 
vizier  and  his  whole  court  proceeded  to* 
wai^s  Rohilcuixl  with  the  army. 

Did  not  Mr.  Cherry  think  it  neces- 
sary to  address  you  as  a  public  resident, 
saying*  that  he  delivered  to  yoo  the 
charge  of  Lucknow?-*- 1  do  not  think 
hedul. 

For  many  years  had  not  vou  the  charge 
of  the  treasury?— It  belonged  eicia- 
sively  to  the  resident,  I  had  no  charge 
but  as  acting  under  him  and  as  his  assu« 
tant. 

After  die  battle  of  Bittourah  and  the 
submission  of  the  Rohillas,  was  not  a 
very  considerable  part  of  Rohilcund 
at  the  disposal  of  the  allied  army?-' 
The  question  is  not  altogether  a  distinct 
one,  but  I  shall  sutc  what  I  conceive  to 
have  been  the  case.  I  ought  to  make  an 
apology,  perhaps,  for  not  being  accurate 
with  respect  to  dates,  but  I  had  no  notice 
of  the  nature  of  the  questions  intended 
to  be  put  to  me.  As  far  as  my  memoiy 
serves  me,  some  time  about  the  end  of 
July  1794,  Fizulah  Khan,  a  chief  hold- 
ing a  large  fief  of  the  nabob  vizier, 
died;  his  eldest  son  was  then  acknow- 
ledged by  the  principaL  Rohilla  chiefii 
at  Rhampore;  but  within  a  few  days  the 
second  son,  who  was  of  a  violent  and 
ambitious  character,  assaulted  his  buo* 
ther,  who,  ia  the  ifGray,  was  wounded^ 
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and  afierwards  die8  of  hts  wounds;  io 
consequence  of  this  atrocious  transaction, 
lord  l'ci^nmou(I),  then  govf  rnor-gcncnjl, 
thought  It  i>ccessary  to  march  ihc  com*- 
pany's  forces  towards  Rhampore,  with 
a  View  lO  punish  this  murder:  abaitle 
took  place  on  the  field,  which  the  ho- 
nourable centlcman  has  mentioned,  and 
,thc  Rohiitahs  being  defeated,  our  army 
pursued  them  to  the  foot  of  the  hills ; 
"after  a  long  parly,  the  Robillahs  agreed 
to  deliver  up  to  the  vizier,  of  whom 
Fizulah  Khan  «had  held  bis  fief,  the 
treasure  in  their  possession,  and  to  sub- 
mit themselves  to  his  pleasure.  In  one 
stnse  it  may  be  said,  that  the  company  had 
the  disposal  of  the  terriiory,which  had  for- 
merly been  in  the  possession  of  these  Ro- 
btllas,  since  the  company^  having  been  ibe 
means  of  defeating  the  Kohtl!<is,  it  rested 
with  them  as  mere  matter  of  force  in  what 
way  to  dispose  of  the  territory ;  bat  as 
Fizulah  Khan  had  held  hii  fief,  not 
from  the  East  India  compaiiy,  but  from 
the  vizier,  it  was  thought  just,  and  it 
was,  in  fact,  no  more  than  just,  to  leave 
the  vizier  to  make  his  terms  with  the 
Rohillas. 

How  was  this  territory  disposed  of  ?-^ 
Half  of  it  was  granted  to  the  grandsoi> 
of  Fizulah,  that  is,  the  son  of  the  man 
who  had  been  murdered,  and  the  re- 
maining half  was  resumed  b^  the  vizier, 
and  became  incorporated  with  his  ter- 
riioriet. 

Do  yoo  conceive  it  was  ever  in  the 
contemplation  of  the  company  to  retain 
any  pan  of  it  as  a  military  post  ? —  I  be- 
lieve not;  it  made  part  of  the  vizier's 
territory;  the  Rohilla  chief,  FizuUh 
Khan,  held  his  fief  of  the  vizier  by 
grant  froiD  Sujah  Dowlah  so  long  ago 
as  1774. 

Was  not  a  very  considerable  amount 
ill  specie  also  at  the  disposal  of  the 
victor's  army  ? — In  the  same  way  that 
the  territory  was  at  the  disposal  of  the 
army,  so  might  the  treasure  be  con* 
sidered  to  have  been  at  the  disposal  of 
the  army. 

In  what  manner  was  that  treasure  dis- 
posed of? — It  was  surrendered  to  the 
vizier  to  be  by  him  disposed  of  as  he 
should  think  ot,  as  part  of  the  general 
resources  of  bis  government. 

Do  you  remember,  whether,  or  not, 
the  vizier  made  any  donation  to  the 
army  on  that  occasion  P^- He  ma$)e  a 
donation  of  ten  lacs  of  rupees,  and 
tome  farther  donations  were  made  to 
the  widows  and  children  of  penons  who 
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had  fallen  in  the  action ;  I  think  the 
whole'  amounted  to  something  about  k 
fourrh  ])art  of  the  sum  obtained  from 
the  Rohillas. 

Do  you  not  remember  that  fbny  thou* 
sand  rupees,  or  upwards  of  five  thonsand 
pounds,  was  ^ivea  to  Mrs.  Boulton,  th« 
widow  of  Mrfjor  Boulton,  who  fell  in 
the  action  ?— 1  rather  think  that  sum  " 
^'as  given  to  the  wido.tf  of  colonel  Bur** 
lingdoo;  something  also  was  given  to  the 
widow  of  Major  Boulton. 

Standing  in  an  official  situation  at  the 
time,  do  you  not  know  that  the  expenses 
of  the  expedition  were  considerable  ? — 
I  am  not  competent  to  judge  on  that 
subject,  because  it  depended  on  the  de- 
tail of  army  expenditure,  which  did  not 
ar  all  fail  wi'.hin  my  depirtmcnt ;  but 
knowing  well  what  is  the  iiaiuic  of  all 
niiliiary  cstdblishments  in  India,  and  that 
whenever  troops  do  move  there  is  some 
increase  of  expense,  I  should  feel  no 
hesitation'  in  stating  there  was  an  increase 
of  expense. 

6eing  in  an  official  situation,  do  you 
know  that  any  demand  for  extra  expenses 
for  that  exp<:dition,  was  made  upon  the 
vizier  ? —  Certainly  none,  so  far  as  I 
know. 

Was  not  it  very  probable  that  you 
would  have  known  if  such  a  demand 
had  been  made  ?-*  I  believe  no  demand 
was  made. 

When  was  Mr.  Cherry  appointed 
resident  at  Lucknow  f —  1  think  some 
time  in  the  month  of  January,  1794.  ^ 

Can  you  state  the  period  about  which 
he  was  removed  ? — Some  time,  I  think* 
in  the  month  of  May,  1796. 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  state 
the  causes  of  his  removal,  so  far  as  yon 
know  them  ? —  I  believe  the  cause  t« 
have_  been,  that  his  conduct  had  not 
been  satisfactory  to  the  vizier;  at  the 
same  time  it  is  only  justice  10  the  me- 
mory of  Mr.  Cherry  to  observe,  that» 
I  believe  bis  conduct  pioceeded  from 
motives  exceedingly  honourable,  and 
f  hdt  he  had  io  view  objecu  which  might 
have  been  beneficial  to'  the  company^ 
and,  perhaps,  to  the  country  ;  the  objtect 
of  bis  measure  was  to  place  the  admini- 
stration of  the  vizier's  affairs  in  persons, 
who,  from  character,  were  in  every  re- 
spect more  fit  for  that  trust,  than  those 
into  whose  hands  the  management  of  the 
vizier's  affairs  devolved. 

In  conseqiKfkie  of  hit  manner,  or  the 
mode  which  be  took  to  obtain  the  ap- 

rdtmenc  of  those  ministers,  and  ihe 
dia. 
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dtsp1«8SUTC  in  consequence  in  the  mind 
of  ibc  nabob,  was  not  he  removed  ?— 
1  believe  (he  transaction  to  have  been 
simply  this,  that  endeavouring  to  pre- 
vail upon  the  vizier  to  bestow  ihe  em- 
ployment of  minister  upon  Hussein  Reza 
Khan  and  Tickait  Roy,  he  had  proceed- 
ed to  such  lengths  as  led  lord  Teign- 
mouth  to  conceive  that  a  degree  of  con- 
straint was  exercised  upon  the  free  will 
cf  (he  vizier,  and  lord  Teignmouth  con- 
sidering that,  in  conformity  to  the  prac- 
tice oFlord  Corawallis,  it  was  unfit  that 

'  any  restraint  whatever  should  be  exer- 
cised 00  the  free  will  of  the  vizier,  did 
desire  that  the  vizier  should  be  left  en- 
tirely to  his  'own  option,  whether  he 
would,  or  would  not,  so  continue  those 
persona  in*  tile  offices  which  had  been 
bestowed  upon  them  at  the  iristance  of 
Mr.  Cherry,  and  afterwards  did  remove 
Mr.  Cherry  from  his  office ;  at  the  same 
time  lord  Teignmouth  did  express  his 
utmost  confidence  in  the  zeal  of  Mr. 
Cherry,  and,  I  believe,  lamented  veiy 
much  that  ne  was  under  the  necessity 
of  removing  that  gentleman  from  his 
office  in  order  to  promote  harmony  and 
good  humour. 

Will  you  not  take  upon  you  to  state 
to  the  committee  that  the  paper  now  put 

^  ioto  your  hands  cootaioa  a  very  accurate 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  nabob's  countiy  for  the 
Fussullee  year  1  too?— It  is  impossible 
for  me  to' say,  merely  upon  a  glance  at 
this  pftper,  whether  it  is,  or  is  not,  ac- 
curate ;  bat  I  will  state  to  the  house 
what  is  my  sentiment  upon  the  occasion  : 
In  the  year  1703,  I  had  occasion  to  go 
Calcutta,  ana  1  thought  it  of  importance^ 
to  be  able  to  present  to  lord  Cornwallis 
m  accurate  detail  of  the  situation  of 
Oude ;  I  took  some  pains  to  inform 
myself  upon  the  subject,  and  I  think 
the  amount  6f  the  revenue,  as  I  theo 
judged  it,  appeared  to  be  something 
about  two  crore  and  twenty  lacs  of  ru- 
peeS|  or  two  millions  four  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  pounds ;  at  the  same-time, 
it  IS  impossible  to  say  that  I  was  pre- 
cisely accurate  in  my  estimate,  because 
the  vizier's  government,  viewing  in- 
qoiries  of  Europeans  into  their  afiairs 
with  the  greatest  jealousy,  always  cau- 
tiously concealed  what  was  the  real  and 
true  state  of  their  leceiptt  and  disburse- 
ments s  I  am  disposed  to  think  that  the 
•skKatf  WIS  less  thin  the  actual  revenue 

*Mr. 


of  the  coiiatiy,  rather  than  that  I  eried 
in  stating  it  at  too  high  an  amount. 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  look 
at  that  paper ;  will  you  take  upon  you  to 
state  that  it  is  as  accurate  a  statemeut  of 
the  nabob's  receipts  and  disbursemenu 
as  could  be  obuiocd  b^  any  body  ?— 
1  am  inclined  to  think  it  may  be  accu- 
rate ;  I  am  willing  also  to  suppose  it 
may  be  accurate  as  &r  as  any  person 
was  likely  to  obtain  information,  con- 
sidering all  the  circumstances  of  caution 
with  wnich  the  viaer  and  his  officers  con- 
cealed the  actual  and  precise  state  of  theii 
affairs. 

Do  you  coiiceive  the  amount  could  be 
very  considerable  beyond  what  is  tberon 
stated  with  respect  to  the  statement  of 
the  revenues;  do  you  conceive  th^ 
could  exceed  that  amount  by  t«K>  or 
three  lacs  of  rupees  ? — I  will  not  pre- 
tend to  say  it  is  accurate  in  such  adcgree^ 
but  I  think  there  is  no  very  material  error 
in  it ;  probably  the  error  may  not  extend 
tei)  per  cent.  I  am  the  more  disposed  to 
think  it  is  accurate,  because  it  is  pretty 
nearly  the  same  as  Major  Renncl  in  his 
work  states  the  revenue  of  the  nabob  of 
Oude  to  be. 

From  looking  at  that  paper^  will  you 
not  take  upon  you  to  sav  inat  you  your- 
self took  a  great  deal  oT  pains  in  draw- 
ing up  that  paper  ? — I  have  no  hesitation 
in  stating  that  I  did  ;  it  is  a  copy  of  the 
very  paper  I  presented  to  the  govern- 
ment, but  not  with  any  intemion  of  be- 
ing presented  to  this  house,  or  of  bieii^ 
used  as  a  public  document. 

Do  vou  not  believe,  at  the  period 
when  there  was  no  intention  qf  present- 
ing that  document  to  the  house  in  iTpt, 
foiirteco  years  ago ;,  I  *  saw  .that  paper 
written  at  that  period  ?-*Ceruinly,  the 
honourable  gentlemen  was  extremely  in 
my  confidence,  that  is,  in  respect  of 
tonfidence,  I  mean  that  the  honourable 

rntleman  lived  in  my  house,  and  that 
did  not  exercise  the  least  reserve  in 
making  him  and  odiers  acquainted  with 
its  contents. 

You  do  not  conceive  there  is  any 
breach  of  confidence  in  making  use  of 
that  paper?— I  am  not  prepared  to  make 
any  coarge  of  that  kind  against  the  ho- 
nourable gentleman»but  certainly  I  shoold 
not  have  thought  my^lf  at  lib^ny  to  make 
tue  of  any  paper  under  similar  drotm- 
stances ;  at  the  same  time,  I  do  not  wish 
to  make  any  cbaige  agaidst  the  honour^ 
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able  geotleiMn  for  ao  dotiig,  he  has  a 
tigjtit  to  do  so. 

What  year  docs  the  Fussollee  year 
1200  correspond  With  ?«— I  cannot  pre- 
cifcty  say,  kwt  the  paper  having  been 
prepared  by  me  in  1793,  I  rather  believe 
It  was  that  year  ot  the  India  revenue 
which  commences  about  the  month  of 
June  179ft,  and  ends  about  June  1798- 
I  prepared  this  paper  from  the  Ixst 
sooFcet  of  information,  but  if  it  be  de-. 
sired  to  atuch  to  it  any  thing  like  official 
authenticity,  to  any  such  credit  it  is  not 
entitled. 

Have  the  goodness  to  state  from  that 
pper  the  sums  contained  in  it  f — I  think 
It  necessary  to  state  that  this  was  by  no 
means  an  official  paper,  but  merely  pri- 
vace  ipformation  to  lord  Cornwallis ; 
Ir  do  not  conceive  I  had  equal  oppor- 
tunities witb  lord  Teignmoutn  of  know- 
ing the  Slate  of  the  revenues  1  for  he  had 
the  official  papers,  Tufiusul  Hussein 
Kh^n  being  proiected  and  raised  by  lord 
Teignmouth,  would  furnish  him  with 
accurate  information  of  the  revenues  of 
Oode ;  I  apprehend,  however,  there 
will  not  be  faund  any  material  difference 
between  my  statement  and  lord  Teign- 
anouth'a,  for  though  I  have  stated  the 
gross  revenue  at  about  8,450,000/.  I  hav^ 
stated  that  there  were  seventy-four  lact 
of  rupees,  or  about  90,000/.  which  did 
not  come  immediately  in  money  into  the 
treasury  at  Oude,  but  was  empk>yed  in 
the  payment  of  the  troops  who  were 
stationed  in  the  internal  pans  of  the 
country,  and  called  the  Motaigne  tr(X>ps. 

Do  vou  mean  to  state,  from  as  accu- 
rate information  as  yrou  could  gain,  the 
revenues  of  Oude,  in  179^*  were  two 
crore  and  twenty-one  lacs  of  rupees  ?—> 
If  (he  question  is  put  to  me  in  that  way, 
I  shall  not  be  able  to  an&wer  it;  I  pre- 
pared that  paper  from  the  best  imor- 
mation  of  a  private  kind  I  was  able  to 
obtain,  and  I  believe  then,  and  I  be- 
lieve still  more  iiow  from  other  papers 
I  have  seen,  that  ^whatever  error  there  is 
in  the  paper  is  not  very  material. 

Wjs  not  the  nabob  A  soph  ul  Dowlah 
in  the  ^  habit  of  expending  very  large 
sums  in  the  purchase  of  all  sorts  of 
jewels,  clocks,  jvatches,  and  European 
articles  of  every  description  7 — I  believe 
he  was. 

Daring  the  last  ten  yean  you  were  at 
Lucknow  could  the  amount  have  fallen 


nuch  short  of  a  aillioa  sterling  ?— 
Thereabout  I  should  apprehend. 

Have  you  had  an  opportunity  of  com- 
paring this,  which  you  imagine  to  be  a 
copv  of  a  pvper  prepared  by  yourself, 
witn  that  original  paper?— I  have  ha4 
no  such  opporumity,  because  I  certainly 
was  very  much  surprized  when  I  saw  the 

Saper  here  just  now;  but  I  have- no 
oubt  that  the  copy  is  an  accurate  copf 
of  the  paper  I  did  submit  to  lord  Com- 
wallis ;-  at  the  same  time  that  commu- 
nication^ was  entirely  of^a  private  nature, 
and  I  think  he  could  never  have  regarded 
it  in  any  other  light  than  as  a  private  com- 
'munication.  I  apprehend,  if  I  were  to 
be  consulted  on  each  item  in  that  paper, 
I  ^ould  not  be  able  to  say  much :  from 
any  thing  I  kiiow  at  present,  it  is  a  copy  in 
the  hand-writing  of  the  person  who  made 
the  copy  which  1  presented  to  lordCom- 
wallisy  and  on  that  ground  I  have  eveiy 
reason  to  believe  it  to  be  ao  accurate  copy  ; 
I  cannot  pledge  myself  to  authenticate  it 
as  an  accurate  copy ;  I  have  no  djoubt, 
however,  that  it  is  so. 

Though  you  cannot  say^it  is  an  accu- 
rate copy  word  for  word,  are  these  what 
you  believe  to  have  been  your  opinions 
at  that  time  as  far  as  yon  recollect?— 
I  have  stated  the  way  in  which  I  pre- 
pared this  paper,  it  was  from  private  in- 
tomiation  entirely,  at, the  same  time,'  it  is 
in  a  very  tolerable  degree  accurate.  J  have 
stated  also  that  the  vizier's  government 
at  that  time  were  extremely  careful  to 
conceal  from  all  Europeans  the  actual 
state  of  their  affairs,  therefore  I  cannot 
pledge  inyself  that  this  pa|)er  is  accurate 
m  all  its  items,  but  I  take  it  to  be  gene- 
rally accurate.  >yith  respect  to  its  be- 
ing a  true  copy,  I  cannot  give  positive 
testimony,  but  I  feel  no  doubt  it  is  a 
copy,  perfectly  accurate,  of  the  paper 
I  delivered  to  lord  Cornwallis ;  I  believe 
the  paper  to  be  as  correct  as  it  could  be 
made  by  a  person  under  my  circumr 
stances. 

A  paper  was  accordingly  delivered 

in  by  Mr.  PauH,  containing  ail 

accoant  of  the  revenues  of  the 

nabob  vizier  for    the  Fussullec 

year  1200.* 

You  have  stated-  that,  during  the  last 

tea  years,  \t)u  were  at  Lucknow,  the 

purcnaies  by  Asoph  ul  Dowlah  in  jewels, 

clocks,  watches,-^c.  amounted  to  near 

a  million 'sterling  f—- So  I  apprehend. 

Kft  Is 
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-  In  double-barrelled  {euns  aldnc  must  he 
not  have  expended  upwards  of  150,006/. 
sterling  ? — It  is  impossible  to  speak  ac- 
curately, but  be  threw  away  a  y^ieajt  deal 
of  money  in  a  very  foolish  maaner,  and, 
I  believe,  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  way 
staled. 

Were  not  all  his  valuables  intrusted  to 
daroggahs  and  servants,  some  of  them 
very  unworihy  oi  trust  from  their  cha- 
rucctr? — I  cannot  sprak  with  any  con- 
siderable degree  of  accuracy  upoo  thdC 
point ;  his  jewels  were  in  .the  custody 
of  an  eunuch  who  had  been  brought  up 
in  the  family  of  Saadut  Ali  Khan,  and 
I'apprehend  also  the  greatest  part  of  his 
treasure  was. in  the  same  custody;  but 
\  remember  to  have  heard  it  said,  tl^at 
9  i^erson  of  very  low  condition,  a  com- 
mon palanquin  bearer,  who  had  bcm 
raised  into^  great  favour,  bad  been  in- 
trusted with  some  money  :  how  far  that 
was  true  I  cannot  say. 

Were  not  the  articles-  exhibited  to 
public  view,  during  the  festival  of  the 
Mohumim,  of  immense  value  ? — In  re- 
spect of  their  £ost«  certainly,  but  not  in 
Tcsjpect  of  the  material ;  they  consisted 
chiefly  of  Iu>tres  and  looking-glasses. 
.  Do  you  not  remember  that  some  of 
the  tarziers  were  of  pure  gold  and  silver  ^ 
-—1  believe  there  was  one  of  gold ;  but 
it  is  a  massy  sort  of  thing,  as  well  to  be 
entrusted  in  the  custody  of  otic  person  as 
i^nother,  for  it  was  not  likely  to  be  em- 
bezzled. 

Do  you  not  remember,  in  the  early 
part  of  1796,  going  to  the  Ainah  Khana, 
where  there  was  a  gold  tarzier  exhibited 
of  not  less  value  (ban  160,000  gold 
mohrs  ? — I  believe  there  may  have  been 
something  of  that  kind,  but  I  tannot 
f^ieak  with  perfect  accuracy.  It  may  be 
desirable  the  house  should  know  what 
this  tarzier  is:  it  is  a  sort  of  temple 
which  is  exhibited  at  the  time  of  the 
Mohurrum,.  whfn  the  festival  of  the 
martyrdom  of  Hussun  iMj'Hossin,  sons 
9f  Ally,  the  fourth  caiij>n,  is  celebrated: 
to  all  Mohammedans  in  I  Delia  this  is  a 
period  of  deep  mourning,  and  of  great 
jBcregiony. 

Had  you  frequntly,  during  your  resi- 
dence at  Luckhow,  opportunities  of  see- 
ing the  Ainah  Khana?— 1  hfvc  seen  it. 

Were  not  ihtfc  clocks  and  watches  by 
Cox  and  Co.  of  London,  and  other  yxr- 
sonsy  of  considciablc  .value,  and  other 
pticles  of  considerable  value  ? — I  believe 
tKere  were  articles  of  that  kind. 

From  the  m^iiincr  in  which  the  DarQg- 


gahs  were  entrusted  ,with  the  property  of 
every  description,  would  it  now  have  been 
very  ea^y  for  the  people  in  charge  to  have 
purloined  property  to  a  very  considerable 
anKxint,  if  they  had  be«n  so  inclined  ? — 
I  should  rather  apprehend  not  in  respect 
of  any  of  the  articles  the  honourable  gen- 
tleman has  stated ;  but  I  dare  say  there 
may  have  been  some  intrusted  in  so  loose 
a  way,  that  dishonest  persons  might 
abuse  the  trust  reposed  in  them ;  but  I 
believe  all  those  articles  were  of  a  massv 
kind.  The  tarziers,  for  instance,  and  all 
the  other  articles,  such  as  clocks  made 
b^  Cox,  and  various  curiosities  of  that 
kind,  though  they  might  be  very  valua- 
ble, might  have  Ueen  entrusted  to  persons 
without  so  much  investigation  into  their 
character^  because  they  were  of  a  kind 
which  could  not  be  embezled  like  jewek 
or  money,  or  other  things  of  that  kind. 

During  your  stay  at  Xucknow  and  in 
India*  did  you  ever  make  any  enquiry  so 
as  to  enable  you  to  speak  as  to  the  cha* 
racier  61  Saadut  Ali  Khan  before  he 
Ciine  to  the  Musnud  ?— I  did  not  know 
him  personally,  nor  am  I  so  accurately 
informed ;  I  knew  his  character  fi^ 
mere  general  repon»  and  therefore  wish 
not  to  offer  any  thing  to  the  committee  ob 
the  subject. 

Befoce  you  quitted  Calcutta  to  embark 
for  England,  had  you  not  a  good  deal  of 
opportunity  of  ascertaining  the  public  opi- 
nion i  the  opinion  of  natives  of  high 
rank,  with  respect  to  the  character  of  the 
nabob  ? — His  prospect  then  of  beinj^  seat- 
ed on  the  throne  of  Oude  was  so  distant 
as  not  to  render  it  much  a  matter  of  gene^ 
ral  conversation ;  hut  I  never  heard  any 
thing  discreditable  tohim;  on  the  contrary, 
I  was  rather  disposed  to  believe  he  was 
considered  to  be  the  most  capable  of  the 
ions  of  the  late  Sujah  Dowlah. 

After  the  time  he  fled  from  Lucknow, 
did  you  not  know  that  the  nabob  enter* 
tainedan  exceeding  jealousy  ctf  the  nabob 
Saadut  Ali,  in  consequence  of  the  cha- 
racter he  had  heatd  ofhis  talents  ?— I  do 
not  apprehend  it  was  the  report  of  his 
talents  which  rendered  him  formidable  to 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah ;  Asoph  ul  Dowlah 
entertained  considerable  jealousy  of  him 
because  all  Asiatic  Princes  do  enter- 
tain considerable  jealousy  6f  those 'con- 
nected with  the  tbrone.  A  jealousy  ift 
this  instance  was  particularly  entertained, 
because  Saadut  Ali  hsd  been  the  favourite 
son  of  Sujah  ul  Dowlah,  Asoph  ul  Dow- 
lah was  born  of  Sujah  Dowlah's  wife,  the 
uersoo  tQ  whom  he  was  first  contracted.

And,  though  the  Mohammedan  law  makes 
no  difference  between  the  son  bom  of  i-he 
womaaso  wedded  and  other  sons,  yet  a 
^reat  practical  distinction  is  always  made 
in  India.  Asoab  ul  DowUh  succeeded 
ID  the  Musnad  in  conseooencc  of  the 
light  be  deriv^  from  bis  being  bom  of 
a  woman  so  respectably  connected. 

Was  not  the  nabob  Sujah  Dowlah  ra- 
ther inclined  to  place  on  the  throne  Saa- 
dui-  Ali  in  preference  lo  his  eldest  son, 
Asojph  ul  Dc^lah  ? — It  was  said  he  was 
ibc  favourite  son,  certainly. 

Do  you  not  conceive  that  the  nabob's 
troops,  at  least  a  considerable  nupiber, 
were  abtolutely  necessary  to  insure  to  him 
even  the  temblapce  of  independency  ?— I 
should  be  disposed  to  think  that  a  mo- 
narch, without  troops,  is  in  a  bad  situa- 
tion every  where,  bui  especially  in  India : 
troops  were  not  only  necessary  to  main- 
tain any  shadow  of  authority^  but  also  ' 
(or  the  internal  purposes  of  his  govern- 
ment. 

Were  not  a  considerable  bodjr  neces- 
sary to  be  employed  in  the  collections.—- 
I  apprehend  that  to  be  the  case  throughout 
the  peninsula  of  India,  wirh  the  single 
exception  of  the  compiny*s  provinces: 
even  with  respect  to  the  company's  pro- 
vinces, I  have  some  doubt  whether  the 
fevenue  could  be  collected  without  that 
means. 

Were  not  the  troops  maintained  by  the 
nabob  perfectly  adequate  for  that  purpose, 
and  maintained  at  an  infinitely  less  expense 
than  the  company's  troops  could  possibly 
be  ?— >They  were  indispensably  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  collection  |  but  as  to  the 
comparative  point  of  economy,  1  cannot 
speak  with  the  same  degree  of  accuracy ; 
ceruinly  the  .pay  of  the  batulioi)s  was 
more  considerable,  but  the  name  and 
efficacy  of  the  company's  regular  batta- 
lions was  so  much  greater,  that  a  less  num- 
ber was  competent  to  the  same  duty: 
which,  on  the  whole,  would  be  the  least 
expensive,  may  be  considered  as  doubt- 
ful. 

Could  not  an  equal  number  of  ihe  na- 
bob's troops  be  maintained  at  a  less  ex- 
pense than  an  equal  number  of  the  com- 
pany's troops  ? — No  doubt  of  it :  the  pay 
of  the  nabob's  troops  never  exceeded  four 
or  five  rupees  a  month,  whereas  the  com- 
pany's was  seven  or  eight,  besides  the  ex- 
penses of  the  company's  officers. 

From  your  loiig  residence  in  the  coun- 
try, will  you  take  upon  yourself  to  say  that 
the  nabob's  troops  were  not  inhniiely 
preferable  to  Briiuh  txoops  for  the  pur- 


pose of  collections  ?— 'Ccrtaioly  vt\y  mi* 
litary  establishment  formed  under  the  na* 
tives  of  -India  is  not  of  the  ume  regular 
nature  as  a  military  establishment  of  this 
company  ;  just  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
military  forces  which  may  have  been  em* 
ployed  in  our  own  country  five  or  six  hun- 
dred years  ago  were  not  of  the  nature  of 
military  establishments  such  as  prevail  at 
present  throughout  Europe ;  that  occasi-* 
onally  some  advantage  may  have  beei> 
goiten*by  troops  employed  in  collection 
must  appear  highly  prooablc,  but  every 
advantages  received  by  the  vizier's  tr(X)pel 
was  veiy  far  inferior  to  the  pay  and  advan* 
tagcs  ot  the  company's  troops,  and  theiKC 
it  is  that  vur  military  establishment  is  so 
much  preferred  to  the  service  of  any  of 
the  native  princes  of  India. 

Whether  for  the  mere  purposes  of  col- 
lection the  species  of  troops  maintained 
by  the  nabob  was  not  superior  to  the  bat- 
talions of  the  company  r — 1  believe  it  to 
have  been  the  opinion  of  lordCornwallis, 
an  opinion  which  fact  universally  con- 
firmc<l,  that  the  employment  of  ouir 
troops  m  the  purposes  of  collection  Wjis 
universally  demmcmal  to  the  troops  and 
the  officers,  and  extremely  detrimental  to 
the  civil  officers  of  the  vizier  who  wcrcr 
employed  on  the  collections.  I  remem- 
ber the  vizicr'6  laic  minister, .  Hyder  Beg, 
in  allusion  to  that  system,  which  had 
prevailed  previous  to  the  treaty  of  Chu- 
nar,  in  1781,  when  battalions  under  the 
company's  officers  were  scattered  through- 
out the  vizier's  dominions,  he  said  (h« 
officers  of  the  vizier's  government  em-* 
ployed  in  the  collections,  instead  of  ap< 
pearing  in-  the  eye  of  the  country  as  of-' 
ficers  of  trast  and  auihority9  were  re- 
garded as  little  better  than  prisoners  io' 
the  camps  of  the  English* 

From  your  long  resrdence  in  India," 
you  are  intimately  acquainted  with  tbv 
manners  and  customs  of  the  people?— 
I  cannot  take  upon  myself  to  say  that  I- 
am. 

You  know  the  feclinjr  of  the  aumils  to- 
wards the  nabobyWas  i^  not  that  of  respect 
and  great  awe  ? — Certahily ;  they  looked 
to  their  Sovereign  with  great  awe. 

From  the  relative  situation  of  the  na-' 
bob  with  the  aumils^  must  npt  the  dis- 
banding of  his  army  withoqt  his  consent 
not  only  totally  have  destroyed  his  autho* 
rity,  but  all  his  rcspectabiliiy  and  all  his 
consequence  ? — That  is  rather  matter  of 
inference ;  the  committee  can  judge  upen 
this  point  just  as  well  as  myself:  every 
body  muat  be  conscious  that  when  the 
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vizier  was  compelled,  cootrvy  10  his  na- 
tural feelings,  to  disband  his  tnx>pay 
when  they  beheld  such  an  instance  of  in- 
terference, they  must  have  in  some  de- 
gree abated  in  their  high  respect  for  their 
prince. 

Will  you  not  take  upon  yourself  to 
•ay  that  the  government  oi  Oude,  civil, 
miliraryy  revenue,  and  judicial,  from  1787, 
to  1796,  when  you  quitted  India,  was 
,  conducted  pretty  much  upon  a  par  with 
the  other  native  states  and  powers  df  Hin- 
dostan  ?— I  undoubtedly  believe  that  it 
was ;  as  to  judicial  power  there  was  none, 
and  as  far  as  I  know  there  is  no  judicial 
power  in  any  part  of  the  peninsula  of  In- 
dia;  I  am  not  aware  of  any;  I  have  never 
•cen  any;  and  I  will  venture  to  state 
there  is  no  practical  judicial  power  in  any 
part  of  the  peninsula  of  India  as  contra 
Aistingui&hed  from  the  military  power; 
there  never  has  been  practically  a  scpa- 
lattoo  of  the  judicial,  the  military,  and 
tpe  executive  powers  of  goveminent ; 
•uch  a  separadon  exist  in  name ;  you 
iliay  find  theories  of  law  in  ancient  books, 
but  practically  there  is  no  officer  through- 
<jut  India  (1  believe /I  might  even  say 
throughout  Asia)  to  whom  a  man  may  go 
^  of  common  right  in  the  way  he  does  m 
J^ropean  countries,  and  appeal  to  that 
officer  to  do  him  right  in  respect  of 
■ny  injury  he  has  received  :  of  Course  I 
•m  understood  to  except  our  own  terri- 
tories, 

^^^  Was  not  the  criminal  jurisprudence  of 
Oudc  administered  with  uncommon  mild- 
nets  ? — 1  do  not  consider  that  there*was 
•oy  system  of  criminal  jurisprudence 
whatever,but  that  there  was  a  great  tender- 
nets  of  blood  there  as  there  is  throughout 
every  other  part  of  India. 

Compared  with  what  you  know  of  Cal- 
cutta and  of  England,  where  executions  in 
•ny  manner  or  degree  so  frequent  at 
Lucknow  as  in  Cakuita  or  in  London  ? 
•-^That  question  embraces  so  wide  a 
iange  it  is  quite  impossible  for  me  to  an- 
iwcr  it ;  put  I  can  scarcely  tax  my 
memory  with  any  execution  whatever ; 
tUch  is  the  grea^  tendrmess  of  blood  that 
prevails  in  that  country. 
•  When  you  were  the  resident's  assistant 
to  the  nabob  of  Oude,  were  you  aware  of 
the  engagements'  by.  which  the  nabob  of 
Oude  was  bound  to  the  company  ?— The 
letters  which  have  been  published,  and 
which  consritutcri  a  treaty,  bein^  declared 

^lord  Cornwailis  to  beequivalant  to 
nature  of  the  ucaty,  wexc  among  the 


records  of  the  office^  and  with  dhem  I  wai 
acouainted. 

Is  there  in  these  letters  any  article  or 
clause  which  gives  the  company  a  right  to 
territorial  security  for  the  payment  oS  the 
kists,  in  cas^  the  nabob  should  fall  in 
arrear  in  the  regular  payment  of  bis  kist? 
—Not  as  far  as  I  recollect ;  I  conceive  it 
a  thing  not  necessary  to  be  memioned,  as 
it  arose  out  of  the  nature  of  the  circum- 
stances :  if  he  had  failed  in  the  payment 
of  his  obligations  to  the  company  to  soch 
a  degree  as  to  induce  -the  company  to 
tliink  those  obligations  were  not  likely 
to  be 'fulfilled,  the  company  wuuld 
of  courser  be  entitled  to  demand  that  se- 
curity. 

Notwithstanding  there  was  no  article 
in  the  treaty  ?— Yes ;  I  conceive  it  to 
arise  out  of  the  very  nature  di  the  agree- 
ment. 

Do  you  recollect  that  the  provisional 
government  of  Bengal  did  require  from 
the  nabob  of  Oude  that  he  should  not  a^v 
point  hi^  ministers  pennanently^  until  lord 
Cornwailis  returned  from  the  coait  to 
Bengal  .^— I  am  not  aware  whether  any 
such  requisition  did  take  place :  but  wbe- 
it  did  or  did  not,  it  is  a  thing  perfectly 
immaterial,  for  such  was  the  diilerence 
the  vizier  was  nataially  disposed  to  pay 
to  the  £nglish  government,  under  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case,  that  I  am  quite 
sure  it  never  entered  into  its  contempla- 
tion Very  possibly  the  government  of 
Bengal  may  have  done  so ;  I  think  it  pro- 
bable such. a  letter  was  written;  but  if  it 
was  written  it  was  only  from  abundant 
caution,  for  it  never  did  enter  nor  could 
enter  into  the  nabob  vizier's  contemplation 
to  make  such  arrangements  defininvely| 
without  lord  G>rnw8llis's  approbation  or 
that  of  the  British  government,  whoever 
might  be  at  the  head  of  it. 

dbould  not  you  believe  that  the  govern- 
ment of  Bengal  did  so  if  they  wrote  to  the 
court  of  directors  that  they  had  done  so  ? 
—I  should  think  so ;  I  think  it  quite  natu- 
ral that  the  government  of  Bengal  should 
so  advise  the  vizier ;  and  I  am  quite  sure, 
whether  they  did  or  not,  the  vizier  would 
never  have  thought  of  making  those  ar- 
rangementi.  . "  * 

Do  you  conceive  that  the  appointment 
of  ministers  is  an  act  inherent  in  the  exis- 
tence of  an  independent  government  ?— ; 
The  prince  who  ms  not  the  appointment 
of  his  own  'ministers  cannot  be  consi- 
dered as  an  independent  ruler. 

You 
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Yoa  liave  ttated  tbat  Mr.  Cherry  had 
beea  removed  from  his  employment  be- 
cause he  interlered  to  urging  the  nabob 
to  appoint  oeftuD  penons  as  his  minis- 
ters ;  did  yoo  ever  hear  of  sir  John  Shore, 
the  present  lord  Tetgnmouth, having  gone 
to  Lacknow,  and  obli^  the  na&>b  to 
appoint  those  veiy  persons  for  his  minit- 
teh  ? — Uodonbtedly  those  ministen  were 
afterwards  appobtedy  but  I  conceive  that 
^irt  was  a  great  dillRsrence  in  the  manner 
in  which  the  bwiness  was  conducted.  I 
believe  the  dissatisfaction  entenained  as 
to  what  Mr.  Cherry  did  was  more  as  to 
the  manner  than  the  proposition  which  he 
made. 

You  have  stated  that  you  consider  that 
.  a  sovereign  without  troops  was  a  sovereign 
with  but  a  very  small  degree  of  power ; 
supposing  tbat  you  had  received  a  report 
which  I  am  ^ing  now  to  read  from  the 
commander  m  chief  of  the  army—'*  I 
*'  know  not  what  to  say  with  res|^ct  to 
"  the  troops»  I  would  be  content  that  they 
^  should  be  useless,  but  I  dread  their 
**  being  dangerous;  unless  some  steps 
**  are  taken  with  resj^  to  them,  I  should 
*'  be  almost  as  unwilling  to  leave  them 
"  behind  me  as  to  leave  the  fortress  to 
'*  the  enemy."— If  yoo  had  received  that 
repon  of  the  sate  of  tbose^  troops  both  u 
to  meiency  and  as  to  their  attachment  to 
the  caiuaof  their  sovereign,  would  you 
have  considered  that  the  sovereign  in- 
curred any  loss  of  power  from  disbanding 
those  troops  ? — From  the  experience  that 
1  have  of  the  light  in  which  the  irrrguUir 
troopf  formed  after  the  Asiatic  mode  are 
viewed  by  all  officers  at  the  head  of  troops 
formed  atte^  the  regular  European  mode', 
I  should  hav^ received  any  report  from 
any  officer  with  a  great  degree  of  caution; 
and  in  respect  of  that  prince  who  was  to 
be  depiived  of  those  troo|]S,  I  should 
iconsider  that  in  being  deprived  of  those 
troops,  he  did  suffer  a  very  material  Iocs ; 
forahhough  they  might  beof  that  irregular 
kind  as  not  to  M  competent  (or  purposes 
connected  with  European  wirlBirc,  yet  in 
respea  of  him,  fhey  were  of  very  material 
importance,  aiid  at  any  rate  the  circum- 
stances of  his  being  deprived  of  them  by 
mnns  of  a  foreign  interference  was  in  itself 
a  circumsunce  tbat  did  tend  very  materi- 
ally to  abstract  from  his  power  and  from 
bis  consecjucnce. 

Supposing  that  which  I  have  stated  to 
have  oecn  the  commander  in  chiefs  opi- 
nioa,  to  have  been  tbe  opinion  of  tne 
sovereign  himself,  you  are  still  of  opmion 
that  that  sovereign  would  have  lost  a  con* 
tidcrable  degree  of  power  firomdiabnding 


those  troop*^?-— I  am   of   opiniob  tlit 

whatever  sentiments  may  have  been  deli- 
vered occasionally  concerning  the  viuer'a 
troops  whenever  the  vizier  was  deprived 
of  his  troops,  and  particularly  if  be  was 
compelled  to  substitute  in  theik-place  troops 
belonging  to  another's  power  over  which 
he  had  no  control,  he  did  suffer  a  loss 
of  consequence  :  simply  bein|  deprived 
of  troops,  however  irregular,  and  how- 
ever occasionally  guilty  of  bad  conduct^  I 
consider  to  have  mvolved  a  very  essenual 
loss  of  bis  consequence. 

You  have  stated  that  the  troops  em- 
ployed in  the  collection  of  the  revenues, 
received  the  pay  of  four  or  five  rupees  a 
month;  do  you  not  know  that  the  Sibundy 
troops  had  besides  their  ray,  certain  por» 
tions  of  land  allotted  to  them  ?— I  am  not 
aware'of  any  such  fact ;  I  believe  that  oc- 
casionally what  is  called  Jaedad  may  be 
given  to  them,  but  I  believe  they  nave 
not  land  in  the  way  referred  to. 

In  your  opinion,  be  a  prince  dependent 
or   independent,   ouebt    not    coixipactt 
and  conventions  with  nim  to  be  kept  with  * 
good  fiuth  P— The  house  will  judge  of 
that. 

You  have  mentioned  that  in  case  the 
monthly  kists  were  not  paid,  yon  conceive 
the  company  wbuld  have  a  right  to  enter 
into'  possession  of  the  territory,  to  levy 
the  amount  in  arrear;  after  that  arrear  was 
paid,  what  do  you  think  lord  Comwallis 
would  have  done,  would  he  not  have  re- 
stored the  country  to  the  lawful  possessor? 
-—It  would  be  great  presumption  in  me 
to  Slate  what  would  have  been  tbe  conduct 
of  lord  Cornwall i^  on  any  subject  what- 
ever; but  as  it  was  the  principle  of  lord 
Cornwallis  to  avoid. by  every  means  what- 
ever, to  increase  the  territorial  possession 
of  the  company,  nothing  but  the  most 
indespensabfe  necessity  would  have  in- 
ducea  him  to  have  increased  that  territory; 
and  if  he  had  been  compelled  for  a  time 
so  to  increase  it,  he  would  havc^  taken 
every  possible  means  to  rid  himself  of  it. 

And  of  restoring  it  to  the  nabob  ?— I 
thonld  conceive  so. 

Before  any  cession  could  be  demanded, 
and  before  any  territory  could  be  enterea 
into,  do  yoa  not  conceive  that  evoY 
means  would  be  taken  to  induce  the  Osibpb 
to  pay  the  amount  in  money,  and  that  ic 
would  be  only  on  his  not  heing  able  W 
pay  it  in  money  there  could  be  any  pro> 
tence  for  taking  possession  of  his  countrv  ? 
Looking  to  the  practice  of  lord  Comwailia 
ID  the  case  of  the  nabob  Areot,  I  cooceivei 
tbtt  even  in  case  6f  a  fiulore  of  payment 
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in  moncyy  lord  CornwalUs  would  have 
been  disposed,  before  he  took  into  the 
possession  of  the  company  any  of  the  tcr- 
^  ritory  belcn^iug  to  the  princis  of  IntiiJ, 
10  h«ivc  examined  whciher  they  were  ca- 
pibie  of  paving  ihc  money,  and  if  he 
nad  found  tncm  incap:ible  of  pa)in^  (be 
zDoney,  be  would  would  have  ahaied  the 
paymcutf  that  was  the  course  he  adopted 
wah  ih?»  nabob  of  Arcot  in  1792. 

You  have  said  that  in  1792  and  1793. 
you  made  a  statement  to  lord  Curuw.i!iis 
of  the  revenue  of  the  nabob  at  that 
titne,  aiid  that  thai  was  obtained  from 
private  information;  had  you  obtained 
accurate  iofoyrmaiion  of  the  sources  of 
that  revenue,  or  of  the  amount  of  it  at 
the  time  you  made  that  statement  ? — la 
India  there  is  but  one  source  of  revenue, 
which  is  the  soil  itself;  it  scarcely  con- 
stitutes an  exception  to  that  rule,  that 
there  inay  be  some  very  small  collection 
in  the  way  of  what  is  called  customs, 
but  they  are,  in  general,  of  .so  little  com- 
parative atnoiint  of  the  revenue,  derived 
from  the  sjioil  itself:  lor  instance,  io 
the  country  of  Oude,  I  do  not' believe 
out  of  what  was  collected  by  <hc  vizici*.< 
government  on  the  whole  extent  of  his 
country,  yieldmg  iwo  crore  and  twenty 
lacs  of  rupfcs,  that  any  more  than  ten 
lacs  was  collected  by  w^y  of  cu.ioms  or 
fair,  which  is  a  toil  for  the  jxirpo-c  of 
protection  m<5re  than  any  thing  else. 
As  to  the  accuracy  of  the  itaicmeut,  1  do 
not  venture  10  desiiv  the  hc;ui.c  10  place 
the  Itasi  reliance  upon  it:  iiwd&j;ri\  ju  'k- 
formatiou  I  colltcicd  ;  as  far  as  1  w  ji  «b.e 
to  judj^c,  I  behcve  it  10  be  lolerabi)  accu- 
rate; and  I  have  heaid  r)Ocbin^  5iace 
which  %ai>  inouced  me  to  think,  myself 
considerably  in  error. 

Bid  you  ever  hear  lord  CornwalUs 
spccificially  declare  whtii  he  would  or 
would  not  have  done  under  tiiosc  circum- 
stances ? — Certainly  not. 

From  the  curliest  perlo.i  of  your  bcirg 
acijiiJvJntcd'wiih  the  pruvituc  oi  OaJc, 
uid  you  not  alwavs  look  on  the  recom- 
mendation through  the  rcbidcnt  of  the 
British  court  to  be  equal  altiiost  tO|ah 
ordex  ? — With  respect  to  all  relating  lO 
foreign  affairs  1  bjiicve  it  was  so ;  and, 
with  respect  to  internal  'dihuiy  duiing 
the  time  I  was  atLucknow,thi  British  go- 
vernment abstui-.ied  from  any  inicriereiice 
in  internal  aifairs  :  *n  genet al  I  be- 
lieve that  any  recoramcndi»ii.,n  of  the 
British  goven.ment  wai  rcgardtd  by  the 
government  of  Oude  as  something  very 
near  approjciiing  a  command,  and  was 
never  resisted  but  where  it  involved  some 


interest  of  their  own,  or  some  interfe- 
rence with  their  own  power. 

At  the  time  sir  Robert  Abercrombie 
took  the  held  against  the  Robillas,  you 
state  you  do  not  believe  a:)y  demand  wai 
made  on  the  vizier  for  the  exj  cuses  of 
that  campaign;  were  aiw  additiotial 
tioops  marched  with  sir  Robert  Aber- 
crombie on  that  expedition  than  th«se  at 
the  time  stationed  in  the  vixiei'^  country  i* 
— No  oiht^r  troops  were  employed  ikao 
those  actually  sratioiied  in  the  vizier's 
country ;  the  expense  arose  in  the  diffe- 
rence between  troops  in  the  fie^d  and 
troops  in  captotiS. 

Do  you  not  know  that  the  expense  iti- 
curred  by  the  vizier  for  keeping  up  his 
troops  was  very  considerable ;  and  what 
do  you  conceive  that  expense  to  have 
been  ? — I  think  it  is  suted  in  the  paper 
to  have  been  something  about  seventy-sik 
lacs  of  rupees,  or  about  eight  hundred  and 
eighty  thousand  pounds. 

Do  you  conceive  from  your  knowledge 
of  those  troops  they  could  have  btfen  em- 
ployed in  the  defence  of  the  country  in 
case  of  the  long  threatened  invasion  irom 
Z'.maun  Shaw,  or  a  large  army  uodci  De 
Borgne  ? — It  is  very  dimcult  to  combine 
operations  between  troops  so  perfectly  re- 
gular as  troops  foi  med  on  the  European 
s/siem  and  troops  formed  in  any  decree 
after  the  Asiatic  sy.>tcm  ;  my  opinion  ii, 
that  those  tror)ps  were  as  perfect  as  any 
Aiiaiic  troops  in  the  management  <n 
which  Europeans  were  not  concerned. 

Have  you  beard  of  the  use  made  by 
what  you  call  the  undiscipliiicd  troops  in 
a  Idti  w-ir  in  the  armies  commaixlcd  by 
general  Lake  and  sir  An  bur  WcUcsley  ? 
— If  I  here  was  any  very  material  dine- 
rcnce,  1  should  be  disposed  to  impute  it 
to  the  presiding  intluenc<^aiid  the  uleou 
of  those  tv^o  persons. 

Do  you  not  know  t|;)at  ihrre  were  frc- 
qui'nily  nmiinics  amongst  those  troops, 
which  endangered  the  very  existence  of  the 
guv.  rninrnt ;  and  have  you  not  beard  that 
»n  1775.  a  very  serious  mutiny  amongst 
the  troops  took  place,  which  with  great 
dilHculty  was  quelled  ?— I  believe  no  dis- 
position to  mutiny  more  strongly  to  have 
prevailed  among  tho«e  troops  than  in  all 
the  native  armies  in  the  peninsula  of 
India ;  it  is  a  notorious  fact  the  troo^is 
seldom  or  never  receive  their  pay  till  ihcv 
go  to  their  chief  in  that  sort  of  state  which, 
speaking  after  European  phrase,  is  dcop- 
niinated  mutiny.  Ii  is  a  common  prac- 
tice for  Scindia*s  best  troops,  the  Mah- 
rattas,  00  whcm  he.  most  relies,  tu  go 
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and  sit  at  hit  palace  gate,  and  there  wait 
without  eating  thamseivcs,  and  of  conse- 
quence without  bis  eating*  liil  they  have 
received  a  part  of  their  pay  ;  that  iii  tiie 
u^iual  way  in  which'  all  the  Asiatic  troops 
arc  maintained.  An  allusion  has  been 
made  to  the  mutiny  which  took  place  in 
1 77.5 ;  I  believe  that  to  have  proceeded 
from  an  understanding  iha(  the  vizier's 
officers,  ai  the  bead  of  troops,  were  to  be 
dismissed  from  ^their  employment,  and 
iheir  battalions  were  to  be  committed  to 
the  charge  of  Europeans,  which  I  believe 
actually  happened. 

Do  not  you  know  that  on  the  good  go- 
vernment and  defence  of  the  province  of 
Oude  depends,  in  a  great  measuie,  the  se- 
curity of  all  the  company's  pos&essicns  in 
that  part  of  India,  and  Bengal  particularly? 
I  apprehend  that  if  we  wcic  to  be  defeated 
in  Oude>  in  the  exricme  pan  of  our  pos- 
sessions, we  sbouid  be  scarcely  able  to 
maintain  ourselves  in  oihcr  parrs;  but 
the  distance  is  very  gre.<c  from  the  pro- 
vince of  Oude,  to  which,  on  any  attack, 
our  troops  would  advance »  but  generally 
apeaking,  I  assent  to  the  honourable  gen- 
tleman's proposition. 

From  what  other  quaitcr  are  our  pro- 
vinces likely  to  be  invaded,  except 
through  the  piovince  of  Oude  ?  — 
Whenever  Bengal  has  been  invaded  it 
Ins  not  been  invaded  by  that  quarter ; 
when  Bengal  was  under  the  domaiion  of 
Aliverdy  Khan,  it  was  invaded  by  Mid- 
napore  and  by  Bahar. 

Was  not  Bengal  in  a  very  different  si- 
tuation, as  well  as  the  Mahtaita  States, 
from  what  they  are  now  ;  and  whether 
the  great  danger  of  our  provinces  has  not 
been  from  the  north-west  frontier  (the 
province  of  Oude  and  the  penjab]  from 
whence  the  great  invader  who  was  ex- 
pected to  come  was  cxj^ctcd  ? — The 
last  hostile  force  ilrawn  out  with  a  view 
10  the  invasion  of  the  company's  posses- 
sions was  in  ihe  year  1780,  and  then  it 
was  aMahratta  army  which  threatened  to 
invade  bf  the  way  of  Midnapore. 

During  the  whole  time  you  resided  at 
Lucknow,  is  consequence  of  the  monihly 
reliefs  which  took  place,  were  not  you 
almost  in  the  habit  of  monthly  inter- 
course with  the  officers  of  the  Bengal 
army  ?^I  was,  and  derived  pleasuie  from 
the  intercourse. 

Did  they  not  reside  partly  in  yoar 
house  ?— I  was  in  the  babiu  of  friendly 
intercourse  with  some  of  them,  and  de- 
fived  great  satisfaction  from  it. 

Do  you  conceive  that  if  there  were  no 


troops  stationed  in  Otidc,  if  we  bad  no 
connection  with  Oude,  any  considerable 
diminution  could  take  place  of  the  Bengal 
army  for  the  defence  of  BeDgai,  Orissa, 
and  the  province  of  Bcnajes,  if  we  had  no 
communication  with  Oude? — Undoubt* 
edly,  I  conceive  a  very  great  diminuiioQ 
of  our  force  might  take  place. 

Do  you  conceive  that  by  the  posses- 
sion of  Allahabad,  Cawnpore,  Futty 
Ghur,  and  Anapshire,  with  thirteen 
thousand  of  thi:  cctnpany's  troops  sta- 
tioned in  OuJe,  and  with  the  facilities 
given  on  ail  occasions  by  the  nabob's 
bmily  for  marching  additional  troops 
through  the  nabob's  dominions  when  oc- 
casir)ii  requiied,  that  the  British  influence 
was  sufficiently  mamtained  in  Oude,  and 
they  had  every  opportunity  necessary  for 
the  defence  of  the  dominions  of  Oude, 
or  for  quelling  intcrojl  cohimotioni?— 
Looking  to  fact*  and  seeing  that  from  the 
Year  177,5,  to  the  present  day,  no  attack 
has  evLi  been  made  upon  our  possessions, 
and  that  no  internal  commotions  of  a  for- 
midable nature  have  been  formed,  I  am 
undoubtedly  of  opinion  the  means  which 
were  used  were  sufficient. 

Wainot  that  tbt:  opinion  (.frhe  military 
men  you  were  in  the  ha^it  of  convcising 
with  r — I  canhot  take  u^;Om  myself  to  in- 
form the  committee  ol  the  opinions  of 
others  ;  I  should  i»pprchend  the  error  in 
India  is  too  confident  an  opinion  of  our 
own  strength. 

Have  you  been  at  Cawnpore,  Fuity 
Ghur,  and  Anapshire  ? — At  Cawnpore 
and  Futty  Ghur. 

Is  Cawnpore  fortified  ?— No. 

It  is  an  open  canioameni  ? — Yes. 

Is  Futty  Ghur  fortified  ?— Certainly 
not.  « 

That  is  an  open  cantonment  ?— They 
are  not  places  of  strength,  but  canton- 
ments were  the  British  troops  are'  col- 
lected. 

What  was  the  nearest  station  of  any 
English  cantonment  to  the  troops  station- 
ed at  Cawnpore,  ih  ■  lowest  of  our  stati- 
ons in  the  nabob's  couni  ry? — They  ap- 
pear to  have  been  AUahabad,  about  inc. 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles, 
Chunar  to  have  been  about  the  distance 
of  sixty  miles  from  Allahabad ;  those 
were  the  nearest  stations. 

Allahabad  is  very  recently  a  militar 
station  ? — ^Ycs. 

Therefore  you  cannot  think  that  t/k. 
cantons  of  Cawnpore,  or  Futty  Ghuifi 
could  have  received  assistance  from  Alla- 
habad, which  was  no  military  station  ?— • 

I  stated 
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I  Stated  that  I  wa<1ncompetent  to  form  an 
opinion,  not  being  a  military  man;  hut 
seeing  (hat  no  attack  had  been  made  for 
thirty  years,  during  which  lime  we  had 
been  in  possession  of  those  places,  I  was 
bound  to  regard  them  ac  sufficient  for  dc* 
fence  ;  I  rest  myself  entirely  oo  no  attack 
having  been  made. 

Do  you  think  the  nabob  could  incur 
any  danger  of  personal  risk  from  the  dis- 
banding his  army,  whether  he  would  in- 
cur any  contempt  in  the  eyes  of  his  sub- 
jects from  seeing  that  army  set  at  liberty 
without  bis  consent? — I  do  not  appre- 
iiend  he  was  placed  in  circumstances  of 
danger  of  any  sort ;  because  I  apprehend 
that  such  was  the  awe  inspired  by  the 
company's  troops  introducea  into  his  do- 
minions in  Consequence  of  the  disband- 
mcnt  of  his  own,  that  none  of  bis  sub- 
jects could  with  safety  to  themselves  hsve 
entertained  any  design  mischievous  to  the 

•  nabob's  safety  ;  but  the  mischievous  con- 
seqifence  he  mcurred,  I  think,  was,  that 
the  disbandment  of  his  troops  was  carried 
so  iiir  as  to  preclude  nim  from  the  means 
of  oollecting  bis  revenues. 

Would  he,  according  to  the  opinions 
of  those  eastern  countries,  have  suffered 
tny  degradation  in  the  eyes  of  his  nobility, 
and  those  residing  near  his  person,  m 
consequence  of  seeing  the  army  disbanded 
without  his  consent,  and  reforms  intro- 
duced in  which  he  appeared  to  have  no- 
thing to  do,  and  done  in  despite  of  him  ? 
—No  doubt  by  suGh  an  interference  m 
the  internal  state  of  his  affairs,  he  would 
be  regarded  with  a  less  degree  of  respect 
by  his  subjects  th»n  he  would  otherwise  ; 
and  I  think  the  probible  consequence  that 
would  ensue  would  be  that  a  great  num- 
be/of  his  subjects  would  direct  their  at-  * 
tention  more  to  the  British  resident  and 
the  Biitish  powar. 

You  have  already  stated  that  you 
had  a  good  deal  of  intercourse  with  the 
officers  of  the  Bengal  army,  had  you  the 
happiocBs  of  knowing  the  late  colonel 
Scott,  and  w.u  he  not  only  in  your  con- 
templation, but  in  that  of  every  officer 
you  conversed  with,  an  officer  ot  the  fint 

"  character,  and  much  esteemed  'and  re- 
spected ? — I  had  not  the  good  fertuneto 
know  colonel  Scott  very  intimately,  but 
every  thing  I  have  heard  of  him  leads  me 
to  concur  entirely  in  the  opinion  which 
has  been  stated  ;<  I  am  disposed  to  believe 
ht  was  a  roan  of  very  high  honour  and 
Tery  high  iiitegrity;  I  believe,  also,  he 
was  a  mani  in  his  intercourse  with  Euro- 


peans, of  extremely  good  temper;  in  his 
conduct  towards  the  natives,  I  have  heard, 
that,  from  not  having,  at  an  early  period, 
mixed  very  much  with  them,  there  was  a 
sort  of  harshness  in  his  manners ;  and  I 
have  seen,  in  some  instances,-  particu- 
larly when  I  was  with  sir  Robert  Aber- 
crombie,  that  there  was  not  that  sort  of 
courtesy  which  was  usual  amongst  them- 
selves ;  at  the  same  time  I  do  not  mean 
to  cast  the  least  reflection  upon  him;  I 
entertain  the  highest  opinion  of  colonel 
Scott,  and  I  believe,  when  he  came  to 
have  more  intercourse  with*  the  natives, 
his  just  apprehension  would  very  soon 
correct  thac  quickness  which  I  observed 
when  I  saw  him. 

Do  you  not  know  the  higher  rank  of  Mus- 
sulme'n  in  those  countries,,  are  peculiarly 
persons  of  gravity  of  manners,  of  civilitj-, 
andof  gentleness  r — Undoubtedly  they  are ; 
I  wish  to  add  also,  that  if  I  had  been  to 
choose  a  person  for  the  office  of  resident 
at  Lucknow,  I  do  not  know  any  person  I 
should  have  preferred  to  colonel  Scott 
from  what  I  have  heard  of  him. 

Do  you  knowany  thingof  theactual  con- 
conduct  of  colonel  Scott  in  the  residency? 
•—Certainly  not  beyond  what  is  to  be 
found  in  the  papen ;  though  I  have  always 
looked  towards  the  people  of  that  country 
with  the  sincerest  anachment,  I  have  not 
had  communication  of  any  sort  or  kind 
with  any  one  since  I  left  it. 

Therefore  you  cannot  speak  of  his  con- 
duct during  the  whole  period  of  his  resi- 
dency?— Certainly  not. 

Do  you  not  know  that  in  1794,  when 
colonel  Scott  attended  sir  Robert  Aber.- 
crombie,  colonel  Scott  was  accused  ot 
having  turned  an  embassador  from  the 
Rohillas,  sent  to  obtain  peace,  out  of  the 
tent,  and  to  have  led  by  it  to  the  unfor- 
tunate issue  of  the  battle  pf  B ?-— 

There  was  some  story*of  the  kind,  but  I 
never  could  trace  it  to  such  a  source  as  in- 
duced me  to  believe  it  was  fact ;  I  believe 
there  was  a  kind  of  misapprehension  in 
respect  of  a  messenger  the  Rohillas 
had  sent  into  sir  Robert  Abercrombic'a 
camp. 

Have  you  not  heard  frequently,  at 
Lucknow,  that  violence  was  uied  by  co- 
onel  Scott  to  ihe  person  of  thai  messenger 
sent  in  by  the  Rohillas  ? — I  have  heard  it 
mentiotied. 

Have  you  that  personal  knowledge  of 
those  transactions  yourself,  which  wfll 
enable  you  to  speak  with  any  degree  of 
certain^  about  them  ?— Certainly  not. 

Sir 
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Sir  Alured  Clarke  yuu  called  in  and 
examined* 

In  the  year  17^7,  where  not  you  com- 
mander in  chiefof  the  king's  and  cono* 
pany's  forcei  in  Benipl,  and  senior  mem* 
Dcr  of  the  Bengal  council  ?— -  Yes,  I 
was. 

Who  was  then  the  governor  general  ? 
—My  lord  Teignmourij,  then  sir  John 
Shore. 

Did  you  accom{>any  sir  John  Shore  to 
Lucknow,  towards  the  close  of  the  year 
1797,  some  short  time  aficr  the  death  of 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah  ?^  went  up  nearly 
the  same  time  be  did,  we  did  not  go  to- 
gether, but  we  were  there  u  the  same 
time. 

Were  you  at  the  consultation  held  'at 
Lucknow  in  December  1797,  and  the 
beginning  of  the  year  179^,  at  Bebypore, 
which  ended  in  the  deposing  of  vizier  Ali« 
and  placing  on  the  throne  Saadut  Ali, 
the  present  vizier  of  the  empire? — 1  am 
not  quite  suie  what  may  be  meant  by 
consultations ;  if  you  mean  in  the  usual 
acceptation  at  meetingsof  the  councils  I 
was  not,  for  I  was  not  in  that  situation 
at  Lucknow. 

At  the  time  sir  John  Shore  %iras  consi- 
dering of  the  steps  he  was  to  pursue  at 
Lucknow,  were  not  you  generally  con- 
sulted?— I  had  frequent  conversations 
with  sir  John  Shore,  he  communicated  to 
me  most  of  his  proceedings,  if  not  all;  I 
believe  I  may  venture  to  say  all. 

You  were  consulted  by  the  governor- 
general  on  the  terms  of  the  treaty  proposed 
to  be  entered  into  between  the  company 
and  the  nabob  vizier,  Saadut  AH  ?— I  do 
not  recollect  that  I  was  consulted  parti- 
cularly upon  it ;  it  was  communicated  to 
me — the  intentions  about  it. 

Was  your  opinion  asked  upon  the 
Ierms7— 1  cannot  sav  that  I  recollect  it 
was ;  it  is  possible  that  may  be  the  case. 
By  situation  was  not  there  as  a  member  of 
the  council ;  any  communication  was  in 
another  capacity. 

Was  not  your  opinion  asked  asa  friend 
cenerally,  on  all  the  measures  adopted 
by  sir  John  Shorci — I  have  every  reason 
to  believe  sir  John  Shore  communicated 
with  me  on  almost  <cvery  occurrence 
which  took  place  there. 

Do  you  remember  making  any  obser- 
vation particularly  at  Bebypore  in  the  pre- 
sence of  colonel  Collins,  Mr.  Edmon- 
stone,  colonel  Scott,  and  Mr.  Lumsden, 
by  which  you  conceived  that  the  increase 
from  fifty-five  and  a  half  lacs  of  rupees  to 
fcvedty-six  was  too  great  an  iacreasc  at 


otice,  considering  the  icfoutces  of  the 
vizier  ? — I  cannot  say  I  have  the  least  r^ 
collectioo  of  it ;  it  is  possible  I  may  have 
been  in  compai^y  with  ihoM»  gentlemen, 
bnt  I  have*not  die  smallest  recollection 
of  an  observation  to  that  fffcct. 

C>  ..paring  the  sum  of  fiftv-fivc  lac.««  c£ 
rupees  10  seventy-six,  woulcl  it  hot  have 
struck  your  excellency  that  the  sum  was 
excessive  ? —  Upon  my  word  I  have  not 
any  recollection  that  it  had  such  an  effect 
upon  my  mind  at  the  time,  not  ihe  smal* 
lest  i  I  do  not  know  what  effect  it  roigbc 
have. 

^You  saw  the  treaty  before  it  was  pre-' 
scnied  to  the  nabob? — At  this  distance  of 
time  I  cannot  positively  .say,  but  I  think 
it  is  probable  I  did. 

Was  it  not  clearly  understood  by  you^ 
without  adverting  to  whether  vou  saw  it 
btfore  or  after,  when  you  l(X)kcd  at  the 
treaty,  and  by'^all  t  nose  consulted  ia 
framing  the  treaty,  that  if  the  nabob 
pid  his  kists  or  instalments,  and  pei^ 
formed  the  diflVrcnt  stipulations  of  the 
treaty,  that  no  interference,  on  the  part 
of  the  company,  was  to,  be  exeiciiea  in 
the  internal  management  of  the  country, 
or  in  regard  to  bis  civil  and  military 
establishment?— I  really  cannot  charge 
my  recollection  sufficiently  to  anawer 
that  question,  but  I  should  think  the 
treaty  itself  will  explain  that  ihorongfal^. 

Did  you  not  believe  that,  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  treary,  the  nabob  was 
to  be  the  entire  master  of  his  country^ 
uncontrolled  manager  thereof,  and  to 
possess,  in  reality,  lull  authority  over  his 
dominions,  his  household  affairs^  his 
troops,  and  his  subjects,  as  apecined  ia 
the  treaty  ? — Tbe  trc2tf  went  no  funhcr 
than  his  paying  those  kists;  I  do  not 
recollect  any  stipulations  there  were  fur-, 
ther ;  ^  I  take  for  ^nted  there  was  no 
intention  then  of  interfering  with  him 
further  than  ipight  be  necessary  from 
political  consitic rations. 

From  the  general  impivssion  upon 
your  mind  now,  do  not  you  believe  that 
the  nabob  was  to  have  the  entire  and 
uncontrolled  management  of  the  country, 
and  control  over  his  troops  and  his  sao- 
jects  ?— Certainly ;  I  have  no  reason  to 
believe  otherwise. 

Previous  to  Sir  John  Shore  leaving 
Calcutta,  in  March,  1798,  was  your  ex<>» 
cfcllency  at  Calcutta,  or  on.  your  way 
there  ?— -When  he  left  Calcutta  I  was  on 
my  way  to  the  presidency. 

Did 'not  you,  and  ihe-other  gentlemen 
of  tt^e  council^  highly  approve  of  every 

part 
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Eirt  of  Sir  John  Shore's  proceedings  at 
ucknow?— As  far  as  I 'recollect  cvfry 
one  did :  I  had  everjr  reason  to  be  satis 
ficd  with  it,  and,  I  believe,  cfery  other 
member  of  the  council  had^  I  cannot 
charge  my  memory  with  the  epiuion  of 
cver;^ -one  at  this  moment. 

Did  you  not  consider  the  arrangements 
as  permanent,  and  as  highly  advanrage- 
oos  in  every  point  of  view  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  East  India  company,  and 
founded  on  justice  and  sound  policy  ?-* 
I  certainly  did. 

During  your  stay  at  Lucknow,  or  on 
your  march  to  that  city,  did  you  not  hear 
that  vizier  Ali,  and  the  people  who  were 
connected  with  him,  had  made  a  rapid 
excursion  from  a  place  called  Hydcr 
Ghur,  had  entered  the  treasury  and  jewel 
office,  and  purloined  a  very  considerable 

rroperty  belonging  lo  the  late  vizier  ? — 
cannot  speak  positively  to  that;  I  think 
I  have  a  faint  recollection  of  something' 
of  the  kind. 

Perhaps  I  may  bring  the  circumstance 
to  your  recollection,  which  may  enable 
you  to  aa&wer  the  q^uestion.  Do  you 
not  remember  that  vizier  Alt  did  return 
rapidly  to  Lucknow,  and,  in  his  vv^y 
back  CO  Hydcr  Ghur,  where  his  araiy 
was  encamped,  he  rode  post,  aq6  not  a 
fall  which  endangered  his  life? — It  is 
possible  that  may  have  passed,  but  I  do 
'  not  recollect  it. 

You  think. he  did  purloin  jewels  and 
other  treasure  ? —  I  am  not  at  all  clear 
of  it. 

Did  tiot  you  hear  that  lord  Teign- 
tnouih  actually  recovered  some  of  the 
jew«r$,  and  gave  them  b^ick  to  Saadut 
All?— I  cannot  speak  positively  to  it; 
I  have  some  idea  of  it,  but  it  is  a  very 
faint  one. 

You  say  you  have  some  faint  recol- 
lection of  it? — Upon  your  speaking  of 
it,  the  thing  has  passed  on  ray  mind, 
since  that  I  think  I  have  some  faint  re- 
collection of  transactions  of  thai  kind, 
but  It  is  so  faint  I  cannot  speak  to  it. 

How  long  did  you  continue  »c:ing 
governor-general  after  the  departure  of 
Sir  John  Shore  for  Europe  ? — 1  should 
think  about  two  months. 

During  that  time,  was  not,  as  far  as 
you  know,  the  conduct  of  the  nabob  in 
.every  respect  -most  unexceptionable  apd 
exemplary  ?— I  had  very  lit dc  reason  to 
bear,  much  about  him  during  that  short 

Seriod,  but  I  do  not  recollect  any  thing 
isadvaaug^^  to  him  during  that  |»e- 
*iiod.  ' 


At  that  timCy  were  not  you  in  the 
habits  of  receiving  the  Lucknow  news- 
papers'?—  They  were  received  through 
the  Persian  trenslatdr,  and  any  thing  par- 
ticularly necessary  was  communicated, 
I  suppose,  but  I  never  received  them 
myself. 

During  the  period  you  were  acting 
governor-general  you  heard  nothing  dis- 
creditable to  the  character  of  the  na- 
bob ? — I  have  not  any  thing  in  my  recol- 
lection. 

Did  it  ever  enter  into  your  contem- 
plation, during  that  very  short  period^ 
to  matte  any  alterations,  or  suggest  any, 
in  the  arrangements  made  at  Lucknow, 
and  entered  into  with  your  entire  appro- 
bation  ? —  I  must  answrr  that  questitin 
very  doubtfully,  for  I  really  cannot 
charge  my  memory  with  it ;  I  do  not 
recollect  that  I  did ;  it  is  pottible  that 
I  might.  I  should  hope  it  will  be  con- 
sidered by  the  house  it  is  now  a  period 
of  near  seven  years  since  those  trans- 
actions took  place ;  I  have  been  in  Eng- 
land upwards  of  five,  and  really  have 
discharged  my  mind  most  completely 
of  all  the  business  which  passed  there ; 
I  have  had  very  little  occasion  to  refer  to 
it  since,  and  tberef  re  my  memory  must 
be  necessarily  imperfect. 

You  delivered  over  the  charge  of  go- 
vernment to  marquis  Wcllcslry,  then 
lord  Mornington  ? — On  marquis  Wcl- 
lesley's  arrival,  he,  of  course,  took  chaige 
of  the  government. 

Do  you  recollect,  shortly  after  lord 
Wcllesley*s  arrival,  his  having  any  con- 
versation with  you  about  the  affairs  of 
Oude  ? — No,  I  do  not  recollect  any  par- 
ticular conversjtions  on  the  subject  of 
the  affairs  of  Oude;  I  think  it  is  very 
possible  he  did  convene  with  me  on  the 
subject  of  the  affairs  at  Oude,  as  well 
as  the  other  parts  of  the  administration 
be  was  going  to  undertake  ;  I  cannot 
positively  say  he  did  not,  *but  I  can  only 
aiKswcr  from  my  present  recollection. 

You  mean  to  say  you  have  no  recol- 
lection of  his  holding  conversations  with 
you  and  the  late  colonel  William  Scott 
as  to  the  then  rt'cent  transactions  in  Oude, 
and  mentioning  his  intention  of  hrst  re- 
ducing  the  nabob's  troops,  and  intro- 
ducing a  body  of  the  company's  forces 
in  that  state,  and  of  demanding  payment 
for  the  same  beyond  the  sum  stipulated 
for  by  the  treaty  ? — 1  cannot  say  that 
I  rccolkrct  that  conversation  ;  it  is  very 
possible  (here  may  have  hcen  conver- 

^^i«pt 
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orions  on  that  subject,  but  I  have  no 
recoli^tion  of  any  conversation  of  that 
kind  soon  after  lord  Wellcslcy'i  ar- 
rival. 

You  have  no  recollection  that,  almost 
imniediaiely  after  his  arrival,  he  inti- 
paatcd  to  you  his  intention  of  inteifering 
in  the  civil  and  milirary  aifairs  of  Oude  ? 
*-I  have  no  recollection  of  it  at  this 
Bioroent. 

Did  you  on  any  occasion,  to  the  best 
of  your  rccoUcctioni  advise  him  to  any 
interference  in  the  affairs  of  Oude,  as 
being  necessasy,  justifiable,  or  prosier?— 
Upon  my  word  I  cannot  say  that  1  re- 
collect my  having  given  any  advice  on 
that  subject,  unsought ;  certainly,  du- 
ring the  course  of  my  being  there,  cir- 
cumstances arose  which  did  occasion  al- 
terations. 

In  the  early  part,  before  he  ,wcnt  to 
the  coast  ?-^  1  do  not  recollect  it ;  any 
thing  that  is  in  writing  I  do  not  mean 
by  what  I  say  to  disavow,  but  I  have  not 
seen  a  single  paper  upon  this  subject. 

On  lord  Wcllc$ley*s  going  to  the 
•oasf,  about  the  close  of  the  year  1798, 
did  his  lordship  give  you  any  directions 
relative  to  effecting  any  change  in  the 
arrangements  at  which  you  assisted  in 
Oode? — I 'do  not  recoUeci  his  leaving 
any  directions. with  me  at  all;  it  is  pos- 
sible c6oversatioos  may  have  passed  on 
the  subject,  not  that  I  recollect  any, 
nor  do  1  recollect  any  directions  left  with 
me  when  he  went. 

Do  you  recollect  that  he  mentioned  to 
you  any  intention  of  removing  Mr.  John 
Lumsdeo,  the  then  resident  at  Luck- 
now,  or  tnat  it  might  be  necessary  to 
send  the  late  colonel  Scott  on  a  special 
mission  to  Lucl^now  ? — 1  cannot  say  that 
I  recollect  that ;  I  do  recollect  that  there 
was  an  intention  of  removing  Mr.  Lums- 
dcn,  and  that  colonel  Scott  was  thought 
of  and  was  afterwards  employed  and  sent 
there;  I  do  tiot  recollect  that  there  was 
any  arrangement  made  for  that  previous 
to  his  lordship's  goin^  to  the  coast. 

Mr<  Luihsden  assisted  ynu  in  the  ar- 
nngcmcnts  made  between  Sir  John  Shore 
and  the  nabob  vizier  with  respect  to  pla- 
cing him  on  the  musnud  ? — 1  have  very 
little  doubt  he  must  have  been  theic ; 
ic  was  bis  business ;  but  I  do  not  recoU 
Ica  it. 

How  long  did  you  act  as  vice-president 
of  .the  council  of  Bengal? — From  the 
oeriod  of  my  lord  Wellesley's  dejaiture 
ixom  Madras,  which  is  not  now  in  my 
rccoliccti^ny  until  his  return  from  Madras 


again ;  I  believe  the  whole  period,  though 
I  do  not  recollect  the  dates  of  his  gt^ 
ing  or  returning,  might  be  about  nine 
months. 

During  that  period,  do  yovt  recollect 
whether  lord  Welleslcy  conveyed  to  you 
his  fixed  determination  of  interfering  in 
the  affairs  of  Oude  ? —  I  do  not  quite 
understand  the  question  as  put,  '*  his 
**  fixed  determination  to  interfere  in  the 
**  afiPairs  of  Oude  ?  ** — he  certainly  wrote 
to  me  to  say,  that  he  wished  very  much 
to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  of  reducing 
the  viaier's  troops,  and  the  intention  cer- 
tainly was,  when  that  was  done,  which 
I  understood  to  be  with  the  sanction, 
at  least,  and  approbatimi,  I  believe, 
of  the  vizier  himself,  ^ho  certainly  did 
not  at  all  like  to  depend  on  the  troops 
he  thet)  possessed  ;  I  believe  that  was  the 
ground  of  it,  and  it  was  certainly  after^ 
wards,  in  a  certain  degree,  carried  int^ 
effea. 

Did  you,  during  the  period  of  your 
so  acting,  in  any  maniier,  accede  to  stick 
interference,  or  sanction  any  infraction 
of  the  treaty  of  1798? — I  am  not  aware 
that  I  did|  and  I  hope  I  did  not;  it  was 
certainly  meant  to  keep  that  treaty  invio- 
lable. 

Did  you  understand  that,  by  the  re- 
duction of  the  military  establishment  of 
the  vizier,  lord  Wclledey  meant  to  dis- 
band the  greater  part  of  the  nabob V 
army,  and  to  introduce  British  troops  in 
ihc  place  or  those  so  disbanded  ?— -I  cer- 
tainly understood  the  intention  both  of 
the  vizier  and  my  lord  Welleslejr  wat" 
to  get  rid  of  as  many  of  the  vizier^a 
troops  as  they  could,  and  as  soon  as  thc|r 
could  ;  it  was  not  practicable  to  do  it 
immediately,  and  there  were  parts  of  the 
troops  belonging  to  the  company  in  rea- 
diness to  supply  the  deficiencies  as  they 
might  be  able  to  reduce  the  nabob's 
troops. 

Did  you  understand  that  lord  Wel- 
lesiey  meant  to  reduce  the  whole  of  the 
naboVs  troops,  and  to  introduce  instead 
of  those  troops  so  reduced  an  equal  num- 
ber^ or  any  number,  of  the  Britisn  troops  f 
— -  It  certainly  was  in  conteinplaiion  to 
reduce  the  number  of  the  vizier's  troops, 
and  to  supply  him  with  troops  of  the 
companj^'s,  for  the  protection  of  hia 
country  in  the  stead  of  theirs. 

Whether  be  demanded  them  or  not? 
—I  understood  it  to  be  done  with  tha 
concurrence  of  the  vizier.  , 

Do  you  meao,  by  reducing  the  ainii* 
her,  that  voa  understood,  or  sanctiooed, 

the, 
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tlie  redaction  of  tbc  whole  of  the  nabob's 
army?— *  The  more  of  them,  as  hr  as 
my  opiaion  went,  I  thought  the  better 
'  both  for  the  nabob  and  for  us,  for  I 
thought  he^  would  be  better'  served  by 
the  troops  intended  to  be  substituted  in 
their  stead. 

Yoti  mean  to  .say,  that,  reducing  the 
number  was  the  same,  in  your.opioion« 
as  reducing  the  whole  ?«-^  My  opinion 
only  would  have  gone  to  thinking  it  bet- 
ter to  f educe  as  many  as  ihcv  could: 
it  was  not  practicable  to  do  it  all  at  once, 
it  was  done  by  degrees,  and  there  were 
troops  of  ihe  company  ready  lo  replace 
them. 

Did  you  understand  lord  Wellesley  to 
mean  the  reduction  of  the  whole  of  the 
nabob's  troops  ? — I  cannot  say  positively 
that  that  was  bis  meaning  ;  there,  per- 
haps, might  have  been  some  troops  they 
might  not  think  it  necessary  to  reduce ; 
but  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  he 
thought  the  more  of  them  that  were 
reduced  the  better ;  that  is  pretty  nearly 
what  I  said  before  in  another  answer. 
I  rather  think  that  was  his  opinion ;  it  is 
very  difficult  for  me  to  say  what  passed 
in  another  man's  mind. 

Did  the  communication  you  had  with 
lord  Wellesley  convey  that;  can  you 
say  positively  that  he  meant  that  ?^ 
I  c«nnot  speak  positively  to  that ;  I  think 
that  was  his  idea,  that  as  many  should 
be  reduced  as  they  could  conveniently 
get  rid  of,  and  that  the  dcBciency  should 
be  supplied  by  the  company's  troo))s. 
I  do  not  know  whether  so  m^y  in  num- 
ber. 

At  the  time  the  treaty  of  Lucknow 
was  concluded  in  179S,  did  not  you 
understand  that  a  reduction  of  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  nabob's  army  was 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  pay  the  sub- 
sidy of  scventy<six  lacs  M  rupees  ? — 
I  have  not  at  this  moment  in  my  recol- 
lection what  the  exteiu  of  his  army  was, 
but  I  should  have  thought,  and  I  think 
now,  that  a  reduction  of  them  was  bene- 
ficial; I  think  it  possil^le  there  might 
have  been  some  reduction,  but  I  caonoc 
charge  my  memory. 

On,  or  about,  the  8(|th  of  January, 
1799*  <^id  not  marquis  Wellesley  write 
to  vou,  from  Madras,  respecting  the 
affairs  at  Oade? — I  recollect  receiving 
«  letter  from  lord  Wellesley,  and  from 
Midras,  respecting  the  affairs  at  Oude, 
the  affairs  I  have  been  lately  questioned 
oa  (  but  I  do  not  rccolkct  the  date,  and. 


indeed,  I  may  add,  I  sboold  not  have 
recollected  even  that  I  had  received  such 
a  letter,  if  by  mere  accident  it  had  not 
been  put  into  my  hand  in  this  house, 
amoogsc  the  printed  papers,  for  I  bad 
not  seen  it,  neither  md  I  the  least  recol- 
lection of  that  tetter. 

Do  you  remember  that,  in  that  letter, 
fw\thout  advening  to  the  date)  his  lord* 
ship  requested  you  to  dispense  with  the 
tervicet  of  colonel  Scott,  and  to  Jend 
him  to  LiBcknow  to  assist  Mr.  Lumsdcn 
in  those  reforms  which  were  proposed  ? 
-*I  have  seen  the  letter  in  toe  printed 
papers,  and  I  lecollect  perfectly  the  letter, 
but  I  cannot  s^Hsak  now  as  to  the  date ; 
the  letter  will  explain  itself.  I  liave  not 
in  my  recollection  those  conversations  to 
which  the  letter  is  supposed  to  allude, 
nor  had  - 1  the  letter  in  my  rccolleciion 
until  I  saw  it.    . 

At  the  time  that  lord  Wellesley  wrote 
to  you  from  Madras,  did  not  perfect  tran- 
quillity prevail  in  Ottde  ? —  Upon  my 
word  I  cannot  recollect  whether  it  did, 
or  not,  at  that  moment ;  it  is  clearly  in 
my  recollection  that,  at  different  periods, 
there  was  a  want  of  tranquillity,  but 
I  cannot  recollect  whether,  at  that  mo- 
ment, that  was  the  case. 

You  do  not  recollect  from  thecontrnis 
of  that  letter  ? —  No ;  it  is  entirely  our  of 
my  recollection  whether  there  was  or 
was  not. 

Do  you  remember  fu-nishing  lord 
Wellesley  with  any  report  as  10  the  if> 
struct  ions  you  furnished  to  colonel  Scott 
on  his  proceedini^  to  Lucknow?-^!  really 
have  not  them  in  my  recollection ;  if 
I  did,  they  are  probably  somewheipto 
be  found.  «

'Jftrr  some  time  Sir  Alured  Clarke  ivai 
again  called  in. 
Was  it  communicated  by  marquis 
Wellesley  to  the  council  of  Bengal  the 
part  that  he  instructed  you  to  act  in  con- 
veying vour  ultimate  instructions  to 
colonel  ^cott  ? — Upon  my  word  I  can- 
not recollect  whether  it  was  or  was  not. 
I  was  at  Ihat  time  in  the  government  of 
Bengal  during  my  lord  Wellesley's  ab- 
sence ;  I  do  not  recollect  whether  it  was 
or  was  not,  but  1  am  sure  colonel  Scott 
could  not  have  been  sent  to  Lucknow 
without  its  being  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  whole  council.  I  have  no  recol- 
lection,  at  this  moment,  whether  it  was 
or  was  not,  but  I  do  ooc  thiok  it  likciy. 

Al- 
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lAlmoit  imfliediately  after  colonel 
Scott  arrived  at  Lucknow,  was  not  Mr. . 
Luroaden  removed,  or  did  he  not  retien 
bis  situation,  and  was  succeeded  by  coio- 
oel  Scott ^?-«I  must  s^xak  with  a  very 
faulty  recollection  of  it.  I  presume  he 
was  removed,  for  be  went  soon  af(er, 
first,  to  aid  Mr.  Lumsden  to  carry  into 
execution  the  plan,  which  I  understood 
the  vizier  and  lord  Wcllesley  both  wish- 
ed to  be  carried  into  execution,  of  re- 
ducing the  vizier's  troops  and  replacing 
them  DV  some  of  the  British  troops. 
Colonel  Scott,  who  was  adjutant-general 
of  the  Bengal  army,  and  was  living  with 
me,  I  could  very  ill  spare,  but  I  thought 
he  would  be  so  useful  that  I  did  spare 
bim.  I  cannot  recollect  whether  it  was 
on  any  communication  with  th^  other 
members  of  the  council ;  I  have  said  it 
must  be,  but  I  did  not  at  that  moment 
adveit  to  the  circumstance  that  he  went 
as  an  assistant  to  Mr.  Lumsden  at  first, 
land  he  mi^ht  gO  under  my  orders  as  a 
military  oflbccr. 

Did  you  ever  hear  the  reasons  for  Mr. 
Lumsden's  rcmov?]  or  resignation? — 
I  must  have  heard  at  the  time  the  rca- 
gons,  but  tbry  are  quite  out  of  my  me- 
mory. I  rather  thiiik  there  was  reason 
to  suppose  that  part  of  this  plan  would 
be  carried  on  by  colonel  S«  oit  better, 
and  that  there  mi^ht  be  some  coolness 
between  him  and  the  nabob. 

You  embarked  for  England  late  in 
February,  1801^ — I  did. 

After  lord  Wcllesley's  return  to  Ben- 
gal in  1799.  andi  previous  to  the  time 
o(  yoar  embarkation,  did  he  make  any 
intimation  to  you,  as  far  as  you  remem- 
ber»  of  his  intetition  t6  deprive  the  vizier 
of  the  rights  he  possessed  in  virtue  of  the 
treaty  of  1798  f — I  do  not  recollect  his 
ever  making  such  a  oecUrntioo  to  me. 
What  rights  does  the  question  mean  ? 

The  possession  of  his  troops,  his  here- 
ditary dominions,  ai.d  his  subjects  ? — 
No;  I  do  not  recollect  any  such'dccla- 
ratton,  or  any  conversation  on  the  sub- 
ject, between  lord  Welleslcy  and  my- 
self. I  recollect  repeated  conversations, 
and  repeated  acts,  with  respect  to  the 
reduction  of  his  troops,  and  the  orders 
given  for  others  to  supply  them. 

Did  his  lordship  communicate  to  you, 
either  privately  or  as  a  member  of  the 
council,  the  correspondence  his  lordship 
held  Y^ith  the  late  colonel  Scott? — 
I  must  speak  still  under  the  same  doubt. 
I  have  every  icasoa  to  believe  lord  Wcl- 


lesley did  occasionally  correspond  with 
coloiiel  Scott. 
^  Did  his  lordship  communicate  to  you, 
either  privately  or  as  a  member  ol  the 
council,  the  correspondence  between  his 
lordship  and  the  Idte  colonel  Scott  up 
to  the-  time  of  your  embarkation? — 
Am  I  to  understand  by  the  correspon- 
dence the  whole  of  the  correspondence  ? 

I  mean  the  whole  of  the  correspon- 
dence?—Upon  my  word  1  cannot  say 
whether  he  did  or  not.  He  frequently 
spoke  to  me  on  the  subject  of  the  nego- 
tiaiigas  going  on,  but  it  is  impossible 
for  me  to  say  whether  he  communicated 
the  whole  of  it. 

What  reason  did  he  assign,  if  he 
assigned  any,  for  keeping  that  corres- 
pondence from  the  consultations  of  couii* 
cil  ? — He  ncvcrassigijcd  any  reason  to  me 
for  it  that  I  recollect. 

The  corre^ndcDCC  received  by  you 
from  the  foreign  princes  and  residents, 
whilst  president  o(  the  council,  did  you 
not  think  yourself  bound  to  record  im- 
mediately on  the  consultations  of  coun- 
cil ?— Certainly,  if  they  were  of  that 
nature  that  made  it  necessary.  There 
was  a  sort  of  correspondence  w^ith  the 
different  princes  of  nie  country  thai  w^s 
much  of  it  \(try  trifling — mcrclv  com- 
plimentary, and  things  of  that  kind. 
I  cannot  recollect  what  all  those  were, 
nor  can  I  charge  my  memory  p^iititulariy 
with  respect  to  any  time ;  but  I  take  for 
granted  every  thiiiR,  which  it  was  neces- 
sary to  lay  before  the  couiKil,  1  did. 

All  letters  as  to  neyotiaiioos  between 
foreign  prince*  and  tno  Bengal  govern- 
.mcnj,  did  you  not  ihiiik  It  your  duty 
to  record  'jn  the  council? — Any  liiat 
I  received;  but  I  am  not  avarc  tlKi*" 
1  received  any  during  the  iboft  per:od 
you  are  asking  to,  while  1  was  ^ovTnujr- 

{ general,  or  afterwards,  in  U>fa  Wciici- 
ey*s  absence. 

Did  you  not  embark  for  Enjilsnd,  in 
February,  1801,  wimout  lvi:ig  au.nt? 
that  lord  Welle siry  h^d  drtormincd  10 
obtain,  if  possible,  lor  the  company, 
possession  of  the  whole  ol  Ouac;  or* 
tailing  in  that,  a  cesiion  of  lerriioiy  con.- 
prising  one-half  of  the'  viziei*s  duuu- 
nions  f — I  certainly  did  not  know  that 
lord  Welleslcy  had  such  intentions. 

As  a  member  of  the  council,  were 
yob  not  entirely  ignoiant  of  such  nn 
intention  when  you  embarked  ? — 1  hjvc 
said  before  that' I  had  no  kiiowkci^c  of 
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bis  having  any  such  intention,  certainly 
noi. 

You  were  commar.dt  r.in-chief  in  1708 
«nd  1799*  ^^^  21emaunShah  approach- 
ed towafds  Lahore  ? —  Yea»  I  was,  cer- 
tainly. 

Was  not  that  chief  considered|in  India, 
as  an  enemy  to  the  British  power  ?•— We 
certainly  coiuidcrcd  htm  as  such  at  ther 
period  mentioned.  ^ 

Have  you  not  heard  that  colonel  Mal- 
colm Vas  deputed  to  the  court  of  Vespian 
purposely  to  prevail  on  the  ktne  of  rcr- 
&ia  to  make  war  on  2^roaun  Shah,  to^pre- 
vent  his  approach  to  Lahore  ? —  I  caiinot 
chaTge  my  memory  particularly  with  that 
being  the  object  of  his  embassy,  I  be- 
lieve ^here  were  other  objects,  but  I  am 
SfK-'akingnow  entirely  out  of  recollection 
of  it.  There  were  objects  of  another 
kind,  I  think,  also  that  be  had  to  effect ; 
if  that  was  one  of  them  I  do  not  know 
that  it  was. 

Was  not  the  object  of  Zemauu  Shah's 
expedition  generally  considered  to  be 
ior  the  conquest,  ai)d  the  destruction 
of  the  British  possessions  in  Hindustan  I 
•~I  do  not  know  that  it  was  for  that 
only.  It  was  foc«the  inva»ion  of  Hin- 
dosun,  and  the  first  impression  would 
probably  have  been.made  upon  the  pro- 
vince of  Oude. 

Did  not  the  province  of  Oude  He 
between  him  and  the  possessions  of  the 
company  in  Hindostan  I — I  do  not  know 
^that  it  lay  directly  between,  but  it  was 
the  course  he  probably  would  have 
lakcn. 

Considering  the  immense  increase 
made  to  the  subsidy,  by  the  treaty  of 
1798,  at  which  yon  assisted,  did  you 
imaj^iiie  thai,  in  addition,  the  whole, 
or  any  part,  of  the  army  sent  to- the 
ironiiers,  under  Sir  James  Craig,  would 
also  be  charged  to  the  expense  of  the 
vizier? — I  have  not  in  my  recollection,- 
at  this  moment,  the  words  of  the  treaty, 
but  I  rather  think  it  was  intended  that, 
if  any  vcnr  great  additional  expense  was 
created,  that  it  would  be  necessary  for 
•him  to  bear  a  part  of  it;  but  I  speak 
in  some  doubt,  the'  treaty  itself  will 
explain  that ;  1  think  I  have  not  read 
the  treaty  since  the  period  of  my  leaving 
India. 

When  the  subsidy  was  increased  from 
(ifcy-hvc  and  a  half  lacs  of  iiipces  to 
ftcvciity-sixy  that  is  from  six  hundred 
ihuuiand  pounds  to  a  million  annually, 
wok  it  not  in  your  contemplatioB  that 


the  company  was  to  keep  up  a  fbcce  wf<* 
'ficicnt  for  the  complete  and  entire  defence 
of  Oudnf — That  is  really  out  of  my 
recollection* 

IC  a  demand  of  five  hundred  thousand 
piuinds  had  been  made  on  the  vizier  in 
addition  to  the  subsidy  of  seventy-six 
lacs  of  rupees  in  the  same  year  that  he^ 
mounted  the  throne,  beyond  the  sum 
he  was  to  pay  for  his  advancement  to 
the  musnud,  and  the  rejiairsof  Allaha-  * 
bad  i  do  you  not  think  that  would  have 
been    an    mfractioa    of    the  treaty  of 

^798 '  [Withdrew. 

The  committee  determined  that  that 
question  should  not  be  put. 

Sir  Alured  Clarke  noas  again 
calUdin. 
Do  you  conceive  that,  if  the  greater 
part  of  the  Bengal  army  was  drawn  to 
the  western  frontier  of  Oude  to  repel  the 
invasion  of  Zemaun  Sbahr  that  the  vizier 
ought  to  be  burdened  with  the  expense 
of  the  army,  or  the  greater  part  of  that 
expense.

Jfter  some  time  Sir  Ahired  Clarke 

«was  again  called  in^  and  the 

question  proposed. 

It  is  10  much  out  of  my  recollection 
the  words  of  the  treaty  that  was  entered 
into  with  the  vizier,  that  I  really  am  at  a 
loia  to  answer  that  question. 

I  mean  to  ask,  if  the  whob»  or  the 
greater  part,  Of  the  Bengal  army,  the 
expense  of  which  would  be  nearly  two 
millions  per  annum,  was  drawQ  to  the 
western  frontier  of  Oude,  to  repel  the 
invasioii  of  Zemaun  Shah,  or  any  in- 
vader, it  was  reasonable  or  right  that  the 
vizier  should  be  called  upon  tor  ^  ex- 
pense ? — I  really  forget  the  stipulactona 
of  the  treaty;  if  I  could  possibly  con- 
ceive, that  so  great  an  expense  might  be 
incurred  if  the  whole  army  waa  taken 
there,  it  would  go  beyond' the  bounds 
of  reason  that  he  should  pay  it  all; 
but  I  do  not  know  that  there  has  been 
such  a  case ;  if  it  is  asked  as  an  opinion, 
that  is  the  only  opinion  I  can  give  on  the 
sttbiea. 

uo  yon  remember  what  is  the  amount 
of  the  expense  of  the  Bengal  army  ?— 
It  is  impossible  vAy  recollecbon  should 
serve  me  to  answer  that  question :  it  is 
a  thing  which  might  be  easily  found  by 
an  inquiry  of  the  court  m  diiccion, 

but 
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bttt  it  IB  wliotly  impotstble  for  me  to 
•ay.  ^ 

Do  you  not  imagioe  that,  exclusive 
of  the  amount  of  the  subsidy  in  a  pecu- 
niary point  of  view,  being  allowed  to 
posaeas  Cawnpore,  Fatty  Ghur,  and 
Allahabad,  was  of  the  greatest  conse- 
quence in  the  scale  of  general  defence  ? 
— <^rtainly,  they  were  considered  as  sucb» 
ftnd  they  were  considered  as  objects  pro* 
per  to  ask  of  the  vizier. 

Were  you  acquainted  with   colonel 
Scott  ? — I  was  perfectly  well  acquainted ' 
with  him. 

Sate  to  t)se  committee  the  character 
of  colonel  Scott.*-^I  had  the  best  oppor^ 
tiinitiea  of  knowing  colonel  Scott  per- 
fectly well«  he  having  been  adjutant- 
|0ienl  to  the  armjr,  and  living  eniirely 
with  me ;  the  opinion  I  entcnaincd  of 
him  was  of  his  being  a  man  of  ex« 
tremely  good  abilities  and  hi^b  integrity, 
and  as  honourable  a  man,  m  eveiy  re« 
spect^  as  ever  1  was  acquaiiited  with  ip 
my  hfe ;  that  was  an  opinion  formed 
loog  agO|  and  I  havfc  never  heard  any 
thing  that  should  give  me  the  least  rca- 
aon  to  aitertit. 

Do  you  not  consider  the  posseisioo  of 
the  Dmb,  and  of  the  province  of  Oude, 
at  essential  for  the  security  of  the  com* 
panv's  poiaessioos  in  Bengal  ? —  I  cer* 
cainiy  cpnsider  them  as  material  objcas 
of  the  general  divisions,  both  of  the 
vizier's  dominions  and  our  own. 

Do  you  consider  the  open  cantoo- 
inenu  of  Cawnpore,  Futty  Ghur,  and 
Anopshire,  troops  stationed  at  those  dis* 
taot  cantonments,  and  the  body  of  troops 
that  has  generally  been  stationed  there* 
oi  themaelvcs  a  sufficient  defence  for 
that  country,  without,  on  some  occa- 
siooSy  calling  in  assistance  from  the  lower 
paru  of  Bengal  in  cases  of  emer]^ency  ?— • 
I  certainly  considered  it  otherwise.  I  did 
IKX  consider  it  sufficient;  but,  during  the 
time  I  held  the  command,  I  recommend- 
ed strengthening  the  forces  very  much  on 
the  approach  of  Zcmaun  Shan  tcvattack 
that  trootier. 

Would  yon  not  conceive  that  the 
vizier's  countiy,  left  in  that  state  and 
c^dition  tbac  coaqtiy  has  generally  been 
io»  I  mean  the  internal  gqvernment  of 
the  country,  w$h  an  immense  body  of 
troops  subjecting  the  vizier  tb  large  ex- 
penses to  keep  up  those  troops,  tlut  the 
country  was  m  a  very  improper  situation 
far  the  appracbtf  my  tocmicsy  or  the 


Mahiftttas  i^— I  shoiild  think  soi;  I  hacvt 
before  given  an  opinion  in  part ;  that  it 
was  proposed  reducing  the  vizicr'scshH 
bli^hment,  and  for  the  company's  troops 
to  replace  them  ;  the  idea  chiefly  of 
recommending  that  to  the  vizier  was, 
that  his  troops  were  considered  a»  being 
really  undisciplined,  irregular  in  almost 
every  respect,  and  frequently  dangerous 
to  the  country.

In  1798.  1790,  and  1800,  were  you 
not  a  member  of  the  supreme  council  at 
Fort  William,  in  Bengal  ?— I  was. 

I  believe  M  had  the  honour  of  em- 
barking with  you  in  the  same  ship  the 
buer  end  of  February,  1801?— You 
had. 

When  yon  so  Embarked  in  the  ladv 
Burgess,  did  you  know  that  lord  V/cU 
lesley  had  endeavoured  to  obtain  poases- 
sion  of  the  whole  of  Oud^  for  the  com* 
pany  ;  but  failing  in  that,  the  entire  half 
of  thoie  dominions,  in  lieu  of  the  sub* 
sidy  of  seventy-six  lacs  of  rupees  fixed 
by  the  treaty  of  1798  ?—  Officially  I  did 
not;  it  is  necesary  I  should  explain  how 
I  was  ignorant  of  that  circumstance ;  for 
aeveral  months  previous  to  my  rcmm  to 
England,  I  was  under  the  necessity  of 
absenting  myself  from  an  attendance  on 
the  board  in  coosequeiice  of  severe  in* 
disposition  and  complaint  in  rojr  eiyes; 
*  it  IS  the  custom  in  conducting  toe  busi* 
ness  of  the  Bengal  government  to  send 
^e  papers,  to  te  considered  in  council, 
round  m  circulation.  After  my  confio4* 
ment,  the  secretary,  from  an  attention 
td  a  member  of  the  board,  continued  to 
send  fori  some  time,  those  papers  ia 
the  boxes  to  my  house ;  but  t  found  ic 
necessary,  from  the  real  state  of  my 
health,  10  write  officially,  directing  him 
in  future  not  to  send  those  papers  to  me^ 
that  it  was  impossible  I  could  perusa 
them,  and^  consequently,  i(  was  only 
iUDpedmg  the  business^  to  have  thev 
aent  to  me;  from  that  time,  till  1  at- 
tended the  council  for  the  purpose  of 
resigaiisg  my  lituatioii  at  tiK  board, 
L  Xi 


«  Mr.  PanO. 
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I  never  had  a  paper  sent  to  me  ofiicialiy, 
of  course  I  could  not  be  oflicial|y  iii- 
fbrmed  of  the  circumstances  mentioned 
by  the  honourable ,  gentleman.  It  is 
necessary  I  should  explain  that  I  was 
privy .  to  the  measure  the  honourable 
gentleman  mentions,  but  it  was  by  per- 
sonal cbmmudcation  with  the  governor-' 
funeral.  A  month  or  two  before  I  left 
Bengal,  the  governor-general  did  me  the 
honour  to  invite  me  to  a  garden  house 
he  set  apart  for  my  accommodation  ; 
I  was  i'n  constant  communication  with 
him  firom  that  time  .till  my  departure, 
and  I  perfectly  recollect  thi^t,  in  a  con^ 
fidential  cdmmunication  which  pa^e^ 
between  tis  a  few  days  before  I  left  India 
for  EnglaiMi,  he  particularly,  in  desiring 
me  to  make  cooHnunieation  to  persons 
high  in  ofike  in  this  country,  included 
that  subject.  I  also  had  frequent  com- 
munications with  him  upon  it  at  other 
times,  at  merely  occasional  meetings,- 
when  I  saw  him  at  breakfast,  or  at  other 
times.  I  had  no  official  information  of 
it  whatever.  I  should  add,  that  I  was 
not  resi)onsible  under  the  act,  for  any  acts 
done  by  the  council  when  my  atrendancc 
was  not  regular. 

You  mean  distinctly  to  state,  that, 
from  1798  until  wiibiir«^onth  or  two 
before  your  departtKe,  you  were  cmirtW 
ignorant,  as  a  member  of  the  council, 
of  his  lordship's  intentions  of  retaining 
the  whole  01  Oude  fof  the  company, 
or  failing  in  that,  one-half  ?—  By  no 
means ;  there  vrai  an  application,  I  "be- 
lieve,  about  the  month  of  November, 
^79p»  or  nearly  about  that  period,  a  pro- 
position from  the  nabob  to  the  governor- ' 
general  to  abdicate  his  throne ;  all  the 
correspondence  that  passed  on  that  occa- 
sion I  was  privy  to ;  that  was  previous  to 
the  period  I  have  before-mentioned,  oF 
my  beinc  obliged  to  retire  from  the 
council  from  indisposition.  I  also  per- 
fectly recollect  my^  great  anxiety  that 
that  negodation  should  not  fail;  and 
nothing  ^ve  me  greater  uneasiness,  con- 
ceiving It  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
the  inierestt  of  the  British  ernpire,  than 
to  find  that  it  finally  had  failed/ 

Did  you  not  approve  of  the  treaty 
snade  in  1798^  •  l^  Sir  John  Shore  ?— 
Entirely.       ' 

State  bow  loifg  you  have  been  in  India. 
^I  was  in  India  froth  May  17^  till 
Pehrtiary,  1801.    ' 

Be  so  good  as  to  state  wbethef  'you 
had  coBsiant  commpnication,  and  the 
fisilest  inibrmation  from  thf  sovcfii^- 


^neral,  as  a  member  of  the  coancif^ 
in  eveiy  transaction  of  his  government, 
during  the  time  lord  W^llesle^  was  i 
governor-general  ?•*-!  firmly  believe  T 
b^ad;  it  is  impossible  to  conceive  that 
any  two  people,  situated  as  mvself  and 
the  noble  maiquis  were  relatively,  could* 
have,  at  all  times,  on  the  business  of 
government,  more  unreserved  and  full 
communications.  It  was  impossible  any 
body  could  be  treated  with  greater  marl» 
of  attention,  or  receive  greater  proofi 
of  his  confidence  than  I  did,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  council,  during  the  whole  of 
my  residence  in  India  after  the  arrival  of 
the  noble  marquis. 

Yoii  have  been  in  Oude  ?—  I  have, 
but  it  is  a  very  long  time  since. 

Will  you  state  your  opinion  of  the 
state  of  the  administration  uf  the  nabob 
of  Oude  during  the  time  you  were 
•  there?— It  is  impossible  to  conceivd 
a  state  of  greater  anarchy,  or  misrule, 
that  has  prevailed  in  the  dominions  of 
Oude;  as  far  back  certainly  as  I  can 
recollect,  there  has  been  neither  law, 
nor  justice,  nor  subordination  of  any 
kind. 

As  far  af  you  had  the  knowledge, 
did  the  resources  of  the  country  decline 
dbring  your  knowledge  of  them  ?— 
They  continued  to  decline  from  the  fint 
acquaintance  I  had  with  the  dominiont 
of  Oude,  till  the  last  hour  of  my  staying 
in  India. 

Were  they  in  a  proE;ressive  atate  of 
decline  during  the  whole  of  that  tiine  ?' 
-Yes. 

To  what  cause  do  yoii  suppose  that 
decline  of  the  revenuea  is  to  be  attr^ 
bated  ? — To  the  total  w^  of  all  govern- ' 
^ment  in  that  country. 

What  was  the  state  of  the  police  of* 
the  country  ?•— There  waa   none  that  I 
ever  heard  of. 

Were  robbcriet  freqtjent  ?— Very  so; 
as  far  as  I  am  informed ;  but  I  beg  it  to ' 
be  understopd.  that  I  atp  speaking  of  the ' 
time  I  myselt  was  there ;  they  certainly 
were,  when  I  was  there,  very  firequent ; ' 
every  possible  act  of  outrage  the  su^jecta  ^  • 
of  Oude  were  exposed  to. 

State  during  w|iat  period  you  were  is 
Oude,  from  what  time  to  what  time  r— 
I  arrived  in  Oude  in  January,  or  Febru- 
ary, 17839  and  left  it  in  the  month  of' 
February,  1784;  1  was  only  a  year' 
there. 

'  While  you  were  a  member  of  the 
supreme  council  in  Bengal,  what  did 
yQ}jL  U[}d(rstaiid  to  be  the  opiniao  of  the 
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coort  of  directors  respecting  ihe  reduc- 
tion of  the  troops  in  ihc  service  of  the. 
nabob  of  Oude  r —  From  all  tbc  com- 
munications and  directions  received  frotn 
the  court  of  directors  on  that  subject, 
as  far  as  I-  recollect  tbcm  through  the 
five  hundred  volumes  I  have  been  a 
party  to,  1  cannot  be  expected  to  refer 
to  dates  particularly;  their  uniform 
opinion  was,  that  notoing  could  be  more 
ruinous  to  the  state  and  the  afi^irs  of 
Oude  than  the  existence  of  those  troops, 
and  the  most  earne&t  recommendations  to 
tbeir  council  were  to  prevail  on  the  nabob 
to  reduce  tbcM  as  much  as  possible,  as 
mu^h  as  was  consistent  with  the  saCety 
of  the  country,  and  the  collection  of  the 
revenues. 

You  belonged  to  the  council  when  the 
nabob's  troops  were  disbanded,  in  the 
years  179^  and  1800P— I  did  ielong  to 
the  council  at  that  time. 

You  approved  of  that  measure?— 
Entirely. 

Did  yoil  convdcr  that  the  council  were 
at  that  time  ^ting  in  conformity  with* 
the  orders  and  instructions  of  the  court 
of  directors  P —  Most  undoubtedly  ;  on 
that  subject  I  beg  leave  to  rcfar  to  a 
letter,  of  the  court  of  directors,  of  the 
J5th  of  May,  1799,  parjigraph  40,  pagp 
30;  of  No.  1 .—  *♦  The  large,  useless* 
"  and  expensive,  military  csftblishment 
**  within  tl}e  Oude  dominions,  ap))ears 
**  to  us  to  be  one  of  the  principal  objects 
**  of  economical  reform;  and  we  have 
"  much  satisfaction  in  finding  that  the 
"  subject  has  already  come  under  your 
«•  considcratiop.** 

Did  you  consider  that,  in  the  relative 
aituation  of  the  nabob  towards  the  com- 
pany, the  reduction  of  his  troops  was  any 
attack  on  what  was  called  his  indepen- 
dence?— Certainly  nor. 

Did  you  consider  the  nabob  to  be  at  all 
in  the  light  of  an  independent  sovereign. 
in  respect  of  the  company's  gpvemment  r 
—Certainly  not. 

What  were  the  circumstances  in  his 
ntoation  which,  in  your  opinion,  dif- 
fered froiQ^  the  situation  of  9fi  indepen*. 
dent  sovereign  ? — They  arc  so  various  it 
vould  be  very  difficult  to  recite  them  ; 
pcrnaps  one  or  two  circumstances  will 
sufficieiitly  shew :  he  could  not  be  pos- 
^bly  considered  as  an  iiidcpcodent  prince, 
certainly  he  cannot,  with  any  reference 
to  the  interpretation  of  the  writers  on  the 
law  of  o^ipo§  in  {^urope.  I  take  the 
liberty  to  refer  to  a  note  I  made  in  luck- 
ing ovct  Mofttioir  deVattali  speaking 


of  the  allies,  and  the  friends,  of  the. 
Romans,  he  sjvs, —  "  Most  of  these, 
though  called  friends  and  allies  of  the 
Romans,  no  longer  formed  states;  with- 
in themselves  ihs-y  were  governed  by  thei^ 
own  laws  and  radgi&tratcs,  but  without, 
they  were  obliged  to  follow  the  orderst 
of  Rome  i  they  ^arcd  not  themselves 
inakc  war  nor  alhancc,  nor  could  they 
treat  with  nations."  I  take  th*;  liberty 
of  quoting  that  passaj^e  to  the  house, 
for  the  purpQs»e  of  applying  it  to  the 
i3(h  aniclc  of  the  treaty  of  1798,  made 
bctAveeu  the  £ast  India  com paoy  and  the 

nabob  vizier,    Saadut    Ali    Kh^. 

"  As  the  political  interests  of  the  nabob 
Saadut  Ali  Khan  and  the  English  com- 
pany are  the  same,  it  is  expedient,  and 
agreed,  that  all  correspondence  between, 
the  nabob  Saadut  Ali  Khan  and  any 
foreign  power,  or  state,  shall  be  carried 
on  wuh  the  knowledge  and  concurrence 
of  the  company ;  and  the  nabob  Saadud 
Ali  Khan  agrees,  and  promises,  that  no 
correspondence  contrary  to  the  tenor  of 
this  article  shall  be  carried  on  by  him.*' 
On  that,  and  a  variety  of  other  circum- 
stances that  I  could  adduce,  though  noc 
immediately  in  my  recoTlection  while 
I  stand  at  this  bar,  I  found  my  opinion, 
that  the  nabob  cannot  be  considered  as  an' 
independent  prince. 

Do  you  recollect  any  instance  of  the 
governor-general  having  required  him  ta 
appoiiit  particular  persons  as  his  mini- 
sters ?— I  do ;  lord  Cornwallis  did  during 
his  govemmeot,  and,  as  I  recollect,  tb^ 
records  will  shew  there  was  an  iQti;r- 
ference  of  that  kind  bv  the  governoc 
and  council,  and,  I  believe  also,  that 
the  ministers  appointed  afterwards,  du« 
ring  the  reign  of  vizier  Ali,  were  ap- 
pointed at  the  recommendation  of  the 
company  ;  however,  of  this  last  fact 
I  am  not  quite  certain;  but  I  beg  to 
refer  to  the  records  on  that  subject; 
it  is  a  very  long  time  since  those  occt^r- 
rences  happenedT  and  I  certainly  did  not 
expect,  after  my  return  to  £urapc,  I 
should  be  called  upon  to  speak  to  them, 
and,  therefore,  it  is  possible  I  may  be. 
in  some  instances,  inaccurate. 

Do  you  recollect  aiiy  instance  in  which 
Sir  John  Shore  requested  the  nabob  t^ 
appoint  tyro  persons  as  his  ministers  ?r*' 
1  think  I  do,  when  Sir  John  Shore  went 
up  to  Lucknow,  for  the  purpose;  or 
making' arrangements  ax  Oude  with  the 
nabob  of  Oude,  bui  I  cannot  really  refer, 
to  datest

Did  yoa  know  colonel  Scott  ?—  I  had 
the  honour  of  knowing  colonel  Scott, 
and  a  better  man,  a  man  more  beloved, 
or  More  respected|  than  colonel  Scott« 
I  am  SUTC,  never  went  to  India,  nor  died 
in  India ; 'peT haps,  on  the  subject  of 
colonel  Scott^s  cparacter,  I  can  mention 
ft  circumstance  which  will  be  of  much 
more  importance  to  it  than  an^  thing 
I  could  say  on  the  subject,  and  it  is  this  l 
on  an  occasion  of  the  mention  of  that 
gentleman  in  the  presence  of  lord  Corn- 
wall is,  then  governor -general,  at  the 
time,  I  believe,  major  Scott,  as  he  was 
then,  was  in  a  high  military  office  under 
fovernmcnc,  his  lordship  expressed  to 
liie  the  highest  respect  and  esteem  for 
that  gentleman's  character. 
^  Did  not  the  ministers  of  Oude  coo- 
aider  themselves,  and  were  not  they  coo- 
■idered  as  responsible,  not  only  to  the 
nabob  of  Oude,  but  to  the  British  go- 
vernment also,  for  their  conduct  r-^ 
Completely  toj  I  believe  the  records 
will  shew  that  in  the  fullest  and  clearest 
manner;  and  it  certainly  was  the  opinioo 
of  all  the  subjects  of  Oude,  that  they 
existed  only  under  the  protection  of  the 
British  government ;  they  could  not  have 
held  their  places  an  hour  without  that 
protection. 

^  Do  you  know  of  any  act  of  extortion, 
injustice,  or  violence,  of  the  late  governor 
lord  WcUesley,  while  he  was  in  India?— 
Certainly  not. 

What  was  the  eeDeial  opinion  enter* 
ttined  in  India,  boui  amongst  Europeans 
•nd  Natives,  ofthelategovemor-genenl, 
ds  far  as  you  had  opportunities  of  being 
acquainted  with  them  ?—  My  communi- 
cation with  the  Europeans  and  Natives 
Was  confined  to  those  at  Calcutta; 
is  far  as  that  communication  ^ave  me 
•n  opportunity  of  knowing  their  senti- 
ments, nothing  could  be  more  favour^ 
able  to  the  late  governor-general  in  every 
respect. 

How  do  yott  think  the  tmpuution  of 
npine,  iniustice,  oppression,  hypocrisy, 
'  and  murder,  against  the  late  |;ovemor- 
^eacral,  would  be  received  m  India, 
cidier  by  the  Europeans  or  the  natives  ? 
— Certamly  with  great  surprize,  and 
I  should  tnink  witE  great  indkoatioii 
abo.         -, 

Hid  yoll'anv  opportunity  of  heiiig 
acquainted  witn  the  coodoct  of  Mr* 
Henry  Wellesley  dtiring^  his  misstoQ  into 
Oude  ?--^I  had  not ;  his  depudition  to 
Oude  took  place  after  BjfidBiii  to  £9^ 
wr1» 


Had  you  any  knowledge  of  the  geteiaf 
character  Mr.  Henry  Wellesley  bore  ?-• 
I  believe  a  most  excellent  one,  as  far  as 
I  have  had  opponunitics  of  knowing  if 
whilst  I  was  in  India. 

Docs  your  opinion^  that  the  comnsny 
had  a  right  to  disbaiid  the  troops  of  the 
nabob,  arise  from  any  knowledge  yo« 
had  of  au  agrtement  that  the  company 
should  do  so ;  do  you  find  it  in  any 
treaty,  or  do  yoa  only  judge  geoerall)^ 
from  his  Mtuation  ? — I  judge  generally 
from  bis  situation,  and  the  whole  prac^ 
tice  of  the  company,  with  respect  to  the 
government  of  that  country  relatively  t# 
their  own. 

At  the  time  the  treaty  of  1798  was 
'  entered  into,  which  guaranteed  to  him 
that  country,  had  he  any  troops  or  any 
forces  of  his  own  ? — He  certainly  had  as 
armed  rabble. 

He  had  such  an  army  as  might  he 
called  an  armed  nbble  ?—  Certaiidy* 
such  as  could  not  be  considered  as  milU 
tary  troops. 

Do  you  not  think  that,  if  the  naboh 
had  imagined^  when'  the  coimtry  was 
guarante«l  to  him  by  that  treaty,  any 
chtim  would  be  made  by  the  company 
to  disband  his  troops,  he  would  nave 
bad  an  article  inserted  to  secure  to  hia 
the  right  of  keeping  up  his  amsy?— 
I  cannot  give  any  opinion  opoo  that 
question. 

Does  not  the  treaty  guaiantee  to  him 
the  foil  dominion  over  his  household 
affairs,  his  troops,  and  his  subjecu?-* 
Yes.  there  is  that  clause  in  the  treaty. 

He  had  an  army  at  that  time  ?— Yei» 
which  the  company  recommended  should 
be  removed  as  soon  as  possible. 

You  were  only  one  year  in  Oude  ?— 
No,  that  was  a  very  eventful  oeriod. 

Do  you  not  know  that  Nlr.  Hastings 
veceived  addresses  finom  the  inbabitaoit 
of  Calcutta,  and  India,  in  general,  after 
his  return  to  England  ?-— I  do  recoUccf 
there  was  some  address  to  Mr.  Hastings 
at  the  time  of  his  departure  from  the  life* 
babiunu  of  Calcutta. 

Have  yoa  no  recollection  of  an  address 
to  Mr,  Hastily  after  his  departure  ?«— * 
There  was  ooe  on  his  trial,  I  believe* 

Have  you  any  recollectioa  of  a«  ad« 
dress  £rom  the  inbaUtants  of  the  hills  to 
Mr.  Hastings,  when  they  beard  he  was 
accused  ?— No,  I  have  so  little  knoi^ 
ledge  of  the  trial  of  Mr.  HastiqgSi 
I  cannot  speak  upon  that. 
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popDUr*  tt  Calcattai*— I  cannot  tay  ai  to 
that. 

Was  tbere  not  a  general  address  to 
Mr.  Hastings  when  he  left  Gilcutta  ?*- 
Yes,  of  the  British  inhabitaou. 

With  your  ideas,  that  the  revenue* 
was  on  the  decline  from  the  first  hour  of 
your  acquaintance  with  Oude  to  the  bst, 
if  the  whole  or  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
Bengal  army  bad  been  drawn  to  the  fron» 
tiers  for  mutual  defence,  do  you  conceive 
that  the  nabob  ought  to  be  required*  to  pay 
the  whole  of  the  ezpenoe  .^— I  think  the 
compaoT  would  have  had  a  right  to  make 
such  a  demand  upon  him,  but  I  do  not 
say  that  any  government  would  have 
tliooght  it  politic  to  exact  it  from  him.     , 

Had  you  any  opponunity  of  luDOwing 
the  acnui  state  ot  the  finances  of  Oude 
in  1784,  when  you  were  in  Oude  ?— I 
certainly  at  that  time  did  know  them, 
hot  it  is  impossible  for'  me,  standing  at 
this  bar,  Co  state  them;  it  is  a  matter  of 
account  which  passed  many  years  ago; 
they  were  then  m  a  veiy  bad  state,  and 
have  been  since  on  the  decline. 

Have  you  any  recollection»  within  a 
lew  lacks  of  rupees,  of  the  amount  ?— I 
really  cannot  state  it,  I  might  appear  to 
be  very  inaccurate^  and  state  perhaps 
within  the  amodnt  of  fifty  lacks,  hot  I 
really  caimot  answer  the  question. 

In  i79S-3»  had  you  an  opportunity  of 
knowing  the  revenues  of  Oude  ?— I  cer- 
tainly had  opponunities,  because  I  could 
have  referred  to  the  Accountant's  Office, 
where  a  statement  of  them  would  be 
found. 

In  i79t-3,  had  you  anyopportiuityof 
knowing  the  revenuea  of  Oude  ?— I  bad 
DO  other  opponunity  than  that  offorded 
to  every  member  of  the  Bengal  sovem* 
ment  to  consult  the  records  $  otcourse 
there  were  accounts  to  be  found  in  the 
Accountant-General's  office. 

Did  you  ever  see  ft  statement  of  that 
kind  ?--Of  course  I  must. 

Have  you  any  feint  recollection  of  the 
stale  of  the  revenues  io  1793?— No,  I 
have  not,  as  reficrable  to  any  other 
period* 

In  1797-8,  towards  the  close  of  the 

Sr  1797,  and  the  beginniiig  of  1798, 
[  you  any  opportumty  orseeing  an 
accooiu  of  the  rcvenuies  of  Oude?^ 
Whilst  I  continued  a  member  of  the 
connciU  I  had  always  the  same  opportu- 
nities of  consulting  the  accoums  oi  the 
revenuea  of  Oude,  as  well  as  those  of 
BensaL 
Yon  hive  ftaaadi  that  yoBCoosidcr  the 


revenues  to  be  on  the  decline  from  the 
first  year  you  were  acquainted  with  them 
to  the  last  ?— I  have. 

In  the  treaty  of  1798,  wu  there  not 
an  engagement  on  the  part  of  the  nabob* 
I>ledging  himself,  in  concert  with  the  Bri* 
tish  government,  to  the  reduction  df  bis 
troops  and  expencesf«-I  believe  there 
was. 

Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  nabob 
having  reduced  his  troops  and  expences, 
■ccondiDg  to*  the  engagements  therein, 
contained  ?— I  certainly  have  oot :  on  the 
contrary,  that  was  the  complaint  of  the 
government  of  Bengal  against  the  nabob, 
that  no  entreaty,  no  application  whatever, 
had  the  smallest  tendency  in  piodacing 
that  effect. 

Repeated  remonstrances  were  made  to 
him  upon  that  subject,  which  were  in* 
effectual? — Cenainfy;  the  records  will 
be  found  to  abound  with  them. 

From  your  knowledge  of  the  lituatiotf 
flf  Oude,  yousutct  that  there  were  seve- 
ral outrages  committed  in  that  countiy  ? 
*— Yes. 

Also  that  the  police  of  the  country  wai 
venrbad?— Yes,  ,  ^ 

Canyon  state  to  the  committee,  whe« 
tbcr  outrages  and  enormities,  and  the  ba4 
state  of  the  police,were  peculiar  to  Oude, 
and  did  not  exist  in  any  other  part 
of  India  ?— Exclusively  of  the  com- 
pany's dominions,  I  believe  that  the  sam«  • 
anarchy  prevails  throughout  India* 

As  a  member  of  the  supreme  council ' 
of  Bengal,  was  it  your  opinion,  that  it  * 
was  your  duty,  whenever  you  found  tho 
police  of  any  government  m  IiKiia,  a  de- 
pendent government,  or  any  other,  to  bo 
miserably  bad,  and  defective,  according 
to  your  opinion  of  governments,  to  inter- 
fere in  the  lotemal  regulation  of  that  ^o*    • 
vernment  so  found  defective  P— Certain- 
ly not,  except  those  that  were  under  par- 
ticular circumstances  of  connectiou  with 
the  British  government. 

You  did  not  feel  it  your  duty  ?-fCe^- 
taiolv  not ;  if  mv  situation  had  been  at 
Maoras,  I  shoula  have  thought  it  neces- 
sary to  have  advised  ao  interference,  uiv* 
der  the  saine  circumstances  of  misrule, 
in  the  provinces  belonging  to  the  nabob 
of  Arcot.^ 

You  did  not  conceive  it  your  duty, 
however  you  might  be  convinced  of  the 
defective  state  of  any  government  in 
India,  not  immediatrly  properly  so  call- 
ed, uitached  to  the  Bntish  possessions  ii^ 
India  as  a  member  of  the  council,  though  ^ 
convincod  of  tht  very  dcfiecuve  system 
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pursued  by  that  government,  to  inter- 
fere and  compel  a  com  pine  change  in 
tliat  govVrnmcnt  hy  force  or  otherwise  ? 
•7-Ceruinly  not,  unless  it  was  under  the 
(oniioui  in  some  measure  of  the  com- 
jwviy,  if  you  mean  a  fice  independent 
state,  such  as  the  Mthraita  state,  or 
Berar«  governed  as  it  has  been  before  it 
fell  into  our  bands. 

Did. you  conceive,  as  a  member  of  the 
council*  that  it  was  your  bouudcn  duty, 
supposing  it  10  be  your  opinion  that  the 
police  and  government  of  Oudc  was  ex- 
tremely dckciivc,  to  resort  to  every 
means  in  your  power  to  compel  a  reform, 
and  such  a  reform  in  the  government  of 
that  country  as  you  pleased  to  dictate  ?— 
I  ;:crtain1y,  as  an  individual  member,  if 
that  question  bad  been  put  to  me,  should 
have  said  that  it  would  depend  entirely  on 
the  circumstances;  particular  circum- 
stances  must  be  stated  tojustifynicinform- 
ing  the  opinion  how  lar  I  should  think 
it  right  to  exercise  the  power  of  the  Eait 
India  coinpany  over  anv  ^xirticular  state* 
li^hether  Oude  ot  any  other. 

Give  a  general  answer  to  the  question, 
Vhat  you  conceived  to  be  your  duty  as  a 
member  of  the  council,  with  respect  to 
Oude,  in  consequence  of  your  connec- 
tion with  that  country,  to  compel  such  a 
teform  in  the  government  of  Oudc  as  to 
you  and  the  council  might  appear  right  ? 
—I  should  Certainly  think  it  proper  to 
endeavour  to  produce  sucb  a  reform  by 
,  every  pr<icticablc  and  proper  means ; 
though  I  should  at  the  same  time  be  very 
much  dispo'xd  to  ihmk  that  no  simple  re- 
tbonst  ranees  would  have  produced  any 
effect  whatever. 

You  have  stated  that  you  should  think 
it  would  have  been  your  duty,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  coancil,  to  endeavour  to  pro- 
dace  a  reform  by  every  practicable  and 
proper  hieans ;  do  you  think  every  means 
which  would  be  practicable,  would  be 
Woper  ? — No»  I  certainly  cannot  go  that 
IcDgtb. 

rrorn  the  period  of  your  first  arrival 
in  l^ngal  to  the  present,  did  you  ever 
understand  there  was  any  general,opinion 
jn  that  country,  otherwise  than'^hat  the 
nabob  was  toi  ally  and  completely  under  the 
subjection  of  tbe  British  government  ?— 
I  certainly  always  so  considered  him,  and 
in  my  sedt  at  the  board,  my  conduct  and 
•pinions  there  were  given  in  consequence 
ot  so  considering  him. 

Do  you  ever  recollect  a  period  when 
dny  maieriil  ifhir  was  managed  at  Luck- 
obWy  eitker  under  the  nabob  oujah  Dow- 


lab,  Asoph  ul  Dowlaht  or  Saadut  Ali» 
without  the  direct  interference  and  con- 
trol of  the  British  government  f —  I 
should  think  not,  as  far  back  as  1  am  au- 
thorised to  spKrak  ;  till  I  was  in  the  su- 
Dfcme  council,  of  course  I  had  no  regu- 
lar communication  of  what  was  done 
with  respect  to  Oudc  by  the  Bengal  go- 
Vcrniiicnt. 

Do  you  recollect  that  the  nabob  Saadut 
Ali  is  indebted  to  the  protection  and  sup- 
port of  the  East  India  cotnpany  for  hi* 
life  and  subsistence  for  a  long  period  of 
years? — He  certainly  is. 

Can  you  mention  who  was  the  first  of 
Saadut  Ali*s  family  who  was  vizier  na- 
bob of  Oude?— The  father  of  Sujah 
Dowlah. 

Then  Saadut  Ali  is  the  grandson  of  the 
first  vizier  nabob  of  Oude  ? — Yes. 

Can  you  remember  who  the  grandfa- 
ther was  ? — Supta  Jung. 

Can  you  remember  from  wheiice  be 
came  ? — He  came  at  first  from  Persia. 
'   In  what  professicrt!  ? — A  mere  adveti- 
turer. 

Did  be  obtain  rhe  protection  of  the 
great  Mogul,  and  was  he  not  the  first 
person  who  h?d  the  revenues  of  Oude, 
as  the  dependent  of  the  Mogul  court  ? — 
Yes. 

Was  the  cmmtry  of  Oudc  conquered 
by  the  English  ? — ^Ycs. 

You  con&tdered  it  as  a  conquered  coun* 
try  ?— Yes. 

Do  you  rememljcr  that  Rohilcund 
was  conquered  by  the  British  aims?— 
Yes. 

And  that  it  was  left  in  the  possession 
of  Sujah  Dowlafi  ? — It  vras. 

Do  you  know  who  paid  Saadut  Ali*s 
stipend,  or  pension,  of  forty  thousand  a 
year,  from  the  time  be  .left,  till  the  time 
he  ascended  the  Musnud  ?— -I  think  he 
received  his  pension  from  his  brother; 
but  the  records  will  shew  that  in  a  mo- 
ment. 

Do  you  know  that  any  police  has  been 
introduced  into  the  feservcd  territoiy  of 
the  nabob  of  Oude ;  can  you  say  that 
any  police  has  been  introducdd  into  that 
half  of  Oude  which  has  been  reserved 
by  the  treaty  of  iBoi  ?— I  certainly  can- 
not speak  to  that  subject  any  more  than  I 
can  to  tbe  History  of  China  j  it  is^  that 
I  have  no  opportunity  of  knowing* 

Do  you  know  that  any  police  has  been 
introduced  into  that  reserved  temiory?— 
I  do  not  know  tha^  there  has  not  been  anv. 

What  year  did  you  arrive  in  3engsl  f 
^In  May  1769. 
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Was  17S3  ibe  £nt  period  of  your  go- 
ing to  Luc  know  ?— 'It  wat. 

From  that  period  up  to  the  conclusion 
of  1798,  when  the  treaty  wai  concluded 
.between  the  vizier  and  Sir  John  Shore, 
the  police  continued  thesaiDt  ? — I  should 
rather  think  it  became  worse  progressive- 
ly I  it  was  very  bad,  nothing  hardly 
could  be  worse  than  it  was,  when  I  was 
theic  myself)  I  have  no  reason  to  be- 
lieve it  altered  for  the  better  after  that 
period. 

Diiring  the  timft  you  \^ere  at  Luck- 
now,  can  you  state  any  act  of  cruelty 
which  was  committed  to  your  know- 
ledge?— A  great  number;  I  could  stand 
at  this  bar,  and  recite  them  till  two  in  the 
morning. 

Exercise  your  memory  a  little  to  give 
the  committee  some  iaaance? — I   will 
give  an  instance  of  a  most  atrocious  rob- 
bery and  murder,  committed  within  a 
▼cry  short,  distance  of  ii\y  own  habita- 
tion; I  could  refer  to  the  procedure,  as 
a  regular  account  r>f  it  was  written  by  the 
then  resident  at  Oude  to  the  governor 
general  in  council;  that  report  will  be  a 
,muchb<^iier  proof  to  this  committee  of 
the  truth  of  the  circumstance,  than  my 
stating  it  on  my  own  knowledge.— It 
happened,  during  my  residence  at  Oude, 
that  wc  were  one  night  a  coinpany  as- 
.  scmbled  at  supper,  when  a  native,  a  ser- 
vant of  one  of  the  company,  rushed  in 
and  informed    us,    that    oanditii  were 
;plundcring  and  murdering  at  the  house 
of  a  banker, within  fifty  yards  of  where  we 
were  sitting.   It  happened  that  the  officer 
who  commanded  the  resident's  guard,  was 
ooe  of  the  party ;  he  immediately  rose, 
9t'we  all  did,  and  taking  along  with  him 
the  resident|s  guard,  went  to  the  pUce ; 
I  accompanied  him,  and  so  did  several 
other  gentlemen    present*     As  we  a^v. 
pcoacbed  the  house,  the  whole  street  was. 
atrewed  with  bodies,  which  had  been  cut 
down ;  when  we  entered  the  house,  we 
•  £Dund  it  had  been  completely  plundered, 
a  very  large  sum  of  money  carried  ofiP, 
and  a  most  ^hocking  spectacle  presented 
itself  to  IM  of  those  who  had  been  mur- 
deted,  in  order  to  prevent,  as  we  tup- 
.  pose,  any  intelligence  being  given  till  the 
.  parpoie  was  filially  effected ;  for  they  left 
persons  linii^  the  snvets,  who  murdered 
ivery  pentati  who  attempted  to  pass  those 
*.  streets  ttlf  ihey  had  completely  gutted 
.  the  house,  and  carried  off  this  plunder, 
.  and  left  them  then  with  their  arms  cut 
,  through,  tbeir  legs  cut  ofl^    and  some 
'  killed  outright.    It  appearea  next  nocn* 


ing  on  enquiry,  that  this  was  a  Utf^ 
banditti,  four  hundred  in  number,  who 
had  had  tlie  audacity,  so  little  were  they 
apprehensive  of  interruption  from  the 
.police  of  Lucknow,  to  march  through 
the  city  with  lights,  with  flambeaus  aiid 
ladders ;  and  notwithstanding  the  alarm 
this  must  have  created,  they  had  retired 
■  without  bein|;  opposed  in  any  form  by  the 
officers  appointed  to  guard  tne  city. 

That  was  in  ijSjor  1784  ?— Yes. 

When  did  you  oecome  a  member  of 

.  the  supreme  council  ?— I  was  appointed  a 

member  of  the  supreme  council  by  tht 

•  court  of  directors  some  time  in   May 

1790. 

Who  was  then  governor-general  ?— 
Lord  Cornwaltis. 

Did  you  ever  think  it  necesMry  to  state 
that  atrocious  transaction  to  Lord  G>m' 
wallis  ?— Undoubtedly,  it  is  o»  ihc  re-  * 
cords;  the  whole  histoiy  of  that  trans- 
action, arui  of  all  the  oclier  breaches  of 
police,  were  transmitted  to  the  governor 
general  in  council  and  made  a  part  of 
the  records.  I  do  not  mean  to  state  that 
.1  ever  individually  stated  this  fact  to 
Lor  (T  Corn  wall  is. 

As  a  member  of  council,  you  cannot 
take  upon  you  to  say  that  you  ever  men- 
tioned that  circumstance  to  Lord  Com- 
wallis  ? — No,  nor  a  hundred  other  trans- 
actions to  wMch  1  was  witness. 

As  a  member  of  the  council  at  Ben- 
gal, did  you  ever  recommend  to  Lord 
Comwallis  a  reform  of  the  affairs  of 
Oude  ?— Undoubtedly,  these  things  have 
been  the  subjects  of  conversation  \yiih 
Lord  Cornwalhs,  with  l^rd  Teign- 
mouih,  and  with  every  gentleman  in  the 
supreme  council;  I  as  well  as  every 
01  her  member  of  the  council  had  no- 
.  thing  more  at  heart  than  to  produce 
such  a  reform  if  it  had  been  practicable. 

To  wh!»t  do  you  attribute  the  abstain- 
ing from  introducing  a  reform  into  Oude 
when  the  atrocities  were  so  enormous?**- 
If  the  records  are  consulted,  it  will  be 
found-that  every  possible  effort  and  en- 
deavour has  been  made  from  the  time  I 
left  Lucknow,  in  1783,  to  introduce  such 
a  reform  into  the  dominions  of  Oude ; 
.  the  council  have  bad  nothing  more  at  heart 
than,  if  pos&ibk;,  to  produce  such  a  re- 
form. 

Do  you  know  any  thing  of  their  or- 
dering troops  to  effect  such  a  reform  i^ 
I  do  not  remember  any  circumstance  of 
the  kind. 

From  yoor  knowledge  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  gtyveroment,  and  the  dominions 
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of  Oude,  flo  you  understand  ic  to  be  a 
•tate  dependent  upon,  and  under  the  pro- 
tection of,  the  dritisb  goveinmem  r— -I 
certainly  have  always  so  understood  it. 

You  undentood  it,  then,  to  beaconiti- 
tutton  and  govemiucm  dependent  upon 
and  subject  to  the  superintendtng  power 
and  DfOtection  of  the  British  territory  ?— 
f  dia  so  undersund  ii ;  it  is  also  my  opi- 
Dion,  that  the  territory  of  Oude,  and  tne 
prince  of  Oude,  could  not  exist  many 
Inonths  unless  it  was  sO  protected  by  the 
English  government;  it  would  be  over- 
run by  external  enemies,  or  destroyed  by 
internal  rebellion,  I  should  thitik  cer- 
tainly within  a  twelvemonth  after  we 
ahould  have  withdrawn  our  protection 
from  it.        ^ 

Did  you  in  your  situation  in  India, 
|X>nsider  that  the  conduct  of  the  Gover- 
Dor^enerah  Marquis Wellcsley,  relating 
%o  the  government  of  Oude,  was  such  as 
became  necessary  evrn  to  protect  the  ex- 
istence of  the  state  oi  Oude,  as  a  {govern- 
ment in  Older,  in  tranquilliiy,  and  m  con- 
tinued existence  ?— I  am  not  acquainted 
with  any  thing  wl^icb  happened  since  my 
return  in  1804* 

Wcrr  you  during  your  residence  in 
India,  Kisoi»lly  acouainted  with  any 
pai  t  of  MAfquis  Wellesley's  conduct,  as 
governor-general  of  Bep^al,  respecting 
the.  territory  o^  Oude  ?---Uoionbtedly, 
every  pait  of  hii  conduct  respecting  the 
territory  of  Oude,  from  the  time  ot  his 
arrival  till  the  time  I  left  Bengal,  I  was 
faiuaimed  with 

Ftom  the  opinion  that  you  formed, 
and  had  the  means  of  forming,  re- 
f pectii;{^  the  conduct  of  Marquis  Wel- 
Ksley,  while  you  did  reside  tberci  and 
possessed  the  information  you  did,  do 
you  think  that  his  conJuct,  as  governot- 
genera),  respecting  the  government  of 
Qtide,  was  suph^as  tended  10  the  interest 
pf  the  British  government  in  India,  and 
to  the  protection^  of  the  government  of 
pude  ? — In  the  highest  degree. 

|>uring  your  re&idence  in  that  country, 
|t  the  period  I  am  Ipeaking  of,  did  it 
^me  to  vour  kno^vledge  that  any  act  was 
flone  by  his  ordeis  or  authority  contrary 
to  what  yoii  take  to  be  his  dut^  as  go- 
frernor-gencral  in  India  ?^3ertainly  not, 
pr  it  would  have  been  my  duty  to  have 
flated  sucl^  deviation  oo  the  records  of 
fQuncil. 

And  you  never  did,  on  the  records  of 
pouncil,  state  any  objection  to  any  con- 
dact  which  came  to  your  knowledge  of 
"liit  pi9ceedio||s  in  fndU  r— 1  did  not  ^  the 


committee  are  awaie  tbcietrtf  ^pieitloftt 
which  go  directly  to  implicate  ine  in  the 
charges  urged  against  Marquis  Wellea- 
ley  ;  however,  I  am  conscious  that  whilst 
I  held  my  situation  in  India,  1  alWaya 
acted  for  the  good  oC  my  country  to 
the  fullest  of  my  power,  and  I  have  not 
the  smallest  objection  to  answer  evety 
question  which  may  be  put. 

As  a  member  of  the  council,  bad  you 
any  opportunity  in  council  of  oferii^ 
your  dissent  to  a  proposition  made  10  the 
nabob  of  Oude  for  ceding  the  whole  of 
his  territories,  or,  in  the  event  of  bis  not 
d»ing  that,  at  least  the  half?  -I  have  not 
for  the  reasons  I  have  already  attigoed, 
that  I  never  was  present  from  the  month 
of  July  or  August  till  my  return  from 
India,  except  on  one  day>  which  was  the 
last  ctwncil  held  before  my  departuie, 
when  I  attended  meicly  10  give  io  my 
resignation, 

Do  you  recollect  having  signed  a  let- 
ter on  the  31st  of  August,  1801,  to  the 
court  of  directon  ? — Certainly  it  is  im- 
possible 1  can  recollect  that  out  of  the 
hundred  thousand  letten  I  have  signed. 

Whether,  knowing  repeatedly  what 
the  conduct  of  the  governor-general  was» 
in  respect  to  Oude,  and  what  was  passiiig 
in  council,  if  you  had  felt  a  material  dis- 
approbation to  I  bat  conduct,  you  should 
not  have  thought  yourself  bound  to  have 
gone  to  the  council,  to  have  seen  the  pro? 
Ceedings  there,  and  to  have  recorded 
your  di|«ent?— Most  undoubtedly  I 
should. 

Do  you  remember,  finom  the  period 
of  your  first  going  to  India  till  your  rec- 
tum to  this  coontrv,  that  there  ever  waa 
a  governor-general  who  const^lted  bi« 
council  morcr  confidentially  or  more  fiiUy 
than  Marquis  Wellesley  ?— Oertainly  not. 
Whether  the  members  of  former  coiu^ 
cils  were  consulted  more  in  the  private 
business  carried  00,  ibad  the  Marquia 
Wellesley  consulted  his  council  during 
the  periods  you  were  acquainted  with  it? 
-*I  believe  not ;  but  I  wish  it  not  to  be 
understood  that  the  most  confidential 
communications  did  not  exist  betweeo 
the  othef  governors  -  general  and  the 
councils ;  I  had  the  happiness  to  enjoy 
the  confidence  of  Lord  Corawallis  tod 
Sir  John  Shore,  in  an  equal  degree. 

Did  you,from  the-month  of  July,  1798^ 
to  November,  1799,  a  complete  penoa 
of  sixteen  monthst  ever  see  Lord  Wel- 
lesley twice  ? — He  waa  at  Madras,  I  be* 
lieve,  during  almost  the  whole  of  that 
time. 
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from  tbe  mooA  of  July,  1798,  to  the 
mxoath  of  November,  1799,  did  you  see 
Lord  Welletlcy  twice  r — I  cannot  poii- 
uv\y  say  I  saw  him  twice.  Or  that  I  did 
DOi  ace  him  two  hundred  times;  all  I 
can  say  is»  th^t  I  had  continual  inter- 
course with  the  governor-general,  from 
the  time  of  his  arrival  ttU  he  took  his  de-. 
parture  for  Madras. 

About  the  month  of  January,  or  Fc* 
bruaiy,  iSoo,  did  you  rot  go  one  morn- 
ing  !•  breakfast  with  Lord  We^le.W, 
and  stay  a  considerable  period  waiting  tor 
Lord  Wellcsley  ?— It  is  impossible^  I 
should  charge  my  memory  with  such  cir- 
cumstances ;  I  may  have  waited  ten 
thousand  times  for  Lord  Wcllesley, 
at  the  times  1  went  there ;  it  could  not 
be  expected  'hat  Lord  Wellcsley  would 
be  always  in  his.parlour  to  receive  com- 

To  the  best  of  your  knowledge  and 
belief,  and  as  far  as  you  remember  now, 
was  Lord  Wellesley  more  than  twice  in 
your  house  while  you  remained  at  Gar- 
den Reach  ?— Frequcmlj^ ;  I  really  may 
lay,  that  while  1  remained  at  harden 
Keach|  while  those  houses  were  in  my 
possession,  and  Lord  Wellesley  lived  at 
a  house  at  some  small  distance  from 
mine,  hardly  an  evening  passed  when  we 
did  not  meet;  nothing  could  be  more 
common  than  for  Lord  Wellesley  to 
walk  over  my  grounds  cveiy  evenings 
and  it  was  my  custom  t^  g6  back  with 
him  and  drink  tea ;  if  Lonl  Wellesley 
wu  not  entertained  at  my  house,  it  cer- 
tainly was  my  fault  entirely;  his  Lord- 
ship woAld  certainly  have  «one  me  the 
honour  to  have  come  to  my  house  when- 
ever I  had  intimated  it  would  be  conve- 
nient to  me  to  see  his  Lordship. 

While  ^ou  were  a  member  of  the 
council,  did  Lord  Wellcsley  treat  the 
council  with  the  usual  attention  in  official 
CommuniatioDty  or  did  he  &ot? — He 
certainly  did. 

Had  you,  at  a  member  of  the  council, 
anjT  reason  to  complain  of  any  communi- 
cation being  withneV)  which  ought  to 
have  been  given  ?— I  do  not  remember 
any  instance  of  any  luch  leaion, 

llave  yoanot  said  that  some  time  after 
the  treaty  of  1798,  previous  to  your 
leaving  India*  yoa  thought  it  advisable, 
and  wished  that  some  part  of  the  terri- 
tory of  Oude  should  come  into  the  poa- 
aession  of  the  company  ?— Yea. 

Did  you  entertain  a  wish  that  tome 
fut  of  the  territory  should  come  to  the 
jmpany  ioi  the  mut  purpoie  of  mi- 


nvtne  tiie  police  of  The  country,  or 
n  the  spprrhcnjion  that  if  it  did  not 
come  into  the  po^ic&sioii  of  the  company* 
the  revenues  wojld  fail,  for  the  provid- 
ingfor  thr  troop  kept  by  the  company ? 
•-Those  combmed  reasons,  and  many 
others »  because  I  waa  of  opinion  such  an 
event  would  have  answered  all  the  pur* 
posea  which  both  the  government  at 
home  and  abroad  had  been  endeavouring 
to  produce  so  many  vears. 

Whether  the  possmle  decay  of  the  re- 
venues formed  a  p:irt  of  that  considera* 
tion  ?— ^Undoubtedly. 

Do  you  not  conceive  that  the  situation 
of  Oude  would  have  been  much  better 
for  th«  happiness  of  the  five  or  six  mil- 
lions of  inhabitants  hving  in  that  coun- 
try, if  it  bad  been  enarely  under  the  Bri- 
tish govemmcnti  than  if  left  under  the 
nabob  of  Oude?— Must  (iiidoubiedly. 
inasmuch  as  I  think  the  government  of 
the  £4St  India  company  much  better 
'han  the  misrule  which  has  so  long 
rrigned  in  the  dominions  of  the  nabob  of 
Oude,  w  ,cre  there  never  has  been  any 
govern  roent. 

Do  you  not  consider  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  vf^ier's  country  to  be  nearhr 
connected  with  the  secunty  of  the  Bri- 
tiah  possessions  in  Bengal  r— Undoub^ 
edlyfdid. 

You  have  said  that  there  was  a  gradual 
decline  of  the  revenues  of  Oude  firom 
1783 ;  to  what,  from  your  knowledge  pf 
the  transactions  of  the  country,  do  you 
impute  that  gradual  decline  f-— To  the  to* 
tal  want  of  order  in  the  collection  of  the 
revenues,  the  want  of  police,  the  anar* 
chv  which  prevails  in  the  mode  of  the 
collection,  the  total  want  of  any  court  of 
justice,  ai)d  a  variety  of  other  circum- 
stances; in  short,  every  circumstance 
that  tenda  to  render  a  country  happy  in 
the  one  instance,  or  distracted  in  the 
other. 

The  extravagance  of  the  nabob  olF 
course  was  a  cause ;  were  there  not  other 
causes,  tuch  as  loans  made  at  usurious  in- 
terest r— Certainly;  the  late  nabob,  Asoph 
ul  Dowhh,  most  certainly  waaas  j^fiue 
and  improvidoit  a  prince  as  ever  leigned  | 
perhaps  at  the  same  time  bis  extravagance 
placed  him  in  a  great  measure  at  tb« 
mercy  of  a  vast  variety  of  extortioneta* 
who  took  advantage,of  hia  situation,  afia 
lent  him  money,  or  pretended  to  leqdl 
him  money,  at  a  moat  scamblous  aiMl 
most  abominable  usurious  interest;  of 
courae  that  mode  of  supplying  his  want* 
anit  hive  added  jp  the  greatest  degree 
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to  all  hjs  diificvliiet,  and  increased  by 
ti^eir  operations  the  disorders  oi  his 
country. 

What  was  supposed  to  be  the  rates  ^t 
which  (hose  loans  were  transacted  ?— >I 
liad  no  particular  opponuaity  of  know- 
ing* but  I  understood  they  were  at  the 
■ate  of  near  three  per  cent,  per  month. 
[Withdrew. 

JOHN  RYLEY.  Esq. 
Called  in,  and  Examined. 

In  1801  were  you  in  India  ?— I  was. 

How  many  years  have  yoa  been  in  In- 
dia ? — Ten  years. 

In  what  situation  ?— During;  that  time 
I  liave  been  in  several  situations. 

From  a  writer  up  to  a  junior  mer- 
chant ?— Latterly  to  that  of  a  senior  mer- 
chant. 

You  filled  the  different  situations  be- 
fore coming  to  be  appointed  a  collector  ? 
— JOf  course. 

When  wrre  you  appointed  a  collec- 
tor?— In  1800,  I  ihint. 

Were  not  you  mostly  occupied  out  of 
Calcutta,  and  very  much  among  the  jia- 
tivcs  ?—  I  was  only  one  year  in  Cal- 
cutta, I  mean  resident  there;  I  was 
there  occasionally  of  course. 

When  were  yoa  appoinicd  jud|;e  and 
magistrate  of  thotEiawah  district,  and  the 
country  formerly  belonging  to  the  nabob, 
now  called  the  Ceded  Frovinces  ?— In 
rcbruary,  1803. 

Had  yoa  n^any  opportunities  of  know- 
ing the  sentimenu  of  the  higher  orders  of 
the  natives  in  that  district?— As  I  was 
appointed  in  February,  1803,  totheomcc 
«f  judge  and  magistrate  of  the  Etawah 
district,  and  continued  in  it  till  1805,  of 
course  I  had  frequent  commuoicaiion 
with  the  natives. 

You  took  opfmrt unities,  did  you  not, 
of  knowing  their  sentiments  ? — I  cannot 

Eitively  say  I  took  opportunities  ^^f 
»wing  their  sentimrnts;  I  had  no  in- 
ement  to  enquire  their  sentiments ;  of 
course  those  persons  who  did  business 
with  me  I  was  open  to. 

Are  not  the  lower  people  in  the  Ceded 
^Provinces  completely  iiijSucnccd  by  tlie 
higher  order  of  society?—!  certainly 
think  they  are  influenced  by  the  higher 

Srders  of  seeiety,  because  in  that  pax  i  of 
se  country  a  perfect  feudal  lystem  ex- 
isted. 

State  your  opinion  oT  the  sentiments  of 
ihe  Zemindars  and  higher  orden  of  the 
people  ;  were  they  attached  to  our  go- 
vcmmeot  difriqjg  the  whole  j^iod  you 


were  judge  and  magistrate  of  the  £t*wab 
district?— Generally  Si  making,  I  believe 
the  higher  orders  of  people  in  our  dis- 
trict, as  far  as  I  could  lam  their  senti- 
ments, were  not  at  all  well  inclined  to 
the  British  government. 

Do  you  not  believe  that  they  are  ripe 
for  a  revolt  if  a  favqaiable  opportunny 
should  offer?— They  certainly  shewed 
that  disposition  once  or  twice  during  the 
time  I  held  that  oflBce. 

Do  yoa  mean  to  state  that  the  orinci- 
pal  Rajah's  and  Zemindars,  in  the  oistria 
-  of  which  you  were  a  magistrate,  were 
particularly  inimical  to  the  British  so- 
vernmcnt  ? — The  principal  Zemindars 
shewed  a  spirit  of  revolt,  and  those  Ze- 
mindars of  course' must  have  been  ini- 
mical to  the  British  government. 

Did  you  ever  state  that  opinion  to  the 
government  ?— Yes,  1  did  ;  I  will  not 
say  that  I  mentioned  that  they  had  gci.e- 
rally  imbibed  a  spirit  of  opposition  10  the 
British  govemmeiK,  but  those  principal 
Zemindars  who  did  shew  a  disposition  to 
revolt,  I  did  report  to  the  government, 
which  will  be  found  on  the  record. 

To  what  do  you  attribute  that  disposi- 
tion to  revolt  on  the  part  of  those  Ze- 
mindars?— I  attribute  11  to  their  being 
deprived  of  that  i)Ower  and  influence 
they  poBScred|  previous  to  that  country 
having  been  taken  under  the  oritisb  go- 
vernment. 

Have  they  not  shewn  a  most  marked 
disapprobation,  even  to  an  inclination  to 
revolt,  in  consequence  of  the  regulations 
introduced  into  the  Ceded  Provinces?— 
Certainly ;  it  was  from  the  iniioductioo 
of  those  regulations  that  they  were  dissa- 
tisfied; I  suppose  that  most  have  been  the 
cause  of  their  revolt. 

Do  ydu  not  know  that  in  1803  the  Bri- 
tish troops  received  a  check  at  a  olacc 
CiiUccl  Shakoabad  ?— Yes,  they  did  on 
the  fourth  or  fifth  of  September,  1803. 

On  that  occasion  di  j  not  the  prinapat 
and  the  most  powerful  Zemindaia  of  the 
country  shew  a  general  spirit  of  revolt  ? 
— I  can  only  answer  with  respect  to  the 
,  Zenrindars  in  tfae'district  under  my  au- 
thority ;  several  of  them  there  shewed  a 
^>iritof  revolt,  and  opposed  the  British 
arms  sent  against  them. 

Do  vou  know  captain  Martin  White 
.  of  the 'Bengal  army  ?— Ves,  1  do. 
^  Do  you  kqow  him  to  be  a  geotlemao 
sincere  ly  attached  totbe  nativcs,aod  versed 
in  their  language  and  custoips,  and  man- 
ners?^ I  know  he  is  a  geotkman  vciy 
>neU  .versed  in  the  language  and  cmtoms 

of 
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of  ihe  coantnr ;  with  respect  to  his  at- 
CSthment  co  the  natives  I  cannot  say. 

Did  not  captain  White  in  writing,  and 
verbally,  state  to  you  what  \;crc  his  sen- 
tiiAents  \vith  respect  to  the  dispositions 
oF  the  principal  Zemindars  in  the  dis- 
trict of  Etawah?— Yes,  he  did. 

'State  to  the  committee  what  was  his 
Opinion  ? — With  respect  to  his  opinion 
in  writing  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  his  let- 
ters; as  far  as  1  recollect  what  he  men- 
tioned to  mc,  patticulaily  while  !  was  ab- 
icnt  from  the  situation,  was  with  rcsixrct 
fo  the  Zemindars,  whose  dis&aii&faciiun 
he  imagined  bad  taken  place,  and  which 
I  imagined  xnyself,  but  it  was  not  alto- 
^her  true. 

Did  not  captain  White  command  a 
considerable  corps  in  your  district? — Yes, 
he  did. 

Did  not  a  French  officer,  of  the  name 
of  Monsieur  Fleury,  with  a  consider- 
able force,  make  an  incursion  into  yout 
district  thai  same  year? — Yes,  he  did. 

Was  he  not  jomed  by  a  great  number 
of  tbe  natives,  aod  amply  supplied  with 
all  sorts  of  provisions  ? — I  caiin6(  say  he 
"^  amply  supplied  with  all  kinds  of  pro- 
vjstons  by  any  of  the  2^mindars  of  the 
dfsirict,  because  the  Mahrattas.who  wci^ 
^iih  him,  took  the  provisions  wherever 
tbey  found  ibem.  I  bchcve  he  was  ^ 
rtiy  short  time  on  that  side  ol;  the 
Jnmma. 

Did  the  Zemindars  and  the  other  peo- 
^ilc  not  shew  an  inclioaiion  to  join  him  ? 
—They  not  only  shewed  an  inclinatiouy 
hut  they  actually  did  join  him. 

^  What  troops  were  stationed  in  your 
district,  hoth  regulars  and  irregulars,  at 
the  period  of  thai  incursion  into  your  dis- 
trict ? — I  believe  at  that  timft,  as  near  as 
1  can  recollect,  there  were  about  fourteen 
hundred  regular  sepoys»  and  about  three 
or  four  hundred  SclniDdy  troops ;  I  be- 
lieve that  was  the  total  niiniber  of  troops 
in  the  district  at  that  time,  and  four  or 
five  companies  of  which  werrin  the  forts 
of  Sassnee  and  Bldjc^bur. 

Some  lime  in  \lay  or  June,  1803,  did 
not  Lord  Wcllesicy  apply  to  you  and  the 
collector,  to  know  If  the  district  could 
be  left  without  troops  without  danger  of 
revolt  ?-^He  applied  to  me  ;  I  do  not 
know  whether  he  applied  to  the  collector 
dr  not ;  he  applied  to  me  to  know  whe- 
ther the  troops  could  be  withdrawn  with- 
out danger  to  the  district. 

State  the  answer  you  made? — I  an- 
fwcrcd,  as  hr  as  I  can  recollect^  that 
Utithdrawlng  the  troops  from  the  district 


would  endanger  the  peace  and  tranquil- 
lity, and  also  cause  a  dedication  in  the 
revenue  in  all  prohabilUy. 

Did  he  apply  to  you  to  know  if  the 
collections  could  be  carried  on  without 
the  aid  of  the  troops  ?^No ;  I  do  not 
recollect  any  such  application  as  whether 
the  revenue  could  be  carried  on  without 
the  aid  of  the  troops ;  of  course^  that 
could  not  be  carried  on  without  their  aid. 

Do  you  mean  to  say  that  it  was  your 
opinion,  the  collection^  could  not  be 
carried  on  without  the  aid  of  the  Britiiih 
troops  ? — Without  their  being  stationed 
in  the  district,  certainly  not ;  not  their 
positive  aid. 

Yon  gave  an  opinion  that  the  troopt 
could  not  be  withdrawn  from  the  district  ' 
withoitt  danger  of  revolt,  and  without 
causing  a  very  great  defalcation  in  the 
revenue  ? — ^I  did  so ;  that  therefore  will 
be  found  of  course  on  the  record ;  1  do 
not  recoUctit  the  date  exactly,  but  I  be- 
lieve it  must  havebeen  in  June,  or  July» 

iSoQ, 

Arter  that  report  that  the  troops  could 
not  be  withdrawn  without  dangei  of  re- 
volt, and  ihat  there  would  be  a  defalcation 
Vn  the  revenues  if  the  troops  were  with- 
drawn, Were  they  withdrawn,  or  did  they 
remain  in  your  district? — Their  amount 
was  diminished,  they^  were  not  totally 
withdrawn ;  in  two  places,  Etawah  ania 
Shakoabad,  where  there  had  been  a  bat- 
talion, there  was  a  battalion  divided  be- 
tween those  two  places,  and  the  strength 
of  the  garrison  of  Sassnee  and  Bidjeghuir 
Were  reduced. 

In  consequence  6f  that  >vithdrawmcrik 
even  partially  of  the  troops,  do  you  not 
know  that  a  considerable  de£alcation  in 
the  Revenues  was  the  consequence  ? — The 
revenue  department  not  being  under  my 
control,  I  cannot  positively  say  there 
Vas  a  defalcation  of  the  revenue,  but  I 
believe  there  were  very  heavy  balances: 
but  whether  that  was  m  consequence  of 
the  withdraWment  of  the  ttoops,  I  will 
not  take  upon  myself  to  say. 

Is  it  your  opinion  thai  the  British  in- 
fluence was  very  considerably  hurt  by  thd 
proceedings  at  Sassnee,  Bidj(|shuY,  and 
afterwards  at  Bhunpore  ?— After  thft 
failure  "which  took  place,  certainly  the 
British  arms  were  not  so  much  feared  li 
they  had  been  before. 

Was  not  such  the  general  opthicM  ift 
cverjr  part  of  Indti  that  yon  visited,  that 
the  iDfluence  of  the  British  had  dimi- 
oished  comiderahly  in  consequence  of 
the  condua  at  Sannee  and  Bidjegbur, 

mi 
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tod  afterward  at  Bhurtport  f— I  do  not 
believe  tbey  were  held  Id  that  retpea  thcjr 
bad  been* 

'  Are  you  not  decidedly  of  that  opinion, 
that  the  principal  natives  in  the  district  of 
Etawah  could  not  be  induced  to  pay  obe- 
dience to  the  laws  and  regulations  with- 
out the  aid  of  the  military  force  ? — I 
certainly  am  of  that  opinion,  because 
there  are  a  great  number  of  forts  through- 
out that  district,  ^nd  without  the  fear  of 
military  to  reduce  them  in  case  of  dis- 
obedience, they  would  noi  behave  witb 
that  respect  to  the  government  which 


they  ought. 
Whatdis 


/hat  districts  border  on  the  Etawah 
dutrict  ?— Fumickabad  and  Cawnpore 
districts,  and  the  newly-acquired  district 
of  Alligur. 

Were  you  not  in  the  babtt  of  visiting 
ibose  districts  ?— I  never  was  in  Alligur ; 
I  have  been  in  Cawnpore  and  Furrucka- 
bad. 

As  far  as  you  know  of  thetn,  did  yoB 
consider  the  police  of  those  districts  su- 
perior to  that  in  the  dutrict  of  Etawah? 
«— Aa  the  police  was  entirely  under  my 
authority  the  whole  of  the  time,  I  am 
not  the  proper  person  to  draw  a  compa* 
riaon. 

As  (u  as  vour  observation  enabled  yon 
to  judge,  did  you  see  any  difference  b  the 
pofice  of  tlMMe  districts  which  rendered 
them  superior  to  the  police  of  the  diatria 
of  Etawah?— It  did  ixx  come  under  my 
ootice  that  there  was  aiiy  thing  difenent. 

At  Furrockabad,  doyotinotknow  that 
the  late  James  Thomas  Grant,  the  magis- 
tratCf  aiid  the  collector,  were  of  opinion 
that  troops  were  absolutely  necesia^  for 
the  collection  of  the  revenues  anu  the 
tianquilliry  of  the  country  f — They  mtnt 
both  of  them  have  been  convinced  of  the 
necessity  of  having  troops  in  the  distria, 
because  tbey  have  repeatedly  hadocca* 
non  to  call  for  their  services. 

Was  not  Mr.  Grant  uncommonly  be- 
loved by  the  natives,  and  his  manner  pe- 
culiarly pleasing  to  them  ?— Particulady 
90. 

Yoo  conceive  that  Mr«  Ctant  would 
not  have  recommendedautioni^  troops  in 
bit  district,  if  it  had  not  been  necessary 
Ibr  the  enforciog  the  laws  and  the  collec- 
tioo  of  the  reventie  ?— I  certainly  think 
Mr,  Grant  would  not  have  icquirKd  it, 
if  he  had  not  coooeived  it  aDsolotely 
Bcoessary. 

You  speak  of  the  year  1803  ?— Yei. 

Thtt  wai  two  ycait  aita  4k  MtnoB  tf 


the  territonr,  or  little  more  than  a  year  ?•« 
About  eignteeo  months. 

When  the  district  of  Euwah  wai 
udder  the  dominion  of  the  nabob,  was 
not  it  constantly  in  a  state  of  distur- 
bance?—I  know  nothing  of  the  state 
of  it  while  under  the  nabob,  for  I  waa 
no  higher  than  Benares  during  that 
time. 

Did  you  not  receive  some  informatioa 
from  which  you  could  inform  the  com- 
mittee of  the  state  of  the  police,  and  the 
general  tiaoquillity  of  the  country  ?-— 
The  system  of  police  in  that  part  of  the 
country,  if  there  was  any,  I  believe  was 
very  bad ;  with  respect  to  the  revenues 
of  the  distria,  I  believe  they  were  pretty 
generally  well  collected,  but  they  were 
always  collected  by  a  militaiv  irregular 
rabble,  scarcely  to  be  called  military, 
with  which  the  aumils,  the  collectoff 
of  the  revenue,  are  auended,  who  were 
of  little  more  use  than  that  of  pomp, 
for  they  had  very  little  efficiency  about 
them. 

Did  you  understand  that  a  body  of 
troops  lud  been  employed  under  Ali 
Cawn  in  that  distnct  of  Etawah?— 
Just  so;  I  believe  be  never  collected 
nis  revenues  without  those  people  about 
him. 

The  Zemindars  had  before  been  10 
possession  of  a  large  number  of  forts,  each 
of  them  of  a  fort  ?— Each  of  them  of  a 
fort,  and  some  of  them  oKxe  than  ooe, 
two,  or  three. 

In  consequence  of  the  introdoctioD  of 
the  regulation-of  the  British  government^ 
did  it  become  necessaiy  to  reduce  tboie 
forts?— I  do  no  not  recollect  above  two 
or  three  that  were  reduced,  in  the  Etawab 
distribt»  after  the  company's  regulatiooa 
were  extended  to  it. 

Was  the  fort  of  Titteeah  rediMed 
and  destroyed  ?— That  was  ooe  of  the 
three. 

Do  yoo  consider,  as  a  mwxsturte,  who 
bad  been  emplovedf  in  the  soministraiiQa 
of  the  laws  and  regulatsous  of  the  Ben- 
gal govenment,  that  it  would  have  been 
pottible  to  administer  those  laws  and  le* 
gubtioos,  sufierim^  the  Zemindars  to 
keep  pooessioo  of  their  fort8»  and  to 
retam  troops  in  them?

Whether  the  |peoeral  svstem  of  the 
laws  and  regulations^  established  under 
the  Bengal  government  is  not  to  protect 
the  weaK  against  the  strong?— It,  of 
course,  has  that  object,  the  procection 
of  ev&y  individual,  Both  great  and  small ; 
theve  is  no  distinction  m  persons  in  a 
court  of  justice. 

The  general  protection  of  property  ?— 
•  es. 

Did  that  syitem  exist  in  the  conntiy 
{fevisHS  to  the  establishment  of  the  Bri- 
tish government  ? —  The  protection  of 
ptopcrty  certainly  was  not  so  general 
Mvioos  to  the  introduction  of  the  legu* 
cations  of  the  British  government. 

The  revolu  in  the  district  of  Etawah, 
of  which  yoa  have  given  an  account  to 
the  committee,  were  in  the  year  1803  ? 
— lo  1803  and  1804,  «nd,  I  believe, 
I  might  aay  part  of  1805.  I  left  it  b 
February* 

Was  that  a  perifid  of  was?— 1804  wai 
tertainly,  and  so  was  1805. 

When  did  Monsienr  Fleury  make  the 
attaek  you  have  referred  to  ?— In  Febru- 
ary^ 1803 ;  war  had  just  commenced. 

Waa  not  it  a  likely  event,  that  persons 
^  the  higher  order^  who,  by  the  intro- 
^ductioo  o?  a  system  of  lawt  and  regp« 
htioQS,  had  been  deprived  of  a  con- 
sidenble  degree  of  their  poWer  over  the 
lower  orders,  should  revolt  at  thefino* 
mem  in  which  the  govemmefit  was  in- 
volved in  an  external  and  general  war  ?-* 
The  most  probable  event  that  should 
#ccur,  I  should  conceive. 

Whether  the  applicatiooi  which  you 
ha«^  stated  to  be  made  to  you  by  the 
governor-general,  firom  the  service  of  the 
troops  from  that  district,  was  not  at  a 
Anoment  he  ezpeaed  the  war  was  about 
to  break  out?— -1  cannot  speak  to  the  mo- 
ment the  sovemor-general  expected  thb 
Irar  to  break  out. 

Was  it  io  June,  1803?— It  wai  aboot 
that  time. 

Do  you  know  whether  the  applicatioa 
was  circular  to  all  the  magistrates?-* 
l*^imagine  it  mutt  have  be«i  circular, 
at  katt  to  those  magistrates  in  the  ceded 
ffOfinccss  the  provitKcs  of  Oude. 

It  was  in  time  of  war,  or  in  exiiec- 
tattoo  of  war,  that  the  troops  were  with- 
it^wo  ?-^I  iinagioe  it  must  have  been  in 
cvpeoatioo  of  war,  Ibr  war  took  place 


Give  an  account  of  two  Zemindars^ 
who  were  sated  to  have  oluodend  an 
indigo  manufactory  and  salt  magazinei 
aiMl  to  have  murdered  the  penon  in 
charge  of  it.—  I  be^  leave  to  refer  to 
my  letter  on  the  subicct,  which  is  to  be 
found  in  page  291,  Supplement  to  No.  t 
and  3. 

Does  that  letter  contam  a  true  account  ? 
—Of  course. 

Do  you  attribute  the  iosurrectioa  of 
the  Zemindars,  in  general,  in  the  district 
of  Etawah,  to  a  general  disaffection  to  thg 
British  government,  or  to  a  disinclination 
to  all  government  whatever  ?—  I  believo 
their  disorderly  conduct  procoaded,  in 
general,  from  their  aveioon  to  the  in- 
trodoction  of  the  regulatbns  enacted  for 
their  guidance. 

By  those  re^nlations  they  were  de- 
prived of  a  considerable  degree  of  power 
over  their  fellow-mbjccts  ?— '  They  %rere 
deprived  of  a  considerable  degree  oi  their 
power,  but,  at  the  same  time»  their  pro- 
perty waa  equally  protected  as  it  had 
oeen  before  i  thercmre  they  had  no  just 
cante. 

Were  the  adherents  of  Chuttur  Saul 
aad  Chotter  Sing  taken  up? — Some  of 
tham  were  taken  up,  if  I  recollect  right, 
and  tried. 

Were  they  acquitted  ?— They  were  all 
aoauitted. 

Waa  mardal  law  proclaimedy  in  your 
district,  during  the  war  ?— Yes,  it  was. 

How  long  did  that  exist?— I  do  not 
exactly  recollect  how  long  it  existed ; 
for,  during  the  continuance  of  the  war, 
I  was  removed  from  the  appointment 
for  a  short  time^  and  afterwards  ap- 
pointed to  it  again;  I  vras  absent  from 
the  appointment  for  three  weeks  or  a 
month. 

Can  yoQ  lay  generally  how  loi^  it 
existed  ?— Not  six  weeks,  I  think. 

Were  the  ordinary  laws  of  the  comi- 
try  re^establiahedi  at  the  first  moment 
tbev  could  be  established,  consistently 
with  the  traiiqttillity  of  the  country  ?-^ 
Notwithstanding  martial  bw  existed  so 
short  a  rime,  tot  regular  faws  of  the 
govemineiit  were  not  done  away  1  both 
laws  existed  at  the  same  time. 

Do  yoa  consider  that  the  establishment 
of  martial  law  was  done  away  at  the  first 
moment  at  which  it  wu  possible  ?—  It 
certainly  was  dooe  away  as  soon  as  it  pos<« 
siblv  could  be. 

You  have  said  that  the  troopa  wen 
requiied  in  the  colkction  af  toa  reve- 
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pue ;  do  you  moan  by  that,  that  the 
couQtcnaoce  of  the  troops  wai  required 
in  order  to  ke^p  the  country  in  sumcicnt 
order  to  enable  the  collectors  to  do  their 
duty,  or  were  tbe  troops  actually  cm- 
ployed  in  making  the  collections?— 
Tbe  troops  were  not  actually  enipk>yed 
in  making  the  collections^  for  there  was 
an  absolute  order  oF  the  siengal  govern-, 
mem,  th^t  they  should  not  be  ;  but  ihcir 
presence  was  necessary^  to  insure  the  pay- 
l»ent  of  the  revenue. 

Do  ypu  attribute  that  necessity  to  thie 
existence  of  tbe  forts  in  the  country  ? — 
To  the  existence  of  the  forts,  an*  tur- 
bulent disposition  of  tbe  inbabiianis. 

Was  it  your  opinion,  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  attack  the  fort  of  Tittecah  P — Do 
you  mean  previous  to  that  outrage  by 
Chutter  Saul  and  Chatter  Sing  ? 

I  mean  subsequently  ? — Subsequfntlyi 
I  recommeoded  that  it  should  be  de- 
stroyed. 

Who  was  the  owner  of  the.  fort  of 
Tittecah  ?— Rajah  Cbut^er  SauL 

Do  vou  consider  that  the  insurreciioi^ 
of  rajah  Chatter. Saul  iustilkd  the  de- 
t^uction  of  his  fort  ?— most  undoubted- 
ly ;  his  having  Dlundcre4  the  compaoy'a 
•alt  golah,  at  Meagunge,  and  his  having 
f ctca  in  contempt  of  the  British  ai^ho- 
rity,  certainly  authorized  the  destruaioBa 
^  I  conceive,  of  his  fort. 

Whether  the  inhabitants  of  the  Eta#« 
wab  iistdcti  io  genenl,  Were  more  or 
less  disaffected  to  t)ie  comjpany  than  th^. 
bad  been  before  to  the  nabob  ?— I  know 
nothing  of  their  disaffectioa  or  otbcrt 
wise  to  the  nabobs  I  can  only  speak  to 
their  disaffiectioQ  during  the  ume  I  wa& 
there. 

During  your  residence  there,  did  the^ 
i^habitantt  become  more  or  .lc«s  recon- 
ciled to  the  British  government  ? — ^I  coi^ 
ceive  (key  were  raucn  less  reconciled  sub- 
sicq^^tlyi  certainly,  than  they  were  at 
$nc. 

To  what  cause  do  )roa  attribute  tba^P— I 
To  their  being  dissatisfied  with  the  rulc^ 
■nd  reguUtions  introduced  into  thi;  couo- 
tiy  for  their  government. 

Did  that  prevail  principally  among,  the 
Zemindars,  or  the  inhabiunts  in  general  ? 
—The  inhabitant^  in  general,  ^  so  in- 
fluenced by  the  conduct  and  desires  of  the 
2^mindars,  who  are  independent  princes, 
that  their  desiie  is  principally  that  of  the 
headmen. 

Do  vou  consider  that  the  Zemiodar8« 
while  they  were  nominally  under  the  na- 
hobj  considered  themsclvci  ai  iadcpco- 


dcnt  princes,  and  acted  as  such  ?— Cer- 
tainly, they  considered  themselves  as  in- 
dependent princes. 

In  the  latter  poiiod  you  mentioned  (he 
disaffection  increased ;  was  liQt  tliat  tbcr 
period  in  wbfeh  colonel  Monson  had 
been  defeated  in  the  province  of  Malwa  ? 
— That  was  after  cobnel  Monson  had 
been  defeated,  and  continued  till  the  time 
I  left  the  district. 

Was  it  during  the  period  in  which  the 
company's  arms  had  failed  before  tbe  fort 
of  Bhunpore,  that  this  increased  disaffec- 
tion  appeared  P^— Not  particularly  iouoc- 
diately  after  the  failure  of  Bhurtporpi 
after  the  fiailure/at  Sassnee,  and  the  in- 
cursions of  the  enemy,. and  colonel  Cun- 
yngham  being  defeated,  it  commenced  at 
that  time. 

Did  it  increase  after  every  subsequent 
defeat  P— I  do  not  recollect  any  accclc* 
rated  increase. 

Did  it  increase  towards  the  end  of 
1804  P— I)to,  I  do  not  think  it  particu- 
larly increased  at  that  time,  cooipara* 
tivcly  with  t^e  com«cocemeDt  of  the 
year.- 

You  left  the  district  in  Fefaruary» 
180^  ?— Yes. 

Then  the  general  dLsaffcction,  which 
bad  increased  towards  the  latter  end  of 
the  period  at  which  you  presided  in  th^ 
district,  was  towards  the  clpsc  of  180^? 
— It  increased  finom  the  Beginning  of  the 
year  till  the  time  1  left  the  district. 

Whether,  considering  that  the  dis* 
affection  began  to  shew  itself  to  a  great 
extent  after  the  irruption  of  the  ^  enemy 
at  Sbakoabad,  and  continued  to  increase 
at  the  moment  in  which  the  troops  had 
ipet  wuh  souie  disasters,  you  nught  not 
be  induced  to  attribute  that  to  the  idea^ 
oa^the  part  of  the  Zcmindais,  thatihe 
company  s  arms  were  not  entitled  to  that 
respect  tbcy  had  been  accustomed  to 
meet  P^  At  the  latter  end  of  1804, 
Holkar  invaded  the  Doab;  but  I  do  noc 
recollect  that,  at  any  that  particular  pe-; 
liodt  any  2^piindars  shewed  a  greater 
spirit  of  revolt  than  they  had  previously 
we. 

^  Was  there  any  body  of  troons  sta- 
tioned in  Etawah  at  the  time  Holkar  io« 
vaded  ibe  Do^b  P^There  was,  I  believe, 
not  quite  two  complete  companies  at 
Etawah. 

How  many  In  the  dkuict  ?— About  sis 
coqapanies  in  the  whole  dia^t«  exclu« 
sive  of  the  S<:b.unfiy  companiejii  of  wbicl^ 
four  or  five  companies  were  io  the  gtfn 
liiOQS  of  Bidjcgbui  and  Sassnee*

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From  the  magistenal  tituadon  which 
▼ou  have  held,  nad  vou  the  mcaDS  of 
being  well  ao^uaitited  with  the  situation 
of  (he  inhabitants  of  the  cuuatiy  ?  -~ 
I  certainly  had. 

Are  you  generallyf  and  decidedly,  of 
opinion,  that  the  revenues  of  the  coun* 
try  could  not  have  been  collecied  wiih- 
oiJi  the  presence  of  the  trooos  ? — I  cfcr- 
tainly  am  of  opinion  that  tiie  revenue, 
could  not  be  collected  without  the  pre- 
tence of  the  troops ;  I  do  not  mciD  to  say 
without  the  aid  of  the  troops. 

Did  that  difficulty  arise  froin  the  fac- 
taous  and  turbulent  dispositions  of  the 
Zemindars? — I  cannot  ^siiivcly  say 
that  it  arose  from  a  dismcliqaition  to 
yny  their  money,  or  a  tuibulent  disp>p* 
sition  on  their  parts;  but  I  do  not  believe ' 
the  revenue  could  have  been  collected 
without  the  presence  of  troops. 

With  the  presence  of  troopa  that  re- 
venue was  collected  ? — 1  believe  it  was; 
the  revenue  department  wa?  under  ano- 
ther gentleman ;  I  had  nothing  olHcially 
10  do  with  it. 

You  have  said  that  the  revenue  could 
not  have  been  colle^^ed  in  your  opinion 
without  the  preience  of  troops,  and  you . 
have  also  said  that  ^the  presence  of  the 
troops  did,  in  your  opinion,  become  ab« 
solutely  necessary  for  that  purpQsej;  then 
v^^  the  conduct  of  the  governor-general, 
with  respect  to  that  country,  and  thq 
collection  of  the  revenue,  in  your  opi- 
nion, as  far  as  you  obtained  a  knowledge 
of  the  facts,  necessary  ?— In  ^\y  better  of  | 
Tuly,  1803,    I'  certainly  rccornmcndcd, ' 
that  the  troops  ihoqld  not  be  withdrawn, 
because  I  conceived  it, would  endanger' 
the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  the  di^tnct, 
and  also  occasion  a  considerable  defal- 
cation of  the  revenue;  cooiequently  the 
wuhdrawinjj;  ihc  troops  not  mectiog  with 
my  sentiments  at  the  time,  of  cou^sp  I, 
conceived  they  were  quite  necessary. 

Had  you  given  it  as  your  opinion*  t^at' 
the  troops  should  not  be  wiilj^rawfl  ?— 
Yts,  1  had.

Whether  the  bulk  of  the  population, 
in  the  Etawah  distiia,  independent  of 
the  Zemindars,  dqes  not  consist  of  pea-

It  does.

^ave  you  not  made  very  conatdeiablc 
prcMgress  in  the  Eaitcip  languages?— 
Tolerable. 

Do  not  you  speak  the  HIndostmee  and 
Persian  languages  v^  fluently  in  the 
estimation  of  persons  in  the  East?-— 
Tolerably  so. 

The « Persian  laogutige  you  write  also 
wlih  very  g^pat  facility,  do  you  not?—. 
Toleijibly. 

The  maopen  apd  custoips  of  the  oativei^ 
of  India  you  have  paid  verv  great  atten- 
tion to,  and  know  particularly  Well?— 
Yes,  I  have. 

In  what  part  of  India  have  you  resided 
since  the  year  1795? — Almost  entirely  m 
Oudc  ;  I  went  up  in  1796  tq  Lucknow, 
apd'  ^ince  tbar^  tili  the  period  of  my 
return  from  India,  I  have  been  entireljr- 
in  Oudc,  with  the  exception  or  one 
visit  of  from  six  to  seven  months  to  Cal- 
cutta. 

Frpm  the  end  of  1796  tojanuaryt  I79gi, 
was  not  your  residency  aliBOSt  entirely 
at  Lp^kpov^?^!  wept  to  Lucknow  in 
Marcbi  1796,  and  staid  till  November;

pQ  np^  you  kno^4   that  doting  the    / 
fcastpfthe  Mbbur^mip  publipt  Asopb

ander  iheefiect  of  opium  and  sabsce  ?«-« 
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I  was  ooc  in  Locknow  at  the  Mohurrum 
ID  Atopb  ul  Dowlab's  life-cime. 

Have  you  not  seen  him  in  public  ia 
that  situation  ? —  I  had  so  little  inter- 
course with  Asoph  ul  DowUb,  and  was 
ao  very  seldom  at  his  court  during  his 
life-time,  that  1  cannot  say  that  I  saw  him 
io  that  state. 

Did  not  almost  every  body  at  Lucknow 
believe  that  such  was  the  fact  ?—  I  have 
heard  it  stated. 

Were  vou  not  present  durinj^  the  few 
months  vizier  Ah  was  on  the  Musnud 
until  Saadut  Ali  mounted  the  throne  ?-— 
1  was  present  a  short  time  before  Vizier 
Ali  was  deposed  ;  I  arrived  in  Lucknow 
in  September,  1797,  and  I  was  also  at 
Lucknow  at  the  time  the  present  nabob 
was  placed  on  the  Musnud. 

Did  you  attend  at  the  placing  him  on 
the  Musnud  ?•—  I  was  not  time  enough 
to  aee  him  mount  the  throne,  but  1  was 
in  ^  Lucknow,  and  saw  him  moimt  the 
elephant,  tn  ctHnpany  with  lord  Teigu- 
mouth. 

About  the  time  of  the  elevation  of 
Saadut  Ali,  di4  not  you  become  particu- 
lariy  intimate  with  him  ?*»Not(for  some 
time  afterwards. 

When  did  your  first  intimacy  with 
htm  commence  ?-*My  first  introduction 
to  Saadut  Ali  was,  while  lord  Teign- 
mouth  wu  at  Lucknow,  I  believe 
in  Januaiy»  or  February,  1798  s  but  an 
intimacy  did  not  commence  till  nine  or 
ten  months  after  that. 

During  the  time  you  were  not  very 
intimate,  were  you  not  in  the  habit  fre- 
quently of  huntmg  with  him  ?— When 
at  first  mounted  the  throne  of  Lucknow 
he  had  no  hounds,  nor  did  he  indulge 
much  in  thoae  exercises. 

Had  you  many  opportunities  '8ub« 
aequently  of  becoming  acquainted  with 
*tbe  habits  and  character  of  the  nabob  ?— 
l^veral,  the  best  that  a  penon  can  have. 
When  you  became  acquainted  with  him 
•bout  a  year  after  the  treaty  in  1 79S,  did 
not  the  inbob  mention  to  you  nis  satis- 
faction with  the  arrangements  made  I7 
Sir  John  Sboie  ?— That  wts  never  a  ques- 
tion diKUSsed  with  me,  our  conversatiooa 
tttAied  more  00  pertooal  gratificationa 
■nd  amttsementt  tXuu  any  thing  of  a  po- 
litical nature. 

*  Did  not  be  appear  perfectly  satisfied 
with  the  arrangements  made  ?— At  the 
<(ymineiicement  of  his  reign  I  think  he 
did  nor;  he  appeared  to  be  in  trouble  and 
ferplesity,  and  diiiatiific4* 


Did  not  he  enter  very  minntefy  int# 
an  examination  of  the  books  and  papers 
left  by  his  brother,  and  into  an  exaimna- 
tion  of  the  revenues  and  the  police  of 
Oude  ?— -He  began  to  give  his  attention 
to  it  some  time  after  he  mounted  the 
throne,  but,  for  some  time  after  he 
mounted  the  throne,  the  business  waa 
conducted  imder  the  authority  of  his 
minister,  Hussein  Reza  Cawn,  and  his 
deputy,  Tickait  Roy. 

After  some  short  time,did  not  the  nabob 
pay  a  considerable  attention  to  his  affairs  f 

Did  not  he  disband  a  great  number  of 
the  useless  servants,  useless  horsey  and 
various  other  establishmenca  belonging  to 
the  late  nabob  ?— He  cenainly  corrected 
a  great  many  abuses  in  all  partt  of  the 
etublishment. 

A  verycomiderable  expence  was  saved 
bv  that  f— As  to  that  I  cannot  sav,  for 
Asoph  ul  Dowlab's  expences,  though 
they  were  veryjpeat,  yet,  in  pomt  of 
liominal  expenditure,  his  paymenu  were 
so  very  bad  m  comparison  ot  those  of  the 
present  nabob,  that  probably  the  expenee 
was  not  greater. 

Do  you  remember  that  persons  of  no 
estimation  were  dismissed  firom  the  Courc 
of  Lucknow  ?— I  always  understood  that 
the  court  in  the  time  of  Asoph  ul  Dow« 
bh  was  frequented  by  very  low  per« 
sons,  and  people  of  very  indifferent 
character ;  and  I  know  the  reverse  to  be 
the  case  with  the  present  nabob,  who  haa 
never  suffered  any  of  those  persons  to  fre- 
quent his  court,  and  hu  got  the  best  he 
could  to  sit  with  him* 

After  Hussein  Reza  Cawn  was  no 
longer  minister,  the  early  part  of  1799* 
did  not  the  nabob  pay  a  great  attentioQ 
to  the  a&in  of  his  country  ?—  Yes,  I 
believe  he  did,  I  always  understood  he 
did  i  not  that  I  know  that  Hussein  Rea 
Cawn  ever  was  not  a  minister ;  I  believe 
he  died  in  the  function  of  minister. 

After  Hussein  Reza  Cawn  discontinued 
hia  visits  10  the  Durbar,  did  he  not  n^ 
a^reat  deal  of  attention  to  his  affidis  wita 
with  those  confidoitial  persons  he  had 
brought  widi  him  from  Benarea}— He 
certainly  did. 

^  Did  be  not  devote  a  considerable  poli* 
tion  of  his  time  to  the  esaminatioo  of 
the  accotadtt  and  dotuments  left  by  his 
deceased  brother  ?— '  I  undeiaioocl  hm 
did. 

'  For  a  prince,  i  native  of  Hiodoatan, 
do  y9«ntt  Mfidar  the  paetetnabdW 
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to  be  a  man  extremely  fit  for  the  adm'tnis- 
traiion  of  business  ?— •  I  consider  the 
present  nabob  to  be  a  m»n  of  considerable 
talent. 

Do  yoa  not  consider  bim  to  be  a  maa 
of  great  acuteness,  greatly  improved  by 
education  ? — I  certainly  do ;  I  snould  tire 
the  House  perhaps  witn  ibe  detail. 

Give  your  opinion  as  fully  as  yoq  can 
as  to  the  nabob's  talents*  and  his  qua« 
lifications  to  rule  the  countryof  Ouae  r-^ 
He  is  a  man  of  very  great  dignity,  a  man 
of  very  princely  behaviour  and  deport- 
ment :  he  is  sensible,  acute,  well  read, 
a  very  excellent  scholar,  and  haa  gone 
through  a  liberal  education  for  a  man-  of 
that  country ;  and  in  repanee,  and  every 
thing  tbat  is  becoming  a  gentleman,  in 
witticisms,  and  every  thing  else,  he 
shines ;  be  is  a  great  ornament  of  society; 
he  has  a  very  general  knowledge,  not  only 
of  literature,  as  cultivated  by  the  Natives 
of  the  East,  but  also  of  literature  in 
general;  and  to  mention  more  triflioe 
accomplishments,  he  is  a  very  good 
horseman  ;  he  has  a  taste  for  draw- 
ing ;  he  is  a  very  good  architect :  he 
has  a  very  good  taste  as  to  ornaments 
in  houses  ;  he  builds  palaces  with  very 
great  taste  ;  be  is  food  of  the  amusements 
of  the  field,  particularly  huottng  and 
sbootiog;  he  is  particularly  foiid  of 
horses ;  he  has  a  very  fine  stud  to  imp 
prove  the  breed  of  tne  horses  about  his 
own  count!)';  and  as  a  gentleman, 
meeting  him  in  society,  he  is  as  pleasant 
a  companion  as  I  ever  met  with. 

Were,  you  iwt  sometimes  employed 
in  carr)'ing.  before  the  nabob  grievances 
complained  of  by  some  of  his  subjects  f — 
I  was  not  employed  in  that  way  ;  but  I 
have  often  interested  myself;  persons  con- 
ceiving from  the  intimacy  subsisting  be- 
tween the  nabcjb  and  irve,  that  through 
my  intercession  something  might  be  done 
to  alleviate  their  sufferings,  made  me 
the  channel  of  their  complaints. 
,  You  frequently  convcj^d  to  him  com- 
plaints from  his  subjects)  which  he  could 
not  possibly  .have    kiiown  ? —  Certain- 

Did  yoa  nor  find  bira  always  willing 

to  bear  complaints,  and  leady  to  redress 

-  them  if  in  his  power  ?— I  cannot  give  so 

fall  an  answer  to  that  as  might  be  re* 

quired. 

Did  not  yoti  find  him  ready  to  listeh  to 
the  grievances  you  mentioned  to  him  ?•— 
Yes,  I  always  found  him  ready  to  Uttcn 
to  them.

And  very  often  to  redress  grievances  i 
-^Certainly,  he  has  very  often  through 
me  redressed  grievances. 

In  the  early  paw  of  the  year  1799,  you 
had.  frequent  intercourse  with  the  na- 
bob ? — in  the  course  of  that  year. 

State  what  improvements  he  began 
about  Lticknow  at  that  time  ? — I  cannot 
state  positively,  it  was  about  1799  he 
began  tliose  improvements;  from  the 
time  I  commenced  an  intimacy  with  him, 
he  commenced  improvements^  which 
became  extensive,  m  building  palaces, 
and  inclosing  parks  about  bis  own  pa- 
laces and  mosques  ;  but  those  have  prin- 
cipally taken  place  at  a  later  period  than 

Did  not  he  about  the  month  of 
August,  1799,  commence  what  is  called 
the  English  palace  ? — Yes,  I  think  it  was 
about  1799. 

He  shortly  afterwards  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  another  palace  ?—  yes,  proba- 
bly in  1800. 

Ahhough  a  great  number  of  workmen 
had  been  employed  in  tha^w^sit  completed 
in  January,  1805  ?-rThclasi  palace  the  na- 
bob had  taken  a  disgust  to,  and  had  began 
another  palace  on  the  site  of  general 
Martin's  house,  which  was  a  more  de-^ 
si  rable  situation  on^he  banks  of  the  river, 
and  he  had  neglected  that. 

From  what  you  observed  at  any  period 
in  1799,  ^i^  y^y^  conceive  he  had  any  in- 
tent io'  of  quitting  Lucknow,  and  rettrinff 
into  private  life  ? —  He  seemed  verj'  full 
of  care  at  times,  and  not  firmly  content- 
ed and  happy  at  Lucknow  ;  he  had  con- 
stant fears  and  apprehensions  for  his  safety, 
btu  he  went  on  with  the  improvement  of 
his  buildings. 

Did  not  the  nabob  feel  a  great  venera- 
tion tor  science  ?— Yes.^ 

Did  no  he  collect  an  immense  number 
of  books  and  pictures,  and  had  not  he 
many  persons  employed  in  collecting  and 
copying  books  ?~Yes,  no  man  could  be 
more  fond  of  science  than  he  was. 
,  Had  not  the  Nnbob  an  European  artist 
employed  at  a  great  expense  in  painting 
pictures  of  his  court,  oi  himself,  and  the 
priticipal  jpersons  in  his  court  {-— Yes,  till 
the  end  of  1803. 

What  sum  did  he  pay  Mr.  Place  for ' 
painting  for  him  ?— Through  me  he  paid  ^ 
Mr.  Place  the  sum  of  five  or  six  thou- 
sand pounds. 

The  two  first  years  of  his  elevation,  did 
he  not  lay  out  a  consideiabttt  sum  in 
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marei  ^nd  hoitei  to  improve  the  breed  of 
hones,  in  Lucknow  ? — He  did. 

Did  not  his  zeil  in  improving  his  situ- 
ttion,  and  the  splendor  of  bis  palaces, 
excite  the  wonder  and  astonishment  of 
the  natives  of  Lucknow  ?r— 1  cannot  an- 
swer that  question,  because  Asoph  ul 
Dowlah's  palaces  were  more  lavish  than 
his. 

Ir  179^  and  170^,  did  not  his  highness 
yay  the  ntost  studied  attention  to  dress? 
— As  lon^  as  I  have  known  the  nabob  he 
always  paid  a  studied  attention  to  diesSi 
but  not  particularly  at  those  periods. 

Was  not  his  appearance  in  public,  and 
particularly  at  the  fexival  of  Mohurrum, 
very  splendid  ? — I  always  considered  he 
was  a  man  who  wished  to  pay  a  decent 
attention  to  dress,  he  was  'always  very 
well  dres&cd. 

Towards  the  beginning  of  17891  did 
not  the  nabob  shew  a  marked  dislike  of 
Husiein  Reza  Cawn,  tbe  minister,  who 
about  this  time  began  to  withdraw  his 
attendance  from  Court  ?— To  the  best 
of  mjr  recollection,  it  was  about  that 
he  first  shewed  his  dislike   to 


Wat  not  that  minister  considered  to 
be  the  particular  friend  of  colonel  Scott, 
and  was  he  not  almost  daily  in  the  habits 
of  going  to  the  house  of  the  resident  ?-^ 
No,  I  do  not  think  he  was  the  particular 
friend  of  colonel  Scott ;  colottel  Scott, 
as  the  resident  at  Lucknow,  paid  atten- 
tion to  the  ministeft  and  he  thought  it 
his  duty  to  give  that  degree  of  con- 
sequence 10  Hussein  Reza  Cawn  which 
his  station  demanded. 

Was  he  not  more  frequently  about 
the  resident  beforei  than  after  he  with- 
drew ?•— He  veiy  often  went  to  c|»e  resi- 
dent. 

Do  you  know  Almas  Ali  Cawn  ?— 
I  do. 

Did  you  not  perceive  that  tbe  faculties 
of  Almas's  mind  were  completely  de- 
stroyed ?— Within  the  last  ^ear  I  think 
I  had  perceived  an  alteration  m  his  facul- 
ties. 

Was  he  not  particularly  attached  to 
colonel  Scott,  and  almost  dailjr  at  his 
house  ? — He  certainly  latterly  paid  great 
court  to  colonel  Scott. 

Do  you  not  know  that  the  countenance 
•hewn  to  Hussein  Reza  Cawn,  and  to 
Almas,  ^  and  other  discontented  people, 
was  particularly  oiTensive  to  the  nabob  ?^ 
I  really  believe  that  the  nabob  was  jea- 
lous of  any  of  his  subjectt  who  paid  par- 
tij^ilar  ittcQtioQ  to  any  £uroi)ea[i  i  he 


always  required  his  subjectt  to  pay  mark- 
ed devotion  and  atteotioo  to  himself,  and 
was  jealoos  of  them  if  they  paid  it  to  any 
bodv  else. 

Was  not  Almas  very  wealthy  ?— He 
was,  I  believe. 

At  his  death  was  rK>t  Saadut  Ali  his 
heir,  and  entitled  to  all  his  property  ? — 
In  Mussulmen  governments,  the  estates 
of  the  eunuchs  and  slaves  in  the  palace 
are  considered  to  fall  to  theif  soverergn. 

^  Towards  tbe  middle  of  the  year  lyopf 
did  not  the  nabob  express  to  you  his 
regret  that  Mr.  Lumscfen  was  removed 
from  Lucknow  i-^l  do  not  recollect  that 
he  did  at  that  period 

Was  not  It  generally  believe^,  at  a 
very  early  period  after  eok>nel  Scott's 
arriving,  that  the  nabob  really  had  a  dis- 
like to  him  ?— Not  at  an  early  period  ; 
it  was  not  till  after  he  found  out  that  co- 
lonel Scott's  manners  were  rather  repul- 
sive to  the  natives,  though  he  was  a 
man  of  strict  integrity;  his  manners 
were  reoulsive  to  Europeans  also ;  it  was 
a  natural  habit,  and  inconsequence  of  that 
the  nabob  disliked  him. 

In  1800,  and  since,  has  not  the  nabob 
expressed  a  great  abhorrence  of  colonel 
Scott  ?-^  He  certainly  disliked  colonel 
Scotc  more  than  he  had  done,  but  when 
he  was  going  up  to  Delhi  r  and  colonel 
Collins  was  sent  to  relieve  him,  tbe 
nabob  conduaed  bimfelf  in  a  most  gene- 
rous and  handsome  manner  to  him. 

Did  not  the  nabob  express  to  you  a 
marked  dislike  of  colonel  Scott  in  1800 
and  1801  ? —  He  ccruinly  expressed  a 
marked  dislike  of  bis  manners. 

Do  you  not  remember  a  large  ]Sicture 
of  tbe  nabob's  court  containing  ponrait^ 
of  the  principal  persons  of  his  court  ?— 
Yes. 

In  that  picture,  was^  not  there  a  full 
length  likeness  of  colonel  Scott  ?-»Thcr<: 
was. 

Did  i)Ot  tbe  nabob  stop  tbe  artist  from 
concluding  the"  picture,  soleljf  berau^e 
colonel  Scott's  likeness  was  in  it  ? — 1 
have  not  heard  that  reason  from  him, 
but  English  gentlcfncn  have  joked  about 
it,  and  said  it  wai  so. 

Was  that  picure  ever  finished  ?— It 
Was  nearlv  finishwi  when  I  came  away, 
and  Mr.  Place  remained  there  10  com- 
plete it. 

Do  vou  not  know,  and  was  it  not 
generally  believed^  (hat  the  proposal  to 
reduce  tbe  nabob's  army  wu  very  offen- 
sive to  him  ?— I  beljeve  at  the  fant  tb< 
nabob  was  very  willing  to  disbard  his 
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vmy,  finding  thein  totally  insufficient ' 
for  the  parpoMS  of  collection,  or  for 
the  suboroination  of  bis  country  ;  it  wu 
offensive  to  him  afterwardt,  be  himself 
has  cx^reMcd  it  t«'be ;  bat  at  first,  I  be- 
lieve. It  was  at  hif  own  motion,  on  com- 
plaints of  their  insufficiency,  that  the 
reform  was  introduced. 

Did  not  the  nabob  make  an  hunting 
excursion  about  the  close  of  the  year 
1800?— He  did. 
Did  you  accompany  him  P — I  did. 
Was  not  it  said,  that  the  pnncipal 
reason  of  his  making  that  excursion  was 
to  get  rid  of  certain  negotiationa  then  car* 
ryine  on  ?— I  cannot  conceive  that  could' 
be  the  reason,  becaase  >  colonel  Scou 
accompanied  him,  and  they  had  almost 
daily  opportunities  of  conversing  on  that 
and  evciy  other  topic. 
.  Do  not  you  remember  that  ihe  very 
night  previous  to  the  vizier's  return  to 
Lucknow,  he  positively  refused  his 
consent  to  give  th^  perwunoahs  for 
the  dispossj  of  the  troops,  and  the  reti- 
flem  then  coinmunicated  to  him,  that 
such  being  his  determination,  he  re- 
aolvtd  to  separate  from  him,  and 
march  by  himself  to  Lucknow  ?^I  did 
not  bear  that  from  the  nabob  ;  I  h.tve 
heard  reporu  of  various  -  natures,  but 
I  cannot  credit  every  thing  I  heard  at 
Lucknow. 

You  do  not  know  that  captain 
Lumsden  received  orders  to  march  the 
guard  by  another  route  to  Lucknow, 
and  that  Captain  Powell  received  also 
an  order  fo  separate  from  the  nabob  ?•— 
I  do  not  remember  that  the  orden 
were  given,  nor  on  what  account 
they  were  given ;  probably  they  did 
march  so ;  I  only  know  I  accom- 
pnied  the  nabob  and  colonel  Scotr, 
in  procession,  into  Lucknow  from  that 
hunting  party. 

How  many  years  did  you  reside  in 
Oude  ? — I  went  up  in  the  year  1796, 
and  I  came  away  iir  1804. 

Give  the  committee  an  account  of  the 
state  of  the  country,  and  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  nabob  ?^  When  I  went 
up  to  Oude,  in  the  year  l  J96,  I  stayed 
but  from  March  to  'May  in  Lucknow.; 
I  then  went  to  the  Doab,  and  for  near 
a  year  afterwards  lived  entirely  in  the 
■  Slate  of  the  Doab.  As  to  the  sta-e 
of  the  Doab,  I  can  speak  with  accu- 
racy, but  I  cannot  to  the  whole 
kingdom  of  Oude ;  that  part  called 
the  Doab  I  found  in  a  staie  of  great 


anarchy,  «  total  want  of  law  or  jus* 
tice,  and  every  thing  else;  nothing 
but  violation  of  property  of  all  kinds, 
and  banditti  ranging  over  the  whole  face 
of  it;  a  toul  dereliction  from  every 
thing  like  justice ;  property,  even  among 
the  natives,  violated  in  every  respect.      \ 

Were  you  in  the  district  of  £tawah  f 
—I  was  simated  very  close  to  it,  and  have 
passed  throiigh  it  often. 

Was  that  the  state  of  the  district  of 
Etawah  ?—  Yes ;  an  instance  occurred 
in  respect  to  an  officer  in  the  company's 
service,  captain  Salkeld,  who  went  to 
purchase  horses  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
pany;  I  attended  him,  merely  for  the 
objects  of  amusement,  and  for'  the  pur- 
chase of  horses.  We  went  into  th« 
Mahratta  country,  and  crossed  into  the 
Doab,  and  we  there  met  with  a  consi- 
derable deal  of  insolent  and  outrageous 
oondua,  such  as  our  beins  seized  and 
confined,  and  our  lives  threatened  by 
the  subjects  of  Asoph  ul  Dowlah,  at 
that  time ;  and  we  did  not  got  out  with* 
out  paying  the  sums  they  demanded, 
though  we  produced  perwunnahs  of 
Asopn  ol  Dowlah,  of  the  Mahrattas, 
and  of  Almas  Ali  Khan,  the  auroil  in 
whose  district  it  was. 

Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the 
revenues  in  Oude  under  the  govern- 
ment of  the  nabob  ?— I  underst«)d  that 
they  were  in  a  state  of  annual  decrease 
or  decay,  from  the  mal  -  adminisira* 
tion  o{  the  under  aumib  in  Aroph 
ul  Dowlah's  time,  and  in  the  time  of 
the  present  nabob,  although  he  paid  a 
great  deal  of  attentioa  10  it.  1  have 
often  heard  him  complain  of  the  con- 
tumacy of  those  aumils,  in  refusing 
to  enter  into  regolations  for  the  better 
administration  of  his  country*  I  have 
often  heard  him  complain,  though  he 
to<k  a  great  deal  of  pains,  of  their  stilt 
continuing  to  pursue  the  destructive  plan 
pursued  in  the  time  of  Asoph  ul  I>ow- 

Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  state 
of  efficiency  and  disposition  of  the 
troops  ?— I  cannot  spieak  to  the  whole 
of  the  troops.  I  certainly  have  seen  some 
instances  of  their  mutinous  and  disorderly 
conduct  ;  one  instance,  on  the  hunting 
party  alluded  toju^t  iiow,  in  the  yeat 
1800:  one  morning,  going  to  hunt  tigers, 
his  highness  the  nabob  was  rather  late 
in  i^eiung  op,  and  the  battalion  of  sepoys 
in  the  company's  service,  who  attended 
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him  OD  this  buntiog  expedition, ,  had 
marched,  a>  uwal,  Trom  their  grouod 
about  three  or  four  in  the^  morning, 
to  ^void  the  heat  of  the  day.  His  Htgn- 
oeis  was  later  than  that,  consequently 
all  hit  large  retinue  had  moved  on. 
We  remained,  I  suppose  a  party  of  twen- 
ty-or  thirty  Hindostance  gentlcroen,  on 
elephants,  I  was  the  only  English  gen- 
tleman present.  We  had  scarcely  pro- 
ceeded a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  en- 
cam  pincnt  of  the  lii^bt  before,  when  we 
tame  across^  a  baicahon,  drawn  uv^  I  will 
not  say  a  full  batcalicn,  there  might  be 
about  three  or  four  hundred  men.  His 
highness  a&ked  what  brought  them 
there >  Thry  hjd  their  slow  marches, 
and  banal io'n  guns  with  them.  They 
said  they  came  to  get  their  pay,  and  that 
they  did  not  mean  to  leave  that  position 
till  they  got  jt ;  they  had  marched  from 
a  place  called  Tonda,  a  place  forty, 
fifty,  or  sixty  miles  fiom  the  place  where 
We  were  on  that  hunting  excursion.  His 
highncis  saidi  that  was  not  the  way  for 
them  to  come  to  their  sovereign,  with 
arms  in  their  hands,  for  iheir  pay. 
They  said  they  had  represented  it  to  the 
aumil.  but  tut  he  had  not  obtained  it ; 
and  they  were  determined  to  have  it. 
His  highness  behaved  with  becoming 
dignity  and  spirit,  and  harangued  them 
for  a  consider  ble  time^  and,  luckily  for ' 
iif,  (as  we  were  few  m  number)  they 
listened  to  his  haraogut,  and  the  pro- 
mise of  paying  them  when  they  got  mto 
their  encampment,  and  they  laid  down 
their  arms  ;  and  I  must  do  him  the  jusr 
tice  to  say  he  faithfully  paid  them. 
That  is  the  only  mutiijy  1  was  witness  to, 
though  I  have  beard  of  others. 

Do  yoa  happen  to  have  a  knowledge 
hat  the  nab*o  of  Oude  had  mounted 
the  eighth  dra^oona,  and  can  jrou  state 
•to  the  committee  the  manner  in  which 
that  transaclioD  was  conducted  ?— 1  can ; 
the  eifihth  dragoons  had  volunteered  to 
act  under  general  Lake  as  infantry,  not 
having  horses. 

In  what  year  ?—  I  really  cannot  say 
txacdy » it  was  the  begiiming  of  the  war ; 
thor  were  matchins  up  when  general 
Lake  was  taking  tbe  field,  and  hia 
hishness  heard  of  it,  and  asked,  whv, 
bang  called  dragooos»  they  were  march- 
tog  up  OD  foot  I  I  stated  the  fact,  and 
mentioued  that,  they  were  a  very  spi- 
rited corps,  who,  not  havii^  horses, 
liad  volunteered  servioc  00  toot.  He 
it  wai  a  pity  such  brave  fellowi 
i  ht  IB  Witt  of  JwuMi  and  «•« 


mediately  wrote,  or  got  colonel  Scott 
to  write  to  general  Lake,  to  send  a  per- 
son from  Cawnpore  to  Lucknow  to  ic* 
lect  out  of  his  stud  four  hundred  of  the 
beat  of  his  horses  (not  his  own  riding 
horses  of  course)  to  moum  those  dra- 
goons. Colonel  Vandaleur  was  quite 
proud  of  this,  and  the  opportunity  it 
gave  him,  and  his  corps,  to  distinguish, 
themselves,  which  they  did  after w^rds; 
and  he  sent  him  four  or  five  couple  of 
Irish  buck-houndsi  which  he  knew  tbe 
nabob  was  very  fond  of,  as  a  present 
from  himself,  which  I  believe  was  the 
only  remuneration  his  highness  ever  got 
for  it. 

Was  this  subsequent  to  the  last  treaty 
with  the  nabob  in  1801  ? —  Yes  it 
was. 

How  long  ? — I  really  cannot  state  the 
exact  time,  but  some  time  afterwards ; 
I  know  it  was  after  the  cession ;  a  good 
deal,  indeed,  a  considerable  time,  be- 
cause I  gave  up  some  of  the  horses  of 
the  nabob's  own  body,  guard,  which 
were  under  my  command,  to  captain 
Salkeld,  the  gentleman  sent  over  to 
choose  the  horses.  I  gave  him  several 
of  the  horses,  which  I  supplied  aftei- 
wards  from  the  nabob's  stables  ;  and  I 
was  not  appointed  till  after  the  ces* 
sion. 

Have  you  any  knowledge  of  a  sum  of 
money  having  been  lent  by  ihc^nabob 
of  Oude  to  the  company  ? — I  \\jkc 

State  the  particulars  of  tlut  trans- 
action ? — In  the  year  1804,  general 
Lake  was  ordered  to  move  \v:(h  the; 
army  from  Cawtipore,  after  Ht^ikar ; , 
btit  from  a  deficiency  in  the  treasury  of 
Lucknow,  which  was  the  general 
trcasuiy  for  tbe  ceded  provinces,  his 
movements  were  stopped.  The  gover- 
nor general  had  scot  orders  -to  colonel 
Collins,  the  resident  at  the  court  at 
Oude,  to  open  ajocal  loan,  at  the  rate 
of  twelve  per  cent,  to  supply  funds  for 
the  exigencies  of  the  army  and  of  the 
state  at  thar  time.  One  morning,  when 
I  was  ridiua  with  the  nabob,  he  asked 
me,  as  usual,  the  state  of  affairs,  about 
Holkar,  and  about  general  Lake's  move- 
ments; I  represented  to  hii  highness 
the  fact,  that  the  army  was  prevented 
from  moving  from  Cawnpore,  in  con- 
sequence of  want  of  funds  lo  enable 
them  .to  move,  and  that  in  consequence 
of  that,  hit  eoKollency  the  governor- 
general  had  given  orders  to  colonel 
CoIUmi  toopan  tlocal  loan  at  la  per 
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oent.  to  get  funds.  On  this  tiis  higb- 
ness  asked  me.  Whether  I  thought  it 
would  be  plea^'ng  to  lord  WcllcJcy  to' 
offer  a  loan  of  money  himself  towards 
setting  geneul  Lake  and  the  army  mov- 
ing f  I  "told  him,  I  would  venture  to 
say  it  must  be  very  agreeable  to  the 
governor-general,  and  a  high  mark  of 
bis  strict  alliance  and  good  faith,  if  he 
would  do  so  ;  upon  which  his  highness 
said,  very  well»  you  shall  hear  of  it : 
we  parted.  G^lonel  Collins,  the  resident 
at  that  time,  (his  house  being  out  of  re- 
pair) was  livmg  at  my  boose  ;  he  very 
much  wished  to  collect  the  money  in 
a  short  time,  to  set  general  Lake  afloat, 
to  send  bim  after  Holkar.  To  relieve 
his  anxiety,  I  said,  you  will  probably 
hear  from  the  nabob  about  money  in 
a  short  time,  for  we  bad  scarcely  done 
breakfast ;  a  letter  came  from  the 
nabob  to  offer  him  the  money  necessary 
to  set  general  Lake  afloat,  and  under- 
sunding  that  eight  or  ten  lacks  of 
rupees  (100,000/.  in  £ngUsh  money) 
would  be  sufficient,  he  wrote  to  colonel 
Collins,  to  say  the  money  should  be 
sent  whenever  he  pleased ;  and  in  the 
course  of  that  day>  or  the  following 
d:^,  her  out  as  many  bags  of  rupees  on 
the  elepoants,  and  sent  them  in  to 
colonel  Collins :  they  were  immediately 
after  dispatched  togenoial  Lake,  and  the 
arrov  moved.  His  highness's  conduct 
in  tnis  respect  was  mentioned  b/ colonel 
Collins,  and  lord  Wcllcslcy  wrote  a  vciy 
handsome  and  grateful  letter  to  the  nabob, 
stating  his  own  personal  gratitude,  as 
well  as  the  high  mark  of  good  faith  he 
had  shewn  to  the  company  ;  however, 
•  his  letter  was  couched  in  such  grateful 
and  pleasing  terms  to  the  nabob,  that 
it  was  the  means,  aftcf  wards,  of  inducing 
the  nabob  to  confer  the  further  favour 
(5f  advancing  five  or  six  lacks  to  the 
company  ;  and  I  have  hearcf  from 
colonel  Collins  since,  that  be  increased 
that  loan,  1  believe,  to  twenty  lacks 
of  rupees.  However,  bctweeii  him 
and  the  town  of  liacknow  altogether, 
the  sum  raised  at  that  time  amounted 
to  upwards  of  four  hundred  thousand 
pounds  ;  the  first  sum  of  ten  lacks  of 
rupees  the  nabob  lent,  was  lent  for  the 
term  of  eighteen  months,  without  inte- 
rest ;  for  those  that  he  got  from  the  ban- 
kers of  the  town  of  Lucknow,  pf  course 
the  company  paid  the  interest  of  ten  per 
cent.  .  Wiih  respect  to  the  other  five  Or 
ten  lacks  of  rupecs»  I  cannot  state  the 
Aumber  of  months  or  yeaia  he  lent  it 


for,  hut  only  that  which  inmediateTy 
occurred  before  my  face,  respecting  the 
first  ten  lack  of  rupees. 

Can  you  assert  to  the  committee 
that  this  offer  proeeded  from  his  own 
voluntary  inclination  ;•—  I  can  most 
solemnly  assert  that  the  nabob  was  iiei- 
ther  urged,  nor  any  hint  of  the  kind 
given  even  from  me,  and  my  hinta 
would  have  been  merely  out  of  my 
good  wishes  to  make  the  nabob  appear 
in  a  favourable  li^ht  to  his  friends  anil 
allies  ;  but  he  hadnotevennny  hints  to 
urge  him  to  it ;  it  was  the  roost  free 
and  handsome  offer  that  could  be  made, 
and  couched  in  the  most  gracious 
terms. 

How  long  was  this  after  the  cession 
of  territory  in  1801? — This  occuh-ed 
in  1804;  cither  July,  or  August,  Tbc- 
lieve- 

Do  you  understand  that  the  nabob  is 
now  satisfied,  or  otherwise,  with  that 
arrangement? — I  really  have  every  reason 
to  think  the  nabob  is  happy  and  contented 
at  present ;  he  takes  his  amusement  as 
usual ;  I  see  no  particular  marks  of  care 
or  anxiety  about  him.  I  really  think  he 
ought  to  feel  himself  more  happy,  for 
he  has  been  cased  of  the  burden  of  a 
part  of  the  country  that  was  contiaually 
open  to  the  incursions  of  the  Mahrattas, 
of  the  Seiks,  and  which  it  would  have 
cost  him  an  immense  sum  to  defend  in 
the  last  war  with  Holkar.  I  haye  not 
consulted  him  about  it,  for  I  was  not  in 
his  political  confidence  before  the  treaty, 
and,  consequently,  do  not  know  what 
passed  ;  I  have  had  confidence*  with 
him  ever  since,  and  have  found  him 
a  most  pleasant  and  agreeable  companion, 
and  have  never  found  him  otherwise. 

State  to  the  committee  the  general 
appearance  of  the  nabob,  of  bis  wealth 
and  splendour,  and  his  retinue,  at  the 
present  moment,  compared  with  what  it 
was  formerly  ? — In  comparison  to  what 
the  present  nabob's  was  formerly,  I  con- 
ceive his  splendour,  and  his  furniture  and 
houses,  to  be  in  a  state  infinitely  mor« 
magnificent,  if  possible,  than  they  were* 
for  he  has  a  great  deal  of  taste ;  and  he 
has  had  diore  opportunity  of  knowing, 
each  year,  what  fupd  he  could  besto^r^ 
on  those  things.  His  palaces  are  much 
more  sunynuous;  he  is  constantly  build 
io^;  he  has  a  charming  taste  in  every 
thing  he  sets  about,  and  he  lays  out  large 
sums  i  his  cavalcade  is,  perhaps,  not  to 
numerout  M  that  of  Asoph  ul  Dowlab» 
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but  It  Is  much  more  beautiful ;  his  orna- 
ments are  much  more  tasty,  though  his 
expenditure  is  not  so  lavish. 

Has  he  large  numbers  of  hocses  and 
elephants,  and  large  quantities  of  jewels? 
—His  jewels,  I  should  think,  must  have 
increased,  for  he  has  those  which  were 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah's,  and  he  has,  to  iny 
knowledge,  made  large  purchases  in 
jewels.  \fViib  regard  to  horS(!S,  I  con- 
ceive his  common  stahlr  of  horses  of  the 
country,  Persian,  Hindosranec,  and  Tar- 
tar horsrs,  to  be  about  three  thousand ; 
of  elephants,  I  conceive  he  has  scattered 
about  the  country,  and  in  Lucknow,from 
twelve  to  thirteen  hundred;  he  has  a 
hundred  and  thirty  Amb  saddle-horses 
of  very  great  value;  he  had  a  stud  of 
from  ei^ht  hundred  to  a  thousand  mares, 
with  entiic  horses  of  the  Arab,  Persian^ 
and  En;:lish  breed,  to  cross  them  with; 
and  when  I  cainc  away  there  were  about 
ninety  foals  of  half  Arab  and  half  Eng- 
lish, or  half  Persian  and  half  Arab. 

Were  you  present  when  his  highness 
went  out  to  meet  lord  Wellcsley  in  i8c2? 
—I  was.  4 

By  how  many  elephants  was  he  attend- 
ed at  that  time? — I  conceive  he  had 
about  six  hundred  elephants  at  that  time; 
it  was  one  street  of  elephants  for  about 
six  miles  from  the  town.  _ 

During  your  residence  in  Oude,  has  it 
appeared  to  you  that  the  principal  sup- 
port of  the  nabob's  ministers  has  been 
the  influence  of  the  British  resident  ?— 
I  have  always  conceived  so,  not  only  in 
the  time  of  Asopb  ul  Dowlah,  but  until 
the  last  treaty.  I  always  understood  it  to 
be  the  cussom  in  lord  Cornwallis's  time, 
and  in  every  timp. 

State   to  the  committee  what  is  the 
general  state  of  the  police  of  tht  coun- 
try f —  As  to  the  police  of   the  Doab, 
there  could  be  nothing  worse  than  tliis 
was  when  I  lived  in  it.     As  to  the  lenity 
of  the  laws,  you  might  call  it  leniry  of 
laws  wherb  you   saw  few  instances  of 
exec ai  ion  according   to  the  rule  of  the 
law,  for  {hey  seldom  applied  to  law  at 
all,  they  genr rally  took  it  into  their  own 
hands ;  but  I  never  saw  nor  read  of  a 
country  where  there  was  more  bloodshed 
than   in  the  Doab  while  I  lived  in  it. 
There  v,'p«  uo  stirring  out  of  one's  house, 
or  goitig  to  hunt,  wuhout  being  attended 
bv  a  guard  ;  persons  unattended  were  fre- 
>  r  (i^  't't^cted,   and    probably  killed. 
f.    ht    people    calling    thrmtelves 
!-..  s  ..nd  landholders,   there  was 
.  a.pcsuioa  they  did  not  practice  oo 


penoDt  travelling,  indigo  merchaiMs,  aod 
persons  in  trade :  one  instance  I  can 
state  of  a  gentleman  who  was  stopped 
by  the  rajah  of  Sassnee  ;  and  ttiougn  he 
produced  to  the  rajah  a  perwunnah, 
which  was  a  pass  ot  Almas  Ali  Khan, 
yet  still,  in  defianct  of  ali  authority  of 
the  people  'he  ought  to  be  subject  to, 
this  man  not  only  stopped  the  indi^, 
but  carried  it  into  his  fort,  and  levied 
what  duties  he  pleased  upon  it,  before 
he  would  liberate  it.  In  this  way  there 
was  constant  fighting  about  the  common 
property  which  was  carrying  about  from 
one  place  to  another;  at  every  place 
almost  it  was  stopped  by  every  Zemin- 
dar who  chose  to  put  an  exaction  upon  it« 
and  it  was  decided  by  the  longest  sword 
whether  he  should  or  should  not.  As  to 
the  police  of  Luck  now,  that  was  moch 
better,  and  the  present  nabob  has  paid 
a  great  deal  of  attention  to  it ;  but 
though  he  changed  bis  cutwal  (like  that 
of  the  mayor  or  a  city  here)  constantly, 
and  fined  some  and  conBned  others,  yet 
the  evils  were  not  corrected.  I  have 
myself  witnessed,  in  going  out  huniiog 
in  a  morning  with  major  Gregory,  of  one 
of  the  Native  battalions  quartered  at 
Lucknow,  within  five  hundred  yards  of  the 
British  resident's  house,  the  dogs  have 
seemed  to  trail  upon  something,  and 
we  have  found  a  man  just  murdered, 
ciit  down  not  ten  minutes  I  suppose, 
still  warm.  I  have  sent  notice  to  the 
nabob,  and  he  has  immediately  instituted 
a  search  after  the  man,  but  it  was  very 
seldom  ever  found  out.  Instances  pf 
that  kind  are  very  common  indeed. 

Were  you  in  Oude  when  the  son  of 
an  honourable  baronet,  a  member  of  this 
house,  was  attackad  by  a  band-  of  rob- 
bers?— Mr.  Metcalfe  slept  in  my  bouse 
the  night  before  he  was  attacked  by  the 
banditti ;  he  took  some  troops  from  me 
and  from  the  resident,  colonel  Collins, 
to  convey  him  a  part  of  the  waVt  but  as 
he  went  by  dauk,  or  by  post,  those  peo* 
pie  could  not  keep  up  with  him  funbcr 
than  the  first  stage,, ten  or  twelve  miles; 
and  after  he  lost  the  escort  there,  he  was 
attacked  and  maimed ;  his  fingers  were 
cut. 

After  the  company  obuined  possession 
of  the  ceded  provinces,  and  after  the 
nabob^s  army  was  disbanded,  up  to  the 
time  you  quitted  Lucknow,  was  any 
new  system  of  police  introduced  into, 
the  ceded  provinces,  or  do  you  know 
that  the  resident  advised  the  nabob  to 
introduce  any  new  system  of  police  after 
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the  treaty  of  l8oi  ?~  The  nabob  wa* 
constantly  trying  to  improve  bis  police ; 
it  was  a  great  object  with  him,  and  one 
he  had  always  at  heart  as  much  after  ibe 
year  1801  as  before;  it  was  one. of  his 
nvouruc  objecu. 

Was  the  nabob  left  entirely  to  him- 
self to  iatroduce  what  system  of  police 
he  chose,  after  the  company  obtained 
possession  of  the  ceded  provinces  ?— > 
I  believe  he  was  left  to  himticif,  but  he 
frequently  asked  colonel  Scott  and  Mr.  1 
Edmonstone  to  furnish  him  with  a  hater 
plan  for  the  regulation  of  his  country. 
Lord  WcUesIey's  answer  was,  that  he 
would  try  on  the  ceded  provinces  first 
.the  resufations  laid  down  for  them,  and 
that,  if  they  succeeded  there,  he  would 
recommend  ihem  to  bis  highness  for  the 
reserved  provinces. 

From  1801,  when  the  company  ob- 
tained that  part  of  Oude  called  the  ceded 
provinces,  to  your  knowledge,  were  any 
steps  taken  by  the  British  government  to 
prevail  upon  him  to  introduce  a  per- 
manent system  of  police  into  the  reserved 
provinces  ? — At  toe  time  the  nabob  vizier 
applied,  through  Mr.  Henry  Wellcslcy, 
ior  permission  to  appoint  me  into  his 
service  as  his  aid--de-camp,  and  his  lord- 
ship complied  with  his  request,  it  was 
his  lordship's  particular  request  to  me, 
\  when  1  went  to  thank  him  for  his  per- 
mission, and  to  accept  the  appointment 
1  now  hold  in  his  highness*^  service, 
the  subject  of  his  conversation  was  to 
request!  in  the  strongest  manner,  that 
I  would  use  whatever  influence  I  had 
with  the  nabob  towards  the  better  cul- 
tivation of  his  country,  and  the  hn* 
proveroent  of  the  police  and  jurisdiction, 
and  every  thing  else  that  could  meliorate 
the  condition  of  his  country,  and  im- 
prove the  condition  of  his  subjects;  and 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  have  not 
only  complied  with  his  lordship's  desire, 
but  with  my  own  wishes,  in  advising 
with  the  nabob  on  the  better  regulation 
of  his  country,  a  thing  which  he  was 
always  desirous  of  effecting,  and  asked 
advice  of  his  lordship  upon  the  sub- 
ject. 

Any  melioration  which  has  taken 
place  in  Luc^tnow,  or  the  other  parts  of 
nis  country,  was  entirely  at  the  .oabob;8 
suggestion  r-^  If  you  can  call  that  his 
sujggestion  which  he  does  in  concurrence 
'with  those  whose  opinion  his  some 
weight  with  him. 

It  is  entirely  a  plan  of  hb  owo?— 
Aa  yet,  at  far  a«  I  know* 


From  yonr  knowledge  f>f  the  ]ate  co- 
lonel Scott,  did  you  know  enough  of  hit 
character,  and  do^you  recollect  enough 
of  it  now,  IQ  say  it  was  such  as  would 
firove  him  to  be  a  man  who,  for  poli- 
tical purposes,  would  use  means  unwor- 
thy of  a  soldier  and  a  Briton?— As  far 
as  I  was  acquainted  with  colonel  Scott, 
though,  perhaps,  some  causes  of  per- 
sonal animosity  at  one  time  existed  be- 
tween us,  I  must  do  his  memory  the 
justice  to  say,  I  think  he  was  incapable 
of  any  act  unbecoming  a  gentleman  and 
a  soldier. 

Early  in  the  year  180],  did  not  colo- 
nel Scott  send  for  you  to  his  house,  and 
accuse  you  of  having  exerted  your  in- 
fluence to  encourage  the  nabob  in  his 
line  of  opposition  to  the  meastu-es  of 
government? — Previous  to  the  coming 
up  of  Mr.  Henry  Wellesley,  which, 
I  believe,  was  in  June,  or  July,  1801, 
colonel  Scott  sent  for  me,  and  told  me 
he  had  some  suspicions  there  were  ^ople 
who  gave  advice  contrary  to  the  interest  of 
his  employers,  the  honourable  company, 
to  the  nabob  ;  that  I  was  suspected; 
and  that,  though  he  could  not  positively 
say  whether  1  was  suspected  wrongfully  ' 
or  not,  he  must,  in  the  present  cnsis  of 
affairs,  make  use  of  the  authority  vested 
in  him  as  resident  there,  to  forbid  th« . 
intercourse  of  Europeans  with  the  na- 
bob, and  particularly  desired  me  to  ab- 
stain firom  the  usual  intercourse  which 
subsisted  between  us  ;  however,  at  the 
time  he  made  this  prohibition  against 
roe,  in  consequence  of  my  answer,  co- 
lonel Scott  said,  very  well ;  whatever 
my  o{>inion  of  you  may  be,  whether  the 
suspicions  I  entertain  are  just  or  unjust^ 
in  the  present  crisis  it  wjU  be  better  for 
your  own  sake  that  you  disconrinue  going 
there,  whatever  effyt  your  defence  may 
have  had  on  me.  The  nabob,  who 
considered  this  as  a  thing  more  to  thwjrt 
him,  which,  from  the  repulsive  man- 
ners of  colonel  Scott,  he  applied  to  bit 
acu,  wrote  to  me  on  the  next  day  to 
go  to  hunt  with  with  him,  and  I  wrote 
to  colonel  Scott,  to  know  what  answer 
to  give ;  he  said  I  should  not  go  with 
him,  and  I  might  send  what  answer  I 
thought  proper. 

Did  not  he  decidedly  tell  y^u,  that 
your  writing  notes  to  the  vizier  would, 
on  no  account^  be  allowed  ?—  He  pro- 
hibited all  notes  or  communication. 
^  Was  not  it  generally,  about  the  same 
time,  aniiounced  to  the  gentlemen  resi- 
dent at  Luckoow,  that  00  peisoo  should 
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presume  to  visit  his  excellency  without 
the  express  permission  of,  or  in  pre- 
sence uf  the  resicieot ;  was  not  an  order 
of  that  kind,  which  had  been  long  in 
disuse,  revived  upon  that  occasion?— 
X  do  not  know  thar  there  was  any  addi- 
tional order  granted,  buf,  I  believe,  the 
order  was  enforced  for  Etiropeans  resid- 
ing in  Lucknow,  not  going  without  co- 
lonel Scott's  particular  permission,  which 
was  the  case,  for  I  never  went  but  with 
his  permission  before ;  he  certainly  en- 
forced it  from  the  beginning,  and  par- 
ticularly with  me,  which  was  my  plea  : 
when  he  accused  mc  of  the  suspicions  he 
\  prefcned  against  me,  I  replied,  I  never 
have  gone  ^  to  the  nabob  but  with  your 
permission,  Sir. 

Fcom  that  period  till  the  arrival  of 
'  Mr.  Henry  Wcllesley,  you  bad  no  com- 
snuniqation  with  the  vizier? — No. 
•  After  lord  Weiieslcy  had  carried  all 
his  measures,  and  just  as  he  was  going 
to  quit  Lucknow, '  did  not  the  vizier 
make  an  earnest  request  for  your  being 
appointed  his  aid-dc-camp  ? —  Long  pre- 
vious to  lord  Wcllcs»!cy  leaving  Luck- 
now. 

At  what  period  was  it  ?^In  Febru- 
ary; I  believe  it  was  about  seven  or 
eight  days  after  lord  Wcllesley  reached 
Lucknow,  that  the  nabob  sent  a  letter  in 
writing,  in  confirmation  of  the  personal 
applicatioa  made  throut^h  Mi*.  Henry 
Wcllesley,  whom  he  chose  to  be  the 
channel  of  the  request  made  to  the  go- 
vcmor-gcncral. 

Did  tiot  ibe  nabob  come  to  a  fixed 
determination  to  quit  his  dominions, 
•nd  proceed  on  a  pilgrimage  at  that  timt^? 
— His  deiermi nation  wbs  ccrnttnly  not  a 
.  fixed  one,  as  he  never  went,  but  he  &poIcc 
of  it. 

Did  he  not  stipulate  who  was  to  be  the 
representative  during  his  abscnsc  ? — He 
gave  in  sotne  propositions  to  colonel 
Scott,  and  rcaliy,  wiiboiu  referring  to 
the  whole  tiuor  of  the  letter,  I  catmoi 
state  the  pariiculiirj>  of  any  part  of  ii; 
I  believe  it  is  all  on  record. 

To  the  best  of  your  recollection, 
was  not  it  stipuUted,  there  should  be  no 
difficulty  placed  in  the  way  of  his  going, 
or  returning,  to  Wu  dominions  ? — I  can- 
not state  particularly  that  which  was  com- 
mitted to  writing  without  referring  to 
the   particulars ;    I   understood   he   pro- 

rsed  stipulations  of  different  kinds,  biit 
have  not  given  that  attention  to  it 
which  would  enable  me  to  answer  actu- 
ra«riy. 


When  was  this  communication  of  bis 
determination  to  proceed  on  a  pilgrimage 
first  made  to  you,  and  for  what  purpose  ? 
—fie  never  communicated  it  to  me  in  a 
positive  manner,  be  sometimes  asked  me 
to  write  to  know  the  price  of  a  ship,  and 
asked  what  budgerows,  and  ao  on,  would 
cost ;  and  when  I  gave  him  infi>rmatjoo 
that  a  ship  was  to  be  purchased,  which 
was  the  V  case  several  tilncs,  throa||h 
Messrs.  Cockerell  and  Trail  ;  he  satd, 
very  ^^ell,  we  will  think  of  it ;  but  put  it 
offfiomday  today. 

Did  not  you  write  to  Mr.  John  Pal- 
mer, in  Calcutta,  to  hire  ships? — That 
was  the'house  I  sjioke  of. 

Did  not  ihe  nabob  prepare,  and  hire, 
an  immen.se  number  of  Boats  for  his  in- 
tended dr parture  from  Oude?— He  cer- 
tainly collected  ,a  great  number  of  tx>ats 
on  the  Goomtie,  and  thai  was  the  appa- 
rent intention  of  it. 

Did  not  he  pack  up  property  of  great 
value  at  -that  period  ? — I  do  not  know  thai 
he  did  ko,  it  was  said  so. 

About  the  year  1800,  towards  the 
close  of  that  year,  did '  not  the  nabob 
give  up  wearing  a  regular  dress  iiiiban? 
—I  cannot  speak  precisely  to  the  time 
he  gave  up  wearing  his  dress  mrlvto, 
but  (he  turban  he  changed  it  for  was  a 
much  handsomer  one;  it  was  an  im- 
provement, as  he  considered,  on  all  the 
kinds  of  turbans  he  had  worn  before. 

Is  not  the  laying  aside  the  regular 
dress  turban  a  mark  of  considerable  iic- 
jeciion  in  the  eyes  of  a  tiative  of  Hin- 
doo an  ? —  1  have  bord  ihi>se  reasons 
avsij^ncd  for  the  nabob  putting  by  his 
turban,  but  I  never  heaid  th-n  from  the 
nabob  himself;  I  have  heard  that  opi- 
nion given  in  the  way  that  hearsay  re- 
port is,  but  I  could  nut  state  it  as  an 
actual  opinion  of  my  own,  nor  of  the 
nabob. 

About  the  same  time,  did  he  not  suffer 
his  beard  to  grow,^vhich  he  had  not  done 
for  several  years  ? — Yes,  he  did  for  a  con- 
sidcMhic  time,  and  shaved  again  shortly 
after  the  treaty. 

Did  you  not  often  hear,  amongst  the 
most  respectable  natives  of  Lucknow^ 
that  the  nabob  bad  cotne  to  a.  determi- 
nation never  to  wear  a  turban  again  till 
his  grievances  were  redressed  ?— I  do  not 
know  that  I  heard  it  from  the  most  re- 
spectable natives  of  Lucknow,  but  1  heard 
it  from  natives  of  Lucknow. 

In  i8ofl,  was  not  Mr.  Treves  at 
Lucknow,  taking  le^e  of  his  highness 
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^eparatoft  to  his  embarking  for  Eu- 
rope ?— I  bcHeve  it  was  in  1803,  I  really 
cannot  uf  exactly,  bat  he  was  there  the 
came  year  that  he  took  his  departure  for 
England,  two  or  three  months  previous 

CO  It. 

Do  not  vou  recolica  that  he  arrived^ 
there  very  sbortly  after  my  own  *  arrival 
■t  it  ? — I  cannot  recollect  the  date. 

Was  not  Mr.  Treves  a  very  old  and 
intimate '  acquaintance  of  the  nabob  ? — 
He  W3S. 

From  subsequent  circumstances,  do 
not  you  know  that  lord  Welleslcy  ac- 
cused Mr.  Treves  of  having  influenced 
the  nabob  against  a  compliance  with  his 
lordship's  views  relative  to  Oudc,  pend- 
ing the  negotiation  which  led  to  the 
treaty  of  1801?

The  subsequent  mode  of  information

Who  was  Mr.  Edmonstone,  what  was 
his  situation  T — He  is  the  secretary  of  the 
foreign  and  secret  department,  I  telieve, 
to  the  government  of  India,  and  Persian 
interpreter. 

He  was  then  in  that  capacity  as  secre- 
Ury  under  marquis  Wellesley  ? — Yes. 

In  one  of  those  letters  addressed  to 
yoa,  was  there  not  a  paper  of  questions 
inclosed  which  you  were  desired  to  an- 
swer?— As  I  am  called  here  to  answer, 
notwithstanding  the  objections  I  humbly 
offered,  I  consider  myself  obliged  to  an- 
swer every  thing  relating  to  that  corres- 
pondence. 

Iq  One  of  those  lettcrt  addressed  to 


you,  was  there  not  a  paper  of  qaetttont 
lacloaed  which  you  were  desired  to  an- 
swer"?—There  was. 

Were  not  those  questioris  on  the  part 
of  the  government,  under  the  orders  of 
h)rd  Wellesley  ?— They  were. 

Were  not  inose  questions  such,  that  if 
you  did  not  answer  them  privately,  yoa 
were  told  ihe)j  would  be  publicly  put  to 
you  by  the  resident  ? — If  I  afliswer  that 
question,  I  must  almost  mention  tbe  sub- 
stance of  the  correspondence  :  however, 
I  do  not  .see  any  good  I  can  do  a  friend 
now  absent  bv  preservin|[  a  secrecv  which 
is,  from  as  intimate  a  friend  of  his,  the 
honourable  gentleman  prettmed  before 
the  house;  theref(»re  I  shall  answer 
the  question  by  sayir.g,  that  Mr.  Edmon- 
stone, in  hold*,Tig'  forth  on  the  subject 
of  my  refasing  to  give  up  the  name  of 
a  g^rilieman  who  had  made  propositions 
TO  the  nabob  subsequent  to  the^  treaty, 
of  getting  the  treaty  subverted  in  Eng- 
bna  ;  on  being  questioned  about  that, 
I  considered  it  contrary  to  the  principles 
which  have  guided  my  conduct  through-^ 
out,  I  hope,  to  answer  questions  I  was 
not  bonnd,  in  the  situation  I  held,  to  re- 
ply to.  Mr.  Edmonstone,  in  reply  to  my 
remsal,  gave  me  a  statement  of  argu- 
ments why  I  ought,  as  a  British  subject, 
to  detail  any  treasonal  attempts  made 
bv  a  British  subject,  and  a  servant  of 
the  government,  to  subvert  the  plans 
of  government ;  and  he  offered  it 
^  a  further  motive  to  mc  to  induce 
me  to  answer  those  questions,  that 
my  refusing  to  give  that  information 
might  be  considered  as  a  misprision 
of  treason,  and  that,  as  such,  he  con- 
ceived the  punishment  that  I  might 
suffer  from  it  would  be  expulsion  from 
India.  I  answered  to  that,  that  I  should 
take  the  consequences ;  that  I  preferred 
sticking  by  the  principles  I  before  men- 
tioned to  him ;  and  then,  as  has  beett 
mcmioncd,  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Ed- 
monstone, that  Mr.  Treves  himself  had 
acknowledged  the  fact  in  Calcutta; 
and  therefore,  as  a  matter  of  form, 
it  was  of  no  consequence  my  answer- 
ing the  interrogatories  at  that  period; 
My  answer  to  that  was>  that  as  the- 
questions  proposed  by  Mr.  Treveg 
to  the  nabob,  and  tbe  offers  that  he 
made  him,  were  of  that  nature,  that 
my  motive  for  refminj^  it^  in  that  in- 
stance was  not  that  it  inculpated  me  or 
the  nabob,  hat  it  was  a  matter  of  the 
greatest 
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grcaifst  crtdit  to  the  nabob,  the  man- 
ncr  in  whi:h  h-  rrjccrcd  every,  projx>si- 
tion  of  Mr.  Treves  to  subvert  the  treaty, 
which  shewed  the  nabob  in  the  most 
£ivourable  light  in  the  strict  adbercjfice 
to  his  cng3|;emei)is ;  ihey  were  motives 
merely  of  a  private  nature  between  Mc. 
Treves  and  me  :  Th;<t  now  Mr.  Trevci 
had  acknowledged  the'  &cts,  I  still 
felt  a  reluctance  to  answer  questions 
which  might  inculpated  Mr.  Trevei, 
and  be  a  disadvantage  to  him  in  the 
situation  he  was  in  the  company's  ser- 
vice :  and  acting  up  to  the  principles 
I  hacf,  I  sent  the  answers  to  those  ques- 
tions to  Mr.  Treveji  that,  if  he  consi- 
dered, me  as  acting  dishonourably  in 
answering  those  questions,  he  might 
|;ive  them  in,  and  be  did  give  them 
in. 

Did  not  this  come  on  the  part  of 
eovcrmncitt,  and  was  it  not  answered 
by  you  to  government,  though  sent 
through  Mr.  Treves  in  the  first 
instance  ? —  The  tint  communication 
from  Mr.  Edmonstone  was  not  on  the 
part  of  eovornment,' but  with  subjects 
pf  multifarious  and  private  nature ;  seve- 
ral letters  had  passed  to  and  from  Mr. 
Edmonsione  before  the  list  of  interroga- 
tories came,  and  they  did  not  come  till 
Mr.  Treves  had  made  his  confession  at 
Calcutta. 

Did  not  those  interrogatories  coroc« 
or  were  they  not  supposed  to  come,  under 
the  authority  of  marquis  Wellesley J— 
Ccitninly. 

Did  not  those  interrogatories  goto  the 
point  of  Mr.  Treves  ? — Most  unques- 
tionably I  hey  were*  the  interrogatories 
respecting  Mr.  Traves's  propositions  to 
the  nabub,  and  his  answer,  and  the  same 
interrogatories  were  sent  to  the  nabob. 

You  then  collected  this  information 
from  the  enquiries  of  Mr.  Edmonstone 
on  the  pat t  of  government? — First  of 
ail  from  the  private  letters  of  Mr. 
Edmonstone;  I  knew  the  circumstances 
two  or  three  months  before  the  intcrro- 
eatories  were  sent  to  me  firom  Mr. 
Edmonstonc,  by  private  communications 
to  me.  J 

Were  not  the  answers  containing  that 
matter,  in  consequence  of  those  inter- 
rogatories, sent  iu  a  public  letter  to  Mr. 
Prenderga^t,  from  tne  governor-general  f 
—In  a  private  letter. 

Was  not  there  a  public  letter  in 
that  to  be  delivered  to  the  governor-gene- 


ral ? —  No,  there  was  a  letter  to  Mr. 
•£dmonstone«  none  to  the  governor  ge- 
neral. 

Was  not  it  a  public  letter  to  Mr. 
Edrooostone  ?— The  answer  to  the  inter- 
rogatories was. 

Are  you  -  not  perfectly  aware  that  the 
accusation  against  Mr.  Treves  ¥Pas  no- 
torious in  C^lcutu  to  Sir  George  Bar- 
low, and  evci^  one  in  Calcutta?— I 
have  Beard  since  I  left  LucknoW|  when 
I  came  to  Bengal,  and  afterwards  on 
mv  return  here,  that  Mr.  Treves  after 
acknowledging  the  fact,  ( indeed,  I 
have  seen  his  letters,  shewing  contrition 
for  the  offence  he  had  been  euilty  of,] 
and  threw  himself  on  the  humanity 
of  marquis  Welie*ley.  Marquis  Wel- 
lesley,  on  motives  I  believe  of  stiict 
humanity,  and  finding  that  the  nabob 
had  behaved  so  very  well  on  the  occa- 
sion* having  apprehensions  that  Mr. 
Treves's  character  would  sufier  from  the 
communication,  and  not  seeing  any  evils 
that  had  resulted  from  it,  did  not  record 
the  correspondence  which  occurred  be- 
tween Mr.  Edmoostone  and  me,  and 
of  course  did  not  mako  it  a  public  do- 
cument. 

Was  not  the  letter  inclosed  to  Mr. 
Prendergast  publickly  inclosed  to  Mc. 
Edmonstone  as  an  official  dociunent  I— - 
It  was. 

During  the  period  you  were  in  Cal- 
cutta, 1803,  previous  to  the  time  I  *  was 
going  to  Europe,  was  not  this  circum- 
stance of  Mr.  Treves  public  conver- 
sation .  in  every  companv  at  Calcutta  ?— 
I  have  not  the  least  doubt  of  it,  because 
Mr.  Treves,  after  he  had  confessed  it, 
could  have  no  objection  to  tell  it  to  his 
friends. 

Was  not  it  known  to  Sir  George 
Barlow,  and  almost  every  person  in  Cal- 
cutta ? — I  do  not  know  that  it  was  known 
to  sir  George  Bailow,  but  it  was  pretty 
generally  Icnown. 

Was  not  it  the  general  order  at  Luck- 
now,  that  no  person  should  communi- 
cate with  the  nabob,  except  b\'  the  rcr- 
missoa  of  the  resident  ? —  Invanably, 
since  I  have  been  at  Lucknow. 

It  Was  an  old  standing  order  of  the 
resident  ?— Yes,  one  which  we  were 
obliged  to  subscribe  on  first  going  to , 
Lucknow,  in  a  book,  in  which  the  duties 
of  the  resident,  and  the  penons  residing 
there,  were  stated. 

Scale  to  the  committee  the  nature  of 


«  Mr.  Paull. 
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tlie  tnosaoicKi  between  Mr.  Tieves  and 
the  nabob,  which  has  been  alluded  to  P^- 
To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  it  was 
an  offer  on  the  port  of  Mr.  Treves,  that 
if  the  nabob  felt  himself  aggrieved  by 
the  treaty  of  1801,  he  was  men  eoing  to 
England,  and  if  he  would  make  nim  his 
agent,  he  wo^ild  make  a  stir,  and  use  what 
influence  and  patronage  he  had,  towards 
subverting  that  treaty,  which  the  nabob 
rejected  intoto. 

Do  not  you  know  that  Mr.  Treves 
and  the  nabob  had  several  private  conver- 
sations, at  which  you  were  not  present  f 
"—I  certainly  believe  that  he  had  not  any 
conversation  at  which  I  was  not  present, 
as  he  made  it  a  grouiK*  of  sclf-i  raise  to 
colonel  Scott  on  leaving  Lucknow,  on 
leaving  India,  that  he  had  never  been 
in  the  presence  of  the  nabob  but  with 
me  ;  he  lived  in  my  house. 

Have  you  no  knowledge  of  a  letter 
of  Mr  Treves,  after  the  accusation  was 
made  in  Calcutta,  bein^  shewn  to  you, 
in  which  he  stated  particularly,  that  he 
had  been  present  at  interviews  at  which 
youx  were  not  present  ? — I  have  no  re- 
collection of  the  letter  alluded  to;  I 
know  that  Mr.  Treves  denied  any  know- 
ledge whatever  of  communication  with 
the  nabob,  and  denied  in  toro  that 
which  he  afterwards. fully  confessed. 

Do  you  recollect  that  general  order 
you  have  spoken  of  being  enforced, 
except  at  particular  times  ?— Very  often 
on  myself. 

By  whom  ? — By  colonel  Scott. 
Only  in  the  time  of  colonel  Scott  ? — 
In  the  time  of  Mr.  Lumsden,  I  naver 
dared  to  write  a  letter,  or  g»  to  the  nabob, 
but  through  the  resident,  and  not  only 
myself,  but  every  English  gentleman 
at  Lucknow ;  it  was  universally  known, 
that  whoever  wrote  a  letter  to  the  na- 
bob, wishing  redress  from  the  nabob 
for  any  injuries  received^  or  on  any  other 
•ubjecr,  it  must  be  communicated 
through  the  resident,  who  brought  the 
answer  back;  or  if  you  wished  to  see 
the  nabob,  you  must  first  of  all  write 
a  note  to  the  resident  to  ask  bis  consent, 
which  sometimes  he  granted,  and  some- 
times be  did  not. 

As  his  aid-de-camp,  were  not  ycxi 
admitted  ?— As  his  aid-de-camp,  there 
was  no  kind  of  prohibition,  and  I  cor- 
responded very  often  to  the  extent  of 
fifty  letters  in  a  day. 

jtlave  you  ever  looked  into  the  writers 
•n  their  Jaw  ^A  littlt • 


Do  not  you  koov(  thit  they  are  pretty 
subtle  in  distinguishing  ? —  I  fancy  they 
are  exceedingly  so.  . 

Do  you  Know,  with  regard  to  many 
rules  of  their  law,  such  as,  what  liquors 
may  be  drank  ;  that  there  are  many  dis- 
tinoions  among  the  different  writers  ?— 
According  to  a  Mussulman's  law,  in- 
toxication of  any  kind,  but  particularly 
with  spirituous  liquors,  is  contrary  tp 
doctrine. 

^  Do  you  know  whether  intoxicating 
liquors  may  not  be  drank  according  to 
the  opinions  of  some  of  them  f — ^That 
the  practice  takes  place  is  certain,  but 
that  there  is  no  sucn  law  is  equally  cer- 
tain. 

Have  you  ever  heard  of  a  book  called 
Hediya  ? — I  have. 

Do  you  know  that  there  is  a  whole 
chapter  upon  that  subject  ?— The  Hediya 
is  not  for  the  cast  of  which  the  nabob  is 
one ;  the  court  is  of  the  cast  of  the 
of  which  there  is  no  book  now  in  exist- 
ence. Mr.  Bailey  is  now  comjxising  one  ; 
but  there  are  many  distinctions  in  the  casts 
of  theMussulmcn. 

Is  there  no  liquor  made  from  grapes,' 
not  fermented,  boiled  down  to  a  certain 
quantity  ? — I  always  understood  that  the 
prohibition  amounted  to  any  liquors  fei^ 
mcnted. 

It  has  been  said  that  it  was  generally 
understood  in  India,  that  the  journey  oif 
the  nabob,  that  you  mentioned,  was  in- 
tended for  the  purpose  of  making  an  ap- 
plication to  the  king  in  parliament  s  did 
you  understand  that  to  have  been  the  in- 
mtention  of  the  nabob  ? —  No,  I  never 
understood  any  such  thing.  . 

No  English  gentlemen  resident  at 
Lucknow  communicated  with  the  nabob 
by  conversation,  or  by  letter,  but  with 
the  express  permission  of  the  resident ; 
but  when  you  became  the-  aid-de-camp 
to  the  nabob,  you  had  frequent  com- 
munication, till,  on  suspicions  by  colo- 
nel Scott,  you  were  not  permitted  ?<~ 
No,  I  was  not  aid-de-camp  till  after  the 
treaty,  and  then  I  had  conscmt  inter- 
course. 

These  suspicions  were  before  the  trei- 
ty?-Yes. 

*  By  the  repulsiveness  of  colonel  Scott, 
do  you  mean  an  unpleasant  manner  at  all 
times,  or  was  it  a  manner  more  peciiF- 
liarly  assuihed  in  his  commonicatiooa 
with  the  nabob,  in  c^nseauence  of  the 
events  then  going  on?— His  maiuen, 
10  general,  were  very  repulsive* 

They 
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They  h«d  not  tcconre  more  so  on  that 
octasiort?— I  do  not  Icnow  whether,  in 
the  conversations  which  might  have  oc- 
tourird,  he  did  not  use  more  disagreeable 
manners  at  one  time  than  another;  I  dare 
say  he  mi^ht. 

Have  ttot  you  fiiiqucntly  been  at  break- 
fast with  his  highness  the  vizier  in  the 
pn;sence  bf  colonel  Scott,  both  before 
and  after  the  treaty  ?— I  have. 

Generally  aRer  breakfast,  did  not  the 
nabob  and  the  resident  retire  to  a  private 
conferetice  ?— Yes. 

Very  recently  after  that  did  not  the 
nabob  shat  him^lf  completely  up»  and 
almost  refuse  to  see  any  body  f — Thole 
were  conversations  which  took  place  at 
the  pMQce,  nearly  two  miles  from  where 
we  lived,  and,  except  from  the  reports 
of  the  {lews- writers,  I  cannot  say. 

From  the  tiews-writers,  have  you  not 
ascertained  that  the  nabob  shut  himself 
up  immediately  after  those  interviews, 
and  refused  almost  to  see  any  part  of  his 
bwn  family  ? —  I  have  heard  that  men- 
tioned two  or  three  times,  but  do  not 
'^   know  how  far  it  is  to  be  depended  on. 

*Are  you  able  to  state  on  what  ground, 
the  nabob  refused  the  interference  of  Mr. 
Treves  ? — I  think  the  inference  to  be 
drawn  is,  that  he  was  satisfied  with  the 
situation  be  was  in. 

Do  you  yourself,  standing  before  this 
•  houie,  venture  to  say,  that  you  believe 
that  the  nabob  was  satisfied'  with  that 
tre^y ;  that  is,  so  far  as  that  he  was 
better  pleased  than  if  he  had  been  left 
in  full  possession  of  his  own  country, 
•ubject  only  to  the  payment  of  the  sub- 
sidy of  sevcnt)'-six  lacs) — I  conceive  that 
IS  a  question  which  the  humanity  of  the 
house  has  already  indulged  me  with  not 
.  answering.  •

GEORGE  JOHNSTONE.   Esq. 

a  member,  again  examined. 
For  how  manv  years  did  vou  reside  in 
ihe  dominions  of  Oude  ? — From  iht  be- 

S'nnin£  of  the  year  1794  *°  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^ 
e  year  1796. 

Were  murders,  and  other  atrocious 
crimes  very  frequent  in  the  capital  du- 
ring that  period  ? —  Not  in  the  capital, 
but  occasionally  travellers  were  robbed 
and  were  murdered  in  the  interior  parts 
of  the  country. 

Were  those  very  frequent  in  your 
time  ?-*  I  do  nor  feel  myself  exactly 
aompetcot  to  say  whether  they  wert  o? 


were  not  freqtient ;  but  to  this  I  desire 
to  give  the  most  decided  testimony,  that 
they  were  not  more  frequent  than  io  any 
other  Mohammedan  government  through- 
out India. 

Was  there  any  febellion  aeaiost  tha 
nabob,  or  his  government)  during  the 
whole  period  you  were  in  Ou£  ? — 
No. 

Bo  ymi  know  that  it  was  ever  necessaiy 
to  call  in  any  British  force,  during  all  that 
time,  to  subdue  any  of  the  powoful  Zc' 
mindars,  or  Rajahs,  in  the  Doab,  or  to- 
wards the  Mahratu  frontier  ?—  No,  on 
no  occasion. 

From  your  situationi  must  you  not  have 
known  if  anysucli  Bridsh  force  had  been 
called  in  to  reduce  any  luch  refr^ctoiy 
Zemindars?— I  believe  I  must  have 
known  it ;  and,  I  believe,  no  such  cir- 
cumstance took  place. 

Must  not  an  application  for  troopa 
have  come  throu4;h  the  resident  ?— Tint 
is  the  form  in  which  it  is  made. 

When  Almas,  or  any  of  the  great 
Aumils,  went  to  enforce  the  coUecuona, 
was  not  the  contest  generally  of  a  vety 
bloodless  nature  ?— Unless  now  and  then, 
when  it  became  necessary  to  destroy  a 
fort;  I  believe  otherwise,  that  blood 
was  very  seldom  shed. 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  state 
the  mode  generally  pursued  by  the  Ao- 
mlls  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  levc- 
nucs,  and  how  the  affair  generally  ter- 
minated ? — When  a  2^eminaar  had  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  retainers  to  oupoie 
himself  to  the  Aumil,  it  generally  ter- 
minated in  a  compromise,  the  Aumil 
finding  it  more  for  his  interest  to  take 
what  he  could  from  the  Zemindar,  than 
the  expense  of  money,  and  the  loss  of 
time  that  would  he  employed  in  reducing 
him  to  terms  that  bore  a  more  accurate 
proportion  to  the  value  of  his  territorial 
possession.  .  ^  * 

Was  not  the  late  vhier,  Asopb  ol 
Dowlah,  uncommonly  beloved  through- 
out the  couniry  ? —  I  believe  the  people 
felt  a  considerable  dej^ree  of  atrachment 
to  the  family,  by  which  they  had  been 
governed  upwards  of  seventy  years,  but 
otherwise  I  should  not  say  he  was  par- 
ticularly beloved;  he  was  certainly  not 
a  cruel  sovereign,  but,  perhaps,  he  was 
not  respected  in  the  highest  degree. 

Was  not  he  exceedingly  liberali  aixl 
veiy  charitable  ?— He  possessed  both 
tboise  virtuca. 

3tatt 
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State  the  viginy  at  nev  as  yoa  can, 
•f  the  nabob's  family?— The  ctrcam* 
ffimces  are  not  so  immediately  present  to 
my  miod.  that  I  can  venture  to  state 
them  with  that  degree  of  acpirscy  I 
could  wi^ ;  but,  I  think,  a  person 
named  Saadut  Khan  was  vizier  to  the 
kiog,  Mahmoud  Shah,  and  he  was  in-  . 
trusted  also  with  the  ^government  of 
Oude  upon  the  destruction  of  the  Mogul 
power,  which  took  place  in  consequence 
of  the  invasion  of  Ivadir  Shah.  Saadut 
Khan,  I  believe,  after  that  transaction, 
retired  to  his  govemmenL  and  after- 
wards, Ui>on  his  death,  Sufta  Jung,  who 
had  married  his  daughter,  was  enabled 
to  obtain  ppMcssion  of  it,  rartly  by  the 
acquiescence  of  the  Mogul,  and  partly 
thiDUgh  his  own  power,  and,  in  con- 
sequence, froin  him  it  succeeded  to  Sujah 
ul  Dqwlah,  his  son. 

Have  you  not  taken  ppins  to  ascertain 
the  rise  of  that  family,  and  to  furnish  it 
to  a  litenry  man  ten  yea/s  ago  ? — I  fur- 
nished him  with  the  meao^  of  obtaining 
information^  but  I  do  not  think  I  entered 
myself  particularly  on  the  subject,  or  the 
circumstances  would  be  more  present  in 
ay  recollection.  I  think  what  I  did  was 
to  endeavour  to  trace  the  relations  be- 
tween Saadut  Khan  and  Sufta  Jung  i 
Sufta  Jung  came  from  Persia  after  Saa- 
dut was  established;  I  think  I  traced 
that  there  had  been  some  family  relation 
in  Persia. 

Was  not  the  timilv  very  ancient  and 
very  respectable  ?— 1  believe  it  was  very 
feapectabk,  but  in  no  great  spleodour  in 
Persia,  or  he  would  not  have  travelled  to 
Hindostan* 

Were  yott  ever  in  any  other  Moham- 
medan government  besides  that  of  Oude? 
—No,  1  never  was.

How  long    were  you  in    the  East 

Indies  ?— I  went  to  pcogal  in  August, 

1797,  and  remained  10  India  about  six 

yean. 

Stale  in  what  simatioos  you  were  ?— 
^or  nearly  the  five  first  years  I  was  aid- 
Ac^ai^  to  gcDcaalSii  James  Craig. 


Were  not  yots  pri^ijc.  lacactaij^to  hia 
aL  the  same  time  r*— No,  I  was  nou 

Were  you  not  in  the  entire  confidence 
of  Sir  James  Ciaig?— I  believe  I  pos- 
sessed the  geoenu's  confidence,  from 
being  selected  to  be  his  aid-de-camp. 

Do  yoo  not  know  that,  in  iSoo,  it 
was  determined,  by.  the  QcDgii  govern- 
meut,  to  reduce  the  army  of  the  nabob 
vizier  ?— I  know  that  a.propoction  of  the 
nabob's  troops  were  reduced  about /that 
time. 

Was  the  determination  to  reduce  the 
nabob's  army  communicated  to  general 
Sir  James  Craig  ?«—  I  should  suppose  it 
was,  I  do  not  know  perfectly ;  but  from 
the  measures  taken  I  should  conceive  it 
was. 

Do  you  know  by  whoni,  and  at  what 
peripdr  such  communication  was  made 
to  him  ? — No,  I  do  not. 

Did  not  Sir  [ames  Craig,  very  early 
in  1800,  go  over  to  Luckiiow,  for  ihe- 
sake  of  consulting  with  colonel  William 
Scott  on  the  subject  ? — ^J  cannot  recollect 
the  exact  time  h^  went  over,  he  went 
over  very  often,  and,  I  believe^  at  one 
time,  for  the  sake  of  consulting  with 
colonel  Scott  upon  the  subject. 

Who  accompanied  Sir  J  ames  upon  that 
occasion?— I  believe  captain  M'Grcgor 
and  myself  attended  him. 

Can  you  state  what  passed  at  Lucknow 
during  the  consultations  Sir  James  had  ? 
— I  never  was  present  at  any  consultations 
between  Sir  James  Craig  and  the  resi- 
dent. 

Did  Sir  James,  or  captain  M*Grcj»o'^, 
subsequently  cominunicaie  tiv  you  wh.it 
had  [)assed^r — No,  I  do  iim  believe  Ci^j- 
M*Gregor  was  ever  present. 

Do  you  not  know,  and  was  not  it  ^r* 
nerally  Dclieved,  that  the  army  was  to  he 
disbanded,  whether  the  nabob  cottsentc d 
or  not? — 1  really  never  had  any  infoi- 
maiion  that  would  warrant  my  forinin» 
that  opinion  on  the  subject ;  I  under- 
stood that  a  proportion  of  th.*  arzTiy  was 
to  be  disbanded,  but  I  never  hcaid  from 
any  authority,  whether  is  wds  with  tbe 
nabob's  acquiescence  or  not ;  indeed, 
I  have  heard  it  was  with  his  acquies- 
cence. 

Did  you  ever  understand  from  Sir 
James  Craig,,  or  any  other  person,  that 
the  disbanding  of  the  army  was  only  the 

r elude  to  some  other  measures  ?^No, 
never  did. 

You  ncvet  uodecstoodt  ^rnns.  captasa. 
M'GuKigoty 
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McGregor*  that  orber  measures  were  in 
ComemplacioD  ?— - 1  canooc  charge  my 
nemoiy  that  I  did,  if  I  did  it  was  mere 
ooaveiaation  or  conjecture. 

Did  not  yoa  understand  that  British 
tioops  were  10  be  scattered  over  Oude 
in  liea  of  those  disbanded  belonging  to 
the  vizier  ?— Yes,  I  understood  that  Bri- 
tish uoops  were  to  be  stationed  in  many 
placet '  then  occupied  by  the  vizier's 
troops. 

What  was  Sir  James's  opinion  of  that 
measure,  and  state  his  objections  as  fully 
and  as  particularly  as  you  can  ? — I  hardly 
know  how  to  answer  that  question  so 
generally ;  I  recollect  hearing  Sir  Janoes 
express  his  disapprobation  of  the  troops 
being  divided  into  small  bodies,  and 
qtiariercd  in  towns ;  he  preferred  their 
being  kept  in  cantonments,  and  iii  as 
large  bodies  as  possible. 

Did  he  not  think  that  scattering  the 
troops  over  so  large  a  service,  and  divid- 
ing them  into  small  bodies,  would  tend 
almost  to  the  entire  destruction  of  dis- 
cipline in  the  army  ?— I  &ncy  that  was 
his  opinion,  -  and  that  of  most  of  the 
officers,  that  the  troops  being  dispersed 
in  small  bodies,  and  mixed  particularly 
in  large  towns,  must  militate  against  their 
discipline. 

Did  he  not  believe  that  the  establishing 
small  bodies  of  troops  in  the  Pergunnahs, 
«nder  youn^  officers,  was  liable  to  the 
greatest  possible  objections  ?— I  conceive  < 
tnat  I  have  answered  that  question  in  the 
former,  that  he  would  conceive  that  lia- 
ble to  objection. 

Did  he  not  imagine  that^  from  the 
high  state  of  discipline  to  which  be  had 
brought  the  field  army,  it  would  become 
pretty  similar  to  the  army  about  to  be 
disbanded  under  the  nabob  vizier? — 
I  cannot  answer  for  Sir  James  Craig's 
aemimenu  so  far  as  that ;  I  cannot  say  to 
what  degree  he  might  disapprove  of  the 
placing  of  troops  in  small  bodies. 

Did  you  never  hear  Sir  James  Craig 
aay.  that  he  was  afraid  that  the  army, 
if  divided  into  tmall  bodies,  and  put  into 
the  Perj^annahs,  was  very  likely  to  be- 
come little  better  than  the  armv  about  to 
be  disbanded  ?-^I  cannot  say  tnat ;  I  rc- 
eollec^his  saying  he  was  afraid  it  would 
injiire  the  discipline  of  the  army  if  it  was 
divided  into  towns. 

^  Did  not  Sir  James  Craig  communicate 
bis  opinion  fufly  to  government  and  to 
colonel  William  Scott  ?—  I  believe,  in 
general,  he  did. 


Was  Sir  James's  advice  followed  en 
the  occasion j  so  &r  as  you  know  ?-^I  do 
not  possess  information  to  enable  me  to 
answer  that  question. 

Were  the  opinions,  such  as  yon  have 
stated  of  Sir  James  Craig,  theonniont 
also  of  every  miliury  officer  of  rank 
and  consequence  in  the  king's  and  com- 
pany's army  ? — I  believe  it  was  the  opi- 
nion of  military  men,  that  the  dividing 
the  troops  into  small  bodies,  in  large 
towns,  wouM  injure  their  diKipline  very 
much. 

When  Sir  James  took  charge  of  the 
field  array,  did  he  not  think  their  dis- 
cipline very  much  relaxed  ? —  1  think 
the  discipline  of  the  field  army  was  very 
much  improved  under  his  command. 

What  measures  did  he  take  to  improve 
the  general  state  of  the  Bengal  army  then 
in  the  field  P—  Those  usually  prescribed 
and  followed  by  the  army ;  chiefiy  greater 
attention  to  discipline,  and  paiticubrly 
exercising  the  battalions  in  aa  large  bodica 
as  possible,  and  obliging  all  the  officers  to 
attend. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  iHoo, 
were  not  the  cantonments  of  Cawnpore, 
the  great  military  station,  left  almost 
without  troops  ?—  1  do  not  recollect  the 
exact  period,  I  recollect  iu  being  left, 
at  one  time,  with  very  little  more  than 
one  battalion  of  Sepoys ;  there  were 
European  troops  besides. 

Do  you  not  recollect  it  was  very  shortly 
before  Sir  James  Craig  went  to  Calcutta? 
— At  that  time,  I  think,  there  weic  two 
battalions  of  Sepoys. 

Slate,  as  nearly  as  you  can  remember, 
what  was  Sir  James  Craig's,  opinion  of 
leaving  the  large  cantonment  of  Cawn- 
pore with  so  fe^  troops  ? —  I  really  do 
not  possess  the  inforn^atien. 

Did  not  Sir  James  Craig  imagine,  and 
communicate  to  you,  that  to  make  a 
defence  against,  or  to  atta^,  Zemaun 
Shah,  it  was  ncccssar>*  to  have  the  army 
it)  centrical  situations,  and  in  large  boK- 
dies ;  and  that  nothing  tended  so  much 
to  improve  the  army,  and  to  keep  up  its 
discipline,  as  the  junction  of  the  troops 
belonging  to  the  great  field  stations  of 
Cawnpore  and  Futty^hur? — I  know  that 
it  was  Sir  James  Craig's  opinion  that  the 
troops  in  the  field  should  be  l^ept  in  brge 
cantons,  and  those  as  centrical  with  tbe 
easiest  communications  with  each  other 
as  possible. 

Look  at  the  ninth  article  of  tbe  treaiy, 
and  read  it;  what  does  that  aitick  pur- 
port 
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poctlobe?— Thtt.  "  If,  fot  the  better 
'*  protection  and  defence  of  the  domi- 
"  mooM  of  the  nabob,  Saadm  AH  Khan, 
*'  it  thoald  be  deemed  advinble  to 
**  change  the  present  atationt  of  the 
**  troopa  at  Cawnpore  and  Fattygfaur, 
*'  the  nabob,  Saadut  AU  Khan,  con- 
**  »entt  thereto,  and  that  the  troops  shall 
*'  be  sutioned  in  such  placet  as  may  be 
"  judged  most  advisable  and  convenient ; 
'*  and  that  he  will  defray  the  expense 
'*  attending  their  removal,  and  making 
*'  cantonments  for  the  troopa.** 

Consideriiig  that  article  that  yon 
have  jiist  now  read,  the  possession  of 
Alahabad,  Cawnpore,  Fottyghur,  Anop- 
ahire,  and  the  agreement  on  the  part  of 
the  vizier  to  albw  the  cantonment  to  be 
changed  at  his  own  expense  at  any  period, 
do  you  think  the  British  influence  in 
Oude  was  sufficiently  established  in  a 
military  point  of  view,  ^  either  for  the 
repelling  of  foreijgn  invasion  or  quelling 
internal  commotions  ?--^I  really  am  not 
master  of  that  subject,  it  had  been  occu* 
pied  for  a  series  of  years  before  in  that 
way,  and  I  suppose  was  thought  suf* 
ficient ;  I  do  not  know  what  advantages 
weje  proposed  in  the  changing  thh  sta- 
tions of  the  troops;  if  the  nabob's 
troops  were  to  be  disbaoded,  I  sup- 
pose some  troops  were  to  be  substituted 
in  their  place. 

Looking  to  the  treaty  of  1798^  and 
the  focility  of  changing  the  situations  of 
the  troops  to  any  place,  at  ar^y  period, 
at  the  nabob's  expense,  do  you  not  think 
that  the  British  influence  was  sufiicient 
in  Oude  for  the  quelling  internal 
insnrrectionj  or  repelling  invasion  ?— 
I  think  the  situation  of  the  troops  must 
have  been  found  sufiicient  from  their 
having  been  kept  so  long;  I  do  not  know 
what  were  the  views  proposed  in  chang- 
ing the  situation  of  the  troops. 

With  the  power  of  sending  the 
troops  into  Anopsbire,.  who  were  sta- 
tioned at  Cawnpore,  Futtyghur,  and 
Allabad,  and  changing  those  for  others 
00  the  border  of  the  nabob's  coun- 
try, do  you  not  think  that  sufficient 
facility  was  giveii  for  the  d-ifence  of 
Oude,  by  repelling  foreign  invasion, 
and  quelling  internal  commotions  ? — I 
leally  do  not  conceive  myself  competent 
toanswer  that  question  ;  I  think  the  only 
points  then  deemed  necessary  to  be  occu- 
pied were  those  alluded  to,  and  a  depdt 
of  grain  at  a  place  called  Sandy. 
Those    were«the  only  points  consi- 

•Mr 


dered  necessary  at  that  time  to  defend  the 
country  against  Zemaun  Shah  ?— Thef 
were  the  only  poinu  then  occupied ;  I 
will  not  sav  that  if  there  had  been  a 
greater  booy  of  troops,  more  poinu 
might  not  have  been  occupied. 

Were  you  at  Lucknow  wiih  Sir 
James  Craig,  yrhcn  Saadut  Ali  waa 
placed  on  the  throne  ? — I  was. 

Were  you  at  the  solemnity  of  placing 
him  on  the  Mmnud  P — I  atte naed  the 
retinue,  I  was  not  very  close  to  his  person; 
I  was  present.  '  ^ 

.  Sir  James  assisted  on  the  occasion  F 
^I  Relieve  he  did,  1  followed  him 
there. 

Do  yo*  know  gcnenilly  the  arnnge- 
rocnts  tnen  formed  r— No,  I  do  not. 

Did  you  not  know,  or  at  least  under- 
stand generally,  that  the  nabdb  wan  to 
have  complete  control  over  his  heredita- 
tary  dominions,  his  honschold  a  flairs, 
his  troops,  and  his  xuhjects,  by  the 
treaty  of  1798  ? — I  conceive  he  was  ; 
I  understood,  with  some  trifling  altera- 
tions, he  succeeded  to  the  Musnud  on 
the  terms  his  brother  Asoph  ul  Dowlah 
held  it. 

Did  you  not  make  considerable  pro^ 
gress  in  £astetn  languages,  and  were  you 
not  in  the  habit  frequently^  of  conversing 
with  many  respectable  inhabiiaois  of 
Cawnpore  and  Lucknow  P— I  was  able 
to  converse  with  them. 

What  was  your  opinion,  knowing. 
as  you  did  the  stipulations  of  the  ueatv 
of  1798,  and  the  opinion  of  such 
natives  as  you  bad  conversed  with  Re- 
lative to  the  subsequent  transactions 
in  Oude,  that  led  to  the  disband- 
ing of  the  anhy,  and  the  cession  of  the 
country  ?— I  must  confess  my  ignorance 
with  respect  both  to  the  treaty  and  the 
circumstances;  I  spoke  very  little  with 
the  natives  on  the  subject  ;  I  considered 
my  situation,  as  a  stafl*  officer  of  Sirjaines 
Crai^,  to  preclude  me  from  doing  so. 

Did  you  not  visit  Lucknow  son\e  time 
towards  the  close  of  the  year  tSofl,  and 
visit  the  court  of  his  hikjhncss  ?— I 
did. 

You  saw  him  sever?!  times  duriag 
that  visit,  did  you.  not  ? — Twice  or 
thrice. 

You  visited  the  court  upon  your  arrival 
and  departure  f —  I  did  on  my  9rrival, 
but^  not  on  my  departure;  I  saw  him  at 
major  Ousely's  at  dinner. 

Did  you  see  him  at  breakfast  at  my  * 
bouse  P—  I  think  not»   I  tbink  it  was 

three 
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three  timet  1  nw  him  on  ^that  occa* 
•loo. 

As  &r  as  yott  repoUect,  do  you  not 
think  that  towards  the  close  of  1502,  the 
nabob  was  exceedingly  cfaan|{od  in  his 
person  and  in  his  dress  r«<- Very  moch. 

Suie  as  particularly  as  you  can,  what 
struck  you  at  that  time  P — ^There  was  a 
greater  degree  of  indolence  and  slovenli- 
ness, and  that  he  was  much  broke 
in  his  person ;  he  ;did  not  look  near  so 
well  as  he  had  done  some  years  be- 
fore. 

Was  not  he  much  disfigured  by  hav« 
ing  suffered  his  beard  to  grow,  and  by 
the  disuse  of  a  regular  turban  ?— He 
appeared  more  slovenly  owing  to  sufF.'r- 
ing  his  beanl  to  grow,  and  he  did  not  ap- 
pear so  well. 

From  the  manners  of  Hindostan,  do 
you  not  know  that  it  is  a  mark  of  great 
dejection  having  put  off  ibe  dress  turban? 
—1  have  underfctuod,  that  by  the  cus- 
in  India,  neglecting  their  dress  and  not 
shaving,  it  a  mark  of  mourning. 

At  me  lime  you  first  saw  the  nabob, 
was  not  he  a  than  who  paid  uncommon 
attention  to  the  elegance  of  his  dress ;  and 
was  not  he  richly  adorned  with  jewels 
when  he  app<:ared  in  public  P —  Yes, 
I  think  so,  the  difference  certainly 
struck  me  when  I  saw  him. 

At  that  time  he  wore  a  dress  tuiban  P 
—I  have  seen  hira  very  richly  dressed 
when  he  appeared  in  public. 

The  btter  j)eriod  when  you  saw  him, 
he  appeared  other  wi^  ? — Yes,  the  dif- 
ference suuck  me. 

When  you  first  saw  him  he  used, to 
wear  a  drcas  turban,  but  at  the  latter  pe- 
riod he  did  not  wcar.one  at  all  ?— When 
I  saw  him  some  years  before  he  was  much 
better  dressed,  he  appeared  to  be  dressed 
with  more  attention,  and  was  better  in  his 
looks  than  when  I  saw  him  bst. 

Did  be  wear  a  state  lurban  when  you 
saw  him  bst  P — No,  he  did  not. 

Have  you  not  heard  many  respectable 
nativesy  as  well  as  Europeans;  say^ 
that  the  nabob  had  forsworn  the  use  of  a 
turban,  and  his  habii  of  shaving,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  injustice  and  oppres- 
sion exercised  towards .  him  ?—  I  can- 
not ny  that  I  recollect  having  heard 
that. 

To  what  do  3rou  attribute,  and  to 
what  did^  the  natives  in  general,  and 
the  inhabitants  io  general,  attribute  that 
vciy  great  change  from  the  time  you  bad 
•een  him  two  yean  before  P-—  I  have 
hud  that  he  was  dic»tiified|  and  that  it 


was  in  conseqoenctt  of  bit  dinatisfactioa 
he  neglected  bis  dress. 

That  was  such  a  report  as  you  woaiM 
have  heard  in  town  ?— I  know  nothing 
fiinher  than  lepoRs  of  that  kind. 

During  the  several  times  you  vi- 
sited the  cburt  at  Lucknow,  from  the 
period  of  17^8,  to  tSos,  what  was  the 
{general  opinion  as  to  the  nabob's  sen- 
timents conpcrniog  colonel  Scott)  and 
what  were  your  own  regfrding  the  na-* 
bob's  sentiments  concerning  colonel 
Scott  ?— With  respect  to  myself,  1  can 
safely  say,  I  had  no  ground  on  which 
I  could  found  a  well-grounded  opinion; 
with  regard  to  report  in  the  town,  I  have 
heard  that  the  nabob  disliked  colonel 
Scott  very  much- 
Were  more  troops  sent  imo  Oude  in 
I793«'i799»aad  180a,  than  were  ntcrs^ 
sary  and  expedient  to  goard  against  the 
intended  descent  of  &maun  ShahP— 
I  think,  against  the  threatened  descent 
of  Zemaun  Shah,  the  force  was  by  no 
means  more  than  adequate. 

Did  not  Zemaun  Shah  return  firom 
India  in  1800  P—  Our  accowtis  were 
ver}'  vague ;  I  do  not  feel  at  all  cer- 
tain of  the  information  which  we  re- 
ceived. 

Was  there  not  in  formation  received  of 
it  previous  to  the  uroe  P—\yc  had  cer- 
tain accounts  that  he  had  given  up  the 
intention  of  invading  India  before  we  left 
Anopshire. 

When  was  he  defeated  by  his  brother  ? 
I  cannot  recollect. 

Was  thai  known  in  July,  or  Augostt 
1800  P — I  do  not  recollect. 

Did  any  militaiy  roovcmenis  take 
place  after  the  motub  of  May,  iTOq, 
with  a  view  to  any  apprehei^sioiu  of  the 
invasion  of  Zemaun  Sbah  P— I  cannot 
perfealy  be  certain  with  respect  to  the 
month,  it  was  not  till  near  Christmas, 
17^9  that  the  army  assembled  at  A'uop- 
hire. 

When  did  the  army  return  iijto  can- 
toomenis  P«— I  \will  not  be  sure  as  to  the 
time,but  I  think  it  was  immediately  when 
we  heard  of  the  intelligence  of  Mr.Cherry 
having  been  assattinated^  the  camp  then 
broke  up  from  Anopshire. 

Was  that  about  tne  month  of  Novem- 
ber, 1799  P — I  think  it  was  Jater  than 
that. 

la  the  course  of  the  yeat  1800,  w«rc 

any    particular    military    arrangemcecs 

adopteid  with  a  view  to  guard  against  the 

apprehended  iovisioo^  ZemawiShah? 

— IcocH 
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— -I  confess  myself  at  a  loss  with  respect 
to  dates ;  the  army  coriected  on  the 
threatened  invasion  of  Zemaun  Sbaby. 
at  Anopsbire,  and  a  body  of  troops, 
under  colonel  Russel,  remained  at  Cawn- 
pore  i  that  army  dispersed  on  hearing 
of  the  assassination  of  Mr.  Cherry.  Sir 
James  Craig,  with  the  principal  pait  of 
the  army,  marched  to  ftie  vicinity  of 
Lucknow,  and  General  Sttiart,  with  a 
division,  towards  Ruhtlcund. 

From  the  month  of  January,  179^, 
when  the  army  is  stated  to  have  so  dis- 
persed till  the  end  of  the  year  1801, 
were  any  movements  made  in  the  army 
stationed  in  the  vizier's  dominions,  with 
a  view  to  the  apprehended  invasion  of 
Zemaun  Shah  ? — No,  their  was  no  con- 
siderable body  of  troops  afterwards  as- 
sembled with  a  view  to  the  invasion  of 
Zemaun  Shah. 

Was  not  Zemaun  Shah  considered  as 
the  determin(:d  enemy  of  the  British  in 
India  ?*-!  understood  so. 

Was  not  the  object  of  his  in- 
tended invasion  generally  considered  to 
be  the  conquest  and  the  destruction  of 
the  British  possessions  in  Hindosian,  as 
lar  as  you  understood  ?—  I  understand 

iO. 

Did  not  the  principality  of  Oude 
lie  directly  between  him  and  our  posses- 
sions ? — 1  conceive  the  situation  oi  it  to 
be  so. 

In  order  to  meet  or  to  repel  aoy  attack 
on  his  part,  was  iK>t  it  necessary  for  our 
troops  to  be  assembled  in  Oude  ? — I 
diould  conceive  that  the  best  military  po- 
sition. 

Though  there  might  have  been  strong; 
seasons  10  conclude  that  Zep^aun  Shah 
intended  to  invade  it,  I  believe  it  was 
not  generally,  credited  that  be  had  the 
means  of  approaching  it  ?—  Opinions 
I  know  were  very  various  ;  I  believe  we 
generally,  when  we  assembled  at  Anop- 
shire,  thought  he  would  come. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  make  ex- 
tensive preparations,  to  repel  any  attack 
which  might  be  made  ?-~Unque&tionably 
those  preparations  were  made  as  far  as 
the  means  would  afford. 

Sir  James  Craig  was  appointed  to- 
command  the  troops?—  Sir  James 
Craig  coroftonded  the  troops  on  the  oc- 
casion. 

Was  not  the  repulsion  of  Zemaun 
Shah^onsidrred  as  a  common  cause  be- 
tween the  British  govcmroeot  and  the 
vizier  ?-^I  understood  it  so. 
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As  far  as  ynuknow,  did  not  the  nabob, 
on  that  occasion,  shew  the  greatest  zeal 
and  cordiality  in  the  cause  r-— I  undei-   * 
stood  so,  he  gave  us  great  assistance  io '  • 
carriage  and  cattle. 

It  was  immediately  upon  hearing  of  the 
massacre  of  Mr.  Cherry  that  the  army 
returned,  one  part  to  LuckfK>w,  and  the 
other  to  Rohilcund  ? — Yes,  tbe  camp' 
broke' up  immediately  upon  that. 

Considering  the  ultimate  object  of 
the  invader,  2>emaun  Shah,  tbe  situ- 
ation of  Oude,  and  the  motives  which 
induced  the  company  to  make  the  great 
preparations  they  did,  00  whom  did  you 
think  '  the  expense  would  fall  at  that 
period  ?— Upon  my  word  1  really  could 
not  possess  the  information  to  judge  ;  the 
nabob  assisted  us  with  a  great  deal  of 
catrlei  and,  1  believe,  with  grain. 

You  have  stared  that  you  were  in  Sir 
James  Craig's  confidence  ? —  Only  as 
being  selected  as  bis  con£dent ;  I  never 
was  present  at  any  of  the  interviews  with 
Mr.  Scott,  nor  did  Sir  James  inform  me 
of  the  rciult  of  rhem. 

Are  you  aware  of  the  facts  which 
induced  Sir  James  Craig  to  withdraw  the- 
arnny  from  Anopshire,  as  well  as  vizier 
Ali's  massacre  of  Mr.  Cherry  ? — No, 
it  was  considered  that  it  might  be  neces- 
aaiy  to  protect  Lucknow  aiS  the  nabob's 
person;  and  as  he  had  fled  towards  Ro- 
hilcundj  part  of  the  army  was  sent  there, 
and  Sir  James  went  to  Lucknow,  in  case 
of  any  dissatisfaction  appearing  in  that 
town,  which  I  do  not  know  that  there 
did. 

Do  you  know  that  there  was  any  other 
inducement  he  had  to  break  up  the 
army  ? — No,  I  was  not  informed  evea 
of  what  I  have  menHoned  by  Sir  James, - 
onlv  that  it  was  gef^ rally  conceived. 

Do  you  know  that  the  troops  you 
stated  to  have  marched  under  general 
Stuart  marched  to  Rohilcund  ?-^  No, 
only  that  they  marched  that  way,  the 
route  in  which  vizier  A li  went,  and  in 
which  some  of  the  nabob's  tioops 
went,  panicularly  Candahars« 

Doyourknow  what  Sir  James's  object 
was  in  assembling  the  trcx^ps  with  which 
he  marched  to  Lucknow  ?—  1  am  not' 
acquainted  with  any  object  propOKd 
by  him  ;  I  conceive  it  was  to  preserve 
the  general  peaee  and  tranquillity  of  tb« 
country. 

Was  there  any  disturbance  made  by 

vizicf  Ali  in  Oude,  subsequent  to  the 

'  mas^ 
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inaisacre  oF  Mr.  Cherry,  on  which  (be 
army  broke  up  ?— -I  do  not  know  exactly 
the  period,  a  wag  lome  time  before 
vizier  AH  had  left  that  part  of  India, 
and  before  the  impression  of  the  massa- 
cre of  Mr.  Cherry,  and  bis  wish  proba- 
bly to  raise  a  |)arty  then  subsided. 

Did  he  ever  return  lo  Oude  at  any 
aubtcquent  year  after  he  left  it  ? — Hie 
was  afterwards  given  up  (juite. 
"  From  your  situation  in  India,  and  as 
far  as  you  could  collect  the  general  opi- 
nion on  the  subject,  were  or  were  vot 
the  nabob's  troops  disbanded  with  his 
own  content? — l  really  cannot  say  whe- 
ther  they  were  disbanded  wjih  or  without 
his  consent ;  there  was  no  sort  of  resist- 


^  Was  there  any  sort  of  disntisfaction 
you  have  heard  expressed  bv  the  nabob 
on  the  subject?— Not  that  I  know  of. 

You  never  heard  that  there  was  any  ? 
—I  h^e  heard  it  as  matter  of  report 
merely,  and  conversation ;  it  must  have 
been  with  the  nabob's  consent  so  far,  that 
our  troops  marched,  and  were  quartered 
in  the  cantonmcnu  where  his  were  dis- 
banded. 

Do  you  not  know  that  the  officers  com-

tmops  revised  lo  disband,  and  give  up 
their  guns,  tbey  were  pursued  m  their 
route,  and  were  ordered  to  give  them  up* 
and  they  were  obliged  to  do  so. 

When  the  Britiui  troops  were  ordered 
tp  march  into  RoMlcund,  and  to  take  up 
die  cantonments  of  «he  nabob's  troops, 
%vas  not  the  pretence  of  Golum  Kaudir 
Xhan  made  a  means  of  introducing  Bri- 
tish troops  ?*~Tbere  was  a  rumour  of 
Golum  Kaudir  Khan,  and  a  possibility  of 
itt  occasioning  some  disturbance  in  the 
roaniry,  and  troops  of  horse  marched, 
and  did  not  return  to  their  canioninaott 
again. 

Was  not  the  insurrection  of  vizier  Ali 
considered  as  really  trifling  throughout 
Oude  ?«— The  result  was  so,  but  I  do 
not  conceive  tbeapprehensioawascon- 
•idered  soat  first. 

Did  not  vi»cr  Ali  pass  Cawnpore  ia 
his  way  to  the  Presidency,  towards  the 
middle  of  the  year  17091—  He^  pus, 
Md  I  coQCciva  about  that  tins* 


Do  you  not  know  that  ever  aiooe  ifal 
period  be  has  been  a  dose  prisoner  at 
fort  William  ?— I  nnderstandhe  baa, 

I  understand  you  to  have  stated,  them 
were  some  instances  in  which  our  troopi 
went  iigatost  the  nabob's  troops»  and 
obliged  them  to  disband  ?— Yes,  one 
battalion  of  the  nabob's  moved  out  with 
tbeir  guns,  and^Mir  tfoopa  marched  after 
them  i  one  day  they  got  up  with  them  % 
I  believe  the  nabob's  troops  claimed  a  pact 
of  their  pay,  which  was  in  arrear  at  the 
time. 

Were  they  considered  as  actine  ag»init 
the  nabob's  cause  as  well  as  uie  Bri- 
tish ?—  I  believe  ihey  were  ;  I  belicvt 
our  troops  were  considered  as  acting 
with  the  nabob's  concurreiKe* 

Did  you  understand  it  was  bv  tha. 
nabob's  concurrence,  under  the  resiaent'a 
influence,  or  his  own  real  ^sh  ?-^  I  caa 
only  speak  from  conjecture,  whether 
^the  nabob  was  willing  to  have  his  army 
disbanded  or  not,  or  m>m  other  drcum* 
stances  consented  to  it ;  all  I  can  say 
is,  that  it  was  arranged  that  oar  troopa 
should  go  to  these  stations. 

You  have'  no  immediate  koowledga 
of  that  part  of  the  tiaosactioo  ?^No» 
further  tban  that  the  tfpops  did  go 
to  cenaio  stations,  the  nabob^a  troops 
were  disbanded,  and  a  piopoitioa  of  our 
troops  remained  in  stations  formerly  occo* 
pied  by  them. 

Then  how  £ir  the  nabob  coiuemed  coi 
it,  and  on  what  grounds,  ^ou  have  na 
knowledge?— No;  I  cannot  possblf 
know  thau

State  the  different  situations  you  hava 
filled  in  the  conipany's  service  f — The 
situation  of  register  tranaiaior  to  tba 
Sudder  Dewannee  Adawhit;  judge  and 
magistrate  of.  Midnapore;  lastly,  third 
jud^e  of  the  court  and  circuit  ot  appeal 
Uk  the  ceded  provinces. 

Is  not  the  Adawlut  a  court  of  justice  I 
-Yes.  * 

Is  not  the  Dewannee  the  treaturership 
which  the  company  hekl  ? — ^Here  it  means 
acourt  of  justice. 

You  were  judge  of  the  court  for  ap- 
peals in  civil  causes,  and  likewise  a /u^ 
of  criminal  jurisprudence^—- YeS|  m  I 
cadcd  proviace^  I  wai. 

Ia- 
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Immediately  before  yoar  tppoimmcnt 
to  Midnapore  yoa  were  collector  of  Jes- 
aore,  were  you  not  ?--  No,  I  was  regia- 
ter ;  I  never  was  collector. 

State  under  what  circumstances  voa 
VCTc  appointed  to  be  judge  of  Midna- 
pore ?— I  canoot  state  diem,  I  do  not 
know  them. 

In  what  situation  was  the  dismct 
of  Midnapore  when  jfou  were  appoint- 
ed ?— In  a  bad  statei  in  a  state  of  rebel- 
lion. 

^as  not  it  in  a  state  of  considerable 
Irebellion? — Yes,  the  Jungles  were. 

Midnapore  is  in  the  verjf  beart  of  the 
company's  territories  ? — It  is  not  in  the 
middle,  it  is  to  the  South-west  of  Cal- 
cutta boundaiy,  towards  the  Mabratty 
country. 

What  steps  did  you  recommend  to  the 
eovemor  to  restore  order,  and  to  quiet 
the  minds  of  the  inhabitants  ?— Merely 
to.  put  the  police'  into  the  hands  of  the 
Zemindars. 

Did  you  recommend  the  increase,  or 
decres^t  of  the  number  of  troops  in  the 
district  i — I  do  not  recollect  that  I  recom- 
mended an  increase,  or  a  decrease,  in  the 
district,  but  I  withdrew  the  troops  from 
the  Jungles,  where  they  were  stationed 
when  I  arrived  there. 

State  the  means  you  took,  in  com- 
mon with  the  collector,  to  restore  peace 
and  quiet  to  the  district?  —I  do  not  re- 
collect any  other  means  than  withdraw- 
ing the  troops  from  the  Jungles,  and 
patting  the  police  into  the  hands  of  the 
Zemimlan. 

By  those  means  was  not  peace  acquir- 
ed to  the  district,  and  the  people  very 
sliuch  satisfied  unth  the  arrangement  ?-« 
Yes. 

Did  yoa  ever  know  of  morders  and 
fobberies  within  the  provinces,  either  in 
the  districts  under  your  own  management, 
ar  ID  those  of  otben? — Yes,  certainly, 
:fi«qtiemly.  « 

Within  the  company's  previnces,  Jes- 
•ore  and  Midnapore?— Yes,  in  all  the 
districu  I  have  been  in  I  have  known  g€ 
Slufders. 

fiave  yoa  not  heard  of  atrocious  mar- ' 
dkrs  committed  in  the  seat  of  govera- 
ment  itself,  1  aiean  in  Calcutta  ?— I  think 
I  have,  as  I  have  in  London. 

After  you  were  appointed  to  the  court 
ef  appeaft  and  circuit,  what  opinion  did 
^a  ionn  at  to  the  attachment  of  the 
Natives,  in  feaeral,  to  the  British  go- 
veropeati  wul  yoa  state  ai  ftrticulairly 


aayoQcanilMlopiiMir,  flhcl  die  gfoondt 
upta  wfakb  it  was  formed  ?— Genetally 
•poriung,  I  tbooght  the  lower  orders 
of  the  peof^  attached  to  the  British 
gnvernmett,  the  higher  oitkn  I  did  not 
Slink-  so* 

State  the  |>roaads  on  which  you  form* 
ed  that  opinion  ? —  General  ODservatioD« 
and  information  I  received  from  the  per« 
so  A  with  whom  I  conversed  and  corre** 
ponded. 

Was  the  presence  of  the  troops  neoei* 
sary  to  insure  obedience  to  the  laws  ?^-* 
In  some  instances  it  was,  not  every 
where. 

Was  not  the  presence  of  the  troops 
necessary  to  insure  the  collection  of  the 
revenues  ?:—  Yes,  the  presence  of  the 
troops  was  necessary  for  that. 

Do  you  'not  know  that  there  was  t 
considerable  defalcation  in  the  revenues 
of  the  ceded  provinces  in  the  year  end- 
ing April,  1805  ?—  I  believe  'there  were 
heavy  arrears,  but  I  beg  to  state,  that 
I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  coUectton 
of  the  revenue. 

To  what  do  yoa  attribute  the  defrl- 
cation  of  the  revenue  during  that  year  ?^ 
Chiefly  to  the  drought ;  I  believe  want 
of  rain. 

Was  there  no  other  cause  ?— There 
yrcTt  some  other  local  causes ;  there  had 
been  disturbances. 

Were  there  not  ooosidersble  dlstarb» 
ances,  owing  to  the  disafiection  of  the 
Zemindars?— There  were  when  the  war 
broke  out. 

Were  the  people  of  the  ceded  pro- 
vinces becoming  more  reconciled  to  the 
British  government  when  you  left  them  I 
—Yes,  1  think  thcKwere. 

Was  the  condu^bserved  at  Sassnee^ 
Bidjeghur,  Cawnpore,  and  other  i^aca^ 
the  best  calculated,  in  your  optnion, 
to  conciliate  the  affections  of  the  people, 
or  to  ensure  the  respect  of  the  neigh- 
booring  princes  ?— I  do  not  1uk>w  any 
thing  of  that. 

What  was  the  opinion  of  the  better 
sort  of  the  Nativei  about  Bareilly,  and 
in  the  other  districtt  which  yoa  visited 
in  consequence  of  the  prooeedings  ai 
Sassnee,  Bidjeghur,  and  other  places, 
of  the  means  parsoed  for  rcndenng  th«  • 
people  more  satisfied  with  the  Bengal 
government?--!  really  do  otcjpow; 
those  transactions  took  place  befere  1  ar- 
rived at  Bareilly. 

Did  you  know  the  bte  Mr.  Lt^ie?-**- 
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No,   I  never  law  him ;  he  died  before 
1  went  there. 

Did  you  not  hear,  when  you  took 
r barge  of  your  situation  of  judge,-  that 
Mr.  Leslie  was  actually  assaultea  while 
silting  in  bis  situation  as  judge  of  the 
court  of  appeal?-*!  do  not  recollect 
hearing  diat. 

What  is  your  opinion  of  the  govern- 
mcni  of  lora  Wcllcsley,  as  it  tended  10 
increase,  or  diminish,  the  attachment  of 
the  Natives,  both  within  and  wiih«ut  the 
provinces  ? — 1  held  no  political  situation, 
and  do  not  feel  myself  competent  to  an- 
iwer  that  question.    - 

What  was  your  opinion,  and  that  of

oftbeCommutee,  and  Henry  Stracey^ 

Esq,  iXMos  calUd  in  again. 

State,  as  well  as  you  can,  what  is  the 
opinion  of  the  higher  orders  of  the  Na» 
fives,  as  far  as  you  could  collect  it,  with 
re&pect  to  the  conduct  of  lord  Welleslcy, 
both  within  and  without  the  provinces  ? — 
I  feel  a  difficulty  in  answering  that  ques- 
tion; there  were  different  opinions  of 
lord  Wellesley. 

Suie  it  as  nearly  a»  you  can  ?— I  cao 
state  no  more,  than  that  some  thought 
favourably,  and  some  unfavourably,  I  be- 
lieve. 

What  was  your  opinion  of  the  revi- 
val of  the  internal  duties  .that  had  bceo 
abolished  by  lord  GomwalUs,  and  what 
WM  the  opinion  of  the  Natives  in  gene* 
nl  ?^They  were  not  revived  that  I  know 
of. 

In  i8o«,  did  not  lord  Wellesley  pot 
to  you  the  question,  whethci  there  were 
any  articles  in  your  district  on  which  a 
tax  could  be  raised  without  opprtssion  to 
the  people,  and  if  so,  desire  you  to  name 
she  articles,  the  rate  of  the  tax,  and  the 
manner  in  which  y<»u  would  propose  it 
to  be  levied?— I  do  not  icracmbcr  any 
auch  question  being  put  to  me  by  lord 
Wellesley. 

Do  not  you  know  that  such  questions 
were  pot  generally  to  the  n^agisiratcs  and 
collectors  throughout  the  districts?  — 
Probably  not  to  the  magistrates;  to  the 
•allcctort  probably  they  were. 


Do  yott  know  Mr.Courtney  Smith  X-^ 
I  do. 

What  is  your  opinion  upon  that  gca* 
tleman's  character  and  his  sentiments? 
The  question  being  objected  to :

The  questiM  nvas,  by  leteve  of  the 
Committee,  nvithdhaivn,  and  Henry 
Stracey^  Esq.  *was  called  in  again. 
When  you   quitted    the  upper  pro- 
vinces, was  it  known  to  you,  or  any- of 
those  you  conversed  with,  what  were  the  ' 
measures  adopted  by  lord  Wellesley  for 
obtaining  possession  of  Oude  and  Fur- 
ruckabad  ? — No,  it  was  not  known  lo  mr« 
not  (he  whole  of  it ;  I  knew  as  much  as 
the  public^  knew  from  public  conversa- 
tion ;   I  did  not  know  as  much  as  I  now 
know  from  reading  the  papers  befofc  tb« 
house. 

What  was  the  general  opinion  and 
your  own,  as  hx  as  you  can  state  it, 
of  the  measiires  adopted  by  lord  Wel- 
lesley for  getting  possession  of  Oude  and 
Furruckabdd  ? —  It  will  be  merely  a  pri^ 
vatc  opinion ;  I  held  no  political  situ- 
ation. 

What  was  your  own  private  opinion  ?-»^ 
Do  you  mean  of  the  policy  and  justice' 
of  it? 

Yes,  of  the  policy  and  justice  of  tJM 
measure  ?

The  question  ooflx,  by  leave  of  tkti 
Committee,  ivitbdra-wn,  and  thnfj 
Stractjy  Esq,  yjks  again  called  in. 
During    the  time  you  wene  in  tbf 
upper  provinces,  and,  during  the  tims 
you  made  your  circuit  round  the  upper 
provinces,   did    you  ever  hear  of  any 
steps  taken  by  lord  Wellesley  for  iotro* 
ducing  an  improved  system  of.  police 
into  the  reserved  territories  of  the  vizier  f 
— I  did  not. 

Will  you  not  take  upon  yourself  to 
say,  that  up  to  the  end  of  1805,  no  im- 
proved system  was  introduced  into  the 
reservrd  territories?—  I  can  only  say, 
that  I  heard  of  none. 

Dq  you  know  of  any  contiderable 
number  of.  Zemindars  having  retaiiM^ 
their  foru  within  the  ceded  pfOviiKcs» 
aud  still  pavirg  their  revenues  to  the 
goyemmcni  ?— Yes,  I  heard  of  veiy  few 
being  dispotKUcd  ;  a  great  maoy  retained 
their  fort^*  • 

Wcit 
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Were  you  not  assistant  at  Lucknow  f 
—No,  I  was  not;  it  was  my  brother. 

The  disturbances  mentioned  in  Mid- 
napore  were  on  the  borders,  and-  the 
woody  parts? — ^Yts,  they  were. 

Do  you  know  that  the  yrzier'5  pro- 
vinces, previous  to  the  cession,  were  in 
a  greater  state  of  disorder  than  the  ad- 
joming  provinces  in  the  possession  of  the 
Mahrattas,  particularly  the  Doah,  and 
the  country  across  the  Jungles  ? — I  be- 
lieve they  were,  but  I  only  speak  from 
what  I  heard;  I  did  not  see  the  country 
at  that  time. 

Are  you  disposed  to  think  that  the 
vizier*8  troops  were  diflferent  in  any  ma- 
terial-'degree  from  the  other  h^aiive 
troops,  and  troops  in  the  service  of  ihe 
Mahrattas,  those  that  were  not  governed 
by  Europeans  F— I  know  nothing  »bout 
the  vizier's  troops :  I  was  not  in  Oude 
(ill  some  time  after  the  country  was 
ceded.

Captain  JAMES  SALMON  called  in, 
and  examined^ 

Where  you  employed  in  1801  to  cal- 
culate the  amount  of  the  charges  incur* 
Tcd  on  account  of  additional  troops  serv- 
ing in  Oude,  from  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber 17^  to  tfie  month  of  November 
1799,  in  order  that  the  demand  might 
be  made  on  the  nabob  for  those  ex« 
penses  ? — I  was. 

State  from  whom,  or  in  what  man- 
ner,  you  were  furnished  with  the  docu- 
ments and  materials  on  which  your  cal- 
culations arc  made  ?-—  The  documents 
were  contained  in  the  military  auditor 
general's  office. 

Can  you  state  from'what  official  chan^ 
ncl  those  documents  came  to  you  ?— -The 
documenu  are  regular  accounts  kept  in  the 
oflice,  to  which  any  body  can  refer  on  occa- 
sion. I  could  have  no  documents  from 
which  I  could  draw  those  esiimaies,eKccpt 
the  usual  reporu  of  the  office,  in  which 
all  the  nilirary  expenses  were  calculated, 
anj  from  which  they  were  checked. 

Can  you  state  on  what  principle  you 

rroceeded  in  making  up  thoseesctmaicsr — 
perceive  in  the  Driiited  paper  there  is  a 
letter  from  myself,  in  which  I  have  en- 
^avoured  to  explain  the  principles  on 


which  those  esttmates  were  calculated. 
Iivrauld  hayebeenaveiy  troublesome  and 
tedious  business  to  have  stated  the  actual 
cxpensewhich  had  been  incurred  forever/ 
particular  inan  who  had  served  in  Oude 
during  thai  period ;  to  obviate  that,  an 
estimate  was  made  of  what  the  expense 
might  have  amounted  to  on  the  one  side, 
and  credit  was  given  to  the  nabob  for 
more  troops  than  he  was  entitled  toon  the 
other  side  ;  the  nabob  was  debited  with 
corps  as  being  complete;  which  in  some 
instances  were  not  so;  but  he  was  allowed 
above  the  allowance  of  above  tbirieen 
thousand  men,  with  which  be  might  be 
charged  as  far  as  Ic«n  recollect,  on  colonel 
Scott's  mode  of  estimation.  It  is  also  stated 
that  no  notice  was  taken  of  the  European 
commissioned  officers,  who  amounted 
to  three  hundred  men,  and  the  chaijge 
for  whom  would  have  been  considerable» 
neither  was  a  charge  made  for  inte>lsr, 
which  might  be  charged,  for  the  money 
was  advanced  by  the  compan/'at  a  time 
when  they  were  obliged  to  borrow  money 
at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  some  partt 
of  tbe  charge  were  necessarily  by  estimate, 
as  the  wear  and  tear  of  aims  and  accoutre- 
ments ;  they  could  not  admit  of  an  accu- 
rate calculation,  and  therefore  the  whole 
was  rather  a  matter  of  estimate  than  a 
matter  of  charge. 

Whether  those  estimates  were  madk  on 
the  same  principles  as  anv  former  estimates 
on  the  same  subject  had  Deenmade?-- 1  do 
not  apprehend  that  an  exactly  similar 
case  could  have  occurred  before  the  cal- 
culations had  been  made  of  what  future 
expenses  would  be  ;  those  were  alwaya 
caculated  as  if  the  corps  bad  been  com- 
plete ;  it  was  an  object  of  govern- 
ment to  keep  the  corps  in  Oude  as 
full  as  possible;  the  native  corps  were 
always  full  and  complete,  there  was  no 
difficulty  in  filling  them  ;  and  the  Euro- 
pean corps  were*  kept  as  full  as  the  cir- 
cumstances would  admit  of. 

Had  yOu  collected  from  any  communi- 
cation, public  or  private,  witn  the  mar- 
quis Welleslcy,  that  it  was  bia  lort!- 
snip*s  wish  or  intention  that  the  calcula- 
tion should  cither  be  reduced  below,  or 
swelled  above  the  just  amount  of  the  de- 
n\and  ?-^I  certainly  understood  from 
lord  Wcllcsley,  in  private  conveift^ 
tkm,  that  it  was  his  wish  that  the  chaiga 
should  not  be  pressed  upon  the  nabola 
beyond  what  was  justly  due  from  him  j 
that  he  should,  ratlicr  be  fovoured  in  th« 
charge* 

Stat» 
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State  how  long  you  have  served  at 
Bengal? — ^Tbc  whole  of  my  services 
have  been  about  twenty  years.  , 

Did  you  koow  colonel  Scott  ? — By 
character  very  well,  personally  better. 

State  his  character  to  the  committee  ? 
— |-His  character  was  always  extremely 
hii*h  as  far  as  I  have  heard,  both  among 
bis  brother  officers  and  the  members  of 
government. 

According  to  the  best  of  your  judg* 
ineoc  and  opinion,  was  the  whole  of 
this  current  account  between  the  nabob 
and  the  company,  of  debtor  and  creditor, 
made  out  inclinio^  favourably  to  the  na- 
bob ?— Certainly,  it  was  favourably  to  the 
•  nabob,  in  my  opinion. 

In  som6  cases  account^ were  made  out 
where  the  corps  were  not  full,  but  were 
charged  so  ?— Thy  were. 

But  in  others,  to  balance  that  inaccu- 
racy, chaiges  were  not  made  which, 
upon  the  wnule  left  the  account  favour- 
able with  the  nabob  ?— Certainly,  I  con- 
ceive so. 

Have  the  goodness  to  look  to  page 
ijl  of  the  printed  papers,  that  purppas  to 
be  a  statement  of  a  regiment  of  European 
infantry  ;  at  the  time  you  made  out  that 
iuteroent,  had  you  any  idea  that  it  was 
the  actual  establishment  of  the  first 
regiment  of  European  infantry  ?— Cer- ' 
lainly  not. 

Look  at  the  estimate.  No.  s ;  at  the 
time  you  made  out  that  estimate,  of 
course  you  had  no.  idea  that  it  was  the 
identical^  regiment  of  artillery  actually 
fervii\g  in  the  vizier's  country? — It  was 
the  statement  of  those  companies  of  artil- 
lery, of  no  specific  regiment;  I  did  not 
refer  to  the  specific  company  as  it  stood 
in  battalion,  but  merely  stated  it  to  be 
ibur  companies  of  artillery,whi^  might 
be  drawn  from  different  regiments* 

Lpok  at  statement  No.  3 ;  at  the  time 
you  made  out  that  ^  statement,  did  you 
intend  or  think  that  it  was  applied  to  the 
actual  strength  of  the'second  regiment  of 
native  cavalry  ?— Yes,  I  apprehciid\he  re- 
gimemvof^  native  cavalry  to  be  complete.   . 

Had  you  the  actual  returns  of  that  regi- 
ment before  you  when  you  made  that 
estimate  ? —  In  no  case  did  I  think  it  ne- 
cessary to  refer  to  them»  as  it  was  an  es- 
timate. 

Have  the  goodness  to  refer  to  the  esti- 
mate No.  5  ;  at  the  time  you  made  out 
that  estimate,  purporting;  to  be  a  statement 
of  the  expense  of  a  regiment  of  British 
dragoons  ia  cantonments  in  the  TizLei'a 


dominions,  including  arrears  payable  ia 
England,  and  every  fixed  contmgen^, 
did  you  ihink,  or  mean,  that  that  was  to 
be  applied  to  the  (hen  actu4  strength  of 
the  97th  dragoons  ?~No,  I  did  notcon^ 
ceive  the  27(h  dragoons  to  be  complete. 

No.  4,  purports  to  be  the  expense 
of  a  regiment  of  the  native  innntry 
ill  cantonments  in  the  vizier's  domi- 
nions, agreeably  to  the  present  establish- 
ment ;  at  the  time  you  made  out  that  esti- 
mate, did  you  really  know  or  believe 
that  it  was  to  be  applied  to  the  first  regi- 
ment of  native  infantry  ?-r-I  conceive  it 
to  be  a  statement  of  the  expense  of  a 
regiment.  I  do  not  know  whether  No.i, 
or  any  other  number,  but  the  statement 
of  a  regiment  of  native  infantry,  as  it 
then  stood  in  the  vizier's  provinces, 
with  the  exception  of  some  abienteea 
amorjg  the  native  officers. 

or  course,  when  you  made  out  that 
estimate,  you   had  no  idea  that  it  was  to 
be  applied  to  the  specific  first  regiment  of 
native  infantry  ? —  I    do    not    now  re* 
member  Vhat  were  the  numbers  of  tb|^ 
regiments  in  Oude  at  that  time  ;  I  baM^ 
reference  only  to  a  given  number  of  re- V 
giments,  conceiving  all  those  to  be  com- 
plete that  were  stationed  in  Oude.    I  see 
It  is  mentioned  as  the  first  regiment  of  na- 
tive infantry,  therefore  I  presume  it  waa 
the  first. 

At  the  time  you  made  out  that  estimate 
did  you  know  that  that  was  actually  the 
strength  of  the  first  regiment  ? —  I  do 
not  know  that  such  a  question  occurred 
to  my  mind  at  the  time. 

Looking  at  those  six  regiments,  yoa 
meant  them  only  as  a  general  estimate* 
without  meaning  to  apply  them  to  any 
specific  corps  ?— Certainly. 

Whether  the  artillery  serving  in  the 
vizier's  provinces  was  not  generaUy  com- 
plete ? — Generally  complete* 

Have  you  received  any  mark  of  the 
approbation  of  the  company  since  yoa 
returned  u>  England,for  services  rendered 
to  them  in  Bengal,  iri  your  capacity  ci 
military  '  auditor  general  ?—  Yes,  I 
have. 

After  those  particulars  have  been  point- 
ed out  to  your  attention,  do  you  still 
think ,  or  do  you  not  think,>*that  the  esti- 
mate was  made  out  in  a  favotuable  man- 
tier  towards  the  vizier  ? —  I  still  think 
it  was  made  out  in  a  &voaiable  manner 
to  the  vizier. 

When  those  estimates  were  made, 
wcie  they  m^d^  for  a  ptospectivc  and 
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Itttine  KTvice,  or  » in  iccoant  for  a  tero 
▼ice  done  ?— Ai  an  account  for  a  lervice 
done. 

^  Were  there  not  then  docuuientt  rela- 
tive to  the  actual  strength  of  the  several 
regiments  actually  employed  ?— They 
aiisht  have  been  had ;  out,  as  I  stated 
before,  it  would  have  taken  a  good  deal 
'of  time  and  trouble  to  have  gone 
through'  than,  and  made  a  statement  in 
that  way. 

Do  you  not  think,  that  the  actual 
claim  of  the  company  on  the  vizier 
would  have  been  more  accurately  ascer- 
tamedf  if,  on  the  one  hand,  be  had  been 
debited  with  the  amount  paid  by  the 
company  for  troops  serving  in  the  vizier's 
dommions,  and,  on  the  other,  had  been 
credited  by  the  sum  actually  paid  by  bim 
for  troops,  and  for  the  otner  charges 
which  he  was  bound  to  pay  under  the 
treaty,  and  the  balance  only  had  been 
^manded  from  him? — I  apprehend  it 
would  have  been  more  accurate. 

Will  you  take  upon  vou  to  state, 
whether  you  believe,  ir  the  account 
JM  been  so  minute,  that  the  sum  that 
Niould  have  been  demanded  of  the  vizier 
would  have  been  greater  or  smaller 
than  the  sum  actually  demanded  ? — I  be- 
lieve the  demand  wouki  have  been 
greater,  from  the  circumstances  I  have 
stated ;  that  the  number  of  men  allowed 
by  colonel  Scott's  calculation  were  consi« 
derably  less  than  the  number,  I  conceive 
that  actually  composed  them,  and  that 
no  charge  was  made  for  interest  and  other 
incidents,  which  might  have  been  charg* 
cd  very  fairly. 

Is  the  account  of  the  expenditure 
of  the  Bengal  army,  which  is  made  up 
and  submitted  to  parliament  annually, 
made  up  at  the  auditor's  office  ? — That 
part  of  it  is  which  relates  to  the  mi- 
litary expenses  of  the  particular  pre- 
tidencies. 

You  having  said,  that  you  think  the 
account  made  up  on  that  principle  of 
estimate  was  -more  favourable  to  the 
vizier  than  a  more  accurate  and  real 
account  would  have  been  ;  have  you 
ever  at  all  compared  those  documents 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  that  ?— 
N^ver. 

Then  it  it  mere  opinion  P^-Merely 
ppinioQ* 

In  your  rapacity  of  inspector  of 
•ccouna  in  Bengal,  you  must  have  had 
ficquent  official  intercourse  with  lord 
\Velleiley  on  miliuiy  iobjecCiy  and  par* 


ticularly  any  thing  that  related  to  militaiy 
expenditure;  what  is  your  opinion  of 
the  conduct  of  lord  Wellesley  in  every 
thing  that  related  to  keeping  and  check- 
ing tne  accounts  of  military  expendimre, 
on  all  subjects  connected  witti  the  re- 
gularity of  that  branch  of  the  service  ?— 
I  think  his  lor(||ship  was  extremely 
particular  in  having  the  accounts  of 
the  army  regularly  kept,  and  certainly 
was  in  many  instances  an.  econonaical 
military  governor ;  he  has  received 
the  thanks  of  the  court  of  directors 
in  some  instances  for  being  lo,  and  I 
have  received  my  share  ot  thanks  for 
the  small  concern  I  had  in  fumishine 
him  with  the  best  information  I  could 
on  the  subject. 

You  havine  said  that  lord  Wellesley 
received  the  thanks  of  the  court  of  direc- 
tors for  some  instances  of  economy  ;  has 
he  received  the  thanks  of  the  court  of 
directors  generally  for  his  economy  ?— 
I  believe  not^  if  I  might  be  allowed  to 
make  the  distinction,  I  believe  I  could  do 
it  satisfactorily ;  lord  Wellesley  has  not 
had  the  thanks  of  the  court  of  directors 
on  account  of  the  military  expenses  ge- 
nerally, because  I  believe  the  coun  of 
directors  have  been  of  opinion  the 
"army  has  been  augmented  beyond  what 
was  necessary;  bi)t  ihcyJsave  thanked  him 
for  having  obtained  tne  largest  eSicient 
force  at  the*  least  possible  expense«  and 
it  was  my  duty  to  assist  him  in  thai 
branch  of  economy. 

At  what  time,  and  on  what  occasion^ 
was  that  ? —  I  think  it  was  attended  to 
during  the  whole  time  I  was  in  the  office 
of  miHtary  auditor  general,  which  waa 
near  three  years. 

At  what  time  were  the  thanks  of  tbo 
court  of  directors  given  ?— I  could  not 
specify  the  date,  but  I  have  Men  tha 
letter. 

About  what  year  ?— I  cannot  say,  ii 
was  after  I  left  Bengal. 

Was  it  after  the  Mahratta  war  ?— 
I  think  it  must  have  been  about  the  tim« 
of  the  Mahratu  war. 

At  what^ime  did  you  leave  Bengal  ?—• 
I  left  Bengal  in  November,  i8j^. 

Do  not  you  know  ihat  marquis  Welles* 
ley  made  an  excuse  about  thir  very  time 
for  not  having  sentall  the  mi hidrv accounts 
home,  and  that  they  did  ndt  kix>w  the 
expenses  at  that  time  of  the  new  corps  ?— • 
I  am  not  competent  to  ipeak  to  "that 
qucsiion. 
^  Will' 
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Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  look 
«t  those  accounts,  I  believe  you  will 
find  them  made  up  from  the  21st  of 
February,  1 798,  lo  the  end  of  1799;  ^^^ 
you  con;inue  the  accounts  of  those  spe- 
cific rcj^inients;  the  first  regiment  of 
European  infantry,  the  second  of  Naiive 
cavalry,  and  27th  dragoons,  from  the 
pericxl  of  November,  1799»  up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  1801  ? —  It  does  not 
appear  that  that  calculation  was  made 
by  me  ;  I  speak  partly  from  memory 
and  partly  from  reference  to  those  docu- 
ments ;  It  appears  that  the  calculation 
made  by  me  was  only  to  November 
1709. 

You  cannot  say,  then,  whether  the  ex- 
penses charged  to  ihe  nabob  were  actual- 
ly the  bona  fide  expenses  of  the  troops 
so  charged? — I  perceive  colonel  Scott's 
calculation  is  formed  on  the  basis  of  my 
calculations,  that  it  was  rather  an 
estimate  than  a  charge  as  well  as  my 
own. 

It  appears  to  you  that  the  accounts 
were  made  up  on  the  same  principle 
by  colonel  Scott,  but  not  by  youi* — 
Exactly. 

Can  you  take  upon  yourself  to  say  that 
the  sum  of  38  lacs  of  rupees  (or  470,000/. 
sterling)  was  the  actual  sum  paid  for 
those  regiments  so  charged  ?-^  Cer- 
tainly not.

In  1798,  did  you  not  command  the 
17rh  dtagoons? — I  did.  ^ 

Where  were  they  stationed  during  the 
l^hole  of  that  year  f — At  Cawnpore. 

*To  whom  did  you  make  the  leiurns 
of  the  rcgimcni  ? — ^Thcy  were  transmitted 
'to  the  commander-in-chief  through  the 
adjutant-general. 

From  whom  did  your  paymaster  re- 
ceive the  pay  and  allowances  of  the  27th 
light  dragoons  during  that  time  ?~- He 
received  the  pay  from  the  paymaster  of 
the  king's  troo|.w. 

Was  the  271  h  dragoons  complete  as 
to  men  and  officers  during  the  whole 
•f  the  year  1798  ?~Thc  public  returns 


will  speak  most  accurately  on  that  sub* 
ject,  I  can  only  speak  from  recollec- 
tion. 

What  is  your  recollection  ?— To  the 
best  of  my  belief  it  was  not  entirely 
complc(e;  the  establishment  was  four 
fiundred  and  eighty ;  I  believe  the  regi- 
ment to  have* been  four  hundred  and 
upwards. 

Were  all  the  officen  present  during 
that  lime;  were  none  absent  on  leave  ?— 
I  cannot  exactly  recollect. 

Was  not  colonel  Wynyard  senior 
major  of  the  27ih  dragoons  ? — He  was. 

Do  you  remember  at  what  time  colo- 
nel Wynyard  quilted  the  regiment  ?— 
To  the  best  of  my  recollection  in  1802; 
but  I  am  not  positive. 

Was  the  regiment  complete  in  1799? 
— As  I  said  before,  not  entirely  so. 

Were  they  not  fewer  in  number  in 
1799  ^^^"  }"  '79^^ — Much  the  same 
I  should  think  ',  but  at  so  remote  a  pe- 
riod, I  cannot  be  positive. 

Will  you  state,  to  the  best  of  your 
recollcct.on,  the  state  of  the  27ih  dra- 
goons in  i8co  ? —  To  the  best  of  my 
recollection,  it  received  drafts  from  the 
Cape  of  Good  Ho})e,  part  of  the  28ih 
dragoons,  which  placed  ihem  in  a  state 
,  of  completion),  or  nearly  so;  I  hope  for 
the  indulgence  of  this  house,  if  I  should 
mistake  in  point  of  time  or  of  numbers, 
for  I  was  not  prepared  for  questions 
of  this  sort,  and  when  I  obeyed  the 
command  of  this  house  to  day,  I  bad 
only  heard  about  an  hour  before  that 
I  was  to  attend  it ;  I  had  no  possibility 
of  looking  even  to  any  little  memo- 
randum, should  I  have  found  any,  but 
I  do  believe,  that  what  I  have  stated  it 
correct. 

What  was  ike  state  of  the  «7ih  dra- 
goons in  the  year  1801  ?---From  the  num- 
ber of  men  that  are  invalided  annually  in 
that  country,  and  as  I  do  not  panicularly 
recollect  that  it  received  any  addition  to 
its  strenj^th  ih  the  course  of  that  year, 
Ithink  It  may  have  been  weaker,  and 
I  rather  think  it  was,  but  I  cannot  say  to 
what  extent. 

Do  you  think  it  was  weaker  by  fifty 
or  by  an  hundred  men  than  it  was  m  th« 
ye?r  i8oo?-^Certainlynot-byan  hundred 
or  any  thing  like  an  hundred,  whether 
by  fifty  or  any  thing  near  fifty,  I  cannot 
positively  say ;  I  should  rather  suppose, 
if  I  am  to  speak  on  supposition,  tnat  it 
might  have  been  someihiog  aboat  twenty 
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or  thii^  men  less,  but  I  caimot  say ;  I 
believe'  it  to  have  been  weaker,  because 
I. know  we  iovatided  from  twenty  to  thirty 
men  every  year,  exclusive  of  those  lost 
by  death. 

Iq  the  year  1801,  were  not  some  of 
the  ofBcers  of  the  27th  dragoons  aRsenc 
in  England  ?—  I  really  *  cannot  recol- 
lect. . 

Were  you  not  in  the  habits  of  ex- 
amining the  abstract    of  the    pay  and 
allowances  of  every  description  to  the  ' 
tyih  dragoons,   in  each  month,  during 
your  stay  in  India  f — I  saw  them  monih- 

You  were  obliged  to  sign  them,  wcfe 
you  not  ?— Yes. 

State  to  the  committee,  to  the  best  of 
your  recollection,  the  amount  of  the 
abstracts  of  the  ^y  and  allowances  of 
every  description  m  thd  field  to  the  &7th 
dnsoons  ^— I  cannot  charge  my  memory 
with  every  thing  of  (hat  sort,  it  depends 
so  much  on  the  strength  of  the  regiment, 
and  a  variety  of  circumstances;  having 
no  themorandum,  or  any  thing  by  me  to 
assist  my  memory,  I  would  not  pretend 
to  answer. 

Can  you  state  to  the  committee  the 
highest  sum  you  ever  knew  it  in  any 
month  during  the  time  of  your  residing 
in  the  field  ?— It  is  imix)ssible  I  should 
answer  that  question,  unless  I  was  really 
to  take  pen  and  ink,  and  try  to  calculate, 
;oing  back  to  the  different  allowances ; 

do  not  wish  to  answer  a  question  of 
that  sort  by  guess. 

Can  you  state  the  pay  and  allowances 

.  of  the  fiTth  British  dragoons,  during  any 

month,  during  which  you  commanded  ii? 

—I  do  not  recollect  it,  and  therefore 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  say. 

Did  Dot  your  paymaster  receive  any 
of  the  pay  and  allowances  of  the  rorps 
fronr  the  company's  paymaster  at  Cawn- 
poic? — I  believe  not,  unless  upon  emer- 
gency, when  he  may  have  received 
money  upon  account,  which  was  sub- 
tequeiuly  accounted  for  by  the  paymaster- 
general. 

Tou  mean,  therefore,  to  state,  that  the 
ffctums  were  regularly  made  to  the  adju- 
tant-general, aixl  b^  the  adjutant-general 
10  the  commander-ia-chief  of  the  IScngal 
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army  ?—  Do  yoa  aeaft  with  respect  to 
the  pay? 

You  have  stated,  that  the  abstract 
returns  of  the  strength  of  the  corps  were 
made  monthly  to  the  adjutant-general, 
and  by  him  to  the  commander-in-chief  f 
^I  beg  leave  to  state,  no. 

Slate  how  they  were  made.— Monthly 
returns  were  made  of  the  regiment,  that 
is,  of  the  strength  of  the  corps,  including 
o&^'ers  and  men. 

Did  it  necessarily  follgw  that  that 
return  must  be  sent  to  England^ — As  to 
the  Dccessiiy  of  it  I  cannot  say ;  the  re- 
turns of  all  armies  aVe  transmitted  to 
England,  I  suppose,  4hat  is  to  say,  of 
the  king's  troops.        £ 

To  whom  were  tfre  returns  made, 
shewing  the  actual  and  bona  fide  aum 
paid  to  the.  27th  dragoons  in  each  months 
during  its  remaining  at  Cawnpore  ?— 
I  do  not  know  any  thing  u)X>n  that  sub- 
ject, further  than  that  the  abstract  was 
sent  by  the  paymaster  of  the  regiment 
to  the  paymaster  -  general ;  there  was  aa 
estimate  frequently  sent.  ^ 

To  whom  was  that  estimate  sent,  to 
the  paymaster  -  general  of.  the  king's, 
or  ot  the  company's  forces  ?— The  pay- 
master general  of  the  king's ;  it  was  im 
the  shape  of  an  estimate,  I  believe,  in 
the  first  instance,  because  there  wero 
casualties  frequently  occtirred  in  the 
course  of  the  month,  which  created  an 
alteration  in  that  account,  which,  of 
course,  would  have  required  correction 
at  the  end  of  the  month,  if  it  had  been 
•in  any  other  shape. 

Were  the  yearly  accounts  of  the  regi- 
ment sent  to  the  paymaster-general  of  toe 
king's  forces  ? —  I  bclt»jve  the  account* 
were  settled  every  kix  months  between 
the  company's  paymaster  and  the  king'a 
paymaster-general. 

Will  it  appear  from  those  accounts, 
if  they  can  be  produced,  what  was  the 
actual  sum  paid  to  those  regiments  during 
any  month  or  year  it  was  in  the  field  f— 
Of  course  the  accounts  will  speak  for 
themselves ;  all  I  know  of  them,  upon 
the  recollection  1  have  of  them,  is^  that 
they  were  perfectly  correct.

In  ihc  yrar  1798  were  you*  not  appre-» 
hcnsivc  c^  iiome  attack  oa  the  part  of 
Zcmaun  Shah  ? — ^Ycf,  the  reports  were 
nprrvaleni. 

was  not  ZemauQ  Shah  considered 
as  (he  determined  enemy  of  the  Bri- 
tish in  India  ?—  He  was  always  re- 
ported so,  and  1  always  considered  him 
ao. 

Wa.<(  not  the  object  of  his  ei^pedition 
the  conquest  and  destruction  of  the 
British  possessions  in  Hiodostan  ?-^  I 
cannot  answer  that  question  ;  we  always 
lupposcd  the  obiect  of  his  invasion  to 
point  to  the  nabob  of  Dude's  domi- 
■i5ns^  andfrom  tbence  it  was  generally 
supposed,  if  successful,  he  would  endea- 
vour to  penetrate  into  the  British  pro* 
vinces,  but  that  was  only  our  idea  from 
leports. 

Did  not  the  principality  of  Oudc  lie  di- 
ifctly  between  him  and  our  possessions  ? 
-—It  was  the  most  direct  road  unques* 
tionablyi  atid  that  road  which,  from  every 

Cint  of  view,  we  imagined  he  would 
vc  taken ;  but  I  beHeye,  though  I  anr 
not  Certain,  that  he  might  have  come 
another  way,  by  leaving  the  Jumma  to 
tlK  east,  and  penetrating  through  Bun- 
ilecund  and  the  Mahratta  country. 

Ifi  order  10  repel  any  attack  on  his  part, 
was  it  not  necessary  tor  our  troops  to  be 
asseitibled  iii  Oude  ? — Utpqucstionably:  I 
considered  it  so,  and  pressed  much  K>r 
their  early  assembling. 

Though  there  mignt  have  been  strong 
seasons  for  apprehending  that  the  Shah 
would  approach  Oude,  was  it  considered 
aa  a  certainty  ?—  Opmions  were  very 
amich  diyided ;  many  people  thought  the 
fihah  never  woaid  come  so  far. 

Did  not  some  difference  of  opinion 
prevail  on  tbe  subject,  both  among 
ue  officers,  and  in  ine  government  ?— 
I  am  not  aware  what  passed  in  the  Bengal 

government,  I  had  no  reason  to  know 
tat  any  difference  existed  among  the 
nembers  of  the  government ;  wiui  re- 
spect to  the  officcn  it  wai  all  soatter  of 


opiai«n,  and  there  ceitaioly  was  a  gmt 
difference. 

Was  it  deemed  advisable  to  make  ex- 
tensive preparations  for  repelling  any  at- 
tack which  might  be  made. by  S^nuuin 
Shah  ? —  The  necessary  preparations 
were  made  very  much  at  my  sugges- 
tion. 

Who  was  appointed  to  die  chief  com- 
mand of  the  army  for  oppo^Qg  Zemaun 
Shah  ? — ^I  was. 

Were  not  the  Bridsh  Forces  in 
Oude  considerably  augmented  ? —  Yes^ 
they  were. 

Did  not  the  nabob's  troops  also  uke 
the  field  P^Nooe  of  the  nabob's  troopt 
joined  the  army  under  my  commandt 
though  there  were  some  battalions  be- 
longing to  Almas  Ali  Cawn  ;,a  part 
of  the  nabob's  t^ps  were  however  ^t 
under  the  comii3bd  of  general  Martin, 
at  mjr  desire,  and  were  employed  in 
guarding^  the  fords  aud  passes  of  the 
Ganges ;  those  people  were  however 
of  little  use,  as  they  were  re|x)rted  to  me 
to  be  mostly  unarmed,  without  cloibiog, 
and  there  wsi  not  a  gun  in  that  part 
of  the  nabob's  dominions  that  was  fit  for 
service. 

Was  that  report  made  by  general 
Martin  ? — ^To  the  best  of  my  ftcoUcctioo 
it  was  made  by  general  Martin  }  but  I 
forwarded  it  to  the  resident,  dcuring 
him  to  lay  it  before  the  nabob. 

Was  the  repulsion  of  Zemaun  ShaH 
considered  as  a  common  cause  between 
the  nabob  and  the  British  ? — Undoubt- 
edly; at  least  the  nabob  never  gave 
me  any  cause  to  suppose  otherwise  00  hit 
part. 

Did  not  the  nabob  shew  the  greatest 
zeal  and  cordiality  in  the  cause  r —  H« 
did.  ,        . 

W^  those  preparations  .attended 
with  considerable  expense  both  to  the 
company  and  to  the  nabob  ?—  They 
were ;  at  the  same  time  I  must  observe^ 
that  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  nabob's 
expenses  ;  all  the  expenses  of  my 
army  were  defrayed  by ,  the  com- 
pany. 

When  did  the  alarm  respecting  the  ap- 
proach of  Zemaun  Shah  begin  ? — ^We 
had  a  variety  of  reports  during,  the  sum- 
mer of  1798,  but  the  first  certain  ac- 
counts that  we  had  were,  1  believe,  in 
September  or  October  ;  I  rather  think 
October.

^  Do  you  recollect  when  the  prepara* 
lions  ceased  ?— I  marched  from  Anop- 
shire»  and  broke  up  the  army  within  a 
few  days  of  the  end  of  January,  1799 ; 
other  services,  however,  called  for  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  troops  re- 
maining in  the  nabob's  dominions  some 
time  longer  ;  by  other  services,  I  allude 
More  rarticularly  to  the  insurrection  occa- 
doneo  by  vizier  Ali. 

Did  the  British  troops  retarn  to  tht 
British  possessions  ? —  By  British  posses- 
nons,  I  suppose  is  moflt  Britisn  ^- 
vinces ;  some  of  them  dlid  in  a  short  time 
afterwards,  but  1  really  do  not  recollect 
the  circumstance  to  answer  with  all  the 
precision  I  could  wish. 

Do  you  recollect  the  time  at  which 
tbcv  returned  ?— Not  exactly. 

Comidering  the  object  of  the  invader, 
the  situation  of  Ou(ie,  and  the  motives 
which  induced  the  company  to  make 
those  preparations  upon  vfhom  did  you 
think  that  the  expense  ought  to  fall  ?— 
I  am  not  suflkiently  master  of  the  treaties 
existing  between  tbe  nabob  and  us  to  be 
Mc  to  answer  exactly. 

What  proportion  of  that  expense 
ought  the  nabob  to  pay?— I  imagine  that 
miut  depend  uoon  the  treaties  which  ex- 
isted, ot  whtcn  I  have  already  said  I  am 
oot  sufficiently  master. 

Considering  the  possession  of  the  im- 
portant posts  of  Allahabad,  Cawnpore, 
Futtyghur,  and  Anoushire,  the  facilities 
which  are  given  by  the  treaty  of  1798  to 
change  the  cantonments,  and  to  take 
any  positions  that  might  be  judged 
necessary  for  general  defence,  as  stipu- 
lated for  in  the  9th  article,  together 
with  tbe  general  position  of  the  Bengal 
army,  do  you  think  that  the  13,000  Bri- 
tish troops^tationed  in  Oude  by  the  treaty 
of  1798,  were  quite  sufficient,  under 
proper  management,  for  its  complete 
defence,  except  upon  very  extraordinary 
occasions,  such  as  the  threatened  invasion 
by  the  Shah,  and  supposing  we  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  civil  government 
of  Oude,  and  the  management  of  the 
country  ?~In  the  ordinary  cases  of  dis- 
putes with*  any  of  the  neighbouring 
powcn,  J  shoald  have  thought  ic  suib- 


cient,  but  under  the  formidable  attack 
threatened  by  the  Shah,  I  oeitainlf 
did  not  conceive  them  sufficient, 
since  I  pressed  for  the  army  being 
augmented  to  twen^  thousand  men; 
had  the  case  happenea  of  a  war^witb  xhm 
Mahratta  confederacy,  I  should  per* 
haps  have  thought  an  increase  eqoallf 
expedient. 

Considering  all  those  ctrcumstanoeiw 
do  you  not  think  that  a  force  able  to 
oppose  any  enemy  that  could  be  expecu 
ed  on  the  nontiers  of  Oude  might  be  a»> 
sembled  in  time  ? — We  had  no  cantoit* 
ment  at  Anopshire;  no  difficulty  ex* 
istcd  in  assembling  the  troops  froim 
Cawnpore  and  Futtyghur,  which  could 
always  be  done  at  either  cantonment  ia 
about  five  days. 

Should  you  think  that  it  was  oecessatj 
to  maintain  constantly  in  Oudea^Bri« 
•tish  force  which  would  be  able^o  repel 
any  atuck  that  could  be  nude  upoa 
Oude,  such  for  instance  'as  that  menaced 
by  Zemaun  Shah  ?— The  Shah's  domi* 
DiOns  were  at  so  great  a  distance,  that, 
with  the  ordinary  attention  in  prociH 
ring  intelligence  of  his  movements^ 
I  think  an  additional  force  might  have 
always  been  procured  from  thecompany'a 
provinces. 

Ou^ht  such  an  immense  force  to  be 
mainained  at  the  sole  expense  of  the 
nabob? — It  appears  to  me  that  the  de* 
fraying  of  the  expense  mUst  depend  upon 
treaties,  of  which  I  have  already  said 
I  am  not  sufficient  nuster  to  judge. 

When  did  you  first  hear  oimarquia 
Wellesley*s  intention  of  introducing  a 
change  in  the  affairs  of  Oude  ?-r-I  first 
heard  of  the  marquis's  wish  to  disband 
a  part  of  the  nabob's  army  early  in  Do* 
cember,  1709. 

From  whom  did  yoa  hear  it  ?— In  a 
confidential  letter  from  the  marquis  him* 
self;  and  I  believe  on  the  same  day  1  had 
a  communication  to  the  same  purport 
from  colonel  Scott. 

What  were  the  changes  which  were 
to  be  introduced  ?—  Earjy  in  December 
I  was  made  acquainted  with  the  marquis^a 
wish  to  prevail  upon  the  nabob  to  dis- 
band a  part  of  his  army,  and  to  subtti* 
tute  British  troops  in  their  room  ;  I 
also  was  then  made  acouainied  widi  a 
proposal  that  the  naboo  had  made  of 
abdicating  his  musoud. 

Were  these  changes  to  be  introduced 
with  tbe  consent  of  mc  vizier?— I  always 
understood  so. 

If 
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If  the  vizier's  consent  could  not  be 
obtained ,  were  they  not  to  be  introduced 
wiibout  it? — No  such  intention,  that  1  rc- 
coiiectjWas  coromuDicated  to  mc.  ~~ 

Did  yoa  not  think,  that  to  introduce 
them  by  force  against  the  vizier's  con- 
sent, from  your  knowledge  of  the  coun- 
'  try  and  people,  might  have  been  attend- 
ed with  most  serious  conscqences  ?  — 
I  do  not  think  the  nabob  would  have 
made  any  opposition  to  force.  It  was 
in  consequence  of  its  being  thought  that 
the  measure  of  reducing  the  lubob's 
anny  might  produce  opposition  from  the 
troops,  that  measures  of  precaution 
were  taken  against  that. 

Did  not  the  marquis  state  his  deter- 
inination  of  effecting  a  complete  change 
in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
Cade  ? — I  have  not  the  marquis's  letters 
here  to  refer  to ;  but  I  am  nocav^are  that 
they  alluded  to  any  other  subject  than  the 
reduction  of  the  nabobs  army,  and  the 
proposal  of  abdicating!  which  the  nabob 
bad  made- 

What  number  of  troops  did  the  mar- 
ciotis  Wellesley  siate  his  intention  of 
introducing  into  Oude  ? —  I  really  do 
not  remember. 

Was  there  at  that  time  any  appre- 
hension of  invasion  or  rebellion  ? — 
No. 

On  the  contrary,  did  not  a  pro- 
found quiet  prevail  at  that  time  P— 
Certainly. 

Was  there  not  every  reason  to  believe 
that  this  tranquil tity  would  remain  un- 
di.<turbed  for  a  considerable  time  ? — I  do 
Bot  know  that  it  was  any  otherwise 
threatened,  except  by  the  menaces  of  iht 
Shah  to  return  on  the  following  year, 
but  there  was  no  immediate ,  prospect 
of  it. 

Did  cither  the  marquis  or  colonel 
Scott  state  a  determination  of  intrc- 
^eing  this  addnional  force  whether 
tbc  vizier  approved  of  it  or  not,  and  of 
making  him  pay  the  expense  of  it  P — 
1  do  not  recollect  that  the  marquis  cn- 
tcfcd  into  any  particulate  of  ih<it  nature 
m  his  letter  to  mc.'  I  always  understood 
fiKMO  both  of  them,  thit  the  reduction 
•f  the  nabob's  army  was  to  be  by  his 
consent. 

Some  time  in  1800,  did  you  not  go 
l»Lucknow  for  the  express  purpose  of 
consulting  with  colonel  Scott  alwut  the 
neasures  necessary  to  be  adopted  in  di»> 
kmdine  the  nabob's  P — I  think  it  proba- 
ble I  did,  but  I  do  not  remember  ;  I 
MCOL  frequently  to  Luck^w. 


State,  to  the  beat  of  yoar  recoHee'* 
tion,  what  passed  00  the  subject  before 
referred  to,  and  what  was  resolved  on  ? — 
My  conversations  with  colonel  Sc«tC 
alluded  only  to  the  re-partition  to  be 
made  of  our  own  troops,  with  a  view  to 
prevent  any  possible  disturbance  that 
might  arise  from  those  of  the  nabob. 

Did  you  not  clearly  understand  frooi 
colonel  Scott,  that  the  nabob  was  in 
the  highest  degree  inimical  to  the  dis- 
banding of  his  army  ? — I  understood  thu 
he  opposed  it  at  first,  but  I  believe  he 
aften^'ards  consented  to  it.  I  beg* to 
observe,  that  1  was  never  consulted  by 
colonel  Scott  with  respect  to  his  inter- 
course wiih  the  nabob ;  therefore  I  can- 
not be  supposed  to  know  what  passed  be- 
tween I  hem. 

Did  you  not  clearly  undersund,  that 
if  he  persevered  in  withholding  his  con- 
sent, the  measure  notwithstanding  waft 
to  be  carried  into  effect  ?— I  do  not  recol- 
lect that  any  such  coinmuliicatioii  wai 
ever  made  to  me. 

Were  not  those  additional  troopa 
finally  sent  ? — Some  arrived  while  I  was 
there  ;  but  I  believe  not  all  that  were  in- 
tended to  be  sent. 

Did  you  not  receive  orders  touke  the 
necessary  measures  for  the  marching  of 
those  troops,  particularly  those  that  were 
to  be  stationed  at  Robilcund  ? — I  sent  the 
troops  that  were  stationed  in  Robilcund 
from  Cawnpore  and  Futtygbur^  and  of 
course  gave  an  order  for  their  marching  i 
the  others  who  came  from  the  provinces 
below,  their  destination  was  mostly  given 
by  colonel  Scott,  but  m  some  instances  of 
those  I  sent  the  orders. 

Knowing  the  vizier's  aversion  to  the 
introduction  of  the  troops,  was  not  it 
suggested  to  you,  by  colonel  Scott,  to 
in  like  the  impostor,  Golum  Kaudir  Khan, 
the  pretext  for  the  marching  to  RphiU 
cund  ? —  Tbc  troops  were  originally  in- 
tended 10  be  sent  to  Robilcund,  by  way 
of  scciiriitg  the  tranquillity  of  that  coun- 
tiy,  which  was  ihrcaienrd  by  the  ap- 
pioach  of  a^xrsoa  assuming  ibe  name  of 
Gttium  K^uciir  Kbau ;  we  ccrtainlviiad 
accounts  of  the  dispersion  of  his  follow- 
ers by  Begum  Siimiou*s  troops  before 
they  maicbed,  and  ihcy  were  then  sent 
with  a  view  10  prevent  any  disturbance 
that  might  arise  on  the  occasion  of  thu 
disbanding  the  nabob's  troops;  but  this 
precaution  was  taken,  upon  the  supposi- 
tion that  the  troops  themselves  would 
oppose  their   being  disbanded,  not  that 
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the  nabob  wouM,  for  be  had  at  that 
time  given  his  consent  to  it. 

How  do  you  know  that  the  nabob 
bad  at  that  time  given  his  consent  to 
it  ? — I  always  understood  that  the  mea- 
sure was  not  begun  upon  until  he  had 
consented;  the  communication  of  his 
having  consented  must  have  beea  from 
colonel  Scott. 

In  whose  name,  and  by  whom,  were 
the  orders  for  the  distribution  of  the 
British  troops,  given  to  you  ? — I  was 
ordered  to  act  in  concert  with  colonel 
Scott,  and  it  was  an  arrangement  made 
between  us.  ' 

^ycre  not  the  British  troops  scattered 
in  diifereot  small  detachments  almost  all 
over  Oudc  ?—  No,  I  do  not  recollect 
amy  instance  in  which  they  were  in  smal- 
ler detachments  than  a  battalion,  and  I 
.remember  particularly  objecting  to  their 
being  more  divided  ;  they  were  scattered 
in  different  parts  of  Oude. 

Were  they  not  not  scattered  in  that 
manner  in  consequence  of  the  instructions 
which  you  received  ?— Certainly. 

From  whom  did  you  receive  those 
instructions? — When  I  say  instruc- 
tiofis  I  mean  the  geneiai  idm ruction 
of  concurring  with  colonel  Scott,  and  it 
was  in  consequence  of  the  arrangemenu 
with  him. 

Did  you  not  sub^qnently  know  from 
colonel  Scott,  that  it  was  loid  Wellcsley's 
fixed  determination,  if  possible,  to  get 
the  whole  of  Oude  for  the  company, 
or  failing  in  that,  one  half  of  hi^  domi* 
nions,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  hxcd  by  the 
creaiy  of  1798  ?— Officially,  certainly 
not ;  and  I  am  pretty  confident  that  colo- 
nel Scott  never  told  me  so,  even  in  pri- 
vate conversation. 

Do  you  conceive  that  detaching  aa 
army  in  that  mannner  throughout  the 
countiy,  is  the  best  way  of  disposmg 
troops  for  the  complete  defence  of  Oude, 
CO  maintain  the  spirit  and  discipline  of  the 
.Bengal  army,  such  as  you  knew  them  to 
be  in  1800? — Ccitainlynot;  it  would  be 
better  to  keep  ihcin  more  together. 

Were  not  the  troops  dispatched  in  that 
inanoer  mwe  for  the  purpose  of  over- 
^wing  the  people  of  Oude,  than  for  the 
purpose  of  defending  Oude  ? — The  prin- 
cipal view  in  detaching  them  in  the  way 
in  which  they  were  sepafated,  was  to 
assist  in  the  collection  ot  the  revenue,  in 
lieu  of  the  troops  who  were  disbanded  ; 
I  do  not  recollect  that  it  was  at  that  time 
thought  necessaiy  10  take  any  precautioQa 
agaiast  the  peo]        "  '^ 


aiy  10  lAKe  an< 
iple  of  Oud^/ 


Did  yon  not  naderstind  that  the  nabob 
and  the  people  of  Oude  were  completely 
intimidated  and  over-awed  by  the  pre- 
sence of  those  troops  P — I  do  not  kuow 
that  tbcy  were. 

Was  not  all  Oude  completely  in  the 
power  of  those  troojpa? — The  troops 
were  masters  of  the  immediate  spots 
where  they  were  stationed,  but  had  I 
been  called  on  to  coerce  the  people  of 
Oude,  1  should  have  kept  them  in  larger 
bodies* 

^  Could  the  nabob  have  opposed  or  re- 
sisted the  measures  of  the  marquis  ia 
Oude,  if  he  had  been  so  disposed  ? — ^I 
bcrlieve  the  force  in  Oude  was  much  supe- 
rior to  any  opposition  the  nabob  cotiM 
have  made. 

What  orders  did  you  receive  respect- 
ing  the  pay  »od  support  of  those 
troops  ? — They  were  paid  in  the  usual 
loaimcr,  with  which  1  liad  very  little  ta 
do. 

What  orders  did  you  give  tf  the 
officers  commanding  corps,  which 
were  to  loaich  in  case  the  nabob  should 
refuse  to  grant  perwuonahs  or  orders  for 
the  supply  of  provisions  for  those  addi- 
tional tioops  P — I  do  not  remember  thac 
1  ever  gave  any  directions  upon  a  case 
which  1  did  not  fancy  as  likely  to  hap- 
pen. 

Were  those  perwunnahs  issued,  and 
those  troops  continued  to  be  su^*- 
plicd  during  the  whole  time  that  you 
icmaincd  in  the  command  in  Oude  r— 
I  do  iiot  remember  that  it  happened 
otherwise. 

Were  you  not  informed  officially  of 
the  disbaiKiing  of  great  numbers  of 
the  nabob's  troops  in  consequence  of 
marquis  Wcllcsley*s  requi^uons  ? — I 
have  already  related  the  coramui^icationt 
1  have  had  upon  that  subject  ;  colonel 
Scott  generally  wroce  to  me,  and  the 
officers  reported  to  me,  when  tlte 
disbaViding  of  the  troops  was  effected. 

Were  they  disbanded  in  great  nuTff> 
hers  P-^I  really  do  not  remember  the 
nuivbers* 

Did  the  disbanding  of  the  nabob't 
troops  produce  considerable  discontent 
and  dismrbaoce  throughout  Oude  P— 
None,  that  I  ever  heard  of  among  the 
people  of  Oude;  the  troops,  in  some 
insuiices,  expressed  discontent,  but  ic 
was  chiefly  on  account  of  arrears  pi  pay 
that  they  daimeti ;  in  ooe  instance,  1  re^ 
member  t!iai  two  baiialipns  set  cur  on 
their  march  (q  Oude  to  claim  theii  arrears 
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from  the  nibob,  and  I  tent  troops  after 
thenr  vo  Mop  them  * 

Do  you  not  know  that  the  troops  wcfc 
Hepeiailjr  paid  by  the  aaaiiU  in  the 
irioinitics  where  they  were  stationed,  and 
not'  by    the  nabob? — I  believe  they 


Did  you  not  issue  orders  to  enforce 
the  disbanding  of  the  nabob's  troops  in 
case  there  should  be  any  opposition  ? — 
Generally  speakinc,  colonel  Scott  gave 
the  orders  to  the  deuched  battalions;  in- 
fkedy  I  believe  I  might  say  in  every 
case. 

How  far  did  those  orders  extend  ;  that 
is,  what  decree  of  coropulsion^iid  tboae 
0rder  authorize  to  be  uKd,  as  far  as  you 
know  any  thing  upon  the  subject?— I  do 
iwt  remember  the  particulars  of  the  direc- 
tions ;  I  know  it  was  the  intention  to  use 
the  gentlest  means  that  could  carry  the 
fwrpase  into  effect ;  and  in  general  our 
officers  interfered  to  settle  the  disputes 
tipon  the  claims'  of  arrears,  although 
colonel  Scott  sent  a  person  with  the 
nabob's  concurrence,  from  Luckaow,  for 
the  same  purpose. 

Was  not  Meer  Jaffier  the  person 
4eat  firom  Lucknow  ?*~Meer  Jafner  was 
the  person  sent  to  Rohilcund. 
^  Althoo^  you  say  that  the  gentlest 
means  were  lo  be  employed,  do  ^ou  not 
know  that,  in  case  oiF  aaual  resistance, 
the  nabob's  titjops  were  actually  to  be 
coerced  ?—  In  case  of  actual  resistance, 
I  apprehend  they  would  have  been  forced 
to  obey  the  nabob's  orders. 

Were  the  instructions  given  to  the 
British  officers  sanctioned  by  the  vizier, 
or  had  they  his  consent  ?— I  oo  not  know; 
I  referred'  nothing  directly  to  the  vizier; 
all  my  commuotcatioDs  were  with  the  re* 
•ident. 

Were  there  any  lives  lostoo  either  side 
In  disbanding  the  nabob's  anoy  ?— Not 
that  I  lemcmber. 

During  the  time  employed  in  disband- 
ing the  troops,  was  the  vizier's  right  of 
•overeignty  over  Oude  universally 
acknowledged? — I  do  not  recollect 
that  I  had  any  reason  to  sup|Kxe  others 


What  is  yoor  opinion,  in  a  military 
mm  of  vicw^  of  scattering  1 5,000  of  the 
Bengal  array  m  small  bodies,  of  from  four 
to  six  companies,  under  the  command  of 
vdunf^  officers,  or  in  some  cases  in  single 
battaUpns,  for  the  purpose  of  overawing 
the  inhabitants,  aiid  enforcing  thecoUeo* 
tioQtfff—Thft  tcattciing  vmu  in  the 


small  detacbmenla  described  by  dift 
question,  whatever  be  tbe  view  with 
which  it  was  done,  most  be  deuimental 
10  tbe  discipline  of  every  army. 

G>nsidcring  the  state  of  the  Bengal 
army,  do  you  not  conceive  that  the  scat- 
tering over  Oude  so  large  a  body  as 
fifteen  thousand,  would  be  particularly 
prcjodtcial  ?— I  have  already  said,  such 
a  dispereion  must  be  detrimental  to  the 
discipline  of  any  army,  and  consequent- 
ly to  the  Bengal  army. 

Did  you  not  give  the  subject  of  the 
dispersing  the  troops  great  attention  ;— 
It  was  very  much  my  wish  that  the  de« 
tachmenu  should  in  no  case  be-  less  than  a 
battalion  ;  and  I  think  I  expressed  that 
wish  in  my  correspondence  with  colonel 
Scott. 

Were  you  not  decidedly  of  OfMoioo 
that  it  was  essential  for  the  discipline 
of  the  army,  that  they  should  asscn^lc 
yearly  in  considerable  bodies  during  the 
cold  season  ? — ^That  most  have  been  the 
opinion  of  every  military  man. 

Do  you  not  imagine  that  employiiig 
fifteen  thousand  of  the  Bengal  army,  in 
su{}erintetiding  the  colleaions  and  over- 
awing the  inhabitanu,  throughqut  so  ex- 
tensive a  surface  as  Oude,  must  be  attend- 
ed widi  the  worst  possible  efiects,  and. 
In  a  military  noint  of  view,  highly  dan- 
gerous?—Such  a  dispersion  must  cer- 
tainly be  attei)ded  wSh  very  bad  efiects 
to  the  discipline  of  the  army  ;  had  the 
overawine  mc  people  in^neral  been  the 
object^  I  should  certauly  have  kept 
chcm  in  lareer  bodies;  in  that  case.dSe 
separating  them  in  smaller  detarhmom 
might  have  been  dangerous. 

Must  it  not  tend  to  relax  and  otterly  de- 
stroy thediscipline  of  the  forces  so  scattered 
and  so  employed  ?— Certainly. 

If  troops  were  absolutely  neces^iy  for 
the  colleaions,  what  %ras  you^  opoion 
of'  the  nabob's  army  for  that  specific  pur- 
pose ?— I  suppose  the  nabob's  army  was 
equal  to  that  duty,  but  they  were  equal 
to  nothing  else. 

When  did  you  take  the  coaunand  of 
die  troops  in  the  field?— I  arrived 
at  CawniKMC  in  the  end  of  November, 
or  beginning  of  December,  17197. 

In  what  state  of  discipline  did  you  find 
the  troops  under  your  command  ?— Not 
in  so  good  a  nateas  I  had  been  tai^ht  to 
expect. 

On  taking  tbe  oontDaiid,  did  yoo  not

What  did  yoQ  find  most  defective  ?— 
§4eld  exeicite  and  movement. 

How  long  did  yon  continue  command* 
ing  in  the  field  station  ?— I  left  it  at  the 
cod  of  September,  1800. 

What  was  the  state  of  the  army  in  the 
fiM  when  yon  quitted  Cawnpore,  as  to 
Bombers,  discipline,  and,  if  possible, 
efficiency  ?— I  do  not  recollect  the  exaa 
onmber ;  I  had  done  my  utmost  to  im- 
{Move  its  dicipline,  and  I  had  met  with 
every  assistance  and  good  will  from  the 
officers ;  with  rej^ard  to  its  efficiences,  I 
know  DO  otherwise  but  that  it  was  effid- 
eiu  in  every  respect. 

Had  yoa  not,  however,  infinite  troo* 
ble  and  pains  to  bring  the  army  to  that 
state?— I  never  thought  any  thing  of 
mmble  in  the  discharge  of  my  diitv )  we 
all  laboutedhard ;  die  officers  nad  as 
waath  trouble  as  myself,  and  did  it  with 
great  good  wilL 

Do  you  imagine  it  possible  to  continue 
the  army  innhe  high  state  of  discipline 
'  m  which  yon  left  it,,  if  divided  and  sub- 
divided into  companies  and  battalions, 
and  scattered  all  over  Oude  F'—  I  have 
already  said,  that  the  scattering  of  all 
armies  most  be  detrimental  to  their 
jUsdpline. 

Did  yoa  not,  about  the  time  the 
iidK>b's  aimy  was  disbanding,  issue  or- 
ders to  the  whole  of  the  army  under 
your  command  10  be  ready  to  march  at 
the  shortest  notice  ?**-!  do  not  remember 
that  I  di^f 

Do  you  remember  that  you  did  so  duf- 
fing any  part  of  the  year  1800  f— I  do 
not  recollect  that  I  did.

that  it  \%  impossible  Ittme  to  say  what  it 
would  have  been. 

If  you' had  received  that  let^,  could 
you  have  imagined  that  we  were  pos* 
sessed  of  an  army  sufficient  for  ^e  de« 
fence  of  the  British  jpossessions,  the  in- 
ternal tranquillity  ot  the  vizier's  couih 
try,  and  the  protection  of  it  against 
Zemaun  Shah,  or  any  powerful  in- 
vader ?— I  should  have  seen  no  reasoo 
to  doubt  it ;  the  army,  however  dispera* 
ed,  might  have  been  assembled,  and  I 
have  already  said,  that  tbe  disunce  of 
the  Shah's  dominions  would  always  allow 
time  for  reinforcing  it  from  below  ;  with 
regard  to  the  internal  tranquillity  of  tho 
nabob's  country,!  must  observe,  however^ 
that  that  letter  alludes  to  it  at  a  period^ 
and  under  circumstances  of  which  1  have 
no  knowledge,  and  therefore  am  ncc 
competent  to  judge  of  the  indipensable 
necessity  that  might  exist  for  the  pnseoce 
of  troops* 

What  was  the  strength  of  the  army 
assembled  on  the  frohtier  when  you 
conimanded  the  same,  to  repel  Zemaun 
Shah  ?— >The  army  under  my  immediate 
command  amounted  to  something  more 
than  fifteen  thousand  men,  and  I  left 
also  four  battalions  in  the  nabob's  doroini* 
ons ;  the  whole  exceeded  nineteen  thoa« 
sand  men. 

What  would  nave  been  your  opt nion 
of  the  security  of  Oude,  and  ultimtely  of 
our  own  possessions,  if  it  was  impossible 
to  assemble  a  larger  army  on  the  fiontitff 
than  five  thousand  iafamiy  and  cavalry, 
to  oppose  the  Shah  or  any  other  hostile 
power  ?— I  should  have  apprehended  the 
loss  of  dominions ;  for  I  do  not  think 
such  a  force  at  all  equal  to  their  defeoo^ 
against  the  Shah. 

Would  you  have  undertaken  the  rs» 
pelling  of  the  Shah  with  such  an  army. 
consi£ring  the  state  of  Rohilcund  and 
the  other  districu  of  Oude,  without  coq« 
sidcrable  apprehensious  as  to  the  issue  h^ 
Most  certainly  not* 

What  force  did  700  reeommend  to  be 
collected  On  the  frontiers,  or  in  any 
other  paru  of  Oude  P->- 1  wished  ioc 
twenty  thomaednea at IetM;«

Was  «n  adequate  force  actually  col- 
lected when  you  took  the  command  ?— 
I  thould  have  bieen  very  glad  if  it  had 
been  greater;  but,  from  the  call  for 
other  cervices,  it  was  not  in  the  power 
of  the  Bengal  government  to  give  me 
more. 

When  was  Golum  Kaudir  Khan,  the 
pretender,  defeated  ?  —  It  was  juu 
before  the  march  of  the  troops  to 
fiareilly ;  I  really  do  not  recollect  the 
eaact  date. 

What  became  of  the  pretender,  Go- 
lum Kaudir  Khan  ?— I  do  not  know  that 
1  ever  heard. 

From  the  time  the  army  broke  up  at 
Aoopshire,  in  January,  1 799,  to  the  latest 
period  you  remained  in  the  field,  was 
there  any  threat  of  invasion  from  any 
quarter  ? —  Not  that  1  recollect  ;  there 
was  a  letter  found  among  the  vizier  All's 
papers,  which  gave  cause  to  suspect 
some  engagement,  on  the  part  of  Am- 
bagee,  to  assist  him  in  his  attempt,  in 
consequence  of  which  I  had  instructions 
relative  to  the  assembling  a  force  in  the 
Doab  ;  but  the  suspicion  blew  over, 
and  I  do  not  remember  that  any  active 
measure  actually  took  place  about 
it. 

When  did  you  fint  hear  of  the  defeat 
•nd  death  of  Zemaun  Shah?— I  remember 
bearing  of  his  defeat,  and  of  his  being 
deprived  of  sight ;  but  do  not  recollect  at 
what  time* 

What  was  the  utmost  number  you 
ever  undeistood  to  have  attached  them- 
selves to  vizier  Ali,  and  what  description 
of  people  were  they  whilst  in  the  di&trict 
-of  Goiuckpore  ?— I  believe  the  greatest 
nuniber  to  which  his  force  was  ever 
carried,  was  reportcdto  be  six  thousand ; 
ihey  were  of  all  descriptions,  but  very 
few  men  of  conscqucncb  among 
them. 

Amongst  those  six  thousand  do  you 
imagine  there  were  any  soldiers  that 
could  at  all  be  formidable  to  the  Biitish 
forces  in  Oudc? —  I  never  considered 
him  as  formidable,  the  difficulty  was  to 
get  at  him.        •> 

Was  there  any  insurrection  in  any 
other  i^rt  uf  Oude  in  coaseoucrxe  of  the 
Jlight  of  vizier  Ali  from  Benares  into 
GoruckpQrc,  after  the  fatal  trans-c- 
lion  at  Benares  ? — I  do  not  believe  there 
was. 

After  vizier  Ali  fled,  was  not  any  dis- 
turbance! evcQ  in  Gocuckpofe^  eotirely. 


at  an  end,  and  throughout  Oude  ?-^I  be 
lieve  so. 

How  mariy  of  his  partisans  attended 
him  in  his  flight  ? — He  was  then  in  Go- 
ruckpore  ;  and  had  those  six  tbousand 
men.  I  never  understood  bow  many 
attended  hint  immediately  in  the  latter 
pan  of  his  flight.  I  always  understood 
not  above  two  or  three. 

Were  you  commandingofiicerof  the 
British  troops  stationed  m  the  vizicfli 
territories,  in  the  years  1798,  1799}  ^^ 
1800?— Yes. 

Will  you  state  your  opinion  of  the 
Slate  of  efficiency  and  discipline  of  the 
troops  of  the  nabob  vizier  at  that  pe- 
riod ?— They  were  totally  undiKipliocd, 
mutinotu,  licentious,  |nd  many  of  the 
battalions  not  armed. 

Were  they  attached  to  the  person  and 
government  of  Saadut  Ali  Khan,  the 
nabob  of  Oude  ? — I  never  had  much 
communication  with  them  ;  but  I  alwws 
understood  the  reverse,  and  I  know, the 
nabob  himself  considered  them  in  that 
light. 

Did  you  consider  it  to  be  desirable  to 
reduce  the  nabob  of  Oude's  troops 
during  the  whole  of  the  period  of  your 
command  in  Oude  ?—  I  always  thought 
them  both  useless  and  dangerous,  con- 
sequently, that  it  was  desirable  to  reduce 
them. 

Did  you  consider  this  reduction  to  be 
desirable,  with  reference  to  the  interest 
of  the  nabob  as  well  as  to  the  £ast  India 
company,  and  with  reference  10  the  gene* 
ral  aefence  and  tfanquillity  of  the  na- 
bob's territories  ?—  Upon  every  groood 
I  considered  it  desirable. 

Upon  the  occasion  of  disbanding 
the  nabob's  troops,  was  it  not  necessary 
to  draw  into  Oude  larger  bodies  of  the 
company's  troops  than  had  been  there 
before  ?— Certainly.  ^ 

Was  it  not  necessary  to  scatter  the 
company's  troops  in  some  degree  over 
Oudc  ?— Undoubtedly. 

Were  they  scattered  and  separated  to  a 
greater  degree  than  necessary  r— Not  do* 
rinc  my  command, 

Upon  the  occasion  of  the  expected 
invasion  of  Zemaun  Shah,  and  the 
preparations  upon  that  occasion,  did 
you  consider  that  the  Shah's  advance  to* 
wards,  and  anival  ai  Delhi,  might  be  so 
sudden  as  to  anrtcipate  the  preparations 
which  were  making  to  resist  him?^ 
From  the  liule  opposition  which  I  looked 
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for  fr»m  the  Sdksi  I  certainly  conceived 
«uch  an  event  to  be  possible. 

Did  you  think  it  probable,  that  wbi]e 
the  British  troops  would  be  in  adva.ice 
Upon  the  frontier,  with  a  view  toicsislihe 
invasion  of  2^muun  Shah,  the  tranquil- 
lity of  the  nabobs  tcrritQrie*  would  be 
disturbed  by  (he  disaffection  of  his  subjects' 
in  Rohilcund,  and  the  undiscipline  and 
diuHection  of  his  troops  ? — I  did ;  and 
left  four  battalions  for  the  express  purpose 
of  (guarding  against  that  evil. 

Were  any  measures  adopted  bv  the 
government,  or  the  servants  of  the 
nabob  vizier,  at  the  period  of  the 
expected  invasion  of  Zemaun  Shah, 
to  collect  supplies,  or  to  form  maga- 
zines for  the  use  of  the  British  army  ? 
—  Magazines  Were  collected,  princi- 
pally^ by  Alroas's  means,  but  by  order 
of  the  nabobj  though  th(^  were  dilatory 
in  doing  sOj  as  they  were  in  doing  every 
thing  else  ;  but  the  nabob  seemed  veiy 
desirous  himself  to  give  every  assistance 
in  his  power,  and  collected  elephants 
and  bullocks  for  that  purpose  with  grc«t 
rcadine&s. 

Did  the  nabob  consider  hi<  person  in 
danger  upon  the  occasion  of  vizier  Ali*8 
flight  from  Benares  in  1799,  after  the 
murder  of  Mr.  Cherry  ?^  When  that 
melancholy  event  took  place  I  was  at 
Anopsfaire  with  the  army,  but  I  under- 
ttand  from  Mr.  Lumsden,  who  was  then 
Rsidenti  that  the  nabob  was  exceedingly 
alarmed,  in  consequence  of  which  I* 
marched  a  considerable  part  of  the  army 
,  to  Lucknow. 

Did  he  express  any  desire  at  that 
*tim^  that  the  company's  troops  should 
assemble  near  Lucknow  ?— He  was  very 
desirous  to  have  a  considerable  force 
there. 

Was  a  detachment  of  the  company's 
troops,  under  general  Stuart,  employed 
against  Vizier  AU  in  Rohilcund  and 
Goruckpore  ?—  In  Goruckpoie  they 
WCTe— not  in  Rohilcond. 

Can  yoa  state  by  what  means  vizier 
All  escaped  from  Oude  after  your  taking 
such  effectual  measures  to  seize  his  per* 
iOD  ?— I  do  not  remember  that  it  was 
trer  known. 

Do  you  recollect  thd  irruption  into 
Rohikund  by  the  pretended  Golaum 
Kadir  ?-<-Golaum  Kadir  never  penetrated 
into  Rohilcund ;  he  was  defeated  be- 
fi)re  he  reached  the  Ganges,  by  the 
tiDops   of  BeguB  SiuBioo  I  Golaum

Kadir  was  himself  a  Rohilla,  and  we 
were  aoprehensive  of  disturbances  in 
that  country  in  consequence  of  his  ap- 
proach. 

Do  you  recollect  your  correspondence 
upon  this  subject  with  colonel  Scott  ?— « 
I  cannot  say  that  I  remember  all  the 
particulars  ofit. 

When  the  additional  British  troops 
were  introduced  into  Oude  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1799  and  in  i8©o,was  it  expected 
that  that  measure  would  occasion  appre- 
hensions in  the  minds  of  the  nabob's  au- 
mildars,  or  renters  and  servants  ?-^  1  do 
not  remember  that  there  was  any  particu- 
lar apprehension  on  the  subject ;  diflfe- 
rcnt  people  might  have  different  opi* 
nions  uppn  it. 

Was  it  not  desirable  to  yourself  and 
'colonel  Scott  in  forming  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  distribution  of  the  Briush 
troops  U{>on  this  occasion,  to  make  use  of  * 
the  invasion  of  the  feigned  Golaum  Kadir 
or  ^any  other  event,  as  a  pretence  for 
posting  troops  in  any  particular  district, 
in  order  to  remove  tne  apprehensions 
of  the  aumildars  and  other  officers 
of  the  nabob's  government  ?  —  It 
was. 

Did  Zemaun  Shab^  to  your  knowledge, 
ever  penetrate  further  than'  Lahore  i^ 
No,  be  did  not. 

Can  you  state  the  distance  frona 
Lahore  to  Delhi  ? —  I  do  not  recoil 
lect  it. 

€an  yoa  take  upon  you  to  say  the 
shortest  period  in  which  the  Shah  couU 
approach  Delhi  f.om  Lahore  ?— Not  re« 
collecting  the  distance,  of  course  I  can- 
not state  the  period  in  which  he  could 
march  it. 

Did  you  not  understand  that  general 
Peroo  was  prepared  with  the  whole 
of  his  force  to  oppose  the  approach  of 
2^maun  Shah  P —  General  Peron  did 
not  assemble  his  force,  although  I  be- 
lieve the  MahraiBs  would  have  endea* 
voured  to  oppose  the  Shah,  bad  he 
come. 

Was  pot  one  of  the  causes  assigned 
for  the  Shah's  approach,  the  liberating  o£ 
Shah  AUum,  who  was  then  in  thepos< 
session  of  the  Mahrattas,  from  Delhi  f— • 
I  always  considered  the  plunder  of  Luck- 
now, aiid  of  our  provinces,  to  be  hit 
great  object.

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Exrnurt  of  a  letter  from  the  Court  of 
Directors  to  the  Governor  -  general, 
in  the  revenue  department,  dated  the 
14th  of  September,  1803.  Paragraphs 
b8  and  t9,  relative  to  the'settfement 
•f  the  Ceded  districu  in  Oudc. 

Letter  from,  dated 
the  soth  of  September,  i8ofi. 
Para.  b8.  We  have  perused  the  re- 
port referred  to  in  this  paragraph,*  and 
nave  great  satisfaction  in  observingi  that 
the  jumma  of  the  territories  ceded  by 
his  excellency  the  nabob,  under  the 
treaty  of  the  lOth  of  November,  180J9 
amounted,  on  Account  of  the  year  1209 
fasilee,  to  rupees  1,56,48,000,  beiq^ 
rupees  21,48,000  more  than  the  esti- 
mated value  of  those  territories,  as  stated 
in  the  treaty.  We  l.kewise  observe, 
that  reasonable  expectations  are  enter- 
tatned  of  the  progressive  improvement 
of  those  recent  acquisitions ;  we  there- 
fore approve  of  the  suggestion  contained 
in  the  governor-genera rs  letter  of  the 
•  13th  of  March,  1802,  that  no  settle- 
ment of  those  revenues  be  made  beyond 
the  term  of  five  years,  until  more  accu- 
rate information  can  be  obtained  with 
respect  10  the  actual  resources  of  the 
country.  We  received  great  pleasure 
from  the  inCbrmation  in  Mr.  Welles* 
ley's  letter,  of  the  t3d  of  March,  i8oe, 
that  the  utmost  tranquillity  prevailed 
throughout  the  ceded  provinces,  and 
that  the  change  in  ilie  government  ap- 
pears to  have  given  general  satisfac- 
tion. 

Para.  £9.  Bv  the  8th  article  of  the 
treaty,  it  it  stipulated,  that  a  separate 
eoromercial  treaty  shall  be  framed,  with 
a  view  of  6<tab}i.>hing  such  commercial 
intercourse  between  the  company's  domi- 
nions, and^  those  of  his  highness  the- 
nabob  vizier,  as  shall  be  mutually  be- 
neficial to  the  subjects  of  both  states. 
We  direct  that  you  acquaint  us  whether 
any  progress  has  been  made  towards  the 
accomplishment  of  this  desirable  ob* 
jcct.  ^ 

Copy  of  a  letter  fiom  the  Covemor- 
gcncral  in  council,  dated  the  281b 
of  March,  1805,  to  the  Cowrt  of 
Directors,  relative  to  the  friendly 
conduct  of  the  Nabob  of  Oude,  du- 


ring the  late  Mahratta  war,  and  te* 
commending  the  court  to  express  their 
sense  of  hit  highness's  faithful  dit* 
charge  of  hit  obligationi  to  the  com- 
pany. 

Political  department. 
Honourable  Sirs, 

Since  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of 
1801.  between  the  honourable  company, 
and  his  highness  the  nawaub  vizier,  iy 
which  the  subsidy,  payable  by  the  go- 
vernment of  Ouoe,  was  commuted  Tor 
territoiy,  the  conduct  of  his  highness 
has  been  uniformly  distinguished  by  the 
.most  satisfactory  indications  of  his  at- 
tachment to  •he  British  government,  and 
by  the  strictest  adherence  to  the  obliea- 
tions  of  the  alliance.  Previously  to  oie 
commencement  of  the  war  with  the  coo* 
federated  Mahratta  chieftains,  ibe  vizier, 
at  the  request  of  the  British  government^ 
furnished  supplies  of  elephants  and  baU 
locks  for  the  use  of  thc-^rmy  in  the 
field ;  and  his  highness  voluntarily  ofier- 
ed  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of 
horses  to  mount  his  majesty's  8th  regi<> 
ment  of  dragoons,  which  was  then  pro- 
cceding  to  join  the  armjr.  Since  the 
commencement  of  the  disturbance  ex- 
cited by  Jusv^uot  Row  Holkar*  the 
conduct  of  the  vizier  has  been  peculiarly 
distinguished  bv  a  spirit  of  fidelity, 
attachinent,  ana  libera)  regard  to  toe 
British'  interests.  In  the  month  of 
August,  1804,  his  highness  being  ap» 
prized  of  the  necessity  of  providing  ' 
timds,  to  a  considerable  extent,  for  the 
immediate  use  of  the  army,  under  the 
personal  coinmaiid  of  his  excellency  the 
commander-in-chief,  voluntarily  offered 
10  government  a  loan  of  ten  bcks  of 
rupeea  without  interest,  for  the  term  of 
two  months,  which  term,  at  the  request 
of  the  rt-sident  at  Lucknow,  the  vizier 
readily  extended  to  eighteen  moiiii^. 
The  vizier,  at  the  same  time,  employed 
his  utmost  exertions  in  providing^  from 
his  own  resources,  dmit  and  carriage 
cattle  for  the  army.  In  the  month  ojf 
November,  1804,  fiis  highness  the  vizier, 
at  the  request  of  the  resident,  advanced 
a  funher  sum  of  ten  lacks  upon  loan, 
without  interest,  to  be  repaid  at  the 
expiration  of  six  months.  For  the  more 
detailed  information  of  your  honourable 
court  upon  this  subject,  the  governor* 
geiicral  in  council  deems  it  proper  to 
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inoex  to  this  dispatch  copi^  of  the  do- 
comentt  noted  in  the  margin.* 

B.  In  the  month  of  December  the 
vizier  voluntarily  tendered  a  further  sum 
oF  five  lacks  of  rupees  on  loan,  without 
interest,  for  the  term  of  six^  months ; 
and^  the  vizier  has  lately  furbished  ao 
additional  supply  of  money  to  the  same 
extent. 

S-  Your  honourable  coprt  will  derive 
the  highest  satisfaction  at^Aese  instances 
of  his  highness  the  vizier's  solicitude, 
for  the  prosperity  of  the  honourable 
company ;  and  the  eovernor-general  in 
couiKil  fulfils  i  satisfactory  part  of  his 
duty  in  stating  to  your  honourable  court 
these  demonstrations  of  the  just  sense 
the  vizier  entertains  of  the  benefits  which 
his  highness  drrives  from  his  alliance 
wi'h  the  British  power,  and  of  the  con^ 
£deoce  which  he  reposes  in  iu  stability 
•nd  justice* 


4.  The  govemor-^neral  in  council 
submits  "to  the.  consideration  of  vour 
honourable  conn,  the  expediency  ot  tes- 
tifying the  sense  entertained  by*  your 
honourable  court  of  his  highness's  con- 
duct! and  of  the  'proo6  which  he  has 
lacelv  afTordea  of  his  sincere  attachment 
to  the  British  government,  by  a  letter 
from  your  honourable  court  to  his  excel- 
lency's address';  such  a  testimony  of  the 
honourable  company's  approbation  would 

gratify  the  vizier's  mind  in  the  highest 
cgrce.

CONDUCT  OF  LORD   WEL- 
LESLEY. 

Lord  Folkestone  gave  notice  of 
hi*  intention  to  move,  on  that  day 
Ibrtnigbt,  for  the  re-printing  of  cer- 
tain papers,  which  bad  been  printed 
last  session,  relative  to  the  Oude 
C^harge  exhibited  against  Marquis 
WelTesley. 

Lord  Howkk  expressed  a  wish  to 
know  from  the  noble  lord,  with 
what  view  he  proposed  to  bring 
forward  the  motion  of  which  he 
had  given  notice,  and  what  was  the 
nature  of  the  measure  he  meant  to 
ioxind  upon  the  papers  to  Which  his 
notice  referred  ? 

Lord  Folkestone  replied,  that  his 
motion  would  refer  to  the  re-print- 
ing of  the  several  papers  connected 
with .  the  Oude  charge  3  namely, 
numbers  3,  4,  and  5.  With  re- 
spect to'any  subsequent  proceedidg, 
he  believed  that  none  was  likely 
to  be  taken  fur  some  time.-  The 
house  was  aware  that  the  honour-^ 
able  gentleman  (Mr.  Paull)  with 
whom  this  business  originated  was 
now  a  pt:titiooer,  anoT  until  that 
petition  was  decided,  it  was  not

intended  to  ground  any  measure 
upon  the  papers  to  which  this  notice 
related.  But  yet,  to  prevent  any 
delay  hereafter,  it  was  thought  ex- 
pedient that  documents  should  be 
fblly  before  the  house,  in  order 
that,  ifthehon.  gent,  already  alluded 
to  should  be  in  a  situation  to  prose- 
cute this  important  inquiry,  he 
might  be  enabled  to  proceed  at, 
once,  un  i  mpeded  by  tl^  procrast  i  na- 
tion which  the  printing  of  papers 
upon  this  subject  had  so  often  pro- 
duced m  the  course  of  the  last  par- 
liament )  and  in  order  also  that  if 
Mr.  Paull  shogld  not  be  in  a  situa- 
t4on  to  follow  up  this  bu:<iness, 
he  hir))self,  (Lord  Folkestone)  or 
some  more  competent  persoq,^ 
might  be  furnished  with  the  means 
of  proceeding  upon  it.  The  noble 
lord  concluded  with  expressing  a 
belief  that  he  had  fully  replied  to 
the  enquiry  of  the  noble  secretary 
of  state,  and  expressed  a  readiness 
to  afford  any  iurther  infornaation 
in  his  power  upon  the  subject. 

Lord  Howkk  apprehended  that 
the  reason  staled  by  the  noble  lord 
could  not  be  considered  a  sufficient 
parliamentaiy  ground  for  the  propo- 
sition he  professed  to  have  iu  view, 
§A  It 
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It  did,  todeed,  appear  to  him  quite 
ivithout precedent  to  make  a  motion 
for  ihe  production  and  printing  of 
certain  papers  upon  wbidi  the  md- 
ver  did  not  state  that  any  direct  pro- 
ceeding was  to  be  inrtitoted,  but 
merely  upon  the  chan<%  that  ano- 
ther sentleman,  not  a  member  of 
that  bouse,  might  grouna  some  pro- 
oeedinff  upon  tb^.  This,  how- 
ever, d6  felt  was  not  the  proper 
dme  to  argue  the  question ;  but  he 
could  not  help  observing,  that  the 
course  proposed  must  l^  attended 
with  extreme  hardship  to  the  party 
concerned  in  the  case  to  which  the 
notice  referred.  For  that  house 
was  called  on  to  promote  the  circu- 
lation of  the  most  6eve>'e  attacks 
upon  the  character  of  the  noble 
person  alluded  to.  The  effects  of 
auch  fNiblications  were  easily  to  be 
estimated,  and  he  would  submit 
whether,  in  fairness,  they  could  be 
Acceded  to,  without  any  precise 
alUtement  that  a  parliamentary  mea- 
aure  would  be  founded  upon  them, 
0x  without  any  definition  of  the 
statement  of  such  measures.  The 
noble  mover  did  not  say  that  any 
farther  parliamentary  proceeding 
vould  be  taken  upon  those  papers ; 
but  merely  that  it  n^ghtj  and  really 
be  could  not  think  that  a  sufficient 
|;n>und  for  the  nc^leloid's  intended 
notion. 

Lord  FolhesUme  was  aware  that 
fbis,was  not  the  pr<^r  time  for  any 
argument  upon  the  subject ;  but  he 
would,  with  die  leave  of  the  house, 
^nake  a  fortber  reply  to  the  noble 
tecretary  of  state.  Tbeolnect  (rf'the 
imotion  cf  which  he  bad  given 
notice,  4:ouki  not  &ir1y  be  supposed 
to  involve  any  hardiness  towarda 
Xiord  Wellesley,  as  the  noble  secre- 
tary of  state  stated,  any  farther 
{ban  as  it  professed  to  facilitate  the 
enquiry  respecting  (bat  noble  lord*a 
^ndn^t.     £ttt  this  fsi^]»  ascretajry 


of  state  seemed  to  imaging  that 
there  was  some  probability  the  en- 
quiry might  be  relinquished,  and 
diat,  themore,  the  docunients  his 
motion  would  relate  to,  might  not 
be  necessary.  Of  this,  however, 
he  could  assure  the  noble  secretary, 
that  the  enquiry  would  certainly 
be  persisted  in  3  for  if  no  other 
person  should  offin',  he  pledged 
himself,  if  a  mbmber  of  parliament, 
to  follow  it  up.  The  papers  he  had 
described  were  laid  before  the  house 
kst  session,  and,  therefore,  tberv 
could  be  no  objection  to  their  being 
re-printed,  particularly  as  the  en- 
quiry would  be  proceeded  in.  In- 
deed, if  the  hon.  gent  who  origi- 
nally brought  it  forward  should  not 
be  enabled,  by  his  presence  in  that 
house,  to  prosecute  it,  he  would, 
rather  than  let  it  drop,  take  it  up 
himself.  Those  papers  would  not, 
iherefoie,  be  suffered  to  lie  dor- 
mant on  the  table.  It  war  for  po 
such  purpose  be  intended  to  move 
for  them.  They  were,  indeed, 
already  in  the  hands  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  members,  and  in  gene- 
ral circulation  ;  but,  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  forms  of  the  boose,  \X 
was  necessary  to  have  them  i^ia 
laid  on  the  table,  and  re-pnnted> 
before  any  parliamentary  proceed- 
ing could  be  founded  qpon  them. 
Whether  his  caotion  for  ihis  pur- 
pose should  be  agreed  to  or  not,  lie 
could  not  guess.  He  did  not,  in- 
deed, anticipate  the  opposition  mi^ 
nifissted  by  the  noble  accretarr. 
But,  whether  that  opposkion  should 
be  persisted  in  or  net,  whatever  tbir 
.fiiteof  his  motion  might  be,  that 
motion  would  certainly  be  made, 
and  the  er^iry  to  which  k  related 
as  certainly  prosecuted.

Mr.  Wellesley  Pole  rose  tp  give 
jBOtier,  that9i#0M  19  the  lootionof 

th» 
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the'  noble  lordj  (FolkestQoe)  for 
tbe  re-prmtingof  part  of  the  Oude 
pepers^  was  disposed  of,  he  should 
move  for  the  re-printing  of  the 
whole  papers,  including  the  printed 
eridence.  He  would  not  pretend 
to  anticipate  the  judgment  of  the 
house  on  the  noble  lord*s  motion, 
but  justice  to  his  noble  relation,  who 
was  the  ultimate  object  of  itf  de- 
manded, that  if  the  proposal  for 
printing  part  of  these  papers  should 
be  acc^ed  to,  the  rest  ought  to  be 
circtilaled  in  the  same  manner. 

JANUABY  q6. 

Lord  Folkestone,  in  submitting 
the  motion  of  which  he  had  given 
notice  to  the  house,  begged  to  state 
the  reasons  upon  which  he  founded 
that  motion.  Certain  proceedings 
had  been  instituted  in  the  last  Parlia- 
ment, founded  on  papers  that  had 
been  laid  before  the  house,  prepa- 
ratory to  the  impeachment  of  Mar- 
quis Wellesleyj  which  proceed- 
ings had  fallen  to  the  ground  by  the 
dissolution  of  Parliament.  The  gen- 
tleman who  had  instituted  these 
proceedings,  was  not  at  present  a 
member,  though  he  was  a  petitioner 
to  that  bouse,  with  confident  hopes 
of  being  seated  in  it.  The  object 
of  this  motion  was,  that  the  papers 
relating  to  the  Oude' charge,  should 
be  re-printed,  and  be  laid  on  the 
table  of  the  house  a»  early  as 
possible,  as  considerable  delay  had 
taken  place  last  session  on  this  head. 
This  would'be  a  convenience  to  all 
parties.  When  sufficient  time 
should  be  allowed  for  the  considera- 
tbn  of  the  papers,  after  they  should 
be  on  the  table,  if  the  gentleman 
who  bad  or^inally  brought  the  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  before  the 
bouse,  should  not  be  a  member,  he 
•hoold  certainly  bring  forward  the 
business  himself.  He  thought  it 
pght,  however,  io^tate,  that  he  did 


not  mean  to  push  the  question  to  aa 
impeachment  Reserving  to  him* 
self  to  reply  to  any  objections  that 
should  be  made  to  his  motion,  ho 
moved,  "  That  papers,  laid  before 
the  house  in  the  last  session  of  the 
last  parliament,  numbered  three^ 
with  its  six  supplements,  and  also 
the  papers  four  and  five  be  le-prlnt* 
ed  for  the  use  of  the  house. 

Lord  Howkk  could  have  no  ob- 
jection to  the  motion.  It  must  bd 
the  desire  of  the  house  that  the  noble 
lord  should  persevere  in  the  business 
he  had  undertaken.  He  should, 
however,  be  glad  that  the  noble  lord 
would  give  the  house  some  jeneral 
idea  of  the  line  he  meant  to  pursue 
upon  the  documents  for  which  he 
moved,  and  inform  the  house  whe- 
ther he  meant  to  bring  forward  any 
motion  or  the  Mahratta  and  Car- 
natic  questions. 

Lord  Folkestone  was  willing  togivo 
all  tlie  information  in  his  power ; 
wishing  it,however,tobeuuderstood 
that  he  would  not  hold  himself  pledg- 
ed by  what  he  might  now  say.  His 
purpose  was,  as  far  as  his  mind  was 
made  up«  to  prove  a  resolution  or 
resolutions,  expressiv^of the  opinion 
of  tlie  house,  as  to  the  conduct  of 
Lord  Wellesley  relative  to  the  Nabob 
of  Oude  ;  but  without  moving  fer 
any  impeachment,  or  criminal  pro- 
ceeding. With  respect  to  the  other 
charges  against  the  noble  lord,  ho 
felt  a  difficulty  in  answering  the 
question  of  the  noble  secretary  of 
state,  because  he  bad  devoted  much 
less  of  his  attention  to  them,  than  to 
that  to  which  his  motion  referred. 
As  to  the  charge  which  "related  to 
the  Carnatic,  a  right  hoiv  gent. 
(Mr.  Sheridan)  stood  pledged  to  sup- 
port it,  if  taken  up  by  any  other  per- 
son 5  and  the  opportunity  of  redeem- 
ing his  pledge,  would,  he  rather 
thought,  be  afforded  him.  Upon 
the  subject  gf  the  Mahratta  papers, 
§Aa  »« 
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be  was  disposed  to  think  they 
unfolded  some  transactions  which 
would  form  good  ground  for  a 
charge.  But,  upon  ibis  point,  he 
liad  formed  no  resolution,  nor 
would  he  ai  present  pledge  himself 
to  any  other  than  the  Oude  charge. 

Sir  John  Anstrutker  thought  it 
would  be  extremely  satisfactory  to 
the  house,  if  the  noble  lord  could 
answer  raoie  decidedly  as  to  the 
•course  he  meant  to  pursue,  should 
'the  papers  be  granted;  he  also 
•wished  to  know,  how  s®on  he 
proposed  to  make  the  motion  that 
was  to  be  grounded  on  the  pro- 
duction of  these  papers. 

Lord  Folkestone  found  Iiis  diffi- 
culty increased  instead  of  diroinish- 
'  ed,  by  his  readiness  to  give  the 
noble  lord  every  explanation  in  his 
*  power  upon  the  subject.  All  that 
he  would  pledge  himself  to  was 
the  Oude  charge,  and  he  supposed 
that,  about  a  month  or  five  weeks 
after  the  printing  of  the  papers,  he 
should  be  ready  to  make  the 
motion.  The  Mahralta  and  Carna- 
tic  questions  floated  at  present  but 
loosely  in  lys  mind,  and  he  was 
not  piepared  to  say  how  he  should 
act  upon  them. 

Sir  John  Anstruther  declared 
himself  to  be  perfectly  satisfied 
with  tlus  explanation,  and  allowed 
that  the  noble  lord  had  answered 
with  great  fainiess  and  candour, 
©very  thing  which  could  be  expect- 
ed for  him  to  answer. 

Mr.  Ji^hilshed  KeenecoTi^dertd^ 
that  it  was  for  the  honour  of  the 
house  that  the  proceedings  of  the 
last  session  should  not  now  be 
dropped. 

Mr;  Banhes  wished    for    some 

further  explanation.  He  considered 

'  the    noble    lord  as    acting  as    a 

)?ub8tilute  for  Mr.  Paull.     If  that 

gentleman  should  succeed  in   his 

petition  (how  probable  or  deiirable 


such  an  event  would  be,  he  should 
not  say,)  then  the  impeachment 
was  not  to  go  on  ;  should  he  fail, 
then  there  was  only  to  be  resolu- 
tions of  the  house.  He  should 
always  disapprove  of  impeach- 
ments for  Indian  offences,  seeing 
that  there  was  a  competent 
jurisdiction  appointed  to  try  them 
by  the  act  of  1/84. 

Mr.  Sheridan  said  that  the 
motion  had  his  approbation,  and 
he  hoped  that  the  noble  lord  would 
not  consider  his  having  declined  to 
notice  the  allusion  which  he  had 
thought  proper  to  make  to  him  as 
the  effect  of  any  disrespectful 
inattention.  As  to  the  pledge  to 
which  the  noble  lord  alluded,  had 
that  noble  lord  been  present, 
he  might  have  heard  him  two 
or  three  times  state,  distinctly 
to  the  house,  the  reasons  which 
had  produced  the  delay  he  com- 
plained of,  and  also  the  grounds 
upon  whieh  he  had  brought  for- 
ward this  question.  He,  however, 
utterly  denied  that  be  bad  ever 
forfeited  the  slightest  pledge  upon 
this  business.  He  defied  any  man 
ever  to  catch  him  tripping.  All 
that  he  had  ever  said,  and  the 
grounds  upon  which  he  acted,  he 
was  ready  to  repeat  again  and 
again,  and  upon  that  repetition  he 
would  confidently  rest  for  the 
justificationof  his  conduct.  When- 
ever that  conduct  was  fiirly 
represented  and  clearly  understood, 
he  would  have  no  fear  of  censure. 
He  was  now  prepared  to  declare, 
that  if  any  other  person,  whoever 
that  person  might  be,  should  bring 
forward  the  Carnalic  question,  he 
would  most  distinctly  pledge 
himself  to  give  that  person  his 
most  zealous,  active,  atfd  cordial 
assistance  ;  and  to  exert  as  much 
of  his  humble  ability  in  support  of 
the  motion,  as  if  it  had  been 
actuallj 
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actually  brought  forward  by  him- 
self. 

Lord  Folkestone  replied,  that  he 
would  i^ot  enter  into  a  controversy 
with  the  r'rght  hon.  gent,  upon  the 
subject  of  bis  garbled  pledges; 
but  he  recollected^  very  accurately, 
that  the  right  hon.  gent,  did  promise 
to  bring  this  question  of  the  Carna- 
tic  before  the  house.  As  to  the 
grounds  upon  which  he  had  been 
ioduced  to  abandon  that  question, 
he  really  was  not  apprized  of  them. ^ 
He  had  heard  something  of  the 
right  hon.  gent.*s  unwillingness  to 
excite  unpleasant  sensations  among 
his  colleagues  in  oftice-— that  is,  in 
plain  English,  that  he  was  not 
willing  to  lose  his  place.  He  was, 
however,  glad  to  hear  the  right 
hon.  gent.*8  fresh  pledge  this  even- 
hig  :  for  his  strenuous  and  sincere 
assistance,  wherever  he  would  be 
strenuous  and  sincere,  would,  no 
doubt,  be  a  most  important  acqui- 
sition indeed.  The  noble  lord 
repelled  the  idea,  that  he  was  the 
substitute  of  Mr.  Paull,  or  of  any 
man,  and  even  the  friends  of  lord 
Wellesley  ought  to  be  obliged  to 
him  for  the  course  he  was  about  to 
take,  as  it  would  afford  them  an 
opportunity  of  Vindicating,  his 
character,  as  well  as  the  character 
of  the  country,  which  was  stained 
by  the  acts  imputed  4o  him.  If 
these  imputations  should  prove  to 
be  unjust,  l^e  declared  that  he 
should  fee]  the  highest  satisfaction, 
for  he  had  no  personal  prejudices 
whatever  against  lord  We^esley. 
As  to  the  course  he  meant  to 
pursue,  it  woul4  be  open  to  any 
other  member  to  propose  a  di&rent 
one,  if  he  thought  proper,  and 
this  coarse  would  qot  atall  interfere 
with  those  who  wished  to  go  the 
1  ength  of  impeachment. 

Mr.  Shmridan  rose  again,  and 
pbser^'ed  with  some  warmth,  that 
no  .doubt  hii  lordship  wished  to 


have  his  public  conduct  ascribed 
to  proper  nsotives,  and  if  he  ex- 
pected to  have  credit  given  him  for 
such  motives,  he  should  not  be  so 
forward  to  impute  improper  mo- 
tives to  others.  With  regard  to, 
the  motive  which  the  noble  lord 
thought  proper  to  impute  to  him,, 
he  would  ask  that  noble  lord  to 
state  in  what  part  of  his  public 
conduct  he  had  ever  seen  any  thing 
to  justify  the  imputation  he  had 
attempted  to  fix  upon  him,  to  shew 
that  he  would  be  induced  toaban* 
don  his  principles  to  a  love  of  his 
place;  or  to  sustain  against  him 
any  charge  of  inconsistency.  If 
the  noble  lord  had  had  a  correct 
recollection  of  the  proceedings  of, 
that  house,  the  noble  lord  would 
have  known  that  he  did,  two  yeai» 
before  the  present  ministry  came 
into  place,  state  the  grounds  upon 
which  he  was  induced  to  declhie 
bringing  forward  the  Camatic 
question,  at  the  same  time  pledging 
himself  to  support  any  person  who 
should  bring  it  forward. 

.  Mr.  WtiUbread  thought  tho 
noble  lord  entitled  to  his  tlianks, 
and  also  to  the  thanks  of  the  friends 
of  marquis  Wellesley,  and  that 
they  must  be  satisfied  with  the  very 
candid  n>anner  in  which  he  had 
brought  forward  U)e  present  motion. 
He  could  not,  however,  agree  ia 
opinion  with  the  honourable  geo-. 
tlemaO,  (Mr.  fiankes)  that  any 
question  of  this  kind  shpuld  ba 
referred  to  the  board  of  Indian 
judicature,  for  he  thought  it  be- 
yond the  power  of  any  individual 
to  bring  any  delinquent  to  punish- 
men  t  before  it.  He  was ,  therefore, 
glad  ihe  noble  lord  luid  brought ' 
forward  the  present  motion. 

Mr.  mUesley  P9U  thaoked  the 
noble  lord  for  the  manner  in  which 
he  had  brought  forward  the  busi- 
and  for  the  civility  with 
which 
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which  he  had  treated  his  DoUe 
relative.  The  dignity  of  parlia- 
mcDt  reqaired»  that  this  business 
should  not  he  dormant.  P&rlia- 
inent>  however,  bad  taken  no  pro- 
eeedin^s  on  tbis  charge,  although 
ft  had  been  circulated  with  much 
industry  ihroughont  the  country. 
It  was  equally  desirable  for  the 
kouse^  9nd  his  noble  relation^  tliat 
the  business  should  be  proceeded 
with.  He  had  given  notice  of  his 
jntentron^  as  soon  as  the  noble  lord's 
motion  should  be  disposed  of,  to 
move  for  the  reoiainieg  documents, 
in  order  that  the  whole  case  might 
be  before  the  house.  Every  in- 
quiry into  the  conduct  of  marqnis 
Wdlesleyj  had  always  had  his 
liearty  concurrence,  and  he  was 
saxtous  that  every  paper,  which  his 
naiesty's  ministers  could  produce^ 
consistently  with  the  public  inte- 
Ksts,  should  be  laid  before  the 
house ;  but,  in  saying  this,  he  did 
not  presume  to  judge  what  might 
he  the  decision  of  &e  house.  As 
to  the  Camatic  question,  he  wished 
to  ask  the  right  honourable  gentle- 
Bian^  (Mr.  Sheridan)  what  prefe- 
nnoe  he  wished  to  give  his  nohle 
mlatibn,  because,  en  a  fonner 
oooasjoo,  aUuding  to  this  question, 
Hmm  right  honourable  gentleman 
^  stated,  that  the  Madras  govern* 
ineAt  was  criminal,  the  board  of 
oontiol  criminal^  and  above  all,  the 
court  of  dh-ectors  were  highly 
orinmiai.  Mr.  Sheridan,  in  expla- 
iiation>  said,  the  honourable  gen- 
dtaiaa  had  stated  his  expressions 
^617  oon^adly.  When  he  had  first 
given  notice  of  a  motkm  tending 
to  cnminate  the  Madras  govem- 
suent,  and  lord  Wesley,  by  im- 

eication,  an  honouniMe  gentleman 
id  moved  for  an  immense  volimie 
of  psffiiers,  bf  way  of  vindication ; 
the  enect  of  which  was,  to  piove 
lord  Wellesley  infinitely  more  cuU 
pobiethan  he  had  thought^  the  board 


ofcootn^  oiaie  colpeble  tim  lord 
Wellesley,  i|pd  the  court  of  direc- 
tors more  culpable  than  all.  He  had 
tsid,  that  the  transaction  involved 
great  criminality  in  the  Biadras  go- 
,  vtrument,  and  narticubrly  lord 
Clive;  in  the  Bengal  goveniment,and 
hNd  Wellesley  as  the  head  of  that 
government;  in  the  hoard  <»f  cos- 
irol;  and,  above  all,  in  the  court  of 
directors.  It  was,  therefore,  veiy 
true,  that  if  the  Madras  govern* 
moot  was  not  guilty  in  gowl  com- 
pany,  at  least  ic  was  in  veiy  power- 
Jbl  company. 

Mr.  H  Thonitm  said,  he  had 
never  been  of  opinion  that  the 
criminality  that  might  be  iouad  to 
attach  to  lord  Wellesley's  oondnet^ 
would  amount  to  sufficient  giaond 
for  impeachment.  But  he  thoi^ht 
it  necessary,  for  the  honour  of  the 
country,  that  the  noble  loid'a 
condiKt  should  lie  eaqaivad 
into.  The  piipers  were  thea 
ordered  to  be  re-printed.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  W.  Pole,  a  similar 
order  was  made  with  respect  to  the 
other  papers  connected  with  the 
Oude  charge. 

MASSACREAT  VELLORB.

Mr.  Howard  rose,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  putting  a  quastioe  to  the 
right  honourable  the  president  of 
the  board  of  control,  (Mr.  Tier- 
ney)  respecting  some  transacckxis 
that  had  recently  taken  place  at 
Vellore,  in  India.  Some  time  had 
elapsed  since  letters  from  Madras 
had  brought  accounts  of  the  mu- 
tiny that  had  taken  pbce  at  that 
town,  and  of  the  carnage  that 
followed,  in  whk:h  upwards  of 
1000  British  and' natives  had  beta 
lost.  Rumour  asanbed  this  di»> 
aster  to  some  dangerous  and  unpae-' 
oedented  measures,  which  had 
been  resorted  to  at  that  presideDcy, 

and 
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ttd  dewrved  the  roost  severe  ani- 
madversion. He  shoold  not  enter 
into  any  detail  of  the  melancholy 
transaction)  but  when  the  impor- 
tance of  an  investigation,  both  to 
the  interests  of  firitish  subjects  in 
India,  and  to  the  stability  o£  Bri- 
tish power  in  that  quarter,  was  con- 
•ide^d,  he  was  sure  it  would  be 
felt  that  he  was  entitled  to  the 
information  he  called  for.  He 
wished,  therefore,  to  ask  the  right 
bonouraUe  gentleman  whether  any 
authentic  accounts  of  that  transac- 
tion had  been  received  by  the  board 
«f  control,  or  by  the  court  6f 
directors.  There  were  vessels  now 
going  out;  and  a  new  governor- 
general  and  commander  in  chief 
were  on  the  point  of  setting  out 
lor  India.  He  thought  it,  there- 
ftire,  material  to  know,  for  the 
eonsolation  of  the  friends  of  the 
British  sujbjects  now  going  out,  and 
already  settled .  in  India,  what  in- 
formation had  been  received,  and 
whether  any  instructions,  as  to  the 
meaaqres  to  be  adopted  respecting 
this  aiiair,  had  been  sent  out.  He 
was  t»f  opinion  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  shew,  that  if  mismanage- 
ment or  misconduct  had  6een  prac- 
tised in  India,  the  circumstances 
would  be  investigated  in  England, 
and  decided  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  interests  of  a)l  parties. 

Mr,  Ihmey,  was  not  at  all  sur- 
prized at  the  aosiety  felt  by  the 
honourable  gentleman.  For  some 
time  past  rumoors  of  the  transac- 
tion had  been  in  circulation  ;  but, 
imfaappily,  he  was  unable  to  give 
any  answer  to  the  honourable  gen- 
tlemaivon  this  subject,  as  no  au- 
thentic accounts  had  yet  been 
received,  either  by  the  court  of 
directors  or  the  board  of  control. 
But  he  would  assuke  the  honoura- 
ble gentleaoan  that,  as  soon  as  the 
accooQts  should  arrive,  they  would 
he  laid  before  the  hoq^ej  so  far  as 


they  could  consistently  wiA  a  pm- 
per  regard  to  the  public  interest. 
What  steps  would  be  taken,  or 
what  instructions  sent  out,  it  was 
not  possible  to  state  befiiwe  the  offi- 
cial accounts  should  arrive.  But 
the  hon.  gent,  could  surely  not 
think  that  the  officers,  now  on  the 
point  of  setting  out,  ought  to  be 
detained  till  the  accounts  should 
arnve.  On  the  contrary,  it  was 
desirable  that  they  should  proceed 
to  their  destination  with  all  expe- 
dition, in  order  to  take  such  mea-' 
sures  as  their  good  sense,  and  ex- 
perience would  point  out,  under  al) 
the  circumstances  of  the  pase.     ,

CARNATig  PAPBR8. 
Sir  Thomas  Turion  rose  and 
spoke  as  follows : — Punuaot  to  a 
notice  I  gave  on  a  former  d^,  I  .. 
rise.  Sir,  to  call  the  attention  ef 
fhe  house  to  the  subjeet  of  the 
Camatic.  The  papers  which  I 
think  necessary  for  the  elucidation 
of  that  subject,  and  which  will  be 
specified  in  the  motion,  whidi  I 
shall  have  the  honor  of  making, 
and  to  which,  I  trust,  there  ^ will 
be  no  ofajectlon,  since  they  h«9e- 
already  been  laid  upon  the  table  ef 
this  house,  and  remained  for  a  con- 
siderable time :— the  papers  alluded 
to,  were  called  for  by  an  hoe. 
gentleman,  not  now  »  member  of 
this  house,  and  they  were  moved 
for  originally,  on  reasons  which  t 
hope  will  apply  now.  After  a  short 
statement  of  the  case,  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  thcffe  will  bono 
objection  to  my  motion,  because 
the  documents  it  calls  for  are  neees- 
sary  for  the  purpose  of  justice,  as 
well  towards  the  party  accused,  as 
to  the  accuser.  When  the  motion 
was  formerly  made  on  this  subject, 
the  £wts  were  then  recent  in  tl)e 
recollection 
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recollection  of  the  hoase,  from  the 
history  of  the  transaction  which 
was  then  given.  Sir,  it  is  in  the 
recollection  of  almost  every  man, 
that  inielligence  arrived  in  this 
country,  of  the  death  of  Omdut 
ui  Omrab,  commonly  called  the 
nabob  of  the  Carnatic,  and  of  the 
circumstances  of  his  lineal  suc- 
cessor, as  he  would  have  been  by 
the  Mohammedan  law,  being  de- 
throned, and  another  placed  in  his 
room.  Many  persons  ncquainted 
with  Indian  politics,  perfectly  well 
know  the  circumstances  attend In,^ 
.that  deposition ;  but  none  could 
reconcile  the  act  on  ai^y  principle 
of  justice;  for  every  one  knew, 
from  the  youth  of  the  prince,  as 
well  as  from  his  mode  of  conduct, 
that  the  act  could  not  have  arisen 
out  of  any  proceedings  of  his  own. 
He  had  not  had  an  opportunity  of 
doing  any  one  act  of  government, 
before  the  Indian  presidencies  had 
adopted  a  line  of  policy,  which  de- 
prived him  of  the  Musnud.  En- 
quiries were  accordingly  made  into 
the  subject,  and  that  young  prince 
fcfOfid  a  very  able  advocate  in  the 
right  hon.  geutlemai!i  opposite  to 
roe,  (Mr.  Sheridan,)  and  also  in 
an  hon.  gent,  not  now  a  member  of 
this  house.  Upon,  that  occasion, 
the  enquiry  took  up  a  considerable 
length  of  time,  tlie  number  of  pa- 
p^ES  moved  for  swelled  to  a  consi- 
derable size,  and  the  subject  was 
interrupted  by  the  dissolution  of 
the  late  padiament  It  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  ro  enter  into  any  dis- 
cussion on  the  propriety  of  renew- 
ing the  consideration  of  this  impor- 
tant subject,  much  less  is  it  neces- 
sary for  me  to  enquire  into  the  mo- 
tives which  could  induce  the  right 
honourable  gentleman,  who  bad 
once  brought  the  subject  before 
the  house,  co  relinquish  it,  since  it 
is  not  in  my  power  to  know  ihie 


•motives  that  might  influence  his 
conduct.  I  am  well  assured,  from 
the  general  tenor,  and  habits  of 
his  political  life,  nothing  could  have 
induced  him  to  decline  bringing 
forward  the  subject,  that  is  incon- 
sistent with  public  duty  ;  yet  it  is 
impossible  not  to  perceive,  that  the 
right  hon.  gentieman's  connections 
at  present  are  persons  who,  if  their 
wishes  could  operate  upon  his  judg- 
ment, would  induce  him  to  decline 
the  further  investigation  of  ibis 
subject :  and,  that  the  right  hon. 
gent,  does  decline  it,  we  have  his 
own  declaration.  It  has^  therefore, 
devolved  to  me,  and  I  cannot  but 
regret  it  has  not  fallen  into  abler 
hands.  But  it  is  a  duty,  as  I  feel 
it,  to  bring  this  question  forward, 
for  reasons  which  must'  be  obvious 
to  the  house,  and  which  I  hinted 
at  when  1  gave  my  notice.  I  said 
then,  and  I  now  repeat  it,  if  any 
other  member  of  the  house  should 
be  inclined  to  take  the  subject  out 
of  my  hands,  I  should  most  cheer- 
fully deliver  it  up  to  such  person, 
promising  him  roost  faithfully,  that 
he  shall  have  my  cordial,  active, 
and  zealous  support,  to  the  utmost 
of  my  power.  But  if  no  other 
gentleman  chuses  to  take  that  part, 
I  feel  I  have  a  claim  upon  the  jus- 
tice of  the  house,  in  calling  its  at- 
tention to  (his  subject.  I  wiU  add, 
that  not  only  do  I  conceive,  that  I 
have  a  claim  upon  the  justice  of 
the  house^  in  solipiting  its  attention, 
but  I  have  a  claim  also  to  the  assist- 
tance  of  the  house  in  discussing  it; 
for  you  know.  Sir,  that  those  who 
have  any  reason  to  complain  upon 
this  subject,  can  have  no  redress 
any  where,  except  in  this  house, 
and,  it  is  as  essential  to  the  inte- 
rests of  this  nation,  as  it  is  to  those 
of  the  noble  marquis,  to  have  the 
•natter  completely  investigated,  and 
.td  remove  all  suspicions,  that  can 
possibly 
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possibly  attach  U>  any  of  the  trans- 
actions^  in  which  that  noble  mar- 
quis was  concerned.  I  wish  to  say 
nothing  farther  of  that  nobleman 
at  present,  than  that  he  is  a  man 
of  great  abilities,  and  comprehen- 
sive talents,  of  which  he  has  given 
proof  on  many  occasions.  It  has 
been  rumoured,  that  the  noble 
marquis  is  thought  of,  as  a  tit  pec- 
son  to  till  a  high  and  responsible 
office  in  this  country — a  circum- 
stance which  can  never  happen, 
until  his  character  sliall  be  rescued 
from  the  situation  in  which  it  ap- 
pears to  be  implicated,  as  relating 
to  Carnatic  transactions  In  urging  . 
the  investigation  of  the  Carnatic 
papers,  I  am  consulting  the  only 
fair  mode  of  establi^ihiiig  the  cha- 
racter of  tiiat  nobleman,  for  which 
he  ougiit  to  be  thankful.  It  appears 
to  me,  from  the  papers  which  I 
am  about  to  call  for,  and  which 
have  been  already  upon  the  table  of 
this  house,  a  considerable  portion 
of  criminality  attaclies  to  the  court 
of  directors  here,  and  to  the  con- 
duct of  their  principle  officers 
abroad,  as  well  as  to  the  bonrd  of 
control,  by  which  I  do  not  mean 
the  present  board.  The  papers 
which  I  shall  call  for,  will  shew 
what  degree  of  blame,  if  any,  is 
imputable  to  each  of  these  descrip- 
tions of  persons,  and  that  is  one  of 
,  the  great  objects  for  which  my 
motion  is  brought  forward.  With 
regard  to  the  new  papers,  which  I 
think  it  my  duty  to  move  for,  it  is 
necessary  that  1  should  call  the 
attention  of  the  house  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  I  first  proposed  to 
make  a  motion,  when  you,  Sir, 
very  properly  prevented  me  from 
entering  into  any  detail  on  that  oc- 
casion, when  I  cootincd  myself  to 
the  bare  notice  of  a  motion  for 
printing  tiiose  papers  jonljf  which« 
in  my  judgment,  had  a  direct  bear* 


ing  upon  the  question  to  be  dis- 
cussed, not  wishing  to  embarrass  it 
with  documents  which  I  thought 
had  no  bearing  upon  the  question. 
For  the  same  reason  I  intend  to 
exclude  the  second  volume  of  pa- 
pers laid  on  the  table  in  the  month 
of  August,  1803;  as  they  relate  t4> 
state  accounts  from  Lord  Hobart» 
and  Lord  Macartney,  which'  appear 
to  me  to  have  very  little  bearing 
upon  the  question  which  I  am  de- 
sirous to  have  discussed.  But  if  any 
gentleman  thinks  they  are  neces- 
sary, I  can  have  no  objection  to 
their  production.  It  is  now  pro- 
per, that  I  should  state  the  object 
for  which  I  nbove  the  reprinting  of 
the  papers,  and  of  the  printing  of 
such  others,  as  appear  to  me  to  be 
requisite  for  the  thorough  under- 
standing of  the  atiair.  It  has  been 
said,  and  the  same  sentiment  seems 
to  pervade  tlie  whole  correspon- 
€leuce  of  the  East  India  company, 
and  (be  governor  of  Madras,  that 
policy  might  have  rendered  it  ne- 
cessary, that  we  should  assume  the 
government  of  the  Carnatic.  My 
motion  goes  to  lay  before  the  house, 
those  papers  which  shew  there  then 
existed  any  ground,  or  pretence  for 
saying,  that  the  conduct  of  the 
nabob  had  rendered  that  assump- 
tion necessary.  It  is  observable, 
with  reference  to  the  conduct  of 
Marquis  Wellesley,  immediately 
after  the  surrender  of  Seringapa- 
tam,  that  he  refers  to  an  intended 
account  which  was  to  be  rendered 
of  the  motives,  which  induced  the 
noble  marquis  to  assume  the  go- 
vernment, alleging  that  he  would 
send  a  review  of  those  transactions 
to  England ;  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  he  over  sent  that  proper  state- 
ment. There  are  some  letters  of 
the  court  of  directors,  too,  whick 
.require  exphination,  on  which  I 
give  no  opinion   at  present  $    by 
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which  it  appears,  that  some  difie- 
noce  existed  between  my  Lord 
CUve,  aod  the.Marquit  Welle^Iey^ 
iii?olving  matters  which  are  not,  in 
may  degree,  explained.  .  The  third 
iet  <»f  papers  r^;ard  the  Polygar 
WK,  in  1301.  It  appears,  irora 
the  treaty  of  1792,  that  thecoro- 
f^y'^  government  had  a  right  dc- 
fKited  to  them,  to  collect  the  peish* 
ciisli,  or  tribute,  from  the  Polygars  i 
«nd  to  enforce  the  payment,  if 
iwcessary,  00  the  requisition  of  the 
nabob.  But  every  act  to  be  per- 
Ibmoed,  was  to  be  done  in  (he  na* 
bob*8  name,  and  by  his  authority. 
Now,  this  war,  which  was  a  \'ery 
•str^ocdtnary  one,  both  in  its  at 
leged  eatiae  and  consequences, 
must,  at  first  sight*  appear  to  be 
aanctioBed  at  least  by>  the  nabob. 
It  wtU>  therefore,  be  necessary  to 
ascertain  whether,  in  point  of  £ict, 
k  was  so  or  not  $  in  order  to  sbew 
that  tbe  nabob's  government  wasei* 
tlj^er  the  caose  of  the  war,  or  to  free 
k  from  the  conseauences,  and  tbe 
blame  which  might  attach  to  that 
measure.  But,  Sir,  before  I  sub- 
mk  this  motion  to  the  house,  it 
may  be  asked  of  me,  whether  I  do 
net  think  I  owe  some  apok)gy  to 
tbe  hoose,  as  to  the  time  which  • 
will  be  taken  np^  by  bringing  this 
aofajject  forward ;  and  I  think  it  is 
pertetly  correct  to  ask  me  that 
qnestioa.  Sir,  if  this  motion  be 
agreed  to,  1  tak6  upon  me  to  say, 
that  within  one  month  after  the 
papers  ate  printed,  I  shall  befiir* 
ther  prqiared  tb  move  those  reao- 
kitions  on  the  papers,  whkh  I  shall 
jnc^erequiaite.  1  am  of  opinion, 
it  oocdd  be  done  in  much  less  time, 
if  neceasery  I  hot  the  subject  is  im^ 
porfant,  and  demands  a  fiill  en-* 
^piiry.  I  hesitate  not  to  say,  that. 
I  bring  thia  anbject  forward  as  an 
independent  member  of  parlia* 
rto  rescue  the  G0cm« 


try  fiom  tbe  imputation  of  misoM»- 
^oct }  and  I  beg  leave  to  observe, 
that  I  have  no  connection  whatever 
with  those  who  were  first  ooa- 
cemed  in  bringing  this  subject  for- 
ward. With  regard  to  Mr.  Paull, 
I  have  no  diffiooSty  in  stating  that 
he  deserves  well  of  bis  coontty  for 
the  part  he  has  taken  in  these  trana- 
actions.  I  never  saw  hhn  in  my 
life.  Mjr  reason  for  promoting  this 
enquiry  arises  from  an  anxiety  I 
foel,  that  this  country  should  sofier 
in  its  character  from  imputations 
which  it  does  not  deserve.  I  shall 
comdude  with  moving, '' That  the 
papers  which  were  presented  to  this 
house  upon  tbe  21st  and  23d  days  of 
June,  ISOa,  relative  to  the  Gamatic, 
be  re-printed  for  the  members  of 
the  house." 

Mr.  Sheridan  thanked  the  boo. 
baronet  for  bis  liberality  and  can- 
dour, and  acknowledged  tbe  pledge 
which  he  had  given  to  proceed  with 
tbe  enquiry.  He  had  stated  the 
reasons  which  induced  him  to  give 
it  up,  when  tbe  bon.  baronet  was 
not  a  member  of  the  house.  He 
would  again  state  them  at  the  firoper 
time,  and  then  the  boa.  baronet 
would  be  satisfied  that  he  did  him 
no  more  than  justice^  for  giving  him 
credit  for  the  pttrity  of  his  motives. 
The  question,  as  he  thotigbt,  wm 
confined  to  the  conduct  of  tbe  Ma- 
dras government,  but  from  volumes 
<if  papers  afterwards  moved  for,  H 
appeared  that  the  Bengal  goverfr- 
ment,  the  directors,  and  the  board 
of  control  were  alao  irofdicated. 
This  was,  however,  not  the  gioond 
of  his  abandoning  the  case.  He 
thought  the  hon.  baronet  ought  to 
confine  hiraaalf  to  the  re-printing 
of  tbe  papers  before  produced*  If 
be  moved  for  new  dnm,  and 
was  retorted  upon  in  the  manner 
he  had  bpesi,  he  would  subject  him* 
sdf  to  be  called  over  the  ooala,  and 
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^  batinett  imght  be  delajed  ]oii« 
ger  than  lie  could  at  pvesent  have 
any  idea  of.  WKeo  be  brought 
Ibrward  the  charge,  however,  he 
woold  experience  every  support  that 
be  could  give  him. 

Sir  John  jfnsinUker  hoped  that 
the  bon.  barooet  would  declare  what 
was  hit  object,  and  against  wboni 
bis  motion  was  lo  be  directed.  Did 
he  mean  to  attack  Lord  Wellealey, 
or  Lord  Powis,  or  the  court  of  di* 
rectors,  or  the  board  of  control,  or 
theiate  ministers  ?      He  wished  to 
know  what  he  was  driving  at,  if  be 
knew  himself,  for  he  seemed  to 
have  some  doubts  about  the  matter. 
In  the  meantime,  he  hoped  that  the 
*  house  would  not  allow  the  cbarac* 
ters  of  the  executive  officers  to  be 
complimented  away  by  the  praises 
which  the  right  hon.  gent  and  the 
bon.  baronet  had  thought  proper  to 
bestow  on  each  otber.     He  con* 
tended,  that    the  conduct  of  the 
executive  officers  had  been  approved 
by  the  directors,  and  the  board  of 
control,  the  cabinet,  and  this  house. 
They  had  only  executed  the  orders 
tbey  had  received,  and  the  respon« 
•ibility  did  not,  therefore,  rest  with 
tbem,  though  be  did  not  admit  that 
they  bad,  1^  any  means,  even  lent 
themselves  as  instruments  to  ^ny 
improper  act.    He  then  adverted  to 
the  injustice  done  to  persons  ac« 
cosed,  by  allowing  the  charge  to 
bai^  over.    He  also  said,  that  from 
his  own  knowledge,  he  could  affirm 
that  the  revival  of  old  charges  was 
attended  with  great  mischief  to  our 
Indiao  government.    It  shook  the 
confidence  of  the  natives  in  its  st»> 
biKty,  and  nourished  a  desire  of 
change,  which  prevailed  in  a  parti* 
cdlar  degree  in  these  people,  and 
was  generally  the  case  in  arbitrary 
governments.   He  wished  to  know, 
spocificallyi  what  was  Ibe  design  of 


the  bon.  barooet  before  be  gave  bit 
assent  to  the  motion. 

^r.  Grami  said,  though  be  did 
not  flatter  himself  naacb  benefit 
would  result  from  the  diacosMoo^ 
yet,  as  a  firieod  to  discosskxi  i« 
general,  and  considering  the  House 
of  Commons  as  the  mily  prolao* 
tion  the  inhabitants  of  British  Indfa 
bad  for  protection  and  redress,  and 
the  only  place  in  which  an  investiga* 
tion  into  the  afiiiirs  of  India  could 
be  instituted,  it  was  necesaeiy  that 
he  should  take  notice  of  some  auer« 
tions  which  had  been  made  in  the 
course  of  the  debate.  It  was  asserted 
that  they  had  recommended,  if  not 
ordered,  the  revolution  which  took 
place  in  India,  by  the  assoolptioa 
of  the  territories  of  the  Camatk ) 
to  which  it  must  first  be  answered^ 
that  they  disclaimed  all  interference 
in  the  nature'  of  compulsion,  and 
he  read  an  extract  firom  their  mi* 
nutes»  by  which  such  an  interfe- 
rence was  expressly  disckumed,  and 
then  asked  bow  such  a  proceeding 
should  be  tortmed  into  approhf|0onw 
much  less  an  authority,  in»r  the 
revolution  whkh  took  place  i  *  fib 
could  state,  that  the  court  of  direc- 
tors never  did  approve  of  that  mefl» 
sure^  for  the  sake,  therefere,  of 
having  tbe  oondoct  of  the  court  of 
directors    investigated,     be    was 
friendly  to  the  present  motieiu  He 
was  very  glad  that  tbe  firiends  ef 
Lord  Wellesley  w6re  so  desirous  of 
entering  into  this  investigation*  He 
declined,  however,  to  eater  into  tbe 
merits  of  the  revolution  in  1801  $ 
and  he  could  speak  with  the  greater  • 
fineedom,  as  be  had  not,  at  that 
period,  any  shaxe  in  the  direction* 
It  was  to  be  observed,  however, 
that  the    board   of  control  took 
that  afllatr  into  their  own  baods^  and 
sopeneded  altogether  tbe  court  of 
directors.     And  tbe  boo.  barooet, 
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(Sir  J.  Anstrnther)  opposite  to  him, 
was  completely  mistaken  in  sup- 
posing the  secret  commie t(fe,  and 
the  court  of  directors,  as  being 
connected  3  it  was,  in  point  of  fact, 
a  complete  mistake,  in  form  aswelj 
as  in  substance.  I'lie  secret  com- 
niitttre  was  the  express,  direct,  and 
imnnediate  organ  of  the  board  of 
control.  Their  proceedings  were 
utterly  unknown  to  the  court  of 
directors.  The  secret  committee 
was  subject,  in  no  way  or  respect 
whatsoever,  to  the  court  of  direc- 
tors, who  were,  indeed,  ignorant 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  secret 
committee.  This  act,  iherefore,  of 
the  secret  committee,  which  tiie 
hon.  baronet  treated  as  the  act  of 
the  court  of  directors,  was  an  act  in 
M'hicb  they  had  no  share,  of  which 
they  had  no  knowledge ; — an  act, 
•wfth  which  they  had  not  the  slight- 
est concern  ;  and  u  was  an  act  on 
which  the  board  of  control  had 
exercised  its  authority  ;  and  :w  that 
boi)rd  was  superior  in  India  con- 
cerns, it  became  extremely  dirticult 
Jor  the  court  of  directors  even  to 
express  an  opinion,  much  less 
exercise  a  judgment  on  a  decision 
of  the  board  of  control,  without 
incurring  the  imputation  of  resisting 
finperior  authority.  It  was  liable 
to  great  objection  of  leading  to  great 
deraiigement  in  their  affairs..  Ano- 
ther reason  which  prevented  the 
interference  was,  the  assumption  of 
•he  Carnatic  had  become  the  sab- 
jcct  of  parliamentary  enquiry, 
which  superceded  both  the  board 
of  ooutrbl,  and  the  court  of  direc- 
ton. 

Srr  John  Amtruther  denied  that 
lie  wished  to  oppose  enquiry.  He 
only  said,  that  it  ought  not  to  he 
allowed  to  drag  on  for  years.  The 
court  of  directors  hnd  instructed 
their  6tfioers  to  pay  the  same  defe- 
rence to  the  orders  of  tiie  secret 


committee  as  to  those  of  the  direc- 
tors themselves,  and  as  the  secret 
committee  had  approved  of  the  con- 
duct of  Ijord  Wellesley,  lie  was 
fully  warranted  io  saying,  that  the 
directors  through  them  had  express- 
ed their  approbation  of.  it. 

Mr.  Grant  denied  that  the  court 
of  directors  submitted. tlieaiselveg 
entirely  to  the  guidance  of  the 
secret  committee. 

Si^r  A.  IFellesUt^  said  he  wati  fully 
disposed  to  pursue  the  satue  line  he 
had  adopted  last  session,  and  was, 
therefore,  willing  to  accede  to  every 
motion  for  papers,  that  could  enable 
the  bouse  to  decide  upon  the  whole 
case.  Neither  could  any  friend  of 
his  noble  relation  gi\e  any  opposi- 
tion to  the  production  of  such  in* 
formation.  But  it  was  his  opinion, 
that  all  the  papers  should  bt  re-print- 
ed, and  with  that  view  he  should 
feel  it  his  duty  to  move,  as  well  as 
tor,  those  omitted  by  the  hon. 
bnronet,  as  well  as  any  others  chat 
might  be  necessary  to  the  elucida- 
tion of  the  transaction.  He  wii>l)ed 
the  houhc  to  consider  .the  situa- 
tion of  his  noble  relation,  with  this 
charge  hai'^ging  six  years  over  him.. 
It  appeared  by  the  papers,  that  the 
coui  t  of  directors  bad  sent  out  in- 
structions to  take  possession  of  the 
Carnatic,  at  the  comnoencenient  of 
the  war  with  Tippoo  Sultan^and  not 
io  rei>tore  it  to  the  nabob.  It  uhs 
rather  extraordinary^  therefore,  that 
B  charge  should  be  brought  ft>r  a 
transaction  commanded  and  appro- 
ved by  the  court  of  directors,  and 
sanctioned  by  bis  Majeiity,  and  bj 
act  of  parliaorent. 

Mr.  R,  nprnton  complained  of 
the  accusations  thrown  out  again»t 
the  directors,  without  documents 
on  the  table  to  warrant  them.  He 
regretted  the  delay  which  had  taken 
place,  but  maintained  that  no  blame 
rested  widi  the  directors.   The  rea- 
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tons  given  by  the  right  hon.  gent, 
over  the  way  (Mr.  Sheridan)  for  his 
abandoning  the  case,  did  not  appear 
to  him  satisfactory.  When  he  had 
brought  forward  the  question,  lie 
thought  he  was  going  hand  in  hand 
with  him,  but  he  soon  found  that 
be  himself  was  to  be  accused.  There 
were  some  points  with  resjject  to  the 
government  in  India>  that  required 
the  interference  of  the  hooBe,  which 
was  the  dernier  resort  in  such  cases. 
Bat  the  court  of  directors  were  not 
the  proper  persons  to  become  accu- 
sers. If  they  put  themselves  for- 
ward in  this  way,  they  mighf  do  a 
great  deal  of  mischief  to  the  interests 
of  India  5  from  the  nature  of  their 
situation  it  was  not  expedient  in  any 
view,  that  they  should  come  promi- 
nently forwards,  unless  assured  of 
effect aal  support.  The  hon.  baro- 
net (Sir  J,.  Anstruther)  had  himself 
before  gone  a  considerable  way  back 
in  the  enquiry  into  India  transac- 
tions. It  was  but  reasonable  that 
he  should  allow  the  same  privilege 
to  others.  He  was  glad  that  the 
subject  had  come  under  investiga- 
tion, and  was  not  much  alarmed  as 
to  the  result.  He  denied  that  the 
directors  had  given  any  instructions 
to  sanction  the  revolution  in  the 
Carnatic.  The  court  of  directors 
were  quite  distinct  from,  the  secret 
committee,  whrcb  was  not  respon- 
sible even  for  such  papers  aft  had  its 
own  signature. 

Mr.  Tierney  would  not  object  to 
the  re-printing  of  the  papers  which 
had  been  before  produced,  and 
agreed  that  that  house  w.is  the  der- 
nier resort  in  such  ca»-es ;  but  la- 
mented that  the  subject  had  been 
now  brought  forward,  as  he  could 
»ee  no  good  that  could  result  from 
It.  It  had  before  been  properly 
brought  forward',  and  he  lamented 
that  it  had  not  been  then  proceeded 
io.  He  begged  of  the  hoBsc;  to  cono 


sider  the  consequences.  The  sub- 
ject was  one  of  the  deepest  impor- 
tance, particularly  with  a  view  to 
transfer  property,  which  had  taken 
place  since  thef  transaction  whicb 
had  been  adverted  io.  Bat  at  the 
same  time  he  admitted,  that  evett 
the  inconvenience  that  might  result 
from  the  disturbance  of  property, 
ought  not  to  deter  the  house,  if  it 
was  called  upon,  from  investigatitig 
the  case,  and  applying  its  censures 
where  censure  was  due.  He  wa» 
sorry  that  the  hon.  baronet  had  not 
mentioi.ed  more  distinctly  whom  he 
iu tended  *o  accuse.  He  admitted 
that,  the  board  of  control  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  secret  committee, 
but  he  denied  that  this  committee 
was  sucn  a  nullity  as  some  might 
suppose  from  the  description  of  it, 
which  had  that  night  been  given, 
andiie  cautioned  gentlemen  against 
speaking  of  it  in  these  terras,  as  they 
might,  by  these  means,  propagate 
an  opinion  that  it  was  useless.  He 
gave  no  opinion  respecting  the 
merits  of  the  transactions.  He  agreed 
to  the  motion  respecting  the  former 
papers  j  but  it  was  doubtful  whether 
the  others  could  be  granted,  till  the 
hon.  baronehshould  state  what  they 
were,  and  till  he  had  an  opportunity 
of  examining  whether  they  could  b« 
produced  without  detriment  to  the 
public  service. 

Lord  FoMw^one  contended  that, 
with  fespect  to  the  assumption  of 
the  Carnatic,  blame  lay  somewhere, 
and  it  was  a  matter  of  serious  in- 
vestigation where  i\\\  the  cen.^ure  of 
that  most  e3i4:raordinarT  revoiuiion 
should  devolve.  The  hon.buoncr 
had  been  presii(?d  to  state  distinctly 
his  object  in  calling  for  those  papers; 
it  might  be  impossible  for  the  hon. 
baronet  distinctly  to  state  his  object, 
until  he  had  been  previously  furnish- 
ed with  the  necessary  evidence  by 
those  papers  ^  but  before  that  evi- 
dence

denoe  thoaUr  be  fbrnisbed,  h0 
bought  it  asQbjeot  of  too  great  mag* 
aitode  to  wanaat  any  member  in 
distiDctly  pledging  bimself  to  a  spe- 
cific cbme. 

Mr.  Huty  AddSngton  begged  gtn- 
flemen  to  rocoUect^  that  there  had 
hoen  more  papers  relative  to  India 
called  for,  and  produced  in  the  last 
•esiion  of  the  late  pariiament,  than 
fir  six  sessions  before ;  he  was  en- 
tirely of  opinion,  that  in  calling  for 
papers  upon  any  subject,  the  object 
•boold  be  distinctly  stated  j  he  ac- 
quitted the  hem.  baronet  pf  being 
actuated  by  any  sinister  motives  of 
party  or  vanity  in  bringing  forward 
nis  present  motion,  and  praised  the 
mauly  and  ingenious  conduct  of 
the  gallant  general  (Wellesley) 
in  every  question  relating  to  Indian 
onquiry. 

Sir.  5.  Stanhope  thought  it  a 
most  extraordinary  mode  of  opposing 
the  hon.  baronet's  motion,  by  refu- 
sing to  assent  to  the  papers  called 
for,  until  the  object  had  been  dis- 
tinctly stated,  which  object  the 
papers  in  question  were  alone  to  as- 
certain. He  complained  of  a  radi- 
cal d^Bct  in  the  present  state  of  the 
govemmeatin  India,  zpA,  knew  not 
whether  moregovemments  had  been 
subverted  by  it  in  the  East,  or  by 
Buonaparte  in  the  West. 

Sir  Thomas  Turton,  in  reply,  said, 
thttt  when  it  appeared  by  the  argu-' 
fuents  upon  bom  sides,  that  it  was 
a  question  whether  the  court  of  di- 
rectors approved  or  disapproved  of 
the  conduct  of  their  servants  in 
India,  he  did  not  t)iink  that  a 
stronger  argument  than  this  very 
doubt  could  possibly  be  admitted  in 
fiivour  of  the  motion  he  had  sub- 
mitted to  the  house ;  his  object  was 
substantial  justice,  and  in  tiie  pur- 
suit of  that,  however  deficient  in 
other  respects,  he  should  not  be 
found  detective  in  xeal,  diligence^ 


,  and  perseverance.  As  to  the  vdo- 
minous  papers  with  which  he  had 
been  threatened  from  the  other  side, 
if  such  papers  contributed  in  the 
least  degree  to  the  defence  of  the 
accused,  he,  himself,  should  gladly 
second  the  motion  fi^r  their  produc- 
tion. He  had  been  urged  to  state 
distinctly  the  object  of  his  motion ; 
it  was  impossible  to  state,  in  a  case 
of  such  magnitude,  on  whom  the 
evidence  found  in  these  papers 
should  especially  bear ;  and  it  was, 
therefore,  in  the  present  stage  of 
the  business,  impossible  for  him 
distinctly  to  pledge  himself,  ferther 
than  avowing  it  as  his  intention  to 
submit  a  motion,  committing  the 
house'  to  a  censure  of  the  East 
India  company,  or  its  servants,  in 
tile  assaroption  of  the  government 
of  the  Carnatic.  The  hon.  baro- 
net concluded  with  an  appeal  to 
the  feelings  of  the  house,  in  which 
he  alluded  to  the  melancholy  &te 
of  the  deposed  prioce;  who,  he 
could  prove,  had  perished  in  a  dun- 
geon. 

Sir  A,  Wellesley  explicitly  denied 
that  the  prince,  as  stated  by  the  hoa« 
baronet,  was  imprisoned  in  a  dun- 
geon, or  died  by  any  other  than 
liatural  causes.  He  thought  it  be- 
came a  gentleman  of  the  hon. 
baronet's  profession,  to  be  more 
cautious  in  making  such  charge. 

Sir  T.  Turltm  maintained  that 
the  papers  bore  him  out  in  his 
assertiQo,  though  he  di<l  not  in  the 
least  implicate  Lord  Wellesley  in 
that  dark  transaction. 

Mr.  Fuller  thought  the  enqniiy 
should  be  fully  gone  into. 

Mr.  Sheridan  acquitted  in  the 
fullest  manner  the  noble  lord  (Wel- 
lesley) but  had  not  a  doubt  upon 
his  mind,  that  the  young  prince 
came  to  his  death  by  foul  and  extra- 
ordinary means. — ^The  motion  was 
then  put  and  oariied.

CARNATIC  PAPERS- 
Sir  T,  Turton,  la  a  speech  of 
copsiderable  length,  which  he  pre* 
faced  by  observing,  thatnochmige 
of  administratioQ  could,  ia  anj 
measdro,  afiect  the  question  now 
before  the  house,  inveighed  strongly 
against  the  assumption  of  the  go- 
vemmeat  of  the  Carnatic,  which 
he  rqpeatedly  termed  one  of  the 
most  gross  and  infanoous  stretches 
of  tyranny  that  ever  disgraced  the 
annals  of  India.  He  dwelt  much 
upon  the  subsequent  treatment  of 
the  Polygars,  who,  he  contended, 
were  no  more  subjects  of  Britain 
than  of  Hesse  Cassel.  He  did  not 
charge  the  lords  Clive  or  Welles- 
ley  with  the  murder  of  the  nabob 
of  Arcot,  but  insisted  that  both  had 
been  the  means  of  bringing  about 
that  murder.  The  hon.  bart.  con- 
cluded with  moving,  that  there  be 
laid  before  the  house  a  copy  of  die 
instructions  given  to  lord  Morning- 
ton  by  the  board  of  control,  or  the 
secret  committee,  previous  to  the 
treaty  respecting  the  Carnatic  in 
1792.  The  hon.  baronet  bsM, 
tbat  Ipeside  the  one  now  beibre  the 
house,  he  had,  upon  the  .sama 
safaject,  twelve  other  motions  to 
submit  to  the  hoase« 

Mr.  Tiemey,  in  answer  to  the 
hon.  baronet*s  long  speech,  should 
briefly  observe,  that  of  the  papers 
BOW  called  for,  one  part  did  not 
^ust,  and  the  other  part  was  al- 
ready printed* 

Sir  T.  Turion  lai^,  that  not  be- 
iqg  in  the  office  of  the  right  hon* 
gentleaian,  he  had  not  the  same 
means  of  information,  and,  there- 
£>re,  was  not  aware  of  what  had 
just  been  noemioQed.  He  thought 
the  right  hoa .  gjentleman's  answer  a 
6ir  0M^  and  was  willing  to  wtth« 
4s9»  bis  ootiim. 


Lord  J.  Hamilton  thoi^t  it 
better  that  the  proper  officers  \m 
required  to  lay  before  the  hons»  « 
copy  of  all  instructions  that  had 
been  issued. 

Sir  A,  WellesUy  contended,  that 
all  the  instructions  trhieh  had  beat 
transmitted,  were  already  ia  pot- 
session  of  the  house. 

Colonel  Sifmes  asserted,  that 
there  would  not  be  time  in  tha 
present  session  to  examine  ail  th» 
papers,  for  which  the  hon.  baronet 
had  moved.  Though  he  had  given 
along  explanation  oif  the  object  of 
these  motions,  yet  the  explanation 
was  so  imperfect,  that  he  could  not 
pretend  to  understand  him.  Yet 
there  were  one  or  two  ohservationa 
in  his  statement  which  he  could  noC 
pass  over  withoutsome  notice— Sir  T. 
Turtoarose  to  order,  affirmii^,  that 
the  honorable  gentleman  ought  to 
confine  himself  to  tbe  particular 
question  before  the  house.— -After 
a  few  words  from  sir  J.  Anstmthar« 
Mr.  Tiemey,  and  col.  Symes,  tho 
motion  was  agreed  to.  The  motion 
fi>r  a  copy  of  thd  Review,  promised 
by  marquis  Wellesley  to  the  di- 
rectors, was  then  put  and  carried, 
it  being  understood  that  there  was 
no  such  paper,  but  sir  T.  Turton 
wishing  to  have  that  £ict  formally 
before  the  house. 

Sir  T.  Turtou  alao  moved  for 
copies  oi  the  official  letters,  othdr 
than  that  of  the  23d  April,l800,  jw- 
specting  tbe  papess  discovered  at 
Seringapatam,  with  the  aoawera 
so  far  as  not  already  printed. 

Colonel  Symes  contended,  that 
the  greatest  moderation  had  been 
practised  in  acting  en  these  papers. 
He  denied  that  the  papers  had  been 
come  bj  un&irly,  or  that  any  1m* 
proper  means  had  been  used  to 
shorten  the  U£s  of  tbe  nabob,  wh^ 
wasaaid  not  to  have  dLed  a  natural 
denth.    He  died  in  consequence  of 
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the  intemperate  use  of  opiam. 
The  governor  of  Madras  sent  Dr. 
Anderson  to  him  when  ill,  whose 
report  Was,  that  he  found  him 
labouring  under  an  incurable 
djsentery. 

Sir  T.  Turton  would  not  now 
enter  upon  the  merits,  but  he  was 
at  issue  with  the  hen.  gent,  in  the 
whole  of  his  statements.  Motion 
agreed  to.— He  next  moved  for  a 
copy  of  the  paper  containing  the 
approbation  given  of  the  conduct 
of  lord  Clive  in  the  tansaction 
above  alluded  to,  and  in  the  sub- 
sequent arrangements  with  respect 
to  the  prince.  Agreed  to — ^Tbe 
hon.  baronet  also  moved  for  copies 
of  the  letters  of  Omdut  UlOmrah, 
&c.  complaining  of  grievances. 
Ordered.  He  next  moved  for  a 
copy  of  a  letter  from  lord  Hobart 
ro  Omdut  nl  Omrah,  complaining 
of  the  permission  given  by  him  to 
■  certain  artizans,  &c.  sen'ants  of 
the  company,  to  settle  in  his 
dominions. 

Sir  J.  Ansiruiher  said,  there  was 
no  such  paper,  and  that  it  was  not 
respectful  to  the  house  to  be 
moving  for  papers  which  it  was 
known  did  not  exist. 

Colonel  Symes  observed,  that 
gentlemen  might  exercise  their 
imagination  to  the  grent  inconve- 
nience of  the  house,  if  these  things 
were  j>ermitted. — ^llie  house  then 
divided  on  this  question,  which 
was  lost  by  a  majority  of  30  to  24. 
The  other  motions  were  agreed  to.

AFFAIRS  OF  INDIA. 
Sir  Philip  Francis  wished  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  house  to  a 
subject  of  the  greatest  inaportance, 
and  for  that  purpose  rose  to  ask 
■ome  questions  of  the  president  of 
the  bovd  of  coQtrQl,  Qt   of  the 


person  who  had  lately  fitted  (hat 
situation.       On     the    subject    to 
which  he  alluded,  he  could  speak, 
perhaps,  with  more  knowledge  than 
any  who  had  heard  him.     It  re- 
lated to  the  state  of  India.      He 
was  not  so  vain  nor  so  ill  instructed 
by  experience,  as  to  imagme  that 
any  thing  he  could  say  would  make 
aiiy  very  strong  impression  on  the 
house,  or  rouse  them  to  give  a  more 
than    ordinary    attention    to    the 
subject  which  it  was  his  object  to 
press  npon  their  most  serious  con- 
sideration.'  But  though  experience 
had  almost  deprived  him  of  hope 
on  this  point,  yet  there  were  8om& 
duties  that  survived  even  hope,  and 
this  was  one  of  them.    The  ques- 
tions which  he  was  sibout  to  ask» 
were  merely  with  a  view  to  procure 
information,  and  it  would  depend 
on  the  answers,  whether  he  should 
think  it  necessary  to  repder  them 
the     grounds  of  any    subsequent 
motion.    The  first  question,  then, 
was,  why  the  accounts  oa  which 
the  East  India    Budget    must  be 
founded,  were  riot  as  yet  on   the 
table,  for  the  house  must  be  aware 
that  it  was  now  three  years  since 
the  last  view  of  the  state  of  India 
finances  had  been  given    on  full 
and    authentic  documents.      This 
was  a  point  of  great  importance, 
and  worthy  of  the  serious  attention 
of  the  hou:$e.      Bui  this  was  not 
what  he  had  particularly  in  view 
at  this  time,  and  the  material  objecf 
of  his  rising  was,  to  obtain  infor* 
mation  on  a  subject  which  ought 
to  be  before  the  house.    The  first 
part  related  to  the  transaction  at 
Vellore  ;  a  transaction,  melancholy 
and    disastrous    in   its   immediate 
efiects,  and  to  the  last  degree  dan-* 
gerous,  with  a  view  to  its  ultimate 
consequences.      Whether,    there- 
fore, we  looked  back  upon  the  past» 
orfonii'drd  to  ^  future,  it  was 
Maeutially 
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essentially  neces8ar>%  that  on  this 
p6int  the  hoase  should  be  in  pos- 
session of  some  authentic  informa- 
tion^ and  he  hoped  that  ministers, 
whoever  they  were,  would  not 
withhold  that  information.  Ad- 
dressing himself,  then,  to  the  right 
hon.  gent,  who  it  was  understood 
had  just  retired  from  the  office  of 
president  of  the  Board  of  Controul, 
he  wished  to  know  trom  him, 
whether  he  had  received  ofBcial 
information  from^  India  on  this 
point,  or  any  information  upon 
the  correctness  of  which  he  could 
depend  ?  Whether  the  house 
would  give  him  credit  or  not,  he 
would  assure  them,  tliat  this  trans- 
action was  one  of  the  most  dan- 
gerous kind  with  regard  to  its  con- 
sequences, and  he  begged  of  the"^ 
house  not  to  shut  their  eyes  to  it, 
because  the  danger  was  distant  in 
point  of  local  situation.  But  this 
was  not  all  -,  he  believed  that  other 
advices  had  been  received  within  a 
few  days  past,  of  greater  conse- 
quence ihan  the  information 
relative  to  the  affair  at  Vellore. 
He  alluded  to  the  situation  of  the 
Carnatic,  which  had  filled  the 
government  of  Madras  with  the 
ufrnost  alarm.  So  great,  indeed, 
was  this  alarm,  that  an  applica- 
tion had  been  made  by  the  Madras  ' 
government,  to  general  Maitland, 
governor  of  Ceylon,  for  an  amount 
of  force  consisting  of  all  the  Euro- 
pean troops  in  that  settlement.' 
He  had  no  official  information  of 
this;  but  he  had  heard  it  from 
what  he  considered  as  very  good 
private  authority.  If,  then,  any 
infbcmation  of  this  sort  had  come 
to  the  India  House,  he  hoped  the 
proper  persons  would  consider  it  as 
their  duty  to  lay  it  before  the  house. 
lo  the  mean  time,  he  wished  to 
know,  whether,  in  point  of  fact, 
official  or  authentic  information  of 
Vol.  9.  '  § 


this  nature  had  been  received^  He 
assured  the  house  that  the  informa- 
tion to  which  he  referred  went  to 
tlie  vciy  existence  of  our  power  in 
India.  He  had  long  wished  to  give 
up  all  concern  with  the  affairs  of, 
India^  on  account  of  the  inade- 
quate effects  which  he  had  found 
to  result  from  his  earnest  and  fre- 
quent appeals  to  the  house  on  that 
subject.  But  this,  however,  was 
not  solely  an  Indian  subject,  it  was 
one  materially  connected  with  the 
prosperity,  and  perhaps  the  exis- 
tence of  this  country.  In  the  same 
manner,  whatever  materially  af- 
fected Ireland  was  not  •nly  an  Irish 
but  a  British  subject,  astlie  interest 
of  both  were,  in  a  great  measure, 
identified. 

Mr.  Huskisson  spoke  to  order* 
He  apprehended  that  it  was  irregu- 
lar to  go  into  a  long  statement  when 
a  member  rose  merely  to  ask  a 
question. 

The  Speaker  agreed  that  it  was 
irregular. 

Sir  P.  Franas  had  no  other  in- 
tention than  merely  to  justify  his 
asking  those  questions,  and,  as  ha 
had  done  this,  he  would  trespass  on 
the  attention  of  the  house  no  fur- 
ther. 

Mr.  Tiernetf  rose  to  give  such 
answers  as  he  could  to  the  questions 
of  his  hon.  friend.  To  the  ques- 
tion, why  no  account  relative  ta 
the  finances  of  India  had  been 
laid  before  the  hoi)s^,  the  answer 
was  that  none  could  be  laid,  as 
they  had  not  as  yet  arrived.  One 
year's  accounts  might,  indeed,  have 
been  made  out,  and  it  was  his  in- 
tention to  have  brought  forward 
these,  as  might  be  recollected  from 
the  notice  he  had  given.  But  when 
he  found  that  he  was  immediately 
to  have  a  successor,  and  that,  in 
fact,  for  some  d^yspast,  he  only 
held  the  offica  as  a  locum  Unens, 
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he  thought  that  it  would  be  more 
proper,  under  all  the  circum- 
•tanoes,  not  to  take  the  affair  out 
of  th<^  hands  of  others.  He  trusted 
it  would  not  be  thought  that  there 
was  anf  neglect  on  his  part.  There 
were  none  arrived  but  the  accounts 
to  which  he  l»ad  adverted,  and 
these  he  supposed  were  not  those 
to  which  his  hon.  friend  had  referred 
in  his  question.  As  to  the  question 
respecting  the  transaction  at  Vel- 
lore,  the  £ast  India  board  was  in 
possession  of  authentic  documents 
relative  to  that  point,  which  would 
^nable  them  to  form  a  complete 
judgment  upon  the  whole  affair. 
As  to  the  third  question,  relative  to 
the  situation  of  the  Camatic,  he 
could  assure  his  hon.  friend,  that 
bis  private  information  was  wrong. 
No  application  had  been  made  for 
troops  to  General  Maitland  by  the 
Madras  government.  There  was 
one  general,  indeed,  who  finding 
himself  in  difficult  circumstances 
had  applied  to  the  governor  of  Cey- 
lon for  some  troops,  but  no  regular 
advices  on  this  subject  had  arrived* 
from  India.  General  Maitland, 
with  that  attention  to  his  duty,  and 
to  the  interests  of  his  country,  for 
which  he  was  distinguished,  'had 
taken  the  first  opportunity  of  send* 
ing  the  earliest  notice  of  the  state 
of  India,  but  no  r^^lar  advices 
had  come  fix)m  India  itself.  As  to 
th«  affair  at  Vellore,  if  a  motion 
was  made  for  laying  any  informa- 
tion on  that  point  before  the  house, 
the  board  of  controul  would,  of 
course,  judge  how  far  it  would  be 
prudent  to  comply.

INDIA  BUDGET. 
Mr.  miey  Addington  seeing  his 
hon.  friend  (Mr.  R.  Dundas)  in  his 
jlaoe^  wished  to  know  whether  it 


was  his  intention  to  bring  forward 
the  accounts  of  the  East  India  com- 
pany this  session.  If  so,  be  trusted 
that  he  would  bring  them  forward 
on  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 

Mr.  R.  Dundas  replied,  that  it 
was  certainly  his  intention  to  bring 
forward  the  accounts  of  the  East 
India  company  this  session,  and 
that  no  time  should  be  unnecessa- 
rily lost.  At  the  same  time,  he 
begged  to  remind  the  right  hon. 
gent,  that  for  some  years  back, 
these  accounts  had  been  one  year 
in  arrears.  It  was  his  intention  to 
endeavour  to  bring  up  that  ar>ear  in 
the  present  session,  and  the  right 
hon.  gent,  must  be  aware  that  this 
would  require  sometime,  i 

.Lord  Howick  observed,  that 
fi^m  the  papers  then  upon  the  ta- 
ble, it  appeared  that,  upon  a  com- 
parison of  the  revenue  and  expen- 
diture of  the  company*  in  India, 
there  was  a  deficit  in  the  latter  of 
above  two  millions  and  a  half.  This 
was  a  state  of  things,  in  which  any 
one  might  see  that  it  was  impossi- 
ble for  the  company  to  go  on,  with- 
out some  adequate  provision  to 
make  good  his  deficit.  It  was  the 
more  necessary,  as  the  public  had 
been  led  to  expect  that  there  would 
be  a  considerable  participation,  de- 
rived from  the  £a!$t  India  com- 
pany's funds,  in  aid  of  the  national 
resources.  He  wished  to  know 
whether  the  hon.  gent,  meant  to 
bring  forward  any  proposition  upon 
that  subject. 

Mr.  R.  Dundas  informed  the  no- 
ble lord,  that  it  was  his  intention, 
at  an  early  day,  to  propose  some 
regulations  respecting  the  affairs  of 
India,  which  would  include  the 
point  to  which  the  noble  lord  bad 
adverted.  He  was  afraid,  how- 
ever, that  he  should  not  be  able  to 
bring  forward  the  annoal  accounts 
at  so  early  a  day^  as  only  a  few  of 
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the  ships  had  yet  arrived^  and  it 
urould  be  desirable  to  have  the  ac- 
counts stated  in  the  most  correct 
manner  that  was  possible.

EAST  INDIA   COMPANTS 
BONDS. 

Mr.  Grani  presented  a  petition 
from  the  directors  of  the  East  India 
company,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  to  raise  an  additional 
sum  on  bonds>  until  the  increase  of 
their  capital  authorized  by  parlia- 
ment took  place.  On  his  moving 
that  the  petition  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  the  whole  house, 

Mr.  Creevey  rose  and  declared, 
that  this  was  the  first  instance  in 
which  any  public  body  had  made 
such  a  request  to  parliament,  with- 
out the  production  of  the  neces- 
sary documents  on  wliich  it  was 
founded.  In  1772>  ^^  attempt  was 
made  by  the  ministry  of  the  day  to 
bring  in  a  similar  bill,  but  this  at- 
tempt was  defeated  by  General 
Burgoyne,  who  contended  that  an 
explicit  account  of  the  reasons 
which  called  for  such  a  measure, 
oug;ht  first  to  be  laid  before  the 
house.  He  trusted  that  the  house 
would  pursue  a  similar  mode  of 
conduct  in  tlie  present  instance,  ' 
and  that  a  complete  disclosure  of 
the  state .  of  the  company's  affairs 
would  now  take  place ;  especially 
when  it  was  recollected,  that  there 
were  two  India  budgets  in  arrear. 

Mr.  R,  Dundas  observed,  that 
the  hon.  gent,  was  under  a  mistake 
in  this  business,  and  that  the  pre- 
cedent of  1 772;  adduced  by  him, 
was  not  in  point.  The  East  India 
company  only  wanted  to  raise  by 
bond  what  they  had  been  already 
authorised  to  raise  in  capital;  With 
respect  to  the  state  of  their  affairs, 
jhat  might  be  discwsscd  in  the  com- 


mittee of  the  whole  house,  to 
which  his  hon.  friend  had  moved 
that  the  petition  should  be  referred^ 
As  to  the  budget,  it  was  his  inten- 
tion  to-morrow  to  move  for  the  pa- 
pers which  ought  long  ago  to  have 
been  on  the  table  of  the  house,  and 
which  it  was  not  his  fault  were  not 
so.  , 

Mr,  Peter  Moore  observed,  that 
the  company  were  precluded,  un- 
der two  acts  of  parliament,  from 
extending  their  debt  beyond  a  cer- 
tain sum.  An  act,  of  17^3,  bound 
them  to  extend  it  no  farther  than 
1,500,000/ :  but  an  act  of  the  very 
next  year  allowed  them  to  increase 
it  to  i,000,000/.  That  debt  re- 
mained to  this  hour  undiminished ; 
and  the  act  of  parliament  was  as 
imperative  against  their  extending 
their  debt  now,  by  the  issue  of 
bonds,  as  by  any  other  mode..  It 
was  far  the  house  to  consider  how 
far  it  was  wise  to  extend  the  exist- 
ing limitation  5  but  certainly  it 
ought  not  to  be  done  without  a  full 
investigation  of  the  company *s  af-' 
fairs. — The  petition  was  then  re- 
ferred to  a  commit  lee  of  the  whole 
house. 

Thursday,  July  iQ  — Mr.  Grant 
moved  the  order  of  the  day,  for 
the  second  reading  of  the  East  In- 
dia compauy*s  bonds  bill.  On  the 
question  being  put, 

Mn  Creevey  rose,  not  to  nega- 
tive the  second  reading  of  this  bill, 
but  to  move  that  the  second  read* 
ing  of  it  be  put  off,  till  the  East 
India  accounts  now  printing,  shpuldi 
be  in  tlie  hands  of  members.  .The 
house  was  not  in  possession  of  any 
documents  to  prove  the  expediency 
of  agreeing  to  such  a  measure. 
This  was  the  first  instance  In  which 
that  house  had  been  called  upon  to 
pass  such  a  measure,  without  pre- 
vious enquiry  into  the  grounds  up- 
on which  it  was  founded,  by  hav-  . 

§  B  2  ing 
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ing  the  petition  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  house  to  examine  in- 
to its  allegations.  There  were  at 
present  two  budgets  in  arrear,  and 
the  last  accounts  of  the  India  com- 
pany>  to  which  the  house  could  re- 
sort for  information,  shewed  the 
affairs  of  the  company  to  be  in  a 
ruinous  state.  By  these  accounts 
it  appeared,  that  there  was  an  ex- 
cess of  above  two  millions  in 
the  company 8  foreign  expenditure 
over  their  revenue,  and  a  loss  of 
2^200,006/.  in  their  trade  at  home. 
Under  these  circumstances,  and 
whilst  the  company  had  a  debt  of 
seventeen  millions  at  home,  pay- 
able at  the  option  of  the  holders, 
he  did  not  think  that  parliament 
would  6m  right  to  pass  this  bill 
without  enquiring  what  means  the 
company  had  of  discharging,  as 
well  their  former  debt,  as  this  new 
incumbrance.  He  should  there- 
fore, notwithstanding  the  prospect 
held  out  by  the  hon.  director  oppo- 
site, of  a  permameat  peace,  and 
consequent  prosperity  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company,  move  as  an  amend- 
ment, that  the  bill  be  read  a  second 
time  on  this  day  fortnight.    ^ 

Mr.  Grant  replied,  that  though 
the  hon.  member  might  be  actuated 
by  a  desire  to  promote  the  public 
interests,  he  took  the  wrong  course 
in  his  speech,  for  his  arguments 
were  founded  in  ignorance,  not  in 
his  knowledge  of  the  subject.  The 
sole  and  simple  reason  fpr  bringing 
forward  the  bill  before  the  India 
accounts  could  be  brought  under 
the  consideration  of  the  house  was, 
that  if  that  course  had  not  been 
taken,  the  bill  could  not  be  passed 
this  session.  The  hon.  member 
was  aware  how  difficult  it  was  to 
prepare  the  India  accounts,  so  as 
that  they  could  be  presented  in  a 
form  to  be  intelligible  to  the 
members  of  that  house.  He  was 
sorry  to  fiiid  aa  boo.  gent  who 


had  filled  the  situation  lately  held 
by  that  hon.  member,  so  ignorant 
of  the  afiairs  of  the  company  as  te 
make  the  assertions  he  had  done. 
It  was  true  that  by  the  accounts  on 
the  table  there  appeared  a  deficit 
at  home  of  above  2,7O0,O0OL 
which  the  hon.  member  bad  stated 
to  be  the  amount  of  the  company's 
loss  on  their  trade,  whereas^  it  had 
arisen  from  the  quantity  of  stores 
and  otiier  articles  which  were 
necessarily  sent  out  in  consequence 
of  the  situation  in  which  the 
company's  settlements  were  placed. 
By  the  plan  adopted  in  1802  for 
the  liquidation  of  the  company's 
debt,  it  had  been  recommended  to 
send  out  from  Europe  considerable 
quantities  of  bullion,  in  order  to 
avoid  the  necessity  of  making  loans 
on  improvident  terms  in  India. 
This  had  been  done  in  1S03,  4, 
and  5  ;  but  the  sums  and  bullion 
so  sent  had  been  applied  to  the 
purposes  of  the  wars  that  then 
existed,  so  that  no  reduction  of 
the  debt  hi^d  tak^n  place.  So  also, 
when  the  system  in  India  had  been 
changed  by  marquis  Comwallis, 
considerable  sums  had  been  sent 
out,  not  for  commercial  purposes, 
but  for  the  general  expenditure  of 
the  presidencies  in  India.  Under 
those  circumstances,  the  company, 
though  by  law  authorized  to  increase 
their  funded  stock  had  applied  to  IVur* 
liament  for  authority  to  issue  bonds, 
and  this  was  a  much  better  course 
for  the  public,  because,  if  the 
stock  of  the  company  should  not 
be  worth  any  thing,  it  would  be 
irretrievable  to  the  holders, 
whereas  the  bonds  might  or  might 
not  be  taken  at  the  option  of  tb^ 
individuals  who  might  speculate  ia 
such  securities.  What  he  had 
said  mih  resjpect  to  the  prospect  of 
peace,  was  Ipunded  on  the  report 
made  by  the  governor-general,  aod 
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he  was  persuaded  that  the  jealoasiefs 
of  the  native  powers  had  t^een 
extinguished  by  the  conciliating 
disposition  manifested  towards 
them  by  our  government.  On  all 
these  grounds,  he  should  vote  that 
the  bill  be  now  read  a  second  time. 

Lord  Folkestone  defended  the 
statement  of  his  hon.  friend,  as  to 
the  sitiiation  of  the  East-India 
company's  affairs,  and  contended 
for  the  propriety  of  deferring  the 
discussion,  till  the  papers  now 
printing  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  members.  He  protested 
against  the  implied  guarantees  that 
would  be  given  to  the  security  of 
the  bonds,  without  sufficient 
investigation  of  the  state  of  the 
company's  affairs.  To  issue  the 
bonds  without  such  a  guarantee, 
would  be  to  delude  the  public.  • 

Lord  Hokukk  insisted  upon  the 
propriety  of  waiting  till  the 
documents  now  printing  should  be 
before  the  house.  The  importance 
and  extent  of  the  measure  to  be 
proposed  to-raorrow,for  the  defence 
of  the  country^  would  involve 
details,  which  would,  in  ail]  pro^ 
bability,  keep  parliament  sitting 
for  so  long  a  time,  as  to  allow  full 
opportunity  to  pass  this  measure 
after  ample  discussion.  The  state 
of  the  East-India  company  was 
such,  that  if  the  house  could  not 
in  this  cession,  go  into  a  particular 
Investigation  of  the  company's^ 
affairs,  it  ought  at  least  to  pledge 
itself  by  a  resolution  to  'do  so  in 
the  next.  He  expatiated  on  the 
declining  state  of  the  compliny's 
investments  and  sales ;  on  the 
increased  dangers  menancing  our 
Indian  possessions  from  the 
increased  power  of  Buonaparte, 
whose  hostile  designs  against  our 
Indian  empire  were  well  known. 
He  insisted  also  on  the  instability 
•f  th«  peace  with  the  native  powers 


in  India.  He  was  of  opinion, 
that  those  who  should  advance 
money  on  the  credit  of  tliese  bonds 
would  have  a  claim  upon  the 
public,  if  the  company  should 
prove  unable  to  discharge  them. 
[Certainly  not,  said  Mr.  Grant,] 
That  was,  in  his  opinion,  at  least 
doubtful.  If  the  company  could 
raise  the  money  on  its  own  credit, 
why  did  it  come  to  parlian>ent  ? 
li  the  sanction  of  parliament  was 
neces'^ary,  it  was  in  order  to  give 
the  bonds  a  credit,  which  implied 
a  sanction,  amounting  virtually  to 
a  guarantee. 

Mr.  R.  Dundas  defended  the 
raising  of  money  upon  bonds,  in 
preference  to  the  augmentation  of 
the  company*s  capital,  which  the 
company  was  already  by  law 
entitled  to  make.  With  respect 
to  the  urgency  of  passing  the  bill 
soon,  he  believed  it  was  strictly  a 
private  bill,  and  must  of  course  be 
reported  this  day  se*nnight,  or  fall 
to  the  ground.  This,  howevef, 
the  house  might  dispense  with. 
With  respect  to  the  state  of  the 
company's  affairs,  though  expen- 
sive wars  had  brought  on  heavy 
charges,  the  Indian  empire  was  aa 
little  ruined  by  those  heavy 
charges,  as  this  country  was  by 
the  heavy  wars  it  had  to  sustain  in 
Europe.  Neither  did  the  failure 
of  commercial  speculations  in  ono 
or  two  years  imply  absolute  ruin. 
The  West-India  'merchants  also 
were  under  difficulties :  but  nobody 
thought  of  saying  they  were  in 
danger  of  being  ruined.  H« 
denied  that  the  passing  of  this 
bill  amounted  to  a  guarantee  on 
the  part  of  parliament.  It  might 
as  well  be  argued,  that  parliament 
would  be  guarantee  to  the  increase 
of  the  capital  which  the  company 
had  already  power  to  make  by  act 
of  parliament. 

Dr. 
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Doctor  Lawrence,  as  a  member 
of  parliament,  ignorant  on  this 
subject,  and  entitled  to  informa- 
tion, contended,  that  no  farther 
proceedings  should  be  had  on  this 
measure,  without  full  inspection 
of  such  documents  as  could  be 
had.  There  would  be  abundant 
time  for  this.  It  was  generally 
understood  that  the  session  could 
not  be  terminated  in  less  than  five 
weeks* 

The  ChancelloT  of  the  Exchequer 
thought  it  strange  that,  as  this 
measure  had  been  agreed  to  by  the 
late  board  of  control,  it  should 
now  be  opposed  by  the  secretary  to 
that  board  (Mr.  Creevey.)  -He 
denied  that  parliament,  in  passing 
the  )t>ill,  guaranteed  tlie  bonds. 
The  prei>ent  high  price  of  the  com- 
pany's  stock,  180  per  cent,  was 
a  sufficient  proof  of  the  com- 
pany's credit,  and  the  stability  of 
its  funds,  without  the  aid  of  par- 
liament. The  present  discussion 
was,  at  least,  a  sufficient  notice 
that  parliament  gave  no  sanction. 
Thej)arliament  was  never  supposed 
to  sanction  the  West  India  dock 
company,  or  any  other  private 
speculating  company,  when  an  act 
was  passed,  enabling  such  com- 
pany to  increase  its  capital.  It  was 
allowed  on  aU  hands,  that  the  com- 
pany wanted  relief,  and  this  was 
the  best  mode  of  granting  that 
relief. 

Sir  A,  Wellesley  supported  the 
measure,  and  maintained  the  pro- 
priety of  proceeding  upon  it  with- 
out delay.  I'he  compan/s  invest- 
ments bad  been  fully  attended  to. 
The  difficulties  arose  from  the  htate 
of  the  continental  m^ket,  goods 
to  the  amount  of  7,000,000/.  be- 
ing on  hand.  The  territorial  reve- 
nue in  India,  afforded  a  surplus  of 
liOOO^OOO/.  above  the  expenditure. 


The  late  wars  had  rendered  our 
empire  more  secure  against  any 
attempt  from  the  native  powers. 

Lord  Morpeth  reconmiended  a 
minute  investigation  of  the  com« 
pany's  affairs,  with  a  view  to  a 
complete  settlement.  Temporary- 
arrangements  were  indeterminate 
and  unsatisfactory. 

Mr.  Lamb  thought  parliament 
bound  to  investigate  the  solvency 
of  the  parties  to  whom  it  granted 
power  to  raise  money,  and  of  course 
responsible  in  the  event  of  these 
parties    proving    insolvent.  —  The 
question  being  put,  a  division  took 
place. 

For  reading  the  bill  a  2d  time  now,  35 
Against  it    ------     10 

I'he  bill  was  accordingly  read  a 
second  time,  and  ordered  to  be 
committed  on  Monday. 

Thursday,  July  23. 

Mr.  Hohhousc  brought  up  the 
report  of  the  East  India  Bonds  Bill. 
On  the  question  that  the  amend- 
ments of  the  committee  be  read 
a  second  time, 

Mr.  Peter  Moore  entered  into  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  affairs  of 
the  £ast  India  company,  in  order 
to  shew  that  its  debts  and  embar- 
rassments were  the  consequence  of 
measures  which  had  been  forced 
upon  the  company,  by  the  govern- 
ment and  board  of  control,  for 
the  effects  of  which,  the  company 
ought  not  to  be  responsible.  It 
was  ui  consequence  of  such  mea- 
sures, that  the  wars  which  had 
taken  place  in  India,  had  embar- 
rassed the  company,  that  the  par- 
ticipa  ion,  on  the  part  of  tba 
public,  had  taken  place  but  once, 
and  contended,  therefore,  that  tha 
public  had  a  right  not  only  to  main 
good  to  the  proprietors  their  stock. 
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to  the  amount  of  12  mlUions,  bat 
also  to  discbarge  the  whole  of  the 
floating  ddbts  of  the  company/ 

Mr.  Dundas  replied^  that  that 
was  not  the  time  for  entering  into 
a  detailed  examination  of  the  India 
accounts.  It  was  a  most  extraor- 
dinary doctrine  to  maintain,  that 
the  expense  of  wars,  undertaken 
for  the  defence  of  the  company's 
territories,  should  be  defrayed  by 
the  public.  As  to  what  had  been 
said  respecting  fehe  participation  on 
the  part  of  the'public,he  should  only 
answer,  by  referring  the  hon.  gen- 
tleman to  the  act,  in  which 
there  was  an  express  exception  of 
times  oi  war. 

Lord  Folkestone  declared  it  to  be 
his  intention  to  resist  the  further 
progress  of  this  bill,  at  least  until 
the  India  accounts  should  be  before 
the  house,  and  the  ground  of  his 
opposition  was^  that  by  the  papers 
upon  the  table,  the  affairs  of  the 
company  appeared  to  be  in  a  dila- 
pidated state. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  could  not  agree 
in  the  position  of  his  hon.  friend, 
that  the  public  should  be  respon- 
sible for  the  sums  to  be  borrowed 
under  this  bill,  or  for  any  other 
of  the  East  India  company's  debts ; 
and  unless  it  should  be  understood 
from  an  explicit  protest^  a  resolu- 
tion of  that  house,  that,  by  sanc- 
tioning"  this  measure,  it  did  not 
make  the  public  a  guarantee  for  the 
debts  to  be  incurred  under  it  by  the 
India  company,  he  could  not  con- 
sent to  the  measure. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
was  surprised  that  any  doubts  could 
be  entertained  upon  this  subject, 
after  the  manner  in  which  it  had 
been  discussed  on  a  former  night. 
Und(^btedly,  by  passing  this  bill, 
that  bouse  was  no  more  boifnd  to 
guarantee  the  debts  coQtracted 
pursuant  to  its  provisions^  than  it 


was  bound  to  ^guarantee  the  debts 
of  any  private  company  or  oorpo^ 
ration,  authorized  by  act  of  Pailia- 
roent  to  raise  money  for  the  par-* 
poses  of  its  institution.  The  mo- 
ney, in  this  instance,  was  ^o  bo 
raised  on  the  sole  responsibility  of 
the  company,  to  which  alone,  and 
not  to  the  public,  the  lender  was 
to  look  for  the  repayment  of  tho 
sums  he  advanced. 

Mr.  Creevetf  should  support  the 
opposition  of  his  noble  friend  to 
the  further  progress  of  the  mea- 
sure, unless  he  shouki  be  given  to 
understand  that  the  third  reading 
would  not  be  pressed  before  tho 
end  of  next  week,  by  which  time 
he  understood  the  India  papers 
would  be  before  the  hou^e. 

Mr.  Grant  argued  against  the 
supposition  that  the  public  guaran- 
teed these  bonds,  in  allowing  them 
to  be  issued.  Ho  contended,  that 
the  exclusive  charter  of  the  East 
India  company  was^the  only  means 
of  preserving  India  to  this  country. 
The  contingencies  on  which  a  par* 
ticipation  in  the  company's  profits 
had  been  pr  omised  to  the  public, 
had  been  retarded  and  prevented 
by  a  state  of  war.  They  had  been 
calculated  to  accrue  upon  a  pro- 
spect of  peace. 

Doctor  Lawrence  argued,  that 
the  fear  of  the  eventual  liability 
of  parliament  arose  from  the  want 
of  sufficient  proofs  of  the  validity 
of  the-  company's  security,  which 
parliament  was  bound  to  ascertain, 
before  it  should  give  its  sanction  to 
the  issue  of  the  bonds.  After 
seme  further  explanation,  tho 
amendments  were  agreed  to. 

Mr.  IVhkbread  insisted  that 
time  should  be  allowed  to  make 
enquiry  into  the  sol\jncy  of  tho 
company  before  any  farther  pro- 
ceedings on  the  bill. 

Mr.  Dundas  had  no  objection  to 
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a  delay  of  a  fe^  days,  fgr  the 
production  now  ordered :  but  he 
teared  a  total  ripping  up  of  the 
company's  aHairs  was  intended.— 
The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  be  read 
a  third  time  this  day  se'nnight. 

Thursday,  July  30. 

On  the  motion  for    the   third 
reading  of  the  bill, 

Mr.  Creevey  said,  when  he  for- 
merly expressed  a  wish  that  the 
further  progress  in  this  bill  should 
be  postponed,  he  did  so  because 
the  necessary  accounts  were  not 
then  all  on  the  table.    They  had 
since    been    produced,    and  they 
were  by  no  means  calculated  to 
satisfy  him,  that  the  company  had 
any  prospect  of  being  able  to  pro- 
-  duce  a  revenue  which  should  at  any 
time  greatly  exceed  their  expendi- 
ture,   or    such  as  would    enable 
|hem  to  provide  fpr  the  payment 
of  these  bonds.      It  appeared  to 
him,  that  there  was  even  on  the 
accounts,  1805-6,  a  deficiency  of, 
2,000,000/.    He    had    heard   an 
honorable  member,  a  director  of 
the  company,  (Mr.  Grant)  talk  of 
a   residue   of  nearly  1,000,000/. 
He  saw,  indeed,  on  looking  into 
the  accounts;   a  balance    in  one 
place  of  600,000/.  but  in  this  view 
of  the  case,    the  interests  of  the 
debts  due  by  the  company  were  not 
provided  for.    Calculating  on  this 
and  the  other  expenses,  there  was 
a  deficiency  for  the  year  1805-6, 
of  nearly   two  millions,  and  for 
the  preceding  y^r  of  1,600,000/. 
He  was,    therefore,    more    than 
ever  confirmed  in  the  opinion,  that 
there  was  an  impossibility  in  sup- 
posing that  the  company  could  ever 
have    a  net    surplus  ravenue,    or 
ihould  ever  be  able  to  provide  for 
their  debts  abroad  and'  at  home. 


As,  however,  it  was  admitted  by 
the  bon.  director,  and  by  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer,  that  no 
claim  could  lie  against  the  public 
on  account  of  the  bonds  now  to  be 
issued,  or  any  other  debts  of  the 
company  ;  and  as  it  was  understood 
that  an  enquiry  into  the  state  of 
the  company*s  affairs  was  to  take 
place  early  in  the  next  session,  if 
the  East  India  company  could  bor- 
row money  in  the  way  proposed, 
he  should  not  object  to  it. 

Mr.  R,  Dundas  contended,  that 
by  properly  analysing  the  accounts 
on  the  table,  the  bon.  member 
vvould  have  found  that  the  accounts 
for  1805-6,  instead  of  a  deficiency, 
produced  a  surplus  of  800,000^. 
and  by  a  necessary  attention  to  the 
expenditure,  he  had  no,  doubt  it 
would  produce  such  a  surplus  as 
would  be  sufficient  for  a  speedy 
liquidation  of  their  debts. 

Lord  Folkestone  declared,  from 
all  the  attention  he  had  been  able 
to  pay  to  the  subject,  that  the 
deduction  drawn  by  his  hon.  friend, 
(Mr.  Creevey)  not  that  of  the  boo. 
gentleman  opposite,  was  correct. 
General  Tarleton  said,  he  had 
it  in  charge  from  his  constituents  to 
oppose  the  bill  i  and,  particularly, 
to  oppose  the  renewal  of  the  com- 
pany's exclusive  charter;  which, 
when  it  came  before  the  bouse, 
he  should  feel  it  his  doty  to  do. 

Mr.  Wfdtbread  thought  that  the 
weight  of  testimony  was  at  present 
against  the  company.  If,  how- 
ever, an  honourable  member  of  the 
board  of  control,  (Mr.  Johnttone) 
whom  he  now  saw  in  bis  place, 
would  join  his  testimony  to  that  of 
the  gentleman  at  the  bead  of  the 
board,  as  to  the  state  of  the  com- 
pany's afilkirs,  and  the  probability 
of  a  fiivoarable  isane,  he  should 
be  satisfied  3  at  leait  it  would 
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far  to  make  him  credit  the  state- 
ment of  the  right  hon.  gent.  (Mr. 
R.  Dandas.^)  —The  bill  was  then 
read  a  third  time.  On  the  question 
that  the  bill  do  pabs,  Mr,  W.  said, 
that  observing  the  hon.  gent,  to 
Mrhom  he  alluded^  had  preserved  a 
determined  silence,  he  must  object 
to  the  passing  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Johnstone  felt  himself  ex- 
tremely flattered  by  the  appeal  made 
to  him  by  the  hon.  gent,  opposite. 
Gentlemen »  however,  would  recol- 
lect that  he  had  always  been  im- 
pressed with  a  gloomy  opinion  on 
this  subject.  He  confessed  be  did 
not  at  this '  moment  look  to  the 
future  situation  of  the  company  with 
a  sanguine  eye.  By  prudence  and 
economy,  he  thought  much  might 
be  done  ;  but  the  conipany  ought 
not,  and  could  not,  txpect  a  great 
additional  revenue.-  As  much  was 
already  drawn  from  their  territories 
as  could  be  expected.  It  was  there- 
fore to  economy  principally  they 
were  to  look  for  a  change  in  their 
qiBilrs.  As  to  the  support  to  be  given  ' 
to  the  inclination  of  his  constituents, 
ten  years  hence,  by  the  hon.  general 
(Tarleton),  he  could  only  say,  he 
hoped  the  hon.  general  would,  at 
the  expiration  of  that  period,  con- 
tinue their  representative.  But  at 
the  same  time,  he  had  no  hesitation 
in  declaring  it  to  be  his  fixed  opinion, 
that  the  preservation  of  our  empire 
in  that  quarter  of  the  globe  depend- 
ed on  the  pre^rvation  of  the  com- 
pany; 

The  following  will  be  found  a 
more  correct  report  of  the  speech 
of  Mr.Grant,  on  the  second  r^ing 
of  thisbOl  than  the  one  given  at  p. 
20. 

Mr.  Grant,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Cree- 
vey  said,  he  had  often,  when  Indian 
subjects  were  before  the  house,  ex- 
pressed his  readiness  to  go  into  a  full 
kivestigatioB  of  those  subject8,and  of 


the  company's  aflairs,  provided  only 
that  the  investigation  were  to  be 
conducted  not  by  party  prejudice, 
but  with  fairness  and  impartiality,    t 
No  subjects  more  required  jto  be 
treated  dispassionately  and  without 
aggravation.    To  consider  them  in 
any  other  way,   must  be  produc- 
tive of  mischief,  rather  than  of  be- 
nefit,  yet  he  was  sorry  to  observe  tliat 
the  hon.  gent.  (Mr.Creevey)  had  in- 
dulged himself  in  statements  which 
appeared  chargeable  with  exaggera- 
tion, and  to  be  in  some  points  the 
result  rather  of  ignorance  than  of 
knowledge.    Wi3i  respect  to  the 
desire  shewn  of  passing  this    bill 
through  the  house,  before  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Indian  budget  could 
come  under  consideration,  it  arose 
merely  from  an  expectation  that  the 
session  would  be  a  very  short  one. 
The  Indian  accounts  of  the  two  last 
years  bad  not  been  long  in  the  pos« 
session  of  the  court  of  directors,  and 
tlie  hon.  gent,  himself  ought  to 
know  from  experience  the  di^culty 
of  such  an  arrangement  of  those 
numerous  documents  as  should  put 
them  in  a  fit  state  for  the  considers-' 
tion  of  the  house.     The  fact  was, 
that  with    all    the  diligence  that 
could  be  exerted,  it  was  found  im- 
practicable to  place  them  on  the 
table  in  a  printed  state,  before  the 
fime  at  which  it  was  necessary  to 
proceed  with  the  present  bill.  The 
papers  of  the  first  year  he  hoped 
would  be  laid  before  the  house  to 
day,  those  of  the  second  were  in  a 
state  of  forwardness,    and  woald 
follow  in  a  few  days;  but  if  thia 
bill  were  to  wait  for  the  discussion 
of  them,  the  object  proposed  by  ic 
might  be  defeated.     There  were 
besides,  documents  already  before 
the  house, which  sufficiently  shewed 
the  ground'of  the  present  applica- 
tion of  the  company  to  parliament. 
The  prospective  account  of  these 
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home  receipts  and  payments,  from 
March,  I8O7,  to  March,  1808,  laid 
before    the     house    last    session, 
shewed  adeficit  of  above  2,200,000/. 
it  was  to  provide  for  this  deficit 
that  the  company  applied,  not  for 
^ny  grant  of  money,  as  might  be 
misconceived  from  the  honourable 
gentleman's  mode  of  speaking,  but 
for  leave  to   issue  bonds    to  the 
amount  of  two  millions,  instead  of 
raising  that  sum  by  an  increase  of 
their  capital  stock,  to  which  stock 
they  had  already  a  power  from  par- 
liament to  add  two  millions,  equiva- 
lent to  nearly  four  millions  sterling. 
But  though    they    possessed   this 
power  since  the  year  1797*  they 
had  declined,  and  still  wished  to 
iflecline  using    it,  because  during 
war  stock  must  be  funded  to  a  dis- 
advantage,   and    therefore  money 
procured  in  this  way  would  cost 
them  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than 
they  would  pay  on  their  bonds^  be- 
sides entailing  on  their  affairs  an 
additional  amount  of  capital,   of 
whioh    they    cogld  not   hereafter 
divest    themselves,   whereas  they 
could  pay  off  their  bonds  whenever 
it  suited  their  afi^irs.      And  this 
also  furnished  an  argument  against 
the  hon.  gent/s  reasoning,  because 
bonds   could   only  obtain   a  loan 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  holders, 
who  might  claim  payment  when- 
ever they  thought  tit.     This  was 
therefore  a  case  different  from  any 
^  the  former  applications  of  the 
^mpauy,  alluded  to  by  the  hon. 
gent. — (or  tiie  company  here  asked 
for   no  extension  of  credit,  they 
asked  merely  to  be  allowed  to  raise, 
by  bond  I  part  of  that  sum  which 
■they  already  possessed  a  power  to 
wse  by  stock,    and   which   they 
fX)uld  now  TaihC  by  stock,  if  they 
thought  fit.     The  hon.  gient.  had 
(Qndeavoured  to  shew  that  tins  power 
•lo  raise  more  stock  bad  been  givea 


'  to  the  company  as  a  commntatioo 

for  raising  more  money  by  bonds^ 
which,  according  to  him,  they  were 
,  unable  to  do,  even  when  the  issoe 
of  bonds  was  under  two  millions; 
but  here  he  was  entirely  mistaken^ 
for  the  application  of  the  company 
for  that  power  to  increase  the  stocky 
appeared,  from  the  journals,  to  have 
beeti  made  on  this  general  ground^ 
''  that  the  affairs  of  the  petitioners 
required  a  permanent  advance  of  a 
considerable  sum  of  money  beyond 
what  they  could  raise  under  the 
powers  then  vested  in  them  by  law^ 
and  the  petitioners  conceived  that 
the  money  so  wanted    by  them, 
should  be  raised  by  an  increase  of 
the  capital  stock.*'    The  company, 
moreover,  as  would  be  seen  by 
their  annual  accounts,  were  em- 
powered  and  able  to  raise  three 
millions  by  bonds.   The  hon.  gent, 
had  stated  that  the  estimate  for 
1807-8,  shewed  a  loss  by  their  com- 
merce of  above  two  millions.  This 
♦  was  a  very  gross  error.    There  was 
no  loss  on  their  commerce,  but  a 
gain.   The  account  was  not  a  state- 
ment of  profit  and  loss>  but  a  pro- 
spective   estimate  of  expenditure,^ 
and  of  ways  and  means  for  the' 
ensuing  year.     The  deficit  it  exhi- 
bited determined  nothing  as  to  the 
general  result  of  the    company's 
affairs  -,  only  the  expected  receipts 
and  expected  payments  in  one  year. 
And  the  deficit  arose  not  from  their 
commerce,  but  from  the  remittance 
of  large  supplies  of  goods  and  bul- 
lion in  three  successive  years,  1803, 
4,  and  5,  to  India,  for  the  purposes 
of  investment  and  liquidation  of 
debt,which  remittances  hadbeenap- 
plied  in  a  great  degree  to  defray  the 
exposes  of  the  wars  in  which  the 
company  had  come  to  be  involved 
in  India,  without  their  otders,  and 
contrary    to    their   wishes.      Oa 
account  of  these  wars  tooj  the  re- 
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tarns  of  inyestment   from    India 
were  less  than  usual^  and  from  the 
state  of  the  continent  of  Europe, 
ha^  come  to  a  worse  market  than 
Qsual,  the  company's  warehouses 
being  now  stocked  with    goods, 
for  which  J  if  there  had  been  a  ready 
sale,  time  enough  to  meet  their 
exigencies,  the  present  application 
tor  power  to  raise  money  by  bonds, 
might    not  hav^  been  necessary. 
.With  respect  to  that  part  of  the 
Indian  debt  which  the  hon.  gent, 
called  a  floating  debt,  and  by  which 
it    appeared    he   meant    the  part 
claimable  in  England,  or  the  decen- 
nial and  optional  loans,  though  it 
was  undoubtedly  a .  very  serious 
consideration,  it  could  not  come 
suddenly  and  all  at  once  upon  tlie 
company.    The  first  of  the  decen- 
nial loans  was  two  millions,  and  not 
due  till  1810.    The  optiolSal  loans 
bearing  theTargeinterestof  India  and 
not  being  transferable  to  England, 
at  a  high  rate  of  exchange,  were 
not'  likely  to  be  transferred  thither 
in  a  mass,  and  before  there  was  a 
provision  made  for  their  payment. 
At  the  same  time,  nobody  contend- 
ed that  it  was  not  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  company,  that 
some  plan  should  be  adopted  for 
the  liquidation  of  the  Indian  debt, 
though  it  was  not  then*  the  mo- 
ment to  enter  into  that   subject. 
The  debt  was  enormous,  and  the 
great  difficulty  with    which    the 
company  had  to  struggle. — But  it 
had  not  attained  its  present  alarm- 
ing height  by  measures  for  which 
the  directors  were^responsible.    As 
to  failure  of  expectations,  formedy 
"  held  out  by  a  noble  lord  at  the  head 
of  the  Indian  department,  it  was 
fair  to  the  company  to  say  that  those 
expectations  were  stated  to  be  on  the 
supposition  of  a  permament  peace, 
and  were    defeated  by   the   long 
European  war  which  followed  the 
French  revolution^  and  by  succes- 


sive wars  in  India,  all  which  had 
entailed  prodigious  expenses  on  the 
company  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
The  return  of  peace  in  India  ho w<- 
ever,  certainly  afforded  hope  that 
the  present  embarrassments  of  th^ 
company  would  be  but  temporary ; 
for  considerable  retrenchments  in 
the  expenditure  were  now  goieg  on 
in  India  under  the  administration 
of  sir  George  Barlow  (whose  con- 
duct in  adopting  the  pacific  system 
of  lord  Comwallis,  after  having 
before  acquiesced  in  the  foreign 
policy  oflord  Wellealey,  Mr.  Grant 
defended  against  the  observations  of 
Mr.  Creevey)  and  the  advises  from 
thence  held  out  the  expectation  of 
a  surplus  of  revenue  after  defraying 
all  charges  and  the  interest  of  the 
debt.  That  the  peace  of  India  would 
be  permanent,  Mr.  Grant  said  ho 
bad  not  taken  upon  him  to  assert. 
He  had  spoken  of  what  might  be 
hoped  for  if  peace  continued ;  and  as 
to  its  continuance,  though  undoubt- 
edly the  native  powers  niust  have 
greatly  alienated  from  us  by  the 
course  of  policy  and  war  which  the 
British  government  had  recently 
pursued  there,  and  th^  might  then 
be  far  more  ready,  under  new  and 
encouraging  circumstances,  to  act 
agamst  us,  yet  at  present  they  shewed 
no  disposition  to  break  with  us,  and 
were,  indeed,  reduced  in  means.  We 
also  had  professedly  resumed  apacific 
system,  and  our  manifesting  a  deter- 
mination to  persevere  in  it  might 
have  a  tendency  to  conciliate  them. 
Dr.  Lawrence  having  in  his  speech 
insinuated  that  Mr.  Grant  had 
inconsistently  (departed  from  the 
language  held  in  the  third  report  of 
the  directors,  and  the  opinions  he 
had  given  in  that  house  ire- 
specting  the  measures  of  Lord  Wel- 
lesley,  Mr.  Grant  ^'eplied  that  he 
was  no  party  to  the  third  report, 
not  having  concurred  in   it,  nor 
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haring  been  a  member  of  the  court 
when  it  was  brought  forward  {  and 
as  to  late  measures  in  India,  whe|i 
they  came  to  be  discussed,  it  would 
be  found  he  had  not  uttered  his  sen- 
timents regarding  them. 

Friday,  August  7. 

EAST  INDIA  BUDGET. 
Mr.  R,  Dundas  rose,  pursuant  to 
iMlice,  to  move  a  resolution  pledg- 
ing the  house  to  take  into  considera- 
tion, early  in  the  next  session,  the 
Accounts  relative  to  the  Revenue 
Charges  and  Commercial  Concerns 
of  the  East  India  Company,  present- 
ed on  the  10th  and  18th  June  last, 
commonly  called,  the  Accounts  of 
the  East  India  Budget.  It  would 
be  impossible  in  the  present  session 
to  give  to  this  subject  the  ample 
consideration  to  which  it  was  enti- 
tled, and  therefore  he  thought  it 
better  to  postpone  the  statement  and 
discussion  till  the  next  session. 
After  some  observations  from  Mr. 
Creevey,  who  reserved  to  himself 
the  right  of  going  into  farther  par- 
ticulars than  the  mere  East  India  Ac- 
counts commonly  called  India  Bud- 
get, the  resolutions  were  agreed  to. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Dundas,  seve- 
ral additional  papers,  illustrative  of 


the  conduct  of  the  government  of 
India  towards  the  Polygars,  were 
ordered,  with  the  design  of  giving 
the  fullest  and  fairest  view  of  the 
Polygar  question.    . 

Mr.  Creevey  stated,  that  when 
the  Polygar  question  should  come 
to  be  discussed,  he  meant  to  con- 
tend that  the  conduct  of  the  British 
government  to  the  Polygars  had 
been  the  cause  of  the  mutiny  at  Vel- 
lore  ;  one  of  the  regiments  concern- 
ed, the  second  battalion  of  the  23d 
native  infantry,  having  been  recruit- 
ed in  the  Polygar  country.  On  th^ 
promise  of  the  right  hon.  gent,  op- 
posite to  bring  forward  such  ac- 
counts as  had  been,  or  should  be 
received  on  that  subject,  and  from 
a  wish  to  await  the  arrival  oi  those 
most  materially  interested  in  the  tran- 
saction, he  should  not  now  offer  the 
motion  of  which  be  had  given 
notice  for  this  day.  He  however 
gave  notice,  that  early  in  the  ensu- 
ing session  he  should  move  that 
there  be  laid  before  the  bouse  copies 
of  all  letters  written  by  Marquis 
Comwallis  on  the  subject  of  thm 
subsidiary  treaties  concluded  by  mar- 
quis Wellesley,  and  generallyon  the 
administration  of  India,  by  that  no- 
bleman. 
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Proceedings  at  the  India  House. 


A  meeting  of  the  proprietors

The  Chairman  moved  that  the 
minute  of  the  last  meeting  of  the 
court  of  directors^  bj  which  it 
was  ordered  that  the  dividend  on 
the  stock  of  the  company  for  the 
last  half  year  be .  5^  per  cent,  be 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  Rock  said,  it  was  apparent, 
from  the  state  of  the  company's 
revenue,  as  standing  on  the  face 
of  the  account  last  presented  to 
the  court,  that  there  was  a  great 
deficiency  of  the  revenues  of  the 
company  for  that  year,  to  the 
Amount,  if  he  recollected  it^  of 
upwards  of  2,000,0001.  He 
wished,  therefore,  to  know  on 
what  ground  it  was  stated,  that  a 
dividend  to  the  proprietors,  to  the 
extent  of  10|  per  cent,  was  to  be 
made. 

Mr.  C,  Grant  observed,  that 
from  the  low  tone  of  voice  in 
which  the  worthy  proprietor  had 
expressed  himself,  he  (Mr.  Grant) 
was  not  surprised  that  the  hon. 
chairman,  who  sat  next  him,  had 
not  been  able  to  make  out  the 
nature  of  the  worthy  piDprietor's 
objection.  He  (Mr.  Grant,)  how- 
ever, was  prepared  foF  it.  It 
amounted  to  this,  that  a  dividend 
of  profits  had  been  declared,  while,- 
at  the  same  time,  on  the  face  of 
the  accounts,  there  appeared  a 
deficiency.  The  hon.  deputy 
chairman,  on  the  other  hand,  to 
meet  the  objection  of  tlie  worthy 
proprietor,    b^ged  it   might  be 


recollected,  that  by  the  act  «f 
parliament,  specifying  the  mode 
of  ascertaining  the  dividends,  such 
were  to  be  settled  by  the  mercantile, 
and  not  by  the  territorial  profits. 
The  deficiency  for  last  year  was 
entirely  territorial,  and  would  fail 
to  be  made  up  fi-om  the  territorial 
revenue  of  a  subsequent  year.  Oa 
the  mercantile  concerns  of  the 
company  a  profit  to  a  greater 
extent  than  tne  dividend  flowed 
had  been  realised ;  the  dividend 
was,  therefore,  strictly  confor* 
mable  to  the  act  of  parliament, 

Mr.  Rock  again  alluded  to  the 
deficiency,  and  contended,  that 
by  the  act,  when  any  deficiency 
occuired,  no  dividend  was  to  bie 
declared  for  that  year. 

Mr.  Grant  once  more  asserted 
that  the  act  had  reference  to  mer- 
cantile, and  not  to  territorial 
profits. 

The  motion  was  theii  carried 
Mr.  Rock  alone  dissenting  from  it. 

On  the  motion  of  the  chairman^ 
for  reading  the  resolution  of  the 
court  of  directors,  declaring  that 
neither  the  proprietors,  the  captain, 
nor  crew  of  the  company's  ship 
the  Ganges,  were  at  all  implicated 
or  culpable  in  the  loss  of  that  ship, 
it  was  ordered  that  a  ballot  of  the 
court  of  proprietors  do  take  place 
on  that  subject,  on  the  30di  of 
December,  1808. 
MISSIONARIES  TO  INDIA. 

Mr.  T.  Twining  rose  and  spoke 
to  the  following  effect.*— I  am  a 
stranger.  Sir,  to  the  rules  of  this 
court,  but  if  the  present  is  the 
proper  moment  for  noticing  a 
subject  not  regularJy  before    the 
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coart^  I  request  joar  attention  for 
a  few  minutes.  Myopinion,  Sir« 
upon  that  important  subject  upon 
which  I  lately  had  the  honour  of 
addressing  you^  has  undergone  no 
change.  I  still  think,  and^  until 
all  recollection  of  India,  and  of 
the  pecoliar  opinions  and  habits  of 
the  natives  of  India,  be  obliterated 
from  my  mind,  I  must.  Sir, 
continue  to  think,  tliat  any  ofience 
to  the  immense  population  of 
India,  by  violent  or  indiscreet 
interference  in  those  opinions, 
which,  however  absurd,  the  na- 
tives do  hold  most  dear,  will  be 
productive  of  consequences,  which 
every  friend  to  humanity,  every 
friend  to  the  East  India  company, 
every  friend  to  the  dearest  interests 
of  Great  Britain  would  sincerely 
fament..  But,  Sir,  though  I  am 
convinced  of  this,  I  am  also  con- 
vinced that  the  public  discussion 
in  a  general  court,  of  a  subject  so 
delicate,  and  so  exposed  to  unfair 
misconstruction,  may  also  be  at- 
tended with  very  serious  conse- 
quences. In  a  debate  heated,  as 
•uch  a  debate  would  now  be,  with 
the  religious  feelings  of  men,  nay, 
I  believe,  I  may  now  say  with  the 
religious  feelings  of  the  country  at 
large,  many  things  must  be  said, 
which  ought  not,  on  any  account, 
to  reach  the  ears  of  the  natives  of 
India.  There  is  also  another 
consideration,  which,  as  a  per^ 
sonal  consideration,  ought  not, 
perhaps,  to  influence  my  conduct 
upon  a  public  measure,  but.  Sir, 
I  cannot  envy  the  sentiments  or 
sensibility  of  the  man  who  could 
not  feel,  in  some  degree,  the 
influence  of  the  impression  I  alldde 
to.  This  question  which,  as 
originally  agitated  by  me,  was, 
in  my  opinion,  and,  I  think,  was 
properly  and  strictly,   a  pditical 


question,  has  now  become  a 
religious  one,  and  I  certainly  do 
not  feel  very  desiroud  of  ap- 
pearing to  this  court,  and  to 
the  country,  as  if  I  really  wereao 
enemy  to  tliat  religion,  which  I 
value  infinitely  nior«  than  my 
existence.  Under  thesecircumstan- 
stances>  I  am  willing — nay.  Sir, 
I  am  most  anxious,  before  a 
general  court  Is  declared,  to  ttj 
whether  snrh  a  step  cannot  yet  be 
avoided.  If  therefore.  Sir,  you 
will,  in  this  public  manner,  and 
under  the  authority  of  the  gentle- 
men behind  the  bar,  assure  me 
that  the  court  of  directors  is  redly 
disposed  to  pay  every  attention  to 
the  religious  opinions  of  the  natives 
of  India,  and  if  you  will,  more- 
over, assure  me,  that  measures 
either  have  been,  or  sball  be  adopt- 
ed, fending  io  restore  and  to 
preserve  to  the  natives,  that  perfect 
and  happy  tranquillity  in  their 
religious  concerns,  which  they 
have  hitherto  enjoyed,  then  you 
will.  Sir,  in  my  opinion,  and,  I 
believe,  in  the  opinion  of  every 
gentleman  concurring  with  me  on 
this  occasion,  remove  the  necessity 
of  farther  proceedings.  In  candour 
to  the  hon.  gentleman  on  your 
right  hand,  (Mr.  C.  Grant)  and  in 
justice  to  myself,  I  think  it  proper 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  noticing 
the  illiberal  and  unjust  imputations, 
that  I  have  been  influenced  by 
personal  hostility  towards  the 
gentleman. — When  I  disclaim 
motives  so  unworthy  and  disho- 
nourable, I  am  sure  I  sball  be 
believed  by  evenr  gentleman  who 
has  the  slightest  knowledge  of  my 
character  and  disposition,  and  I 
trust  by  the  honourable  gentleman 
himself.  There  is,  indeed,  one 
allusion  to  the  hoooarable  deputy, 

which 
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which  I  now  find  incorrect^  but  it 
is  80  very  trifliog»  that  I  mn  sure 
the  honourable  gentleman  has  too 
much  liberality  to  infer  any  senti- 
ment of  personal  hostility  from 
•uch  a  circumstance. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Owen  was  pro- 
ceeding to  enter  into  a  discussion 
of  the  question,  when  he  was 
called  to  order  by 

Mr.  T,  Twining,  who  was  very 
•ony  to  interrupt  the  Rev.  gen- 
tleman, but  If  that  gentleman 
fbonld  really  proceed  to  enter  into 
a  discussion  of  the  general  subject, 
it  must  be  obvious  that  the  object 
of  his  moderate  and  conciliatory 
reference  to  the  chair  would  be 
completely  defeated ;  in  which 
case,  it  would  be  as  well  to  deter- 
mine at  once  to  call  a  general 
court,  for  the  special  consideration 
of  the  question. 

The  Chairman  concurred  in  the 
propriety  of  the  call  to  order.  In 
answer  to  the  question  put  to  the 
directors,*  by  the  worthy  mover, 
he  could  assure  him  that  the  point 
to  which  he  had  alluded  had  not 
escaped  the  attention  of  the  board. 
It  was  their  object  in  every  respect 
to  discharge  their  duty  5  and  he 
trusted  the  worthy  proprietor,  and 
the  court  in  general,  would  not 
take  it  for  granted  that  they  had 
deserted  it  in  this  instance  more 
than  in  any  other. 

Mr.  Alderman  Prinsep  could 
not  Mteem  what  had  fallen  from 
the  honourable  chairman  a  batis- 
&ctory  answer  to  the  question  put 
by  the  worthy  proprietor  (Mr, 
Twining.)  He  was  proceeding  to 
enlarge  on  the  subject,  when 

The  Chairman  said  as  one  mem- 
ber had  been  already  called  to 
order  for  entering  into  an  argument 
on  the  subject,  it  was  impossible 
that  any  other  member  could  be 


heard.  There  was  now.no  question 
before  the  court,  and  they  bad 
nothing  to  do  but  to  adjourn.  He 
immediately,  therefore,  put  the 
question  for  adjournment,  which 
was  carried  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Alderman  Pnnsep  and  Mr. 
Twining  both  attempted  still  to 
be  heard;  but  the  chairman  inform- 
ed them,  it  could  only  be  by  a 
new  notice. — Adjourned.

Ohservatiotts  on  the  printed  Draft  of  a  proposed  letter ^  marked  No* 
12^^  from  the  Court  cf  Directors^  under  date  ^th  jfprilp  1805,  to 
the  Government  of  Bengal^  which  was.  rejected  by  the  Board  of 
Control. 

t^REVtOU^LT  to  the  discutston  of  the  varioiu  points  contained  in  the  paper 
marked  No.  188,  it  i«  expedient  to  ttate,  that  without  a  moit  minute  examination 
of  the  record*  of  the  whole  6f  Lord  Welletley**  government,  and  without  personal 
reference  to  the  gentlemen  who  qfficiated  as  secretaries  during  Lor<i  Wellesley's 
administration,  it  is  extremelj  difficult  to  prepare  a  reply  to  charges,  the  greater 
part  of  which  relate  to  matters  of  o(&ciaJ  detail,  already  decided  in  the  usual 
coarse  of  official  correspondence.  The  paper  No.  128  was  written  nearly  four 
months  after  tiie  appointment  of  Lord  Cornwallis  to  succeed  Lord  Wellesley  m  the 
govemment-gienerai  of  tndfa.  From  the  voluminous  nature  of  ita  contents  imd 
from  the  variety  of  topics  which  are  discussed  in  it,  embracing  almost  every  brancl^ 
of  an  administration  of  upwards  of  seven  years  in  duration,  it  is  evident,  that  i 
considerable  period  of  time  would  elapse  before  the  paper  could  pass  through  th« 
official  forms  prescribed  by  the  legislature,  even  supposing  that  the  board  of  Con« 
trot  had  considered  \i  to  be  proper  to  sanction  the  transmission  of  the  paper  to 
India.  At  the  same  time,  as  far  as  the  court  of  directors  conid  form  any  judgment 
of  Lord  Weflesley*s  intentions  with  respect  to  his  return  to  England,  they  had 
every  reasoh  to  etpect,  from  the  tenor  of  Lord  Wellesley's  dispatch  of  the  1 4th 
March,  1804,  that  he  would  have  embarked  for  Europe  either  in  the  months  of 
December,.  1804,  or  January;  1805.  In  fact,  the  St.  Fiorenso  frigate  had  been  pre^ 
pared  for  Lord  We!lesley*s  accommodation,  and  was  for  some  time  in  the  Hooghly 
river  for  the  puroose  of  conveying  him  to  England.  The  court  of  directors  there- 
fore must  have  known,  that  the  paper  No.  1S8  could  ^ot  possibly  reach  India 
Airing  Lord  Wellesley  Vresidence  in  that  countiy ;  and  as  the  paper  refc^rsin  most 
points  to  Lord  Wellesley's  personal  conduct,  this  proceeding  appears  to  be  incon« 
sistent  with  the  liberality  and  justice  due  from  the  honorable  court  to  a  person, 
who  (liowever  condemned  in  the  present  temper  of  the  court)  has  received  so 
manv  testimonies  of  the  gratitude  and  approbaUon  of  the  company,  for  his  sue* 
cdssnil  exertions  in  their  service. 

Had  the  paper  No.  128  been  permitted  to  reach  India  during  the  existence  of 
Lord  Wellc«f(^*s  government,  no  difficulty  would  have  pc6urred  in  transmitting  a 
regular  reply  to  the  numerous  charges  which  the  court  of  directors  has  been 

Jileascd  to  accumulate  in  their  proposed  draft.  It  is  evident  that  at  this  distance 
rom  India,  without  the  means  of  obtainiup  the  information  which  is  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  a  minute  examination  of  the  ground*  of  complaint  stated  by  the 
honourable  court,  any  reply  to  the  paper  No.  128  must  be  defective^  Under  all 
these  disadvantages,  however,  it  is  hoped,  that  sufficient  evidence  may  be  adduced 
to  pro,ve,  that'thd  charij^s  contained  in  this  paper  are  inaccurate  and  unjust,  and 
that  the  conduct  of  Lord  Wellesley  is  utterly  undeserving  of  the  construction 
v^hfch  has'been  eiven  to  it  by  the  court,  in  the  imput4tion  of  motives  which  never 
eatsted  in  his  nund,  and  never  influenced  one  act  of  his  administration. 

It  is  proposed  to  adopt  th^  same  plan  which  the  court  has  followed  in  the  draf^ 
Kb.  128,  and  to  reply*  to  that  document,  as  fur  as  may  be  practicable,  paragraph 
by  paragraph,  in  the  sameWdtr  which  has  been  observed  by  the  court.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  COURT'S  DRAFT, 
No.  138. 

Paragraph  I.  This  severe  censure  .of  the  court  it 
stated  to  be  grounded  on  the  facts  enumerated  in  the 
subsequent  paragraphs :  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the 
explanation  which  will  be  given  of  thdke  facts  will 
prove  that  the  court's  censure  is  at  least  unmerited. 

2.  With  regard  to  the  first  point,  viz.  the  separata 
correspondence,  it  may  be  observed,  that  although  for 
reasons  which  will  hereafter  appear,  various  letters 
have  been  written  and  signed  by  the  governor- general 
only;  sA\  these  letters  have  uniformly  been  written  not 
only  with  the  knowledge,  but  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  members  of  council.  The  whole  of  this  qnestifu^ 
has  been  fully  discussed  in  the  letter  from  thegover- 
nor-generalin  council,  under  date  the  20th  May,  1805, 
an  extract  of  which  is  given  hereafter.  The  corres- 
pondence with  the  government  at  home  also  furnishes 
evidence,  that  letters  bearing  the  signature  of  the 
governor-general  only,  have  nevertheless  been  written 
wit^  the  knowledge  and  concurrence  of  the  members 
of  council.  In  the  letter  from  the  governor-general  in 
council,  dated  23d  April,  1800,  to  the  secret  committee, 
paragraph  2d,  it  is  stated:  **  This  dispatch,  although 
oearing  only  the  signature  of  the  governor-general, 
and  for  the  reasons  assigned  in  it,  addressed  indivi- 
dually to  Lord  Clive,  was  written  with  our  knowledge 
and  entire  concurrence.*' 

3.  In  the  governor-generars  niinute  in  the  secret  de- 
partment, dated  Fort  William,  1 2th  Jnne,  1800,  on 
recording  the  Oude  correspondence,  it  is  observed, 
«  These  documents  have  been  already  from  time  to 
time  communicated  to  the  members  in  coundl.**. Other 
inMances  will  be  found  by  referring  to  the  proceedings 
of  government,  which  afford  abundant  evidence  that 
no  measure  was  adopted  during  Lord  WellesWyV  go- 
vernment without  the  entire  concurrence  of  the  mem- 
bers of  council.  In  fact,  so  cordial  was  the  intercourse 
between  all  the  members  of  the  government;,  that 
during  the  whole  period  of  Lord  We  Lesley's  adminis- 
tration, no  member  of  council  has  ever  recorded  a  dis- 
sent to  any  proceeding,  which  took  place  during  that 
long  and  eventful  period. 

4.  But  the  couit  of  directors  observe^  that  some 
part  of  the  separate  correspondence  has  never  been 
recorded.  The  reason  is,' that  much  of  the  separate 
correspondence  contained  discussions  upon  measures  in 
contemplation,  and  a  mere  communication  of  opinions 
between  the  parties  concerned  in  the  correspondence. 
It  often  happened  that  these  measures  were  not  carried 
into  execution ;  on  some  occasions  they  were  adopted  in 
a  different  form,  and  upon  there  occasions,  the  sepa- 
rate correspondence  was  not  recorded.  It  was  necessary 
to  record  it  only  when  a  measure  was  to  be  carried  into 
execution  according  to  the  orders  of  the  supreme  ^n- 
thoiity,  and  then  it  terved  to  strengthen  the  handa 
of  the  governor  to  whom  it  was  addressed  ia  hit  own 
council.

**  The  governor-general  in  council  is  not  aware  that 
your  honourable  court,  at  any  period  of  time,  has  ex- 
pressed your  disapprobation  of  this  mode  of  conduct- 
the  third  person  singular,    ing  these  branches  of  the  public  correspondence.    All 
instead  of  the  first  person    other  branches  of  the  public  correspondence  have  been^ 
~  conducted,  during  the  administration  of  the  Marquis 

Welltfsley,  in  the  ordinary  manner,  by  letters  signed  by 
the  governor  .general  and  the  members  of  the  supreme 
council,  or  by  letters  signed  by  the  secretary  to  the 
government,  by  order  of  the  governor-general  in 
council. 

'*  The  practice  described  in  the  second  paragraph 
having  so  long  prevailed  in  the  political  branch  of  the 
public  correspondence,  and  having,  apparently, 
received  the  sanction  of  your  honourable  court,  the 
governor-general  would  nave  considered  himself  to 
be  acting  in  perfect  conformity  to  the  wishes  of  your 
honourable  court,  if  he  adhered  to  this  practice  to 
the  degree  in  which  it  was  observed,  during  the  admi- 
nistration of  his  two  immediate  predecessors. 

**  But,  by  a  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
secret  department,  your  honourable  court  will  observe, ' 
that,  during  the  administration  of  the  Marquis 
Wellesley,  his  lordship  has  not  pursued  this  mode  of 
correspondence  with  the  uniformity  observed  under 
the  two  preceding  administrations.  On  the  contrary, 
the  conduct  of  this  branch  of  the  correspondence  of

neany  to  the  fyttem  Trhicn  ntfw  appears  to  be  deemed 
more  regular  by  your  honourable  court. 

«  The  inetructiods  to  the  political  and  miliufT 
officers  have  seldom  been  feigned  by  the  Marqufi 
Welles! ey  separatelr,  (es|>eciany  since  the  year  1799) 
excepting  in  cases  m  which  tht  great  iAiportance  (^ 
the  subj^»  or  the  high  official  rank  of  the  officer  to 
whom  the  inltrncti ons  were  addressed,  demanded  that 
tlie  instructions  should  he  signed  by  the  governor* 
g^nerd.  Both  these  considerations  necessarily  operated 
with  regard  to  all  instructions  addressed  to  the  oom- 
tnander  in  chief.  It  is  not  consistent  with  the  esta- 
blished usage  of  the  government,  nor  with  the  forma 
of  respect  due  to  the  commander  in  chief,  as  being  a 
member  of  the  government,  that  instructiotis  to  the 
commahder  in  cmef  should  be  addressed  to  him  nndtr 
the  si^atnre  of  the  secretary  to  the  government.  AH 
inctructions  addressed  personally  to  the  commander  in 
chief  were  accordingly  signed  by  the  govemor^eneraL 
The 'same  purposes,  (as  far  as  regarded  the  observance 
of  forms,  and  of  due  respect  to  the  commander  in 
^hief)  would,  unddubt^y,  have  been  answered,  if 
afl  thes«  instructions  had  been  signed  by  the  gvivernoiw 
general,  and  the  members  of  the  supreme  council; 
and  this  mode  of  bsuing  instructions  to  the  com- 
mander  in  chief  has  been  frequently  obtervcd.  But 
this  mode  of  issuing  instructions,  if  generally  adopted, 
would  often  have  occasioned  connderabk  delay  in  a 
crisis  of  the  public  affiurs,  when  any  protraction  of 
tb^  dispatch  of  instnictions  might  have  been  fatal  t* 
the  most  important  interests  of  the  state.  1^  issuing 
the  instructions  to  the  commander  in  chie^  under 
the  signature  of  the  governor-general,  esthblllhed 
forms  were  observed,  the  evils  of  delay  were  obviated, 
and  the  respect  due  to  the  official  situation  of  the  cooh 
fnander  in  chief  was  maintained. 

'  **  Ind^adently  of  the  dday  which  must  also  have 
arisen  in  issuing  ail  the  inAnitftions  conuaunicated  to 
general  Weltesley;  under  the  signature  of  the  |dvienior-' 
general,  and  the  members  of  the  supreme  council,  it 
wottldhave  been  inconsistent  with  the  estabKshedni>|ei 
of  the  government,  and  with  the  lobordinate  official 
relation  in  which  that  oAcer  stood  towards  the  govcra- 
indent,  to  hav6  c'onducted  all  the  correspondence  with 
that  officer  vnder  the  signature  of  the  govenior- 
gcneral  lind  the  members  of  th^  council.  In  special 
cases,  and  for  lipecial  pui-poses,  letters  have  been 
addreiMd  to  officers  of  the  offidal  raok  of  general 
Weliesley.  and  holding  iituatioiis  similar  totheatua- 
tion  in  which  he  was  employed,  under  the  signatnrea 
of  the  governor-genend  toA  the  members  of  the 
coundK  But  the  usual  channel  of  oofretpoodcnce 
with  officers  of  the  rank  of  major-general  welletley, 
and  employed  In  situations  simitar  to  that  of  aiajoiw 
general  Wellesley,  is  the  governor-general  scparamyy 
or  the  secreury  16  the  government.  Your  honoura- 
ble court  will  accordii^y  find,  that  the  correspon- 
dence with  general  WeUoley  was  ofdinarily  conducted 
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by  the  secretary  to  the  gorcrnment,  by  order  of  the 
governor-general  in  council,  excepting  only  in  cases 
where  the  peculiarity,  or  importance  of  the  iubject, 
has  required  that  letters  sliould  be  addressed  to  that 
officer^  under  the  sigtiature  of  the  go^emor-genefal  in 
council,  or  separately  of  the  governor-general. 

**  With  regard  to  the  general  correspondence  with 
the  political  and  military  officers  and  agenu  of  the 
government,  ind  particularly  the  residents  at  the 
foreign  courts,  your  honourable  court  will  observe, 
by  a  reference  to  the  proceedings,  that  the  letters  to 
these  officers,  instead  of  being  signed  separately  by 
the  governor-general,  (as  was  uniformly  the  practice 
during  the  two  preceding  administrations)  have  been 
usually  dispatc|ied  in  the  name,  and  by  the  order,  of 
the  ffovernor-general  in  council,  under  the  signature 
of  tne  secretary  to  the  government,  as  in  the  other 
departments  of  the  government. 

**  It  has  frequently  occurred,  however,  that  orders 
and  instruaions  to  political  and  military  agents  have 
been  issued  under  the  signature  of  the  secretary,  iu 
the  name  of  the  governor-general ;  and  this  practice 
appears  to  the  governor-general  in  council  to  be 
entirely  consistent  with  the  nature  of  the  executive 
duty  assigned  to  the  secretary  for  the  secret  depart- 
ment, in  his  capacity  of.  secretary  in  the  office  of 
the  governor-general,  established  by  the  orders  of 
government,  under  date  the  10th  March,  1601,  and 
submitted  to  your  honourable  court ;  but  orders  and 
instruaions  proceeding  impiediately  from  the  office  of 
the  governor-general,  under  the  signature  oF  the 
secretary,  are  equally  submitted  to  the  approbation 
of  the  members  .of  the  council,  as  those  which  are 
ipecifically  stated  to  isaue  from  the  authority  of  the 
governor-generkl  in  council. 

*  All  these  letters,  whether  sicvtted  by  the  governor- 
general,  and  the  members  of  the  eoundl,  or  by  the 
secretaries  to  the  government,  are  recorded  upon  the 
public  proceedings,  and  have  always  been  deemed, 
agreeably  to  established  usage,  to  be  the  regular  and 
formal  acts  of  the  governor-general  in  council,  for 
which  the  governor-general,  and  the  members  of  the 
council,  are  responsible  according  to  law. 

<'  The  act  of  the  33d  year  of  his  majesty's  reign 
requires,  that  all  orders  and  proceedings  of  the 
governor-general  in  council  shall  be  signed  by  the 
c:hief  secretary  by  the  authority  of  ^he  governor- 
general  in  council.  A  literal  execution  Of  this  part  of 
the  law  would  have  precluded  the  possibility  of  carry- 
ing on  the  ordinary  business  of  the  government  in  the 
eeveral  departments,  in  each  department,  the  ordi- 
nary business  has  been  uniformly  transacted,  and  the 
orders  and  proceedinp  signed  by  the  sub-secretaries, 
(previously  to  the  appointment  of  secretaries  in  each 
department  in  the  vear  1799)  and,  since  that  time,  by 
tach  secretary  in  his  proper  department,  the  chief 
secir^taiy  occasionally  acting  in  any  department,  in 
whifcb  his  jerrioes  )uive  been  found  requisite  to  have 
competted  the  chief  secretary  to  sign  every  order  and 
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proceeding  istued  or  held  in  each  department,  would 
nave  introduced  the  utmost  degree  of  delay  and  embar- 
rasament  into  every  branch  of  the  goverument.  The 
practice  establithed  under  the  acts  of  parliament  now  in 
force,  was  not  introduced  by  the  present  governor- 
^  general,   bat  bj  the  absolute  exigency  of  the  public 

service,  under  his  predecessors  in  office.  In  the  pre&ent 
extended  relations  of  this  government,  an  adherence 
to  the  letter  of  the  act,  requiring  the  signature  of  the 
chief  secretary  to  every  order  and  proceeding  is 
uiterly^  impracticable  ;  but  the  governor-general  in 
couneil  has  always  considered  that  the  intention  of 
the  legislature  has  been  answered,  when  the  orders 
and  proceedings  of  the  government  have  been  signed 
either  by  the  chief  secretary,  or  by  the  secretary  in 
the  department  to  which  the  subject  of  each  order  or 
proceeding  may  properly  have  belonged. 

<*  In  the  present  extended  sea  e  of  our  dominion, 
and  of  our  political  relations  in  India,  the  corres- 
pondence  and  the  duties  of  every  branch  of  the  admi- 
nistration, and  especially  in  the  military,  secret,  and 
political  departments,  have  increased  in  such  a  degree, 
as  to  reader  it  indispensably  necessary^to  establish  a 
plan  for  the  due  discharge  of  the  mnctions  of  the 

foxernment.  by  dividing  the  labonr  of  the  public 
usiness  between  the  ^vernor-general  and  the  other 

#  members  of  the  administration.    The  system  adopted 

for  this  purpose  corresponds  with  that  arrangement 
tstablished  by  your  honourable  court,  under  which 
the  conduct  of  various  branches  of  the  administratioii 
have  been  placed  respectively  under  the  personal  con- 
trol and  superintendance  of  the  memoers  of  the 
supreme  council  Under  this  system  the  ordinary 
duties  and  details  of  the  public,  commercial  revenue, 
and  judicial  departments,  are  transaaed  under  the 
inunediate  guidance  and  control  of  the  members  of 
the  council,  upon  principles  previously  determined  by 
t)ie  collective  authority  of  the  government,  and  these 
proceedings  are  all  conducted  in  constant,  and  almost 
hourly,  personal  communication  with  the  governor- 
general.  Any  questions,  originating  in  those  depart- 
ments, which  are  of  peculiar  importance,  or  which 
are  not  within  the  limits  of  the  ordinary  course  of 

/  business*  are  more  particularly  referred  to  the  ultimate 

decision  of  the  governor-general,  aided  by  the  opie. 
nions  of  the  members  of  council.  The  governor- 
general  exercises  a  more  special  and  immediate  per- 
sonal superintendance  over  the  executive  duties  of  the 
militarv,  secret^  and  political  departments;  but  it  har 
been  tne  invariable  rule  of  the  governor-general  to 
consult,  in  the  most  confidential  manner,  with  the 
members  of  his  council,  not  only  upon  the  general 
*  principles  of  our  policy  and  military  arrangements, 

but  also  on  the  practical  application  of  those  prin- 
ciples  to  every  case  which  mav  have  arisen.  In  the 
practic^  transaction  of  the  busineu  of  this  great 
stare,  it  must  frequently  happen,  that,  although  the 
general  principles  of  any  orders  or  instructions  npoa 
questions  of  importance  may  have  formed  the  subject 
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of  repeated  discutrion  between  the  gOTemor.geiieral 
and  the  members  of  the  council,  and  may  have  been 
determined,  afteV  the  most  deliberate  advice,  and 
with  full  common  consent,  the  urfency  of  the  caso 
may  preclude  the  formal  deliberation  of  the  gOTenunw 
^neral  in  council,  upon  the  specific  terms  of  such 
«  instructions,  or  orders,  without  a  materal  intemiptioQ 

to  the  course  of  public  business,  and  even  a  hasard  of 
injury  to  the  public  service.      Under  such  circum* 
%  atancesy  the  governor>general  hu  issued  the  requisite 

orders  and  instructions  in  his  own  name ;  but  it  haa 
never  been  understood,  either  by  the  governor-gene- 
ral or  his  council,  or  by  any  subordinate  government 
or  officer,  that,  in  any  such  case,  the  governor-general 
,  was  acting  upon  his  single  authority  without  the  advico 

and  consent  of  his  council,  and  atill  less  without  their 
knowledge. 

**  These  observations  will,  it  is  hoped,  satisfy  your 
honourable  court,  that  the  circumstance  of  the  orders 
and  letters,  to  which  your  honourable  court  refers, 
beingsignedby  the  governor-general  separately,  afibrds 
no  ground  for  the  conclusion,  that  they  have  been  issued 
without  the  sanctionof  the  members  of  the  council,  and 
that  such  letters  and  orders  have  alwavs  beenoonsider- 
ed  (unless  where  it  is  otherwise  stated  on  the  proceed- 
ings) as  flowing  from  the  regular  authority  of  the  g*- 
▼emment. 

*<  With  respect  to  the  orders  for  the  commencement 
of  hostilities  against  Jesswunt  Rao  Holkar,  these  ordera 
were  issued  with  the  full  concurrence  of  the  member 
of  the  supreme  council*  after  long  and  repeated  discns- 
.  sions  on  the  subject.  It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  governor-general,  and  the  members  of  the  supreme 
council,  as  well  as  of  his  excellency  the  commander  in 
chief,  that  the  unprovoked  aggression  of  that  lawlesa 
freebooter,  and  the  dangerous  consequences  to  be  ap. 
prehended  to  the  British  interests,  and  to  every  state  in 
India,  from  allowing  him  to  prosecute,  unmolested,  the 
hostile  course  of  policy  which  he  had  avowed,  admitted 
of  no  other  proceeding  but  that  of  reducing  his  power. 
The  grounds  on  which  this  opinion  was  formed,  have 
been  stated  in  the  dispatches  of  this  government  to  the  '^ 
secret  committee  of  your  honourable  court. 

**  A  sense  of  public  duty,  as  well  as  the  respect  which 
the  governor-funeral  entertains  for  the  members  of  Aie 
supreme  council,  woulfi  have  precluded  the  governor- 
general  from  adopting  any  measure  of  importance  with- 
out a  full  discussion  of  the  subject  with  them  ;  and  the 
members  of  the  supreme  council  would  have  considered 
it  to  be  their  duty  to  have  formally  objected  to  any 
sttch  course  of  proceeding. 

«  Your  honourable  court  is  pleased  to  observe^  that 
if  the  governor-general  had  directed  hostilities  to  be 
commenced  on  his  single  authority  without  the  concur- 
rence of  his  council,  such  an  assumption  of  authority 
oould  not  he  justified  by  any  existing  act  of  the  legisla- 
ture. By  the  act  of  theSSd  of  his  Majesty's  leign, 
chap.  52d,  sec.  47,  it  is  provided,  that  whenever  any 
neasure  shall  be  proposed  or  agitated  in  the  supreme 
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oouacil,  whereby  the  »ntere»t«  of  the  united  company* 
or  tfie  «afeiy  an<l  tranqui  lity  ot  the  BritUh  powCTMOO* 
in  lAuia,  or  auy  part  thereof,  may.  in  the  judgment  of 
the  grf\'emor  genera  ,  be  eakentiaily  ccocerned  or  af- 
fected, the  governor  general  khall  faie  at  liberty,  (under 
the  rulet  and  restrictions  descr  bed  in  the  statute)  and 
upon  hi»  own  sole  le&pon^ibiiity,  not  oo.'y  to  aa  with* 
out  the  concorrencfe  of  bis  cuuncil,  but  even  in  direct 
opposition  to  their  sentiments. 

**  The  governor -general,  by  law,  under  all  circnm- 
stances,  appears  to  be  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  goxernment.  He  Is  not  only  authorised,  bnt 
manifestly  bound,  by  his  <iuty,  to  act  on  his  separate 
opinion  distinct  from  that  of  his  council,  in  all  cases  of 
delibei  ate  difference  on  subjects  of  importance  A  de- 
ference to  the  opin  on  of  the  members  of  council,  or 
an  inclination  to  conciliate  their  co-operation  in  the 
general  system  of  the  govei  nmeot.  vrili  not  justify  the 
goverNor>et.>neral  in  any  cieparture  from  his  own  coa- 
identious  judirment  in  ^ny  matter  deeply  afTeoting  the 
public  inteiusts  .  if  t'lc  govcinor-geDeiuLimany  ooca- 
■ion  of  m-iEoitude,  fhouTd  subpiit  his  opinion  to  that  of 
the  council,  he  nlonc  >%  and  ought  to  be  responsible 
-  for  the  consequenccb  of  any  a^t  done  nnder  such  ctr* 
cumstances  The  power  of  acting  separately  u  cer- 
tainly an  active  trust  in  ihe  hands  ot  the  governor- 
general,  and  he  must  be  responsible,  not  only  for 
Its  abusive  exercise,  but  for  suffering  it  to  remain 
dormant  in  any  case,  io  which  the  public  intcreati 
ahaUevidentl)k demand  its  active^  exercise.  The  pro- 
▼ition  of  the  act  appears  indeed  to  admit  of  no  other 
construction. 

«  The  governor-general  in  council  therefore,  with* 
the  utmost  deference  and  rcspea  tor  the  opinion  stated 
by  yonr  honourable  court,  in  your  Icttei  of  the  28th  of 
Nov«*m)>er  up«».  this  bubject,  apprehends,  that  the  ex-* 
presstons  empjuyed  in  that  letter,  have  not  accurately 
conveyed  the  intention  of  the  honourable  court,  whica 
woula  appear  rather  to  have  been  directed  to  remark  a 
supposed  a$»umption  of  authority  on  the  part  of  the 
governor-general,  in .  acting  without  the  knowledge, 
dun  without  the  concurrence  ot  his  council,  and  in 
acting  separately,  without  due  attention  to  the  forma 
which  are  requisite  to  render  such  an  act  of  sole  autho- 
>  rityralid. 

'  "  Happily  for  the  facility  of  the  public  service,  it 

has  never  become  necessary.  duri«ig  the  administn- 
tion  of  the  present  governor-general,  that  the  governor- 
general  should  exercise  the  authority  which  he  appears 
to  pofsets,  under  this  clause  of  the  statute. 

**  l*he  orders  of  the  governor-genera  to  major-gcs. 
Wellesley,  and  eventuafiy  to  lieutenant-general  Stiurt, 
and  the  otdert  to  hi*  excellency  the  commander  in  chie^ 
were  iMuedaftt r  f utl  communication  with  the  members 
of  the  council,  and  with  their  entire  concurrence  and 
approbation, 

**  In  the  prosecution  of  the  extensive  and  complicated 
system  of  waifare  in  which  the  British  government  was 
invoWed  by  the  unprovoked  aggression  of  the  Mahratta 
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coofcfierates.  Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah  and  the  rajah  of 
Be^ar,  the  public  interests  must  have  been  exposed  to 
materia'.,  aod»  perhaps  irretrievable  iDJury,  if  no  au* 
tbority  had  existed  in  the  vicinity  oi  the  scenes  of 
action  tu  Htodostan  and  in  the  De'ccan,  competent  to 
negotiate  and  to  conclude  on  the  spot,  the  necettary 
arran<;ements  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  plan  of 
operations,  and  of  political  settlement,  prescribed  by 
the  orders  of  the  governor-general  in  council.  The 
necessity  of  a  reference  to  Fort  William  on  every 
question  arising  at  the  durbars  of  Dowlut  Rao  Scindian 
and  of  Ragojce  Bhonnsla.  during  the  negotiation!  of 
Colonel  Collins,  which  immediately  p  ecetied  the  com* 
mencement  of  hostilities,  would  have  enabled  those 
chieftains  to  attain  their  pbject  of  protracting  the  de» 
teiminatiottof  the  question  of  peace  or  war,  until  the 
close  of  the  season  ot  the  rains ;  when  they  coulci  have 
employed  their  numerous  bodies  of  cavalry  with  great 
advantage  in  predatory  iocuraions  into  the  territories 
of  the  company  and  its  allies:  this  delav  would  like- 
wise  have  allowed  them  Ic  isure  to  conclude  their  nego- 
tiations with  Jetswunt  Rao  Holkar  and  would  pro- 
bably have  enabled  them  to  obtain  his  accession  to  the 
confederacy. ' 

**  In  all  military  operations,  promptitude  of  decision, 
and  celerity  in  execution  are  essential 'y  and  indispen- 
sably necessary  to  ensure  success ;  and  in  no  part  of 
the  world  are  these  advantages  of  greater  importance 
than  in  India.  Immediately  after  the  commencement 
of  hostilities,  the  communication  from  Fort  William, 
by  land,  with  the  Deccao,  was  interrupted,  and  the 
means  of  communication  by  sea  were  at  that  season 
insecure;  it  was.  therefore,  essentially  necessary  that 
wmt  local  authority  should  exist  in  the  Deccan,  compe- 
tent to  determine  questions  which  wpulJ  not  admit  of 
the  delay  of  a  reference  to  Bengal ;  and  it  will  he  mani. 
fest  to  your  honourable  court,  that  such  ..utho'ity  could 
not  be  exercised  with  promptitude  and  vigour  by  any- 
other  person,  than  the  officer  at  the  head  of  the  army 
in  the  field. 

<*  The  expediency  and  necessity  of  entrusting  his 
excellency  the  commander  in  chief  with  powers  to  be 
exercised  in  Hiodostan,  correspondioff;  in  substance 
with  the  powers  vested  in  lieuten^nt-ji^eneral  Stuart. 
and  major-general  Wellesley  in  the  Deccao,  appear 
to  the  governor-general  in  council  to  be  equally 
obvious. 

^  **  A  great  part  of  the  territory  through  which  the 
dispatches  of  major-general  Wellesley  to  the  comman- 
der in  chief  must  li^ve  passed,  being  at  that  period  of 
time  under  the  authority  of  Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah,  or 
of  his  tributaries  or  dependants,  their  communication 
was  necessarily  insecure,  while  Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah 
possessed  the  means  of  cornesponding  with  facility  and 
dispatch  with  M.  Perron,  who  vras  then  in  charge  of 
all  Scindiah*8  possessions  in  Hindostan.  This  circum- 
stance gave  to  the  enemy  a  most  important  advantage 
over  the  British  government,  and  the  injury  to  which 
ch^BritiikfjuetMU  w«re  comeqaentJy  eipoted,  might

have  been  irreparable,  if  the  commander  in  chief  had 
been  restricted  from  acting  against  the  enemy,  until  be 
could  have  received  the  orders  of  this  government  for 
that  purpose,  after  the  rjeceipt  of  intenigence  at  Fort 
William,  of  the  failure  of  the  negotiations  in  the 
Deccan,  for  the  maintenance  of  peace. 

'*  The  authority  vested  in  the  commander  in  chief, 
Kkewise  enabled  his  excellency  to  obtain,  at  the  jwason 
when  they  were  most  useful,  all  the  advantages  derived 
from  the  operation  of  the  treaties  conclud^  with  the 
Rannah  of  Gohud,  the  Rajahs  of  Jeypoor,  and  Raje- 
poot,  and  Jaut,  chieftains.  The  assistance,  or  at 
least  the  neutrality  of  those  persons,  was  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  the  British  cause,  and  the 
necessity  of  frequent  reference  to  Fort  William,  must 
have  arrested  the  rapid  and  glorious  successes  of  the 
British  arms  under  his  excellency's  command,  and 
might  have  protracted  the  conclusion  of  the  wftr  to  an 
indefinite  period  of  time. 

«  Yoar  honourable  court-  has  not  stated  in  what 
particular  points  the  powers,  vested  in  the  commander 
in  chief  and  general  Wellesley,  (and  eventually  in 
lieutenant-general  Stuart,)  by  the  governor-general'a 
letters,  dated  the  26th  and  27th  of  July,  1803,  are 
deemed  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  law. 

<*  Those  letters  were  intended  to  answer  the  same 
purpose  as  credentials  or  commissions  to  public  agenu 
and  officers,  and  were  framed  in  the  general  terma 
emploved  in  such  documents. 

**  The  letters  above-mentioned,  to  general  Lake, 
and  j^neral  Wellelley,  as  is  usual,  with  respect  to  all 

JiubUc  credentials,  were  accompanied  bv  speci£c 
nst ructions,  defining  the  purposes  to  wnich  those 
general  powers  were  ro  be  applied. 

«  The  real  nature  of  the  powers,  vested  in  |;eneral 
Lake'  and  general  Wellesley,  (and  eventually  in  lieu- 
tenant-general Stuart,)  is,  therefore,  to  be  souffht  ia 
the  detailed  instructions  transmitted  to  those  officers, 
compared  itrith  the  instructions  sent  to  the  subordinate 
governments,  and  to  the  several  civil  and  military^ 
officers  employed  in  the  operations  of  the  wau*,  or  in 
the  negotiations  or  arrangements  connected  with  the 
peace. 

"  The  detailed  instructions  to  his  excellency  the 
commander  in  chief,  and  to  the  honourable  major- 

Ssneral  Wellesley/  state  specifically  the  ca^  in  which 
e  British  government  was  to  ht  considered  to  be  at  war 
with  the  Mahratta  irates./  Adverting  to  the  great 
distance  between  the  seat  of  the  supreme  gevernmeot 
from  the  position  of  the  British  and  Mahratu  armiea, 
and  also  to  the  proximity  of  those  armies,  it  was 
necessarily  left  to  the  generals  of  the  British  armies  to 
determine,  when  any  of  those  cases  should  actually 
have  occurred.  Sdndiah,  and  the  Rajah  of  Berar, 
"  who  commanded  their  armies  in  person,  and  who 
acted  in  virtue  of  their  own  authority,  would  other- 
wise have  been  enabled  to  select  the  time  and  poiot 
of  attack,  and  would  have  possessed  those  military 
itdyantages  which,  by  the  delegation  of  special  powers. 
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were  lecured  in  the  hand*  of  the  British  commuiden, 
and  which,  ultimately,  enabled  those  distinguished 
officers  to  obtain  such  si^roal  success. 

•*  Without  these  general  powers,  the  commandeiii 
of  the  British  armies  would  have  been  merely  chan* 

•  nels  of  correspondence  between  the  Mahratta  chiefii 
and  the  government  of  Fort  William,  and  every 
point  of  negotiation  might  have  been  protracted 
by  the  Mahratta  chieftains  to  an  indefinite  period 
of  time. 

**  The  delegation  of  these  general  powers  to  the 
commander  in  chief,  and  to  major-gen.  Wei lesley,  was 

'  necessary,  both  for  the  purpose  of  counteracting  the 
dangerous  effects  of  invasion  and  ilelay  (the  invariable 
instruments  qi  Mahratta  policy  in  every  negotiation 
and  transaction,)  and  of  eunbling  those  officers  to 
deoide  upon  points  to  which  the  general  tenor  and 
spirit  of  their  instructions  evidently  applied  ;  where- 
as, without  such  powers,  they  must  necessarily  have 
awaited  the  result  of  a  reference  to  Fort  William 
on  every  question,  whether  trivial,  or  important,  not 
specifically  provideii  for  by  the  instructions  under 
which  they  acted,  although  confident  of  the  nature  of 
the  decision,  which  such  a  reference  must  produce. 
Grcjft  delay  must,  on  all  occasions,  have  resulted  from 
a  reference  to  the  supreme  authority,  and  such  refe« 
>  rence  was  frequently  rendered  impracticable,  by  the 
interruption  of  the  communication  between  tha 
Deccan  and  Bengal. 

'<  General  Lake,  and.  major-general  Wellesley, 
could  not  have  been  justified  in  the  application  of 
those  general  powers  to  acts  inconsistent  with  their 
•pecific  instructions.  Those  instructions  were  pre- 
pared in  as  much  detail   as  was  practicable.    The 

'general  terms  of  the  treaties  of  peaee,  withDowlut 
Rao  ^cindiah,  and  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  and  of  the 
treaties  concluded  with  the  chieftains  of  Hindostan, 
were  Ipecified,  and  all  treaties,  and  engagements, 
which  general  Lake,  and  general  Wellesley,  mi^ht 
'  conclude  uuder  their  general  powers,  and  specific 
instructions,  were  declared  to  be  subject  to  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  ^o^ernorrge^eral  in  council 

^  The  remaining  object  of  importance,  for  which 
these  general  powers  were  intended  to  provide,  was  to 
secure  the  prompt,  and  efficient  co-operation  of  all 
civil  and  military  officers,  whose  aid  might  be  neces- 
far^r  for  purposes  conneaed  with  the  vigorous  prose- 
cution of  the  war,  and  with  the  speedy  conclusion  of 
peace. 

'  "*  If  these  powers  had  not  been  delegated  to  the , 
commanders  of  our  armies,  appointed  to  conduct  the 
operations  of  the  war,  every  civil  and  military  officer, 
not  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  commanders  of  the 
British  armies,  by  the  ordinary  rules  of  service,  might 
have  refused  the  required  aid,  without  special  orders 
from  the  government  of  India,  appl?bahle  to  the 
case,  and  by  that  means  have  frustrated  the  opera- 
tions of  the  war,  and  the  negotiatians  and  arrange- 
menu  connected  with  the  peace.  To  provide  for  all  such 

case^ 
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caaei,  by  orders  from  the  supreme  gOTerameot,  was 
manifestly  impouible.  It  became  inUibpeaaably  neces- 
sary, thercfoi-e,  to  vest  the  commanders  of  the  British 
armtei  with  powers,  w}iich  should  enable  them  to 
secure  the  aid  of  all  civil  and  military  authorities, 
within  the  limits  of  their  respective  commands.  But 
even  with  regard  to  this  bfanch  of  the  general  powers, 
delegated  to  the  commander  in  chief,  and  to  major- 
general  Wellesley,  insttuaiotis  were  issued,  prescn'b- 
ing,  in  the  utmost  practicable  degree,  the  speci6c 
mode  of  exercising  and  obeying  this  delegated  au- 
thority. 

**  General  Lake,  and  general  Wellesley,  were 
responsible  to  the  governor-general  in  council,  for  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  thus  vested  in  those  officen, 
according  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  specific  instmc- 
tioDS,  with  which  they  h^id  iMpen  respectively  fumiahed, 
and  those  officers  were  prohibited  from  tne  exerdle 
of  those  powers,  in  all  cases  which  admitted  of  a 
reference  to  the  governor-general  in  council^  without 
injury  to  the  public  service.  The  specific  iostmctsom 
contained  the  rules  for  the  regulation  of  the  conduct 
of  the  commanders  of  the  British  annics.  Their 
l^eneral  powers  were  only  auxiliary  to  those  instruc- 
tions, and  calculated  to  enable  those  officera  to  cany 
them  into  eflTect. 

<*  Under  all  these  restrictioiu  and  precautiona,  if  it 
shall  appear,  that  in  the  course  of  the  rapid  ancoessiQB 
of  event,  during  the  late  war,  and  in  the  conduct  of 
the  Toluminous  correspondence  produced  by  theextent^ 
magnitude,  and  variety  of  the  operations  mod  arrange^ 
menu  connected  with  the  war  and  with  the  peace,  any 
delation  has  occurred,  from  the  principles  above 
described,  the  governor-general  in  council  confidently 
relies  on  the  justice  of  your  honourable  court,  that 
you  will  ascribe  such  a  deviation  to  iu  real  and  un- 
voidable  causes,  rather  than  to  any  intention,  on  the 
part  of  the  governor-general  in  council,  of  violaring 
the  ptovisions  of  the  law,  or  of  disregarding  the 
authority  of  your  honourable  oouit. 

**  The  powers  delegated  to  lieutenant-general  Stuart, 
majoi^general  Wellesley,  and  to  his  excellency  the 
commander  in  chief,  corresponded  in  spirit  and  in 
substance  vrith  the  powers  committed  to  lieutenant- 
^eral  Harris,  at  the  commencement  of  the  late  war 
in  Mysore. 

**  Under  the  instractions  of  the  governor-general  to 
major-general  Wellesley,  dated  the  Sfithof  inne,  1803 
major-ffeneral  Welleslev  (and  eventually  lieutenant- 
general  Stuart,)  was  authorised  to  assume  and  to  exer- 
cise the  general  direction  and  controul  of  all  the 
political  and  military  affairs  of  the  British  govern- 
ment in  the  territories  of  the  Nixam,  of  the 
Peishwah*  and  of  the  Mahratu  sutes  and  chieft. 
Major-general  Wellesley  received  full  powers  to  decide 
any  question  which  might  arise  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  measures  prescribed  by  the  instructions  of  the 
governor-general,  according  to  the  spirit  of  his  excel- 
lency^aviewfuid  intentioni,  concemipg  the  a&tis  of 
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the  Mahracu  stute;  and  be  wat,  at  the  same  time, 
required  to  refer  tothegpvefnof-geaeral  in  council,  alt 
catcs  in  vhich  such  a  pwvious  reference  mi^fht  not 
appear  to  haaajrd  the  puolic  imeretts. 

'<  Under  the  uaie  reservation,  major-general  Wei* 
lesley  was  authoruMd  and  empowered  to  commence 
and  conclude  negotiations  with  any  of  the  Mahratta 
chiefs,  and  Jagheerdars,  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 
ing the  genei^  objecu  of  the  alliance,  then  lately 
concluded  with  hie  highnev  the  Peishwah,  or  of  that 
subsisting  with  his  highness  the  Nizam. 

**  Major-general  Wellesley  was  further  empowered 
to  negotiate,  and  to  conclude  any  engagements  with 
Dowlah  Rao  .^clndia,  with  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  or 
with  Jesswunt  Rao  Holkar,  which  mi^ht  induce  thtse 
chieftains  to  retire  with  their  forces  within  the  limits  of 
their  respective  dominions,  or  to  afford  any  other  satis- 
factory pledge  of  their  respective  paci6c  intentions, 
towards  the  British  government  and  iu  allies ;  and  he 
was  auihorized  to  arbitrat«|On  the  part  of  the  British 
government,  the  terma  of  any  convention  between 
hif  highness  the  Peishwah,  and  those  chieftaina 
respectively^  for  the  settlement  of  mutual  difierences 
or  demands,  or  for  the  adjustment  of  relative  preten- 
tions. 

**  Lastly,  major-general  Wellesley  was  empowered 
to  contract  such  enpgements  with  any  sutxirdinate 
chieftain,  of  the  Manratta  states,  as  might  appear  to 
him  to  be  expedient  for  the  purpose  of  securing  their 
oo  operation  in  the  event  of  hostilities,  between  the 
British  government  and  Sdndiah,  the  Rajah  of  Benr 
Jesswunt  Rao  Holkar,  or  any  other  power;  and  to 
adopt  the  nepeasary  measures  for  conciliating  the 
obedience  of  the  sumrdinate  chiefs  to  the  Peishwah's 
authority  ;  and  he  was  informed,  that  all  such  en- 
gagements as  he  might  conclude  would  be  confirmed, 
under  the  limitations  piesctibed  in  his  iiistructionfl. 

"  The  anthoricy  dekgated  to  the  commander  in 
chief,  by  the  letter  of  the  governor-general,  dated  the 
S7tb  Qi  July,  1803,  vested  the  commander  in  chief 
with  the  same  powers  in  Hindostan,  as  those  possessed 
by  majorgeneral  WeUesley,  and  eventually  by  Ueu- 
t^nant-geoeral  Stuart,  in  the  Deccan. 

H  On  the  comfflen<'ement  of  the  late  war,  in  Mysore, 
Itcuttbu^t-general  Harris  was  authorised  ^with   the 
'  assistance  of  a  commissian»  placed  under  his  immediate 

orders, 'and  appointed  for  the  express  purpose  of 
^  rrlievipg  him  from  the  details  which  might  be  incom- 
patible with  his  other  important  avocations)  to 
negotiate  and  conclude  a  definitive  treaty  of  peace^ 
wm  Tippoo  Soltaun,  on  the  conditions  prescribed 
in  the  orders  of  the  governor-general,  dated  the  22d  of 
F^tbmary,  1799.  With  the  assistance,  and  through 
the  medium  of  thesame  commission,  lieutenant-general 
l^ris  was  authorised  to  receive  and  consider  all 
ov.ertures  from  any  of  the  tributaries,  principal  officers, 
ajid  oihtr  subjects  of  Tippoo  SuUaun,  who  might  be 
inclined,  to  throw  off  ttie  authority  of  that  prince, 
»9A  to.  place  tbeaseives  under  the  protection  of  the 

company 
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compan  J  and  of  her  allies ;  and  in  all  cases,  whicli 
might  not  admit  of  reference  to  the  governor-general, 
the  commission  was  empowered  to  decide,  under  the 
authority  of  lieutenant-general  Harris,  the  de|:ree 
and  nature  of  the  encouragement  proper  to  be  given 
to  such  persons,  on  the  prind^les  stated  in  the  general 
tostroctions  issued  for  their  guidance. 

**  The  commission  was  directed  to  be  carefnl  not 
to  guarantee  any  engagements,  which  the  allies  might 
be  inclined  to  form  with  persons  renouncing  their 
allegiance  to  Tippoo  Sultaun,  except  in  certain  cases 
of  peculiar  exigency,  which  might  arise,  without  the 
possibility  of  a  previous  reference  to  the  governor- 
^  general ;  in  such  cases  they  were  required  to  regulate 

^  their  conduct,  as  nearly  as  possible,  rjn  the  principies 

prescribed  by  the  governor-generai*s  instructions. 

**  It  was  further  directed,  by  a  proclamation  isiued 
by  the  governor- general  in  council,  at  Fort  St  George» 
on  the  2d  of  February,  1799,  that  all  civil  servants, 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  presidencies  of  Fort 
St.  George,  and  of  Bombay,  and  all  military  officers 
serving  under  the  authority  of  cither  presidency 
Tespeaive}y,  should  pay  immediate  and  prompt 
obedience  to  all  such  requisitions  and  orders,  as  they 
might  receive  from  the  commander  in  chief,  lientenant* 
general  Harris. 

**  It  will  be  manifest  to  3rour  honourable  court, 
that  the  aothority  delegated  to  lientenant-geoeral 
Harris,  in  the  year  1799,  corresponded  in  principle 
with  the  powers  entrusted  to  lieutenant-general  Stuart, 
major-general  Wellesley,  and  to  the  commander  in 
chief,  in  the  year  180S,  and  that  the  only  distinction 
which  can  be  perceived  between  them,  arose  from  the 
peculiar  circumstances  of  each  particular  case,  and 
from  the  distance  from  the  controlling  aothority  at 
which  those  powers  were  to  be  exercised.  On  the 
occasion  of  the  war  in  Mysore,  as  well  as  in  that 
of  thelare  Mahratta  war,  the  commander  in  chief 
was  vested  with  powers  to  negotiate,  and  to  conclude, 
engagements  withcertain  descriptions  of  persons,  whose 
co-operation  was  expected  to  prove  advantageous  to 
the  British  cause,  on  the  prmciules  prescribed  by 
their  general  instructions ;  and  in  both  instances  they 
were  required  to  refer  all  questions  to  the  authority  of 
the  governor-general,  where  the  public  interests  were 
not  likely  to  be  exposed  to  injury  from  delay.  Nearly 
similar  observations  won  !d  be  applicable  to  the  conn- 
mision  issued  by  the  governo^general  at  Fort  St. 
George,  for  the  settlement  of  Mysore,  after  the  foil  of 
Seringapatam. 

<*  Under  this  explanation,  it  is  manifest  that  the 
general  authority  vested  in  the  commander  in  chief, 
and  in  major-general  Wellesley,  in  the  year  1803,  was 
not  more  extensive  than  the  public  interests  absolutely 
required;  and  the  governor-general  in  council 
tnisu,  that  your  honourable  court  will  perceive,  that 
the  administration 'of  the  affairs  of  this  extensive 
empire  could  not  be  conducted  with  advantage,  unless, 
in   cases   of   public   emergency,    this  govemment 
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posseasctd  the  right  to  commit  to  officers  of  diatlii- 
gttisbed  character  and  talentt,  serving  at  a  distance 
fi-om  the  seat  of  government,  such  discretionarj^ 
powers  as  maybe  required  in  circumscaoces  of  exigency, 
to  be  exercised  on  their  responsibility,  and  subject  to 
the  ultimate  confirmatioB  of  the  supreme  authority 
in  India.  The  right  tA  delegate  such  discretionary 
powers,  appears  to  the  governor-general  in  councii 
to  be  necessarily  inherent  in  every  well  regulated 
government ;  and  it  does  not  appear  to  his  excellency 
in  council  to  be  probable  that,  it  could  have  been  in 
the  contemplation  of  the  legislature  to  impose  any 
other  check  on  its  exercise  (within  proper  limits,) 
than  the  check  which  arises  from  the  general  respon- 
sibility of  the  government  for  the  propriety  of  all  ita 
measures. 

^  The  powers  of  the  governor- general,  whether 
exercised  in  his  own  presidency,  or  at  the  presidencies 
of  Fort  n.  George,  or  Bombay,  with  the  councils  of 
either  presidency,  are,  in  the  judgment  of  the  govern 
nor-general  in  council,  the  same,  this  case  appearing 
to  be  expressly  provided  for  by  section  d2d  of  the 
statute  of  1793,  chapwr  53d. 

**  At  the  period  of  time,  when  it  was  determined 
by  this  government  to  commence  hostilities  against 
Jesswunt  Rao  Holkar,  major-general  Wel'esley  had 
proceeded  to  Bombay,  on  the  invitation  of  the  honour- 
able the  governor  of  that  presidency,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  coijferring  with  Mr.  Duncan,  and  the 
government  of  Bombay,  on  the  subject  of  the  neces- 
sary arrangements  at  that  presidency,  in  consequence 
of  the  conclusion  of  peace  with  Dowlut  Rao  Scindiaht  ' 
and  the  Rajah  of  Berar.  Major-general  Wellesley  was 
an  the  habit  of  daily  coo6dential  communication  with 
Mr.  Duncan,  and  it  .was  at  that  period  of  time 
intended  that  the  war  in  the  Deccan,  against  Jesswunt 
Rao  Hoikar,  should  have  been  conducted  by  general 
Wellesley,  on  the  tame  grounds  on  which  the  conduct 
of  the  war  against  the  ctinfederates  had  been  entrusted 
to  that  distinguished  officer. 

"  The  channel  of  communication,  on  this  occasion, 
.    was,   therefore,  considered  to  be  the  most  proper 
which  could  have  been  adopted.     No  extensive  pre- 
parations for  the  prosecution  of  the  war  were  required 
at  Bombay ;  and  the  governor-general  consiciered  him- 
^  ^  self  lo  be  at  liberty  to  exercise  his  discretion,  with 

respect  to  the  mode  of  communication  with  the 
government  on  the  subject. 

**  This  mode  of  communication  appeared  to  the 
governor-general  to  be  peculiarly  proper,  because  the 
operations  of  the  war  on  the  west  of  India  were  to 
be  conducted  by  an  officer  acting  under  the  immediate 
authority  of  the  supreme  government,  and  those  ope- 
rations were  not,  in  any  de^p-ee,  subject  to  the  regu- 
lation and  control  of  the  government  of  Bombay. 
The  governor  general  in  council  certainly  entertained 
no  intention  of  violating  any  established  usage,  or  any 
provision  of  the  law»  but  adveited  merely  to  the  dis- 
,  patch 
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patoh  of  the  piiblic  business,  and  to  the  advantage  of 
the  service,  in  a  crisis  of  war." 

7.  The  preceding  extracts,  from  the  letter  of  the 
governor-general  in  council,  90th  Ma^,  1805,  embraces 
every  point  contained  in  the  first  division  of  the  pp^ 
No.  198,  under  the  head*  infraction  of  thelawt  Ax. 
with  the  exception, 

8.  1st.  Of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Wellcsjer, 
dd.  The  mode  of  recording  minutes;  3d.  The 
appointment  of  colonel  Murray ;  and  4thly,  the  dia* 
cttssion  respecting  the  person  and  nmnber  of  the 
verb  used  in  the  letters  from  Bengal,  addressed  to  the 
court  of  directors. 

9.  On  the  first  point,  via.  Mr.  Wellesley's  appoint- 
ment, it  is  sufficient  to  sttte«  that  the  goveraor^cne- 
ral,  lord  Welleslev,  having  had  reason  to  apprehend, 
that  the  nabob  vtcier  had  adopted  a  syitemattc  course 
of  pcoceedin^  for  the  purpose  of  frustrating  the  israe 
of  the  negotiations  which  were  then  depending  with 
the  court  of  Oude:  and  having  received  inttniatiogi» 
that  the  nabob  might  attempt  to  pass  over  the  scbsqb 
vrithout  concluding  any  final  arrangement  with  the 
company,  under  t^  pretext  of  awaiting  lord  Wel- 
lesley's expected  arrii^  at  Lucknow,  determined  to 
dispatch  Mr.  Weilesley  to  Lucknow,  as  the  mott 
advantageous  measure  which  could  be  substituted  for 
the  governor-general's  presence  at  that  city.  It  was 
thought,  that  a  person  so  nearly  allied  to  the  governor* 
general  by  the  ties  of  blood,  as  well  as  of  the  most 
intimate  confidential  connection,  would  necessarily 
inspire  the  nabob  vrith  a  serious  oonvictioii  of  the 
importance  annexed  bjr  lord  Wellesley  to  the  success  of 
the  depending  ncgouation,  and  would  remove  from 
the  nabob's  mind  whatever  doubu  he  might  havf 
been  erroneously  induced  to  entertain  of  the  governor^ 
general's  adherence  to  the  determination  which  had 
io  freouemly  been  aoflounced  to  him  by  letter,  and 
through  lieutenant-colonel  Scott,  the  resident  at 
Lucknow. 

10.  Mr.  WeResIey  accordingly  ^proceeded  to 
Lucknow  in  the  mouth  of  July,  1801,  and,  on  the 
lOth  of  Nevrmber,  1801,  concluded  a  treaty  with  dio 
nabob  vieier,  which  was  ratted  by  the  governor-gene- 
ral, (who  was  absenr  from  Calcutta  on  the  public  seiw 
▼fee)  on  the  14th  of  the  same  month,  on  the  river 
Ganges,  near  Benares,  and  transmitted  on  the  same 
day  to  the  vice-president  in  council  at  Calcutta.  The 
treaty  was  forwarded  to  England  by  the  Morningtoa 
packet,  br  the  vice-president  in  coundi,  and  finally 
ftpprovea  by  the  secret  committee  on  the  19th  Novem- 
ber, 1 809.  It  is  unnecessary,  in  this  place,  to  atate, 
that  the  conclusion  of  that  important  arrangement  ia 
principally  to  be  ascribed  to  the  eminent  dtscretioa* 
firmness,  and  temper,  which  Mr.  Wellesley  conducted 
himself  in  everv  stage  of  the  negotiation ;  and  thst  to 
the  exertion  of  the  joint  talents  and  peraeveranco  of 
Mr.  Wellesley  and  colonel  Scott,  the  company  and 
dio  British  nation  are  ihdebted  for  one  of  the 'moat 
valuable  additions  which  has  been  made  for  many 

yean 
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years  past,  to  the  seeuritj  and  honour  of  the  Brititli 
empire  in  India. 

11.  The  peculiar  character  of  the  people  of  th« 
districts  ceded  to  the  coippany  under  the  treaty  of 
Luckaow,  and  the  obstacles  'wntch  the  nabob  and  hit 
dependants  might  be  expected  to  oppose  to  the  noal 
settlement  of  the  country  under  the  British  ^verOf^ 
ment,  required  the  constant  presence  of  an  active  and 
vigorous  authority,  until  the  foundation  of  the  new 
arrangement  should  be  firmly  established.  The  abi* 
lity  and  firmness  which  Mr.  Wellesley  had  manifested 
in  the  principal  conduct  of  the  negotiation  with  th^ 
nabob,  had  been  the  most  efiicient  cause  of  its  speedy, 
prosperous,  and  tranquil  issue.  These  qualities, 
combined  with  the  authority  which  he  naturally  derived 
from  his  near  connection  with  the  governor-general, 
induced  lord  Wellesley  to  consider  Mr.  Wellesley  to 
be  the  most  useful  instrument  which  could  be  employed 
on  the  occasion.  Lord  Wellesley,  therefore,  appointed 
Mr.  Wellesley,  at  the  head  of  a  commission  of  civil 
servants  of  the  company,  to  preside  over  the  provi. 
sional  government  of  the  ceded  districts  at  the  com* 
mencement  of  the  settlement.  The  duty  being 
merely  of  a  temporary  and  eitraordinary  nature^  no 
objection  existed  to  his  appointment,  on  the  nounda 
of  the  act  of  Parliament  .for  filling  the  civil  offices 
under  the  governmeut  of  India;  and  the  court-  of 
directors  having  already  approved  of  Mr.  Wellesley*8 
appointment  to  be  a  commissioner  for  the  settlement  of 
Mysore,  in  1799,  and  actually  presented  him  with  a 
reward  for  his  services  on  that  occasion,  there  was  no 
reason  to  suppose,  that  the  employment  of  Mr.  Wel- 
lesley, in  the  settlement  of  countries,  not  yet  reduced 
to  a  state  of  order,  or  of  regular  administration,  and 
in  the  executvpn  of  similar  duties  to  those  which  had 
already  received  the  approbation  of  the  court  of 
directors,  could  be  deemed  inconsistent  either  with 
the  rules  of  the  company's  service,  the  practice  of  the 
government  of  India,**  or  the  interests  of  the  civil 
servants  of  the  company. , 

12.  In  fixing  the  amount  of  Mr.  Wellesley's  salary, 
lord  Wellesley  was  guided  by  the  consideration  of 
precluding  the  possibility  of  that  gentleman's  incurring 
any  pecuniary  loss  by  the  discharge  of  his  important 
functions;  on  the  other  hand,    his    lordship  deter- 

^  mined,    in   conformity    to    Mr.  Wellesley's   express 

desire,  that  he  should  not  derive  any  emolument  from 
the  office  of  lieutenant-governor  of  the  ceded  pro- 
vinces, beyond  the  amount  of  that  which  he  actually 
possessed  in  the  office  of  private  secretary,  under  tho 
^  express  orders  of  the  court  of  directors.  *  The 
governor-general  therefore  directed  Mr.  Wellesley 
(in  conformity  to  the  practice  which  is  adopted  by  all 
political  agents  in  India)  to  ^bargethe  company  with 
his  actual  expenses,  aud  continued  to  him  the  amount 
of   his  salary  as  private  secretary,   being  6000/.  per 

annum,

.13.  Of  the  result  of  Mr.  WeUiesley't  appoiotmeot 
it  is  unnecessary  to  enter  iato  any  expUnstion.  It  will 
be  sufficient  to  refer  to  Mr.  Wellcsley't  report*  of 
the  10th  Frbruar]^,  1803,  and  to  general  Smith't 
account  (published  in  the  Calcutta  Gazettes)  gf  tbc 
state  in  ^nich  he  found  Rohilcund,  after  two  years  ^ 
war,  one  of  scarcity,  and  after  an  hostile  army  had 
passed  through  that  country.  On  this  subject  the 
secret  committee,  in  their  letterf  of  the  19ih  Novem* 
ber,  I804,  express  the  happiness  which  they  feel  ia 
**  approving  the  conduct,  and  acknowledging  the 
services,  of  Mr.  Wellesley  ;'*and  the  court  of  directory 
in  the  revenue  letter  of  the  14th  September,  1803, 
ttate»  **that  they  received  great  pleasure  from  Mr. 
Veflesley's  letter  of  the  S.Sd  March,  1802,  chat  the 
utmoat  tranquillity  prevailed  throughout  the  ceded 
provinces;  ;nd  chat  the  change  in  the  govenmient 
appears  to  have  given  general  satisfaction.  The  odd- 
dition  of  the  ceded  provinces  on  lord  WeHesley'e 
departure  irom  India,  is  the  most  satisfactory  tciti* 
mony  which  can  be  afforded,  of  Mr.  Wellesley-'t  val»» 
able  and  successful  services  in  Oude. 

14.  The  mode  of  recording  minutes  it  juttiiicd  by 
the  act  of  parjiame nt,  which  authorises  the  governor- 
geiieral  to  absent  himself  from  council.  ' 

15.  The  act  states,  that  if  the  govemor-generalf 
shall  happen  *'  to  be  absent  from  any  eonncil,  owing 
to  indisposition,  or  to  any  other  cause  whatsoever, 
and  shall  signify  such  his  intended  absence  to  such 
council  so  to  be  assembled,  then,  and  in  every  sock 
case,  the  senior  member  for  the  time  being,  who  shall 
be  present  at  the  council  so  assembled,  shall  preside 
at  such  council,  in  soeh  manner,  and  with  such  full 
powers  and  authorities,  as  such  governor-general 
might.  Or  would,  have  had,  in  case  sucIl.  governor* 
general  were  himself  aaually  present  at  such  coundL 
Provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  act  of  any  council  so 
held  shall  be  valid  to  anv  effect  whatsoever,  unless  the 
same  sMl  be  signed  by  such  govemor-geaeral,  if* 
such  governor-general  shall,  at  the  time,  be  resident 
at  the  presidencv  at  whi(  k  sucb  council  shall  be  so- 
assembled»  and  snail  not  be  prevented,  by  such  indis* 
position,  from  signing  the  same.'* 

16.  It  will  be  sufficient,  therefore,  to  sute,  that 
the  governor-general  being,  by  law,  anthorised  l» 
absent  himself  from  the  counal  whenever  be  niaj^ 
think  proper,  ^d  the  proceedings  not  being  valid 
without  his  signature,  he  certainly  may  recofd  on  th* 
proceedings,  minutes  at  such  times,  and  in  svdi  man* 
ncr,  as  may  apptar  to  him  to  be  expedient.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  COURr$  DRAFl*, 
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17.  With  regard  to  colonel  Murray's  appointment.' 
it  may  be  observed,  that  when  a  country  is  the  seat 
of  war,  or  is  to  be  defended,  as  was  the  case  with 
Guzerat,  the  supreme  military  command  must  be 
vested  in  the  mihtary  officer  who  has  the  direction  of 
the  operations.  A  change  in  die  military  system  of 
Guzerat,  with  a  view  to  the  war,  was  inaispensable  | 
the  command  of  the  troops,  south  of  the  Nerbudda^ 
being,  at  that  time,  exercised  by  a  commission,  con- 
sisting of  three  civil  servants;  and  the  command  north 
of  Nerbudda  by  the  resident  at  Brodera,  who,  although 
a  military  officer,  was  in  the  execution  of  the  duties 
of  a  civil  office.  In  fact,  the  appointment  of  colonel 
Murray  waa  made  by  general  Wellestey,  with  tha 
consent  of  Mr.  Duncan,  in  consequence  of  the  author 
rity  entrusted  to  General  Wellestey,  under  the  orders 
of  the  supreme  government ;  and  colonel  Murra|t 
acted  under  general  Wellesley  and  the  supreme  govern- 
ment, in  the  general  operations  of  the  war,  subject 
however,  in  all  matters  of  detail,  to  the  governor 
of  Bombay.  It  is  impossible  to  conceive  anir  other 
node  by  which  the  sup  eme  government  tould  bar*  > 
conducted  the  operations  of  an  extensive  war,  car- 
ried 01),  at  the  same  moment,  in  various  quarters  o£ 
India.  If  the  army  of  each  subordinate  presidency 
had  been  leflr  to  the  separate  and  exclusive  autho- 
rity of  each  government,  no  combined  plan  could 
have  been  pursued ;  the  great  distance  would  havo 
rendered  all  concert  impracticable,  and  a  conflict 
would  have  arisen  between  the  powers  of  the  respect 
ttve  governments,  which  must  have  proved  favourabl* 
to  the  cause  of  the  enem^.  It  was  necessary,  thert* 
fore,  to  bring  the  authority  of  the  supreme  govern* 
ment  to  bear  directly  upon  every  point  in  which  nuU^ 
tary  operations  were  to  be  conducted. 

IS.  The  last  point  under  the  head  of  ^  infirae- 
tions  of  the  law,"  is  the  form  of  addressing  tho 
court  of  directors.  This  chaiige  really  appears  of  a 
trivial  and  unimportant  nature,  especially  as  th« 
form  now  complained  of  is  the  same  which  nas  gene^ 
rally  been  observed  by  lord  Wellesley,  and  nevei^ 
before  noticed  by  the  court.  An  assertion  is  made, 
that  the  government  of  India  abroad  is  vested  at 
each  presidency  in  a  governor  and  council.  The  act 
of  parliament  certainly  appears  to  vest  the  government 
in  a  governor  in  council.  The  proposed  object  and 
spirit  of  the  act  is  to  strengthen  the  power  of  the 
respective  governors  as  much  as  possible,  consiatentljr 
with  the  attainment  of  a  due  revision  and  control  of 
all  their  proceedings  by  the  authorities  in  England^ 
'  throaghthe  proceedings  of  the  council.  The  style  o€ 
address,  therefore,  used  by  the  governor- general  in 
council,  is  in  strict  conformity  to  the  letter  and  spirit 
of  the  law,  which  directs,  (clause  (S9)  **  that  tho 
proceedings  of  the  governor- general  and  council 
shall  be  expressed  to  be  made  by  the  govemor^geneial 
iu  council."  No  proceeding  can  be  more  formal  thaft 
a  general  letter  to  the  court  of  directors.

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1 9. *The  governor-general  in  coundl  bj  law  is  vested 
with  the  entire  control  of  all  matters  ciyil  and  mihury, 
relating  to  the  subordinate  govemmenu  of  India,  and 
is  of  course  authorized  to  exercise  his  legal  powers  ia 
the  manner  which  may  appear  to  him  to  be  moft  con* 
sistent  with  the  due  discharge  of  the  heavy  responsibi- 
lity which  he  must  necessarily  incur  in  the  execution  of 
the  duties  of  his  arduous  trust.  These  controlling  power* 
are  indispensably  n^essary,  and  cannot  be  limited  by 
orders  from  England  without  incurring  great  risk. 

20.  It  is  a  most  erroneous  imputation  upon  Lord 
Weilesley  to  charge  him  with  any  attempt  towards 
a  systematic  interference  in  the  details  of  the  sub- 
ordmate  governments.  Even  when  at  Madras  in  1799, 
from  the  1  st  of  January  to  the  5th  of  September,  it 
is  well  known,  that  he  left  the  details  of  that  govern- 
ment to  Iiord  Clive  and  his  council,  never  interfering' 
beyond  the  extent  absolutely  requisite  for  the  exercise 
of  the  general  control.  This  fact,  which  is  attested  by 
the  approbation  of  the  secret  committee,  (in  their  letter^ 
dated  18th  June,  1799)  is  a  suffident  proof  of  Lord  Wei- 
lesly's  general  sentiments  respecting  the  mode  of  exer- 
cising the  control  over  the  subordinate  governments. 
With  regard  to  the  particular  instances  in  which  the 
supreme  govemacnt  may  have  issued  orders,  affecting 
points  of  detail  at  Madras  or  Bombay,  it  mav  be  ob- 
served, that  it  it  not  possible  to  inugine  how  the  gene- 
ral control  can  ever  be  exercised,  without  touching 
■ome  point  of  detail  occasionally.  An  examination  of 
the  instances  in  which  it  had  been  exercised,  will  best 
explain  the  principles  by  which  the  supreme  govern- 
ment has  been  actuated. 

tfl.  If  war  is  to  be  carried  on,  the  governor-general 
in  council,  who  is  alone  competent  to  declare  war,  and 
who  is  therefore  responsible  for  the  consequences,  ia 
certainly  the  proper  person  to  determine,  who  shall 
conduct  the  operations  in  different  parts  of  India ;  and 
having  selected  officers,  or  approved  of  the  selection 
of  others,  as  was  the  case  witli  General  Wellealey  and 
Colonel  Murray,  it  was  absolutely  necessary  that  he 
should  grant  to  them  the  powers  which  were  requistto 
to  enable  them  to  perform  their  duty.

ciplet.  What  would  be  the  result  in  England,  if  there 
were  a  separate  system  of  finance  for  each  of  the  king- 
doms; and  if  the  ministers  of  England,  Scotland,  an4 
Ireland  were  to  negotiate  their  loans,  and  carry  on  thetc 
financial  arrangements,  not  only  without  communica^ 
tion  or  concert,  but  on  principles  entirely  different  f 
With  regard  lo  India,  it  is  evident  that  as  a  great  por- 
tion of  the  supplies  to  the  subordinate  settlemenu  are 
drawn  from  Bengal,  the  rates  of 'loans  and  other  pecu- 
niarr  transactions  at  Bengal  must  necessarily  be  regu* 
lated  in  a  great  measure  by  the  state  of  the  finances  in 
other  parte  of  India;  and  that  if  the  governor-general 
in  council  do  not  exercise  any  control  in  this  pointy 
the  accountants-general  at  the  subordinate  presidendes, 
and  not  the  supreme  government,  will  be  responsible 
for  the  management  of  the  finances  of  India.  Such  an 
arrangement  certainlV  does  not  appear  to  come  within 
the  limits  either  of  the  letter  or  ^rit  of  the  acu  of 
parliament.  In  the  particular  instance  to  which  the 
court  refers,  the  object  of  the  orders  of  the  governor- 
general  in  council  was  to  prevent  a  loan  from  being 
raised  at  Madras,  on  terms  more  unfavourable  to  the 
company^  than  the  state  of  afiairs  appeared  to  require. 

2S.  This  ofiicer  had  been  serving  for  some  time 
under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  ^vemor-general  in 
council,  at  Temate  and  elsewhere  m  the  Eastern  seas. 
He  distinguished  himself  greatly  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duty;  and  as  he  could  not  obtain  any  reward  ex- 
cepting by  the  authority  of  the  supreme  eovemment, 
under  whose  authority  Capt.  Hayes  was  uien  servings 
the  govemor^neral  in  council  directed  the  govern* 
mens  of  Bom^y  to  grant  certain  extra  allowances  to. 
Capt.  Hayes,  as  a  further  testimony  of  his  approbation 
of  Capt.  Hayes's  general  services.  In  faa,  even  ad- 
mitting that  Capt.  Hayes  had  been  serving  at  Bombay^ 
no  extra  reward  could  have  been  granted  to  him  with- 
out the  sanction  of  the  governor-general  in  counciL 

24.  The  military  disposition  of  the  troops  for  general 
defence^  or  for  political  objects^  or  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  n  certainly  vested  by  law  in  the  governor- 
general  in  counciiy  under  his  general  powers  of  military 
control.  If  in  time  of  war  the  propriety  of  every  or- 
der and  act  of  military  control  is  to  be  discussed  br 
the  subordinate  government  to  which  the  order  is  ad- 
dressed, the  control  will  soon  become  nugatory.  Ei* 
ther  the  ^vemor-general  must  be  relieved  from  hit 
responsibility  for  the  general  management  of  afibSrs^ 
or  h<mustDe,at  liberty  to  exercise  his  controlling 
powers,  especially  in  time  of  war,  in  the  mannet 
which  may  appear  to  him  to  be  most  expedient  for  the 
public  interests  entrusted  to  his  charge.  It  may  not  be 
useless  to  state  here,  that  in  the  instance  of  the  expe- 
dition to  Egypt,  the  troops  sent  from  Bombay  to  the 
Red  Sea  had  been  positively  ordered  to  proeeed  thi* 
ther  by  the  authorities  at  home,  as  well  as  by  the  go» 
▼ernor-general  in  council. 

85.  General  obedience  to  the  orders  of  theoourt  of 
direaon  is  required  by  the  act  of  Parliaiaent,  end  ie 

uadoubt- 
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undoubtedly  neccRsary  in  every-sense;  but  the  gover- 
nor-general in  India  must  be  allowed  some  discreiion 
in  suspending  the  execution  of  orders,  which  may 
have  been  issued  from  home  without  a  full  knowlclge 
of  the  actual  state  of  affairs  in  India.  When  it  is 
manifest  that  the  execution  of  orders  would  be  iocon- 
sistent  vrith  the  public  interests,  it  becomes  the  «  uty 
of  the  governor-general  in  council  to  exercise  sue  h  a 
discretion  subject  to  his  responsibility,  and  to  afford 
the  authorities  at  home  an  opportunity  of  rccon&iuer. 
ing  orderS)  the  abstract  propriety  of  which  may  be 
evident,  but  which  may  not  be  applicable  to  the  aciii<il 
state  of  affairs  when  those  orJers  reach  In  lia  h  is 
certain'y  the  duty  of  the  gr>verQment  of  India  to  nrey 
the  leRer  of  orders  from  the  court i  in  every  case  ii 
which  obedience  shall  appear  to  be  practical}  e  cu  .' 
tistently  with  the  safety  of  the  British  possessions  and 
with  the  prosperity  of  the  British  intcre»i5.  If  any 
case  should,  however,  require  a  departure  from  the 
precise  terms  of  the  court's  orders,  it  is  thea  the  <>uty 
of  the  governor-general  to  approach  as  nearly  a^  possi- 
ble to  their  spirit,  and  to  submit  the  gro  nis  of  ti.s 
proceedings  to  (he  deliberate;  judgment  of  the  autho- 
rities at  home. 

26.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  define  the  precise 
boundaries  of  the  discretionary  authority;  vestcl  in  the 
governor-general.  On  the  due  and  firm  exercise  of 
that  discretion,  however,  the  stability  of  the  British 
(empire  in  India  must  principally  depend  On  the 
of  her  hand,  the  abuse  or  licentious  extension  of  the 
discretionary  powers  of  the  governor-general,  would 
endani^er  the  eSicAcy  of  the  controlling  power  *in 
England.  This  question  must  be  decided,  in  commoa 
with  every  practical  questiou  ,of  government,  by 
reference  to  the  particular  circumstances  of  each 
special  case.  On  this  subject,  therefore,  it  will  be 
sufficient  to  observe,  that  lord  WeUesley's  disposition 
has  a  ways  been  to  conform  to  the  instructions  received 
from  England,  without  deviation  or  delay  ;'  and  that 
his  practice  has  always  corresponded  with  this  princi- 
ple; subjei  t.  however,  to  such  modifications  as  tha 
pectt  iar  nature  of  the  government  in  India,  and  the 
existing  state  of  local  circumstances,  absolutely  d»* 
manded. 

27. '  With  respect  to  the  particuW  instances  ad'iuced 
in  the  paper  No.  128^  some  of  them  are  of  inferior 
consequence,  and  the  propriety  of  many  of  them 
cannot,  upon  examination,  be  arraigned. 

38.  In  the  generatletter  from  the  governor-general 
in  council  in  the  public  department,  dated  2d  Septem« 
bety  18Q0,  it  is  stated,  *«  that  the  increasing  impor- 
tance  of  the  settlement  of  Prince  of  Wales's  Island, 
and  its  distance  from  the  seat  of  the  supreme  autho* 
tity  in  India,  rendered  it  indispensably  necessary  that 
its  local  administration  should  be  established  on  a 
respectable  footing.'* 

29.  The  governor-general  in  council,  thetefore, 
judg^  it  necessary  to  substitute  the  official  designation 
•f  heutenant-govemorforthatof  tuperintendanty  and 
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to  annex  to  the  office  the  extended  power*  detailed 
in  the  instruction  of  the  governor-general  in  council, 
under  date  the  20th  March,  ISOa 

30.  The  governor-general  in  council  selected  Sir 
George  Leith  for  the  office  of  lieutenant-governor, 
from  hit  personal  knowledge  of  that  officer's  iotegritj, 
prudence,  and  firmness,  and  from  his  lordship's  con» 
Tiction,,  that  the  servii  et  of  Sir  George  Leith  would 
be  eminently  uoeful,  by  securing  to  the  company  all 
the  advantages  to  he  derived  from  this  important 
•ettlement. 

SI.  Before  the  intelligence  of  this  arrangement 
eould  reach  England,  the  court  of  directoi:s,  in  para^ 
rraph  6,  of  their  dispatch  of  the  28th  August,  1800, 
ni  the  public  department,  directed  that  a  senior  civ3 
servant  should  be  appointed  superintendant  of  Prince 
^f  Wales's  Island.  That  situation  had  hitherto  been 
fXied  by  persons  not  being  of  the  company's  service; 
and  Sir  George  Leith's  predecessor,  appointed  by  the 
ffovernor-geuerai.  Sir  John  Shore,  was  major  Mac- 
donald,  a  gentleman  in  the  service  of  the  nabob  of 
Arcot. 

S2,  On  the  31  st  July,  1 801 ,  in  reply  to  these  orders, 
<he  governor-general  in  council  stated,  that  be  had 
appointed  Sir  George  Leith  to  the  charge  of  Prince  of 
Wales's  Island,  a  considerable  time  previous  to  the 
receipt  of  the  court's  orders,  and  the  affiiirs'of  that 

•  government  having  beoi  conducted  with  great  inte* 
^ity  and  propriety,  bv  Sir  George  Leith,  the  gover- 
nor-general in  council  was  apprehensive    that   any 

•  sudden  -change  of  the  government  might  produce  aji 
{njurlous  effiict  upon  the  interests  of  the  company  in 
that  valuable  settlement.  The  governor-general  in 
council  expressed  his  conviction,  *<That  the  court, 
underthese  circumstances,  would  approve  his  determi- 
nation to  suspend  the  execution  of  their  orders  on  this 
«ubject,  until  he  should  have  submitted  to  the  court  a 
full  view  of  the  state  of  affiura  at  Prince  of  Wales'a 
bland." 

S3.  On  the  Sd  March,  1802,  the  ^oottrt'. again 
directed  that  one  of  the  senior  civil  servants,  upon  th« 
Bengal  establishment,  should  be  appointed  superin- 
tenclant,  and  expressed  their  conviction  that  their 
direction^  had  been  complied  with. 

a4.  To  these  directions  the  governor-general  in 
council  replied,  on  the  30th  October,  1802,  *'  that  th« 
-conduct  of  Sir  George  Leith  in  the  administration  of 
the  government  of  |?xince  of  Wales's  Island,  had  heoa 
«o  proper  in  -every  respect,  and  had  tended  so  essei^ 
liaUy  to  the  promotion  of  the  company's  interests,  to 
the  improvement  of  the  revenue,  and  to  the  ecosoniy 
of  the  finances  of  the  island,  that  the  governor-general 
in  council  felt  himself  bound  by  every  principle  of 
public  duty,  earnestly  to  reeommend  to  the  court  th« 
continuance  of  Sir  George  Leith  in  that  station,  until 
he  should  have  accomplished  the  arrangement  origi* 
nally  entrusted  to  him,  af  which  period  of  time  the 
orders  of  the  court,  tor  appointing  a  senior  civil 
servant  of  the  ^ngal  establiuuncnt,  might  bt  carried 
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into  ezectttiom  without  injury  to  the  service.'*  Undec 
these  circumstances,  the  goTemor-gencral  in  council 
resolved  tQ  await  the  orders  of  the  court  id  reply  to 
the  refereuce  which  had  been  addressed  to  the  court 
on  the  Slst  July,  1 801 .  At  the  same  time  the  goVer- 
lior .general  in  council  stated,  **  that  if  in  the  iotenren- 
ing  period  ef  time,  it  should  to  be  appear  practicable^ 
consistently  with  the  prosperity  of  the  public  interests,' 
to  dispense  with  the  future  semcct  of  Sir  George 
JLeith  at  Prince  of  Wales's  Island,  the  governor-generat 
in  council  would  avjil  himself  of  the  earliest  oppor* 
tunity  of  carrying  into  effect  the  arrangement  diiect«(l 
by  the  court." 

35.  ,  The  court*s  orders  were  finally  carried  into 
execution,    and  Mr.  P'arquhar,  a  civil  servant  in  th^' 

.Madras  establishment,  was  appointed,  on  the  Slst 
July,  1803,  to  succeed  Sir  George  Leith,  in  the  office  uf 
lieutenant-governor "^f  Prince  of  Wales's  Island,  aufl 
receive  1  charge  ofthat  island  on  the  5th  January,  1804.' 

36.  In  consequence  of  a  memorial  from  majoc 
general  St.  John,  stating  the  serious  distrfM  to  which 
he  had  been  reduced  by  the  loss  of  all  his  property 
and'  eflects.  if  the.  ships  Queen  and  Kent,  the 
governor-general  in  council,  on  the  30th  December, 
1800,  granted  a  remuneration  of  30,000  rupees,  3,6001 , 
to  that  officer,  subject,  however,  fo  the  confirmation* 
of  the  court  of  Directors,  and  under  an  engagement  that 
tb«  money  should  be  refunded,  ii/  case  the  court  should 
disapprove  of  the  transaction.  The  grant  was,  thtt^ 
fore,  left  open  to  the^decision  of  the  court,  and  thef 
having  disapproved  of  this  grant,  general  Sir  John 
was  called  upon  to  refund  the  money  which  he  had, 
received,  and  it  has  accordingly  been  paid  back,  by 
monthly  instalments,  into  the  company's  treasury. 

37.  Such  was  the  distressed  situation  of  general 
St.  John,  u^on  his  arrival  in  Bengal,  after  the  /oss  of 
his  property,  that  some  public  aid  must  have  been 
given  to  him,  in  the  form  of  loan,  or  advance,  or 
otherwise ;  as  without  such  assistance,  he  could  not 
have  proceeded  to  the,  connnand,  to  which  his 
majesty*!  had  appointed  him.  It  was  for  the  court  to 
decide  ultimately,  whether  such  assistance  should  be 
of  a  permanent  or  temporary  nature ;  that  question 
was  left  t^  the  court's  decision,  and  has  been  rego- 
lated  by  its  authority. 

'  88.  At  the  same  time  the  governor-general  in  council, 
adverting  to  bis  majesty *s  regulation  of  the  1st  of 
March,  1796,  deemed  it  to  be  just  and  equitable  to 
allow  captain  Pilkington  the  sum  of  sicca  rupees, 
640,  or  801.  to  enable  htm  to  provide  himself  with 
such  articles  as  were  immediately  and  indispoisablv 
necessary.  The  actual  loss  sustained  by  captain  Pil- 
kington in  the  company's  ships  Qticcn  ^nd  Kent, 
was  ^SOI.  ' 

39^  It  appeared,  however,  from  the  proceedings  of  a 
court  of  enquiry,  assembled  to  enquire  into  circum- 
stances  of  the  capture  of  the  Kent,  recorded  in  the 
pubKc  department  on  the  12th  February,  1801,'  that 
aaptain  Pilkington  (who,  on  that  •nfortu^ate  occasioo, 
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a9tiime4  the  opmmand  of  the  recruiis,  and  other 
paiseaeere*  stationed  on  the  poop)  acted  with  the 
inost  4i>tin^^shed  gallantry  in  defence  of  the  Keot| 
and  resisted  the  enemy  from  the  fore  part  of  the 
poop  aqd  mizen  chains,  for  some  time  after  they  had 
pbtatned  possession  of  other  paits  of   the  ship* 

40.  Captain  Pilkingtoii  was  dangerously  wounded 
pn  thut  occasion,  and  suffered  ^  long  and  painful  conr 
finement  after  his  arrival  at  Calcutta.  At  the  period 
of  captain  ^Iki neon's  departure  from  India  (Feb- 
rnary,  180:)  )  he  had  not  recovered  from  the  wounds 
frbich  he  received  in  defence  of  the  company's- ship 
fhe  Kent,  md  the  consequences  of  these  wounds  will 
probably  affltct  him  during  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

41.  The  services  and  sufferings  of  captain  Pilking- 
ton»  in  defence  of  the  property  of  tne  company, 
app'tar^  to  lord  Wellesley  to  entitle  that  officer  to  the  ' 
ibToifrab!^  consideration  6f  the  company.  His  lord- 
^ip  was  of  opinion,  th^t  it  would  establish  a  ptece^ 
dent  of  gresit  injury  to  the  public  service,  if  ^captain 
Pilkington  should  suiSer  in  his  private  fortune  from  the 
efFcct^  of  a  calamity,  which  would  have  been  averted 
by  his  courage  and  perseverance,  if  any  exertions 
could  have  saved  the  Kent  on  that  lamentable  occasion. 

'  4Q,  tTnder  t^ese  circumstances,  the  governor- 
general  in  council  was  induced  to  determine,  that  the 
actual  loss  sustained  by  captain  Pilkington,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  destruction  of  the  Queen,  and  the 
capture  pf  the  Kent,  ought  to  be  allowed  to  that 
pmcer,  a^  a  proper  testimony  of  the  justice  and  honour 
0^  government^  and  as  a  salutary  example  to  the 
public  service.  The  governor-general  in  council, 
therefore,  directed,  that  the  sum  of  5947  rupees,  or 
74(4.  being  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  hit 
losses,  and  the  sum  already  allowed  on  that  account, 
should  be  paid  to  captain  Pilkington,  under  an 
engagement,  however,  that  he  should  repay  the 
amount  in  England,  if  he  should  be  ultimately  required 
to  refund  this  sum  by  the  authority  of  the  court. 

43.  It  is  impQprible  to  tmderstand  how  the  term  of 
"  wanton  expenditure'*  can  be  applied  to  this  traa- 
taction,  whicti  appears  to  have  been  founded  on  th« 
strictest  principles  of  justice,  and  to  have  been  consis- 
tent with  the  orders  of  the  court,  in  subjecting  tlie 
whole  arrangement  to  the  final  sanction  of  tha(C 
Authority. 

44  On  the  1 7th  December,  1799,  the  governor- 
general  recorded  a  minute  in  the  political  department, 
in  which  lord  Wellesley,  adverting  to  the  dispatchet 
from  the  court  of  directors,  under  date  the  29tn  May, 
in  the  public  department.*  on  the  subject  of  the  affiitrt 
of  Fort  MarlfcNorough,  informed  the  board,  "  that 
the  abuses  and  mismanagement,  which  had  prevailed 
in  every  branch  of  the  administration  at  that  residency, 
bad  attracted  his  most  serious  attention,  previous  to 
the  receipt  of  these  dispatches,  and  that  he  had 
determined  to  appoint  a  conmiissioncr  to  investigate 
tke  ttate  of  the  company's  affairs  at  Fort  Marlborpugh, 

and 
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•nd  to  propoie  that  Mr.  £wer  should  be  appointed  IS 

that  trust. 

45.  At  the  tame  timt  Lord  Wellcslejr  stated  his 
•pinioiit  ^  that  ao  time  should  be  lost  in  giving  effect 
^o  the  court's  orders ;  and  accordingly  proposed*  that 
Mr.  Ewer  should  be  appointed  comaiissioner  for  th# 
affairs  of  Fort  Marlborough,  with  such  powers  and 
instructions  z^  the  members  of  council  thinK  proper.**  ^ 

46.  The  goTemor-geheral  also  obsenrcc^  ^  that  if 
apy  other  persons  were  joined  with  Mr.  Ewer  in^  th* 
commissiou,  his  departure  would  thereby  be  consider^ 
ably  delayed,  and  the  measure  would  also  be  attended 
with  a  considerable  additional  expense,  as  it  would 
be  necessary  to  allow  any  of  the  company's  serranu  at 
the  presidency,  Of  Bengal,  who,  from  their  rank 
and  character,  might  be  eligible  to  such  a  situation, 
a  salary  equal  to  Mr.  Ewer." 

47.  The  governor-general  at  the  same  time  acknow- 
ledged, *>  that  neither  the  considerations  of  delay  or 
expeooe  should  prevent  his  proposing  other  persons 
being  joined  in  the  commission,  in  conformity  to  the 
orders  of  the  court  of  directors,  did  tlie  measure  appear 

'  to  hibfi  calculated  to  aoswer  the  views  of  the  honour- 

able  court ;  but  it  was  manifest,  he  thought,  from  the 
nature  of  the  proposed  investigation,  than  an  unity 
of  authority  was  essentially  neSciiary  to  its  success.** 

48.  *<  By  including  more  than  one  person  in  the 
commission,  the  enquiry  would  be  unavoidably  pro- 
tracted,  and  opportunitv  be  afforded  to  the  parties 
interested,  of  exciting  di^erences  of  opinion  amonjz:  the 
members  of  the  commission,  which  would  at  least  nave 
the  effect  of  greatly  retariiing  the  in«Htigationt  if  not 
rendering  it  altogether  abortive.** 

49.  1  he  board,  concurring  in  the  opinion  and  pro* 
position  of  the  right  hon.  the  governor-general,  **  it 
was  resolved,  that  Mr.  Ewer  l^  appointed  commis- 
sioner for  the  affairs  of  the  residency  of  Port  Marl- 
borough,/ with  a  salary  of  9000  sicca  rupees  per 
month,  and  that  he  be  permitted  to  charge  all  his 
expenses  *' 

50^  The  appointment4>f .  Mr.  Ewer  was  regularly 
communicated  to  the  court  of  directon,  and,  as  far  as 
lord  Welle  sley  could  form  any  judgment  of  the  seati- 
faents  of  that  body,  he  had  reaion  to  believe,  that  they 
wer«  satisfied  with  the  arrangement^  together  with  the 
whole  of  his  proceedings  respecting  Bencoolen.  In 
their  letter  of  the  5th  of  June,  1799,thecourtezprened 
(their  approbation  **  of  the  regular  and  ju^idous  manner 
in  which  the  general  superintending  control,  over  the 
Fort  Marlborough  residency  had  b^ exercised;**  and, 
tp  a  letter  dated  36th  August,  1801,  near  two  years 
^fter  Mr  Ewer's  appointment,  the  court  observe,  that 
in  compliance  with  the  governor-general's  recommen- 
dation, under  date  the  20th  August;  1800,  the  *•  court 
should  discontinue  corresponding  immediately  throogh 
the  residency  at  Fort  >1arlborough,  and  addreis  ad 
their  orders  /elative  to'that  settlement  to  the  Ben^ 
government;  they  transmit  to  the  goveroor-ceneral 
their  reply  to  the  advices  rcteived  froa  BeaoooUa,  of 
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which  the  ffovernor-j^neral  in  co^ncii  was  to  commu^ 
nicate  to  the  commissioner  such   parts  as  he  might 
deem  necessary  for  the  commissioner's  information  and 
guidance." 

5t  Acflordingly  there  is  an  answer  from  the  court 
to  the  coii^missioner's  letter  dated  13th  Aprit,  1800,  in 
the  first  paragraph  of  which  the  commissioner  reporti 
his  arrival  at  Fort  Mailborough,  ^nd  having  ukea 
charge  of  the  residency,  which  paragraph  the  court 
notice  by  the  following  observation-—*'  Needs  no 
reply." 

5^.  Mr.  Scawen  had  been  regularly  ^ippointed,  pre- 
viously to  Lord  Weiiesley*s  arrival  in  India,  to  tha 
office  of  military  auditor-general,  conformably  to  th« 
repeated  orders  of  the  court  of  directors;  and.  for  tho 
period  of  time  during  which  Mr.  Scawen  held  that 
situation,  he  enjoyed  the  established  yearly  salary  >of 
the  office,  amounting  to  40,000  rupees,  or  50001. 

5.^.  The  court,  in  the  4th  paragraph  of  their  letter 
of  the  1st  of  March,  1797,  (after  directing  that  Captaip 
Robinsun  should  be  appointed  to  the  office  o\  nfilitary 
auditor-general,  and  that  Mr  Scawen  would  resume 
the  station  of  deputy)  authorized  the  employment  of 
Mr.  Scawen,  ^  as  he  has  l^en  so  ion<  in  the  company's 
•ervice,*'  in  any  other  offi^-e  tor  which  he  might  he 
deemed  to  be  better  qualified,  with  a  salary  equal  to,  but 
not  exceeding,  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  the  com* 
missary-i:eneral,  as  fixed  by  the  courts  orders  of  April, 
1788.  This  salary  was  12,000  rupees,  or  1500^.  per 
annum. 

54.  Mr .  Scawen's  iiabits  and  state  of  health  however 
precluded  the  pos«rr}ility,  not  only  of  his  performing 
the  duties  of  deputy  mi  tcary  auditor-  eaeral,  with  any 
degree  of  benefir  to  the  public  service,  but  of  his  serv- 
ing the  company  in  any  other  official  c<ipacity 

55,  Thegovernot-geoerul  wastherefpre  reduced  to 
the  necessity  of  employing  Mr.  Scawen  in  oi&rial  sta- 
tions, for  which  chat  gentleman  was  utterly  disqua- 
lified, of  abandoning  him  to  the  most  desperate  state 
of  poverty  an  i  distress,  or  of  grantintr  to  him, 
an  adequate  allowance  unconnecte  l  with  any  official 
duty.  Advertintrto  Mr.  Scawen's  claims,  arising  from 
his  repeated  nomination  to  the  office  o\  auditor-gene* 
rai  by  the  court,  to  the  nature  of  his  removal, 
(erounded  on  no  imputed  misconduct,  but  solely  oft 
the  necessity  of  the  public  service)  and  to  Mr. 
Scawen^s  notorious  incapacity  for  any  active  s  ation, 
the  governor-general  in  council  determined  to  allow 
Mr.  Scawen  the  monthly  stipend  of  IXX)  rupees,  the 
salary  annexifd  to  the  office  of  commissary-general, 
in  1788,  until  the  pleasure  of  the  honourable  court 
should  be  received. 

56,  The  amount  of  this  allowance  was  regulated 
by  the  principle  stated  in  the  14th  paragraph  of  the 
general  letter  from  the  court,  dated  the  4th  of  March, 
1797 

57.  Mr.  Scawen's  case  came  under  the  coosa* 
deration  of  the  governor- general  in  council,  on  the 
94th  ]>tcciDber,  179iB,  at  the  AQnient  whfo  the  public

OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  COURT'S  DRAFT, 

No.  128. 
service  denuutded  hit  immediate  presence  on  the  coast 
<if  Coremandei,  for  the  purpose  of  coimteracting  the 
hostile  machinations  of  the  late  Tippoo  Sultaon. 
Lord  Wellesley  actnallj  emhaiked  for  Fort  St.  George, 
on  the  25th  December,  1796.  The  nature  and  amount 
of  the  allowance,  granted  to  Mr.  Scawen,  are  so  evi* 
dently  conformable  to  the  spirit  of  the  court's  com- 
mandt,  combined  with  theezij^enciet  of  the  public  ser- 
vice, and  with  considerations  of  justice  and  humanityt 
that  no  particular  explanation  of  the  arrangement 
appeared  to  be  necessary  for  the  information  of  the 
court,  who,  in  their  letter  of  the  7th  of  May,  1800, 
stated,  **  that  when  the  governor-gcoeral's  reasons  fo^ 
recommending  an  allowance  of  1000  Sicca  rupees  per 
month  to  Mr.  Sicawcn,^  late  military  auditor-general, 
should  be  communicat«d,  the  coort  would  take  the 
same  into  their  consideration,  observing,  however, 
that  the  reasons  for  so  considsrable  an  allowance  should 
have  accompanied  the  recommendailion.*' 

58.  The  gnvemor-generai,  in  the  usual  course  of 
business,  would  have  submitted  the  preceding  detail 
at  an  earlier  period  of  time,  if  his  attention  had  not 
been  entirely  engrossed  by  a  succession  ot  events  and 
occupations,  which  appeared  to  him  to  be  infinitely 
more  important  to  the  iateresu  of  the  hopouFaUe 
compan/in  India. 

59.  This  ezp!aniition  was  transmitted  to  the  court 
on  the  28th  May,  1801.  The  allowance,  granted  to 
Mr.  Scawen,  however,  had  ceased  to  be  a  charge  on 
the  company,  that  gentleman  having  died,  at  Serana-> 
pore«  on  the  20th  October,  1800. 

60.  In  the  court's  letter,  of  the  10th  June,  1801, 
the  court  observe:  **  Having  taken  into  our  conside- 
ration the  representation  in  your  law  letter  of  the  5ld 
September,  1800^  of  the  merits  and  abilities  of  Mr. 
Burroughs,  our  advocate-general,  we  have  agreed,  for 
the  reasons  assigned  in  the  governor-general's  niinste 
referred  to  therein,  to  oonfirm-your  resolution  for 
augmenting  Mr.  Burrooghs's  salary  to  rupees  3000  per 
month,  to  take  place  from  the.  1st  May,  1798,  vrhich, 
we  are  of  opinion,  is  a  very  adequate  remuneration 
for  his  services.  We  must,  at  the  same  time,  ofajea, 
in .  the  most  decided  manner,  to  your  havin|^  inade 
this  augmentation  to  the  salary  of  the  advocate-^ene- 
ml,  without  previously  submitting  it  to  our  considem- 
tion;  and  direct  that,  whenever  you  shall  be  of  opi- 
nion,  that  the  salary  annexed  to  anv  office  is  not  ad^ 
<{uate  to  the  duties  to  be  performca,  that  you  repre* 
sent  the  same  to  us,  and  wait  our  ultimate  dectsioo 
upon  the  propriety  of  such  augmentation,  before  yon 
authorize  >t  to  be  carried  into  execution.** 

61 .  This  mcrease  of  salary  was  therefore  approved 
by  the  court,  no  inference  can  be  drawn  from  the 
proceedings,  of  any  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
governor-general  to  disobey  the  ordera  of  the  court, 
mot  even  of  any  improper  exercise  of  legal  discretion, 
ftnce  the^court  confirmed  the  salary,  and  has  never 
iifiet  censmrtd,  or  even  mentioned,  the  transaction. 

€2.    In 
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68.  In  the  letter  from  the  court  of  directors,  pvblie 
departmentf  to  the  fovemor-general  in  oouncil, 'dated 
17th  December,  1808,  it  is  stated,  ''we  observe  by 
your  consulutioos,  dated  7th  January*  1801,  that  Mr. 
StretteU  is  appointed  to  fill  the  office  of  advocate- 
general»  vacant  by  the  return  of  Mr.  Burroughs.  Wo 
have  no  doubt  tfaiat,  in  making  this  appointment,  yon 
had  in  view  our  orders,  dated  the  4th  August,  wherein 
we  directed  that  such  appointmnents  should  be  provi- 
sional onJy«  and  subject  to  our  approbation.  We, 
therefore,  approve  of  the  same  as  a  provisional  ap- 
pointment only,  and  direct  that  Mr.  StretteU  shall  hold 
the  office,  and  receive  the  salary  which  atuches  to  the 
same,  until  the  arrival  of  the  person  whom  we  have 
appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Burroughs  In  Bengal,  when 
Mr.  StretteU  must  cease  to  execute  the  duties  of  the 
office,  and  will  resume  his  atation'  of  first  counsel  to 
the  company.'* 

_  6S,  It  is  impossible  to  conceive  the  grounds  on  which 
the  appointment  of  Mr  StretteU  can  be  stated  to  an 
act  of  disobedience  or  disrespect ;  it  was  not  necessary 
to  -enter  upon  record  the  word  **  provisioivtl,**  in  order 
to  enable  the  court  to  revise  the  appointment ;  Mr. 
StretteU  being  first  counsel  to  the  company,  was  the 
person  who  stood  next  to  Mn  Burroughs,  and  being 
well  qualified  for  the  office,  was,  therefore,  of  course, 
ap|x>inted  to  succeed  him  upon  his  departure  from 
India. 

64.  In  confonnitv  to  the  orders  of  the  ooiiTt« 
Mr.  StretteU  continued  to  hold  the  office  of  advocate^ 
general  untU  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Smith,  the  gentleman 
appointed  to  succeed  him,  and  then  Mr.  StretteU  re- 
sumed his  station  of  first  counsel  to  the  company. 

65.  The  reasons  which  induced  the  governor-gene- 
ral in  councU  to  griCnt  a  pension  of  533  rupees,  or  661. 
per  mensem  to  Mr.  Teretta,  are  recorded  in  the  public 
proceedings  of  the  government,  dated  14th  Octolm*, 
1801.  Mr.Tevetta  was  far  advanced  in  life,^  had 
held  the  appointment  of  civil  architect  for  twenty-two 
years,  and  had  served  the  company  for  many  years 
with  great  propriety  and -advantage  to  the  public  ser- 
vice. By  a  report  from  the  magistrates  of  Calcutta, 
dated  S8th  September,  1803,  it  appeared  that  Mr. 
Tereua  received  tbe  following  allowances  . 
Chargeable  to  the  assessment^  Mr.  Teretta,  so-^

*  Mr.  Ttrftto  ia  71  y^fm  of  j|gt,  and  has  been  in  India  upwards  of  40  years. 
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€6.  The  magistrates  of  Calcutta  observed,  that  if 
the  goyernoi--}reneral  in  council  should  grant  a  pension 
to  Mr.  Teretta,  they  were  of  opnion,  "  that  Mr. 
Blechynden  ap{>eared  to  them  to  be,  in  every  respea, 
th^  person  best  qualified  to  succeed  him,  in  whkk 
case,  be  wofild,  of  course,  receive  the  salary  attached 
to  the  office, of  superintendant  of  roads,  amounting  to 
Sicca  rupees  700  per  month,  which  was  fixefl  at  a 
general  session  of  his  majesty's  justices  of  the  peace.** 

67.  «♦  Under,  that  supposition  the  magistrates  ob- 
served, the  sum  of  5S2  rupees  would  remain  out  of 
the  fund  above-stated.  The  whole,  or  such  part  of 
that  sum,  as  his  excellency  in  council  might  judge  t« 
be  proper,  might,  consequently,  be  granted  to  Mr. 
Teretta,  as  a  pension  for  his  life,  without  increasing 
the  public  expenditure." 

68.  Under  these  circumstances  the  govenor-gcne- 
ral  in  council  directed  the  office  of  civil  architect  and 
assistant  to  the  civil  architect  to  be  abolished,  and  a 
pen<iiQn  of  5S2  rupees  per  month  to  be  granted  to  Mr. 
Teretta  for  his  life.  The  governor-general  observed, 
at  the  same  time,  that,  oq  the  decease  of  Mr.  Teretta, 
it  would  probably  be  found  to  be  practicable  to  lav^ 
the  above-stated  expense  of  532  rupees  per  month  to 
government. 

69.  In  the  102d  paragraph  of  the  letter  from  the 
court  of  directors,  of  the  26th  March,  1801,  the  court 
of  directors  observe,  *<  from  the  observations  and  tog^ 
gestions  in  lord  Cornwallis's  letter  to  us  of  the  6th 
March,  1788,  we  yielded  our  assent  to  the  office  of 
secretary  to  the  military  board  being  occupied  by  a 
military  man.  But  the  reasons  which  were  urged,  in 
favour  of  that  measure,  do  not  apply  to  the  secretary 
to  your  government  in  the  military  department,  more 
especially  as  the  annual  lift  and  returns,  fonnerly 
transmitted  to  us  by  the  late  colosel  Kyd,  are  now 
furnished  through  the  adjutant-general  and  towa- 
major's  offices.  We  therefore  direct,  that  you  reoon* 
•ider  your  recent  appointmeiif  of  lieutenant^ook  to 
be  secretary  of  your  government  ia  the  military 
department,  for  tne  purpose  of  conferring  that  ap- 
pomtment  upon  one  of  your  dvil  servants.*' 

70.  On  the  20th  June,  1804,  the  court,  is  the 
I47th  paragraph  pf  theic  milttarj  letter,  •  agaia 
«*  directed  the  governor-general  in  council  to  recon* 
sider  the  appointment  of  captain  Hook  to  be  secretary 
in  the  military  department,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
ferring that  appointment  on  one  of  the  company^a 
civil  servants,  and  disapproved  of  the  appointment  of 
captain  Hill  to  be  assistant-secretary  in  the  military 
department." 

71.  The  orders  of  the  court  did  not  appear  to  be 
of  that  positive  nature  to  require  obedience  withoat 
consideration  of  the  convenience  of  the  public  service 
in  India  at  the  time  when  they  were  received. 

In  the  interval  of  time,  which  elapsed  between  (he 
date  of  these  orders,  the  urgency  of  public  a£fain  pre- 
vented the  possibility  of  making  any  revision  of  the 
vffioe  of  military  secretary  to  the  goveramtet.    In  the 
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yean  180S  and  1803,  captain  Hook  wtt  m<m  utefully 
and  laboriously  employed  in  revising  the  miliury 
•zpentes  of  India,  under  the  immediate  orders  of  tbo 
goveroor-general,  which  revision  and  its  result  wero 
highly  approved  by  "^  the  court  of  directors,  in  thei» 
letter  of  the  20th'  June,  1804.  The  Mahratta  wa» 
afterwards  rendered  it  impracticable  to  attempt  any 
alteration  in  the  office,  even  if  it  had  been  deemed 
advisable  to  have  appointed  a  dvil  servant  to  thai 
eituatioo. 

72.  On  the  receipt  of  the  orders  of  the  ooart  of 
di lectors,  of  the  26th  March,  1801,  the  governor* 
general  directed  his  particular  attention  to  the  objecQi 
of  the  arrangement,  by  which  a  military  officer  wa» 
appointed  to  conduct  the  duties  of  secretary  to  tim 
government  in  the  military  department.  The  governor* 
general  in  council  also  directed  his  particular  attention 
and  observation  to  the  progressive  effectt  of  that 
arrangement,  since  the  receipt  of  the  court's  command  t 
of  the  26th  March,  1801.  It  has  already  been  stated, 
however,  that  the  situation  of  public  affairs,  and  thii 
pressure  of  unavoidable  important  public  business^ 
prevented  the  governor-general  in  council  from  sub* 
mittiog  in  detail  the  result  of  his  revisal  of  the  pro* 
eeedings  of  the  supreme  government,  in  1798-9,  fot 
employing  a  military  officer  to  conduct  the  details  o€ 
the  business  in  the  office  of  secretary  to  the  ^vem* 
inent  in  the  military  department.  No  inconvenience 
to  the  public  service,  or  to  the  Interests  of  the  honour- 
able company,  had  been  occasioned  by  the  delay 
which  had  unavoidably  occurred,  in  submitting,  for  thto 

/    «  eonsideratiofi  of  the  court,  the  result  in  deuil  of  tfaf 

governoi^geiieral  in  counciPs  mest  deliberate  and 
attentive  review  of  this  subject. 

73.  The  governor-general  in  council^  on  the  24tll 
January,  1805,  proceed^  to  reply  to  the  court's  ordert 
•f  the  20th  June,  1804,  and  to  state  to  the  court  th* 
eircumstancet  which  had  compellc  f'the  government  to 
adopt  the  measures  now  under  consideration,  contained 
in  the  following  extracts,  from  the  proceedings  of  th« 
supreme  government.  These  proceedings  will  demou^ 
etrate,  that  the  measure  was  not  adopted  without  th« 
fullest  consideration,  nor  until  experience  had  fully 
proved,  that  its  adoption,  or  rather  the  revival  of  th« 
measure,  was  absolutely  and  indispensably  necessary 
for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  secretary 
to  the  government  in  the  military  department. 
Extract  of  a  minute  by  lord  Cornwallis,    gpvernotw 

general,  dated  the  27th  of  July,  1787. 

*'  The  detail  of  the  arrangement  of  the  secretaryNt 
office,  I  propose  shall  Continue  as  at  present:  viz.  that 
there  should  be  assistant  secretaries  for  each  of  the 
departments  of  secret,  public,  and  revenue,  who  will 
act  under  the  orders  of  the  secretary-general. 

**  For  the  military  department,  there  is  at  present 
a  distinct  secretary.  The  board  may,  at  some  future 
period,  deem  it  proper  to  place  this  office  on  the  same 
tooting  with  the  others,  but  as  this  alteration  at  pre- 
•ODt  would  only  affect  the  Bsne^  and  not  Oic  biHwci^ 
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I  do  not  propoM  it  from  rtspect  to  coiodel  ^vd,  wm 
now  occupie*)  this  post,  both  on  account  of  (us  laok, 
and  because  hU  private  and  public  character  equally 
entitle  him  to  the  attention  of  the  board,  and  to 
general  esteem.** 
Extract  ffom  the  proceeding  of  the  governor-general 

in  council,  in  the  secret  and  separate  departments^ 

dated  SUt  January,  1788. 

"  The  present  airangement  of  the  secretary*^  office^ 
actually  suggests  the  propriety  of  rendering  the  office 
(secretary  to  the  military  department  of  inspection} 
dependant  upon  the  secretary.  This  consideration 
occurred  when  that  arrangement  took  place,  but  the 
hieh  rank  and  respectable  character  of  lieutenant- 
colonel  Kyd,  were  inducements  to  the  board  to  tus. 
pend  any  alteration  in  the  office  under  his  control. 
The  same  arguments  now  opuose  it ;  but  a«  the  board 
mean  to  form  a  permanent  plan  .and  connected  tystem 
for  conducting  the  business  in  general,  they  deem  it 
necessary  to  declare  all  the  outlines  of  it  to  be  com- 
pleted at  a  future  period,  although  objections  should 
prevent  the  immediate  adoption  of  it ;  and  upon  this 
principle,  it  is  resolved,  that  whenever  lieutenant- 
colonel  Kyd  should  vacate  his  present  office,  hit  success 
sor  shall  receive  no  other  appointment  than  sub-secre- 
tary to  the  military  department,  with  the  same  allow* 
ances  as  the  sub-secretaries  to  the  other  departments. 
The  nature  of  the  business  transacted  in  it  sug^geststhe 
propriety  of  its  being  filled  by  a  military  officer." 
Extract  from  the  proceeding  of  the  government  in 

the  military  department,  dated  the  3d  July,  1793. 

**  The  decease  of  lieutenant-colonel  Kyd  making  a 
yancancy  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  to  the  m-Ktary 
department  of  inspection,  the  governor-general  in 
council  refers  to  the  proceeding  held  in  the  secret  and 
military  department  on  the  31st  Januaiy,  1788,  when 
it  w;»s  determined,  that  lieutenant-colonel  Kyd's  suc- 
cessor should  receive  no  other  appointment  than  sub- 
secretary  to  the  miliury  department^  with  the  same 
allowances  as  the  sul>-»ecretarie8  to  the  other  depart- 
ments, and  that  the  nature  ot  the  business  transacted 
ill  it  sugg^ts  the  pro^priety  of  its  being  held,  by  a 
military  officer;  hut  as,  on  a  further  consideratiOBt 
the  appointment  does  not  appear  to  the  board  to  be 
'  necessary,  they  agree  to  abolish  it  altogether,  and  that 

the  secretary  to  the  government  shall  be  instructed  to 
take  cliargt  of  th^  records  in  colonel  Kyd's  office,  and 
place  them. in  his  own^  where  most  of  the  duties  origi- 
n;iily  allotted  to  the  secretary  to  the  military  depart* 
.  meut  of  inspection,  have  been  conducted  lor  some 
years." 
'  Extracts  from  the  proceedings  of  the  governor-general 

in  council,  of  the  19th  of  December,  1796. 

'*  The  secretary  repons  that  the  first  assistantship  in 
the  secret  and  military  department  in  the  office  of 
secretary  to  the  government  is  vacant,  and  in  conse^ 
qnence  of  the  great  increase  in  the  business  of  the 
totter  department,  unavoidably  occasioned  by    the 

late 
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•rraagemenUy  at  well  as  the  nature  of  the  detailt  of 
it;  he  ben  leave  to  tu^gtet  that  a»e];»arate  attistant  bo 
appointed  to  this  departm^t,  and  that  the  penoa 
nominate  be  a  mi  litary-  officer. 

**  The  goTemor-general  in  council  approving  of  tho 
Mggettion  of  the  secretary,  resolves,  that  lieutenant 
L.  Hook  be  appointed  first-assistant  in  the  military 
department  in  the  office  of  the  secreurj  to  the  govern* 
ment." 

74.  From  these  extracts  it  appears,  that  previously 
to'  the  year  1787,  a  military  officer  was  established 
as  a  distinct  secretary  to  toe  government,  for  con* 
ducting  the  details  of  the  business  of  the  government 
in  the  military  department.  The  arrangement,  there* 
fo>e,  which  was  adopted  by  the  government  in  1796-7, 
and  pursued  in  the  arrangement  of  1798-9,  was  only 
a  revival  of  the  principle,  which  had  previously  beed 
esrabtfshed,  but  which  had  been  suspended  for  • 
time  in  the  year  1793 ;  and  was  not  the  establishment 
of  a  new  principle. 

75.  It  may  also  be  observed,  that  during  th« 
■dnfinistration  of  lord  ('ornwallit,  the  governor- 
general  in  coundl,  on  the  Slst  of  January,  1788, 
recorded  his  opinion,  that  the  separate  office  of  sub* 
secretary  to  the  government  in  the  military  depart- 
ment Wis  ne^ssarVf  and  that  it  was  then  resolved* 
**  that  whenever  colonel  Kyd  shall  vacate  his  present 
office,  his  successor  shall  receive  no  other  appointment 
than  sub.secretary  to  the  military  department,  with 
the  same  allowances  as  the  sub-secretanes  to  the  other 
departments.  The  nature  of  the  business  transacted 
in  it  suggests  the  propriety  of  iu  being  filled  by  A 
military  officer.** 

76.  The  government  on  the  decease  of  lieutenant- 
colonel  Kyd,  deemed  it  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
the  arrangement  determined  on  by  the  resolutions  of 
the  3 1st  January,  1788,  as  far  as  related  to  the  appoint* 

^  fuent  of  a  sub-«ecretary  for  the  conduct  of  the  buti* 

ness  in  the  military  department,  and  accordingly,  oa 
the  third  July,  1793,  that  appoiqtment  was^also 
abolished,  and  the  secretary-general  was  instructed  to 
take  charge  of  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  lato 
lieutenant-colonel  Kyd. 

77.  Prom  that  period  of  time  (July,  1793)  th« 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  military  department 
devolved,  im  a  great  measure,  conformably  to  tho 
resolutions  above  adverted  to,  upon  the  secretary  to  thm 
government,  uatil  the  month  of  December,  1796, 
when  it  was  found  indispensably  necessary  to  the  duo 
and  proper  performance  of  the  details  of  the  duties  ia 
flie  military  department  of  the  government,  which 
had  been  greatly  increased  by  the  military  arrange- 
ments, to  revert  to  the  original  established  principle, 
by  which  the  conduct  of  the  details  of  the  business 
or  the  government  in  the  military  department  wat 
committed  to  a  military  officer,  (the  propriety  of 
adhering  to  which  principle  is  formally  recorded  by 
load  Cornwallis,  in  his  minute  in  council  of  th#  Slst 
of  Jamiary,  1788,)   and  acoordingly   t»  call  in  the 
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assistance  of  a  military  officer.  It  if ,  therefore^  obYioos, 
that  the  measure  of  a|:ain  briugiDg  a  military  officer 
into  the  secretary's  office  was  not  reverted  to  in  1796, 
until  after  an  experience  of  nearly  four  years  of  the 
Gontrarr  lystem,  adopted  in  July,  1793,  *no  doabt 
under  tne  expectation,  that  the  details  of  the  duties  of 
the  military  department  wouTd  be  properly  conducted 
without  the  assistance  of  a  military  omcer. 

7S.  The  experiment  of  having  the  duties  performed 
without  the  assistance  of  a  military  officer  was  con- 
tinued the  greater  part  of  the  time  during  the  samo 
administration,  which,  after  a  trial  of  nearly  four 
years,  fouud.it  indispensably  necessary  to  require  the 
assistance  of  a  military  officer  for  the  conduct  of  the 
duties  of  the  military  department.  The  measure  was 
not,  therefore,  carried  into  execution  without  the 
fullest  consideration,  and  without  the  fullest  oonvic- 
tion,  that  its  adoption  was  essentially  necessary  to  the 
proper  performance  of  the  public  business,  and  the 
adoption  of  the  measure  and  revival  of  the  original 
principle  were  dictated  by  practical  experience.  The 
adoption  of  the  measure,  therefore,  could  not  have 
been  postponed  by  the  governor- general  in  cgundl  in 
179€,  without  a  dereliction  of  public  duty. 

79.  On  th«  arrival  of  the  governor,  general,  lord 
Wellesley,  in  Bengal,  from  Europe,  in  the  month  of 
May,  1798,  his  lordship  found  a  military  officer  act- 

'^  ing  in  the  secreury's  onice,  and  conduaing  the  detaib 

of  the  duties  in  the  military  department.  This  officer 
was  promoted  to  the  situation  of  sub-secretary  in  the 
military  department  on  the  3tst  of  August,  1798,  on 
the  grounds  stated  in  the  following  extract  of  the 
governor-generars  minute,  recorded  in  council  on 
tliatdate. 

**  The  great  increase  of  the  details  in  the  military 
department,  renders  it  necessary  that  this  department 
should  be  separated  from  the  secret  and  political  depart- 
ments, and  tliat  an  additional  sub-secretary  shouid  be 
appointed  for  the  immediate  superintendence  of  tboee 
detaifs.** 

<*  The  gOTcrnor-general  accordingl|r  proposed,  that 
lieutenent  L.  Hook,   head  assistant  in   the   military 
-  department,  be  appointed  sub-seiretary  in  that  depart- 
ment." 

80.  In  pursuance  of  the  same  principle,  the  sub- 
secretaiy  in  the  military  department  was  promoted 
with  the  other  sub-secretaries  to  the  government,  to 
the  situation  of  secretary  to  the  government  in  the 
military  department,  in  the  arrangements  of  the  29tli 
of  October,  1799. 

81.  The  original  appointment  of  the  prtsem 
secretary.  In  the  military  department,  to  the  office  of 
the  secretary  to  the  government,  was  not  a  matter  of 
favour ;  it  was  founded  on  direct  public  grounds,  and 
on  the  absolute  necessity  of  the  measure,  with  a  view 
to  the  perform^uice  of  the  public  business  in  the 
military    department,  which  experience    had    fulhf 

\  proved  to  the  gOYcrameoty  could  not  be  properly 

pecfor 
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perfonned  without  the  assistance  of  a  military 
offieer.  ^ 

82.  The  appointment  was  not  solicited  by  captain 
Hook;  on  the  contrary,  when  it  was  first  proposed  to 
t|iat  officer  to  accept  of  a  situation  in  the  office  of  tho 
secretary  to  the  government,  he  held  an  appointment 
in    the  office  of  the  adjutant-general,  and  requested 

.  permission  to  decline  the  proposed  appointment.    The 
reasons,  howeTer,  which  occasioned  the  proposal  to 
*  be  made  to  captain  Hook  to  accept  of  a  situation  in 

the  office  of  the  secretary  to  the  go*vernment,  had  con- 
iiderably  increased,  and  had  become  of  an  urgent 
nature.  The  proposal  was  consequently  renewed, 
in  consequence  of  which  captain  Hook  relinquished 
the  situation  which  he  held  in  the  adjutant-general's 
office,  and  consequently  his  views  of  preferment  in  that 
branch  of  the  service,  for  the  purpose  of  affording 
his  assistance  in  the  peieformance  of  the  business  in  the 
military  department  of  the  government.  Every  fact 
now  detailed  to  exhibit  the  grounds  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  governor-general  in  council,  afforda  additional 
proof  of  the  necessity  of  the  measure  of  employing  a 
military  officer  in  the  situation  to  secreury  of  the 
government  in  the  military  department. 

83.  The  rourt,  in  their  orders  for  captain  Hook*8 
removal,  had  observed,  that  the  **  reasons  stated  in 
lord  Cornwalli&'s  letter  of  the  6th  of  March,  1788, 
which  induced  the  Court  to  yield  to  his  lordship's 
reoommendation  in  favour  of  a  military  officer  being 
appointed  secretary  to  the  military  board,  do  not 
apply  to  the  case  of  the  secretary  to  the  government  In 
the  military  department,  particularly  as  the  returns 
of  the  army  and  lists  which  where  formerly  transmitted 
to  Europe,  by  the  late  lieut.-(  ol.  Kyd,  are  now  transmit- 

^  ted  by  the  adjutant-general  and  town-major.'* 

84.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  letter  from  lord 
Comwallis,  referred  to  by  the  court,  was  recorded  on 
the  proceedings  of  the  government.  Similar  reasons, 
however,  to  those  assigned  by  his  lordship  in  council 
in  his  minute,  recorded  on  the  proceeding's  of  the  7th 
September,  1793,  for  recommending  the  late  captain 
Humphreys  to  be  secretary  to  the  military  board,  are 
perfectly  applicable  to  the  case  of  the  military*  secre- 
tary to  the  government,  the  duties  of  which  situation 
are  certainly  of  much  more  importance  to  the  public 
service,  and  to. the  interests  of  the  honourable  com- 
pany, than  that  of  preparing  lists  and  returns  of  the  • 
troops,  which  are  now  prepared  in  another  department. 

^        85.     Some  of  the  most  important  parts  of  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  to  the  government  in    the  military 
department,  are  intimately  connected  with  assisting 
and  enabling  the  government  to  diminish  the  military 
-    expenses.       It  is  his  duty  to  point  out  to  the  notice 
of  government  charges  in  the  milita  ry  branch  of  expen- 
diture, not  authorized  by'  existing  regulations;    also 
such  contingent  charges  as  are  either  inadmissable,  or 
which  ought  to  be  reduced,  from  being  unreasonably 
«r  unusually  high. 
86.    It  may  appear  that  those  duties  belong  to  the 
•  C  2  military 
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military  board,  and  military  auditor-ipenera].  ftt 
checking  and, controlling  the  expense*  of  an  establitb* 
ment  of  tuch  magnitutie  and  extent,  inrolTing  such  » 
tariety  of  details  and  military  charges,  which  are 
bi  ought  under  the  notice  of  the  gOTernor-general  i^ 
council  from  various  quarters,  and  often  through  oches 
channels  than  the  miiitary  board  or  military  auditor* 
general,  the  daily  services  of  a  ^letary  oompeteot  to 
point  out  the  nature  of  every  charge,  are  abiolittety 
required.  In  matters  which  may  have  come  uodep 
tiie  examination  of  the  oifiaers  employed  in  the  fubor*> 
dioate  offices,  much  may  escape  the  notice  of  thoso 
o(Ficers.  But  were  it  possible  that  nothing  material' 
should  escape  tlieir  notice,  still  it  is  of  importance,  and 
absolutely  necessary,  that  the  secretaxy  to  the  govern* 
ment  in  the  military  department  should  thoroughly 
•nderstand  the  nature  of  the  details  of  the  busineisv 
whi^h  it  is  his  duty  to  submit  to  the  government. 

87.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  goverv 
«or-general  in  council,  and  to  the  finances  of  the 
honourable  company,  that  the  government,  by 'whom 
all  these  charges  are  ultimately  passed  or  lejected, 
should  hav*  the  assistance  of  a  secretary  capable  St 
Ifiving  the  fullest  iurormatioi\.apoo  this  important  part, 
of  his  duty  -The  due  and  faithful  perfprmance  o# 
this  part  of  the  secretary *s  duty  is  unavoidably  of  & 
most  invidious  nature. 

«8j  It  is  an  undoubted  fact,  that  the  govemoi^ 
^neral,  and  the  members  of  council, .  must  depend 
more  upon  the  military  secretary  (provided  the  military 
secretary  be  perfea  master  of  his  duties)  for  infbrma* 
«ion  respecting  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  tbt 
4|overnment  ixL  its  military  capacity,  (particularly  those 
connected  with  the  military  charges'  and  with  the 
discipline  of  the  army;  than  upon  the  secretaxies  i» 
«ny  of  the  other  departments,  on  the  conduct  and 
execution  of  the  duties  of  those  departments  respec- 
tively. This  bpecies  of  dependence  for  informatioa 
Bpon  the  miUtary  secretary  will  be  found  not  to  be  mucSs 
iiiminished  by  the  presence  of  the  commander  ia 
f(hief,  who,  from  various  causes,  cantiot  be  expected 
to  furnish  information  upon  points  of  detail,  chiefly 
#f  a  local  nature,  not  iouncdiately  withia  the  province 
f  f  his  general  duties. 

89.  The  situation  in  which  the  company'9  civil  lei^ 
tanis  are  employed  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  ia 
India,  and  the  habixs  which  they  unavoidably  and  ne- 
eessarily  acquire  in  those  employments,  render  it  ia« 
t>ossible  for  them  to  possess  that  knowledge  of  the 
military  branch  of  the  service  which  is  essentially  ne- 
cessary to  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of 
secretary  to  the  government  in  the  miiiury  depart* 
iftent.  k  is  no  imputation  on  the  character  of  the 
civil  ^rvants  to  declare,  that  they  are  not  qualified  t« 
nerform  those  duties,  a  knowledge  of  which  can  only 
be  obtained  in  situations,  fcom  which  fliey  are  pre* 
diided,  and  ia  which  tiiey  would  not  desire  to  serv^ 

90.  It  can  scarcely  be  the  intention  of  the  coart  that 
Ak^  eoi|d«ct  Md  iwyiigeai«Bt  of  Um  detaiia  of  th« 
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duties  of  the  supreme  goverament  in  themHitary  de- 
partmenr,  ihould  be  encrusted  to  a  person  not  qualified 
to  perform  them.  But  in  what  manner  is  the  civil 
covenanted  servant  to  acquire  the  knowledge  indis* 
pensably  necessary  to  enable  him  to  discharge  his  duty 
as  secretary  In  the  military  department .?  He  must 
^  attach  himself  to  the  army,  and  appropriate  ten,  or 
twelve  yean  of  his  time  in  acquiring  a  knowledge  of 
she  military  regulations,  and  particularly  of  those 
icomplicat.^l,  and  intricate,  and  fluctuating,  rules  for 
the  conduct  of  military  finance,  applicable  to  the  pecu* 
liar  naiu-^t:  of  the  army  of  Bengal,  in  all  91  branches. 

^  91.  It  vvoiUd  also  he  necessary  that  several  of  th« 
civil  servants  should  be  employed  and  educated  in  the 
manner  aWve-deecribed,  otherwise  the  government 
would  not  possess  a  succession  of  civil  servants,  pro-  - 
perly  qualified  to  fill  the  situation  of  secretary  to 
government  in  the  military  department . 
^  92.  No  length  of  service,  in  the  usual  duties  of 
civil  servants,  nor  even  in  the  office  of  secretary  to  tb« 
government  in  the  military  department,  can  give  a 
«ivil  servant  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  details  indis- 
pensably neoeseary  to  the  proper  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  secretary  in  the  military  .department; 
nor  can  a  military  officer  conduct  those  dutiea  pro-* 
*  perly,  unn  As  lie  has  previously  studied  the  voluminout 

.and  varying  code  of  military  regulations,  particularly 
thoie  connected  with  miKtary  expenses. 

93.  To  qualify  a  civil  servant  for,  the  proper  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  secretary  to  the  government 
in  the  military  department,  he  must  be  furnished  with 
a  military  commission,  to  enable  him  to  attach  himseU* 
to  the  arm]pf  and  to  be  placed  in  those  situations  in 
which  alone  he  can  acquire  that  knowledge,  which 
could  render  him  competent  to  the  discharge  of  th» 
duties  of  secretary  10  the  government  in  the  military 
department. 

94.  The  duties  of  tfie  secretaiy  to  th^  government 
In  the  military  department,  have  formerly  been  con- 
ducted without  the  assistance  of  a  military  officer;  but 
the  proceedings  of  government,  which  led  to  the  revi- 
val of  the  emplo^ent  of  a  military  officer  in  tht 
secretary's  office,  in  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1796, 
conformably  to  the  principle  originally  establislied  by 
the  supreme  gdvernment,  and  particularly  adverted  to 
by  lord  Oornwallis,  in  council,  on  the  Slst  January, 
17«8,  furnish  proofs  of  the  necessity  of  th«  change, 
founded  on  a  suffix  ient  trial  of  a  contrary  system. 

_  95.  The  reasons  which  compelled  the  government* 
in  1796,  to  revert  to  the  principle  above  adverted  to, 
are  not  specified  in  detail  on  the  records.  It  is  juted, 
in  general  terms,  that  the  nature  of  the  duties,  and  th« 
l^reat  increase  of  business,  in  consequence  of  the  new 
^  military  arrangements,  suggested  the  propriety  of  em* 

ploying  a  military  officer. 

^'  "^lic  particular  and  cOQiUnt  dilEcaltica  which 
occurred  to  render  the  adoption  of  the  measure  neces- 
sary, unquestionably  were  of  a  nature  to  preclude  all 
hm^'  gf  Modotting  tht  biuinMt  of  gOTtnment  in  th« 
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militarv  department  without  the  astiftance  of  a  xnili* 
tary  officer. 

97.  It  is  proper,  however,  to  state^  that,  previ- 
ously to  the  month  of  December,  1796,  the  period  at 
which  a  military  officer  was  employed  to  conduct  the 
details  of  the  business  in  the  military  dep;artment,  it 
was  frequently  necessary  to  send  privately  many  of  the 
current  papers  which  had  been  received  by  the  govern- 
ment in  the  military  department  to  the  officers  oY  the 
general  stafF,  and  other  stafT-officera  at  the  presidency^ 
with  a  view  to  obtain  information  and  assistance,  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  the  government  to  pass  orders 
upon  the  subject  of  those  papers.  The  referencea 
which  were  thus  made  for  information  and  assistance 
to  the  staff  and  other  officers,  must  have  frequently 
involved  the  consideration  of  subjects  in  which  those 
officers  were  directly  or  remotely  concerned,  and  upon 
which  they  had  previously  given  an  official  opinion  in 
their  capatnty  of  members  of  the  military  board,  or  as 
the  heads  of  some  departments  or  officers.  To  have 
recourse,  therefore,  to  those  officers  for  assistance, 
under  such  circumstances,  was  not  only  attended  with 
d^Iay,  but  was  highly  objectionable  in  its  principle: 
but  there  was  no  remedy  for  this  serious  evil,  except- 
ing that  which  the  government  adopted,  by  employing 
a  military  ofl^er  for  the  conduct  of  the  deuiJs  of  the 
business  m  the  military  department. 

98.  The  ground  of  the  proceedings  of  the  sopreme 
government,  aclverted  to  in  the  preceding  paragraphs^ 
for  employing  a  military  officer  for  the  conduct  of  the 
details  of  the  duties  of  the  government  in  the  miliury 
department,  and  the  principles  upon  which  those  pro- 
ceedings  ar^  founded,  have  been  justified  and  con- 
firmed by  subsequent  practice  and  eiperience :  and  the 
public  service,  and  the  interests  of  the  honourable  com- 
pany, have  derived  the  most  substantial  and  important 
advantages  from  the  measure,  particularly  with  respect 
to  the  diminution  at  the  close  of  the  last  war,  in  the 
year  1101-2,  and,  on  other  occasions,  of  the  military 
expenses  of  the  presidency  of  Bengal,  and  to  the  con- 
stant revision  of  those  expenses.  But  the  court,  in  the 
147th  paragraph  of  the  general  letter  to  the  supreme 

.  government  in  the  military  department,  dated  the  20th 
of  June,  1804,  observed,  that  the  appointment  of  a 
military  officer  to  be  secretary  to  the  government  in 
the  military  department,  was  conti^ry  to  the  spirit  of 
the  57th  section  of  the  act  of  the  SSd  of  bis  present 
majesty,  cap.  52d. 

99.  The  spirit  of  that  act  is  to  prevent  unqualified 
persons  from  oeing  appointed  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
civil  offices  and  employments,  &c.  It  is  doubtful  whe- 
ther the  office  of  secretary  to  the  government  in  the 
military  department  comes  within  the  letter  of  the  act, 
as  expressed  in  that  clause,  and  is  included  in  the  de- 
scription of  officers,  places,  or  employments,  in  the 
civil  line  of  the  company*s  service  enumerated  in  the 
clause. 

LOO.  It  nuy  also  be  doubted,  whether  the  legblatnrt 
kad  the  office  of  sfcreiary  to  the  government  in  the 

military 
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militarj  department  ia  contemplatfon  in  framings  that 
Claiue  :  It  is  evident  that  the  legislature,  in  describing 
the  persons  to  ^U  offices  of  great  trust  and  respon- 
sibihty  in  India,  could  not  intend  to  restrict  the  go- 
vernment of  India  to  that  class  of  the  servants  of  the 
honourable  company,  which  cannot,  at  any  period  of 
their  service,  in  the  civil  branch  of  the  service,  be  quar 
tified  to  discharge  properly  the  duties  of  secretary  to 
the  government  in  the  military  department. 

101.  If,  however,  jhc  clause  of  the  act  above- 
stated,  be  susceptible  of  a  contrary  construction,  it 
appears  to  be  indispensably  necessary,  consistently 
with  the  principles  described  in  the  preceding  para- 
graphs, with  the  due  and  proper  performance  of  th« 
duties  of  the  government  in  the  military  department, . 
and  with  the  interests  of  the  company  and  of  tha 
state,  that  the  court  should  confirm  the  proceedings  of 
the  government  for  employing  a  military  officer  to  $s« 
charge  ihe  details  of  the  duties  of  the  government  in 
the  military  department,  and  should  adopt  measures  in 
concert  with  .  his  majesty's  ministers,  for  having  the 
clause  of  the  act  of  the  33d  of  his  majesty  so  modified 
or  explained,  as  will  admit  of  the  government  selecting 
a  person  to  fill  the  office  6f  secretary  to  the  govern- 
ment in  the  military  department,  from  the  only  class  of 
the  company's  servants  which  can  be.  qualified  to  dis- 
charge the  complicated,  laborious,  and  important 
duties  of  that  office. 

102.  The  progressive  increase  of  the  duties  in  the 
military  department  having  rendered  it  extremely 
difficult  for  the  secretary  in  that  department  to  conduct 
the  business  of  his  office  with  that  de>;ree  of  regula- 
rity and  dispaich  which  are  essentially  necessary  to  the 

.  proper  course  of  the  public  service ;  the  state  of  cap- 
tain Hook*s  health  having  also  required  additional  aid 
in  the  office,  and  the  details,  in  that  department,  being 
of  such  a  nature,  that  the  assistance  required  in  the 
•erretary's  office,  could  only  be  afforded  by  a  public 
officer,  the  governor- general  in  council  appointed  capr 
tain  Hill  to  be  assistant,  in  October,  1803,  to  the 
secretary  of  government  in  the  military  departmedt, 
^  with  a  salary  of  500  rupees,  or  60/  per  menReiii. 

103.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  captain  Hook  has 
been  continued  in  his  office,  and  that  captain  Hill  hat 
been  appointed  his  assistant,  on  grounds  entirely  con- 
nected with  the  public  service.  Both  of  these  gentle- 
men are  unknown  to  lord  Wellesley,  excepting  by 
their  public  characters.  The  court  of  directors  may 
certainly  compel  the  government  of  Bengal  to  dismiss 
them,  and  to  appoint  civil  servants  to  their  situations. 
In  this  case  it  would  be  much  more  advantageous  to 
abolish  the  office  altogether,  than  to  give  the  govern- 
ment the  nominal  assistance  of  persons  in  one  of  the 
ipost  important  departments  of  the  service,  who  must 
be  utterly  unqualified  to  perform  their  duties,  and 
whose  appointmento   will  only  tend  to   prevent  the 

,  government  from  obtaining  such  information  as  they 

^ay  require»  from  mititary  officers  atuched  to  the 

•taC 
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stafF  of  the  anny,  or  to  the  penonal  itaff  of  the 
goveraor^eneraL 

104.  With  regard  to  the  imputation  of  cootnma* 
cious  disobedience  of  orders  in  this  case,  it  is  pcffectlT 
evident,  from  the  facts  and  arguments  as  herein  statei^ 
that  the  governor-generaL  in  council  acted  under  a  sin- 
cere conviction  that  the  military  business  of  the  oooa- 
cil  could  not  proceed  if  the  court's  order  were  carTie4 
into  execution.  In  such  a  case  the  situation  of  the 
governor  genera!  in  council  would  be  dangerous  indeed. 
|f  he  should  be  deemed  guilty  of  disobedience  of  order* 
under  the  law. 

10^.  In  the  27th  paragraph  of  the  letter  in  the 
military  department,  dated  the  .'KHh  September,  ISO  I, 
the  governor-general  in  council  informed  the  conrt  of 
directors  that  he  had  appointed  captain  Merrick  Sbawe 
to  be  military  secretary  to  the  governor-general, ''and 
to  the  captain-general  and  commander-in-chief  of  the 
forces.  Since  that  period  of  time  captain  Shawe  per<^ 
fonned  the  dutres  of  military  secretary  to  ihc  govenior<^ 
general,  and  to  the  captain-general,  with  great  dili« 
geoce,  zeal,  and  ability ;  but  without  receiving  any 
salary  in  either  of  the  capacities  uiiiii  the  month  ik 
May.  1802. 

106.  At  the  period  when  captain  Shawe  was  ap- 
pointed  to  these  situations,  (on  the  29th  of  JuIt,  180J] 
the  governor  general  was  preparing  to  proceed  to  the 
Upper  provinces,  and  although  his  lordsHip,  at  that^ 
lime,  had  it  in  contemplation  to  establish  a  salary  for 
the  military  secretary  proportionate  to  the  increased 
duties  of  the  situation,  he  was  unavoidably  prevented, 
by  the  pressure  of  other  public  bukioess,  from  stuin^ 
and  recording  in  council  the  sum  which  he  deemed  ta 
be  adequate  to  the  augmented  labour  and  responubility 
ef  the  office. 

107.  The  governor-general  deeined  it  to  be  advisa^ 
ble  to  consolidate  the  duties  and  Buthoritv  of  the  cap* 
tain-general  as  far  as  might  be  practicable,  with  toe 
duties  and  authoiity  of  the  governor-general  in  coua* 
cil,  and  he  had  accordingly  directed  various  returns, 
reports,  and  informations,  on  several  points  respecting 
his  majesty's  troops  in  Indi2^  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
governor-general  in  couiKil,in  the  military defiartment} 
a  variety  of  references  and  applications  however  must 
be  made  to  the  captain-general,  wluch  it  is  unnecetiaiy 
to  record  on  the  proceedings  of  government,  but  to 
whit  h  the  public  service  requires  immediate  attention. 

108.  The  governor-general,  at  an  early  period  of 
time,  found  it  impracticable  to  carry  on  the  dtitiea 
relative  to  tlie  army,  which /the  sution  of  captain* 
general  necessarily  imposed,  without  constitutmg  a 
military  office  ef  record  under  an  officer  immediately 
attached  to  his  person.  The  ^vemor-general,  since 
that  time^  found  the  duties  which  devolved  on  him  by 
the  appointment  of  captain-general,  particularlj  dn* 
ring  his  progress  tothe  upper  previncct,  and  during 
his  residence  at  the  military  stations,  oonsideraUy 
to  exceed  his  first  expecutions  in  that  reipect.^ 

IQS,    The  nature  ef  the  duties  to  beperfonDed  by 

the 
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the  military  secretary  to  the  captain-general,  reqiltret, 
^    '  that  the  person  holding  the  office  shall  possess  not  only 

an  extensive  knowledse  of  military  details,  but  also 
chose  qualifications  which  shall  entitle  him  to  that 
decree  of^  confidence  which  must  necessarily  be  placed 
in  the  per»ou  entrusted  with  the  duties  of  such  a  su«< 
tion.  It  is,  therefore,  an  object  of  importance  to  tha 
'  public  service,  and  to  the  governor-general,  that  be 
;ihould  be  able  to  command  the  services  of  an  officer 
properly  qualified  to  fill  the  station  of 'military  sccro- 
^ary;  and  as  the  officer,  holdiog  the  appointment  of 
jpihtary  secretary  of  the  captain-general,  must  necessft* 
rily  devote  his  whofe  time  and  attention  to  the  duties 
of  that  situation,  aud  cannot  receive,  from  any  source, 
those  allowauces  which  the  extent  of  his  duties,  and 
the  responsibility  of  his  station,  so  strongly  demand  ; 
the  governor-general  in  council  had  no  hesitatisn  ia 
stating  that  this  officer  ought  to  be  placed,  with 
regard  to  allowances,  on  a  respectable  footing. 

110.  The  salary  hitherto  allowed  to  the  military 
tecretary  to  the  governor=general  was  only  HOO  rupees, 
361.  a  month,  exclusive  of  the  pay  of  his  regimental 
rank,  and  the  batta  of  major,  when  the  duties  and 
responsibility  of  the  penon  holding  the  office  are  con- 
sidered, the  low  scale  on  which  the  salary  was  ett%« 
blished  can  be  ascribed  only  to  the  circiimstance  or 
the  military  secretaries  of  former  governor  generals 
having  generally,  if  not  invariably,  at  the  same  tino, 
neld  other  offices  of  considerable  emolument. 

111.  The  governor-general  in  council  deemed  it  to 
be  reasonable  and  prober  that  a  consolidated  salary  oi 
1500  rupees  per  mensum,  185^  shou'd  be  granted- to 

*  |he  mibtary  secretary  of   the   governor-general  and 

captain-general,  and  that  the  separate  siuary  |of  SM 
rupees  a  month,  as  military  secretary  to  the  govemorw 
gtneral,  should  be  abolished.  The  salary  of  the  tnili- 
'  tary  secretary  was  accordingly  fixed  at  that  amount, 
.exclusive  of  the  pay  of  his  military  rank,  and  the 
governor-general  further  directed  th^t  captain  "^'hawe, 
ihe  actual  secretary,  should  receive  the  increased  salary 
of  1500  rupees  per  month,  from  the  period  of  the 
commencement  of  hi«  augmented  duties  as  secreury  to 
the  governor-general,  and  to  the  captain-general  of 
the  forces.

governor  and  captain-gcnpral,  to  tye  i educed  to  the 
anm  of  1003  rupees,  125/.  per  mensum,  exclusive  of 
his  miKtary  pay;  the  scale  which  has  been  fixed  by 
the  coHTt  of  dircctoss.

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117.  The  rule  above  prescribed,  in  the  case  of 
lieutenant-colonel  Monson,  is.  similar  to  the  rule 
established  by  lord  CornwalHs,  by  his  lordship's 
minutes,  recorded  on  the  pri»reeaings  of  the  9d 
August,  1792,  on  the  occasion  of  his  lordship  haying 
deputed  captain  Madan  to  proceed  to  £uro]:e  with 
'public  dispatches. 

118.  The  same  rule  was  applied  to  lieutenant- 
colonel  Harcourt,  of  his  majesty  s  li^threTiment,  who 
proceed  to  Europe  overland  in  charge  of  the  governor- 
general's  public  dispatches.  Lieutenant'Colonel  Hai^ 
court  "^as  accordingly  considered  to  be  entitled  to  the 
pay  and  allowances  of  his  regimental  rank  only,  for 
twelve  monihs  from  the  date  of  his  embarkation  at 
Bombay. 

119.  The  preceding  arrangements  cannot  be 
deemed  irrcgxilar,  since  it  would  be  unjust  te  deprive 
officers,  employed  on  public  duties^  of  the  pay  and 
allowances  which  they  are  entitled  to  receive  in  any 
part  of  the  world,  as  long  as  they  may  be  employed 
in  the  public  sei  vice.  The  court  of  directors  resolved, 
on  the  4ih  of  May,  1803,*  to  defray  colonel  Monson** 
passage  to  Bengal,  according  to  the  regulations  esta- 
blished for  oiTicfers  of  his  rank,  and  in  reply  to  Colonel 
Monson''s  application  to  have  his  pay  and  allowances 
as  commandant  of  the  76th  regiment  continued  to  the 
day  of  his  arrival  in  bengal,  directed  the  government 
of  Bengal  to  decide  the  question  by  the  regulations 
of  his  majesty's  and  of  the  company  s  military  service. 
The  governor-general  certainly  was  of  opinion,  that 
the  public  service  required  the  care  of  the  officers 
specially  appointed  to  uke  charge  of  the  dispatches 
in  question ;  and  that  the  importance  of  the  dispatches 
demanded  such  special  care.  It  cannot  justly  be  infer-  ' 
red,  as  a  proof  of  a  systematic  design  to  assume  irre- 
gular authority,  that  he  fixed  the  scale  of  their  allow- 
ances for  that  service.  The  court's  proceedings  upon 
ihe  case  of  colonel  Monson,  would  have  induced  the 
governor-general  to  believe,  that  no  mj^terial  objection 
had  occurred  to  that  arrangement. 

120.  The  reasons  which  induced  the  governor- 
general  in  council  to  found  the  college  at  Fort  William, 
are  fully  stated  in  his  notes,  under  liate  the  18th 
August,  1800.  It  v^as  impossible  for  the  governor- 
general  to  suppose,  that^uch  an  institution  could  prove 
otherwise  than  satisfactory  to  the  court  of  directors  ; 
and  the  mode  of  providing  for  the  expenses  of  the

121.  The  motives  of  public  duty  whicli  induced 
the  governor-general  in  council  to  direct,  that  the 
order  passed  by  the  government  of  Bengali  for  the 
abolition  of  the  college  of  Fort  William,  should  not 
take  full  effect  until  the  .Slst  December,  180S,  are 
fully  stated  in  the  public  proceedings  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  in  the  governor-gdieral*s  letterf  to  the  chair-

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man,  dated  August,  5,  1803.    Par.  110  to  1S9,  both 
inclusive. 

122.  It^is  only  necessary,  therefore,  to  observe  ia 
this  place,  that  in  consequence  of  the  governor-gene^ 
ral's  letter  of  the  5th  August,  180S,  the  court  of 
directors,  in  a  letter  under  date  the  2d  Septemb«r, 
1803,  state,  that  "they  had  giv^n  the  most  serioue 
attention  to  this  subject,  and  after  maturely  weighing 
all  the  arguments  adduced  by  his  lordship,  although 
they  differed  from  him  in  several  of  the  positions 
he  bad  laid  down,  yet,  having  in  their  former  order* 
left  a  reserve  for  the  fnture  re-establishment  of  a 
college,  and  their  finances  being  not  then  under  a 
pressure  equally  severe  as  they  were  at  the  former 
period,  they,  on  these  considerations,  and  under  adi 
the  circuniistances  of  the  case, -were  led  so  far  to 
acquiesce  in  his  lordship's  desire,  as  to  direct  that  the 
Institution  be  continued  until  further  orders.** 

123.  Adverting  to  the  final  determination  of  tho 
•ourt  for  continuing  the  college,  it  appears  that  tho 
■uspension  of  the  original  order  admitted  that  rcaolt, 
which  was  the  ultimate  effect  of  the  court's  mature 
deliberation.  It  seems  eztraordinarv  to  impute  coo* 
tumacy  to  the  governor-general  in  this  transaction. 

124.  The  eKpenses  of  the  college  during  the  fint 
year,  ending  on  81st  October,  1801,  were  stated  by 
the  govemoi^general  in  his  letter  to  the  chairman  of 
the  5th  August,  1802,  to  be  6,30,000  nipNees,or  78,8jQf. 
and  the  future  annual  expenses  were  estimated  at  from 
three  and  a  half  lacs  to  four  lacs  of  rupees  per  annum. 
By  a  letter  from  the  governor-general  in  eouncil,  dated 
Jfth  June,  1805,  relative  to  the  college,  it  appears  that 
the  expenses  of  the  college  had  been  gradually  reduced 
to  rupeea  8,38,988,  or  48,378/.  |>er  annum,  and  that 
a  further  revision  took  place  previously  to  lord  WeUes- 
ley's  departure,  by  which  the  future  annual  expoida- 
ture  was  paid  at  rupees  2,07,660,  or  25,967/.  Tbew 
reductions  arose  principally  from  the  separation  of  tho 
writers  of  Madras  and  Bombay,  front  the  inatitutiott 
under  the  court's  orders. 

125.  In  the  general  letter,  judicial  department,  dated 
S8d  May,  1798,  from  the  court  of  directors  to  tbe 
governor-general  in  council,  the  court  observes,  *tbat 
from  the  experience  which  they  had  had  of  the  good 
effects  of  the  judicial  and  revenue  arrangements  est^ 

against  .which  reference  blishedatthepresidencyof  Bengal,  they  were  extremely 
-ito  necessity  or  expediency  desirous,  as  far  as  local  circumstances  would  admit,  df 
'  could  justly  be  pleaded,  seeing  the  same  system  introduced  upon  the  coasu  qf 
Coromandel  an  j  Malabar.  They  were  sensible,  how- 
ever, that  the  defective  Itnowledge  of  the  real  resources

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rity  of  the  inhabitants,  and  tht  permanent  intertpti  of

1126.    During  lord  We!]esley*s  residence  at  Fort  0t 
^eorge,  in  the  year  1799,  a  most  voluminous,  able, 
and  comprehensive  report  from  the  board  of  revenue 
>s  nt  Madras  was  submitted  to  him,  respecting  the  intro» 

duction  of  the  system  of  internal  government  esta* 
blished  in  Bengal,  into  the  British  possessions  on  th$ 
«oast  of  Corsmandel.  This  report  was  afterwarda 
brought  under  the  Consideration  of  the  govemofw 
general  in  council ;  that  the  government  of  Fort  St. 
George  might  receive  the  benefit  of  the  detailed  sen^ 
timents  of  supreme  government,  after  an  experitacf; 
«f  tern  years  of  the  advantages  of  the  same  sytten» 
in  the  provinces  subject  to  the  presidency  of  Bengali 
after  the  most  mature  deliberation,  instructions  weto 
issued  to  t^  government  of  Fort  St.  Geoigc,  under 
date  the  Slst  December,  1799,  directing  the  inito^ 
•  duction  of  the  new  system  of  government  on  thi 
general  principles  stated  in  the  refport  of  the  board 
•f  revenue  at  Fort  St.  George. 

127.  The  whole  proceedings*  were  transmitted  C^ 
England,  on  the  18th  January,  1800,  by  the  governor- 
general  in  council;  and  on  tne  6th  March,  1800,  lord 
Wellesley  addressed  a  separate  letter  to  the  chairman^ 
for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  motives  which  in- 
duced him  to  perpetuate  the  settlement,  without  prer 
vious  reference  to  the  couit.  la  that  letter,  to  which 
no  reply  has  been  received,  lord  Wellesley  observes. 
That  **  the  new  settlement  of  the  land  revenue  of  the- 
territories  subject  to  the  immediate  government  of 
Fort  St.  George,  will,  I  tnist,  prove  a  source  of  great 
additional  wealth  to  the  company,  as  well  as  of  hap- 
piness to  their  subjects.  1  flatter  myself  that  the  court 
will  approve  my  motives  for  perpetuating  the  settlement 
without  previous  reference  to  tnem.  I  acted  on  intor. 
mation  from  Madras,  which,  although  not  yet 
official  in  form,  convinced  me  that  the  settlement 
would  be  frustrated  for  the  present,  if  not  wholly 
defeated,  by  any  such  reference ;  otherwise  every 
K  motive  of  respect  would  have  induced  me  to  refer 

the  settlement,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  court  of 
direetofs.      But  they  would    not  wish  the  substance

will  as  little  suspect  me  of  any  design  to  weaken  their 
just  authority.** 

128.  On  (he  11th  of  February,  1801,  the.coart  of 
directors  issued  their  final  orders  on  this  important  sub- 
ject to  the  government  of  Fort  St.  George,  in  a  general  let- 
,  ter  in  the  revenue  department,  of  which  the  following 
is  an  extract.  A  copy  of  the  letter  was,  at  the  same 
time,  transmitted  to  the  governor-general  in  council,  for 
the  information  of  the  supreme  government. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  the  court  of.  directors  to 
the  government  of  Fort  St.  George,dated  1 1th  February. 
1801. 

**  We  have  received  your  revenue  dispatch  of  the 
22d  January,  1800,  referring  us  to  minutes  and  pro. 
ceedings  preparatory  to  the  introduction  of  a  permanent 
•ystem  of  revenue  and  of  judicature  into  the  company'a 
territories  under  ^our  presidency,  and  we  have  perused, 
with  great  attention,  the  report  of  the  revenue  botard 
upon  this  important  subject,  with  their  subsequent  in- 
•tructtoDs  to  the  coUeaors,  and  we  have  to  ezpnas  oar 
approbation  of  the  industry  and  abilities  which  the 
revenue  board  has  displayed  in  th^  investigation  and 
elucidation  of  this  extensive  and  complicated  subject. 
We  observe,  with  peculiar  satisfaction,  that  they  have 
f ullv  availed  thepiselves  of  the  luminous  infonnation,  to 
be  derived  from  the  minutes  and  proceedings  so  ably  con- 
ducted by  marquis  Cornwallis  and  lord  Teignmouth,  at 
the  time  when  a  similar  institution  was  uoder  the  con- 
sideration of  the  supreme  board  at  Calcutta. 

"  An  earlv  attention  to  this  subject  has  been  neces- 
sarily pressed  upon  our  considerjition  by  our  reference 
I  to  a  letter  from  Bengal  in  their  judicu^  department^ 

dated  5th  March,  1800,  addressed  to  your  presidency. 
By  that  letter  you  are  directed  to  proceed  to  the  perma- 
nent settlement  in  question,  without  any  clause  sus- 
pending its  final  effect,  till  it  should  receive  our  ulti- 
mate sanction.  As  this  injunction  was  so  different 
from  what  occurred  at  Bengal  when  the  measure  was 
executed  by  the  able  government,  which,  at  that  time, 
presided  over  oor  councils  in  India,  we  were  naturally 
led  to  pause,  before  we  could  thus  agree  to  give  out  of 
our  own  hands  the  final  decision  upon  a  subject  of 
such  deep  importance  to  our  interests  in  India.  But 
upon  mature  reflection,  after  a  revision  of  what  took 
place  at  Bengal,  and  after  an  accurate  perusal  of  the  pro- 
ceedings already  held  at  Fprt  St.  George,  we  have  come 
to  a  decided  opmion  to  concur  in  the  instructions  yoa 
have  received  from  the  governor-general.  Partioslar 
cases  may  occur,  in  which  we  may  regret,  that  the 
final  correction  of  error  did  not  remain  with  us,  bat 
this  inconvenience,  if  it  should  prove  one,  is  so  much 
more  counterbalanced  by  the  danger  which  might  accrue 
to  the  whole  system,  if  a  doubt  of  permanency  was  in  the 
early  stageof  its  execution  created  in  the  minds  of  the 
natives  of  India,  with  whom  these  transactions  are  to 
be  carried  on,  that  our  doubts  have  subsided,  and  we

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be  best  secured  by  giving  to  our  covernmenu  on  tht 

spot,  the  confidence  which  their  abilities  and  inteffritv 

so  justly  merit.  *     ^ 

« In  addition  to  this  general  confidence,  two  consi- 
derations have  naturally  operated  upon  our  decision. 
In  the  first  place,  the  subject  is  not  a  new  one.  The  lead^ 
ing  principles  of  the  measure  have  already  received 
our  sanction  in  our  letter  to  the  Bengal  government  of 
the  19th  Septiimber,  1792,  when  the  business,  with 
the  luminous  information  which  attended  it,  was  fully 
before  us,  and  mature! v  considered  bv  us .  The  general 
principles,  therefore,  being  recognized,  it  is  only  the 
detail  and  execution  of  those  principles  which  we 
Jeave  in  your  hands,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
such  detail  can,  with  infinitely  more  advantage,  be 
considered  on  the  spot,  than  by  the  ablest  investigation 
we  can  give  to  the  subject  at  home.'* 

129.  In  the  general  letter  from  the  court  of  directors 
in  the  pubUc  department,  dated  2d  December,  1800,  the 
eourt  observes,  *<  we  have  been  advised  of  a  resolution 
of  the  ^vemor-general  in  council,  vesting  the  civil 
and  mihtary  government  of  the  provinces  of  Malabar 
and  Canara  under  the  control  and  authority  of  tha 
governor  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George. 

«  The  government-general  have  assigned  such  cogent 
and  satisfactory  reasons  for  the  adoption  of  the  measure 
that  we  have  come  to  the  resolution,  and  accordingly 
direct,  that  from  henceforward  the  civil  and  military 
^vernment  of  the  provinces  of  Malabar  and  Canara, 
including  the  revenues  and  administration  of  justice,  be 
placed  under  the  control  and  authority  of  the  governor  ' 
an  council  of  Fort  St.  George. 

"  With  respect  to  the  institutions  from  the  govern- 
ment-general  upon  the  subject,  to  the  respective  go- 
vernments of  Fort  St.  George  and  Bombay,  of  the  26th 
of  May  last,  we  have  only  to  signify  our  entire  aporo- 
bation  thereof,  and  to  dirett  a  compliance  therewith;* 

ISO.  The  reasons  which  determined  lord  Wellesley 
to  renew  the  settlement  at  Balambangan,  are  stated  in 
Mr.  secretary  £dmonstone*s  instructions  to  Mr.  Far- 
quhar,  under  date  the  15th  March,  1808.  Adverting 
to  the  correspondence  of  the  court  of  directors  with 
the  government  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  to  the  impor- 
tance which  the  court  attached  to  the  reservation  of 
one  of  the  territorial  grants  in  the  eastern  islands, 
merelv  for  the  convenience  mf  the  company's  ships  in 
thcCnina  trade,  (tho^e  ships  having  been 'exposed  to 
considerable  distress  in  repeated  instances,  by  the  want 
of  a  British  port  in  the  eastern  seas)  lord  Wellesley 
determined  to  establish  a  settlement  at  Balambangan,. 
which  had  been  ceded  to  thecompany  in  1767. 

131.  This  question  was  also  connected  with  the 
consideration  of  the  validity  of  certain  territorial  ces- 
sions  which  the  Malay  princes  had  made  in  favour  of 
the  honourable  company.  It  was  necessary  to  ascertain 
the  state  of  these  cessions,  previously  to  the  restitution 
of  the  Dutch  settlements,  which  M.'.  Farquhar  had 
been  instructed  to  carry  into  execution,  according  t« 
the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  Amiens.

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15.  !■  continuing  to 
make  unaothorized  ad-

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1 33.  It  i»  evident,  therefore,  that  it  «rould  have  beciT 
impossible  to  have  referred  these  points  to  the  previone 
consideration  of  the  court  of  directors.  The  Bataviaife 
oommissioners  for  receiving  the  restitutions,  were  daily 
expected  in  the  eastern  seas,  and  the  discussion  of  thm 
company^s  rights  in  the  eastern  seas  was  intimately  coa- 
nected  with  the  mode  and  time  at  which  the  restitutione 
were  to  be  carried  into  execution.  At  the  same  it  wae 
necessary  lo  furnish  Mr.  Farqohar  with  orden  ior 
the  proposed  settlement  at  BaUmbangan.  Lord  Wel^ 
lesley  was  in  possession  of  the  general  opinion  of  the 
court  of  directors,  with  respect  to  the  importance  of  » 
British  port  in  the  eastern  seat,  ted  was  convinced  that 
this  circumstance  involved  the  welfare  of  the  company 
in  an  essential  branch  of  its  commerce.  His  conduce 
Was  dictated  by  a  zeal  for  the  prosperity  of  the  com* 
pany*s  iuter^ts  in  the  important  trade  to  China,  and 
he  believed  himself  to  be  acting  in  exact  conformity 
to  the  opinion  of  the  court  of  directors  on  that  suIm- 
ject.  The  renewal  of  the  settlement  of  Balambangaa 
at  the  time,  and  in  the  manner,  diitcted  by  thtf 
governor-general  in  council,  was  also  connected  with 
a  very  important  question  respecting  the  orden 
received  from  his  majesiy's  ministers,  with  regard  t» 
the  time  of  making  the  several  restitutiona  under 
the  treaty  of  Amiens.  This  question  is  fully  stated 
in  Mr.  Far^uhar's  instructions.  The  orders  on  thitf  . 
subject  having  been  received  directly  from  the  secret 
tarjT  of  state,  the  reply  was  returned  to  him,  with  • 
desire  that  it  mi|^t  bie  communicated  to  the  aecrci 
committee. 

1 3.S.  Under  these  circimistances,  Mr.  Farqnhar  wtf^ 
directed  to  re-occupy  the  island  of  Balambangan,  wnA 
to  state  to  the  govemor>general  ^is  sentimenta,  witl» 
respect  to  the  force  necessary  for  the  defence  of  that 
island,  and  to  the  measures  which  ought  to  be  pursued* 
with  a  view  of  deriving  the  'greatest  advantage  fram 
the  newiettlement. 

1 34.  The  court  of  directors,  however,  having 
ordered  the  establishment  to  be  Vithdrawn,  these  orders 
were  carried  into  execution  as  soon  as  they  were  re- 
ceived, and  th^  settlement  of  Balambangan  hat  beea 
withdrawn  with  as  much  expedition  as  has  been 
possible. 

IS5»  The  amount  which  the  government  isautlto- 
riaed,  by  the  court's  letter  of  the  8(;th  August,  1801, 
to  advance  on  account  of  public  buildings  is  five  lacs  of 
rupees,  or  60,0001.  viz.  onejac  in  the  civil  and  ludi^ 
dal,  and  four  lacs  in  the  military  department.  Xliit 
order  certainly  cannot  be  considered  to  apply  to  build-' 
ings  which  had  already  been  commenced,  and  were 
in  a  state  of  progress;  nor  is  it  reasonable  to  sop* 
pose,  that  it  could  be  intended  to  prevent  the  go- 
vernment from  making  the  necessary  repairs  t# 
decayed  buildings,  or  even  from  rebuilding  puWi« 
offices  or  houses  which  were  in  a  state  of  ruin. 

1S6.  With  respect  to  the  new  government-home. 
It  will  be  sufficient  la  state,  that  soon  after  the  arri- 
val of  the  govcmor-geperali  lord  Welletley,  at  F^nrt 

Wiliiaa 
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William,  in  the  month  of  May,  1798^*  his  attention 
was  directed  to  the  means  pf  effecting,  on  jubt  prin. 
ciples  of  oeconomy,  a  reduction  of  the  expenses  in- 
curred for  the'  rent  of  public  ofHces,  and  an  im- 
provement of  the  public  buildings  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

137.  The  necessity  and  expediency  of  a  new  arrange- 
ment,  with  regard  to  the  buildings  occupied  for  public 
{•jfposes  at  Calcutta,  and  in  the  interior  of  the 
country,  will  appear  from  the  following  facts  and  ob- 
servations. 

138.  Ist.^  That  the  apartments  contained  in  tht 
building  occupied  by  the  governor- general,  and  deno- 
minated the  government-house,  both  with  respect  to 
their  construction  and  accoxnmodation,  were  inferior  to 
the  apartments  in  the  ordinary  houses  of  individuals, 
exfiosinj^the  health  of  the  governor- general  to  the  most 
serious  injury  from  the  effects  of  the  climate. 

IdO.  Hd.  That  the  building  did  not  furnisli  any  ao* 
commodation  for  the  family  of  the  governor-general,  or 
for  the  public  offiiers  immediately  attached  to  his  per- 
son. 

140.  Sd.  That  the  building  did  not  contain  any 
apartments  suited  to  occasions  of  public  ceremony,  or 
for  the  reception  of  the  angmented  number  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  capital  of  the  British  possessions  in 
India,  reducing  the  governor-general  to  ihe  necessity  of 
hiring  buildings  constructed  by  individuals  for  places  of 
entertainment,  whenever  public  or  other  occasions  re- 
quired that  he  should  assemble  the  principal  officers  and 
inhabitants  of  the  settlement. 

141.  4th.  That  from  the  decayed  state  of  the  build- 
ing,  the  sura  of  Sicca  rapees  79,000,  or  98751.  wai 
requisite  for  putting;  it  into  a  suitable  state  of  repair; 

*  that  the  proprietor^  cou'd  not,  with  justice,  have  been 

required  to  defray  this  charge,  in  ad.htion  to  the  heavy 
expenses  which  he  had  recently  incui-red  for  repairi 
add  alteration;:,  and,  couftequently,  that  the  expense  of 
the  further  repairs  required  must  have  b^en  made  at  th« 
charge  of  government. 

1*}*2.     5th.     I'hat  the  amount  of  the  rent  paid  for  th«

145.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  wa»fB«Msdered 
to  be  expedient  to  adopt  an  arrangement  wlndi  should 
afford  a  suiuble  residence  to  the  govemer-general, 
and  should,  at  the  same  time,  combine  oMects  of 
vtility  and  of  ultimate  ceoonoor,  by  coocenttmtmg  the 
public  offices  in  the  vicinity  ot  the  govemment-hM»e, 
And  by  eflfecting  a  general  redaction  of  the  expense  to 
be  incurred  by  the  company  for  the  rent  of  pnblic 
buildings.

159.  It  is  to  be  observed,  that,  if  the  new  govern- 
ment-house had  not  been  built,  and  if  the  general 
plan,  adopted  in  December,  1798,  had  not  be«n  car^ 
lied  into  execution,  the  company  must  have  disbursed 
tlfe  sum  of  Sicca  rupees  5,18,904,  or  64,8631.  and  must 
also  have  rebuilt  the  co|inci!house,  and  incurred  a 
considerable  expense  for  the  repair  of  the  wharf  at  the 
custom-house;  at  the  same  time,  the  necessity  of 
building  a  new  house  would,  every  day,  haTe  become 
more  urgent  and  indispensable 

160.  This  expense,  therefore,  would  have  been  a 
dead  charge  upon  the  company's  revenues,  and  tbera 
would  not  have  been  (as  there  is  at  the  present 
moment)  a  valuable  property  to  counterbalance  such 
•expenditure. 

161.  The  question  has  been  argued  in  this  placa 
merely  as  a  question  of  expense,  without  adverting 
to  any  of  the  numerous  advantages  which  have  beea 
derived  from  the  execution  of  the  plan  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  public  buildings  of  the  govera-  * 
ment. 

162.  In  adciition  to  the  great  convenience  which 
lias  been  felt  in  the  transaction  of  public  business  since 
the  completion  of  the  new  government-house,  the 
construction  of  that  edifice  has,  during  seven  years, 
afforded  employment  to  a  numerous  class  of  useful 
and  industrious  workmen  of  all  descriptions,  und  haa 
|;reatly  contributed  to  improve  every  branch  of  labour 
and'  manufactures   at  Calcutta.      The  health  of   the 

Cn  of  Calcutta  has  also  been  greatly  benefited  by  the 
ous  improvemenu  which  have  been  made  in  the 
different  streets  and  avenues  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
government -house,  and  by  the  improvement  of  the 
drains  and  roads  in  that  quarter.  The  plan  having 
been  so  hr  successful,  it  was  lord  Wellesley's  inten- 
tion to  have  extended  it  to  every  dther  part  of  the 
town  aQd  its  vicinity,  through  the  voluntary  aid  of  the 
inhabitanu,  aMtit«d,  in  a  certain  degxee,  by  the  go- 

vernment, 
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▼ernm^ot.  Tli«  objects  tn  lord  Wdlesley's  conteou 
plationare  stated  in  the  .nnexcd  minute;*  some  pro- 
gress was  made  in  the  execution  of  the  plan  and  a 
Seat  deal  of  valuable  information  was  collected  bj 
e  members  of  the  committee,  and  !«u^mitied  to  th» 
ggyemment.  But.  the  war  wi  h  Holkar.  and  other 
more  important  traqfactions.  suftpende<l  the  further 
proceedings  of  the  e;ovemment-generaI  in  the  pro- 
tecutton  of  its  views  for  the  impiovement  of  the  town 
of  I  alcutta.

The  eonrt  are  displeased 
with  the  expression  of  the 
governor  -  general's  sen- 
timents respecting  lord 
Olive,  and  with  the  sup- 
port afforded  by  the  go- 
vernor-general to  his  lord- 
Para.  9C. 
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that  this  circunutanoe  only  serves  to  manifest  tlie  regu* 
larity  of  the  government  of  Bengal,  in  the  statement' 
of  its  ordinary  expenditure  in  each  department.  No 
sum,  however  small,  is  expended  without  being  regu- 
larly accounted  for.  or  without  being  stated  either  in 
the  proceedings  or  in  the  general  letters  to  Europe.  If 
the  communication  of  such  trifling  expenditure,  in  tKo 
ordinary  records  of  the  several  departments,  be  deemed 
objectionable,  the  practice  may  be  discontinued.  But, 
until  the  court's  orders,  on  this  subject,  shall  be  signifit^d 
to  the  t^overnmeat  abroad,  such  reports, even  of  smaller 
sums  than  97  rupees  thirteen  annas,  will  continue  to  bt 
stated  in  the  usual  course  of  official  detail; 

170  The  preceding  statement^  and  remarks  will,  it 
is  trusted,  afForl  sufficient  evidence  that  lord  Wcllesley 
sever  re  ax<*d  his  earnest  endeavours  to  execi^te,  witu 
punctuality  mi'I  dispatch,  every  part  of  the  various 
duties  of  his  arduous  charge,  among  which  his  primary 
object  was  to  aflbrd  to  the  court  of  directors  the  ear- 
liest and  most  complete  information  of  the  state  of 
a^airs,  compatible  with  the  urgent  demands  of  active 
and  laborious  local  service,  and  with  the  necessary 
division  and  distribution  of  the  several  branches  A 
the  public  business. 

171  On  this  subject  it  will  be  suHic'ent  to  quote  the

'*  Whatever  may  kavebeen  the  extent  of  the  errors 
which  the  governor-general  in  council  may  have  coin- 
jnitted  in  the  pursuit  of  thene  important  and  laudable 
objects,  he  is  persuaded  that  your  honourable  court 
will  receive  with  favour  his  sincere  assurance,  that 
in  every  act  of  the  government  his  motiv^e  has  been  a 
just  zeal  for  the  prosperity  of  your  service,  com- 
bined with  an  anxiety  to  manifest  every  degree  of 
dutiful  respect  for  the  ordeis  and  wishes  of  your  ho- 
nourable court." 

172.  The  public  records  of  the  governments  in  India 
afford  such  abundant  tdstimoniet  of  the  cordial  support 
which  Lord  Cliye  has  aflbr'led  to  Lord  Wellesley  in 
every  crisis  of  difficulty  and  danger,'  that  it  would  in- 
deed be  surprizing  if  the  most  intimate  cordiality  did 
not  subsist  between  two  persons  of  similar  principles 
in  the  execution  of  great  public  trusts,  and  of  equal 
zeal  for  the  honour  and  prosperity'  of  the  public  intOi> 
rests  committed  to  their  charge.  Lord  Weilesley  cer- 
tainly could  have  no  desire  to  support  lord  Olive,  or 
any  other  public  officer,  in  a  contumacious  attack 
ppon  the  court  of  directors,  but  he  would  have  aban- 
doned every  principle  of  duty  and  of  gratitude,  if  ha 
had  withheld  from  lord  (  live,  after  his  long  and  suc- 
cessful administration  of  the  governn^ienft  of  Fort  St. 
George,  ^*  these  unqualified  eulogiumA,"  to  which  the 
•ourt  ohjeet  in  the  paper  No.  12!),  and  which  closed 
lord  Wellesley't  public  correspond^npe  with  lord  Cliv« 
in  India,  In  point  bf  fact,  however,  lord  Wcllesley 
never  saw  lord  Clivers  Tetter,  to  which  the  court 
objects,  before  it  was  dispatched  to  the  court.

The  court  obserret, 
that,  at  the  head  of  seve- 
ral days*  consultations, 
they  observe,  that  the  fol- 
lowing minute  is  entered : 
»«  His  excellency,  the 
most  noble  the  governor- 
general  signifies,  that  it  is 
not  bis  intentiop  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  council, 
and  desires  that  the  pro- 
,  ceedingi  which  may  be 
held  at  the  meeting  be 
communicated  to  him  for 
his  approbation." 


Paragraph  SO  ^o  67  in« 
dusive,  relate  to  irregu- 
larity in  the  mode  of 
keeping  the  public  re. 
cords,  in  the  public  cor- 
respondence, and  in  other 
branches  of   the  public 
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1 7S .  This  minute  and  proceeding  appear  to  be  strictlv 
conformable  to  the  law.  By  the  act  of  parliament,  39tn 
and  40th  of  the  king,  dap.  79,  dated  2Rth  July,  1800, 
clause  12,  page  634,  it  is  enacted,  *'  that  if  the 
g^overnor-general  of  Fort  William,  in  Bengal,  for  the 
tiihe  being,  or  the  governor  of  the  said  presidency 
of  Fort  St.  George,  and  of  the  said  presidency  and 
island  of  Bombay  respectively,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
happen  to  be  absent  from  any  council  to  be  assembled 
for  the  said  respective  presidencies  of  Fort-William 
and  Fort  St.  George,  and  the  said  presidency  and 
ii^Iaud  of  Bombay,  owing  to  indisposition,  or  any  other 
cauje  whatsoever,  and  shall  signify  such  his  intended 
absence  to  such  council  so  to  be  assembled  there,  then 
and  in  every  such  case  the  senior  member  for  the 
(ime  being,  who  shall  be  pcesent  at  the  council  so  assem- 
bled, jhall  preside  at  such  council,  and  in  such  manner, 
and  with  such  full  powers  and  authorities  during  the 
time  that  such  council  shall  continue  to  be  assembled, 
as  inch  governor-general  or  governor  might  or  would 
have  had  in  case  such  governor-g<;neral  or  governor 
were  himself  actually.. present  at  such  council:  pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  that  no  act  of  any  council  so  held 
shall  be  valid  to  any  effect  whatsoever,  unless  thesam* 
shall  be  signed  by  such  governor-general  or  governor 
respectively,  if  such  governor-general  W  governor 
fhall,  at  the  time,  be  resident  at  the  presidency  at  which 
such  council  shall  be  so  assembled,  and  shall  not  be 
prevented,  by  such  indisposition,  from  signing  the  same : 
provided  always  that,  w  case  such  governor-general 
or  governor  not  being  so  prevented  as  aforesaid,  shall 
Recline,  or  refuse  to  sign,  such  act  of  council,  he,  and 
the  several  members  of  the  council  who  shall  Yuvb 
signed  the  same  shall  mutually  exchange  with  and 
communicate,  in  writing,  to  each  other,  the  grounds  and 
Reasons  of  their  respective  opinions,  in  like  manner, 
and  subjei:t  to  such  regulations  and  ultimate  respon- 
sibilityof  such  governor.general  or  governor  rcspec- * 
tiveiy,  as  are,  by  the  said  act,  passed  in  the  33d  year  of 
the  reign  of  his  present  majesty,  provided  and  directed 
in  caseswhere  such  governor-general  or  governor  respec- 
tively shall,  when  present,  dissent  from  any  mea- 
sure proposed  or  agitated  in  such  council  respectivelv : 
provided  also,  that  nothing  herein -cuntainea  shall  oe 
taken  or  construed,  to  prevent  such  governor-general, 
in  case  he  shall  be  absent  from  his  own  government  of 
Bengal,  to  nominate  a  vice-presideut  and  depmty- 
govemor  of  For^-AVilliam,  according  to  the  provision 
for  that  purpose,  in  the  said  act,  passed  in  the  S3d 
year  of  his  present  majesty." 

174,  At  this  distance  from  India,  and  without  the 
means  of  referring  to  the  secretaries  of  the  government, 
it  is  impossible  to  enter  iuto  a  minute  investigation  of  the. 
causes  of  the  irregularities  which  are  stated  in  these 
paragraphs.  It  it  by  no  means  intended  to  place  the 
responsibilitv  of  these  transactions  upon  the  secretaries, 
but  itjs  evident  that  these  transactions  are  of  the  nature 
9t  official  details,  which  can  onljr  be  perfectly  under- 
stood 
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Paragraph  47.  The 
rourt  remark  that  no  no- 
tice had  been  taken  of  the 
negotiation  at  Poonah, 
either  by  the  governor- 
general,  or  by  the  gover- 
nor-general in  council,  to 
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ttood  by  personal  communication  with  those  who  were 
entrusted  with  the  management  of  such  details. 

175.  It  will  be  sufficient,  therefore,  to  refer  to  the 
general  description  which  has  be^n  ^ven  in  paragraph 
6,*  of  the  mode  of  conducting  the  public  business,  and 
to  add,  that  in  the  usual  course  of  proceeding,  all 
papers  when  received,  were  sent  into  circulation  by 
the  secretary  of  the  department,  to  the  govemoi^ 
general  and  the  members  of  council,  but  were  not  in 
general  brought  upon  recf;rd  until  the  question  to 
which  such  papers  referred  was  discussed  in  counciL 
In  the  meanwhile  a  constant  communication  stibsisted 
between  the  govemor-j^eneral  and  the  members  of 
council.  It  frequently  happened  that  many  oi  thetrans- 
mctious  to  which  t\\e  p.  pers  referred  were  in  progress, 
and  then  it  appeared  to  be  inexpedient  to  bring  the 
papers  upon  record,  until  the  termination  of  the 
respective  transactions. 

176.  This  mode  of  transacting  the  public  business 
was  not  established  by  any  order  from  lord  Wellesley, 
but  arose  from  the  convenience  and  dispatch  of  the 
public  business 

177.  In  the  ordinary  transaction  of  business,  as 
well  as  on  occasions  of  peculiar  exigency,  documents 
were  circulated  to  the  several  members  of  council,  and 
minutes,  or  orders,  accompanied  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  immediate  dispatch.  On  the  diiy  of  the  meeting  of 
council,  the  minutes  and  orders  were  recorded.  This 
mode  of  conducting  business  could  not  be  altered 
without  great  inconvenience.  It  is  impossible  that  the 
sitting  of  the  council  should  be  permanent  and  per- 
petuad,  in  a  state  to  which  the  governor-general  might 
refer  at  every  hour  of  the  day ;  yet,  unless  it  be  pos- 
sible, that  the  council  should  continue  in  this  condi- 
tion of  pertinence, many  branches  of  the  public  ser- 
vice must  either  be  suspended,  or  the  business  must 
be  conducted  in  the  present  manner,  and  orders 
passed  as  the  occasion  shall  arise.  A  variety  of  ques- 
tions occur  daily,  which  demand  instant  deasion ;  and 
orders  must  often  b^jssued  on  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  sentiments  of  the  members  of  council,  and  be 
citculated  to  them  for  their  approbation. 

i78.  More  particular  observation  is  re(^uired  upon 
the  47th  paragraph,  relating  to  the  negotiations  at  Bas- 
net, and  the  69th  paragraph^on  the  subject  of  colonel 
Oollins's  negotiations  with  Scindiah, '  previous  to  the 
late  Mahratta  war. 

179.  In  the  47th  paragraph  the  court. observes,  that 
no  notice  has  been  taken  of  the  negotiation  at  Poonah, 
either  by  the  governor-general,  or  by  the  governor- 
general  in  council,  to  the  court  of  directors,  or  to  the 
secret  committee,  from  the  Slst  August,  1800,  until 
the  24th  December,  1802. 

180.  The  fact,  however,  is,  that    no  transaction

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wai  ever  brought  more  fullj  under  the  notice  of  the 
gOYemment  at  home,  than  the  negotiation  with  the 
Peishwab.  from  the  governor<generars  minute  in  the 
political  depaitment  of  the  18th  August,  1798,  until 
the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of  BasMrin.  in  December, 
1808.  The  secret  committee  was  distinaly  apprised* 
at  various  periods  of  time,  of  lord  Wellestey  s  intei^ 
jdop  to  conclude  a  subsidiary  treaty  with  the  Peishwah$ 
^d  th^  orders  of  the  secret  committee,  under  date 
the  10th  September,  1800^  and  4th  December,  I8OO1 
specifically  approved  of  a  subsidiary  treaty  with 
tnat  chieftain,  similar  to  that  concluded  with  thtf 
Nizam. 

181.  In  the  goveroor-generaPs  minute  of  the  18th 
August,  1798,  it  is  observed,  that,  **  with  a  view  of 
securing  the  lasting  benefit  of  this  arrangement  at  the 
court  of  Poonah,  it  is  intended,  that  a  proposal  shall  be 
madeto  the  Peishwah  to  enter  into  permanent  lubsidiarr 
engagements  with  us,  of  a  simi  :«r  nature  and  extent  witA 
those  which  shall  be  conpluded  at  the  court  of  Hydei^ 
aba  J** 

188.  Again,  '*.  if  Tippoo  should  accede  to  the 
substance  of  the  rcquisitlops  which  I  have  suggested,  I 
entertain  a  sanguine  hope  that,  with  the  efficiency  of 
the  triple  alliance,  not  only  restored,  but  considerably 
strengtheiie;!,  with  a  largo  army  at  Hyderabad,  and 
another  at  Poonah,  with  a  resident  establ-^hed  at  Serin- 
gapatam,and  vith  the  exclusion  of  the  French  from  the 
dominions  of  Tippoo  Sultaun,  of  the  Kiaam,  and  of 
the  Peishwah,  we  may  be  enabled  to  look  confidently  10 
a  long  continuance  of  traoquiility  in  India." 

183.  ^  On  the  7th  Match,  1800,  the  governor-gene* 
tdL  is  a  letter  to  the  secret  committee,  observed,  that, 
**  ID  the  continuance  of  these  disorders,  I  apprehend 
80  injury  to  our  interests;  but  I  still  look,  with  anzi* 
ous  expectation,  for  a  favourable  occasion  of  estabUsh- 
ing  a  British  subsidiary  force  at  Poonah,  as  the  final 
eomp(etion  of  my  plan  for  the  absolute  exclusion  of 
every  hostile  European  influence  from  India,  and  for 
the  perpetual  establishment  of  the  British  power,  and 
0f  the  peace  and  happiness  of  this  quarter  of  the 
globe."  '^  '"' 

181.  Early  m  May«  1800,  lord  Wellesley  authorised 
the  resideitf  at  Poonah  to  conclude  a  sep'et  treaty  with 
the  Peishwah,  io  which  the  company  were  to  engage 
to  compel  Scindiah  to  remove  from  the  Deccan,  and  abo 
to  bind  themselves  to  maintain  the  Peishwah  in  bis  mm 
rights  and  authority  over  that  chief,  and  over  the  other 
Ibcknowledged  feu(Uitories  of  the  empire.  The  Nisa^^ 
end  the  r^ah  of  Berar,  were  to  be  at  liberty  id  accede  tm 
the  secret  treaty.  These  instructions  were  pansmitted 
in  the  regular  course  of  official  detail  to  England. 

185.  On  the  9th  June,  1800,  in  the  81st  parag^ph 
0f  his  letter  to  the  secret  committee,  lord  WeUesIcy 
observes,  that,  **  to  fix  the  peace  of  India  on  founda- 
tions of  the  utmost  subiljty,  and  to  preclude  any  ia* 
trution  of  the  French,  it  is  peressiry  only  xialt  th^ 
British  government  should  draw  the  Mthratta  powert 
uader  its  protectioa.** 

19$.  U 
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186.  lo  July,  IHOO,  the  Peithwah,  btiog  appr*- 
heiuive  that  bw  perton  roig^t  be  seised  bv  Scindial^ 
seated  certain  peitont  with  the  power  o/  tifcntng  a 
treat^f  for  him.  In  the  event  of  the  Peiah«rah*9  flight 
or  leiKure,  lord  Wehetliy  ordered  the  retideiit  a( 
Poooah  to  conclude  a  tubiidju^  treaty  with  him,  or 
thofte  atithorized  on  hi»  part.  LoriJ  Welletley  alda 
ordered  the  firiiish  troopn  to  occupy  the  Mahratta  dia* 
tricts  touth  of  the  Ki»tna  The^  orders  were  regit- 
JaHy  communicated  tu  the  government  at  home,  throng 
the  seciet  committee 

187.  The  i;e|{otiattont  with  the  Peishwah  Urtf 
^oiei  in  September.  180),  and  were  not  renewed  until 
Che  mouiO  cif  Juiie,  J  802.  In  the  meanwhile,  tht 
orders  of  the  secret  committee  fully  jiutified  lord  Wcl* 
les'ey  in  concluding  the  treaty  of  Bassein.  The  only 
orders  which  the  governor-general  in  council  received 

'  relative  to  a  coonectitm  with  the  state  of  POonah,  aro 
-^ted  the  loth  September,  1800,  aud  4th  December, 
1801.  In  the  former,  thegovemor-generars  plan,  for 
Mtahlishing  a  subsidiary  forot,  ia  approved;  cautfon  ia 
recommended  in  renewing  the  negotiation,  eicept  at 
the  instance  of  the  court  of  Poonah,  or  ^  a  crista 
when  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  propoatioo  bemf 
accepted. 

188.  In  the  letter  of  the  4th  December.  1800,  it  ia 
stated,  that  if,  by  any  arrnugement  not  likely  to  lead 
to  bostilitien,  the  Peishwah  could  be  relieved  from 
the  influence  of  Scindiah,  it  would  be  highly  desi* 
rable. 

189.  All  the  orders  of  the  serret  committee  enjoia 
a  large  subsidiary  force,  and  dearly  approve  the  gent* 
ra'  principles  afterwards  Carriea  into  effect  by  th« 
treaty  of  BasAciu. 

1 90.  A  reference  to  the  printed  paperti'  laid  befoff 
parliament,  relative  to  the  Mahratta  war,  will  demon* 
atrate  that  no  crisis  could  have  hecn  fbund  mor* 
favourable,  than  that  which  was  embraced  br  lord 
V^et  esley  for  the  formation  of  a  Connection  with  th« 
jitate  of  Poonah  It  cannot  be  supposed,  that  tho 
alliance  c.'uld  be  conclu  e-  >  without  any  r  sk  of  hdsti- 
}»t\e%  bein^  incurred,  particularly  as  it  was  declared, 
and  clearly  un  ^erstood,  that  nothing  but  the  •*  last 
pecessity**  woi;i1d  induce  the  Peishwah  to  sign  tht 
treaty.  Under  his  instructions  from  the  secret  com* 
inittee  lord  Wellenley  had  rert.iinly  a  right  to  coih* 
•ider  himself  justified  m  pursuing  the  tine  of  condncK 
which  he  adopted,  an.i  had  every  reason  to  suppo«e, 
that  those  mtructionswere  issued  with  a  full  know* 
le  <ge  of  a  I  the  different  negotiations  which  he  kad 
legula^y  t.ansmitted  to  Europe,  for  the  consideratioa 
of  tbtf  government 

19).  In  the  67th  paragraph  of  the  paper  No.  198,tho 
couit  advert  to  the  omiuion  of  colonel  Col -ins  in  not 
transacting  his  negotiations  with  Scindiah  and  the  rajah 
of  Ber^rin  ifrlting.  Colonel  Collins's dispatches  {\i>\j 
report  his  conferences*  with  the  confederated  chiefs,  for 

the 
^  Tidaprialtdpsftr,  Mahcjitta  notei,  gad  appendix. 
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tbe  purpose  of  inducinj^  them  to  return  to  their  own  ter- 
ritories as  a  mode  of  preserving  peace.  The  accuracy 
of  C(Jonel  Collins's  report  was  aifterwardfl  confirnred  by 
Sciii;iiah's  ambassadors,  in  their  conferences  with  Sir  A. 
Wellesley,  for  the  negotiation  of  peace.  But  the  court 
of  directors  have  in  their  possession  the  documents 
which  they  require.  In  the  letters  from  Scindiah  and 
the  rajah  of  Berar,  to  the  governor  eeneral,  written  in 
the  month  of  Julv,*  180S,  those  chieftains  have  'stated 
their  opinion  ot  the  treaty  of  Bassein ;  and,  in  their 
letters  to  Sir  A.  "Wellesley,  written  in  the  month  of 
Auzust,  1803,  they  declare  their  positive  refusal  to 
withdraw  to  their  own  territories,  excepting  on  condi- 
tions which  manifested  that  their  sole  object  was  to 
gain  time. 

19S.  With  respect  to  tbe  fenenl  prindple  of  the 
court's  orders,  contained  in  the  67tn  paragraph  of  the 
paper  No.  1S8,  that,  in  fnture,  all  >|iegotiation8  shall 
oe  carried  on  in  writing^  it  is  only  necessary  to  advert 
to  the  systematic  delay  which  prevails  in  the  negotia- 
tions of  all  the  native  powers  of  India,  and  to  observe, 
that  this  delay  will  necessarily  be  increased  to  a  most 
inconvenient  degree,  if  every  negotiation  is  to  be  car- 
ried on  in  writing. 

193.  In  consequence  of  the  eittnded  nature  of  ofor 
relations,  dunng  lord  Welles^ey'8**administration,  tbe 
expenses  of  the  government  have  unavoidably  been  in- 
creased in  different  branches  of  the  government.  Bnt 
tlie  public  records  afford  abundant  evidence,  that,  qb 
every  proper  occasion,  lord  Weliesley  has  not  omitted 
to  make  every  prudent  retrenchment  in  the  public 
diarges,  which  was  compatible  with  the  conduct  4>f 
the  public  business  and  with  those  principles  of  jnst 
eeconomy,  which  are  calculated  to  ensure,  on  tbe  part 
of  the  public  officers  of  the  government,  a  faitLfol 
execution  of  their  respective  duties.  The  court  of 
directors,  themselves,  have,  on  various  occasions,' ex- 
pressed their  sense  of  lord  WeUesley*s  endeavours  to 
etr'ect  every  possible  re«{uction  of  expense. 

194.  In  their  answer  to  the  letter  from  the  govemoiw 
generul  in  council  in  the  public  department  of  tbe  2d 
Se(temher.  1799,  the  court,  in  a  letter,  dated  9fitb 
March,  1801,  observe,  paragraph  57,  **  we  entirely 
Concur  in  the  sentiment  contained  in  the  governor- 
generaPs  minute  of  tlie  ISth  June,  1798,  that  it  is  a 
most  urgent  part  of  your  duty  to  institute  a  (Kligent 
inquiry  into  the  nature  of  all  the  branches,  both  of 
your  expenses  and  resources,  in  order  to  commence, 
without  delay,  every  just  and  salutary  reduction  of  the 
one,  and  every  practicable  improvement  and  augmefy* 
tation  of  the  other.  From  a  memorandum  which 
accompanied  the  governor-general's  letter  to  our  chair* 
man,  of  the  29th  of  November,  1799,  we  observe, 
that  the  retrenchment's  already  effected  in  consequence

<*  We  entertain  a  due  sense  of  the  merits  of  the  go- 
▼ernor-general's  conduct,  in  his  endeavours  to  reduce 
the  charges  of  the  various  departments  under  your 
presidency  within  the  most  occonomicat  bounds .  nor 
can  we  too  earnestly  exhort  you  to  co-operate  with  hit 
lordship,  until  a  complete  reform  in  your  several  esta- 
blishments shall  be  finally  accomplished,  of  the  pro- 
gress of  which  we  direct  that  you  keep  us  constantly 
tdvised  of  your  proceedings  at  lar?e  upon  this  very 
Important  subject;  confidently  rely mg  on  the  assur- 
ances conuined  in  the  11th  paragraph  of  your  sub- 
•tquent  dispatch  of  the  31st  December,  1799,  that  every 

gracticable  retrenchment  wilt  be  made  in  those  esta- 
Ushments,  as  well  as  in   every  other  branch  of  tht 
public  expenditure. 

•*  We  observe,  by  the  foregoing  minute  of  the  gover- 
aor-general,  that,  although  the  establishments  main- 
Ciained  in  our  several  conquests,  were  considered  as 
permanent  charges  until  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  his 
lordship  very^  properly  deemed  them  the  objects  of 
immediate  reviMon.  Yuu  will,  therefore,  report  to  us 
distinctly  upon  this  article  of  the  proposed  reform." 

195.  In  the  general  letter  from  the  court  on  the  reve- 
nue department,  dated  8th  of  March,  I^OS.  paragraph 
18,  the  court  makes  the  followiug  observations : 

**  We  take  this  occasion  to  express  our  high  commen- 
dation of  the  measures  which  have  hitnertobeon  adopted 
^  towards  a  reduction  of  our  expenses,  and  our  confi.lent 

hope  that  you  will  continue  to  exert  your  most  zealous

197.  Id  the  military  ':epartm<  nt.  the  loun  in  their  fe* 
DerdI  letter  dated  SOth  Junv-,  1804  par^irraph  13,  ol>* 
serve,  ^  We  have  already  signified  our  ap^^robacion  of 
the  seal  and  eienioos  of  our  governor  general  ia 
effiei ting  various  re«luctions  and  retrenchments  in  the 
acverai  departmciMs  ol  guverrniunt,  prior  to  80& 
The  promptitude  with  uhich  he  proceeded  in  thia 
desirable  object,    after  receiving  inielUgence  of   the 

^  ratification  ot  the  preliminaries  of  peace,  merits  our 
highest  appUuse.*'  Again,  in  paragraph  1 18.  rhe  court

ral's  minute  of  the  .  9th  October,  1799.  observes,  **  That 
the  imme  iate  addition  to  the  expense  of  the  estaUisli- 
ment  of  the  secretaiy*s  office,  which  will  lie  oocasioncd 
by  the  proposed  arrangements,  will  amount  to  abcot 
sicca  rupees  58,S00,  or  7  l<7ol  per  annum,  as  specified 
in  the  annexed  stHtement.

200.  This  arrangement  was  re^larl^  communicated 
to  the  court  of  directors  ;  who,  in  their  general  letter 
in  the  public  department,  dated  S4th  March,  1801, 

Sra^raph  98,  signified  their  approbation  of  it  in  th« 
llowing  terms : 

**  In  your  dispatch,  in  the  public  department  of  the 
f5th  January,  1800,  we  are  referred  to  the  minute  of  tho 
fOTemor-general,  recorded  on  your  proceedings  of  the 
29th  October  preceding,  respecting  a  new  arrangement 
which  you  have  adopted  for  the  conduct  of  the  publie 
business  in  the  office  of  secretary  to  your  government ; 
as  this  arrangement  has  professedly  in  view  the  im- 
portant object  of  making  an  adequate  and  permanent 
provision  for  the  transaction  of  toe  numerous  detaila 
necessarily  involved  in  the  genera!  government  of 
India,  with  ability  and  dispatch,  (and  which  details  must 
evidently  have  greatly  increased  since  the  recent  exten- 
sion of  our  dominions,  in  conseq'jenreof  the  late  bril- 
liant termination  of  the  war  in  t\iysore,)  we  have  been 
induced  to  sanction  it  with  our  approbation :  especially 
as^  the  augmentation  of  expense  occasioned  theieby, 
<  will  be  nearly  provided  for  by  the  proposed  annexa- 
tion of  the  office  of  civil  auditor  to  the  offace  of  deputy* 
accountant  general,  and  by  other  ceccnomical  arrange* 
ments.*" 

201.  This  question  has  already  been  discussed  ift 
the  120th  paragraph  of  tlicre  notes. 

202.  The  Durbar  charges  are  constantly  fluctuating, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  political  relations  of  the 
government  in  India.  The  Dux  bar  ch^r^^^es  are  princi- 
pally aiTected  tiy  politica!  nu&«ions,  and  the  mission  to 
Fersia  of  course  contributed  to  Increase  the  Durbar  ex« 
penses  of  1802-3.  It  would  be  difficult  to  determine 
whether  embassies  are  **  useless"  without  knowing  the 
particular  missions  to  which  the  court  advert.  With 
regard  to  the  mission  to  Persia,  this  is  the  first  time 
that  this  embassy  has  been  declared  to  be  useless.  The 
resolution  to  send  a  mission  to  Persia  was  commnsi- 
cated  to  the  secret  committee  as  earlv  aS  the  month  of 
Septembtr,  1799:  tbatvumoa  was  directed  to  the  ac- 

eowpli  " 
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k  complnhment  of  various  objects  of  an  importaDt  nature 

to  the  permanent  interests  of  the  company.  Its  imme- 
diate objecu  were  to  asceitain  the  attention  and  power 
of  Zemaun  Shah  and  the  king  of  Persia,  to  restrain  Ze^ 
maun  Shah  from  the  invasion  of  Hindostan,  which  he 
then  menaced,  to  conclude  a  commercial  treaty  with  the 
king  of  Persia,  and  to  engage  the  court  of  Persia  event- 
ually  to  act  with  vigour  and  decision  either  against  2>^ 
maun  Shah,  or  the  French;  if  the  latter  should  attempt 
to  penetrate  to  India  through  any  part  of  the  Persian 
territories.  The  detailed  instructions  to  captain  Mal- 
colm were  communicated  to  the  secret  rommittee  on 
the  25th  of  January,  1800,  and  have  never  ^een  disap^ 
proved  by  that  authority.  ' 

203.  The  excess  of  the  Durbar  charges,  in  the  year 
180^-3,  is'principallv  owing  to  a  variety  of  temporary 
charges  arising  from  extraonlinary  embassies,  and  other 
charges  of  a  temporary  nature,  some  of  which  will  not 
occur  again.  Tne  Durbar  charf;es  must  fluctuate  ewtrj 
year  according  to  the  state  of  public  affairs,  and  to  the 
extension  of  our  political  relations  with  the  native  states 
of  India.  The  amount  of  the  excess  oocanoned  by 
'  these  temporary  charges  inl80S-9  is  rupees  9,SS,548,or 

11 6,9421. ;  the  excess  was  occasioned  by  the  amount  of 
allowance  to  Rajah  Run  Babandur,  the  abdicated  Rajah 
of  Napaul,  which  has  been  repaid ;  by  colonel  Palmer's 
travelling  charges  and  expenses  from  Poonah  to  Calcutta, 
in  July.  1802;  by  arrear  of  salary  to  residents  in 
November,  1802;  by  feeding  the  poor  at  Hyderabad 
during  the  famine  ;  by  the  expenses  of  the  embassy  to 
Persia  from  April,  1801,  to  July,  180S,and  the  expense 
incurred  on  account  oC  the  Persian  ambassador  at 
Bombay  ;  by  colonel  Symes's  mission  to  Ava ;  by  major 
Malcolm*  s  mission  to  Bombay  on  the  death  of  the 
Persian  ambassador ;  by  the  expenses  of  the  bonovrablo 
H.  Wellesleyat  Lucknow,  and  in  the  ceded  provinces, 
charged  on  the  principle  applied  to  personal  expenees  of 
all  political  agenu.  By  extraordinary  and  contingent 
charges  arising  from  tne  purchase  of  furniuire  for  the 
new  government-house,  extraordinary  public  entertain- 
ments, draining  the  company's  grounds  at  Barrock- 
pore,  &C.  as  explained  in  detail  in  the  private  secretary's 
report  of  the  25ch  June,  1805,  which  has  been  ordered 
to  be  laid  upon  the  table  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

804.  From  these  circumstances,  the  charges  of  180S-3 
were  on  a  higher  scale  than  usual.  The  total  of  th* 
political  expenses  for  the  year  180S-S,  including  every 
ordinary  and  temporary  charge,  was  24,1 1,476  nipeci, 
or  301,4341.  which,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  tho 
case,  cannot  certainly  be  considered  a^  very  heavy 
charge  for  all  the  political  expenses  of  such  an  extensive 
government  as  that  of  the  British  empire  in  India* 
yielding  a  revenue  of  abovenSfteen  millions  sterling. 

205.  The  political  charges  of  the  government  in 
India  have  necessarily  increased  in  proportion  to  the 
cxtenuon  of  the  political  relations  of  the  British  govern- 
ment in  India  with  the  native  powers,  and  also  to  th« 
more  iiitisut«  coimectioii  formed  with  Hi  tke  principal 
tutia. 

S06.  The 
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206.  The  private  secretary  to  the  gOTemor-general 
19  the  paymaster  of  the  durbar  charges;  that  office  it 
merely  an  office  of  disbursement.  All  the  political 
charges  of  the  government  are  submitted  monthly  to 
the  governor- general  in  council,  by  the  secretary  of 
the  political  department,  and  are  passed  and  approved 
by  tne  govetnor-general  in  council,  before  the  bills  are 
presented  for  payment  at  the  dutbar  office. 

207.  The  forms  here  described,  are  those  which 
have    been  observed  since    the   first    establishroent, 
of  the  political  department  of  the  British  government 
in  India. 

208.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1805, 
the  governor-general,  lord  Welles)  ey,  having  undertaken 
the  revision*  of  all  the  departments  of  the  government^ 
with  a  view  to  the  reducu«n  of  expenses,  and  adverting 
to  the  approaching  prospect  of  general  peace  in  India, 
a  new  check  was  established  for  the  control  of  the  poli- 
tical charges  of  the  frovemment. 

209.  Marquis  Wellesley  directed  that  all  the 
political  charges  of  Che  government  should,  froth  that 
period,  be  siwjected  to  the  examination  of  the  civil 
auditor,  and  a  standardf  was  fixed  by  his  lordship  in 
council,  by  which  the  expenses  of  the  several  political 
agents  were  to  be  coiinne<l  within  certam  limits. 
Previously  to  the  establishment  of  that  regulation,  ^ 
the  expenses  of  the  political  officers  were  regulated 
by  their  own  discretion,  subject,  however,^  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governor-general  jn  council.  Many' 
occasions  will  probably  occur  when  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  exceed  the  scale  established   by  marquis  Wel- 

^lesley.  for  the  limitation  of  political  charges;  but  a 
considerable  saving  of  expense  may  be  expected  tor 
result  from  the  general  operation  of  that  arrange- 
ment. 

210.  At  the  period  of  time  referred  to  above,  when 
the  governor-general  was  occupied  in  thcgeneral  revi- 
sion of  the  charges  of  government,  the  secretaries  in 
the  several  departments  were  directed  to  revise  the  esta- 
klishments  under  their  respective  charge,  and  to  report 
what  reductions  of  the  charges  of  those  establishments 
appeared  to  them  to  be  practicable. 

•211.  The  report  of  the  private  secretary,  on  this 
occasion,  is  dated  the  25th  of  June,  1805,  and  con- 
tains a  detailed  review  of  the  nature  of  the  establish- 
ments under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  private  secre- 
-^  tary,  and  a  fu'l  explanation  of  the  cause  of  every 
alteration  which  had  taken  place  in  those  establish- 
ments for  a  series  of  years. 

212.    The  durbar  account  is-  not  a  secret  account, 
bnt  is  kept  and  recorded*  in  as  public  a  manner  as  any 
other  branch  of  the  public  accounts.     The  durbar 
charges  are  entered  in  a*  separate  book  by  the  account- 
general, 
*  A  report  of  the  general  principles  of  this  xevision  was  made  to  the  court  of 
directors.    The  principal  re«luctions  were  bffi^cted  in  the  foreign  presidencies  and 
in  the  college. 

t  12,000  rupen  P««*  month,  or   1,44,000  rupees  per  annum.     The  ordinary 
scale  was  about  2,50^000  rupees  per  annum. 
Vei..  9.  •  E 
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general*  and  regularly  transmitted  every  year  to  Eng- 
land, together  with  the  other  books  of  account.  Ar 
die  end  of  the  book  containing  the  annual  account  of 
durbar  charges;  it  an  a^ftract  account  of  the  monthly 
aum  expiended  under  everv  head  of  charge.  The  ac- 
counts are  made  out  in  deuil  every  month,  and  an  inder 
is  prefixed  to  every  monthly  account,  containing  the^ 
amnber  of  the  page  in  which  the  accounts  of  each  item 
•f  charge  are  decatleld.  To  each  book  of  annual  account 
is  annexed  a  book  of  vouchers,  and  the  original  voachera- 
■re  aii  deposited  in  the  durbar  office. 

SI 3.  Tne  expense  of  building  a  government-house, 
of  improving  the  town  of  Calcuua,  of  purchasing 
grounoi  for  the  companvy  of  draining  the  company's- 
grounds,  of  improvmg'  the  public  roads,  and  of  the 
construction  of  quays,  and  other  works  of  public  utility 
at  Calcutta,  regularly  appear  in  the  public  proceedings  of 
the  gofcrnment  and  in  the  public  accounts,  all  of 
which  are  regularly  transmitted  to  the  court  of  direc 
tors.  These  works  are  connected  with  the  due  dis-^ 
charge  of  a  most  important  branch  of  the  duties  o£ 
every  well-regulated  goyrmment. 

214.  A^  full  explanation  has  been  given  of  this  mea- 
sure in  a  former  part  of  these  notes,  to  which  it  will 
DOW  be  sufficient  to  refer. 

215.  I'hese  charges  have  always  formed  a  part  of 
the  public  accounts  of  every  government  of  India 
whicn  preceded  lord  Wellesley's  administration,  and 
the  governor-general  has  always  charged  to  the  com-^ 
pany  the  expense^of  the  purchase  and  repairs  of  plat* 
and  furniture,  and  a  variety  of  other  expenses,  which, 
are  indoded  in  the  durbar  account,  under  the  head 
eontingencies. 

916.  The  whole  of  the  furniture  and  plate  fbrthe- 
new  government  .house  wu  purchased  in  small  quan- 
titiesy  and  at  various  times,  during  a  period  of  six 
years.  The  bills  for  furniture,  purchased  for  the 
new  government-house,  were  paid  from  the  durbar 
office,  according  to  the  usage  in  all  former  cases.  The 
considerations  of  expediency  and  ceconomy,  which 
occasioned  the  application  of  the  former  practice,  with 
sespect  to  the  payment  of  bills  for  furniture,  to  the 
provision  of  furniture  for  the  new  government-house, 
are  fully  stated  in  the  report  of  the  private  secretary. 

217.  The  whole  ftirniture,  &c.  of  the  government- 
hotise  is  the  property  of  the  companv.  Regular  inven* 
tories  have  been  madie  of  it,  and  nave  been  attested 
by  the  proper  officers,  together  with  a  regular  inven- 
Ipry  of  the  company's  plate. 

218.  These  uvantories  have  been  deposited  in  the 
public  department  of  the  government,  under  a  new 
»eg|iilation  made  by  lord  Wdlesley ;  before  this  rego- 
laBon  took  place,  the  lista  of  nifniture,  plate,  &c. 
were  kept  only  by  the  private  secretary.^  Vnder  the 
present  regnlation  no  addition  or  diminntion  of  the 
plate  and  fnmitiire  can  take  place,  without  being 
r^ttlarly  noticed  in  the  inventory. 

St\9,  The  necessity  of  a  couatiy  rendenoe  lor  die 
^onnioryeMffal  b«  b«i»  adaiiticd  by  thm  public 
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judgment  of  the  court  of  directors,  since  an  aUowanc» 
was  always  given  to  the  govempr-geoeral  of  500  rupees, 
or  ^1.  per  month,  for  a  garden-house.  This  allow-  . 
ance  lord  Wellesley  gave  up  to  the  commander-in- 
chief,  and,  at  the  same  tine^  took  the  company's  gar- 
den and  park  at  Barrackpore,  for  the  use  of  the 
gbvern^ent.  Lord  WeIIesley*s  intentions,  with  regard 
to  the  establishment  at  Barrackpore,  are  stated  in  hie 
minutes,  under  date  the  96th  July,  I804|*  and  IsT 
June,  1805;  by  which  it.  appears,  that  his  views  were 
intimately  connected  with  a  great  public  object  of 
policy,  and  with  the  improvement  of  agriculture  and 
science,  and  the  health  and  convenience  of  the  military- 
cantonment  at  Barrackpore,  and  the  vicinity  o€ 
Calcutta. 

2S0.  At  the  period  of  time  when  Barrackpore  wit 
transferred  to  the  governor-general,  the  house  con* 
sisted  of  an  old  cottage  in  a  state  of  considerable  decay* 
Some  additions  were  made  to  the  building  with  a  view 
to  immediate  accommodation,  and  have  appeared  regu- 
larly in  the  accounts  of  captain  Wyatt,  of  die  engi* 
neers,  employed  in  the  superintendence  of  tne  build- 
ings of  government  at  Calcutta. 

,S21.  The'  house  continued  in  this  state  until  the 
commencement  of  1804,  when  the  old  parts  of  the 
buildinr  were  found,  upon  examination,  to  be  unsafe. 
The  old  building  was  accordtn^y  snrveved  by  capUin 
Anbury,  (who  succeeded  captain  Wyatt)  and  was,  bj 
him,  reported  to  be  capable  of  repair.  It  appeared, 
that,  even  if  the  building  could  have  been  repured 
the  expense  would  have  been  as  great  as  that  of 
erecting  a  new  habitation  on  the  same  spot ;  and  it  was 
apprehended,  that  the  mixture  of  old  with  new  work 
would  not  form  a  durable  building,  and  would  require 
perpetual  repairs.  It  appeared,  therefore,  adviwhle 
to  erect  a  new  building,  on  the  site,  and  of  the  same 
dimensions  as  the  former,  applying  such  parti  of  the 
bnildipg  as  had  been  more  recently  erected,  to  the  con- 
atruaion  of  the  new  hajbitation. 

222.  By  this  plan,  with  a  small  additional  expense; 
the  company's  property  at  Barrackpore  would  be  ren-* 
dered  of  more  durable  value,  and,  under  any  future 
arrangement,  its  intrinsic  value  will  be  fully  equal  to 
the  expense  which  may  be  incurred  on.  account  of  the 
new  ^building.  It  was,  therefore,  proposed,  gradually 
to  construct  a  new  habitation  on  the  site  of  the  old. 
A  considerable  period  of  time  must  elapse  before  the 
building  is  entirely  finished,  and  the  expense  will, 
therefore,  be  divided  into  the  accounts  of  different 
years,  and  will  not  augment, to  any  considerable  degree, 
the  ordinary  annual  expense  under  the  head  of  **  pnblic 
buildings." 

223.  The  ofijects  of  lord  Wellesley's  journey  to  the 
upper  provinces,  subject  to  the  Bengal  government* 
were  stated  to  the  secret  committee  of  tne  court  of 
directors,  in  a  letter  from  his  lordship,  bearing  date 
the  28th  of  September,  1801. 

224.  rbm,

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74.  Public  entertain*  224.  The  expenses  of  this  public  visit  to  thediflferear 
ments,  iUiuniiiations,  inc*  civil  and  military  stations,  and  to  the  courts  of  some  of 
our  native  ailies,amounted  to  Sicca  rupees  1,97;096:  i:  8, 
or  24,6371.  Of  this  sum,  (the  dcuiled  account  of 
which  is  stated  in  the  durbar  accounts)  rupeer 
178,558,  or  22,3191.  were  incurred  on  account  of  boat- 
hise,  presents,  in  the  name  of  the  company,  to  native^ 
of  rank,  and  other  public  charges,  on  account  of  tho 
officers  of  government  who  accompanied  lord  WeU 
loley,  leaving  rupees  18,538,  or  2,3171.  for  the 
amount  of  the  governor-g;eneral*s  extra  expenset,  du- 
ring a  joomey  of  nine  months. 

225.  It  may  here  be  observed,  that  the  extra  ex« 
penses  of  the  governor-general,  and  of  tlie  commander* 
Mi-chief,  when  employed  on  the  public  service^  have 
always  been  paid;*  and  that  all  political  agents  in 
India,  whether  civil  or  military,  are  allowed  by  the 
company's  regulations,  to  charge  the  extra  expcnaea 
which  they  incur  on  the  public  service. 

226.  Lord  Wellesley  was  accompanied  by  a  eon- 
•iderable  number  of  civil  and  military  officers  on  the 
public  services,  w hose  travelling  expenses,  for  boat-hire, 
«cc.  are  included  in  the  |eneral  charge  of  (24^6371.) 
and  contribute  greatly  to  increase  its  amount.  He  vat 
absent  upon  this  journey  nine  months,  and,  during^ 
that  period  of  time,  tiavelled  upwards  of  two  thou- 
sand  miles,  investigated  the  sute  of  every  province 
and  principal  city  within  his  reach,  and  enteral  upon 
the  records  of  government  a  detailed  official  report 
from  the  judges,  ma^strates,  and  public  officers  of 
each  district,  respecting  the  condition  of  the  inha- 
bitants, and  the  general  state  of  each  district.  These 
9eportsr|;  comprize  several  folio  volumes,  and  con- 
tarn  the  oulv  authentic  sutement  which  has  ever  been 
framed,  with  respect  to  the  internal  administration  of 
the  company's  provinces^  Withm  the  same  period  of 
time,  lord  Wellesley  obtained,  from  the  Nabob  of  Onde^i. 
the  payment  of  an  arrear  of  subsidy  due  to  the  com- 
pany, to  the  amount}  of  31  lacs  of  rupees  (upvrarda

these  reports.  **  We  have  received  your  dispatch  in  the  judicial  department,

We  entertain  a 
due  sense  of  the  zeal  for  the  general  interest  of  the  company  manifested  by  the 
governor-general  in  proposing  these  queries.  But  we- shall  postpone  the  oooside- 
ration  of  the  answers  to  the  interrogatories  until  Sir  George  Barlow's  report  and 
«>bservations,  on  ^e  very  interesting mattcra  contained  in  the  paper  before  ut,  shall 
^iiave  been  tranfmitted.*^ 

i  Twelve  lacs  were  paid,  during  lord  Wellcstoy't  continuance  in  the  upper  pro- 
^ce,  Md  satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  rat  the  paymeat  of  the  remainder. 
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of  250fiQOl.)  He  also,  within  the  same  time,  con- 
cluded the  treatj  of  Lacknow,  in  November,  1801^ 
and  laid  the  basis  of  the  settlement  of  the  extenttve 
and  valuable  provinces  obtained  -under  that  treaty; 
and  having,  at  Lucknow,  received  t^  preliminary 
articles  of  the  peace  of  Amiens,  he  was  enabled,  from 
his  vicinity  to  the  commander-in  chief,  to  direct  an  im- 
mediate revision  of  the  miiicary  establishments  of 
India,  and  to  effect  a  reduction*  of  the  military 
charges,  totheamoontcf  783,73^1. 

227.  In  addition  to  these  advantages,  the  presence 
of  the  governor-general  at  Benares,  (which  had  recently 
"been  the  scene  of  a  most  formidable  revolt  and  mas- 
sacre) as  well  as  at  other  places,  which  had  been  dis- 
turbed by  commotion,  greatly  contributed  to  restore 
public  tranquillity,  and  to  secure  the  peace  •and  good 
order  of  our  provinces.  This  visit,  therefore,  was 
neither  idle,  nor  nsdess,  nor  expensive,  beyond  abso- 
lute necessity,  and  the  expense  was  repaid  tenfold  by 
the  advantai^es  which  rebutted  from  the  measure. 

228.  This  question  has  never  formed  any  part  of  the 
correspondence  of  the  government,  or  of  the  court  of 
directors.  Btit  it  may  not  be  useless  to  state,  in  this 
place,  the  nature  of  the  public  enteruinmenu  at  Cal- 
cutta, and  th^  mode  which  was  adopted  by  lord  Wel- 
lestey  to  regulate  that  branch  of  the  puolic  expen- 
diture. 

229.  It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  government  in 
India  to  give  three  public  entertainments  every  year,  on 
the  occasion  of  their  majesties  birth-days,  and  on  new 
year's  day.  The  expense  of  these  entertainments  has 
always  been  chargedto  the  company.  They  are,  in  fact, 
entertainments  given  by  the  company,  and  are  con- 
sidered as  such  by  the  inhabitants  of  CalcutU.  Theso 
entertainments 'are  Entirely  different  from  the  ordi- 
nary entertainments  of  the  governor-general,  which,. 

-  being  defVayt^  from  his  private  funds,  consuntly 
vary  in  number  and  extent,  according  to  the  season 
and"tffe  personal  convenienpe  of  the  governor- 
gerienfl. 

230.  The  usual  mode  of  defraying  the  expenses  of 
the  pubHc  entertainments  has  been  for  the  governor- 
general's  agenHo  draw  from  the  treasury,  at  the  com^ 
mcncement  of  the  season,  the  sum  of  8000  rupees,  or 
lOOOl.  the  Sum  Which  was  originally  allowed  for  th« 
three  public  efttertainmebts,  and,  at  the  end  of  the 
season,  tp  draw  the  balance  between  this  sum  and  th« 
-actual  cost  of  tb^  entertainments. 

231.    Tha 

•'The  govmor>generaVs  conduct,  in  effecting  these  reduaions,  waa  highly 
applauded  by  the  court  of  directors.  Vide  general,  letter  from  the  court  in  the 
military  department,  dated  20th  June^  1804.  '.  . 

Par.  13  to  25,  in  which  the  cour^  express  the  highiest  appliuse  of  the  promp 
tude  with  which  the  govcmor-genecal  pfoqeeded  to  e6ect  every  practicable  ] 
ition  of  expeose'in  every  department. 

Par.  55f  expresses  the  applauas  of  the  court  of  the  labours  and  exertions  of  the 
jovemor-general  in  council,  and  of  the  officers  employed  under  his  orders,  19 
#fiectijig  so  jcoasiderable  a  r^ductioa  of  exp^^. 
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231.  The  sum  of  8000  rupees  mi^ht  possibly  have 
been  adequate  at  the  period  of  time  at  which  it  was 
established,  when  Bengal  was  a  subordinate  j^vcrn* 
menty  and  when  the  presidency  of  Fort  William  did 
not  contain  100  British  inhabitant^.  It  very  soon 
became  inadequate.  The  government-house  did  not 
afford  any  accommodation  for  a  public  entertainment* 
and  until  the  new  house  was  finished,  the  governor- 
general  was  compelled  to  hire  the  theatre,  or  ooe 
of  the  taverns,  at  which  the  public  entertainments 
were  held.  The  hire  of  the  theatre,  iu  1799,  for  two 
nights  only  amounted  to  4^400  rupees,  or  bet.ween  6 
and  7001.  upwards  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  original 
allowance. 

282.  It  is  difficult  to  .ascertain  what  each  of  the 
public  entertainments  at  the  theatre  on  the  stated 
occasions  in  former  years  may  have  cost.  The  amount 
must  have  been  proportioned  to  the  numbers  invited, 
and  established  usage  had  rendered  at  necessary  to 
invite  not  only  all  the  king^s  and  compan^r's  civil, 
naval,  and  military  servants,  but  other  British  sub- 
jeas,as  well  as  all  the  principal  Portuguese  and  Arme- 
nian inhabitants.  The  number  invited  to  a  public 
entertainment,  during  the  governments  of  lord  Com- 
wallis  and  lord  Teignmouth,  was  probably  between 
5  and  COO  persons.  In  lord  Wellesley's  government, 
the  numbers  frequently  exceeded  1000  persons,  ezcli- 
tive  of  the  prinapal  native  vakeels  or  envoys,  and  the 
principal  native  mhabitants  of  Calcutta,  who  were 
usually  present  on  these  occasions,  during  lord  Wel- 
lekley*s  government. 

233.  T^e  general  amount  of  the  chams,  on  this 
account  .in  lord  Wellesley's   administration,  wooU 

^^  have  iallen  short  of  theii^  usual  scale,  if  it  had  not 
l>een  focihe  occurrence  of  great  public  events,  which 
appeared  to  lord  Wellesley  to  require  signal  denomi- 
nations of  public  rejoicing. 

234.  The  occasions  here  referred  to  are, 

1st.  The  return  of  the  army,  under  general  Baird, 
from  £n[P^ 

2d.    The  peaco  of  Amiens. 

Sd.  The  peace  v^ith  Scindiah  and  the  rajah  of 
B^rar.  , 

235.  It  is  jproper  to  state,  in  this  place,  that,  in 
consequence  or  the  different  arrangements  which  have 
been  made  lor  the  provision  of  fumitnre,  &c.  and  for 
the  regulation  of  public  entertainments,  it  has  been 
found  to  be  practicable  to  reduce  the  expenae  of 
a  public  entertainment  considerably,  because^  the 
^rge^  of  hiring  a  theatre  or  cavern,  and  odier 
cliarge^  havis  ceased.  The  occasional  repairs,  alter*- 
tions  or, additions,  vthich  may,  in  future,  be  required 
to  the  mmiture,  &c.  in  the  govftmrnent-houae,  can- 
not anlount  to  any  considerable  suni.    The  last  enter*

-venment.  The  ooart 
■have  always  been  desirous 
of  maintaidiog  the  dig-

with  becoming  state,  but 
think  it  imneoessary  that 
the  governor- gon.  should 
give  into  the  style  of 
«<  Asiatic  pomp  display.** 
These  observations  apply, 
with  particular  force,  m 
the  state  in  which  the 
company's  finances  have 
•been  for  some  years  past, 
whfth  required  that  no 
new  or  superfluous  ex- 
•pensesshotttdbe  in<furred. 
Such  expenses  will  occ»*

Para.  77.  It  mat  be  al-

nomy,  the  advantage  to 
the  company,  in  point  of 
finance,  will  be  «*  less 
than  none."

fl36.  Upon  the  question  of  expense,  therefore,  it 
appears,  that  every  practicable  precaution  was  em- 
ployed to  avoid  useless  expense,  but  that  such  arrange* 
mems  were  adopted  as  appeared  to  be  necessary  ttt 
the  accomplishment  of  the  various  otgects  which  lor4 
Wellesley  deemed  to  be  consistent  with  rbedue  apipear- 
ance  of  a  great  government.  Lord  Wellesley  waa  of 
opinion,  tlwt  the  public  establishments  of  the  sovem- 
ment  should  be  maintained  on  a  suitaUe*  scale,  and 
should  be  regulated  by  fixed  principles.  AU  the 
expenses,  incurred  duringlord  Wellesley's  government* 
were  of  the  most  public  description  ;  iliey  have  regu- 
larly appeared  in  the  accounts  of  the  government, 
and  there  are  proper  vouchers  for  every  sum  that  haa 
been  expended.  The  expenditure  also  has  been  gra- 
dual, and  has  been  divided  into  the  accounts  «f  many 
years.  It  is  erroiMOus  to  siq>pose,  therefoae,  that  tlie 
company's  finances  can  have  been  >  embarrassed  by 
charges,  which  have  never  interfered  with  anv  other 
public  object,  and  which  have  never  demanded  the 
application,  at  one  time,  of  any  sum,  which  waa 
requisite  for  other  more  important  branches  of  thm 
service. 

S37.  With  regard  to  the  general  observations  upom 
the  state  of  the  resources  and  expenditure  of  the  com- 
pany in  India,  it  will  be  found,  upon  examination,  that 
every  branch  of  the  old  revenues  of  the  company  hae 
been  greatly  augmented  and  improved  during  lord 
Wellesley's  government,  that  large  additions  of  new 
revenues  and  resources  have  been  made,  that  the 
ordinary  charges,  in  almost  every  department,  have 
been  reduced,  and  that  the  state  of  public  credit  haa 
also  been  considerably  improved. 

8S8.  With  a  view  to  afibrd  a  satisfactory  reply  to 
the  observations  contained  in  the  draft  No.  128,  rel»- 
live  to  this  important  and  beneficial  arrangeasent,  it 
will  be  fluterial  to  exhibit : 

239.  1st.  The  nature  of  the  relation  between  th« 
British  power  in  India,  and  the  country  of  Oude,  hf 
which  the  company  was  entitled  and  required  to  pro- 
vide for  the  internal  government  of  Oude  ;  and  thm 
tight  of  the  company  under  the  existing  treaties,  aa 
well  u  under  its  general  relation  towards  the  state  of 
Oude,  to  station  such  troops  as  the  company's  govern- 
ment might  think  necessary  for  the  defence  of  Oude, 
and  to  establish  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same. 

2d.  The  practice  of  the  goveroment  in  India,  ao4 
the  construction  of  the  oompany'a  rights  in  Oude,  at 
maintained  by  the  court  of  directors. 

3d.  The  condition  of  Otde  during  lord  Wellesley^ 
administration,  and  the  indispensable  necessity  of  eateiw 
dsing  the  right  which  the  company  possessed,  for  tb* 
good  government  and  protection  of  that  country. 

4th.  The  mode  in  which  that  rwht  was  exercised, 
and  the  result  of  the  arrang€iiient  which  has  betn  adopt- 
ed lor  the  accuiky  of  Ute  0Miptoy*t  inttrMts  in  Oude  • 

5th«    Th 
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5th.  The  early  knowledge  of  the  court*  of  directon 
of  the  governor-general  lora  Wellesley's  ioteotiont  with 
regard  to  Oude ;  the  approbation  of  the  government 
at  home  of  the  whole  transaction,  and  the  letter  of  the 
court  of  direcrort.  approving  the  result  of  the  arrange* 
meot,  and  indicating  a  knowledge  of  thfr  treaty. 

540.  1st.  *« The  government  of  Oude.fbotkin  the 
opinions  of  the  natives  of  the  country,  as  well  as  ef- 
temally,  is  considered  a.dependancyupon  the  English, 
whatever  its  relation  under  treaties  may  be.  Scindiah 
referred  the  investiture  of  Vister  Ally  Khan  by  hit 
Majesty  to  the  ^ovemor-geoeral ;  and  there  are  many 

.  respectable  families  in  Lucknow,  who  live  under  the 
protection  of  the  British  influence.  In  the  estinution  of 
the.  natives  of  India,  the  kingdom  of  Oude  is  held  as  a 

gift  from  the  company  to  Sujah  ul  Dowlah,  and  as  a 
ependapt  fief. 

541.  **  We  are  so  implicated  in  our  connection  with 
Oude,  that  we  cannot  withdraw  from  it,  and  we  are  so 
lituated  in  it,  that,  without  a  decisive  influence  in  its 
administration,  we  cannot  have  any  security." 

S4S.  Saadut  Aly  Khan,  the  e.dest  surviving  son  of 
^ujah  ul  Dow lah ,  and  brother  to  the  late  Nabob  of  Onde. 
succeeded  to  the  Mutnud  of  Oude  on  the  Slst  of  Jann- 
^y.  1798 

243.  Various  treaties  had  been  concluded,  at  dif« 
ferent.  times,  between  the  Nabobs  Sujith  ul  Dowlah, 
Asoph  ul  Dowlah.  and  the  company,  on  principles  of 
mutual  benefit  to  the  contracting  parties.  By  these  trea- 
ties, ^  the  fiiends  and  enemies  of  either  were  to  be 
considered  as  the  friends  and  enemies  of  both  ;**  and  the 
company  was  bound  to  defend  the  dominions  of  Oude 
against  all  enemies,  under  certain  stipulations  of  subsidy, 
Wnich  are  clearly  detailed  in  the  several  treaties. 

244.  By  the  existing  treaty  on  the  accession  of 
Saadut  Aly,  in  1798,  the  Nabob  was  bound  to  pay  the 
annual  sum  of  55,50,000  rupees,  or  693,7501.  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  British  troops  stationed  in  Oude  for 
the  defence  of  his  dominions,  which  subsidy  was  in- 
creased to  76,00,000  rupees  per  annum,  or  950y000l. 
under  a  treaty  concluded  with  the  Nabob  by  Sir 
^ohn  Shore,  in  the  month  of  February,  1798. 

245.  In  return  for  this  increase  it  was  stipulated,  that 
<*  the  English  forces  to  be  maintained  in  Oude  were 
never  to  consist  of  less  than  ten  thousand  men ;  and 
if  ever  it  should  be  necessary  to  augment  the  troops  of 

'\  the  company  in  Oude  beyond  tlie  number  of  13/X)0 

men, 
*  Lord  Wellesley*s  correspondence  was,  according  to  established  form,  addressed 
to  the  secret  committee     Every  year  an  order  is  transmitted  to  the  governor-gene-> 
ya'  in  council,  to  the  foirowtng  eoTect: 

'<  Having  appointed  ,  during  the  present  direction,  to  be  a  secret 

committee,  agreeable  to,  and  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the  acts  of  the  24th,  2€ch, 
and  .S3d  of  his  present  majesty,  we  heieby  dire  t,  that  all  orders  and  instructions 
wiiich  YOU  hhall  receive  from  our  said  secret  committee,  be  observed  and  obeyed 
w  ch  the  same  pntictuality  and  exactness  as  though  they  had  been  signed  by  tnir* 
teen,  or  more,  mrnibers  of  the  court  of  directors,  conformably  to  the  said  acts." 
.  *f  Vide  the  governor-general,  Sir  John  Short's,  mioute  of  the  ISth  January^ 
.179S.    Primed  papers.  No.  1|  p^l^. 
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men,  the  Nabob  Satdut  Aly  Khan  aj^eed  to  pay  the 
actual  difference  occaBiooea  by  the  excess  above  that 
number;  and  in  the  same  manner,  if  the  troops  of  the 
company  in  Oude,  from  any  necesity,  were  less  than 
BOCX)men,  a  deduction  was  to  be  made  from  the-annual 
itipend  of  76  lacs  of  rupees,  equal  to  the  actual  differ- 
ence of  men  below  the  specified  number.** 

It  was  also  farther  established  by  the  treaty,  that 
>  '*  the  Nabob  should  enf^ge  to  discharge  the  stipulated 
subsidy  with  punctuality  ;  but  if  the  payment  of  the, 
kists  should  fall  into  arrear«  the  Nabob  Saadut  Aly ' 
Khan  engaged  to  give  such  security  to  the  company 
for  the  discbarge  of  the  existing  arrears,  and  the  future 
regular  payment  of  the  kists,  as  shouid  be  deemed 
•atisfactory." 

246.  It  is  evident  from  the  general  tenor  of  the 
stipulations  of  this  treaty,  as  well  as  from  the  peculiar 
nature  of  our  conneaion  with  the  state  of  Oude,  that 
the  right  of  determining  the  amount  of  the  force  neces- 
sary to  the  effectual  and  permanent  defence  of  the 
Naoob's  domluious,  whether  on  a  view  of  immediate  or 
<orftingent  danger,  rests  with  the  company's  govern- 
ment. The  treaty  also  establishes  the  obligation  of  the 
Nabob  to  defray  the  expense  of  such  force.  For 
although  it  is  not  expressly  provided  by  the  treaty, 
that  the  ri^ht  of  determining  the  number  of  troops  re- 
quisite for  the  protection  of  the  Nabob*8  country  shall 
rest  exclusively  with  the  company,  the  company  being 
absolutely  bound  to  defend  the  country  of  Oude  agaiuft 
all  enemies,  that  engagement  would  be  nugatory,  if  the 
company  could  not  decide,  when,  and  to  what  amount, 
it  was  necessary  to  augment  the  forces  ordinarily  em* 
ployed  for  that  purpose.  It  certainly  cannot  be 
supposed,  that  the  treatywas  intended  to  provide  against 
dangers  merely  of  a  temporarv  and  transient  nature, 
and  that  it  did  not  embrace  the  permanent  and  per- 
petual security  of  Oude,  and  the  lasting  interests  06 
that  party,  which  was  bound,  not  less  by  positive 
interest  tnan  by  indispensable  duty,  tu  protect  that 
country  from  every  danger,  whether  cxistiug  or  con- 
tingent. 

247.  In  fact,  the  security  of  the  company*s  pro- 
vinces is  inseparably  connected  with  the  external  de- 
fence, and  with  the  internal  order  of  the  country  of 
Oude.  In  these  principles  consists  the  great  bond  of 
connection  between  the  two  countries.  The  authority 
of  the  Nabob  of  Ovide  has  been  upholden  by  the  com- 
pany against  various  enemies,  on  the  solid  ground  of 
the  right  of  the  British  government  to  protect  a  ter- 
ritory, the  safety  of  which  is  necessary  to  the  security 
of  the  British  possessions  in  that  quarter  of  India. 

248.  The  right  of  the  company,  therefore,  to  secure 
the  British  interests  in  the  province  of  Oude,  must  be 
considered  to  exist  independently  of  the  conditions  of 
any  engagement,  and  also,  independently  of  the 
Nabob's  consent ;  and  the  company  would  be  justified 
.in  pursuing  the  measures  necessary  for  the  security  of 
those  interests,  not  only  without  the  nabob's'  consent 
but  even  ia  opposition  to  bis  endeavours  to  counteract 

them 
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them.  Oa  the  one  hand,  the  eziitcnce  of  Oode 
depends  ahsolutel j  upon  the  company's  power :  on  the 
other  hand,  the  security  of  Oude  is  indispensably  neces- 
sary to  (hat  of  our  proYinces;  nor  is  it  possible  to 
Abandon  the  connection  with  that  state,  without 
exposing  our  own  safety  to  immediate  hazard.  It 
.  became,  therefore,  not  only  the  right,  but  the  duty, 
of  the  British  government,  to  maintain  the  connecdoa 
^ith  Oude,  on  siich  principles  as  should  render  that 
connection  conformahle  to  the  spirit  of  our  original 
engagements  with  the  Nabob  of  Oude,  and  should 
secure  to  the  company  the  important  frontier  of  Oude, 
under  such  circumstances  as  should  render  it  an  effec- 
tual barrier  against  the  enemy. 

249.  The  obligation  of  the  Nabob,  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  such  additional  troops  as  the  comnany  may 
consider  it  to  be  necessary  to  station  in  Oude,  is  equally 
Evident.  It  cannot  be  supposed  that  the  company  was 
bound  to  assist  the  nabob  to  its  own  prejudice,  or  to 
remain  an  inactive  ^'taess  of  the  ruin  of  the  conatry; 
and  yet  this  would  have  obviously  been  the  case,  unless 
the  principle  be  admitted  of  the  nabob's  obligation  to 
defraj  every  expense  which  the  British  gevernment 
may  incur  for  the  good  government  of  the  country,  and 
for  the  protection  and  prosperity  of  the  dominions  of 
Oude. 

250.  2d.  Indeed,  no  other  interpreution  appears  to 
have  beeh  given  of  the  company's  rights  with  reeardto 
Oude,  either  by  the  goverhments  of  India  which  pr^ 
ceded  lord  Wellesley^  administration,  or  by  the  court 
of  directors. 

251.  In  the  letter  from  the  court  of  directors  to 
the  governor-general  in  council,  d^ted  31st  Jnly,  1767,* 
the  court  observes : 

*<  One  thing  is  clear,  the  defence  of  Oude  must  be 

•  provided  for.  If,  therefore,  the  Cawnpore  brigade  be 
not  equal  to  such  defence,  either  the  Vizier's  own 
troops  must  be  reformed  so  as  to  make  them  serviceable, 
or  another  detachment  of  the  company's  troops  must 
be  stationed  in  the  country,  the  additional  expense  of 
which  he  may  be  enabled  to  defray  by  reducing  his 
own  useless  troops.'* 

252.  The  principles  on  which  lord  Cornwalfis  cod- 
sidered  that  it  would  be  mutually  expedient  to  continue 
the  connection  between  Oude  and  the  companv  are 
stated,  as  early  as  the  4th  of  March,  1787,  in  a  letter 
to  the  secret  committee.  They  are,  ••  that  <»i  our 
part  we  shall  totally  abstain  from  interference  in  the 
management  of  the  revenues,  commerce,  and  internal 
Igovernment  of  Oude ;  but  with  the  entire  conduct  of 
kll  political  business,  shall  undertake  its  defence  against 
all  enemies  whatever ;  and  on  the  other  side,  that  every 
civil  and  military  expense  'necessarily  incurred  by  the 
coihpany  in  the  country  of  Oude^  shall  be  defrayed  by 
the  vi7.ier.** 

253.  The  court  of  directors  even  carry  the  conw 
p^y*s  rights  further;  fof  they  observe  'm  tadr  poUti- 

cai 
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cal  letter  to  Ben^l,  dated  8th  April,  1789,  that  *<  by 
lord  Cornwaliis's  minute  of  the  SOth  April,  1787,  the 
Bengal  government  do  not  conceive  themselves  pre* 
eluded  n-onv  making  representations  to  the  Nabob  on 
(he  subject  of  his  administration  whenever  the  govern- 
ment might  think  it  necetsaary,  or  from  proposing 
euch  general  arrangements  as  should  appear  likely  to 
contribute  to  the  prosperity  of  both  governments. 

254.  In  a  letter  ro  the  Vizier,  dated  2v:th  January, 
1793,  lord  Cornwallis  maintains  these  principles  in 
their  widest  extent;  for  he  states  to  the  Nabob,  that 
<*  although  the  company's  subsidy  was  then  paid  up 
xvith  regularity,  yet  that  he  could  not  risk  his  reputa- 
tion, nor  neglect  his  duty,  by  remaining  a  silent  spec- 
tator of  evils,  which* would  in  the  end,  and  perhaps 
that  end  is  not  very  remote,  render  abortive  even  the 
Nabob's  earnest  desire  that  the  subsidy  should  be 
punaualiy  paid.** 

In  the  same  letter  lord  Comwallis  observes,  <*  that 
the  Nabob  must  be  aware  that  such  is  our  close  con- 
nection, that  every  chief  in  India  must  consider  the 
,  two  states  as  forming  one  power ;  and  that  he  flattered 

himself  that  the  Nabob  set  that  value  on  the  company's 
friendship  that  would  induce  him  to  listen  to  their  coun- 
sels in  a  manner  that  might  render  unnecessary  any 
ether  measures  on  the  part  of  the  company  for  their 
own  security  and  defence." 

255.  The  opinion  of  Sir  John  Shore  appears  to  have 
been  equally  ctear  with  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
connection  between  the  two  states,  since  it  is  observed, 
in  the  political  letter  from  the  goveruor-general  in 
•council  to  the  court  of  directors,  dated  12th  May,  1795, 
"that  there  was  an  assurance  which  he  (Mr.  Cherry, 
the  British  resident)  made  to  the  Nabob,  as  the  court 
would  observe  from  his  recital,  that  the  government 
.thought  it  proper  to  notice,  *  that  unless  asked,  it  was 

,  the  governor-generars  firm  resolve  not  to  intrude  hrs 

recoratnendations  upon  him.*  The  Bengal  governmept 
considered  this  declaration  not  only  unguarded,  but 
inconsistent  with  the  strong  recommendations  already 
pressed  upon  the  Vizier  by  marquis  Comwallis,  and 
enforced  by  the  governor-general.  The  government 
of  Bengal  was  a*so  apprehensive  that  if  the  Vizier 
should  think  proper  to  take  advantage  of  it  (a  circum- 
stance to  be  apprehended  from  his  habits  and  disposi- 
tion}, it  would  add  to  the  embarrassments  attending 
any  future  remonstrances  the  government  might  be 
compelled  to  make  on  the  subject  of  reform  in  his  ad- 
ministration.'* 

256.  The  conduct  of  the  government  of  Bengal  . 
was  highly  approved  by  the  court  of  directors,  who,  in 
.their  political  letter  to  Bengal,  dated  22d  April,  1796, 
express  their  **  surprise  at  what  is  stated  in  the  resi- 
dent's letter  of  the  5th  March,  1795.  relative  to  the  un- 
accountable opinion  entertained  by  the  Vizier,  that 
there  exists  in  himself  an  interest  separate  from  hit 
government.  It  was  perfectly  proper,  the  court 
observes,  to  do  aw^y  theefiect  of  the  assurance  which 
Mr.Clicrry  upgiiacdedly  made  to  the  visier,  *  that  unles* 
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atked,  the  goTH-iior-general  would  not  tntrnde  his 
recommendation  upon  his  excelleacy.'  On  the  con- 
trary,  under  the  intimate  connection  which  at  present 
tnbnstt  between  I  the  vizier  and  the  company,  we 
deem  k  to  be^yonr  indispensable  duty  to  inteifere, 
whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  not  only  with 
advice,  but  with  remonstrances,  in  order  to  bring  abo«t 
that  dTectnal  reform  in  his  administration,  without 
which,  both  his  and  the  company's  affairs  avst  be 
constantly  exposed  to  embarrassment.*' 

257.  3d.  *'  At  no  period  of  time  was  the  necessity 
of  a  reform  in  the  administration  of  the  affidrs  of  Oude 
so  urgent  as  during  the  period  of  lord  Wellesley's  ad- 
ministration ;  nor  was  the  duty  which  the  engagements 
between  the  two  stares  had  imposed  upon  the  British 
government  so  imperious  as  at  the  momenc  when 
ford  Wellesley  succeeded  ;o  the  government  of  India.** 
'  258.  Lord  Welleslev  had  not  been  cstablisbed  in 
the  government  more  tnan  a  fc<#  weeks,  when  he  dis- 
covered a  negotiation  between  TippoD  Sultana  and 
Chf  French  govemmentj  which  soon  produced  the  ne- 
cessity of  war  with  the  power  of  Mysore,  the  most 
formidable  enemy  of  the  British  name  in  India.  At 
the  same  moment,  the  Nabob  Vizier*s  dominions  were 
menaced  by  an  invasion  from  the  violence  and  injustice 
or  Zemaon  Shah,  connected  with  the  views  of  Tippoo 
Sultaun.  It  is  unnecessary  to  state,  that  the  inveterate 
hostility  of  Zemaun  Shah  to  the  state  of  Oode,  had 
been  publicly  and  repeatedly  announced  to  all  the 
-  nations  of  Asia ;  and  ttutt  the  design  of  that  prince  to 
subjnnte  the  Nabob  of  Oude's  dominions,  to  plunder 
his  suDJects,  and  to  extinguish  the  power  and  dignity  of 
his  family,  had  long  formed  the  primary  object  of 
Zemaun  Shah*s  poKcy. 

259.  "While  this  dinger  menaced  the  territories  of 
Saadut  Aly  the  Nabob  of  Oude,  Vizier  Alii,  the  rival 
of  bis  authority,  broke  those  barriers  which  the  friend- 
ship of  the  company  had  provided  for  the  tranquillity 
of  the  Nabob's  dominions,  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
his  power.  Having  basely  and  cruelly  murdered  Mr. 
Cherry,  the  representative  of  the  British  government 
at  Benares,  and  several  other  British  gentlemen,  the 
assassin  escaped  from  the  company's  provinces;  by  hia 
successful  flight,  and  through  the  aid  of  numerous  dis- 
mfTected  persons  attache<{  to  his  cause  in  the  Nabob's 
dominions,  exciting  alarm  and  confusion  throughant 
several  districts  subject  to  the  Nabob's  authority.  The 
escape  of  Vizier  Aiii,  and  its  immedbte  consequences, 
menaced  the  foundations  of  Saadut  Aly*s  title  to  tho 
government  of  Oude,  and-general  confusion  was  ap> 
preheuded  in  every  part  of  that  province. 

SGO.  In  this  awful  crisis,  the  British  government 
called  forth  the  energy  of  its  military  resourcci,  and 
manifested  its  zealous  attachment  to  the  cause  of  the 
Nabob's  just  authority,  and  to  the  welfare  of  the' 
inhabitants  of  Oude.  A  powerful  British  army  wa» 
assembled  in  the  north-western  frontier  of  Oude,  under 
the  command  of  Sir  James  Craig,  for  the  purpose  of 
frustrating  the  extravagant  ambition  of  Zemaun  Shah» 
while  a  sufikteDt  detacfamept  of  Britiih  trocypsy  it%- 
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*  tinned  at  Lucknow  and  ics  vicinity,  precluded  the  pos- 

sibility of  any  danger  to  the  Nabob  «  person  or  autho- 
rity from  the  revolt  of  Vizier  Alii. 

261.  It  will  be  useful,  in  this  place,  to  adyert  to  the 
internal  condition  of  the  Nabob*s  government,  which 
aggravated  both  the  alarm  and  danger  of  this  crisis,  and 
to  the  means  by  which  he  was  delivered  in  so  great  a 
peril  from  t  he  combined  apprehension  of  foreign  invtsioa 
and  of  domestic  convulsion.  In  the  extreme  exigency 
of  these  accumulated  dangers,  the  principal  cause  of 
alarm  was  stated,  bythe  Nabob  himself,  to  arise  from  the 
turbulence,  insubordination,  and  rooted  disaffection  (^ 
his  own  undisciplined  and  mutinous  troops.  When  the 
hour  arrived,  in  which  the  enemy  was  to  be  opposed 
in  the  field,  the  Nabob  decUred  to  the  British  general 
that  no  aid  was  to  be  expected  from  his  troops;  that  he 
placed  no  reliance  on  his  own  army  for  defence  against 
a  foreign  invader,  and  that  the  presence  of  any  part  of 
his  expensive  military  establishments  in  the  day  of  battle, 
would  prove  more  advantageous  to  his  enemy  than  to 
himself  or  hi^  ally.  This  candid  declaration  did  not 
express  the  ifull  extent  of  the  Nabob's  alarm  in  that 
arduous  crisis ;  white  he  placed  no  reliance  on  his  own 
army  as  a  defence  against  the  common  enemy,  he 
declared  the  most  serious  apprehensions  of  the  danger 
of  retaining  any  considerable  part  of  that  army  near  hit 
person.  In  a  period  of  domestic  rebellion  and  of  foreiga 
war,  the  Nal>ob  declared,*  that  neither  the  defence  of 
his  country,  nor  the  safety  of  his  person,  could  be 
entrusted  to  the  inefficient  and  treacherous  protectioii, 
of  his  own  disaffected  soldiery.  Fully  impressed  wilk 
a  conviction  of  the  desperate  state  of  his  own  troopa, 

'  the  Nabob  solicited  the  British  general  to  divert  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  British  array,  destined  to  act 
againn  Zemaun  Shah,  to  the  necessary  purpose  of  pro- 
tecting his  highnei8*s  person  against  the  evil  intentions 
of  his  own  guards,  in  the  centre  ef  his  own  capital. 
A  British  force  accordingly  affrirded  to  the  Nabob  at 
L.ucknow  the  protectioii  wnich  he  had  required. 

262.  It  is  also  proper  to  state,  that,  when  Visier 
Alii,  uniting  the  guilt  of  iisurpation,  rebellion,  and 
murder,  had  fled  before  the  British  troops,  he  found 
ref»i>;e  and  protection  in  the  treachery  of  a  division  of 
the  Nabob's  own  troops,  which  the  Nabob  had  spe- 
cially appointed  f6r  the  express  purpose  of  arresting 
hisHi^ht. 

263.  These  facts,  together  with  the  Nabob's  re- 
peated acknowledgments  of  the  defective  Couditionf  of 

his

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his  troops,  and  his  repeated*  applhratioo  for  the  aid 
and  direct  interposttion  of  the  govemor-general'» 
authority  and  power  in  delivering  the  Nabob  and  lii^ 
subjects  from  evils  of  such  magmtttde  and  violence,  a» 
the  existence  of  a  military  force  without  any  restraint 
of  discipline,  or  of  any  attachment  to  the  state,  or  to 
the  Nabob,  were  the  primary  causes  which  moved  thm 
governor-general  to  consider  the  means  of  applying  an 
effectual  reform  to  the  mnlttafy  establishment  of 
Oudc.  The  plan  of  this  reform  originated,  not  in  the 
voluntary  suggestion  of  the  governor  generars  mind, 
but  in  the  alarming  state  of  the  Nabob's  dominion* 
and  power,  and  in  the  Nabob's  express  desire  f  The 
reduction  of  the  Nabob^s  troops  must  always  have 
constituted  a  necessary  branch  of  any  system  for  the 
defence  of  his  dominions  ;  since  experience  had  mani- 
fested, that  the  danger  of  rebelUon  ami  war  would 
ahvayi^  have  been  increased  in  propomon  to  the 
extent  of  such  an  armed  body,  which  would  alwaye 
have  required  the  check  and  control  of  an  adequate 
body  of  efficient  and  disciplined  troops,  and,  con. 
lequently,  must  have  operated  as  a  proportiooate 
diversion  in  favour  of  an  invader  or  rcM. 

264.  These  considerations  induced  locd  Wdlestey 
to  commence  the  reform  of  the  existing  abuses  in 
Oude,  by  the  reduction  of  the  Nabob's  troops,  which 
constituted  the  principal  source  of  the  public  cala- 
mity, and  the  most  dangerons  obstacle  t*  every  im- 
provement. But  great  deUy  was  oppoied  by  the 
Nabob  to  the  teductton  of  bisowB  ferces;  the  necet*

In  reply  to  lord  Wellesley's  letter  of  the  26th  September,  1799»  the  Nabob 
declares,  "that  the  benefits,  Doth  immediate  and  future,  of  such  a  refoim,  xr^ 
even  more  strongly  impresstd  upon  my  mind  than  they  have  been  described  by 
-your  lordship.  A  ^ear  before  this  time,  under  a  sense  of  the  benefits  in  question, 
and  of  the  evils  arising  from  the  failure  of  my  resources,  and  the  increase  of  my 
fxpenses,  I  planned,  of  my  own  accord,  in  my  mind,  a  xef^m  of  the  system^ 
end  w?s  the  first  to  propose  it."  ' 

In  the  same  letter  the  Nabob  observes,  **  perceiving,  in  this,  your  lqrdship'9 
kind  solicitude  and  benevolent  attention,  to  the  support  and  prosperity  of  my 
government,  I  am  proportionally  impressed  with  sentiments  qf  latitude  and  oWi- 
gatinn.  Please  God,  by  introducing  a  reiorm  in  the  militsiry  svstemi  .all  dangc^ 
sndall  apprehension  of  disturbance  will  be  removed."  Vide' pruned  pAPcrs,  No.

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taiy  oonsequencSe  of  thi«  delay  w«t  sensibly  felt  in  on 
Aggnvated  pressure  upon  the  Nabob's  fiuarices;  and 
the  Nabob  declared,  that  he  found  himself  unable  to 
provide  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  additional 
British  troopsy  forgettipig,  in  this  instance,  the  unques- 
tionable right,  and  indispeusable  duty,  of  the  company 
to  provide  an  adequate  defence  for  the  province  of 
Ottoe,  ip  the  place  oi  troops  which  were  inadequate 
,  lo  that  necesssiry  purpose,  (even  by  the  admission'  of 

the  Nabob]  and  omittinf  also  the  recollection  of  hit 
obligabon  to  defray  whatever  expense  might  be  in- 
cur  red   by  the  company,  in  the  prosecution  of  that 
s  eight,  and  in  the  discharge  of  that  duty. 

S65.  The  Nabob's  neglect  of  the  duty  of  effectmg 
a  seasonable  reductiop  of  his  useless  and  dangeroua 
force,  could  not  exonerate  him  from  the  exigency  of 
his  duty  towards  his  subjects  or  towards  his  allies,  and 
least  of  all  from  his  obligation  to  supply  the  compahjT 
with  eiFecbial  means  of  maintaining  the  safety  of  Oude 
ag^mst  every  existing  or  contingent  danger. 

266.  But  tliese  means  were  daily  diminishing  with 
the  declining  condition  of  the  Nabob's  resources,  and 
the  Nabob  hunself  had  declared  his  expectation*  of  aa 
approaching  failure  in  the  subsidiary  funds.  In  fact, 
9uch  Wfis  the  unhappy  state  of  the  Nabob's  internal 
government^  and  the  general  distress  of  his  affairs, 
that,  pn  the  12th  >Iov.  1799,  the  Naliob  made  a  vo- 
Ipntary,  formal,  and  unexpected  declarationf  to  the 
resident  at  Lucknow,  of  his  **  invariable  desire,  and 
of  his  fixed  resolution,  to  relinquish  a  government, 
whifh  he  felt  himvelf  unable  to  manage,  either  with 
Mtisfactiou' to  himself,  or  advantage  to  his  sulijects.'* 
J:Ie  declared  that  what  he  was  possessed  of  Tuas  abun- 
dant for  hia  own  support;  tti^t,  as  the  governor- 
general  would  nominate  one  of  his  sons  as  his  successor, 
£is  naine  would  remain  established ;  and  he  demanded 
to  keep  pMsession  of  the  public  treasure,  and  to  have 
f  he  sole  and  absolute  disppsal  of  the  whole  of  the  said 
property  y  The  Nabob  said,  **  that  these  were  the 
cordial  and  voluntary  suggestions  of  his  own  mind, 
and.  that  he  was  not  disposed  to  the  cares  of  govern- 
ment.  ,  He  was  disgusterl  at  the  want  of  fidehty  and 
seal  in  the  men  immediately  about  his  person,  with  the 
arrogance  oF  some  of  bia  aumils,  with  the  open  dis« 
obedience  of  others,  and  with  the  perverse  dispositioa 
of  the  people  at  Targe."  He  concluded  by  saying, 
'*  the  measure  wa^  the  most  serious  and  momentous  a 
•over^gn  could  undertake,*'    but  added/*    that  the

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execution  of  it  was  indispensable,  since  he  was  neither 
pleased  with  his  people,  nor  they  with  him.*' 

267.  But  the  public  treasures  then  formed  a  part  of 
the  Nabob's  means  of  fulfilUng  his  public  engagements^ 
and»  consequently  of  the  company's  security.  The 
governor-general  therefore  could  not  consent  to  thr 
Nabob's  abdication,  which,  indeed,  would  have  exo- 
nerated the  Nabob  from  his  engagements.     But  the 

^  embarrassments  of  the  state  of  Oode,  and  of  the  com* 

pany,  would  have  been  augmented  in  the  same  pro- 
•     '  portion  in  which  the  Nabob  would  have  been  relieved. 

«  In  objecting  to  the  Nabob's  abdication,  lord  Welleslej 

proposed  to  the  Nabob  the  only  arrangement  which 
was    calculated   to    reconcile   the  Nabob'a  desire  of 
*  retiring  from  the  govermnent,  with  the  principles  of 

national  justice  and  policy,  as  well  as  with  the  per- 
sonal dignity  of  the  Nabob,  and  the  happiness  of  his 
people.  His  lordship  proposed,*  that  the  Nabob 
should  commit  the  entire  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment of  Oude  to  the  company,  under  such  arrange- 
ments as  should  provide  effectually  for  the  Nabob  and 
bis  family.  But  the  Nabob  rejected  diis  propositiofly 
and  determined  to  retain  the  charge  of  the  goTem- 
ment. 

268.  This'change  fn   the  Nabob*s  dispotition  coul<l 
*  not,  however,  he  traced  to  apy  improTement  in  the 

general  administration  of  affaim,  to  any  augmentatiuo 
of  his  means  of  conducting  the  government,  or  to  the 
consec^uent  establishment  of  reciprocal  confidence  and 
attachment  between  the  Nabob  and  his  people.  The 
Nabob  had  again  stated  the  alarmiag  condiuon  of  hit- 
resources,  and  renewed  and  aggravated  symptomsf 
appeared,  of  the  most  dangerous  disaffection  towarda 
his  person  and  government. 

«  S69.  The  Nabob's  life  had  been  attempted  in  the 
•  month  of  November,  1800,  under  circumstances  of  a 
formidable  nature.  Active  support  had  been  afforded 
by  his  subjects  to  an  impostor,  who  had  recently 
assumed  the  name  of  Via  er  AUi,  and  who,  on  the 
4ih  November,  1800,  published  a  proclamation,  de- 
claring his  intention  of  waging  war  agaidst  the  infi- 
.  dels  of  Europe,  and  calling  upon  every  "  sect  to  join 
him  in  that  holy  enterprise."  He  was  acknowledged 
by  several  Zemindars,  was  soon  enabled  to  co'lect  a 
body  of  men,  and  was  defeated,  on  the  ISth  Nov. 
by  a  party  of  British  cavalry,  who  were  tent  out  to 
apprehend  him. 

270.    At  the  same  it  appeared,  by  the  Nabob's  own 
statements^  that  he  was  embarrassed  by  the  continu- 
ance

and  that  the  general  resources  of  his  country  wese 
actually  declining,  with  a  rapidity  which  menaced  tho 
>  joint  interests  of  the  Nabob  and  of  the  company  in 
Onde,  with  utter  and  speedy  destruction. 

27 1 .  Tlie  nature  of  this  decrease  of  the  revenues  of 
Oude  will  best  appear  by  a  reference  to  the  resident's 
letter  to  the  governor-general  of  the  21  st  June, 
1798.* 

272.  There  was  a  deficiency  of  upwards  of  62  lacs, 
(775,0001.)  and  the  country,  so  far  from  improving, 
continued,  bv  the  Nabob's  admission,  in  a  declining  . 
state.  Bareiny,  which  was  ceded  to  the  Nabob  in  1774, 
yielded,  at  that  time,  an  annual  revenue  of  €2  lac^  of 
rupees  (775,0001.)  In  1799,  the  revenue  was  36  lacs, 
or  450,0001.  Reher,  ceded  by  the  Rohiflas  in  1794, 
produced  10  lacs  of  rupees,  or  125,0001.^  but  in  1798, 
only  yielded  4  lacs,  or  50,0001 

273.  The  causes  of  the  defalcation  in  the  Naboh'f 
revenues  were  notorious.!  and  had  daily  acquired  new 
strength.  In  fact,  every  settlement  with  an  aumil 
was  concluded  for  a  diminished  revenue.  Had  the 
Nabob's  territories  been  subject  to  frequent  or  occasi-  , 
onal  devastations  of  the  enemy,  had  they  been  visited 
by  unfavourable  seasons,  or  by  other  calamities  which 
impair  the  public  prosperity,  the  rapid  decline  of  the 
revenues  of  Oude  might  have  been  imputable  to  other 
causes  than  evil  administration ;  but  no  such  visitations 
had  afRicted  the  provinces  of  Oude,  while  the  power- 
ful

t  This  will  he  best  explained  by  a  statement  of  the  mode  in  which  the  revenuer 
were  farmed  and  collected.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  aiimiU  or  Kis 
agent,  entered  into  written  engagemeuts  with  the  ryot,  or  cultivator,  which  were 
signed  by  both  parties.  These  engagements  were  usuaMy  moderate,  that  tl:c  ryot 
might  l>e  induced  to  cultivate  as  large  a  portion  of  land  as  his  means  would 
admit;  but,  when  the  crops  became  ripe,  the  aumil  insisted  ujion  a  new  engajje- 
ment,  founded  upon  a  calculation  of  their  actual  value.  The  unfortunate  culti- 
vator, well  aware  of  the  inutility  of  resistance,  usually  submitted  to  the  demands 
of  the  aumil.  but,  if  he  refused  compliance,  the  aumil  immediately  placed  a 
guard  over  the  crops,  and  it  has  sometimes  happened,  that  the  cultivator  has 
suffered  them  to  be  burnt,  and  destroyed  by  the  sun,  rather  than  submit  to  the 
injustice  and  rapacity  of  the  aumil.  More  frequent 'y,  however,  in  the  event  of 
non-L^mplianc^  on  the  part  of  the  cnltivator,  the  aumil  directed  the  crops  to  be 
cut«  and  appropriated  the  whole  of  them  to  his  own  advautagc.  The  most  fatal 
consequences  naturaliv  resulted  from  such  a  system — large  tracts  ^of  land  were 
left  tincultivated,  ancl  the  inhabitants,,  encouraged  by  the  Mahrattas,  under 
Mons.  Perron,  upon  the  frontier,  abandoned  their  native  homes,  and  resorted 
annually,  in  large  numbers,  to  the  Mahratta  country,  subject  to  the  authority  of 
the  French  officers  in  Hindostan. 

The  rapacity  of  the  anmil  increased  in  proportion  to  the  decay  of  the  coun- 
try; having  only  a  temporary  interest  iii  the  soil,  his  sole  consideration  was  how 
he  mi^ht  enrich  himself  during  the  period  of  his  lease  by  every  fipccics  of  extor- 
tion, and  in  violation  of  eve:y  prmciple  of  justice,  humanity,  «nd  good  faith. 
The  Nabob  never  m»de  any  enquiry  respcctine  the  character  of  his  aumils  ;  the 
leases  were  granted  to  the  highest  bidders;  and  it  has  frequently  happened,  that, 
after  having  had  recourse  to  every  species  of  extortion  and  violence,  in  the  districts 
committed  to  his  management,  the  aumil,  unable  to  fulfil  his  engagements,  has 
been  thf^wn  into  prison  by  the  Vizier.

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ful  protection  of  the  Britifth  force*  had  maintained  the 
Nabob's  (iominions,  together  with  al!  the  company's  pos- 
sessions in  that  quarter  of  India,  secure  from  the 
ravages  of  war,  i^  the  full  enjoyment  of  peace  and 
tranquillity.  The  companv's  territories  had  bees 
advancing  progressively  during  the  same  period  of 
time,  in  prosperity,  population,  and  opulence ;  the 
Nabob's  dominions,  enjoying  equal  advantages  of 
tranquillity  and  security  with  tk«  possessions  of  the 
company,  had  rapidly  declined.  The  operation  of 
these  evils  di.i  u«t  commence  with  the  government 
of  Saa'ut  Alii.  They  neccs.arily  flowed  from  the 
system  of  admini  tration  which  existed  at  the  period 
of  his  accession  to  tlie  Musnud.  But  none  of  these 
evils  hnd  been  diminished  under  the  government  of 
Saadilt  Alii;  their  daily  increase  was  evident,  acknow- 
ledged by  the  Nabob,  and  wi  hout  the  interference  of 
the  British  government,  mutt  have  been  progressive 
to  the  ut:er  ruin  of  the  resources  of  Oude,  and  of 
'  the  company's  interests  in  that  quarter. 

274.  In  addition  to  these  circumstances,  the  arrears* 
due,  on  account  of  the  troops  stationed  in  Oude,  in 
1798,  during  the  expected  approach  of  Zemaun,  (the 
justice  of  v/hich  demand  it  has  not  beei>  attempted  to 
dispute)  amounted  to  38  lacs  of  rupees,  or  475,0001.  of 
which  sum  the  Nabob  had  only  paid  17  lacs,  leaving  the 
amount  of  arrears  due  to  the  company,  at  the  period 
of  signing  the  treaty  of  Lacknow,  in  November,  1801, 
21   lacs,  or  ^262,5C0l      But,  even  admitting  that  the 
Nabob  hnd  been  punctual  in  his  payments,  the  appre- 
hension of  the  calamities  which  were  to  be  expected 
from  the  e:ii sting  system  of  administration  was  not 
diminished,  nor  was  the  company^s  right  to  demand 
satisfactory  security  against  the  operation  of  evi.'s,  of 
which  the  existence  was  evident,  and  the  ef&ct  certain, 
in  any  (le;[rree  affected.     To  have  refrained  from  de- 
manding a  Jequate  security  until ''the  resources  of  the 
country  should  have  failed,  would  have  been  to  have 
defeated  all  expectation  of  attaining  the  security  to 
which   the  jcompany  was   entitled.      The   resources 
which  had  been  found  inadequate  to  the  regular  pay. 
ment  of  the  subsidy,  most  have  proved    still   more 
insufficient  to  have  supported  the  additional  burden  of 
a  heavy  arrear.    The  danger  which  existed  was  per- 
manent in  its  nature;  its  immediate  exigency  mi^ht 
have  been  so  sudden  as  to  have  preclud«l  the  possi- 
^     bility  of  providing  against  it  by  any  temporary  eflbrt. 
It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  resort  to  snch  a  con- 
stant

The  expense  of  13,000  men,  with  the  necessary  equipments  of  ordnance,  &c. 
was  set  apart  as  a  charge  to  be  borne  by  the  company,  and  the  expense  attending 
the  excess  of  troops  above  that  number,  with  their  necessary  eaoipmenta, 
(38,13.590  rupees)  was  charged  to  the  Nabob,  every  corps  for  the  actual  period  it 
was  serving  in  Oude.    Vide  page  184,  of  No.  3» 
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slant  and  permanent  Byttem  of  preparation  and  precau- 
tion, as  xflighc  effectually  secure  the  safety  of  Oude 
under  all  circumstances.  The  retreat  of  Zemaua 
Shah,  the  suppresvon  of  Vizier  Alli's  rebellion,  and 
the  overthrow  of  Tippoo  SuUaun,  appeared  to  open 
a  favourable  crisis  for  the  ei>tab)ishmcnt  of  external 
/  security,    and  internal  order  in  Oude,    and  for  pre- 

/  vtnting  the  recurrence  of  similar  alarm. 

275.  Convinced  of  the  juitice  of  these  principles, 
and  urged  by  the  recollection  of  past  dangers,  by  the 
pressure  of  present  calamity,  and  by  the  prospect  of 
future  destruction  to  all  the  interests  connected  with 
the  prosp^-rity  of  Oude.  lord  Wellesley  felt,  it  to  be  his 

i  duty  to  recommend  to  the  Nabob  the  adoption  of  such 

arrangements  as  mfrht  afri)rrl  the  hope  of  remedy  to 
the  evils  which  had  prevailed,  or  of  prevention  to  the 
ruin  which  was  apprehended .  The  governor-general 
was  of  opinion,  that  neither  the  civil  nor  military 
l^overnment  of  Oude  could  be  placed  on  foundations 
of  security  without  the  direct  interference  of  the  Bri- 
tish power;  and  his  lorddiip  therefore  proposed,* 
that  the  civil  and  military  government  of  the  country 
should  be  vested  in  the  company  under  certain  con* 
ditions,  calculated  to  provide  for  the  Nabob's  dignity 
and  convenience,  and  to  secure  an  ample  allowance 
for  his  expenses,  and  for  those  of  his  family,  relations, 
and  dependants.  The  Nabob,  however,  luving 
peremptorily  rejected  this  proposition,  no  other  alter- 
native remamed  to  lord  Wellesley  than  to  insist  upon 
adequate  security  for  the  company's  rights  and  interests 
in  Oude.  It  was  iniispensably  necessary,  consis- 
tently  with  lord  Welles'ey's  sense  of  the  danger  to 
which  these  interests  were  exposed,  aud  of  bis  duty  to 
his  country,  to  insiAt  that  the  funds  for  the  regular 
'  payment  of  the  subsidy,    to  the   full    extent   of  the 

augmented  force,  should  lie  placed,  without  delay, 
beyond  the  hazard  of  failure.  The  only  security 
which  lord  Wellesley  deemed  to  he  satisfactory,  with 
a  view  to  the  attainment  of  this  object,  was  a  cession 
to  the  company  of  such  portion  of  terriioryf  as 
bhould  be  sufficient,  according  to  the  existing  produce, 
and  after  deducting  the  expense  of  a)llections,  to  pro^ 
vide  for  the  subsidy,  and  for  the  expense  of  the  addi- 
tional troops,  the  former  amounting  to  76  lacs  of 
rupees  per  annum,  and  the  latter  to  54,12,929.  mak- 
ing the  aggregate  sum  of  1,35,12,929  rupees,  or 
1,689.1161. 

276.  It  is  unnecessary,  in  this  place,  to  enter  into  a 
consideration  of  the  various  ne^tiations  which  pre-

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ceded  the  oooduaioa  of  the  treaty  of  I.ucknow  in 
November,  1801.  It  was  certainly  the  dutr  of  lord 
WeUesley  to  urge  the  nabob,  by  every  jiutifiaolftneansf  ^ 
to  afford  that  secarity,  which  was  considered  to  be 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  righu  and  inte- 
rests, which  were  entrusted  by  the  company  and  by  the 
nation  to  his  superintendence.  There  can  oe  no  doubt* 
that  it  would  have  been  extremely  desirable  to  have  ' 
obtained  the  cordial  concurrence  of  the  nabob  in  every 
measure  of  this  nature ;  but,  if  its  expediency  was 
not  equally  evident  to  the  nabob,  and  to  the  British 
government,  it  is  obvious,  that  either  the  nabob  must 
nave  submitted  to  the  judgment  of  the  company,  or 
have  formally  exonerated  it  from  the  obligation  which 
the  company  had  contracted  **  to  defend  his  dominions 
against  all  enemies.*'  Such  a  state  of  afTaira  would 
amount  to  A  virtual  dissolution  of  the  reciprocal  engage- 
meuts  subsisting  between  the  company  and  the  vizier, 
and,  were  it  compatible  with  the  security  of  the  com- 
pany's'dominions,  the  British  government  would  be 
^  justified,    uudet    such    circumstances,  in  abandoning 

ail  connection  with  the  state  of  Oude. 

877.  But  it  has  already  been  observed,  that  the 
security  of  Oude  is  indispensably  necessary  to  that  of 
our  provinces.  It  is  not  possible  for  the  British 
government  to  leave  that  country  to  become  the  victim 
oi  evil  counsels  and  the  prey  of  our  enemies,  without 
exposing  our  own  safety  to  imminent  hazard  ;  the  con- 
nection with  Ou(}e  mus't  therefore  be  maintained  on 
such  principles,  as  shall  render  that  connection  con- 
formable to  the  spirit  of  our  original  engagements  for 
iu  protection,  and  shall  secure  to  the  British  govern- 
ment the  important  frontier  of  Oude,  under  such  cir- 
cumstances as  shall  render  it  an  effectual  barrier  against 

I  an  enemy.    On  this   subject    ample   explanation   is 

afforded  by  the  governor-generars  declaration,  con- 
tained in  page  6,  of  No.  8,  of  the  printed  papers,  and 
by  the  governor-general's  instructions,*  of  the  1 9th 
SeptemlM^r,  1801,  to  Mr.  WeUesley  and  to  colonel 
Scott,  page  18  of  the  same  collection  of  papers. 

878.  Great  advantages  have  been  ^lerived  to  the 
company  from  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of  Lucknovr 
in  1801.  The  treaty  embraces  every  point  couoeaed 
with  the  welfare  of  both  states;  and,  while  it  exone- 
rates the  nabob  from  the  weight  of  obligations  of  an 
indefinite  extent,  it  has  consolidated  the  Briti^  power, 
and  fixed  its  stability  on  solid  foundations,  by  extend- 
in|^  the  operation  of  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
British  government  to  a  large  tract  of  country.  In 
fact,  the  treaty  may  be  considered  to  afford  many  im- 
portant advantages  to  the  nabob.  The  nature  of  his 
obligations  to  the  company  are  now  clearly  defined ; 
instead  of  a  fluctuating  and  considerable  suosidy,  the 

«  nabob,  by  a  territorial   cession,  has  fixed  the  precise 

extent  of"^  his  pecuniary  engagements,  while  tlie  secu- 
rity

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rity  of  his  reserved  dominions,  and  the  itabilitv  of  hit 
power,  are  fully  established  by  the  dismissal  of  hi^ 
mutinous  and  undisciplined  troops,  and  by  the  intro-. 
auction  of  the  regular  and  disciplined  forces  of  the 
company.  The  nabob  has  a!«o  gained  in  point  of 
finance  by  the  treaty,  since  the  territories  ceded  to  the 
company,  under  the  treaty  of  Lucknow,  did  not  regu- 
larly produce  to  the  vizier  more  than  was  sufficient 
to  pay  the  permanent  subsidy,  previously  to  the  in- 
troduction of  the  additional  troops. 

279.  5lh.  The  whole  of  this  transaction  was 
reported,  through  all  its  stages,  to  the  government  at 
home,  and  approved  by  the  same  authority. 

■280.     By  a  reference   to   the  printed  papers,   laid 
t  before  the  House  of  Commons,  relative  to  India  affairs, 

marked  No.  5,  it  appears,  that,  as  early  as  the  3d 
October,  1798,  lord  Wcllesley  stated'  to  the  secret 
committee  that  he  had  under  conaideratidii  **  the  best 
mearis  of  securing  the  regular  payment  of  th*  sub- 
sidy in  Oude,  and  of  reforming  the  nabob's  army." 

281.    In  his  letters  of  the  2l8tand  28th  Noyember, 

1 799,  lord  Wellesley  continues  to  state  «  his  anxiety  to 
carry  into  execution  such  a  reform  of  the  nabob  vizier's 
military  establishments  as  should  secure  us  from  all 
future  danger  on  the  frontier  of  Oude,  and  should 
enable  him  to  introduce  a  varity  of  necessary  improve- 
ments in  the  government  of  the  country." 

^  282.^  The  Bubjea  is  again  brought  Mfore  the  con- 
sideration of  the  secret  committee  on  the  25th  January, 

1800,  and  the  7th  March,  1800.      In  the  last  letter 
I       lord  Wellesley  observes,  «  when  I  shall  have  completed 

my  arrangement  for  the  military  defence  of  Oude, 
and  shall  have  disarmed  the  useless  and  dangerous 
troops  of  the  vizier,  1  shall  proceed  to  adopt  the 
nost^  effectual  measures  for  the  reform  of  all  branahes 
of  his  excellency's  ^vemment.  *  .''uch  a  reform  can- 
not be  postponed  without  the  certain  injury,  if  not 
Che  absolute  destruction,  of  the  valuable  resources 
which  the  company  at  present  derives  from  that  coun- 
try;  and  his  excellency's  repeated  and  earnest  appli- 
cation for  my  direct  interference  in  the  administration 
of  his  affairs,  will  abundantly  justify  the  most  decided 
interposition  of  the  British  government  in  the  manage- 
ment of  Oiide,  whenever  the  proper  period  for  exer- 
cising our  authority  shall  arrive.'* 

283.  On  the  31st  Auirust,  1800,  the  whole  of  the 
negotiations,  down  to  that  period  of  time,  with  the 
ndbob  vizier,  were  reported  to  the  secrtt  committee 
by  the  governor-general  in  pouncil ;  and  it  is  observed, 
"that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  governor-general  in 
council  to  proceed,  virith  the  least  possible  delay,  to  a 
i-evision  of  his  excellency  the  nabob  vizier's  civil  esta- 
blishment, and  of  the  general  interests  of  the  companr 
in  the  province  of  Oude." 

284.  The  treaty  was  concluded  on  the  10th  Nov. 

1 801 ,  The  intelligence  of  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty 
was  transmitted  to  England  on  the  13th  Nov.  1801, 
and  a  copy  of  the  treaty  was  forwarded  on  the  followinj^ 
day  to  the  secret  committee,  who  were  placed  in  their 

dispatch,*

28J.  The  court  of  directors  also,  in  their  revenue 
dispatch,  dated  14th  September,  iros,  in  reply  to  the 
report  of  the  settlement  of  the  revenues  of  the  ceded 
districts  in  Oude,  after  expressing  their  satisfaction  dt 
the  Increase  of  cbe  revenues  of  those  districts,  state, 
«  that  they  received  great  pleasure  from  tne  informa- 
tion in  Mr.  Wellesley*s  letter  of  the  i^Sd  March,  1802, 
that  the  utmost  tranquillity  prevailed  thj-oughout  the 
ceded  provinces,  and  that  the  change  in  the  govem- 
-  roent  appears  to  have  given  general  satisfaction."  This 
letter  is  signed  by  Mr.  Bosanquet  and  Mr.  Roberts, 
two  of  the  three  directors  who  signed  the  letter  from 
the  secret  committee,  dated  the  19th  November,  1806, 
approvinji^  of  the  treaty  of  Luckuow. 

286.*  Without  entering  into  any  question  respecting 
any  differooces  of  opinion  which  may  have  prevailed 
in  'England,  between  the  court  of  directors  and  the 
government;  it  is  evident,  therefore,  that,  as  far  as 
lord  Welleatey  cou'd  form  any  judgment  of  the  opinion 
,  of  the  government  at  home  respecting^  his  transac- 
tions in  0»de»  he  bad  every  reason  to  believe,  that  his 
conduct)  on  that  occasion^  in  all  its  stages,  was  entirely 
approved  by  the  controlling  authorities  in  England. 

287.  The  arrangement  has  produced  all  the  advan- 
tages which  were  in  lord  Wellesley's  contemplation. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  nabob  vizier 
is  perfectlv  satisfied,  under  the  operation  of  his  engage- 
ments witfi  the  company ;  and  it  is  certain  that,  during 
the  late  Mahratta  war,  ne  manifested  the  greatest  aealf 
for  the  success  of  the  British  arms,  and,  unsolicited, 
afforded  abundant  aid  in  loans  of  money,  and  other 
military  resources,  to  the  army  under  lord  Lake.  On 
the  other  hand,  by  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of 
Lucknow,  the  British  government  has  become  the 
instrument  of  restoring  to  affluence  and  prosperity  one 
of  the  most  fertile  regions  of  the  globe,  now  daily 
improving,  but  reduced,  at  the  period  of  concluding 
the  treaty,  to  a  cxMiditioa  of  the  most  afflicting  misery, 
by  the  weak  and  inefficient  administration  of  the 
native  government  of  Oude. 

288.  The  territory  of  Furruckabftd  is  situated  on 
the  right,  or  west  side  of  the  river  Ganges,  constituting 
a  small  district,  yielding  an  annual  gross  revenue  of 
about  10,000,000  of  rupees,  or  l»S5,000l.  and  entirelv 
surrounded    by    the   fKisscssions,   which  the   British 

government

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government  had  received  from  the  nabob  vi«ier,  on 
whom  the  nabob  of  Furrackabpd  was  dependant. 

289.  By  an  agreement  concluded  between  the 
Vizier  Assof  ul  DowUh  and  the  Nabob  of  Furruckabad 
(under  the  guarantee  of  the  company),  the  Nabob  of 
Furruckabad  was  bonnd  to  pay  an  annual  tribute  of 
4,50,000  rupees,  or  56,5501.  .  to  the  Vizier.  The  num- 
ber of  troops  to  be  maintained  by  the  Nabob  of  Fur- 
ruckabad  was  limited  to  purposes  of  state,  and  the* 
VtEier  was  charged  with  the  protection  and  defence  of 
the  country  from  internal  and  external  enemies. 

S90.  Althougli  tlje  interna)  administration  of 
affairs  was  conducted  by  the  Nabob  of  Fuiruckabad, 
that  province  was  dcmsidcred  to  be  a  dcpendancy  of 
the  dominions  of  the  Nabob  Eizier;  and  the  occa- 
sional interference  of  the  Vizier  and  of  the  company, 
in  the  administration  of  affairs,  was  practised  and 
admitted. 

2dl.  On  the  death  of  the  late  Nabob  of  Furnick- 
abad,  the  eldest  son,  beinej  convicted  of  the  murder 
of  his  cleceased  father,  was  carried  to  Luckoow,  and 
confined,  by  order  of  the  Viaier.  The  succession  de- 
volved upon  the  present  Nabob,  (the  second  son,) 
then  a  minor ;  a  manager  was  appointed  by  the  British 
S^overnment,  with  the  consent  of  the  Vizier,  to  con- 
duct the  affairs  of  Furruckabad,  during  the  minority 
of  the  Nabob.  This  arrangement  continued  in  force 
until  the  month  of  November,  laDl,  when  the  transfer 
to  the  company  of  the  tribute  of  Furruckabad,  and 
of  all  the  Vixier's  rights  over  that  principality,  by 
the  treaty  of  Lucknow,  p'ared  it  immediately  in  a 
state  of  dependance  on  the  company. 

292.  A  vio'ent  animosity  subsisted  between  the 
Nabob  of  Furruckabad,  and  the  person  appointed  to 
conduct  the  administration  of  affairs  during  the  Nabob's 
minority,  which  had  produced  great  disorder  in  the 
government,  and  had  aogmented  the  evils  and  abuses 
resulting  from  a  defective  and  vicious  system  of  ad- 
ministration. Both  parties  solicited  the  interposition 
of  the  British  authority,  for  the  accomplishment  of 
their  respective  views.  The  Nabob  accused  the  mana- 
ger of  mal-administration,  and  (the  period  of  his  mino- 
rity being  nearly  .expired)  claimed  the  right  of  being 
▼estedwiththe  management  of  his  own  afBiirs,  and  of 
appointing  a  minister  of  his  own  choice,  for  conduct- 
ing the  details  of  his  government.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  manager  complained  of  the  obstacles  0{)posed  to 
the  due  administration  of  affairs,  by  the  counteraction 
of  the  Nabob,  and  of  his  profligate  associates;  and 
declared  his  utter  inability  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  station,  unless  his  authority  should  be  supported  by 
the  active  interference  of  the  British  power. 

293.  In  the  meanwhile,  the  notoriously  turbulent 
disposition,  and  ferocious  character  of  the  inhaliiiants 
of  Farruckabad  (who  are  principally  Aghansj,  the 
total  want  of  system  and  subordination  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  province,  and  the  distractions  which 
prevailed  in  it,  rendered  the  contiguity  of  Furruck- 
»lMd  to  the  poisessioiu  lately  ic(]liired  by  the  company 
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m  Oude,  a  source  of  imminent  danger  to  the  trmn- 
quiltity  and  security  of  the  company's  dominions  in 
that  quarter ;  and  greatly  endangered  the  adyantages 
which  were  expected  from  the  operation  of  the  treaty 
of  Lucknow  :  adverting  also  to  the  genera!  disposition 
(a  fatal  instance  of  the  effects  of  which  occurred  in 
1794)  of  the  Afghan  tribes,  it  became  an  obvious 
'  object  of  policy,   to  preclude  the  means  of  any  future 

combination  or  co-operation,  between  the  numerous 
body  of  Afghans  occupying  Rohilcund,  and  those  in- 
habiting the  province  o(  Furruckabad. 

294.  In  this  state  of  circumstance^  the  governor- 
general  (lord  Wellesleyj  was  called  upon  to  adopt  an 
arrangement  for  the  conduct  of  affairs  in  the  province 
of  Furruckabad.  On  one  hand,  a  continuation  of  the 
system  of  guardianship,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
nabob*8  minority,  could  not  be  justified,  excepting 
under  circumstances  which  absolutely  disqualified  the 
nabob  from  the  exercise  of  liis  right :  on  the  other 
hand,  the  trs^nsfer  of  the  government  to  the  exclusive 
authority  of  the  nabob,  would  have  placed  the  admi- 
nistration of  affairs  in  tlie  hands  of  a  few  persons  of 
the  most  vicious  and  turbulent  dispositions,  who  pos- 
sessed an  unbounded  influence  over  the  nabob's  mind, 
but  were  utterly  unfii  to  conduct  the  government.  As 
long  as  they  retained  any  portion  of  authority,  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  control  the  mischiefs 
which  they  would  have  occasioned  in  the  country. 

295.  At  the  same  time,  the  company,  who  had 
succeeded  to  the  rights  of  the  vizier,  was  charged 
with  the  protection  and  defence  of  the  country  from 
internal  disorder,  and  external  enemies.  Under  such 
circumstances,  the  right  of  the  nabob  of  Furruckabad  to 
exercise  the  government  of  Furruckabad  cannot, 
upon  any  principle  of  justice  or  policy,  be  admitted 
to  an  extent  injurious  to  the  welfare  of  the  province, 
and  to  the  interests  of  the  company.  The  company 
could  not  justly  be  required  to  protect  the  nabob  in 
the  exercise  of  authority,  without  providing  efiectual 

^  means  for  precluding  the  abuse  of  it.      * 

296.  In  framing  the  arran:*ements,  which  it  became 
necessary  to  adopt,  for  tht^  government  of  Furruck- 

^  abad,  the  British  government  proposed  no  advantages 

to  itself,  beyond  an  a^lequate  security  for  its  rights 
and  interests,  as  combined  with  tho:>e  of  the  nabob, 
with  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  with  the  just  claims  of  different  individuals,  of 
the  rel^ions  of  the  nabob,  and  of  other  dependants 
of  the  state.  All  these  considerations  required,  that 
an  adequate  government  should  be  established  in  the 
district.  It  was  evident,  that  such  a  government 
could  not  be  conducted  either  by  the  manager,  or  the 
nabob.  The  governor-general,  with  whom  the  d^ 
cision  of  this  question  necessaiily  rested,  and  who 
was  at  the  same  time  leHponsible  to  his  country  for  the 
safety  of  the  intercsu  committed  to  his  charge,  was  of 
opinion,  that  the  only  mode  of  securing  these  impor- 
tant objects,  was  to  transfer  to  the  company  the  civil 
0       aad  military  governmcat  of  the  province,  making  a 
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fuiuble  provuion  for  the  dimity  of  the  nabob,  and 
granting  liberal  stipends  tor  his  expenses  and  for  thosa' 
of  his  relations,  and  of  such  depends -^^ts  an  were  en- 
titled to  the  inimediruc  protection  of  rh  ?  company.  A 
treaty  was  accordingly  concluded  w.\  he  nafaiob  of 
Furruckab.id  on  these  princip'cs^  liy  Mr.  Wellcsley, 
on  the  4th  of  June,  18«h' ;  t'lc  nabob  hj«viijp  Ir  reality 
manifested  no  other  reluctance  to  th'.  a.r:;nj^enients* 
than  what  orieln^te:  m  a  desire  to  secure  i»»r  himself, 
and  his  immeili<ite  iollowers.  the  most  advaAtageoua 
terms.  In  fact,  although  the  revenue,  ot  >'urrucka!»ad 
were  estimated  at  ten  lacs  of  ruix'* «»  tht  nabob,  at  no 
time,  rc^eiveu  <or  his  personal  exo'TitieSy  more  than 
62,CXX)  rupees, or  near  R(X30I.  peranuuin;  an:'  it  is  im- 
possible to  describe  the  degree  of  misery  whvh  he  ex- 
perienced under  the  j-overnnicnr  rizier,  and  which  he 
•ufTered  at  the  perio«J  when  he  solicited  ior  i  Wcllesley 
to  adopt  some  arrangement  for  the  administration  of 
affairs  in  Furruckabad.  Under  the  new  arrangement 
concluded  by  Mr.  Weilesley.  the  nabob  receives  a 
fixed  stipend  of  1,24,000  rupees,  or  1 5,50(M.  exclusive 
of  the  most  liberal  pensions  to  his  connections  and  at- 
tendants, and  to  the  old  servants  of  the  family ;  indeed, 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe,  that  the  nanob  is  en- 
tirely satisfied  with  the  arrangement,  and  with  hit 
actual  situation. t  The  company  has  not  gained  any 
thing  by  the  arrangement,  beyond  the  accomplish- 
ment of  those  salutary  views,  vhich  ren^lered  it  ab-, 
■oluteiy  necessary,  in  lord  Wellesley's  ju'fgment,  to  • 
transfer  to  the  British  government,  the  administration 
of  the  province  ;  and  beyond  the  benefits  which  may 
hereafter  be  expected  to  result  from  an  improved 
svstem  of  affairs  in  Furruckabad,  calculated  to  produce 
the  most  beneficial  effects  upon  the  welfare  of  the 
country,  and  upon  the  ease  and  happiness  of  its  in- 
habitants. 

297.  The  details  of  the  negotiation  were  trans- 
mitted to  England,  in  the  general  letter  in  the  secret 
department  from  the  governor-general  in  couucil,  to 
the  secret  committee,  dated  the  1st  of  January,  1803. 

298.  The  principles  of  the  treaty  of  Bassein  havt 
been  so  fully  discusser!,  in  the  various  dispatches  t9 
England  from  lord  Weilesley  (the  greater  part  of  which 
are  now  printed  for  the  u^e  of  the  hou*  of  commons) 
that  it  appears  to  be  unnecessary  to  enter  into  any  ar- 
gument m  this  place  to  demonstrate  the  justice  and 
policy  of  that  arrangement.  Of  the  legality  of  the 
transaction,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  for  a  moment 
by  any  person,  who  mav  peruse  the  instructions  from 
the  secret  committee  to  lord  Weilesley. 

299.  But  the  court  have  stated  several  objeaiont 
to  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  founded  on  the  follow- 
ing considerations. 

1st.  The

OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  COURT'S  DRAFT, 

No.  128. 

1st.  The  ciUinclioation  of  the  Peishwah  to  a  con- 
nection with  the  company,  and  that  it  was  not  until 
*  the  last  extremity  that  he  cousented  to  tite  alliance. 

2nd.  The  tendency  which  the  treaty  had  to  involTir 
the  company  in  immediate  hostiJities  with  the  other 
Mahratta  chieftains. 

Sd<  The  legal  objections  under  the  defect  of  the  go- 
vernor-generars  powers  to  conclude  the  treaty. 

S^.  1.  When  ii  is  considered  how  new  every 
species  of  alliance  of  the  nature  of  the  treaty  of  Bas- 
sien  is  to  the  Mahratta  powers,  and  with  what  diffi- 
culty they  are  brought  to  relinquish  their  ancient  pre- 
judices, and  to^eoter  into  other  views  of  things,  the 
obstacles  which  attended  any  preliminary  connectton 
with  the  Peishwah  are  not  a  matter  of  surprise. 

301.  We  were  not,  however,  to  rehnquih  onr 
advantages  because  others  were  jealous  of  them,  nor 
were  we  t6  desist  from  pursuing  a  certain  line  of  con- 
duct, evidently  favourable  to  our  interests,  because 
another  either  didtiot  rightly  appreciate  it,  or  found 
in  it  bomething  hostile  to  his  prejudices.  Nothing  cer- 
tainly but  the  fullest  impression  of  the  necessity  for 
a  suDsidiary  alliance  could  ever  have  inuuced  the 
Peishwah  to  have  accepted  it.  Ix>rd  Weiles'ey 
always  relied  for  the  accomplishment  of  an  alliance  at 
Poonah,  on  the  necessity  which  induced  the  Peishwah 
to  seek  the  protection  of  the  company,  against  the  op- 
pression of  his  feudatory  chiettains.  The  necessity 
for  the  connection  is  the  foundation  of  every  political 
alliance.  Assistance  was  never  proposed  by  us,  but 
as  a  relief  to  the  Peishwah's  embarrassments;  and  it 
could  not  be  supposed  that  be  should  ever  have  viewed 
the  proposal  in  any  other  light.  The  solid  advantages 
which  the  Peishwah  acknowledges  himself  to  have 
derived  from  his  alliance  with, the  company,  afibrd 
sufficient  security  for  the  Peishwah*s  future  faith.  If 
the  connection  had  not  been  formed  at  the  particular 
juncture  at  which  the  treaty  took  place,  at  wnat  6tfaer 
time  could  rt  have  been  made  with  equal  advantage? 
Were  we  to  wait  until  the  Peishwah's  enemies  had 
wrested  all  authority  out  of  his  hands  ?  In  that  case  we 
should  have  lost  our  Ally,  while  another  power  would 
have  been  greatly  strengthened  by  his  ruin.  The 
weakness  of  the  Peishwah's  government,  therefore, 
affi:)rdcd  the  most  favourable  occasion  for  concluding 
the  alliance;  the  effects  of  which  might  ultimately  be 
expected  to  strenj^then  the  Peishwah's  just  power. 

302.  2d.  Any  argument  founded  upon  a  supposed 
aversion  to  the  treaty  on  the  part  of  Scindiah  and  the 
rajah  of  Berar,  is  best  answered  by  the  declaration  of 
those  chiefs,  *<  that  they  had  no  objections  to  offer 
against  it.**  One  benebt  to  be  derived  from  the 
alliance  was,  that  any  unfriendly  disposition  on  the 
part  of  Sciudiah,  or  tne  rajah  of  Berar,  would  be  lest 
dangerous,  and  that  their  means  of  injury  would  be 
diminished.  Scindiah  certainly  did  not  find  any 
thing  in  the  treaty  of  Bassein  of  which  he  could 
justly  complain,  or  he  suppressed  his  feelings  at  a 
time  when  ne  possessed  the  nest  opportunity  of  maai- 
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festing  them,  for  he  ex|;res5ly  avowci,  that  the  "  treaty 
contained    no     stipulation*     injuriouK     to    his     just 
rights,*' 

:K)3.  But  the  truth  is,  that  all  parties  engaged  in 
the  ilisseiiAions  at  Poon;ih,  solicited  the  interference 
of  the  company;  anri  this  appeal  to  the  British  power 
afforded  the  most  favouraMe  opportunity  lor  the  suc- 
.  cessful  and  pacific  mediation  oi  the  British  govern- 
ment. In  the  conjuncture  of  alTairs  which  at  that 
lime  existed  in  the  Mahratt;.  empire,  it  is  evident, 
that  the  British  government  was  compelled,  either 
to  employ  its  p»ciS^c  and  equitable  efforts  for  the  res- 
toration of  the  Peishwal^s  authority,  or  to  abandon 
all  hope»  consisteniiy  with  public  honour,  or  perma- 
nent advantage,  of  concluding  with  any  of  the  Mah« 
ratta  states  those  engage ni en t<5,  which  have  always, 
until  the  present  moment,  been  declared,  by  tlie 
secret  committee  and  the  government  of  India,  to  be 
essential  to  the  complete  consolidation  of  the  British 
empire  in  Iddia,  ajid  to  the  future  tranquillity  of  Hia« 
dubtan. 

.'304.  The  argument  rei^pecting  Scindiah's  rights, 
as  the  guarantee  to  the  treaty  of  Salbye,  appears  to 
be  inapplicable  to  the  question  of  the  right  of  the 
Peishwah,  and  of  the  ^riiish  government,  to  improve 
the  connection  which  already  subsisted  between  the 
two  staies.  The  duty  of  a  guarantee  to  a  treaty,  can* 
not  be  considered  to  extend  to  the  ob  igation  of  pre* 
eluding  any  change  in  the  terms  of  such  treaty,  or 
even  its  entire  abrogation,  provitied  the  contracting 
parties  have  agreed  by  mutual  consent  to  vary  or 
annu(  it.  In  his  capacity  of  guarantee  to  the  treaty 
of  Salbye,  St  iodiah  is  merely  authorised  to  bring  to 
a  right  understanding  eithei  of  the  parties  to  that  treaty, 
wmch  shall  deviate  from  ^its  stipulation.  In  that 
capacity,  therefore,  Scindiah  does  not  possess  any 
authority  to  prevent  the  contracting  parties  from 
concluding  any  additional  engagements,  or  even  from 
abrogating  the  treaty  of  Salbye  by  mutual  consent* 
At  all  events,  his  feelmgs  and  interests  were  sufiiVriently 
GQnsiUl.ed  by  the  offer  which  was  made  to  him  oi 
becoming  a  party  to  the  general  defensive  alliance, 
or  of  contracting  separate  engagements  on  the  basis 
•  of  that  'treaty. 

805,  3d  Thp  court's  objections  to  the  legality 
of  the  treaty  of  Bassein,  have  alrealy  been  dis- 
cussed in  a  previous  part  of  this  paper.  Under  hit 
instruction,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  lord  Wellesley 
was  not  only  authorised,  but  may  be  considered  to 
have  been  directed  to  follow  the  course  which  he 
pursued,  and  that  it  was  his  positive  duty  to  make 
everv  practicable  effort  to  establish  an  alliance  with « 
the  government  of  Poonah. 

306.  This  treaty  was  concluded  at  Hyderabad 
in  the  ,month  of  October,  1800,  and  is  cow,  for 
the  first  time,  at  the  expiration  of  four  years  and  an 
half,  condemned  by  the  court.  The  determination 
to  conclude  a  general  defensive  alliance  with  th» 
Nizam  (which  in  fact   was  merely  an  improvement 
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of  the  existing  treaty  with  that  power)  was  stated  as  early 
as  the  month  of  April,  I8CX),  in  a  letter  from  the 
^▼ernor  general  to  the  resident  at  Hyderabad.  A 
treaty  was  afterwards  concluded,  which  the  govemor« 
general  did  not  ratify,  because  U  contained  a  variety 
of  stipulations  whicn  appeared  to  be  objectionable, 
and  which  would  have  rendered  it  an  offienave 
^  alliance.    This  transaction  was  reported  to  the  secrtt 

committee  in  the  month  of  June,  1800,  aod  the 
governor-^neral  having  substituted  another  treaty, 
which  was  finally  concluJed  in  the  month  of  October, 
1800,  the  whole  arrangement  was  submitted  to  the 
judgment  of  the  government  at  home,  who  have  not 
iiowever,  until  the  present  moment  of  time,  signified 
any  opinion  upon  the  subject. 

307.  In  faa,  hostilities  had  not  ceased  in  Mysore 
at  the  period  of  time  when  the  treaty  was  negotiated 
and  concluded.  On  the  other  hand,  the  interests  of 
the  British  government,  and  of  the  Nizam,  had 
become  so  far  identified  by  the  war  in  Mysore,  that 

'  no  -doubt  remained,  that'  it  would  be  incumbent  on 

the  British  government,  on  every  principle  of  sound 

!  policy,  to  defend  and  assist  the  Nizam  in  the  most 

effectual  manner,  in  the  event  of  any  attack  on  hit 
highness  by  the  Mahrattas,  having  for  its  object 
either  the  material  reduction  of  his  highnest's  r^ 
sources  and  power,  or  the  attainment  of  a  prcpon. 
derant  influence  in  his  councils. 

308.  The  state  of  the  Mahratta  empire  at  that 
period  of  time  rendered  it  nearly  certain  that  the 
tranquillity  and  safety  of  the  Nizam's  dominiont 
would  be  menaced  by  Dowlut  Rao  Scindiah.  That 
chieftain  h?d  for  a  long  period  of  time  oontinned  to 
Commit  various  acts  of  nottility  against  the  pos- 
sessions of  his  highness  the  Nizam,  and,  by  tht 
success  of  his  unwarrantable  attack*  upon  the  au- 
thority of  his  highness  the  Peisiiwah,  had  acquired 
additional  means  of  prosecuting  his  manifst  detigsa 
against  the  Nizam,  and  against  the  general  tran* 
quillity  of  India.  The  aggrandizement  of  Scindiah 
in  whatever  form,  must  always  have  becD  pre> 
judicial  to  our  interests,  and  to  those  of  the  Nizam. 
It  would  have  been  particularly  injurious  to  us, 
whenever  it  tended  to  weaken  any  of  the  barriers, 
which  were  placed  between  vs  and  the  Mahrattas, 
and  it  would  have  been  dangerous  to  us  in  an  im- 
minent degree,  if  it  ever  had  involved  the  actual 
removal  of  any  of  those  barriers.  The  British 
pjvernmcnt,  therefore,  was  particularly  interested 
in  fcustrat  o<r  any  hostile  designs  of  Scindiah,  upon 
the  government  of  Hyderabad ;  aod  on  this  gronod 
lord  Wellesley  was  vvilling  in  April,  1800,  to  con- 
cert with  the  court  of  Hyderabad  the  means  of  pn^ 
viding,in  the  mast  effectual  manner,  against  the  danger 
to  be  apprehended  from  Scindiah,  and,  for  that  pur- 
pose, to  enter  in^o  a  defensive  alliance  with  hU  hijrhness, 
the  Nizam,  ^r  the  mutual  guarantee  of  his  highnew, 
and  of  the  company's  urritorics,  against  any  attack 
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which  might  be  made  bj  Dowlot  Rao  Scindiah  on  thm 
pOMessions  of  either. 

S09.  But  the  same  considerations  which  claimed 
our  protection  of  the  Nizam  against  the  meditated 
designs  of  Dowlut  Rao  ScinMiah  upon  his  highness't 
territory  and  power,  suggested  also  the  expediency  of 
extending  that  protection  to  a  general  guarantee  of  hif 
highness's  dominions  against  every  hostile  and  unpro* 
▼oked  attack,  from  whatever  quarter  it  mi)*-ht  be 
made.  If  the  interests  of  the  company,  and  of  the 
Nizam,  were  become  so  far  identified,  as  to  render  it 
incumbent  oa  us  tp  defend  his  highness  from  the 
ambitious  or  violent  projects  of  Scindiah,  or  of  the 
Mahratta  power,  the  security  of  those  interests  equally 
required,  that  we  should  counteract  every  attempt, 
whether  secret  or  open,  from  any  other  quarter^ 
to  destroy  the  power  of  the  Nizam,  or  to  acquire  tha 
direction  of  it. 

310.  In  this  view  of  the  subject,  the  British 
government  felt  no  he&itation  in  agreeing  to  make 
the  guarantee  of  the  Nizam's  dominions  general, 
instead  of  confining  it  to  the  designs  of  Dowlut 
Rao  Scindiah.  The  expediency  of  suih  an  arrange- 
ment was  the  niore  obvious,  as  the  Peishwah  waa 
completely  in  the  power  of  Scindiah,  who  might,  at 
any  time,  have  compelled  the  Pei&'hwah  to  tnke  up 
arms  against  the  Ntzam,  without  appearing,  himself, 
tob6  any  further  concerned  in  tke  contest,  than  in  ha 
character  of  a  feudatory  of  the  Mahratta  empire, 
bound  to  obey  the  commands  of  his  superior,  the 
Peishwah. 

311.  But  although,  for  the  rea^ns  stated,  lord 
Wellesley  w;is  entirely  prepared  to  make  the  proposed 
guarantee  general ,  he  did  not  think  proper  to  proceed 
to  that  extent  in  the  first  iustdiice.  -without  obuining 
from  the  Nizam  a  suitable  return  for  tto  importaat  a 
concession. 

312.  It  had  been  constantly  an  objca  of  the  utn>ost 
folicitude  at  the  court  of  Hyrlcrabad,  to  obtaia  a 
general  guarantee  from  the  BritiMh  government,  and 
to  secure  the  full  benefits  of  the  company's  efhcieat 
protection  :  that  court  has  evidently  a  deeper  interest 
in  stich  an  alliance  than  the  British  government :  it 
was,  therefore,  rcaaonsible  to  expect,  that  his  high- 
ness, the  Nizam,  should  m^ikc  suitable  concessions  to 
the  company  on  this  important  occasion  The  rwult 
of  this  arrangement  has  produced  a  considerable  aiig. 
mentation  of  the  subsidiary  force  ^ervin^  m  tlie 
Nizam*8  dominions ;  a  commutation  of  the  whole 
amount  of  subsidy  for  territory,  assigned  by  the  Nizam 
in  perpetuity,  and  in  complete  sovereignty  to  the  com- 
pany; and  lastly,  the  effectual  removal  of  all  the 
existing  restraints  on  the  commercial  intercourse 
between  the  two  states;  and  the  regubtiou  of  that 
intercourse  on  principles  mutually  beneficial  to  the 
subjects  of  both. 

313.  The  court  ground  their  objections  iin.ler 
this  he^d,  on  tho  reluctance  with  which  the  difTcreat 
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fiibudy lor tcrritpTf .   P»-    p;^iM  eneertd  into  the  engagement;  and  olMcrye. 
lagragh  108.  ^  that  the  adfaocagM  to  be  derived  from  such  alliancc» 

will  not  b«  realised,  **  because  the  relu'  tant,  or  the 
constraified  partji  ran  never  be  relied  upon  in  the 
hour  of  danger.^  The  court  then  app!y  (his  general 
principle  to  the  alKanees  with  the  Peishwah,  the 
Nisam,  and  to  the  raoa  of  Gohud,  and  Ambajee 
Ingha. 

914.  This  general  objection  to  subsidiary  iilliancet 
in  India  is  entirely  novel;  alliances  of  a  simi.-ar  de- 
•cription  have  formed  the  basis  of  our  power  in 
>every  quarter  of  India,  from  the  origin  of  the  Bri- 
tish dominions  in  that  country  to  the  present  mo- 
ment; and,  upon  these  principles,  every  foundation 
of  our  establishment  in  India  might,  with  equal^  rea- 
son, be  subverted.  It  is  certainly  true,  that  treaties  of 
-tery  unequal  conditions  have  usually  been  found  of 
short  duration,  and  that  no  undue  advantage  should 
betaken  in  any  political  negotiation.  But  it  may  be 
observed,  that  no  connection  was  ever  formed  letween 
two  states,  of  threat  inequality,  in  point  of  power,  in 
which  the  advantages  did  not,  sooner  or  later,  prepon- 
derate in  favour  of  the  stronger.  But  are  no  such 
alliances  therefore  to  be  formed?  Are  we  to  forego 
our  obvious  advantages,  lest  others  should  not  be 
equally  bciieiited  ?  It  it  sufiicicnt  that  the  agreement 
was  voluntary,  and  that  the  weaker  party  conceived  it 
to  be  his  interest  to  accede  to  it.  No  idea  has  ever 
been  entertained  of  governing  the  native  states,  with 
whom  we  have  formed  alliances,  in  a  sense  of  govern- 
ment, when  applied  to  their  internal  re!ations  ;  but  it 
is  obvious,  that  our  superior  situation  must  necessarily 
create  a  great  ascendancy  over  the  course  of  their 
politics,  by  giving  firmness  and  efficiency  to  their 
rovernments.  If  the  existence  of  sentiments  of  jea- 
lousy, .with  respect  to  the  British  influence  in  India, 
could  have  affecied  our  empire,  it  could  never  have 
atuined  its  present  extent.  No  state  ever  attained 
^eat  eminence  without  calling  forth  the  jealousy  of 
Its  neighbours.  And  it  camiot  be  doubted,  that,  in 
every  period  of  our  progress  in  India,  certain  states, 
especially  the  Mahrattas,  have  beheld  our 'advance- 
ment with  feelings  of  envy.  .Admitting  the  facts 
alleged  by  the  court,  is  there  any  measure  adopted  by 
the  British  nation,  on  any  former  occasion,  for  its 
advancement, which  was  notviewedwiih  equal  jealousy? 
All  our  treaties  of  alliance  with  the  native  states  have 
arisen  froni  their  want  of  political  resources  to  main- 
tain  their  respective  governments,  and  must  natu- 
rally bear  the  marks  of  ihe  principles  on  which  they 
were  founded.

*  Since  the  year  1800,  the  ceded  districts  have,  under  prudent  management, 
greatly  increased  in  value.  By  a  letter  from  lieutenant-colonel  Munro,  the  col- 
lector, to  lord  Weilesley,  dated  Anantpoor,  28th  July,  1804,  it  appears  that, 
••during the  two  last  years,  the  same  drought,  which  caused  a  famine  in  the 
Deccan,  pioduceda^great  scarcity  in  the  ceded  districts,  and  retarded  their  reco- 
very trom  the  exhausted  state  to  which  they  hid  been  reduced  under  the  Nizam's 
government.  The  season  of  1804>5  having  been  favourable,  the  cultivation  was 
extended,  and  the  revenue  considerably  augmented  in  that  year.  The  amount  of 
the  principal  heads  of  revenues  was  as  follows:

"  The  revenues  of  the  cfeded  districts,  not  including  the  Kurnoul  Peishcush, 
will  probably  in  1805-6  amount  to  twentv-onc  lacs  of  Cantary ,  pagodas ;  but 
Mthe  board  of  revenue  will  most  likely  make  an  abatement  of  ten  or  twelve  per 
cent,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  introduction  of  the  permanent  system,  the  average 
settlement  fur  the  ensumg  five  years  cannot  be  taken  at  a  higher  sum  than  nine- 
teen or  nineteen  and  a  half  lacs  of  C'antary  pagodas.  Were  the  customary  rate 
of  assessment  continued,  [should  have  no  hesitation  in  reckoning  it- at  twenty-two 
lacs.  The  difficulties  which  were  at  first  experienced  in  realizing  the  revenue, 
owing  to  the  turbulent  spirit  which  ha^  been  encouraged  by  the  weakness  of 
the  Nizam's  government,  nave  all  gradually  disappeared.  Of  the  settlement  of 
lHOS-4,  there  is  not  a  rupee  outstanding:  of  that  of  a 804-5,  above  99  per  cent^ 
is  already  in  the  treasury :  and  the  whole  of  the  remainder,  without  a  balance^ 
will  be  received  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks. 

**  The  principle  exports  of  the  ceded  districts  are  grain  and  cloth.  The  trade 
with  the  companv*8  possessions  below  the  ghauts  is  increasing,  but  that  with  tl^e 
Mahratta  states  has  sufFered  some  diminution,  in  consequence  of  the  anarchy  that 
has  prevailed  during  the  last  ten  years,  in  the  southern  parts  of  the  Deccan. 

<*  About  seventeen  thousand  weavers,  and  twenty  thousand  looms,  fabricate 
annually,  cloths  of  different  kinds,  to  the  value  of  above  twenty  lacs  of  rupeeSf 
and,  were  the  demand  greater,  the  produce  might  be  increased  eight  or  ten  lacs. 
The  demand  will  be  augmented  by  the  return  of  peace,  by  the  growing  prosperity 
of  the  countij  in  general,  and,  perhaps,  at  no  distant  period,  by  an  iaTettmenc

the  commutation  was  equatly  acceptable  to  the  Nizam^ 
anrl  has  proved  highly  advantageous  to  him. 

317.  Indeed,  the  advantages  of  the  treaty  with 
the  Nizam  have  been  so  frequently  discussed  in  the 
correspondence  with  the  government  at  home,  that 
it  appears  to  be  unnecessary  to  enter  into  any  further 
explanation  of  them  in  this  place.  It  is  impossible 
to  form  an  accurate  idea  of  the  nature  of  Asiatic  al- 
liances without  considering  the  nature  and  constitution 
of  the  contracting  parties :  their  objects  and  systems, 
the  rules  of'  policy  by  which  they  are  respectively 
influenced,  and  their  respective  connectipn  with 
other  sovereign  authorities. 

318.  The  governments  of  Asia  are  constantly  fluc- 
tuating; they  have  no  established  system,  the  effect 
of  which  is  to  affor  J  protection  to  their  weaker  against 
their  more  powerful  neighbours;  on  the  contrary, 
the  object  of  every  Asiatic  state  separately,  and  of 
all  collectively,  is  to  destroy  the  weak;  and  if  by 
chance  the)  are  induced,  under  a  sens^  of  common 
dangef,  to  combine  their  e^orts  for  mutual  defence, 
the  combination  is  dissolved  by  the  first  reverse; 
and  in  most  cases  long  before  the  danger  ha«  ceased, 
the  apprehension  of  which  ori^nally  caused  its 
formation. 

319.  There  cannot  be  a  stronger  proof  of  this 
defect  of  policy  in  the  Asiatic  governments  than  the 
dissolution  of  the  combination  formed  in  th^  year 
1790,  betwejcn  the  English,  the  Mahrattas,  and 
the  Nizam,  by  the  attack  of  the  Mahrattas  on  the 
Nizam,  in  the  year  1795. 

S20.  The  company's  government  in  India,  the 
other  contracting  party  to  this  alUance,  it  bound  by 

•«  Of  above  thirty  thousand  military  peons  employed  by  the  Nizam's  officers 
and  the  different  Zemindars  and  Polligars,  upwards  of  seven  thousand  have  been 
retained  in  the  service;  it  would  have  been  dangerous  to  have  disbanded  the 
whole  at  first,  for  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  more  depend  upon  them  as  fathers, 
sons,  or  brothers.  By  having  one  man  of  each  family  in  pay,  the  fidelity  of  the 
whole  is  insured.  Their  reduction,  when  begun,  should  be  made  very  slowly- 
Their  annual  pay  is  above  fifty  thousand  pagodas,  but  more  than  half  this  sum 
returns  to  the  treasury,  as  the  rent  of  the  lands  cultivated  by  their  families,  who 
would  have  those  lands  waste,  were  they  not  enabled  to  plough  them  by  the  help 
of  the  peon's  paj. 

■*  The  expulsion  of  the  Polligars  leaves  the  cultivators  at  leisure  to  prosecute 
without  fear  the  labours  of  agriculture ;  and  the  tranquillity  of  the  country  is  so 
firmly  established,  that  were  there  not  a  single  battalion  in  it,  I  should  have  no 
apprehensions  about  the  revenue. 

**  But  this  province  is  not  valuable  only  on  ccount  of  its  revenue,  but  also  on 
account  of  its  advanced  situation,  and  its  resources  in  grain  and  cattle,  favouxin^ 
the  operations  of  our  armies  in  the  Deccan.  Without  the  possession  of  the  ceded 
districts  and  Mysore,  and  the  command  of  all  their  supplies,  those  armies  ooold 
not,  even  under  the  general  by  whom  they  were  led,  have  dissipated  the  armies  ef 
Sdndiab  and  tl^  Berar  rajah  in  the  cgursc  of  one  short  campaign.*' 
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all  the  rules  and  systems  of  European  policy,  and 
by  acts  of  parliament,  not  to  undertake  wars  of  aggres- 
sion. The  company's  government  is  also  connected 
with  his  Majesty's  government;  and,  as  an  Asiatic 
power,  is  liable  to  be  involved  in  wars  with  European 
pqwers  possessing  territories  in  India,  whenever  his 
Majesty  ma^  be  at  war  with  these  powers. 

321.  This  view  of  the  state  of  politics  among  the 
Asiatic  power  proves,  that  no  permanent  system 
can  be  adopted  for  preserving  the  weak  against  the 
strong,  and  for  maintaining  the  difFerent  powers  ib 
their  relative  situation,  and  for  the'  maintenance  of 
general  tranquillity,  excepting  by  the  interposition 
of  a  power  which,  either  by  the  superiority  of  its 
strength,  iU  military  system,  or  its  resources,  shidl 
preponderate,  and  be  able  to  protect  every  state  in 
alliance  with  it.  The  company  has  been  the  prepon- 
derating; power,  and  any  degree  of  constraint  which 
our  alhes  may  be  supposed  to  feel,  is  the  necessary 
consequence  of  alliance  between  powers  such  at 
the  native  states  of  India, ^  and  a  power  such  as 
the^  company's  government,  bound  by  fixed  rules  of 
policy,  by  act  o/  parliaments,  and  by  the  acts  of  his 
majesty's  government. 

322.  With  respect  to  the  treaty  with  the  Nizam, 
•                 which  has  been  so  paiticularly    referred  to  for  the 

first  time  by  the  court,  it  is  sufficient  to  state  that,  after 
the  destruction  of  the  hostile  power  of  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
in  1799,  it  became  necessary  for  lord  Wellesley  to 
determine  the  relations  of  the  British  government 
f  towards  each  of  the  remaining  powers;  the  Mahrattas  ' 

and  the  Nizam. 

323.  It  was  obviously  the  interest  of  the  com- 
pany, that  the  power  of  the  Nizam  should  continue 
to  exist  in  a  state  of  independence.     If  any  reasen- 

,  able    hope  could   have  been   entertained,  that    the 

Nizam's  government  could,  without  assistance  from 
a  .  foreign  power,  have  been  maintained  in  a  sute  of 
independence,  there  might  possibly  have  been  no 
occasion  for  an  alteration  of  the  treaty  which  then  sub* 
sisted  between  the  Nizahi  and  the  company.  By  this 
treaty  the  Nizam  was  precluded  from  the  employment 
of  the  British  subsidiary  troops  against  the  Mahrattas, 
or  against  certain  tributaries  of  the  Nixam  and  of 
the  Peishwah.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that,  how- 
ever  advantageous  the  treaty  of  1798  had  been  in 
many  respects  to  the  Nizam's  government,  his  high- 
ness was  still  in  the  situation  in  respect  to  the  Mah- 
rattas, in  which  he  had  been  previously  to  the  treaty 
of  1798,  with  the  difference,  however,  that  he  had  no 
longer  the  support  and  service  of  tlte  corps  commanded 
by  the  French  officers,  which  was  dissolved  by  lord 
Wellesley  in  1798.  It  became  necessary,  therefore, 
for  lord  Wellesley  to  decide,  respecting  the  Nizam'a 
government,  whether  he  would  allow  it  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  Mahrattas,  whether  he  would  permit  it 
to  revert  to  the  French  adventurers,  (from  whose 
influence  he  had  relieved  the  Nizam]  or  whether  be 
would,  by  an  alteration  of  the  treaty  of  1798,  extend 
Vot.  9.  .        *  G  «!»• 
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the  object!  of  the  alltance*  and  render  it  defenaiTc 
against  all  powers  whatever. 

324.  It  15  scarcely  necessary  to  advert  «>  the  oon- 
sequences  which  would  have  resulted  from  the  adop- 
tion of  the  first  measure.  The  Mahrattas  woiud 
shortly  have  exercised  the  power  of  the  Nixam** 
'  government,  whose  lerritory,  at  that  time,  extended  to 
the  southward  of  the  Kistnah  and  Toombodfk  riven, 
along  the  frontiers  of  the  newly-csublisbed  govern- 
ment of  Mysore.  They  would  soon  have  found  the 
means  of  making  claims  tn  the  Peishwah*s  name  on  the 
rajah  of  Mysore,  or  the  nabob  of  the  Canatic,  or 
even  on  the  company;  and  the  conseqncnce  would 
have  been  a  war  with  that  restless  power,  of  which 
the  seat  weuld  have  been  the  territories  of  the  com- 
pany or  their  allies,  *  which  offered  the  resources 
whence  the  means  of  carrying  on  the  war  vrere  to  be 
drawn. 

825.  The  second  mode  would  have  been  in  direct 
contradiction  to  the  opinion  of  parliament  and 
the  nation,  and  of  every  person  who  had  expressed 
an  opinion  on  xhe  govemor-generars  conduct  in  his 
transactions  with  the  Nizam's  government  in  the  year 
1798.  It  would  have  introduced  Frenchmen,  French 
influence,  interests,  and  power,  into  the  heart  of 
India,  after  they  had  been  expelled  by  the  governor- 
general  in  1798. 

326.  There  remained  then  only  to  admit  the 
Nizam  to  the  protection  of  the  company,  and  this 
measure  wgs  adopted  by  the  general  defensive  treaty 
of  1800,  which  is  now  condemned  by  the  court  of 
directors. 

327.  In  considering  all  questions  of  Indian  policy, 
it  is  necessary  to  extend  our  views  beyond  those 
powers  immediately  possessing  territory  in  India. 
It  is  well  known,  that  the  French  have  never  ceased 
to  look  to  the  re-establishment  of'  their  power  in 
India;  and,  although  they  do  not  possess  any  consi- 
derable territory  on  the  continent,  they  have,  at  all 
times,  previously  to  lord  Wellesley's  arrival  and  sub* 
sequent  arrangements,  exercised  some  influence  in  the 
conncils  of  the  different  native  powers,  and  sometimci 
derived  great  ascendancy  by  meana  of  the  Eoropeaa 
^venturers  introduced  mto  the  native  armies.  There 
<an  be  no  doubt  that  the  French  government  would 
make  use  of  an  instrument,  snch  as  the  influence  or 
the  power  of  those  adventurers  would  aflFord,  to  pro- 
secute their  plans  in  India ;  and  whether  at  peace  or 
i^ar  with  Great  Britain,  the  object  of  werf  French 
tutesman  mtkst  bct  to  dtminisn  the  influence,  the 
power,  and  the  prosperity,  of  the  British  govcromcnt 
in  India.  In  the  considerarion  of  every  question  of 
Indian  policy,  or  in  an  inquiry  into  the  expediency  of 
any  political  measure,  it  is  absolutely  necessary"  to  view 
it,  not  only  as  it  will  affect  the  native  powen,  bvt  as 
hwiil  affect  the  French.     It  is  not  contended  thai 

-every  political  measure  of*  the  government  should  be 
|astifled  by  the  mere  assertion*  *'  that  the  Ftaich 
intcreH  h^   been  affected.**      But   it   it  occeaary, 
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Pars.  Ill,  ad  finen. 
The  cooft  are  decidedly  of 
opinion,  that  the  late  sub- 
sidiary engaj^ements,  pro- 
posed tothe native  powers, 
nave  a  tendency  to  excite 
their  jealousy,  and  ought 
to  have  been  most  sedu- 
lously avoided.  They  are 
also  of  opinion,  that  the 
late  plan  which  has  been 
adopted  of  commuting 
subsidy  for  territorial  re- 
venue, has  not  only  been 
deemed  highly  repug;nant 
to  their  feelings,  but 
must  be  considered  as 
directly  contrary  to  the 
system  of  policy  as  by  law 
iteablished  The  territo- 
ries which  the  company 
has  lately  acquired  under 
the  different  treaties,  and 
by  conquest,  are  of  so  vast 
and  extensive  a  nature, 
and  the  engagements, 
btely  concluded  with  the 
several' chiefs  and  rajahs 
•o  complicated,  that  the 
court  cannot  take  a  view 
of  the  company's  situation 
without  being  seriously 
impressed  with  the  wis- 
dom and  necessity  of  that 
solemn  declaration  of  the 
legisUture,  **  thatjtopur- 
sae  uAmam  of  conquest) 
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in  the  consideration  of  political  affairs  in  India,  to 
recollect,  that  French  power  and  influence  are  import- 
ant parts  of  every  political  discussion  by  the  govern- 
ments abroad  ;  that  French  influence  was  powerful  ia 
In<iia,  and  that,  to  have  omitted  to  guard  against  the 
French,  would  have  been  equally  injurious  to  the 
interests  of  the  company,  and  of  the  nation. 

S28.  The  various  discussions  which  have  arisen 
out  of  the  9th  article  of  the  treaty  of  peace  with 
Scxndiah,  have  been  full)^  stated  to  .tne  govern- 
ment at  home.  It  would  be  impossible,  without  enter* 
ing  into  a  most  minute  detiil,  to  explain  them  in  this 
place.  They  have  been  ordered  to  be  laid  before  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  are  contained  in  the  letter 
to  the  secret  committee,  dated  7ch  June,  1805.  In 
fact,  the  discussion  is  not  at  all  necessary  In  this  place, 
with  a  view  to  any  remarks  contained  in  the  court'a 
draft  1S8 :  these  treaties  cannot  be  justly  appreciated, 
until  the  nature  of  the  arrangements,  which  may  be 
concluded  under  lord  Cornwallls's  orders  to  lord  Lake, 
of  the  19th  September,  with  the  other  petty  states  of 
Hindostan.  shall  be  known. 

929.  In  concluding  these  notes  it  may  be  useful 
to  advert  to  the  general  censure  which  the.  court, 
have  passed  on  subsidiary  alliances,  on  the  com- 
mutation of  subsiiiy  for  territory,  and  on  the  general 
policy  of  Lord  wielesley's  government,  with  refe- 
rence to  the  declaration  of  the  legislature,  *<  that, 
to  pursue  schemes  of  conquest,  and  extension  of 
dominion  in  India,  are  measures  repugnant  to  tha 
wish,  the  honour,  and  the  policy  of .  the  nation." 

330.  With  this  view  it  will  ne  necessary  to  con- 
sider, 

1st.  The  intention  of  the  legislature,  in  that  branch 
of  the  Indian  bills  which  respects  conquest,  and  exten- 
sion of  territory  in  India. 

2d.  The  practice  of  the  governments  abroad,  the 
orders  of  the  government  at  home,  and  the  opinion  of 
parliament  respecting  the  same  poiifts  from  1764  to 
1805. 

8d.  The  positive  enactment  of  Parliament  upon  the 
same  points  in  1»00. 

4ih.  The  ultimate  result  of  the  augmentation  of 
territory  and  power  which  have  taken  ^lace  in  India 
since  the  year  1784,  upon  the  strength  and  security  of 
our  eastern  empire,  and  upon  the  happiness  and  pros- 
perity of  our  subjects  in  India. 

331.  The  resolution  passed  by  the  H^use  of  Com- 
mons-in  the  year  1782,  and  introduced  into  the  India 
act  of  1784,  and  also  into  the  act  of  1-793,  declares, 
**  that  the  pursuit  of  schemes  of  conquest  and  exten- 
sion of  dominion  in  India  is  repugnant  to  the  wish,  the 
honour,  and  the  policy  of  the  nation.*'  ^ 

832.  This  declaratory  preamble  introdures  the 
regulation  for  pteventing  the  commencement  of  hos* 
tilitiesin  India,  or  the  conclusion  of  tieaties  of  gua- 
rantee involving  the  contingency  of  war,  without  the 
express  command  and  authority  of  the  c«urt  of  direc- 
tors, or  of  the  secret  oomoiittee. 

•  G  2  t33.    At 
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333.  At  the  period  of  time  whep  this  resolution 
passed)  and  even  when  it  ,was  enacted  into  a  law,  the 
situation  of  the  native  states  of  India,  as  well  as  of  our 
several  tributaries  and  depefidancies,  rendered  it  im- 
possible to  suppose,  that  the  intention  of  the  legislature 
could  be  to  preclude  altogether  any  extension  of  the 
territory  of  the  company,  or  any  extension  of  the 
civil  and  military  authority  of  the  company  over  ter- 
ritories, which  we  were  already  bound  by  treaty,  or 
by  positive  interest,  to  defend. 

'  334.  The  situation  of  the  power  of  Tippoo  Suluua, 
of  that  of  the  Mahratta  states,  and  of  the  Nizam  at 
that  period  of  that  (1784),  appeared  to  afibrd  just  ap- 
prehension, that  war  might  arise  in  India,  on  grounds 
of  justice  and  necessit}^,  which  might  compel  the  com- 
pany to  seek  security  in  a  reduction  of  the  refoorcea 
and  power  of  some  of  those  states :  and  it  cannot  be 
supposed,  that  parliament  intended  to  fix  the  exact 
limits  of  the  dominion  of  the  company,  excluding  aH 
reference  to  the  conduct  and  policy  of  tne  native  states 
of  India,  to  the  changes  of  power  and  interest  which 
might  occur  on  the  continent  of  India,  or  to  the  ad- 
vanuges  which  might  be  derived  from  the  success  of 
our  arms,  in  any  contest  in  which  we  might  be  engaged 
by  the  necessary  course  of  events. 

335.  To  forbid  war  absolutely  was  impracticable, 
while  we  were  surrounded  by  powerful  military  states, 
whose  policy  might  compel  us  to  resort  to  arms ;  and 
to  forbid  any  reduction  of  the  resources  and  dominions 
of  any  state  whom  we  might  defeat  m  war,  or  any 
additional  strength  which  we  might  be  enabled  to  found 
upon  favourable  conditions  of  peace,  would  not  have 
been  consistent  with  the  wisdom  of  parliament. 

336.  No  inference  can  be  drawn  from  the  letter  or 
spirit  of  the  resolution,  or  clause  of  the  act,  to  pre. 
elude  the  extension  of  the  British  territories  in  India 
by  just  and  legitimate  means,  unconnected  with  Khemes 
of  conquest  and  irregular  ambition. 

337.  The  strict  construction  of  this  principle  has 
been  repeatedly  argued  in  parliament;  and,  m  both 
houses,  the  opinion  has  uniformly  prevailed,  that  the 
intentioi^  of  the  legislature  was  not  to  prohibit  ab- 
solutely  either  war  or  extension  of  territory  in  India, 
if  either  shall  become  necessary  to  our  security  on 
principles  of  justice:  the  resolution  and  the  clauses  in 
the  acts  referred  to  preceding  transactions  India,  which 
appeared  to  the  legislature  to  have  originated  in  an 
irregular  spirit  of  aggrandisement ;  and  although  it 
is  certain,  that  unjust  wars,  or  exorbitant  conquests, 
would  hsLVt  been  criminal,  if  no  such  principle  had 
been  expressly  declared  by  the  legislature,  it  cannot 
have  been  deemed  superjfluous  to  have  declared  the 
rule  at  a  moment  (1784),  when  it  was.  supposed  to 
have  been  violated,  and  therefore  to  require  additional 
confirmation,  and  a  new  sanction  of  authority. 

338.  Neither  the  practice  of  the  government 
abroad,  nor  the  orders  of  the  government  at  home* 
nor  the  conduct  of  parliament,  from  the  time  of  pac- 
ing this  resolution  to  the  present  moment,  will  WArranc 
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anf  other  construction  of  the  rule,  than  that  which 
has  been  ttated  with  reference  to  war  and  conquest. 

339.  The  extension  of  the  company's  territory- 
which  occurred  upon  the  result  of  lord  Cornwallis't 
war  against  Tippoo  Sultaun,  under  the  treaty  of  peace 
in  the  year  1793,  would  otherwise  have  been  deemed 
a  violation  of  the  rule  prescribed  by  parliament ;  but 
that  war,  and  all  its  consequences,  in  the  extension 
of  territorv,  were  fully  approved. 

340.  The  extension  of  territory  which  followed 
the  conquest  of  Mysore  in  1799,  would  also  have  been 
condemned  on  similar  grounds.  That  conquest  waa 
the  result  of  a  just  and  necessary  war,  and  the  transfer 
of  the  enemy's  dominions  to  our  authority,  although 
involving  considerable  extension  of  territory,  waa 
never  d£med,  for  that  reason  only,  to  be  inconsutent 
with  the  policy  of  the  act  of  1793,  but  was  declared 
to  be  justified  by  the  same  principles^  which  had 
justified  the  commencement  of  the  war. 

341.  In  the  year  1789  lord  ComwalHs,  under  the 
treaty  of  1768  with  the  Nizam,  obtained  the  cession 
of  the  guntoor  circar  to  the  company.  This  trana- 
action,  as  a  mere  accession  of  territory,  would  have 
been  censurable  under,  the  doctrine  now  maintained, 
but  it  was  approved  imder  the  circumstances  of  the 
case. 

342.  The  same  observation  applies  to  the  arrange- 
ment concluded  with  the  rajah  of  Benares  in  1795 
by  Mr.  Duncan,  under  the  orders  of  lord  Teignmouth' 
by  which  .arrangement,  the  company's  authority  waa 
extended  over  the  province  of  fienares. 

343.  The  state  of  the  Camatic,  of  Oude,  and  of 
other  possessions  of  our  tributaries  and  dependandes 
had  long  (1784  aud  1793)  been  a  subject  of  comphdnt 
and  alarm. 

344.  The  company  had,  in  fact,  supported  thew 
tributaries  in  their  respective  countries,  and  they 
owed  the  existence  of  their  power,  and  must  have 
<Jwed  the  continuance  of  it  entirely  to  the  company's 
assistance.  The  administration  of  these  countries  was 
grossly  abusive  and  injurious  to  the  welfare  and  hap. 
piness  of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  country.  Internal  disorder  and  external  weak- 
ness, accompani^  by  the  rapid  decay  of  the  resources 
of  those  states,  were  the  consequences  of  those  evils. 

,345.  The  company  was  bound  by  positive  interest, 
and  in  many  cases,  by  treaty,  to  protect  and  defend  those 
sutes,  and  was  entitled  to  derive  the  means  of  de* 
(fending  them  from  the  resources  of  the  same  coun- 
tries. But,  under  the  mismanagement  and  corruption 
of  the  native  governments,  the  means  of  supplying 
the  defence  of  the  country  were  declining,  while  the 
people  suffered  the  utmost  extremity  of  misery.  To 
extend  the  authority  of  the  company  over  these  coun- 
tries, would,  in  fact,  prove  no  extension  of  territory, 
weakening  the  line,  or  impairing  the  means  of  our 
\  general  defence,  but  an  augmentation  of  power  within 
territories,  which  we  were  already  bound  to  defend 
Snch  an  augmeatation  of  power,  to  fiir  from  weaki 

ening, 
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eniag,  would  tend  greatly  to  tecare  snd  coniolidate 
the  strength  of  our  empire  iti  the  east.  Nor  is  it 
rational  to  suppose,  that  our  means  of  protecting 
these  countries  could  be  diminished  by  the  introduction 
of  the  civil  and  mititarj  authority  of  the  company  into 
their  respective  governments.  It  is  evident,  that  the 
*  opinion  of  the  government  at  home  has  uniformly 

been,  that  the  company  was  bound  to  provide  eSec- 
tually  for  the  good  government  of  the  possessions  of 
our  tributaries  and  dependanu,  and  even  to  interfere 
directly  for  that  purpose  in  cases  of  exigency. 
346.    The  extension  of  the   company^s  authority 


over  the  Camatic  was  always  considered  as  a  i 
essential  to  our  security  in  the  event  of  war ;  the 
Camatic  was  accordingly  assumed  both  by  lord  Macart- 
ney and  lord  Cornwallis,  in  time  of  war ;  and  the 
assumption  of  the  Camatic  in  time  of  war,  after* 
wards  became  a  formal  article  of  the  treaty  concluded 
/  byjord  Cortiwallis  with  the  nabob,  in  1792. 

347.  In  the  short  war  of  1799,  lord  Wellesley  did 
not  assume  the  Carnatic,  as  be  might  have  done 
under  that  article.  But,  in  expectation  that  he  would 
have  assumed  it,  he  received  orders  from  the  secret 
committee,  not  to  restore  it  to  the  nabob,  until  a 
new  arrangement  for  its  government  should  be  con- 
chided. 

348.  It  is  therefore  evident,  that  the  extension  of 
the  company's  authority  over  those  territories  of  our 
dependants  or  subsidiary  tributaries,  which  we  were 
bound  by  treaty  or  interest  to  defend,  hu  not  hitherto 
been  deemed  rupugnant  e  ther  to  law  or  good  policy. 

349.  With  tne  nabob  of  the  Camatic,  and  with 
the  rajah  of  Tanjore,  subsidiary  engagements  were 
concluded  by  lord  Cornwallis  in  1 792,  which  eventually 
stipulated  for  a  considerable  extension  of  the  autho- 
rity  of   the  company    over  the  tenitory   of  those 

*  princes,  in  the  contingency  of  ultimate  failure  in  tho 
regular  payment  of  the  subsidy ;  but  it  never  has  been 
contended  that,  in  the  event  of  such  failure,  it  would 
have  been  inconsistent  with  the  policy  of  the  act  of 
1793,  to  have  insisted  upon  the  right  of  the  company 
Co  demand  the  execution  of  those  articles  of  tKe 
respective  subsidiary  treaties,  which,  either  in  direct 
terms,  or, by  manifest  implication,  entitled  the  com- 
pany to  an  extension  of  territory,  in  conunutation  of 
the  subsidiary  payments. 

350.  The  following  extracts,  from  the  act  of 
98th  Jul V,  1800,  S9thand  40th  George  HI.  cap.  79, 
will  explain  the  opinion  of  the  legislature  upon  this 
subject  at  that  time. 

Clause  I.  **  Whereas  the  territorial  possessions^  of 
the  united  company  of  merchants  of  England  trading 
to  the  East  Indies,  in  the  peninsula  of  India,*  have 

become 
*  This  passage  is  a  clear  sanction  of  such  extensions  of  territory  as  had  been 
notified  to  the  government  at  home  at  that  time,  and  is  also  a  clear  exposition  of 
the  intention  of  the  le^slature,  by  the  acts  of  1784  and  1793.  If  these  acu  had 
been  intended  to  constitute  positive  prohibitions  of  any  extension  of  the  com- 
pany't  tesritory  in  India,  this  preamble  would  have  been  improper ;  it  it  evident. 
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become  so  mudi  extended  as  to  require  farther,  regu- 
lations to  be  made  for  the  due  ^vemment  of  the 
tame. 

'*  And,  whereas  the  province  or  district  of  Benarea 
has  been  ceded  to  the  said  united  compauy,  and  been 
annexed  to  the'  said  presidency  of  Fort  William  in 
Bengal,  since  the  establishment  of  the  said  supreme 
court  of  judicature  at  Fort  William  aforesaid,  ^p  d  it  b 
expedient  that  the  same  should  be  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  said  court,  in  like  manner  as  the  King- 
doms or  provinces  of  Bengal,  Behar,  andOrissa;  and 
that  the  said  province  or  district,  and  all  other  pro- 
vinces or  districts,  which  may  hereafter  be  annexed 
and  made  subject  to  tlie  said  presidency,  should  be 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  govemor*general 
and  council  of  Fort  William  aforesaid  have  framed,  or 
may  frame,  for  the  better  administration  of  justice 
among  the  native  inhabitants,  and  others  withm  the 
same  lespectiveiy :  be  it,  therefore,  further  enacted* 
that,  from  and  after  the  day  of  March,  which  will  be 
in  the  year  of  the  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
andone,  the  power  and  authority  of  the  said  supreme 
court  of  judicature,  in  and  for  tne  (aid  presidency  of 
Fort  William  aforesaid,  as  now,  and  by  virtue  of  this 
-act  established,  and  all  such  regulations  as  have  been, 
or  may  be  hereafter,  according  to  the  powers  and  au- 
thorities, and  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictiont 
^.  before  enacte<^,  framed,  and  provided,  shall  extend  to 

and  over  the  said,  province  or  district  of  Beuitres.  and 
to  and  over  all  the  factories,  districts,  and  places,  which 
now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be  made  subordinate  thereto 
and  to  and  over  all  such  provinces  and  districts  a»  may 
at  any  time  hereafter  be  annexed  and  made  subject  to 
the  said  presidency  of  Fort  William  aforesaid."* 

351.  The  aompainy  on  various  occasions,  with  the 
'                                        authority  of.  his  Majesty,  has  expressed  great  anxiety 

tocommute  thesubsidiesof  the  Carnatic  andofTanjore, 
for  adequate  territorial  security.  It  never  has  occurred 
until  the  present  moment  to  represent  such  a  commuta- 
tion asin  any  degree  repugnant  to  the  wish,  the  honour, 
or  the  policy  of  the  nation,  or  to  the  letter  and  spirit 
of  the  acts  of  regulation. 

352.  On  lord  Weliesley*s  arrival  in  India  ii^  April, 
1793,  be  endeavoured,  in  conformity  to  his  ori^n^ 

instructions 
^rom  the  words  of  this  preamble,  that  the  legislature  adviitted  the  propriety  of 
extending  the  company's  territority  in  India,  under  certain  circumstances,  and  ia 
certain  cases,  notwithstanding  the  declaration  of  the  law  concerning  **  schemet 
of  conquest,  and  extension  of  dominion.** 

*  These  words  form  a  further  explanation  of  the  intention  of  the  legislature 
respecting  any  extension  of  territory  which  might  occur  sabsequently  to  the  passing 
of  this  act  in  180O.  So  far  from  considering  any  such  extension  of  territory  to  be- 
iUcgal,  this  act  ^xprcs^ly  supposes  the  case,  that  other  provinces  and  districts  may 
hereafter  be  annexed  and  made  subject  to  Bengal,  and  provides  for  the  good 
government  of  such  new  acquisitions.  In  fact,  a  part  of  the  cessions  from  Oude  was 
annexed  to  the  district  of  Benares,  and  the  remaining  cessions  from  Oude,  toge- 
ther with  the  cessions  from  the  Mahratta^  were  formed  into  another  district. 
The  whole  was  annexed  to  the  presidency  of  Bengal,  and  brought  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  supreme  ceurt  by  the  operation  of  this  act. 
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instnicticns  from  the  court  of  directors,  to  obtain  a 
commutation  of  this  nature  in  the  Camatic.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  sute  the  repeated  and  anxioui  effortt 
which  lord  Welleslej  made  to  effect  this  object:  or 
.to  observe,  that  in  pursuing  it,  lord  Wellesley  followed 
the  steps  of  lord  Hobart*s  government,  which  had 
proceeded  also  under  the  commands  of  the  court  of 
directors. 

353.  Lord  Hobart  and  lord  Wellesley  were  equally 
unsuccessful,  but  their  efforts  have  received  the  most 
unequivocal  testimonies  of  official  approbation;  nor 
was  au  attempt  hazarded  to  represent  their  endeavours 
for  the  improvement  of  the  subsisting  subsidiary  engage- 
ments of  the  company  in  the  Camatic,  as  a  systematic 
violation  of  the  act  of  1793,  although  the  success  of 
those  endeavours  must  have  been  accompanied  by  an 
extension  of  the  civil  and  military  authority  of  the 
company,  orer  territory  not  at  that  time  subject  to 
either. 

354.  In  the  settlement  of  Mysore,  upon  conclud- 
ing subsidiary  engagements  with  the  tajah  of  Mysore, 
lord  Welleslejf  declared  to  the  court  of  directors  in 
1799,  that  his  express  purpose  was  to  facilitate  the 
direct  control  of  the  company  over  the  whole  territory 
of  Mysore,  with  a  view  to  tne  more  efiectual  security 
of  the  subsidy,  and  the  good  government  of  the  coun- 
try. In  fact,  the  territory  governed  in  the  name  of 
the  rajah,  was  actually  annexed  to  the  company^  do- 
minion, by  that  article  of  the  subsidiary  treaty  of 
Seringapatam,  which  empowers  the  company  at  any 
time  to  assume  the  direct  management  of  the  whole 
country.  But  this  treaty  has  not  until  the  present 
moment  been  quoted  to  prove  the  existence  of  a  sy^ 
tematic  plan  of  territorial  acquisition,  inconsistent 
with  the  policy  of  the  act  of  1793. 

355.  In  Tanjore  a  commutation  of  subsidy  was 
effected  in  1800,  founded  on  the  spirit  of  thegovernor- 
generars  original  instruaions  respecting  the  OAmatac, 
and  accordingly  the  territory  of  Tanjore  was  subjected 
to  thecompany*s  authority. 

S5^,  At  the  termination  of  the  war  with  Tippoo 
Suluun,  while  hostilities  still  continued  in  various 
provinces  of  Mysore  in  the  year  1800,  a  new  treaty 
of  subsidy  was  formed  with  the  Nizam ;  adverting  to 
the  uniform  policy  pursued  by  the  company  since  the 
act  of  1798,  to  the  tenor  of  the  governor-gencmra 
instructions  respecting  the  Camatic,  and  to  the  ex- 
perience of  the  evils  resulting  from  the  existing  systems 
of  subsidy  in  Oude  and  the  Camatic,  lord  Wellesley 
framed  the  subsidiary  treaty  with  the  Nizam  upon 
the  principles  of  obtaining  territorial  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  subsidy,  instead  of  4^pendin$  for  the 
safety  of  those  funds,  on  the  precarious  power  and 
imperfect  administration  of  an  Indian  govern- 
ment. 

857.  It  as  jtever  been  supposed  that  such  an  ar. 
rangement  was  precluded  by  law.  The  government 
at  home  was  fully  apprized  of  the  whole  transac- 
tion. 

358.    The  treatiei  of  Sum/  and  the  treaties  witb

the  Gaickwar  were  founded  on  similar  principfet 
with  those  of  Tanjore  and  Hyderabad,  substituting 
territorial  security  for  an  engagement  to  pay  the 
amount  of  the  subsidy  from  the  treasury  of  the 
state.  ■  The  right  to  conclude  a  subsidiary  engagement 
with  the  Guickwar,  was  deri\  ed  from  that  stipulation 
of  the  treaty  of  Salbye,  which  constitutes  the  company 
to  be  the  guarantee  of  the  succession  and  government 
of  the  Guickwar  state. 

S59.  The  new  subsidiary  treaty  concluded  with 
the  nabob  of  Oude  in  NovemVer,  1801,  rested  on  the 
same  fouiklations,  and  tffected  a  commutation  of  all 
the  nabob  vizier's  engagements  'with  respect  to  sub- 
sidy and  in  war.  for  a  cession  of  territory. 

860.  The  treaty  of  Bassein  concluded  with  the 
Peishwah,  preceeds  on  the  same  grounds ;  in  renewing 
the  ancient  alli.^nce  between  the  peishwah  and  the 
company ,  it  has  cemented  that  alliance  by  a  subsidiary 
engagement,  aud  by  a  territorial  cession  formed 
upon  the  improved  plan  of  policy  repeatedly  sanc- 
tioned by  the  authority  of  his  majesty  and  of  the  East 
India  company,  and  already  effected  with  other 
dependant  states,  in  preference  to  that  defective 
•cbeme  of  subsidiary  alliance*  which  had  produced 
tanumerable  evils  in  various  parts  of  our  dependencies 
in  India,  (which  for  many  years)  had  constituted 
an  annual  theme  of  lamentation  for  all  the  govA'Dments 
in  India,  and  for  the  honourable  court  of  directors,  and 
the  policy  of  which  appeared  to  have  been  explocfed 
try  the  deliberate  wisdom  and  long  experience  of 
that  body. 

361.  The  whole  course    of   the    negotiations  at 
.Poonah,   from  the  .year  1799,    to  the  conclusion  of 

the  treaty  of  Bassein,  was  regularly  submitted  to  the 
•ecret  committee. 

362.  The  transfer  of  the  civil  and  military  govern- 
ment of  the  Carnatic  to  the  company  in  1801,  was 
warranted  by  the  justice  and  necessity  of  that  proceed- 
ing, founded  upon  the  forfeiture  incurred  by  Maho- 
med AUi  and  Omdut  ul  Omrah,  and  upon  the  dan- 
gers which  menaced  the  security  of  the  company's 
riglits  on  the  Coast  of  Coromandel,  in  consequence 
of  their  treachery.  The  justification  of  this  procee<l. 
ing  rests  upon  principles  similar  to  those  by  which 
war  is  justifiable  against  any  public  enemy ;  and  the 
extension  of  authority  which  accompanied  the  prose- 
cution of  a  just  and  legitimate  public  right,  cannot  be 
condemned  upon  any  principles  correctly  derived  from 
the  act  of  1793. 

363.  In  prosecuting  the  just  rights  of  the  company 
against  the  nabob  of   the  Carnatic,  lord  Wellesley  re- 

'  sorted  to  his  original  instructions  respecting  the  Car- 
natic, and  he  framed  the  new  settlement  with  refe- 
rence to  the  ackuowled|!ed  expediency  of  effecting  a 
commistation  of  the  subsidy  for  territorial  security, 
and  of  rescuing  the  Carnatic  from  the  evils  of  divided 
government  and  conflicting  power,  by  estabtisliing 
over  that  province  one  distinct  authority  in  the  hands 
of  the  company,  with  a  liberal  provision  for  the 
nabob  and  hit  family.    It  is  impossible  to  comprehend 
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the  application  of  the  act  of  1793,  to  any  part  of  thia 
traiuactioiK 

364.  The  acquititiont  of  territory  which  have  bcea 
■ccomplished  iu  India  during  lord  Weilesley*t  adminis- 
tration, h^Tc  proceeded,  either  from  the  successful 
prosecution  of  just  war ;  or  from  forfeiture  in  conse* 
quence  of  the  Tiolation  of  dependant  alliances;  or 
.lastlj,  from  the  improvement  of  existing,  or  the  for- 
mation of  new  treaties  of  subsidy  and  guarantee* 
^  The  first  desrriptioa  includes  these  provinces  and  pos- 

sessions of  Tippoo  Sultaun,  retained  by  the  company 
uiider  the  partition  treaty  of  M]rsore,  (1799)  together 
with  the  conquests  made  from  Scindiah  and  the  ra^ah  of 
Berar,  at  the  termination  of  the  late  Mahratuwar  ( 1803.) 

865.  The  second  description  consists  of  the  pos- 
sessions^ of  Omdut  ul  Omrah  in  the  Carnatic;  and 
the  last  comprehends/^e  territories  commuted  for  sub- 
sidy by  the  rajah  of  Tanjore,  by  the  Nisam,  and  bj 
the  nabob  of  Oude,  and  the  tetntories  ceded  in  pay- 
ment of  subsidy  by  the  nabob  of  Surat,  by  the  GuicK- 
war,  and  ultimately  by  the  Peishwah. 

366.  The  records  of  the  company  will  fomish  suf- 
ficient evidencei  that  every  extension  of  territory  ac- 
quired under  each  of  these  classes,  has  originated  in 
principles,  not  only  strictly  conformable  to  the  act 
of  1 793,  but  to  the  general  maxims  of  justice  and  policy 

•  applicable  to  our  Indian  empire. 

367.  No  extension  of  territory  has  been  aoqnired 
Otherwise  than  by  the  prosecution  of  a  just  and  neces- 
sary war,  or  of  just  and  legitimate  public  right ;  the 

'     1  the  ni 


lesult  of  these  acquisitions  has  not  involved  I 
sity  of  defending  any  territory,  which  had  not  pre- 
viously furnished  increased  means  of  offensive  war  to 
our  enemies,  or  which  we  were  not  previously  bound 
to  defend  either  by  the  obligation  of  positive  treaty, 
or  of  our  own  manifest  interest.  '^ 

368.  Our  means  of  defence  in  every  case  are  now 
greatly  augmented  by  the  annexation  of  the  civil  and 
military  government  of  the  territories  from  which 
we  derive  the  military  resources,  applicable  to  defray 
the  charge  of  their  respective  protection  and  security. 

369.  The  result  of  the  whole  progress  of  these 
wars  and  negotiations,  will  appear  to  be  nearly  con- 
formable to  the    followipg  statement : 

(1st.)  The  limits  of  the  company^s  civil  and  military  au- 
thority have  been  considerably  extended  since  the  year 
1784. 

(2d.)  The  principle  of  those  successive  extensions 
of  power,  has  been  conformable  to  justice  and  good 
policy,  and  regularly  brought  under  the  consideration 
of  the  authorities  at  home,  and  sanctioned  either  by 
distinct  law,  or  by  orders  from  the  government  at 
home,  or  by  long  aoquieKence  in  the  arrangements 
effected  in  India. 

(Sd.)  The  magnitude  of  our  empire  in  India  has 
been  increased  bv  these  events,  but  its  strength  and 
resources  have  also  been  greaAy  increased ;  our  fron- 
tier in  every  quarter  is  improved,  our  internal  govern- 
ment invigorated,  and  our  means  of  defence  consider 
nbly  augmented.  APPENDIX  A. 
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MINUTE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

The  increasing  extent  and  popuiation  of  Calcutta,  the  capital  of  the  Britiali 
empire  in  Tndia,  and  the  teat  of  the  supreme  authority,  require  the  serious  atten« 
tion  of  government.  It  is  now  become  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  perma* 
Uent  m&tos  of  promoting  the  heaith,  the  comfort,  and  the  convenience  of  the 
Dumerous  inliabitants.of  this  great  town. 

The  construction  of  the  public^  drains  and  water-courses  of  the  town  is  ex- 
tremely defective.  The  drains  and  water-courses  in  their  present  state  neither 
answer  the  purpose  of  cleansing  the  town,  nor  of  discliar^ing  the  annual  inun- 
dations occasioned  by  the  rise  of  the  river,  or  by  the  excessive  fall  of  rain  durhig 
the  south-west  monsoon.  During  the  lasf  week  a  grea^part  of  this  town  has  le- 
mained' under  water,  and  the  drains  have  been  so  oflPensive,  that  unless  early 
measures  be  adopted  fojp-the  purpose  of  improving  their  construction,  the  healtii 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Calcutta,  both  European  and  native,  miut  be  teriously 
affected. 

The  defects  of  the  climate  of  Calcutta,  during  the  latter  part  of  the. rainy 
season*  may  indeed  be  ascribed  in  a  great  measure  to  the  state  of  the*draixit 
and  water-courses,  and  to  the  stagnate  water  remaining  in  the  town  and  its 
vicinity. 

The  health  of,  the  town  would  certainly  be  considerably  improved  by  aa 
improvemei^'l  of  the  mode  of  draining  and  cleansing  the  streets,  roads,  and 
esplanade.  An  opinion  is  generally  entertained,  that  an  original  error  has  been 
committed  in  draining  the  town  towards  the  river  Mooghly;  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  level  of  the  country  inclines  towards  the  salt-water  lake,  and  con- 
sequently that  the  principal  channel  of  the  piiblic  drains  and  water-courses  ought 
to  be  conducted  in  that  direction. 

Experience  has  manifested  that  during  the  rainy  season,  when  the  river  hat 
attained  its  utmost  height,  the  present  drains  become  useless.  At  that  season 
the  rain  continues  to  stagnate  for  many  weeks  in  every  part  of  ^  the  town,  and 
the  result  necessarily  endangers  the  lives  of  all  Europeans  residing  in  the  town, 
and  greatly  affects  our  native  subjects. 

Other  points  connected  with  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  inhabitanta 
of  this  capital  appear  also  to  require  immediate  notice.  No  general  regulations 
at  present  exist  with  respect  to  the  situation  of  the  public  markets,  or  of  the 
places  appropriated  to  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  the  exposure  of  meat,  or  the 
onrial  of  the  dead ;  places  destined  to  these  purposes  must  neceuarily  increase 
in  number  with  the  increasing  population  of  Calcutta.  They  must  be  nuisances 
wherever  they  may  be  situated,  and  it  becomes  an  important  oranch  of  the  police 
to  confine  all  such  nuisances  to  the  situations/  wherein  they  may  prove  least 
injurious,,  and  least  offensive.  It  must  however  have  been  generally  remarked, 
that  places  of  burial  have  been  established  in  situations  wherein  thev  must  prove 
both  injurious  and  offensive ;  and  bazars,  slaugliter-houses,  and  marlLets  of  meat, 
now  exist  in  the  most  frequented  parts  of  the  town. 

In  those  quarters  of  the  town  occupied  principally  by  the  native  inhabitants, 
the  houses  have  been  built  without  order  or  regularity,  and  the  stueeu  and  lanes 
have  been  formed  without  attention  to  the  health,  convenience,  or  safety  of 
the  inhabitants  The  frequency  of  fires  (by  which  many  valuable  lives  have 
been  annually  lost,  and  property  to  a  great  extent  hat  been  destroyed)  must  be 
ehiefly  ascribed  to  this  cause. 

It 
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It  U  a  primary  duty  of  (rovemnient  to  provide  for  the  health,  safety*  and 
convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  great  town,  by  establishing  a  compre- 
hensive system  for  the  improvement  of  the  roads,  streets,  public  drains,  and 
water-courses ;  and  by  fixing  permanent  rules  for  the  constractton  and  distributioo 
of  the  houses  and  public  edifices,  and  for  the  regulation  of  nnisances  of  every 
description.  ,     •  1.    t 

The  appearance  and- beauty  of  the  town  are  inseparably  connected  witb  tne 
kealth,  safety,  and  convcniency  of  the  inhabitants,  and  every  improvement 
which' shall  introduce  a  greater  degree  of  order,  symmetry,  and  m^inficeocc 
in  the  streets,  roads,  ghauts,  and  wharfs,  public  edifices  and  private  halHtations, 
will  tend  to  meliorate  the  climate,  and  to  secure  and  promote  every  object  of 
s  just  and  salutary  system  of  police.  These  observations  are  entirely  compatible 
with  a  due  sense  of  the  activity,  diligence,  and  ability  of  the  magistrates  of 
Calcutta,  by  whose  exertions  considerable  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
jreneraJ  police  of  the  town.  The  govemor-geoeral  in  council  has  frequently  * 
expressed  his  approbation  of  the  conduct  and  services  of  the  present  magistrate* 
of  Calcutta,  who  have  zealously  and  judiciously  employed  every  effort  within 
their  power  to  mitigate  the  effects  of  the  evils  described  in  this  minate.  Bat 
the  magistrates  of  Calcutta  must  be  sensible  that  the  establishment  of  a  more 
comprehenuve  system  of  permanent  regulation  is  indispensably  necessary,  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  to  (he  town  the  full  benefit  of  the  laudable  servicct  of 
the  officers,   to  whoa  the  administration  of   the  police  has  been  entrusted  by 

With  these  views  the  governor-general  propmes,    that  the  under-mentioned 
gentlemen  be  appointed  a  committee*  to  consider  and  report  to  his  excellency 
m  council  the  means  of  improving  the  town  of  Calcutta.

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The  governor-general  further  proposes  that  the  following  special  instructions 
be  issued  to  the  commttcee. 

1.  To  take  the  level  of  the  town  of  Calcutta  and  the  adjacent  country,  and 
ascertain  and  report  what  alteration  may  be  necessary  in  the  direction  of  the  pub- 
lic drains  and  water-courses. 

2.  To  examine  the  relative  level  of  the  river  daring  the  rainy  season,  compared 
with  the  level  of  the  drains  and  water-courses. 

3.  To  suggest  what  description  of  drains  and  water-courses  may  be  best  calcu- 
lated, 1.  To  prevent  the  stagnation  of  rain-water  in  Calcutta,  and  the  vicinity 
thereof;  and  2.  To  cleanse  the  town. 

4.  To  consider  and  report  what  establishment  may  be  necessary  for  cleansing  the 
drains  and  water-courses,  and  for  keeping  them  in  constant  repair. 

^  5.  To  take  into  consideration  the  present  state  of  all  places  of  interment  in  the 
vicinity  of  Calcutta,  and  to  propose  an  arrangement  for  the  future  regulation  of 
those  places,  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  to  be  best  calculated  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  Calcutta  and  its  vicinity*' 

6.  To  examine  the  present  state  and  condition  of  the  bazars,  and  markets  for 
meat,  and  of  the  slaughter-hoiises  in  Calcutta ;  and  to  propose  such  rules  and 
orders  as  shall  appear  to  the  committee  to  be  proper  for  the  regulation  of  those 
already  established,  for  the  removal  of  such  as  may  have  actually  become  nuisances, 
and  for  the  establishment  of  new  markets  or  slaughter-houses  nereafter. 

,7.  To  enquire  into  all  existing  nuisances  in  the  town  and  vicinity  of  Calcutta, 
and  to  propose  the  means  of  removing  them. 

8.  To  examine  and  report  for  the  consideration  of  government  the  situations 
best  calculated  for  op<  .ling  streets  and  roads,  leading  from  east  to  west,  from  the 
new  circular  road  to  Chowinghee,  and  to  the  river ;  and  from  north  to  south,  in  a 
direction  nearly  parallel  with  the  new  road. 

9.  To  suggest  such  other  plans  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  to  the  committee 
to  be  calculated  to  promote  the  health,  convenience,  and  comfort  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Calcutta ;  and  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  town  and  its  vicinity. 

10.  To  form  and  submit  to  the  governor^general  in  council  an  estimate  of  thm^ 
expense  required  to  complete  all  such  improvements  as  may  be  proposed  by  th« 
committee. 

The  means  for  raising  the  necessary  funds  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
expense  which  must  attend  the  execution  of  the  important  improvements  sug- 
gested in  this  minute^  will  claim  the  early  and  deliberate  consideration  of  govern- 
ment. The  governor-general  entertains  no  doubt  that  those  funds  may  be  raised 
without  subjecting  the  honourable  company  to  any  considerable  expense,  and 
without  imposing  an  heavy  tax  on  the  inhabitants  of  Calcutta.  It  will  certainly  be 
the  duty  of  government  to  contribute,  in  a  just  proportion,  to  any  expense  which 
may  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  cempletingthe  improvements  of  the  town.

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APPENDIX  B. 

MINUTE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

ForUfVimam,  Jylj  9€,  1804. 

The  knowledge  hitherto  obtained  in  Europe,  respecting  certain  brandiet  of  the 
natural  history  of  the  continent  of  Indiai  and  of  the  Indian  isles  is  defective.  Not- 
withstanding the  progress  which'  has  be^n  made  witliin  the  last  twenty  years  in  the 
prosecution  of  scientific  enquiries  connected  with  the  manners,  produce,  and  anti- 
quities of  this  p  jrt  of  Asia,  many  of  the  most  common  quadrupeds  and  birds  of 
this  country  are  either  altogether  unknown  to  the  naturaUsts  of  Europe,  or  have 
Veen  imperfectly  and  inaccurately  described. 

The^  illustration  and  improvement  of  that  important  branch  of  the  natural  hisuiry 
of  India,  which  embraces  an  objea  so  extensive  as  the  description  of  the  principal 
parts  of  the  animal  kingdom,  is  worthy  of  the  munificence  and  liberality  of  the 
English  East  India  company,  and  must  necessarily  prove  an  acceptable  service  to 
the  world. 

To  facilitate  and  promote  all  enquiries  which  may  be  calculated  to  enlarge  the 
boundaries  of  general  science,  is  a  duty  imposed  on  the  British  government  in  India 
by  its  present  exalted  situation ;  and  the  discharge  of  that  duty  is,  in  a  more  especial 
manner,  required  from  us,  when  any  material  addition  can  be  nutde  to  the  pubtic 
$tock  of  useful  knowledge  without  mvolving  considerable  expense. 

The  governor-general  entertains  a  confident  persuasion  that,  with  the  faoilitict 
which  we  now  possess  for  the  collection  of  accurate  information  from  every  part  of 
India,  the  natural  history  of  this  quarter  of  the  globe  may  be  greatly  improved  and 
extended  within  a  comparatively  short  period  of  time,  without  involving  (he  neccs^ 
iityof  any  material  charge  on  the  public  resources^  but  this  desirable  object  will 
never  be  attained,  unless  it  shall  be  made  the  duty  of  some  public  officer,  properly 
qualified  foe  this  service,  to  collect  mformation,  and  to  digest  and  publish  the  result 
of  his  researches.  Under  these  considerations  the  governor-general  hat  had  it  in 
contemplation,  fur  sometime  past,  to  select  a  person,  conversant  in  natural  hiMory, 
to  be  ^ployed  in  the  cultivation  of  that  useful  science,  in  the  Asiatic  ] 
of  Great  Britain. 

The  knowledge,  the  learning,,  and  the  former  habits  of  Dr.  Francia  i 
have  rendered  him  perfectly  competent  to  the  performance  of  this  task,  and  the 
governor-general  accordingly  proposes,  that  Dr.  Buchanan  be  direaed  to  collect 
materials  for  a  correct  account  of  all  the  most  remarkable  quadrupeds  and  birds  in 
the  provinces  subject  to  the  British  government  in  India,  and  to  extend  his  enqui- 
ries as  circumstances  shall  admit,  to  the  other  divisions  of  this  great  continent,  and 
to  the  adjacent  isles. 

To  facilitate  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  the  governor-general  has  provided  an 
establishment  at  Baruckpore,  where  the  quadrupeds  and  birds  which  may  be  col- 
lected for  Dr.  Buchanan,  will  be  kept  until  they  shall  have  been  described  and 
drawn  with  that  degree  of  attention  to  minute  distinctions,  which  is  eaaentially 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  natural  historian. 

The  governor-general  proposes,  that  circular  orders  be  transmitted  to  the 
'  principal  civil  and  'military  officers  at  every  fixed  station  under  this  presidency, 
requinng  them  to  instruct  the  medical  gentlemen,  under  their  authority,  to  corres- 
pond with  Dr.  Buchanan  on  this  subject,  and  to  reply,  with  dispatch  and  accu- 
racy, to  Dr.  Buchanan's  letters ;  that  the  principal  civil  and  military  officers  be 
further  directed  to  authorize  their  medical  officers  to  solicit  assistance  mad  infor- 
mation from  all  officers  of  government  under  their  authority,  whether  Enropean 
or  native,  and  that  tbey4>e  required  to  instruct  all  persoiu  employed  in  the  service 
of  government  to  affi>rd  to  their  xnedical  officers  the  neomary  atnstance  in  fmK 
«■  cnnnf 
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curing  such  »nimals  as  nuiy  be  required,  to  commnnicate  the  most  accurate  infor- 
mation 'which  can  be  obtained  from  the  most  intcUig|ent  persons  in  the  ▼icintty 
respecting  their  natural  history^  and  to  furnish  such  aid  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  conyeyance  of  the  animais  to  the  presidency. 

The  governor-general  proposes,  that  the  right  honourable  the  governor  in  coun- 
cil of  Fort  St.  George,  the  honourable  the  governor  in  council  of  Bombay,  and 
his  excellency  the  igovemor  of  the   British   possessions  on  the  island  of  C^lon, 
and  the  lieutenant-governor  of  Prince  of  Wales^s  Island,  be  requested  to  direct 
the  proper  officers,  under  those  governments  respectively,  to  correspond  with  Dr. 
Buchanan,   and  to  afford  every  practicable  assistance  to  Dr.  Buchanan,  in  the 
prosecution  of  his  researches  within  the  limits  of  their  local  authority,  and  thac 
similar  orders  be  sent  to  Malacca  and  to  Bencoolen. 

With  the  view  of  facilitating  Dr.  Buchanan's  correspondence,  it  will  be  necet- 
'  tary  that  the  post  master-general  should  be  ordered  to  receive  and  to  forward,  £re« 
from  postage,  all  letters  written  by  or  addressed  to  Dr.  Buchanan,  on  the  subject 
of  his  researches  in  the  department  of  natural  history,  and  that  the  governments 
of  Fert  St.  George,  Bombay,  and  Ceylon,  be  requested  to  jssue  similar  ordera  to 
the  post-master-general  at  those  settlements  respectively.    All  letters  written  by, 
or  addressed  to.  Dr.  Buchanan*  on  matters  connected  witn  the  duty  now  committed 
to  him,  must  be  superscribed  oh  the  envelope,  with  the  name  of  the  writer,  and 
with  the  words  *<  Natural  History  of  India." 

The  following  monthly  esublianment  will  be  required  to  enable  Dr.  Buchanan  tor 
perform-  the  duty  now  assigned  to  him.

In  proposing  the  appropriation  of  the  monthly  sum  of  1 ,000  rupees,  for  tlie 
purposes  described  ii^  this  minute,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  governor-general,  to 
limit,  within  the  amount  of  12,000  rupees  per  annum,  the  whole  of  theordtnaij 
expenditure  to  be  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  the  important  objects  in  his  excew 
Ieocy*s  contemplation.  5>ome  contingent  disbursemm^nts  may  occasionally  be 
required  for  the  construction  of  buildings  for  the  quadrupeds  and  birds.  The 
amount,  however,  will  be  inconsiderable.  It  is  proposed,  at  the  same  time,  to 
authorize  Dr,  Buchanan  to  disburse  this  sum,  (or  such  inferior  sum  as  may  be 
required)  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  to  Dr.  Buchanan  to  be  best  calculated  to 
promote  the  purposes  of  his  appointment,  and  that  he  should  be  directed,  at  the 
expiration  of  every  six  months,  to  submit  to  the  governor-general  in  council  in  the 
public  department,  a  detailed  account  of  his  actual  expenditure,  with  a  report  of 
the  progress  which  may  have  been  made  in  the  course  of  the  prece<iing  six 
monthsi^  in  forming  a  collection  of  rare,  beautiful,  or  singular  birds  at  Baruckpore. 

In  the  month  of  June,  1800.  a\  collection  of  birds  and  quadrupeds  was  com- 
menced at  Garden-Reach,  for  the  service  of  the  proposed  institution  which  it 
was  intended  at  the  time  to  have  annexed  to  the  college  of  Fort  William.  The 
expense  incurred  for  these  animals  since  they  were  transferred  to  Baruckpore  is 
sic.  rup.  2,791,8,6,  or  S491.;  The  amount  of  this  charge  will  of  course  be 
advanced  from  the  general  treasury. 

The  governor-general  proposes  that  the  observations  of  Dr.  Buchanan  on 
such  subjects  of  the  natural  history  of  animals  as  may  be  collected,  together 
with  ^he  drawings  of  each  subject,  be  transmitted  once  in  each  season  to  the 
honoural)le  the  court  of  directors,  with  a  request  to  the  honourable  court  to 
direct  the  publicitioD  o^he  work,  in  such  a  manner  as  they  may  deem  most

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APPENDIX  C. 

MINUTE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

Fort-William^  Jume  1,  1805. 

tJpoN  the  first  improvement  of  the  grounds  at  Barackpore,  it  was  in  the  cod* 
templation  of  the  goyernor.general  to  combine  with  the  arrangemeots  then 
adopted  at  his  recommendation,  the  establishment  of  an  institution  calculated  to 
effect  the  gradual  improvement  of  the  agriculture  of  India,  and  to  meliorate 
fhe  general  condition  of  our  native  subjects  in  these  extensive  and  populous 
provinces.  * 

To  a  cursory  observer,  the  extensive  and  highly-cultivated  plains  which  Are 
to  be  seen  in  every  part  of  Bengal,  suggest  an  opinion,  that  the  utmost  abun- 
dance every  where  prevails,  and  that  nothing  remains  to  be  accomplished  to  assjst 
the  fertility  of  the  soil,  or  to  augment  the  comforts  of  the  people.  On  a  more 
accurate  investigation,  however,  it  will  be  found  that  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  who  are  employed  in  agriculture  (and  especially  the  day -labourers)  are  id 
a  state  of  comparative  indigence. 

The  poverty  of  the  lower  classes  of  our  native  subjects  must  in  some  measure 
be  ascribed  to  the  improvident  policy  of  the  landhofders,  in  generally  renting 
their  lands  on  short  leases  at  the  highest  rent  which  can  h%  obtained,  and  to 
the  long  established  practice  amongst  the  Hindoos  of  every  description,  of  lavish- 
ing all  the  wealth  which  they  can  amass  in  expensive  religious  ceremonies,  at 
the  marriages  of  their  children,  and  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  religious 
mendicants,  and  other  idle  retainers.  It  is  however  an  unquestionable  fact, 
that  the  produce  of  the  soil  is  infinitely  below  w[hat  it  is  capable  of  yielding 
under  proper  management,  and  that  the  resources  and  <Aimfort8  of  the  people 
might  be  much  improved,  if  they" were  instructed  in  the  best  meant  of  convert- 
ing its  natural  fertility  to  the  utmost  advantage. 

Under  the  present  system  of  Indian  agriculture,  with  the  advantage  of  a  soil 
of  uncommon  fertility,  and  of  a  climate  which  yields  a  crop  of  some  descripdon 
at  every  season,  the  industry  of  a  single  plougnman,  however  exerted,  is  insuf- 
ficient to  enable  him  to  ailtivate  a  greater  extent  of  land  withiir  the  year  thao 
•even  acres,  and  the  expense  of  separating  the  rice  from  the  husk  for  culinary 
purposes,  after  the  grain  is  reaped,  cannot  be  estimated  at  a  sum  inferior  to 
one-fifth  part  of  the  value  of  the  grain ;  whilst  a  similar  operation  can  be 
performed  in  England,  and  in  other  European  countries,  at  an  expense  not 
exceeding  one-fortieth  part   of  tiie  value  of  tne  crop. 

Similar  defects  pervade  every  oranch  of  Indian  agriculture,  and  in  no  instances 
are  their  injurous  consequences  more  manifestly  exemplified,  than  in  the  general 
•tate  o1f  the  cattle  employed  in  the  labours  of  the  field  within  these  provinces. 
A  breed  of  strong  and  powerful  black  cattle  is  to  be  found  in  vrry  few  sitoa- 
tions  producijig  good  pasture  throughout  the  year ;  but  the  weak  and  inefficient 
condition  of  the  cattle  generally  employed  for  agricultural  and  other  purposci* 
as  well  in  Bengal  as  in  the  upper  provinces,  cannot  have  escaped  the  notice  of  the 
most  inattentive  observer. 

The  advantages  which  would  accrue  from  an  improvement  of  the  breed  of 
cattle  are  great  and  important;  but  this  desirable  object  can  only  be  accom- 
pHsherl  by  the  introduction  of  a  more  perfect  system  of  husbandry,  where  the 
skilful  application  of  art  shall  be  employed  to  provide  suitable  nourishment  for 
the  cattle  at  those  seasons  when  the  pasturage  is  almost  universally  destroyed  by 
the  parching  heat  of  the  sun.  « 

The 
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The  permannit  settlement  of  the  re^etinei,  in  the  lower  provmcet,  by  hiiu« 
Tlag  to  the  landholder  the  enjoyment  of  all  the  advantag;es  which  may  ariae  from 
the  improvement  of  his  property,  has  contributed  essentially  to  theencouragement 
of  agriculture;  under  the  present -defective  system  of  husbandry,  however,  the 
large  proportion  which  the  rent,  payable  to  the  state,  bears  to  the  Value  of  the  pro-- 
duce  of  the  soil,  operates,  in  a  certain  degree,  as  a  check  to  the  employment  of 
the  capital  of  the  landholder  in  the  improvement  of  his  property ;  and  this 
obstacle  is  only  to  be  removed  by  tbe  introduction  of  a  system,  calculated^  at  the 
same  time,  to  augment  the  produee  of  the  Ipd,  and  to  diminish  the  e^ense  of 
preparing  the  grain  for  general  use.  \ 

In  the  opinion  of  intelligent  European  (gentlemen,  conversant  with  the  subject, 
the  profits  of  the  landholder  miffht  be  augmented  in  a  considerable  proportion  by 
the  introduction  of  many  simple  improvements  in  the  implements  of  agriculture, 
and  in  machinery  now  in  general  use  throughout  Europe ;  by  these  means  the 
propertv  of  a  large  proportion  of  our  native  subjecto  would  be  increased,  and 
gradually  the  comforts  c^  affluence  would  be  more  generally  diffused  through  the 
mass  of  the  people. 

Independently  of  the  moral  duty  imposed  on  the  British  government  to  pro- 
vide, by  every  means  in  its  power,  for  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  its 
subjects,  substantial  advantages  must  necessarily  be  derived  by  the  state  from  the 
increased  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  people. .  The  consumption  of  all  articles 
of  comfort  and  of  luinry  would  increase  with  augmented  wealth,  and  the  govero- 
ment  would  be  enriched  bv  the  additional  produce  of  the  taxes  on  those  artidety 
without  imposing  any  burden  on  the  people. 

A'lverting  to  the  ^lius  and  habits  of  the  natives  of  India,  it  canBot  be  eipected 
that  any  attempts  will  ever  be  made  by  them  to  improve  the  system  of  agriculture^ 
practised  for  ages  by  their  ancestors,  unless  the  example  shall  oe  given  to  them  bf 
the  government,  aiid  unless  the  personal  advantages  to  be  derived  from  such  im* 
provements  as  shall  be  found  to  succeed  in  practice  shall  be  clearly  manifested  to 
them. 

Under  these  considerations,  the  governor-general  is  satisfied  that  the  e«tablish» 
ment  of  an  experimental  farm,  under  proper  regulations,  in  Bengal,  would  be  an 
object  of  great  public  utility ;  and  he  is  persuaded  that  the  expense  of  such  an  in- 
stitution would  not  prove  considerable.  The  object  of  the  establishment  ought  to 
be,  as  already  stated,  the  improvement  of  the  breed  of  black  cattle,  the  in- 
troduction of  a  better  system  of  agriculture  than  the  system  now  in  general  use 
in  these  territories,  and  the  reduction  of  the  expense  of  preparing  the  grain  for 
consumption,  by  the  use  of  machinery,  or  by  other  means. 

The  quantity  of  land  required  for  the  proposed  farm  would  not  exceed  three 
hundred  acres,  or  nine  hundred  begas,  and  the  establishment  could  not  be  founded 
in  any  situation  so  desirable,  on  many  considerations,  as  at  Banickpore ;  and, 
at  that  place,  manure  might  be  obtained  at  little  expense,  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  grounds  at  Banickpore  might  be  employed  as  pasture  ground  for  the . 
cattle.  The  business  of  the  farm  would  there  be  conducted  under  the  occasional 
inspection  of  the  governor-general,  whose  iufluence  might  b^  employed  with  great 
advantage  to  explain  the  benefits  of  the  plan  to  the  natives  of  rank  and  pro- 
perty, and  to  induce  them  to  introduce^  on  their  own  estates,  such  improvemente 
as  might  be  found  to  be  useful  at  Banickpore. 

To  superintend  the  proposed  farm  with  advantage,  the  assisunce  of  an  £un> 
pean  overseer  of  expenenced  knowledge  in  the  practice  and  theory  of  aariculr 
ture,  and  of  an  ingenious  European  mechanic  and  civil  engineer,  womd  be 
absolutely  and  indispensably  necessary.  These  persons  ought  also  to  be  men  of 
some  education,  capable  of  applying  the  general  knowledge  they  shall  have 
acquired,  to  the  circumstances  of  a  country  dififering  so  materially^  from  England  in 
soil,  in  climate,  and  in  its  natural  productions;  and  of  explaining,  in  clear  and 
intelligible  laogua^e,  to  be  translated  for  the  use  of  the  natives,  the  principles  on 
which  their  system  of  management  may  be  founded,  and  the  prospect  of  ulti- 
mate success. 

It  would  likewise  become  a  part  of  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  or  overseer, 
CO  correspond  on  agricultural  subjects  with  intelligent  European  gentlemen,  resid- 
ing in  every  part  of  InJia,  by  which  means  a  l^iowledge  of  the  practice  ef  agri* 
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culture,  fn  iti  various  branches,  as  established  with  success  In  any  one  province, 
might  be  disseminated  and  tried  by  actual  experiment  throughout  the  British  pos- 
sessions. In  this  manner  the  drill  husbandry,  now  practised  with  advan- 
tage in  the  centre  of  the  Deccan,  might  be  extended  to  many  parts  of  Ben- 
gal ;  means  might  be  devised  to  instruct  the  inhabitants  in  the  preservation  of 
hay,  for  the  use  of  the  cattle,  at  the  season  when  littlb  or  no  herbage  is  tp  be 
found,  and  manj  other  useful  improvcmenu  might  be  introduced. 

Amongst  these  it  has  been  suggested}  that  the  cultivation  of  the  turnip  might 
'  be  introd!)Ced  with  considerable  advantage,  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  cattle  at 
that  season  of  the  year,  when  the  deficiency  of  the  articles  of  food  for  cattle,  now 
in  common  use,  is  most  severely  felt. 

When  a  sufficient  number  of  intelligent  and  industrious  natives  ^hall  have  been 
instructed  in  the  improved  system  of  agriculture,  to  be  introduced  at  the  experi- 
mental fdrm  at  Baruckpore,  they  may  be  dispersed  throughout  the  country,  for 
the  purpose  of  disseminating  a  knowledge  of  its  advantages;  and  other  establish- 
ments may  be  formed  in  the  distant  provinces,  as  circumsunces  shall  indicate  the 
propriety  of  the  measure,  on  principles  corresponding  with  those  of  the  proposed 
estabfishment  at  Baruckpore. 

It  is  ijLut  improl»abIe  that  some  intelligent  Europeans,  capable  of  conducting  the 
business  of  an  experimental  farm  on  these  principles,  might  be  found  in  India;  but 
it  appears  to  the  governor-general  to  be  proper,  that  the  establishment  of  the  farm, 
upon  any  extended  scale,  should  be  postponed,  until  the  sanction  of  the  honour, 
able  the  court  of  directors  to  the  measure  can  be  obtained,  who  may  possess  the 
means  of  considering  this  important  subject,  in  concert  with  those  distinguished 
personages  in  England,  whose  recent  labours  and  example  have  contributed  so 
largely  to  augment  the  agricultural  resources  of  Great  Britain.  The  question  it 
highly  deserving  of  the  mature  deliberation  and  attention  of  the  hooounible 
court,  nor  can  any  subject  be  presented  to  their  notice  more  worthy  of  engaging 
the  exertion  of  that  spirit  of  liberal  patronage,  which  the  East  India  conlpany  has 
always  manifested  towards  every  plan  of  improvement,  calculated  to  meliorate 
the  condition  of  the  natives  of  these  possessions. 

The  governor  .general  accordingly  proposes,  that  a  copv  of  this  minute  be 
transmitted  to  the  honourable  court,  with  the  request  of  tnis  government,  tbat, 
in  the  event  of  their  approving  the  general  principles  of  the  plan,  on  which  it  is 
proposed,  that  the  experimental  farm  shall  be  established,  the  court  will  Le 
pleased  to  engage  t^o  active  and  intelligent  Europeans,  possessing  all  the  qualifica^ 
tions  required  to  enable  them  to  carry  the  arrangement  into  execution  with  a 
reasonable  prospect  of  success,  and  to  send  them  to  Bengal  at  as  early  a  period 
of  time  as  nuiy  be  practicable.  In  the  meanwhile^  such  part  of  the  present  park 
at  Baruckpore,  as  may  be  rendered  useful  to  the  proposed  purposes,  ntay  be 
applied  to  them,  under  the  inspection  of  Mr.  Douglas  and  of  Mr.  Buchanan.

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The  /ollomng  statement,  relative  to  tie  Massacre  at  Vellore^  was 
submitted  to  tie  Madras  Government,  and  to  the^  Court  of 
Directors  of  the  Honourable  the  East  India  Company,  by 
the  Commander  in  Chief  Lieutenant,  General  Sir  Johm 
Francis  Cradock,  K.  B. 


The  late  unhappy  event,,  at 
Vellore,  has  led  to  wide  diversity 
of  opinion,  and  arguments  may 
have  been  so  conducted,  as,  perhaps, 
rather  to  disguise  truths  than  convey 
information. 

The  object  of  the  following 
statement  is  therefore  to  recur  to 
original  circumstances,  to  fix  a  date 
prior  to  the  fatal  catastrophe  on  the 
JOth  July,  and  to  give  a  plain 
narrative  of  a  transaction,  each 
step  of  which  is  accompanied  by 
official  documents. 

The     explanation      so     much 

involves  the  acts  of  the  commander 

in  chief  at    Madras,    that    It  is 

necessary  a  great  part  of  the  detail 

.  should  proceed  in  his  name. 

It  is  stated,  and  to  a  certain 
degree  believed,  that  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  new  turban,  in  the  native 
army;  an  order  to  prohibit  the 
marks  of  casts,  on  the  foreheads 
o^  the  Sepoys,  on  parade ;  with 
innovations  upon  their  former  dress^ 
in  the  obligation  to  wear  stocks, 
white  waistcoats,  feathers,  panta- 
loons, &c.  had  created  so  much 
dissatisfaction  in  their  minds,  as 
produced  the  massacre  at  Vellore. 
— But  the  question  chie&y  rests  on 
the  turban  j  the  other  circum- 
stances are  only  accounted 
auxiliaries  3  for,  though  the  restric- 
tion, upon  the  marks,  might 
naturally  be  thought  the  prevailing 
point,  yet,  through  the  long  course 
of  examination,  i^  scarcely  appears 
in  operation. 

From  great  variety  in  the  turban 


Madras,  September  SI,  1806. 
of  the  army,  and  the  one  generally 
in  use  being  ill-suited  to  conveni- 
ence and  very  heavy,  upon  the 
representation  of  (he  adjutant- 
general  and  the  deputy,  it  came 
into  contemplation  to  direct  a 
common  pattern  for  the  whole 
service,  and  the  arrangement  was 
left  to  these  officers,  of  whose 
experience,  and  local  knowledge^ 
the  commander  in  chief  could 
entertain  no  doubt.  At  length 
turbans,  made  up  under  their  direc*- 
tion,  (1)  were  presented  to  him, 
upon  the  heads  of  sepoys,  (2)  intro- 
duced for  the  purpose,  and  they 
seemed  entitled  to  commendation. 

The  business  of  making  them 
up  proceeded  universally,  and  with- 
out remark,  till  attention  was 
excited  by  a  spirit  of  opposition  in 
the  2d  battalion  of  the  4th  regi- 
ment, at  Vellore,  who  declared^ 
that  the  turbans  were  offensive,  and 
infringed  upon  their  casts,  &c. 

As  circumstances  of  extreme 
insubordination  marked  the  con- 
duct of  the  corps  at  that  period, 
and  there  appeared  nothing  that 
could  justify  the  supposition,  that 
any  real  objection  did  exist,  it 
seemed  required,  that  measures  to 
support  discipline  should  be  imme« 
diately*adopted  ;  and  some  of  the 
ringleaders  were  confined,  and  ' 
sent  to  Madras  for  trial.  ^ 

At  that  moment,  (''  too  fully 
-illustrated  by  subsequent  acts") 
the  conduct  of  the  native  com- 
missioned officers  was  most  sus- 
picious )  not  one  appeared  active

\  To  perfect  the  view,  that  the 
revolt  was  not  a  resistance  to  an 
article  of  dress,  that  tn  the  wound 
it  gave  to  casts  or  prejudices,  might, 
s»  /At5  country,  give  lirth  to  mcts 
the  most  extravagant ;  that  it  was 
not  an  explosion  of  injured  feeU 
ings,  thai  might  destro/y  every  prin^ 
aple  of  aUegumce  or  humanity; 
bat  THAT  SILENT,  SECRET 
TREASON  was  the  object,  the 
chief  conspirator,  SHAIK  CAS- 
SIM,  jemidar  in  the  1st  raiment, 
a  few  days  previous  to  the  insur- 
rection, upon  being  questioned  by 
his  commanding  officers,  if  any 
dissatis&ctioa  e»sted,  offered, 
in  tjie  presence  of  the  other  native 
officers,  to  place  the  KORAN  on 
HIS  HEAD,  (4)  (die  most  solemn 
appeal  to  truth)  and  swear,  that 
there  was  none  $  and  that  the  whole 
corps  weiB  Ibrward  to  wear  the 
turban. 


The  court  of  inquiry,  established 
by  the  commander  in  chief,  at 
Velloie,  as  he  proceeded  to 
Mvsore,  consisted  of  lieutenant- 
colonel  M'K^rras^  lieutenant- 
colonel  For})es,  and  lieutenant- 
colonel  Marriot ;  the  two  fwmer 
commanding  battalions,  and  the 
latter  the  paymaster  to  Tippoo*s 
iamily, — officers  distinguished  for 
their  knowledge  of  the  language, 
and  the  native  customs ;  and  tha^ 
proceedings  will  fully  evince,  that 
no  objection  to  the  turban  was  then 
discoverable;  and,  in  the  private 
opinion  those  officers  were 
requested  to  give  upon  the  subject^ 
to  the  commander  in  chiet^  a 
preference  to  the  former  turban  in 
many  particulars  appears,  a  decla^ 
ration,  that  it  in  no  shape  inter- 
fered  with  cast  or  prejudice  $  (5) 
and  attention  is  only  directed  to  the 
alteration  of  some  tape,  or  trifles  of 
that  nature. 

The  commander  in  chief  then 
proceeded  to  Mysore,  and  gave 
directions  for  the  trial  of  the 
prisoners,  before  a  native  genoa) 
court  martial  at  the  presidency. 

At  each  trial,  evidence  was 
produced  from  persons  of  the 
highest  casts,  (6)— THAT  THE 
TURBAN  WAS  FREE  FROM 
ANY  OBJECTION  WHAT- 
£y£R*-The  prisoners  were  found 
guilty,  and  sentenced  to  corporal 
punishinent. 

The  commander  in  chief,  being 
anxious  that  government  should  b^ 
acquainted  with  every  circum- 
stance, and  feeling  that  hisabseooai 
from  the  presidency  might  lead  to 
ignorance  of  the  real  state  of  tb^

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Tal(] )  to  lay  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  itrials  before  the  right  honour* 
able  the  governor^  and  follow  such 
measures  as  the  council  might 
please  to  direct.  The  result  was^ 
that  two  of  the  ringleaders  of  the 
2d  battalion  of  the  4th  regiment 
were  punished,  and  the  rest,  upcm 
their  apparent  contrition,  pardoned. 

No  further  intelligence  reached 
the  commander  in  chief  at  Nundy- 
droog,  till  the  latter  end  of  June ; 
when  he  received  a  very  impressive 
.  representation  from  an  experienced' 
and  able  officer,  that  the  turban 
had  occasioned  great  discontent 
in  the  array,  and  earnestly  recom- 
mended a  repeal  of  the  order. 

The  commander  in  chief,  at 
once  adopted  the  resolution  of  con- 
fiding his  embarrassment  to  the 
government,  and  submitted  the 
following  secret  reference  to  the 
right  honourable  the  governor  in 
council. 

(Secret,) 
"  Mundydroog,  June  S9, 1806. 

"  My  Lord, —  I  must  have  re- 
course to  your  lordship's  judg- 
ment, and  that  of  the  council,  to 
relieve  me  from  great  anxiety  and 
embarrassment  upon  the  subject 
of  the  turbans,  the  full  particulars 
of  which  case  are  so  well  known 
to  your  lordship  3  and  upon  the 
proceedings,  firom  my  absence,  I 
have  already  requested  your  lord- 
ship's persona]  direction. 

"The  introduction  of  this 
turban  originated  from  the  advice, 
and  under  the  superintendance  of 
colonel  Agnew,  the  adjutant- 
general,  and  major  Pierce,  the 
deputy-adjutant-general ;  and,  as  an 
alteration  from  the  farmer  one 
appeared  wanting,  I  thought  I 
•ould    not    confide   so  simple    a 


matter  to  better  handsj  or  officer* 
of  more  local  experience. 

'*  I  have  the  strongest  reasons 
to  suppose,  that  almost  universal 
objection  arises  agamst  the  turban  3 
and  though  force  and  punishment 
may  overcome  individual  opposi- 
tion, yet  the  firm  dislike  does  not 
abate,  and  the  frequent  recurrence 
of  seventy  may  produce,  though  it 
may  be  remote,  bad  conse- 
quences. 

"  I  am  as  aware  as  the  human 
mind  can  possess  the  sentiment, 
that  opposition  to  miKtary  and  just 
authority  cannot  be  yielded  to,  and 
that  the  attempt  must  be  croahed 
in  its  earliest  stage.  This  is  thm 
sole  reasoning  towards  a  Briti^ 
soldier,  and  were  it  purely  a  British 
case,  I  should  neither  feel  embar- 
rassment, nor  should  I  thus  troubk 
your  lordship  in  council. 

*'  But  upon  the  prejudices  of 
India,  the  force  of  casts,  which,  in 
its  various  shape,  no  European  may 
perfectly  comprehend,  it  is  allow- 
able, even  in  a  soldier's  mind,  to 
pause,  and  solicit  the  advice  of 
the  head,  and  his  companibns  in 
the  government. 

"  The  question  is  not  confined  to 
the  ignorant  soldiery  3  it  is  the 
subject  of  conversation  among  the 
best-informed  officers  3  and  my 
iatelligeiKe  from  Seringapatam, 
where  there  is  a  numerous  gar- 
rison, is,  that  it  is  the  common  cry, 
that  the  next  attempt  will  be  to 
make  the  Sepoys  christians. 

"  I  lay  before  your  lordship,  la 
confidence,  a  private  letter  from 
colonel  Brunton  3  and  the  same 
sentiment  prevails  with  many 
other  moderate  and  discreet 
ofiicers. 

"  StiU  it  IS  my  wish,  and  the  best 
judgment

judgraent  I  can  apply  to  the 
untoward  subject,  to  persevere,  and 
conquer  prejudice,  as  perhaps  the 
least  evil;  but,  where  consequences 
may  ensue  of  a  disadvantageous 
nature,  and  even  the  source  of  re- 
cruiting is  at  stake,  so  difficult  at 
all  times,  -with  due  selection  or 
.  effect,  I  am  not  satisfied  in  my  own 
mind  to  persevere  to  the  full 
.  extent,  without  recurrence  to 
your  lordship's  advice,  and  the 
sanction  of  government.

The  commander  in  chief  thus 
endeavoured  to  unite  military 
principles  with  the  strictest  cau- 
tion, and  was  prepared  to  follow 
such  steps,  as  the  best  information, 
and  the  selection  of  the  highest 
aQthorit}^,  should  dictate. 

Tlie  government  honored  him 
with  an  answer,  and  proposed  the 
issue  of  an  order  to  the  army. — 
The  determination  was  expressed 
to  enforce  the  turban,  as  the  oppo- 
sition arose  from  "  ignorant  cla- 
mour, unfounded  on  any  priu- 
cijple  }*  but  at  the  same  time  to 
respect  the  usage  and  customs  of 
the  native  troops  on  all  occasions. 

Both  appeared  to  the  comman- 
der in  chief  highly  proper,  and 
calculated  to  produce  the  best 
remedy  in  a  case  of  extreme 
embarrassment.  The  onler  was 
not  issued,  as  governnitnr,  with 
whom  the  decision  remained,  on 
account  of  the  commander  in  chiefs 
absence  from  Madras,  did  not 
deem  it  necessaiy.— The  following 
are  the  most  material  extracts 
from  this  corresponderce. 

(1)  "  If  there  had  been  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  late  change  of 
dress  was  liable  to  the  objection  of 


militating  against  the  religions 
principles  of  the  inhabitant  of  this 
country,  we  should  have  had  no  hesi- 
tation in  immediately  recommend- 
ing to  your  cx.ceUency  the  relin- 
quishment of  the  intention  to  esta- 
blish the  proposed  change — bat  as 
it  appears,  from  the  evidence 
taken  in  the  late  inquiry  at 
Vel]ore,{2)  that  no  objection  of 
this  nature  exists,  we  certainly 
deem  it  advisable,  that  the  alter- 
native of  yielding  to  the  **  clamour," 
arising  from  an  unfounded  preju- 
,  dice,  should  if  possible  be  avoided. 
(Signed)  "  W.  Bentinck." 

(3)  "  The  right  honourable  the 
governor  in  council  having  been 
informed  by  his  excellency  the  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  opposition, 
which  has  been  in  some  instances 
experienced  in  establishing  an 
alteration,  which  it  was  deemed 
expedient  to  adopt  in  the  form  of 
the  turban  in  use  among  the 
native  corps  of  the  establishment, 
his  lordship  in  council  is  led  to 
express  his  extreme  regret,  that 
any  part  of  the  native  army,  whose 
merits  have  been  so  frequently 
extolled,  and  rewarded  by  this 
government,  could  have  suffered 
itself  to  be  deluded  by  an  unfound- 
ed clamour. 

"It  will  be  in  every  instance  the 
wish  of  the  right  honourable  the' 
governor  in  council,  to  evince  a 
sacred  regard  for  the  religious  prin- 
ciples of  the  native  troops,  as  well 
as  of  all  other  inhabitants  of  this 
country  j  but  in  the  present  case, 
it  appears,  after  the  strictest  enquiry, 
and  according  to  the  testimony  of 
natives  of  the  highest  cast^  that  the 
opposition  which  has  been  experi- 
enced in  the  late  change  of  turban, 
is    destitute  of  any  foundation/

a)  4ih  July.  (3}  General  orders,  by  govcmmeot,  4ih  July. 
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in  either  the  law  or  usage  of  the 
Mohammedan  or  Hindoo  religions ;

"  My  Lord, — I  have  been  much 
honoured  this  morning  by  the 
receipt  of  the  letter  trom  your 
lordship  in  council,  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  the  turbans,  and  feel  myself 
peculiarly  gratified  by  the  trans- 
mission of  the  proposed  order  by 
government,  previous  to  its  cir- 
culation. 

"  I  take  the  liberty  to  express  my 
entire  concurrence  with  the  spirit 
and  terms  bf  |he  order,  as  every 
way  calculated  to  preserve  just 
authority,  and  still  to  allay  any 
prejudices  that  may  exist  upon  the 
imputed  disregard  to  the  rights 
attached  to  cast,  or  ancient  custom. 
— ^The  point  was  of  infinite  em- 
barrassment ;  and  if  any  act  was  to  be 
resorted  to,  beyond  the  immedi- 
ate and  constant  vindication  of 
violated  disci{rfine,  as  it  might  arise, 
I  conceive,  that  an  order  from 
government  of  this  nature  would 
seem  to  promise  the  best  effect. 

"  I  wUl  confess,  that  by  the  pre- 
sent communication  with  govern- 
ment, I  have  gained  the  object  I 
had  in  view  5  which  was  to  receive 
from  them  an  unreserved  opinion, 
as  to  the  propriety  of  full  coercion, 
should  it  prove  necessary;  but 
which,  situated  as  this  country  is, 
boiied  in  the  absurdities  of  casts,  or 
prejudices,  dear  to  them  as  exist- 
ence, I  was  fearful  to  take  a  step 
of  any  doubt,  without  the  explicit 
knowledge  and  sanction  of  govern- 
nlent. 

"  Since  I  last  had  the  honor  to 
address  your  lordship  in  council,  I 


have  heard  nothing  more^  which 
silence  leads  me  to  hope,^that  the 
disinclination  to  the  turban  has. 
become  more  feeble,  or  perhaps 
that  reports  have  been  exaggerated. 
— Under  this  view  it^  may  be 
judicious  to  postpone  the  publica- 
tion of  the  order,  either  to  let  the 
subject  fall  to  the  ground,  as  no 
longer  the  interposition  of  the 
government  is  required,  or  to  re- 
assume  the  issue,  as  your  lordship 
in  council  may  determine  by 
future  events. 
"  J.  F.  Craoock,  lieut.-gen." 
The  commander  in  chief  has  thus 
explicitly  detailedall  the  circumstan- 
ces relative  to  the  turban,  anterior 
to  the  10th  July,  that  the  public 
mind  may  form  its  judgment  ac- 
cording to  its  first  principles,  and  not 
s(!lfier  undue  impression  from  any 
course  of  events — The  appellation 
of  '*  obnoxious  order  "  may  now  be 
attached  to  the  measure  -,  but  the 
■  public  acts  of  the  council,  that  de* 
cldred  the  turbanfreefrom  objection, 
that  imputed  the  opposition  to 
unfouTuUd  clamour  and  groundless 
discontent,*'  and  the  private  act  of 
the  right  henourable  the  governor, 
who,  after  delibenite  inquiry, and  at 
a  late  period,  expressed  his  desire, 
that  his  corps  of  f enables  should 
wear  it,  will  surely  have  weight 
to  recall  the  *'  unmerited. 
EPITHET,"  and  reinstate  original 
sentiment. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  go  through 
tlie  painful  recital  of  the  atrocious 
revolt  and  massacre  on  the  10th 
July  at  Vellore: — The  fatal  oc- 
currences are  within  universal  in- 
formation.—  They  compreiiend 
every  case  of  disloyalty,  treachery, 
and  horror — ^The  whole  was  planned 
with  unequalled  secrecy  and  con- 
cealment— The  object  was  to 
destroy  every  European,  and  place 
a  Son  of  Tippoo  at  the  head  of  a 
Moorish 
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Moorish  governineDt.  (l) — With 
this  view>  letters  were  ready^  or 
even  were  dispatched^  to  the  Mah- 
Tata9^  and  to  disaffected  chieftaios  at 
Cuddapass;in  the  ceded  districts,  and 
Vencatagharry,  in  the  Camatic,  to 
excite  a  general  hostility.— Indis- 
criminate fury  and  slaughter  raged 
for  many  hours,  and  wretches  were 
seen  tottering  from  the  hospital  to 
partake  in  the  bloody  scene — 
while  the  British  soldiers  were 
dragged  from  the  same  asylum, 
and  devoted  to  a  deliberate  death. — 
Fatal  insurrection  extended  so 
far,  that  even  the  Sepoy  boys 
armed  themselves  with  tneir  car- 
bines of  exercise,  and  lent  their  aid 
to  the  general  destruction. (2) 

To  what  extent  the  calamity 
might  have  reached,  it  is  impossible 
to  sayj  most  happily  a  body  of 
cavalry  arrived  from  Arcot,  under 
the  intrepid  colonel  Gellispie, 
performed  a  military  wonder,  and 
regained  possession  of  the  fortress, 
lescued  the  brave  i»urvivors  of  the 
^th  regiment,  reduced  to  the  last 
extremity,  and  dosed  this  scene 
of  cruelty  and  cowardice. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  com- 
mander in  chief  at  Vellore,  on  the 
third  morning  after  the  dreadful 
event,  it  appeared  to  be  the  leading 
principle  to  conciliate  and  restore 
confidence,  to  banish  apprehension 
or  suspicion  of  every  nature,  and  pur- 
sue the  paths  of  justice  and  spirit — 
While  innocence  was  to  be  disco- 
vered from  the  mass  of  apparent 
qrime,  and  protected  with  ardent 
«eal,  the  firm,  punishment  of  the 
guilty  seemed  equally  necessary  ^ 
and  this  unparalleled  outrage, 
against  the  British  name  and 
existence,  was  to  be  vindicated  in 
the  signal  chastisement  of  the 
savage  perpetrators. — Against  them 
alone  was  punishment  to  direct  its

just  reprisal  ^(3)  towards  all  others 
policy;  good  principles  and  judg- 
ment seemed  yo  dictate  the  full 
exertion  of  every  former  feeling  of 
confidence  and  cordiality.  The 
Indian  character  would  understand 
this  distinction,  and  not  confound 
the  operation  of  generosity  with 
apprehension. 

The  whole  dispensation  seemed 
to  require  the  earliest-  practicable 
termination,  that  the  progress  of 
oblivion  might  commence. 

These  principles  actuated  the 
commander  in  chief  from  the 
beginning,  while  at  Vellore,  and 
still  diiect  his  coaduct. 

Before  the  active  causes  of  the 
insurrection  at  Vellore  are  en- 
tered upoa,  it  appears  necessary 
that  the  order  to  prohibit  the  marks 
of  cast  on  parade,  and  the  wearing 
earrings,  &c.  should  be  adverted  to, 
and  explanation  given  on  this  sub- 
ject.— The  commander  in  chief 
has  already  delivered  his  opinion 
on  this  subject ;  and  what  belongs 
to  a  statement  of  this  nature,  is 
only  to  mark  circumstances,  as 
they  really  are,  and  not  to  con- 
demn on  extenuate  the  alleged 
usage  of  the  service,  which  does 
prevail  on  the  Madras  establish- 
ment, and  it  is  stated,  the  Bengal 
also. —  Captain  Sydenham,  the 
resident  at  Hyderabad,  .writes  in 
these  terms : 

''Many  corps  on  the  Madras 
establishment,  'and  almost  all  the 
corps  in  Bengal,  which  are  com- 
posed of  Hindoos  of  the  highest 
cast,  never  use  their  distinguishing 
marks  on  duty — The  orders  did 
not  apply  to  the  Mussulmans,  who 
certainly  were  the  most  active, 
both  in  receiving  and  exciting  tlie 
unfavorable  impression  which  led 
to  discontent."

(&)  Lieut,  col.  Forbe&*s  Report. 
in  chief,  Vellore  i^th  July— «ad  other 
to  government. 
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It  had  besD  found  necessary  to 
collect  into  one  code  the  several 
regulations  of  the  military  service, 
and  the  work  was  allotted  by  the 
'.  order  of  government  to  the  deputy- 
adjutant- general  of  the  army, 
major  Pierce,  an  officer  of  25  yeafs 
experience  in  India,  and  who 
seemed  in  every  respect  most 
qualified  for  the  task. 

As  a  general  instruction,  the 
commander  in  chief  directed  major 
Pierce  to  note,  with  read  ink,  all 
matter,  in  the  least  different  from 
former  practice  or  usage ;  that,  when 
the  bodL  was  submitted  to  govern- 
ment for  their  sanction,  attention 
might  be  attracted  to  any  altera- 
tion. 

When  the  deputy  adjutant- 
general  reported  the  work  pre- 
pared, the  commander  in  chief 
assembled  the  adj.-general>  col. 
Agnew,  the  quarter-master-gen. 
lieut.-coU  Orr,  and  the  dep  .adj.-gen. 
major  Pierce,  and  the  regulations 
were'  read  by  himself  on  many 
successive  days,  and  discussed, 
paragraph  by  paragraph— when 
the  order  in  question,  to  prohibit 
the  marks  of  casts,  5^c.  under  arms, 
appeared  in  its  turn.  It  immedi- 
ately attracted  the  commander  in 
chief's  attention,  as  an  impolitic 
interference  with  the  customs  and 
prejudices  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  adjutant-general,  and  the 
deputy,  (on  this  day  the  quarter- 
master-general happened  to  be 
absent)  assured  the  commander  iu 
chief,  that  it  was  the  invariable 
practice  of  the  service,  that  in  no 
well-regulated  corps  was  it  ever 
permitted;  and  appealed  to  the 
commander  in  chief's  personal  ob- 
servation among  the  battalions  he 
^  had  inspected,  whether  he  had 
remarked  such  distinctions. — ^The 
commander  in  chief,  as  a  stranger, 
and  with  an  opinion  only  formed 
from  books,  could  not  oppose  such 
arguments;  and,  anxious  to  leave 
undisturbed  the  usual  course  of  a 
sepoy  battalion^  (instead  of  Intro* 


ducing,  Co  resist  iniiovation)  he 
sujffered  the  insertion  of  the 
order* 

A  fe\^  extracts  from  the  corres- 
pondence that  has  taken  place  on 
this  part  of  the  subject,  will  place 
the  question  in  the  true  point  of 
view, 
Letter  from  sir   John   CradJbck  to 

Colonel  Agnew,  l6th  July,  1806. 

Vdl&re, 

*'  But  upon  the  other  points,  the 
abolition  of  th<2  marks  of  cast  from 
the  foreheads  of  the  sepoys,  ^nd  the 
measurement  of  the  meustache  to  a 
military  pattern,  &c.  as  expressed 
in  the  order,  as  the  rumour  now 
stands,  and  I  may  say  accredited 
by  government  and  others,  I  do 
feel  the  greatest  inquietude—^ 
that  it  is  in  the  power  of  possi- 
bility, that  infiringemeu^  of  the 
rights  and  prejudices  of  the  na- 
tives, dear  to  them  as  life,  sliould 
originate  with  me,  who,  I  will  say, 
as  much  as  any  man  in  India, 
respects  those  immemorial  usages. 
— I  therefore,  my  dear  sir,  must 
call  upon  you,  and  major  Pierce, 
who  compiled  the  orders,  ^to  give 
every  explanation  on  this  particular 
point,  *  whether  any  innovation 
has  been  introduced;  or  is  it  only 
a  continuance  of  the  long  practice 
in  the  army.*  __ 

"  As  such  I  understood  it  from 
you,  when  the  orders  to  be  publish- 
ed were  read,  by  me,  in  the  presence 
of  yourself,  major  Pierce,  and 
colonel  Orr,  expressly,  that  I 
might  derive  information  from 
such  lengthened  experience,  as 
those  officers  possessed,  upon  local 
points ;  and  I  recollect  adverting  to 
the  order  io  question,  when  I  was 
assured,  that  it  was  the  established 
military  custom  j  and,  had  I  not 
sanctioned  its  common  course,  I 
roust  have  conceived  I  was  induced^ 
by  self-sentiment,  to  overthrow  the 
usual  established  rule  of  a  sepoy  re- 
giment.

"  I  now  reply  to  the  second  part 
of  your  excellency's  inquiry,  and 
trust  this  statenieut  will  fully  shew, 
that  nothing  was  further  from  your 
excellency's  intention  than  any  in- 
terference with  the  customs  of  cast. 
"  The  total  want  in  many  of  the 
native  corps  of  any  standing  orders 
for  the  ordinary  routine  of  regimen-' 
tal  duty,  and  interior  arrangement, 
and  the  glaring  deficiencies  in  those 
which  existed  in  other  corps,  had 
been  brought  to  public  notice,  in 
the  course  of  the  inspecting  of 
corps.  The  deputy-adjutant-gene- 
ral, then  employed  by  appointment 
of  government  in  revising  the  ex- 
isting code  of  regulations,  under- 
took to  prepare  a  body  of  standing 
orders  for  a  battalion  of  native  in- 
fentry  ;  by  which  the  whole  army 
should  in  future  be  guided  ;  and  he 
referred  to  former  approved  systems 
of  this  kind,  while  preparing  that 
which  was  submitted  to  your  excel- 
lency for  approval. 

'•  The  10th  paragraph  of  the  11  th 
section  of  these  orders  is  as  follow*: 
'  It  is  ordered,  by  the  regulation,  that 
a  native  soldier  shall  not  mark  his 
face  to  denote  his  cast,  or  wear  ear- 
rings, when  dressed  in  his  uniform; 
and  it  is  further  directed,  that  at  all 
parades,  and  upon  all  duties,  every 
soldier  of  the  battalion  shall  be  clean 
shaved  on  the  chin.  It  is  directed 
also,  that  uniformity  shall,  as  far  as 
it  is  practicable,  be  preserved  in 
regard  to  the  quantity,  and  shape 
of  the  hair,  upon  the  upper  lip.* 

•'*  This  paragraph,  when  read  by 
ALijor  Pierce,  I  considered  as  the 
mere  recital  of  what  had  been  long 
practised  in  well-regulated  corps, 
under  the  received  custom  of  the 
service ;  altliough,  like  many  other 


customs,  not  especially  directed  by 
any  formal  order,  or  always  rigidly 
enforced  ;  an  opinion  I  join^  in 
expressing,  when  your  excellency 
stated  your  dislike  to  touch  in  any 
shape  on  the  customs  of  cast,  cer- 
tainly not  conceiving  it  to  be  a  novel 
innovation,  but  what  custom,  if  not 
remote  regulation,  had  long  estab- 
lished.

'*  But  I  view  the  clause  to  abolish 
the  distinctions  of  casts,  &c.  in  the 
gravest  light,  and  such,  both  as  to 
sense  and  national  interest  in 
IiKlia,  as  to  call  for  unreserved 
proceeding,  and  to  fix  the  error,  if 
not  to  be-  done  away,  where  it 
should  lie. 

"You  will  recollect,  that  previous 
to  the  submission  to  govemmeot  of 
the  body  of  standing  orders,  I  em- 
ployed many  days  in  reading  otcx 
all  the  orders  that  you  had  taken 
the  trouble  to  collate,  and  which 
work  was  entrusted  to  you  by  go- 
vernment, not  only  as  the  depaty- 
adjutant-general,  but  an  officer  of 
long  military  experience  in  this 
country.  To  prevent,  as  far  as  the 
most  reflective  precaution  could 
reach,  the  possibility  of  local  error, 
in  respect  to  the  usage  oHhe  Indian 
army,  I  summoned  the  adjutant- 
general,  the  quarter  master-geae- 
ral,  and  yourself,  and  each  para- 
graph was  discussed.— 'The  one  in 
question  caused  my  notice,  and  I  was 
assured  it  was  not  only  unobjec- 
tionable^ but  the  invariable  coarse 
of  every  regiment. — As  a  stranger, 
and  in  the  hands  of  the  principal 
staff  officers  of  the  honorable 
company's  army,  could  I  oppose 
to  their  experience  my  single  sen- 
timent, and  direct  the  overthrow 
of  an  established  custom  ?

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"  It  may  appear,  that  I  have  too 
muck  ^n9ibiJuy  on  the  point ;  but 
that  is  impossible;  when  the  cha- 
racter of  discretion,  and  even  cora- 
mon  sense,  is  at  stake.

**  Thiscompilation  was  principally 
founded  upon  standing  orders, 
established  by  the  late  Sir  John 
Braithwaite,  as  colonel  of  the  2nd 
battalion  of  European  infantry, 
for  that  corps,  with  the  requisite 
directions  to  render  it  applicable  to 
native  troops,  and  in  reference  to 
some  of  the  mo<it  approved  regula- 
tions formerly  in  force  in  native 
battalions. 

"  It  was  read  aloud  by  yourexcel- 
iency,  and  when  the  10th  paragraph 
of  the  1 1  th  sect,  particularly  attract- 
ed your  notice,  and  your  excel- 
lency asked,  whether  it  would  inter- 
fere with  the  prejudices  of  the  na- 
tives ?  1  answefed,  under  the  same 
impressioH  that  bad  induced  me  to 
insert  it,  as  did  the  adjutant-gene- 
ral to  the  same  effect,  that  it 
would  not ;  and  that  it  was  not  the 
custom,  in  well-regulated  corps,  for 
native  soldiers  to  appear  in  the 
manner  forbid  by  that  paragraph. 

"  In  inserting  theabove-mentioned 
paragraph,  I  considered  that  I  was 
merely  recording  what  had  always 
appeared  to  me  to  be  a  regulation 
in  the  well-conducted  part  of  the 
service,  &c.  &c. 

''  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  act 
for  a  series  of  years  as  public  staff 
officer  of  a  station,  under  an  officer, 
(General  Braithwaite)  who,  at  the 
same  time  that  he  paid  the  most 
unremitted  attention  to  the  com- 
forts and  real  prejudices  of  the  sol- 
dier, enforced  discipline  throughout 
every  rank  under  his  command,  in 
a  degree  thajt  I  have  not  since  jieea 


equalled  ;  and  I  declare,  upon  my 
honor,  that  I  do  not  recollect  to 
have  ever  seen,  during  that  period, 
a  native  soldier  on  duty  with  bis 
face  marked,  or  with  large  rings  in 
his  ears ;  and  further,  that  I  am 
certain,  if  any  man  had  appeared  so 
bedecked  on  any  parade,  he  would 
have  been  turned  off  from  it. — I 
was  afterwards  stationed  as  major 
of  brigade  at  Vellore,  where  it  never 
occurred,  &c. 

**  The  regiments  of  cavalry  have  in 
their  ranks  men  of  the  highest  cast, 
of  all  sects  and  religions  ;  and  a 
reference  can  be  made  to  the  old 
officers  of  those  corps  for  informa- 
tion, whether  it  has,  at  any  period, 
been  customary  for  their  soldiers  to 
appear  on  duty,  with  marks  on 
their  faces,  or  with  large  earrings  ? 
"  The  proof  adduced  with  respect 
to  the  turbans,  added  to  what  I  have 
had  the  honour  to  state  in  regard  to 
the  prohibition  of  marks,  &c.  will 
I  hope  enable  your  excellency  '  to 
fix  the  error  where  it  should  lie," 
and  that  it  will  be  traced  to  that 
implacable  hostile  spirit  against  Eu- 
ropean dominion,  that  could  trans- 
form a  soldier's  turnscrew  into  the 
holy  cross,  that  could  excite  the 
artificers  at  Wallajahbad  to  refuse 
to  work  after  the  arrival  there  of 
the  news,  that  Tippoo*s  sons  were 
in  possession  of  the  fort  of  Vellore, 
and  that  could  occasion  the  sticking 
up  of  placards  in  the  mosques  about 
Madras,  calling  upon  the  people  to 
rally  in  defence  of  the  true  faith  : 
a  spirit  which,  from  report,  appears 
to  have  been  very  generally  dif- 
fused 5  and  to  have  been  particu- 
larly instilled  into  the  minds  of  tha 
native  troops  at  Vellore.

The  commander  iii  chief  cannot 
be  surprised,  that  the  public  mind 
should  receive  a  strong  impression 
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upon  these  orders^  when  he  reooU 
lecu  hb  owa  «aiotion>  upoa  the 
perusal  before  meutiooed  $  but  oa 
examiaatioo  it  will  be  found,  that 
such  has  been  the  silent  common 
course  of  practice  in  almost  everf 
battalion  o(  the  service— that  the 
orders,  (L)  indirect  words,  exist  in 
many  orderly  books^  and  are  under- 
stood to  prevail,  though  not  expres- 
sed, in  nearly  all. — ^The  comman- 
der in  chief  does  not  say  universally, 
because  there  may  be  an  exception; 
but  he  is  not  aware  of  the  instance. 
It  is  the  stranger's  ear  which  re- 
ceives alarm  on  the  subject;  the 
officer  of  long  standing,  and  years 
experience  in  the  country,  knows 
the  resd  case,  and  views  it  with  in- 
differenoe. 

Is  it  possible,  that  an  officer  of 
Ihe  long  experience  of  colonel 
Agnew,  theac^tttant-general,  infe- 
rior to  no  c^&aer  on  any  staff,  and 
superior  to  most  in  ability  and  in- 
telligence, could  propose  such  an 
order^  were  it  contrary  to  the  usage 
of  the  service,  was  it  an  innova- 
tion ? 

The  commander  in  chief  ab- 
stains from  present  remark  on  the 
policy  or  injury  of  the  principle ; 
but  justice  to  individuals,  as  well  as 
the  cause  of  truths  demands  the 
statement. 

The  following  extracts  of  letters 
will  assure  its  foundation.

*^  Sipce  the  general  orders  issued 
about  eight  years  ago,  the  marks  of 
case  have  been  generally  disconti- 
nued thsoughout  the  army  3  and  I 


am  oonfideotly  assttied,  thaCmeny 
instances  have  occurred  of  jutive 
.officers,  of  their  own  accord,  chas- 
tising sepoys  for  their  appearing  in 
the  ranks  so  distinguished."

"  Sir,^I  have  the  honor  to  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ter of  the  20th  instant ;  in  reply  to 
which,  I  beg  leave  to  inform  yosr 
excellency,  that  so  far  back  as  the 
year  1777,  Colonel  Edinton,  one  of 
the  best  officers  in  the  service,  to 
whose  battalion  (the  4th)  I  then 
belonged,  prohibited  the  wearing 
of  earrings,  when  on  duty,  or  mart» 
of  cast — ^it  was  complied  with, 
without  a  word  being  said,  as  it 
was  no  degradation  to  th^n,  in 
regard  to  the  casts,  they  having  it 
in  their  option  to  wear  both  earrings 
and  marlu  the  moment  they  were 
off  parade ;  large  earrings  is  not  a 
necessary  mark  of  cast-<--the  ears 
being  bored  is  quite  sufficient ;  nor 
is  it  a  crime  in  a  Hindoo  being 
without  a  mark,  fot  any  number 
of  days.  The  leaving  off  the  large 
earrings  and  marks  was  such  an 
improvement  to  the  native  soldier's 
appearance,  that  a  well*regalated 
corps  never  allowed  either. 

**  I  have  served  in  atven  diffisrent 
corps,  and  was  adjutant  to  two,  and 
I  declare  that  I  never  saw  either 
large  earrings,  or  oonspicoous  marks 
of  cast,  on  a  s^poy,  when  on  dnty^ 
since  the  period  above  mentioned ; 
nor  is  it  at  thi^  moment  adopted  in 
the  corps  i  oommand.«-Those  offi- 
cers with  whom  I  have  had  any 
conversation  on  the  above  sobjeci

"Sir,— I  have  had  the  honor  tore- 
ceive  yonr  letter  of  yesterday,  and 
have  to  inform  your  excellency, 
that  I  have  always  considered  it  as 
a  standing  regulation  of  the  native 
service,  and  to  the  best  of  my  recol- 
lection it  was  invariably  practised 
in  the  different  battalions  I  served 
in,  since  the  year  1783  >  namely, 
that  when  sepoys  were  paraded  for 
general  or  regimental  doty,  they 
always  appeared  clean  shaved  on 
the  chin,  without  the  marks  of  cast 
on  the  forehead,  or  earrings. 

''  At  exercise  of  a  rooming,  and 
at  evening  parades,  I  have  not  unfre- 
quently  seen  sepoys  permitted  to 
^11  in  with  the  different  marks  to 
denote  their  cast,  on  the  supposition, 
that  they  have  in  the  course  of 
tbe  day  attended  some  religioutf^ 
ceremony ;  but  I  have  ever  iiad  tbe 
idea,  that  in  the  majority  of  nati\'e 
corps  this  indulgence  was  not  per* 
mitred.

The  terms  '*  Innovations**  '•  Ob- 
noxious Orders"  have  still  further 
extent. — ^They  may  reach  the  entire 
dress  of  the  sepoy,  for  tbe  whole  is 
altei;^tiQii  or  innovation.  Twenty 
years  ago  the  sejioy  was  not  better 
dressed  or  equipped  than  the  pre- 
sent lascar  -g  at  this  day  the  native 
sddier,  except  m  a  turfcran  (wiiich  in 
nothing  is  Hke  a  real  turban,  and  as 
any  other,  **  tbe   prodoctk>ai   of 


fimcy/*  and  may  be  called  a  bat 
with  equal  aptitude  as  the  objected 
one)  and  the  black  complexion, 
which  cannot  be  altered,  is  scat-cely 
to  be  distinguished  from  the  £uro» 
pean.  It  is  the  prevailing  wish  in 
the  coast  army  to  assimilate  the  a^^ 
pearance  in  every  thing  practicable, 
and  each  successive  corps  raised 
goes  beyond  the  former  in  further 
sim'ditude,  and  the  last  formed,  (the 
Madras  fencibles)  are  distinguished 
by  feathers  and  pantaloons.  In  this 
ardour  of  introduction  the  com- 
mander in  chief-  found  this  army, 
and  ''  nothing  has  he  added  to  it." 
He  is  anxious  as  any  person  for  the 
£ureiK|niry,  if  the  practice  is  judi- 
cious ?— -if»  in  improved  appearance 
or  supposed  foundation  of  dicipline, 
the  aflection  of  the  army  may  not 
have  suffered  injury,and,  while  gain- 
ing a  shadow,  we  may  not  have 
weakened  a  real  substance  ? 

The  commander  in  chief  can 
easily  account  £ov  the  feeling  of  the 
officer's  mind  in  India  upon  the  in- 
convenience of  casts,  andtheaox-' 
iety  to  discard  their  appearance, 
underarms;  while  they  prevai],raili- 
tary  rank  and  subordination  almost 
cease  their  influence ;  the  private 
of  high  cast  will  not  permit  his  ofii- 
cer  of  inferior  cast  to  sit  down  be- 
fore him.  In  tlie  coast  army  all 
orders  and  casts  are  admitted ;  aiul 
the  pariah,  or  chuckler,  stands  inth« 
ranks  close  to  thesyed»  or  rajahpoot. 

The  functions  of  duty  are  also 
impeded,  and  the  nativ<^  soldier,- 
thoogh  under  arms,  if  casts  have  all 
their  force,  must  refiise  numerous 
orders.  It  is  alleged,  that  the  Mah- 
rattas  (Hindoos  too)  ai  e  the  best 
ntitivo  soldiers  in  India,  because  in 
the  field  they  are  prevailed  upon  to- 
abandon  the  more  injorions  efibct 
of  cast.  (l>

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The  event  at  VeIlor«  may  now 
stand  examination^  and  the  ques- 
tion be  fairly  resolved^  whether  the 
insurrection  of  the  two  native  corps 
that  composed  the  garrison,  arose 
from  a  mind^  alienated  from  the 
service  by  the  introduction  of  a 
turban,  and  other  orders,  *'  termed 
obnoxious/'  or  whether  the  act, 
with  all  its  horrors,  was  not  the 
fruit  of  deep-laid  artifice,  perhaps 
of  foreign  as  well  as  domestic 
growth,  to  destroy  the  British 
power,  and  to  raise  up  that  Moor- 
ish government,  which,  in  heredi- ' 
tary  hatred,  pursued  the  overthrow 
of  the  Englbh  dominion  and  exis- 
tence. 

To  appreciate  fairly  the  case,  it 
is  necessary  to  examine  all  the 
evidence  that  has  been  collected 
from  different  quarters.  What  has 
been  produced  goes  far  beyond  the 
information  admitted  by  the  com- 
mission at  Vellore  j  and  when  con- 
sidered must  establish,  a  stronger 
and  different  conclusion  than  re- 
sults from  their  defective  report.— 
If  the  testimony  has  wanted  the 
formality  of  an  oath,  every  man, 
who  knows  India,  will  disregard 
that  point ;  for  the  oath,  in  no  view, 
is  to  be  depended  upon,  but  truth 
is  alone  to  be  sought  through 
variety  of  evidence  and  circum- 
stances, and  the  exercise  of  saga- 
city and  judgment.  The  nature 
and  extent  of  the  oath  of  the  con- 
spirators, with  the  most  important 
iacts  that  have  come  to  knowledge, 
and  admitted  as  the  best  founda- 
tion to  rest  the  truth  upon,  will 
be  fbnnd  in  the  confession  of  the 
chief  conspirator,  Shaik  Cassim, 
evidence  not  received  by  the  com- 
mission. 

It'will  be  admitted,  *'  that  opposi- 
tion to  the  turban  first  appeared  at  • 
Vellore/*  that  at  no  other  station 


of  the  army,  where  it  was  prepar- 
ing, was  any  dissatisfaction,  or 
any  discontent,  to  be  observed. — 
To  this  hour,  throughout  the  ex- 
tended quarters  of  India,  the 
southern  division,  the  northerp,  the 
ceded  districts,  and  Mysore,  no 
discontent  has  been  discovered,  and 
many  regiments,  since  the  repeal, 
have  petitioned  to  wear  this  turban. 
Whenever  agitation  has  shewn  it- 
self, it  was  among  the  few  corps, 
who  had  connection  with  Vellore, 
from  late  residence ;  or  "it  was  in 
a  situation,"  (at  Hyderabad)  where 
the  same  spirit,  though  under  dif- 
ferent agency,  was  calculated  to 
produce  similar  efiects. 

It  was  necessary  to  remove  the 
mutinous  battalions  (the  2d  of  the 
4th)  from  Vellore,  and  another 
from  the  south  was  to  march  to  its 
relief.  The  corps  (the  2d  of  the 
23d)  fatally  composed  of  Polygars, 
and  the  relations  of  those  who  had 
fallen  by  the  sword,  or  civil  power, 
in  late  contests,  in  those  provinces, 
were  the  chief  perpetrators  of  the 
bloody  acts  that  ensued,  and  proved 
that  Vellore  early  matured  ibeir 
hostile  sentiment,

More  decided  means  had  been 
adopted  to  secure  the  minds  of  the 
native  commissioned  officers ;  and

It  appears  unnecessary  to  detail 

the   extensive  evidence^    that  the 

^much  is  known/'  upon  the  painful  family  of  Tippoo  took  an  open  ana 

subject  of  the  native  officers,  the    active  part  in  the  fatal  scene ;  that 


thus  dl  chance  was  remored  to 
enlighten  the  ignorant  Sepoy,  or 
avert  the  evil  effect  of  this  destruc- 
tive roachinatlon. 

(1)  At  this  period,  "when  so 


truth  of  then:  total  disaffection  and 
disloyalty,  in  the  two  corps,  that 
composed  the  garrison  of  Vellore, 
cannot  be  doubted.  It  may  be 
traced  from  the  earliest  period  con- 
nected with  the  event  J  and  their 
active  obstinacy  in  assertion,  that 
(he  turban  was  free  from  objection, 
or  created  no  dissatisfaction,  was 
in  the  truest  spirit  of  conspiracy, 
^nd  its  only  object  the  dire  event 
they  had  long  meditated. 

No  common  pains  can  have  pro- 
duced such  a  change  in  the  minds 
of  persons,  bred  and  elevated  to 
distinction  in  the  service  4  and  the 
"  enlightened  or  patriotic  inquirer" 
will  not  rest  satisfied  with  the  '^  in- 
dolent answer,*'  that  it  was  a  tur- 
ban, against  which  not  one  was 
to  espres&disapprobation,  or  orders, 
that  had  existed  for^  years  in  effect, 
that  could,  in  so  short  period,  (2) 
drive  these  men  to  the  complicated 
charge  of  guilt  and  treachery,  in 
which  they  now  stand.  They  were 
the  native  officers  (3)  of  the  two 
battalions  of  the  1st  regiment,  that 
met  on  the  glacis  of  Vellore,  and 
determined  on  the  opposition  to  the 
turban^  (4)  before  they  had  seen  it  -, 
and  it  was  a  subadar  of  the  4th 
regiment  that  incited  the  grena- 
dier to  the  same  insubordination;  (3) 
under  the  same  ignorance,  and  the 
whole,  with  shnilar  evil  spirit,  as 
appeared  in  the  1st  regiment  to  the 
latest  moment,  declared  the  corps 
free  from  discontent  on  the  tubject 


the  most  confidential  persons  in  the 
palace  had  been  employed  in  (6) 
negotiation  and  direct  hostility. 
The  guilt  of  two  sons  is  established, 
and  their  murderous  intentions  left 
without  a  doubt.  The  plot  had 
pearly  succeeded  to  its  full  extent, 
and  it  appears,  in  a  species  of  wild 
Asiatic  arrangement,  that  only  the 
body  of  (7)  lieutenant-colonel  Mar- 
riott, the  paymaster  to  the  family, 
who,  in  unaccountable  mystery, 
was  to  be  suffered  to  exist  the  last 
European,  was  wanting  to  be  pro- 
duced to  Moiz-Ud-Deen,  before 
he  was  to  issue  from  the  palace,  and 
display  his  person.  ^ 

The  concealment  of  all  this  plot 
may  be  deenaed  wonderful.  An 
oath  was  administered  to  hundreds 
—•the  terms  were  singular  in  their 
nature—  "  Secrecy"  •'  a  determi- 
nation not  to  wear  the  turban," — 
and  "to  destroy  all  Europeans," 
and  re-establish  the  Mussulman 
government.— The  first  and  last 
articles  are  perfectly  understood  ' 
in  fatal  connection,  but  tlie  intro- 
duction of  the  other  only  proves 
the  wicked  ingenuity  of  die  projec- 
tors J  for,  while  secrecy  prevailed, 
any  objection  to  the  turban  lay 
clormant.  How  could  its  adoption 
be  countermanded  ? 

It  will  scarcely  be  credited  at  a 
future,  time,  that  but  one  person, 
the  idithful  Sepoy,  Mustapha  Beg, 
whom  the  native  officers  represent- 
ed to  the  commanding  officer  as 
insane.

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•hoald  be  feand  to  give 
hdonmalkm,  and  that  none  of  tbe 
satborities  that  ruled  over  Vd- 
lore,  or  itspottah,  '' the  Gomman- 
dant/' ''  the  paymaster  of  stipends/* 
or  ''  collector/*  (for,  by  late  regn- 
latioD  all  had  joint,  wheie,  for 
•ecority,  there  should  hare  been 
but  one  sway)  had  asuigk  fatth- 
iiil  adherent  to  watch  the  design, 
or  report  the  meetings  of  the  con- 
spirators. It  is  even  stated  in  evi- 
dence,(l)  amid  the  numerous  bands 
of  the  family  of  Tippoo,  collected 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and 
resident  in  the  pottah,  there  were 
five  hundred  persons  in  reguiar  pay. 
Thus  the  extraordinary  liberality 
and  munificence  of  the  Brit'ish  go- 
vemnoent,  with  indulgence  to  the 
same  extent,  became  instruments 
towards  their  own  destruction. 

An  agitation  that  arose  at  Wal* 
bjahbad,  subsequent  to  the  mutiny 
at  Vellore,  demands  the  next  atten- 
tion ;  accounts  of  a  very  alarming 
but  still  general  nature,  were  re- 
ceived from  lieuteoaut-col.  Lang, 
who  commanded  a  force  of  three 
baltalioos,  assembled  at  that  station 
for  exercise;  the  commander  in 
chief  thought  it  necessary  to  repair 
to  that  quarter,  that  the  promptest 
-measures  might  be  efiected,  or  the 
xequisite  investigation  pursued. 

It  would  only  increase,  unneces- 
aarily,  the  lei^h.  of  this  account, 
to  describe  the  detail  of  the  trans- 
action, (2)  or  inquiry,  that  took 
places  it  appeared  to  tbecoromander 
in  chief,  that  real  cause  of  alarm 
bad  never  existed,  that  undet  the 
unfavourable  impression  thatpre- 
vailed,  apprehension  was  very 
aaturid ;  but  that  representation  had 
been  much  exa^erated,  and  that 
CMoal  expressions  from  individuals

Justice,  and  die  spirit  of  000- 
ciliatioa  and  confideoNDe,  requited, 
that  some  irregular  proceed'mgs  in 
one  of  the  battalions  (3)  should  be 
passed  over,  and  beyooid  the 'sepa- 
ration of  the  corps,  it  did  Tot  seem- 
necessary,  or,  indeed,  practicable 
to  extend  punishment.  The  occur- 
rence at  Wallajahbad  is  no  further 
remarkable,  than  that  the  three 
corps  that  composed  the  force, 
had  direct  connection  with  Vellore} 
the  2d  battalion  of  the  Uth  regi- 
ment were  raised  principally  at 
Vellore,  and  the  other  two,  the 
1st  battalion  of  the  23d,  and  the 
2d  battalion  of  the  1st,  were  bat- 
t^ions  of  the  same  regiments  that 
formed  the  late  unhappy  garrison. 
It  cannot  be  omitted,  that  upon 
the  investigations  which  were  por- 
soed  at  Wallajahbad,  the  sttse 
indifference,  in  action,  and  the 
same  silence  prevailed  on  the  part 
of  the  native  officers;  and  that, 
if  no  information  could  be  ob- 
tained, (4)  it  arouse  from  their  appa- 
rent and  decided  resolution  to  with- 
hold all  intelligence. 

Information  was  given  here  by 
sthold  subadarof  cavalry,  that  dis- 
affection had  crept  into  the  cavalry, 
and  he  named  some  regiments  as 
liable  to  great  suspicion;  (5)  those 
that  had  been  quartered  at  Anxx, 
and  near  the  scene  of  general  se- 
duction at  Vellore,  were  chiefly 
mentioned;  such  communication 
appeared  to  the  commander  in 
chief  of  the  highest  interest,  and 
he  laid  the  account  before  govein- 
ment  in  a  nnnute,(6)  (to  whidi  b* 
begs  to  refer)  in  the  secret  man*

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tier,  *o  delicate  a  concern  demand- 
ed. An  extraordinary  erabarras9- 
ment  attends  the  evidence  ;  at  the 
time  the  sObadar,  Secuuder  Khan> 
a  man  of  the  most  respectable 
appearance  and  pretension,  gave 
the  intelligence,  information  was 
transmitted  to  colonel  Montre«or, 
at  Hyderabad^  that  he  was  a  man 
of  the  most  dangerous  character, 
and  known  disloyalty  $  and  that  all 
his  actions  should  be  watched. 
His  information  respecting  the 
cavalry  has  by  no  means  been  con- 
firoMd,  but  still  there  were  alarm* 
ing  points  in  his  intelligence^  that 
are  known  to  be  the  truth>  and  cor* 
respond  entirely  with  the  cpnfes- 
sjon  of  the  chief  conspirator  at 
Vellore,  Shaik  Cassim.  It  is  pos- 
'  sible,  that  this  man^  conscious  of 
bis  guilt,  and  even  apprehending 
the  .information  against  his  own 
character,  became  informer  to 
screen  himself  j  since  that  period 
be  has  become  reserved  and  &ilent, 
and  seems  to  wish  to  weaken  even 
fits  own  intelligence. 

Whatever  related  to  the  cavalry, 
or  the  general  name  of  Moorman, 
from  the  earliest  moment,  gave  the 
commander  in  chief  the  greatest 
inquietude ;  for  while  it  was  the 
common  conversation,  that  it  was 
a  Moorish  plot,  to  restore  the  m  us- 
sulman  government, (l)  it  could  not 
escape  reflection^  that  the  regi- 
ments of  cavalry  are  nearly  all  of 
that  description;  and  the  apprehen- 
sion of  imprudence  on  this  point, 
became  so  strong,  that  the  com* 
mander  in  chief  privately  addressed 
the  general  and  commanding  offi- 
cers, to  suppress  as  much  as  pos«- 
•  ftible  such  dangerous  language. 

Uneasy  sensations  were  expe- 
rienced at  the  presidency,  and 
suspicion  «n|ertained  upon  the  con- 


duct and  disposition  of  the  tw^ 
corps,  that  formed  the  garrison  of 
Fort  St.  (reorge.  The  commander 
in  chief  cannot  determine,  whether 
the  apprehensions,  which  proceed- 
ed to  great  extent,  were  founded 
or  otherwise,  as  he  was  absent ;  but 
if  just,  they  must  be  imputed  to 
the  poison  of  Vellore,  for  the  two 
battalions,  2d  of  the  4th  regimentj 
and  Ist  of  the  22d,  had  been  sta- 
tioned in  that  quarter,  within  th« 
last  six  months;  atid  without 
doubt  exposed  to  ail  the  artifices 
of  that  place.  Except  i^//ortf,  W«/- 
lajahbad,  and  thepresu/eTz^y,  univer- 
sal good  order  and  satisfaction  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  whole  of  the 
territoiy  of  Fort  St.  George,  in 
the  army,  and  the  turban,  and 
'*  obnoxious  orders"  nevxjr  wer« 
mentioned^ 

The  remaining  instance  is  the 
imputed  design  of  the  subsidiary 
force,  at  Hyderabadj  in  foreign 
dominion^  to  have  acted  the  sams 
dreadful  scene,  as  took  place  at 
Vellore. 

To  the  latest  period  the  com- 
mander in  chief  received  the  most 
favourable  reports  from  colonel 
Montresor,(2)  the  commanding 
officer,  of  the  discipline,  the  sub- 
ordination, the  harmony,  that 
prevailed;  nothing  led  to  t^e  most 
distant  suspicion,  that  any  dissatis- 
fac^tion  existed ;  at  once,  as*  subse- 
quent reports  confirm,  the  most 
mutinous  spirit  broke  forth,  and 
accident,  or  judicious  measures, 
seem  to  have  averted  the  calamity 
of  Vellore.  Proof  may  yet  bi 
wanting  to  establish  the  Connecticut 
that  subsisted,  but  coinciden- 
bes  are  too  strong  in  dates,  and 
circumstances,  in  every  fair  reasQn« 
ing  upon  the  subject,  to  admit  th« 
doubt^  but  that  similar  artifices  had 

beea

in  the  camp,  nnusual  intercourse 
of  the  most  dangerous  characters 
with  the  battalion  attempted,  all 
prove,  that  some  general  object 
was  in  agitation,  and  at  this  mo- 
ment the  extent  of  design  or  dan- 
ger then  frustrated,  is  not  known, 
but  still  requires  active  and  cautious 
inrestigation. 

At  Hyderabad  the  painful  points 
of  the  native  officers  come  for- 
ward in  a  shape,  and  with  a  fon?e, 
that  truly  demands  the  most  in- 
teresting attention.(l)  llje  com- 
manding officer,  cokinel  Moi>tre- 
sor,  has  invariably  stated  hrs  opi- 
nion, that  the  alarms  and  agitation 
that  have  so  recently  di^racted  the 
subsidiary  force,  have  been  insti- 
gated by  tliese  persons  ;  and  though 
he  failed  to  obtain  required  proofs, 
in  conjunction  with  the  opinion  of 
the  resident,  he  had  been  obliged 
to  send  away  to  MasuHpatam,  in 
confinement^  three  native  officers^  of 
whose  complicated  guilf  no  doubt

Ihe  comooander  in  diief  has 
lately  Ifiid  before  government,  a 
letter  transmitted  to  him  by  colo- 
nel Montresor^  (2)  the  authenticity 
of  which  he  does  not  seem  to 
doubt,  from  the  principal  of  those 
native  officers,  addressed  to  the 
Dtzam,  which,  if  true,  coramuii- 
cates  disafifection,  and  the  most  san» 
guinaiy  design  on  the  part  of  the 
native  officers  of  that  lorce^  to  an 
extent  most  alarming  >  and 
wifth  it  other  rejections  that  1 
apprehension  in  a  diflereat  qoar* 


In  several  minutes  the  oommao- 
der  in  chief  has  expressed  his  per* 
suasion,  that  in  the  late  oomoio- 
tion,  the  object  of  om*  enemiet 
has  bee^  to  corrapt  the  native  offi* 
cers,  and,  by  securing  their  co-ope* 
.ration,  they  well  knew,  that  the 
ignorant  multitude  wotild  be  de> 
luded  into  any  belief. 

It  remains  yet  to  be  discovered, 
what  have  been  the  exact  sources 
of  tlie  general  misi^presentatioa 
that  is  abroad^  whether  they  are 
of  domestic  or  fore't^  origin,  or 
perhaps  an  united  eifort ;  btrt  a 
revivalofMuBsulman  ptTwer  seems  to 
be  the  object;  and  with  this  in  view 
it  has  been  a  wise,  but  fatal  policy 
to  seduce  the  native  officers,  the 
majority  of  whom,  it  has  long  been 
the  practice  of  this  army  to  select 
from  that  faith,  and  their  seduc- 
tion on  that  account  the  easier  to 
be  accomplished.

object  of  the  present  dispatch  to 
England.  It  appears  to  rise  out  of 
the  subject,  that  some  general 
opinions  should  be  annexed  opos 
the  state  of  the  countiy,  that  , 
our  rulers  at  home  may  know  how 
far  real  improvement  has  taken 
place,  and  whether  the  ^order  of 
things,,  in  this  part  of  India^  is 
amended  by  the  variety  of  late  re- 
gulations. 

As  a  stranger,  the  commander  in 
chief  cannot  feel  himself  compe- 
tent to  deliver  an  opinion ;  but,  in 
zeal  for  the  public  advantage,  hd 
may  be  permitted  to  state  the  pre- 
vailing sentiments  of  others,  the 
most  moderate,  and  mnst  expe- 
rienced in  the  society  of  this  presi- 
dency. 

The  general  belief  is,  (it  may 
not  yet  have  reached  the  govehi- 
roent)  that    the  condition  of  the 
people  is  not  as  happy  as  it  was; 
that  their  own  arrangements,  their 
own  in-stitutions,  pleased  them  bet^^ 
ter  than    our    regulations.      It  is 
reasoned,  with  apparent  force,  that 
slaves,  as  they  are,  to  their  own 
customs  and  habits,  in  every  triflb 
of  their  lives,  the  introduction  of 
all  our  systems  (which  it  is  vain 
to  make  them  comprehend)  alamos 
and  annoys  them,  and  they  view 
them  only  as  preparatory  to  greater 
innovations,  which  may  extend  t6 
every  circumstance  that  surrounds 
them.     It  is  said,  while  the  trea- 
sures of  the  state  are  expended  on 
judicial  establishnaents,  txtronghout 
countries  without  distinction,wliere 
even  military  force,  at  times,  is 
unable   to  preserve  subjection,  it 
would  be  better  to  enquire  into  tha 
state  of  the  inhabitants,  and  regu- 
late the  means  of  subsistence ;  that 
the  numerous  dependants,  on  for- 
mer

It  will  be  found,  that  bis  first 
object  was  to  discover  and  protect 
imiocence)  but  that  be  ^  never  lost 
tight  of  the  necessary  vindication 
of  the  crimes,  that  equally  out- 
raged humanity,  and  violated  every 
principle  of  fidelity  and  discipline. 
Such  is  the  undislinguished  mass  of 
guilr,(2)  that,  were  an  amnesty  to 
take  etfect,  it  would  bring  back  into 
the  ranks  wretches,  co\'ered  with 
blood,  who  must  look  those  sur- 
viving officers  in  the  face  they 
attempted,  but  coufld  not  destroy. 

Inijocency  has  iwt  been  discover- 
able, except  in  a  few  solitary  in- 
stances ;  the  prisoners  are  chiefly 
those,  who  only  cease4  tl^eir  mur- 
der and  plunder  at  the  moment  of 
fliglit,  and  the  native  general  Court 
raanial  now  engaged  upon  the 
trials,  (3)  are  the  most  forward  to 
express  their  sense  of  the  general 

foilt,  and  to  press  for  bani^ment. 
uch  was  the  general  sentiment  at 
first ;  and  from  the  hour  the  inten- 
tion was  altered,  difficulty  has 
increased  upon  every  deliberation. 

To  the  proposed  conhnemeiit 
iht  commander  in  chief  dissents 
HI  the  most  solemn  nianner  5  even 
impunity,  with  all  its  risque,  is  pre- 
ferable ; — while  it  continues,  mu- 
tual malevolence  will  never  cease ; 
the  Europ«»an  and  the  sepoy  never 
can  be  friends.  It  will  supply  a 
perpetual  thencie  of  fatal  considera- 
tion) and  *'  termination  and  obli- 
rion,"  '*  terms  so  highly  prized," 
and  in  the  fropt  of  all  proceedings, 
can  never  have  existence. 

The  commander  in  chief  has 
pow  detailed,  with  as  much  brevity 
as  the  case  would  permit,  the  seve- 
ral circumstances  that  actuate  the 
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met  power,  and  ancient  establish- 
roent,  the  crowds  of  Moormen, 
in  the  different  provinces,  uneni- 
.plojed>  may  not  remain  in  distress, 
and  continue  to  excite  discontent. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  country 
do  not  comprehend  the  convulsion 
at  present  before  their  eyes  j  with- 
in their  shortest  remembrance, 
military  establishment  and  control 
attracted  all  their  attention  ^  they 
understood  and  felt  its  origin,as  con- 
genial to  their  own  notion  of  autho- 
rity 3  at  present  they  view  a  different 


this  ardour  ?  Apprehensioa  of 
the  design  untversdly  prevails, 
however  difficult  to  account  for  it> 
and  if  the  pursuit  be  continued,  or 
the  suspicion  sobered  to  gain  far- 
ther ground,  our  existence  in  th« 
country  is  at  stake. 

A.  paper  of  this  nature  cannot 
well  close  without  some  general 
remark  on  the  situation  of  the 
army  (i)  on  this  establishment 
In  the  minutes  the  commander  in 
chief  has  occasionally  laid  before 
government,  in  different  shapes,  he 


order  of  things,  and  in  the  place    has  given  hi^  opinion  on  defects  that 
of  the  old  and^experienced  officer,    appeared,  anu  proposed  measures 


to  whom  they  have  long  looked  up 
with  respect,  they  see  his  power 
and  ascendency  passed  away,  and 
the  youthful  inexperienced  judge, 
or  boyish  collector,  occupy  all, 
and  more  than  his  former  place. 
In  England  such  institutions  are 
right,  are  suited  to  the  civilization 
and  felicity  of  that  incomparable 
land  }  but  in  India,  where  nothing 
is  alike,  it  seems  visionary,  to  order 
all  things  to  be  the  same,  and  it  is 
feared  will  only  prove  the  goodness 
»t'  the  intention. 

The  people  of  India  must  be 
left  to  find  happiness  in  their  own 
way,  and  our  attention  directed  to 
tlie  security  of  our  own  "  singular 
iituation,*'  and  the  general  advan- 
tage of  the  state. 

In  the  range  of  desired  improve- 
ment, philanthropy  and  religion, 
cannot  fail  to  make  a  person  wibh  to 
see  Christianity  extended  >  but 
what  danger  will  not  follow  from 


of  improvement;  before  his  de- 
parture it  wUl  behisdnty  toenlatge 
upon  the  subject  to  the  utmost  of 
his  ability. 

What  seems  to  require  imme- 
diate attentions,  is  the  augmentation 
of  the  number  of  European  offi- 
cers to  the  native  corps.  To 
establish,  by  a  more  powerful  incen- 
tive than  the  doubtful  effect  of 
a  common  order^  a  better  com- 
munication, and  more  intercourse 
between  the  European  officer  and 
the  native  soldier ;  to  promote  the 
attainment  of  the  native  langw^et 
by  every  encouragement  and  re- 
ward >  and  to  consider  ''  well**  the 
situation  of  the  native  officer  in 
pur  service,  whether,  placed  as 
such  in  his  own  corps,  iu  th^ 
enjoyment  of  that  respect  and 
confidence  due  to  the  appellation  or 
rank  of  officer,  (2)  and  without 
hope  of  further  elevation  or  emo- 
lument, his  mind  may  not  natu-

other  objects  than  fidelity^  or  the 
advantage  of  our  cause. 

These  considerations,  or  rather 
their  execution^  may  require  time ; 
but  the  augmentation  of  the  esta- 
blishment of  officers,  ('*  in  effect/* 
not  one  third  of  his  majesty's  ser- 
vice) and  the  full  supply  of  va- 
cancies, (for  there  has  not  been 
an  ensign  for  some  ^ears)  can  be 
DO  question,  and  press  for  imme- 
idate  adoption. 

The  last  and  roost  important 
point  is  the  loss  of  the  regimental 


officers  of  rank  and  experience, 
called  away  itrom  their  corps  to 
fill  the  numerous  staff  situations, 
and  other  -  employments.  Every 
officer  of  talent,  or  consideration, 
bends  his  mind  to  this  attainment, 
and  generally  succeeds  $  his  place 
cannot  be  supplied  either  in  ability 
or  real  efficiency,  (for  he  cannot 
be  placed  on  half-pay,  as  would  be 
the  case  in  his  majesty's  service) 
and  the  regiment,  and  all  the  con* 
duct  of  it,  must  suffer  in  propor** 
tion.

It  is  lately,  ,  only, 
that  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of 
observing  the  article,  under  the 
title  of  "  the  singular  caiie  of  Ulee 
Moohummud,"  which,  in  page 
148  of  the  Miscellaneous  Tracts, 
ID  your  Volume  for  the  year  1805, 
has  been  introduced,  through  the 
respectable  medium  of  your 
valuable  and  much-admired 
repertory,  to  the  belief  of  the 
world. 

2.  Beyond  the  motives  of 
common  justice  to  any  individual, 
and  charity  to  the  character  of  a 
dead  one,  the  reputation  of  the 
body  of  Europeans  in  India  seems 
to  demand,  that  an  imputation, 
so  grossly  disgraceful  as  a  neg- 
lectful, supine  indifierence  in  any 
the  most  trifling  instance,,  to  the 
dignity  of  the  national  colours, 
should  not  pass  unnoticed,  and 
that  the  understanding  and  sen- 
timents of  then:  countrymen,  at 
home,  should  not  be  left  to  strug- 


gle with  so  preposterous  an  im- 
pression against  them,  as  that  a 
circumcised  plet)eian  of  India,  and 
a  Mohammedan  emperor  of  Ma« 
rocco,  taught,  by  their  tenets  of 
faith  to  detest  and  despi$9 
christian  prosperity  and  glory, 
should  feel  a  degree  of  concern 
and  affiictiop  for  the  dishonour  of 
the  British  flag,  to  which  the 
sensation  of  Britons  were  callous, 
or  altogether  dead !  Forbid, 
great  genius  of  our  isle !  that  the 
bosoms  of  any  of  thy  sons  should 
be  poisoned  with  such  foul, 
unfriendly  prepossession  against 
their  brethren,  who  are  not  the 
less  patriotically  devoted  to  th^ 
honour  and  interests  of  their 
nation,  because  the  scene  of  their 
services  is  in  a  distant  part  of  its 
empire.

than  most  pardons,  of  combating 
the  misrepresentations  of  the 
narrative  now  adverted  to,  impelled 
by  duty,  without  a  liberty  of 
choice,  to  come  forward  widi  such 
docwnents,  in  refutation  thereof, 
as  f  have  by  me,  and  am  sanc- 
tiooed  in  the  -use  of;  and,  in 
fequesting  of  you,  that  they  may

Seton,  had  sent  for  the  oificer  of 
his  body  guard  of  regulars,  who, 
then,  wa^  captain  Marston,  of  his 
majesty's  86th  regiment,  and  he 
arrived  time  enough  to  see  so 
mpch  of  this  mutiny,  as  to  induce 
bini  strongly  to  recommend  to  Mr.

15.  In  this  ship  he  was  brought 
back  to  Bombay  ;  and,  when  an- 
nounced in  the  list  of  passengers, 
nobody  could  discover  who  he  was  j 
the  captain  could  not  tell ;  no  advi- 
ces explained,  and  Ulee  Moohum- 
mud  himself  mniutained,  on  every 
interrogation,  most  inflexible  mys- 
tery and  reserve  ;  until,  by  impor- 
tant stress  upon  the  distinguished 


subject  of  the  tale,  which  Ulee 
Moohummud  had  circulated  before 
he  went  to  England,  and  of  which 
copies  existed  in  two  petitions  in 
the  office  of  the  governor's  private 
secretary,  presented  so  far  back  as 
tiie  month  of  July,  1S02,  during  the 
governor's  residence  at  Surat.  (4) 

17.  These  petitions  of  Ulee 
Moohummud  rested  his  apology 
for  his  mutinous  conduct  on  the 
simple  plea  already  described,  with- 
out any  of  the  amplifications  which 
apf>earin  Mr.  Gilchrist's  exposition, 
taken,  as  he  informs  the  world, 
'•  nearly  in  the  words  used  by  Ulee 
Moohummud,  while  siatiug  the 
case  verbally  in  Hiodostanee  10 
him."(5)

and  the  sounding  words  of  "guard," 
"  standard  bearers,"  "  untarnished 
banners,"  and  "  honour  of  the 
King's  colours,"  convey  a  magnifi- 
cence of  character,  in  the  persons 
and  equipment  of  this  exaggerated 
drama,  which  did  not  exist.  Ulee 
Moobummud,  and  all  the  Peons^ 
were  of  that  description  of  common 
peeadu,  wearing  swotds,  who 
serve  in  this  country  as  footmen  to 
those  who  want  them,  of  whatever 
nation  and  whatever  class.  The 
standard  bearers  were  two  of  these 
peons,  who  ran  with  the  little  pro- 
cession flags }  oaths  of  allegiance. 


either  to  the.  King  or  company, 
none  of  them  had  taken  ;  for  they 
were  not  soldiers  enlisted  under  the 
articles  bf  war,  as  Mr.  Gilchrist's 
prefatory  address  to  Edward  Cooke, 
Esq.  gives  room  to  suppose  ;  and, 
as  to  tighting,  they  were  not  retain- 
ed as  a  guard,  for  the  chief  always 
had  one  furnished  from  the  regulars.

He  has  two  tubs  of  a  oommoa 
ahape,  the  diameter  at  the  surface 
32  inchea,  and  26  inches  at  the  bot- 
tom, their  depth  25  inches ;  and 
two  vessels  of  thin  copper  tinned, 
which  are  placed  in  these  tubs. 
Their  diameters;  at  top  are  25^ 
inches,  bottom  24  j  thetr  depth  is 
23|  inches.  He  has  also  two  ves- 
tels  of  the  stime  substance,  which  be

are  salt  ftetfo  and  sal  anameniac;  the 
proportions  are  equal  quantities  of 
each,  as  ascertained  by  Mr.  Wal* 
ker,  and  in  the  proportton  of  6lb« 
of  each  Sobatance  to  1 61b.  of  water  $ 
he  has  taken  Mr.  Walker's  pr<>por- 
tioQs  lor  granted,  as  the  best.  lo 
the  hottest  season  of  the  year>  when 
the  thermometer  at  night  is  90,  and 
aland  wind  blows,  water,  which 
has  been  exposed  in  the  cooEtaoa 
earthen  porous  pots  used  at  Madras, 
and  throughout  the  Carnatic,  will  be 
about  10  degrees  below  the  heat  of 
the  atooospbere,  and  be  80  degrees 
by  keeping  the  sal  ammoniac  pound- 
ed in  metal  vessels ;  and  in  water 
contained  in  earthen  porous  vessels, 
these  substances  will  be  cooled  to . 
the  same  degree  ;  the  vessels  B,  and 
tinned  vessels  BO  and  ^,  are  to  finish 
the  process  ;  he  therefore  wishes  to 
have  thesn  as  cool  as  possible  in  the 
first  instance,  and  he  puts  water, 
which  is  10  degrees  colder  than  the 
atmosphere,  into  the  wooden  ves- 
sel B,  at  the  commenoement  of  the ' 
operation ;  the  same  noay  also  be 
dene  with  the  wooden  vessel  A.  In 
the  vety  hot  weather  he  always 
prefers  four  operations,  beginoing 
tlie  fifst  with  his  evaporated  sub* 
stances  as  follows  :-^Put  into  the 
tinned  vessel  A,  five  of  the  tin 
vessels,  eaqh  containing  l61b.  of 
good  water ;  p«t  into  the  tinned  ve»* 
sel  E,  seven  tin  vessels  each  coa*  ^ 
taining  l61b.  of  good  water,  the 
purer  and  freer  from  air  or  salt  the 
better,  put  into  each  of  these  tinned 
vessels  A  andB50lh.  of  old  stuffy 
that  is  sal  ammoniac  and  salt  petre, 
once  used  and  evaporated,  and 
aboot  90  or  g6\b.  of  water^as  madi 
water  as  will  admit  the  circular  mo« 
tion  to  take  ptace  without  any 
chance  ot  injartng  the  purity  of  the 
water  in  the  five  vessels  in  A,  and 
the -seven  vessels  tn  B  ;  in  the  fiitt 
operation,  instead  of  old  stuff,  he 
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uses  the  same  quantity  of  salt  petre. 
Id  about  two  hours  the  water  in  the 
small  vessels  and  the  cooling  oiix- 
ture  are  at  an*  equilibriam  of  heat ; 
he  then  takes  out  the  water  from 
the  wooden  vessel  B,  and  sut>stitates 
the  cool  mixture  which  has  been  in 
the  tinned  vessel  B.  He  takes  out 
as  speedily  as  possible  the  5  vessels 
of  water  from  the  tinned  vessel  A 
and  pats  them  into  the  liBoed  ves- 
sel B>  and  to  this  80lb.  of  water  he 
adds  25lb.  of  pounded  sal  ammoniac 
and  2dlb.  of  pounded  salt  petre^  the 
change  takes  about  5  minutes,  and 
this  operation  requires  one  hour  and 
three  quarters  -, .  when  he  has  taken 
the  water  vessels  out  of  the  tinned 
%'essel  A,  he  puts  the  salt  petre  and 
sal  ammoniac,  being  lolb.  of  each, 
for  the  last  operation,  into  the  tin- 
ned vessel  A,  to  be  made  cool,  and 
he  also  puts  the  substances  he  means 
to  freeze  into  the  same  vessel  for 
the  same  purpose  ;  at  the  end  of  an 
hour  and  three  quarters  he  draws  off 
the  water  from  the  wooden  vessel 
B,  and  replaces  it  by  the  salts  and 
water  in  the  tinned  vessel  B.  He 
then  takes  out  five  of  the  water  ves- 
sels out  of  the  tinned  vessel  B>  and 
pours  the  contents  into  the  tinned 
vessel  B  5  ]^e  also  adds  the  same 
quantities  of  salt  petre  and  sal  am- 
moniac as  before,  being. 251b.  of 
each ;  he  takes  the  two  vessels  con- 
taining lOlb.  of  salts  from  the  tin- 
ned vessel  A,  and  places  them  in 
the  tinned  vessel  B.  He  also  takes 
out  all  the  vesselsoontaining  the  sub- 
stances tobe  ^ozen,  and  places  them 
in  the  tinned  vessel  B.  The  tinned 
vessel  B  then  contains  two  vessels 
of  water,  two  of  salts,  and  all  the 
intended  ices.  This  operation  takes 
lilso  one  hour  and  three  quarters ; 
and  at  the  end  of  that  time  there  are 
lai^e  quantities  of  ice  above  half  an 
inch  thick  in  the  two  wat^  vessels, 


and  he  believes  the  ices  are  nearly 
frozen.  At  this  period  lie  takes  out 
the  apparatus  which  gives  the  circu- 
lar motion,  and  places  the  vessel  C 
and  D  in  the  vessel  B,  he  always 
puts  the  vessel  D  into  the  last  mix- 
ture in  B,  to  make  it  as  cool  as  ice. 
befi>reheputs  the  last  mixture  in 
it ;  he  then  puts  into  the  vessel  D 
all  his  vessels  containing  ices,  and 
puts  among  them  lOib.  of  salt  petre 
and  lOlb.  of  sal  anunoniac,  and 
pours  out  the  water  from  the  two 
vessels,  and  the  ice  which  they  con- 
tain, in  D :— D  then  contains  32lb, 
of  water  and  ice,  and  20lb.  of  salt 
petre  and  sal  ammoniac  in  equal 
quantities,  and  all  the  tin  tubes. 
Mr.R.  then  turns  them  gently  round; 
this  operation  will  be  completed  in 
one  hour  and  three  quarters,  and 
the  ice  ready  for  use.  None  of  the 
changes,  if  properly  done,  take 
more'thao  five  minutes, 

Rbmarks. — It  is  to  be  observed 
that  the  salts  once  used  may  be  eva- 
porated-to  dryness,  but  they  no  lon- 
ger possess  the  same  power  of  pro- 
ducing cold,  as  they  lose  one-fourth 
of  their  effect  -,  l6  parts  of  water  by 
weight,  and  5  of  sal  ammoniac  and 
5  of  salt  petre,  will  reduce  the  tem- 
perature 40d^reesj  but  when  dieae 
substances  are  re-produced  in  a 
joint  body  after  solution,  they  only 
reduce  the  temperature  30  degrees. 
In  the  course  of  the  evaporation  and 
exsiccation  there  are  some  very  ca- 
rious phenomena  which  will  not 
escape  the  attentive  chemist,  and 
which  he  will  find  it  very  difficult 
to  account  for ;  the  subject  is  wor- 
thy of,  and  requires  much  investi- 
gation ;  he  win  also  perceive  a  very 
considerable  diminution  in  the 
quantities  of  the  salts  which  he  has 
re-produced  by  evaporation  which 
he  will  very  easily  account  for.

PONGAL,    by  TeROOVERCADOO  MOOTIAH. 


BiFORB  explaining  the  origin  of 
Pongal,  an  anniversary  feast  of 
the  Hindoos^  which  it  is  cu- 
rious to  know,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  say  something  of  their  compu- 
tation of  the  periods  of  time,  by 
way  of  preambles,  as  follows  ;— 

A  twinkling  of  the  eye  is  by 
them  denominated  Nemasha;*  15

■ha-varsha,  that  is,  a  huitian  year, 
or  a  year  of  mortals.  Witness 
Veshnoo  Pooranua,  Book  2.

A  human .  year  is  a  day  and  a 
night  of  Devas  or  Gods — 360 
human  years  make  one  Devar-

from  Ashadha  or  Audee  (i.  e.  July) 
and  ending  Margasera  or  Margalec 
(i.  e.  December),  are  called  Dache- 
nayana  :  which  is  a  night  of  Gods* 
Ottarayana  is  so  called,  because 
the  sun  passes  through  160  degrees 
of  the^ecliptic,  in  course  of  the  first 
six  months  of  a  year,  beginning  his 
northern  rpad>  Dutcbenayana  it 
so  called  because  the  sun  passes 
through  180  degrees  of  the  eclip* 
tic,  iu  course  of  the  last  six  months, 
beginning  his  southern  road;  or^ 
in  other  words,  Ottarayana  begins 
in  the  winter  solstice,  and  Datche-* 
nayana  in  the  summer  one.  Th* 
end  of  Ottarayana  coincides  with 
the  beginning  of  Datchenayana* 
Witness  Goloscandha  in  Arayab« 
hata  Siddanta. 

It  is  observable,  that  the  sun's 
stay  in  Sagittarius  is  the  morning 
twilight  of  Gods ;-—  his  star  in 
Capricornus,  their  morning ;— hi» 
stay  in  Aquarius  and  Fiscis  their 
f<^enoon  ;~his  stay  in  Ariea  their 
mid-day ) — his  stay  in  Taurus  and 
Gemini  their  afternoon  ;— his  stay 
in  Cancer  and  I^eo,  theirevening  ;— 
and  hia  stay  in  Virgo,  Libra^  and 
Scorpio  their  night. 

It  is  also  bb^rvable,  that  on 
the  llth  lunar  day  of  the  Indian 
May  or  Jpne,  the  God  Veshnoo 
is  said  to  repose  on  the  serpentine 
bed  of  Adesesha,  in  the  milky 
fkcean,  which  is  calle^  Sayanaya* 
cadasee;  that  on  the  llth  lunar 
day  of  the  Indian  July  or  Augusc, 
the  slumbering  Ve&hnoo  is  said  to 

turn

yacadaaee  -,  and,  that  on  the  11  th 
lunar  day  of  the  Indian  December 
or  January,  the  gates  of  Sirargaloca, 
the  celestial  mansion  of  £ndra, 
ruler  of  the  good  spirits,  are  said 
to  be  kept  open  for  the  reception 
of  the  departed  sools  of  the  virtue 
oos  persoaifrom  this  lower  world  : 
which  is  called  Savarga^dwera- 
yecadasee.  It  was,  therefore,  that 
Bheeshma,  the  grandsire  of  Pan* 
daras,  bavmg  been  darted  and 
tambled  down  from  his  car,  on 
the  bed  of  harrows,  in  the  field 
ef  battle,  by  the  magnanimoiM 
Arjoona,  during  Datebenayana, 
miraculously  postponed  his  aoul 
in  her  mortal  frame  till  the  1  Ith 
kinar  day  of  the  Indian  January, 
in  Ottarayana,  when  he  gave  u^ 
^e  ghost  j<y|^fully.  Hence  it  ins 
evident,  that  Ottarayana  isauspi* 
ciouft,  and  Datchenajrana  inauspici- 
ous. Witness  Siddanta  Saranralee 
in  Agamus,  Bheeshma  Parva  and 
Santee  Parva  in  liilohabharata,  an 
epic  poem  of  Vyasa  IMMa 
Moonee. 

The  day  on  which  the  sun 
eotecs  CapricomuB,  the  seventh 
iign  of  the  'Zodiac,  ts  caMed  Ma- 
cara-tSancraotee,  which,  acoordiog 
lo  the  grammatical  oonitruction  of 
the  Sanscrit  language,  signifiei 
the  6nn*s  entrance  into  the  trc^ic 
of  Caprioornus :  which  Macara- 
gancrantee,  being  >tbe  morning  ai 
gods,  16  acoountadasaTekupha, 
when  the  Bnimins,  and  other 
ciaons  of  tile  Hindloos,  are  en* 
jained  to  perform  ablution,  and 
O&r  trapana^  or  libation  of  water 
mist  with  t]ela.and  cum  (t. e; 
rape  seed  and  long  grass),  to  tho 


manes  of  their  deceased  ancestora 
called  petroos)  and  when  the  Hin« 
doos  are  likewise  enjoined  to 
inake  tlie  oblation  of  raw  rice 
and  milk,  boiled  together  m  a 
new  pot,  ^ith  baAana>fruics  and 
sugar  (offering  incense)  to  the  sun, 
as  a  visible  emblem  of  God  whom 
we  do  adore.  Witness  Pooranas, 
Darma  Sastris^  and  Siddentaga- 
mas.' 

Why  the  sun  is  worshipped  with 
the  oaring  of  the  milky  food  and 
sachariue  Iruits,  on  the  day  of 
Macara  Sancrantee,  as  above  set 
set  forth,  is  Ist^  Because  that  a 
ray  of  God  is  said  to  reside  in  the 
orb  of  the  sun,  who  is  of  coarse 
Incninous  and  capable  of  enlight- 
the  world,  and  oonstituting  day  by 
his  presence,  so  that  the  adherents 
to  Seva  and  Veshnoo  rdigiooA^ 
do  pay  homage  to  the  sun,  as  a 
visible  form  of  then*  respective 
gods,  styling  him  pronnscooosly 
Sem  Socnrya,  or^oryoa  Narayana, 
although  the  Souras  adore  the  sun 
as  a  God  self-eKistence  and  self* 
glorious. — 2(fly,  Because  the  sun  is 
Che  physical  cause  of  heat,  which 
contributes  to  produce  the  growth 
of  orrizza  or  rice  (the  principal 
aliment  of  die  Hmdoos),  as  weH 
m  of  other  vegetables,  so  that  they 
are  ordained  to  ofkr  rice  (boiled  in 
miik)  to  the  aun  on  the  day  of 
Macani  Sancrantee :  and,  3d]y, 
or  lastly,  because  or  this  Sancran-^ 
tee  being  ilhe  beginning  of  Ottara* 
yana,  the  space  of  six  months, 
oommenctag  -firom  the  «un*8  pas^ 
sage  through  the  first  degree  of 
Capricoreus,  and  ending  his  depar<^ 
ture  from  the  last  degre^DfGemini; 
a  happy  period,  making  a  day  of 
Gals,  when  ike  best  kinds  ef 
grains,  such  as  samba,  pasanam, 
&e.  are  grown;  when  the  most 
ddicious  fruits  and  odoriferous 
flowers  are-  gathered  ;•— when  the 
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pern  tnAet  'l^kigeit  days  or  lei^h« 
ens  his  days  gradually  ;»« when  the 
god  Veshnoo,  being  awakened 
horn  his  slonibery  is  vigilant  in  pre^ 
lerving  the  aniverse^and^^henYagaa 
or  HoTocants,  sad)  as^  Agneotonia, 
ice,  as  also  nuptials,  ptttifications, 
Bcc.  are  eiijoiaed  to  be  perfonned  -, 
whereas  Datchenayana,  the  space 
of  six  months,  conomeiicing  frani 
the  8tfn*s  entrance  into  Cancer, 
and  ending  his  departnre  front  Sa- 
gittarlous,  being  an  unhappy  pe* 
riod,  making  a -night  of  gods, 
when  the  worst  kinds  of  grains, 
auch  a^  natchinee,  &c.  are 
grown  i — when  •  the  svn  makes 
shortest  days  or.  shorten  his  days 
gradually  } — when  the  god  Veah* 
Doo  is  said  to  shaiDber  ;-*-  and 
when  the  Holocatks,  utiptialls,  kc. 
are  prohibited.  Whneiss,  Poor^ 
anas,  Snrutees  and  Agamaa }  am 
also  Sacoontala  -Nataca,  a  dfumatic 
poem  of  the  anoienc  Poet  Cale* 


It  is  remarkdUe,  that  fhe  Hh>- 
doo  mythologtsts  begin  tte  year 
with  the  raomh  of  PocHl^ya,  or 
January,  when  tike  snti  is  in 
Capricornus ;  the  Hindoo  a;Anano* 
my,  begin  tlie  year  with  Ghitra  or 
April,  when  thc^  aun  Is^  in  Aries  ^ 
and  the  Hindoo  bards  begin  the 
yiear  with  Ashadha  or  August, 
when  the  sun  is  in  Leo  i  yet  all 
the  parties  prefer  Ottarayana, 
to  Datcheuayana,  holding  ihe 
MacaM  Sanorsntee  yn  great  vene- 
ration, as  a  happy  tekupba, 
m  above  enumerated.  Witness 
Moola  Pooranas,  iotisastfas,  and 
Tokappiam. 

From  the  foregoing  several 
authoritiea,  resalied  the  anniver- 
taty  feast  of  Pongai,  which  lite- 
rally KDplifs  the  boiled  raw  rioe, 
and  metaphorically,  piosperity  or 
rejoicing.  Hence  the  SauscHtta 
vord  IdiioaarSaiKiaatee^er^f  U« 


cdly  Saticrenlee,  and  the  Malahnr 
woid,  Pongal,  or  properly,  P«* 
room  Pongal,  meaning  the  6r^ 
day  of  the  Iixlian  January,  wlkcn- 
the  sun  enters  Capricomus,  ore 
synonymous :  on  which  day  tlie 
Hindocfl  boil  rice  in  -milk  ;  smA 
when  they  see  it  'bubble  pp,  th<*v 
cry  aloud  "  Pongal  !  O  Pongal !"" 
meaning  "  Let  tfe  world  be  pros- 
perous and  re^iced" — The  milked 
rice  so  boiled,  mixed  wixh  escu- 
lent fruits,  is  ofi^ered  to  the  Sun  aa 
a  form  of  God,  invoking  him  for 
the  welfare  of  the  public,  and  {dso 
for  the  increase  of  the  prodooe  of 
com,  &c.  under  the  sun. ~ On 
this  day,  the  Hindoos  offer  liba-* 
tions  to  the  manes,  as  enjoined  hj 
Sastras  abere  setf^h. 

Early  next  morning,  the  hcs^ 
bandoQen  sprinkle  water  upon  corft 
&c.  sown  or  grown  in  £elds« 
cryiag aloud,  ''Pongal!  Pongal!'* 
Meaning  ''  Let  com,  &c.— groar 
in  plenty  by  the  grace  ef  the  gk>« 
riojas  sun,  who  began  his  novthem 
cxMrse  Ottarayana,  which  is  a  da^ 
ef  gods." — About  fhe  noon,  rice 
and  nMlk  are  also  boiled  togedier 
and  offered'  in  honour  of  £iidni» 
one  of  the  eight  guardians  of  tlie 
w«rid,  fvaymg  hKki  to  bless  thtt 
eovth  with  seasonable  rains,  and 
multiply  oatt^,  iucreashng  their 
pasture.  This  aftettsoon.  cows 
and  bulk  t>e}ng  washed  and  *M 
with  paft  «f  die  ablation  of  fi&dra» 
and  b^ing  also  painted  and  adorned 
with  teavy  and  dowry  cliapletv. 
ape  brt)Ught  iti  herds,  attetided  by 
a  band  of  music,  to  a'pubUc  place 
lb  every  country  orvil^ige(on  thia 
part  o{  the  globe)  where  the  cow- 
keepera  dress  viotaals  and  dtfier 
perfumes  and  Aou^en,  in  honour 
of  cows,  sprinkling  oetfron^wvter, 
with  margo-leMfes  upon  ihem» 
as  a  preservative  from  evil,  cryifig 
•loud,     *'    Itagil  !    Pongal  T* 
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meaning,  '*  L^t  cattle  be  che- 
rished and  multiplied  by  the  grace 
of  Endra,  as  well  as  of  Krishna, 
and  incarnation  of  Vesbnoo,  who 
bad  wrought  miracles  and  led  a 
pastoral  life.**  Then  the  Hindoos, 
with  joined  hands,  are  to  walk 
round  the  cows  and  bulls,  and 
particularly  the  Bramins  prostrate 
before  them.  «This  done,  the  cow- 
keepers,  with  their  herds  of  kine 
and  oxen,  return  home  to  their 
several  houses.  Hence  this  day  is 
termed  Matoo  Pongal,  that  is,  a 
feast  for  cattle. 

$o,  the  day  of  Macara  Sancran- 
tee,  or  Peroom  Pongal,  is  conse- 
crated to  the  sun,  and  the  day  of 
Matoo  Pongal  to  Endra  :  Peroom 
Pongal  aqd  Matoo  Pongal,  are 
both  collectively  called  Pongal, 
which  is  the  anniversary  feast  of  a 
week*s  continuance,  commencing 
from  the  day  of  Peroom  Pongal  } 
during  which  period,  the  Hindoos 
visit  and  compliment  ^ach  other, 
-wishing  a  happy  Pongal,  or  many 
returns  of  that  Pongal,  for  the 
preservation  of  each  other  -,  sons 
and  daughters  prostrate  before  their 
parents,  servants  before  their  mas- 
ters, and  disciples  before  their 
priests )  the  latter  bestow  bene- 
dictions upon  the  former--^  some 
give  alms  to  the  poor,  and  some 
make  presents  to  their  friends  or 
relations— some  sport  and  amuse 
themselves  with  diversions  of  di- 
vers kinds. —  This  ceremony  is 
^  said  to  be  a  practice  of  very  anti* 
'  ent  standing,  which  the  former 
kingsof  Madura  entitled  "Pandyas** 
(who  were  reputed  for  having 
patronized  Sangattars,  the  inspired 
poets  skilled  in  the  acromatic  part 
of  the  Malabar  tongue),  had  in- 
troduced upon  the  authority  of  the 
above-quoted  Sastras  and  Popr- 
anas. 

Why  Endra  is  worshipped  with 


offering  the  oblation  of  the  milked 
viands  on  the  day  next  to  that  of 
Macara  Sancrantee,  is — 1st.  Be-^ 
cause  of  Sasters  enjoining  the 
Hindoos  to  do  so,  as  a  duty  which 
they  owe  to  him  as  being  regent  of 
winds  and  showers,  and  vice-geDe< 
rent  of  Veshnoo,  the  pervader  and 
preserver  of  the  universe ; — 2dly. 
Because  the  ancient  sage  Agastya 
MahaMoonee,  the  reputed  autiKU* 
of  the  Malabar-language>  states, 
in  his  voluminous  grammar,  en- 
titled ''  Agastyam,*'  that  the 
Earth  is  divided  into  five  parts, 
viz.  Moolly,  Cooroonjee,  Moo- 
roodam,  Neydal,  and  Pauly,  i.e. 
Woody-lands;  Hilly-lands,  Corn- 
fields, Sea-coasts,  and  Deserts,  and 
that  the  deities  presiding  over  these 
five  parts  or  divisions  of  the  earth 
are,  in  order  Veshnoo,  Soobra- 
manya,  Endra,  Varoona  and  Calee, 
to  whom  the  oblations  of  dressed 
victuals,  &c.  are  to  be  made, 
and  so  forth  -, — and  3dly,  or  lastly, 
because  the  day  of  Matoo  Pongal 
is  said  to  be  the  coronation-day  c£ 
Endra,  in  his  celestial  metropolis 
Amarvatee,  on  the  summit  of  the 
golden  mountain  Mahamero. — 
Witness  Vydyanadkeeyam,  Ilca- 
piam,  and  Devacandamj  in  Scan* 
da  Poorana. 

And  why  the  cows  are  adored 
on  the  day  of  Endra-pooja,  is  be* 
cause  of  a  remarkable  event  which 
happened  dunng  ^^  incarnation 
of  Krishna^  who  having  provoked 
Endra,  by  stopping  his  Pooja, 
obliged  him  to  raise  tempests,  aind 
shower  heavy  rains,  when,  Krish- 
na miraculously  rooted  out  and 
lifted  the  mountain  Goverdaoa, 
and  held  it  on  the  tip  of  his  foor 
finger,  which  served  as  an  mnbrella 

£0  bear  off  the  rains),  under  which 
e  cow-keepets  found  sheller« 
and  feasted  in  honour  of  their 
€ows.^rA|tonishe4  at  this  miracle* 
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Endrabtgged  pardon  of  Krishna, 
wbo»  in  consequence,  permitted 
bis  Pooja  to  recontiuue  as  forcneriy. 
Witness  Veshnoo  Poorana  Bliaga* 
▼ata  Harevamsa,  and  Poorana  Sara 
Sangraha. 

Some  offer  libations  to  the  manes 
of  oblations  to  the  Sun,  whenever 
he  enters  a  new  sign,  which  is  also 
called  Sancrantee,  yet.  it  is  not 
held  as  a  day  of  rejoicing  like  that 
of  Macara  Sancrantee. 

The  7th  day  of  the  bright  half 
of  the  Indian  January  is  called 
Radha  Saptamee  (a  compound  of 
Radha,  t.  e.  a  Chariot,  and  Septa- 
mee,  1. 1.  the  7th  lunar  day)  when 
the  sun  turning  his  course  straitly 
towards  the  north  pole,  is  poetically 
described  as  ascending  a  radiant 
chariot,dra  wn  by  seven  green  horsed 
under  the  management  of  his 
charioteer,  Aroona,  i.  e.  Aurora,  a 
goddess  (or  a  god,  according  to 
Pooranus),  that  opens  the  gate  of 
day,  allegorically  the  morning  : 
upon  which  account,  the  Hindoos 
adore  the  sun  under  the  delineation 
of  a  chariot  upon  the  floor,  on  the 
day  of  Radha  Saptamee,  with  the 
offering  and  victuals,  fruits,  and 
perfumes  :  yet  this  day  is  not  held 
in  veneration,  as  the  day  of  Maca- 
ra Sancrantee. 

On  the  8th  day  from  Macara  San- 
crantee falls  Mayelar,  a  festival  so 
called,  because  the  Hindoo  virgins 
are  ordained  to  adore  the  six-lieaded 
deity,  Soobramania,  under  repre- 
sentation  of  his  bird  May  el,  a  gau- 
dy-plumed Peacock,  with  offering 
the  oblation  of  cakes,  railk,  and 
victuals,  in  com  melioration  of  the 
adoration  made  by  the  goddess  Val- 
leammy,before  she  was  married  by 
the  said  deity ;  yet  tliis  day  of  the 
Mayelar  is  not  venerated  like  the 


happy  day  of  Macan  Sanacrantoe, 
commonly  called  Pongal. 

Snch  is  the  origin  of  the  anni'^ 
versary  feast  of  Pongal. 

It  is,  therefore,  that  theright  hon 
the  governor  in  council  was  pleased 
to  order  the  public  ojSices,  except 
the  treasury,  to  be  shut  during  the 
three  first  days  of  the  Pongal  festi^ 
val,  and  also  to  order  a  salute  to  be 
fired  from  Fort  St« George,  the  first 
,  morning  of  tha  said  festival  (being 
the  lithult.  or  the  1st  day  of  the 
Indian  January,  called  Macara 
Sancrantee).  By  d«ing  so,  th^ 
government  has  done  great  honour 
to  all  the  Hindoos  in  this  peninsula; 
a  circumstance  which  none  of 
his  Lordship's  predecessors  ever 
thought  of  doing.  Hence  it  is 
obvious,  that  bis  Lordship  is  well 
acquainted  with  all  the  manners 
and  customs  oi  the  Hindoos,  and 
is  of  course  inclined  to  protect 
them  in  all  and  every  respect,  so 
that  they  are  much  rejoiced,  and 
their  mouths  full  of  praises,  praying 
that  the  Almiobty  God  may  be- 
stow longevity  and  prasperity  upon 
his  lordship,  &c.  whose  govern- 
ment, they  humbly  conceive,  13  a 
blessing  to  them,  as  well  as  to 
other  inhabitants  of  this  country. 

That  the  blessings  of  the  self* 
same  God,  the  Divine  Architect  of 
the  miraculous  Automata,  viz. 
Macrocosm  and  Microcosm,  may 
be  perpetiuted  to  your  goodness 
and  all  your's,  as  well  as  to  the  go- 
vernment and  their  suite,  is  thu 
hearty  desire  of,  ^ir,  your  most 
obsaquious  and  ^hearty  well- 
wisher,

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The  necessity  of  a  regulated  in- 
tercourse between  Britt«b  India 
and  Ava  ia  well  known  to  pereoos 
at  all  conversant  with  the  affairs  of 
that  country,  Ov^t  maritime  esu- 
blishments  in  India,  cannot  exist 
without  it  \  Ava  may  be  said  to  be 
in  its  relation  to  Bengal,  what  the 
atates  in  the  Baltic  are  ta  England  j 
a  ship  of  considerable  burthen  can- 
not be  built  in  the  river  Ganges 
without  its  materials. 

The  best  harbours  in  the  bay  of 
Bengal  are  in  the  dominions  of 
Ava,  namely  Negrais,  Rangoon, 
and  Mergui.  Not  any  sea  ports  tn 
the  world  snpply  better  conve- 
niences for  the  construction  of  a 
navy,  or  greater  security  for  fleets. 

Our  trade  with  Pek;oe,  and  the 
provinces  dependent  on  Ava,  is  be- 
come an  object  of  national  impor- 
tance, and  is  annu^Jiy  increasing. 
The  exports  from  Madras,  and 
Bengal,  bf  European,  as  well  as 
Indian  commodities,  are  consider- 
able ^  and  without  the  timber  im- 
ported firom  Ava  for  naval  pur- 
poses, we  cannot  carry  on  the  in- 
ternal trade  of  the  Indiin  seas. 

Hitherto  the  ofBcial  intercourse 
between  the  English  and  Birmese 
governments  has  been  very  desul- 
tory. Lieuienant«coJone]  Synies, ' 
the  first  authenticated  minister  sent 
firom  British  India  to  Ava,  esta- 
blished, in  the  year  i795,  a  good 
understanding  with  the  Birmese 
,  government,  and  amicably  adjusted 
a  difference,  which  only  required 
explanation  to  end  salisfactoiily  ; 
afterwards,  owing  to  mismanage- 
ment, a  considerable  interval 
elapsed  without  any  authenticated 
communication  between  the  go- 
vernmentSj  and  in,coasequeuce  of 


this  intermption  misapprabemioot 
arose ;  outrages  were  committed^ 
and  the  ofHcers  on  the  frontiers  of 
the  British  and  Birmese  terriioriet 
reciprocally  accused  each  other  of 
acu  of  agression.  Armamenta 
were  more  than  once  fitted  out,  to 
repel  and  punish  petty  inroads,  and 
hostihties  were  actually  menaced, 
when  Colonel  Symes  was  again 
deputed  in  the  year  1802,  and 
again  adjusted  the  subjects  of  mu- 
tual complaint. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Cao« 
ning  to  be  consul  at  Raiigoon,  an 
appointment  stipulated  by  Colonel 
Symes  with  the  government  of 
Ava.  during  his  last  miss'on,  was 
attended  with  btutefii  ial  efl^ts,  so 
long  as  that  gentleman  continued 
to  hold  the  situation;  a  point  of 
difference,  however,  arose  between 
Mr.  Canning  and  the  provincial 
officers  who  commanded  at  Ran- 
goon, of  such  a  nature  that  Mr. 
Canning  very  prudently  thought 
fit  10  repair  to  Calcutta,  in  order  to 
state  the  matter,  and  lake  the  sen- 
timents of  the  governor-general. 

About  that  time  the  court  of 
directors  expressed  their  di«appro- 
bation  of  diplomatic  appoiiumenti, 
and  consequently  that  ot  Mr.  Can- 
ning was  not  renewed;  although 
the  provincial  government  of  Ran- 
goon, authorized  by  the  king  of 
Ava,  earnestly  requested  the  con- 
tinuance of  an  accredited  minister. 

An  early  consequence  of  the  de- 
parture of  Mr  Canning  from  Ran- 
goon was,  a  dispute  between  the 
provincial  government,  imd  a  Bri- 
tish naval  officer,  who  commanded 
an  armed  vessel  cruizing  off  the 
Bar.  This  rupture,  which  arose  out 
of  an  act  of  great  violence  on  the 
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fuft  of  the  officer^  fer  a  time  soc* 
peoded  all  trade^  endangered  the 
persons  and  property  of  EnglUb 
mercbaiifts  residing  at  Rangoon, 
and  was  at  length  terminate  by 
the  Bengal  government  pajdng  a 
considerable  sum  of  money  as 
compensation  for  the  unwarrant- 
able steps  of  the  officer  before- 
mentioned.  This  unpleasant  cir- 
cumstance would  not  have  oc- 
curred^ had  there  been  a  public 
minister  resident  either  at  Ava,  or 
Rangoon,  to  whom  the  British 
officer  might  have  referred  his  de- 
mands, instead  of  enforcing  his 
claims  by  an  act  of  hostility  3<— it  ^ 
is,  therefore,  a  very  improvident 
economy  to  suppress  an  office,  the 
expense  of  which  is  limited,  and 
to  hazard  indefinite  charges^  and 
▼ery«erions  results. 

Although  in  point  of  pecuniary 
econoniy,  it  is  desirable  that  a  per- 
son should  be  accredited  to  the  Ava 
government,  as  the  official  organ 
of  the  English  government,  yet 
there  are  other  benefits  to  arise 
from  it,  of  a  nature  far  more  im- 
portant. It  is  essentially  necessary 
to  the  prosperity  of  Bengal,  and 
the  security  of  the  capital  of  India, 
that  not  any  European  nation 
aheold  be  allowed  to  establish  a 
settlement'  on  fhe  eastern  coast  of 
the  bay,  more  especially  on,  the 
Negrais,  or  the  Rangoon  rivers. 
If  Uie  French  ever  be  permitted  to 
erect  factories^  or  occupy  land, 
they  will  quickly  subdue  the  coun- 
try, which,  for  offensive  and  de- 
fensive war,  in  its  climate,  its 
naval  resources,  and  natural .  pro- 
ductions, is  the  most  favourable  of 
the  East  for  the  interests  of  our 
rivals,  and  the  most  dangerous  to 
ours. 

It  is  certainly  not  necessary,  and, 
perhaps,  would  hardly  be  ^xpe-n 
dient,  for  the  English  government 
n  obti^in  any  cession  of  territory 


within  the  Ava  dominions.  All 
that  we  require  is,  to  exclude 
other  European  nations  fixrni  them, 
and  to  increase  confidence  and 
commerce.  The  first  of  these  ob« 
jects  will  require  our  unremitting 
;v]gilanoe,  aa  the  French  are  inde« 
fiitigable  in  their  endeavours  to 
procure  a  settlement,  the  right  of 
which  we  must  by  no  means  per* 
mit,  or  imder  any  circumstances 
recognize.  If  we  do,  from  that 
hour  our  trade  and  richest  »pro- 
viuces  become  exposed  to  a  danger 
far  greater  than  they  were  liable  to 
from  all  the  settlements  the  French 
possessed  on  the  continent  of  In- 
dia. By  acquiring  an  ascendancy 
in  the  river  of  Rmigoon,  the  na- 
tional navy  of  France  might  in  a 
very  few  years  be  completely  reno- 
vated. 

Shortly  before  the  French  took 
possession  ■  of  Lisbon,  VicentiUif 
Sangermano,  a  priest,  whp  resided 
at  Rangoon  above  twenty  years, 
was  the  head  of  the  Catholic  church 
atPq;ue:  a  prudent  man,  of  much 
general  information,  and  local 
knowledge,  arrived  in  a  Portu-" 
guese  Indiaman  at  Lisbon ;  whence 
the  writer  of  this  memorandum 
received  a  complimentary  letter 
from  him:  that  the  business  of 
this  man  is  political,  and  connected 
with  other  matters  than  those  of 
religion,  there  seems  little  reason 
to  doubt  j  and  by  advices  from 
India  it  appears,  that  last  au- 
tumn a  French  i^ent  from  the  isle 
of  France  to  the  government  of 
Ava,  perished  by  shipwreck  in  the 
bay  of  Martaban.  It  is  to  be  ob- 
served, that  the  liberality  of  the 
Birmese  religion  offers  facilities  for 
the  propagaUon  of  the  Romish 
church,  such  as  no  other  Oriental 
nation  permits.  The  Christians, 
who  derive  their  origin  from  the 
Portuguese  settkri  in  the.  l6th 
"^XS  '    oentuiy. 
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centurjr,  are  now  very  numerous 
in  the  dominions  of  Ava.  They 
exercise  their  rights  without  mor 
lestation,  and  are  considered,  and 
have  in  efFect  become,  of  political 
tonsequence  to  the  state. 

It  therefore  appears  highly  ex- 
pedient to  maintain  such  an  inter- 
course with  the  Birraese  govern- 
znent  as  tiiay  enable  us  to  circum- 
vent the  attempt  of  any  other  Eu- 
ropean nation  to  obtain  a  perma- 
nant  Settlement  in  its  dominions. 
The  difficulty  of  regulating  our 
intercourse,  with  a  nation  so 
proud,  yet  so  mean,  so  ignorant, 
yet  so  civilized,  is  an  obstacle  still 
to  be  surmounted :  they  agree  with 
the  Chinese  in  pertinaciously  deny- 
ing the  claim  of  sovereign  equa- 
lity to  the  company's  government 
in  India.  If  they  condescend  to 
treat  with  its  representative,  they 
will  do  so  only  on  the  footing  of 
his  inferiority,  and  whatever  they 
concede  is  considered  by  < hem  as  a 
boon  to  a  suppliant,  rather  than  a 
Stipulation  with  an  independent 
state ;  nor  can  they  be  induced, 
even  by  their  own  interests,  to  send 
embassadors  to  Calcutta,  although 
sensible  of  the  important  advan* 
tnges  which  individuals,  as  well  as 
the  public  revenue  of  AVa,  derive 
from  commerce  with  the  English 
settlements.  If  they  are  impressed 
with  a  high  opinion  of  our  naval 
superiority,  they  are  by  no  means 
unacquainted  with^  the  progress 
which  the  French  arms  have  made 
in  Europe,  and  viewing  us  in  the 
li^ht  of  formidable  neighbours, 
they  will  be  the  less  averse  ftom 
giving  encouragement  to  a  prepon- 
derating power.  There  can  be 
little  doubt,  that  if  Buonaparte 
had  an  opportunity  to  send  a  royal 
embassy  to  Ava,  his  minister  would 
meet  as  gracious  a  reception  as 
those  sent  by  Louis  the  XIV.  did. 


at  the  court  of  Siam.  And  w$ 
may  at  no  very  distant  day  find 
ourselves  embarrassed  by  a  cesnoD 
from  Ava  to  France,  of  ports  in 
the  bay  of  Bengal,  which,  to  suf- 
fer her  to  occupy,  would  be  to  put 
to  hazard  our  very  existence  in 
India,  To  the  pride,  therefore,  of 
the  Birmese  court,  our  policy 
should  make  some  sacrifice.  It  is 
true,  that  an  envoy  from  the  go- 
vernment general  of  India,  has, 
and  may  again  exact,  sovereign 
respect  in  external  tbrms,  but  the 
controversy  occasioned  by  it  in- 
evitably produces  irritation,  and 
precludes  cordiality— consequences 
which  may  be  avoided  by  the  en- 
voy bearing  a  commission  from  his 
own  sovereign.  The  vanity  of  the 
Birmese  monarch  would  thus  be 
gratified,  and  produce  an  efiect  hi 
our  favor,  instead  of  operating  to 
our  disadvantage,  as  it  does  at  pre- 
sent i  for  it  is  a  fact,  that  the  po- 
licy of  that  extraordinary  court,  is 
at  all  times  more  likely  to  give 
way  to  its  pride,  than  its  pride  is 
to  its  policy. 

A  question  of  some  delicacy 
arises  out  of  these  con^derations« 
whether  it  be  right  that  any  nation 
of  the  east,  should  be  allowed  to 
call  in  doubt  the  legitimate  sove- 
reignty of  the  India  company,  or 
make  a  treaty  on  any  other  basis. 
The  writer  of  this  memorandom 
is  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  within 
the  accustomed  sphere  of  the  com- 
pany's political  relations  in  India, 
and^  so  long  as  the  company's  char- 
ter remains  in  force,  it  ought  not 
to  be  allowed  3  but  that  assertion  of 
the  coiApany's  sovereignty,  shookly 
for  various  cogent  reasons^  be  re- 
stricted to  those  nations  with 
which,  as  a  sovereign,  the  com* 
pany  has  been  accastomed  to  treat, 
and  by  whom  their  regal  ri^tt 
have  aheady  been  acknowlec^ed. 
Ftrhapa 
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Perhaps  the  eastern  froDtiere  of 
I'ersia,  and  the.  western  of  Ava, 
9re  the  proper  linaits  to  this  extra- 
ordmary  power,  lodged  in  an  ordi- 
naiy  corporation.  China,  Siam, 
and  Ava.  a  prodigious  population, 
farm  by  themselves  a  body  politic, 
professing  the  same  fuodamental 
prineipleb  of  religion,  nearly  the 
same  maxims  of  political  orco- 
nomy,  imbued  with  the  same  pre- 
judices, the  same  pride,  the  same 
virtues,  and  the  same  vices.  To 
such  people  it  will  be  impossible 
ever  to  explain  satisfactorily  the 
strange  anomaly  in  government  of 
the  sovereignty  of  the  East  India 
company.  Was  Ava  as  impervious 
to  the  French  as  China  is,  and  as 
remote  from  Bengal  as  that  coun- 
try, we  might  acquiesce  in  an  in- 
tercourse on  te^rms  of  inferiority 
and  humiliation ;  but  between  Ava 
and  fiengal  there  does  not  subsist, 
even  such  an  authorized  connec- 
tion as  there  is  with  China.  lo 
the  latter  place  the  supercargoes, 
on  a  recent  occasion,  officially  in- 
terposed, and  prevented  war.  At 
Rangoon,  or  at  Ava,  there  is  no 
person  vested  with  any  ofhcial  au- 
thority to  intertere,  either  to  de- 
mand justice,  or  to  oiFer  attone- 
meut.  Some  petty  outrage,  or 
act  of  >  individual  intemperance, 
may  embroil  the  nation ;  and  our 
enemies  may  continue  to  find  shel- 
ter, and  receive  succours  in  every 
Birmese  port,  without  any  person, 
having  a  right  to  remonstrate 
against  the  breach  of  the  laws  of 
nations. 

It  is  by  no  means  in  the  con- 
templation of  the  writer  of  this 
memorandum  to  suggest  an  em- 
bassy to  Ava,  that  is  to  be  inde- 
pendent of  the  government-gene- 
ral of  India ;  on  the  contrary  he 
IS  clearly  of  opinion,  that  all  di* 
plomatic  ministers  in  Cho 


though  accredited  from  home^ 
ought  to  be  under  the  controul  of 
the  supreme  government  of  India, 
and  perhaps  not  any  one  more  soj 
than  the  otficer  delegated  to  Ava. 
Many  circumstances  may  arise  ii^ 
the  interval  of  communication  be- 
tween India  and  England,  to  ren- 
der it  inexpedient  to  send  a  minis- 
ter to  Ava, — our  relations  with 
that  country  may  be  so  altered  by 
the  time  an  envoy  reaches  Calcutta^ 
as  to  make  the  mission  impracti- 
cable. Of  the  actual  expediency  of 
tlie  measure  at  the  point  of  time 
when  it  is  to  be  carried  iilto 
effect,  the  governor-general  must 
be  the  fittest  judge  -,  and  although 
the  credentials  of  the  envoy  are 
derived  from  the  highest  source, 
yet  he  should  be  implicitly  gor 
verned  by  the  discretion  and 
authority  of  the  governor-gene- 
ral, who  can  best  determine  the 
precise  objects  to  which  his  at  ten? 
tion  should  be  directed,  and  mo- 
dify his  instructions  accoi'ding  to 
existing  circumstances.  In  fact>  lit- 
tle more  can  be  furnished  from 
home,  than  the  commission  under 
which  the  envoy  is  to  act,^  some 
general  rules  for  his  conduct,  and 
a  complimentary  letter  from  hit 
majesty*s  government  to  the  sove- 
reign of  Ava,  containing  a  notifi-* 
cation  of  the  appointment. 

The  present  is  sl.  crisis  perhaps 
more  calculated  to  give  effect  to 
such  a  mission  than  any  other 
that  has  hitherto  offered.  The 
power  of  the  ruler  of  France  has 
been  represented  in  the  strongest 
colours  to  all  the  native  princes  of 
Asia,  and '  to  none  ^ore  a;  sidu- 
ously  than  the  king  of  Ava.  This 
power  has  received  a  check,  and 
seems  to  totter }  whatever  be  the 
ultimate  issue,  the  present  state  of 
things  may  be  turned  to  our  advan- 
/tdc  in  the  fortune 
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ti  our  eocmy  vfV&  inclioe  the  Ava 
government  to  accede  more  readilf 
to  a  doter  union  with  oars.  There 
U  not  at  thtf  day  a  potentate  in  the 
east,  vho  has  not  been  taught  to 
expect  a  French  standard  on  the 
banka  of  the  ^s^g^- 

The  measure  here  anggested  is 
.one  of  pecuniary  advantage,  as 
well  as  political  prudence.  Three 
several  armaments  have  within  a 
few  years  been  assembled  on  the 
Ava  frontiers,  becanse  the  provin- 
cial officers  quarreled,  and  the  go? 
veraments  did  not  understand  each 
6tber$  delinquent  refugees  fled 
from  one  side  of  the  river  Naaf^ 
to  the  other.  Menaces  were  used 
to  produce  their  surrender,  and  an 
irmed  force  was,  on  more  than  one 
occasion,  sent  to  apprehend  them, 
in  violation  of  the  rights  of  the  in« 
yaded  state.  These  events  caused 
animosity,  bloodshed,  and  a  heavy 
expense,  which  aright  have  been 
avoided,  had  there  been  an  aocre- 
dited  person  at  Avm  or  Raogooo« 


privileged  to  ask,  or  lo  be  asked, 

why  such  acts  were  oomdutled. 

Many  other  reasons  mij^t,  if 
neoessaty,  be  assigned  to  maaifeat 
the  propriety  of  maintaining  an 
authorized  interoouise  with  Ava, 
and  that  it  will  be  good  policy  on 
our  part  to  make  every  bflctwniiy 
advance,  for  so  desirsUe  an  Olgect 
cannot  be  doubted— the  jeaioas 
pride  of  the  court,  and  tiiedilk^eot 
rivaliy  of  France,  aretbe  chiefob* 
stadeswe  have  to  surmount.  By 
not  ofiending  that  pride,  and  fay 
convincing  that  court  that  we  bar- 
hour  no  sinister  views  of  conquest, 
and  by  vigilantly  counteracting  the 
machinations  of  the  French,  wt 
may  m  a  very  few  years  bring  the 
ample  naval  resources  of  Ava  in 
aid  of  our  commerce  and  onr 
wars,— -preserve  an- uninterrupted 
amitf  with  its  govemmentj  and 
acquire  such  a  preponderanoe  in  ita 
councils,  as  will  most  efiectuaHy 
secure  us  against  the  intrigues  q/ 
any  fbr^gn  nation.

4  short  Account  (f  Princb  of  Wals^s  Island^  in  the  Straits 
rfMaiaccayhy  Sir  George  Leith,  Bart.  Id  ajar  of  the  llth 
Faotf  and  late  Lieutenant-Governor.    4to.  Booth,  London. 


The     BQpreme   .goveraroent    of 
Bengrf    jadging    it    nccttwry  to 
ettablish  a  commercial  post  in  the 
'Straits    of    Malacca,     coobidered 
Acbeen  as  a  proper  place  for  that 
purpose  }  but,  after  a  Iruiiiess  ne- 
gotiation with  the  king,  the  buti- 
nets  was  relinquished.     Mr.  Light 
mentioned  Polo  Penang,  an  island 
belijnging  to  the  king  of  Quedab, 
as  a  place  well  suited,    in  every 
respect,   lo  ttieir  views.     It  was 
obtained,  in  perpetuity,  from  the 
king,  on  condition  Of  paying  six 
thousand   dollars    a  year,   ah   an 
indemoificatioo    for    the    loss  lie 
might   sustain,     in   his    revenue, 
from  the  trade  of  Uuedah  being 
diverted  into  another  channel. 

Mr.  Light  was  appointed  gover? 
nor,  for  which  he  was  well  qua- 
lified, and  sailed  from  Bengal  with 
a  small  detachment,  in  July  I8O6, 
and  arrived  at  Pnlo  Penang  early 
in  August :  he  hoisted  the  British 
flag  on  the  12th  of  that  month, 
and  called  it  'Taivcc  of  Wales*s 

ISLAVD. 

The  first  settlers  had  to  contend 
with  great  difiiculties  :  An  im- 
mense forest  was  to  be  cut  down  ; 
awamps  drained,  and  large  ravines 
filled  up.  The  zealous  perseve- 
rance of  Mr.  Light,  and  those 
wider  his  command,  overcame 
these  obstacles,  in  a  much  shorter 
time  than  could  have  been  ex- 
pected. A  town  was  marked  out, 
called  George-town :  population 
increased,  and  with  it  trade. 
Within  the  first  year,  upwards  of 
sixty  Chinese  families  removed 
from  the  adjoining  countries,  and 
settled  in  the  town  and  country. 


The  population  and  commerce  of 
the    new    settlement    met    with 
nothing  to  interrupt  its    growing 
prosperity    till     the   year    1791> 
when  the  'king  of  Quedah,  jea- 
lous of  the  growing  consequence 
of  the  colony,  demanded  an  in- 
crease of  four  thousand  dollars,  to 
compensate  him  for  the  loss  he 
sufi^red,    in  consequence  of  the 
prows   resorting    to    the  port  of 
George-town,     instead    of  Que- 
dah, as  formerly.     Mr.  Light,  not 
deeming    himself    authorized  to 
comply   with   this   demand,   the 
king  assembled  a  large  force  under 
difierent  pretences ;  but  the  real 
one  was  to  seize  on  the  Island. 
Mr.  Light  ^applied  for  reinforce 
ments  to  Bengal,  wbicli  arrived  at 
the  inost  critical  moment ;  when 
the  Quedah  forces  were  assembled 
on  the  opposite  shore,  at  the  town 
of    Prya,     and    formed   a    fort. 
With  this  reinforcement,   it  was 
deemed  advisable  not  to  wait  the 
attack   of  the   Malays,     but   to 
drive  them  away  from  the  fort, 
and  to  attack  the  prows  in  I^ 
river.    The  fort  was  taken  by.  as- 
sault, and  most  of  the  prows  de- 
stroyed. 

In  consequence  of  these  suc- 
cesses there  was  a  treaty,  by  which 
it  was  stipulated,  that  the  king  of 
Quedah  shotdd  receive  six  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum:  Mr. 
Light  promising,  at  the  same  time, 
to  recommend  to  the  supreme 
government  to  grant  the  four 
thousand  dollars  previously  applied 
for.  This  being  acceded  to  by  the 
supreme  government,  it  has,  from 
that  period^  been  regularly  paid. 

Xho 
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The  principal  articles  of  the  treaty 
provided  for  the  importation  of 
|NX>vi8ion8  into  the  island  ;  the  mu- 
tual delivery  of  all  slaves,  debtors, 
and  murderers  }  and  the  exclusion 
of  all  other  European  nations  from 
settling  in  any  part  of  Ctuedah. 

In  1792,  it  was  proposed  to 
withdraw  the  settlement  from 
Prince  of  Wales's  Island  to  the  An« 
damans ;  but,  after  two  years  trial 
at  the  latter  place,  the  dimate 
and  situation  not  proving  so  fa- 
vourable as  was  expected,  the  ar- 
tificers and  convicts  were  sent 
to  Prince  of  Wales*s  Island. 

On  the  31st  of  October,  ijg^, 
Mr.  Light  died,  and  was  succeeded 
by  the  first  civil  assistant,  Mr. 
Mannington  -,  this  gendeman,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  was  obliged 
to  resign,  and  proceed  to  Bengal, 
where  he  died. 

Major  Mackdonald  was  ap- 
pointed his  successor,  and  took 
charge  in  April,  1796,  at  a  moment 
when  the  island  was  threatened 
with  total  destruction,  by  six  large 
French  frigates,  fitted  out  at  the 
Mauritius,  for  the  express  purpose 
of  plundering  and  destroying  the 
settlement.  These  frigates  fell 
in  with  his  majesty's  ships  the  Vic- 
torious and  Arrogant,  by  whom 
they  were  so  roaghly  treated,  as  to 
be  obliged  to  bear  up  for  Batavia, 
and  relinquish  all  thoughts  of  their 
intended  enterprise. 

The  increasing  prosperity  of  the 
Island  was  decidedly  proved,  in 
the  year  1797»  when  the  Bengal 
and  Madras  portion  of  the  expe- 
dition, against  the  Manillas,  ren- 
dezvoused here  for  a  month,  to  the 
number  of  upwards  of  five  thou- 
sand Europeans,  beside  a  conside- 
rable body  of  Native  troops,  who 
were  abundantly,  and  daily,  sup- 
plied with  fresh  meat  and  vegeta- 
bles. Much  ttras  certainly  due  to  th« 


activity,  intelligence,'  and  prudent 
arrangement  of  major  MaaSonald. 
— ^This  gendeman  died  at  Miidras, 
in  May  1799,  after  a  few  days 
illness,  much  and  sincerely  re« 
gretted. 

In  Februar>%  1800,  Sir  Geocg# 
Leith,  Bart,  was  nominated  lieu« 
tenant-governor  of  this  island, 
and  its  dependencies ;  and,  on  itm 
20th  of  April  following,  arrived 
there  and  took  chaige  of  -thtf 
government. 

This  island  is  situated  in  tbs 
straits  of  Malacca,  the  N.  £. 
point  4^  25s  N.  L.  100^  jgs  S.  L. 
It  is  separated  from  Ihe  Quedah 
shore,  on  the  Malay  Peninsula, 
by  a  narrow  strait  5  and  is  so  hap- 
pily placed,  and  so  well  defended 
by  the  countries  which  surroond  it, 
that  a  gale  of  wind  has  never  been 
felt  there.  Sumatra  is  to  the 
southward  and  westward ;  thm 
laige  mountainous  islands,  called 
the  Laddas,  and  the  high  land  of 
€tuedah,  to  the  northward  ;  the 
mountains,  which  run  through  the 
Malay  Peninsula,  effectually  pro- 
tect it  on  the  east.  Violent  squalls 
are  Occasionally  experienced  |  hot 
they  rarely  continue  for  more  than 
an  hour.  The  climate  is  unques- 
tionably the  finest  in  India  }  the 
seasons  are  not  marked  with  such 
pr^ision  as  in  other  parts  of  Asia 
(indeed  no  one  year  can  be  said 
to  resemble  another)  $  but  this 
very  irregularity  probably  con- 
tri bates  much  to  the  pleasantness 
of  the  climate.  With  the  exoq>- 
tion  of  January:  and  Febmary, 
which  are  the  dry,  hot  mond», 
the  island  is  rarely,  few  days 
togetlier,  3vithout  rain,  which 
produces  a  constant  verdure ;  and 
tliese  frequent  showers  cool  the 
air,  and  moderate  the  heat,  which 
would  otherwise  be  intense*  The 
heaviest  rains  fall  about  November 

and 
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tod  December,  when  they  fre- 
quently continue  twenty-four  hours 
without  intermission.  Dry  sea- 
sons rarely  occur  5  but  instances 
have  been  known,  when  no  rain 
has  fallen  for  near^  6ve  months. 
Although  the  days  are  frequently 
very  hot,  the  nights  are  generally 
very  cool  and  pleasant ;  as  there  are 
wot  more  than  ten  nights  in  the 
year  which  can  be  considered  as 
oppressive  j  a  comfort  not  ex- 
perienced in  any  oilier  part  of 
India.  The  fiag-slaft'  hill,  nearly 
the  highest  on  the  island,  is  esti- 
niated  to  rise  2500  feet  above  the 
l^vel  of  the  sea.  The  thermome- 
ter never  rises  above  78^,  seldom 
more  than  74^  and  falls  to  66% 
while,  on  the  plain,  it  ranges 
from  76^  to  90°.  The  best  time 
for  a  residence  on  the  hill  is  du- 
ring the  dry  season,  when  the 
plains  are  parched,  dusty,  and  dis- 
agreeable; at  this  period,  especi- 
ally when  the  air  on  the  hill  is 
clear,  keen,  and  free  from  damp 
and  fog,  wliich,  at  other  seasons, 
occasionally  render  a  residence  on 
die  hill  unpleasant.  The  distance 
from  the  town  to  the  foot  of  the 
hills  is  five  miles  j  from  thence  to 
the  flag-staff  three  more.  On 
the  Hag-staff  hill  there  is  a  bun- 
galow, for  the  lieutenant-governor, 
and  another  on  a  hill  close  to  it, 
for  the  accommodation  of  con- 
valescents. The  view  from  the 
flag-staff  hill  is  uncommonly  grand 
and  extensive  ;  the  l^ddas  to  the 
N.  W.  and  Pulo  Dinding  to  the 
southward,  each  70  miles  distant, 
are  perfectly  visible  in  clear  wea- 
ther. Jn  April,  1790,^  and  in 
August,  1802,  there  were  two 
shocks  of  an  earthquake  felt, 
but  no  damage  was  done  by 
either. 

The  island  is  an  irregular,  four- 
fided  figure,  computed  to  contain

nearly  1 60  square  miles ;  the  north 
side  being  longest,  and  the  south 
the  shortest.  Much  of  thq  north, 
and  nearly  the  whole  of  the  east 
and  sou  til  sides,  are  in  a  state  of 
cuhivation.  On  the  west,  there 
is  a  considerable  bay,  but  too  much 
exposed  during  the  whole  of  the 
S.  W.  monsoon,  to  render  it  con- 
venient for  ships  to  lay  there. 
Through  the  centre  of  the  island, 
from  N.  to  S.  is  a  range  of  lofty 
hills,  which  decrease  in  magnitude 
as  I  hey  approach  the  southward. 
On  the  east  side,  the  country  is,  in 
general,  low,  as  it  is  on  the  north, 
but  rises  gradually  as  you  advance 
into  the  interior.  The  utmost  extent 
of  what  may  be  considered  level 
ground^  from  the  sea  to  the  moun- 
tains, is  about  four  miles  in  a 
direct  line  ;  this  is  to  be  under- 
stood of  what  is  already  cleared. 
The  great  wcbtern  bay  will, 
when  cleared,  certainly  )ield  as 
great,  if  not  a  greater,  extent  of 
level  ground ;  great  advantages 
will  arise  to  the  settlement,  in 
general,  frqm  this  extensive  tract 
being  brought  into  cultivation, 
which  nothing  has  hitherto  pre- 
vented, but  the  reafdanger  attend- 
ir»g  the  undertaking,  from-  the 
pirates  that  infest  the  bay.  The 
soil  is  various,  generally  light, 
black  mould,  mixed  with  gravely 
clay,  and,  in  many  parts,  sandy* 
The  whole  island  was,  for  ages, 
covered  with  an  immense  forest ; 
there  was  every  where  a  fin« 
vegetable  mould,  formed  by  th© 
decayed  leaves,  which,  as  the 
woods  were  cleared,  and  the  sur- 
fijice  exposed  to  the  weather,  in  a 
considerable  degree  disappeared, 
particularly  upon  the  point,  w  hich 
is  now  entirely  sand.  Forming  a 
garden  here  is  attended  with  much 
labour,  as  the  manure  soon  sink$ 
through.  A  fine  soft  grass  fortu* 
*  L  nately 
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nately  grows^  which  relieves  the 
eye,  that  would  otherwise  suffer 
from  the  strong  light  of  the  sun  -, 
this  soil  is  confined  to  the  point, 
for,  aii  you  advance  into  the  coun- 
try, it  becomes  tit  for  every  kind 
of  ailtivation.  Excelient  water 
is  procured  by  sinking  wells  on  the 
point. 

Gkorgb  Town  is  extensive, 
bounded  on  the  north,  and  the 
east,  by  the  sea  ;  on  the  south  by 
an  inlet  of  the  sea,  improperly 
called  Prangui  river,  and  on  the 
west,  by  the  high  road.  The 
streets  are  spacious,  'and  cross 
each  other  at  right  angles.  Sir 
George  Leith,  immediately  after 
his  arrival,  applied  himself  to 
remove  some  sts^ant  pools,  that 
.were  in  the  principal  streets, 
which  he  had  properly  raised 
and  drained ;  and  an  ofieusive 
mud  bank,  which  extended  the 
whole  length  of  Beach  Street, 
he  had  divided  into  small 
lots,  and  sold,  by  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  superintend 
the  making  of  streets,  upon  cdn- 
dition  of  the  purchaser  enclosing 
their  respective  portions  by  a  stone 
wall,  fiUiog  up  the  interval,  and 
building  houses  thereon. 

The  public  roads  are  wide,  and 
extend  many  miles  round  the 
town  ',  those  immediately  in  its 
vicinity  are  planted  with  trees. 
There  are  several  good  bridges 
over  the  rivers,  which  were  built 
by  the  company's  artificers,  :ind 
the  Bengal  convicts  :  the  latter  are 
employed  in  "making  bricks,  un- 
der the  inspection  of  an  liuropcan 
brickmaker.  The  markets  are 
well  supplied  with  fi^h  of  various 
kiiitl-;,  Hii'J  (»f  excellent  quality  ; 
piiVilirv  oi  all  kinds  ;  pork  5  grain 
oi'  every  description  ;  and  a  great 
variety  of  line  vegetables  and  fruits, 
i^eof  and    veal  are  not  of  good 


quality;  sheep  are  imported  frora 
Bengal  and  the  coast.  Goat  mot* 
ton  can  be  procured  Trom  thm 
Malay  Penmsala,  and  Sumatra  : 
When  of  a  proper  age  the  iseat  is 
very  good :  Milk,  butter,  and 
bread  are  very  dear,  the  two 
former  not  in  great  plenty. 

On  the  north«east  angle  stands 
the  fort^  io  which  are  bainicks  for 
the  European  artillery,  the  arsenal, 
magazine,  and  military  store- 
bouses^  on  a  small  and  inadequate 
scale  :  The  fort  is  ill  built ;  and 
incapal^le  of  defence  from  its  size 
and  construction.  The  sea,  for 
some  time  past,  has  been  malting 
alarming  encroadinients  on  the 
north  face  of  the  fort«  and  along 
the  EspUmade,  for  upwards  of  a 
mile  in  that  direction ;  some  mode 
of  preventing  this  devastation  is 
become  indispensably  neoessaiy,  to 
prevent  the  town  fiom '  being  in 
time  washed  away.  The  barbomr 
is  formed  by  the  narrow  strait 
which  divides  the  north  side  of  Cbe 
island  from  the  Quedah  shore  | 
is  capacious,  and,  every  wheie 
affords  good  anchonige  for  tbe 
largest  ships.  At  first  view  the 
harbour  appears  much  exposed 
to  the  north-west,  where  it  is 
entirely  open  to  the  sea,  which 
would  certa'mly  roll  ia  with  great 
violence,  were  it  not  prevented 
by  an  extensive  fiat  at  the  entrance 
of  the  harbour  5  this  flat  extends 
from  Quedah  5.hore  to  the  island, 
and  is  nearly  two  miles  in  breadth, 
upon  which  there  is  four  fathoms 
at  low  water  spring  tides  5  thus 
the  harbour  may  be  considered 
a  s»pacious  bason,  rr^pable  of  con- 
taining the  largest  f.^ets  with  per- 
fect ease  and  safety  j  tlie  principal 
entrance  is  from  the  north-west. 
There  is  also  a  vciy  fine  channel 
to  the  southward,  with  sufficient 
water  for  a  7*^  goci  ship,  and 
through 
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through  which  many  of  the  largest 
China  ships  have  sailed.  This 
channel,  which  was  first  discover- 
ed by  SirHoraft  Popham,  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  the  trade  of 
the  island.  To  the  above  advan- 
tages is  to  be  added  the  very  ihipor* 
tant  one  of  its  easy  access  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year :  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  inner  harbour  and 
the  passage  from  Prince  of  Wales's 
Island  to  Bengal, being  certain  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year,  gives  it  a  de- 
cided superiority,  as  a  naval  poit, 
over  Bombay. 

Pulo  Jerajah  is  above  five  miles 
from  the  point,  is  three  long,  and 
extends  nearly  to  the  south  end  of 
the  island.  It  is  hilly,  covered 
with  fine  timber,  and  abounding 
with  small  streams  of  excellent 
water.  Tliere  are  several  spots 
well  adapted  for  erecting  .  the 
buildings  required  for  a  marine 
arsenal.      Careening    wharfs  can

be  constructed  with  the  utmost 
fadlity,  there  being  five  fathoixi 
water  dose  to  the,  rocks>  and  is 
capable  of  being  defended  against 
any  force.  Its  situation  is  well 
adapted  for  a  naval  hospital,  being 
high,  open,  and  healthy. 

The  island  produces  timber,  fit 
for  every  purpose  of  ship  building,- 
and  possesses  one  very  important 
advantage  over  ever)'  other  place, 
jn  Indiii,  in  our  possession,  being 
able  to  I'urnish  roasts  of  any  dimen- 
sions. Lower  masts  of  one  piece 
have  been  provided  for  74"  Gun 
ships.  On  Pulo  Dunding,  seventy 
miles  to  the  southward,  crooked 
timber,  of  any  size,  can  be  pro- 
cured. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the 
names  and  qualities  of  some 
of  the  different  sorts  of  timber 
found  on  Prince  of  Wales*s  Island,. 
viz.  —

unite,  and  fbrm  the  Penang  river, 
which  is  the  most  considerable  in 
the  island,  and  discharges  itself 
into  the  sea,  about  a  mile  to  the 
southward  of  the  town.  All  ships 
are  supplied  with  >  water  from  thos 
*L2 
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river,  which  must  be  carefully 
tilled  at  half  flood,  otherwise  it 
will  be  brackish. 

From  the  appearance  of  many 
places  in  the  interior  of  the  island, 
and  the  number  of  tombs  which 
were  discovered  soon  after  the 
settlement  was  formed,  the  tra- 
dition of  its  being  formerly  inha- 
bited seems  entitled  to  credit. 
There  is  not,  probably,  any  part 
of  the  world,  at  this  day,  where, 
-  in  so  small  a  space,  so  many  dif- 
ferent people  are  assembled  Fo- 
gether,  or  so  great  a  variety  of 
languages  spoken  ;  amongst  them 
are  British,  Dutch,  Port ugi use, 
Armenians,  Arabs,  Parsees,  Chi- 
nese, Chooliahs,  Malays,  Bng- 
gusses,  Burmahs,  Jawanese,  &c. 
&c.  &:c. 

The  Chinese  form  one  of  the 
roost  numerous  and  useful  classes 
of  the  inhabitants ;  they  m<iy  be 
estimated,  to  amount  to  between 
five  and  six  thousand.  The  better 
sort  of  tliem  possess  valuable 
estates  in  land  and  houses,  and 
were  the  first  planters  of  pep- 
per. l*he  lower  orders  exercise 
the  different  trades  of  carpen- 
ters, smiths,  shoe-makers,  Arc. 
&c.  thf.y  are  labourers  and  -fish- 
ermen, and  supply  the  mar4cets 
with  vegetables.  They  are  good 
workmen,  and  receive  high  wages  3 
the  greatest  part  of  which,  as  they 
are  expensive  in  their  mode  of- 
living,  is  spent  on  the  island. — 
Every  Chinaman  makes  it  an  in- 
variable rule  to  send  a  certain  por- 
tion of  his  earnings,  annually,  to 
his  friends  and  relations  in  China. 
These  people  are  addicted  to  gam- 
ing, and  smoking  opium,  and  im- 
moderately fond  of  seeing  plays 
acied,  after  the  manner  of  their 
own  country  5  though  the  audi- 
ences, on  these  occasions,  are  ex- 
tremely numerous,  the  utmost  or- 


der, silence,  and  regularity  is  ob* 
served.  During  their  holidays 
which  continue  a  month,  no  con- 
sideration will  induce  a  Chinaman 
to  work  :  in  this  period  the  savings 
of  a  year  are  frequently  disiipalwl 
in  a  few  hours.  They  are,  in  ge- 
neral, a  quiet,  industrious  people, 
and  have  proved  a  most  valuable 
acquisition  to  the  settlement  3  in- 
deed, witiiout  them,  it  would  havt 
little,  or  no  cultivation. 

The  Chooliahs  con^e  from  llie 
coast  of  Coromandel  -,  many  of 
them  are  merchants,  and  are  fixed 
inhabitants,  and  possess  property 
to  a  very  great  amount ;  the  great- 
est portion,  however,  of  the  Choo- 
liahs reside  on  the  island  only  for 
a  few  mv)nihs,  when,  having  dis- 
posed of  their  goods,  and  pur- 
cliased  a  fresh  cargo,  they  return 
to  the  coast. 

The  Coolies  and  Boatmen  are 
Chooliahs  ;  those  two  descriptions 
of  people  remain  one,  two,  or 
three  years,  according  to  circum- 
stances, and  .then  return  to  the 
coast.  The  Cboolies  are  dispeised 
all  over  the  Malay  Peninsula,  and 
are  entrusted  by  the  different  ra- 
jahs with  the  chief  management 
of  their  affairs;  they  are  a  quiet, 
useful  people. 

The  proportion  of  Malay  inha- 
bitants is,  fortunately,  very  small  ; 
they  arc  an  indolent,  vindictive, 
and  treacherous  people,  and,  ge. 
nerally  speaking,  s^era  tit  for  little, 
else  but  cutting  down  trees,  at 
which  they  are  very  expert. — 
Tliey  are  incapable  of  any  labour 
beyond  the  cultivation  of  paddy. 
When  they  procure  a  small  quan- 
tity of  rice  and  opium,  no  induce- 
ment, as  long  as  those  articles  last, 
is.  sufficiently  powerful  to  make 
them  do  any  work.— But  though 
so  rude  and  uncivilized  a  race, 
some  of  tliem  arc  most  excellent 

gold- 
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goldsmiths,  and  work,  in  fillagre, 
in  a  very  beautiful  manner  in- 
deed. 

The  Buggusses  come  from  Bor- 
neo and  the  Celebes.  Though 
commonly  considered  as  Malays, 
their  language  is  perfectly  distinct, 
and,  indeed,  in  every  particular, 
they  are  a  very  dilTereut  people  ; 
they  are  bold,  independent,  and 
enterprising;  make  good  soldiers ; 
and,  if  treated  with  kindness,  are 
attached  and  faithful.  They  have 
a  small  town  on  the  Penang  river  5 
their  numbers  have  lately  in- 
creased ;  many  of  their  prows 
corns  here  annually,  and  ex- 
change tbeir  gold  dust  and 
clothes,  for  iron,  opium,  &c.  &c. 
See. 

The  Burmahs  are  not  numerous, 
they  live  in  a  small  town  by  them- 
selves, and  subsist  chiefly  by  tish- ' 

i"g- 

The  Par  sees  come  from  Bom- 
bay and  Surat ;  some  of  the  higher 
sort  are  merchants,  the  lower  or- 
der are  chiefly  shipwrights,  and 
are  esteemed  excellent  workmen. 
They  are  remarkably  quiet,  well- 
behaved  people ;  it  is  much  to  be 
-wiijhed  that  their  numbers  were 
augmented,  which  will  certainly 
be  the  case  if  the  shipping  of  this 
port  increases. 

In  the  year  1797*  ^n  account 
was  taken  of  the  inhabitants  then 
resident  on  the  island,  exclusive  of 
Europeans  and  the  garrison,  when 
the  number  was  found  to  be  six 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven.  In  the  'year  1801-2,  the 
lieutenant-governor  ordered  ano- 
tlier  account  to  be  taken,  by 
which  it  appeared  there  were 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-three 
persons  who  possessed  landed  pro- 
perty, and  whose  wives,  children, 
relations^    friends,    servants,    and 


slaves,  amounted  to  nine  thousand 
iive  hundred  and  eighty-seven  ;  of 
which  number  one  thousand  two 
hundred  and  twenty-two,  only, 
were  slaves  j — tlie  total  amounts 
to  ten  thousand  three  himdred  and 
ten.  But  this  enumeratien  of  the 
inhabitants,  though^  made  with 
evitry  degree  of  care  and  atten- 
tion, cannot,  on  account  of  the 
difficulties  opjxjsed  to  such  an 
operation,  by  the  peculiar  habits 
of  the  people,  be  considered  as 
sufficiently  accurate.  Jt  being 
certain,  however,  that  the  error 
does  not  lie  iu  having  overrated 
the  inhabitants,  we  may  safely 
venture  to  estimate  the  population 
of  the  island  at  twelve  thousand, 
every  person  included  ;  a  larger 
population  than  has,  perhaps, 
been  known  in  any  settlement, 
in  so  short  a  pt^riod,  from  its  tbun- 
dation.

In  addition  to  the  quantity  of 
pepper  at  present  annually  exported 
irom  this  port,  almost  any  number 
of  tons  could  be^  procured  for  the 
London  market,  should  it  ever  be 
deemed  advisable  to  send  it  home 
on  account  of  the  honourable 
company ;  and  we  may  safely 
venture  to  assert,  that  the  pepper 
will  be  of  as  fine  quality  as  any 
ever  procured  j  and  the  pepper 
produced  on  the  Island  is  considered 
cleaner  than  that  of  the  surround- 
ing countries  ;  and  in  general,  in 
equal  measure,  it  is  heavier.  In 
the  year  1802,  a  thousand  tons  of 
20  cwt.  were  sent  from  the  island 
to  Europe,  without  having  the 
slightest  effect  on  the  surrounding 
markets.  That,  and  indeed,  a  * 
much  larger  quantity,  could  easily 
be  procured,  without  any  risk  of  , 
raising  the  price,  viz.  50L  sterl. 
per  ton  of  20  cwt. 

We  shall  close  our  extracts,  with 
the  manner  of  cultivating  the 
pepper  vine,  the  result  of  personal 
experience  of  a  cultivator,  possessed 
of  large  plantations. 

The  vines  are  propagated  from 
either  slips  or  cuttings,  and  planted 
in  rows,  at  the  distance  of  six  or 
eight  feet,  varying  in  this  respect 


according  to  the  jadgment  of  the 
cultivator.  The  supporter  of  the 
vine  is  usually  planted  at  the  same 
time,  or  very  soon  after  the  vine. 
There  are  several  sorts  of  support- 
ers, the  deedap  and  moncooda  trees, 
are,  however,  generally  preferred  ; 
the  former,  which  is  propagated 
from  cuttings^  is  esteemed  the  best. 
Its  spreading  branches  and  thick 
foliage  affording  mors  shelter  to 
the  vine  than  the  latter  }  But  the 
nncenainty  attending  the  rearing  of 
it  in  many  soils,  causes  the  mon- 
cooda, which  is  raised  from  the 
seed  without  difficulty,  to  be  more 
commonly  used^  particularly  since 
the  improvement  introduced  in 
training  it  with  three  or  four  per- 
pendicular branches,  instead  of 
one,  which  was  the  usual  mode. 
This  is  done  by  cutting  off  the 
leader,  when  the  plant  is  between 
four  and  five  months  old  ;  this 
causes  it  to  throw  out  shoots,  three 
or  four  of  which,  only,  arc 
suffered  to  remain,  and  trained  in 
a  perpendicular  manner.  When 
the  vine  is  first  planted,  it  is  covered 
witli  a  branch  of  the  tree,  caHed 
peach  something  like  the  nepa,  to 
protect  it  against  the  effects  of  the 
sun,  until  it  has  taken  root,  and 
is  fit  to  be  brought  to  the  stick  ; 
this  happens  usually  six  weeks 
after  planting  ;  when  a  stick  about 
three  inches  circumference,  and 
seven  or  eight  feet  long,  is  planted 
near  it,  to  which  it  soon  (being  at 
first  slightly  attached  to  it  by  a 
string)  creeps  up  towards  the 
top.  In  eleven  or  twelve  months 
the  vine  generally  begins  to  sliew 
blossoms,  at  which  period  it  may 
have  attained  the  height  of  six  feet  j 
it  is  then  fit  for  turning  down  ; 
this  is  done  by  loosening  the  vine 
from  the  stick,  and  removing  that 
entirely ;  the  leaves  are  slipped  off 
the  stem^   leaving   only    a  small 

tuft 
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tuft  at  the  t6p  ,•  a  pit  is  then  dug 
close  to  the  roots,  about  twenty 
inches  diameter,  and  nearly  the 
same  depth  ;  at  the  bottom  of 
which  the  stem  of  the  vine  is  coiled 
horizontally,  bringing  the  top  or 
tuft,  before  mentioned,  to  the 
permanent  supir)rter,  already 
planted  for  th^t  purpose,  to  which 
it  is  fastened  by  a  siring  5  the  pit  is 
then  filled,  covering  the  stem  in 
that  position. 

The  increasing  size  of  the  vine, 
in  a  short  time  afteS*  the  above 
operation  has  been  performed, 
shews  that  roots  are  springing 
abundantly  from  the  stem  ;  the 
whole  skill  of  the  cultivator  is  now 
shewn  by  the  manner  in  which  he 
trains  the  vine  ;  as  this  naturally 
takes  a  perpendicular  di Auction, 
his  care  is  to  prevent  it  ascending 
too  rapidly,  and  which,  if  not 
checked,  it  certainly  will  do.  This 
was  an  error  the  majority  of  pepper 
planters  fell  into  at  the  iirst  set- 
tlement of  the  island,  when  the 
cultivation  of  this  valuable  plant 
was  not  so  well  understood  as  at* 
present.  The  top  of  the  vine, 
therefore,  and  a  length  of  some 
feet  below  it,  is  consequently  not 
allowed  to  adhere  to  the  supponer, 
but  being  pendent  and  inclining  to 
the  ground,  throws  out. side  shoots, 
by  which  it  increases  in  bulk 
proportionably  to  its  height. 

Although  the  blossoms  on  the 
vine,  thus  turned  down,  come  to 
maturity,  tlie  produce,  even  of 
the  third  year,  is  trifling ;  avera* 
ging,  perhaps,  in  a  large  plantation, 
about  one  eighth  of  a  catty  3  from 
the  third  to  the  fourth  half  a  cattay ; 
increasing  half  a  catty  a  year,  until 
it  will  average  2  or  2^  catties  -,  at 
which  time  the  vine  may  be  consi- 
dered to  be  in  full  vigour.  As  there 
are  not  many  plantations  on -the 
island  much  above  ten  years  old,  we 


can  only  judge,  from  information, 
how  long  the  vine  will  continue 
bearing.    From  intelligent  Chinese 
who  have  lived  at  Iringano,  and 
other  places  on  the  eastern  side  of 
the    Malay    peninsula,    we  learn 
that  it  continues  in  full  vigour  to 
the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and  then 
gradually  declines,    still  however, 
yielding  fruit,  if  properly  attended 
to,  to  the  age  of  twenty  five  or 
thirty  years.    This  opinion  differs 
very  materially  from  that   enter- 
tained by  the  original  cultivators 
on  the  island,  who  supposed  that 
the  vine  would  cease  bearing  at 
sixteen  years  j  there  is,  however, 
every  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
mean  of   the  two  opinions    will 
prove  nearly  correct :    a  garden^ 
eleven     years   old,      situated    on 
Songhy  Cluan,  containing    3,000 
plants  only,  has  lately  been  let  for 
3  years,  for  seventy  pieuls  of  pep- 
per per.  annum,  which  makes  each 
plant  average  2f  catties  j  a  strong 
argument  of    the    vine's  bearing 
longer  than  sixteen  years  5  as  did 
it  then  cease  giving  fruit  entirely, 
the  gradual  decrease  would   cer- 
tainly have  commenced  at  eleven 
years :    but     it   has  been   before 
observed,    that    the  vine    in  full' 
vigour  will  not  average  more  than 
2^  catties  per  plant.    The  renter 
of   this  garden  is  thought  by  his 
countrymen,  the  Chinese,  to  have 
made  a  very  good  bargain. 

There  are  few  soils  on  this 
Island  unfavourable  to  the  vine  : 
the  dark  mould,  mixed  with]gravel, 
is  generally  preferred,  it  thrives 
in  high  and  low  situations  ;  best  in 
the  latter,  if  sufficiently  raised  to 
prevent  the  water,  in  the  heavy 
rains,  from  setting  about  the  roots  j 
if  tliey  were  covered  with  water 
six  or  eight  days,  the  vine  would 
infallibly  be  killed.  A  plantation, 
if  properly  taken  care  of,  should 

be 
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be  kept  perfectly  free  from  weeds 
and  grassy  and  for  the  first  five  or 
six  years,  the  earth  should  be 
regularly  turned  twice  a  year ;  after 
that  period  once  turning  will  be 
sufficient.  Four  Coolies  will 
take  care  of  10,000  plants, 
if  properly  attended  to ;  they  must, 
however,  be  allowed  a  cook  $  but 
they  will  require  additional  hands 
while  the  crop  is  gathering  ;  the 
number  will,  of  course,  depend 
upon  the  fertility  of  the  vines. 
The  vine  blossiHzts  twice  a  year, 
after  the  commencement  of  the 
rains  in  the  setting  in  of  the  S.  W. 
Monsoon,  in  April  and  May  :  and 
when  they  cease  in  December  ; 
the  former  crop  is  gathered  the 
latter  end  of  December,  January, 
and  February  ;  the  latter  in  May, 
June,  and  July. 

The  quality  of  the  pepper  de* 
pends,  in  a  great  measure,  upon 
the  care  taken  in  the  gathering 
and  drying. 

The  pepper,  when  plucked 
before  it  is  completely  ripe,  dimi« 
nishes  in  size  and  weight,  so  much 
as  frequently  to  occasion  a  diffe- 
rence of  upwards  of  30  per  cent, 
between  what  is  gathered  in  this 
state,  and  that  which  attains  its  full 
maturity.    A  pecui  of  pepper,  if 


allowed  to  remain  on  (be  vine  till 
perfectly  ripe,  will  yield  ftom  35 
to  36  catties,  when  dry. 

The  vine  seldom  fails  of  shewing 
much  blossom  in  gardens  which 
are  properly  taken  care  of ;  but  it 
is  subject  to  be  blighted,  evea  after 
the  fmit  has  attained  some  size^ 
when  the  seasoo  proves  either 
unusually  hot  or  dry  ; — ^when  this 
happens,  consideral^  qnantities  of 
pepper  will  drqi  off ;— «afew  homa 
rain  soon  puts  a  stop  to  it.  The 
pepperof  this  island,  wheir gathered 
in  a  proper  state,  and  csefullj 
dried,  is  esteemed  equal  in  taste, 
weight,  and  slse,  to  that  of  any 
place  whatever,  and  superior  to 
most.  European  culttvaton  make 
their  plantations  by  contract ;  the 
usual  .price  is  MS  dolkn  per 
thousand.(l)  This  iDchidea  eveiy 
expense  of  tools,  houses,  digging 
wells,  and  clearing  the  grocmd, 
and  every  nther  item,  the  prioe 
of  the  young  plant  excq>ted.^  Hie 
pepper  plant  was  fint  introdooed 
into  the  island  from  Acfaeen,  by 
the  then  ca^aia  China  Che  Kay, 
under  the  patronage  of  Mr.  Light, 
who  advanced  him  money  for  that 
pui\)08e;  this  was  about  the  year 
J  790.

The  love  of  gain  is  ia  an  in- 
creased ratio  to  the  means  of  acquir 
sirion  ;  and  every  circumstance  that 
holds  out  a  flattering  hope  to  the 
gratification  of  sordid  interest,  is 
grasped  at  with  an  avidity  equal  to 
the  stimulus  of  the  first  mover  : 
those  obstacles  which  limit  its  pur- 
suit  are  treated  with  intemperance. 
Fancy  paints  as  disappointment 
^eacribes^  and  the  production  exhi- 
bits all  the  sombre  colouring  of  im- 
passioned discontent.  Should  an 
individual  be  the  object  of  dissatis- 
faction, no  language  is  withheld, 
nor  artifice  left  untried,  in  order  to 
remove  the  offensive  party  5  but  if 
government,  or  a  public  body,  coun- 
teract a  favourite  pursuit  for  the 
•  unlimited  acquisition  of  wealth, 
the  cry  of  public  liberty  is  the  wea- 
poti  used  to  remove  the  obnoxious 
restriction. 

Hie  work  now  under  considera- 
tion is  a  fierce,  intemperate  attack 
on  the  £ast  India  Company ;  the 
vriter  appears  to  us  to  have  taken  up 
the  pen,  dissatisfied  that  the  Com- 
pany should  reap,  unrivalled,  the 
rich  Asiatic  harvest;  and,  no 
doubt,  wishes  to  share  in  what  he 
'conceives  to  be  "  the  golden 
shower." 

In  discussing  a  question  of  such 
importance,  and  which  cannot  be 
treated  with  too  much  coolness  and 
precision,  the  use  of  opprobrium, 
and  marked  irony,  should  never  be 
indulged.  The  Company  are 
charged,  sansceremonie,  with  having 
done  every  thing  they  should  not 
have  done,  and  being  every  thing 
they  should  not  be ;  in  short,  that 
they  are  useless^  prodigal,  mischie- 
vous^ malignant^  and  dictatorial) 


and  that  the  institution  itself  is  the 
bane  of  the  coun try.  Much  of  the 
work  is  taken  up  in  observations  on 
the  third  report  of'  the  select  codb- 
mittee,  on  the  private  trade  with 
India  ;  and  the  author,  though  so 
prodigal  of  broad  assertion  himself, 
reprobates  the  report  as  being  dicta- 
torial and  improper. 

That  report  was  made  on  the 
principle  generally  admitted,— 
"  The  necessity  of  maintaining, 
unimpaired,  the  <?.T(r/iwfv^ commerce 
of  India  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
pany." 

If  it  is  dictatorial  language  to 
quote  the  opinions  of  others  in  sup- 
port of  their  position,  to  call  in  the 
name  of  suffering  humanity  to  pre- 
vent a  wanton  waste  of  the  lives  of 
the  unfortunate  Lascars,  employed 
in  navigating  private  shipping  in  the 
East  to  Europe,  and  giving  the 
most  unquestionable  proofs  of  that 
waste,  then  is  their  language  dicta- 
torial ;  but  the  charge  cannot  be 
supported  on  any  other  ground. 

The  British  East  India  Company, 
taken  in  all  its  relations,  has  attained 
an  importance  to  which  no  trading 
company,  in  any  9geor  country,  ever 
arrived ;  the  merits,  therefore,  of  that 
institution  roust  be  tried,  not  on  the 
positions  of  speculative  political 
OBConomists  alone,  but  also  on  our 
experience  of  its  consequences  on 
the  prosperity  and  political  impor- 
tance of  our  country.  We  have 
here  an  uninteresting  account  of 
the  origin  and  history  of  the  Com- 
pany ;  arguments  are  deduced  from 
its  former  venality  and  corruption, 
in  support  of  the  necessity  there  is 
of  doing  away  the  Company's  char- 
ter^ and  opening  the  trade  to  all 
British 
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British  subjects.  The  different 
laws  passed  since  the  year  1792, 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Company, 
have  removed  the  apprehension 
that  might  be  entertained  of  its 
foimer  corruption  ;  we  should, 
therefor  in  apprecia ti ng  the  expe- 
diency o^  continuing  the  Com- 
pany»  take  into  consideration  the 
effects  at  present  experienced  from 
it,  as  an  engine  of  corruption  in  the 
hands  of  the  Minister,  and  what  it 
would  be  in  case  the  trade  was 
open,  the  Company's  restrictions 
removed,  and  the  whole  weight  of 
India  influence  vested  in  the  execu- 
tive for  the  time  being.  We  have 
no  he<;itation  in  asserting,  tiiat  if 
ever  we  have  an  executive  that  will 
aim  at  rendering  its  authority  inde- 
peiulcntof  the  people,  that  the  mo- 
dification, perhaps  the  abolition,  of 
the  Compiny  altogether,  will 
be  a  favourite  project  with  its 
advisers. 

There  is  much  general  assertion 
as  to  the  opinions  of  others  on 
opening  the  trade  with  India,  some 
of  which  we  shall  contrast  with ' 
extracts  from  the  work,  page  90. 
*'  Their  application  (meaning  the 
private  traders)  was  approved  by 
Mr.  Dundas,  by  Lord  Wellesley, 
nay,  by  all  the  governors  who  have 
presided  over  the  Company's  affairs 
in  India  ;  and  Lord  Wellesley  has 
been  more  than  once  compelled  to 
.  allow  ships  to  be  taken  up  In  India, 
to  answer  the  pressing  exigencies  of 
commerce." 

If  the  approval  had  been  to  the 
extent  as  plain  and  unreserved  as 
they  are  stated,  the  authority  would, 
uo  doubt,  have  its  due  weight  -,  but 
we  shall  shew,  by  extracts  from 
official  correspondence,  th^.t  they 
are  in  direct  opposition  to  opening 
the  trade  to  the  East  generally,  or, 
indeed,  of  infringing  the  just  rights 
of  the  Company. 


Mr.  Dundas,  in  a  letter  to  (be 
Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Direc- 
tors, 31st  March,  1801,  (see  this 
work,  vol.  iii.  fState  Papers,  p.  46.) 
has  this  remarkable  passage  :  *^  M'e 
are  both  strenuously  maintaining, 
that  the  preservation  of  the  mono- 
poly of  the  East  India  Company  is 
essentially  requisite  for  the  secarity 
of  every  important  interest  con- 
nected with  our  Indian  empire ; 
and  80  deeply  am  I  impressed  with 
the  truth  of  that  proposition,  I  am 
prepared  explicitly  to  declare,  that, 
although  the  first  formation  of  our 
East  India  company  proceeded  upon 
purely  commercial  con^ideratioDs, 
the  magnitude  and  importance  to 
which  the  East  India  Company  has 
progressively  advanced,  is  now  so 
interwoven  with  the  political  inte- 
rests of  the  empire,  as  to  create 
upon  my  roiod  a  firm  conviction, 
that  the  maintenance  of  the  mo- 
nopoly of  the  East  India  Company 
is  even  more  important  to  the  poli- 
tical interests  of  the  state,  tlian  it  is 
to  the  commercial  interests  of  the 
Company." 

Lord  Wellesley,  in  a  dispatch 
to  the  Court  of  Directors,  (see  vol. 
iii.  p.  56  of  this  work.) 

"  From  whatever  source  the 
capital  of  thr'  Kriiish  trade  in  India 
might  be  deriwrJ,  the  goods  would 
be  obtained  in  India  under  the  same 
wise,  humane^  and  salutary  regula- 
tions now  enforced,  witli  respect  to 
the  provision  of  every  article  of 
produce  or  manufacture  in  this 
country,  either  by  the  Company,  or 
by  private  merchants  ;  Great  Bri- 
tain would  enjoy  all  the  advanta^n 
of  that  trade  which  is  now  a  source 
of  increasing  wealth  and  strengtli 
to  foreign  nations,  ard  which  tends 
ultimately  to  introduce  foreign 
intrigue,  to  establish  foreign  influ- 
ence, and  to  aggrandize  foreign 
power  in  India.  It  would  be 
equally 
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equally  unjust  and  impolitic  to 
extend  any  facility  to  the  trade  of 
the  British  merchants  in  India,  by 
sacrificing  or  hazarding  the  Com- 
piuiy's  rights  and  privileges,  by 
injuring  its  commercial  interests, 
by  admitting  an  indiscriminate  and 
unrestrained  commercial  inter- 
course between  England  and  India, 
or  by  departing  fiom  any  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  policy 
which  now  govern  the  British  estab- 
lishments in  India.*' 

The  writer  enters  at  great  length 
into  the  dangers  arising  from  colo- 
Dization,  in  case  the  trade  with 
India  was  opened,  and  denies  it 
could  be  ciTvicted  to  any  extent  on 
the  principles  of  colonizntion,  or 
that  our  interests  could  sutler  from 
the  in(li>)(:riminate  admission  of 
Euroj)eans  in  India  ;  and  therefore 
treats  the  fears  insisted  on  by  the 
Company,  on  that  head,  as  •*  the 
phantom  of  a  sickly  imagination." 
Taking  colonization  on  the  broad 
principle  of  danger,  from  thp  in- 
crease of  Europeans,  the  incentives 
to  scaling  in  the  East  are  not  per- 
haps to  be  dreaded  j  but  thfe  existing 
power  of  the  British  nation  in  India 
doe^  not  depend  on  their  physical 
fone  in  that  country,  but  on  the 
opinion  the  natives  entertain  of 
that  force,  and  every  circumstance 
te:»ding  to  we«iken  that  opinion  in 
their  minds  should  be  guarded 
•'gainst  with  the  most  scrupulous 
caution.  No  measure  would  give 
greater  facilities  to  destroy  the  high 
opinion  they  entertain  of  the  Euro- 
pean character,  than  laying  the 
trade  open,  l^e  evils  to  be  appre- 
hended to  the  British  power  in 
India  by  a  change  of  sentiment  on 
that  head,  would  be  incalculable, 
and  has  been  frequently  dwelt  on 
by  the  late  Lord  Cornwallis  in  his 
dispatches  to  the  Court  of  Direc- 


tors, and  by  every  writer  of  autho- 
rity, either  officers  of  government 
or  travellers. 

Our    author     gives     a    doleful 
account  of  the  affairs  of  the  Com- 
pany, from  which  we  shall  give  an     1 
extract.       "    Their  affairs,  since 
1785,  have  fallen  into  a  form  of 
more  regular  and  quiet  mismanage- 
ment.    Their  misconduct  and  their 
embarrassments    now    excite  less 
ecLat,    They  seem,  indeed,  to  have 
required  [acquired]  a   sort  of  pre- 
scriptive   right    to    dilapidate  the 
national  resources  and  their  own. 
Their  affairs,  too,  are  involved  in  a 
degree  of  obscurity,  notwithstand- 
ing the  Parliamentary   review  to 
which  they   are  annually  subject, 
that    few    understand   them,  and 
almost  all  revolt  from  the  attempt 
to  learn.      People,    indeed,  seem 
lo  wait  quietly  for  that  inevitable 
crash  which  will  rouse  attention  ; 
(jr  for  some   measure  which,  pro- 
pobing  to    apply   the  national  re- 
rourccB  to  the  Company's  aid,  will 
display  the  juggle  and  the  fraud  of 
the  institution  to  every  man  in  the 
empire. — ^I'hat  perio<i  is  fast  ap- 
proaching."      In  works  merely  of 
genius  we  expect  a  florid  specula- 
tive display  of  consequences  arising 
frem  real,  or  assumed  causes  j  but 
the  mind  revolts  from  dseless  ima* 
gery  in  a  work  professedly  written 
,  to  convey  facts,  to  sober  common 
sense,  on  a  subject  connected  with 
the  dearest  interests  of  the  conn- 
try.     If  the  fate  of  the  Company 
.  depended  upon  the  erroneous  calcu- 
lations of  our  author,  no  doubt  the 
conclusion  he  has  drawn  would  be 
inevitable.    England  has  been  fre- 
quently ruined  by  calculators,  from 
the  days  of  Dean  Swift  to  the  pre- 
sent )  still  there  is  a  basis,  a  some- 
thing of  connection  beyond  the  depth 
of  speculative  calcoJation,  which  pre- 
serves 
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serves  it>and  while  croakers  are  pre- 
dicting inevitable  ruin^  the  countiy 
prospers. 

The  plausible  and  elaborate 
discussion  on  the  trade  of  the 
Americans  with  India  is  striking  -, 
but  the  counteraction  of  that  evil 
Teste  with  ourselves,  as  their  prac- 
tice of  not  transhipping,  or  un- 
lading- their  cargoes  in  America^ 


is  contrary  to  the  treaty  of  cono- 
merce. 

Wesball  not  hazard  a  speculative 
opinion  on  the  important  question 
of  laying  open  the  trade  between 
England  and  our  Indian  empire, 
but  should  like  to  see  it  amply  dis- 
cussed by  an  impartial  person^  fully 
qualified  for  the  task.
